AUSTRIA. 


Mr,  Motley  to  Mr,  Seward, 

No.  78.]  Legation  of  thb  United  .States, 

Vienna,  October  23,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatches,  Nos.  87, 
88,  89,  90,  91,  92,  93,  94,  and  95,  of  dates  August  26,  (two,)  29th,  September 
19,  (two,)  2^,  26,  October  4,  (two,)  respectively,  and  a  circular  of  date  Septem- 
ber 12. 

I  thank  you  very  earnestly  for  the  full  and  authentic  intelligence  they  convey 
as  to  political  and  military  events,  the  general  character  of  which  is  certainly 
most  encouraging  to  all  those  who  sincerely  love  their  conntiy  and  have  an 
abiding  faith  in  the  noble  destiny  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  United  States. 

I  have  nothing  especially  new  to  report  of  European  affiEiirs.  There  has  been 
a  lull  of  considerable  duration  in  the  long  agitation  of  the  political  surface. 

The  peace  between  the  German  powers  and  Denmark  has  not  yet  been  signed, 
but  it  is  thought  that  no  obstacle  exists  to  its  signature  in  the  immediate  future. 
The  treaty,  when  concluded,  will  doubtless  be  published,  and  as  there  is  prob- 
ably nothing  in  the  details  of  any  especial  interest  to  us  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Atlantic,  I  have  not  thought  it  desirable  to  call  your  attention  to  such  portions 
of  them  as  might  become  known  during  the  progress  of  the  negotiation.  Afler 
the  scission  of  the  provinces  from  the  Danish  monarchy  has  been  consummated, 
the  question  of  the  sovereignty  will  press  very  strenuously  for  its  solution,  and 
there  will  probably  be  much  animated  debate  before  the  succession  question  has 
been  settled  by  the  diet  at  Frankfort. 

I  am  not  in  possession  of  any  state  secrets,  and  certainly  should  never  a£fect 
in  this  correspondence  to  enjoy  such  an  advantage,  even  supposing  it  to  be  an 
advantage  to  a  representative  of  the  United  States  government,  and  supposing 
that  there  were  really  very  many  profound  mysteries  in  the  diplomatic  world  to 
be  discovered.  I  have,  therefore,  always  abstained  from  attempting  to  cast  any 
horoscope  as  to  European  politics,  save  to  give  the  result  of  my  observations  from 
time  to  time  as  to  the  general  question  of  peace  or  war  in  the  immediate  future, 
always  an  important  one  to  us. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  war  between  Denmark  and  Germany  seemed 
inevitable,  as  I  ventured  to  state.  During  its  progress  it  appeared  probable,  from 
the  menacing  language  and  attitude  of  other  powers,  that  the  local  war  would 
expand  into  a  more  general  one.  That  fear  has  since  been  dispelled,  and  it  is 
even  possible  that  Denmark  may  now  be  more  tranquil,  deprived  of  provinces 
which  it  was  unable  or  forbidden  to  incorporate,  than  during  that  period  of 
struggle  against  an  inexorable  ccfticlnsion  which  has  been  terminated  by  the  war 
and  the  consequent  triumph  of  the  German  powers. 

The  "personal  union,"  which  at  a  certain  stage  of  the  proceedings  might 
probably  have  been  secured  by  Denmark,  would  hardly  have  been  more  than  a 
vey  temporary  arrangement. 

I  am  not  able,  therefore,  to  inform  you  who  is  to  be  the  sovereign  of  the 
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dachies,  although  I  suppose  it  to  be  probable  that  Lauenburg  will  be  anoAxed 
to  Prussia. 

As  to  the  future  settfement  of  tiie  ''bumiug  questioDs*'  of  Eiirope  I  pretend 
to  no  power  of  prophecj.  I  doubt,  too,  whetner  there  are  many  European 
statesmen  who  woula  be  willing  to  hazard  predictions  with  confidence.  There 
is  logic  in  events,  but  the  syllogisms  can  with  difficulty  be  comprehended  until 
they  have  been  fairly  propounded  by  time.  Academic  dissertations  about  Prus- 
sian ambition  and  its  possible  schemes  of  annexation  and  mediatization,  the 
chronic  dualism  between  the  great  kingdom  and  the  great  empire  of  Germany, 
and  their  historic  rivalry  for  the  hegemony  of  the  great  people  by  which  central 
Europe  is  mainlj  occupied,  the  embodiment  of  the  German  state-right  principle 
in  the  policy  pursued  by  the  middle  and  lesser  powers,  the  remodelling  of  the 
maps  of  Europe,  and,  in  general,  the  possible  future  of  the  worid  in  this  century 
or  the  next,  are  interesting  and  important  themes  for  philosophical  and  historical 
speculation,  but  have  surely  no  place  in  a  diplomatic  correspondence,  especially 
in  that  of  a  transatlantic  power.  I  shall  only  say,  therefore,  that,  so  far  as  my 
observation  can  reach,  no  political  changes  seem  very  imminent^  and  the  imme- 
diate future  can  be  best  expressed  by  negations. 

It  does  not  seem  to  me  very  probable  at  present  that  Schleswig  Holstcin  will 
be  annexed  to  Prussia,  or  that  the  German  confederation  will  be  strengthened 
or  weakened  or  essentially  modified  in  any  way,  or  that  France  will  extend  her 
frontiers,  or  that  the  King  of  Italy  will  reign  at  Rome,  or  that  an  independent 
Poland  will  be  reconstructed,  or  that  Yenetia  will  cease  to  be  a  part  of  the  Aus- 
trian empire.  At  present  it  appears  that  the  instinct  of  the  governments,  if  not 
of  the  nations,  is  for  peace,  for  the  husbandry  of  state  resources,  and  fior  the 
development  of  internal  industry. 

I  have  nothing  to  say  of  the  famous  French-Italian  convention  of  Septem- 
ber. Two  years  hence  i6  a  long  way  into  the  future.  It  is  not  probable  that 
this  government  would  look  with  8atiBfiEu^tion  on  the  downfall  of  the  Pope's 
temporal  power,  even  supposing  that  such  an  event  were  a  possible  result  of  the 
treaty.  It  is  very  certain  that  Austria  would  abstain  from  any  unprovoked  at- 
tack upon  Italy,  or  upon  any  power,  and  I  suppose  it  to  be  equally  certain  that 
she  would  resist  to  the  utmost  any  attempt  to  deprive  her  of  Venice  and  the 
Lombard  quadrilateral.  I  neither  comment  nor  moralize,  but  give  you  objec- 
tively what  seem  to  me  the  actual  hctB. 

Austria  is  sincerely  desirous  of  peace  with  aU  the  world.  Her  financial  con- 
dition is  not  verv  satis&ctory  at  present,  and  there  is  a  varying,  but  consider- 
able deficit.  The  rate  of  taxation  is  very  high.  In  Vienna,  one-third  of  the 
rents  of  real  estate  goes  to  the  tax-gatherer,  and  there  id  an  income  tax  of  seven 
per  centum.  The  debt  is  about  three  thousand  millions  of  florins,  including  the 
fund  for  disencumbering  the  soil  from  feudal  charges  (greindentlastungs  steuer.) 
Nevertheless,  the  resources  of  the  empire  are  very  great,  and  with  a  long  period 
of  peace,  and  a  more  thorough  development  of  liberal  institutions,  there  is  no 
reason  why  the  wealth  of  the  empire  snbuld  not  be  vastly  increased. 

The  statesmen  of  Austria  are  well  aware  that  the  least  profitable  item  of  na- 
tional expenditure  is  war-making.  There  is  a  strong  party,  too,  who  believe 
that  the  old  system  of  exclusive  tarifis,  and  of  what  it  is  the  fashion  in  many 
parts  of  the  world  to  call  protection  of  native  industry — that  is  to  say,  taxation 
of  the  mass  of  the  consumers  of  a  country  for  the  benefit,  not  of  the  national 
treasury,  but  of  a  certain  class  of  producers — is  an  error,  and  a  very  expensive 
one.  But  the  production  of  beet-root  sugar,  of  native  tobacco,  of  spirits,  wines, 
and  many  other  articles,  which  could  be  purchased  far  more  cheaply,  and  of 
better  quality,  in  foreign  countries,  has  been  immensely  stimulated  by  protec- 
tion, and  the  classes  interested  are  too  powerful  not  to  be  able  to  oppose  with 
success  any  sacrifice  of  their  vested  interests. 

The  new  ZoUverein,  which  wiU  be  formed  on  the  basis  of  the  recent  French- 
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Prn^ian  treaty  at  the  expiration  of  the  original  one  after  next  year,  will  in- 
dade  nearly  all  the  states  of  Germany,  excepting  the  Anstrian  empire,  and  the 
tariff  of  duties  will  he  considerably  lower  than  those  of  the  present  ZoUverein, 
and  of  course  than  those  of  this  empire.  There  is  much  negotiation,  I  believe, 
between  Austria  and  Prussia  on  this  subject,  and  it  is  supposed  some  bitterness, 
as  the  political  as  well  as  commercial  advantages  ensmng  to  Prussia  through 
the  new  customs  union  are  thought  to  be  mat. 

As  you  are  well  aware,  the  direct  trade  between  the  United  States  and  Aus- 
tria has  sunk  to  an  almost  imperceptible  amount  The  direct  exportation  from 
the  United  States  to  Austria^  in  the  year  1862  was  $35,615,  although,  of 
course,  a  considerable  portion  of  the  exports  to  Brefcaen,  Hamburg,  and  the  ZoU- 
verein, which  in  the  same  year  amounted  in  all  to  nearly  thirteen  millions  ot 
dollars,  was  sent  to  Austria.  Nevertheless,  it  will  at  some  fxiture  day  seem 
most  astonishing  that  the  traffic  direct  and  indirect  of  seventy  millions  of  peo- 
ple— about  equally  divided  between  the  republic  and  the  empire— could  be  kept 
within  such  infinitesimal  proportions,  mainly  owing  to  the  prohibitory  legisla- 
tion of  both  countries.  1  here  is  a  kind  of  panic  in  the  Vienna  bourse,  and  there 
lias  been  a  rise  in  the  gold  agio  of  ^  few  per  cent — a  very  trifling  matter  in 
comparison  with  the  spasmodic  oscillations  of  our  own  exchange,  but  one  which, 
nevertheless,  causes  uneasiness.  The  premium  on  specie  is  now  about  17  per 
cent  The  panic  is  partly  ascribed  to  the  large  purcnases  going  on  in  financial 
centres,  like  Frankfort,  of  United  States  bonds,  and  a  corresponding  sale  of 
Austrian  securities.  Certainly,  to  those  who  believe  in  the  continued  existence 
of  the  United  States  in  the  family  of  nations,  the  prices  of  our  stocks  are  tempt- 
ing. It  is  not  often  that  the  obligations  of  a  great  commonwealth  pay  an  inter- 
est of  15  per  cent  to  the  purchaser.  When  one  recollects  that  the  nation  whose 
credit  stands  thus  low  adds  one- third  to  its  population  and  doubles  its  capital 
every  ten  years,  and  has  never  been  delinquent  to  its  plighted  faith  since  its 
government  was  established,  it  may  be  supposed  that  there  are  individuals  hardy 
enough  to  venture  upon  such  a  speculation,  notwithstanding  the  enormous  false- 
hoods and  calumnies  which  have  been  sown  broadcast  through  the  world  by  our 
enemies. 

I  should  say  that  a  considerable  change  in  the  public  opinion  of  Europe  in 
regard  to  our  affairs  had  taken  place  of  late.  It  be^s  to  oe  thought  possible 
that  the  republic  of  the  United  States  may,  after  all,  prove  to  be  the  fact,  and 
the  slaveholders'  confederacy  the  fiction ;  and  the  world  of  late  has  been  some- 
what less  favored  than  before  with  school-boy  declarations  about  the  horrors  of  war 
and  the  blessings  of  peace.  Writers  or  speakers  who  imagine  that  the  Ameri- 
can people,  in  defending  their  national  existence  and  their  free  institutions  against 
the  revolt  of  the  slaveholders,  were  simply  inspired  by  a  love  of  carnage  m  the 
abstract  and  by  a  desire  to  sacrifice  themselves,  their  children,  and  their  worldly 
goods,  fbr  the  mere  amusement  of  carrying  on  a  terrible  war,  are,  perhaps,  a 
little  less  admired  than  they  have  been. 

Those  Europeans,  on  the  other  hand,  who  could  understand  from  the  first  the 
great  purpose,  the  high  resolve,  the  steady  progress,  and  the  unfaltering  energy 
of  a  great  people,  when  engaged  in  a  work  which  Providence  had  imposed  upon 
this  generation  of  Americans,  rejoice  at  the  restdt,  which  now  seems  to  them 
secured— that  negro  slavery  and  the  oligarchy  based  upon  it  are  to  be  num- 
bered with  the  thmgB  of  the  past — they  Lave  seen  that  no  war  of  which  history 
has  preBerved  a  record  was  ever  more  definite  or  more  logical  in  its  object,  more 
humane  in  its  details,  or  more  thoroughly  justified  by  reason  and  the  highest 
considerations  of  humanitv. 

For  the  American  republic  to  have  accepted  the  political  annihilation  threat- 
ened by  the  slaveholders,  fromi  a  base  fear  of  the  perils  and  sacrifices  of  war, 
would  have  been  to  proclaim  itself  unworthy  to  be  the  guardian  of  popular  ^e- 
dom  and  free  institutions  in  the  western  world.  Digitized  by  LjOOQ IC

The 
fact  was  communicated  on  the  same  day  by  circulars  to  the  various  foreign  lec- 
tions at  Vienna.  On  the  following  day  a  ciifcular  from  Count  Mensdorff  Poniily 
announced  his  appointment  to  the  functions  resigned  by  Count  Rechberg.

6iR :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  No.  99, 
enclosing  a  copy  of  a  despatch  from  Mr.  Jackson,  United  States  consul  at  Hali- 
fex,  in  which  certain  reports  are  given  from  Charleston  and  Halifax  newspapers 
in  regard  to  a  supposed  scheme  for  shipping  thirty  or  forty  thousand  Polish 
soldiers  for  the  rebel  armies.  I  shall  not  neglect  your  instructions  to  use  due 
vigilance  towards  thwarting  the  scheme  referred  to,  but  I  would  observe  that  so 
far  as  Austrian  Poland  is  concerned  the  state  of  siege  in  that  country  still  exists, 
and  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  for  any  recruits  for  this  Polish  confederate 
army  to  cross  the  frontier  in  any  direction,  except  with  permission  of  the  gov- 
ernment, which  assuredly  would  not  be  given.'

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  No.  103, 
of  date  November  14,  giving  an  account  of  the  ceremonies  performed  at  New 
York  in  honor  of  the  deceased  imperial  royal  minister  resident  at  Washington, 
Count  Giorgi,  in  conformity  with  the  instructions  issued  by  the  State  Department, 
and  enclosing  copies  of  tWQ  letters  from  the  United  States  district  attorney,  E. 
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Ddafield  Smith,  esquire — the  one  to  the  Department  of  State;  the  other  to  the 
imperial  royal  consul  general  at  New  York,  Mr.  Loosej. 

I  have  further  to  state  that,  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the  documents, 
I  addressed  a  note  to  his  ezcelleney  Count  Mensdorff,  imperial  royal  minister 
of  foreign  affairs,  communicating  the  substance  of  your  despatch,  together  with 
a  copy  of  Mr.  Smith's  letter  to  the  department. 

I  also  took  the  opportunity  to  express  my  own  sympathy  for  the  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  imperial  royal  government  in  Uie  death  of  Count  Oiorgi,  and  to 
add  my  own  tribute  to  his  personal  worth. 

I  now  enclose  the  translation  of  a  note  just  received  from  his  excellency  Count 
Mensdor£P,  in  which,  as  you  will  perceive,  I  am  requested  to  express  the  high 
appreciation  by  the  imperial  royal  government  of  the  friendly  and  becoming 
spirit  in  which  the  Unit^  States  government  has  thus  paid  these  last  and  well- 
merited  honors  to  the  lamented  deceased.

The  aadersigned,  minister  of  the  imperial  household  and  of  foreigpi  affairs,  has  the  honor 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  esteemed  note  of  the  enyov  extraordinarj  and  minister 
plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  America,  Mr.  Lothrop  Motley,  of  date  the  2d  instant, 
and  to  express  his  thanks  for  the  official  communication  therein  made  in  relation  to  the  de- 
cease of  the  imperial  Austrian  minister  resident  at  Washington,  Count  Giorgi,  and  to  the 
solemn  ceremomes  at  his  fimeraL 

The  undersigned  takes  the  liberty  also  of  expressing  to  the  United  States  minister  the 
fipreat  satisfaction  with  which  he  has  perceived  in  that  esteemed  note  and  its  accompanying 
documents,  that  the  sincere  grief  which  the  imperial  government  feels  at  the  loss  of  its  repre- 
sentative at  Washington  is  snared  by  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  lat- 
ter issued  such  comprehensive  directions  in  relation  to  the  last  honors  to  the  deceased  as  ex- 
hibit a  striking  proof  of  its  sympathy. 

The  imperial  government  values  all  the  more  highly  the  confirmation  upon  this  occasion 
of  the  friendly  sentiments  of  the  United  States  government,  since  it  recognizes  therein  a  pui^ 
pose  to  do  honor  to  the  power  of  which  the  deceased  was  a  representative,  and  to  give  a 
worthy  expression  to  the  friendly  relations  between  the  two  states. 

The  undersigned  has  the  honor  also  to  request  the  United  States  minister  to  express  the 
sincere  thanks  of  the  imperial  royal  government  to  the  United  States  government  for  its  pro- 
ceedings upon  the  occasion  of  tlie  obsequies,  so  honorable  both  to  the  deceased,  Count  Qiorgi, 
and  to  the  Austrian  imperiid  states,  and  embraces  the  rpportunity  to  renew  to  the  minister 
the  assurance  of  his  high  and  distinguished  consideration.

There  has  been  for  a  period  of  two  or  three  months  a  remarkable  lull  in  the 

European  atmosphere.    In  this  empire  an  indisposition  on  the  part  of  the  gov- 
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eminent  to  depart  firom  the  circle  of  its  donj^etic  cares  and  duties  is  more  and 
more  apparent.  The  Beichsrath  is  occupied — in  committees  chiefly^ with  pro- 
jects for  retrenchment  and  economy,  and  it  is  supposed  that  the  budget  for  18C6 
may  possibly  be  laid  before  the  Chambers  ^reyiously  to  the  final  disposition  of 
the  estimates  for  1865.  '^ 

Projects  exist  of  assembling  the  diets  in  Hungary,  and  hopes  are  entertained 
even  of  obtaining  deputations  from  that  kingdom  to  the  Beichsrath  before  the 
expiration  of  the  term  for  which  the  present  assembly  was  chosen,  but  the  pro- 
jects would  seem  to  be  premature  and  the  hopes  over-sanguine. 

At  present  matters  remain  in  much  the  saAae  condition  as  that  which  has  ex- 
isted for  the  last  two  years.  The  passive  opposition  of  Hungary  to  any  plans 
for  merging  its  separate  existence  in  the  constitutional  empire.still  continues. 

The  close  political  intimacy  between  Austria  knd  Prussia  seems  unbroken, 
so  far  as  can  oe  judged  from  any  outward  signs,  and  this  combination,  which  a 
few  years  ago  would  have  been  an  impossibility,  has  already  become  one  of  the 
commonplaces  of  European  politics.  Yet  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  vague  feeling 
of  uneasiness  on  the  subject  exists  both  in  Germany  and  in  the  rest  of  Europe. 

Prussia  and  Austria  combined  are  an  enormous  military  force,  capable  of 
neutralizing  any  manifestation  in  the  centre  of  Europe,  to  which  it  should  be 
hostile.  External  movements  against  the  Rhine  or  against  Venetia,  rising  in 
Poland  or  Hungary,  would  be  utterly  futile  so  long  as  diis  alliance  remains. 

Whether  the  Scales wig-iHolstein  matter  is  to  cement  the  compact,  or  whether, 
on  the  contrary,  it  is  to  fall  asunder  as  soon  as  a  decision  of  that  question  is 
reached,  must  soon  be  seen. 

There  is  much  impatience  felt  here  as  to  the  masterly  Prussian  procrastination 
through  which  the  interim  still  continues.  The  diplomatic  correspondence  be- 
tween the  two  powers  has  not  yet  been  published,  nor  has  it  yet  come  to  an  end, 
but  the  general  opinion  would  seem  to  be  that  a  present  scheme  for  annexing 
the  duchies  to  Prussia  does  not  exist.  It  is  observable,  however,  that  while  the 
liberal  party  is  loud  in  denouncing  all  such  projects,  and  in  calling  for  the 
installation  of  the  prince  of  Augustenburg  as  rightful  sovereign  of  the  duchies, 
the  more  ministerially  inclined  appear  almost  indifferent  as  to  the  possibility  of 
annexation,  and  are  lukewarm  in  regard  to  Augustenburg.  But  the  matter 
cannot  be  protracted  much  longer,  and  a  decision  as  to  the  sovereignty  must  soon 
be  made. 

In  regard  to  our  own  affairs,  I  should  say  that  a  decided  change  in  what  is 
called  the  public  opinion  of  Europe  is  manifesting  itself.  In  this  empire  we  have 
never  had  to  combat  with  the  malice,  th^  calumny,  and  the  treacherous  and  per- 
fidious "  neutralif^^y"  by  which  some  other  nations  have  succeeded  in  injuring  us 
almost  as  much  as  by  direct  hostilities. 

We  have  not  often  been  brought  into  actual  contact  with  the  government  on 
exciting  questions,  but  its  attitude .  towards  us  has  been  uniformly  loyal,  frank 
and  unequivocal.  The  sovereign  of  the  countir  has,  on  more  than  one  occasion, 
done  me  the  honor  to  express  in  energetic  language  his  admiration  of  the 
steadiness,  the  courage,  and  the  vast  resources  by  i^hich  the  United  States 
government  had  maintained  its  authority,  and  his  sympathy  with  our  military 
successes ;  and  certainly  not  a  word  has  ever  emanated  from  the  imperial  royal 
Foreign  Office,  or  from  any  statesman  or  public  speaker,  that  could  offend  the 
dignity  or  wound  the  susceptibility  of  the  American  people,  engaged  as  it  is  in 
a  life  and  death  contest  with  the  demon' of  slavery. 

Thl3  tone  of  the  journalism  in  this  capital  in  regard  to  our  affairs  has  been,  in 
general,  respectful,  friendly,  and  intelligent,  while  articles  have  been  occasionally 
published  manifesting  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  subject,  and  much  breadtb 
and  depth  of  reflection  as  to  the  consequences  of  our  great  revolution.  At  present 
the  opinion  seems  to  have  pervaded  every  channel  of  public  thought  in  Europe 
that  the  war  is  drawing  to  a  close,  that  the  cause  of  the  confederacy  is  lost,  and 
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that  the  united  republic  is  to  rise^snperior  to  all  the  powers  of  domestic  treason 
and  foreign  malice,  and  to  be  more  conspicuous  and  formidable  than  ever. 

I  shall  not  endeavor  to  analyze  the  materials  of  which  this  opinion  is  com- 
pounded. I  only  state  it  as  a  fact,  and  as  a  new  one.  The  very  opposite  opinion 
has  been  until  lately  the  prevailing  one ;  and  those  who  have  maintained  the 
certainty  of  the  continuea  existence  of  our  undivided  commonwealth,  and  the 
ultimate  extinction  both  of  the  mutiny  and  of  slavery,  have  been  met  with  a  smile 
of  incredulity.  For  my  own  part,  as  I  have  never  faltered  for  one  instant  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war  in  my  faith  that  Jefferson  Davis  and  his  fellow  con- 
spkators  had  undertaken  an  impossible  task,  and  that  a  ^vemment  founded 
like  ours,  on  the  broad  basis  of  the  popular  will,  and  a  widely  extended  suffrage, 
was  immovable  and  impregnable,  I  do  not  feel  any  more  encouraged  now  that 
the  whole  European  world  accepts  than  I  was  disturbed  when  it  denounced  and 
ridiquled  such  convictions. 

On  the  contrary,  I  should  say  that  Europe  in  its  impatience  is  again  goipg 
too  feet..  Four  years  ago  it  was  in  a  great  hurry  for  the  United  States  govern- 
ment to  abdicate,  and  for  the  American  nation  to  get  itself  decently  buried  without 
further  delay.  Now  it  is  equally  hasty  in  giving  short  shrift  to  the  rebellion, 
and  in  expecting  by  every  day's  steamer  to  hear  that  it  had  given  up  the  ghost. 
Especially  an  importance  which  seems  inexplicable  has  been  attributed  to  cer- 
tain reported  negotiations  which  it  was  supposed  were  at  once  to  bring  the 
war  to  a  close.  As  if  the  very  term  negotiation  were  not  in  itself  an  absurdity 
and  a  recognition  of  the  rebellion,  and  as  if  the  United  Slates  government  were 
about  to  make  itself  an  accomplice  in  one  of  the  darkest  crimes  ever  recorded 
by  history,  by  proposing  to  compound  the  gigantic  felony  with  the  chief  criminals. 

Certainly  Uiere  seem  uneouivocal  symptoms  of  a  coming  counter  revolution  by 
the  people  of  the  slaveholdmg  States  against  the  oligarchs.  The  palingenesis 
of  Missouri,  of  Maryland,  and  (as  it  now  seems  probable)  of  Tennessee,  makes 
the  heart  of  every  loyal  American  and  every  hater  of  slavery  leap  for  joy,  and 
it  wonld  seem  to  require  only  a  wider  expansion  of  the  movement — to  expect 
which  in  the  early  future  seems  not  over  sanguine — to  cause  the  whole  common- 
wealth of  the  United  States  to  be  bom  again  into  a  newer  and  a  higher  life. 

But  we  cannot  disguise  from  ourselves  that  we  have  a  long  road  to  travel 
before  the  end  of  this  war  is  reached.  Rebellion  still  maintains  great  armies  in 
the  field,  and  defies  the  lawful  government  from  its  intrenched  capital. 

Until  those  true  peace  negotiators,  our  great  generals  and  admirals  and  our 
magnifici^t  armies  and  fleets,  have  destroyed  the  military  power  of  the  rebellion, 
we  can  hardly  dare  to  hope  ifbr  an  effective  counter  revolution  in  the  insurgent 
SUtes. 

The  European  ptlblic  is,  however,  already  busy  with  speculations  as  to  the 
series  of  events  likely  to  follow  the  reconstruction  of  the  Union,  prominent  among 
which,  of  course,  are  tremendous  military  movements  by  the  combined  veteran 
armies  of  the  loyal  and  of  the  lately  insurgent  sections. 

The  mvasion  of  Canada  and  of  Mexico  without  an  instant's  delay,  the  sweeping 
off  from  the  American  copti^ent  of  every  vestige  of  European  dominion,  ftom 
Behrings  Straits  to  the  Isthmus,  the  revolutionizing  of  Ireland — a  war  with 
l^rance  and  England,  and  I  know  not  what  besides — these  are  the  phantoms 
made  to  dance  about  to  appal  the  souls  of  fearful  politicians.  It  is  superfluous  to 
Bay  that  such  tricks  to  inveigle  the  rulers  of  Eumpe  into  rendering  assistance 
at  the  last  moment  to  the  sinking  rebellibn  are  too  shallow  to  have  a  chance  of 
success.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatches  Nos.  1 23 
and  124,  of  dates  of  Janaarj  30  and  February  7,  both  reaching  me  by  the  same 
post. 

The  subject  which,  perhaps,  more  than  any  other  is  causing  excitement  in  the 
European  world  at  this  moment  is  the  late  conference  between  the  United  States 
government  and  the  insurrection.  The  rumors  concerning  these  negotiations,  as 
they  are  called,  have  been  various,  and  the  comments  upon  them  in  many  organs  of 
public  opinion  in  Europe  occasionally  very  laughable.  For  my  own  part,  I  have 
been  waiting  very  patiently  for  an  authentic  account,  never  having  an  atom  of  fear 
that  the  President  could  contemplate  any  compromise  on  the  integrity  of  the  nati<m 
and  the  abolition  of  slavery,  and  not  entertaining  a  hope  that  the  ringleaders  o(  the 
insurrection  were  yet  ready  to  abandon  their  attempt  to  destroy  our  great  republic. 

As  it  is  not  possible  for  me  to  imagine  any  third  result  to  the  war — ^the  only 
alternative  being  the  absolute  success  of  the  insurgents,  or  their  subjugation — I 
have  always  believed  that  the  sword  must  continue  to  be  the  only  instrument  to 
effect  a  solution  of  the  terrible  problem,  which  has  been  given  the  Americans  of  the 
present  generation  to  solve.  Four  years  is  a  long  time  in  the  life  of  an  individual, 
but  it  is  a  mere  moment  in  the  life  of  a  great  nation ;  and  although  every  heart  is 
sick  with  the  bloodshed  and  the  sufferings — worse  than  death —  which  this  slave- 
holders' insurrection  has  brought  upon  our  once  prosperous  country,  no  man 
capable  of  thought  on  great  subjects  can  doubt  that  the  only  way  to  avoid  eternally 
recurring  warfare  on  our  continent  in  future  is  to  make  thorough  work  now. 

It  is  very  heroic,  no  doubt,  to  talk  of  resisting  subjugation  by  the  United 
States  governm^t,  but  as  you  and  I  and  all  of  us  are  also  subjugated  in^  the 
same  way  without  much  discomfort,  and  as  twenty-five  millions  of  Americans 
are  willingly  obedient  to  the  law,  there  does  not  seem  any  great  tyranny  in  en- 
forcing it  on  a  minority  who  happen  to  prefer  anarchy. 

If  our  fundamental  law,  the  United  States  Constitution,  violates  the  eternal 
principles  of  reason  and  justice,  rebellion  against  it,  Tjrith  a  reasonable  prospect 
of  success,  would  be  most  virtuous.  But  as  no  man  ever  yet  had  the  hardihood 
to  make  such  an  assertion,  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  President  to  maintain  the 
Constitution  until  rebellion  is  beaten  down,  or  until  bloody  treason  has  trampled 
out  the  government  of  our  fathers. 

Neither  result  has  as  yet  been  reached,  and,  therefore,  peace  seems  still  im- 
possible. In  this  empire,  as  I  have  always  informed  you,  we  have  nev^r  had  to 
contend  with  the  calumny  and  malevolence  with  which  America  has  been  so 
profusely  indulged  by  some  other  countries. 

Here  there  is  an  honest  desire,  I  think,  both  on  the  part  of  the  government 
and  of  a  majority  of  the  population,  that  the  insurrection  should  be  suppressed, 
slavery  abolished,  and  the  LFnion  restored.  It  is  not  necessary  on  this  occasion 
to  anadyze  very  closely  these  sentiments,  but  there^is  a  feeling  that  the  growth 
of  the  United  States  in  power  and  prosperity  is  not,  necessarilv,  a  mis^rtune 
for  the  Austrian  empire ;  and  there  is  also  a  general  conviction  that  the  United 
States  government  represents  law,  order,  and  civilization,  while  the  slaveholders' 
rebellion  means  barbarism  and  anarchy. 

There  is  a  strong  wish  expressed  4iere  that  peace  should  be  restored  in 
America,  and  the  contrast  is  very  great  between  this  sentiment  and  the  panic 
which  raged  in  England  and  France  at  the  moment  when  there  seemed  a  proba- 
bility that  peace  was  to  be  suddenly  restored  in  our  country. 

There  is  something  almost  diverting  at  first  sight,  and  yet,  in  reality,  very 
melancholy  in  the  public  explosions  of  fear,  of  hatred,  and  of  irritation  at  such 
a  possible  result  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  so  long  been  howling  over  our 
"  wicked,  causeless,  hopeless  war."  Digitized  by  ^OOQl(^

Nothing  will  suit  the  American  people,  when  its  government  is  once  restored 
in  its  integrity,  it  appears,  hut  an  instantaneous  onslaught  upon  Canada  on  the 
one  side,  and  npon  Mexico  on  the  other. 

The  American  mob,  dripping  in  gore  and  domineering  over  a  feeble  government, 
(which,  however,  has  become  so  entirely  tyrannical  as  to  have  obliterated  every 
vestige  of  popular  liberty,)  is  about  to  rush  forward  to  a  war  with  France  and 
England  at  once,  not  being  half  satisfied  with  the  bloodshed  of  the  last  four  years. 

As  it  is  not  possible  to  discover  in  our  own  countnr  any  respectable  source  of 
any  such  dire  forebodings,  one  is  forced  to  ascribe  them  to  the  guilty  imagina- 
tions of  public  writers  and  stump-speakers  oi^  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  It  is 
thought  natural,  perhaps,  that  the  Americans,  whose  national  character,  public 
men,  current  history,  whose  noblest  deeds  and  highest  aspirations,  have  been 
during  the  last  four  years  the  object  of  calumny,  hatred,  and  persistent  falsifi- 
cation, altogether  without  example  in  historv  in  what  used  to  be  called  **  our 
mother  country,'*  stung  by  the  memory  of  tnose  insults  and  by  the  material 
injury  inflicted  upon  Iheir  commerce  by  English  pirates,  may  be  disposed  to 
avenge  themselves  when  they  feel  themselves  strong  enough.  And  because  the 
destruction  of  an  unfortunate  republic— our  next-door  neighbor — ^by  the  fleets 
and  armies  of  the  first  military  power  in  the  world,  does  not  seem  exactly  con- 
Bonant  to  our  ideas  of  right  and  to  our  national  traditions,  it  is  supposed  that  we 
6hall  consider  it  our  duty  to  dethrone  the  new  emperor  by  force  of  arms,  even 
although  the  Mexicans  should  unequivocally  manifest  their  desire  to  be  gov- 
erned by  him.  I  need  not  say  that  I  have  on  proper  occasions  combated  ^1 
these  hysterical  suggestions ;  and  until  I  am  otherwise  instructed,  and  untirl 
see  very  different  indications  of  the  national  tendencies  from  such  as  are  now 
evident  to  me,  I  shall  continue  to  maintain  that  the  dearest  object  of  the  people 
and  of  the  ^ov^mment — which  are  one  in  the  United  States — is  to  preserve 
peace  with  a!U  the  world,  and  to  have  no  more  bloodshed  during  this  century  if  it 
can  be  avoided. 

We  shall  have  enough  to  do  when  our  civil  war  is  over  in  cultivating  the 
arts  of  peace;  and  as  to  our  European  enemies,  whose  name  is  legion,  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  so  long  as  they  refrain  from  passing  from  words  to  blows,  that  we  shall 
astonish  them  by  a  great  indifference. 

I  am  glad  to  see  the  termination  of  the  Fort  Monroe  conference  and  cannot 
help  believing  that  its  result  will  be  to  strengthen  the  government  by  making 
manifest  the  fact — which  has,  however,  always  seemed  evident  enough — that 
until  there  is  a  counter  revolution  in  the  insurgent  States  against  the  leaders  of 
the  rebellion,  the  idea  of  peace  must  be  renounced. 

The  report  of  the  President,  together  with  your  despatch  to  Mr.  Adams  of 
February  7,  reached  me  yesterday  as  published  in  the  New  York  journals,  and 
I  need  not  say  with  how  much  interest  I  have  read  them. 

I  send  you  a  bit  of  European  comment  on  these  various  "  negotiations"  with 
the  Richmond  cabal,  printed  in  a  great  variety  of  continental  journals,  and 
coming  originally  from  an  English  source.  If  you  have  not  seen  it,  it  may 
cause  you  a  laugh  in  the  midst  of  your  labors  to  see  the  solemnity  with  which 
such  childish  gabble  is  uttered  by  the  public  instructors  of  Europe.  I  cut  the 
slip,  from  a  Belgium  paper,  never  having  seen  the  English  originsu.  The  facts 
of  President  Lincoln's  having  abandoned  the  emancipation  proclamation,  and  of 
the  coming  incorporation  of  the  rebel  army  with  that  of  the  United  States  for 
fo^ign  war,  are  very  refi^shing. 

Our  volunteers  by  the  terms  of  enlistment  being  disbanded  on  peace  being 
made  with  the  insurgents,  the  United  States  army  will  prove  but  a  slender 
nucleus  for  the  great  invading  force  contemplated.

Tb«  Morning  Posi  vouches  for  the  trath  of  the  following  news,  which  it  borrows  Beom, 
the  Owl,  which  appeared  on  Wednesday : 

We  have  it  in  our  power,  from  information  throngh  a  special  channel,  to  gpve  poeitivelj 
the  conditions  transmitted  hv  President  Lincoln,  through  the  intervention  o?  Mr.  Blair,*  to 
President  Davis,  as  bases  of  pacification.    They  are  as  follows : 

1st.  The  abolition  of  slaveiy  shall  be  determined  by  the  legislatnres  of  the  States  as  to 
timo  and  circumstance,  but  slaveir  must  be  abolished. 

2d.  The  Confederate  States  shaU  re-enter  the  Union  with  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
which  they  had  when  they  left  it 

3d.  The  confederate  army  shall  not  be  disbanded,  bnt  shall  «be  incorporated  witb  tlie 
federal  army  for  foreign  war. 

4tlk  In  the  Union  re-established,  the  past  shall  be  forgotten.  ^ 

The  second  of  these  propositions  having  been  immediately  r^ected  by  President  Davis,  it 
became  useless  to  discuss  the  others. 

In  publishing  this  document  we  shall  call  the  special  attention  of  our  readers,  first,  to  the 
fact  tnat  we  know,  upon  incontrovertible  authority,  that  if  Mr.  Blair  had  not  been  invested 
with  full  power  by  President  Lincoln,  he  would  not  have  been  received  bv  President  Davia ; 
secondly,  to  the  fact  that  President  Lincoln  abandons  emancipation  by  his  own  proclama- 
tion, leaving  the  question  to  the  separate  action  of  the  States ;  thirdly,  to  the  fact  that  the 
policy  of  his  govefmnent  tends  directly  to  foreign  aggression.

Sir  :  I  thank  you  for  your  very  interesting  despatch  of  the  13th  of  Febmary, 
which  relates  exclusively  to  German  affairs.  Although  there  is  no  immediate 
connexion  between  those  matters  and  the«now  ruling  interests  in  the  United 
States,  it  is  nevertheless  certain  that  a  knowledge  of  the  political  and  financial 
condition  of  the  continental  European  countries,  and  of  their  neutral  relations,  is 
necessary  to  enable  us  to  determine  what  policy,  in  regard  to  ourselves,  we  may 
at  any  time  expect  at  the  hands  of  the  principal  maritime  powers. 

At  present,  tnese .  powers  are  so  far  easy  in  regard  to  European  questions, 
that  tney  remain  at  liberty  to  co-operate,  as  they  have  generally  done,  in  a 
policy  which  is  un&ir  and  illiberal  towards  the  United  States  and  the  other 
American  republics. 

Harmony  among  the  European  nations  is  not  likely  to  increase,  while,  happily 
for  us,  our  military  and  political  situation  seems  to  be  steadily  and  decidedly 
improving. 

•  It  was  the  chief  responsibility  of  our  administration  during  the  last  four  years  ' 
to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the  Union  against  the  assaults  of  Action.    The 
next  four  years  may  well  be  occupied,  so  far  as  this  department  is  concerned, 
with  lawful  efforts  to  restore  its  prestige  among  the  nations.

No.  89.]  United  States  Legation, 

Vienna,  April  2,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  debates  in  the  Beichsrath  for  the  past  few  days  have  been  of  un- 
usual interest.    The  subject  of  the  budget  has  been  under  discussion,  and  the 
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finance  committee  of  tbe  BeichsrAtb,  after  baring  obtained  a  concession  for 
ffovernment  of  twenty  millions  of  florins  as  a  reduction  of  tbe  appropriations, 
has  insisted  on  still  fbrtber  subtractions  in  detail,  amounting  in  gross  to  some  five 
or  six  millions.  Tbis  tbe  government  opposes,  and  there*  bas  been  for  a  time 
a  good  deal  of  talk,  botb  in  tbe  papers  ana  in  various  circles  of  society,  about 
what  it  is  tbe  fashion  to  call  a  **  ministerial  crisis."  As  it  seems  certain  that 
on  tbe  question  of  reduction  tbe  govemment  would  be  in  a  minority,  it  was 
^  Bupposed  that  tbe  ministry  would  resign. 

The  speeches  in  tbe  Beichsrath  have  been  very  able ;  for,  as  I  have  often  bad 
occasion  to  remark  in  tbis  correspondence,  it  is  for  no  lack  of  forensic  tal^il 
tiiat  Austria  is  not  among  the  leading  parlimentary  governments  of  Europe ; 
but  I  cannot  venture  ^  ask  your  attention,  occupied  so  intensely  as  it  is  with 
our  own  most  weighty  affairs,  to  tbe  debates  in  general ;  but  I  would  recommend 
you  to  read  tbe  able  and  luminous  exposition  of  tbe  policy  and  principles  of 
the  present  imperial  administration,  especially  in  regard  to  internal  affairs,  made 
by  the  minister  of  state,  M.  de  Schmerling,  tbe  most  pregnant  passages  of 
which  I  have  just  translated. 

I  abstain  from  all  comment,  because  tbe  speech  itself  will  give  you  a  clearer 
idea  of  the  position  of  parties  in  and  out  of  the  Reichsrath  than  I  could  possibly 
do,  even  by  a  long  despatch.  You  who  are  so  familiar  with  the  certaminii 
gaudia  of  great  legislative  assemblies,  and  are  yourself  so  consummate  a 
master  of  debate,  will  not  fail  to  observe  tbe  passages  which  called  forth  the 
angiy  retorts  of  opponents,  and  those  which  gave  most  satisfaction  to  the  sup- 
porters of  government. 

The  conclusion  you  will  perceive  to  be  that  the  mbisters  have  no  intmitioQ 
of  resigning. 

(SPBBCH  OF  THE   MINISTER  OF   STATE.) 

**  The  debate  on  tbe  address  and  tbe  discussion  of  tbe  budget,'^  said  tbe 
minister  of  state,  "  are  commonly  tbe  moments  in  parliamentary  life  when  the 
contest  is  carried  on  on  both  sides  in  tbe  most  vigorous  manner,  and  where  the 
weightiest  forces  are  summoned  into  action  either  for  or  against  tbe  government. 
We  had  the  one  contest — that  on  tbe  address — months  ago.  The  second  is 
now  begun ;  and  although  I  maintain  that,  perhaps,  under  our  present  circum- 
stances, it  is  not  entirely  justifiable  to  bring  on  a  contest  for  or  against  tbe  gov- 
ernment on  tbe  occasion  of  tbe  budget  discussion,  yet  I  cannot  conceal  from 
nSyself  the  fact  that  tbe  contest  is  tiding  place. 

"  If  I  say  that,  according  to  my  individual  view,  this  dhould  not  be  the  object 
of  an  excited  contest  in  the  present  condition  of  Austria,  I  may  be  permitted 
to  express  mvself  somewhat  more  definitely.  Above  all,  there  is  no  doubt  on 
the  part  of  the  government  and  of  tbe  Reichsrath  that  tbe  greatest  possible 
economy  should  be  practiced,  that  every  possible  effort  should  be  made  to  re- 
store tbe  equilibrium  in  tbe  state  accounts,  while  in  regard  to  tbe  measure  there 
may  indeed  be  a  difference. 

**  Still  less,  in  my  opinion,  is  there  any  reason  to  make  a  so-called  act  of  con- 
fidence or  of  distrust  in  the  government  out  of  tbe  question  whether  one  votes 
for  a  greater  or  a  lesser  sum.  This  may  have  full  justification  in  other  parlia- 
ments', and,  in  fact,  we  have  seen  that  tbe  votes  dven  in  a  budget  discussion 
have  been  of  necessity  interpreted  into  a  vote  'of  confidence  or  want  of  con- 
fidence in  the  government  But  in  other  countries — ^for  in  other  countries  we 
have,  after  all,  totally  different  arrangements  in  tbe  composition  of  tbe  budget, 
quite  different  arrangements  in  tbe  appropriation  of  the  voted  sum,  quite  dif- 
rerent  arrangements  in  the  calculations  of  tbe  same.  There,  where  it  is  per- 
missible to  make  a  general  appropriation  for  tbe  whole  of  one  department  (min- 
istmnm ;}  there,  where  it  is  even  permissible  to  make  one  general  appropriation

for  all  the  departments— there,  indeed,  this  act  is  of  each  a  nature  that  it  implies 
confidence  or  distnist  in  the  government.  For  where  a  vast  power  of  dealing 
with  money  is  given  to  the  departments,  there  certainly  is  a  possibility  of 
misuse  of  the  sums  voted,  there  certainly  corruption  is  possible;  but  of  all  this 
there  is  no  possibility  in  Austria. 

«*  I  say  this  quite  openly.    Any  man  who  reads  the  £ve  volumes  of  our  state 
computations ;  who  sees  with  what  exactness  the  salary  of  the  minister  as  well 
as  the  humblest  servant,  the  residence  of  the  stadtholder  as  of  the  gamekeeper 
on  any  domain,  is  settled ;  who  sees  the  thousand  and  thousand  sets  of  figures* 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  looks  through  the  finance  laws  in  which  the  government 
is  bound  not  only  to  the  separate  chapters  but  to  the  particular  titles  and  para- 
graphs— that  man  I  will  ask.  What  minister,  even  if  a^much  larger  sum  is  ac- 
corded to  him  than  to  many  may  seem  proper,  will  find  that  a  special  confidence 
is  reposed  in  him,  when  it  is  pefectly  clear  in  what  way  the  money  is  to  be 
spent,  and  when  the  ministers  are  not  in  the  position  to  spend  the  money  for 
anything  else  than  the  objects  for  which  it  was  voted]  *         •         •         • 

*•••••         During  the  debate  on  the  address  there 

was  a  very  loud  cry  to  us  ministers  in  particular — ^for  you  we  have  one  warn- 
ing — self  recognition  and  conversion.    Now,  as  regards   self-recognition,  we 
can  openly  confess  that  we  have  it  sufficiently.     It  is  very  conceivable  that  we 
ehould  possess  it;  for  if  one  looks  into  our  circumstances,  if  one  observes  what 
is  written  and  spoken,  one  will  indeed  admit  that  there  has  been  no  lack  of 
warnings,  rebukes,  and  tuition  for  the  ministers.    The  days  in  which  it  could 
be  said  that  men  flattered  princes  and  ministers  are  long  since  passed  away. 
Certainly,  the  ministers  are  not  much  flattered  at  present.     [Universal  and 
continued  merriment.]         •         *         •         *         •         •         And,  first,  of  ex- 
ternal policy.     I  shall  say  but  a  few  words  of  this,  as  I  doubt  not  my  honored 
colleague,  the  minister  of  foreign  aflairs,  ^ill  be  able  within  a  few  days  to  speak 
circumstantially  on  the  subject.        •.*        •        •        •        •        •         • 

Doubtless,  one  demands  of  us  the  greatest  energy  in  our  foreign  policy. 
In  order  to  strengthen  and  maintain  the  position  of  Austria  as  a  great  power. 
This  is  doubtless  what  is  wished,  what  is  justly  required  of  him  in  whose  hands 
the  direction  of  our  foreign  affairs  is  placed.  What  is  offered  to  him  now  for 
support  oi  this  vigorous  policy?  On  the  one  side,  that  we  cannot  possibly 
maintain  anything  else  than  a  perpetual  peace — that  we,  at  least,  should  not 
think  of  ever  following  any  other  policy  than  that  of  peace,  that  is  to  say,  the 
abstinence  from  every  active  proceeding,  even  should  such  active  proceeding  be, 
after  all,  very  much  demanded.  And  what  further  is  offered  us?  Perpetual 
representations  that  we  are  an  entirely  broken-down,  dilapidated,  creditless, 
ruined  state. 

"  I  think,  gentlemen,  that  these  are  not  the  elements  out  of  which  to  create 
for  us  a  powerful  position  in  foreign  lands,  and  to  make  it  possible  for  the  min- 
ister of  foreign  affairs  to  bring  his  word  as  a  weighty  one  into  the  councils  of 
Europe.     [Bravo  in  the  centre.] 

"  Look,  gentlemen,  at  the  way  in  which  they  deal  with  such  matters  a  little 
to  the  northward  of  us.  We  have  in  a  northern  capital  the  truly  melancholy 
and  unrefreshing  spectacle  of  ruinous  internal  constitutional  circumstances,  an 
earnest  conflict  carried  on  by  the  house  of  deputies  against  the  govemmei^t,  and 
the  fierce  and  animated  debates  are  brought  to  us  in  every  newspaper.  But 
have  you,  gentlemen,  heard  from  one  single  deputy  in  that  northern  capital, 
during  the  debate  on  the  military  reoi^ganization,  an  intimation  that  Prussia  should 
ive  up  her  position  as  a  great  power— should  reduce  herself  for  a  time,  and 
eep  quietly  at  home  in  politics,  and  let  things  roll  over  her  as  they  might t       * 

"No  deputy  has  so  spoken.  •♦••**  Not  one 
intimation  has  there  been  that  the  state  was  a  broken-down  and  a  ruined  one, 
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and  tbat  one  mnst,  therefore,  renounce  any  vigoroas  movements  iu  tbe  external 
world.     [Commotion  on  the  left.] 

'*  I  come  now  to  that  which  most  concerns  me,  and  ahoat  which  Z  have  been 
obliged,  both  yesterday  and  to-day,  to  hear  many  reproaches — namely,  the  man- 
agement of  our  internal  policy.  The  reproach. is  always  made  to  the  govern- 
ment that  the  interior  constitutional  circumstances  are  not  yet  arranged;  in 
other  words,  that  the  constitution  is  not  yet  carried  out,  or,  as  it  is  the  fashion 
to  say,  the  Hungarian  question  is  not  yet  solved.  •  ♦  ♦  ♦  * 
♦  •  For  us  there  is  but  one  solution,  whether  a  resultless  one  or  not  the 
future  must  show,  that  we  hold  on  inviolably  to  the  constitution,  and  put  every- 
thing in  motion  to  bring  about  its  recognition  in  Hungary.  We  are  oy  far  not 
BO  sanguine  as  one  thidks,  if  one  assumes  that  we  flatter  ourselves  that  the  next 
Hungarian  diet  (Landtag)  will  bring  the  constitution  question  to  a  pacific  solu- 
tion, and  that,  a  few  weeks  after  it  has  assembled,  deputies  will  be  chosen  from 
Hungary  for  the  Eeichsrath,  and  come  here  to  take  their  seats  among  us.  We 
are  not  so  sanguine  as  that ;  and  if  from  some  parts  of  the  house  there  is  always 
the  greatest  value  attached  to  the  summoning  of  the  Hungarian  Landtag,  while 
then  the  constitutional  question  is  to  be  at  once  solved,  we  are  not  disposed  to 
believe  that  the  question  will  J)e  at  once  solved. 

"  But  we  flatter  ourselves  thatby  a  quiet  and  consistent  forward  movement  of 
the  government  at  last  this  question  will  also  come  to  a  settlement  We  expect 
that  very  many,  even  in  Hungary,  who  have  the  inner  conviction  that  a  close 
annexation  (Anschluss)  must  be  carried  out,  and  that  the  imperial  constitution 
must  at  last  become  a  truth  for  Hungary ;  that  they  at  last  will  take  courage  to 
stand  up  for  their  convictions  by  speaking  out,  and  that  we  shall  thus  at  last 
reach  the  goal  towards  which  we  have  so  long  been  striving. 

*'That  this  aim  is  a  great  one  no  man  will  deny;  that  great  aims  are  not 
reached  in  a  very  short  time  is  quite  as  certain;  and  if  you  will  look  back, 
gentlemen,  to  the  period  when  it  was  at  last  possible  for  an  English  parliament 
to  carry  the  Cathdic  bill,  the  com  bill,  the  reform  bill,  you  will  not  stigmatize 
this  government  as  careless  and  inefficient  if  it  has  not  in  four  years  found  it 
possible  to  bring  the  Hungarian  question  to  its  solution.  At  any  rate,  we  have 
the  honest  will  to  take  hold  of  the  question.  We  can  only  manifest  that  will 
by  declaring,  in  the  name  of  the  government,  that  all  preparations  are  made  to 
convoke  in  the  shortest  time  the  Croatian  and  Hungarian  diets,  and  that  at  last 
it  will  only  depend  on  this  high  assembly  to  hasterf  the  period,  because  those 
bodies  can  only  be  assembled  when  the  larger  Reichsrath  (Gesamntreichsrath) 
has  concluded  its  session.  *♦•♦*♦♦•♦ 
In  regard  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  empire,  the  finance  minister  has  al- 
ready spoken,  and  I  have,  therefore,  but  little  to  say.  But  this  I  will  say,  that 
if  our  financial  circumstances  are  such  as  they  have  been  depicted — if  the  distress 
is  so  great  throughout  the  empire  as  W6  have  here  been  told,  then  is  our  posi- 
tion an  entirely  desperate  one,  and  then  one  had  better  take  counsel  how  to 
apply  radical  remedies  for  the  calamity ;  I  say  radical  remedies,  because  that  it 
is  not  a  radical  measure,  whether  twenty  or  twenty-five  millions  are  struck  off 
from  a  budget  of  more  than  five  hundred  millions,  seems  to  me  tolerably  clear. 

i^  •  •  •••  •  •  • 

"  A  few  words,  in  conclusion,  as  to  the  position  of  this  administration  in  regard 
to  this  house  and  the  different  parties  in  it. 

"  I  have  repeatedly  said,  and  say  it  now,  that  a  true  constitutional  life  is  only 
thoroughly  possible  when  there  is  as  harmonious  a  co-operation  as  is  practicable 
of  the  government  with  the  representative  body.  I  have  repeatedly  said  that 
the  government  and  the  representative  body  are  not  two  different  parties,  ibas- 
mucti  as  that  both  have  one  object  before  their  eyes,  namely,  the  welfare  of  the 
empire,  and,  perhaps,  can  only  be  of  different  opinions  in  regard  to  the  means. 
I  have  already  declared  that  conflicts  between  the  government  ai^  tha^reprp 
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ientative  bod^  are  to  be  lamented,  and  to  be  aa  much  as  possible  avoided,  for 
the  very  simple  reason  that  they  are  not  two  opposing  parties,  and  because,  if 
even  that  w^re  the  case,  there  is  no  superior  jadge  to  decide  between  the  parties, 
that  therefore  prudence  and  necessity  drive  government  and  representatives, 
into  the  way  of  working  as  harmoniously  as  possible  together. 

**  This  is  the  view  which  I  have  ever  taken,  and  which  I  now  express  again,  be- 
cause it  brings  me  to  declare  whether  the  govemmeq^  deserves  the  reproach  that  it 
is  one-sided,  obstinate,  self-willed,  because  it  does  not  conform  itself  in  all  direc< 
tions  to  the  votes  of  the  representative  body.  On  this  I  have  to  observe  as 
follows :  I  leave  out  of  view  whether  or  not  a  strong  parliamentary  government 
is  a  possibility  in  Austria ;  whether  it  be  possible  or  not  to  govern  exactly  accord- 
ing to  the  majority,  and  if  it  be  possible  or  not  to  form  so-called  majority  adminis- 
tiutions. 

^  I  will  only  indicate  the  moral  e£fect  of  the  s^-called  majority  of  a  house  on 
the  resolutions  of  the  government;  I  can  well  understand  that  a  govemmeiit 
which  is  opposed  by  a  closely-formed  party,  a  party  which  has  a  fixed  pro- 
gramme, a  party  in  the  midst  of  which  are  men  with  a  sufficient  knowledge  of 
affairs  (Sachkenntnisz)  and  equipped  with  a  competent  gift  of  administration 
to  take  the  reins  of  power  if  they  eae  called  upon  to  do  so.  I  can  well  under- 
stand that  a  government  is  morally  bound  to  be  accountable  to  such  a  party 
And  to  accommodate  itself  to  it  as  far  as  possible. 

^  I  beg  to  be  excused,  however,  if  1  adhere  to  the  opinion  oi  a  deputy  who 
has  said  that  such  parties  do  not  exist  in  this  house,  and  that,  in  particular,  the 
party  which  calls  itself  his  Majesty's  faithful  opposition  cannot  be  considered 
by  us  as  a  party  with  a  fixed  programme.  The  relation  is  rather  that  many 
men,  doubtless  guided  by  conviction,  have  temporarily  found  themselves  to- 
gether, who,  in  Uie  most  important  questions,  have  quite  divergent  views,  and 
whom  we  cannot,  therefore,  regard  as  a  party,  because  it  is  only  a  party  in  that 
it  makes  opposition  to  government. 

'*  And  to  this  party  we  cannot  concede  that  decisive  wefght  which,  according  to 
our  opinions,  ought  to  fall  into  the  scale  as  the  moral  weight  of  a  Ailly  or- 
ganized party.  This  must  not  be  taken  ill  of  us,  and  therefore  offence  should 
not  be  taken,  if  when  here  and  there  the  votes  of  this  house  go  against  the  gov- 
ernment we  still  find  it  consistent  with  our  honor,  our  duty,  and  our  constitu- 
tional principles,  to  continue  to  place  our  services  at  the  disposition  of  his 
Majesty.  •  ♦  •.*  «^«  If  we  are — ^however  we  may  lament  it — not 
always  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  this  honorable  house,  it  is  not  from  a 
contradictory  spirit ;  it  is  the  expression  of  the  feeling  that  the  government  is 
an  independent  factor  in  the  constitutional  life,  and,  there£[)re,  must  act  according 
to  its  convictions,  as  it  is  assumed  to  be  the  case  with  the  other  factors  of  the 
constitutional  life. 

**  F<)r  us  is  the  same  device  as  that  which  has  often  been  announced  by  mem- 
bers of  this  honorable  house  :  true  to  the  Emperor,  but  also  to  the  constitution, 
and  true  obedience  to  duty." 

You  are  aware  that  a  new  step  is  about  to  be  taken  in  the  Schleswig-Holstein 
affair.  A  motion  has  been  made  in  the  Diet,  and  will  be  voted  on  the  6th  of  this 
month,  to  establish  the  prince  of  Angus tenburg  in  the  government  of  Holstein, 
the  question  de  jure  being  reserved  for  future  decision.  This  so-called  Saxon- 
Bavarian-Hessian  proposition  is  to  this  effect,  the  diction  being  important : 

"  That  the  high  assembly  of  the  Bund  would,  under  reservation  of  a  further 
and  final  decision,  (Beschlusz  fassung,)  express  the  confident  expectation  that 
it  will  please  the  high  governments  of  Austria  and  Prussia  to  give  now  to  the 
hereditary  prince  of  Schleswig-Holstein  Sondesburg-Augustenburg  into  his  own 
administration,  the  duchy  of  Holstein  ;  in  regard,  however,  to  the  arrangements 
made  between  them  as  to  the  duchy  Louenburg,  to  cause  communications  to  be 
made  to  the  Diet."  ^    _     i    nr^aiP 
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I  have  reason  to  believe  tliat  this  proposition  is  favored  hj  the  Austrian  gov- 
ernment, and  that  it  will  be  opposed  by  Prussia* 

The*matter  was,  of  coarse,  much  alluded  to  in  the  debates  in  the  Reichsrathr 
and  jon  will  see  hj  extracts  from  the  speech  of  Ooant  MensdorfiP,  which  I  append, 
that  the  position  which  Austria  means  to  take  will  be  very  clearly  laid  down  in 
the  Diet.  You  will  observe  that  die  minister  attaches  Uie  highest  importance 
to  the  good  understandmg  with  Prussia,  but  expresses  himself  as  hopeful  of  a 
satisfactory  solution  of  the  Sdhleswig-Holstein  question. 

If  the  Austrian  declaration  to  tb&Diet  be  of  the  nainie  hidicated,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  see  how  it  can  be  otherwise  than  unpalatable  to  Prussia. 

COUNT  MBNSDOBFP'S  SPEECH. 

*  «  4c  ♦  "Very  far  from  regarding  diplomacv,"  said  the  minister  of 
foreign  afiairs,  Oount  Mensdorft  **  as  an  exclusive  guild,  mystery,  only  attain- 
able by  the  elect,  I  entirely  share  in  the  opinion  expressed  in  this  house,  that  it 
is  possible  for  every  educated  man  of  average  capacity,  without  having  been  at 
a  regular  diplomatic  school,  to  form  a  correct  judgment  in  questions  of  foreign 
policy.  But  I  Also  permit  myself  to  hold  to  my  modest  view,  that  the  handling 
of  these  foreign  questions  requires  the  greatest  discretion  when  one  is  not  in- 
tending to  quit  tbe  diplomatic  field  and  to  go  over  to  that  of  deeds.  The  word 
which  BeiUs  into  publicity  from  the  lips  of  the  foreign  minister  of  a  great  power 
must  be  closely  and  wisely  pondered,  because  it  iAiposes  upon  the  state  the  ob- 
ligation, in  case  of  necessity,  with  its  whole  power  to  makeit  good.  That  may 
be  the  reason  why  in  all  times  and  places  the  observance  of  reserve  has  alwayl 
formed  and  still  forms  one  of  the  first  rules  of  diplomacy. 

^A^er  the  gloomy  picture  painted  in  this  house  of  our  interior  circumstances, 
it  is  a  doubly  sacred  duty  for  him  who  has  the  honor  of  conducting  our  foreign 
affiurs  to  lend  all  his  enei^es  to  the  maintenance  of  peace,  of  which  the  em- 
pire seems  in  every  respect  to  stand  so  much  in  need.  We  believe  ourselves  to 
nave  never  lefr  tlus  aim  out  of  view,  and  to  have  attained  it  through  the  course 
pursued  by  the  imperial  cabinet,  so  fiir  as  that  an  earnest  danger  of  war  is  not 
threatening  us  from  any  quarter. 

"  In  a  rapid  solution  of  so  complicated  a  question  as  that  of  Schleswig-Hol- 
stein  probably  no  one  ever  seriously  bdievecL  Were  the  lee^al  question  as  in- 
disputably clear  and  indubitable  as  it  is  r^resented  here  to  be  on  many  sides, 
there  would  not  be  so  many  various  conceptions  concerning  it,  and  the  affair 
would  have  long  since  found  its  solution.  The  imperial  cabinet  will  have  an 
opportunity  on  the  6th  of  April  to  indicate  in  Frankfort  the  stand-point  which 
it  means  to  take  on  the  question.  By  the  co-possession  in  the  duchies,  Austria 
is  in  a  position  to  prevent  a  solution  detrimental  to  itself,  and  to  guard  the  justi- 
fiable ^aims  of  the  German  Bund. 

''Prussia  enjoys  the  same  advantage  with  equal  justification,  and  we  entertain 
the  conviction  that  this  much-decried  diplomacy  will  succeed  in  making  a  solu- 
tion possible  without  endangering  that  good  understanding  with  Prussia  which, 
notwithstanding  all  arguments  to  the  contrary,  has  thus  far,  according  to  my 
inmost  conviction,  prevented  any  interference  by  foreign  powers  in  German 
affiurs.  I  see  therein  still  the  basis  for  a  greater  unifiction  of  Germany,  and 
therefore  of  an  elevation  of  our  prestige  (auschen)  in  respect  to  foreign  countries. 
A  less  circumspect  policy  would  probably  have  involved  us  in  a  war,  as  to  the 
dimensions  and  consequences  of  which  I  shall  refrain  from  giving  any  opinion. 
If  thereby  financial  dimculties  have  been  lessened,  and  the  ddvelopment  of  our 
institutions  furthered,  are  questions  which  answer  themselves. 

You  may  be  sure  that  the  imperial  government  will  do  its  best  to  frirther  the 
mdustrial  interests  of  the  empire.  ♦  ♦  •  ♦  ♦  • 

"  The  relations  with  Italy  have  great  difficulties.    The  hostile  attitude  oom^ 
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not  from  Austria  alone,  bnt  it  is  maintained  in  those  regions  perpetually,  and  on 
aU  public  manifestations  nothing  is  neglected  to  depict  our  possessions  in  Italy 
as  an  unjustifiable  one,  and  as  an  attack  upon  Italy.  That  this  is  n^  small 
difficulty  for  the  minister  of  foreign  afBurs  to  find  a  way  consistent  with  the 
honor  and  dignity  of  Austria  for  furthering  Austrian  commercial  interests  in  this 
direction,  you  will  surely,  gentlemen,  admit"  *  *       *  •

No.  92.]  Lroation  op  the  United  States, 

Vienna,  April  9,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  No.  129, 
of  date  13th  of  March,  containing  very  interesting  reflections  on  the  close  con- 
nexion of  the  political  condition  of  Europe  with  the  development  of  our  great 
revolution. 

You  observe  that  the  principal  maritime  powers  of  Europe  are  so  far  easy  in 
regard  to  European  questions  that  they  remain  at  liberty  to  co-operate  as  they 
have  generally  done  in  a  policy  which  is  unfair  and  illiberal  towards  the  United 
States  and  the  other  American  republics.  You  add  that  the  next  four  years  of 
the  present  administration  may  well  be  occupied  in  restoring  the  prestige  of  our 
republic  among  the  nations.  No  expression  could  certainly  be  more  just  or  more 
moderate  than  those  thus  employed  to  characterize  the  conduct  of  the  great  west- 
em  powers  towards  the  American  republic  throughout  her  great  contest  with  the 
slave  power.  It  is  difficult  to  speak  with  calmness  of  that  unfairness  and  11  lib- 
erality on  the  part  of  two  governments  which  have  not  unfrequently  affected  at 
somewhat  earlier  periods  of  our  history  to  hold  the  institution  of  African  slavery 
in  horror.  That  tneir  whole  moral  influence,  besides  very  considerable  material 
support,  has  been  given  to  the  insurgent  slaveholders  in  their  efforts  to  destroy 
'  the  United  States,  and  to  establish  an  independent  state  avowedly  based  upon 
slavery  as  its  comer-stone,  and  that  whenever  in  the  course  of  our  great  struggle 
to  maintain  the  national  life  disasters  seemed  most  to  thicken  upon  us,  the  danger 
of  direct  or  indirect  foreign  interference  in  our  domestic  affairs  has  always  become 
mopt  imminent,  are  facts  which  history  will  forever  hold  fast,  and  which  the 
American  people  are  not  likely  soon  to  forget.  If  there  remain  to  us  any  illu- 
sions that  the  tie  of  a  common  language  and  origin  between  ourselves  and  the 
subjects  of  the  one  power,  or  any  hereditary  friendships  and  traditional  kind  feel- 
ing towards  us  on  the  part  of  the  other  great  nation,  were  likely  to  influence 
their  combined  policy  towards  us,  these  illusions  have  been  radely  dispelled* 
This  effect  will  be  salutary  if  it  impresses  upon  us  the  important  trath  that  in  in- 
ternational affairs,  liberality  and  justice  are  freely  manifested  by  great  powers 
towards  others  as  great  as  themselves,  and  that  the  Union,  if  trae  to  itself,  and 
to  the  great  principles  of  human  freedom  on  which  it  is  founded,  will  be  always 
strong  enougn  to  dispense  with  political  friendships,  which  experience  has  shown 
to  be  impossible. 

As  to  the  recovery  of  our  prestige  among  the  nations,  that  process  seems  already 
to  have  begun.  Several  long  debates  in  the  English  House  of  Commons  on  trans- 
atlantic subjects,  with  hardly  one  insulting  or  calumnious  expression  towards 
the  United  .states,  are  certainly  refreshing  and  novel  phenomena. 

The  slaveholders'  conspiracy  must  indeed  be  considered  in  a  desperate  con- 
dition by  its  European  patrons. 
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In  r^ard  to  the  attitude  of  this  government  towards  the  Uniited  States  and 
of  the  general  tone  of  public  opinion  in  this  empire,  I  have  only  to  repeat  what 
it  has  so  often  been  mj  pleasure  to  state,  that  nothing  could  be  more  frank  and 
highnninded  than  they  have  been  ^m  the  beginning.  Now  that  the  hours  of 
oar  trial  are  numbered,  and  that  the  great  republic  is  seen  to  be  emerging  more 
prosperous  and  powerful  than  ever,  the  feeling  towards  us  has  not  diminished 
in  cordiality. 

I  have  so  recently  addressed  you  on  the  subject  of  G-erman  politics  that  I 
shall  say  nothing  more  to-day,  save  to  observe  that  the  Saxon-Bavarian-Hes- 
sian  motion  before  the  Diet  has  obtained,  as  you  doubtless  have  noticed,  the  ex- 
pected majority.  The  opposition  of  Prussia,  and  the  fixed  resolution  of  Austria 
to  preserve  its  intimate  relations  with  that  kingdom,  deprive  the  vote,  I  suppose, 
of  much  practical  significance.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  No.  130, 
of  date  13th  of  March,  containing  military  news,  especially  in  relation  to  M^or 
General  Sheridan's  magnificent  expedition,  which  certainly  seems  to  be  one  of 
the  most  remarkable  exploits  of  this  or  of  any  war. 

We  are  looking  with  intense  anxiety,  but  with  highest  hope,  upon  the  devel- 
opment of  our  vast  military  drama,  ot  which  the  details,  obviously  prearranged 
by  the  band  of  a  great  master  in  the  art  of  war,  seem  rapidly  bringing  about 
the  catastrophe  for  which  the  whole  world  has  so  long  been  almost  breathlessly 
waiting. 

The  exposition  of  the  political  situation  of  Richmond,  referred  to  in  your  de- 
spatch, has  also  reached  me,  and  I  have  read  it  with  very  great  interest.  Of 
course  the  importance  of  such  pictures  depends  upon  their  accuracy,  and  upon 
the  opportunities  of  the  artist  who  paints  them.  As  you  seem  to  have  been 
satisfiea  as  to  their  fidelity,  I  need  not  say  how  closely  I  have  studied  them.

Vienna,  April  24,  1865. 

Sir  :  It  would  be  quite  impossible  for  me  to  express  the  joy  with  which 
every  American  heart  abroad,  as  well  as  at  home,  has  been  filled  at  the  recent 
tidings  of  the  occupation  of  Richmond  and  the  destruction  or  capture  of  the 
whole  of  Lee's  army.  The  first  emotion  must  naturally  be  one  of  intense  and 
humble  gratitude  to  God,  that  our  terrible  expiation  is  nearly  accomplished. 
Certainly  no  one  can  now  doubt  tliat  the  four  years'  war  by  which  an  oppressed 
race  has  been  redeemed  from  slavery  and  the  great  republic  secured  upon  well- 
nigh  impregnable  foundations,  is  rapidly  approaching  its  end. 

Na  thinker  in  any  part  of  the  world,  no  one  accustomed  to  ponpler  the  mean- 
ing of  daily  events  and  to  estimate  moral  and  political  forces,  can  ever  have 
doubted  as  to  the  ultimate  result  of  this  great  struggle.  Nowhere  more  than  in 
America  have  the  moral  forces  a  &ect  and  visible  effect  upon  political  affairs, 
and  never  were  the  moral  forces  of  humanity  exerted  on  so  prodigious  a  scale 
and  in  so  unequivocal  a  direction  as  in  this  contest  of  principles  which  the  pro- 
fane and  vulgar  of  Europe  have  been  in  the  habit  of  denouncing  as  our  **  wicked, 
causeless,  and  hopeless"  war.  Certainly,  those  who  have  so  firmly  hoped  for 
the  success  of  a  conspiracy  ostentatiously  founded  on  perpetual  negro  slavenr  as 
its  corner-stone,  must  have  been  brought  up  in  a  different  school  of  morals  from 
that  in  which  the  majority  of  Americans  have  been  educated.  And  if  the  pres- 
ervation of  a  great  commonwealth  like  ours,  resting  on  wider  foundations  of 
popular  liberty,  and  offering  better  hopes  for  the  general  progress  of  humanity 
than  any  political  organization  yet  attempted  by  mankind,  did  not  justify  the 
vast  and  voluntary  expenditure  of  blood  and  treasure  with  which  the  American 
people  has  startled  the  world,  then  was  bloodshed  never  authorized  on  earlL 
In  my  own  humble  judgment,  there  has  never  seemed  a  chance  of  success  for 
the  rebellion  even  in  the  darkest  hours,  for  to  contend  against  the  democratic 
principle  in  America  was  like  struggling  against  any  of  the  elemental  and  inex- 
orable laws  of  nature.  But  while  the  supremacy  of  the  republic  and  the  de- 
struction of  the  rebellious  oligarchy  were  predestined  events,  there  was  ever  a 
terrible  uncertainty  as  to  the  number  of  years  during  which  the  sacrifice  of

bnman  life  and  the  oatpooring  of  national  wealth  might  go  unchecked  ;  and  it 
was  not  until  the  final  destruction  of  Hood's  army  by  Thomas,  and  the  magni- 
ficent march  of  Sherman  from  Atlanta  to  Wilmington,  that  the  downfall  of  the 
80-called  confederacy  within  the  current  year  became  inevitable.  I  confess, 
however,  that  I,  for  one,  was  not  prepared  for  the  most  dramatic  and  complete 
catastrophe  which  the  genius  of  the  Lieutenant  General  had  so  quietlv  ordained. 
It  is  an  additional  cause  of  national  gratitude  to  that  great  soldier  that  the  de- 
cisive crushing  of  the  rebellion  against  American  liberty  has  been  ^ected  ia  so 
sudden  and  startling  a  manner. 

The  haters  of  popular  freedom  everywhere  who  have  been  praying  so  fer- 
vently for  the  success  of  the  slaveholders  cannot  but  be  more  vividly  impressed 
by  such  a  termination  than  if  Lee  had  withdrawn  his  army  intact  from  an  un- 
tenable position,  and  had  thus,  perhaps,  been  enabled  to  continue  the  struggle 
in  some  other  stronghold  until  the  rebellion  perished  of  exhaustion.  And  the 
moral  effect  upon  alter  ages  will  thus  be  the  more  distinct,  for  the  method  taught 
by  Grant  of  trampling  out  sedition  against  the  majesty  of  the  people  will  as- 
suredly be  a  lesson  to  be  studied  in  the  schools  of  states  unborn  and  ^nations 
yet  to  be. 

I  do  not  think  it  exaggeration  to  say  that  this  ten  days'  work  will  always 
rank  among  the  most  consummate  of  military  achievements.* 

Not  often  in  history  have  we  read  of  a  stronghold  like  Richmond — besieged, 
but  not  invested — ^being  taken  by  assault,  and  the  whole  defending  army  of 
seventy  thousand  men,  kill^,  wounded,  or  captured  within  less  than  a  fortnight 
of  time.  And  the  modesty  and  patience  of  the  generalin-chief  awaiting  with 
the  steadiness  of  fate  the  issue  of  his  vast  combinations,, and  the  utter  indiffer- 
ence to  the  common  joys  of  the  conqueror,  in  abstaining  from  taking  formal 
Sossession  of  the  captured  city  that  he  might  the  more  rapidly  intercept  the 
ying  but  not  yet  annihilated  rebels,  are  as  impressive  in  a  moral  point  of  view 
as  are  the  wisdom  of  his  strategy  and  the  vigor  of  his  blows  when  the  long, 
foreseen  hour  to  strike  had  come. 

I  am  trespassing  too  much  on  your  time,  having  nothing  especial  to  commu- 
nicate, and  it  is  superfluous  for  me  to  dwell  any  longer  upon  this  victory  of 
Grant,  upon  the  splendor  of  Sheridan's  exploits,  which  will  live  as  long  as  we- 
have  a  history,  and  upon  the  steadiness,  courage,  and  sagacity  of  all  our  other 
leaders,  and  of  the  whole  noble  army  of  the  Potomac  fron\  corps  commander^ 
to  privates.  But  what  is  most  likely  to  strike  the  foreign  observer,  and  to  be 
most  pregnant  in  useful  lessons  to  mankind,  is  the  magnanimity  exhibited  by 
the  American  people  in  the  hour  of  its  triumph,  the  absence  of  a  thiirst  for  ven- 
geance, the  yearning  for  reconciliation  with  our  opponents  which  mingled  with 
me  rapture  of  success;  above  all,  the  spontaneous  outburst  of  devout  thanks- 
giving to  the  Almighty  for  the  preservation  of  our  united  republic 

Military  and  naval  triumphs  as  signal  as  those  which  have  made  the  names 
of  Grant  and  Sherman,  and  Farragut,  and  of  others,  immortal  might  prove  a 
eurse  instead  of  a  blessing  to  the  nation  if  we  forgot  that  they  had  been  achieved 
over  our  own  brethren,  and  if  they  should  foster  in  our  people  a  love  of  war 
for  its  own  sake,  a  passion  for  a  national  military  renown  which  at  best,  in  this 
age  of  the  world,  is  a  poor  thing,  and  which  for  us  would  be  fatal  as  well  as 
vulgar.. 

Of  this  we  need  entertain  no  fear,  J  think;  and  it  seems  to  me  the  duty  of 
every  American  renresentative  abroad  to  combat  the  very  prevalent  theory  that 
our  success  in  crushing  a  domestic  sedition  by  force  of  arms  foreshadows  war 
with  foreign  nations,  and  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  seek  new  fields  of  action  i 
for  the  great  fleets  and  armies  which  the  rebellion  has  called  into  existence. 
There  is  no  need  of  my  dwelling  now  on  the  very  obvious  arguments,  so  familiar  to 
every  American,  by  which  I  endeavor  to  prove  the  unsoundness  of  these  fears, 
the  certainty  that  the  American  people  has  had  enough  of  bloodahe 
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tury,  and  that  it  has  far  too  much  common  sense  not  to  perceive  that  a  fotnre  of 
prosperity  and  of  a  higher  life  is  opening  before  it  by  cultivating  the  arts  of 
peace  such  as  never  lay  before  any  nation  until  now. 

I  ought  to  add,  that  on  reading  the  telegraphic  news  of  the  surrender  of  Lee 
with  the  remains  of  his  army  I  had  an  interview  with  the  Count  MensdorflF,  and 
nothing  could  be  more  cordial  or  genial  than  the  felicitations  with  which  he 
greeted  me  on  my  entrance,  for  the  news  had  already  re-ached  him.. 

"You  know,"  he  said,  "that  our  wishes  have  always  been  for  your  success, 
and  that  his  Majesty  has  always  frankly  desired  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion." 
It  was  a  pleasure  to  me  to  respond  that  ever  since  my  residence  here  I  had 
never  heard  a  word  from  any  one  connected  with  the  imperial  royal  goverument 
except  of  friendship  and  cordiality  to  the  American  Union.  I  take  pleasure  in 
adding  that  the  language  of  the  Austrian  press,  so  far  as  I  have  observed,  and  of 
all  circles  of  Vienna  society,  is  one  of  very  sincere  congratulations. 

Europe  is  ringing  with  the  news  almost  to  the  exclusion  of  other  topics,  but 
the  voice  of  detraction  and  of  impotent  malice  is  unheard  in  these  regions. 

In  concluding,  I  beg  to  express  my  most  fervent  congratulations  on  these  aus- 
picious events  to  the  President,  who  during  this  eventful  period  has  so  well 
represented  the  American  people  in  its  unsophisticated  wisdom,  its  courage,  its 
patience,  and  its  generosity.

Sir  :  The  news  of]^the  great  tragedy,  which  has  brought  desolation  upon  our 
country  in  the  very  moment  of  our  highest  joy,  reached  this  place  on  the  26th, 
This  is  the  first  post  which  leaves  Vienna  since  the  receipt  of  the  intelligence. 

I  shall  not  even  attempt  to  picture  the  consternation  which  the  event  has 
caused  throughout  the  civilized  world,  nor  to  describe  the  anguish  which  it  has 
excited  in  my  own  heart,  as  in  that  of  every  loyal  American,  whether  at  home 
or  abroad.  ' 

Tlie  European  public  spontaneously  expresses  in  every  public  way  its  admi- 
ration for  the  character  of  the  murdered  President,  and  its  horror  at  the  vile 
assassin  who  has  taken  his  life.  And  if  the  inhabitants  of  foreign  and  distant 
lands  are  giving  expressions  to  such  deep  and  una£Pected  sentiments,  what  most 
be  the  emotions  now  sweeping  over  our  own  country  ?  I  confess  that  I  shud- 
der at  the  thought  of  the  despatches  and  journals  now  on  their  way  to  Europe. 
As  yet  we  have  nothing  but  the  brief  telegraphic  tale  of  horror  published  oy, 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  Mr.  Adami,  in  London,  and  by  him  transmitted  to  the 
United  States  legations  on  the  continent. 

Not  often  in  human  history  has  a  great  nation  been  subjected  to  such  a  sud- 
den conflict  of  passions.  In  the  mfdst,  not  of  triumph  nor  vulgar  exultation, 
but  of  deep,  religious,  grateful  joy  at  the  final  suppression  of  a  wicked  rebellion, 
the  redemption  of  the  land  from  the  perils  of  death,  and  the  certainty  of  its 
purification  from  the  great  curse  of  slavery,  blessings  brought  about  under  Qod  , 
by  the  genius  of  our  great  generals,  the  courage  of  our  armies,  and  the  saga- 
city of  our  statesmen,  the  American  people  has  seen  its  beloved  and  venerated 
Chief  Magistrate  murdered  before  its  eyes. 

The  eminent  statesman  who,  with  such  surpassing  ability,  has  guided  our  for- 
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eign  relatioiis  during  the  most  cntical  and  dangerons  period  of  our  history 
seems,  thank  Grod,  to  have  escaped  death,  if  we  may  tmst  the  recent  telegrams 
received  last  night ;  bat  we  must  wait  with  intense  anxiety  the  arrival  of  more 
than  one  p^t  before  we  can  feel  confidence  that  the  cowardly  and  murderous 
assault  upon  him  in  his  sick  bed  has  not  after  all  been  successful.  May  Ood 
grant  that  his  invaluable  life  may  be  spared,  and  that  the  country  may  long 
have  the  benefit  of  his  wise  and  faithful  counsels.  May  the  life  of  that  excel- 
lent son,  who  has  so  nearly  p^ished  in  the  attempt  to  defend  his  father,  also 
be  preserved.  What  may  be  the  effect  of  this  suaden  revulsion  in  the  national 
feeling  I  hardly  dare  to  contemplate. 

The  benignant  heart  of  the  late  President  was  filled,  as  we  have  reason  to 
believe,  with  thoughts  of  peace  and  reconciliation  and  reunion ;  with  the  feelings 
of  compassion  for  the  criminal,  mingled  with  detestation  of  the  crime,  becoming 
the  chief  of  a  great,  firee,  and  magnanimous  nation,  in  the  hour  of  its  victory, 
when  the  assassin  took  his  life.  And  the  country  itself,  conscious  of  its  strength, 
seemed  fully  to  respond  to  these  sentiments  of  the  President. 

Will  not  these  gentler  feeHngs  give  way  to  a  desire  to  vengeance,  to  a  convic- 
tion of  the  necessity  of  terrible  severity,  now  that  the  great  treason  has  just 
accomplished  its  darkest  crime,  now  that  the  most  illustrious  of  all  the  iunumcr- 
able  victims  of  the  slaveholders'  rebellion  has  been  so  basely  and  wantonly 
sacrificed  ? 

I  should  apologize  for  giving  expression  to  these  thoughts,  not  suitable  to  a  for- 
mal despatch,  but  in  such  days  as  these,  and  in  the  midst  of  such  a  national  sorrow, 
it  is  difficult  to  be  formal,  and  impossible  to  be  calm.  Nor  can  I  resist  the  im- 
pulse to  add  my  humble  contribution  to  the  universal  eulogy  which  I  know  is 
pouring  forth  at  this  moment  from  so  many  more  eloquent  tongues  than  mine, 
and  out  of  so  many  millions  of  sorrowing  and  affectionate  hearts,  now  that  the 
most  virtuous  of  chief  magistrates  is  no  more. 

I  know  that  one  should  avoid  the  language  of  exaggeration  of  over-excited 
enthusiasm,  so  natural  when  a  man,  eminent  in  station,  mental  abilities,  and  lofty 
diaracteristics,  is  suddenly  taken  away,  yet  I  ant  not  afraid  to  express  the  opin- 
ion that  the  name  of  Abraham  Lincoln  will  be  cherished  so  long  as  we  have  a 
history  as  one  of  the  wisest,  purest,  and  noblest  magistrates,  as  one  of  the  great- 
est benefactors  to  the  human  race,  that  have  ever  lived.  I  believe  that  the 
foundation  of  his  whole  character  was  a  devotion  to  duty.  To  borrow  a  phrase 
from  his  brief  and  simple,  but  most  eloquent  indugural  address  of  this  year,  it 
was  "  his  firmness  in  the  right  as  God  gave  him  to  see  the  right"  which  enabled 
him  to  discharge  the  functions  of  his  great  office,  in  one  of  the  most  terrible 
periods  of  the  world's  history,  with  such  rare  sagacity,  patience,  cheerfulness, 
and  courage.  And  Grod,  indeed,  gave  him  to  see  the  right,  and  he  needs  no 
nobler  epitaph  than  those  simple  words  from  his  own  lips. 

80  much  firmness  with  such  gentleness  of  heart,  so  much  logical  acuteness 
with  such  almost  childlike  simplicity  and  ingenuousness  of  nature,  so  much 
candor  to  weigh  the  wisdom  of  others,  with  so  much  tenacity  to  retain  his  own 
judgment,  were  rarely  before  united  in  one  individual. 

Never  was  such  vast  political  power  placed  in  purer  hands;  never  did  a  heart 
remain  more  humble  and  more  unsophisticated  after  the  highest  prizes  of 
earthly  ambition  had  been  obtained. 

Certainly, "  government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people" — to  quote 
again  his  own  words — shall  never  perish  from  the  earth  so  long  as  the  American 
people  can  embody  itself  in  a  character  so  worthy  to  represent  the  best  quali- 
ties of  humanity — its  courage,  generosity,  patience,  sagacity,  and  integrity — asi 
these  have  been  personified  in  him  who  has  been  one  of  the  best  of  ruiers,  and, 
is  now  one  of  the  noblest  of  martyrs. 

If  it  seems  superfluous  and  almost  presumptuous  that  I,  a  comparative  stran- 
ger to  Mr.  Lincoln,  although  honored  with  his  commission,  should  sneak  of  himi 
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thns  at  lengtb  to  tbose  wbo  shared  his  counsels  and  enjoyed  his  intimacy,  T 
can  only  reply  that  the  grief  which,  in  common  with  every  loyal  American,  I 
most  profoundly  feel  at  his  death  demands  an  expression,  and  that  at  this 
distance  ^m  my  country  it  is  a  consolation  for  me  to  speak  of  his  virtues  to 
those  who  knew  him  best. 

I  have  followed  his  career  and  have  studied  every  public  act  and  utterance  of 
his  with  an  ever-increasing  veneration  for  a  character  and  an  intellect  which 
seemed  .to  expand  and  to  grow  more  vigorous  the  greater  the  demand  that  was 
made  upon  their  strength. 

And  this  feeling,  I  believe,  is  shared  not  only  by  all  Americans  worthy  of 
the  name,  but  by  all  the  inhabitants  of  foreign  lands,  who  have  given  themselves 
the  trouble  to  study  our  history  in  this  its  most  eventful  period. 

I  wish  to  conclude  this  despatch  by  requesting  you  to  convey  my  most  re- 
spectful compliments  to  President  Johnson,  together  with  my  prayers  for  his 
success  in  administering  the  affairs  of  his  great  office.  That  he  is  animated 
with  the  warmest  patriotism,  and  by  a  determination  to  meet  wisely  and  manfully 
the  great  responsibility  which  has  devolved  upon  him,  we  are  all  convinced  ; 
and  I  am  sure  that  the  best  wishes  of  every  patriotic  heart,  and  the  counsels 
of  the  wisest  minds  will  be  ever  ready  to  support  him  in  the  great  task  of  re- 
constructing that  blessed  Union  which  traitor  hands  have  foiled  with  all  their 
efforts  to  destroy.

Sir  :  The  impression  created  in  this  capital  by  the  horrible  murder  and  at- 
tempts to  murder  just  committed  in  Washington  has  been  intense. 

The  whole  diplomatic  corps,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  have  called  upon  me, 
as  representative  of  the  United  States,  and  their  warm  and  sincere  expressions 
of  sympathy  at  our  national  loss,  of  cordial  good  will  for  the  Union,  and,  more 
important  than  all,  of  decided  respect  and  admiration  for  the  character  of  our 
lamented  President,  have  been  most  grateful  to  my  heart. 

The  journals  of  the  capital — all  of  them,  as  I  have  often  had  occasion  to 
remark,  conducted  with  great  abili^ — have  vied  with  each  other  in  eloquent 
tributes  to  the  virtues  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  in  expressions  of  unaffected  sympathy 
for  the  great  cause  of  which  he  was  the  impersonation,  and  of  horror  at  the  ac- 
cursed crime  by  which  one  of  the  best  of  men  has  been  taken  from  the  world. 

I  enclose  (marked  A  and  B)  the  correspondence  between  the  minister  of  for- 
•eign  affairs  and  myself  in  relation  to  this  event.  I  send,  further,  a  translation 
((marked  C)  of  the  report,  taken  from  the  journals  of  the  day,  of  the  action 
itaken  on  the  subject  in  the  Reichsrath.  Dr.  Berger,  the  member  who  pro- 
nounced the  brief  but  feeling  eulogy  upon  Mr.  Lincoln,  is  one  of  the  most 
•distinguished  and  eloquent  members  of  the  house.

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The  undersigned,  envoj  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiarj  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  deems  it  his  duty  to  state  to  his  excellency  Connt  Mensdofff,  imperial  royal  min- 
ister of  foreign  affairs,  and  throngh  him  (if  such  a  course  be  considered  proper)  to  his  Majesty 
the  Emperor,  that  official  intelligence  has  been  received  by  telegraph  at  this  legation  of  the  as- 
sassination of  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States,  in  his  box  at  the  theatre  at 
Washington,  on  the  evening  of  the  14th  April.    The  President  died  on  Qie  morning  following. 

The  extent  of  this  calamity  ca>n  hardly  now  be  dnly  measured. 

.  No  President  of  the  Unitea  States,  since  Washington,  has  so  thoroughly  possessed  the  confi- 
dence and  the  veneration  of  ttfe  greafmajority  of  the  American  nation  as  did  Mr.  Lincoln. 
No  man  doubted  his  purity  of  character,  his  patience,  his  firmness  of  purpose,  his  benignity, 
his  wise  cheerfulness  in  the  darkest  hours,  and  his  transparent  honesty. 

His  lore  of  his  whole  country  was  perfect.  To  restore  the  blessed  Union  which  the  rebel- 
lion of  a  vast  number  of  misguided  individuals,  acting  in  the  interest  of  negro  slavery,  had  at- 
tempted to  destroy,  was  the  obiect  of  his  administration.  That  object  hadl>een  secured  after 
four  years  of  terrible  warfare,  b;^  the  capture  of  all  the  strongholds  of  the  insurrection,  the 
capitulation  of  its  principal  armies,  and  oy  due  legal  provisions  for  the  emancipation  of  the 
slaves. 

The  President  was  on  the  point  of  issuing  an  address  to  the  people  of  the  insurgent  States, 
doubtless  with  the  intent  of  expressing  the  terms  of  that  amnesty  and  pardon  whicm  Congress, 
relying  upon  his  wisdom  and  generosity,  had  already  empowered  mm,  at  his  discretion,  to 
grant,  when  the  hand  of  the  assassin  took  his  life. 

The  undersigned  will  not  even  allude  to  the  universal  distress  which  this  tragic  termina- 
tioD  to  the  virtuous  career  of  their  Chief  Magistrate  must  cause  in  the  hearts  of  the  whole 
American  people.  Words  are  too  weak  to  depict  such  a  universal  sorrow  as  this ;  but  if  an 
excuse  be  thought  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  undersigned  for  thus  dwelling  upon  the  events 
which  have  just  overwhelmed  him  with  grief,  it  must  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  imperial 
royal  government  has  ever  so  frankly  and  so  nobly  manifested  its  sentiments  towards  the 
Unitea  States  government  in  its  contest  with  this  iniquitous  rebellion,  as  to  justify  tihe  hope 
of  its  sympathy  at  this  tragic  moment  li  is  a  consolation  to  the  undersis^ed  to  remember 
that  one  of  the  last  public  utterances  of  the  lamented  President  in  regard  to  foreign  affairs 
was  a  recent  acknowledgment  of  the  magnanimity  and  friendly  attitude  of  his  in4)erial  royal 
Majesty  towards  the  United  States  throughout  the  course  of  we  great  contest. 

No  details  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Imitod  States  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  Mr.  Seward, 
has  yet  been  received,  but  the  critical  state  of  his  health,  caused  by  a  severe  accident  a  very 
little  while  before  the  murderous  attempt  upon  his  life,  makes  it  but  too  probable  that  the 
United  States  may  soon  be  called  on  to  mourn  also  for  the  loss  of  this  most  enainent  and  ac- 
complished statesman. 

The  undersigned  seizes  the  opportunity  to  renew  to  Count  Mensdorff  the  expression  of  his 
most'  distinguished  consideration.

Lothrop  Mot- 
ley, envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  th^  United  States  of  America,  of  the 
esteemed  note  concerning  the  frightful  act  perpetrated  against  the  President,  Mr.  Abraham 
Lincoln,  and  to  state  that  he  at  once  laid  tne  said  note  before  his  most  gracious  Majesty  the

Tne  imperial  government  could  not  receive  the  news  of  this  horrible  event  without  the 
deepest  indignation,  which  has  made  upon  it  the  more  painful  impression,  as  shortly  before  it 
had  seen  reason  to  instruct  its  minister  at  Washington  to  express  to  the  government  there 
its  sincere  congratulations  upon  the  brilliant  results  which  promised  a  speedy  end  of  the 
bloody  contest  in  the  States  ot  the  Union. 

The  horrid  crime  of  which  Mr.  Lincoln  was  the  victim  could  not  but  inspire  the  govern- 
ment of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  with  the  more  sincere  gprief,  as  at  no  time  have  the  relations 
between  Austria  and  the  United  States  borne  a  more  friendly  character  than  during  the  offi- 
dal  term  of  Mr.  Lincoln. 

The  imperial  government  cannot  but  cherish  the  liveliest  desire  that  the  hopes  of  a 
happy  future  for  the  United  States,  which  in  this  country  it  was  believed  might  oe  confi- 
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dentif  based  on  the  distingnished  characteristics,  the  wisdom  and  moderation  of  the  lamented 
President,  maj  be  fulfilled  under  his  successor,  and  the  peaceful  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  foreign  powers  be  preserved  undisturbed. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  feels  it  his  duty  to  g^ve  expression  to  the  sincere  wish  of 
the  imperial  government,  that  it  may  please  Providence  to  preserve  to  the  country  still  fur- 
Uier  the  eminent  Secretary  of  State,  whose  life  has  also  been  iu  danger  from  murderous  hands.

Session  op  the  House  of  Deputies,  April  79,  1865. 

The  session  opened  at  10. 40.    Deputy  Dr.  Berger  spoke  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  :  The  news  of  the  tragical  fate  which  has  befallen  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  Abraham  Lincoln,  through  a  murderous  hand,  at  the  very  momei^t  in  which  the  cause 
of  the  northern' States,  and  with  it  the  cause  of  freedom  and  civilization  and  humanity,  was 
victorious,  has,  I  believe  I  may  announce,  deeply  moved  aU  circles  and  all  classes  of  society 
in  our  fatherland  also. 

Prom  the  very  beginning  of  that  eventful  and  bloody  struggle,  which  has  lasted  several 
years,  Austria  was  always  on  the  side  of  the  north,  and  on  the  day  on  which  the  news  of  the 
last  victory  of  the  northern  States  reached  Washington,  the  man  who  now  stands  at  the  head 
of  the  United  States  declared  that  the  sovereign  of  the  state  to  which  we  belong,  from  the  begin- 
ning an  enemy  of  every  rebellion,  had  always  stood  on  the  side  of  the  north. 

I  think  that  it  becomes  this  house,  which  represents  the  population  of  Austria,  to  express 
its  sympathy  for  the  cause  of  the  northern  States,  its  sympatny  for  the  tragic  fate  of  Abraham 
Lincoln,  the  plain,  simple  man,  who  has  risen  out  of  the  people  to  be  placed  at  the  head 
of  the  greatest  state,  and  I  move  that  the  president  should  summon  the  house  to  sig- 
nify, by  rising  from  their  places,  this  its  double  sentiment — sympathy  for  the  tragic  fate  of 
President  Lincoln — sympathy  for  the  cause  of  the  northern  States. 

The  President.  I  doubt  not  that  the  house  shares  the  views  and  fselin^  which  the  dep- ' 
uty,  Berger,  has  expressed,  and  will  be  ready  to  give  proper  evidence  thereof  by  rising  firom 
their  seats.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  yoor  circular,  of  date 
April  17,  giving  official  intelligence  of  the  horrible  crimes  committed  at  Wash- 
ington on  the  night  of  the  14th  April,  and  of  the  great  national  bereavement 
in  the  death  of  our  wise,  courageous,  and  virtuous  President. 

As  I  have  already,  both  in  official  despatches  and  private  letters,  expressed 
my  emotions  upon  thb  awful  calamity,  and  alluded  to  the  intense  and  universal 
sympathy  which  it  has  excited  throughout  this  country  and  the  civilised  world, 
.1  confine  myself  to-day  simply  to  acknowledge  your  despatch. 

You  further  inform  me  that  Andrew  Johnson  has  formally  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  President,  and  I  beg  through  vou  to  oflPer  my  most  respectful  good 
wishes  to  the  new  Chief  Magistrate  oi  the  nation,  together  with  an  expression 
of  entire  confidence  in  the  zeal,  patriotism,  and  great  ability  with  which  he 
seems  assuredly  destined  to  carry  out  the  great  work  of  the  national  redemp- 
tion from  the  horrors  of  treaspn  and  slavery. 

Already  there  is  a  general  feeling  of  respect,  not  unmixed  with  astonishment, 
felt  throughout  Europe  for  the  steadiness  and  tranquillity  wiU^  which  this 
change  in  the  executive  head  of  the  government  has  been  effectea  in  tlie  midst 
of  a  tragedy  almost  unparalleled  in  history,  and  of  a  popular  emotion  hardly  ever 
known  before. 

The  world's  faith  in  the  stability  and  beneficence  of  democratic  institutions 
is  not  likely  to  be  diminished  by  so  noble  a  spectacle  of  national  anguish,  tem- 
pered by  national  self  reliance.  ' 

You  likewise  notify  me  that  you  have  been  authorised  temporarily  to  act  as 
Secretary  of  State,  and  I  shall  accordingly  have  the  honor  to  address  my 
despatches  to  yon  in  that  capacity.

Sir:  It  seems  to  me  that  the  time  of  the  department  must  be  too  much 
absorbed  by  the  grave  duties  of  reconstruction  at  home,  and  of  directing  our  re- 
lations abroad  with  those  foreign  states  whose  conduct  during  the  four  years'  war 
has  been  less  straightforward  and  loyal  than  that  of  the  Austrian  government 
has  been,  to  leave  many  leisure  moments  at  present  for  attending  to  less  import- 
ant correspondence. 

I  shall  only  say,  therefore,  in  regard  to  the  afiPairs  of  this  country,  that  nothing 
V€ry  important  has  occurred  since  my  last  writing.  The  Emperor  is  about  to 
make  a  visit  to  Hungary,  and  hopes  are  entertained  that  the  personal  presence 
of  the  sovereign  may  exetcise  a  fortunate  influence  on  the  relations  between  the 
countries  beyond  the  Leitha  and  those  other  parts  of  the  empire  which  iiave 
already  accepted  the  constitution  of  1861. 

I  believe  it  is  expected  that  before  the  elose  of  this  year  the  Diet  of  Hungary 
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wfll  be  convoked,  daring  the  sessions  of  whicb  vigorous  attempts  will  be  made 
to  overcome  the  passive  resistance  hitherto  o£Eered  by  that  kingdom  to  the  con- 
stitntional  union.  I  should  not  think,  however,  that  sanguine  hopes  were  enter- 
tained of  verv  soon  seeing  Hungarian  deputies  elected  to  take  the  seats  provided 
for  them  in  the  Beichsrath. 

The  Schleswig-Holstein  affair  d^-ags  its  slow  length  along.  The  imperial 
government  has  consented  to  the  Prussian  proposition,  that  the  provincial  Diets 
of  the  Elbe  duchies  should  be  summoned  accordmg  to  the  electoral  law  of  1854, 
rather  than  the  more  liberal  one  of  1849. 

The  sovereignty  of  those  provinces  still  remains  in  the  joint  possession  of  the 
Emperor  of  Austria  and  the  King  of  Prussia,  and  no  very  rapid  steps  seem 
likely  to  be  taken  on  the  part  of  those  potentates  to  vacate  their  condominium 
in  favor  of  any  of  the  rival  claimants  to  the  dukedoms.  There  will  be  much 
tedious,  legal,  and  historical  disquisition  before  Prussia  will  avow  herself  con- 
vinced on  the  subject,  and  meanwhile  her  able  and  inde&tigable  prime  minister 
will  see  to  it  that  the  naval  and  military  requirements  of  that  kingdom  receive 
no  detriment 

The  question  of  Mexico  occupies  a  very  large  part  of  public  attention  in 
Europe,  and  the  probable  dangers  impending  over  her  new  order  of  things,  so 
far  as  establishea  in  that  country,  is  a  very  fruitful  topic  of  discttssion  in  the 
journals.  I  have  had  no  conversation,  official  or  informal,  on  the  subject  with  the 
imperial  government.  My  personal  views  as  to  this  adventure  have  been  long 
ago  expressed  whenever  fitting  occasions  offered,  and  the  position  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  has  been  fully  set  forth  by  my  communication  of  the 
despatches  of  the  Secretary  of  State  according  to  his  instructions.  As  I  have 
often  had  occasion  to  observe,  the  imperial  government  has  ever  held  itself  aloof 
firom  the  whole  Mexican  enterprise,  and  disavows  responsibility  for  its  results. 
I  suppose  that  the  United  States  government  continues  its  diplomatic  relations 
with  tne  Mexican  republic,  and  has  no  present  intention  of  departing  from  the 
Hne  of  strict  neutrality  which  it  has  laid  down  between  the  contending  parties 
'in  that  country,  nor  any  intention  of  lending  assistance  by  underhand  means  to 
either  belligerent.  In  case  any  change  of  attitude  is  contemplated,  I  bes  to  re- 
ceive as  early  instructions  as  possible,  and  I  should  be  much  gratified  to  be 
informed,  if  such  a  course  be  not  inconvenient,  as  to  any  important  communica- 
tions that  may  have  been  had  on  this  subject  at  Washington  or  elsewhere.  It 
is  obvious  that  my  position  requires  me  to  be  at  least  as  well  instructed  in  this 
matter  as  other  diplomatic  representatives  of  the  United  States  may  be.

No.  111.]  Leoation  op  the  United  States, 

Vienna f  June  27,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  no  startling  events  to  record  since  my  last  writing.  Nevertheless 
it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  attention  of  the  Austrian  statesmen  is  absorbed  by 
very  grave  matters.  Whether  the  position  of  the  administration  or  of  any  mem- 
bers of  it  is  seriously  compromised  or  not  I  am  not  prepared  to  decide ;  but  it 
is  certain  that  defeats  have  been  sustained  by  the  government  on  vital  questions, 
which,  in  a  regularly  organized  parliamentary  system  on  the  English  model, 
would  necessarily  lead  to  a  resignation  or  to  a  dissolution.  A  few  days  ago 
there  was  a  warm  debate  upon  the  question  whether,  according  to  a  certain 
article  (No.  13)  in  the  February  constitution,  ministers  were  not  bound  to  obtain 
the  sanction  of  the  Eeichsrath  to  measures  taken  during  its  recess.  A  resolution 
to  the  effect  that  such  measures  were  unconstitutional  and  void  unless  subse- 
quently confirmed  by  the  representative  body  was  carried  against  the  miuisters 
by  a  majority  of  two-thirds.  I  have  not  learned  that  there  are  to  be  any  steps 
taken  in  consequence  of  this  vote. 

This  week  the  minister  of  finance  has  announced  that  a  loan  of  117  millions 
of  florins  will  be  necessary  to  cover  the  estimated  deficit  for  the  years  1865  and 
1866.  The  house  of  deputies  refused  to  sanction  at  present  a  loan  of  more  than 
Id  millions,  or  one-uiiith  of  the  whole  amount,  a  sum  immediately  required  for 
the  protection  of  the  July  coupons  on  the  existing  debt,  and  reserves  the  further 
authorization  of  the  loan  demanded  until  the  fijaance  laws  for  1865  and  1866 
shall  have  been  constitutionally  passed. 

The  effect  of  these  sentiments  and  discussions  has  been  very  perceptible  on 
the  exchange  and  in  the  public  feeling.  There  is  a  sentiment,  amounting  almost 
to  conviction  in  some  quarters,  that  the  empire  is  on  the  high  road  to  national 
bankruptcy ;  that  it  is  impossible  to  raise  any  more  revenue  from  taxation,  as  the  . 
people  are  not  able  to  bear  the  existing  burden,  and  that  some  means  must  be 
oiscovered  without  delay  for  reducing  the  expenses  at  least  to  an  equilibrium 
with  the  present  revenue,  and  for  putting  an  end  to  the  annual  deficit  which  has 
assumed  a  frightful  regularity. 

Those  means  have  not  yet  been  found,  and  I  refer  you  to  extracts  appended 
to  this  despatch  from  remarkable  speeches  just  made  in  the  house  of  peers,  by 
some  distinguished  members  of  that  body,  as  proofs  that  very  great  alarm  is 
felt,  and  that  the  alarm  is  not  without  cause. 

In  previous  despatches  I  have  given  you  sufficient  details  as  to  the  annual 
budgets  of  the  empire,  and  as  to  the  amount  of  the  national  debt. 

In  round  numbers,  for  general  purposes,  it  may  be  said  that  Austria  owes  to- 
day about  as  many  florins  as  the  United  States  government  owes  dollars. 

The  annual  interest,  exclusive  of  that  upon  the  "Grund  Entlastung,"  (a  debt 
of  about  500  millions,  contracted  for  the  emancipation  of  the  peasants,)  is  not 
far  from  120  millions  of  florins.  The  iharket  price  of  the  Austrian  loans,  bearing 
5  per  eent.  interest  in  specie,  is  quoted  to-day  in  Frankfort  at  66^,  and  that  of. 
theTJnited  States  six  per  cent,  five-twentiep  at  75. 

Thus,  at  this  moment  of  our  emerging  from  a  terrible  civil  war  of  four  years' 
duration,  which  has  cost  3,000  millions  of  dollars,  our  credit  is  about  equal  to 
that  of  the  Austrian  government,  although  our  actual  indebtedness  is  about 
double  theirs,  (a  florin  being  nearly  half  a  dollar,)  while  the  population,  re- 
spectively, of  the  empire  and  of  the  republic  is  almost  exactly  the  same. 

As  United  States  stocks  have  been  sold  as  low  as  36  in  Frankfort,  or  at  less 
than  half  their  present  market  value,  you  perceive  how  rapid  has  been  the  ad- 
vance, in  the  belief  that  the  American  government  is  not  rushing  very  rapidly 
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upon  that  national  bankruptcy  which  our  excelknt  friends  in  England  have  so 
steadily  predicted. 

After  all,  it  is  felt  that  a  nation  which  has  a  vested  capital  of  at  least  21,000 
millions  of  dollars,  or  seven  times  its  debt,  whose  population  doubles  every 
quarter  of  a  century,  whose  wealth  doubles  every  ten  years,  and  whose  annual 
production  may  be  fairly  stated  at  4,000  millions,  or  considerably  more  than 
that  of  any  other  country,  is  not  in  danger  of  insolvency  unless  the  character 
of  its  people,  both  for  industry  and  good  faith,  should  suffer  some  astounding 
metamorphosis. 

The  instant  disbanding  of  a  large  part  of  those  armies  and  navies,  (as  soon 
as  the  last  sliot  in  the  civil  war  was  nred,)  with  which  it  was  considered  so  cer- 
tain abroad  that  we  were  at  once  to  attack  England  and  France,  and  the  world 
in  general,  in  order  to  find  occupation  for  our  warriors,  and  to  slake  the  per- 
sistent thirst  for  blood  which  the  war  against  the  slave  power  was  supposea  to 
have  engendered,  has  astounded  Europe — ^for  Europe  always  knows  that  we 
are  going  to  do  exactly  the  reverse  of  what  we  really  do — but  it  has  benefited 
our  credit. 

The  rapid  disappearance  of  those  tremendous  forces  seems  as  prodigious  to 
the  European  mind  as  their  sudden  apparition  when  required  to  save  our  na- 
tional life,  while  the  vanishing  into  space  of  the  "  nation"  created  by  Jefferson 
Davis,  and  so  warmly  welcomed  by  the  haters  of  our  republic,  without  leaving 
one  solid  fragment  of  itself  in  existence,  ought  to  furnish  a  lesson  to  politicians 
in  future  in  the  art  of  distinguishing  exhalations  firom  organized  bodies. 

But  it  is  hardly  possible. for  the  Austrian  empire,  or  for  any  of  the  great  or 
little  powers  of  the  continent,  to  effect  such  sweeping  retrenchments  as  our 
geographical  position  and  our  democratic  institutions  allow.  Of  the  four  mil- 
lions 01  soldiers  always  kept  on  foot  in  Europe,  this  empire  has  from  320,000 
to  613,000,  the  latter  figure  being  that  of  its  army  on  a  war  footing,  while  the 
total  number  (active  and  reserve)  of  the  army  of  Hesse  Cassel,  with  its  popula- 
tion of  740,000,  is  1 5,000,  or  two  thousand  more  than  the  whole  United  States 
army — officers,  musicians,  and  privates — ^in  1860. 

It  is  true  that  the  expense  of  the  imperial  army  has  just  been  reduced,  as 
was  well  put  by  Minister  von  Schmesling  in  his  speech  to  the  peers,  from  135 
million  florins  to  95  millions,  being  a  saving  of  40  millions;  but  the  exposed 
condition  of  the  empire,  the  troops  of  enemies  ever  ready  to  take  advantage  of 
any  momentary  weakness,  and  the  constant  posBibility  of  external  wars,  great 
or  little,  or  of  disturbances  in  some  portion  of  its  very  heterogeneous  popula- 
tion, render  it  doubtful  whether  such  a  diminution  can  be  sustained,  and  almost 
certain  that  it  could  be  carried  no  further. 

That  the  exigency  of  diminishing  the  imperial  expenditure  is  very  great, 
and  that  there  is  a  frank  determination,  both  of  the  ministry  and  of  the  opposi- 
tion, to  effect  such  retrenchments,  seem  to  be  certain,  but  the  road  to  them  does 
not  seem  so  clear. 

It  was  wittily  observed  by  Oount  Rechberg,  ex-minister  of  foreign  affairs, 
Aat  the  opposition  was  very  loud  in  shouting  fire,  but  they  did  not  come  for- 
ward "with  the  engines  to  put  it  out ;  and  it  was  quite  as  wittily  replied,  by 
Count  Auersperg,  that  the  key  of  the  engine-house  was  not  in  theur  hanfls,  but 
in  that  of  the  authorities. 

Thus  for  1  have  not  seen  any  very  promising  indications  of  large  economies  to  be 
effected  in  the  future ;  and,  after  all,  a  great  empire  in  Europe  must,  under  the 
universal  system  which  now  prevails  in  this  hemisphere,  look  rather  to  increased 
national  production  than  to  very  great  savings  of  expenditure  to  relieve  its 
embarrassments.  ' 

I  suppose  it  to  be  as  well  established  a  fact  as  any  in  human  history,  that 
the  largest  individual  liberty  of  action  consistent  with  due  security  to  life  and 
property  will  give  the  largest  national  production,  other  things  beinff  equal. 
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It  is  for  this  reason  that  in  the  United  States  the  same  amonnt  of  capital, 
land,  and  labor  yields  more  wealth  than  can  be  expected  in  any  Enropean 
country. 

No  doubt  the  resources  of  Austria  are  great,  almost  inexhaustible ;  but  this, 
after  all,  is  but  a  phrase.  The  resources  of  Mexico  are  boundless,  so  are  those 
of  Turkey,  while  the  national  resources  of  Holland  are  almost  null ;  yet  Hol- 
land has  been  at  times  one  of  the  richest  and  most  productive  states  in  the 
world. 

The  more  Austrian  industry  is  freed  from  its  fetters ;  the  sooner  the  emaaci- 
pated  serf  finds  himself  a]>le  to  earn  more  than  twenty  kreuzers,  or  ten  or  twelve 
cents  per  diem,  which  is  about  the  daily  wages  of  the  laborer  in  many  of  the 
most  populous  and  important  provinces,  the  sooner  will  the  deficit  which  now 
perpetually  stares  the  country  in  the  face,  suggesting  horrid  visions  for  the 
.  future,  begin  to  withdraw  his  disagreeable  visage. 

Certainly  democratic  institutions  are  not  possible,  scarcely  conceivable,  or 
desirable  in  Austria ;  but  so  long  as  protection,  legislation,  class  privileges  and 
general  administrative  interference  with  the  individual  prevent  the  mass  of  the 
people,  by  whom  the  resources  of  a  state  must  be  worked,  from  having  any 
better  prospect  in  life  than  that  of  earning,  by  twelve  hours  of  daily  toil,  about 
one- tenth  of  what  can  be  earned  by  an  American  laborer  of  the  lowest '  class 
in  the  same  time,  certainly  a  very  largely  increased  productiveness  of  the 
empire  cannot  be  expected. 

To  perpetually  look  upward  to  government  for  assistance,  direction,  instmc- 
tiou,  advice,  and  commands  in  daily  affaiis  is  not  a  habit  which  inspires  a 
people  with  the  spirit  of  self-confidence  and  of  self-help,  out  of  which  is  bom 
national  wealth,  and  which  gives  the  deathblow  to  deficits.  But  I  am  not 
writing  an  essay  on  political  economy.

Count  Anton  Auerspero.  *  *  *  *  it  would  be  before  all  things  desirable  to 
expect  that  the  official  upholders  of  the  constitutional  principle  should  be  those  who  would  feel 
bound  to  work  most  earnestly  for  the  removal  of  those  financial  troubles.  ^  »  •  «  ^t 
the  beginning  of  the  so-callea  new  era  the  old  firures  were  retained  as  a  result  of  the  old  sys- 
tem remaining  unaltered.  I  know  that  thorough  and  lasting  reforms  cannot  be  effected  iu  a 
moment's  time,  but  in  these  ^ve  years  there  has  certainly  been  too  little  upward  movement, 
and  even  an  impulse  towards  a  spring  has  not  been  given.  *  •  •  «  Loader  and  louder 
rise  to  us  voices  from  the  provinces,  partially  from  the  over-burdened  provinces — voices  of  tax- 
payers ciying  for  relief  aom  taxes  nardly  loujger  to  be  borne.  In  Hungary,  owing  to  ex- 
ceptional circumstances,  a  payment  of  taxes  in  natural  products  has  been  granted  and  an 
attempt  made  in  this  direction.  Out  of  Styria,  a  country  which,  under  its  regular  conditions, 
enjoys  a  quiet  and  secure  prosperity,  a  wish  for  similar  favors  reaches  us  through  .official 
organs.^!  will  not  even  speak  of  my  poor  home,  Krain(Camiola,")  where  it  has  been  allowed 
as  a  favor  that  executions  should  not  be  proceeded  with,  after  the  object  for  the  execution 
has  ceased  to  exist.  •  *  •  «  I  should  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  from  these  circumstances 
results  a  certain  amount  of  demondisation.  If  any  one  succeeds  in  spite  of  these  melancholy 
circumstances  in  laying  up  a  fortune  b^  dint  of  industry  and  economy,  does  he  know  what  be 
possesses  7  What  can  he  reallv  call  his  own  7  If  the  father  of  a  family  invests  his  aquired.cap> 
ital  in  real  estate,  he  receives  nrom  it  either  no  revenue  at  all,  or  a  comparatively  small  one. 
If  he  invests  it  in  stocks,  he  d9es  not  know  what  would  remain  to  his  heirs  to-morrow  if  he  were 
to  dose  his  eves  to-day.  He  allows  that  the  fruits  of  his  earnings  should  be  squandered  in  the 
eiyoyment  of  life,  even  if  he  does  not  share  in  them.  The  phantasmafforia  of  an  almost  ex- 
aggerated enjoyment  of  life  and  pleasure  must,  not  blind  us  to  what  Turks  behind;  there  is 
in  them  the  sting  of  resignation,  if  not  of  despair.  This  is  certainly  a  position  of  things  far 
removed  from  timi  which  we  had  in  view,  and  on  which  we  placed  our  hopes,  wh^  the

celebrated  circcdar  of  the  minister  of  state  opened  a  vista  to  ns  into  a  new  future  when  we 
were  informed  that  **  Austria  would  find  in  the  constitution  the  means  to  rise  to  that  height 
of  power  which  is  the  necessary  foundation  of  material  prosperity  and  intellectual  aspira- 
tion.** But  I  look  vainly  around  for  this  prosperity,  for  this  increase  of  elasticity.  The 
conditions  in  which  we  live,  and  the  causes  which  have  brought  them  about,  were  propheti- 
cally indicated  to  a  certain  extent  by  another  Austrian  statesman  when  he  said,  *'  I  consider 
it  a  destructiye  measure,  the  exclusiye  covering  of  the  wants  of  the  state  by  a  nerpetual 
new  increase  of  the  debt ;  it  makes  the  cultivation  of  order  in  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  state 
an  impossibility ;  it  undermines  general  confidence  because  every  one  loses  confidence  in 
himself  and  gives  way  to  despair.*'  ♦•♦¥#»• 

If  I  meet  the  father  of  a  femiily  regularly  at  a  pawnbroker's  door,  if  I  see  a  husbandman 
regularly  mortgage  his  still  ungathered  harvest,  without  laving  up  these  most  urgently  re- 
quned  means  against  a  day  of  want,  I  know  what  sort  of  order  1  have  to  expect  in  the 
household  of  such  a  man.  It  is  not. to  be  denied,  in  the  channel  which  has  been  entered 
upon,  the  ship  of  state  is  rushing  inevitably  into  the  whirlpool  of  a  financial  catastrophe, 
and  we  must  try  with  all  our  strength  to  save  her,  for  we  have  reached  that  point  wh^n  the 
two  levers  which  have  been  used  to  assist  us  in  the  still  increasing  need  have  ceased  to  perform 
thdr  service.    It  is  certainly  impossible  to  go  any  further  in  the  augmentation  of  taxes.  *  * 

The  loan  system,  too,  has  its  limits.  The  eventual  creditor  is  generally  a  good  reckoner^ 
and  if  he  holds  up  to  himself  a  domestic  interior  of  the  state,  in  which  the  interest  of  the 
state  debt  and  the  army  budget  consumes  half  the  revenues,  and  of  the  other  half,  twenty-six 
millions  are  consumed  by  arrears  of  taxes,  he  will  not  be  very  impatient  to  place  his  capital 
at  the  service  of  such  a  state.  *  n  *  *  •  j  believe  that  this  is  understood  in 
the  other  house.  I  believe  that  it  is  also  understood  in  this  house,  under  these  con- 
ditions the  finance  budget  was  laid  before  the  Beichsrath  with  a  total  appropriation  of  five 
hundred  and  fbrty-ei^^ht  millipns,  and  with  a  deficit  which,  according  to  government 
figures,  must  be  estimated  at  thirty  millions.  A  species  of  permanent  declaration  of 
deficit  seems  on  the  point  of  taking  place,  if  an  energetic  opposition  is  not  made.  This 
has  already  been  made  in  the  other  house,  and  the  result  has  been  that  the  government  itself, 
at  the  first  senous  attack,  has  reduced  its  own  budget  twenty  millions  and  a  fraction.  I 
regret  that  the  government  on  the  presentation  of  the  first  budget  has  not  won  for  itself  these 
laurels ;  that  it  made  these  important  reductions  only  after  the  pressure  of  the  representatives 
of  the  people.  In  the  crown  lands  this  proceeding  has  not  had  a  favorable  result ;  the  con- 
clusion has  been  drawn  that  the  original  budget  was  not  put  together  with  that  earnest  care 
which  the  position  and  necessity  of  the  state  demanded ;  it  was  further  concluded — and  I 
hardly  believe  that  this  was  a  mistaken  inference — that  if  twenty  millions  could  thus  be 

saved,  one  could  also  have  saved  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  in  former  years. 

•  «  «  »»  #  •  •  « 

Count  Leo  Thun.  The  detailed  reports  had  made  upon  men  the  impression  of  an  at- 
tempt at  fine  coloring ;  and  even  the  principal  report  was  not  free  from  this,  for  it  mentioned, 
for  instance,  that  the  end  could  only  be  reached  gradually,  and  not  by  a  single  effort.  The 
committee  indicates  that  a  steady  diminution  of  tiie  deficit  had  taken  place,  but  it  was  not 
only  a  diminution — it  was  an  entire  removal  of  the  deficit,  that  was  urgently  required.  In 
this  way  (the  speaker  continued^  we  shall  never  reach  that  end.  ThiU  no  further  increase 
of  taxes  is  possible  every  one  will  admit  to  me,  but  I  am  justified  in  my  question,  why,  in 
this  increase  of  taxes,  a  sudden  impulse  was  not  avoided?  If  all  those  last  farthings  which 
are  brought  in  by  means  of  the  tax  execution  are  put  into  circulation  and  a  deficit  §till  re- 
mains, in  consequence  of  which  the  weight  of  interest  rises  to  a  sum  which  is  still  greater 
than  that  which  is  brought  in  by  the  executions,  then  those  last  fieurthings  have  been  collected 
in  vain.  [Bravo!]  What  is  wanted  is  not  a  gradual  change,  but  an  immediate  radical 
cure ;  for  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  if  the  balance  is  not  soon  successfully  restored,  this 
task  will  in  a  short  time  become  impossible.  Our  position  can  be  characterized  in  a  few 
propositions,  the  indisputable  truth  of  which,  according  to  the  report  of  the  minister  of  state, 
has  received  full  recognition  in  government  circles.  The  first  proposition  is  this :  that  eyerj 
household  which  is  so  arranged  that  the  yearly  returning  expenditure  is  greater  than  the  re- 
ceipts, while  the  difference  hi^  to  be  covered  by  new  and  ever  more  disastrous  loans,  must  neces- 
sarily come  at  last  to  bankruptcy.  The  second  proposition  is  this :  that  our  receipts  cannot 
be  increased  by  tax  laws ;  a  tax  reform  is  ever  hinted  at.  The  sanguine  hopes,  l^wever, 
which  are  based  upon  this,  are  only  that  by  this  means  the  amount  from  taxation  as  it  exists 
at  present,  can  be  made  permanent  for  the  future.  A  good  deal  of  this  is  in  no  event  to  be 
expected.  [Applause.]  Consequently  the  equilibrium  in  the  state  accounts  can  only  be 
obtained  by  a  oiminutfon  of  the  expenditure  at  least  to  that  figure  at  which  the  receipts  are 
now  estimated.    TBravo !  1 

To  the  result  which  the  house  of  deputies,  led  by  this  view,  have  already  reached,  I  must 
on  one  side  still  oppose  the  fact  that  even  the  figure  at  which  the  House  of  Deputies  has  ar- 
rived does  not  seem  to  me  sufficient.  *******  i  cannot  think  that  the  first 
speaker  has  painted  with  too  black  a  pencil,  and  I  should  consider  it  serious  at  such  a  time 
is  this  to  brmg  such  a  reproach  agiunst  anybody,  for  I  admit  frankly  that  the  state  of  affairs 
with  regard  to  finance  is  so  black  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  painf  blacker  than  the  reality. 

This  foct  is  so  well  known  that  an  avowal  of  it>  in  this  house,  cannot  bring  about  dis- 
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coursgement  on  the  part  of  the  popalation.  [A  Toioe :  Quite  right. ]  Those  who  have  tkuy 
knowledge  of  financial  affairs  know  our  sitaation,  and  it  is  not  bj  an  open  exposition  of 
them  that  we  shall  injure  a  credit  which  is  only  to  be  helped  by  the  cojaviction  tnat  we  are 
fhllj  alive  to  the  dviger,  and  bj  inspiring  the  conviction  that  we  mean  to  seek  for  a 
remedy.     [Bravo!] 

As  far  as  regards  the  population,  it  feels  through  its  own  interests  the  consequences  of 
the  position ;  and  certainly  what  it  feels  works  more  deeply  than  anything  that  is  said  in 
this  house  or  written  in  the  newspapers.  The  tax-payer,  whose  bouse  is  sold  over  his  head, 
will  not  look  furound  him  to  be  told  by  the  newspapers  what  is  the  condition  of  financial 
affairs.  *  •  • 

The  Minister  of  State,  v.  Schmerling.  *  *  *  *  It  is  an 

undoubted  &ct  that  we  have  a  deficit  in  this  year  of  1865,  and.  we  can  hardly  deny  the  fact 
that  we  shall  hardly  get  through  1866  without  a  deficit.  This  is  certainly  a  serious  and 
melancholy  circumstance,  but  I  must  permit  myself  to  throw  a  little  glance  on  the  past  year 
in  order  to  show  that  the  requisitions  of  the  present  year  and  of  the  coming  year  are  very 
different  from  those  that  existed  in  former  years.  Whoever  will  throw  a  glance  at  tM 
requisitions  of  a  former  year,  and  compare  them  with  those  rates  that  have  their  present 
expression  in  the  state  proposition  of  1865  and  1866,  will  not  be  able  to  avoid  the  con- 
clusion that  a  decided  retrogression  has  taken  place  in  the  reauisition. 

I  shall  only  point  to  the  one  fact  that  the  war  budget,  which  has  been  so  often  drawn  into 
consideration,  lias  experienced  a  reduction  of  more  toan  forty  millions.  It  is  certainly  said, 
however,  why  is  this  saving  just  now?  Why  not  in  former  years?  If  the  conviction  has 
been  attained  that  a  round  sum  of  95  millions  is  sufficient  for  the  war  budget,  why  were 
135  millions  required  in  former  years  ?  Well,  to<lay^  we  enjo^  the  certainty  of  a  European 
peace ;  to  day,  in  great  and  important  things,  we  enjoy  secunty  in  our  interior.  That  this 
was  not  the  case  in  former  years  will  be  clear  to  aU  who  will  throw  a  glance  into  the 
past  ###»»###r» 

I  go  further  into  the  question.  The  government  of  his  Majesty,  and  certainly  not  the 
finance  minister  alone,  but  the  assembleo  advisers  of  the' crown,  are  penetrated  and  moved 
by  the  conviction  that  in  all  branches  of  the  administration  thorough  reforms  are  necessary, 
particularly  in  the  direction  simplifying  the  administration,  and  therefore  necessarily  making 
it  less  expensive.    [Bravo !  ] 

The  government  will  be,  however,  in  the  position  to  lay  before  the  lesser  Reichsrath,  as 
well  as  hefbre  the  Diets  in  the  provinces  of  the  eastern  half  of  the  empire,  propositions  which 
will  give  the  desired  aid  exactly  in  the  right  direction.    [Bravo !  ] 

But  there  is  another  very  important  question  which  must  be  kept  in  view,  and  that  for 
the  present  is  only  to  be  tcnachea  upon.  It  is  necessary  to  increase  the  income  of  the  state, 
not  by  augmenang  taxes,  for  the  government  is  as  thoroughly  convinced  as  this  high 
assembly ;  out,  in  the  present  condition  of  the  empire,  there  can  be  no  further  augmentation 
of  taxes.  But  we  must  take  into  consideration  the  maxim  repeated  so  often,  that  in  Austria 
tl|^re  are  still  many  resources  which  now  lie  dormant.  They  must  be  utilized,  not  in  aug- 
menting the  taxes,  but  by  creating  new  sources  of  revenue,  and,  as  in  this  way  the  state 
will  indirectly  obtain  the  means  of  imposing  taxes  which  will  not  be  burdensome,  for  ibe 
future  we  may  look  to  this  as  a  source  of  help.  That  the  government  of  his  Majesty  have 
already  turned  their  attention  to  this  purpose,  this  high  assembly  must  believe  from  one 
slight  indication,  that  it  is  endeavoring  in  all  directions  to  give  every  possible  assistance  to 
institutions  of  credit  which  have  the  purpose  of  animating  commerce,  traffic^  and  industry, 
as  well  as  to  influence  those  individuals  who  are  devoted  to  commerce.  WTien,  therefore, 
through  the  untiring  activity  to  which  the  government  is  pledged  and  supported  by  the 
lively  participation  of  this  high  assembly,  ana  by  the  high  House  of  Deputies,  we  shall  have 
succeeded  in  working  in  the  double  direction,  that  on  one  side  a  total  reform  cf  the  admin- 
istration shall  diminish  the  requirements,  that,  on  the  other,  new  sources  of  national  pros- 
perity shall  be  developed,  then  we  shall  have  attained  what  we  %11  wish  to  attain,  ana  the 
deficit  will  be  permanently  covered.    [Bravo !  ] 


Mr.  Motley  to  Mr.  Hunter. 

No.  112.]  Legation  of  the  United  State*, 

VUnna,  June  28,  1865. 

SiE :  As  postscript  to  my  despatch  of  yesterday,  which  will  probably  go  by 
the  same  mail  which  ta^es  this,  I  have  to  state  diat  important  changes  in  the 
cabinet  hare  just  taken  place. 

It  is  officially  announced  that  the  Archdnke  Regnier,  president  of  the  council 
of  ministers,  has  received,  at  his  own  request,  a  long  leave  of  absence,  and  that 
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the  minister  of  foreign  afiFairs  andT  of  the  imperial  honsehold,  Count  Mensdorf, 
will  act  proTisionally  as  president. 

It  is  farther  announced  that  his  Majesty  has  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Count  Hermann  Zichy,  aulic  chancellor  of  Hungary,  and  of  Count  Nadasdy^ 
director  of  the  aulic  chancery  of  Transylvania. 

Mr.  George  Von  Maylath  has  already  taken  the  oath  of  office  as  chancellor  of 
Hnngary. 

It  is  fiirther  understood  that  State  Minister  von  Schmerling,  Police  Minister 
Baron  Mescery,  Finance  Minister  von  Plener,  and  the  ministers  von  Hein  and 
von  Lasser,  have  likewise  resigned,  and  that  they  are  now  holding  office,  at  the 
request  of  the  Emperor,  only  until  their  successors  can  be  appointed. 

Id  short,  the  Schmerling  administration,  identified  with  the  February  consti- 
tution and  with  the  idea  of  the  parliamentary  centralization  of  the  imperial  do- 
minions, has  come  to  an  end. 

The  principal  and  immediate  cause  of  this  change  of  policy  is  undoubtedly 
the  Hungarian  question,  and  the  appointment  of  Mr.  De  Maylath,  one  of  the 
leaders  of  the  conservative  party  in  Hungary,  as  chancellor  of  that  kingdom, 
points  to  an  attempt  at  a  compromise.  s 

The  statesman  most  prominently  mentioned  as  successor  to  Mr.  De  Schmer- 
ling la  Count  Beleredi,  at  present  statthalter  of  Bohemia,  belonging  to  the  anti- 
oentralization  and  aristocratic  party. 

I  have  not  time  to  add  anything  more,  save  that  the  changes  would  seem  to 
be  in  the  direction  of  a  federal  and  aristocratic,  as  opposed  to  a  centralizing  and 
more  popular  policy. 

Before  the  next  post  day  it  is  probable  that  the  various  rumors  now  circu- 
lating as  to  the  new  cabinet  will. have  given  place  to  facts.

Sir  :  I  confine  myself  to-day  to  the  simple  statement  that  the  Hew  min- 
istry is  formed,  although  not  yet  formally  announced. 

Count  Larisch,  a  noble  of  large  fortune  and    high  character,  who  has 
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not  been  liithcrto  much  employed  in  the  public  service,  is  to  succeed  If. 
De  Plener  as  minister  of  finance.  Like  the  other  leading  members  of 
the  new  cabinet.  Count  Mensdorff,  Count  Maurice  Esterhazj,  Count  Beleredi, 
and  M.  De  Maylath,  who  are  all  between  40  and  50  years  of  age,  he  is  in  the 
prime  of  life  for  political  labor. 

This  is  also  true  of  the  new  Travemicus  of  Hungary,  Baron  Seunyey,  wliose 
appointment  is  also  settled.  This  post,  which  answers  in  some  respects  to 
that  of  a  minister  of  the  interior  for  Hungary,  ( Tavemicoumere  regalium  mag- 
ister,)  is  of  special  importance  at  this  moment,  and  I  understand  that  M. 
De  Seunyey,  like  M.  De  Maylath,  the  new  Hungarian  chancellor,  belongs  dis- 
tinctly to  the  *'  old  conservative  "  party. 

It  would  seem  obvious,  therefore,  that  the  effort  to  bring  about  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  kingdom  of  St.  Stephen  with  the  "  hereditary  provinces  "  is  to  be 
founded  on  a  good  understanding  between  the  conservatives  in  all  parts  of  the 
Austrian  dominions. 

It  is  not  worth  while  to  add  any  further  conjectures  to  those  already  made 
in  this  corr^pondence  as  to  the  probable  policy  of  the  new  adminisrration. 
The. budget  for  1865  has  been  voted,  and  the. Reich srath  will  adjourn  on  the 
27th  instant.  The  lesser  Reichsrath  will  probably  not  assemble  before  the 
new  year. 

Meantime,  the  Hungarian  diet  will  be  convoked  in  October,  the  measures 
of  the  government  will  then  be  developed,  and  the  great  practical  questions, 
how  to  establish  a  united  Austria  for  imperial  purposes,  how  to  reconcile  the 
legal  continuity  of  the  Hungarian  constitution  with  the  February  patent,  and 
how  to  modify  that  organic  law  in  a  constitutional  manner,  will  press  for  eola- 
tion. 

The  Schleswig-Holstein  matter  is  no  nearer  a  settlement,  and  it  cannot  be 
denied  that  the  fair  days  of  the  Austro-Prussian  alliance  have  been  succeeded 
by  a  somewhat  threatening  atmosphere.

Sir  :  The  session  of  the  Reichsrath  was  closed  on  Thursday,  the  27th  instant, 
with  the  usual  formalities,  in  the  hall  of  ceremonies  of  the  imperial  palace,  the 
speech  from  the  throne  being  read'  by  the  Archduke  Lewis  Victor,  the  Empe- 
ror's youngest  brother,  as  "  alter  ego  "  of  the  sovereign.  ♦ 

The  speech  was  as  follows  : 

''Honored  Members  of  the  Reichsrath:  The  honorable  charge  is  con- 
ferred upon  me  of  solemnly  closing,  in  the  name  of  his  Imperial  Royal  Apos- 
tolic Majesty,  the  present  session  of  the  Reichsrath.  In  doing  this,  I  greet 
you,  archdukes,  princes  of  the  imperial  house,  illustrious  and  honored  gentle- 
men of  both  houses  of  the  Reichsrath.  Before  all,  it  is  incumbent  on  me  to 
dischai^  an  agreeable  duty  in  expressing  our  most  gracious  Emperor's  entire 
appreciation  of  the  patriotic  zeal  and  the  unwearied  activity  which  has  been  dis- 
played, as  well  in  the  committees  as  in  the  assemblies  of  both  houses,  during 
the  discussion  of  many  important  subjects. 

'*  Recognizing  the  influence  which  the  stimulation  of  traffic  and  of  industry 
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exerta^  on  the  nniversal  welfere,  a  great  part  of  your  activity  was  devoted  to  the 
discuBsion  of  snch  projects  as  had  for  their  oVject  the  furtherance  of  industrial 
activity  in  the  interior,  the  establishment  of  the  legal  protection  necessary  for 
the  same,  and  the  auxiliary  support  on  the  part  of  the  government  for  under- 
takings which  are  to  be  regarded  as  the  most  effective  means  for  promoting  indus- 
triaf  and  natural  production,  trade  and  manufacture. 

'*  The  reasons  which  have  induced  you,  after  a  careful  and  intelligent  examin- 
ation, to  adopt  the  new  commercial  treaty  with  the  states  of  the  German  Zoll- 
verein  have  guided  likewise  the  decision  of  his  Majesty  in  signing  it.  TVe 
may  indulge  the  hope  that,  with  a  fresh  and  courageous  exertion  of  the  indus- 
trial energy  and  intelligence  of  the  country,  and  by  rapidly  and  prudently 
making  use  of  the  advantages  presented  by  the  treaty,  this  work  will  conduce 
essentially  to  the  augmentation  of  the  prosperity  of  the  empire.  < 

**  Through  laudable  and  mutual  harmony  of  action  in  both  houses,  many  laws 
necessary  for  the  requirements  of  the  national  household  have  been  passed,  es- 
pecially the  finance  law  for  1865.  The  determination  exhibited  during  the 
discussion  of  this  law  to  observe,  in  the  appropriation  of  the  means  at  command 
for  the  necessities  of  the  state,  ant  economy  reaching  to  that  limit  which  cannot 
be  ovtt^tepped  without  weakening  the  strength  of  the  monarchy,  and  its  posi- 
tion towards  the  external  world,  deserve  a  thorough  appreciation. 

"  The  ipaintenance  of  the  universal  European  peace,  which  was  always  the 
task  of  the  imperial  government,  will  continue  to  be  the  object  of  its  earnest 
endeavor. 

"In  the  Schleswig-Holstein  question,  his  Majesty,  in  harmony  with  his  Majes- 
ty's illustQous  ally,  the  King  of  Prussia,  will  seek  to  bring  the  same  to  a  solu- 
tion such  as  is  required  by  the  interests  of  Germany  and  the  position  of  Austria. 

"  Weighty  reasons,  which  touch  the  general  interests,  and  which,  on  that  ac- 
count, have  found  patriotic  and  eloquent  expression  in  the  assembly  of  both  houses, 
demand  the  speedy  convocation  of  the  Jegal  representatives  of  the  people  in 
the  eastern  parts  of  the  empire,  and  bring  with  them  the  necessity  of  pretermit- 
ting the  discussion  of  the  finance  law  for  the  year  1866  in  this  session. 

••  Most  serene,  most  worthy,  illustrious,  highly  honored  gentlemen  :  The  satis- 
faction created  by  the  thought  of  your  iutelligont,  patriotic  labors  does  ndt 
diminish  the  deeply  cherished  aspiration  that  a  common  discussion  of  the  laws, 
duties,  and  interests  which  are  common  to  all  the  kingdoms  and  provinces,  n^y 
in  the  near  future  throw  a  fiifm  bond  of  union  around  all  the  peoples  of  this  em- 
pire. This  hope  is  rooted  in  a  recognition  of  the  vital  conditions  of  the  mon- 
archy ;  it  is  rooted  in  the  noble  feelings  of  true  love  and  attachment  to  the  throne 
and  the  fatherland.  i 

"  Where  a  hope  rests  on  such  firm  ground,  that  which  now  finds  expression 
as  a  warm  wish  will,  with  the  aid  of  God,  soon  ripen  to  the  glad  announcement 
of  a  completed  fact." 

It  would  be  superfluous  to  make  comments  on  the  foregoing  speech,  further 
Than  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  contains  no  distinct  indication  of 
theiuture  policy  of  the  government,  while,  perhaps,  as  significant  a  criticism  as 
any  other  could  be  derived  from  the  absence  in  it  of  any  allusion  to  the  "  con- 
stitution." 

It  has  also  not  escaped  notice  that  among  the  new  ministers — whose  ap- 
pointment was  officially  announced  on  the  ^ay  after  the  prorogation  of  the 
keichsrath — ^no  name  is  to  be  found  that  has  been  identified  with  the  February 
patent. 

I  subjoin  the  list  of  the  incoming  administration,  so  far  as  published  : 

Count  Mensdorff,  foreign  affiurs  and  imperial  household. 

Count  Beleredi,  minister  of  state  and  president  of  the  council  of  ministers. 

Count  Larisehy  minister  of  finance.   . 
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Mr.  De  Komers,  minister  of  justice  for  all  the  kingdoms  and  provinces  not 
belonging  to  the  Hungarian  crown. 

Mr.  De  Franck,  minister  of  war. 

Mr.  De  Maylath,  chancellor  of  Hungary. 

Count  Haller,  chancellor  for  Transylvania.  i 

Count  Maurice  Esterhazy,  minister  without  portfolio. 

What  would  seem  thus  far  to  be  certain  is,  that  the  theory  of  forfeiture  by 
the  Hungarians  and  the  other  people  beyond  the  Leither  of  their  old  constitutions, 
in  consequence  of  the  troubles  of  1848,  has  been  abandoned,  and  that  the  known 
political  opinions  of  the  new  ministers  furnish  a  guarantee  of  as  large  a  measure 
of  autonomy  to  those  kingdoms  as  is  consistent  with  any  form  of  substantial 
imperial  union. 

The  cabinet  has  obviously  been  constracted  upon  what  is  here  called  a  fed- 
eral, as  opposed  to  a  centralistic  basis. 

I  say  nothing  to-day  of  Schleswig-Holstein.  There  is  a  general  feeling,  however, 
that  affairs  between  Austria  and  Prussia  are  at  last  approaching  a  crisis,  and  the 
result  of  the  special  mission  of  Count  Bloome,  Austrian  minister  at  Munich,  to 
the  King  of  Prussia,  now  at  the  bath  of  Gastein,  in  Styria,  is  looked  forward  to 
with  some  anxiety.  It  would  be  useless  to  deny  that  there  is  a  wide  and  deep 
dissatisfaction  felt  in  this  empire  at  the  position  of  things  in  the  Elbe  duchies, 
and  the  bitteniess  between  Austria  and  Prussia  is  increasing  every  day.

Sir:  The  relations  between  Austria  and  Prussia  upon  the  Schleswig- 
Holstein  question  have  become  so  very  much  embittered  that  I  think  it  my 
duty  to  write  a  line  by  to-day's  steamer,  although  there  are  but  few  new  facts 
to  communicate. 

The  mission  of  Count  Bloome^to  the  King  of  Prussia,  at  Gastein,  to  which 
I  referred  in  my  last,  has  not  produced  a  distinct  result.  I  am  informed  that 
he  reports  his  Prussian  Majesty  and  his  prime  minister  as  not  disposed  to  con- 
cessions, and  as  maintaining  very  firmly  the  propositions  of  February  last, 
which  have  already  been  distinctly  rejected  by  the  Austrian  cabinet 

Those  propositions  which  relate  to  the  conditions  to  be  laid  down  before  any 
one  of  the  candidates  for  the  position  of  Duke  of  Schleswig-Holstein  can  be  in- 
stalled in  that  dignity,  ai-e  regarded  here  as  inadmissible,  because  they  give  the 
virtual  sovereignty,  both  military  and  political,  in  those  provinces  to  Prussia,^ 
and  would  reduce  the  nominal  duke  to  a  state  of  vassalage. 

On  the  other  hand,  no  compensation,  as  I  understand,  is  offered  to  Austria. 

The  answer  of  the  imperial  government  has  always  been — ^let  us  decide  the 
question  between  the  rival  claimants  of  the  sovereignty  first,  and  then  prescribe 
such  conditions  as  may  seem  proper. 

Prussia  insists  on  laying  down  the  conditions  first;  and  those  conditions  are 
regarded  by  Austria  as  incompatible  with  any  sovereignty  but  that  of  the  King. 

The  provinces,  as  you  are  aware,  have  beeui  since  the  termination  of  the  war 
with  Denmark,  under  the  condominium  of  Austria  and  Prussia,  as  represented 
by  two  commissioners,  and  sustained  by  detachments  of  troops  from  both  ar- 
mies. 

This  condominium,  as  might  be  supposed,  has  led  to  much  wrangling  and  to 
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many  unpleasant  incidents,  the  result  of  which  has  been  great  exacerbation  of 
feeling  between  the  empire  and  the  kingdom.  Yet  the  only  means  of  avoiding 
an  immediate  rupture,  to  be  followed  by  a  war  between  these  two  great  German 
powers,  is  a  continuation  of  that  condominium. 

As  well  as  I  can  learn.  Count  Bloome  will  go  back  this  week  to  Gastein,  in- 
structed to  propose  this  prolonged  condominium  under  new  conditions,  and  with 
new  commissioners. 

Obviously,  this  arrangement  is  but  little  better  than  an  armed  truce,  prelim- 
inary to  a  war  which,  sd though  it  yet  may  be  averted,  is  now  regarded  as  at 
least  probable. 

Austria,  believing  the  Prince  of  Augustenburg  to  be  the  sovereign  desired  by 
a  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  provinces,  and  most  acceptable  to  Germany 
in  general,  has  supported  and  continues  to  support  his  claim. 

Prussia  insists,  as  I  understand,  upon  his  expulsion  from  the  duchies,  together 
with  all  his  adherents,  and  refuses  to  hear  of  him  as  a  candidate. 

As  the  Prince  of  Augustenburg  has  for  some  time  been  residing  in  the  duchies, 
and  will  probably  not  withdraw  voluntarily,  it  seems  almost  inevitable  that  his 
violent  expulsion  during  the  condominium  would  lead  to  an  armed  conflict  be- 
tween Austria  and  Prussia  within  those  provinces. 

If  diplomacy  succeeds  in  arranging  this  question  without  bloodshed,  it  will 
achieve  a  triumph,  of  which,  at  present,  I  am  sorry  to  say  there  are  no  strong 
indications. 

It  is  considered  almost  certain  by  Austria  that  Prussia  is  bent  upon  annexing 
the  provinces  in  question.  This  is  not  possible  for  the  imperial  government  to 
permit,  for  it  would  be  equal  to  an  abdication  on  the  part  of  Austria  of  her  po- 
sition of  first  German  power.  Even  now  that  rank,  and  the  consequent  prece- 
dency of  the  Diet  at  Frankfort,  is  regarded  by  Prussia  as  an  assumption,  be- 
cause Prussia  has  already  more  German  subjects  than  the  empire  l^as.  Should 
she  now  place  half  a  million  more  Germans  u^der  her  sceptre  this  argument 
would  be  irresistible. 

Austria  is  in  no  position  to  go  to  war.  Her  internal  affairs,  and  especially 
the  condition  of  her  budget,  (on  all  which  subjects  I  have  fully  dilated  in  my 
recent  despatches,)  make  peace  almost  indispensable  to  her,  and  most  earnestly 
is  she  striving  to  avert  a  conflict. 

Nevertheless,  the  annei^tion  she  will,  I  think,  prevent  if  possible,  even  at 
the  cost  of  a  war.  Every  effort,  however,  will  be  made  to  keep  the  peace,  and 
it  is  fervently  to  be  hoped  that  those  efforts  will  be  successful.

I 
shall  follow  with  much  interest  the  development  of  the  imperial  policy  for  ob- 
taining an  effective  and  yet  liberal  national  system  of  financial  administration  in 
Austria.  While  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  thus  far  appear  to  have  been 
attended  by  much  discouragement,  it  must  be  conceived  that  the  government  is 
exercising  extraordinary  patience  and  assiduity.

Sir  :  I  write  a  few  lines  just  as  the  mail  for  this  "Peek's  steamer  is  closing, 
to  say  that  a  convention  was  signed  at  Salzbnrg  on  Sandaj  last,  20th  August, 
by  which  the  governments  of  Austria  and  Prussia  continue  for  the  present  their 
condominium  in  the  Elbe  duchies,  and  the  chance  of  conflict  between  those  two 
powers  is  averted,  or  at  least  postponed. 

The  treaty  is  not  to  be  made  public  until  the  24th  of  this  month,  but  I  am 
able  to  state  to  you  that  the  essential  conditions  are,  that  Austria  will  exclu- 
sively administer  the  aiTairs  of  Holstein,  while  Prussia  will  govern  Schleswig — 
each  for  an  indefinite  period. 

Nothing  has  been  settled  as  to  the  eventual  sovereignty  of  those  provinces, 
80  that  the  arrangement  is  merely  a  continuation  of  that  state  of  suspense  which 
has  already  caused  much  anxiety. 

The  most  obvious  criticism  upon  the  present  modification  in  the  arrange- 
ments is,  that  the  two  provinces  are  now  separated,  whereas  one  of  the  leading 
motives  in  the  agitation  which  brought  about  the  war  with  Denmark  was  the 
supposed  necessity  of  their  perpetual  union  with  each  other. 

Whether  this  same  necessity  will  ultimately  cause  the  junction  of  Holstein 
with  Schleswig,  under  the  sceptre  of  Prussia,  time  will  show,  but  it  would  not 
seem  probable  that  Austria  could  remain  in  Holstein  for  a  very  long  period.

Sir  :  The  despatch  which  you  addressed  to  Mr.  Hunter  on  the  29th  of  June, 
No.  Ill,  was  duly  received,  and  the  very  suggestive  parallel  between  the 
Austrian  financial  situation  and  that  of  the  United  States  deserves  eepecial 
acknowledgment  and  appreciation.  It  is,  however,  hardly  necessary  for  me  to 
mention  how  uncertain  any  continuing'  foothold  in  the  department  has  been 
rendered  for  me  during  the  summer,  by  ill  health  and  other  casualties.  It 
seems  to  me  that  the  encouraging  view  which  you  take  of -our  fiscal  prospect  is 
quite  correct.  We  have  been  able  already,  since  the  capitulation  of  the  rebels, 
to  disband,  pay  and  discharge  a  force  of  eight  hundred  thousand  men.  We 
still  retain  a  force  believed  to  be  adequate  for  any  domestic  or  foreign  exigency 
that  can  be  reasonably  apprehended.  But  this  force  is  far  less  than  the  stand- 
ing-army which  Austiia  maintains  in  time  of  peace.  It  surprises  many  of  our 
countrymen  that  thus  far  no  great  financial  reaction  has  resulted  from  the  sudden 
change  we  have  made  from  civil  war  to  what,  as  •yet,  continues  to  be  profound 
peace.  While  political  economy  is  so  very  imperfectly  understood  as  a  science, 
prudence  in  regard  to  expenditiu'es  is  very  obvious  policy. 

Like  yourself,  I  find  it  difficult  to  conceive  how^Austria  is  effectually    to 
reorganize  her  financial  system,  and  yet  at  the  same  time  reduce  the  large  mil- 
itary force  upon  which  she  depends  for  securing  the  .integrity  of  the  empire. 
But,  in  this  respect,  her  situation  differs  only  m  degree  from  that  of  other  trans- 
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atlantic  powers ;  it  Beems  probable  tbat  tbe  whole  system  of  armed  indepen- 
dence, which  prevails  thronghout  the  European  continent,  must  at  no  distant 
day  receive  a  shock  which  may  open  the  way  for  beneficent  modification  of 
government.

Sib  :  Having  been  staying  for  a  few  weeks  in  the  country  at  a  few  hours' 
distance  from  the  capital  at  the  time  of  the  promulgation  of  the  imperial  man 
ifesto  and  patent  of  the  20th  of  September,  I  neglected  to  transmit  translations 
of  those  important  documents. 

As  they  have,  however,  been  printed  in  various  versions  in  all  the  European 
an^  (doubtless)  American  journals,  I  content  myself  now  with  forwarding  an 
official  copy  of  the  manifesto  and  the  patent  as  part  of  the  history  of  the  time. 

As  I  have  said  so  much  concerning  the  internal  politics  of  Austria  in  my 
recent  despatches,  especially  Nos.  Ill,  112,  113,  116,  118  and  120,  in  all  of 
which  the  steps  leading  to  the  present  position  were  described,  and  the  catas- 
trophe has  now  occuiTed  clearly  indicated,  I  abstain  to-day  from  any  super- 
fluous reflections ;  I  say  catastrophe,  because,  although  there  is  no  violent  uphea- 
val of  the  social  and  political  elements,  yet  the  constitution  of  February  7, 
1861,  under  which  the  empire  ha6  been  administered  for  the  last  four  years, 
seems  to  have  come  to  an  end,  and  an  interim  o^  chaos  to  have  returned. 

The  new  patent  of  September,  1865,  is  brief;  it  consists,  as  you  will  observe, 
of  two  articles. 

Article  first  contains  one  important  word,  sistirt — suspended.  Article  sec- 
ond provides  that  during  said  suspension  the  government  will  take  all  indis- 
pensable financial  measures. 

How  and  when  this  period  of  suspended  animation  will  terminate  time  must 
soon  show.  The  new  manifesto  holds  fast  to  the  principles  of  October,  1860, 
by  which  some  kind  of  constitutional  existence  was  promised  to  his  people  by 
an  absolute  monarchy.  It  declares,  however,  the  February  experiment  to  be  a 
fisiilnre. 

That  the  new  attempt  to  breathe  the  breath  of  life  into  the  constitutional 
embryo  will  prove  more  successful,  we  must  be  rather  sanguine  to  believe  with- 
out any  hesitation.  Meantime  not  only  the  centrifugal  forces  of  magyarism 
and  czechism  are  in  full  play,  but  movements  for  independent  national  existence 
are  rife  in  Croatia,  Dalmatia,  Illyria,  and  elsewhere,  to  say  nothing  of  the  Ital- 
ianportions  of  the  imperial  dominions. 

To  unite  such  vast  and  heterogeneous  groups  of  nationalities  as  compose 
this  empire,  ten  kingdoms  (not  counting  Jerusalem)  and  at  least  thirty  duchies 
and  principalities  under  one  sceptre  by  the  coercive  force  of  absolutism  was 
possible.  But  is  a  constitutional  E  pluribus  tt»i^»»  conceivable,  now  that  the  Feb- 
ruary Reichsrath  has  confessedly  failed  ? 

The  very  best  that  can  be  hoped  for  it  is  an  E  pluribus  duo;  for  the  realms 
of  Saint  Stephen,  after  their  recent  victory,  can  hardly  be  expected  to  send 
members  to  an  imperial  parliament  at  Vienna. 

The  Transleitha  diets  are  convoked,  and  will  be  in  session  before  the  end  of 
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the  year,  and  it  will  then  be  seen  what  propositions  for  legislative  nnion  the 
government  has  to  lay  before  them,  and  how  such  projects  are  to  be  received ; 
meanwhile  the  said  imperial  parliament  is  sistirt.

IMPERIAL  MANIFESTO. 
To  my  People : 

To  strengthen  the  monarchy  hj  reciprocal  action  in  highest  state  matters,  and  to  preeerve 
the  integrity  of  the  conntry  in  its  various  and  manifold  constituents,  was  my  chief  design  in 
my  dfploma  of  the  2Gth  of  October,  I860,  and  will  hereafter  continue  to  be  my  guide  in  trying 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  my  subjects. 

The  rieht  of  the  people  to  participate  in  legislation  and  management  of  the  finances, 
through  their  legal  representatives,  as  security  for  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  the 
empire  and  its  provinces,  is  solemnly  guaranteed  and  irrevocably  established. 

The  forms  for  the  execution  of  these  laws  is  indicated  in  my  patent  of  26th  February,  1861, 
promulgated  with  the  fundamental  laws  concerning  representation ;  and  in  the  sixth  article  of 
the  same  patent  I  have  revised  the  entire  code,  and  pronounced  it  to  be  the  charter  of  my 
empire. 

The  revival  of  this  form,  with  harmony  in  all  its  parts,  I  leave  to  the  free  management  of 
my  people. 

I  warmly  acknowledge  the  readiness  with  which  a  large  portion  of  the  monarchy  sent  rep- 
resentatives to  the  capital  for  a  number  of  years,  at  my  invitation,  for  the  purpose  of  solv- 
ing certain  highly  important  questions. 

But  my  design  for  the  formation  of  a  durable  and  constitutional  charter  of  rights  for  the 
empire,  which  would  receive  strength  and  importance  from  the  free  participatipn  of  all  the 
aubjects  of  the  empire,  is  yet  unaccomplished.  < 

Thd  people  of  a  large  portion  of  the  empire,  though  warmly  patriotic  their  hearts  may 
throb,  have  firmly  refused  any  legislative  action,  perhaps,  because  the  various  laws  now 
composing  the  imperial  code,  in  their  judgment,  appear  inconsistent. 

My  duty  forbids  me  to  disregard  a  fact  that  hinders  the  realization  of  my  good  intentions, 
and  threatens  the  foundation  of  popular  rights,  for  legislative  action  is  only  authorized  in 
those  lands  not  belonging  to  the  Hungarian  crown,  which  were  specified  as  part  of  the  em- 
pire in  article  VI  of  the  patent  of  26th  February,  1861.  So  long  as  the  principles  of  funda- 
mental law  of  clear  intelligence  are  wanting,  there  remains  an  important  work  for  an  impe- 
rial constitutional  assembly. 

Now,  to  keep  my  imperial  promise,  and  not  to  sacrifice  the  sense  of  the  letter,  I  hav^  deter- 
mined to  enter  upon  the  way  leading  to  an  understanding  with  the  legal  representatives  of 
my  people  in  the  eastern  portions  of  the  monarchy,  and  to  lay  for  acceptance  oefore  the  Hun- 
garian and  Croatian  diets  the  diploma  of  20th  October,  1860,  and  the  fundamental  law  pro- 
mulgated by  the  patent  of  the  26th  of  February,  1861,  concerning  the  representation  of  the 
empire. 

As,  however,  it  is  legally  impossible  to  make  one  and  the  same  constitution  the  subject  of 
negotiation  in  one  part  of  the  empire,  while  it  is  simultaneously  treated  in  another  part  as  a 
fundamental  law,  generally  binding,  I  find  myself  compelled  to  suspend  the  validity  of  the 
constitution  and  the  actual  representation,  with  the  express  declaration  and  reserve  that  the 
result  of  the  deliberations  of  the  diet  in  each  eastern  kingdom,  in  case  thev  comprehend  a 
modification  of  existing  laws  compatible  with  the  unity  of  the  empire,  and  its  position  as  a 

Seat  power,  shall  be  laid  for  ultimate  approval  before  the  legal  representatives  of  the  other 
ngdoms  and  provinces,  to  receive  and  worthily  estimate  their  expression  of  opinion.  I  can 
but  regret  that  this  imperatively  required  step  also  brings  with  it  a  suspension  in  the  con- 
stitutional working  of  tne  lesser  Reichsrath,  as  the  unity  and  equivalency  of  all  legal  prin- 
ciples for  the  deliberation  of  the  council  makes  a  distinctive  and  partial  efiect  of  the  laws 
impossible. 

So  long  as  the  representatives  of  the  empire  shall  not  be  assembled,  it  will  be  the  duty  of 
my  government  to  forward  all  measures  that  cannot  be  postponed,  and  among  them,  especi- 
*  ally,  such  as  are  required  by  the  financial  and  commercial  interests  of  the  empire. 

The  course  leading  to  an  understanding,  wlyle  taking  into  consideration  legitimate  rights, 
is  now  open,  if ,  as  I  expect  with  full  assurance,  a  sacrificing  and  conciliatorv  spirit  and  rij^ 
insight  guide  the  views  of  my  faithful  subjects,  to  whom  this  imperial  word  is  addressed  in 
thorough  confidence.

IMPEEUL  PATENT. 

We,  Francis  Joseph  the  First,  hy  the  grace  of  God  Emperor  of  Austria,  King  of  Hungary 
and  Bohemia,  King  of  Lombardy,  &.c,  &c,  make  known,  to  wit : 

In  consideration  of  the  unavoidable  necessity  of  forming  a  durable  and  constitutional 
charter  of  rights  for  the  empire  which  shall  receive  strengtn  and  importance  from  the  free 
participation  of  all  its  subjects,  the  legal  representatives  of  the  lands  of  the  Hungarian 
crown  included,  and  of  proposing  to  the  diets  for  their  acceptance  the  diploma  of  20th  Octo- 
ber, 1660,  and  the  patent  of  the  26th  February,  1861,  concerning  the  representation  of  the 
empire : 

In  further  consideration,  o^  these  laws  are  forbidden  to  be  considered  generally  binding  in. 
ev&j  part  of  the  empire,  with  the  advice  and  counsel  of  our  ministers,  we  deoree  as  follows  : 
Ftrst,  The  eflfect  of  the  fundamental  laws  concerning  the  representation  of  the  empire, 
with  certain  exceptions,  is  suspended,  and  the  deliberations  of  the  Hungarian  and  Croatian 
diets,  in  case  they  comprehend  a  modification  of  the  existing  laws,  compatible  with  the  unity 
of  the  empire,  and  its  position  as  a  gpreat  power,  shall  bo  laid  for  our  ultimate  approval  be- 
fore the  legal  representatives  of  the  other  kingdoms  and  provinces,  to  receive  and  worthily 
estimate  their  expression  of  opinion. 

Second,  So  long  as  the  imperial  representatives  do  not  assemble,  it  is  the  duty  of  our 
government  to  forward  all  measures  that  cannot  be  postponed,  and  among  these,  especiaUy, 
such  as  are  required  by  the  financial  smd  commercial  interests  of  the  empire. 

Given  in  our  capital  and  place  of  residence,  tfaie  20th  of  September,  1865,  and  in  the  17th 
year  of  our  reign.

Sir  :  Late  events  at  home,  beginning  with  Mr.  Lincoln's  re-election,  foUowefl 
by  the  opening  of  Congress  and  ,the  President's  firm  and  unflinching  message 
regarding  the  war  and  the  question  of  slavery,  together  with  the  glorious  suc- 
cess of  General  Sherman's  wonderful  campaign,  and  the  brilliant  victories  of 
General  Thomas,  have  not  failed  tp  affect  most  powerfully  public  opinion 
throughout  Germany  and  Europe,  and  it  affords  me  satisfaction  to  lay  before 
you  some  editorial  extracts  from  articles  that  have  lately  appeared  in  the  Ger- 
man press.  I  have  selected  the  three  foremost  German  papers,  ther "  Berlin 
National  Zeitung,"  the  "  Kolnische  Zeitung,"  and  the  "  Augsburg  Allgemeine 
Zeitung."  The  ability  with  which  they  are  edited,  no  less  than  the  numbers 
and  class  of  their  readers,  put  them  widely  ahead  of  all  other  papers  in  Ger- 
many. Their  views,  as  expressed  in  the  articles  from  which  I  have  selected  the 
following  extracts,  cannot  fail  to  exercise  a  wholesome  influence.  I  now  pro- 
ceed to  quote  as  follows  : 

"  There  are  two  features  running  through  this  year's  message  of  Mr.  Lincoln, 
which  raise  it  far  above  the  average  value  o^  his  former  state  papers.  It  is  full 
of  the  consciousness  that  a  tribunal,  even  higher  than  Congress,  has  approved 
of  his  administration,  and  that  the  people  have  accepted  and  sanctioned  the  prin- 
ciples which  will  impart  to  the  statesmen  of  the  north  unity  of  purpose,  and 
stamp  the  war  with  the  sanctity  of  high  aims  worthy  of  the  greatest  sacrifices. 
The  chosen  leader  of  the  people  may  well  discard,  as  he  has  done,  the  petty 
arts  which  subserve  to  represent  events  and  expectations  in  a  more  pleasing  light 
than  a  faithful  record  of  the  actual  state  of  aflairs  would  show  them  in.  During 
the  election  campaign,  all  the  deeds  and  shortcomings,  successes  and  faHores, 
causes  and  effects,  on  the  part  of  the  administration,  have  been  sifled  through, 
and  been  painted  in  the  most  varying  colors.  The  President  need  not  add  his 
version  to  the  manifold  and  widely  differing  representations  of  the  great  polit- 
ical parties.  He  does  not  court  the  favor  of  Congress,  nor  approbation  from 
abroad.  In  his  re-election  he  has  received  a  testimonial,  that  in  his  person  he 
far  more  embodies  the  will  and  the  views  and  aims  of  the  people,  than  the 
present  Congress  assembled  in  its  last  session. 

"  In  the  message,  th^  unmistakable  voice  of  the  American  people  speaks  to 
us,  and  that  people  has  nothing  to  conceal,  and  need  not  soften  a  line  of  the 
stem  picture  of  the  present  aspect  of  affairs. .  The  north  of  the  Union  has 
searchingly  surveyed  all  the  events  since  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  and 
has  arrived  at  the  conviction  that  slavery  has  ceased  to  be  legitimate  in  that 
civilized  portion  of  the  globe  which  in  die  future  is  destined  to  perpetuate  the 
name  of  tiie  United  States  of  America.  This  is  the  great  stream  of  light,  the 
rays  of  which  reach  us  across  the  Atlantic.  From  that  source  the  whole  pic- 
ture rolled  up  before  us  receif^es  its  wonderful  light,  and  over  all  the  surround- 
ing groups  that  were  heretofore  wrapt  in  dark  and  gloomy  shade  is  poured  the 
clear  light  of  day.  ♦ 

"  Now  the  goal  is  found,  which  no  possible  measure  of  sacrifice  can  purchase 
at  too  great  cost,  and  success  is  assured.     The  reign  of  human  slavery  has 
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ceased  in  the  United  States  ;  therein  lay  the  real  significance  of  Mr.  Lincoln's 
re  election,  and  from  this  consciousness  flow  the  noble  and  simple  words  of  his 
message/' 

Another  article  contains  the  following  : 

^'  The  American  people  can  contemplate  the  close  of  the  year  with  satisfac- 
tion. With  that  practical  instinct  that  has  always  characterized  that  nation, 
tliey  have  re-elected  Abraham  Lincoln  as  President ;  and  as  at  the  ballot-box, 
so  on  the  field  of  battle  they  have  won  a  great  victory.  General  Sherman  has 
accomplished  his  march  through  the  very  heart  of  the  rebellious  States,  from 
Atlanta  to  the  Atlantic  ocean,  a  march  which  in  conception,  spirit,  and  ex- 
ecution recalls  Hannibal's  crossing  of  the  Alps.  The  south,  it  is  true,  is  still 
Dossessed  of  a  valiant  army  and  able  generals,  but  Sherman  has  proved  that  the 
southern  colossus  rests  on  feet  of  clay,  and  that  the  rebels  have  no  power  to 
place  against  the  warriors  and  firee  laborers  advancing  from  the  west." 

The  following  was  penned  on  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  capture  of  Savan* 
Ziah : 

"  Every  day  the  Union  comes  out  more  powerfully,  more  giant-like,  from  this 
dreadful  civil  war.  She  has  no  need  to  plead  for  friendships ;  her  own  citizens 
are  the  pillars  of  her  free  States.  A  few  more  months  and  Davis  with  his  friends 
and  rebel  companions  will  seek  an  asylum  at  the  shores  of  the  British  lion. 
There  triumphal  arches  will  be  built  for  them,  addresses  made,  and  dinners 
given  to  them,  until,  a  few  months  later,  they,  like  so  many  others  before  them, 
will  be  handed  down  to  obscurity." 

I  might  add  many  others  eaually  strong  and  expressive,  but  I  content  my- 
self for  the  present,  and  have  the  honor  to  be,

No.  81.]  United  States  Legation, 

Berlin^  January  16,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  legislative  body  of  this  kingdom  assembled  in  pursuance  of  the  royal 
proclamation  on  the  14th  instant.  The  ceremonies  were  held  in  the  large  hall 
of  the  palace,  called  "der  weisse  saal,"  and  were  unusually  imposing.  A  large 
assembly  had  gathered,  and  by  the  great  display  of  uniforms  afibrded  a  fine 
spectacle.  The  galleries  for  the  court,  the  diplomatic  corps,  and  the  public  were 
largely  filled.  Besides  the  members  of  the  two  chambers,  there  were  assembled 
the  generals  of  the  monarchy,  with  field-marshal  Count  Wrangel  at  their  head, 
the  minister  of  the  royal  household,  Herr  von  Schlemitz,  and  all  the  high  court 
officials,  and  very  many  of  the  privy  councillors  and  chief  functionaries  of  the 
civil  service.  At  the  appointed  time  the  state  ministers  took  their  places  at  the 
left  of  the  throne,  and  after  her  Majesty  the  Queen  and  her  royal  highness  the 
Crown  Princess  had  made  their  appearance  in  the  royal  gallery,  his  Majesty 
entered  the  hall,  followed  by  the  Crown  Prince  and  all  the  other  princes  of  the 
royal  house.  His  Majesty  was  received  with  the  cheers  of  the  assembly,  and 
after  having  bowed  his  uianks  and  placed  the  helmet  on  his  head — ^he  wore  a 
general's  uniform — he  received  from  the  hands  of  the  president  of  the  state  min- 
istry, Herr  von  Bismarck,  the  manuscript  of  the  crown  speech,  which  he  pro- 
ceeded to  read  in  a  loud,  and  at  times  an  elevated  tone  of  voice.  The  close  of 
the  reading  was  followed  by  renewed  cheers,  and  when  the  King  had  retired, 
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Herr  von  Bismarck,  in  theKing's  name,  declared  the  Chambers  of  the  monarch}^ 
opened. 

I  annex  hereto  a  copy  of  the  opening  address.  It  corresponds  in  the  nuun 
with  the  expectations  which  persons  familiar  with  the  condition  of  internal  affairs 
in  Prussia  had  conceived.  The  government  inflexibly  maintains  its  stand-point 
on  the  question  of  the  reorganization  of  the  army.  This  is  expressed  in  the 
speech  in  terms  not  to  be  mistaken.  The  tone  is  rather  conciliatoiy,  and  the 
King  at  the  close  expresses  the  hope  that  the  differences  now  existing  between 
his  government  and  the  House  of  Deputies  may  be  removed.  But  it  is  difficult 
to  see  how  this  is  to  be  brought  about,  when  the  very  question  upon  which  that 
difference  arose  is  maintained  with  even  more  emphasis  than  ever  before.  It 
requires  no  prophetic  gift  to  foretell  that  the  present  session  bids  fair  to  lead  tQ 
no  other  result  than  the  three  preceding  ones.  No  understanding  is  likely  to 
be  reached  on  the  army  question,  and  as  this  is  the  condition  precedent  of  a 
settlement  of  the  constitutional  and  budget  controversy,  matters  so  far  as  regards 
that  issue,  too,  will  remain  in  statu  quo. 

The  part  of  the  speech  relating  to  Schleswig-Holstein  is  so  worded  that  no 
definite  prognostic  can  be  given  regarding  the  policy  of  Prussia  in  that  matter. 
The  language  is  intentionally  non-committal,  and  so  framed  as  to  leave  to  the 
government  freedom  of  action.  It  is  no  secret  that  Herr  von  Bismarck  really 
means  to  annex  them  if  Austria  can  be  induced  to  consent  thereto. 

The  finances  and  commercial  Yelations  as  well  as  the  industrial  and  agricultural 
interests  of  the  monarchy  are  reported  to  be  in  a  most  gratifying  and  flourishing 
condition.  The  war  has  been  carried  on  without  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  a 
loan,  and  notwithstanding  the  extraordinary  expenses,  the  budget  for  the  current 
year  will  show  a  balance  of  receipts  over  expenditures. 

The  enlargement  of  the  navy  is  warmly  advocated,  and  in  connexion  there- 
with, the  building  of  the  ship  canal  between  the  Baltic  and  the  North  sea  is 
insisted  on  in  a  manner  as  if  that  great  enterprise  was  but  an  internal  affair  of 
Prussia. 

Foreign  relations  are  represented  to  be  in  a  particularly  satisfactory  condition. 

Of  course  the  army  comes  in  for  its  due  share  of  the  royal  eulogium  and  ap- 
probation for  its  prowess  and  success  in  the  war  with  Denmark.  This  is  the 
topic  upon  which  his  Majesty  ever  loves  to  dwell  and  enlarge.  ^ 

The  foregoing  constitute  the  leading  points  in  the  King's  address.  As  if 
yields  nothing  in  principle,  the  House  of  Deputies,  while  grateful  for  the  concilia- 
tory tone  of  the  speech,  will  maintain  its  position  as  unflinchingly  as  before.  An 
impression  has  prevailed  that  the  military  excitement  consequent  upon  the  suc- 
cesses in  Schleswig-Holstein,  the  satisfaction  of  the  nation  at  the  separation  of 
the  duchies  from  Denmark,  and  the  prospective  gain  territorially  on  the  part  of 
Prussia,  as  well  as  the  increase  of  external  influence  and  position  already  by 
the  Prussians  as  a  nation,  would  be  strong  enough  to  compel  submission  on  the 
part  of  the  house  to  the  demands  of  the  ministry,  and  that  indemnity  for  the 
ministry  for  the  past,  governing  without  a  budget  voted  by  the  house,  and  a 
grant  for  the  future,  to  meet  the  King's  military  views,  would  be  the  result  of  the 
present  session.  From  all  that  I  can  as  yet  hear  as  to  the  temper  of  the  house, 
the  ministry  will  be  disappointed  in  these  expectations  as  before  stated.  No 
official  action  has  yet  taken  place  in  the  house  beyond  its  organization.  Herr 
Grabon  has  been  re-elected  president  almost  unanimously,  and  if  that  fact  and 
his  opening  speech  are  indications  of  the  temper  of  the  house,  no  agreement  be- 
tween it  and  the  ministry  is  probable.  The  following  extract  from  his  opening 
speech  expresses  in  fewer  words  than  I  can  find,  the  interior  administrative 
policy  of  the  present  ministry  : 

**  Wlieij  we  were  last  dismissed,  the  hope  of  an  agreement  with  this  house  was 
renounced.  Since,  prosecutions  of  the  liberal  press  and  of  liberal  officials,  non- 
confirmations  of  the  elections  of  liberal  muncipal  officers,  aspersions,  accusations. 
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and  Blandering  of  all  liberid  citizens,  have  prevailed  in  a  greater  degree  than 
before.  Liberal  views  and  opinions  are  under  the  ban.  Fidelity  to  their  con- 
victions, the  fairest  ornament  of  the  Prussian  official  of  old,  is  presciibed  by  the 
Prussian  regime  df  to-day.  But  the  King's  motto,  *He  who  plants  himself  on 
the  rock  of  justice  stands  on  the  rock  of  honor  and  victory,'  is  ours  too.  Under 
this  banner  we  can  find  the  agreement  with  the  government  which  we  'too  desire 
and  have  hitherto  endeavored  in  vain  to  bring  about  in  a  way  alone  which  does 
not  involve  the  sacrifice  of  the  rights  the  people  have  confided  to  us,  and 
we  have  sworn  to  uphold." 

I  abstain  from  speaking  of  the  House  of  Lords.  That  body  is  in  full  accord 
with  the  government,  and  will  sanction  all  the  measures  which  may  be  brought 
before  it  by  the  ministry. 

*  Herr  von  Bismarck's  policy  of  postponement  and  "masterly  inactivity"  in 
settling  the  question  of  succession  in  the  duchies  of  Schleswig-Holstein  yet 
prevails,  and  no  arrangement  between  Austria  and  Prussia  has  been  reached. 
In  the  mean  time  they  are  governed  by  Prussia  and  Austria  jointly,  the  real 
power  and  influence  being  on  the  side  of  Prussia.

Speech  from  the  throne, 

Ulustriotis,  noble,  and  dear  lords  and  j^entlemen  of  the  two  chambers :  A  year  fertile  in 
events  has  passed  away.  In  concert  with  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Austria  we  have  suc- 
ceeded in  acquitting  ourselves  of  a  debt  of  honor  which  had  been  frequently  recalled  to  our 
recollection,  and  with  regard  to  which  sentiments  traditional  in  the  memory  of  the  entire 
country  had  been  called  forth.  An  honorable  peace  has  been  won  by  the  brilliant  valor  of 
our  united  armies. 

Encouraged  by  the  satisfaction  with  which  our  people  cast  a  retrospective  glance  upon 
this  success  worthy  of  Prussia,  we  turn  our  hearts  with  humility  towards  God,  Whose  bless- 
ing has  enabled  me  to  give  thanks,  in  the  name  of  the  country,  to  my  army,  for  its  e^loits, 
wficb  eoual  those  of  its  most  glorious  military  annals.  After  fifty  years  of  peace,  broken 
only  by  honorable  but  short  campaigns,  the  education  and  discipline  of  my  army,  the  utility 
of  its  organization  and  of  its  armament,  have  been  brilliantly  tested  by  the  war  of  last  year, 
which  the  inclemency  of  the  season  and  the  valiant  resistance  of  the  enemy  will  render  for- 
ever memorable.  Owing  to  the  existing  organization  of  the  army,  the  war  was  enabled  to 
be  carried  on  without  our  being  compelled,  by  calling  out  the  Landwehr,  to  inflict  injury 
upon  the  relations  of  labor  and  of  family  amon^  the  people.  After  such  experience  it  is 
more  than  ever  my  duty  as  a  sovereign  to  maintain  the  present  arrangements  and  to  develop 
them  upon  the  existing  basis,  so  as  to  impart  to  them  ^eater  perfection.  I  may  expect  that 
both  houses  of  parliament  wiU  afford  me  their  constitutional  assistance  in  accomplishing 
this  duty. 

The  development  of  the  navy  also  creates  special  obligations.  By  the  part  it  has  taken 
in  the  war  the  navy  has  acquired  just  rights  to  my  gratitude,  and  has  proved  its  high  im- 
portance to  the  country.  11  Prussia  desires  to  fnltil  the  high  mission  imposed  upon  ner  by 
ter  geographical  situation  and  her  political  position,  it  is  requisite  for  her  to  give  her  navy 
the  fitting  development,  and  not  to  refrain  ^-om  making  considerable  sacrifices  for  this  pur- 
pose. Acting  upon  this  conviction,  my  government  will  lay  before  you  a  bill  for  the  aug- 
mentation of  the  fleet. 

The  duty  of  providing  for  those  soldiers  whose  health  has  been  impaired  in  the  field,  and 
for  the  famUies  of  those  who  have  fallen,  will  find  legitimate  expression  in  the  presentation 
of  a  bill  for  the  pensions  of  invalids,  which  I  hope  will  meet  with  a  favorable  reception  at 
your  hands.  *^  / 

I  have  been  enabled  to  put  an  end  to  the  concentration  of  troops  upon  the  Polish  frontier 
after  the  suppression  of  the  insurrection  in  the  adjoining  country.  The  moderate  but  firm 
attitude  of  my  government  has  sheltered  Prussia  from  the  encroachments  of  the  insurrection, 
while  the  competent  tribunals  have  sentenced  persons  guiltv  of  ^isolated  participation  in  ten- 
dencies aiming  at  the  separation  of  a  portion  of  the  monarchy. 

The  prosperous  state  of  our  finances  has  enabled  us  to  carry  on  the  war  against  Denmark 
without  being  compelled  to  have  recourse  to  a  loan.    This  result  must  arouse  great  satisfac- 
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tion.    It  has  been  obtained  bj  economical  and  far-siglited  administration,  and  above  all  hy 
tShe  considerable  surplus  of  the  public  revonue  during  the  last  two  years. 

After  striking  the  balance  of  last  year,  my  government  will  lay  before  you  a  complete  re- 
port upon  the  subject  of  the  costs  occasioned  by  the  war  and  the  sums  from  which  they  have 
been  met. 

The  budget  of  the  current  year  will  be  laid  before  vou  immediately.  It  includes  the  in- 
crease of  revenue  expected  to  arise  from  the'  new  land  and  industrial  tax.  While  confining 
itself  to  the  tried  limits  of  a  prudent  estimate,  my  government  has  also  been  able  to  place 
the  other  branches  of  revenue  at  an  augmented  amount.  It  has  thus  been  enabled,  not 
only  to  re-establish  eauilibrium  between  the  revenue  and  the  expenditure  in  this  budget,  but 
also  to  allot  considerable  sums  to  meet  the  new  requirements  in  all  branches  of  the  adminis- 
tration. Besides  the  general  accotints  respecting  the  budgets  of  1859,  1860,  and  1861, 
which  will  be  again  laid  before  you,  you  will  also  receive  tne  accounts  for  J8G2,  in  order 
that  the  government  may  be  released  from  the  same. 

The  labors  for  the  ulterior  regulation  of  the  land  tax  have  been  completed  within  the  pre- 
scribed period  and  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  I  am  happy  to  acknowledge  that  this  result  is 
solely  due  to  the  zeal  and  efforts  which  have  been  made  in  all  quarters  to  arrive  at  a 
solution  of  this  difficult  and  laborious  question.  The  preparatory  labors  of  the  tax  upon 
buildings  are  also  very  greatly  advanced,  and  only  now  require  definitive  approval. 

My  government  does  not  cease  its  efforts  that  the  same  prog^ress  should  be  realized  in  the 
different  branches  of  production,  and  that  care  should  be  taken  to*  extend  and  improve  the 
method  of  communication.  The  bill  for  a  general  regulation  of  roads  will  again  form  an 
important  item  of  your  deliberations.  Several  bills  will  also  be  laid  before  you  for  the  exten- 
sion and  completion  of  the  railway  system. 

My  government  has  had  the  preparatory  technical  works  executed  for  the  construction  of 
a  canal  between  the  North  sea  and  the  Baltic,  across  Holstein  and  Schleswig,  which  should 
be  constantly  navigable  for  merchantmen  and  vessels  of  war  of  all  dimensions.  In  view  of 
the  importance  of  this  great  undertaking  to  the  interests  of  commerce  and  of  Prussian  ship- 
ping, my  government  will  endeavor  to  guarantee  its  execution  by  a  participation  of  the  state 
in  the  expenses  it  will  occasion.  More  detailed  communications  will  be  made  ^o  you  upon 
this  subject  at  the  close  of  the  preliminary  deliberations. 

The  working  of  mines,  being  freed  from  harassing  restrictions,  relieved  from  taxation, 
and  developed  oy  increase  of  the  markets,  acquires  a  more  and  more  satisfactory  position. 
You  will  have  to  examine  the  bill  of  a  new  general  mining  code,  intended  to  regulate  the 
legal  position  of  this  branch  of  industry. 

The  ordinance  dictated  by  the  interests  of  our  commerce  and  our  maritime  ports,  pending 
the  duration  of  the  war,  relative  to  extraordinary  duties  upon  the  flag,  will  bo  laid  before  you 
in  virtue  of  an  ulterior  authorization.  Mv  government  has  succeeded  in  removing  the  ob- 
stacles which  threatened  to  compromise  the  existence  of  the  German  ZoUverein  at  the  ex- 
giration  of  the  period  fixed  by  treaty.  The  treaties  concluded  with  the  government  of  his 
lajesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French  have  obtained  the  adhesion  of  all  the  governments  con- 
stituting the  Zollverein,  and  the  customs  treaties  have  been  renewed  with  some  modifications 
justified  by  experience.  These  treaties,  together  with  the  arrangements  upon  the  subject  of 
the  wishes  expressed  by  one  of  our  allies  in  the  Zollverein,  will  be  laid  before  you  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  your  assent.  The  negotiations  which,  in  consequence  of  these  treatii^ 
and  in  accord  with  the  governments  of  Bavaria  and  Saxony,  have  been  entered  into  with 
Austria  with  the  view  of  facilitating  and  reciprocally  developing  business,  permit  the  hope 
of  a  speedy  result.  The  work  commenced  by  these  treaties  with  France  in  August,  18(i2, 
and  the  execution  of  which  has  been  pursued  since  that  time  with  equal  perseveran<ie  by  my 
government  and  that  of  his  Majestv  tl^e  Emperor  of  the  French,  is  thus  approaching  a  con- 
clusion which  will  open  a  vast  field  to  commerce,  and,  by  the  common  development  of  pros- 
perity, will  afford  a  fresh  guarantee  for  the  amicable  relations  of  neighboring  nations. 
*  I  cannot  allude  to  the  exploits  of  my  army  without  expressing  my  satisfaction  with,  and 
cordial  ackno\^ledgment  of,  the  deeds  of  the  Austrian  troops.  As  the  soldiers  of  the  two 
armies  have  shared  their  laurels  together  in  the  fraternity  oi  arms,  so  the  two  courts  have 
continued  united  in  the  complications  that  have  ensued  by  a  close  alliance,  which  has  found 
a  solid  and  durable  basis  in  my  Gorman  sentiments  and  in  those  of  my  august  ally.  In 
these  sentiments  and  in  fidelity  to  treaties  is  to  be  found  the  guarantee  for  the  preservation  of 
the  tie  which  connects  the  German  states^  and  secures  them  the  protection  of  the  confedera- 
tion. 

The  peace  with  Denmark  has  given  back  to  Germafny  her  disputed  northern  firontier,  and 
has  restored  to  the'inl^bitants  of^those  countries  the  possibility  of  taking  an  active  part  in 
our  national  life.  The  task  of  my  policy  will  be  to  secure  this  conquest  by  institutions 
which  shall  facilitate  the  honorable  duty  of  protecting  this  frontier,  and  allow  the  duchies 
to  employ  and  turn  to  account  their  reaources  in  the  interest  of  developing  the  laud  and  sea 
forces  of  the  common  country. 

In  the  maintenance  of  these  legitimate  claims,  I  shall  seek  in  their  fulfilment  to  combine 
both  the  well-founded  demands  of  the  country  and  of  the  sovereigns.  In  order,  therefore, 
to  gain  a  secure  basis  to  judge  of  the  legal  questions  in  ^isp^te,  I  have  requested  the  law 
officers  of  the  Crown,  conformably  with  their  duties,  to  give  a  legal  opinion  upon  the  subject. 
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Mj  convictions  on  the  legal  side  of  the  question,  and  mj  dntj  towards  my  coontiy,  will 
assist  me  in  mj  endeavors  to  come  to  an  understanding  with  my  illustrious  ally,  with  whom 
I  at  present  share  the  occupation  and  the  care  of  a  regular  administration  of  the  duchies. 

It  affords  me  lively  satisfaction  that  the  complications  of  the  war  have  heen  confined  with- 
in a  narrow  compass,  and  that  the  dangers  which  mieht  have  threatened  European  peace 
have  been  averted.  The  re-establishment  of  diplomatic  relations  with  Denmark  has  com- 
menced, and  I  entertain  firm  Confidence  in  the  formation  of  those  more  friendly  and  more 
profitable  relations  which  so  thoroughly  conduce  to  the  natural  interests  of  the  two  countries. 

Our  relations  with  all  the  other  powers  have  not  been  in  any  way  troubled,  and  continue 
to  present  the  most  agr^able  and  most  satisfactory  character. 

Gentlemen :  It  is  my  earnest  wish  that  the  difference  which  has  arisen  within  the  last  few 
years  between  my  government  and  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  should  be  brought  to  reconcilia- 
tion. The  memorable  events  of  1864  will  have  assisted  to  enlighten  the  public  mind  upon 
the  necessity  of  improving  a  military  organization  which  has  passed  through  the  test  of  a 
mcoessful  war. 

I  am  resolved  still  to  respect  and  uphold  the  rights  the  constitution  has  granted  to  the  re- 
presentatives of  the  country,  but  if  rrussia  is  to  maintain  her  independence  and  the  rank  to 
which  she  is  entitled  among  European  states,  her  government  must  be  firm  and  strong,  and 
a  good  understanding  with  the  representatives  can  only  be  secured  by  the  maintenance  of 
the  organization  of  me  army,  which  guarantees  its  military  efficiency,  and,  consequently, 
the  security  of  the  country. 

-  All  my  efforts  and  all  my  life  are  devoted  to  the  happiness  and  the  honor  of  Prussia.  By 
pursuing  the  same  object,  I  have  no  doubt  you  will  fiud  the  way  leading  to  a  complete 
agreement  with  my  government,  and  your  labors  will  thus  conduce  to  the  welfare  of  the 
country.

There  is  no  imme4iate  prospect  yet  that  the  status  of  the  duchies  of  Schleswig- 
Holstein  and  Lauenburg  will  soon  be  settled.  Prussia  and  Austria  cannot  come 
to  an  understanding,  and  the  question  is  more  than  ever  a  matter  of  agitation 
and  apprehension  throughout  Germany. 

An  interismistic  flag  for  the  shipping  of  the  duchies  has  been  agreed  upon 
between  Prussia  and  Austria,  consisting  of  three  horizontal  stripes  of  blue,  white, 
and  red,  with  a  yellow  field  in  the  blue  stripe,  on  the  top  near  the  flagstaff,  and 
foreign  maritime  nations  will  be  asked  to  recognize  that  flag,  and  accord  to  the 
Shipping  of  the  ducliies  the  rights  and  privileges  as  provided  in  the  commercial 
!ma  maritime  treaties  of  Denmark  with  those  nations,  and  which  it  enjoyed 
when  the  duchies  constituted  a  part  of  Denmark.

Sir  :  Tour  despatch  No.  85,  dated  February  7,  1865,  is  received.  The  dif- 
ferences between  the  Prussian  administration  and  the  house  of  representatives, 
so  far  from  being  compromised  or  adjusted,  increase  in  their  intensity,  and  t\^ 
hope  of  a  return  to  constitutional  rule  and  to  a  condition  in  which  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  shall  exercise  some  influence  and  control  over  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  government  is  exhausted. 

At  the  last  court  ball  Herr  vo^  Bismarck  said  to  me  that  he  saw  no  prospect 
of  an  agreement  between  the  ministry  and  the  house.  That  body  is  at  present 
debating  the  budget  for  the  purpose,  as  I  suppose,  of  diflhsing  information 
among  the  people,  and  the  result  of  the  vote,  when  that  is  taken,  will  be  its 
rejection  in  the  form  presented  by  the  government,  and  the  ministry  will  con- 
tinue to  carry  on  the  affairs  of  state  according  to  their  own  will  and  pleasure,  its 
only  responsibility  being  to  his  Majesty. 

The  negotiations  between  Prussia  and  Austria,  in  relation  to  the  Schleswig- 
Holstein  question, ♦*  drag  their  slow  length  along,"  apparently  no  nearer  a  ter- 
mination than  they  were  six  months  since.  Herr  von  Bismarck's  "  masterly 
inactivity"  still  leaves  the  administration  of  the  duchies  in  his  hands,  and  the , 
Prussianizing  process  is  going  on,  not  apparently  with  much  success.  A  favor- 
able result  could  hardly  be  expected  with  the  known  feelings  of  a  majority  of 
the  people  of  the  duchies,  btill  this  entire  Schleswig-Holstein  business  has 
been  from  the  beginning  a  series  of  lucky  accidents  in  aid  of  Prussian  experi- 
mental policy.  There  are  those  that  believe  the  finality  will  place  the  duchies 
substantially  and  really  under  the  control  of  Prussia,  although  formal  annexation 
may  not  be  proclaimed.  It  is  true,  Austria  has  just  refused  to  agree  to  propo- 
sitions made  by  Hetr  von  Bismarck  to  that  effect,  but  this  will  not  preclude 
further  transaction,  and  not  occasion  a  rupture,  as  Austria  fears  a  total  disagree- 
ment with  Prussia  in  the  present  attitude  of  Italian  affairs,  and  Herr  von  Bis- 
marck knows  it.  As  long  as  that  continues,  the  negotiations  can  end  in  only 
one  way,  and  that  is,  by  the  concession  of  all  that  Prussia  desires.

SiK  :  On  Saturday  I  hung  out  of  the  legation  our  "  star-spangled  banners," 
and  thus  notified  the  people  of  Berlin  that  rebellion  and  slavery  had  met  their 
doom ;  that  their  fortified  capital  had  been  taken  j  that  their  executive  was  a 
fugitive,  and  the  rebel  army  of  Richmond  for  the  most  part  killed,  wounded,  and 
prisoners.  No  details  reached  us  on  that  day  except  such  as  a  rebel  subsidized 
news  company,  located  in  London,  chose  to  despatch  to  the  continent.  I  knew 
enough,  however,  to  warrant  unfurling  the  flags,  and  to-day  the  happiness  is  in* 
cre€Lsed  by  the  cordial  congratulations  of  true  friends.  The  well-informed  have 
expected  the  "  collapse"  ever  since  Sherman  entered  the  "  shell ;"  but,  notwith- 
standing, the  actual  occurrence  produced  impressions  as  enthusiastic  and  exciting 
as  though  the  result  had  not  been  expected. 
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The  number  of  "  I  told  you  bo's"  on  the  streets  is  rather  remarkable.  Still, 
the  genuine  reactionary  and  feudalist  consoles  himself  with  the  wise  belief  that 
the  nation,  although  successful  in  armed  contest,  is  bankrupt,  and  that  the 
finances  will  bring  ruin  to  the  (by  him  detested)  republic.  We  can  laugh  at  his 
"  divine  right,"  ignorance,  and  conceit. 

Tour  serenade  announcement  of  non-intervention  was  a  happy  inspiration  for 
the  moment,  as  it  accompanied  the  message  of  our  triumph,  and  will  soothe  the 
alarms  of  those  that  know  they  deserve  chastiseqient  for  their  past  conduct 
towards  us  during  our  depression. 

The  European  rebel  sympathizers,  who  for  four  years  have  gloated  over  the 
anticipated  ruin  of  the  republic,  and  have  believed  to  see  in  this  ruin  the  final 
end  of  all  hope  for  that  form  of  government  intany  part  of  the  world,  feel  some- 
what easier  in  the  presence  of  the  "  armed  democracy"  successful  at  your  assur- 
ances that  justice  and  honor  only  are  to  be  sought  for  and  protected  in  its  future 
career,  and  that  the  nation  reinstated  can  afford  to  forget  slights  given  us  in 
times  of  affliction,  however  meanly  it  may  think  of  the  manhood  of  those  who 
have  sought  the  protection  of  such  circumstances  to  utter  their  contumelies.  I 
hive  only  a  short  telegraphic  synopsis  of  your  remarks,  and  as  construed  by  me 
they  only  laid  aside  Uioughts  of  vengeance,  but  yield  not  a  jot  of  justice  and 
honor. 

I  am  awaiting  to  hear  that  you  have  demanded  of  other  nations  that  pirates 

'  and  piracy  shaU  be  called  by  their  right  names,  and  treated  according  to  the 

laws  of  the  civilized  world,  and  the  honeyed  phrase  of  "  belligerent  rights"  should 

cease  to  be  used,  and  the  protection  of  neutral  harbors  for  such  craft  should  be 

withdrawn.

*  Sir  :  Intelligence  of  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln,  and  of  the  murder- 
ous attack  upon  yourself  and  many  members  of  your  household,  reached  Berlin 
at  about  two  p.  m.  yesterday.  The  statement  had  such  an  aspect  of  horror 
that  I  did  not  believe  it.  At  the  exchange,  where  it  was  first  received,  it  was 
pronounced  a  stockjobbing  report.  I  telegraphed  immediately  to  Mr.  Adams, 
and  his  reply  was  a  confirmation  of  the  dreadful  tidings.  Your  condition,  as 
reported,  gives  occasion  for  the  most  intense  anxiety,  and  no  words  can  express 
the  feelings  with  which  I  await  further  despatches.  The  report  states  that 
your  son,  Frederick  W.  Seward,  was  killed  in  defending  the  life  of  his  invalid 
father.  A  noble  death  of  one  so  young  and  promising,  though  sad  and  mournful 
to  surviving  relatives  and  friends  to  know  that  he  died  by  the  hand  of  an  assassin. 
The  terrible  and  tragic  death  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  the  calamities  that  befell  your 
household  in  that  fearful  night,  are  heavy  blows  for  one  enfeebled  bv  previous 
illness.  May  He  who  saved  your  life  amidst  all  its  horrors  give  healing  to 
your  wounds,  and  restore  you  again  to  health  and  usefulness. 

I  cannot  realize  that  Mr.  Lincoln  has  been  assassinated.  He  was  saved  from 
the  Baltimore  demons,  when  on  his  way  to  Washington,  to  be  slain  now  in  the 
midst  of  fiiends,  and  just  at  the  moment  when  public  affetirs  have  assumed  their 
brightest  aspect,  and  peace  and  order  are  about  to  return  to  the  country  he 
loved  so  well.  r^^nif> 
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All  tbe  afternoon  and  evenine  yesterday  tbe  legation  was  tbronged  with 
anxious  and  inqniring  friends,  and  many  tears  fell  from  the  eyes  of  strong  men. 
Berlin  talks  of  nothing  else  to-day.  Expressions  of  horror  and  indignation  at 
the  foul  murder  of  our  great  and  good  President,  and  "of  deep  sympathy  and 
condolence  for  our  stricken  people,  mingled  with  fervent  wishes  that  you  m»y 
recover  and  survive  this  teiTible  affliction,  are  on  the  lips  of  all — on  the  lips  of 
foreigners  and  strangers,  who  see  in  you  the  trusted  firiend  and  counsellor  of 
our  martyr  President,  and  the  man  who,  for  four  years  so  fraught  with  dangers 
and  trials,  has  preserved  peace  with  Europe. 

The  legation  is  draped  in  black,  and  the  passing  world  beholds  that  this  is  a 
house  of  mourning.

Sir  :  I  have  to-day  received  a  communication  from  the  minister  president  and 
minister  of  foreign  a£fairs,  Herr  von  Bismarck-Schoenbausen,  expressing  the 
deep  sympathy  of  bis  Majesty's  government  with  tbe  government  of  tbe  United 
States  at  tbe  death  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  the  attempt  on  your  life,  and  desiring 
me  to  convey  the  expression  of  their  sympathy  to  my  government.  Herr  von 
Tbile,  under-secretary  of  state  for  foreign  affairs,  was  charged  with  delivering 
the  note  in  person,  and  came  to  the  legation  with  it.  In  doing  so  be  expressed 
in  the  warmest  terms,  for  himself  and  his  government,  tbe  deep  feeling  tbe  sad 
occurrences  have  occasioned. 

I  annex,  marked  A  and  B,  copies  of  that  communication  and  my  response  to 
it.  Herr  von  Bismarck's  note  has  been  in  turn  delivered  in  person  to  Herr  von 
Tbile  by  tbe  secretarv  of  this  legation,  Mr.  Kreisman. 

My  colleagues  of  the  diplomatic  corps  are  all  calling  to  express  their  sym- 
pathy with  us  in  this  affliction,  and  their  abhorrence  of  the  foul  deed.

Sir  :  Telegraphic  advices  from  the  United  States  by  a  later  steamer  reached 
here  at  noon  to-day,  and  it  affords  me  sincere  pleasure  to  learn  that  the  first  re- 
port of  the  death  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Seward  has  been  erroneous,  and  that  although  in 
a  critical  condition,  he  still  lives;  and  that  notwithstanding  the  cruel  and  strange 
wounds  inflicted  on  you  by  a  cowardly  assassin,  in  addition  to  the  severe  injuries 
sustained  by  your  late  accident,  your  condition  was  considered  hopeful. 

All  of  the  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps  have  paid  me  their  visits  of  regard 
and  condolence.  So  have  the  King's  chietest  officials,  and  many  of  the  distin- 
guished men  of  science  and  letters. 

As  the  details  of  the  horrible  crime  become  known,  the  interest  and  excite- 
ment in  every  circle  and  among  every  class  of  men  increases.  It  is  the  one  theme 
of  conversation  and  discussion.  The  public  journals  here  and  elsewhere  are 
entirely  filled  with  it.  One  intense  and  spontaneous  burst  of  sorrow  and  indig- 
nation is  ringing  throughout  Germany,  and  every  one,  high  and  low,  great  and 
hfimble,  is  eager  to  bear  testimony  of  his  admiration  and  grief  for  a  great  and 
good  man  departed. 

Yesterday  the  subject  was  brought  before  the  House  of  Deputies  by  one  of  its 
most  distinguished  members,  Dr.  William  Loewe,  well  known  among  our  German 
citizens  in  the  United  States,  from  his  long  residence  in  New  York,  as  a  political 
exile  from  his  father-land.  In  eloquent  and  feeling  terms  he  paid  a  warm 
tribute  to  President  Lincoln,  and  at  the  close  of  his  remarks  called  upon  the 
house  to  unite  with  him  in  an  address  appropriate  to  the  occasion,  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  American  minister  here.  Nearly  the  whole  house  rose  in  token 
of  concurrence,  and  the  address,  as  drawn  up  by  the  speaker,  is  4receiving  nume- 
rous signatures.  It  is  to  be  presented  to  me  oy  a  deputation  of  members,  headed 
by  the  president  and  the  two  vice-presidents  of  th^  house.  Dr.  Loewe  has  con- 
ferred with  me,  and  it  is  arranged  that  the  address  is  to  be  presented  on  the 
afternoon  of  Monday  next. 

At  my  invitation  the  Americans  at  present  at  Berlin  have  met  at  the  legation, 
and  it  has  been  decided  to  have  divine  services,  in  memory  of  the  late  President, 
on  Tuesday  next.  May  2,  at  4^  o'clock  p.  m.,  in  the  "Dorothea  church  J*  the.  use 
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of  which  for  that  purpose  has  been  kindly  granted  ns  by  the  city  authorities 
and  the  pantors  of  the  church.     President  H.  P.  Tappan,  formerly  of  Michigan 
university,  will  conduct  the  services  for  as*

Berlin,  May  2,  1865. 

Sir  :  In  my  despatch  No,  95,  you  were  informed,  that  I  had  named  Monday, 
the  first  day  of  May,  as  the  time  to  receive  from  the  members  of  the  Prussian 
House  of  Deputies  their  address  of  condolence  on  account  of  the  death  df  Presi- 
dent Lincoln,  and  the  attempt  to  assassinate  yourself.  A  note,  received  in  the 
morning  of  that  day,  appointed  five  o'clock  p.  m.  as  the  hour  at  which  the  dej^- 
tation  would  be  at  the  legation  for  that  purpose. 

I  had  concluded,  from  some  casual  remark  of  a  member,  that  the  deputation 
would  be  composed  of  some  six  or  eight  members.     But  to  my  pleasurable  snr- 

Erise  on  its  arrival,  I  found  it  numbered  twenty-six  of  the  most  talented,  cele- 
rated  and  influential  men  of  the  Chamber,  headed  by  the  venerable  President 
Grabow,  First  Vice-President  Herr  von  Unruh,  and  Second  Vice-President  Herr 
von  Backum  Dolffs.  The  additional  names  of  the  members  of  the  committee 
were  as  follows :  Deputy  Dr.  William  Loewe,  deputy  Prof.  Dr.  Virchow,  deputy 
Baron  von  Vaerst.  deputy  Stavenhagen,  deputy  Dr.  jur  Waldeck,  deputy  !Par- 
risius,  deputy  von  Bonin,  (ex-minister,)  deputy  Bassenge,  dt^puty  Schroeder, 
deputy  Dr.  Ziegert,  deputy  Duncker,  deputy  Lent,  deputy  Baron  von  Zedlitg 
and  Kurzbach,  deputy  Riebold,  deputy  Schneider,  deputy  Dr.  Johann  Jacobj, 
deputy  Ra£Pauf,  deputy  von  Saucken-Tarputschen,  deputy  Dr.  Liemens,  deputy 
Dahlmann,  deputy  Dr.  Krebs,  deputy  Dr.  Von  Bunsen. 

The  title  of  doctor  repeatedly  recurring  indicates  a  university  degree,  and  not 
that  of  a  physician,  as  used  in  our  country.    Dr.  Loewe,  who  had  the  honor  of 
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yonr  personal  acqaaintance  when  he  resided  in  New  York,  the  political  troubles 
of  1848  and  1849  having  caused  his  temporary  absence  from  Prussia,  as  stated 
in  a  former  despatch,  presented  the  adaress  with  a  few  remarks  in  German 
expressive  of  the  deep  feeling  in  all  Germany  at  the  death  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and 
your  narrow  escape  from  the  same  fate,  at  the  hand  of  an  assassin,  which  he 
followed  by  reciting  the  address  in  full.  After  apologizing  in  German  for  my 
imperfect  use  of  that  language,  and  asking  to  be  allowed  to  respond  in  English, 
I  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  government  and  the  people  of  the  United  States 
for  this  sympathetic  manifestation  of  interest  in  our  affliction,  assuring  them  that 
the  latest  advices  happily  stated  your  improving  condition,  although  the  danger 
had  not  yet  fully  passed.  That  they  might  rest  under  the  certain  conviction 
that  the  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  the  conspirators  in  these  horrible 
and  murderous  attacks  would  not  succeed.  The  government  would  not  be  par- 
alyzed, but  move  stoutly  and  firmly  forward  in  the  political  and  social  regenera- 
tion of  the  communities  in  rebellion.  That  the  experience  of  the  last  four  years 
had  deiftnstrated  beyond  question  the  power  of  a  people  under  a  republican 
form  of  government  to  resist  and  overcome  interior  commotion  aud  rebellion. 
That  the  administration  of  public  affairs  had  passed  to  a  now  President,  habituated 
to  public  life  and  to  deal  with  national  questions,  and  whose  talents  and  firmness 
of  purpose  would  speedily  bring  into  submission  what  little  remained  of  the 
rebellious  spirit.  That  revenge  was  no  part  of  our  national  character,  but  security 
for  the  future  was  the  essential  element  that  would  control  and  guide  the  con- 
duct of  public  affairs.  That  the  people  of  the  United  States  appreciated  the 
sympathy  of  the  German  people  during  this  terrible  rebellion,  and  that  the 
soldiers  of  German  birth,  many  of  whom  not  even  citizens,  would  be  held  in  lasting 
remembrance  by  a  grateful  people,  and  that  their  memory  would  be  bound  with 
the  laurel  common  to  all  who  had  fought  this  battle  of  freedom,  without  distinction 
as  to  nativity  or  color.  One  member  of  the  committee,  Mr.  Schneider  Sagan, 
was  then  in  mourning  for  an  only  son,  killed  at  Petersburg,  Virginia,  and  another. 
Deputy  Raffauf,  has  now  a  son  serving  in  the  army  of  the  United  States.  The 
German  heart  has  been  more  moved  by  these  awful  occurrences  than  by  any 
event  in  their  own  history  since  the  year  1813.  In  the  minds  of  the  great  mass 
of  German  readers  Mr.  Lincoln  had  come  to  symbolize  the  republic  in  all  its 
attributes  of  the  liberty  and  equality  of  all  men,  and  their  aspirations  and  hopes 
turned  to  him  with  admiration  and  affection.  They  feel  that  in  him  all  humanity 
has  lost  a  pure  and  noble  champion. 

After  the  close  of  my  remarks,  some  time  was  spent  in  friendly  conversation 
with  the  various  members  of  the  committee,  and  I  parted  with  them  at  last,  deeply 
gratified  and  consoled  by  this  mark  of  generous  and  noble  sympathy  with  our 
people  and  our  cause. 

I^  enclose  herewith  the  original  address,  with  an  English  translation  thereof, 
by  the  secretary  of  this  legation,  Mr.  Kreismann,  who  was  present  during  the 
interview.  It  is  signed  by  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  members  of  the  cham- 
ber, and  I  feel  persuaded  that  a  fit  place  will  be  assigned  by  you  for  this  interesting 
document  in  the  archives  of  the  State  Department. 

Your  old  acquaintance  and  friend,  Professor  Tellkampf,  a  member  of  the  upper 
house,  sought  and  obtained  leave  to  add  his  signature.  You  will  readily  find 
his  to  you  familiar  handwriting.

ADDRESS  OF  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  PRUSSIAN  HOUSE  OF  DEPUTIES. 

Sir  :  We,  the  undertigned,  members  of  the  PniasUii  House  of  Deputies,  beg  70a  to  ac- 
cept the  expression  of  our  profoundest  sympathy  in  the  severe  loss  the  goyemment  and  the 
people  of  the  United  States  have  suffered  in  the  death  of  President  Lincoln,  and  alike  the 
expression  of  our  deepest  horror  at  the  shocking  crime  to  which  he  fell  a  victim.  We  are 
the  more  deeply  moved  by  this  public  calamity,  inasmuch  as  it  occurred  at  a  moment  when 
we  were  rejoicing  at  the  triumph  of  the  United  States,  and  as  the  simultaneous  attempt  upon 
the  life  of  the  faithful  partner  of  the  President,  Mr.  Seward,  who,  with  the  wisdom  and  reso- 
lution of  true  statesmanship,  supported  him  in  the  fulfilment  of  his  arduous  task,  betrays 
the  object  of  the  horrible  crime  to  have  been,  by  the  death  of  these  spreat  and  g^ood  men,  to 
deprive  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  the  fruits  of  their  protracted  struggle  and  patriotic 
seu-sacrificing  aevotion  at  the  veiy  moment  when  the  triumph  of  right  and  law  promises  to 
bring  back  the  blessings  of  a  long  desired  peace. 

Sir,  living  among  us,  you  are  a  witness  of  the  heartfelt  sympathy  which  the  people  have 
ever  preserved  for  the  people  of  the  United  States  during  this  long  and  severe  conflict.  Ton 
are  aware  that  Germany  has  looked  with  pride  and  joy  on  the  thousands  of  her  som  who  in 
this  struggle  have  placed  themselves  so  resolutely  on  the  side  of  law  and  right.  Won  have 
seen  with  what  jov  the  victories  of  the  Union  have  been  hailed,  and  how  confident  the  faiUi 
in  the  final  triumph  of  the  great  cause,  and  the  restoration  of  the  Union  in  all  its  greatneas, 
has  ever  been,  even  in  the  midst  of  adversity. 

This  great  work  of  the  restoration  of  the  Union  will,  we  confidently  hope,  not  be  hindered 
or  interrupted  by  this  tenible  crime.  The  blood  of  the  great  and  wise  chieftain  will  only  ce- 
ment the  more  firmly  the  Union  for  which  he  has  died.  This  the  inviolable  res{>ect  for  law 
and  love  of  liberty,  which  the  people  of  the  United  States  have  ever  evinced  in  the  very 
midst  of  the  prodigious  struggles  of  their  great  war,  abundantly  guarantees. 

We  request  your  gpood  offices  for  giving  expression  with  your  government  to  our  sinoave* 
condolences,  and  our  sympathies  with  the  people  and  government  of  the  United  States,  and 
proffer  to  yourself,  sir,  the  assurance  of  our  distinguished  consideration.

REMARKS  OF  DEPUTY  DR.  WILLIAM  LOEWE  IN  THE  PRUSSIAN  HOUSE  OF  DEPUTIES. 

Gentlemkn  :  I  have  ventured  to  request  the  president  to  permit  me  to  make  a  coounnni- 
cation,  for  which  I  claim  your  sympathy.  That  which  I  wish  to  request  of  you  does  not  in- 
deed belong  to  the  immediate  field  of  our  labors,  but  it  goes  so  far  beyond  the  narrow  circle 
of  private  life  that,  in  union  with  a  number  of  our  colleagues,  I  have  ventured  to  call  your 
attention  to  iL  A  considerable  number  of  our  colleagues  feel  the  need,  under  the  dismay 
produced  by  the  shocking  news  of  the  unhappy  death  of  President  Lincoln,  to  give  expres- 
sion to  their  feelings  in  regard  to  his  fate,  and  their  sympathy  with  the  nation  from  whom  he 
has  been  snatched  away.  Abraham  Lincoln  has  fallen  by  the  hand  of  an  assassin  in  the 
moment  of  triumph  of  the  cause  which  he  had  conducted,  and  while  he  was  in  hopes  of  be- 
ing able  to  give  to  his  people  the  peace  so  long  desired. 

Our  colleagues  wish,  in  an  address,  to  express  the  sympathy,  not  of  this  house — this  I  say  in 
order  to  remove  all  apprehension  of  a  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  house — but  the  svmpathy 
of  the  individual  memoers  of  the  house  in  this  great  and  unhappy  event.  This  address  we 
desire  to  present  to  the  minister  of  the  United  States.  Gentlemen,  I  will  lay  the  address  on 
the  table,  and  I  be^  those  of  my  colleagues  who  share  with  me  the  feelings  of  warm  and 
heartfelt  sympathy  in  the  lot  of  a  nation  which  is  united  bv  so  many  bonds  with  our  own 

?eople  to  give  expression  to  these  feelin^^  by  appending  their  signatures  to  the  address, 
'hese  svmpathies  1  regard  as  all  the  more  justified,  as  the  United  States  have  won  a  new  and 
splendid  triumph  for  mankind,  through  the  great  struggle  which  they  have  been  carrying  on 
for  the  cause  of  true  humanity,  and  which,  as  I  confidently  hope,  in  spite  of  this  murder  of  tiieir 
chief,  they  will  conduct  to  a  successful  termination.  In  expressing  our  feelings  of  pain,  we 
desire  at  the  same  time  to  prove  our  hearty  sympathy  with  the  American  nation,  ana  those  of 
our  brothers  who  have  taken  part  in  the  struggle  for  their  cause.  The  man,  gentlemen,  who 
has  faUen  by  the  murderous  hand,  and  whom  I  seem  to  see  with  his  simple,  honest  counte- 
nance— the  man  who  accomplished  such  great  deeds  from  the  simple  desire  conscientiously  to 
perform  his  duty — the  man  who  never  wished  to  be  more  or  less  than  the  most  conscientious 
and  most  faithful  servant  of  his  people — this  man  will  find  his  own  glorious  place  in  th  e  pages 
of  history.  In  the  deepest  reverence  I  bow  my  head  before  this  modest  greatness,  and  I  think 
it  m  especially  agreeable  to  the  spirit  of  our  Own  nation,  with  its  deep  inner  life,  and  admira- 
tion of  self-sacrificing  devotion,  and  effort  after  the  ideal,  to  pay  the  tribute  of  veneration  to 
such  greatness,  exalted  as  it  is  by  its  simplicity  and  modesty.  I  beg  you,  gentlemen,  ac- 
cordingly, to  join  in  this  expression  of  veneration  for  the  great  dead,  which,  without  distinc- 
tion of  party,  we  offer  to  him  as  a  true  servant  of  his  state  and  of  the  cause  of  pure  humanity.

Sir:  Tour  official  circular,  dated  17th  April,  is  received.  The  inUilligence 
of  the .  assassination  of  President  Lincoln,  and  the  attempt  upon  Mr.  Seward, 
accompanied  by  the  wounding  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Seward,  official  notice  of  which 
is  contained  in  jour  circular,  reached  Berlin  on  the  26th  of  April.  I  need  not 
repeat  again  the  grief  and  horror  felt  on  receiving  the  tidings  of  the  sad  event. 

The  Americans  in  Berlin  met  at  this  legation  and  resolved  to  hold  appropriate 
divine  services,  in  memory  of  the  lamented  President.  The  original  intention 
of  meeting  in  the  little  chapel,  ordinarily  used  by  us  for  religious  worship,  had 
to  be  abandoned,  on  account  of  the  almost  universal  desire  of  men  of  all  classes 
liere  to  afford  theQi  an  opportunity  of  participating  in  the  services,  and  min- 
eling  their  grief  with  ours  in  paying  a  last  tribute  to  the  great  and  good  man 
departed.  We  therefore  sought  and  readily  obtained  of  the  Berlin  city  authori- 
ties the  use  of  the  Dorothea  church,  one  of  the  most  spacious  buildings  of  public 
worship  here.  It  was  arranged  that  the  Rev.  H.  P.  Tappan^  D.  1).,  of  New 
York,  now  temporarily  in  Berlin,  should  conduct  the  services  and  deliver  an 
address,  and  the  German  part  of  the  exercises  was  intrusted  to  the  very  distin- 

Siished  author  and  divine.  Rev.  Dr.  Erummacher,  chaplain  to  bis  Prussian 
ajeaty  at  Potsdam,  who  kindly  had  consented  to  officiate  on  the  occasion. 
We  also  obtained  the  services  of  the  choir  of  the  Royal  Cathedral;  the  church 
was  draped  in  black,  and  the  American  flags  hung  in  mourning. 

The  services  were  among  the  most  significant  and  solemn  ever  held  in  Ber- 
lin. The  attendance  was  so  large  that  many  persons  were  unable  to  obtain 
admission,  and  remained  standing  outside  in  the  church  yard.     His  Majesty  the 
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King  was  represented  hy  Major  General  Von  Boyen,  his  aide-de  camp.  The 
president  of  the  ministry  of  state,  and  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  Herr  von 
Bismarck,  was  also  present.  So  were  the  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps 
in  full,  a  large  number  of  the  Prussian  house  of  deputies,  and  very  many  of  the 
distinguished  men  of  science,  letters,  and  art.  It  was  indeed  a  noble  tribute  to 
our  martyr  President,  and  the  cause  in  which  he  had  died.  I  beg  leave  to  en- 
close the  order  of  exercises  as  printed  for  the  occasion. 

The  addresses  by  Dr.  Tappan  and  Dr.  Krummacher  were  eloquent  and 
feeling  tributes  to  the  public  and  private  virtues  of  the  deceased,  and  to  the 

fenius  of  our  institutions  in  developing  character,  as  illustrated  in  the  life  of  Mr. 
lincoln.  Throughout  the  whole  of  the  exercises  the  audience  remained  absorbed 
and  profoundly  touched  by  the  simple  solemnity  and  impres^iveness  of  the  scene, 
whicn  will  be  long  remembered  by  the  people  of  Berlin. 

There  is  no  abatement  as  yet  of  the  intense  excitement  and  heartfelt  sympathy 
in  all  classes  of  society,  here  and  elsewhere  in  Germany,  over  the  sad  event,  and 
the  possible  and  probable  consequences  thereof.  All  are  moved,  and  seeking 
words  and  modes  to  show  us  their  deep  emotion  and  genuine  sympathy. 

The  first  feeling  of  many  here  and  elsewhere,  on  learning  of  the  assassination 
of  President  Lincoln,  was  one  of  alarm  and  appi-ehension  lest  his  death  might 
be  followed  by  anarchy  and  confusion,  and  our  government  be  paralyzed.  The 
quiet  and  undisturbed  assumption  of  office  by  President  Johnson,  his  speechea 
at  his  inauguration,  and  on  other  occasions,  have  now  removed  all  fear,  and  con- 
vinced all  persons  that  the  people,  and  not  dynasties,  rule  in  the  United  States ; 
that  our  government  and  our  institutions  do  not  depend  upon  any  man's  life, 
however  great  and  good  that  man  may  be.  The  American  people  stand  forth 
greater  than  ever  in  the  eyes  of  Germany  and  Europe. 

Whatever  may  have  been  done  in  the  United  States,  Mr.  Lincoln  is  being 
canonized  in  Europe.  A  like  unanimity  of  eulogy  by  sovereigns,  parliaments, 
corporate  bodies,  by  the  people,  and  by  all  public  journals,  was  never  before 
witnessed  on  this  continent.  The  most  truthful  and  eloquent  testimonials  are 
now  given  by  some  of  those  that  belied  him  most  .while  living.

No.  105.]  United  States  Legation, 

Berlin,  June  2,  1365. 

Sir  :  Prussian  politics,  internal  and  external,  remain  as  unsettled  as  ever. 
Negotiations  still  continue  between  Prussia  and  Austria,  in  relation  to  the  final 
disposition  to  be  made  of  the  duchies  of  Schleswig-Holsteii^.  The  peculiar  views 
and  desires  of  Prussia  I  have  mentioned  in  previous  despatches,  and  thus  far 
masterly  inactivity  is  having  its  influence  in  her  favor.  So  sure  was  she  of 
accomplishing  her  objects,  that  a  short  time  since  her  fleet  was  ordered  to  the 
harbor  of  Kiel,  and  the  initiatory  steps  entered  upon,  to  establish  a  permanent 
navy  yard  and  a  depot  of  naval  stores  and  supplies  at  that  port,  to  be  accompa- 
niea  by  fortifications  permanently  armed  and  manned  by  Prussian  troops.  This 
was  done  without  saying  even  '*by  your  leave,**  to  the  duchies  or  to  Austria. 
The  interference  of  the  Austriah  commissioner  in  the  duchies  has  so  far  checked 
that  action.  Propositions  are  now  pending  between  Prussia  and  Austria  for 
the  assembling  of  the  estates  of  the  duchies,  and  this  seems  to  be  assente  d  to 
by  both  the  governments,  but  they  are  still  separated  by  the  questions  as  to 
what  are  the  constituent  parts  of  said  estates  under  existing  laws ;  by  what  law 
the  composition  is  to  be  regulated,  and  when  assembled,  who  is  to  have  the 
initiative  in  the  measures  to  bo  acted  upon,  and  other  points  of  a  like  nature. 
Certain  it  is,  that  neither  of  the  governments  intends  to  permit  the  estates  to 
>  settle  the  succession,  and  regulate  such  other  matters  as  may  to  them  seem 
necessary.  The  people  of  the  duchies  are  treated  as  of  no  importance,  and  are 
to  be  Anally  disposed  of  according  to  the  interests  and  wishes  of  the  conquerors 
of  Denmark,  to  whom  the  duchies  were  ceded  as  the  spoils  of  victory. 

The  differences  between  the  government  and  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  continue 
as  decided  and  irreconcilable  as  ever.   The  military  budget  has  been  overwhelm- 
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iDgly  rejected.  The  annual  budget  has  shared  the  same  fate.  In  fact  eyery 
measure  of  the  government,  haviaff  fur  its  object  a  grant  of  money  bejond 
the  points  of  the  most  restricted  ordinary  expenditure,  is  peremptorily  rejected. 
The  debates  are  bolder  and  ireer  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  this  king- 
dom; The  charges  of  corruption  and  despotism  against  the  minister  of  justice* 
in  the  composition  of  the  courts  for  the  trial  of  political  offences,  are  boldly 
uttered,  and,  that  too,  by  members  who  themselves  are  judges.  Unfortunately, 
the  diarges  of  using  the  judicial  power  to  punish  political  opinions  are  too  troe 
to  be  denied,  and  &e  minister  of  justice  has  no  other  defence  than  that  of  say- 
ing "  I  protest,"  without  meeting  one  of  the  specifications  with  even  a  plausible 
explanation  The  truth  is,  that  Prussia  is  to-day  as  thorough  a  despotism  as 
exists  in  Europe ;  the  excesses  of  the  despotism  being,  however,  restrained  by 
tke  really  good  heart  of  his  Majesty. 

The  debates  in  the  chamber  have  created  a  profound  sensation  among 
the  people.  They  are  permitted  to  appear  in  full  in  the  newspapers,  but  a 
pamphlet  edition  thereof,  ii^tended  for  general  circulation,  has  been  confiscated 
by  the  'government.  Repression,  according  to  the  system  now  in  vogue  io 
France,  is  being  carried  out  in  this  kingdom. 

The  influence  of  the  United  States  at  the  present  time  upon  the  masses  in 
Europe,  and  esp<^ially  in  Germany,  cannot  be  estimated  by  a  person  not  living 
among  them.  The  brilliant  military  success,  the  putting  down  of  the  rebellion, 
the  quiet  transfer  of  the  government  from  one  mau  to  the  other,  as  the  result  of 
the  horrible  tragedy  in  Washington,  the  stem  and  steady  onward  march  of  public 
affairs  under  the  new  President,  have  convinced  the  masses  of  the  steadiness  of 
power  in  a  self-ffovemed  people,  and  European  rulers  look  to-day  with  more 
interest  at  what  shall  emanate  from  your  department  than  all  the  other  diplo- 
matic bureaus  in  Europe.  The  system  of  Uie  repression  of  liberal  ideas  that 
now  prevails  in  all  the  governments  of  Europe,  with  the  exception  of  Russia  and 
Italy,  must  break  down,  and  no  influence  does  or  will  operate  so  strongly  to 
produce  this  result  as  the  universal  discussion  in  every  circle  of  the  aJPaira  • 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  successful  progress  of  events  there,  grander 
and  more  powerful  for  humanity  than  any  that  have  yet  occurred  in  the  politi- 
cal or  military  history  of  this  continent. 

The  rebel  cause  has  now  no  longer  any  friends  in  Europe.  The  murder  of 
President  Lincoln,  and  the  attempt  upon  the  lives  of  the  Secretary  and  Assist- 
ant Secretary  of  State,  so  filled  the  public  mind  with  horror  and  indignation 
that  all  its  advocates  and  sympathies  nere  are  thoroughly  silenced.  And  now 
the  capture  of  the  redoubtable  rebel  chief,  Davis,  in  his  wife's  petticoats,  has 
covered  him  and  his  ruined  cause  with  withering  ridicule.  What  a  fall  there 
was !  A  shout  of  homeric  laughter  went  forth  all  over  Germany  at  the  ridiculous 
plight  in  which  that  worthy  was  taken  prisoner.  His  capture,  it  is  plainly  felt, 
removes  the  last  obstacle  to  a  permanent  and  lasting  peace.  Kirby  Smith  and 
his  bushwhackers  will  not  long  stand  in  the  way  thereof.  The  fourth  of  July 
next  will  see  the  nation  restored,  slavery  abolished,  and  our  land  not  only  in 
song,  but  in  fact,  "the  land  of  the  free,  and  the  home  of  the  brave." 

United  States  bonds  here  and  elsewhere  in  Germany  are  quite  buoyant. 
They  are  now  quoted  at  73.  Permanent  investments  therein  continue  to  be  made 
quite  largely,  although  the  speculating  mania  which  had  seized  upon  them,  and 
was.  crowding  out  all  other  funds,  has  perceptibly  abated.  The  attempt  which 
was  lately  made  by  the  enemies  of  our  cause  to  stop  the  sale  of  our  bonds,  by 
starting  rumors  of  the  circulation  of  large  numbers  of  counterfeit  bonds,  has 
utterly  failed.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  which  was  received 
here  in  Berlin,  and  published  in  the  daily  journals,  has  fully  removed  all  appre- 
hensions regarding  the  existence  of  any  counterfeits  of  our  bonds  whatever. 
The  article  on  our  finances,  and  ability  to  pay  our  national  debt,  prepared  by 
Dr.  William  Elder,  under  the  auspices  oi  Jay  Cooke,  has  likewise  done  much 
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good.    I  deemed  it  of  sufficient  importance  to  seek  its  insertion  in  substance  in 
the  "  Berische  Zeitong/'  the  joomal  of  the  largest  circulation  here.

Sir:  Your  despatch  No.  91,  dated  June  13,  1865,  is  received,  and  contents 
duly  noted.  I  am  deeply  gratified  that  a  kind  Providence  has  restored  you 
to  health,  and  preserved  your  invaluable  services  to  our  country,  that  stands  so 
much  in  need  thereof.  May  you  soon  have  the  happiness  of  seeing  your  son 
Frederick  also  entirely  recovered. 

The  department  circular,  relating  to  Admiral  Ooldsborough's  squadron  in 
European  waters,  is  likewise  received,  and  I  shall  not  fail,  as  occasion  may 
require,  to  make  the  subject  of  the  circular  known  to  the  proper  persons  here. 

Berlin  at  this  time  is  entirely  deserted  by  all  prominent  official  and  diplo* 
made  personages.  His  Majesty  the  King  has  gone  on  his  annual  tour  to 
Karlsbad,  accompanied  by  M.  de  Bismarck,  and  he  is  not  expected  to  return 
to  Berlin  before  September  next. 

Affairs  in  the  United  States  continue  largely  to  engross  the  attention  of  the 
press  and  people  of  Germany,  and  hopes  are  indulged  that  the  reconstruction 
of  the  States  on  the  basis  of  the  total  and  final  abolition  of  slavery  will  be  suc- 
cessfolly  carried  out.  Public  sentiment  here  is  strongly  in  favor  of  seeing  the 
right  of  suffrage  conceded  to  the  colored  population  of  the  rebellious  States. 

The  demand  for  United  States  bonds  is  still  very  active,  so  much  so  that  at 
this  time  they  are  ^m  2  to  3  per  cent,  higher  than  in  New  York.  They  aco 
quoted  to-day  at  77^  a  77 J.

Sir  :  iDformation  has  been  received  at  ibis  department,  from  tbe  United 
States  consul  at  Bremen,  of  tbe  shipment  from  that  port  to  tbe  United  States 
of  two  sentenced  criminals  from  Prussia.  I  enclose  a  transcript  of  the  consul's 
despatch  upon  the  subject,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  convicts  referred  to 
were  sent  to  Bremerhafen  by  the  local  authorities  at  Wandersleben,  in  Prussia, 
under  the  escort  of  a  Prussian  officer,  in  order  to  be  shipped  to  this  country  at 
the  cost  of  the  said  local  authorities.  It  further  appears  that  one  of  the 
criminals  has  already  sailed,  and  that  the  other,  having  committed  a  fresh 
offence  at  Bremerhafen,  has  been  sentenced  to  three  months'  imprisonment,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  he  will  also  probably  be  sent  to  the  United  States,  his 
passage  thither  having  already  been  paid. 

You  are  requested  to  make  a  representation  of  the  above  facts  to  the  Prussian 
government,  and  to  express  the  expectation  that  prompt  measures  will  be 
taken  to  prevent  a  repetition  of  such  unfriendly  proceedings  on  the  part  of  any 
of  the  local  authorities  of  that  government.  oTou  will  abo  state  that  the 
criminals  referred  to  will,  in  case  of  their  detection  on  arrival  here,  be  promptly 
returned  to  the  port  whence  they  departed.

Sm :  With  reference  to  my  despatch  No.  159,  I  have  to  inform  yon  of  a  new  case  of  ship- 
ment  of  crimiDals  to  the  United  States.  In  this  case  the  culpahiuty  of  tbe  local  authorities 
in  Prussia  has  heen  fully  proved  in  a  Bremen  court,  and  reclamations,  if  you  deem  them 
necessary,  can  be  based  upon  positive  facts.  It  appears  from  the  proceedings  in  the  Bremen 
assizes,  of  June  15,  thc^  in  the  first  days  of  March  two  criminals  from  Prussia,  named 
Ernest  Itoediger  and  Krumholz,  both  incorrigible  criminals,  and  already  many  times  sentenced 
for  larceny  to  the  penitentiary,  have  been  sent  by  the  local  authorities  of  Wandersleben, 
Prussia,  to  Bremerhafen,  escorted  by  a  public  officer,  in  order  to  be  shipped  to  the  United 
States  at  the  cost  of  tbe  above  local  authorities.  Kumholz  sailed  with  the  Bremen  ship 
Laura,  but  Roediger  committed  another  larceny  at  Bremerhafen,  acnd  was  sentenced  to  three 
months'  imprisonment,  after  the  expiration  of  which  he  will  probably  be  sent  to  the  United 
States,  as  his  passage  is  already  paid.  I  subjoin  the  full  evidence  in  the  reports  of  two 
different  newspapers  for  further  use.  I  cannot  believe  that  these  local  authorities  are  acting 
without  the  consent  of  their  government ;  and  even  if  they  do,  a  diplomatic  reclamation 
i^om  our  government  would  probably  put  a  stop  to  this  daily  increasing  mal-practice.

Berlin,  August  9,  1865. 

Sir  :  Allow  me  earnestly  to  call  your  attention  to  the  qnestion  of  the  im 
pressment  of  adopted  citizens  of  the  United  States  into  the  armies  of  Prussia 
and  other  German  states.     It  is  now  assuming  such  importance,  by  reason  of 
the  numbers  returning  to  Germany,  that  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
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restrictions  placed  upon  this  legation  in  your  despatches,  and  particularly  in 
those  nambered  29,  49,  and  92,  should  be  removed,  and  liberty  given  to  the 
representative  here  to  exercise  his  discretion  in  the  cases  as  they. arise. 

With  the  closing  of  our  civil  war,  the  reasons  for  the  prohibitions  contained 
in  those  despatches  have  ceased.  Citizens  of  the  United  States,  Germans  by 
birth,  who  have  boldly  followed  the  flag  of  the  Union  for  the  last  three  years 
and  more,  are  now  returning  to  visit  their  relatives,  and  they  are  threatened 
with  compulsory  military  service  here.  And  ihis  will  apply  to  many  who  have 
acquired  the  right  of  citizenship  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  con- 
ferring such  right  for  actual  service  in  our  army.  Every  steamer  brings  more 
or  less  of  these  young  men  to  the  land  of  their  nativity.    •        •        •       * 

I  suppose  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  intends  to  protect  its 
citizens.  It  surely  should  do  so,  and  not  permit  this  state  of  things  to  con- 
tinue, even  if  extreme  measures  should  have  to  be  resorted  to.  If  this  is  not 
to  be  done,  good  faith  to  our  adopted  citizens,  at  least,  requires  that  they  be 
notified  th^t  they  are  not  to  be  or  cannot  be  protected  when  they  return  to 
Crermany,  and  that  the  claims  for  the  free  right  of  expatriation,  which  we  have 
always  made  on  foreign  governments,  should  cease.  I  hold  there  is  no  occasion 
for  the  latter  course,  and  that  a  positive  and  earnest  demand  for  the  adjustment 
of  the  question  would  be  successful.  Hiding  from  the  military  authorities  of 
Prussia  and  other  German  states,  by  a  man  who  has  worn  our  uniform  during 
the  last  four  years'  struggle,  is  not  the  course  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
should  be  required  to  take,  and  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  prestige  of  our

Berlin,  September  7,  1865. 
Sib  :  In  answer  to  the  request  of  Mr.  Judd,  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs, 
Baron  Von  Bismarck  replied  the  King  would  receive  Mr.  Judd  and  mvself  in 
audience  at  Baden  Baden  on  the  3d  instant  at  li  o'clock  a.  m.  The  day  pre- 
vious I  met  the  King  with  his  brother.  Prince  Carl ;  they  both  greeted  me 
with  words  of  compliment ;  his  Majesty  remarking  in  English,  *'  1  am  most 
happy  to  welcome  you  again  to  Prussia,"  At  the  appointed  hour  Mr.  Judd 
and  myself  were  presented  by  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  (Mr.  Judd  prece- 
•ding  me.)  The  interview  was  brief.  The  King  spoke  highly  complimentary 
of  Mr.  Judd's  course  at  Berlin,  and  bade  him  an  affectionate  adieu.  His  Maj- 
esty said,  among  other  things,  he  was  rejoiced  at  the  termination  of  our  war, 
and  the  prospect  of  the  restoration  of  law  and  order.  I  had  remarked  on  this 
subject,  that  during  the  last  four  months  we  had  discharged  eight  hundred 
thousand  soldiers,  and  paid  out  more  than  two  hundred  millions  of  dollars ;  yet, 
amid  all  this,  there  was  no  perceptible  change  in  society  except  the  labor  of 
the  soldier  being  transferred  to  his  ordinary  avocations  of  life.  I  assured  the 
King  of  the  sentiments  of  friendship  and  esteem  entertained  for  him  and  his 
subjects  by  the  President,  and  the  ardent  desire  of  the  President  and  people  of 
the  United  States  that  the  two  nations  might  become  more  and  more  closely 
united  in  the  bonds  of  friendship.  To  Uiis  his  Majesty  warmly  responded, 
most  fully  reciprocating  the  sentiment,  and  closed  by  saying  to  me  personally. 
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"  I  trust  your  fliture  residence  at  Berlin  will  be  as  happy  and  productive  dt 
good  feeling  as  the  past."  The  day  before  this  interview  with  the  King  I  was 
introduced  to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs.  In  the  course  of  our  conversation 
he  alluded,  with  some  feeling,  to  the  subject  of  military  duty  of  Prussian  citizens, 
and  to  the  position  of  the  Prussian  government.  I  hear  eveiy  few  days  of  cases 
of  arrest  throughout  Prussia.  Some  of  these  purchase  their  way  out  of  the 
country ;  others  leave  in  a  manner  not  very  creditable  to  an  American.  The 
consul  general  at  Frankfort  (Mr.  Murphy)  writes  me  as  follows :  "  I  have 
before  me  four  new  cases  in  Gassel  and  Nassau.  One  of  the  parties  is  too  old 
to  i^erve  in  the  military ;  he  has  no  money  to  procure  a  substitute  or  pay  a  fine, 
and  he  lies  in  jail  now.  He  emigrated  to  America  when  he  was  seven  yean 
old,  and  has  lived  there  twenty-one  years,  and  now  for  the  first  time  visits  his  old 
home.*'  There  is  a  great  increase  in  the  namber  of  our  German  adopted  citi- 
zens returning  this  year,  many  of  whom  have  been  soldiers  of  our  army.  In 
this  connexion  the  views  of  our  government  on  this  subject,  as  expressed  from 
time  to  time,  are  i^ell  known  to  Prussia,  and  hence  I  have  no  doubt- the  subject 
is  now  attracting  the  attention  of  the  Prussian  government  I  have  no  evi- 
dence of  any  change  in  the  police  of  the  government.  Yet  I  do  believe 
good  will  result  from  a  direct  and  firm  issue  on  this  subject.  Prussia  de- 
Bures  our  friendship  and  good  will ;  her  ministers  fully  comprehend  what  is  to 
be  the  condition  of  things  resulting  from  the  past,  present,  and  future  emigra- 
tion to  our  country.  I  am  not  mistaken  in  saying  some  of  them  are  anxious  to 
settle  this  vexed  question.  A  despatch  from  you  at  this  hour  may  be  ef  incal- 
culable benefit. 

I  enclose  copies  of  correspondence  with  P.  F.  Von  Rhein,  of  San  Francisco, 
California,  on  the  subject  of  his  rehirn  to  Prussia.  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  government  to  the  probable  demand  for  our  agricultural 

Productions  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  In  some  portions  of  the  country  the 
rought  has  entirely  destroyed  the  grass  crop,  and  farmers  are  shipping  their 
stock  away  or  making  hurried  sale.  Already  there  have  been  some  heavy  im- 
portations of  American  rye  into  Hamburg  at  a  good  profit.  I  believe  this  is 
only  the  commencement  of  large  importations  from  our  side  to  supply  the  wants 
of  many  portions  of  the  country  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  It  should  be 
known  also  that  during  the  past  year  a  considerable  business  was  done  in  im- 
porting com  to  Hamburg,  (called  here  the  white  horse  tooth-corn,)  for  seed. 
They  cut  the  plant  green  and  use  it  for  fodder,  so  that  every  year  the  demand 
for  the  seed  is  renewed,  and  constantly  increased. 

Emigpration  to  our  country  is  on  the  increase;  every  berth  on  steam  'or  sail- 
ing vessel  from  Hamburg  (and  I  hear  the  same  is  true  of  Bremen)  is  taken  up 
to  the  last  of  October,  and  the  companies  are  sending  out  extra  vessels. 

We  have  some  German  papers  which  are  willing  to  publish  articles  giving  a 
correct  condition  of  things  at  home.     I  shall  not  fail  to  furnish  such  papers  and 
pamphlets,  or  items  sent  from  the  department  or  may  come  to  my  notice,  which 
are  adapted  to  the  German  mind.        ******

Sm :  It  if  not  anlikelj  that  circnmstaoces  will  make  it  desirable  for  me  to  reside  in  Berlin 
for  some  lengfth  of  time,  or  it  may  be  permanently.  You  would,  therefore,  confer  a  great 
favor  if  you  will  kindly  reply  to  one  or  two  Questions  which  I  shall  take  the  liberty  to  ask. 
Your  answer  must  in  some  measure  decide  whether  I  return  to  my  naliye^ltj,-0|  not,     I  am 
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by  birth  a  Prussian,  my  father  haviog  served  as  captain  in  the  rojal  armj.  I  left  Berlin 
some  twelve  years  ago,  taking  with  me  a  passport  which  entitled  me  to  remain  abroad  for 
one  year  only.  I  remained  in  «ew  York,  however,  for  over  five  years,  when,  having  become 
of  age  and  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  I  returned  to  Germany  on  a  visit  to  my  mother, 
who  resided  in  Berlin.  I  remained  but  two  weeks,  being,  during  that  time,  in  hourly  fear 
of  being  arrested  and  forced  to  enter  the  army.  With  the  exception  of  these  two  weeks,  I 
have  never  been  in  Europe  since  my  sixteenth  year.    The  Question,  then,  to  which  I  crave 


yoor  reply,  is,  can  I,  being  an  American  citizen,  permanently  reside  in  Berlin  without  dan- 
ger  of  being  forced  to  do  duty  in  the  Prussian  army  7  In  order  that  your  honor  may  under- 
stand my  case  fully,  it  may  perhaps  be  well  to  add  that  on  my  return  from  mv  former  visit 
to  Qermany,  feeling  sdmewhat  annoyed  at  being  obliged  to  make  my  stay  m  Berlin  very 
much  shorter  than  1  would  have  done  had  it  not  been  for  fear  of  the  army,  I  addressed  a 
few  lines  to  the  New  York  Herald,  to  which,  contrary  to  my  expectations,  the  editor  attached 
my  full  signature. 

I  do  not  now  recollect  the  exact  words  I  used;  but  they  were  about  as  follows:  '* To  the 
Editor  of  the  New  York  Herald.  Sir :  I  am  by  birth  a  Prussian ;  by  adoption  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States.  On  a  recent  visit  to  Berlin,  finding  myself  in  danger  of  being  fovced  into  the 
Prussian  army,  I  called  on  Governor  Wright,  the  American  minister  in  Prussia,  for  protec- 
tion. That  gentleman,  ailer  examining  my  passport,  told  me  that  while  he  had  the  wish  and 
inclination,  he  lacked  the  power  to  protect  me.  €k)vemor  Wright,  the*«fore,  advised  me  to 
leave  Berlin  as  soon  as  possible.  Such  being  the  case,  Mr.  Editor,  would  it  not  be  better  to 
withhold  a  passport  from  naturalized  citizens  than  to  consign  them  to  the  very  grasp  of  a 
tyrant,  with  no  better  protection  Uian  a  worthless  piece  of  paper?" 

The  appearance  in  the  New  York  Herald  of  a  notice  something  like  the  above  aroused 
some  little  discussion,  through  the  public  press,  by  parties  who  were  strangers  to  me  person- 
ally, but  felt  interested  in  uie  principle  involved.  It  is,  theoefore,  not  impossible  that  the 
£uH  that  I  have  written  and  publi^ed  a  notice  similar  to  the  above  may  nave  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Prussian  government ;  and  if  so,  can  I  be  held  re^>onsible  on  the  ground 
that  I  have  formerly  been  a  Prussian  subject  7 

I  am  a  married  man,  having  a  wife  (a  native  of  New  Orleans)  and  two  young  children, 
and,  if  I  decide  to  reside  in  BerYm  any  length  of  time,  not  being  rich  enough  to  live  on  the 
interest  of  my  money,  shall  be  obliged  to  do  somethhig  towards  the  support  of  my  family.  I 
should  either  engage  in  some  mercantile  pursuit  or  establish  myself  as  a  teacher  oi  languages ; 
(I  speak  French,  English,  Spanish,  and  German. ) 

The  subject  is  to  me  a  very  importan.t  one.  I  have  for  this  reason  been  more  lengthy 
than  I  at  first  intended,  at  the  risk  eve^  of  trespassing  on  your  honor*s  paMence.

Sir:  Yours  of  the  18th  of  July,  dated  San  Francisco,  is  just  at  hand.  I  am  not  yet  the 
accredited  minister  to  Prussia,  but  shall  be  in  a  short  time.  I  hasten,  however,  to  sav,  in 
repjy  to  your  note,  that  no  change  has  been  effected  on  the  subject  of  expatriation  and  the 
rights  of  citizenship  between  our  government  and  Prussia  since  you  called  upon  me  in  1858. 
The  subject  is  now  being  agitated  on  account  of  the  great  number  of  German  soldiers  from 
our  army  and  others  returning  to  the  land  of  their  fathers.  I  will  advise  you  if  any  change 
occurs.  Under  all  the  circumstances  you  name,  I  cannot  at  present  deem  it  advisable  for 
you  to  change  your  residence.

No.' 6.]  United  States  LEGATiorf, 

Berlin,  October  25,  1865. 

Sir  :  Immediately  on  the  receipt  of  the  news  of  Lord  Palmerston's  death,  I 
called  upon  Lord  I^pier,  the  English  ambassador  at  this  court,  and  expressed 
to  him  my  profound  sympathy  and  regret,  in  which  my  rount^r^^^qjild  join,  at 
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the  loss  his  government  had  sustained  in  the  death  of  the  first  officer  of  the 
country.  His  lordship  responded  with  mach  feeling  to  my  expression  of  sym- 
pathy, and  desired  me  to  convey  to  my  government  his  unfeigned  thanks  for 
this  mark  of  respect  and  sympathy,  and  he  desired  at  the  same  time  to  he  espe- 
cially remembered  to  you. 

I  forward  with  this  despatch  the  reply  of  Baron  Thile,.the  acting  minister  of 
foreign  affairs,  to  the  application  of  Jacob  Carl  Breiger,  who  desires  to  return  to 
Prussia  with  a  view  of  settling  his  family  affairs.  The  case  was  reported  by- 
Mr.  Judd,  December  27,  1864,  in  despatch  No.  79.  This  reply  of  the  minister 
is  certainly  without  any  precedent.  The  idea  of  a  child  13  years  of  age  being 
charged  of  having  left  his  country  with  a  view  of  avoiding  military  duty  seems 
to  me  most  absurd.  After  making  this  statement,  as  connected  with  the  finding 
of  the  court  at  Newstadt,  he  says ;  **  Under  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the 
case,  the  government  will  permit  the  said  Breiger  a  short  stay  in  Prussia,  upon 
the  condition  that  he  submits  to  the  judgment,  by  the  payment  of  the  money  or 
imprisonment  for  one  month;"  ana  then  adds,  most  generously,  *' Mr.  Breiger 
must  pay  the  cost."  This  language  is  applied  to  a  young  man  who  left  this 
country  when  a  child  with  his  brother,  having  committed  no  offence,  upon 
whom  no  liability  had  accrued  of  any  kind,  and  who  is  now  only  asking  per- 
mission to  return  to  adjust  and  settle  his  family  matters  with  a  government 
which  have,  by  solemn  tr^ty  with  us  in  1828,  stipulated  and  aereed,  among  other 
things,  that  "the  inhabitants  shall  be  at  liberty  to  sojourn  and  reside  in  all  parts 
of  said  territories,  in  order  to  attend  to  their  affairs,"  &c.  Having  written  so 
much  on  this  subject,  I  do  not  propose  to  take  your  valuable  time  with  a  repe- 
tition of  my  views,  but  would  most  respectfully  refer  you  to  my  despatches  Nos. 
50  and  56,  as  also  No.  13,  with  the  accompanying  documents  connected  with 
the  case  of  Eugene  Dullye. 

The  Minister  Baron  von  Bismarck  is  not  expected  to  return  for  some  days. 
I  am  most  anxious  to  see  him  before  replying  to  your  despatch  No.  4.  I  will, 
however,  say  we  have  everything  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose  by  taking  a  de- 
cided and  firm  stand  on  this  subject;  not  by  attempting  to  enforce  our  views 
by  threats,  nor  by  the  way  of  menace,  but  by  argument.  The  condition  of  things 
in  Prussia  at  this  time  is  most  favorable  for  us.  All  is  not  quiet  and  secure. 
Much  dissatisfaction  exists  in  many  portions  of  the  country.  Great  discontent  is  to 
be  found  among  the  working  classes,  not  only  on  account  of  the  question  of  wages, 
but  on  political  questions.  The  agitation  is  greatest  in  the  Rhenish  provinces. 
The  questions  connected  with  Schles  wig-Hols tein  and  Lauenburg  provinces 
are  not  settled.  Prussia  has  a  popular  legislature,  called  the  Landtag,  elected 
by  the  people,  who  are  at  variance  with  the  King,  and  have  been  for  years. 
Taxes  are  levied  and  collected  for  the  payment  of  the  army  without  appropria- 
tions made  by  law,  although  she  has  a  written  and  liberal  constitution.  I^ar^ 
bodies  of  her  leading  men  nave  been  prohibited  from  meeting  together  to  dis- 
cuss political  questions. 

At  this  time  our  commerce  and  trade  with  Prussia  is  very  great.  We  pur- 
chase five  times  the  amount  of  Prussia  Jbhat  she  does  of  us.  The  emigration  is 
constantly  increasing,  consequently  the  communication  and  correspondence  are 
daily  becoming  more  frequent  by  the  cheap  and  weekly  steamers  by  the  way  of 
Bremen  and  Hamburg. 

There  have  been  at  least  five  hundred  American  citizens  in  Prussia  the  present 
year,  liable  to  perform  military  duty  according  to  their  laws  and  regulations. 
They  do  not  succeed  in  placing  in  the  army  one  in  a  hundred.  I  believe  the 
arrest  of  any  American  citizen  by  Prussia,  which  necessarily  becomes  the  Sub- 
ject of  discussion  in  the  papers,  with  the  consequent  agitation  that  follows,  is 
productive  of  great  evil  to  Prussia.  .  All  these  things  are  beginning  to  be  fully 
understood  by  the  Prussian  cabinet ;  they  will  not  let  the  subject  lie  over  from 
year  to  year,  becoming,  as  it  must,  more  and  more  complicated  and  formidable. 
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But  the  initiative  should  come  from  Prussia.  In  my  opinion  it  will  come  if  we 
take  our  position  with  firmness,  for  they  desire  the  continuance  of  our  good  will 
and  friendship.  Prussia  acknowledges  the  right  of  men  to  expatriate  themselves, 
as  she  is  constantly  admitting  citizens  of  other  countries  to  hecome  citizens  of 
Prussia;  acknowledging  thereby  she  is  opposed  to  the  doctrine  of  perpetual 
allegiance,  and  thus  favoring  the  right  of  men  everywhere  to  form  new  political 
associations.  *  *  *  4c  *

In  reply  to  the  memorandum  of  the  4th  of  April  last,  the  undersigned  has  the  honor  to  in- 
form Mr.  Wright,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary,  that  the  former  Prassian 
subject,  now  citizen  of  the  United  Slates,  Jacob  Coirl  Breiger,  who  desires  to  return  tem- 
porarily to  Prussia  on  account  of  family  matters,  was  condemned  to  a  month's  imprisonment 
or  a  fine  of  fifty  R.  (fifty  thalers)  by  the  circuit  court  of  the  district  of  Newstadt,  on  the  10th 
of  February,  1858,  for  having  le^  the  country  with  the  intention  of  avoiding  the  performance 
of  military  service.  In  consideration  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  the  govern- 
ment will  permit  the  said  Breiger  a  short  stay  in  Prubjia,  upon  the  condition  that  he  submits 
to  the  judgment  which  was  passed  upon  him,  and  he  pays  besides  the  costs.  It  is  in  this 
sense  that  the  authorities  have  been  instructed  to  act. 

The  undersigned  takes  this  occasion  to  renew  to  Mr.  Wright  the  assnrancea  of  his  most 
distinguished  consideration.

Berlin,  November  8,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  forward  with  this  despatch  the  reply  of  Baron  Thile,  acting  minister 
of  the  Pmssian  government,  to  jonr  despatch,  No.  2,  dated  July  18,  1865, 
which  refers  to  the  sending  by  the  authorities  of  Erfurt  two  condemned  crimi- 
nals from  Prussia  to  the  United  States.  The  answer  of  the  minister  evades  the 
main  question,  by  attempting  to  show  it  was  the  act  of  individual  citizens,  and 
not'of  the  Prussian  authorities.  I  quote  his  language :  **  This  request,  according 
to  existing  laws,  could  not  'be  refused,  and,  in  consequence,  the  authorities  at 
Erfurt  gave  them  permission  to  emigrate."  This  is  the  very  act  of  which  we 
complain.  They  were  condemned  criminals.  They  could  not  leave  Prussia 
without  the  consent  of  the  legal  authorities.  This  consent  was  given,  and  from 
this  reply  of  the  minister  of  his  Majesty's  government  there  is  to  be  found  no 
condemnation  of  the  act  of  the  public  authorities  at  Erfurt,  but  a  distinct  ap- 
proval. If  such  iQ  the  existing  laws  of  Prussia,  they  should  be  repealed  at 
once.  The  answer  of  the  minister,  to  use  his  own  language,  may  present  this 
case  in  its  true  light,  but  I  cannot  believe  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States.  If  so,  this  will  form  a  precedent  for  sending  to  our 
country  the  condemned  criminals  of  other  countries  whenever  philanthropic  in- 
dividuals can  be  found  to  raise  the  necessary  means  for  the  accomplishment  of 
this  purpose.  I  do  not  believe  the  minister  for  foreign  affairs,  Baron  von  Bis- 
marck, would  have  made  such  a  reply.     I  shall  know  in  a  few  days. 

The  views  of  the  President  in  reference  to  the  protection  of  our  adopted  citi- 
zens, if  expressed  in  his  annual  message,  will  do  much  good.    No  document 
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from  onr  country  is  so  generally  published  and  read  by  tbe  Germans  as  tlid 
message  of  the  President.  In  this  way  the  German  people  can  be  made  to  un- 
derstand our  views  on  this  subject.  I  do  trust  it  will  be  alluded  to  in  the  forth- 
coming message.

Tbe  legation  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  a  note  dated  19th  of  Aagpist  last,  com' 
plains  that  two  condemned  criminals,  George  Sim^^  Krumbbolz  and  Ernst  Frederick 
Kodiger,  from  Wandersleben,  province  of  Erfurt,  had  been  forwarded  by  a  steamer  to 
America,  under  the  conduct  and  costs  of  the  local  authorities.  The  undersigned  has  the 
honor  to  inform  Mr.  Wright,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  reply  to  this  note,  that,  from  the  inquiries  which  have  been  made  con- 
cerning this  afifair,  the  complain^  seems  to  rest  upon  erroneous  suppositions.  Krumbholz  and 
Kodiger,  who  are  in  truth  condemned  subjects,  had  exjtressed  tne  desire  to  seek  in  America 
a  new  home,  thinking  a  continued  existence  in  Wandersleben  doubtful.  To  put  this  plan 
into  execution,  a  manufacturer,  Lilienthal,  living  in  the  vicinity,  animated  by  philanthropic 
sentiments,  had  given  a  considerable  sum,  and  the  citizens  of  Wandersleben  bad  furnished 
an  equal  amount  for  this  purpose.  These  two  individuals  ask  now,  in  order  to  accomplish 
this  purpose,  their  liberation  as  Prussian  subjects.  This  request,  according  to  existing  laws, 
could  not  be  refused,  and,  in  consequence,  the  authorities  of  the  province  ot  Erfurt  gave  them 
permission  to  emirate.  Only,  in  order  to  see  that  the  money  given  by  Lilienthal  and  the 
citizens  of  Wandersleben  should  be  employed  for  the  purpose  proposed,  a  member  of  the 
local  authorities  of  Wandersleben  accompanied  the  two  individuals  as  far  as  Bremerhafen. 
This  conduct  was  not  in  the  character  of  police ;  it  took  place  only  in  the  peculiar  and  private 
interest  of  Lilienthal  and  the  citizens  of  Wandersleben,  who,  in  a  very  generous  manner, 
had  offered  to  these  two  emigrants  the  means  of  seeking  a  new  existence. 

In  asking  Mr.  Wright  to  make  this  affair  known  to  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
the  undersigned  has  no  doubt  but  that  this  explanation  of  the  case  will  be  sufficient  to  mike 
the  affair  appear  in  its  true  light. 

The  undersigned  tc^es  this  occasion  to  renew  the  assurance  of  his  most  distingoished  con- 
sideration.

Sir  :  I  have  Lad  an  interesting  conversation  with  Connt  Bismarck,  minister 
of  foreign  affairs.  My  opinion  is,  he  will  in  a  few  days  modify  and  change  tbe 
views  as  expressed  in  Baron  Thile's  communication,  forwarded  to  yon  by  my 
last  despatch,  in  reference  to  the  two  sentenced  criminals  designed  to  be  sent  to 
the  United  States  by  the  authorities  at  Erfurt. 

The  minister's  attention  was  called  to  the  case  of  Jacob  Carl  Breiger.  It 
was  evident  he  had  no  knowledge  of  this  case,  it  being  acted  upon  daring  bis 
absence.  This  brought  up  the  whole  subject  of  Prussian  laws  as  connected 
with  military  service,  and  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  adjusting  the  same  with 
the  United  States.  He  said  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  change  by  legisla^ 
tion  the  Prussian  laws,  in  view  of  the  prejudice  among  the  German  peasants^ 
that,  as  all  Prussians  are  subject  to  military  duty,  the  returning  adopted  citizens 
would  be  exempt.    After  some  conversatiob,  during  which  the  count  exliibitejj 
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tbe  most  earnest  desire  to  adjust  the  whole  subject — admitting  it  was  becoming 
more  formidable  and  complicated  every  year,  as  the  numbers  returning  from  the 
United  States  were  increasing — ^he  agreed  with  me  tliat  not  one  in  fifty 
liable  under  the  Prussian  laws  were  brought  into  the  army,  and,  to  use  his  own 
language,  "There  wal  no  desire  on  the  part  of  his  Majesty's  government  to 
arrest  any  American  citizen  returning  to  his  native  land  on  business  ;  but  when 
a  case  was  presented  to  the  government  by  the  police  authorities,  giving  the 
name,  place  of  birth,  age,  &c.,  the  law  was  imperative,  and  the  government 
compelled  to  act."  He  reJfnarked,  "  The  subject  could  only  be  adjusted  by 
some  treaty  arrangement  with  the  United  States;  at  least,  in  his  opinion,  this 
would  be  the  proper  way  to  commence  its  adjustment,  and,  if  it  was  successful, 
no  doubt  the  principles  agreed  upon  would  be  carried  out  by  the  legislative 
authorities  of  bolli  countries." 

My  anxiety  was  to  hear  his  plan  for  the.  settlement  of  this  vexed  question  in 
detail.  It  was  substantially  this :  "  Exemption  to  all  Prussian  subjects  return- 
ing to  their  native  land  who  had  left  before  their  seventeenth  year,  and  ex- 
emption also  to  all  other  persons  who  were  not  in  the  army  or  notified  to  enter 
at  the  time  of  leaving,  and  who  shall  have  been  out  of  the  country  for  ten  years." 

Allusion  was  ^then  made  to  the  difficulty  in  arresting  and  bringing  to  trial 
persons  charged  with  criminal  qffences  in  either  of  the  two  countries  under  the 
present  extradition  laws.  While  on  this  subject,  he  remarked  the  progress  in 
the  commercial  world  since  the  date  of  our  treaty,  in  1828,  shqwed  the  propriety 
of  some  additional  guards  and  restrictions  of  a  summary  character,  whereby  a 
more  prompt  enifccement  of  the. criminal  laws  may  be  had,  ^nd  he  hoped  there 
would  be  some  modification  of  the  extradition  laws  between  the  two  countries. 

I  left  Count  Bismarck  with  the  understanding  that  he  would  communicate  with 
Baron  Gerolt  on  this  subject,  and  the  military  authorities  of  his  Majesty's  govern- 
ment in  Prussia.  If  they  should  concur  in  his  views,  he  would  then,  through 
this  legation,  communicate  to  the  United  States  government  his  views  upon  the 
propriety  of  making  some  changes  in  our  present  laws  on  the  subject  of  sur- 
rendering criminals ;  expecting  the  government  of  the  United  States,  if  receiving 
the  same  favorably,  would  reply  with  an  allusion  to  the  military  law  of  Prussia, 
asking  for  some  modification  of  the  existing  law  by  which  the  settlement  of  this 
question  might  at  least  be  entered  upon,  and  which,  he  trusted,  would  result  in 
its  satisfactory  adjustment.*  I  heard  all;  gave  no  assent  to  his  proposals,  but 
remarked,  I  would  communicate  the  same  to  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
believing  they  would  be  favorably  received.  I  believe  Count  Bismarck  is  in 
earnest  and  desires  the  settlement  of  this  question.  He  promises  to  look  into  the 
case  of  Mr.  Breiger,  and  I  am  more  confirmed  in  my  opinion  that  if  this  subject 
is  referred  to  in  the  forthcoming  message  of  the  President,  it  will  accelerate  the 
settlement  of  this  question. 

The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  Czas,  a  Polish  paper  published  at  Cracow, 
who  derives  his  Mexican  intelligence  from  the  Polish  generals  and  colonels  in 
the  service  of  the  emperor  Maximilian,  and  whose  trustworthiness  has  been 
repeatedly  tested  by  gentlemen  in  whom  I  place  implicit  confidence,  states  that 
the  French  government  have  opened  negotiations  with  the  imperial  government 
of  Mexico  on  the  subject  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  French  troops  from  Mexico 
within  one  or  two  years.  The  emperor  Maximilian  '(the  correspondent  adds) 
is  very  unwilling  to  accede  to  the  proposal,  but  the  French  Emperor  insists 
upon  his  assent,  giving  him,  however,  to  understand,  if,  at  the  time  of  the  con- 
templated withdrawal  of  the  troops,  the  state  of  things  in  America  and  Europe 
Bhoul^render  it  proper  for  France  to  leave  her  troops  in  Mexico,  arrangements 
will  ^  so  modified  as  to  suit  the  then  existing  state  of  things.  In  the  opinion 
of  the  same  writer,  this  arrangement  will  be  perfected  in  time  for  Napoleon  to 
announce  this  fact  at  the  opening  of  the  next  French  Chambers,  and  it  is  in- 
tended to  pacify  the  United  States,  on  the  one  hand,  leaving  Napoleon,  on  the  other, 
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full  liberty  for  tlie  future.  A  few  weeks  will  test  the  truth  of  this  writer's  pre- 
diction. I  should  say  mauy  of  the  diplomats  at  this  court  place  full  confidenee 
in  his  statements.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  November  15,  No.  8,  has  been  received.  I  shall  be 
glad  to  hear  that  the  Prussian  government  has  reconsidered  the  decision  which 
was  announced  here  by  Baron  Yon  Gerolt,  in  the  case  of  the  convicts  exported 
to  the  United  States.  Directions  have  been  given  in  that  case  to  refuse  the 
convicts  a  landing,  and  to  cause  them  to  be  returned  to  Prussia.  The  expense, 
if  any,  which  may  attend  that  proceeding,  we  think  will  be  a  fair  ground  of 
claim  against  the  Prussian  government. 

You  will  read  this  despatch  to  Count  Bismarck,  and  leave  a  copy  with  him  if 
he  shall  desire  it.  It  is  the  President's  wish  that  it  may  be  understood  as  a 
respectful  protest  against  any  future  proceedings  by  which  th#  Prussian  govern- 
ment might  direct  or  consent  to  the  transportation  of  convicted  criminals  to  the 
United  States.

Sir  :  Recurring  to  your  despatch  No.  8,  which  has  already  been  acknowledgedf 
I  have  now  the  honor  to  give  you  the  President's  views  in  regard  to  the  pro- 
ceedings in  Prussia,  by  which  natives  of  Prussia  who  have  voluntarily  exchanged 
allegiance  from  that  government  for  the  rights  and  privileges  of  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  and  have  been  duly  naturalized  as  such,  are  nevertheless  arrested 
and  held  liable  to  perform  military  service  on  occasions  of  their  transient  visits 
to  their  native  country.  The  question  involved  in  these  proceedings  is  an  old 
one,  and  was  a  subject  of  elaborate  discussion  between  the  two  cauntries  before 
the  occurrence  of  our  late  civil  wan  Considerations  of  ease  and  policy  prevailed 
with  this  department  to  allow  the  subject  to  rest  during  the  continuance  of  the 
war.  We  became  even  less  anxious  upon  the  subject  when  it  was  seen  that 
worthless  naturalized  citizens  fled  before  the  requirement  of  military  service  by 
their  adopted  government  here,  and  not  only  took  refuge  from  such  service  in 
their  native  land,  but  impertyiently  demanded  that  the  United  States  should  in- 
terpose to  procure  their  exemption  from  military  service  exacted  here.  Those 
circumstances,  however,  have  passed  away,  and  the  question  presents  itseK  in  its 
original  form.  The  United  States  have  accepted  and  established  a  gov^unenl 
upon  the  principle  of  the  rights  of  men  who  have  committed  no  crime  to  choose 
the  state  in  which  they  will  live,  and  to  incorporate  themselves  as  members  of 
that  state,  and  to  enjoy  henceforth  its  privileges  and  benefits,  among  which  is 
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included  prelection.  This  principle  is  recommended  by  sentiments  of  humanity 
and  abstract  justice.  It  is  a  principle  which  we  cannot  waive.  It  is  not  believed 
that  the  military  service  which  can  be  procured  by  any  foreign  state  in  denial 
of  this  principle  can  be  important  or  even  useful  to  that  state.  The  President 
desires  that  you  will  present  the  subject  to  the  serious  consideration  of  Count 
Bismarck.  In  doing  so,  you  will  assure  the  minister  for  foreign  affairs  that  we 
are  animated  by  sentiments  of  sincere  friendship  and  good  will  to  Prussia,  an^ 
that,  therefore,  we  shall  be  ready  to  receive  and  consider  with  candor  any  opinions 
upon  the  suljeet  that  the  Prussian  government  may  think  proper  to  communi- 
cate. 

Yon  will  also  assure  Count  Bismarck  that  any  suggestions  that  he  may  think 
proper  to  make  relative  to  the  extradition  laws  of  the  two  countries  will  receive 
just  and  friendly  attention.

Sir:  Tour  despatch  of  November  25,  No.  229,  has  been  received,  and  I 
thank  you  very  sincerely  for  the  full  account  it  gives  of  newspaper  opinion  in 
Europe  concerning  the  probable  influence  of  the  recent  presidential  election.  I 
regret  with  you  that  Europe  does  not  see  Aioerican  facts  nK>re  dearlj,  and 
reason  upon  them  more  wisely.  I  ean  well  believe  that  a  newspaper  in  Europe 
which  should  speak  in  the  name  and  with  the  authority  of  the  government 
would  in  many  respects  be  useful.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  I  remain  of  the 
opinion  I  have  heretofore  expressed  to  you,  that  there  is  no  need  that  the  United 
States  should  compromise  their  just  dignity  by  employing  other  than  the  cus- 
tomary diplomatic  defenders  in  any  part  of  the  world.  The  rebels  naturally  sub- 
sidize presses  in  Europe,  for  they  seek  favor  and  aid  there.  We  stand  or  fall 
not  by  means  of  foreign  love  or  hate,  but  exclusively  by  reason  of  our  own 
physical  and  moral  strength.  We  wish  only  good  to  all  Europe.  We  get  in 
return  for  this  benevolence  mingled  love  and  hate.  This  results  from  the  na- 
ture of  our  institutions,  and  our  unusually  elevated  aspirations.  Let  us  be  con- 
tent with  this  situation.  We  shall  thus  get  through  our  troubles  all  the  sooner, 
and  bo  all  the  safer  when  they  are  passed.

•  Sir  :  The  message  of  the  President  has  been  widely  republished  here,  an^ 
bas  confirmed  and  deepened  the  profound  impression  produced  bj  the  elections. 
Its  compactness  has  also  contributed  to  assure  it  a  more  general  circulation  than 
bas  been  usually  given  to  such  documents. 

Its  unyielding  position  with  regard  to  slavery  has  destroyed  effectually  the 
only  remaining  argument  of  our  enemies,  which  had  much  influence  on  the  pop- 
ular mind  abroad — that  slavery  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  war,  and  would  be 
protected  even  if  the  south  would  not  yield. 

The  impression  on  all  sides,  so  far  slr  I  can  observe,  is,  that  the  rebellion  is 
approaching  its  end,  and  that  the  cause  of  the  Union  must  triumph. 

It  would  have  been  of  great  utility  if  there  had  been  sent  abroad,  at  the  same 
time  with  the  message,  copies  of  ther  departmental  reports.  They  excite  a  good 
deal  of  interest,  are  much  sought  afler,  and  could  have  been  very  effectually  em- 
ployed among  public  men  ana  the  organs  of  public  opinion  before  they  came 
emasculated  in  substance  and  spirit,  through  the  medium  of  a  hostile  press.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  from  the  Moniteur,  tabular  state- 
ments prepared  at  the  department  of  finance,  showing  the  movement  of  trade 
and  commerce  of  Belgium  with  foreign  countries  for  the  year  18G4. 

By  reference  to  these  it  will  be  seen  that  the  augmentation  of  imports  and 
exports  over  the  year  1863  is  ten  per  cent,  and  nine  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  importations  of  wool,  linen,  hides,  and  woollen  fabrics  have  been  in  round 
numbers  to  the  amount  of  four  and  a  half,  three,  one,  and  one  million  of  dol- 
lars, respectively,  over  the  importation  of  1863.  The  imports  .v  grain,  salt 
meats,  &c.,  and  cotton  have  diminished  respectively  by  three,  one  and  a 
quarter,  and  half  a  million  dollars. 

The  augmentation  of  exports  are  on  manufactures  of  linen,  woollen,  and  iron, 
and  on  coal ;  and  the  diminutions  fall  principally  on  refined  sugai-s,  butter,  and 
fire-arms. 

Petroleum  has  become  the  most  important  article  among  our  exports  to 
Belgium ;  the  importation  from  all  countries  the  past  year,  according  to  these 
tables,  amounts  to  about  six  millions  of  dollars,  of  which  it  is  fair  to  presume 
that  over  five-sixths  is  of  American  origin.  I  learn  from  another  source  that 
the  importations  from  the  United  States  of  this  article  at  Antwerp  the  past 
year  are  about  nine  millions  of  gallons. 
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These  tables  give  evidence  of  the  steady  growth  in  wealth  and  prosperity  of 
this  country.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  from  the  Moniteur,  the  reports 
of  an  interesting  debate  in  the  House  of  Representatives  upon  the  war  Ibudget. 
The  general  discussion  of  that  appropriation  bill,  commencing  on  the  19th  ulti- 
mo, closed  on  the  28th,  the  debate^  up  to  the  vote  on  the  1st  being  confined 
thereafter  to  the  articles  in  detail. 

Free  expression  was  given  therein  to  the  different  shades  of  opposition  to 
the  military  system  of  Belgium,  whether  in  favor  of  abrogation  of  a  standing 
army  altogether  or  of  its  reduction ;  and  on  the  other  hand,  in  defence  of  this 
system,  which,  upon  a  nominal  army  of  100,000  men,  keeps  up  a  peace  estab- 
lishment, in  round  numbers,  of  40,000  men  under  arms,  and  with  a  war  budget 
of  seven  million  dollars. 

Instead  of  an  analysis  of  the  debate,  which  would  exceed  the  limits  usually 
given  to  a  despatch,  I  would  refer  you  to  the  speeches  of  Mr.  Hardy  de  Beau- 
lino  and  of  Mr.  Goomans,  the  one  opposed  to  standing  armies,  the  other  opposed 
to  the  present  system ;  and  on  the  other  side,  to  that  of  the  minister  of  war, 
#reneral  Ghazal,  and  of  Mr.  Vanoverloop.  The  very  able  speeches  of  the  min- 
ister of  war,  while  showing  a  much  more  profound  knowledge  of  military 
affairs  in  Belgium  than  in  the  United  States,  are  an  interesting  expos^  and 
defence  of  the  military  system  in  this  country. 

The  bill  was  passed  on  the  1st  by  64  to  27  votes  and  9  abstentious,  10  of  the 
liberal  members  anting  against  it. 

I  refer  particularly  to  this  debate  as  being  probably  a  point  of  departure  of 
a  systematic  opposition  to  the  large  military  establishment  of  this  country, 
and  as  likely  to  have  an  important  bearing,  unless  political  events  come  in 
meanwhile,  to  change  the  growing  popular  feeling  on  this  subject  on  the  next 
general  election.

Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  in  my  despatch  No.  214  the  report 
of  the  debate  in  the  House  of  Representatives  on  recruiting  in  this  country 
for  the  Bel^o-Mexican  legion,  and  the  result,  viz.,  a  vote  ou  Mr.  Bara's  motion 
that  "  the  House,  in  view  of  the  formal  declaration  that  the  government  has  re- 
mained, and  will  continue  to  remain,  completely  aloof  (efranger)  from  the  for- 
mation of  a  corps  destined  to  serve  in  Mexico,  passes  to  the  order  of  the  day." 

On  the  24th  ultimo  the  debate  was  again  opened  upon  the  subject,  which  is 
a  thorn  in  the  side  of  the  government  that  the  extremes  of  both  partie^ 
appear  to  delight  in  vexing,  upon  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  wer  *' 
referred  two  petitions  touching  the  legality  of  these  enlistments  ;  one  of  the 
petitions  is  by  Mr.  Vandenkerkhove,  a  lawyer  here»  being  a  pamphlet  of  consid- 
erable volume,  invoking  on  this  subject  the  action  of  the  laws,  and  more  espe- 
cially the  92d  article  of  the  penal  code,  against  recruiting  in  Belgium  for  forei^ 
service.  ' 

Five  of  the  ministers  of  the  government  took  part  in  the  discussion,  which 
was  quite  animated,  and  which  served  to  bring  forward  the  fact  of  the  personal 
sympathies  in  this  enterprise  of  several  of  them,  including  the  minister  of 
foreign  affairs,  while  at  the  same  time  all  insisted  that  the  government  had  not, 
as  such,  taken  any  part  in  it.  A  request  was  made  of  the  minister  of  war  for 
the  documents  bearing  upon  the  formation  of  this  legion,  and  these  appear  in 
the  Moniteur  of  yesterday. 

After  a  day's  discussion,  the  report  of  the  committee,  referring  the  petition  to 
the  minister  of  justice  and  of  the  interior,  wad  adopted. 

The  first,  under  date  of  the  25th  of  July,  is  a  circular,  signed  in  behalf  of 
the  minister,  addressed  to  the  generals  commanding  territorial  divisions  or 
army  corps,  "  to  give,  without  delay,  to  Lieutenant  General  Chapelie,  pensionne^ 
all  the  facilities  which  he  may  ask  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  mission  with 
which  he  is  charged." 

The  second,  under  date  of  3d  September,  (the  day  after  the  vote  before  men- 
tioned,) is  a  c4rcular  to  the  same  authorities,  as  follows :  "  The  intervention  of 
the  government,  in  accordance  with  the  desire  expressed  by  the  House  of  Rep* 
resentatives,  being  to  remain  aloof  from  the  said  organization  of  a  Mexican 
corps,  I  have  to  recall  to  you  that  you  can  execute  np  act  which  can  engage  the 
responsibility  of  the  government."  • 

These  are  accompanied  by  the  royal  decrees  of  8th  October  and  19kh  No- 
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vember,  1864,  and  lOtb  Febmaiy,  18G5,  authorizing  officers  and  soldiers  "  to 
serve  temporarily  in  the  armies  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Mexico,"  and 
continue  to  them  their  Belgian  nationality. 

According  to  the  minister's  statement  in  the  Honse,  875  authorizations  were 
given  to  officers  and  soldiers  to  enlist ;  and  according  to  statements  made  in  the 
course  of  the  debate,  it  would  seem  that  the  whole  number  recruited  in  the 
Belgo-Mexican  legion  was  from  1,200  to  1,500. 

There  have  been  difficulties,  before  referred  to,  growing  out  of  the  want  of 

means  and  dissatisfaction  of  the  soldiers,  which  have  prevented  the  raising  the 

^  2,000  originally  contemplated,  and  complaints  of  the  soldiers  from  Mexico,  and 

their  parents  here,  which  are  now  beginning  to  be  heard,  will  probably  make 

this  a  sore  subject  for  some  time  to  come.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith,  from  theMoniteur,  the  text  for  a 
<K>nvention  ratified  by  this  government  on  the  14th  November  last,  entered  into 
by  Belgium,  Baden,  Denmark,  Spain,  France,  Hesse,  Italy,  the  Netherlands, 
Portugal,  Prussia,  Switzerland,  and  Wurtemberg,  for  ameliorating  the  condition 
of  soldiers  wounded  in  armies  in  campaign,  and  by  which  military  ambulances 
and  hospitals  are,  together  with  their  attendants,  recognized  as  neutrals. 

The  various  provisions  for  mitigating,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  rules  of 
warfare,  its  rigors,  will  be  read  with  interest. 

This  convention,  signed  at  Berne  the  22d  of  August  last,  only  appeared  in 
the  Moniteur  of  8th  January,  and  was  at  the  time  mislaid,  or  it  would  have 
been  forwarded  to  you  more  promptly.

Brussels,  March  16,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  despatch  (unnumbered,)  under  date 
of  7th  of  February,  relative  to  the  peace  conference  near  Fortress  Monroe. 

This  despatch  has  since  been  published  in  the  public  press  from  documents 
communicated  to  Congress,  has  bad  wide  circulation,  and  attracted  much  atten- 
tion. 

So  far  as  my  observation  extends,  it  seems  to  have  made  a  most  favorable 
impression,  and  to  have  come  very  opportunely  in  aid  to  counteract  a  wide- 
spread apprehension  of  ulterior  foreign  aggression  on  our  part. 

The  earnest  endeavors  of  the  agents  of  the  insurgents  abroad  to  convey  the 
belief  that  the  extrinsic  poiicy  referred  to  therein  did  not  origmate  with  or  was 
favored  by  them,  seem  to  have  failed.    People  are  beginning  to  remember  ^at 
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the  aggressive  spirit  and  language  on  oar  side,  which  so  frequently  excited  ap- 
prehension abroad  before  the  rebellion,  almost  invariably  emanated  firom 
southern  influences,  and  that  the  moderation  displayed  by  our  goverament, 
amid  the  trials  which  have  beset  it  for  the  past  four  years,  are  indications  that 
our  foture  course  will  continue  to  be  equally  just  and  conservative. 

There  exists  still,  however,  a  very  geneiil  but  diminishing  feeling  of  distrust 
touching  our  foreign  policy  after  the  peace  which  all  now  anticipate.  It  is  as- 
sumed that  our  great  armies  cannot  safely  be  disbanded,  and  will  require  em- 
ployment, which  popular  septiment  will  favor  in  the  direction  of  Canada  or 
Mexico. 

My  reply  to  the  expression  of  these  apprehensions  is,  that  if  our  past  course 
towards  toreign  states  is  no  guarantee  to  them  for  the  future,  our  interests  are 
also  opposed  to  other  wars  than  in  defence  of  our  nationality ;  that  we  have 
now  all  the  territory  that  we  can  well  govern,  and  the  sentiment  of  the  country- 
is  opposed  to  further  acquisitions ;  and  that  our  practical  people,  having  learned 
now  that  war  means  debt,  taxation,  draft,  and  deranged  trade  and  finances, 
will  not  be  able  to  favor  any  "  extrinsic  policy'*  likely  to  renew  such  costly  ex- 
perience.

Sir  :  Important  modifications  have  been  lately  made,  and  are  likely  hereafter 
to  be  introduced,  in  various  of  our  departments  of  administration ;  and  these,  as 
time  and  experience  shall  test  them,  will,  doubtless,  require  further  changes  and 
adaptations. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  much  useful  information  in  aid  thereof  might  be 
procured  abroad  expeditiously  and  without  expense  to  the  government  throagh 
its  public  agents  in  Europe ;  especially  in  matters  connected  with  the  depart- 
ment of  our  finances,  where  a  new  revenue  system  has  been  introduced,  and 
where  a  knowledge  of  the  machinery  and  workings  of  similar  branches  of  ad- 
ministration in  Europe  would  be  likely  to  be  valuable.  Their  system  of  collec- 
tion of  internal  revenue,  and  of  accountability  of  collectors  and  receivers  in  par- 
ticular, perfected  by  the  experience  of  centuries  of  taxation,  could  not  but  be  a 
profitable  study  to  us. 

It  would  afford  me  real  pleasure  to  furnish  any  facts  on  these  subjects  likely 
to  be  useful  at  home ;  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  best  method  to  procure 
them  would  be  by  a  series  of  questions  on  specific  points  where  information -is 
needed. 

I  have  at  di£ferent  times,  looking  forward  to  our  future  requirements  in  this 
field,  made  reports  upon  the  systems  and  workings  of  different  branches  of  ad- 
ministration abroad.  In  Ex.  Doc.  68,  33d  Congress,  in  the  same  volume  with 
my  report  upon  the  Penal  Code  of  Europe,  is  an  extended  paper  of  mine  upon 
the  administrative  changes  introduced  in  France  by  the  republic  and  the 
empire.  My  despatches  Nos.  68  and  177  (the  former  published  in  Diplomatic 
Correspondence  of  1862)  accompanied,  respectively,  reports  upon  the  revenue 
system  of  this  country,  and  the  recruiting  systems  of  this  and  other  countries. 
I  have  also  prepared  for  a  congressional  committee  a  paper  upon  the  legislation 
of  European  states  touching  bankruptcy,  and  for  another  a  paper  upon  the  mOi^ 
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tarj  scliools  of  this  countrj,  and  this  experience  has  convinced  me  that  much 
of  the  labor  in  preparing  such  docnments  might  be  saved  if  attention  could  be 
directed  to  the  precise  points  upon  which  information  is  most  needed.  Hence 
the  suggestion  which  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  make  to  you. 

We  have  ilow  nearly  passed  the  phase  of  war,  and  of  solicitude  touching  the 
action  or  opinion  of  Europe  with  respect  to  it  and  its  consequent  labors,  and  we 
are  about  entering  upon  the  important  one  of  reorganization  and  consolidation  ; 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  our  agents  abroad  could  materially  aid  in  laying  and 
strengthening  the  bases  of  the  modified  administrative  system  which  the  wants 
and  changes  of  the  past  four  years  have  rendered  necessary. 

If  I  can  be  of  assistance  in  that  work,  the  department  has  but  to  command 
my  services.

Sir  :  Tour  despatch  of  the  16th  of  March,  No.  248,  has  been  received. 

The  politicians  in  Europe  who  anticipate  aggressive  wars  by  the  United 
States  as  a  consequence  of  the  expected  return  of  our  domestic  peace,  reason 
rather  from  European  than  American  principles.  We  must  insist  on  the  free- 
dom of  the  seas  for  our  commerce  and  the  safety  of  our  borders  against  exter- 
nal violence.  These  rights  will  doubtless  be  yielded  to  us,  although  not  with- 
out regret  and  possible  reluctance.  Beyond  that  there  are  no  questions  which 
may  not  be  safely  and  wisely  left  to  the  province  of  diplomacy.

Sir  :  I  transmit  herewith  from  the  Moniteur  the  report  of  another  debate 
which  took  place  in  the  House  on  the  4th  and  5th  instant,  lipou  interpellations, 
by  M.  Delaet,  a  member  of  the  opposition  from  Antwerp,  touching  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Belgo-Mexican  corps  of  volunteers  for  the  service  of  Mexico. 

No  new  facts  of  special  moment  were  elicited  during  a  discussion  marked  by 
considerable  bitterness  and  violence  of  language. 

The  following  motion  proposed  by  M.  Coomans,  of  the  opposition — "  The 
House,  regretting  that  the  government  has  not  remained  completely  aloof  from 
the  Belgo-Mexican  expedition,  passes  to  the  order  of  the  day" — was  rejected  by 
27  to  44  votes.  The  motion  of  M.  Bara,  that  "  the  House,  in  view  of  the  ex- 
planations given  by  the  government,  pecsists  in  its  decision  of  the  2d  September, 
and  passes  to  the  order  of  the  day,"  was  adopted  ;  the  portion  of  the  liberal 
party  opposed  to  the  Mexican  expedition  being  evidently  unwilling  to  aid  the 
opposition  in  weakening  or  overthrowing  the  ministry. 

The  most  notable  event  in  connexion  with  this  debate  is  that  it  appears  to 
have  led  to  a  duel  between  M.  Delaet  and  the  minister  of  war,  in  which  the  lat- 
ter was  slightly  wounded.

Yesterday's  bulletin  at  the  palace  states :  "The  Kinp:  contracted  in  England 
a  severe  bronchitis  j  great  prostration  has  followed ;  condition  this  morning  more 
satisfactory." 

This  morning's  bulletin  announces  "  less  prostration  of  strength,  but  the 
cough  was  more  frequent  during  the  night." 

The  bulletins  since  have  stated  that  his  condition  has  ameliorated,  but  he  has 
been  in  a  very  critical  state,  and  cannot  yet  be  considered  out  of  danger.     Hia 
vnatufal  robust  health  has  carried  him  through  an  attack  which  would  have 
proved  fatal  to  most  men.

Sir  :  The  news  of  the  capture  of  Richmond  and  rout  of  Lee  is  generally 
received  here  as  a  certain  indication  of  the  collapse  of  the  rebellion. 

A  deputation  consisting  of  the  chairman,  M.  Picard,  officers  and  other  parti- 
cipants of  a  public  meeting  of  Belgians  held  in  this  city,  preceded  "by  music 
and  the  flags  of  the  United  States  and  Belgium  and  followed  by  a  large  procession 
with  torchlights,  came  to  this  legation  on  the  evening  of  the  22d  to  present  an 
address  of  congratulation  upon  this  event. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  address,  and  also  of  my  reply  (A)  and  rough  transla- 
tions of  each,  (B  and  0.) 

In  response  to  the  serenade  which  followed,  and  the  enthusiastic  cheers 
of  the  immense  crowd  which  had  accompanied  the  deputation,  I  appeared  at  the 
balcony  and  thanked  them  for  their  congratulations.  Although  what  I  said 
would  appear  too  insignificant  to  bear  repetition,  I  annex  D,  in  accordance  with 
general  instructions — verbatim  in  translation — the  few  words  I  said  to  the  as- 
sembled moltitude.

Sir:  Deputed  by  a  large  number  of  our  fellow-citiEens  assembled  in  public  meeting,  wo 
come  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  brilliant  triumphs  gained  by  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  evince  at  the  same  time  the  lively  sympathies  which  we  ever  entertain  for 
them. 

We  are-  happy  and  proud  to  be  near  you,  sir,  who  represent  here  the  great  American  re- 
public, the  organ  of  this  manifestation.     , 

Dming  the  days  of  trial  which  the  Union  has  traversed  we  have  not  ceased  to  pray  for  its 
triumph.  To-day,  when  that  noble  cause  is  victorious,  permit  us  t«  associate  ourselves 
with  the  joy  of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  to  salute  them  as  brothers. 

The  capital  of  the  rebels  is  taken ;  the  star-spangled  banner  floats  over  the  walls^  of 
Richmond.  It  may  be  asserted  henceforth  that  the  revolt  is  conquered,  and  that  the  Union 
will  subsist  in  its  integrity.    • 

These  facts  represent  more  than  material  victories,  and  therefore  we  could  not  remain  in- 
different to  them. 

When  a  country  enjoys,  as  yours  does,  every  liberty ;  when  every  part  of  its  territory,^ 
when  every  individual,  has  its  share  in  the  national  sovereignty,  resistance  to  the  laws  of  ^ 
the  majority  is  an  attack  upon  right ;  armed  rebellion  becomes  a  crime. 

The  revolt  of  the  south  against  the  north  was  unjustifiable.  It  could  not  be  that  right, 
desperatelv  struggling  with  blind  interests,  was  to  issue  mutilated  from  this  g^eat  combat. 

War,  onen  an  iniquitous  scourge,  has  been  elevated  with  you  to  a  mission  of  justice  and 
of  humanity.    It  was,  in  fact,  the  arm',  the  mailed  arm,  of  civilization. 

The  blood  which  has  been  shed  will  not  flow  in  vain.  The  dead  have  freed  the  living. 
Two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  men  of  the  north  have  perished,  but,  in  falling,  they  have 
given  liberty,  and  admitted  to  the  common  law,  four  millions  of  slaves,  and  with  them  a 
whole  race  up  to  this  day  oppressed  and  despised. 

Ddubly  fruitful  sacrifice !  It  suppressed  slavery  at  the  same  time  that  it  strengthened  the 
American  Union. 

The  whole  people  of  the  United  States  will  agaiiS  enter  upon  the  tranquil:  current  of  works 
of  peace,  and  give  us  the  blessed  example  of  the  complete  development  of  its  liberties. 

The  whole  world  has  been  deeply  moved  by  your  successes,  for  it  feels  that  beyond  the 
fleas  you  are  a  harbor  to  it 

It  knows  that  the  United  States  represent  the  aurora  of  a  new  policy,  which  is  caused  to 
replace  everywhere  the  ancient  law.  It  knows  that,  after  having  repudiated  goveHiments 
based  upon  force  or  divine  rights,  you  have,  since  a  long  time,  proclaimed  the  prinliple  of 
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« 
the  autonomy  of  every  nation.    It  knows  that  with  you  every  man  is  really  a  citizen  in  tbe 
true  acceptation  and  grandeur  of  that  word,  and  in  the  whole  reality  also  it  knows  that 
with  you  all  the  powers  emanate  from  the  nation.    These  principles  are  not  only  inscribed 
in  your  Constitution — the  practice  of  each  day  reaffirms  them. 

You  have  the  veritable  sentiments  of  democracy,  and'this  sentiment  has  caused  American 
society  to  tend  constantly  towards  the  most  perfect  realization  of  self-government,  that 
political  ideal  of  society.  Hence,  what  marvellous  results  have  everywhere  been  obtained 
DJ  you !  Human  invention,  extending  each  day  its  limits ;  your  system  of  railroads  and 
tdegraphs,  vaster  than  that  of  all  Europe,  carrying  the  conquest  of  civilization  from  the 
shores  of  the  Pacific  to  those  of  the  Atlantic;  popular  instruction,  that  vivifying  well- 
spring,  penetrating  from  strata  to  strata,  till  it  reaches  the  home  of  the  poorest  citizen,  and 
from  prairie  to  prairie  across  your  immense  territories  to  the  most  distant  hamlets ;  the  par- 
ticipation in  public  affairs  of  all  the  citizens  formed  in  the  double  school  of  a  vigilant  press, 
which  spreads  abroad  eveiywhere  the  opening  idea,  and  of  immense  popular  assemblies, 
where  come,  and  whence  issue  in  every  direction,  the  great  currents  of  opinion;  tbe  con- 
stant accord  of  the  administration  with  the  nation  it  represents,  and  of  which  it  is  proud  to 
be  the  simple  organ ;  finally,  even  in  the  midst  of  the  severest  trials,  this  admirable  spec- 
tacle of  order  always  maintained  in  the  midst  of  agitation,  and  of  liberty  ever  respected. 

Such  noble  efforts,  such  noble  conquests,  will  bear  their  fruits  for  humanity. 

Your  entire  continent  will  be  gradually  drawn  into  the  current  of  your  expansive  civili- 
zation. 

These  teachings  which  Young  America  gives  us  will  not  be  lost  on  Old  Europe. 

You  have  thus  paved  the  way  for  universal  brotherhood.  You  have  strengthened  tbe 
Union  at  home ;  we  count  upon  you  to  cement  thtf  union  of  peoples. 


Gentlemen  ;  I  thank  you  for  this  manifestation  of  your  sympathies  for  the  American 
Union  and  for  your  congratulatory  address  to  tbe  people  of  the  United  States  by  your  fellow- 
citizens  without  party  distinction,  on  the  occasion  of  the  victories  which  assure  the  end  of 
the  slaveholders'  rebellion. 

It  is  natural  that  the  friends  of  civilization,  humanity,  and  progress  everywhere,  should 
celebrate  an  event  of  such  great  influence  upon  the  world's  affairs.  The  triumph  of  this  formid- 
able but  now  expiring  rebeUion  would  have  beeh  a  retrograde  of  civilization  and  a  pei^petual  me- 
nace for  public  peace.  It  was,  indeed,  devised  by  a  class  for  its  own  selfish  and  criminal  pur- 
poses, not  only  to  overthrow  the  republic  but  to  make  itself,  while  destraying  universal  sufifrage, 
an  oligarchy  of  slaveholders  and  fillibusters,  and  it  believed  with  the  monopoly  of  cotton  to  be  able 
to  dictate  laws  to  the  universe.  And  our  victories  are  not  alone  the  defeat  of  a  class  of  slavehold- 
ers; they  complete  emancipation,  strengthen  the  Union,  elevate  the  nation,  abase  our  enemies, 
and  consolidate  American  liberty.  The  rebel  chiefis  will  seek  to  escape  by  flight  fit)m  the  ven- 
geance of  their  fellow-citizens  whom  tbey  have  destroyed,  as  much  as  from  the  penalties  of  the 
Eiws  they  have  violated ;  and  the  world  will  see  how  a  great  people,  which  to  crush  the  rebel- 
lion and  to  defend  its  cherished  institutions  has  made  uuheard-oi  sacrifices,  will  be  generous 
and  magnanimous  towards  its  erring  brethren.  Those  who  think  that  the  Union  will  not 
come  out  intact  from  this  last  great  trial,  deceive  themselves ;  there  will  be,  it  is  true,  a 
change  in  the  Constitution ;  the  stain  of  slavery  will  disappear  from  its  pages ;  but  with  that 
respect  for  legality  which  is  one  of  the  most  striking  characteristics  of  oiu  people,  and  which 
they  have  constantly  maintained  during  this  crisis  of  civil  war,  it  will  be  done  legally  and 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  that  venerated  charter. 

We  shall  soon  enter,  I  hope,  upon  an  era  of  peace.  Certainly  it  will  not  be  the  people  of  the 
United  States  whidi  will  desire  to  see  it  disturbed ;  they  comprehend,  and  hope  that  others 
will  comprehend,  that  every  State  has  the  right  to,  discuss,  vote,  and,  if  need  be,  to  fight  out 
its  own  internal  questions,  without  inteiference  on  its  part  against  others,  or  on  the  part  of 
others  against  it. 

I  thank  you  again,  gentlemen,  and  I  pray  you  to  thank,  in  my  name,  those  you  represent, 
for  their  sentiments  towards  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  their  sympathies  for  our 
cause,  which  you  have  expressed  to  me;  they  cannot  but  tighten  the  bonds  of  friendship  and 
of  brotherhood  which  so  visibly  draw  together  the  two  peoples.

My  voice  cannot  command  this  vast  orowd ;  but,  although  I  have  just  thanked  your  dep- 
utation, I  cannot  omit  to  thank  you  personally  for  this  imposing  manifestation  of  your  sym- 
pathies for  the  cause  of  the  American  Union,  and  your  congratulations  upon  the  defeat  of  the 
slaveholders'  rebellion. 

I  am  happy  to  salute  the  flag  of  Belgium  which  I  see  here  by  the  side  of  that  of  my  coun 
try.

Brussels,  April  28,  1865. 

Sir  :  Tbe  tragic  tidings  from  Washington  of  the  assassination  of  the  President, 
and  murderous  assault  upon  the  Secretary  of  State,  has  caused  a  deep  impres- 
sion here  of  horror  and  indignation  at  the  cowardice  and  cruelty  of  the  confed- 
erate plotters.  Following  so  rapidly  u}>on  the  excitement  created  by  our  late 
victories,  and  the  public  demonstrations  on  account  of  them,  the  announcement 
has  aroused  unusual  agitation  in  this  city,  and  through  the  country. 

The  King,  from  his  sick  bed,  sent  to  me  one  of  his  aides-decamp,  Major  Gen- 
eral Boarman,  to  express  in  his  name  his  deep  feeling  at  this  tragic  event,  and 
for  the  great  loss  we  have  sustained.  The  minister  of  foreign  affairs  and  the 
other  members  of  the  cabinet,  the  president  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
the  high  dignitaries  of  the  court,  most  of  the  foreign  legations,  and  a,^very 
large  number  of  persons  of  every  rank  and  station,  have  come  personally  to  offer 
their  condolence,  and  to  express  their  horror  at  this  crowning  atrocity  of  the  re- 
bellion. 

M.  Rogier  informed  me  he  had  sent  a  despatch  to  the  Belgian  charg^  d'af- 
fiedres  at  Washington  to  offer  directlv  to  the  government  the  expression  of  their 
sympathy  at  the  sad  event.  Immediately  on  receipt  of  Mr.  Adams's  telegram  I 
addressed  a  circular  to  our  consuls,  of  which  I  annex  a  copy. 

The  shock  caused  by  this  news  is  too  great  to  permit  me  to  appreciate  calmly 
its  influence  on  public  sentiment  touching  oiu:  affairs  abroad.  '  It  cannot  fail,  I 
think,  to  cause  a  far-reaching  reaction  in  the  sympathies  heretofore  entertained 
by  the  so-called  *'  better  classes"  in  Europe  for  the  rebels  and  their  cause,  and 
to  stimulate,  on  the  other  hand,  a  more  friendly  feeling  toward  us  and  the  cause 
of  the  Union. 

The  fact  that  the  confederate  loan  at  the  London  exchange  yesterday  rose  3 
per  cent,  upon  the  news  is  a  significant  indication  of  the  effect  which  the  insti- 
gators of  this  dreadful  crime  imagined  it  would  have  upon  their  cause. 

The  calm  transition'  of  the  executive  power  to  other  hands  at  Washington, 
contrasted  with  what  would  be  likely  to  occur  on  a  similar  occasion  in  most 
European  states,  cannot  but  help  to  strengthen  the  conviction  already  becoming 
general  by  the  influence  of  the  success  which  has  crowned  this  trial  under  the 
strain  of  the  rebellion  of  the  power,  fitness,  and  durability  of  our  system  of  gov- 
ernment

8iR :  Another  dreadful  crime  has  signalized  the  slaveholders'  rebellion.  After  havind^  been 
marked  bj  barbarities  which  could  only  emanate  from  the  influence  of  a  barbarous  cause, 
its  overthrow  has  culminated  in  a  crowning  atrocity  ;  the  President,  whose  assassin^ion  was 
attempted  through  the  same  influences  at  the  outset,  has  been  murdered ;  a  merciful  God 
has  weakened  the  arm  of  the  assassin,  who  sought  to  murder,  in  his  sick  b^  the  Secretary 
of  State,  and  add  another  affliction  to  the  country,  another  foul  crime  against  society. 

Elevated  by  his  own  worth  from  the  humblest  sphere  to  a  position  of  power  and  re- 
sponsibilitT  unequalled  in  the  world,  Abraham  Lincoln  has  given  to  mankind  a  rare  example 
of  miselflsh  patriotism,  integrity,  and  singleness  of  purpose,  in  working  for  the  countiy's 
good  and  carrying  out  the  l^hests  of  the  people.  Tne  denomination  of  '*  honest,"  which 
popular  sentiment  had  affixed  to  his  name,  will  pass  to  history,  as  his  well-earned  distinction 
with  that  of  patriot  and  martyr.  What  a  bright  example  he  leaves  for  those  who  follow  after 
him!

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Providence  spared  liim  to  see  the  virtiial  accomplisliment  of  the  great  work  to  which  he 
had  been  callea;  the  rebellion  and  slavery,  its  cause,  are  at  an  end  ;  and  the  Union  is  not 
alone  preserved,  but  has  gathered  new  strength  and  vitality  as  a  nation.  Thank  God, 
its  safety  or  peril  can  depend  on  the  life  of  no  one  man ;  its  government  is  but  on  emanation 
of  the  popular  will,  and  the  passing  away  of  the  elect  of  the  people  at  another  time  than 
the  limit  of  his  presidential  term  can  cause  no  perturbation  in  the  state.  The  people  re- 
main, and  their  will  is  continued  by  his  successors. 

Called  upon  to  mourn  the  death  of  a  great  and  good  man,  and  the  loss  of  an  eminent 
Chief  Magistrate,  I  have  to  request  you  to  display  your  flag  on  the  day,  and  for  the  three  fol- 
lowing days,  after  the  receipt  of  this  communication,  at  half-mast ;  also,  that  you  will  cause 
the  masters  of  the  American  shipping  in  your  port  to  hoist  their  flags  for  the  same  period  at 
half-mast.

Sir  :  The  bulletin  of  the  King's  health  issued  at  the  palace  to-daj  is  the 
same  as  that  of  yesterday,  and  is  as  follows :  "The  night  has  been  more  tranqnil. 
The  general  condition  of  the  King  is  more  satisfactory.'' 

I  do  not  consider  he  is  yet  out  of  danger.  He  has  been  much  debilitated  and 
prostrated,  mentally  as  well  physically,  from  want  of  food  and  sleep,  and  these 
tell  additionally  upon  his  advanced  age.  His  physicians,  I  understand,  finally 
induced  him,  not  without  difficulty,  to  partake  of  some  nourishment  on  the  day 
before  yesterday,  and  sleep  followed,  and  he  has  since  improved,  but  not  with- 
out one  relapse  of  the  suffocating  attack  which  caused  so  much  alaim  a  few 
days  since.  One  lung  seems  to  be  seriously  affected.  There  is  a  good  deal  of 
apprehension  touching  the  result  still  entertained,  but  he  is  in  a  much  less  criti- 
cal condition  than  he  has  been. 

The  Duke  de  Brabant,  if  he  connects  with  the  various  steamers  from  India, 
will  arrive  here  about  the  8th  proximo.

Sir  :  His  royal  highness  the  Count  de  Flanders  sent  to  me  yesterday  one 
of  his  officers  of  "  ordnance  "  to  express  in  his  name  his  condolence  on  the  untimely 
death  of  the  President.  I  also  received  in  the  afternoon  a  private  note  from  M. 
Rogier,  expressive  of  his  sentiments,  of  which,  as  he  refers  to  it  in  public  debate, 
I  venture  to  enclose  a  copy,  A.     I  replied  to  it  by  a  few  lines  of  thanks. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  this  afternoon,  M.  Hardy  de  Beaolien,  a 
member  of  the  extreme  left,  moved,  in  accordance  with  previous  notice,  for  an 
expression  of  feeling  at  the  late  tragic  event  at  Washington.  He  was  followed 
and  warmly  seconded  by  the  late  Canon  de  Heame,  of  the  **  conservative*'  party, 
who  is  the  author  of  a  widely  disseminated  pamphlet  on  our  war,  and  is  an 
ardent  friend  of  the  cause  of  the  Union,  and  by  M.  Kogier,  who  announced  that 
he  adopted  on  the  part  of  the  government  the  views  just  expressed,  and  that  he 
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hoped  the  Hoase  would  join  in  the  expFession  of  his  desire  for  the  recovery  of 
the  eminent  statesman,  Mr.  Seward,  to  whose  existence  was  attached^  in  so  great 
a  degree,  the  definitive  pacification  of  the  country  for  too  long  a  time  desolated 
by  war ;  and,  after  rendering  homage  to  the  moderation  which  he  had  dis- 
played, the  minister  expressed  the  hope  "  that  they  might  one  day  rgoice  over 
the  restoration  of  his  health,  at  the  same  time  with  the  re-establishment  of  peace 
between  the  fractions  of  a  great  people  whom  they  admired,  and  who  had 
always  had  their  sympathies,  and  which  he  hoped  would  take  again  in  the  world 
the  great  part  which  is  assigned  to  it."  All  which,  interrupted  by  frequent 
marks  of  approval  by  the  members,  was  declared  by  the  president  to  be  the 
unanimous  sentiment  of  the  House.

My  Dear  Minister  :  WhUe  I  transmit  to  Washing^n  the  expression  of  the  sentiments 
of  the  government  of  the  King,  oy  account  of  the  horria  crime  perpetrated  upon  your  vener- 
able President,  I  must  inform  vou  of  our  astonishment  at  the  sad  news  that  has  resounded 
through  the  entire  country,  and  beg  you  to  be  the  medium  of  our  sentiments  to  your  govern- 
ment 

I  also  take  the  liberty  of  asking  vou  to  have  the  kindness  to  be  my  interpreter  with  the 
family  of  Mr.  Seward,  for  whom  I  have  always  professed  a  particular  regard.  The  news 
given  by  the  papers  leave  some  hope  for  the  recovery  of  the  eminent  statesman ;  and  it  is  my 
dearest' wish  that  he  may  be  restored  to  perfect  health,  and  give  peace  to  a  country  so  long 
desolated  by  the  calamities  of  a  war  gppeatly  to  be  deplored  by  all  friends  of  liberty.

Motion  in  order. 

Mr.  Le  Hardtde  Beaulieu.  Gentlemen:  Touwere  all  horrified  three  days  o^  on 
bearing  of  the  asseussination  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  You  all  felt  that  it  was 
not  only  the  chief  of  a  free  nation  that  was  struck  down,  but  at  the  same  time  it  was  law, 
the  safeguard  of  all,  and  I  may  say  civilization  itself;  for  there  is  no  longer  any  personal 
Mcaritv  when  political  passion  substitutes  brutal  action  for  the  protective  power  of  law.  I 
liave  thought  it  becoming,  gentlemen,  for  us  not  to  let  this  occasion  pass  without  the  ex- 
pression of  our  painful  sentiments. 

I  will  not  give  you  the  history  of  the  eminent  man  who  is  no  more:  he  sprung  from  the 
homblest  ranks  of  society,  and  elevated  himself  by  labor  and  industry,  when  the  American 
nation,  with  that  acumen  that  rarely  fails  an  intelligent  people  in  important  emergencies, 
chose  him  as  a  guide  to  direct  it  through  a  dangerous  situation,  where  a  formidable  insurrec- 
tion had  placed  it. 

Ton  alt  know,  gentlemen,  what  difficulties  Mr.  Lincoln  had  to  overcome. 

Confronted  by  a  portion  of  the  nation  that  rebelled  against  the  laws  they  themselves  had 
made,  he  did  not  fcuter  once  in  his  patriotic  duty.  In  the  most  perilous  circumstances,  in 
&ce  of  all  kinds  of  dangers,  external  and  internal,  he  was  always  calm,  and,  I  may  even 
Bay,  benevolent  to  his  bitterest  enemies. 

After  gigantic  efforts,  after  a  struggle  of  four  years,  Mr.  Lincoln  at  last  reached  the  close 
of  that  most  bloody  contest  on  Amencan  soil,  and  the  greatest  troubles  of  his  life  seemed  over. 
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He  had  already  expressed  the  sentiments  of  conciliation  that  animated  him — ^it  was  in  his 
last  me88ag6|  his  political  testament — ^when  the  assassin's  hullet  struck  him  in  the  back  of 
the  head,  and  laid  him  low. 

I  cannot  foretell  the  consequences  of  that  crime,  so  horrid  that  no  terms  are  strong  enou£;h 
to  condemn  it ;  all  I  can  say  is,  that  the  parliament  of  a  free  nation  like  Belgium  would  £il 
in  its  duties  of  international  confraternity,  ijf  it  did  not  express  its  feelings  of  horror  and  r^^ 
at  a  crime  that  has  robbed  a  g^reat  and  generous  nation  of  its  eminent  Chief  Magistrate. 

In  expressing  these  sentiments,  we  confirm  the  unanimous  wishes  that  the  deplorable  loss 
maj  not  deprive  the  American  nation  of  that  calmness  which  is  necessary  to  finish  the  great 
work  of  conciliation  and  pacification  which  Mr.  Lincoln  had  so  nobl^  begun.    I  am  done. 

Mr.  DE  Hearne.  I  agree  with  my  honorable  colleague  in  the  sentiments  he  has  expressed, 
and  I  am  persuaded  that  the  feeling  of  horror  produced  by  this  sad  news  from  America  is  felt 
not  only  in  this  house,  but  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe.  Yes,  gentlemen,  we  feel  the  greatest 
indignation  at  this  political  crime  that  has  plunged  a  greatpeople  in  the  deepest  mourning, 
but  has  not  discouraged  it,  we  must  hope ;  for  the  great  President,  who  was  the  victim  of 
the  barbarous  and  cowardly  act,  has  set  an  example  which  his  successors  should  follow  for 
the  good  of  the  nation  they  represent  and  the  enlightenment  of  a  free  people. 

The  dreadful  catastrophe  that  has  thrown  America  into  the  greatest  consternation  and  has 
appalled  the  world  contains  a  great  lesson  for  the  people,  particularly  when  contrasted  with 
the  victories  that  had  rejoiced  the  American  TTnion  only  a  few  days  before. 

On  Palm  Sunday  the  news  of  General  Lee's  capitulation  was  announced  in  most  of  the 
cities  of  the  United  States — on  that  day  consecrated  to  the  Prince  of  Peace,  as  an  American 

Eaper  expresses  it — and  on  Good  Eriday  Mr.  Lincoln  and  Mr.  Seward  were  attacked  by  bar- 
arous  assassins.    And  this  recalls  a  profound  remark  of  the  august  and  holy  pontiff  Pius  IX, 
of  the  many  vicissitudes  of  his  reigU)  said :  *°Truly,  Go 


who,  speaking  of  the  many  vicissitudes  of  his  reign,  said :  **^Truly,  Good  Friday  is  very 
near  to  Palm  Sunday!" 

The  people  of  the  Union  who  were  identified  with  their  chief,  particularly  after  ^e  last 
presidential  election,  were  morally  immolated  with  him,  afrer  enjoying  the  national  triumph, 
to  which  Mr.  Lincoln  added  glory  by  his  moderation. 

The  nation  is  plunged  in  grief,  hut  hope  wiU  resurrect  her  from  the  gloom,  like  the  Prince 
of  peace  and  glory.    This  graud  and  terrible  lesson  of  misfortune  to  the  people  and  thdr 

fovemments  will  prove  a  valuable  instruction  by  the  spirit  of  conciliation  bequeathed  them 
y  their  worthy  President,  as  a  mysterious  pledge  of  fritute  prosperity,  the  secret  of  which  is 
hidden  in  their  past  glory. 

If  there  is  a  nation  that  ought  to  sympathize  with  America  in  its  grief  on  this  occasion, 
that  nation  is  Belgium ;  for  we  are  the  only  nation  that  has  remained  faithful  in  spirit  to 
traditional  rights,  and  followed  America  from  the  foundation  of  her  political  establishment 
and  her  liberal  institutions.  Yes,  gentlemen,  we  looked  upon  England,  on  the  one  hand,  as 
worthy  of  imitation  in  the  march  of  progress,  in  the  path  of  true  and  practical  liberty ;  but, 
at  the  same  time,  we  were  conscious  that  there  were  certain  customs  in  the  institutions  of 
that  country  we  could  not  adopt,  and  we  cast  our  eves  beyond  the  Atlantic,  where  we  found 
a  ^reat  people  worthy  of  entire  imitation ;  and  it  is  the  institutions  of  that  people  we  have 
chiefly  inscribed  upon  our  organic  charter.  We  have  followed  their  example  in  all  that  re- 
gards public  liberty,  the  distribution  of  power,  the  election  of  representatives,  and  decentral- 
ization of  rule,  t  or  that  reason,  I  say  that  Belgium  ought  to  sympathize  with  America  by 
expressions  of  horror  and  indignation,  such  as  all  civilized  nations  feel,  and  protest  against 
the  act  of  barbarism  that  has  stained  the  soil  of  America  with  the  last  mournful  trace  of  ex- 
piring slavery,  vdiich  has  now  vanished  before  the  vivifying  breath  of  modem  civilization. 

The  sentiments  maxiifested  in  this  house  are  felt  throughout  all  Europe :  England  has  pro- 
tested through  Parliament ;  France  has  spoken  by  the  mouth  ot  her  Emperor ;  Prussia  by 
her  legislative  assembly,  where  all  the  members  rose  to  declare  that  the  inmmy  of  the  horrid 
8kct  deserved  the  condemnation  of  all  civilized  nations.  We  must  also  do  homage  to  the  man 
who  was  the  victim  of  that  atrocious  crime — ^to  the  man  who,  as  the  honorable  Mr.  de  Bean- 
lieu  iias  truly  said,  sprung  from  the  people  to  adorn  a  nation,  and,  like  certain  popes,  came 
from  the  lowest  ranks  of  society  to  be  the  greatest  honor  to  the  church. 

Lincoln  was  a  self-made  man;  he  drank  from  the  spring  of  liberty ;  he  was  guided  by  the 
light  of  a  democratic  nation ;  and  merit  elevated  him  to  the  highest  dignities  ot  the  country. 

He  has  set  a  worthy  example,  which  his  successor  oifght  to  follow,  relying  on  the  support 
of  public  opinion,  which  should  be  his  constant  guide,  never  to  be  abandoned  or  opposed. 

That,  gentlemen,  should  be  his  greatest  honor,  which,  united  with  his  firmness  and  wise 
impartiality,  will  mark  him  a  place  in  history. 

In  joining  other  civilized  nations  in  our  protest  against  this  political  crime,  we  do  a  good 
deed ;  by  our  participation  in  the  sentiment  of  universal  indignation,  we  help  to  arrest  the 
fontagion  of  an  abominable  example  that  might  attack  other  nations. 

By  outlawing  monsters  guilty  of  such  crimes,  we  terrify  those  who  might  be  tempted  to 
commit  them. 

Mr.  RoGiER,  minister  of  foreign  affairs.  It  is  useless  for  me  to  sav,  gentlemen,  that  the 
government  participates  in  the  sentiments  so  eloquently  expressed  by  the  two  honorable 
nembers  of  this  assembly,  enterta^iing  different  political  sentiments.     Our  government 
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sympatbizes  with  the  bereaTed  nation,  and  has  transmitted  the  expressions  of  its  sorrow  to 
ttejpovemment  of  the  United  States  and  their  honorable  representative  in  Brussels. 

The  motion  just  made  is  new  to  Bel^um :  but  it  has  been  made  elsewhere,  and  the  import- 
ance of  the  event  justifies  it.  I  consider  the  sympathy  expressed  in  the  speeches  of  the 
honorable  Mr.  de  Beanlieu  and  Mr.  T Abb6  de  Heame  as  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  House ; 
and  thus  the  legislaftire  assembly  joins  the  government  in  the  regrets  felt  and  expressed  on 
the  occasion  of  a  crime  that  has  filled  Belgium  and  the  rest  of  the  world  with  dismay. 

We  must  also  express  our  wishes  for  the  recovery  of  the  eminent  statesman  who  was 
attacked  at  the  same  time  with  the  venerable  President  of  the  republic.  His  life  must  be 
preserved  to  insure  the  final  pacification  of  a  splendid  country  too  long  desolated  by  the 
calamities  of  a  war  afflicting  to  all  friends  of  true  liberty. 

May  that  great  statesman,  now  burdened  with  a  heavy  duty,  persevere  in  the  sentiments 
of  moderation  he  has  always  shown  through  the  excitement  of  tne  great  struggle,  and  may 
we  soon  hear  of  the  restoration  of  his  health  and  the  return  of  peace  between  the  factions  of 
a  great  people  whom  we  admire,  who  have  always  had  our  sympathies,  and  who  will  soon  re- 
sume their  exalted  station  in  the  world.

Mt  Dear  Sir  :  I  write  to  thank  yon  for  initiating  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  yester- 
day, the  expression  by  it  of  its  horror  and  regpret  at  the  last  rebel  atr^ity  which  has  brought 
to  an  untimely  end  our  loved  Chief  Magistrate.  I  could  not  doubt  tliat  the  national  represent- 
aUves  of  liberal  Belgium  would  give  public  token  to  its  appreciation  of  this  crime,  and  of 
its  sympathy  for  a  sister  nation,  and  I  thank  you  again  for  having  elicited  it.

Cher  Monsieur  le  Chanoine  :  I  cannot  allow  the  words  you  uttered  in  the  House  of 
Bepresentatives  yesterday,  in  the  reprobation  of  the  last  infamous  act  of  an  expiring  rebellion, 
ana  of  sympathy  for  the  cause  of  the  United  States,  to  pass  without  writing  to  thank  you  for 
them.  I  have  known  you  too  long  as  one  of  the  most  ardent  and  best-informed  defenders  of 
the  cause  of  right,  justice,  and  liberty,  against  this  atrocious  attempt  to .  overthrow  free 
institutions  in  America  for  the  benefit  of  slavery,  not  to  be  certain  that  your  voice  would  be 
raised  on  such  an  occasion,  and  that  your  words  would  find  echo  not  only  in  the  chambers, 
bat  in  Uie  country.  Certainly,  as  you  say  in  vour  speech,  if  there  is  any  nation  which  ought

The  Kine  ordered  one  of  his  aides-de-camp  to  go  to  Mr.  Sanford's  and  express  to  him  the 
sonow  his  Majesty  felt  at  the  news  of  the  attacks  on  the  President  and  Secretary  of  State  ot 
the  United  States  of  America.  His  highness  th^  Count  of  Flanders  also  sends  one  of  his 
aids  to  the  minister,  on  the  same  mission.  The  minister  of  foreign  affairs  and  other  members 
of  the  cabinet,  on  their  part,  hastened  to  call  on  Mr.  Sanford,  and  instructions  were  sent  to 
the  Belgium  legation  in  Washington  to  express  to  the  American  government  the  sentiments 
of  regret  and  condemnation  excited  by  such  odious  acts. 

In  the  House  session  of  yesterday  Mr.  Hardy  de  Beaulieu  spoke  in  the  most  moving  terms 
of  the  emotion  produced  in  Belgium  by  the  news  of  the  tragic  event  which  has  just  occurred 
in  the  United  States.  He  cbfled  general  attention  to  all  the  eminent  virtues  of  President 
Lincoln. 

Mr.  de  Hearne  joined  Mr.  de  Beaulieu  in  a  eulogy  of  much  beauty  upon  the  character  of 
the  lamented  President. 

The  minister  of  foreign  affairs  added,  that  the  government  sympathized  sincerely  in  the 
sentiments  just  express^  by  the  honorable  members,  and  tlftit  he  had  alreadv  despatched  a 
communication  of  that  effect  to  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  their  honorable 
representative  in  Brussels.  He  expressed  jthe  most  fervent  wishes  for  the  recovery  of  the 
distinguished  stf«tesman,  Mr.  Seward,  whose  life  was  necessary  to  the  final  pacification  of  a 
country  that  had  been  so  long  ravaged  by  the  desolation  of  war,  and  the  prosperity  of  which 
was  greatly  desired  by  all  friends  of  liberty.

Sir  :  The  voice  of  hostility  to  the  Union  is  hushed  hj  the  universal  senti- 
ment of  horror  and  sympathy  which  has  been  aroused  by  the  tragic  events  at 
Washington.  Under  the  cloak  of  condolence,  however,  is  a  general  outcry  on 
the  part  of  those  most  opposed  to  us  heretofore  for  "  moderation,  conciliation," 
&c.  It  would  seem  as  if  our  enemies,  assured  that  this  rebellion  was  to  be  a 
failure,  were  seeking,  under  the  plea  of  humanity,  to  prevent  the  thorough  erad- 
ication of  treason  from  our  land,  in  order  that  its  roots  may  remain  and  bring 
forth  a  new  crop  of  rebels,  to  again  attempt  our  destruction. 

My  reply,  in  my  limited  sphere,  to  these  ofificious  people,  is  that  the  treatment  of 
those  who  plotted  and  carried  on  this  rebellion  is  an  internal  matter  which  con- 
cerns ourselves  solely,  and  is  the  business  of  those  charged  to  execute  our  laws,

8iB  :  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  this  day  your  circular  despatch  of  the 
17th  ultimo,  announcing  the  assassination  of  the  President  and  the  attempt  to 
murder  the  Secretary  of  State. 

I*  have  already  informed  you  of  the  profound  sentiment  of  indignation  and 
sympathy  it  had  excited  here. 

Unusual  interest  has  been  manifested  with  respect  to  the  new  President,  and 
never,  perhaps,  in  Europe,  have  accounts  of  the  past  life  and  public  record  of 
the  incumbent  of  that  high  office  been  sought  for  with  more  interest  or  been 
more  widely  disseminated. 
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I  am  happy  to  stAte  that  the  result  has  been  to  create  a  most  favorable  im- 
pression in  the  public  mind,  which  has  been  augmented  by  the  conservative  tone 
of  the  President's  reply  to  the  British  minister  on  presenting  his  credentials. 

Public  sentiment  here,  somewhat  incredulous  at  first,  owing  to  the  malignant 
aspersions  of  enemies,  now  is,  that  the  succession  has  fallen  into  capable  and 
worthy  hands.  However  much  the  late  tragic  events  may  have  caused  sadness, 
there  is  one  feature  in  connexion  with  them  abroad  which  cannot  but  cause  a 
melancholv  pride,  and  that  is,  the  conviction  created  thereby  in  classes  hereto- 
fore incredulous  in  the  permanency  of  our  system  of  government,  which,  unin- 
fluenced by  what  woiad  shake  any  European  government  to  its  foundations, 
moves  calmly  on  in  its  great  work,  amid  the  most  formidable  difficulties  with 
which  a  government  has  ever  had  to  deal.

Sir  :  Mr.  Mann,  the  commissioner  of  the  late  insurgenis,  has,  I  understandt 
taken  his  departure  from  Brussels  and  returned  again  to  obscurity.  His  action 
and  influence  here  seem  to  have  been  mainly  limited  to  furnishing  his  version  of 
the  news  from  the  United  States  to  a  small  journal  here,  which  was  finally  com- 
pelled, under  the  pressure  of  events  and  the  indignant  sentiment  of  the  party  to 
which  it  belonged,  to  throw  him  and  his  cause  overboard.

8iR4  The  order  of  the  day  to  the  army,  of  the  minister  of  war,  upon  the  late 
disaster  to  a  portion  of  the  Belgian  corps  in  Mexico,  of  which  mention  was  made 
in  my  despatch  No.  277,  appeared  in  the  Monitcur  yesterday,  and  was  the 
subject  of  interpellations  by  M.  Goomans  in  the  House,  who  expressed  his  re- 
grets at  this  association  of  the  Belgo-MexicaU  le^on  with  the  army  of  Belgium. 

M.  Rogier  replied  that  the  minister  of  war  had  communicated  the  account  re- 
ceived direct  from  the  military  cabinet  at  Mexico  to  the  army  and  to  the  jour- 
nals, for  the  information  of  all.  A  sentiment  of  pride  in  the  gallant  conduct  of 
Belgians  had,  doubtless,  influenced  him  in  bringing  it  thus  officially  to  the 
knowledge  of  their  former  companions-in-arms ;  he  insisted  anew  that  the  de- 
parture for  Mexico  of  Belgian  volunteers  was  not  a  government  enterprise; 
that  the  Belgian  legion,  although  for  the  most  part  going  from  the  army,  was 
not  a  part  of  it— did  not  serve  under  the  Belgian  flag  or  wear  a  Belgian  cockade. 
There  was  nothing  in  this,  he  thought,  to  compromise  the  government. 

He  was  followed  by  M.  D'Hane-Steenhuyse,  who  insisted  anew  upon  the  en- 
rolment of  the  Belgian  legion,  composed,  he  said,  in  great  part  of  soldiers  of  the 
army,  who  had  left  it  for  the  purpose,  under  the  express  authority  of  the  gov- 
ernment, and  who  might  be  considered  as  on  leave,  as  compromising  the  neu- 
trality of  Belgium,  likely  to  expose  its  commerce  to  the  attack'  of  Juarez's 
privateers,  and  in  the  end  to  cause  difficulties  with  the  United  States. 

M.  Bogier,  in  reply,  treated  as  absurd  the  possibility  that,  in  case  of  an  inter- 
vention by  the  United  States  in  Mexico,  Belgium  would  be  held  responsible  for 
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the  presence  of  a  thensand  Belgians  under  the  Mexican  flag;  those  Belgians 
had,  moreover,  he  continued,  contracted  an  engagement  not  to  compromise  the 
foreign  relations  of  Belgium,  and  in  the  event  of  a  regular  war,  could  return 
home.  As  many  Belgians,  he  affirmed,  had  served  in  the  United  Statf^s  under 
the  American  flag  during  Uie  late  war  as  were  now  under  the  Mexican  flag. 

M.  Haymans  considered  the  discussion  useless;  that  the  Mexican  question  had 
been  long  ago  decided  by  the  chambers,  and  on  three  occasions  in  the  sense 
that  there  was  no  Belgian  expedition  in  Mexico,  and  that  if  any  power  could 
find  fault  with  Belgium  under  this  head,  it  would  be,  least  of  all,  the  United 
States,  which,  according  to  him,  had  enrolled  recruited  soldiers  everywhere ;  and 
he  again  insisted  upon  the  charges  he  had  made,  in  a  newspaper  which  he  edits, 
that  Belgians  had  been  enrolled  by  force  into  the  army  of  the  United  States 

after  having  beeif'*engaged  here  as  laborers.

I  regret  not  having  been  supplied  by  the  department  with  the  refutation  of 
these  charges  to  which  M.  Haymans  referred,  and  which  were  brought  to  your 
knowledge  in  my  despatch  No.  222,  accompanying  the  letter  of  M.  Rogier  on 
the  subject. 

A  copy  of  the  ''answer  of  the  governor  of  Massachusetts  to  inquiries  respect- 
ing certain  emigrants  who  have  arrived  in  this  country  from  Europe,  and  who 
are  alleged  to  be  illegally  enlisted  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  &c.," 
printed  at  the  Government  Printing  Office,  came  into  my  hands  a  short  time 
since,  through  a  private  source,  and  appears  to  be  a  complete  refutation  of  these 
charges.  I  immediately,  on  reading  the  debate  referred  to,  took  it  to  the  Foreign 
Office  and  left  it  for  M.  Rogier,  who  was  out,  with  the  request  that,  if  it  had 
not  already  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  government  by  its  own  agents 
in  the  United  States,  he  would  take  cognizance  of  it;  and  I  propose  seeing  him 
to-morrow  to  repeat  the  hope  I  expressed  to  the  secretary  general,  that  he  would 
have  the  justice  to  correct  the  impression  which  his  silence  on  the  occasion  of 
M.  Haymans's  assertions  would  seem  likely  to  make  on  the  public  as  indorsing 
these  scandalous  statements.

Sir  :  The  Moniteur  of  the  15th  instant,  publishes  the  census  of  the  popu- 
lation of  Belgium  for  the  year  1864.  According  to  the  statistics  furnished  by 
the  **  commercial"  administrations,  under  the  direction  of  the  minister  of  the 
interior,  the  population  of  the  kingdom  on  the  31st  of  December,  1864,  was 
4,94(r,570,  showing  an  increase  over  1863  of  47,549,  five-sixths  of  which  is  due 
to  excess  by  births  over  deaths.         •  •  •  •  • 

The  resume  shows  that  the  mtio  of  births  to  the  population  is  one  to  31.7 ; 
of  deaths,  one  to  42.6 ;  of  marriages,  one  to  133.7.  There  is  one  still-bom  in 
19.9  births.  The  ratio  of  female  births  is  one  to  1.06  male.  The  proportion  of 
illegitimate  births  is  one  in  eight  in  the  cities,  and  one  in  eighteen  in  the  country ; 
and  there'  is  an  average  of  four  legitimate  births  to  one  marriage.

Commodore 
Craven  has  won  the  respect  and  esteem  of  all  with  whom  he  has  come  in  con- 
tact here,  and  carries  with  him  their  good  wishes. 
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The  presence  of  tlie  Niagara  in  these  waters  has  had  an  excellent  effect. 

While  in  Antwerp  she  was  visited  by  manj  thousand  citizens,  who  came  firom 
all  parts  of  the  country  for  that  purpose,  and  the  courteous  reception  and  kind 
attention  extended  to  them  have  done  much,  I  doubt  not,  to  stimulate  the  cordial 
good  feeling  which  exists  on  the  part  of  this  government  and  people  for  the 
United  States.  Both  ship  and  commander  have  done  us  credit,  and  have|left 
favorable  impressions  in  Belgium.

No.  309.]  Legation  of  the  UxMTed  States, 

Brussels,  September  13,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  cattle  plague,  which  is  causing  such  great  ravages  in  England,  has 
appeared  in  this  country,  having  spread  from  Holland,  where  it  was  brought  by 
some  Dutch  cattle  sent  to  London  for  sale,  and  reimported.  A  commission  of 
Belgian  veterinary  surgeons  was  sent  to  Holland  to  examine  into  and  report 
upon  this  malady,  and  the  cattle  on  the  farms  where  it  has  appeared  have  been 
destroyed  and  the  importation  or  transit  of  cattle,  fresh  hides,  meat,  and  tallow 
have  been  prohibited  by  royal  decree ;  and  strine;ent  regulations  for  the  imme- 
diate slaughter  of  cattle  infected,  and  the  proceedings  with  regard  to  those  sus- 
pected of  or  liable  to  infection,  have  been  promulgated — ^indemnity  to  the 
amount  of  tT^o-thirds  of  the  value  being  allowed  to  the  owners  of  cattle  de- 
stroyed by  order  of  the  authorities.     •     *     *

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  in  translation,  some  data  I  have 
procured  touching  the  attributions  of  the  court  of  accounts  of  this  country,  and 
which  I  owe,  for  the  most  part,  to  the  obligingness  of  one  of  its  counsellors,  M. 
Missofi,  and  whibh  I  think  may  be  useful  n>r  reference. 

I  do  not  send  the  laws  referred  to  therein,  as  I  have  not  all  in  my  possession ; 
but  if  desired  by  the  department,  I  will  forward  them  on  so  far  as  I  can  procure 
them. 

In  my  despatch  No.  250  to  the  department,  in  the  month  of  March  last,  I 
suggested  that,  in  view  of  the  probability  of  an  early  termination  of  the  war, 
and  the  changes  in  the  various  departments  of  the  government,  required  to 
meet  the  new  condition  of  things  caused  by  it,  series  of  questions  touching  the 
system,  organization,  and  workings  of  similar  departments  in  Europe  be  pre- 
pared and  sent  to  our  public  officers  abroad,  in  order  that  our  government  might 
be  able  to  profit  by  die  experience  of  other  countries,  and  our  agents  be  able 
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to  labor  intelligently  to  that  end.    I  still  think  that  most  valuable  information, 
especially  in  respect  to  systems  o^  revenue  and  taxation,  collection  of  accounts, 
&:c.,  &c.,  can  be  obtained,  of  the  highest  importance  in  forming  a  definite  legis- 
lation for  ourselves  on  these  vital  subjects.

The  great  priuciples  which  ffoyem  puhlic  accounts  in  Belgium  are  derived  from  the  con- 
stitution and  from  the  law  of  Sie  15th  of  Maj,  1846. 

The  court  of  accounts  was  created  by  the  constitution  of  1831 »  and  organized  by  the  law 
of  the  29th  October,  1846;  it  is  charged  with  the  examination  and  the  liquidation  of  the  ac- 
counts of  the  general  administration,  and  of  those  of  all  having  accounts  with  the  treasury ; 
it  sees  to  it  that  no  article  of  expenses  of  the  budget  is  exceeded,  and  that  no  transfer  takes 
place;  it  audits  the  accounts  of  the  different  administrations  of  the  state, and  is  charged  to 
this  end  to  collect  all  necessary  information  and  vouchers. 

The  court  judges  and  passes  upon  the  accounts  of  the  state  and  provinces. 

No  requisition  is  paid  bv  the  treasury  except  with  the  visa  of  the  court,  which  visa  is  only 
eiven  bv  that  body  aiter  having  examined  and  verified  that  the  payment  asked  for  is  really 
destinea  to  acquit  a  debt  of  the  treasury ;  that  it  is  applied  for  the  time  and  for  the  purpose 
specified  in  the  appropriation;  that  it  is  due  to  the  parties  in  whose  favor  it  is  drawn;  that 
the  conditions  of  the  contracts  or  bargains  have  been  laithfuUy  and  exactly  executed ;  in  fine, 
that  it  is  a  regular  debt,  which  is  due  and  has  to  be  paid. 

When  the  court  deems  it  proper  not  to  give  its  visa,  the  motives  of  its  refusal  are  examined 
by  the  cabinet ;  and  when  it  decides  that  the  payment  shall  be  made  upon  its  responsibility, 
the  court  visas,  but  renders  an  account  of  its  course  and  the  teasons  thereof  in  its  annual  re- 
port to  the  chambers.  ' 

The  iustification  of  a  credit  can  be  made  subsequently  to  the  visa  in  two  cases  only,  to 
wit:  when  the  nature  of  the  service  demands  the  opening  of  credits  for  an  outlay  to  be  made, 
and  where  the  continuation  of  a  service  carried  on  from  motives  of  economy  requires  advances 
to  the  agent  of  said  service. 

These  advances  cannot  exceed  20,000  francs  ($4,000,)  and  their  employment  must  be  ac- 
counted for  to  the  court  within  the  delay  of  four  months. 

The  opening  of  a  credit  for  outlays  to  be  made  is  by  an  ordinance  ad  hoe,  which  is 
subuiitted  for  the  preliminary  visa  of  the  court,  and  this  credit  is  disposed  of  by  drafts  upon 
the  agents  of  the  treasury  in  fiftvor  of  the  creditors  of  the  state.  The  payments  are  audited 
monthly  by  the  court  of  accounts,  which,  after  examination  of  the  vouchers  annexed  to  the 
ordinances  of  rt^ularizafion,  visas  them. 

A  duplicate  of  the  great  book  of  public  debt  is  deposited  with  the  court  of  accounts,  which 
sees  to  It  that  the  transfers  and  payments,  as  well  as  the  new  loans,  are  duly  inscribed  therein ; 
it  also  sees  that  each  accountable  functionary  furnishes  the  caution  money  provided  for  as  a 
guarantee  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  official  duties. 

All  bonds  whatever,  of  loans  or  of  conversions,  and  certificates  of  caution  money  must  have 
the  visa  of  the  court. 

The  court  keeps  a  duplicate  of  the  pension  register.  The  pension  certificates  are  vis4  and 
recnstered  by  it  after  examination  and  payment. 

The  inventories  of  furniture  furnished  by  the  state  fitre  deposited  in  its  office,  and  it  receives 
from  the  head  of  the  ministerial  departments  a  detailed  statement  of  the  property  and  revenue 
of  the  state. 

The  court  of  accoimts  corresponds  with  the  ministers  direct ;  it  corresponds  also  with  the 
accounting  officers  in  what  relates  to  the  rendering  of  their  accounts  ;*it  fixes  the  delays 
within  wluch  their  accounts  must  be  deposited  at  its  office.  It  can  condemn  those  who  are 
behindhand  to  a  fine  to  the  profit  of  the  state,  not  to  exceed  half  of  the  salary,  independent  of 
suspension  or  loss  of  office,  which  it  can  cause  if  there  is  g^und  therefor.  Every  condemna* 
tion  to  a  fine  is  pronounced  upon  the  demand  of  the  youngest  counsellor,  who  acts  as  public 
prosecutor. 

The  court  judges  and  passes  upon  accounts,  it  establishes  by  definitive  decisions  whether 
or  no  the  accotmts  of  accounting  officers  are  balanced,  are  in  advance  or  in  debt;  in  the  two 
first  cases  it  pronounces  a  final  discharge,  and  orders  a  restitution  of  the  caution  moneys,  and, 
if  need  be,  the  raising  of  im'unctions  and  mortgages  upon  their  property  by  reason  of  the 
functions  incident  to  the  account  passed  upon.  Jm  the  third  case  it  condemns  them  to  pay 
their  debt  to  the  treasury  within  a  delay  which  it  prescribes.  In  each  case  a  copy  of  these 
proceedings  is  addressed  to  the  minister  of  finance,  that  he  may  see  to  their  execution.  Three 
years  after  the  cessation  of  his  functions  the  accounting  officer  has  a  definitive  discharge,  if 
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ihe  court  of  accounts  has  not  otherwise  provided.  The  court,  notwithstanding  a  decision 
which  has  definitively  passed  upon  an  account,  can  proceed  to  its  revision,  either  upon  the  de- 
mand of  the  accounting  officer,  supported  hy  vouchers  recovered  since  the  decision  or  propria 
motu  for  error,  omission,  or  douhle  entry,  discovered  in  the  verification  of  other  accounts. 

The  decisions  of  the  court  against  accounting  officers  are  carried  into  effect,  unless  within 
three  months  appeal  is  made  to  the  court  of  cassation  for  violation  of  form,  or  of  the  law. 
In  case  of  cassation,  the  affair  is  sent  hefore  a  commission  ad  hoc  from  the  House  of  Repreaenta- 
tives,  and  judged  without  appeal. 

The  court  of  accounts  is  composed  of  a  president,  six  counsellors,  and  a  clerk. 

The  president  and  the  counsellors  must  be  at  least  thirty  years  old,  and  the  clerk  twenty- 
five  years ;  the  latter  has  no  vote ;  they  are  named  every  six  years  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, but  can  be  dismissed  at  its  pleasure.  The  members  of  the  courts  cannot  be  related  or 
connected  with  each  other  by  marriage  within  the  fourth  degree  inclusive,  nor  at  the  epoch 
of  their  first  appointment  related  or  connected  within  the  same  limit  to  a  minister;  they 
cannot  be  members  of  either  house,  nor  fill  any  office  salaried  by  the  treasury,  nor  be  inter- 
.  ested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  enterprise  liable  to  accountability  to  the  state  >  they  can- 
not exercise  by  themselves,  or  in  the  name  of  a  wife  or  any  other  intermediary,  any  lund  of 
commerce,  or  be  business  agents,  or  participate  in  the  administration  of  a  company  or  in- 
dustrial enterprise.  They  cannot  delioerate  upon  affairs  which  concern  them  personally,  or 
in  which  their  relations  or  connexions  to  the  fourth  degree  inclusive  are  interested. 

For  its  ordinary  labors  the  court  is  divided  in  two  sections  of  three  counsellors  each ;  every 
six  months  changes  are  made  in  the  composition  of  the  sections  in  such  way  that  every  coun- 
sellor shall  sit  in  both  sections  every  year.  The  first  section  is  occupied  with  audit- 
ing accounts;  the  duties  of  the  second  comprise  the  functions  of  comptroller,  and  Uie  care  of 
all  that  relates  to  the  public  debt ;  the  accounts  are  closed  and  passed  upon  in  general  assem- 
bly of  the  court. 

The  court  of  accounts  has  no  vacation. 

No  tax  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  can  be  estaHlished  save  by  laws ;  such  taxes  are  voted 
annually. 

No  privilege  can  be  established  in  levying  taxes. 

No  exemption  or  moderation  of  a  tax  can  be  established  save  by  law. 

Exception  in  cases  formerly  specified  by  law;  no  citizen  can  l>e  constrained  to  pay  money 
save  under  the  head  of  taxes  for  the  state,  province,  or  commune. 

The  chambers  pass  every  year  the  law  of  accounts,  and  vote  the  budget,  in  which  must  be 
included  all  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  government.  The  vote  upon  the  budget  is  by 
chapter  and  by  article.  By  this  mecuis  the  chambers  exercise  a  real  and  efficacious  control 
upon  the  finances  of  the  state. 

Every  law  relating  to  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  government  must,  in  the  first  plaoo, 
be  voted  by  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  collection  of  state  dues  can  only  be  effected  by  an  agent  of  the  treasury,  whose  mis- 
sion it  is,  under  the  -supervision  of  superior  officers,  to  liquidate  and  compute  the  amount 
due  from  tax-payers,  (excepting  in  case  of  direct  taxes,  which  are  confided  to  special  agents, ) 
to  notify  to  them  the  amount  tnereof,  to  collect  the  same,  and  to  prosecute  therefor,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  laws  and  regulations  laid  down  for  that  purpose. 

These  agents,  before  enteriiig  into  their  functions,  must  take  oath  and  deposit  the  amount 
of  their  bonds,  or  caution. money,  which  is  regulated  according  to  the  importance  of  the  col- 
lections which  they  are  employed  to  make. 

They  are  responsible  for  the  full  amount  of  the  taxes  which  collection  is  confided  to  •them, 
and  they  are  not  discharged  from  this  responsibility  with  respects  to  sums  not  collected  ex- 
cept upon  proof  that  the  non-collection  did  not  proceed  from  their  negligence,  and  that  «11 
necessary  prosecutions  had  been  made. 

Every  collector,  depositary,  or  ag^nt  whatsoever,  in  charge  of  the  public  moneys,  must  ob- 
tain, in  case  of  robbery  or  loss  of  fiuKls,  proof  that  it  was  the  result  of  superior  force,  and 
that  the  precautions  prescribed  by  the  regulations  were  taken,  or  he  is  held  accountable  tor 
the  same. 

The  amount  of  collections  made  by  these  agents  must  be  paid  to  the  treasurer-general 
once  or  twice  a  month,  according  to  the  importance  of  the  receipts,  orders,  and  necessities  of 
the  service. 

On  the  3lst  December  every  year  their  papers  and  books  are  passed  upon  by  functionaries 
or  agents  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  in  a  detailed  minute  the  amount  of  monev  and  the 
cash  and  bills  on  hand,  whicii  is  annexed  to  the  account  of  their  stewardship,  and  which  they 
are  required  each  year  to  render  to  the  court  of  accounts.  This  account  presents  all  acts  in 
coimexion  with  their  office  during  the  year,  whatever  their  nature,  and  to  whatever  service, 
public  or  individual,  they  may  relate. 

It  presents — 1st.  A  list  of  moneys  on  hand  in  cash  or  in  bills,  and  of  bills  receivable  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year.  2d.  The  receipt  and  expenses  of  every  nature  made  during  this 
period,  specified  in  detail.  3d.  The  amount  in  cash  and  bills  on  hand,  and  the  amounts  re« 
maininpfto  be  collected,  or  the  sum  which  the  agent  is  in  advance. 

The  mdividual  accounts  have  annexed  to  them  statements  showing  hy  article  and  hy  sab- 
division  the  dues  remaining  uncollected  at  the  close  of  this  fiscal  term,  wi^  the  reasons  for 
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non-collection,  ihe  jnstificaiion  of  the  agent,  and  the  observations  and  opinions  of  tlie  provin- 
cial directors. 

The  minutes  of  the  condition  of  the  cUsh  account  and  of  bills  receivable  drawn  np  at  the 
end  of  each  jear  by  agents  of  the  administration,  specially  appointed  for  that  purpose,  are 
also  annexed  to  the  individual  accounts  of  the  agents ;  they  enable  the  court  not  alone  to 
verify  the  amount  in  cash  and  bills  reported  in  the  general  account  of  finances,  but  also  to 
examine  into  the  character  of  the  bills. 

The  public  treasury  has  prior  lien  upon  the  property  of  its  agents,  ^nd  the  officers  specially 
and  directly  charged  with  the  supervision  ana  control  of  their  accountability  are  responsible 
for  any  deficit  which  mapr  have  been  occasioned  by  a  remissness  in  verifying  the  conduct  of 
the  functions  of  the  defaulting  agent.  The  degree  of  responsibility  ot  these  functionaries 
is  decided  by  an  administrative  inquest  before  which  they  are  examined,  and  after  inspection 
of  all  the  papers,  books  and  documents  of  accountability,  this  inquest  is  ordered  by  tne  min- 
ister to  whose  department  these  functionaries  belong. 

If  it  results  that  these  functionaries  are  in  fault,  and  as  such  declared  responsible,  the  re- 
covery of  the  sum  charged  to  theril  is  prosecuted  as  provided  for  by  law,  and  if  need  be,  for 
withholding  their  salary,  without  prejudice  to  disciplinary  measures  to  be  taken  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  service. 

The  heads  of  the  muiisterial  departments  send  to  the  courts  all  documents  serving  to  show 
a  right  required  to  the  State.  These  documents  enable  it  to  verify  the  annual  accounts  of 
the  agents. 

After  beui|^  culled  by  the  court,  these  documents  become  themselves  the  elements  of  verifi- 
cation to  amve  at  the  correctness  of  the  results  stated  in  the  accounts  of  budgets  or  fiscal 
period. 

The  above  accounts  serve  the  court,  therefore,  for  the  successive  examination  of  the  account 
of  the  past  fiscal  year,  and  of  the  provisary  account  of  the  succeeding  year,  concurrently  with 
the  followinfip  documents : 

1st.  The  books  of  payments  made  for  account  of  budgets  and  of  special  funds  voted  for  the 
wants  of  corresponding  fiscal  years.     (These  books  are  Kept  in  the  bureaus  of  the  court. ) 

2d.  The  discharges  delivered  by  the  court  for  imvments  made  and  justified. 

3d.  The  statements  of  payments  made  as  verined  by  the  duplicates  of  the  receipts  which 
receive  the  visa  of  the  agents  of  the  treasury  in  the  provinces,  in  conformity  with  article  4 
of  the  law  of  the  15th  of  Slay,  1846.  (These  duplicates  or  minutes — talons— of  receipts,  which 
are  transmitted  to  the  court  quarterlv,  enable  it  to  exercise  a  control  in  comparing  the  funds 
whose  payment  is  announced,  with  those  receipted  for  in  the  account  of  the  treasurer,  and 
to  thus  verify-  the  regularity  of  the  accounts,  the  one  by  the  other. ) 

4th,  and  finally.  The  statement  of  receipts  and  expenses  as  shown  by  the  virements  of  ac* 
counts  in  the  general  comptabUit^, 

These  operations  of  virement$  of  accounts  in  the  general  eamptalnlitS  of  the  finances  apply 
to  articles  of  receipt  and  expense  which  only  represent  change  of  designation,  movements 
of  accounts  current,  and  other  operations  whicn  give  rise  to  no  material  entry  or  outgo  of 
money. 

To  the  general  account  of  the  finances  is  annexed  an  account  of  the  treasury,  showing  the 
movement  of  funds  the  issue  and  payment  of  bills  payable  as  well  as  the  receipts  and  ex- 
^  penses  in  account  current,  and  which  have  for  object  as  much  to  maintain  the  equilibrium 
between  the  resources  and  wants  of  the  State,  as  to  assure  everjrwhere  the  punctual  payment 
of  the  public  expenses.  This  account  has  annexed  to  it  the  balasce-sheets  of  the  administra- 
tion of^  finances,  showing  the  situation,  on  the  31st  of  December  of  the  year  which  has  ex- 
pired, the  operations  of  the  current  year,  and  the  situation  on  the  31  st  of  December. 

By  the  aid  of  the  account  of  the  treasury,  the  court  of  accounts  can  follow  every  move- 
ment of  the  public  moneys,  and  assure  itself  as  to  the  employment  of  the  funds  of  the  state 
from  the  receipt  of  the  taxes  np  to  the  payment  of  the  public  indebtedness. 

PMie  debt. — ^The  special  account  of  the  public  debt  is  also  joined  to  the  general  account 
of  the  finances ;  it  gives  the  situation  of  the  different  kinds  of  debts,  and  makes  known  by 
means  of  tables  annexed  thereto,  the  amount  of  the  capital  of  each  of  them  and  the  amount 
of  the  interest  money  at  the  different  periods  when  it  falls  due,  the  situation  of  the  sinking  fund 
and  that  of  credits  granted  by  the  budgets.  The  said  tables  make  known,  finally,  the 
amount  and  the  •number  of  existing  pensions,  the  movements  and  the  motives  of  increase 
or  decrease  thereof. 

Sinking  fund, — The  resources  destined  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  national  debt  are 
placed  at  the  disposition  of  the  bureau  of  the  sinking  fund  aemi-annually,  bv  orders  having 
the  visa  of  the  court,  and  the  employment  thereot  is  justified  subsequently  to  it,  by  the 
accounts  of  the  bankers  who  have  madp  the  purchases  in  the  markets. 

After  having  published  in  the  Moniteur  notice  of  the  same,  the  titrBs  brought  in  are  de- 
Bteoyed  by  an  officer  of  the  department  of  finances  in  the  presence  of  the  deleg^  of  the 
commission  of  supervision,  of  a  member  of  the  court  of  accounts,  and  of  the  lenders  when 
their  intervention  is  demanded  by  the  terms  of  the  loan. 

These  operations  are  ratified  by  a  minute  {fredi  verbal,)  the  duplicate  of  which  is  sent  to 
tfie  court  of  accounts. 
FUmtiug  debt  — When  it  is  foreseen  that  the  ordinary  resources  of  the  government  will  not 
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suffice  to  meet  all  itg  expenses,  a  proTision  of  the  yearly  loan  of  wages  and  means  author- 
izes the  government  to  issue  treasury  bonds  up  to  a  certain  sum.  When  it  reaches  a  large 
amount  and  can  embarrass  the  government  it  is  transferred  into  consolidated  debt. 

These  treasury  notes  are  visi  by  the  court  of  accounts,  and  those  paid  are  returned  to  it 
every  fortnight. 

The  bureau  of  the  sinking  fund  and  that  of-  the  devdt  et  consignations  (where  caution  money 
is  deposited^by  public  officers  or  their  bondsmen)  were  organized  by  the  law  of  15th  of 
November,  1847.  The  royal  decree  which  provided  definitively  for  the  execution  of  this  law 
is  of  the  2d  November/ 1848. 

The  law  which  organizes  the  service  of  treasurer  of  the  state  is  dated  May  10,  1850. 
The  bases  of  the  organization  of  the  service  of  the  treasury  in  the  provinces  were  determined 
by  royal  decree  28th  October,  1850.  See,  also,  the  instructions  of  the  minister  of  finances, 
dated  5th  and  21st  of  December,  1850. 

A  royal  decree,  dated  December  27,  1847,  regulates  the  service  of  expenses  payable  by  the 
agents  of  the  treasury  in  the  provinces. 

Another  royal  decree  of  December  27, 1847,  provides  for  the  application  of  tbe  articles  of 
the  law  of  accountability  which  relate  to  the  duration  of  the  exereicCf  the  accounts  of  the 
state,  of  the  ministers,  and  of  the  agvnts  with  ^e  treasury,  and  the  accountability  of  the 
provinces. 

The  decree  which  regulates  the  form  of  the  budgets  and  their  relations  with  the  accounts 
to  be  rendered  is  dated  Febniary  19,  1848. 

The  royal  decree  of  November  15,  1849,  brings  together  the  provisions  in  vigor  touching 
the  comptabiliti  of  the  state,  and  regulates  the  application  thereof. 

A  royal  decree,  dated  December  6,  1853,  regulates  the  accountability  touching  objects  of 
consumption  and  of  transformation  belonging  to  the  state  in  every  department  of  the  public 
service. 

A  royal  decree  to  assure  the  regular  and  uniform  execution  of  article  47-  of  the  law  of 
accountability  touching  furniture,  provided  by  the  state,  was  published  March  26,  1858. 

PuHie  revenues, — The  budget  of  ways  and  means  is  divided  into  four  chapters : 

Taxes,  tolls,  capital  and  revenue,  payments. 

Taxes,  properly  so  called,  are  divided  into  direct  and  indirect.  Of  these  two  fiscal 
sources,  the  first,  which  is  derived  upon  real  and  personal  property,  licenses  the  sale  of 
spirituous  liquors,  and  tobacco  is  fixed  annually,  and  is  consequently  certain,  foreseen,  and 
obligatory.  The  second,  the  indirect  revenue,  is,  from  its  nature,  essentially  variable, 
having  its  source  in  consumption — changes,  in  a  word,  in  all  that  constitutes  social  activity. 

The  branches  of  revenue  which  compose  the  three  last  chapters  are  derived  from  services 
carried  on  by  the  government,  or  from  payments  made  to  the^treasury  from  divers  sources. 

Owing  to  the  moderation  of  the  taxes,  as  well  as  to  the  con^paratively  easy  circumatanoes 
of  the  people,  the  revenues  of  the  state  are  collected  with  remarkable  regularity. 

The  budget  of  ways  and  means  increases  each  year  by  the  single  fact  of  the  development 
of  public  prosperity  and  the  progressive  increase  of  the  population. 

The  direct  taxes  comprise  the  real  estate  tax,  the  personal  licenses,  dues  from  minee,  re- 
tail of  spirituous  liquors,  retail  of  tobacco. 

The  real  estate  tax  is  based  upon  cadastral  valuation. 

The  bases  of  the  '*  personal  *'  tax  are  the  following : 

Renting  value,  {valeur  Locatiff. )  doors  and  windows,  fireplaces,  frimiture,  domestics,  horses. 

The  license  tax  comprises  trades,  commerce,  and  the  professions  in  general. 

The  dues  from  mines  reach  directly  those  working  mines,  and  according  to  their  degree 
of  prosperity. 

•  The  principal  aim  of  the  law  of  March  18,  1838,  creating  a  tax  upon  the  sale  of  distilled 
liquors,  was  moral  rather  than  financial.  * 

The  tax  upon  the  sale  of  tobacco  was  established  by  the  law  of  December  20,  1851. 

Vouchers  of  receipts, — ^Xhese  are  documents  going  to  show  a  right  |kcquired  by  the  state, 
the  reports  of  revenue,  and  receipts. 

Vouchers  of  expenses. — Every  draft  upon  the  public  treasury,  in  order  to  be  admitted  for 
parent  by  the  court  of  accounts,  must  be  sustained  by  documents  which  show  that  the 
object  is  to  pay  in  whole  or  in  part  a  debt  of  the  state. 

Thus  for  the  personnel  expenses  there  must  be  produced  statements  setting  forth  the 
grade,  character  of  employment,  the  position  as  to  presence  or  absence,  the  service  done, 
the  duration  thereof,  the  deductions  to  oe  made  in  favor  of  the  caisse  of  widows  and  orphans, 
and  the  net  amount  to  be  paic^. 

And  for  the  expenses  of  the  materiel:  1st,  copies  or  extracts,  duly  certified,  of  royal  de- 
crees^ or  ministerial  decisions,  of  contracts  of  sale,  <tfder8  or  minutes  of  acceptance,  of  leases, 
agreements,  or  bargains ;  2d,  detailed  statements  of  the  deliveries,  of  regulation,  and  of 
liquidation,  showing  the  service  rendered  and  the  sum  due  on  account  or  in  full. 

If  need,  be  the  court  demands  other  vouchers  to  verily  the  credit  to  the  persons  in  cause. 

Vouchers  of  payments, — The  drafts  which  are  paid  are  transmitted  quarterly  to  the  court, 
by  the  director  general  of  the  public  treasury ;  after  examination  and  admission  of  the  same 
they  remain  deposited  at  the  court  with  a  copy  of  the  statements  concerning  them ;  the  other 
copy,  clothed  with  the  visa  of  reception  and  admission,  is  sent  back  to  the  director  general 
of  the  public  treasury,  to  be  annexed  to  the  public  account.  ^  ^%  i  ^

Sib  :  The  Moniteur  of  to-day  contains  a  report  to  the  King  by  the  minister  of 
finance,  accompanying  the  annual  statement  of  the  trade  and  navigation  of 
Belgium  for  the  year  1864.  It  shows  increase  of  trade  as  compared  with 
previous  years.  The  general  commerce  (of  importations  and  exportations) 
amounted  to  nearly  $500,000»000,  being  an  increase  of  18  per  cent,  upon  1863, 
and  24  per  cent,  upon  1862. 

The  importations  ^m  and  exportations  to  the  United  States  have  increased 
10  per  cent,  upon  1863, 

The  exportations  to  Mexico,  it  will  be  observed,  continue  to  augment  in  notable 
proportion,  being  356  per  cent,  increase  upon  1863. 

The  statement  gives  evidence  of  the  steady  increase  of  wealth  and  prosperity 
of  the  country.

Sir  :  I  have  the* honor  to  inform  you  that  the  Moniteur  of  yesterday  contains 
a  convention  additional  to  the  postal  convention  of  30th  December,  1857, 
between  Belgium  and  France.  The  postages  on  letters  between  the  two 
countries  is  reduced  by  it  from  8  cents  to  6  cents  for  the  single  rate  of  10 
grams  (J  oz.)  when  prepaid,  and  is  to  be  10  cents  when  not  franked.  Busi- 
nees  papers  and  other  manuscripts  not  having  the  character  of  correspond- 
ence can  be  forwarded  prepaid  for  10  cents  the  single  rate  of  200  grains — ^about 
7  oz.  Newspapers  are  to  pay  1^  cent  coming  from,  and  If  cent  going  to 
France. 

Another  convention  provides  for  the  safe  transmission  of  moneys,  &c.  in  regis- 
tered letters.  In  additional  to  the  usual  charge  for  such  letters,  they  can  be 
insured  up  to  $400,  by  paying  4  cents  for  every  $20  or  fraction  thereof  of 
amount  transmitted,  and  in  case  of  loss  the  same  to  be  refunded  by  the  post 
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The  date  of  eDtering  in  force  of  these  coDventions  is  not  fixed,  and  is  to  be 
announced  later.

Sir  :  I  cannot  give  a  better  idea  of  the  sentiments  generally  prevailing  here 
touching  the  administration  of  our  government,  t^n  by  an  extract  from  a  toast 
given  by  the  Canon  de  Hearne,  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  the 
minister  of  the  United  States,  at  a  dinner  at  his  house  on  the  28th  instant,  where 
the  large  party  assembled  was  composed  of  conservatives,  members  of  both 
houses  of  Parliament,  and  of  the  clergy. 

Although  the  dinner  was  a  private  one,  the  character  of  the  guests  present,

Lisbon,  December  23,  1«64. 

Sir  :  Beports  have  reached  me  from  different  quarters,  written  within  the 
last  few  days,  that  two  BaspiciouB  Bteamers  have  appeared  off  the  southern  part 
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of  this  coast,  under  circumstances  which  have  excited  the  apprehension  on  my 
part  that  they  are  destined  for  hostile  service,  and  that  they  design,  if  practi- 
cable, to  enter  one  of  the  secluded  harbors  with  which  the  Algarve  district  is 
indented  at  various  points,  and  from  that  base  to  operate  against  our  commerce. 

That  region,  as  I  have  had  reason  to  represent  on  former  occasions,  offers 
peculiar  advantage  to  piratical  cruisers,  from  its  natural  formation,  its  geogra- 
phical position,  the  character  of  its  population,  and  the  comparative  impunity 
with  which  depredations  may  be  committed,  unless  it  be  strictly  guarded. 

This  government  is  not  able  to  maintain  the  supervision  which  is  required 
by  our  exposed  interests,  but  I  was  able  to  effect  an  understanding  a  year  ago 
that  still  continues  in  force,  by  which  the  duty  of  the  required  vigilance  was  to 
be  performed  by  our  special  agent,  with  such  assistance  as  he  could  procure, 
while  the  government  agreed  on  its  part  to  expedite  a  war  steamer  to  the  spot 
whenever  the  agent  should  report  to  me  a  sufficient  reason  for  that  purpose.  In 
fact,  that  was  done  on  two  occasions  with  effect. 

His  Majesty's  government  is  really  anxious  to  avoid  any  form  of  complica- 
tion which  might  possibly  arise  from  the  arming,  equipping,  or  harboring  of  hos- 
tile cruisers  in  the  ports  of  this  kingdom  or  its  colonies,  and  that  disposition  has 
been  manifested  "very  positively  and  beneficially  at  the  mid-ocean  islands,  bat 
its  means  are  limited,  and  the  suggestion  is  not  unreasonable  that  we  should 
co-operate  in  preventive  measures  which  look  exclusively  to  the  protection  of  our 
own  commerce. 

I  have  to-day  adopted  the  best  expedient  which  this  emergency  permits,  by 
sendmg  the  special  agent  heretofore  employed  down  to  the  Algarve  upon  my 
own  responsibility,  hoping  for  an  approval  in  view  of  the  imperative  necessity 
of  that  proceeding.  He  is  active,  faithful,  and  understands  the  people,  their 
language,  and  their  habits.  But  as  I  consider  any  discretion  in  this  matter  on 
the  part  of  the  legation  wholly  terminated  by  your  despatch  No.  142,  of  the 
30th  of  June  last,  I  beg  leave  to  ask  for  a  particular  instruction  upon  the  sub- 
ject, so  as  to  protect  myself  while  making  the  endeavor  to  discharge  my  duty 
with  efficiency, and  benefit.  Should  there  be  another  mode  more  agreeable  to  the 
department,  whereby  the  desired  object  may  be  attained,  I  shall  not  fail  to 
adopt  it  with  alacrity  and  zeal. 

If  the  remote  and  secluBed  harbors  of  a  sparsely  populated  portion  of  this 
kingdom  are  used  to  our  injury,  as  has  been  repeatedly  threatened,  against  the 
best  efforts  of  the  government,  the  sufferers  will  find  but  cold  comfort  in  the 
prospect  of  subsequent  reclamation  and  redress  by  diplomatic  intervention. 
Such  issues  ought  to  be  avoided,  if  possible ;  and  although  the  suggested  co-ope- 
ration on  our  side  is  necessarily  attended  with  expense,  it  is  worthy  of  consid- 
eration whether  that  cost  is  not,  after  all,  a  real  and  valuable  economy.  That 
question  is,  howeyer,  to  be  determined  by  the  more  enlightened  judgment  of 
the  department. 

The  United  States  steamer  Sacramento,  which  had  been  in  port  for  several 
weeks  undergoing  repairs  to  her  machinery,  went  out  yesterday,  at  my  sug- 
gestion, to  the  succor  of  an  American  ship  reported  to  be  in  distress.  I  shall 
request  her  commander,  upon  his  return,  to  proceed  to  the  Algarve,  and  endeavor 
to  establish  a  means  of  communication  between  him  and  the  special  agent  now 
on  his  way  there.

Sir  :  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  No.  155,  instnicting  me  to  make 
a  representation  to  his  Majesty's  govemment  in  regard  to  the  equipment  of 
another  pirate  in  Portuguese  waters. 

As  that  instruction  is  predicated,  apparently,  upon  the  belief  that  a  Brftish 
steamship  called  the  Sea  King  had,  by  preconcert  and  collusion  with  another 
British  6teamer  called  the  Laurel,  been  converted  into  a  rebel  cruiser  at  the 
Desertas,  near  Funchal,  I  have  deemed  it  prudent  to  suspend  action  until  the 
explicit  information,  which  I  have  heretofore  sought  in  vain  upon  this  subject, 
can  be  obtained. 

There  are  various  conflicting  reports,  none  of  which  are  quite  satisfactory  to 
my  mind.   Our  vice-consul  at  Fonchal  seems  in  much  doubt  as  to  the  real  facts, 
and  has  not  been  able  to  answer  distinctly  the  various  inquiries  made  from  this  * 
legation. 

Had  it  not  been  for  special  official  causes,  demanding  my  constant  presence 
here  for  some  time  past,  I  should  have  gone  personally  to  Madeira,  and  to  the 
spot,  to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  matter,  under  the  authority  con- 
ferred for  that  purpose  by  your  No.  133.  It  may  be  still  necessary  for  me  to 
adopt  that  course,  and  no  personal  convenience  will  be  allowed  to  interfere  with 
its  execution  if  further  reflection  and  a  sense  of  duty  should  require  it. 

I  have  heretofore  explained  that  we  must  look  mainly  for  the  protection  of 
American  commerce  in  these  waters  to  our  own  resources  ;  and  it  was  for  that 
reason  ^hat  I  ventured  frequently  within  the  last  two  years  to  urge  with  much 
earnestness  upon  the  proper  department  the  absolute  necessity  of  placing  upon 
a  more  efficient  footing  than  has  all  along  existed  whatever  naval  force  could  be 
spared  for  European  service.  Those  suggestions,  derived  from  actual  experience 
and  from  anxious  observation,  failed  to  attract  attention,  doubtless  because  of 
more  pressing  cases,  so  that  we  have  paid  a  costly  penalty  for  the  want  of  plain 
and  effective  organization. 

This. govemment  has  a  very  limited  navy,  which  is  not  equal  to  the  pro- 
tection of  its  own  exposed  interests,  and  is  but  little  available  for  those  duties 
which  other  nations  may  claim  under  circumstances  such  as  now  embarrass  the 
United  States.  An  unusually  prompt  and  good  disposition  has  been  manifested 
on  various  occasions  to  arrest  the  intended  equipment  and  preparation  of  rebel 
cruisers,  but  the  means  are  not  always  at  hand  when  most  needed,  and  conse- 
Quently  we  are  thrown  back  upon  our  own  naval  resources  to  prevent  depre- 
oations  and  to  punish  the  depredators. 

There  is  no  other  reliable  mode  of  security;  and  if  our  sjiijfs-of-war  nom||^ 
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Europe,  or  to  be  sent  to  these  waters,  are  judiciously  devoted  to  this  important 
object,  there  will  soon  be  less  injury  to  i-egret,  and  little  caufee  for  serious  com- 
plaint. But  as  long  as  there  is  no  system,  and  nothing  but  indifferent  concert 
of  action  between  the  civil  and  military  agents  of  the  government  abroad, 
commerce  will  be  C9mparatively  at  the  mercy  of  the  corsairs  which  roam  the 
ocean,  seeking  what  they  may  plunder  and  destroy.

Sir  :  Information  from  various  sources  and  directions  has  reached  this  legation 
within  the  last  ten  days,  all  tending  to  show  that  several  rebel  cruisers  are 
afloat  in  these  and  the  neighboring  waters,  and  that  a  serious  hostile  demonstration 
against  our  o  ommerce  is  meditated.  Copies  of  the  notes  and  telegrams  oa  this 
subject  are  co  mmunicated  herewith,  in  the  order  that  they  were  received. 

The  United  States  steamer  Sacramento  left  here  about  a  month  ago  for  Cadis, 
principally  to  take  in  stores  deposited  there,  and  at  the  sam^time  to  make  some 
necessary  repairs.  As  soon  as  I  was  made  aware  of  the  facts  above  stated,  a 
telegram  was  sent  to  her  commander,  inquiring  if  the  ship  was  ready  for  efficient 
service,  and  upon  receiving  an  affirmative  reply,  he  was  requested  to  come  here 
immediately.     It  is  to  be  presumed  he  is  now  on  his  way  to  this  p  ort. 

The  United  States  steamer  Niagara  is  supposed  to  be  in  one  of  the  ports  of 

Belgium  or  Holland,  and  as  her  services  are  not  needed  in  that  quarter,  but  are 

imperatively  required  hereabouts,  I  deemed  it  proper  to  telegraph  M/-.  Sanford 

«at  Brussels  yesterday,*  requesting  him  to  give  that  information  to  G  ommodore 

Craven. 

The  steamer  Ajax,  referred  to  in  Mr.  Moran's  note,  put  into  the  Tagus  on  the 
dd  instant,  owing  to  stress  of  weather.  From  inquiries  made  yesterday,  I  am 
led  to  believe  that  she  is  an  intended  blockade-runner  and  not  a  cruiser. 

The  ram  mentioned  in  Mr.  Montagnie's  despatch  has  not  yet  appeared  here. 

Immediate  steps  will  be  taken  in  regard  to  the  representations  made  by  Mr. 
Bayman  at  Funchal,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  proceed  with  a  certain  degree  of 
prudence,  as  this  government,  under  any  pressure,  might  be  inclin  ed  to  follow 
the  example  of  the  larger  powers,  and  apply  a  rule  to  our  vessels-of -war  which, 
under  existing  circumstances,  would  be  far  more  injurious  to  the  public  interest 
than  the  impertinent  proceedings  to  which  attention  has  been  called. 

My  first  endeavor  and  duty,  in  the  midst  of  these  complications,  and  with 
but  a  single  ship-of-war  at  hand,  must  be  to  protect  our  exposed  commerce,  and, 
if  possible,  to  punish  the  armed  depredators. 

I  venture  to  suggest,  as  Lisbon  is  a  much  more  available  point  than  Cadiz 
for  the  information  by  which  the  movements  of  our  ships-of-war  in  these  waters 
must  be  to  a  great  extent  determined,  that  it  would  be  a  material  economy  of 
time  and  of  money  if  the  supplies  intended  for  them  were  stored  here,  so  as  to 
be  quite  at  hand  in  case  of  emergency.  Whatever  naval  force  can  be  spared 
for  Europe  should  be  so  disposed  in  all  respects  as  to  give  it  the  fullest  vigor 
and  efficiency.  The  want  of  systematic  organization  has  been  and  is  still  se- 
riously felt

My  Dear  Sot:  I  write  privately  to  say  that  there  is  a  douUe  screw  propeller  dow  in  the 
harbor  of  Kingstown,  Ireland,  which  is,  no  donbt,  intended  to  be  used  as  a  rebel  gnnboat. 
She  is  called  the  ^ax,  has  but  one  funnel,  painted  white,  and  a  black  hull.'  She  has  iron 
beams,  and  is  very  strong.  I  cannot  learn  her  tonnage.  She  has  eighty  berths,  with  tables 
to  let  down  from  the  ceiling  of  saloons  to  accommodate  that  number  of  persons ;  and  although 
she  has  no  guns  on  board,  she  has  ample  room  at  the  bows  and  stem  for  pivot  guns ;  and  though 
she  has  no  portholes,  her  bulwarks  are  low  enough  for  guns  to  range  over  them,  and  she  is 
a  three-decker.  Her  crew  are  all  in  a  state  of  mutiny,  and  say  she  is  going  to  Madeira. 
There  are  two  or  three  rebel  officers  on  board.  She  has  two  masts,  but  no  yards,  as  she  only 
uses  Biaiosails.  She  has  four  boats  swung  on  davits  painted  white.  Her  coal  is  in  bags.  Her 
engineer  says  she  is  to  be  used  as  a  gunboat.  If  we  should  not  stop  her  I  will  telegraph  to 
you.    She  took  arms  and  iron  plating  on  board  at  Glasgow. 

I  give  yon  these  facts  for  your  own  use,  so  that  you  may  have  one  of  our  vessels  on  the 
lookout  for  the  Aj&x  about  Madeira.  The  rebels  recently  sent  away  a  large  number  of  men 
from  London  on  a  screw  steamer  of  theirs  called  die  City  of  Sichmond.  She  may  be  intended 
to  meet  the  Ajax.

Sir  :  On  Uie  3d  instant  the  steamer  Alice  arrived,  five  days  from  Cork ;  burden,  450  tons ; 
forty-seven  men,  all  told ;  bound  to  Nassau ;  took  150  tons  of  coal,  and  sailed  the  6tli  instant. 
This  vessel  came  in  under  the  rebel  flag,  afterwards  lowered  by  order  of  the  governor.    I 
enclose  copy  of  my  correspondence  upon  the  subject. 

On  the  2dth  instant  the  steamer  Fannie  arrived,  ten  days  from  Glasgow ;  390  tons,  fifty 
men,  all  told,  two  passengers ;  took  200  tons  of  coal,  and  sailed  to-day.  Also  under  the 
rebel  flag,  which  was  ordered  to  be  lowered,  as  well  as  that  of  the  steamer  Confederate 
States,  just  arrived,  thirteen  days  from  Nassau,  279  tons,  fifty  crew,  twelve  passengers ;  re- 
ports in  ballast,  bound  to  Liverpool.  • 
These  three  steamers  are  padale-wheeled,  painted  white,  and  said  to  go  15  knots  the  hour. 
Have  had  no  correspondence  with  the  government  regarding  the  Fannie  and  Confederate 
States,  as  the  policy  pursued  towards  the  rebel  vessels  wul  not  be  altered  without  orders  from 
Lisbon. 

If  there  be  any  vessels  of  war  within  reach  of  vour  telegram,  Jt  is  well  to  let  them  know 
that  this  place  is  likely  to  be  frequented  by  the  rebel  ships  bound  to  and  from  Nassau. 

I  should  state  that  the  steam  power  of  the  Alice  was  200  horse ;  the  Fannie,  250  ;  and 
Confederate  States,  140.

Sir  ;  Inasmucli  as  safficient  time  has  elapsed  for  the  United  States  steamer 
Sacramento  to  come  here  from  Cadiz,  in  response  to  my  urgent  request  of  the 
2d  instant,  and  as  she  had  not  appeared,  and  uo  reply  had  been  received  to. 
my  telegram,  I  made  inquiry  of  our  consul  at  that  port  yesterday,  and  was 
surprised  to  leaiii  that  she  had  started  on  Saturday,  (the  4th  instant,)  at  2  p. 
m.,  for  Vigo. 

Without  having  any  information  upon  the  subject,  I  presume  this  movement 
has  been  made  in  consequence  of  the  cruiser  Shenandoah  being  reported  at 
Corunna,  seeking  repairs.  I  find  myself,  therefore,  without  any  resource  to 
confront  the  various  emergencies  to  which  reference  was  made  in  my  despatch 
yesterday. 

Superadded  to  the  causes  of  anxiety  ahready  stated,  a  telegram  in  the 
Spanish  papers  received  this  morning  contains  the  following  information  : 

"Ferrol,  \st, — The  confederate  war  steamer  Stonewall  has  just  entered 
this  port  in  distress,  with  damages,  from  Copenhagen." 
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As  Ferrol  is  a  little  to  the  northward  of  Conmna,  it  is  possible  that  the 
vessel  named  in  fhe  foregoing  telegram  may  be  the  same  referred  to  in  Mr. 
Peny's  despatch,  (commnnicated  in  my  No.  31G  yesterday,)  of  the  4th  instant, 
under  the  name  of  the  Shenandoah ;  for,  according  to  previous  accounts,  the 
steamer  Shenandoah  was  committing  depredations  along  the  coast  of  Brazil. 

A  telegram  from  our  minister  at  Brussels,  in  reply  to  mine  of  Saturday,  the 
4tb  instant,  requesting  him  to  notify  the  United  States  steamer  Niagara  of  the 
state  of  facts  hereabouts,  informs  me— 

"Niagara  sailed  yesterday  morning.  Copy  of  your  despatch  forwarded  to 
Graven,  at  Dover.

"Brussels,  February  5,  1865." 

In  view  of  the  actual  situatioii,  and  of  the  disappointment  occasioned  by  the 
departure  of  the  United  States  steamer  Sacramento  in  another  direction,  I  have 
just  now  addressed  the  following  telegram  to  Mr.  Adams  at  London  :

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  every  precaution  has  been  taken  to  provide  for  the 
pressing  exigency,  which  never  would  have  existed  if  the  suggestions  derived 
from  positive  and  costly  experience  that  have  been  presented,  urged,  and  re- 
peated time  and  again  during  the  last  three  years,  had  been  regarded  as  worthy 
of  attention  by  the  proper  department. 

Efficient  steps  have  been  taken  for  a  thorough  investigation  in  regard  to  the 
suspicious  steamer  Ajax,  now  in  the  Tagus.

Sir  :  The  United  States  steamer  Sacramento  put  into  this  port  yesterday  with 
her  en^ne  in  a  disabled  condition,  having  started  from  Cadiz  for  Vigo  on  Sat- 
urday last  in  consequence  of  information  communicated  from  our  legation  at 
Madrid ;  it  is  yet  uncertain  when  the  necessary  repairs  will  be  completed, 
though  her  commander,  who  has  just  left  me,  will  urge  them  forward  with  all 
possible  expedition. 

It  is  now  positively  ascertained  that  the  opinion  ventured  in  my  last  despatch 
was  correct,  and  that  the  rebel  cruiser  supposed  by  Mr.  Perry  to  be  the 
Shenandoah  at  Coruilna,  is  in  fact  the  French  ram  Olinde  under  the  name  of 
Stonewall,  which  entered  Ferrol  in  a  damaged  state  on  the  Ist  instant. 

If  the  Sacramento,  can  be  got  ready  for  sea  in  time,  she  will  be  despatched 
without  delay  to  the  vicinity  of  Ferrol,  in  the  hope  of  capturing  or  destroying 
the  ram  in  question.    Or,  if  the  Niagara  should  appear  in  these  waters,  as  is 
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remotely  hoped,  in  conseauence  of  my  telegram  to  Mr.  Adams  on  the  6th  in- 
stant, (to  which  no  reply  has  yet  been  received,)  that  duty  will  be  assigned  to 
her,  also,  in  concert  with  or  independent  of  the  Sacramento,  as  circnmstances 
may  render  necessary. 

There  is  no  other  resource  that  can  be  invoked  for  this  nrgent  occasion,  but 
every  pains  will  be  taken  to  employ  our  limited  means  to  the  beet  advantage.

Sir  :  The  following  telegram  reached  me  yesterday  morning : 

"  Madrid,  February  9. 
**  Has  the  Sacramento  sailed  f    Send  her.    Lose  no  time.    I  am  afraid  the 
ram  will  be  off  to-morrow, 

"  PERRY." 

The  only  answer  which  I  conld  give  was,  that  the  repairs  to  the  Sacramento 
were  proceeding,  and  it  was  uncertain  when  they  would  be  completed.  Not 
satisfied,  however,  with  the  reports  which  had  reached  me  on  that  subject,  I 
determined  to  go  on  board  immediately  and  make  an  investigation  on  the  spot 
which  should  clear  away  all  doubt. 

That  purpose  was  at  once  put  into  execution,  and  Captain  Walke  summoned 
the  chief  engineer,  at  my  request,  to  a  conference  in  his  cabin.  I  interrogated 
him  as  to  the  nature  of  the  injury  to  the  machinery,  the  possibility  of  its  being  prop- 
erly repaired  here,  and  the  time  that  would  be  absolutely  necessary  to  complete 
the  work.  Without  going  into  details,  it  may  be  said,  in  brief,  that  the  engineer 
stated  ten  days  were  required  for  this  labor.  That  reply  necessarily  predoded 
all  hope  of  employing  the  Sacramento  for  the  capture  of  the  rebel  ram*  at 
Ferrol ;  and,  upon  returning  on  shore,  I  notified  Mr.  Perry  by  telegraph  of  the 
result  of  my  inquiry,  so  that  he  might  shape  his  proceedings  upon  a  certain 
knowledge  of  the  unpleasant  fact 

I  received  his  answer  an  hour  ago,  substantially  as  follows,  so  far  as  it  can 
be  made  out,  for  the  telegram  is  confused  in  the  transmission : 

"Madrid,  Febrvxiry  10 — 10.50  p.  m. 

"If  that  ship  (Sacramento)  cannot  move  forward  immediately,  ought  to 
have  help  of  Commodore  Craven  on  the  scene  of  action.  This  is  certainly  a 
most  unfortunate  condition. 

"  PERRY." 

I  have  not  been  able  to  put  myself  in  communication  with  the  Niagara,  and, 
mdeed,  am  wholly  ignorant  of  her  whereabouts.  Upon  the  suggestion  of  Mr, 
Sanford's  telegram  of  the  5th  instant,  I  supposed  she  was  at  Dover,  and  thar^ 
fore  telegraphed  Mr.  Adams,  informing  him  of  the  urgeifcy  of  her  presence  io 
these  waters.  As  he  has  not  replied,  I  must  infer  that  the  Niagara  was  not  at 
Dover,  or  within  reach  of  notice  from  him. 

This  state  of  things  is  not  only  unfortunate  for  the  public  interests,  but  is 
most  mortifying  in  every  respect,  for,  with  means  to  capture  or  destroy  4he  vea* 
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eels  which  have  recently  been  set  afloat  to  depredate  upon  oar  commerce,  we 
are  wholly  unable  to  employ  them ;  in  one  case,  because  of  an  unlucky  accident; 
and  in  the  other,  because,  for  the  want  of  a  proper  system,  there  is  no  mode  of 
ascertaining  where  to  find  a  substitute. 

Every  ship-of-war  is  provided  with  a  clerk  to  the  commander,  whose  ordinary 
duties  are  easy  and  lijijht.  If  the  commanders  now  in  Europe  were  simply  re- 
quiied  to  notify  the  United  States  ministers  when  starting  out  on  a  cruise.  Ion? 
or  short,  of  their  intended  movements  and  destinations,  much  confusion  woula 
be  avoided,  and  some  degree  qf  efficiency  would  be  given  to  the  service.  Under 
the  imperfect  arrangements  which  have  heretofore  existed,  it  is  quite  impossible, 
except  by  mere  chance,  to  assure  the  presence  of  any  ships-of-war  for  the  exi- 
gencies which  are  constantly  occurring.  This  experience  is  by  no  means  new 
or  recent,  and  it  has  involved  most  se/ious  and  costly  consequences. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity,  without  making  a  special  despatch  on 
the  Btibject,  to  state  that  the  Portuguese  government  has  withdrawn  its  offer  of 
mediation  between  Brazil  and  England,  and,  therefore,  that  the  original  statuf 
of  the  question  which  complicates  these  two  powers  is  necessarily  resumed.

Sir  :  Anticipating  yesterday  that  the  United  States  steamer  Sacramento  would 
be  in  a  condition  to  leave  this  port  without  much  further  delay,  and  that  there 
would  be  anxiety  on  that  account  owing  to  the  presence  of  a  rebel  ram  at  Ferrol* 
I  addressed  the  following  telegraphic  despatch  tc^my  colleague  at  London,  with 
a  view  of  having  the  information  transmitted  to  the  department  by  the  Cunard 
packet  which  sailed  yesterday : 

"  Lisbon,  February  18 — 1  o'clock. 
'<Hon.  Charles  Francis  Adams,  Minuter  of  the  United  States,  Ijondon: 

"  Please  inform  department  immediately  that  Sacramento  will  start  to>night 
or  to-morrow  to  join  Niagara  at  Ferrol,  where  rebel  ram  is  still  reported.

The  repairs  to  the  Sacramento  were  pushed  forward  night  and  day,  and  what- 
ever influence  I  could  exert  personally  to  urge  expedition  was  applied.  I  have 
now  the  satisfaction  of  announcing  that  she  has  just  left  the  Tagus,  bound  for 
Ferrol,  which  place  ought  to  be  reached  within  two  days.  This  fact  is  now  on 
the  way  to  Commodore  Craven,  of  the  Niagara,  who  has  been  anxiously  calling 
for  the  aid  of  the  Sacramento. 

There  were  other  duties  which  claimed  attention  in  these  waters,  and  for 
which  I  should  have  requested  the  service  of  the  Sacramento  under  a  different 
condition  of  things ;  but  as  the  case  at  Ferrol  seemed  to  be  regarded  as  the  most 
urgent,  all  the  resources  at  command  have  been  turned  in  that  direction,  though 
at  the  hazard  of  some  exposure  elsewhere.  There  are  but  two  United  States 
ships-of  war  in  Europe,  and  they  are  both  at  one  spot. 

If  the  reports  which  have  reached  me  from  various  sources  are  to  be  credited, 
the  "  ram,"  which  has  excited  so  much  apprehension,  is  effectually  disabled,  and 
cannot  be  made  seaworthy  without  going  into  dock  and  being  entirely  overhauled.

Sir  :  A  British  steamer,  known  as  the  Amy,  put  into  this  port  some  time  ago 
in  a  disabled  condition,  and  has  remained  here  since  then  evidently  waiting  for 
instructions.  That  vessel  was  strictly  observed  by  my  direction,  because  her 
appearance,  and  the  reports  which  attached  to  her,  excite  suspicion. 

Since  the  capture  of  Wilmington  the  Amy  has  received  orders  to  return  to 
Glasgow — a  fact  which  points  almost  conclusively  to  her  original  destination. 
A  pending  controversy  between  the  crew  and  commander  has  developed  a  fact 
which  is  worthy  of  notice  by  the  Navy  Department,  since  it  may  serve  to  guide 
the  instructions  to  be  given  to  officers  afloat,  on  blockade  or  other  duty,  con- 
cerning the  papers  of  ships  which  they  may  examine. 

The  actual  captain  of  the  Amy  is  not  the  person  named  in  her  papers,  and  he 
holds  no  certificate,  such  as  the  British  law  requires,  entitling  him  to  command. 
His  explanation  is  that  he  took  charge  of  the  steamer  at  the  last  moment,  be- 
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cause  the  regular  commander  refdsed  to  make  the  voyage.    It  may  be  assumed 
that  many  such  cases  have  occurred,  and,  perhaps,  have  escaped  seizure  as  law- 
ful prizes  upon  the  faith  of  papers  which  covered  international  frauj.

Sib  :  Tour  despatches  No.  323,  of  February  28,  and  No.  324,  of  March  6,  have 
been  received.  The  explanation  given  in  the  former  is  entirely  satisfactory, 
and  leaves  happily  nothing  to  censure  or  regret  in  any  quarter.  The  informa- 
tion communicated  in  your  No.  324,  relative  to  the  resignation  and  the  subse- 
quent reappointment  of  the  Duke  de  Loul^,  is  very  interesting.

Mr.  Hahoey  to  Mr,  Seward. 

No.  327.]  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Lisbon,  March  28,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  rebel  cruiser  Stonewall,  a  most 
formidable  iron-clad  ship,  entered  this  port  on  Sunday  evening,  the  26  th  iq/stant, 
having  left  Ferrol  the  previous  day.  As  the  flag  which  was  flaunted  from  her 
mast-head  was  entirely  unknown  here,  and  somewhat  resembles  that  of  the 
Russian  service,  she  was  generally  supposed  to  belong  to  that  navy.  And,  in 
fjEUSt,  the  real  character  of  the  vessel  was  not  ascertained  positively  until  the 
next  morning,  when  certain  individuals,  calling  themselves  officers,  published 
their  disloyalty  in  the  streets  in  gray  uniforms  and  arrogant  language. 

As  soon  as  I  was  informed  of  the  identity  of  the  craft,  immediate  steps  were 
taken,  personally,  to  have  her  ordered  out  of  port,  and  they  were  followed 
later  in  the  day  by  a  formal  note  to  Duke  de  Lould,  now  enclosed,  (marked  A,) 
which  will  explain  itself. 

Assurances  were  given  without  hesitation  that  the  vessel  would  be  required 
to  depart  within  twenty-four  hours,  and  I  have  occasion  to  know  that  the  orders 
were  at  once  made,  and  the  notice  officially  communicated  to  the  Stonewall. 

The  Niagara  and  Sacramento  arrived  last  evening,  having  been  delayed  on 
the  way  from  Gorunna  many,  hours,,  by  the  deranged  condition  of  the  latter's 
engines.  Their  presence  created  great  excitement  in  the  city,  from  the  absurd 
apprehension  of  a  naval  combat  in  the  harbor,  which  it  was  very  difficult  to 
allay,  and  the  contagion  of  which  seized  even  those  who  should  have  been 
better  informed.  As  an  accident  delayed  the  departure  of  the  Stonewall  until 
this  morning,  the  alarm  became  greatly  magnified,  although  our  ships  had  re- 
mained, at  the  friendly  request  of  the  authorities,  off  Belem,  some  few  miles 
down  the  river.  At  an  early  hour  I  despatched  a  messenger  to  request  Com- 
modore Craven,  the  superior  officer,  to  call  at  my  residence  to  consult  with  him 
as  to  the  measures  which  duty  and  wise  policy  required  to  be  adopted.  While 
we  were  in  conference,  the  under-secretary  for  foreign  affairs  came  in  with  a 
verbal  reply  to  my  note,  and  perhaps  with  a  view  of  getting  an  assurance  that 
no  collision  would  be  permitted.    Indeed,  the  King  himself  had  previously  Ant 
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an  aide-de-camp  on  board  the  Niagara  to  express  his  solicitude  on  that  point* 
A  few  words  soon  relieved  any  misgiving,  but  I  improved  the  occasion  to  say 
emphatically,  that  if  our  ships  desired  to  go  out  they  should  go  out,  because 
the  time  for  the  departure  of  the  Stonewall  had  elapsed,  and  because  the  rule 
applicable  to  an  armed  pirate,  in  no  legal  sense  recognized  as  a  belligerent  by 
this  government,  should  not  be  applied  to  a  regular  ship-of-war  carrying  the 
honorable  flag  of  my  country. 

A  brief  consultation  with  Commodore  Craven  soon  satisfied  me— for  I  did  not 
feel  at  all  qualified  to  judge  a  professional  question  of  such  moment  and  serious 
importance — that  in  the  present  condition  of  fine  weather  and  smooth  sea,  to  seek 
a  combat  with  this  powerful  iron  ship  would  be  to  invite  almost  certain  and 
wanton  destruction  of  life  and  property.  There  was  another  reason  bearing 
directly  upon  a  decision  in  a  different  form,  which  necessarily  attracted  atten- 
tion. By  referring  to  the  letters  marked  B  and  C,  of  our  consul  at  Liverpool, 
it  will  be  seen  that  two  vessels  are  now  on  their  way  to  this  port  with  cannon, 
munitions  of  war,  and  large  military  supplies  for  the  Stonewall.  They  may  be 
expected  hereabouts  from  one  day  to  another.  It  is  very  important  to  cut  off 
and  capture  these  sinews  of  war,  without  which  the  intended  hostile  operations 
of  the  cruiser  cannot  be  successMly  prosecuted.  Our  ships  will  address  their 
efforts  directly  to  that  duty. 

According  to  my  information  derived  from  careful  inquiries  and  investigation, 
the  Stonewall  is  in  perfect  sea-going  condition ;  has  all  the  improvements  of 
modem  art,  science  and  experience  adapted  to  the  objects  for  which  she  was 
constructed ;  received  all  the  necessary  repairs  which  were  required,  during  a 
stay  of  seven  weeks  at  the  naval  station  of  the  Spanish  government  at  Ferrol, 
and  succeeded  also  while  there  in  enlisting  numbers  of  seamen  and  others  for 
her  piratical  service.  She  is  of  remarkable  speed  for  a  heavy  iron-clad,  having 
made  the  voyage  from  Ferrol  to  Lisbon  in  some  thirty  hours,  which  compares 
favorably  with  the  running  time  of  the  best  steamers  of  the  commercial  marine. 

Large  inducements  were  held  out  to  procure  enlistments  in  Lisbon.  As  much 
as  d£10  sterling  monthly  wages  and  £15  bounty  were  offered,  but  only  one 
misguided  and  dissipated  victim  was  secured,  and  he  by  a  process  of  kidnap- 

?ing.     The  fact  only  came  to  light  too  late  to  be  visited  with  the  penalty  which 
should  certainly  have  assisted  in  seeing  enforced. 

Inasmuch  as  anxiety  will  naturally  be  felt  at  Washington  in  regard  to  the 
movements  of  the  Niagara  and  Sacramento,  and  the  Stonewall,  I  deem  it  proper 
to  communicate  to  Mr.  Adams  the  fact  stated  in  the  telegram,  marked  D,  here- 
with, in  order  that  he  might  transmit  them  immediately  to  the  department. 

I  also  communicate  herewith,  marked  E,  a  copy  in  translation  of  the  note  of 
the  Duke  de  Loul^,  in  reply  to  mine  of  yesterday's  date. 

These  papers  and  this  general  statement  concerning  the  cruiser  Stonewall 
since  her  presence  in  the  Tagus  will  enable  the  President  and  the  dep^tment 
to  appreciate  understandingly  the  official  proceedings  which  were  adopted  to 
meet  an  exceptional  and  vexatious  emergency.

Mr,  Harveff  to  the  Duke  de  LoulS. 

Legation  op  the  United  States, 

Lisbon,  March  27,  1865. 

Sir:  A  piratical  steamship  called  the  Stonewall  entered  the  harbor  of  Lisbon  jesterdaj 
(Sunday)  under  a  flag  not  recognized  by  any  civilized  nation.  That  vessel  quitted  the  port 
of  j^rrol,  Spain,  on  Saturday,  the  25th  instant,  at  1 1  o'clock,  after  having  remained  there  since 
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Oie  4th  of  Febraaiy,  that  is  to  say,  darinflp  a  period  of  seven  weeks,  the  pretext  for  claiming^ 
hospitality  being  serious  injuries  previously  suffered  at  sea. 

Attention  is  called  particularly  to  the  two  facts  above  stated — ^first,  to  show  that  the  excel- 
lent condition  of  the  ship  is  attested  by  the  short  passage  from  Ferrol ;  and  secondlv,  to  dem- 
onstrate that  upon  no  pretended  plea  of  humanity  can  any  claim  be  justified  for  furnishing 
coals  and  supplies  after  a  voyage  of  little  more  tlian  twenty-four  hours,  and  after  a  continu- 
ous stay  in  port  of  nearly  two  months. 

The  otonewall  is  a  formidable  iron-plated  armed  ship,  commanded  and  officered  by  persons 
representing  themselves  as  in  the  service  of  a  factious  insurgent  force,  who  have  revolted 
against  the  authority  and  laws  of  the  United  States.  The  open  and  avowed  aim  of  this 
piratical  crafl  is  to  bum  and  destroy  and  ravage  the  property  of  citizens  of  the  United  States 
on  the  high  seas,  and  to  embroil,  if  possible,  tro  friendly  relations  now  happily  subsisting  be- 
tween Portugal  and  the  United  States. 

In  addition  to  these  grave  and  undoubted  fiusts,  information  has  just  been  received  fnm 
the  United  States  consul  at  Liverpool,  which  gives  the  most  serious  importance  to  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Stonewall  here  and  to  the  purposes  of  those  concerned  in  a  hostile  conspfiracy 
against  the  commerce  and  interests  of  the  United  States,  for  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  the 
ports  and  islands  of  this  kingdom  the  base  of  militaiy  operations.  The  consul's  letter  to 
me,  dated  March  19,  says:  **The  English  brig  ^airlkie,  now  lying  at  this  port,  has  taken 
forty  bales  of  clothing,  blankets,  suppues  and  the  like,  marked  C,  and  numbered  from  one 
to  twenty  ;  eight  large  guns,  weighing  eight  and  a  half  tons,  each  with  equipment  or  fixtures ; 
a  quantity  of  small-arms,  and  a  large  quantity  of  shot  and  shells  suitable  and  no  doubt  in- 
tended for  the  guns ;  also  enough  coal  to  supply  a  large  steamer.  The  shot  and  shell  are 
eomputed  to  weigh  one  hundred  tons.  The  vessel  is  ostensibly  entered  for  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
but  the  crew  say  she  is  to  go  actually  to  Lisbon.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  these  guns 
and  supplies  are  intended  for  a  war  steamer,  and  most  probably  the  Stonewall.  The  crew  of 
die  Fairline  was  shipped  yesterday,  but  it  is  not  probable  that  she  will  sail  before  Wednes- 
day." 

In  another  letter,  dated  March  21,  the  consul  sa^s :  '*  I  wrote  you  on  Sunday  last  about 
the  schooner  Del^ula  taking  anchors  and  cable  for  two  steamers  at  Ferrol.  I  learn  this 
morning  that  the  Delgada  hc^  proved  too  small,  and  that  the  schooner  Merton  Castle  is  to 
be  substituted  in  her  place.  The  captain  of  the  former  told  one  of  my  men  that  a  part  of  the 
imchors  and  cables,  together  with  the  stores,  were  for  the  rebel  iron-clad  Stonewall,  now  at 
Ferrol.  She  is  to  take  ten  large  anchors  and  two  hundred  fathoms  of  large  and  heavy  chain 
cable.  *  *  *  •  *  Xhe  English  brig  Fairline,  in  command  of  Captain  Savage,  men- 
tioned in  my  last  letter,  cleared  and  sailed  this  morning  for  Lisbon." 

The  evidence  of  a  collusive  intention  to  outrag^e  the  territory  of  his  Majesty  and  the  ob- 
ligations of  the  public  law  are  too  clear  to  admit  of  any  reasonable  doubt,  as  is  also  the  design 
ot  this  audacious  conspiracy  to  wage  a  piratical  warfare  against  citizens  and  commerce  of 
the  United  States. 

I  hare  reason  to  know,  positively,  that  the  Stonewall  has  entered  this  port  to  obtain  a  larg^ 
stock  of  coals  and  provisions,  and  with  a  view  of  increasing  her  hostile  equipment  by  enlist- 
ing seamen  and  firemen.  Such  proceedings  are  forbidden  by  the  royal  proclamation  of  July 
29, 1861,  by  good  faith,  and  by  the  law  of  nations  applicable  to  the  existing  circumstance. 

It  becomes  my  duty,  therefore,  to  ask  in  the  name  of  the  United  States — 

1st.  That  his  Majesty's  government  will  immediately  adopt  the  necessary  measures  by 
which  this  piratical  vessel,  now  flaunting  in  an  ixksulting  manner,  a  flag  not  recognized  by 
any  nation,  shall  forthwith  leave  the  port. 

2d.  That  no  supplies  of  coal  shfUl  he  allowed. 

3d.  That  all  enlistments  of  seamen,  firemen,  or  others,  shall  be  strictly  prohibited. 

The  urgency  of  this  occasion  is  such  as  to  admit  of  no  delay,  and  therefoie  I  permit  myself  to 
hope  that  the  decisions  of  his  Majesty's  government  will  be  made  known  in  sufficient  time 
to  be  telegraphed  to-morrow,  so  as  to  be  forwarded  to  the  United  States  by  the  Liverpool 
packet  of  Wednesday,  the  29th  instant. 

If  supplies  and  enlistments  are  in  any  way  permitted  here  or  elsewhere  within  Portuguese 
jurisdiction,  the  government  of  the  United  States  will  be  constrained  to  accept  such  a  pro- 
ceeding as  a  most  unfriendly  act,  and  to  claim  the  fullest  indemnity  for  every  species  ot 
depredation  that  may  be  committed  b^  this  pirate. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  renew  the  assurances  of  my  most  distinguished  consider- 
ation.

Dear  Sir:  The  English  hrig  Fairline,  now  lying  at  this  port,  has  taken  fortj  hales  o 
clothing,  blankets,  supplies,  &c,  marked  C,  and  numbered  from  one  to  twenty;  eight  lanpe 
guns,  weighing  eight  and  a  half  tons  each,  with  eauipment  or  fixtures ;  a  quantity  of  small- 
arms,  and  a  large  quantity  of  shot  and  shells  suitable  and  no  doubt  intended  for  these  guns, 
and  enough  coS  to  supply  such  a  steamer  as  the  Alabama.  The  shot  and  shell  are  computed 
to  weigh  one  hundred  tons.  The  vessel  is  entered  for  Rio  de  Janeiro,  but  the  men  say  she  is  to 
go  to  Lisbon.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  what  these  guns  and  supplies  are  intended  for  some 
war  steamer.  There  is  everything  to  fit  her  q.ut  for  a  cruise.  I  fear  they  are  intended  for  some 
piratical  craft  to  destroy  our  commerce.  Her  crew  were  shipped  yesterday,  bat  it  is  not 
probable  that  she  will  sail  before  Wednesday.  It  would  be  well  to  communicate  this  infor- 
mation at  once  to  our  consuls  in  the  islands,  and  to  tell  them  to  keep  a  lookout  for  the  suspi- 
cious steamers.  •  ,

Sir  :  I  wrote  you  on  Sunday  last  about  the  English  schooner  Delgada  taking  anchors  and 
cable  for  two  steamers  at  Ferrol.  I  learn  this  morning  that  the  Delgada  has  proved  to  be  too 
small,  and  that  the  schooner  Merton  Castle  is  to  be  substituted  in  her  place.  The  captain  of 
the  former  vessel  told  one  of  my  men  that  a  part  of  the  anchors  and  cable,  together  with  the 
stores,  were  for  the  rebel  iron-clad  Stonewall,  now  «t  Ferro;,  and  that  another  vessel  was  to 
be  there,  to  which  the  balance  is  to  be  transferred.  I  learn  from  other  sources  that  this  is 
true.  She  will  sail,  so  far  as  I  learn,  on  purpose  to  supply  this  vessel  and  some  other  rebel  ' 
vessels  which  she  is  to  meet.  She  is  to  take  ten  large  anchors  and  two  hundred  fathoms  of 
larg^  and  heavy  chain  cable.  I  infer  from  what  the  captain  says,  as  well  as  from  the  quan- 
tity of  anchors  and  cable,  that  there  is  another  iron-clad  somewhere  afloat  intended  for  the 
rebels.  The  English  brig  Fairline,  in  command  of  Captain  Savage,  also  mentioned  in  my 
letter  of  Sunday  last,  cleared  and  sailed  this  morning  for  Lisbon.  She  has  eieht  large  guns, 
with  equipments,  fixtures,  &c.,  each  weighing  eight  and  a  half  tons — I  think  oue-hundred- 
pouuders~and  about  fifty  cases  of  clothmg,  small-arms,  and  supplies ;  one  hundred  tons 
of  shot  and  shell  intended  for  the  guns,  and  a  quantity  of  coal,  all  intended  for  some  war  ves- 
sel. The  man  who  had  the  charge  of  shipping  them  told  one  of  my  men  they  were  for  the 
Spanish  government.  If  this  is  so,  why  do  they  clear  her  for  Lisbon  7  From  what  I  learn 
from  outside  sources,  I  think  they  are  intended  for  some  piratical  vessel  built  in  Europe  for 
the  confederates.  I  have  but  little  doubt  about  it.  Look  out  for  her,  and  inform  our  consuls 
at  all  seaport  towns.

Duke  de  LotUi  to  Mr,  Harvey. 

Department  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs, 

March  28,  1865. 
I  receiTed  the  note  which  you  were  pleased  to  address  me  under  jesterdaj^s  date,  regarding 
tbd  entry  in  this  port  of  the  steamer  Stonewall,  wherein,  after  sundry  considerations  on  this 
oceurrence,  you  make  the  following  requests : 

1.  That  his  Miyesty*s  govemment  shall  immediately  take  the  necessary  steps  to  order  that 
vessel  away. 

2.  That  she  he  not  allowed  to  receive  supplies  of  coal. 

3.  That  the  enlistment  of  seamen,  firemen,  or  any  other  individuals  he  prevented. 

In  reply,  I  have  the  honor  of  informing  you  that,  so  soon  as  his  Majesty^s  government  was 
made  aware  of  the  arrival  of  said  vessel,  and  that  the  cause  thereof  was  the  want  of  coal,  intima- 
tion was  g[iven  to  the  respective  commander  that,  on  completing  his  supply,  and  within  twenty- 
four  hours,  he  should  proceed  to  sea.  Said  term  expired  this  afternoon.  On  perceiving  this 
morning  that  the  vessel  was  still  at  her  anchorage,  a  naval  officer  was  sent  on  board  to  ascer- 
tain the  reason  why  she  had  delayed  her  starting.  The  said  officer,  on  his  return,  stated  that 
if  the  Stonewall  had  not  started  within  the  prescribed  time,  it  was  owing  to  her  not  having 
taken  in  all  the  coal,  and  that  there  being  to-day  a  strong  current,  the  commander  was  afiraia 
that  a  slight  derangement  in  his  capstan  might  prevent  nis  weig^hing  anchor ;  and  the  latter 
further  declared  that  as  soon  as  the  current  might  diminish  its  intensity  he  would  quit  the 
port,  and  this  he  effected  about  10.50  a.  m. 

Begarding  the  supnly  of  coal,  against  which  you  insist,  allow  me  to  observe  that  the  vessel 
being  a  steamer,  his  Maiesty*s  government  coilld  not  avoid,  with  good  foundation,  that  she 
shomd  be  provided  with  that  article,  for  the  same  reason  that  it  could  not  deny  to  any  sidling 
vessel  in  a  dismantled  state  t«  provide  itself  with  the  needful  sails.  In  reply  to  your  thira 
request,  and  to  what  you  say  regarding  the  English  brig  Fairline  and  the  schooner  Merton 
Castle,  which  were  about  sailing  for  Lisbon  with  munitions  of  war,,  chains,  and  anchors,  sup- 
posed to  be  destined  for  the  Stonewall,  I  hasten  to  assure  you  that  his  Majestv's  government, 
having  c;reatly  at  heart  not  to  give  any  motive  which  might  alter  the  friendly  relations  and 
the  g<K)a  harmony  which  happily  subsists  between  Portugal  and  the  United  States,  has  not 
hesitated  in  adopting  all  necessary  measures,  through  the  departments  of  marine,  interior, 
and  finance,  to  put  a  stop  to  all  such  plans. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  the  assurances  of  my  most  distinguished  con- 
sideration.

Luboa,  March  31,  1865. 

8iR :  The  enclosed  copy  of  a  note  which  I  had  occasion  to  address  to  the 
Duke  de  Lonld  on  the  29th  instant,  and  the  papers  which  accompany  it,  will 
hring  to  your  notice  a  vexatious  incident,  which  has  excited  much  interest  and  feel- 
ing in  this  community.  It  is  not  necessary  now  to  repeat  the  details,  since  the 
complete  history  of  the  case  is  related  in  the  note  to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs. 
It  may  he  observed,  however,  that  no  moral  doubt  was  entertained  that  the  of- 
fence complained  of  originated  in  the  inexcusable  mistake  or  excessive  zeal  of 
the  imprudent  officer  in  command  of  Belem  castle,  which,  though  bearing  a 
very  impo&ing  name,  is  really  little  more  than  a  beautiful  architectural  ornament 
to  the  harbor,  and  of  no  consequence  in  a  military  point  of  view. 

The  government  of  his  Majesty  served  no  notice  of  any  kind  upon  me,  apply- 
ing to  our  ships  what  is  known  as  the  24-hour  rule,  and  I  feel  authorized  to  state, 
from  that  fact  and  others,  that  there  was  no  intention  on  the  part  of  the  responsible 
authorities  to  impose  any  such  restraint  upon  their  movements. 

In  the  midst  of  the  confusion  and  alarm  which  prevailed  during  the  presence 
of  the  Stonewall  in  port,  and  the  apprehension  that  a  collision  might  occur  in 
the  Tagus,  verbal  orders  were  probably  passed  among  military  officers,  without 
definite  instructions  from  their  superiors,  which  led  to  this  untoward  circumstance  ; 
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Btill  the  event  was  of  itself  of  a  character  which  conid  not  be  passed  by  in  silence, 
and,  after  a  lapse  of  24  hours,  I  addressed  the  Duke  de  Loul^  in  such  terms  aa 
seemed  to  be  appropriate  to  the  occasion,  keeping  in  view  the  propriety  of  a 
dignified  calmness,  and  not  forgetting  that  our  own  government  had  been  recently 
compromised  by  a  siipilar  indiscretion.  That  note  was  not  delivered  in  point  of 
fact  at  the  Foreign  OflSce  until  yesterday  at  12.20  p.  m.,  and  was  sent  from  there  to 
the  royal  palace  of  the  Ajuda,  where  the  Dukede  Lonl^  was  attending  the  King  in 
a  council  of  ministers.  It  was  kept  back  in  order  that  there  might  be  no  ap- 
pearance of  precipitancy,  and  in  the  hope  that  the  government  would  anticipate 
the  necessity  of  any  communication  whatever. 

At  the  usual  audience  of  the  diplomatic  body  later  in  the  afternoon  of  yester- 
day, the  Duke  de  Loul^  stated  to  several  of  my  colleagues  that  he  was  gratified 
with  the  moderation  and  tone  of  my  representation,  and  that  he  would  respond 
to  it  by  ample  reparation  for  the  wrong.  I  permit  myself  to  hope  that  tbia 
proceeding  may  merit  the  approval  of  the  department. 

The  shots  which  struck  the  Niagara  did  not  inflict  the  least  injury,  or  I  should 
have  required  the  repairs  to  have  been  made.

Commodore  Craven  to  Mr,  Harvey, 

United  States  Frigate  Niagara, 

Lisbon,  March  28,  1865. 
Sir:  With  the  object  of  shifting  her  berth  further  up  the  river,  so  as  to  be  nearer  the  usual 
Janding  straits,  atabout  3. 15  p.  m.,  the  Niagara  was  g^t  under  way  with  a  regularly  authorised 
Portuguese  pilot  on  board,  and  was  about  being  turned  head  **up  stream,"  when  three  shots 
nvere  fired  in  rapid  succession  directly  at  her  from  Castle  Belem.  Supposing  that  the  officer 
commanding  the  fort  might  have  been  under  the  impression  that  I  was  in  the  act  of  following 
the  pirate  Stonewall  out  to  sea,  and  had  fired  those  guns  as  a  warning,  not  to  proceed,  I  ini- 
jnediately  ordered  our 'flag  to  be  dipped,  or  hauled  part  way  down,  a  signal  that  his  waroing 
was  understood  and  that  I  did  not  intend  to  pass  the  fort. 

But,  to  mv  astonishment,  so  soon  as  those  guns  could  be  reloaded,  they  were  again  fired  at 
my  ship,  andthis  too  when  my  flag  was  at  half-mast  and  the  ship's  head  being  rapidly  turned  up 
stream,  ^he  firing  having  bsen  ceased  for  some  few  minutes,  my  flag  was  run  up  to  its  place  at 
the  *'*  peak,"  when  almost  immediately  a  third  volley  of  three  shots  was  fired  at  us.  At  the 
moment  this  last  round  was  fired  at  us  the  [M>rt  ouarter  of  the  Niagara  was  presented  to  the 
ca8tle,.and  no  one  but  an  idiot  could  have  imaginea  for  a  moment  that  there  was  any  appearance 
of  intention  on  my  part  to  quit  the  port. 

The  officer  who  perpetrated  this  n-oss  outrage  upon  our  flae  cannot  invent  the  least  possible 
.excuse  for  his  conauct,  and  I  feel  that  I  have  only  to  submit  tnis  statement  for  your  considera- 
tion, in  order  that  the  whole  case  may  be  presented  to  the  Portuguese  government.

My  Dear  Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  request  to  be  informed  of  anything  I  know  regarding  the 
affair  between  the  United  States  ship  Niagara  and  Belem  castle,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  want 
on  board  said'steamer  between  3  and  4  o*c1ock  yesterday  afternoon  with  my  two  sons,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  what  coals  she  might  require ;  when  I  spoke  to  Mr.  Roberts,  the  chief 
engineer,  he  told  me  that  he  could  only  state  the  quantity  exactly,  when  she  got  to  her  anchorage 
near>the  city;  and  as  she  was  then  under  steam,  and  about  to  leave  her  moorings,  he  told  us 
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we  bad  better  get  ioto  our  boat  at  once,  which  we  did.  I  then  steered  for  the  Sacramento, 
and  after  a  few  minutes  I  heard  a  g'on,  followed  immediately  by  another,  and  looking  round 
I  saw  a  shot  or  two  strike  the  water,  and  in  a  shoji  time  two  or  three,  or  more,  one  of  which 
passed  the  Niagara  and  struck  on  the  shore,  on  the  south  side,  near  Porto  Brandao,  or  the 
Lazaretto,  when  the  Niagara*s  head  was  that  way  far  over  on  the  south  side,  viz.,  her  head 
aod  stern  across  the  river ;  this  was  the  last  shot  I  saw  fired. 

I  must  mention  also  that  at  the  second  or  third  shot  the  Niagara  dipped  her  colors ;  I  must 
also  state  that,  as  the  tide  was  comine  in,  her  head  was  necessarily  turned  down  river,  there- 
fore she  could  not  make  the  turn  witnout  steaming  a  little  way  ahead.

Meanwhile  the  Niagara  was  plainly  turning  to- 
wards the  city,  and  after  her  t)Ow  was  pointed  in  that  direction,  two  other  g^ns  were  fir^  at 
her.

Legation  of  the  United  States, 
Lisbon,  March  *29,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  unpleasant  duty  is  imposed  upon  me  of  bringing  to  the  attention  of  his  Majesty's 
government  an  event  which  is  officially  reported  by  the  letter  of  Commodore  Craven,  com- 
municated herewith,  (marked  No.  1,)  and  which,  unexplained,  assupies  the  n«tur&of  an  act 
of  war  on  the  part  of  the  Portugese  against  the  United  States,  without  notice,  cause  or  pro- 
vocation of  any  sort.  The  facts  of  this  case  are  so  extraordinary  that  it  is  difficult  to  believe 
they  could  have  occurred  in  a  community  governed  by  the  laws  and  usages  of  civilized 
society. 

The  United  States  steamers  Niagara  and  Sacramento  arrived  in  this  port  on  Monday  afternoon, 
the 27th  instant,  and  upon  entering  the  harbor  were  verbally  requested  by  some  officer  claiming 
to  represent  the  naval  authorities  to  anchor  near  Belem,  as  much  anxiety  and  apprehension 
were  entertained,  owing  to  the  presence  in  the  Tagus  of  the  piratical  cruiser  Stonewall. 
Although  that  request  involved  considerable  inconvenience,  and  was  in  no  manner  obligatory, 
it  was  at  onc4  respet^ted  and  obeyed. 

The  two  ships  remained  off  Belem  until  about  three  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon,  some 
five  hours  after  the  departure  of  the  Stonewall.  Commodore  Craven  then  ordered  them  to 
be  moved  to  the  usual  place  of  mooring  of  vessels-of-war,  which  is  more  convenient  for  in- 
tercourse with  the  city.  The  Niagara  was  under  the  charge  of  a  regularly  licensed  Portuguese 
pilot  in  making  this  change  of  position,  and  he  alone  directed  her  movements.  As  soon  as  the 
ship  got  under  way  to  be  turned,  Belem  castle  discharged  three  shotted  guns  in  quick  succes- 
sion directly  at  the  Niagara,  without  previous  warning  of  any  kind.  As  Commodore  Craven 
supposed  that  this  hostile  and  unwanantable  act  proceeded  from  some  misapprehension  on 
the  part  of  the  officer  commanding  at  Belem,  the  flag  of  the  Niagara  was  immediately 
dipped  or  hauled  partly  down,  a  signal  which  is  universally  understood  to  express  submission 
to  the  governing  authority.  The  ^uns  were  reloaded  and  fired  in  flagrant  disreg^ard  of  this 
token.  The  national  flag  of  the  United  States  was  then  hoisted  at  the  peak,  and  while  the 
bow  of  the  ship  was  actually  turned  to  the  city,  the  guns  of  the  castle  again  opened  fire. 
These  proceedings  were  witnessed  by  numbers  of  persons  and  are  verified  in  detail  by  the 
statements  marked  Nos.  2  and  3,  which  accompany  this  note. 

Three  of  the  shots  struck  the  Niagara  at  different  parts  of  the  ship,  and  if  no  life  was 
ucrificed,  it  was  not  because  the  gunners  at  Belem  casUe  did  not  do  their  best  regardless  of 
consequences.  If  the  Niagara  did  not  respond  to  this  warlike  demonstration,  as  she  was, , 
and  is  still,  entitled  to  do,  it  may  be  attributed  to  the  singular  prudence  and  forbearance  of 
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Commodore  CraveD,  who  with  becoming  humanity  wished  to  avoid  the  efihsion  of  blood, 
and  to  spare  innocent  persons  from  the  penalty  which  thej  would  have  inevitably  shared 
with  the  authors  of  this  crime,  if  the  broadside  of  the  Niagara  had  been  once  opened  upon 
Castlo  Belem.  A  state  of  actual  war  would  have  then  b^n  inaugurated,  the  consequences 
of  which  I  do  not  permit  myself  to  contemplate. 

It  is  assumed  with  entire  confidence  that  his  Majesty *s  ^vemment  has  in  no  way  author- 
ized or  sanctioned  the  acts  which  are  now  presented  to  notice,  though  it  is  not  easy  to  recon- 
cile the  fact  of  a  military  officer  at  all  competent  to  command  a  post  proceeding  to  such 
violent  extremities  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  his  government.  But  whether  that 
officer  acted  with  or  without  instructions,  the  actual  responsibility  is  the  same,  though  the 
moral  aspect  of  it  may  be  modified  by  explanation. 

The  facts  of  the  case  admit  of  no  dispute,  and  of  no  extenuation,  whether  the  plea  he 
misapprehension,  hot  zeal,  or  ignorance  of  duty.  The  amicable  relations  between  governments 
and  the  grave  questions  of  peace  and  war  are  too  momentous  in  themselves  to  be  com- 
mitted to  the  keeping  of  a  caprice,  passion,  prejudice  or  partiality. 

The  conviction  is  entertained  that  his  Majesty's  government  will  regard  this  matte^  in  the 
only  light  that  it  can  be  viewed  with  due  respect  to  legal  and  moral  obligations,  and  will  he 
glad  of  the  opportunity  to  disavow  at  once  all  responsibility  for  the  wrong,  accompanied  hy 
proper  acknowledgment  and  atonement,  to  require  the  nag  of  the  United  States  .to  l>e 
saluted  in  form  with  a  national  salute  by  Belem  castle,  and  the  national  fortifications  and 
ships  in  harbor  at  a  day  and  hour  to  be  named  for  that  purpose,  and  to  visit  the  officer  who 
directed  the  firing  upon  the  Niagara  with  the  most  exeroplai^  punishment. 

As  it  is  desirable  for  both  parties  that  a  question  of  this  character  should  not  be  allorwed 
to  hang  in  suspense,  and  as  there  is  no  necessity  or  reason  for  discussion  since  the  proof  is 
conclusive,  the  hope  is  indulged  that  his  Majesty's  government  will  find  it  convenient  to 
signify  its  pleasure  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  delivery  of  this  note,  in  order  that  the 
decision  may  be  made  known  to  my  government,  by  the  British  packet  which  can  be  inter- 
cepted in  Ireland  on  Sunday  next  bv  the  telegraph. 

In  closing  this  communication,  I  beg  to  assure  ypur  excellency  of  a  sincere  and  earnest 
iesire  on  my  part  to  avoid  any  and  every  form  of  complication,  end  to  strengthen  friendly 
relations  between  the  two  countries  in  the  most  enduring  manner. 

I  avail  myself  of  tHis  opportunity  to  reiterate  the  sentiments  of  my  highest  consideration 
and  respect.

Sir  :  I  bare  now  the  honor  to  communicate  a  copy  of  the  note  of  the  I>uke 
de  Loul6  in  reply  to  the  representation  regarding  the  indignity  and  violence 
offered  to  the  United  States  steamer  Niagara,  by  the  governor  of  Belem  castle, 
on  tha28th  of  March,  and  of  my  acknowledgment  and  acceptance  of  the  same. 
It  should  be  stated  in  this  connexion  that  the  flag  of  the  United  States  ^ras 
raised  above  the  main  tower  of  Belem  castle  yesterday  at  noon,  and  formal) j- 
saluted  with  twenty-one  guns.  The  Niagara  retnme4  the  salute  as  an  act  of 
courtesy.  This  was  the  first  occasion  upon  which  the  flag  of  a  foreign  nation 
ever  floated  over  the  tower  of  Belem,  it  being  reserved  exclusively  for  the  royal 
standard.  A  flagstaff  is  erected  upon  the  lower  part  of  the  castle  for  salutes  of 
ceremony.

The  Duke  de  Louli  to  Mr,  Harvey. 

Department  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs, 

March  31,  1865. 
I  received  yesterday  the  note  which  von  were  pleased  to  address  to  xne  under  date  of  the 
S9th  iuBtaut,  calliug  attention  of  his  Majesty's  government  to  the  disagreeable  occuirence 
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which  on  the  previous  daj  had  taken  place  wkh  the  United  States  ships  Niagara  and  Sacra- 
mento. 
You  observe — 

1.  That  these  two  vessels  having  entered  the  port  of  this  cs^ital  on  Mondaj,  the  29th  in- 
stant* it  was  virtually  reuuested  of  them  by  a  naval  officer,  in  the  name  of  the  respective 
authority,  that  they  would  anchor  near  Belem,  seeing  there  existed  apprehensions  and  fears 
owing  to  the  steamer  Stonewall  being  then  in  the  Tagus,  a  request  which  Commodore  Craven 
respected  and  obeyed,  notwithstanding  that  it  implied  great  inconvenience,  and  was  not  in 
anv  way  obligatory. 

2.  That  both  vessels  remained  at  the  point  thus  indicated  to  them  until  near  3  p.  m.  of  the 
day  before  yesterday,  near  five  hours  after  the  starting  of  the  Stonewall,  the  said  commodore 
issuing  then  his  orders  to  weigh  anchor  and  proceed  to  the  usual  mooring  expound  of  men- 
of-war,  which  is  lees  inconvenient  for  communicating  with  the  shore ;  but  toat  as  soon  as 
the  Niagara  commenced  moving,  so  as  to  turn  round,  three  shots  in  succession  were  fired 
directlv  at  her,  without  any  previous  warning  of  any  kind  from  Belem  fort. 

3.  That  Commodore  Craven,  supposing  this  hostile  and  unjustifiable  act  to  proceed  from 
some  misapprehension  on  the  part  of  the  commander  of  the  tower,  immediately  lowered  his 
flag  as  a  signal  universally  acknowledged  to  express  submission  to  the  constituted  authority; 
but  that,  notwithstanding,  they  continued  to  fire  on  him  in  flagrant  disregard  of  said  signal ; 
and  that  hobting  then  the  national  flag  of  the  United  States  at  the  peak,  and  when  the  bows 
of  the  Niagara  were  already  turned  towards  the  city,  the  firing  was  continued,  three  of  the 
shots  striking  that  ship  in  different  points. 

You  add  that  you  have  full  faith  m  the  fact  that  his  Majesty's  government  in  no  way  au- 
thorized or  sanctioned  the  acts  to  which  your  said  note  refers,  but  that  whether  said  officer 
acted  under  instructions  or  not  the  responsibility  is  all  alike,  however  much  its  moral  aspect 
may  be  modified  by  means  of  explanations ;  ana  you  conclude  by  declaring  that  you  confide 
in  his  Majesty's  government  that  it  will  not  deny  that  prompt  and  complete  reparation  which 
may  be  due,  and  will  hasten  to  make  known  its  disapproval  of  the  conduct  of  whosoever  may 
have  thwarted  its  good  intentions,  and  have  offended  the  flag  of  the  United  States. 

Taking  into  due  consideration  all  that  you  have  exposed,  and  assuring  you  that  his 
Majesty's  government  preserves  unaltered  its  deshre  to  maintain  and  strengthen  every  day 
more  and  more  its  friendly  relations  with  the  United  States,  it  is  my  duty  to  add  that  the 
facts  treated  of  in  the  note  you  were  pleased  to  address  to  me  yesterday  shall  not  put  a  stop 
to  this  desire  in  presence  of  the  following  frank  and  loyal  reply : 

With  respect  to  the  first  of  the  three  above-mentioned  points,  it  is  my  duty  to  sa^  that  in 
Portugal,  as  in  all  other  civiliz&d  countries,  it  is  the  exclusive  attribute  of  the  national  au- 
thority to  regelate  the  police  of  its  ports  in  such  manner  as  may  be  judged  most  convenient. 

To  Commodore  Craven  were  indicated",  by  the  competent  authority,  the  points  in  the  Ta- 
ngos where  the  two  men-of-war,  Niagara  and  Sacramento,  should  anchor.  On  this  occasion 
'Commodore  Craven  did  not  manifest  the  slightest  wish  to  select  an^  other  anchorage,  and 
nobody  could  have  supposed  that  he  did  not  consider  as  obligatory  in  the  port  of  Lisbon  that 
which  is  so  in  all  other  military  ports.  Further,  if  Commodore  Craven  entertaiued  any 
doubts  on  this  head  it  would  have  been  natural  for  him  to  have  requested  information  thereon 
from  the  authority  who  communicated  to  him  said  information,  but  no  information  was  asked 
for,  which  shows  that  the  point  indicated  and  accepted  as  anchorage  was  considered  obliga- 
tory. 

With  regard  to  the  second  point,  it  occurrs  to  me  to  say  that  the  authority  who  trans- 
mitted to  Commodore  Craven  toe  indication  as  to  the  anchorage  ground,  informed  him  at  the 
same  time  that  the  Niagara  and  Sacramento,  having  entered  the  port  of  Lisbon,  should  not 
leave  until  afler  the  lapse  of  twenty-four  hours  from  the  starting  of  the  Stonewall,  which  was 
then  in  the  Tas^us  waters. 

i^ve  hours  bad  not  yet  elapsed  since  the  Stonewall  had  weighed  anchor  and  quitted  the 
port,  when  the  Niagara  and  Sacramento  began  to  move,  keeping  their  bows  turned  towards 
the  bar.  ^ 

The  Niagara  gradually  approached  the  tower  of  Belem,  and  always  with  her  bows  in  the 
same  direction. 

Notwid>standing  that  this  vessel  had  anchored  near  the  Portugese  corvette  Sag^res,  whence 
had  emanated  the  above-mentioned  communications.  Commodore  Craven  did  not  intimate 
either  to  the  corvette  or  to  the  competent  authorities  the  movement  which  be  intended  to 
execute.  It  must  be  further  added,  that  if  the  Niagara  had  kept  her  moorings  for  a  very 
short  time  longer,  the  turn  of  the  tide  to  the  ebb  would  have  placed  her  in  a  position  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  new  anchorage  grounds,  and  to  avoid  the  movements  which  gave  rise  to  the 
shots  from  Belem  tower,     r 

Through  this  concurrence  of  circumstances  it  was  to  be  supposed  that  the  movements  of 
the  United  States  ships  indicated  the  purpose  of  quitting  the  port  of  Lisbon. 

I  must  call  your  attention  very  particularly  to  this  point,  because,  if  Commodore  Craven 
had  manifested  his  desire  to  change  his  anchorage,  the  authorities  would  not  have  opposed 
themselves  to  the  canying  out  of  his  wish,  and  all  the  subsequent  events  would  have  been, 
avoided. 

With  reference  to  the  last  part  of  your  note,  I  must  bring  under  your  consideration  that 
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in  conformitjr  with  international  rights,  his  Majesty's  ^vernment  coald  not,  and  ought  not, 
to  abstain  from  its  duty  of  issuing  the  necessary  orders  to  prevent,  by  every  means,  the  sail- 
ing of  the  Niagara  and  Sacramento  before  the  stipulated  time. 

In  consequence  of  the  first  movement  of  the  Niagara  it  became  the  duty  of  the  governor 
of  Belem  tower  to  order  the  firing  so  long  as  the  shin  did  not  indicate  that  her  movements 
had  not  for  their  object  the  quitting  of  the  port  of  Lisoon,  but  immediately  that  Commodore 
Craven  showed  that  he  had  not  such  an  intention,  and  hastened  to  make  a  signal  indicating 
submission  to  the  warning  givc^n  him,  the  governor  of  Belem  tower  ought  immediately  to 
have  ceased  firing. 

This  did  not  happen,  as  the  firing  still  continued  afler  the  Niagara  had  changed  her  direc- 
tion, and  receiving  the  last  ^t  when  she  was  ah'eady  steering  with  her  bows  turned  towards 
the  city  of  Lisbon. 

Commodore  Craven's  prudence  displayed  in  this  last  period  is  worthy  of  praise. 

With  that  frankness  and  loyalty  which  guide  the  conduct  of  his  Majesty's  govenunent, 
and  from  which  it  never  swerves,  it  is  my  duty  to  declare  to  you  that  the  shots  fired  from  the 
tower  of  Belem  subsequently  to  the  moment  in  which  the  Niagara  lowered  her  flag  consti- 
tutes a  fact  which  his  Majesty's  government  deeply  deplores — a  fact  which  was  completely 
independent  of  its  will,  and  which  is  deserving  of  its  disapproval ;  the  conduct  of  the  gov- 
ernor of  Belem  tower,  who  went  beyond  the  instructions  communicated  to  him,  being  in  this 
part  worthy  of  reprimand. 

Under  tnese  circumstances  his  Majesty's  government  considers  that  a  reparation  is  due  to 
the  United  States,  and  in  conforniitv  the  governor  of  Belem  tower  shall  be  dismissed  without 
delay  ;  his  dismissal  shall  be  published  in  the  first  order  of  the  day  of  the  army,  and  subse- 
quently in  the  Diario.         ^ 

This  categorical  explanation  precludes  any  idea  that,  on  the  part  of  his  Majesty's  govern- 
ment there  existed  the  remotest  intention  of  offence  to  the  flag  of  the  United  States. 

But  a  veiy  short  time  ago,  in  its  conduct  towards  the  Stonewall,  did  his  Majesty's  gov- 
ernment, give  evident  proof  to  the  United  States  of  how  much  it  has  at  heart  the  acting  with 
justice  and  loyalty. 

In  virtue  of  the  foregoing  considerations  his  Majesty's  government  thinks  that  no  doubt 
can  exist  regarding  the  sentiments  which  have  always  animated  it  in  continuing  in  good  and 
amicable  relations  with  the  United  Stateh,  and  which  it  desires  to  strengthen  more  and  more. 

I  avail  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  the  assurances  of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  81  st  March,  and  to 
say  that  the  explanations  and  reparation  made  for  an  act  of  unjustifiable  violence  towards  tbe 
United  States  steamer  Niagara  aie  accepted,  though  it  would  biave  been  more  agreeable  to  my 
government  if  they  had  cume  spontaneously  and  without  the  necessity  of  an  official  repre- 
sentation, since  the  facts  were  notorious  to  the  whole  public,  and  their  serious  chamcter 
demanded  a  prompt  and  thorough  investigation  by  his  Majesty's  government.  The  privilege 
is  reserved  for  ahother  occasion  of  demonstrating,  as  can  be  done  without  the  least  diflKculty, 
that  the  views  advanced  by  his  Majesty's  government,  in  regard  to  the  international  rights 
involved  in  this  question,  are  in  conflict  with  all  tbe  accepted  principles  of  public  law  as 
applied  to  the  status  of  Portugal. 

And  it  is  my  duty  to  add,  that  when  your  excellency  assumes  that,  **  in  consequence  of  tbe 
first  movements  of  the  Niagara,  it  became  the  duty  of  the  governor  of  Belem  Tower  to  order 
the  firing  so  long  as  the  ship  did  not  indicate  that  her  movements  had  not  for  their  object  the 
quitting  of  the  port  of  Lisbon,"  a  grave  responsibility  is  accepted,  and  a  doctrine  is  as- 
serted, which,  with  less  moderation  and  prudence  than  were  manifested  on  that  particular 
occasion  by  Commodore  Craven,  might  have  provoked  a  very  diflerent  state  of  facts  from 
that  which  now  happily  exists ;  for,  had  it  been  understood  that  his  Majesty's  ^vemment 
considered  the  governor  of  Belem  in  '*duty"  bound  to  fire  shotted  guns  at  a  ship-of-war  of 
the  United  States  without  warning,  precaution,  or  injury  of  any  kind,  it  is  quite  sure  that 
those  shots  would  not  have  been  accepted  as  evidence  of  the  friendly  assurances  which  have 
been  protested  so  strongly.  On  the  high  seas  when  a  ship-of-waraesires  to  examine  a  sus- 
picious vessel  a  blank  cartridge  is  fired  as  the  first  notification  of  the  intended  purpose.  If 
that  notice  be  disregarded,  then  at  least  one  and  sometimes  two  shotted  guns  are  discharged 
across  the  bows,  and,  as  a  last  alternative,  a  shot  may  be  fired  at  the  hull.  Tbe  practice  of  all 
civilized  nations  has  sanctified  this  usage  as  law.  If  this  be  the  rule  tor  the  sea,  how  much 
more  ought  it  to  be  the  mle  inside  harbors,  and  especially  towards  the  ships-of-war  of  friendly 
nations,  having  rights  to  claim  and  responsibility  to  protect  them  against  unworthy  suspicion  ? 

As  a  mere  matter  of  practice  tbe  firipg  of  shotted  guna  is  forbidden  as  a  mode  of  warning . 
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eTen  when  there  is  g^ood  reason  to  suppose  a  meditated  wron^;  and^in  the  case  of  the 
Niagara,  taking  in  view  the  position  which  Portugal  and  the  United  States  occupy  towards 
each  other  under  the  law  of  nations,  that  firing  would  be  an  act  of  deliberate  and  flagrant 
war  according  to  the  doctrine  described  as  a  "duty"  bj  his  Majesty's  goyemment  in  the 
paragraph  already  cited  from  your  excellency's  note. 

The  complete  power  of  his  Majesty's  government  to  regulate  the  police  of  the  ports  of  the 
kingdom  has  in  no  manner  been  questioned.  That  power  is  a  natural  attribute  of  sovereignty, 
hut  police  regulations  may  not  discriminate  partially  and  to  the  prejudice  of  friendly  na- 
tions. Sbips-of-war  of  the  United  States  do  not  enter  Irortuguese' ports  upon  mere  sufferance, 
subject  to  tne  caprice,  convenience,  or  orders  of  local  subordinates.  They  come  clothed  with 
the  rights  guaranteed  by  treaty  and  by  the  public  law,  which  are  fully  reciprocated  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States.  They  carry  with  tnem  wherever  they  go  the  ensign  of  nationality, 
and  represent  the  dignity  and  honor  of  a  government  which  respects  the  rights  of  others,  and 
is  competent  to  maintain  its  own.  Those  ships-of-war  are  specially  instructed  to  manifest, 
and  have  always  shown,  the  utmost  respect  and  courtesy  towards  the  authorities  of  her 
Majesty's  government,  giving  a  most  signal  proof  of  that  disposition  in  the  very  case  under 
consideration,  by  accepting  and  obeying'  the  verbal  request  of  an  unknown  subordinate  to 
anchor  at  Belem,  in  the  presence  of  the  fact  that  a  pirate  or  privateer  was  allowed  to  proceed 
without  objection  or  restriction  to  the  anchorage  assigned  to  regular  vessels-of-war.  The 
United  States  claim  the  same  privileges  that  are  conceded  to  other  nations  in  this  respect,  and 
when  they  involve  indisputable  rights  they  will  be  asserted. 

I  permit  myself  to  hope  that  measures  will  be  taken  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  any  such 
incioent  as  that  which  has  recently  engaged  attention,  because  it  is  not  always  possible  to 
assure  the  same  calm  demeanor  in  presence  of  such  great  and  serious  provocation. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  the  assurances  of  my  most  distinguished 
consideration.

Sir  :  I  communicate  herewith  the  copy  of  a  note  which  I  addressed  to  the 
Count  de  Avila  on  the  subject  of  the  recent  royal  decree  regarding  the  admis- 
sion of  cereals  into  the  ports  of  this  kingdom,  which  decree  affects  injuriously 
the  interests  and  the  rights  of  the  United  States  under  the  treaty  with  Portugal*

Sir:  a  roj&l  decree,  issned  under  date  of  the  1 1th  instant,  and  coantereigned  bj  the  late 
miuistrj,  assumes  to  eetablkh  provisionally  the  rates  of  duty  that  shall  be  paid  in  this  king- 
dom for  the  admission  of  varioue  cereals,  discriminating  between  ports  on  the  sea  and  wt^t* 
are  called  fortot  Meecos—dry  ports.  This  discrimination  not  onlj  draws  invidions  discrimina- 
tion between  countries  standing  upon  the  same  footing  by  commercial  treaties  with  Portugal, 
but  it  does  so  with  a  prejudice  on  tne  one  side  and  a  partiality  on  the  other  that  are  inconsist- 
ent with  those  obligations.. 

For  example,  a  onty  of  six  hundred  reis  per  hundred  kilogrammes  is  imposed  on  wheat  in 
grain  and  eight  hun<jbred  reis  on  wheat  in  flour  in  the  sea- ports,  while  but  two  hundred  and 
rour  hundred  reis,  respectively,  are  imposed  on  the  same  articles  in  the  ^ry  ports.  It  is 
very  well  known  that  tne  only  dry  ports  are  those  along  the  Spanish  frontier,  which  are  wholly 
inaccessible  to  all  other  nations,  and  consequently  the  effect  of  the  decree  in  its  existing  form 
is  to  g^ve  a  preference  to  the  productions  of  Spain,  at  the  expense  of  other  countries  enjoying 
the  same  rights. 

Article  three  of  treaty  between  Portugal  and  the  United  States  declares  as  follows : 

**No  higher  or  other  duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importation  into  the  kingdom  and  pos- 
sessions of  Portugal  of  any  article  the  growth,  product,  or  manufacture  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  no  higher  or  other  duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importation  into  the  United 
States  of  America  of  any  article  the  gprowth,  product,  or  manufacture  of  the  kingdom  and 
possessions  of  Portugal,  than  such  as  are,  or  shall  be,  payable  on  the  like  article,  oeing  the 
growth,  product,  or  manufacture  of  any  other  foreign  country.** 

It  has  Deen  shown  that  the  terms  of  the  decree  are  in  conflict  with  the  article  of  the  treaty 
by  a  large  discrimination  in  favor  of  Spanish  grains  and  flour,  to  the  injury  of  those  of  other 
countries. 

At  this  time  there  are,  at  least,  ten  American  ships  at  Porto  loaded  with  gn^in,  the  growth 
and  product  of  the  United  States,  and  others  are  dail^  expected  to  arrive  here  and  there. 

Those  cargoes  are  not  fairly  subject  to  the  prejudicial  distinction  which  the  decree  assumes 
to  make  for  the  exclusive  advantage  of  one  nation  over  all  others,  and,  therefore,  this  repre- 
sentation is  now  made  in  the  expectation  and  belief  that  his  Majesty's  government  will  take 
immediate  measures  to  correct  an  error  so  manifest  in  itself,  so  urgent  in  its  operation,  and 
so  violative  of  the  spirit  of  the  treaty. 

The  hope  is  entertained,  inasmuch  as  there  are  large  interests  at  stake  and  an  important 
commerce  may  be  seriously  affected,  that  this  matter  may  at  once  engage  attention.    The 
.  cargoes  in  question  will  not  be  discharged  from  the  ships  until  the  decision  of  his  Majesty's 
government  is  known.

Sib  :  Mr.  Adams  telegraphed  me  last  night  from  London  the  terrible  news  of 
the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln,  and  of  the  atrocious  attempt  upon  the 
life  of  Mr.  Seward  on  the  same  evening — the  result  of  which  is  not  yet  known 
here — by  the  hand  of  another  assassin.  These  events  have  excited  the  pro- 
foundest  emotions  in  all  the  circles  of  Lishon,  and  have  called  oat  general  and 
particular  expressions  of  sympathy  and  respect  from  the  government,  the  diplo- 
matic hody,  and  the  community. 

I  do  not  trust  myself  to  speak  of  this  great  crime  at  a  moment  of  mingled 
sorrow  and  prostration,  hut  I  may  be  allowed  to  say,  that  after  the  grief  natu- 
ral to  such  an  occasion,  the  sense  of  humiliation  at  the  thought  that  an  atrocity 
so  awful  could  by  possibility  be  perpetrated  in  a  country  like  ours  is  that  which 
most  masters  ana  overwhelms  me. 

Christian  charity  may,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  teach  us  to  bow  down  be- 
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fore  this  stern  trial,  but  tbe  stain  which  it  inflicts  cannot  soon  be  wiped  out  from 
a  name  heretofore  untarnished  by  an^r  such  act  of  ixdcamy. 

If  there  was  anything  wanting  to  complete  the  fame  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  it  may 
be  found  in  the  crown  of  martyidom  with  which  an  eventful  career  in  a  most 
erentfbl  epoch  has  been  closed,  to  the  regret  of  a  whole  people  who  shared  his 
convictions,  honored  his  virtues,  and  lamented  his  taking  off.

Sir  :  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  No.  169,  with  the  proclamations 
referred  to  therein. 

Attention  is  specially  called  to  the  one  which  very  properly  prescribes  that, 
the  measures  of  hospitality  which  foreign  nations  may  extend  to  national  ships 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  reciprocated  by  the  United  States  to  the  ships-of- 
war  of  those  nations. 

No  exception  can  be  taken  to  a  rule  so  just  in  itself,  and  so  necessary  to  the 
dignity  and  position  of  our  government  before  the  world. 

I  am  proud  to  say  that  no  diplomatic  action  will  be  ndbded  here  in  regard  to 
this  particular  instruction.  Portugal  never  declared  neutrality  during  the  war 
now  happily  terminated,  and  never  conceded  belligerent  rights  to  communities 
which  revolted  against  the  constituted  authority  in  the  United  States.  Oar 
ehips-of-war  have  used  these  ports  with  the  same  freedom  and  entire  absence  of 
restriction  as  their  own,  and  have  been  welcomed  with  a  generous  and  friendly 
hospitality  throughout. 

Efforts  were  made  at  the  outset  of  our  sad  struggle  to  induce  his  Majesty's 
government  to  adopt  the  policy  and  the  proclamations  of  the  principal  powers,  • 
but  it  declined  to  go  beyond  the  declaration  of  the  treaty  of  Paris,  of  1856,  pro- 
hibiting the  equipment  of  privateers,  and  the  sale  of  prizes  made  by  such  ves- 
sels. And  the  royal  proclamation  to  that  effect  was  made  at  my  own  instance, 
and  with  an  object  which  has  served  an  important  purpose.

Sir  :  The  papers  herewith  enclosed  will  bring  to  your  view  the  proceedings 
of  the  Oortes  in  regard  to  the  recent  melancholy  event  which  has  so  mndh 
shocked  the  civilised  world. 

The  note  of  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  only  communicates  the  action  of 
the  chamber  of  deputies,  because  the  motion  in  that  body  specially  required  it 
to  be  done,  while  that  in  the  peers  did  not  do  so.  I  have  thought  it  be^t,  how- 
ever, to  send  a  translatied  copy  of  the  fall  proceedings  in  both  branches  of  the 
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Cortes,  in  order  that  their  spirit  may  be  the  better  appreciated.  The  tardy 
publication  of  the  official  jonmal  does  not  permit  at  this  time  (on  the  eve  of  the 
departure  of  the  mails)  such  a  translation  as  I  desired  to  famish,  but  the  gen- 
eral tone  of  the  speeches  is  fairly  reported.  That  of  Mr.  Rebello  da  Silva,  ia 
the  peers,  was  remarkably  eloquent  and  touching,  and  has  received  very  im- 
perfect justice  at  the  hands  of  the  translator.  In  the  pressure  of  the  moment 
it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  translate  one  of  the  addresses,  which  is  com- 
municated in  the  original. 

It  seemed  to  me  only  becoming  to  make  an  acknowledgment  of  the  note  of 
the  chamber  of  deputies,  and  I  beg  to  enclose  a  copv  of  my  letter  to  that  eflTect. 

Every  manifestation  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  late  President  Lincoln 
which  could  be  expected  or  desired  has  been  made  by  this  government  and  people, 
both  in  an  official  and  in  a  private  manner.  His  Majesty  the  King,  immediately 
upon  being  informed  of  the  sad  event,  sent  me  the  kindest  words  of  sympathy  and 
regret.  Every  member  of  the  government  called  in  person  to  express  similar 
sentiments,  and  when  our  ships-of-war,  the  Niagara  and  Kearsarge,  exhibited 
the  customarj^  signs  of  mourning  on  Sunday,  Monday,  and  Tuesday  last,  the 
Portuguese  national  ships  not  only  united  in  a  similar  observance,  but  OasUe 
Belem  also  responded  to  all  the  salutes  by  order  of  the  authorities,  and  without 
any  notice  or  request  on  our  part. 

While  upon  this  subject,  I  may  be  permitted  to  remark,  as  quite  worthy  of 
notice,  that  the  popular  legislative  bodies  of  the  different  states  of  Europe  have 
taken  the  initiative  in  nearly  all  the  expressions  of  public  sympathy.  Such  a 
tribute  was  not  only  fitting  in  itself  towards  our  lamented  President,  but  the 
fact  is  significant  of  a  mighty  change  and  progress  in  ideas  and  usages,  as  it  ia 
of  a  coming  time  in  th^  near  future  when  the  peoples  of  Europe  will  claim  the 
right  to  assert  those  great  principles  of  political  and  personal,  liberty  which 
Abraham  Lincoln  illustrated  so  well,  and  for  which  he  may  be  said  to  have  even 
made  a  sacrifice  of  bis  life.  .

HOUSE  OF  PEERS, 
Session    of  May    5,    1865. 

Mr.  Rebello  da  Silva.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  desire  to  briog  forward  some  considerations  in 
an  affair  which  I  deem  of  importance ;  my  object  is  to  present  mj  reasons  for  the  motion 
which  I  shall  presently  introduce. 

The  house  is  aware,  by  official  documents'  published  in  the  foreign  papers,  that  a  criminal 
event  has  plunged  in  grief  and  mourning  a  ^eat  nation  on  the  ouier  side  of  the  Atlantio — 
the  powerml  republic  of  the  United  States. 

Tne  Count  d'Avila.  I  desir^  to  speak  on  this  incident  on  the  part  of  the  government., 

Mr.  Rebello  da  Silva.  President  Abraham  Lincoln  has  been  assassinated  in  the  theatre, 
almost  in  the  very  arms  of  his  wife  ! 

The  perpetration  of  this  cruel  act  has  caused  profound  pain  in  America  and  in  every 
court  of  Europe.  Every  cabinet  and  every  parliament  have  given  vent  to  their  deep  feelings 
on  such  a  painful  event  It  behooves  all  civilized  societies,  it  becomes  almost  the  duty  of 
all  constituted  political  bodies,  to  cause  their  manifestations  to  be  accompanied  by  the  sin- 
cere expression  of  horror  and  profound  pain  with  which  they  deplore  acts  so  grave  and  crim- 
inal. [Hear,  hear.] 

It  very  often  happens,  apparently  through  fatality  or  through  the  sublime  disposition  or 
unfathomable  mysteries  of  Providence,  which  is  the  most  Christian  historic  law,  that  in  the 
life  of  nations  a^  in  that  of  individuals,  after  attaining  the  highest  position ;  after  consummat- 
ing the  most  eventful  destiny,  and  even  having  reached  the  very  highest  steps  in  the  scale  of 
hnaian  greatness,  when  the  road  anpears  suddenly  easy  and  smooth,  when  all  douds  disap- 
pear from  the  horizon  and  |he  brigntest  light  enlivens  every  object  around,  it  is  then  that  an 
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iiiTisib]|  hand  raises  itself  up  from  darkness,  that  c^n  occult  and  inexorable  force  arms  itself 
in  silence,  and  bmndishin}^  tne  poignard  of  a  Bmtus,  pointing  the  cannon  of  a  Wellington, 
or  presenting  the  poisoned  cnp  of  the  Asiatic  king^,  dashes  down  from  the  heights  the  trium- 
phant and  laurelled  victor,  and  casts  him  at  the  foot  of  Pompey*s  statue  like  Csesar,  at  the 
feet  of  exhausted  fortune  like  Napoleon,  at  the  feet  of  the  Roman  colossus  like  Hannibal. 

The  mission  of  all  great  men,  of  all  heroes,  who  are  looked  upon  almost  as  demigods, 
while  receiving,  as  they  do,  from  above,  that  short-lived  omnipotence  which  revolutionizes 
society  and  transforms  nations,  nasses  away  like  the  tcmpest*s  blast  in  its  fiery  car,  and 
moments  afterwards  dashes  itself^  against  the  eternal  barriers  of  impossibility,  those  barriers 
which  none  can  go  beyond,  and  where  all  the  pride  of  their  ephemeral  power  is  humbled 
and  reduced  to  dust.    God  alone  is  immutable  and  great. 

DefUh  strikes  the  blow,  or  ruin  attains  them  in  the  height  of  their  power,  as  an  evidence 
to  all  princes,  conquerors,  and  nations,  that  their  hour  is  but  one,  and  short;  that  their  work 
becomes  weak,  as  all  human  work,  from  the  moment  that  the  luminous  column  which  guided 
them  is  extinguished  and  darkness  overtakes  them  on  their  way  ;  the  new  road  which  they 
have  carved  out,  and  whereby  they  expected  to  proceed  undaunted  and  secure,  have  turned 
into  abvsses  where  they  have  fallen  and  perished  from  the  moment  that  the  Most  High  num- 
bered the  days  of  their  empire  and  their  ambition.  [Hear,  hear.] 

This  has  been  witnessed  as  a  terrible  example,  as  an  admirable  lesson,  in  the  catastrophes 
which  have  overtaken  the  most  conspicuous  men  in  history ;  and  thus  do  we  this  day  see  the 
recent  pages  of  the  annals  of  the  powerful  republic  of  the  United  States  spotted  with  the 
illustrious  blood  of  one  of  its  most  remarkable  citizens. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  four  years  of  a  government,  during  which  war  became  his  motto, 
the  President  of  the  republic  is  suddenly  struck  down  at  the  moment  of  his  triumph,  and 
his  now  inanimate  and  paralyzed  hands  let  fall  those  reins  of  administration  which  the  force 
and  energy  of  his  will,  the  co-operation  of  his  countrymen,  the  presti^  and  sublimity  of  the 
grand  idea  which  he  personified  and  defended,  have  immortalized  with  the  acclamations  of 
millions  of  arms  on  the  battle-fields  and  of  voices  in  the  popular  elections.  Re-elected,  car- 
ried a  second  time  on  the  popular  bucklers  to  thes  upreme  aaministratiou  of  affairs  at  the  mo- 
ment when  the  ardor  of  a  civil  contest  was  subsiding,  when  the  union  of  that  immense 
dilacerated  body  seemed  to  foreshadow  the  healing  up  of  the  wounds  whence  had  gushed 
forth  for  so  many  months  and  in  such  torrents  the  generous  blood  of  the  free,  almost  in 
the  arms  of  victory,  in  the  midst  of  that  populace  wno  loved  him  most,  in  the  centre  of 
his  popular  court,  he  suddenly  meets  with  death,  and  the  bullet  of  an  obscure  fanatic  closes 
and  seah}  up  the  golden  volume  of  his  destiny  at  the  very  hour  when  success  promised  a 
new  life  and  was  welcoming  peace  with  jovfiil  acclamations. 

This  is  no  king  who  disappears  in  the  darkness  of  the  tomb,  burying  with  himself,  like 
unto  Henry  the  IVth,  the  realization  of  great  hopes.  He  is  the  chiet  of  a  glorious  people, 
leaving  a  successor  in  every  citizen  wh9  shared  his  ideas  and  who  sympathized  with  his 
noble  and  well-founded  aspirations.  It  id  not  a  purple-covered  throne  which  has  been  cov- 
ered with  crape ;  it  is  the  heart  of  a  great  empire  which  has  been  cast  into  mourning.  That 
cause  of  which  he  was  the  strenuous  champion  has  not  ceased  to  exist,  but  all  weep  at  his 
loss,  in  horror  at  the  crime  and  the  occasion,  and  for  the  expectations  which  his  pure  and 
generous  intentions  had  inspired. 

Lincoln,  a  martyr  to  the  prolific  principle  which  he  represented  in  power  and  in  strife,  now 
belongs  to  history  and  to  posterity.  Like  unto  the  name  of  Washington,  whose  example  and 
principles  he  followed,  his  own  name  shall  be  idlied  with  the  memorable  era  to  which  he 
belonged  and  which  he  appreciated. 

As  the  champion  of  fceedom  in  America,  Lincoln  drew  without  hesitation  the  sword  of 
tke  republic,  and  with  the  point  thereof  erased  from  the  code  of  a  free  people  that  anti- 
social stigma,  that  blasphemy  against  human  nature,  the  sad,  shameful,  infamous  codicil  of 
antiquated  societies,  the  dark  and  repugnant  abuse  of  slavery,  which  Jesus  Christ  was  the 
first  to  condemn  from  the  height  of  the  cross  when  he  proclaimed  the  equalitv  of  men  before 
God,  and  which  nineteen  centuries  of  a  civilization  enlightened  by  the  Gospel  has  proscribed 
and  condemned  as  the  opprobrium  of  these  our  present  times.     [Hear,  hear.] 

At  the  moment  that  he  cast  away  the  chains  of  an  unfortunate  race  of  men,  and  when  he 
contemplated  millions  of  future  citizens  in  the  millions  of  emancipated  men  ;  at  the  very 
moment  that  the  echo  of  Grant*s  victorious  cannon  proclaimed  the  emancipation  of  the  soul, 
of  conscience,  and  of  labor ;  when  the  lash  was  about  to  drop  from  the  hand  of  the  task- 
master ;  when  the  former  hut  of  the  slave  was  about  to  be  converted  into  a  home  ;  at  the  mo- 
ment that  the  stars  of  the  Union,  bright  and  resplendent  with  the  gladdening  light  of  lib- 
erty, waved  triumphant  over  the  fallen  ramparts  of  Petersburg  and  Richmond,  it  is  then 
that  the  grave  opens  its  jaws,  and  the  strong  and  the  powerful  faUs  to  rise  no  more.  In  the 
midst  of  triumphs  and  acclamations  a  spectre  appeared  unto  him,  and,  like  that  of  Caesar 
in  the  ides  of  March,  said.  Thou  hast  lived  ! 

Far  be  it  from  me  to  enter  into  the  appreciation  of  the  civil  Questions  which  have  disturbed 
the  brotherhood  of  the  same  family  m  America  ;  I  am  neitner  their  judge  nor  their  cen- 
sor. I  bow  down  to  a  principle,  that  of  liberty,  whenever  I  see  it  respected  and  upheld  ;  but 
at  the  same  time  I  have  learned  to  love  and  cherish  another,  not  less  sacred  and  glorious, 
the  principle  of  independence.    May  the  force  of  progress  in  our^ays  bind  again  those  who 
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have  been  separated  by  differences  of  opinion,  and  maj  it  reconcile  tbe  ideas  whilb  enst 
in  tbe  beart,  tbe  aspirations,  and  in  tbe  de«ire  of  all  generous-minded  men. 

In  tbis  warfare,  the  proportions  of  whicb  bare  exceeded  everytbing-that  bas  ever  been 
seen  or  beard  of  in  Europe,  tbe  vanqnisbed  of  to-da}'  are  wortby  of  tbe  great  race  from  which 
tbej  descend.  Grant  and  Lee  are  two  giants,  whom  history  will  in  future  respect  in  an 
inseparable  manner.  But  the  hour  of  peace  was  perhaps  about  to  strike,  and  Lincoln  de- 
-  sirea  it  as  the  reward  of  bis  nains,  as  the  great  result  of  summary  sacrifices.  After  the 
exhibition  of  strength  comes  toleration ;  after  tbe  bloody  fury  of  battle  comes  tbe  fraternal 
embrace  of  citizens. 

Such  were  bis  manifested  intentions — these  were  tbe  last  and  noble  wishes  which  be  had 
formed.  Aud  at  tbis  very  instant,  perhaps  the  only  one  in  whicb  a  noble  mind  is  so  power- 
ful in  doing  good,  and  when  tbe  soul  rises  above  whole  legions  as  a  pacificator,  that  the 
hand  of  the  assassin  rises  up  in  treachery  and  cuts  off  such  mighty  and  noble  purposes. 
[Hear!  Hear!] 

Were  not  the  American  nation  a  people  grown  old  in  the  painful  strifes  and  experiences 
.of  government,  who  is  there  that  could  foresee  tbe  fatal  consequences  of  this  sudden  blow? 

Who  knows  but  that,  in  such  a  case,  the  fiery  torch  of  civil  war,  in  all  its  horrible  pomp 
and  terror,  would  spread  itself  to  the  furthermost  States  of  the  federation  T  But  happily  no 
such  calamity  is  to  be  apprehended.  At  the  time  that  the  press  and  public  opinion  have, 
with  justice  and  severity,  condemned  tbis  event,  and  given  expression  to  their  horror  at  the 
fatal  crime,  sentiments  and  feelings  which  are  common  to  the  whole  of  Europe,  they  pay 
bomaffe  to  the  ideas  of  peace  and  conciliation  just  as  if  the  g^eat  man  who  nrst  invoked 
them  nad  not  disappeared  from  the  gpreat  scene  of  the  world.  And  I  purposely  repeat  the 
expression  gretU  many  because,  in  truth,  ^eat  is  that  man  who,  confiding  alone  in  nis  own 
merits,  rises  from  profound  obscurity  to  tno  greatest  heights,  like  Napoleon,  like  Washing- 
ton, like  Lincoln.  Who  elevate  themselves  to  the  beignts  of  power  and  of  greatness,  not 
in  virtue  of  tbe  chances  of  birth  or  of  a  noble  descent,  but  by  tbe  prestige  of  bis  own  ac- 
tions, by  that  nobility  whicb  begins  and  ends  in  themselves,  and  which  is  solely  the  work 
of  their  own  hands.    [Cheers ;  hear,  bear.  ] 

The  man  who  make^  himself  great  and  famous  by  bis  own  acts  and  by  bis  own  genius  is 
more  to  be  envied  than  he  who  was  bom  among  inherited  escutcheons  of  nobility. 

Lincoln  belongs  to  that  privileged  race,  to  that  aristocracy.  In  infancy  bis  energetic  soul 
was  tempered  in  poverty ;  in  youth,  labor  inspired  him  with  tbe  love  of  liberty  and  respect 
for  the  rights  of  men.  Up  to  the  age  of  22,  eancated  In  adversity,  with  his  hands  hardened 
by  honorable  labor,  while  resting  from  the  fatigues  of  daily  toil,  drinking  in  from  the  in- 
spii  ed  [lages  of  the  Bible  tbe  lessons  of  tbe  Gospel,  and  in  the  ephemeral  leaves  of  the 
public  journals  which  the  morning  brings  forth  and  the  evening  aisperses,  the  first  rudi- 
ments of  that  instruction  which  is  subsequently  ripened  by  solita^  meditation.  Light 
gradually  and  gently  illuminated  that  soul.  The  .wings  with  which  it  took  its  flight  then 
expanded  and  strengthened,  tbe  chrysalis  felt  one  bright  day  the  rays  of  the  sun  which 
called  it  into  life,  it  broke  through  its  bonds,  and  rose  up  from  its  bumble  condition  to  those 
luminous  spheres  where  a  higher  destiny  was  awaiting  its  approach.  The  farmer,  the 
laborer,  tbe  shepherd,  like  Cincinnatus,  abandoned  bis  plough  half  buried  in  tbe  earth,  and 
as  a  leg^lator  in  his  native  State,  and  subsequently  in  the  national  Congress,  be  prepared 
in  the  public  tribune  to  become  one  day  the  popular  chief  of  many  millions  *of  people,  the 
defender  of  the  whole  principle  which  Wilberforce  inaugurated.  What  strifes,  wbeit  agitated 
scenes,  what  a  series  of  herculean  works  and  incalculable  sacrifices  are  involved  and  repre- 
sented by  their  glorious  results  in  these  four  years  of  warfare  and  government ! 

Armies  in  the  field,  such  as  ancient  history  speaks  not  of;  immense  battles,  during  which 
tbe  sun  rises  and  s6ts  two  and  three  times  before  victory  declares  itself  on  either  side. 
Heavy  marcbes,  where  thousands  of  victims,  whole  legions,  cover  with  their  dead  every 
foot  of  the  conquered  ground.  Invasions,  the  daring  and  dangers  whereof  far  surpass  the 
records  of  Attila  and  the  Huns ! 

What  awful  obsequies  for  the  scourge  of  slavery !  What  a  terrible  and  salutary  lesson 
bas  this  people,  still  rich  and  vigorous  in  youth,  given  to  tbe  timid  scrujples  of  ancient 
Europe,  now  the  battle-field  of  principles  likewise  sacred ! 

These  were  the  beacons,  tbe  land-marks,  which  guided  bis  grand  career.  If  the  sword 
was  the  instrument  in  his  hands,  yet  liberty,  inspiration,  and  the  courage,  which  were  the 
outgrowth  of  his  principles,  were  equally  effective.  Trampling  down  tbe  thorns  in  his  path, 
guiding  his  steps  amidst  tbe  tears  and  the  blood  of  so  many  holocausts,  be  still  lived  to  see 
the  promised  land.  He  was  not  permitted  to  plant  on  that  soil  the  auspicious  olive  branch 
of  peace  and  concord.  When  he  was  about  to  reunite  tbe  loosened  oond  of  the  Union, 
when  be  was  about  to  infuse  into  tbe  body  of  bis  country  tbe  vivifying  spirit  of  free  institu- 
tions, after  collecting  and  reuniting  its  di^>ersed  and  bloody  members ;  when  the  standard 
of  the  republic,  its  funeral  dirges  ended,  its  agonies  of  pride  and  defeat  silenced  and  sub- 
sided, was  about  to  rise  again,  and  to  spread  its  giorious  folds  over  a  reconciled  people, 
purified  and  cleansed  from  the  stain  of  slavery,  the  ereat  athlete  tripped  in  the  ring  and 
fell,  thus  proving  that,  after  all,  he  was  but  mortal.     [Hear,  beat.    Applause.] 

I  think  this  brief  and  hurried  sketch  is  quite  sufficient  for  tbe  occasion.  The  chamber 
being,  by  its  nature,  by  daty,  and  by  orgnizaton,  not  only  tbe  conservator,  but  the  faith-

M  warden  of  traditions  and  principles,  will  not  hesitate  to  take  part  in  the  demonstration 
which  the  elective  chamber  has  already  adopted,  thus  following  the  example  of  all  the  en- 
hghtened  parliaments*  of  Europe.  Silence,  in  the  preseuce  of  such  criminal  attempts,  can 
oulj  be  maintained  bj  such  senates  as  are  dumb  and  void  of  elevated  sentiments  and 
aspirations.     [Hear,  hear.] 

jBy  voting  the  present  motion  the  chamber  of  peers  takes  a  part  in  the  feelings  of  pain  now 
experienced  bj  all  civilized  nations.  TThe  crime  which  has  closed  the  career  of  Lincoln — 
a  martyr  to  the  noble  principles  of  which  this  epoch  has  reason  to  be  proud — is  almost,  is 
essentially,  a  regicide,  and  a  monarchical  country  cannot  but  abhor  and  condemn  it.  The 
descendants  of  those  men  who  were  the  first  in  the  16th  century  to  reveal  to  Europe  the  new 
road  which,  across  stormy  and  unknown  seas,  opened  the  gates  of  the  eastern  world,  must 
not  be  the  last  to  bow  down  before  the  grave  of  a  great  citizen  and  a  great  magistrate,  who 
himself  piloted  his  people  through  terrible  tempests,  and  succeeded  in  leadmg  them  in 
triumph  over  the  fallen  ramparts  of  slavery's  stronghold.  Let  each  people  and  each  era 
have  Its  task  and  its  share  of  glory.  Let  each  illustrious  citizen  have  his  crown  of  laurel, 
or  his  civic  crown.     [Hear,  hear.    Applause.] 

The  Minister  op  Foreign  Affairs,  Count  d'Avila.  As  a  peer  of  the  realm,  he  takes 
part  in  this  noble  manifestation.  As  minister  of  the  crown  he  had  already  done  as  much,  in 
his  own  name  at  first,  when  mere  rumors  were  circulated  that  the  crime  had  been  committed ; 
and  again,  after  having  received  the  order  of  his  Majesty,  as  soon  as  no  doubt,  unfortunately, 
existed  on  the  subject,  in  order  to  show  what  were  the  sentiments  of  the  Portuguese  gov-» 
emment. 

Mr.  Kebello  da  Silva.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  am  rejoiced  to  bear  the  words  of  the  minister  of 
finance  and  of  foreign  affairs.  They  give  evidence  that  the  government  has  acted  in  this 
affair  with  that  propriety  and  promptitude  which  its  duty  indicated,  and  which  are  inspired 
by  noble  feelings.    I  shall  now  lay  on  the  table  my  motion  of  order,  as  follows : 

**The  cham^r  of  peers  deplores,  with  the  most  sincere  feelings  of  pain,  the  criminal  act 
which  has  just  thrown  into  mourning  the  sons  of  a  great  nation,  by  the  death  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  Mr.  Lincoln,  who  died  a  martyr  to  his  duty." 

L.  A.  Rebello  da  Silva,  the  speaker.  The  chamber  has  heard  the  reading  of  this  motion. 
I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  have  it  again  read  from  the  table,  M  it  would  not  have  a 
better  effect  than  when  read  by  its  author.     [Hear,  hear.] 

Mr.  Rebello  da  Silva.  The  Count  d'AvUa  has  likewise  signed  the  motion. 

The  Speaker.  All  the  worthy  poors  who  approve  of  the  Motion  will  be  pleased  to  indicate 
as  much. 

It  was  unanimously  approved. 

The  Count  d'Avila.  I  request  that  it  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  that  the  yoting  was 
unanimous.     [Hear,  hear.]

The  President.  The  proposal  just  placed  on  the  table  by  the  deputy,  Mr.  Medeiros,  will 
now  be  read;  it  is  as  follows: 

Proposal :  I  move  that  the  house  do  insert  in  its  minutes  a  significant  expression  of  the 
profound  emotion  with  which  it  received  the  news  of  the  barbarous  assassination  committed 
on  the  person  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  that  the 
worthy  representative  of  that  republic  at  this  couit  be  respectfully  informed  of  the  deliberation 
of  the  house  on  this  subject 

House  of  sessions.  May  3,  1865.    The  deputy  Henrique  Medeiros  de  Paula  Medeiros. 

The  minister  of  public  works,  (Mr.  Carlos  Bento.)  I  do  not  know  whether  the  motion 
is  admitted,  but  it  appears  to  me  that  from  its  very  nature,  it  is  of  an  urgent  ^nd  excep- 
tional character.  On  my  part  I  do  not  hesitate,  in  the  name  of  the  government,  in  sharing 
such  a  noble  and  fiE>eling  manifestation  as  the  one  contained  in  the  proposal. 

We  are  all  unanimous,  in  common  with  the  civilized  nations  of  Europe,  in  condemning  an 
ttct  which  has  excited  the  indignation  of  the  whole  people,  without  respect  to  party  distinc- 
ticms.  -  All  and  every  individual  reprobates  the  fatal  deed  which  has  taken  place  in  the 
United  States. 

I  willingly  take  part  in  the  expression  of  the  vote  contained  in  the  proposal.  I  feel  con- 
vinced that  the  Portuguese  parliament  will  not  hesitate  one  moment  in  adopting  the  mani- 
festation pf  such  becoming  sentiments.    [Hear,  hear.  ] 

Mr.  Sant'Anna  e  Vasconcellos.  I  thank  the  illustrious  deputy,  the  author  of  the 
potion,  for  having  brought  it  forward,  and  1  do  so  from  my  whole  heart. 

Mr.  Paula  Medeiros.  I  thank  the  noble  deputy  for  his  expressions. 

Mr.  Sant'Anna  e  Vasconcellos.  If  the  oisastrous  war  which  has  existed  in  America 
during  the  last  three  or  four  years  has  a  justification,  it  is  tp  be  found  in  the  one  grand  and 
noble  motive  which  has  dominated  throughout  the — abolition  of  slavery.    The  man  who  has 
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just  fallen  a  Tictim  to  the  assassination  which  we  all  deplore  maintained  that  noble  and  snb 
liuie  idea.  In  view  of  the  fact  which  is  in  itself  so  much  to  be  deplored  and  in  presence  o 
the  great  and  persistent  idea  of  that  great  citizen,  we  cannot  refrain  from  being  unaoimous 
in  voting  the  motion. 

The  Minister  of  Public  Works.  I  spoke  in  the  name  of  the  government,  and  I  can 
assure  the  houne  that  the  government  has  alreadv  tendered  those  manifestations  which  its 
dutj  and  its  feelings  clearly  indicated.  I  congratulate  mjself  on  the  fact  that  the  parliament 
was  allowed  the  opportunity,  by  a  spontaneous  initiative,  of  manifesting  its  sentiments. 

In  putting  the  motion  to  the  vote  it  was  carried  unanimously. 

I  have  the  honor  of  handing  you  copies,  inclosed,  of  a  cor^munication  address^  to  me  by 
the  secretary  of  the  chamber  of  deputies,  under  yesterday^s  date,  and  of  the  motion  referred 
to  in  said  communication,  which  was  presented  in  the  session  of  the  3d  instant  and  voted 
unanimously,  manifesting  the  sentiments  of  said  chamber  in' regard  to  the  horrible  deed  com- 
mitted on  the  person  of  Mr.  Abraham  Lincoln,  late  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

While  requesting  you  to  bring  these  documents  before  your  government,  it  is  my  duty  to 
inform  you  that  his  Majesty*s  government,  immediately  that  it  was  informed  of  an  event 
which  has  saddened  a  nation  whose  destinies  had  been  confided  to  such  an  illustrious  maeb- 
trate,  issued  the  needful  instructions  to  his  Majesty's  minister  in  the  United  States,  wiui  a 
«.view  to  express  to  the  American  government  the  profound  regret  with  which  his  Majesty  the 
King  and  nis  government  received  the  news  of  that  event. 

I  avail  of  this  opportunity  to  reiterate  the  assurances  of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

Lisbon,  May  10,  1865. 

I  have  received,  with  deep  emotion,  the  expression  of  sympathy  and  condolence  uttered  by 
the  honorable  chamber  of  deputies  in  a  manner  so  touching  and  marked,  in  reference  to  the 
deplorable  event  which  now  saddens  the  hearts  of  the  American  people. 

in  the  very  hour  when  peace  had  spread  her  benignant  wings  over  a  distracted  country, 
he,  who  by  his  virtties,  gentleness,  and  public  worth  had  inspired  everywhere  a  generous 
confidence,  was  stmck  down  by  the  criminal  hand  of  passionate  resentment. 

The  martvrdom  with  which  an  eventful  career  was  crowned  becomes  the  legacy  not  only 
of  a  nation  but  of  humanity ;  for  his  life  was  a  sacrifice  on  the  altar  of  duty. 

A  great  and  a  good  man  has  fallen,  but  the  principles  which  he  represented  and  defended 
so  uprightly  and  well  survive  to  honor  his  memory,  and  will  continue  to  live  and  be  cherished 
wherever  constitutional  government,  liberty,  and  justice  are  respected. 

The  people  of  the  United  States,  who  had  learned  to  value  toe  good  will  and  honorable 
conduct  of^ Portugal  during  a  period  of  strife  now  happily  terminated,  will  welcome  her  voice 
of  sympathy  in  this  hour  of 'Universal  grief  as  a  token  of  friendship  which  should  bind  them 
more  closely  together. 

It  will  be  my  duty  to  communicate  immediately  to  the  government  of  the  United  States 
the  sentiments  expressed  by  the  honorable  chamber  of  deputies,  but  I  cannot  peimit  this  oc- 
casion to  pass  without  conveying,  on  behalf  of  the  constituted  authorities  and  for  myself 
individually,  a  united  appreciation  of  this  high  mark  of  consideration  and  respect

Mr.  Hartey  to  Mr,  Hunter. 

No.  339.J  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Lisbon,  May  13,  1865, 
Sir  :  A  RosBian  Bonadroiv  of  four  ships,  bearing  the  remains  of  the  late  Due 
H^ritier,  entered  the  Tagns  on  the  morning  of  the  lOth  instant.  The  United 
States  ships  Niagara  and  Kearsarge  were  then  in  port.  The  Russian  minister, 
Mr.  de  Kondria&ky,  had  previouslj  informed  me  of  the  intention  of  the  squad- 
ron to  come  in,  and  of  the  ceremonies  proposed  by  the  Portuguese  authorities 
when  it  should  appear  and  during  its  stay  here.  The  Niagara  had  just  returned 
from  a  cruise  to  Madeira,  and  I  at  once  addressed  a  note  to  Commander  Graven, 
requesting  him  to  consult  and  co-operate  with  the  Portuguese  authorities,  and 
to  superadd  to  their  action  any  peculiar  tribute  of  respect  permitted  by  the 
naval  service  of  the  United  States  on  such  occasions. 
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Commodore  Graven  called  npon  me  soon  aflterwards  to  say,  tbat  as  he  was 
going  to  Antwerp,  he  proposed  to  offer  his  ship  as  an  escort  to  the  Russian 
squadron.  The  suggestion  struck  me  as  a  very  proper  and  becoming  expres- 
sion of  our  sympathy,  and  at  the  same  time  as  a  manifestation  of  friendship 
towards  a  great  power  which,  from  first  to  last,  had  borne  itself  kindly  and^con- 
siderately  to  the  United  States  during  our  whole  struggle.      • 

I  fully  concurred,  therefore,  in  the  view  of  Commodore  Craven,  and  made 
the  intention  known  to  the  Russian  minister,  in  order  that  he  might  accept  or 
decline  the  offer,  according  to  the  wishes  of  his  government  He  at  once  ex- 
pressed the  greatest  satisfaction  and  gratitude  for  the  courtesy,  and  made  the 
'purpose  known  to  the  Emperor,  now  at  Darmstadt.  I  received  a  formal  visit 
from  him  yesterday,  being  instructed,  as  he  said,  by  the  Emperor  to  express 
his  acknowledgments  for  this  act  of  considerate  and  welcome  attention. 

It  occurred  to  me  as  proper  for  the  Kearsarge  to  accompany  the  said  cortege 
a  certain  distance  to  sea;  first  to  render  our  respect  the  more  imposing,  and 
next  in  order  that  the  progress  of  the  voyage  up  to  a  particular  point  might  be 
reported  to  the  imperial  court. 

I  feel  quite  confident  that  no  manifestation  of  good  feeling  or  of  sympathy  on 
this  melancholy  occasion  could  be  made  here  which  would  not  be  acceptable  to 
the  President  and  the  department,  and  therefore  I  have  had  no  hesitation  what- 
ever in  obeying  my  own  impulses,  because  they  responded,  as  I  believe,  to  the 
wishes  and  sentiments  of  our  people. 

And  if  thei«  had  been  no  other  reason  to  guide  me,  the  expression  and  con- 
duct of  the  Russian  government  at  the  great  affliction  which  has  recently  been 
deplored  by  our  people,  and  the  language  of  friendly  attachment  addressed  to  ' 
the  United"  States  by  the  official  press  at  Saint  Petersburg,  in  the  presence  of 
the  world,  would  have  been  sufficient  to  have  determined  any  little  responsi- 
bility on  my  part,  if  a  doubt  as  to  the  plain  course  of  duty  had  ever  crossed  my 
mind. 

The  Russian  squadron  is  now  about  leaving  the  Tagus,  under  the  convoy  of 
the  Niagara  and  Kearsarge,  her  Majesty's  ship  Defence,  detailed  from  the 
fleet  recently  here  to  escort  the  squadron  to  Plymouth,  and  the  Portuguese 
ship  Sagree,  which  will  attend  it  ceremoniously  a  short  distance.

Sir  :  A  royal  decree  was  communicated  to  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  to-day, 
dissolving  the  Cortes  and  convoking  the  chambers,  after  the  elections,  for  the 
30th  of  July. 

The  new  ministry  found  it  wholly  impracticable  to  carry  on  the  government 
with  a  majority  in  the  popular  assembly,  which  had  been  instrumental  in  cans- 
bg  the  abandonment  of  power  by  its  own  friends. 

Parties  are  now  in  a  state  of  fusion,  and  the  chiefs  of  opposing  divisions  have 
handed  together  in  the  hope  of  carrying  into  office  a  coalition  which  contains 
the  seeds  of  its  own  dissolution,  even  in  the  event  of  a  temporary  triumph. 

Both  sides  profess  confidence  in  their  ability  to  secure  a  majority  in  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies,  but  the  actual  ministry  has  an  advantage  in  the  organ- 
ised maQhineiy  of  official  patronage  which  quite  counterbidances  if  it  does  not 
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exceed  tbe  combination  of  etrange  elements  which  form  the  temporary  op- 
position. 

The  ministry  of  the  Marqnis  de  sa  da  Bandeira  attracts  the  sympathy  of  the 
substantial  interests  of  the  country,  and  deservedly  enjoys  the  confidence  and 
respect  of  the  representatives  of  foreign  governments.

Ggntlemek  :  The  address  wliich  yon  did  me'  the  honor  to  deliver  personally,  in  behalf  of 
the  **  Centro  Promotor  dos  methoramentos  das  classes  laboriosas  de  Lisboa,"  expressive  of 
sympathy  and  regret  on  the  occasion  of  the  death  of  President  Lincoln,  will  be  immediately 
commnnicated  to  my  government,  and  will  be  received  as  an  utterance  at  once  worthy  in 
itself,  and  acceptable  from  its  touching  and  appropriate  sentiments. 

Among  Uie  many  sympathetic  expressic(ps  which  this  sad  occasion  has  called  forth,  none 
have  been  more  welcome  than  the  voices  of  associations  like  yours,  whose  aim  is  to  elevate 
and  dignify  man  by  enlarging  his  intell^nce  and  usefulness,  and  whose  ambition  is  thus  to 
promote  the  prosperity  and  happiness  ofUie  people  at  large. 

However  much  the  political  mstitutions  of  the  New  and  Old  World  may  diiler,  these  are 
objects  upon  which  all  men  may  agree,  since  they  are  the  necessary  foundations  of  stable  and 
successful  government.  Enlightened  progress  marches  forward  in  proportion  as  popular 
education  is  diffused,  and  it  stops  and  stagnates  where  free  instruction  is  denied.  The  civili- 
zation of  a  stkte  can  only  be  measured  by  the  intelligence  of  its  people. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  a  striking  illustration  of  this  idea,  and  his  career  furnishes  an  exi 
ample  and  an  honorabte  incentive  which  will  endure  in  all  history.  Humble  in  origin, 
un&vored  in  fortune,  self-reliant,  and  upright,  he  rose  from  obscure  beginnings  to  a  position 
which  attracted  the  gaze  of  the  world.  How  bravelv  and  well  he  bore  himself;  how  un- 
selfish and  noble  was  his  conduct ;  how  fervent  ana  patrioti<;  were  his  aspirations ;  how 
gentle  and  guileless  was  his  heart;  how  simple  and  yet  how  grand  was  his  nature,  are 
qualities  and  virtues  for  the  future  historian  to  describe.  It  is  our  pride  to  point  to  him  as  a 
tyne  of  American  civilisation. 

None  sympathize  more  strongly  than  he  with  every  effort  to  improve  the  condition  of  labor ; 
tq.  educate  its  children,  and  to  raise  it  up  to  a  higher  dignity.  His  hands  had  been  hardened 
by  honest  toil,  and  his  youth  had  been  disciplined  by  stem  necessity.  Therefore  his  ctympa- 
thies  were  ever  earnest  and  practical. 

Hence  it  is  fitting  that  associations  with  kindred  aims  to  those  which  illustrated  the  life  of 
our  lamented  President  should  linger  over  and  leave  offering^  upon  his  grave,  and  that  we, 
who  in  foreign  lands  witness  these  voluntary  tributes,  should  feel  our  hearts  swell  with 
mingled  emotions  of  gratitude  and  manly  pride.

Sir  :  Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  your  despatch,  enclosing  the  President's 
proclamation  in  regard  to  the  harboring  or.  giving  hospitality  to  insurgent 
cruisers,  I  transmit  a  copy  of  the  same  with  a  note,  of  which  a  copy  is  herewith 
enclosed,  to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  stating  at  the  sa(ne  time  that  the 
proclamation  of  July  20,  1861,  if  properly  enforced,  would  give  the  necessary 
protection  in  this  respect. 

Count  d' A  Vila,  in  order,  as  he  snppos^,  to  comply  fully  with  the  wishes  of 
our  government,  directed  a  new  portaria  or  decree  to  be  issued,  enjoining  the 
strict  and  continued  execution  of  the  proclamation,  as  will  be  seen  by  his  note 
to  me  and  its  enclosure. 

As  the  proclamation  of  1861  did  nothing  more  than  rea^m  the  adhesion  of 
this  government  to  that  clause  of  the  treaty  of  Pans  of  1856,  hj  which  the 
arming  and  -equipment  of  privateers  and  the  sale  of  prizes  made  by  them  in 
Portuguese  ports  was  prohibited,  I  have  not  thought  it  necessary  to  ask  for  its 
revocation,  which  I  am  sure  would  be  at  once  granted,  if  desired.  But  if  the 
department  entertains  any  other  view  upon  this  subject,  I  will  be  most  happy  to 
carry  out  its  instruction,  or  to  adopt  whatever  policy  may  be  considered  as  most 
wise  and  proper. 

It 'may  be  ol^served  in  this  connexion,  that  the  proclamation  of  1861  was 
issued  at  my  own  instance,  and  was  suggested  a^  a  means  of  preventing  a  con- 
cession of  belligerent  rights,  such  as  had  be^n  then  just  proclaimed  by  nearly  all 
the  maritime  powers,  and  the  example  of  which  Portugal  was  then  and  afterwards 
hard  pressed  to  follow.  That  proceeding  kept  the  ports  open  and  unrestricted 
to  our  ships-of>war,  avoided  any  application  of  the'  24-hours  rule,  and  was 
materially  ^serviceable  in  arresting  the  schemes  of  public  enemies  who  expected 
to  use  the  mid- ocean  islands  and  the  secluded  harbors  of  the  coast  for  hostile 
enterprises. 

The  government  co-operated  to  the  extent  of  its  ability,  and  with  sincere 
good  wUl,  in  efforts  to  stop  all  abuses  of  hospitality,  and  often  seconded  my 
endeavors  when  there  were  no  United  States  ships-of-war  at  hand,  by  de- 
spatching their  own  vessels  to  exposed  points  in  order  to  protect  our  commerce 
and  to  prevent  intended  depredations. 

Considering  the  relation  of  this  country  to  other  powers,  and  its  peculiar 
circumstances,  it  is  barely  justice  to  say,  that  the  conduct  of  Portugal  towards  the 
United  States,  during  the  whole  period  of  the  late  civil  strife,  was  exceptioDally 
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friendly  and  stands  out  in  marked  contrast  to  that  of  various  states,  which 
seem  to  claim  and  t^ceive  credit  for  rescinding  concessions,  that  largely  con- 
tributed to  the  moral  and  material  support  of  the  rebellion  during  its  existence. 
And  this  is  the  more  proper  to  be  said,  since  there  appears  to  be  a  disposition 
to  depreciate  and  disparage  that  conduct  by  those  who  are  either  ignorant  of  or 
indifferent  to  the  facts.

stringent  and  punctual  manner  the  execution  of  the  aforesaid  decree,  whereby  full  satisfaction 
is  thus  ^ven  to  your  representation.

It  being  possible  that  doubts  mav  arise  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  authorities,  whether  the 
dispositions  of  the  decree  of  the  29th  of  July,  1861,  are  to  be  considered  in  full  force,  in  view 
of  the  present  position  of  the  United  States  of  America,  his  Majesty  the  King,  through  thd 
marine  and  colonial  department,  is  pleased  hereby  to  declare  unto  all  the  governors  of  the 
colonial  provinces,  to  tne  major  general  of  the  navy,  and  to  the  inspectors  of  the  navy,  that 
the  said  decree  of  the  29th  of  July,  1861,  continues  to  subsist  in  full  force,  and  that  it  is 
their  duty  to  execute  the  same  in  the  most  punctual  and  stringent  manner.

Luhon^  September  6,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  ministrj  of  the  Marquis  de  Sa  da  Bandeira  resigned  office  on  the 
2d  instant  without  any  formal  expression  on  the  part  of  die  Cortes.  After  a 
close  contest  for  the  choice  of  presidents  of  the  chamber  of  deputies,  in  which  the 
ministry  barely  succeeded,  it  became  eyident  that  a  sure  wcfrking  majority 
could  not  be  relied  upon,  and  that  to  prolong  the  struggle  would  only  inyolve 
additional  embarrassments.  Under  thQse  circumstances  it  was  considered  proper 
to  withdraw  from  an  irksome  and  thankless  responsibility,  and  to  leaye  to  an 
opposition  of  mixed  materials,  which  had  united  for  a  giyen  purpose,,  the  task 
•  of  admmistering  the  government  in  the  difficidt  circumstances  which  it  had 
b}:ought  about. 

His  Majesty  the  King  then  summoned  Mr.  de  Aguiar  and  the  Duke  de  Loul^, 
the  two  chiefs  of  the  coalesced  opposition,  and  committed  to  them  the  duty  of 
organizing  a  cabinet.  After  yarious  conferences  the  interest  represented  by  the 
Duke  de  LouU  confided  the  organization  exclusiyely  to  Mr.  de  Aguiar,  and  he 
announced  to  the  chambers  yesterday  the  new  ministry,  composed  as  follows  : 

President  of  council  and  minister  of  interior,  J  A.  de  Aguiar ;  minister  of  foreign 
affairs  and  public  works,  Gonde  de  Castro ;  minister  of  finance,  Foutes  Pereira 
de  Mello ;  minister  of  justice  and  worship,  Barjona  de  Freitas  ;  minister  of  war, 
Conde  Torres  Noyas  ;  minister  of  marine  and  colonies,  Yisconde  Praia  Grande. 

No  confidence  is  entertained  that  this  ministry  will  succeed  any  better  than 
the  one  which  it  succeeded  in  ousting  from  omce ;  and  so  far  as  respects  the 
practical  conduct  of  affairs,  and  especially  the  diplomatic  relations,  it  is  less  ac- 
ceptable that  its  predecessor. 

It  was  announced  in  the  chamba*s  to-day  that  the  Cortes  would  be  adjourned 
till  November.  This  recess  may  enable  the  new  cabinet  to  recruit  some  addi- 
tional strength,  but  there  are  certain  elemants  of  discord  which  cannot  be  easily 
reconciled,  and  chronic  causes  of  complaint  which  a  mere  change  of  ministers 
will  not  remedy. 

The  public  men,  generally,  have  either  neglected  or  failed  in  the  courage  to 
apply  the  stem  treatment  which  the  situation  demands,  or,  in  other  wor£,  to 
confront  the  necessity,  as  it  presents  itself  to  every  careful  observer. 

In  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  constitutional  charter  the  King  has  ob- 
tained leave  from  the  Cortes  to  absent  himself  temporarily  from  the  country, 
and  intends  to  make  a  voyage  with  the  Queen,  soon  after  the  opening  of  the  ex- 
position at  Porto,  on  the  16  th  instant,  to  include  visits  to  England,  France,  and 
Italy,  travelling  in  comparative  incognito  under  the  title  of  Duke  and  Duchess 
of  Braganza.

Sir  :  The  accompanying  communication  is  enclosed  for  information,  as  it  is 
of  interest  to  our  vessels-of-war  which  may  touch  at  the  Cape  de  Verd  islands 
for  supplies  of  coal  and  water. 

The  present  supplies  of  those  necessities,  for  the  national  and  commercial  ma- 
rine, are  to  be  obtained  at  the  Cape  de  Verd  group  of  islands,  only  from  the 
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British  consnl  at  St.  Vincent,  whose  nndisgnised  ajmpatby  and  partial  proceed- 
ings dnring  the  existence  of  the  late  rebellion  were  frequently  made  the  subject 
of  complaint  to  this  legation  hj  those  who  had  experienced  exceptional  treat- 
ment at  his  hands.      •

Messrs.  Bumay  and  Mdrtins  to  Mr.  Harvey. 

Lisbon,  August  23,  1865. 

Sir  :  We,  tbe  undersigned,  ask  permission  to  1^  before  your  excellency  certain  facts  ccgi* 
ceming  the  establishment  of  a  coal  depot  in  the  Cape  de  Verd  islands,  which  facts  we  most 
respectfully  pray  your  excellency  to  make  known  to  the  proper  authorities  in  the  United  States. 

For  more  than  a  year  we  have  been  engaged  in  the  preliminary  arrangements  for  estab- 
lishing a  coal  depot  at  Porto  Praya,  a  safe  and  excellent  harbor  of  St.  Jago,  the  capital  island 
of  the  group  known  as  the  Cape  de  Verd.  We  obtained  from  the  Portuguese  government, 
in  the  montn  of  June  this  year,  in  the  name  of  one  of  the  undersigned,  the  enclosed  grant, 
from  which  your  excellency  will  see  that  we  have  every  desirable  privilege  as  to  wharves, 
coal,  depot,  &c  We  ought  here  to  remark,  that  though  ttie  present  concession  is  in  the 
name  of  but  one  of  us,  we  are,  nevertheless,  partners  in  the  enterprise,  and  the  Portuguese 
government  will  before  long  caftse  the  documents  to  be  duly  amenaed. 

To  one  acquainted  with  the  Cape  de  Verd  islands  it  would  be  superfluous  to  sav  that  St. 
Ja^o  is  the  most  fertile  of  the  group.  It  contains  about  25,000  inhabitants ;  abounds  in  veg- 
etables, fruit,  and  excellent  water,  and  is,  moreover,  the  seat  <5f  government.  Only  once  in 
the  memory  of  man  has  St.  Ja^o  been  visited  by  the  dreadful  dry  season  which  has  frequently 
b^en  so  disastrous  to  the  other  islands.  *  *  *  *  * 

We  intend  ^o  keep  a  constant  supply  of  the  best  American  anthracite,  Cardiff,  and  New 
Castle  coal,  at  a  uniform  rate,  not  varying  with  the  necessities  of  the  steamers,  or  the  whim 
of  our  agents  or  employes.  By  the  end  of  January  we  shall  be  able  to  supply  vessels-of-war 
and  merchant  steamers  on  the  African  coast,  or  those  bound  to  the  Cape  of  Cood  Hope,  or 
from  southern  Europe  to  the  Brazils.  There  is  but  one  other  coal  depot  in  the  Csipe  de  Verd, 
at  the  barren  island  of  St.  Vincent.  Till  now  this  has  been  a  monopoly,  and  sometimes  a 
burdensome  one,  enabling  the«  proprietors  to  take  advantage  of  the  necessities  of  steamers. 

A  few  considerations  will  show  the  desirableness  as  well  as  superiority  of  a  coal  depot  at 
Porto  Praya : 

1.  The  competition  of  the  new  will  be  a  wholesome  check  on  the  old  establishment. 

2.  The  water  at  St.  Vincent,  according  to  the  testimony  of  every  captain,  is  of  very  inferior 
quality,  having  often  proved  unfit  for  cooking  after  it  has  been  brought  on  board ;  so  that 
men-of-war,  after  coaling  at  St.  Vincent,  have  frequently  gone  to  Porto  Praya  for  water. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  water  at  Porto  Praya  is  of  the  best  quality,  and  can  be  put  alongside 
ship  for  $1  per  hogshead,  that  of  St  Vincent  costing  from  $1  50  to  $2  per  hogshead. 

2L  St.  Vincent  is  a  barren,  volcanic  island,  obtaining  all  its  supplies  either  from  Europe  or 
from  some  other  more  favored  islands.  All  stores,  therefore,  are  high.  Porto  Praya,  on  the 
contrary,  has  had  at  all  times  (except  the  one  dry  season  referred  to)  plenty  of  vegetables — 
as  sweet  potatoes,  turnips,  cabbage,  squashes,  pumpkins,  Slc  ;  and  abundance  of  fruit — as 
oranges,  lemons,  bananas,  Ac 

4.  Porto  Prava  is  no  further  out  of  the  way  than  St  Vincent  in  the  voyage  from  America 
to  Africa  or  Chma. 

5.  At  first,  coals  will  be  shipped  with  the  same  rapidity  as  at  St.  Vincent,  but  when  our 
machinery  (for  which  one  of  us  will  go  to  America,  the  other  to  England)  is  all  in  operation 
we  shall  be  enabled  to  do  it  much  quicker. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  say  that  one  of  us  (J.  B.  Bumay,  from  Belgium)  is  a  merchant  of 
long  standing  in  this  city,  and  your  excellency  can  easily  be  satisfied  of  his  capabilities  and 
responsibility.  The  other  partner  (C.  Martinez)  is  a  naturalized  American,  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  though  a  native  of  Porto  Praya,  and  speaks  English  fluently.  Mr.  Martinez 
was  for  a  long  time  on  the  coast. of  Africa,  as  agent  of  Charles  Hoffman,  esq.,  of  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  the  well-known  merchant  in  the  hide  trade ;  he  was  also  American  consul  at 
Bissau,  west  coast  of  Africa. 

Submitting  this  memorandum  to  your  excellency's  judgment,  and  hopinff  that  your  excel- 
lency may  see  no  objection  to  laying  these  facts  before  the  government  of  toe  United  States,

No.  366.]  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Lisbon,  November  21,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  correspondence  communicated  with  this*  despatch  will  bring  to  your 
notice  the  material  facts  connected  with  a  lamentable  event  which  occurred  here 
on  the  evening  of  the  24th' October,  resulting  in  the  death  of  a  Portuguese  sub- 
ject, named  Josd  Manuel. 

As  the  consul  is  charged  with  questions  relating  to  American  seamen,  the 
authorities  necessarily  addressed  themselves  to  him  in  the  preliminary  proceedings, 
but  he  at  once  consulted  with  me  as  to  the  steps  to  be  taken,  and  fully  concurred 
in  my  earnest  wish  to  have  the  criminal  discovered  and  delivered  up. 

All  efforts  at  detection  have  thus  far  failed,  probably  from  the  indisposition  of 
the  seamen  to  make  any  revelations  on  the  subject  which  might  criminate  one 
of  their  own  body;  and  the  investigation  before  a  miied  commission,  informally 
organized  for  the  purpose,  while  in  some  degree  complicating  one  of  the  sailors, 
did  not  warrant  his  surrender,  for  the  testimony  only  excited  a  misgiving,  and 
was  not  of  a  nature  to  be  regarded  as  judicially  or  even  morally  sufficient  against 
a  person  of  established  good  character. 

Rear-Admiral  Goldsborough,  and  indeed  all  the  officers,  manifested  a  proper 
and  becoming  disposition  to  advance  the  ends  of  justice,  and  vigilance  will  not 
be  relaxed  because  the  case  has  assumed  its  present  lorm.  His  Majesty's  gov- 
ernment is  fully  satisfied  that  every  desire  is  entertained,  and  that  every  energy 
has  been  exerted  to  trace  the  offender,  as  also  that  these  endeavors  will  be  con- 
tinued so  long  as  there  is  a  reasonable  possibility  of  discovery. 

As  the  unfortunate  victim  of  the  affray  was  the  sole  support  of  aged  and  infinn 
parents,  I  suggested  the  propriety  of  a  subscription  for  their  immediate  relief, 
which  was  handsomely  responded  to  by  the  officers  and  crews  of  the  ships  now 
in  port.

Count  de  Castro  to, Mr.  Harvey. 

The  civil  povemor  of  Lisbon,  in  a  communication  under  date  of  October  26,  made  known 
to-4be  department  of  interior  that,  on  the  24th  of  said  month,  about  6  o'clock  p.  m.,  a  boat- 
matt,  named  Jos6  Manuel,  residing  in  Rua  da  Silva,  No.  37,  was  mortally  wounded,  with  two 
stabs,  bj  one  of  the  seamen  belonging  to  one  of  the  American  men-of-war  now  m  the  Tagns, 
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said  occarrenco  baving  taken  place  on  the  Caes  do  Sodr6,  from  whence  the  wonnded  man  was 
carried  to  St.  Joseph's  hospital,  where  he  died  shortly  after.  The  aforesaid  magistrate  farther 
adds,  that  the  agmssor  managed  to  escape  on  board  one  of  the  boats  without  its  having  been 
possible  to  identify  him. 

In  bringing  this  serious  affair  to  your  notice,  his  Majesty's  government  expresses  the  hope 
that  you  will  not  fail  to  adopt  such  necessary  measures  as  may  lead  to  the  punishment  of  the 
criminal,  assuring  you  that,  as  communicated  to  me  by  the  minister  of  interior,  the  civil 
governor  of  Lisbon  has  caused  to  be  drawn  ont  the  requisite  form  of  declaration,  with  all  the 
attending  circumstances,'  and  investigations  regarding  the  crime  and  its  perpetrator,  in  order 
that  proper  proceedings  may  be  instituted,  and  that  communication  has  been  made  to  the 
United  Stated  consul  of  all  tnat  has  taken  place,  at  the  same  time  requesting  him  to  have  the 
criminal  given  up. 

I  renew  on  this  occasion  the  assurance  of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

Lisbon^  November  14,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  7th  instant,  which 
was  only  delivered  at  this  legation  at  6  oVlock  last  evening,  six  days  after  its  date. 

The  general  facts  relating  to  the  unfortunate  event,  to  which  your  excellency  inviteis  atten- 
tion, haid  already  been  brought  to  my  notice  by  the  consul  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
measures  taken  by  him  and  by  the  officers  of  the  United  States  ships-of-war  in  port,  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  alleged  crime  and  tracing  out  the  criminal,  were  adopted  with 
my  Knowledge,  privity,  and  co-operation. 

It  appears  from  the  inauiries  made  through  this  legation,  that  a  seaman  belonging  to  th 
United  States  transport  ship  Guard  was  badly  maltreated  by  some  of  the  boatmen  who  pur- 
sued their  calling  at  the  Caes  do  Sodr^,  in  the  aflemoon  of  the  24th  of  October,  and  that  sub- 
sequently, when  one  of  that  ship's  boats  reached  the  quay  at  about  6  o'clock,  and  while  its 
crew  were  in  the  act  of  transporting  their  disabled  and  wounded  comrade  to  the  boat,  a 
general  broil  ensued  between  the  Portugese  boatmen  and  American  sailors,  during  which  one 
Jos^  Manuel  was  stabbed  by  some  unknown  hand,  and  subsequently  died  of  the  wounds. 

As  it  was  alleged  that  the  fatal  blow  had  been  struck  by  one  of  the  sailors  of  the  Guard,  the 
commanding  officer  of  that  ship,  «upon  being  made  aware  of  the  charee,  immediately  and  of 
his  own  accord  ordered  all  the  seamen  altached  to  two  boats  which  had  been  on  daty,  and 
five  others  who  had  been  ashore  on  liberty,  under  strict  arrest  to  await  judicial  examination, 
and  he  proceeded  to  make  an  inquiry  himself,  with  a  view  of  discovering  the  criminal,  if  he 
was  on  board  the  ship.  That  inquiry  made  no  disclosure  affecting  any  of  the  seamen  in  ques- 
tion, but  the  arrest  was  nevertheless  continued. 

Inasmuch  as  a  report  had  gained  currency  that  the  offender  could  and  would  be  promptly 
identified  by  various  witnesses,  if  all  the  seamen  said  to  be  implicated  were  produced,  the 
consul  of  the  United  States,  at  the  instance  of  the  commander  of  tne  Guard,  addressed  a  note 
to  the  civil  governor  on  the  2d  instant,  stating  his  readiness  and  desire  to  furnish  that  oppor- 
tunity, and  to  have  instituted  the  most  searching  investigation. 

Accordingly  an  appointment  was  made  for  an  examination  at  the  arsenal  on  the  4th  instant, 
which  was  attended  by  his  Majesty's  administrador,  the  United  States  consul,  the  commander 
of  the  Guard,  and  other  officials  designated  for  that  purpose.  The  fifteen  seamen  were  ranged 
in  line,  subject  to  the  fullest  scrutiny  of  four  witnesses  who  were  brought  forward ;  not  one 
of  them  had  been  engaged  in  the  melee,  and  of  whom  two  were  boys.  The  recorded  evidence 
establishes  that  there  is  not  a  partide  of  proof  to  criminate  any  particular  individual,  or  to 
fix  the  responsibility  of  this  grave  crime.  In  the  absence  of  such  proof  or  of  any  evidence 
that  would  be  recognized  in  a  court  of  law  to  hold  a  person  charged  to  answer  for  crime,  it 
is  necessarily  impossible  to  make  delivery  of  a  criminal  who  is  not  known,  and  who  as  yet 
has  avoided  aU  efforts  at  discovery,  if  he  really  be  one  of  the  seamen  suspected.  But  there 
is  every  disposition  on  the  part  of  this  legation,  and  of  the  officers  of  the  ships-of-war,  to  pro- 
mote the  course  of  justice,  and  to  that  end  every  aid  will  be  given  for  further  investigation, 
in  any  proper  form  that  may  be  indicated  by  his  Majesty's  government.  Although  there  is  ^ 
no  treaty  of  extradition  between  Portugal  and  the  United  States,  all  questions  of  form  will  * 
be  waived  in  order  that  the  criminal  may  be  brought  to  a  speedy  trial,  if  he  is  within  the 
jurisdiction  or  under  the  protection  of  the  American  flag.  And  with  a  view  of  leaving^  no 
duty  undischarged,  the  wnole  case  will  be  at  once  presented  to  the  notice  of  Rear-Admiral 
Goldsborough,  who  arrived  in  the  Tagus  this  morning,  so  that  such  additional  measures  may 
be  adopted  as 'his  superior  authority  over  the  fleet  will  authorize. 

Without  the  least  desire  to  avoid  responsibility,  or  to  depreciate  the  seriousness  of  this 
crime,  it  may  be  suggested  as  worthy  of  consideration,  whether  in  the  confusion  of  a  broil  at 
nightfall,  in  which  a  large  number  of  persons  were  engaged,  there  can  be  any  reasonable  cer- 
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taiaty  without  clear*  and  oonymcing  testimoDj,  as  to  the  individual  who  maj  have  inflicted 
the  fatal  wound,  or  whether  the  blow  was  struck  intentionall v  or  accidentallj.  The  Portu- 
guese boatmen  largely  outnumbered  the  American  sailors,  and  it  is  very  remarkable  that  not 
one  of  those  engaged  in  the  afiray  should  have  appeai*ed  at  the  arsenal,  to  testify  at  the  ex- 
amination which  they  were  noti6ed  was  to  take  place.  There  is  no  doubt  but  their  cruel 
treatment  of  one  of  the  seaman  was  the  provoking  cause  of  the  quarrel  and  of  its  lamentable 
consequence. 

The  occasion  is  a  fitting  one  to  call  the  attention  of  your  excellency  to  the  imperfect  poUee 
at  the  Caes  do  Sodr^,  and  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  designating  a  special  lanaing  for  Doata 
belonging  to  foreign  ships-of-war,  or  at  least  of  establishing  some  regulation,  by  which  they 
may  be  protected  against  the  constant  outrages  of  boatmen  who  throng  that  qua^and  obstruct 
free  communication. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing,  Admiral  Goldsborough  has  called  at  the  legation  and  been  in- 
formed of  this  note.  He  fully  concurs  in  its  suggestions  and  stands  ready  to  afford  every  fa- 
cility for  the  most  thorough  investigation,  and  to  assist  personalljp'  in  any  manner  that  will 
best  promote  that  object 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  renew*  the  assurances  of  my  most  distinguished  con- 
sideration.

Count  de  Castro  to  Mr,  Harvey. 

I  have  had  the  honor  of  receiving  the  note  which  you  were  pleased  to  address  me  under  jes- 
terdav's  date,  informing  me  that  notwithstanding  all  the  efforts  emsloyed,  it  has  not  beeta. 
possible  to  discover  the  perpetrator  of  the  crime  attributed  to  one  or  the  seamen  belonging 
to  the  American  transport  ship  Guard,  and  declaring  that  tfiere  exists  both  on  the  part  of  the 
legation  under  your  charge  and  of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  United  States  ships-of- 
w  ar,  the  utmost  desire  to  aid  the  Portuguese  authentic  in  fbrwarding  the  ends  of  justice. 

Thanking  you  for  this  communication,  which  I  shall  immediate^  make  known  to  the 
minister  of  the  interior,  and  appreciating  in  a  high  degree  the  good  offices  tendered  by  the 
worthy  commander,  and  other  officers  of  said  ship,  ^ith  the  approval  of  Admiral  Golds- 
borough,  in  the  case  in  question,  I  shall  avail  myself  of  the  first  opportunity  to  make  known 
to  you  any  resolution  which  mav  be  adopted,  with  regard  to  your  suggestion  as  to  the  de- 
signation of  a  special  point  for  tne  landing  of  the  crews  of  foreign  ships- of- war.

Sir  : .  I  have  the  honor  to  furnish  you  with  copies  of  a  correspondence  between  his  Majesty's 
government  and  this  'legation,  in  regard  to  a  charge  of  crime  made  against  some  unknoitu- 
seaman  alleged  to  belong  to  the  transport  ship  Guard,  attached  to  the  squadron  under  your 
command. 

It  appears  that  his  Majesty's  government  is  entirely  satisfied  with  the  disposition  shown 
and  the  efforts  made  by  all  of  the  officials  of  the  United  States,  not  only  to  discover  the 
criminal  in  question,  but  to  purge  themselves  of  all  responsibility  connected  with  the  crime, 
and  that  no  further  investigation  seems  to  be  desired. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  there  is  no  good  reason  for  detaining  the  transport  ship  lon^^  in 
p<»t,  as  you  had  properlj  and  promptly  directed  should  be  done  pending  the  investigation.

I  have  received  a  reply,  a  translation  of  which  is  enclosed  herewith.    The 
decision  of  the  Navy  Department  to  defer  for  the  present  the  employment  of 
storehouses  on  shore,  renders  it  unnecessary  to  prosecate  the  subject  further, 
and  I  have  notified  the  Italian  government  accordingly.

Turin,  November  1,  1864. 

Ur.  Minister:  I  have  commumcated  to  the  ministry  of  marine  the  contents  of  your  note 
of  the  *26th  September  last,  in  relation  to  having  magazines  in  the  port  of  Cagliari  to  receive 
the  United  States  naval  stores,  which  are  to  be  removed  from  the  depot  at  Spezia,  on  account 
of  the  transformation  of  the  golf  of  Spezia  into  a  military  establishment  for  the  rojal  marine 
of  Italy. 

Inview  of  the  amicable  relations  existing  between  the  two  countries,  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  exceptional  circumstances  that  the  United  States  of  America  have  no  posses-' 
sion  in  Europe,  and  their  great  distance  from  the  Mediterranean  does  not  permit  tnem  to 
provision  directly  and  opportunely  their  ships  in  that  sea,  the  government  or  the  King  haa 
no  objection  to  granting  the  permission  desired.  But  yon  will  recognize,  Mr.  Minister,  in 
making  this  concession  we  are  obliged  to  return  to  the  Kind's  govenunent  that  liberty  ol 
action  which  its  own  interests  and  the  maintenance  of  maritmie  neutrality  demand.  It  is 
my  duty  then  to  fix  the  following  conditions : 

The  privilege  accorded  to,  the  United  States  to  rent  magazines  at  Cagliari  for  the  stores  of 
their  naval  station  in  the  Medi^rranean  can  at  any  time  be  revoked  by  the  government  ol 
the  Kin^,  and  the  marine  of  the  United  States  will  be  held  to  evacuate  the  aforesaid  maga- 
sines  within  a  delay  of  three  months  after  notice  given  to  the  legation  of  the  United  States 
at  the  court  of  Italy. 

In  case  of  a  rupture  between  the  United  States  and  any  European  power,  the  magazines 
of  Cagliari  must  be  evacuated  immediately  after  the  declaration  of  war. 

The  United  States  will  not  be  entitled  to  indemnity  for  the  evacuation  of  their  naval  mag- 
azines at  Cagliari. 

8hips-of-war  of  the  United  States  marine  will  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  royal  decree 
of  Gth  of  April,  1864,  hereunto  annexed,  in  reg^d  to  the  neutrality  of  the  ports  of  the  Italiaa 
Kingdom. 

In  case  that  ships-of-war  of  the  United  States  should  have  to  remain  in  the  port  of  Cagliari 
beyond  the  time  fixed  by  article  12  of  the  said  decree,  they  will  be  required,  except  in  case 
of  forced  stoppage  or  of  damage,  to  obtain  the  authorization  of  the  King^s  government 

The  provisions  of  the  before  mentioned  decree  relating  to  belligerent  ships  will  be  applica- 
ble to  tne  military  marine  of  the  United  States,  whenever  the  United  States  shall  be  at  war 
with  any  other  power,  or  in  case  ships-of-war  or  privateers  (armis  en  course)  of  the  separa- 
tists should  make  their  appearance  in  the  Mediterranean. 

I  shall  be  glad,  Mr.  Minister,  if,  while  appreciating  the  necessity  of  these  conditions,  yon 
should  find  no  difficulty  in  accepting  them. 
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I  haaten  to  add  that  the jroTemment  of  the  Kinjr  will  be  happj  to  be  able  to  give  proo&  of 
it0  friendship  towards  the  United  States  in  accor<ung  to  the  federal  marine  aU  facilities  that 
xna^  be  consistent  with  its  duties. 

I  take  with  pleasure,  Mr.  Minister,  this  occasion  of  renewing  to  joa  the  assurances  of  my 
high  consideration.

The  removal  of  the  seat  of  this  government  to  Florence  is  to  take  place  on 
the  first  of  Mav  next,  and  the  necessary  alterations  and  constructions  of  public 
buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  different  departments  of  the  ministry 
and  other  branches  of  public  service  are  now  in  progress  at  that  city. 

The  excitement  which  the  sudden  announcement  of  this  change  produced 
having  subsided,  the  measure  has  now  become  a  subject  of  calm  reflection,  and 
is  by  no  means  re^rded,  even  at  Florence,  with  the  favor  which  welcomed  the 
first  intelligence  of  the  convention.  On  the  contrary,  while  it  has  gained  no 
new  friends,  as  a  wise  or  necessary  step,  the  convictions  of  those  who  origi- 
nally opposed  it  have  been  strengthened,  and  if  the  question  were  now  to  be  tried 
upon  its  merits,  I  do  not  think  the  ministry  could  command  a  majority  of  either 
branch  of  the  national  legislature  in  its  favor ;  that  it  was  intended  by  some  of 
the  parties  to  the  negotiation  as  a  renunciation  of  the  claim  to  Rome  as  the 
national  capital  woula  now  be  scarcely  denied ;  but  however  that  may  be,  the 
effect  of  it  will  be  to  renew  the  agitation  of  the  Roman  question,  and  it  will  soon 
present  itself  to  the  people  in  a  shape  more  imperiously  demanding  a  satisfac- 
tory solution  than  ever. 

Hitherto  the  desire  to  retain  the  seat  'of  government  at  the  ancient  capital  of 
its  kings  has,  in  a  great  measure,  stifled  the  voice  of  Piedmont  on  this  question, 
and,  therefore,  the  most  powerful  niBitional  influence  which  could  be  brought  to 
bear  upon  it  has  been,  to  a  certain  extent,  paralyzed.  The  moral  strength  of 
the  nation  resides  in  Piedmont,  and  the  whole  influence  of  all  classes,  with  the 
exception  of  the  clergy,  throughout  the  old  provinces,  will  now  be  directed  to 
the  accomplishment  of  an  end  to  which  the  population  of  the  former  Sardinian 
kingdom  nas  been  hitherto  comparatively  indifferent.  Jealousy  of  Florence 
and  of  Tuscan  influence  in  the  government  will  combine  to  rouse  the  spirit  of 
other  parts  of  Italy  in  the  same  direction,  and  the  peninsula  will  be  better  united 
on  this  point  than  it  has  hitherto  been  on  any  other. 

Happiljr  for  the  interests  of  Italian  liberty,  the  recent  encyclical  letter  of 
Pope  Pius  IX,  is  likely  to  frustrate  the  various  schemes  of  conciliation  which 
have  been  dreamed  of  as  effectually  as  the  madness  of  our  own  southern  pro- 
slavery  politicians  has  dispelled  the  visions  of  a  new  compromise  between  the 
spirit  of  slavery  and  the  spirit  of  freedom  in  our  own  commonwealth. 

One  of  the  mose  important  measures  now  under  discussion  in  the  Italian  par- 
liament is  the  bill  for  the  Suppression  of  monastic  corporations.  It  is  unfortu- 
nate that  the  measure  had  not  been  proposed  and  sustained  on  moral  rather 
than  financial  grounds ;  for  its  advocates  have  thus  deprived  themselveb  of  their 
strongest  argument,  and  at  the  same  time  furnishes  their  opponents  with  the 
most  powerM  weapons  of  resistance.  Considered  as  a  ouestion  of  expediency 
in  a  moral  point  of  view,  independently  of  religious  prejudice,  the  reasons  for  the 
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Buppression  of  the  conventional  establishments  are  overwhelming,  and  their 
force  is  much  increased  by  numerous  recent  disclosures  of  a  turpitude  and  de- 
pravity among  the  membera  of  many  monastic  institutions  which  are  happily 
unimaginable  in  countries  not  familiar  with  the  history  of  similar  establishments 
in  former  periods.  Four  or  five  monastic  schools  have  recently  been  closed  by 
the  government  for  xeasons  similar  to  those  which  led  to  the  suspension  of  the 
school  of  the  Gynorantelli  at  Turin,  in  1863.         •         |        •         •         • 

The  fate  of  the  bill  is  doubtful,  but  it  is  thought  probable  that  it  will  pass 
the  chamber  of  deputies,  in  a  modified  form,  and  then  perhaps  fail  altogether  in 
the  senate. 

But  while  the  political  condition  of  Italy  is  in  many  respects  unsatisfactory, 
there  are  in  some  directions  some  tokens  of  at  least  material  progress.  The 
readiness  with  which  the  proposal  to  anticipate  the  taxes  for  1865  has  been 
met  by  the  people,  is  a  very  favorable  indication  of  the  pecuniary  condition  of 
the  people;  and  the  improved  well-being  of  the  laboring  classes,  and  especially 
♦the  great  reduc:ion  in  the  number  of  mendicants,  are  circumstances  which  very 
forcibly  strike  the  attention  of  all  strangers  who  knew  Italy  fifteen  years  ago. 
The  sale  of  the  railroads  and  of  the  public  domain,  though  at  prices  far  below 
their  probable  value,  will  serve  to  relieve  the  treasury,  and,  in  fact,  the  financial 
embarrassments  of  the  government  are  among  the  least  of  its  real  difficulties. 

The  re-election  of  President  Lincoln  has,  as  you  have  heard  from  all  quar- 
ters, been  received  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  by  the  friends  and  the  greatest 
disappointment  by  the  enemies  of  European  liberty.  The  issue  presents  itself 
on  the  continent  in  two  aspects  ;  first,  as  a  question  of  the  abolition  of  domestic 
slavery,  and,  secondly,  as  a  question  of  the  power  of  popular  government  to 
maintain  themselves  against  aomestic  as  well  as  against  foreign  hostility.  The 
present  administration  of  the  American  government  enjoys,  I  believe,  the  con- 
fidence of  our  European  well-wishers — that  is  to  say,  of  all  the  populai;  masses 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  on  both  points.  I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
most  of  the  members  -of  this  government  are  friendly  to  us,  though  I  regret  to 
say  that  it  allows  the  ministerial  journals  to  indulge  in  a  tone  of  malevolence  and 
misrepresentation  of  fact  against  us,  which  it  certainly  would  not  permit  in  the 
case  of  states  whose  good  will  it  valued  at  a  high  rate.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  the  16th  of  January,  No.  Ill,  has  been  received,  and 
your  proceedings  therein  mentioned  are  approved. 

I  thank  you  for  the  information  you  have  given  me  concerning  the  political 
affairs  of  Italy. 

The  United  States  rejoice  in  everything  that  contributes  to  the  stability  of 
the  Italian  government,  or  tends  to  promote  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the 
Italian  people.  If,  as  you  suppose,  these  sentiments  are  not  fully  reciprocated, 
by  the  government  of  Italy  at  the  present  moment,  we  may  regret  the  circum- 
stance without  allowing  it  to  affect  our  settled  policy  in  regard  to  that  very  in- 
teresting country.  .Once  we  enjoyed  the  general  respect  of  European  states, 
some  of  them  became  unfriendly  when  we  entered  the  ways  of  adversity.  We 
shall  always  gratefully  remember  that  Italy  was  not  one  of  these  nations. 
However  unfriendly  any  of  its  governing  statesmen  may  regard  us,  we  do  not 
cease  to  remember  that  the  fate  of  the  civil  war  in  which  we  are  engaged  is 
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little  dependent  on  foreign  favor ;  that  if  we  fail  we  cannot  expect  friends,  and 
if  we  continae  to  be.  snccessful,  it  will  be  less  necessary  than  it  has  been  hitherto 
to  plead  for  fHendship.

Turin,  February  13,  1865. 

Sir  :  As  the  public  journals  have  already  informed  you,  the  King  of  Italy 
left  Turin  for  Florence  on  the  third  day  of  the  present  month,  and  the  latter 
city  will  henceforth  be  the  royal  residence.  The  immediate  occasion  of  the 
King's  departure  was  the  absence  of  apy  representation  of  the  municipality  of 
Turin  at  a  court  ball  given  on  the  evening  of  January  30,  and  the  refusal  of 
that  body  to  disclaim  or  apologize  for  popular  manifestations  of  dissatisfaction 
in  the  streets  and  public  squares  of  the  city  on  that  evening. 

These  manifestations,  it  appears,  were  specially  provoked  by  the  neglect  of 
parliament  to  pass  resolutions  implying  some  censure  of  the  ministry  for  their 
conduct  durihff  the  disturbance  of  September  21  and  22,  and  to  make  any 
provision  for  tne  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  innocent  persons  killed 
on  that  unhappy  occasion. 

The  departure  of  the  King  was  extremely  sudden.  No  previous  notice  of  his 
intention  to  remove  to  Florence  was  given,  nor,  in  fact,  was  that. intention  even 
generally  suspected  at  Turin  before  it  was  carried  into  effect ;  no  public  announce- 
ment of  his  change  of  residence  has  been  since  promulgated,  nor  has  any 
communication  yet  been  made  to  tj^e  diplomatic  corps  on  the  subject.  The 
King,  however,  was  accompanied  by  Greneral  La  Marmora,  president  of  the  coun- 
cil and  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  by  some  others  of  the  ministry,  and  by  the 
principal  officers  of  the  court,  and  many  of  the  public  journals  declared  that  the 
personal  removal  of  the  King  and  court  was  held  to  involve  the  removal  of  the 
seat  oT  government,  and  to  be,  in  fact,  an  execution  of  the  act  of  parliament  and 
the  royal  decree  for  transferring  the' capital  to  Florence. 

In  order  to  inform  myself  on  this  point,  I  visited  the  minister  of  foreign 
•  affairs  at  Florence  on  Monday  last,  and  learned  from  him  that  Turin  is  still 
considered  the  official  capital  of  the  kingdom,  and  will  continue  to  be  so  re- 
garded until  the  actual  removal  of  the  public  offices  and  their  archives  and 
personnel. 

This  it  is  understood  will  not  take  place  until  April,  or  more  probably  May, 
and  in  the  mean  time  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  foreign  diplomatic  representatives 
will  remain  here,  visiting  Florence  from  time  to  time,  if  occasion  shall  require. 

I  shall,  unless  otherwise  instructed,  pursue  the  satne  course,  and  hope  that  this 
decision  will  meet  your  approbation.

TuriUf  April  29, 1865. 

Sir  :  Two  days  since  a  telegraphic  message  forwarded  to  this  city  for  trans- 
mission to  Constantinople  brought  us  the  first  announcement  of  the  fearful  crime 
to  which  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Union  has  fallen  a  victim.  The  want  of 
direct  intelligence  and  the  brevity  of  the  telegram  led  many  to  suspect  that  it 
was  a  false  rumor,  invented  for  purposes  of  speculation,  but  it  was  (A)nfirmed  by 
later  messages,  and  the  post  of  this  morning  brings  us  many  of  the  details  of 
the  aasassinatioD,  as  well  as  a  notice  of  your  appointment  as  Acting  Secretary  of 
State. 

Upon  the  reception  of  the  first  message  members  of  the  Italian  senate  and 
chamber  of  deputies,  which  were  then  there  in  session,  called  at  my  house  for 
iDformation  as  to  the  truth  of  the  report.  This,  in  consequence  of  the  accidental 
failure  of  telegrams  to  and  from  Mr.  Adams,  I  was^unable  to  give,  but  know- 
'  ing,  as  I  do,  the  character  of  the  enemies  with  whom  the  late  President  had  to 
contend,  &Ai  remembering  the  threats  of  which  he  was  often  the  object,  I  have 
long  thought  such  an  event  probable,  and  did  not  hesitate  to  say  that  I  so  con- 
sidered it. 

You'will  receive  from  nearer  sources  abundant  evidence  of  the  reprobation 
and  horror  which  this  enormous  offence  against  humanity  has  excited  throughout 
Europe,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  most  eminent  friends  of  Italian  libertv 
are  not  behind  the  foremost  in  condemnation  of  the  crime  and  in  regret  for  the  sud- 
den removal  of  a  public  officer  who,  at  the  moment  of  his  death,  enjoyed  the 
reverence  of  the  civilized  world  in  a  higher  degree  than  any  other  man  of  our 
times. 

The  minister  of  foreign  affairs  has  requested  me  to  assure  my  government  of 
the  special  jregret  and  sympathy  of  the  King  of  Italy  and  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration of  the  kingdom,  and  most  of  the  foreign  ministers  at  this  court  have 
expressed  to  me  similar  sentiments.  The  senate  and  the  chamber  of  deputies  have 
passed  appropriate  resolutions  on  the  occasion,  but  as  thes^  will  be  officially 
communicatea  to  the  government  through  the  Italian  minister  at  Washington  I 
forbear  to  transmit  them.  I,  however,  enclose  herewith,  at  the  request  of  re- 
spectable persons,  two  series  of  resolutions  from  masonic  associations,  which  hav& 
just  been  communicated  to  me. 

Great  interest  is  naturally  felt  and  expressed  respecting  the  probable  policy 
of  Mr.  Lincoln's  successor,  and  the  effect  of  the  President's  death  on  the  polit- 
ical interests  of  the  United  States.  It  has  been  a  great  satisfaction  to  me  to  be 
able  to  testify,  from  personal  acquaintance  with  the  present  incumbent  of  the 
presidential  office,  to  the  purity  and  elevation  of  his  character,  and  to  his  sound- 
ness, ability,  and  integrity  as  a  statesman,  and  at  the  same  time  to  profess  a  con- 
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fidence  in  the  stability  of  our  institations  which  exdludes  all  fear  either  of  a 
dangerous  shock  to  them  or  of  a  temporary  derangement  of  their  normal  func- 
tions from  even  so  calamitous  an  event  as  this. 

It  would  be  ungracious  at  this  moment  to  inquire  jealously  into  the  sincerity 
of  the  official  expressions  of  European  regret,  or  into  the  probable  effects  of  Mr. 
Lincoln's  death  on  the  policy  of  foreign  powers  towards  us.  Happily  the  pro- 
gress of  our  arms  has  secured  us  from  all  visible  danger  of  European  interven- 
tion, and  if  there  are  governments  which,  in  earlier  stages  of  the  rebellion, 
might  have  availed  themselves  of  such  a  conjuncture  as  this  for  evil  ends,  it  is 
now  too  late  to  make  it  an  occasion  of  successful  wrong-doing  by  any  European 
state  to  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

We  are  yet  without  definite  information  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Secretary  of 
Stateand  of  his  son  and  assistant ;  but  the  telegraphic  intelligence  seems  favorable 
to  the  life  and  complete  restoration  of  both  of  them.  The  great  wisdom  and 
ability  with  which  Mr.  Seward  has  conducted  the  foreign  relations  of  the  United 
States  are  universally  acknowledged,  and  are,  indeed,  so  deeply  felt  that  his 
decease  at  this  moment  would  be  regarded  by  Europe  as  a  loss  to  his  country 
hardly  less  than  that  of  the  President  himself,  and  I  most  earnestly  trust  both 
that  his  life  may  be  saved  and  that  he  may  be  spared  the  heavy  affliction  of 
the  loss  of  a  distinguished  son.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  .to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  instruction  of 
April  17,  1865,  with  the  official  announcement  of  the  assassination  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States.  I  immediately  communicated  a  copy  of  this  an- 
nouncement to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  and  have  received  a  reply,  of 
which  a  translation  is  annexed. 

I  have  received  a  considerable  number  of  addresses,  resolutions,  and  jother 
expressions  of  condolence  with  the  people  of  the  United  States  on  this  sad 
event,  which  I  shall  forward  to  Washington  by  the  first  private  conveyance.  I 
retain  them  in  the  mean  time,  because  they  would  form  a  package  somewhat 
bulky  for  the  mails.

There  are  in  circulation  many  rumors  of  a  projected  alliance  between  France^ 
Austria,  Italy,  and  Spain  for  the  maintenance  ot*  the  new  imperial  dynasty  in 
Mexico,  at  a  cost,  even,  of  a  war  with  the  United  States ;  and  a  visit  of  Gen- 
eral Cialdini  to  Spain,  at  this  moment,  is  suspected  by  some  to  be  connected 
with  a  negotiation  for.  this  end.  The  whole  thing  seems  extremely  improbable 
as  to  some  of  the  powers  in  question,  and  supremely  absurd  as  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  all  of  them.  In  such  a  crusade  I  can  hardly  believe  that  this  or  any 
other  European  government,  except,  perhaps,  England,  would  have  the  sup- 
port of  its  own  people;  and  so  transparent  an  attempt  to  put  down  republican- 
ism in  America  as  .this  would  be,  might  very  probably  teach  European  states- 
men that  democracy  is  a  much  more  powerful  element  of  opposition  to  measures 
of  despotic  policy  than  they,  at  this  moment,  consider  it. 
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The  session  of  parliament  is  not  yet  closed,  and  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs 
is  still  here,  but  tne  transfer  of  all  the  public  offices  to  Florence  will  probably 
be  completed  before  the  month  of  June,  and  I  intend  to  go  to  that  city  in  the  * 
course  of  the  present  or  the  next  month.

Mr.  Minister  :  I  have  received  tbo^note  which  you  have  done  me  the  hoDor  to  address 
me  under  date  of  Mav  5,  transmitting  to  me  a  copy  of  a  circular  of  the  Department  of  State 
at  Washington,  which  conveys  the  official  announcement  of  the  assassination  committed  on 
the  person  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  accession  of  Mr.  Andrew  Johnson 
to  the  Presidency. 

On  the  2dth  of  April  last,  I  |iastened  to  transmit  to  the  minister  of  Italy  at  Washington  the 
address  which  the  Italian  parbament  had  voted  to  the  Congress  of  the  Union,  in  order  to 
express  to  that  body  its  sentiments  of  livelv  sympathy  and  Im  indignation  which  the  execra* 
ble  crime  of  which  Mr.  Lincoln  has  been  the  victim  has  excited  in  Italy. 

The  King,  my  august  sovereign,  and  his  government,  fuQy  concur  in  this  manifestation, 
and  I  renew  to  you,  Mr.  Minister,  the  warmest  expression  of  the  sentiments  they  have  felt,  in 
common  with  the  whole  Italian  nation,  on  this  sad  occasion. 

In  forming  sincere  wishes  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Stales  of  the  Union  and  of  their  woi%y 
President,  Mr.  Andrew  Johnson,  1  beg  you  to  accept,  Mr.  Minister,  the  assurance  of  my 
high  consideration.

Sir  :  I  left  Turin  on  Tuesday  last  and  came  immediately  to  this  city.  I 
fihall  make  my  arrangements  for  a  f)ermanent  residence  here  as  rapidly  as  pos- 
sible, though,  for  reasons  stated  in  a  former  despatch,  I  shall  be  obliged  to 
make  occasional  visits  to  Turin,  until  I  can  secnre  proper  apartments  for  my 
family,  and  the  convenience  of  the  legation,  which  is  by  no  means  an  easy  task. 
Mr.  Clay  preceded  me  by  a  few  days,  and  has  taken  lodgings  which  will  serve  as 
an  office  until  a  better  provision  is  made. 

The  Foreign  Office  is  now  established  at  Florence,  although  one  branch  of  it, 
the  diplomatic  council,  as  well  as  some  other  public  offices,  still  remain  at  the 
former  capital.  « 

1  saw  General  La  Marmora  on  Saturday.  He  inquired  into  our  present  and 
probable  future  "relations  with  Mexico,  with  no  small  interest,-and  1  know  from 
various  sources  that  this  Eubject  is  now  occupying  the  serious  attention  of  Ital- 
ian statesmen  of  all  shades  of  political'opinion.  In  case  the  Emperor  Napoleon 
shall  decide  to  send  large  re-enforcements  to  Mexico,  I  have  no  doubt  whatever 
that  Italy  will  be  called  upon  to  furnish  a  contingent,  and  the  leading  article  in 
the  Opiuione,  a  bemi-official  organ,  which  I  sent  to  you  by  the  last  post,  was 
doubtless  intended  to  prepare  public  opinion  in  Italy^for  such  an  event. 

The  pending  negotiations  with  Rome  are  looked  to  with  much  anxiety. 
Nothing  authentic  has  transj^ired  as  to  the  character  of  the  instructions  of  the

Sir  :  On  the  receipt  of  the  three  proclamations  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  dated  April  11,  1865,  relating,  respectively,  to  the  treatment  of  veesels- 
of-war  of  the  United  States  by  foreign  powers,  in  the  ports  and  waters  of 
such  pollers,  to  the  closing  of  certain  ports  of  the  United  States,  and  to  the 
port  of  Key  West,  I  enclosed  copies  of  them  all  to  the  minister  of  foreign 
affairs,  with  a  note,  a  copy  of  which,  marked  A,  is  hereto  annexed. 

On  the  29th  of  May  i  addressed  to  the  minister  a  note,  of  which  a  copy, 
marked  £,  is  hereto  annexed,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  proclamation  therein 
referred  to.  * 

I  have  received  from  the  minister  two  notes,  dated  June  6th  and  June  9th, 
translations  of  which,  marked,  respectively,  C  and  D,  are  annexed. 

I  phall  go  to  Turin  to-day,  partly  for  reasons  of  personal  convenience,  and 

partly  to  finish  the  draught  of  the  treaty  which  I  am  authorized  to  negotiate 

with  this  kingdom.     The  library  and  archives  of  the  legation  still  remaining  at 

.  Turin,  I  can  perform  this  labor  much  more  conveniently  at  that  city  than  at 

this,  and  I  hope  to  complete  it  in  a  few  days. 

It  is  now  announced  that  the  archives  and  offices  of  the  Italian  parliament 
will  remain  at  the  old  capital  for  some  weeks,  or  even  months  longer,  and,  as 
the  expected  dissolution  of  the  national  legislature  has  not  yet  taken  place,  it 
is  suggested  that  a  new  session  may  be  convoked  at  Turin  for  the  purpose  oi 
auctioning  a  convention  with  Rome,  or,  possibly,  of  acting  on  the  question  of 
furnishing  an  Italian  contingent  to  the  French  army  of  occupation  in  Mexico. 
The  latter  supposition  is  less  probable  than  it  seemed  a  few  days  since ;  but  the 
present  chamoers  would  go  with  France  and  the  Italian  ministry  on  either  point. 
The  next  parliament  may  prove  less  pliable.

Your  Excellency  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  copies  of  s  proclamation  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  dated  April  11,  1865,  relating  to  the  treatment  of  vessels- of- 
war  of  the  United  States  by  foreign  powers  in  the  ports  and  waters  of  such  powers ;  a  proc- 
lamation by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  dated  April  il,  1865,  relating  to  the  closing 
of  certain  ports  of  the  United  States  enumerated  in  said  proclamation,  and  a  proclamation  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  dated  April  11, 1865,  declaring  that  the  port  of  Key  West, 
inadvertently  included  in  the  terms  of  the  last-mentioned  proclamation,  shall  remain  open. 

Your  excellency  is  aware  that  the  government  of  the.  United  States  has  never  admitted  the 
validity  of  the  reasons  which  have  induced  various  foreign  powers,  during  the  rebellion  of  a 
portion  of  the  lawful  territory  of  the  Union,  to  deny  to  the  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States 
the  hospitalities  i^eeiprocally  usual  between  friendly  nations. 

It  is  also  known  to  your  excellency  that  by  recent  victories  of  the  arms  of  the  Union,  the 
federal  government  is  once  mo&  in  undisputed  possession  of  nearly  the  whole  of  the  territory 
lately  occupied  by  the  rebel  forces,  and  that  the  so-called  Qpnfederate  States  are  now  without 
a  political  capital,  without  an  army,  without  seaports,  ana,  in  fact,  without  a  government 
recognized  even  by  them&elves. 

The  alleged  reasons  for  the  refusal  of  the  usual  international  comity  to  our  ships-of-war, 
never,  as  I  have  said,  sufficient  in  the  e^  of  the  federal  government  to  iustify  such  refusal, 
have  now,  therefore,  altogether  ceased  to  exist,  apd  my  government  confidently  expects  that 
all  foreign  powers,  and  especially  the  kingdom  of  Italy,  in  whose  waters  no  vessel  bearing 
the  rebel  flag  has  ever  appeared,  and  which  has  always  manifested  the  most  amicable  senti- 
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ments  towards  the  United  States,  will  acquiesce  in  the  justice  and  propriety  of  restoring  to 
the  armed  vessels  of  the  Union  the  enjoyment  of  the  hospitalities  which  nas  heen  granted  hj 
each  of  the  two  nations  to  the  na-v^of  the  other. 

It  is  proper  that  I  should  admit,  on  this  occasion,  that  the  United  States  have  had  no  occa- 
sion to  complain  of  the  enforcement,  in  practice,  of  the  rules  prescribed  by  his  Majestj^s  gov- 
ernment respecting  the  treatment  of  foreign  armed  vessels,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  acknowl- 
edging a  comity  on  the  part  of  the  Italian  government,  of  which  mv  own  is  by  no  means 
insensible,  and  which  may  justly  be  regarded  as  a  proof  that  the  friendship  so  long  manifested 
by  bis  Majesty's  government  for  the  government  of  the  United  States  is  in  no  degree  impaired.

Your  ExbELLENcr:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  printed  copy  of  a  proclama- 
tion by  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the  treatment  of  cruisers  acting  under 
the  pretended  authority  of  th^so-called  Confederate  States  in  the  ports  of  foreign  powerl. 

It  is  certainly  not  to  be  expected  that  vessels  under  the  rebel  flag  will  seek  an  asylum  in 
the  ports  of  his  Majesty  die  Ring  of  Italy,  but  in  such  case  the  Uberality  with  which  his 
Majesty's  government  has  treated  the  armed  ships  of  the  United  States  in  Italian  waters,  and 
the  notprious  fact  that  no  shadow  of  a  confederate  government  now  exists,  justify  the  expe^ 
tadou  that  no  manner  of  recognition,  aid,  or  comfort  will  be  extended  to  ships  claiming«to 
belong  to  this  illegal  organization.  ^

Mr.  Minister:  The  transfer  of  the  capital  to  Florence  has  not  allowed  me  toreplysoonev- 
to  the  note  you  did  me  the  honor  to  address  me,  under  date  of  May  5,  communicating  to  me- 
proclamations  of  the  late  President  of  the  United  States,  Mr.  Lincoln,  relating  to  i^  treat*- 
ment  gf  ships-of-war  of  the  Union  in  foreign  waters  and  to  the  closing  of  certain  ports  of  the? 
United  States. 

You  are  aware,  Mr.  Minister,  that  the  King's  government  has  never  concealed  its  sympa>- 
thies  for  the  just  cause  which  has  obtained  so  decisive  successes,  and  you  have  yourself  ad^ 
mitted  that  if  we  have  been  obliged  to  apply,  in  principle,  to  the  armed  vessels  of  the  United 
States  in  the  waters  of  Italy  the  conditions  which  our  regulations  impose  upon  belligerent 
vessels,  we  have  taken  care  to  mitigate  their  enforcement  in  practice,  so  as  to  embarrass  as 
little  as  possible  the  entrance  of  Union  shlps-of-war  into  our  ports  and  roads  and  their  stay  at 
such  points. 

Now  that  the  civil  war  may  be  considered  at  an  end,  we  are  happy  to  be  able  to  give  to 
the  ffovemmont  of  the  United  States  new  pledges  of  our  continued  friendship. 

I  nasten,  then,  to  announce  to  you  that  all  the  restrictions  provisionally  adopted  with  refers- 
ence  to  the  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States  are  rescinded,  and  that  hereafler  these  vessels 
will  be  treated  in  our  waters  on  the  footing  of  the  ships-of-war  of  other  firiendly  powers  in 
time  of  peace. 

As  to  the  armed  vessels  of  the  separatists,  we  hope  that  none  of  them  will  appear  on  our 
coasts.  But  if,  contrary  to  all  probability,  any  sucb  should  presenir  themselves,  they  would 
not  be  received  into  our  ports  except  in  case  of  urgent  necessity,  under  circumstances  where 
the  laws  of  humanity  would  not  allow  us. to  reject  them ;  and  in  that  event,  o«r  authorities 
will  take  aU  necessary  precautions  to  prevent  any  inconvenience  from  resulting  therefrom.

No.  123.]  Legation  op  the'  United  States, 

Florence,  June  29,  1865. 

Sir  :  Although  I  am  not  officially  informed  that  you  have  so  far  recovered  as 
fo  be  able  to  resume  the  discharge  of  your  functions  as  chief  of  the  State  De- 
partment, I  infer  from  the  newspaper  accounts  that  you  are  again  at  your  post, 
and  I  accordingly  address  this  despatch  to  you.  I  beg  you,  sir,  to  accept  for 
yourself  and  our  common  country  my  sincere  congratulations  on  your  return  to 
duties  which,  if  less  arduous  than  heretofore,  are  still  of  a  character  to  demand 
the  utmost  powers  of  an  intellect  which  has  been  exerted  with  such  commanding 
ability  and  such  signal  success  in  the  direction  of  our  foreign  affairs  daring  the 
evennul  administration  which  has  lately  closed. 

The  transfer  of  the  official  capital  of  the  kingdom  of  Italy  to  Florence  is  now 
substantially,  effected,  though  some  public  offices  still  remain  at  Turin.  The 
work  of  reorganization  is,  however,  not  completed,  and  it  will  be  some  months 
before  the  engine  of  state  is  a^ain  in  regular  operation.  The  King  has  gone  to 
Piedmont  for  the  summer,  and  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  is  at  present  at 
Turin. 

I  have  left  a  draught  of  the  proposed  treaty  of  commerce  and  navigation  between 
the  United  States  and  Italy  at  the  Foreign  Office  for  examination,  and  shall  pro- 
ceed with  the  discussion  of  its  provisions  as  soon  as  the  ministry  is  ready  to 
enter  upon  it. 

By  the  letter  of  my  instructions  I  am  authorized  to  negotiate  a  treaty  or  trea- 
ties. I  suppose  this  expression  would  include  a  consular  convention  as  well  aa 
an  ordinary  commercial  treaty,  but  I  am  not  clear  as  to  the  expediency  of  con- 
cluding a  separate  convention  for  this  purpose.  A  consular  convention  much 
resembling  ouw  with  France  was  negotiated  between  that  power  and  Italy  in 
1862.  Great  Britain  has  no  consular  convention  with  this  kingdom,  and  the 
British  government  has  contented  itself  with  inserting  in  the  treaty  of  commerce 
an^  navigation  of  1863  a  general  clause  securing  to  the  consuls  of  the  two  coun- 
tries respectively  the  powers,  privileges,  and  exemptions  granted  by  each  to 
consuls  of  the  most  favored  nations. 

As  I  view  the  question,  the  principal  motiV^e  for  negotiating  an  independent 
convention  ibr  denning  the  power  and  privileges  of  consuls  would  be  to  limit 
the  exemption  of  consular  officers  ^m  liability  to  attendance  in  courta  as  wit- 
nesses. To  invest  consular  pupils,  or  vice-consuls  who  may  be  American  citi- 
zens, or  commercial  representatives  of  insignificant  powers,  with  privileges  which 
may  occasion  great  inconvenience  to  American  legal  tribunals^  as  we  appear  to 
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have  done  in  our  conyention  with  France,  seems  to  me  a  snbordination  of  the 
jadicial  authoritj  to  mere  commercial  interests,  which  is  inconsistent  with  the 
dignity  properly  belonging  to  what  American  and  English  law  regards  as  so 
exalted  a  department,  and  I  should  propose  to  exempt  only  consuls  general  and 
consuls,  citizens  of  the  states  they  represent  and  not  engaged  in  commerce,  from 
compulsory  attendance  in  courts  of  justice. 

You  have  certainly  better  means  than  I  can  have  of  judging  of  the  intentions 
of  the  French  Emperor  with  regard  to  Mexico  and  the  United  States,  but  I  cannot 
help  attaching  some  importance  to  the  tone  of  the  Italian  ministerial  press,  and 
of  all  the  Italian  journals  in  the  French  interest,  in  regard  to  this  question^ 
They  are  evidently  still  aiming  to  prepare  the  public  mind  for  a  call  from  France 
for  a  contingent  to  the  French  army  of  occupation  in  Mexico,  and  for  a  possible 
rupture  with  the  United  States.  How  far  these  joumafe  speak  from  ministerial 
inspinition,  and  how  far  from  French  suggestion,  it  is  hard  to  say.     ♦     ♦     ♦ 

The  negotiations  with  Rome  will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  the  preliminary  elec- 
tions are  over ;  and  if  the  present  ministry  remains  in  power  new  concessions 
will  be  offered,  provided  it  suits  the  policy  of  France  to  require  them.  Many 
suppose  the  settlement  of  the  Roman  Question  to  be  especially  desired  at  this 
moment  by  Napoleon  in  order  that  both  his  troops  and  those  of  Italy  be  less 
embarrassed  in  their  Mexican  movements,  but  I  shall  be  much  disappointed  if  a 
Gallo-Italic  transatlantic  war  does  not  end  in  a  Gallo-Italic  revolution  at  home.

Sir  :  I  have  tte  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  No.  20, 
of  November  18,  in  aiflBwer  to  mine  of  October  24,  and  am  gratified  to  learn 
that  the  contents  of  the  communication  to  which  it  refers  were  satis&ctory  to 
the  government.  ^ 

Since  mj  last,  of  November  24,  nothing  has  occurred  at  Rome  calling  for 
special  mention.  Political  quiet  continues  to  prevail  throu&;hout  the  papal 
dominions.  The  health  of  his  Holiness,  somewhat  impaired  by  a  cold  daring 
the  past  week,  is  now  fully  restored. 

The  intelligence  of  Mr.  Dayton's  sudden  death  in  Paris  was  received  here 
by  all  who  knew  him  with  feelings  of  profound  regret.  The  country  loses  in 
him  an  able,  faithful*  and  zealous  public  servant,  and  his  ^unily  one  whose 
place  cannot  be  supplied.  * 

The.  impression  produced  in  Europe  by  the  ever-memorable  result  of  the 
recent  presidential  election,  and  the  firm  self-reliant  unyielding  attitude  assumed 
by  the  American  people  in  vindication  of  the  national  authority  and  honor  and 
in  defence  of  the  national  life,  continues  to  strengthen  and  extend.  It  is  the 
ardeih  hope  of  all  loyal  Americans  abroad,  and  of  the  millions  in  Europe  who 
sympathize  with  them,  that  the  progress  of  our  arms  may  speedily  complete 
the  triumph  of  law,  liberty  and  Union  which  the  popular  verdict  of  November 
8  so  gloriously  inaugurated. 

I  avail  myself  of  the  occasion  to  tender  to  our  honored  President  and  his  faith- 
ful cabinet  ministers  the  good  wishes  and  congratulations  appropriate  to  this 
festive  season.

In  accordance  with  diplomatfb  custom,  I  paid  an  official  visit  to  the  Pope 
and  cardinal  secretary  of  state,  during  the  Christmas  week,  to  tender  the  good 
wishes  and  congratulations  appropriate  to  the  season ;  I  enjoyed  with  each  a 
pleasant  and  satisfactory  interview,  and  availed  myself  of  the  opportunity  to 
direct  their  attention  to  the  gratifying  character  of  the  recent  intelligence  from 
America.  They  both  appreciated  in  its  full  force  the  significance  of  the  news 
and  joined  in  the  hope,  which  I  expressed,  that  the  steady  process  of  the 
federal  arms  would  speedily  res^re  to  our  country  the  inestimable  olessings^  of 
peace  and  union. 
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Bishop  Lynch,  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  returned  from  Paris  to  Rome 
a  few  days  since.  ♦  I  know  of  no  reason  to  suppose,  however,  that  he  is  at  all 
more  likely  to  be  received  and  acknowledged  as  an  official  representative  of 
the  rebel  government  than  at  his  previous  visit

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  despatch  No.  21,  of  De- 

*  cember  16,  from  the  State  Department,  in  reply  to  mine  of  November  12,  and 
conveying  instructions  as  to  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  sundry  volumes  in  the 
archives  of  the  United  States  legation  in  Rome. 

The  intelligence  of  the  capture  of  Savannah  by  the  federal  forces,  under  com- 
mand uf  G^eral  Sherman,  reached  us  on  Monday  last,  and  was  received  with 
the  utmost  enthusiasm  by  the  Americans  in  Rome.  I  attended  a  state  dinner 
at  the  Austrian  ambassador's  on  the  same  day,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving 
from  various  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps  their  heartv  congratulations  upon 
the  favorable  complexion  of  the  news.  The  Russian  charg^  d'affaires.  Baron 
Meyendorf,  and  the  newly  appointed  minister  from  Vem»zuela,  Signor  i^ullido, 
were  especially  earnest  in  their  felicitations.  Baron  Meyendorf  remarked  that 
Russia  sympathized  deeply  with  the  United  States  in  this  hour  of  our  national 
trouble,  and  that  not  only  the  Emperor  but  the  people  of  Russia  had  bee%i|ex- 
pressibly  touched  by  the  warm  and  generous  welcome  extended  to  the  Russian 
fleet,  during  its  visit  last  year  to  different  ports  in  the  United  States.  I  cordially 
assented  to  the  hope  which  he  expressed  that  the  relations  between  out  two 
governments  might  become  more  and  more  kindly  and  fraternal  as  the  years 
rolled  on.  The  Venezuelian  minister  was  even  more  emphatic  in  the  expression 
of  his  good  wishes.  He  said  that  for  years  past  the  predominance  of  the  pro- 
slavery  interests  in  the  councils  of  the  great  American  republic  had  exerted  a 
baneful  influence  upon  the  new-born  governments  of  the  south  American  states  ; 
that  in  then:  early  struggles  and  later  development  they  had  met  with  little 
sympathy  from  the  quarter  to  which  they  had  naturally  looked  for  encourage- 
ment, as  well  as  example,  but  that  now,  happily,  all  was  changed,'  and  from  the 
United  States  of  North  America,  under  their  present  rulers,  they  had  met  with 
the  kindest  recognition ;  therefore  it  was,  he  added,  that  the  progress  of  the  federal 

•  arms  and  the  impending  overthrow  of  the  slaveholders  rebellion  was  hailed  wi(h 
delight  by  the  people  and  states  of  South  America,  as  it  held  out  to  them  the 
bright  promise  that  the  system  of  free  goven^ment  and  republican  institutions, 
inaugurated  and  vindicated  by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  was  to  be  the 
common  heritage  and  proud  boast  of  the  entire  western  continent. 

The  telegraphic  despatches  yesterday  gavis  us  the  substance  of  the  note  ad- 
dressed by  the  State  Department  to  the  government  of  Brazil  in  reference  to  the 
capture  of  the  Florida  in  the  harb^  of  Bahia.  I  thought  it  a  good  occasion  to 
converse  with  the  Chevalier  de  Figuereido,  the  Brazilian  charg^  d'affaires,  on  the 
subject,  and  was  glad  to  find  that  he  was  equally  pleased  with  the  spirit  and 
tenor  qf  the  communication,  as  calculated  to  allay  all  ill  feeling  between  the  two 
governments,  and  to  satisfy  the  authorities  and  people  of  BrazU  that  the  United 
States  would  do  justice  in  the  premises. 

•I  had  an  official  interview  yesterday  jnomi^  with  the  cardinal  secretary  of 
state;  he  too  expressed  his  satisfaction  with  the  action  of  our  government  iu  the 
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matter  of  the  Florida,  and  remarked  that  it  would  quiet  the  angry  epirit  whicb 
had  been  at  firet  aroused  in  Brazil  bj  the  conduct  of  the  American  consul  at 
Bahia  and  the  captain  of  the  Wachusett.  Reverting  to  our  home  affairs,  the 
cardinal  observed  that  the  recent  signal  successes  of  the  federal  arms  seemed  to- 
promise  an  earlv  end  to  the  war,  which  he  most  earnestly  desired,  and  the  re-ei- 
tablishment  of  the  Union.  •  He  thought  that  the  great  difficulty  now  would  be 
to  arrange  the  terms  of  peace  and  the  re-admission  into  the  Union  of  the  seceded 
States,  as  the  violent  passions  excited  by  such  a  war  as  had  afflicted  our  country 
for  the  past  four  years  were  not  easily  allayed.  I  remarked  to  his  eminence 
that  there  was  no  angry  spirit,  no  feeling  of  revenge,  towards  the  people  of  the 
southern  States  among  their  brethren  at  the  north ;  that  we  believed  they  had 
been  misinformed  and  misled  by  a  few  ambitious  and  unscrupulous  men,  and 
that  they  would  be  welcomed  back  into  the  Union  with  open  arms  and  in  a  for- 
giving temper,  the  moment  they  submitted  themselves  to  the  authority  of  the 
federal  government.  , 

I  availed  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  mention  to  the  cardinal  a  rumor  which 
has  be*^n  in  circulation  in  Rome,  that  the  Pope  had  written  a  second  letter  to 
Jefferson  Davis,  in  the  sense  of  encouraging  him  to  persevere  in  his  work  of  re- 
bellion, and  giving  him  the  benefit  of  a  papal  recognition.  The  cardinal  with- 
out any  hesitation  pronounced  the  report  untrue.  The  Pope  haS  written  no 
second  letter,  he  said,  though  he  himself  had  addressed  one,  general  in  its  terms 
and  pacific  in  its  spirit,  to  the  southern  "commissioners"  who  had  addressed  a 
circular  to  all  the  courts  of  Europe.  This,  the  cardinal  remarked,  simply  en- 
gaged the  ffood  offices  of  the  Pope  to  bring  about  peace,  whenever  a  fitting  op- 
r^rtunify  should  offer  itself  for  tne  exercise  of  his  moral  influence.  Beyond  this 
do  not  think  that  the  papal  government  will  be  in  any  more  haste  to  interfere 
in  our  affairs  than  France  or  England.

Sir  :  The  intelligence  of  the  sudden  death  of  the  lamented  Edward  Ever^t 
was  received  by  the  Americans  in  Rome  with  profound  and  unaffected  regret 
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Anticipating  the  wishes  of  the  State  Department,  I  have  caused  the  rooms  of 
the  American  legation  to  be  draped  in  mourning,  as  a  slight  mark  of  respect  to 
the  memory  of  the  departed  statesman,  orator,  and  patriot. 

The  unexpected  departure  of  Victor  Emanuel  from  Turin  for  the  new  capital 
of  Italy — Florence— excites  some  cflpOTvescence  in  the  political  circles  of  Rome. 
The  adherents  of  the  papal  government  do  not  openly  attach  much  importance 
to  the  change,  but  the  liberal  party  build  high  hopes  upon  it.  This  party  for 
several  years  past  has  kept  entirely  aloof  from  the  carnival  celebration  cus- 
tomary at  this  season,  but  in  honor  of  the  Franco-Italian  treaty,  and,  as  they 
believe,  the  approaching  realization  of  their  darling  wish — an  united  Italy, 
with  Rome  for  its  capital — they  have  resolved  this  year  to  participate  in  the 
carnival  festivities,  and  do  whatever  they  can  to  add  to  their  gayety  and 
splendor. 

The  health  of  the  sovereign  pontiff  continues  excellent,  though  the  winter 
thus  far  has  been  an  unfavorable  one,  and  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  has 
prevailed  in  Rome.  '    , 

The  number  of  American  visitors  here  has  largely  increased  within  the  past 
few  weeks,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that,  with  very  rare  exceptions,  they  are 
earnest  and  ardent  supporters  of  the  government  of  the  Union.

Sir:  I  am  reminded  by  the  date  of  my  letter  that  on  this  day  our  honored 
President  renews  his  vow  of  devotion  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  our 
country,  and  enters  upon  the  second  term  of  his  administration.  I  dedire  to 
offer  to  him  and  to  the  faithful  counsellors  who  form  his  cabinet  my  heartfelt 
congratulations  on  the  events  of  the  past  few  months  and  the  happy  auspices 
under  which  he  resumes  his  good  work,  as  well  as  my  earnest  wishes  that,  by 
the  blessing  of  God,  he  may  realize,  within  a  brief  period,  his  ardent  hope  for 
peace,  liberty,  and  union. 

Nothing  has  transpired  in  Rome  since  my  last  despatch  calling  for  special 
comment.  The  carnival  passed  off  without  any  disturbance,  and  was  very 
generally  participated  in,  as  well  by  foreigners  as  by  Romans. 

I  had  an  official  interview  with  Cardinal  Antonelli  a  few  days  since,  and  a 
very  firank  talk  about  affairs  in  America.  His  eminence  seemed  to  appreciate 
fully  the  events  of  the  late  campaigns,  and  to  look  forward  hopefully  to  the 
speedy  cessation  of  hostilities  and  the  submission  of  the  insurgents  to  the  con- 
Btitnted  authorities  of  the  country. 

I  availed  myself  of  an  opportunity  during  the  current  wee*k  to  converse  with 
the  French  ambassador,  the  Count  de  Sartiges,  about  affairs  in  Mexico  and  the 
wmor,  very  current  in  Europe,  that  Maximilian  had  ceded  certain  pi-ovinces  to 
Kapoleon  as  security  for  material  and  financial  aid,  of  which  ex-Senator  Gwin 
was  to  be  viceroy,  and  which  was  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  *<  confederate " 
colony.  The  count  treated  the  story  as  an  absurdity,  and  repeated  what  he 
said  to  me  some  months  ago,  that  the  Emperor  of  the  French  would  withdraw 
all  hil  troops  from  Mexico  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Bishop  Lynch  is  still  in  Rome,  though  in  no  accredited  official  position.  I 
bear,  however,  that  he  and  those  who  sympathize  with  him  profess  confident 
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hopes  of  some  European  demonstration  in  bebalf  of  the  so-called  Confederate 
States  on  or  immediately  after  this  the  4th  day  of  March.  I  do  not  myself 
entertain  any  apprehensions  on  the  subject.  Europe  has  enough  to  do  at  home, 
while  the  United  States  of  America  have  abundantly  proved  that  they  can  take 
care  of  themselves,  and  neither  ask  nor  fear  any  foreign  intervention.

Sir  :  I  have,  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  despatches  No&.  23  and 
24,  from  the  State  Department,  under  date  of  February  8,  in  reply  to  mine, 
Nos.  30  and  31,  of  January  7  and  14. 

The^news  of  the  fall  of  Charleston,  which  left  New  York  on  the  22d  of 
February,  Washington's  birth-day,  arrived  in  Rome  on  the  4th  of  March,  the 
first  day  of  President  Lincoln's  second  term.  The  coincidence  added  not  a 
little  to  the  pride  and  satisfaction  with  which  the  glad  tidings  were  hailed  by 
the  loyal  Americans,  as  well  as  all  others  in  this  imperial  city,  who  look  forwaitl 
hopefully  to  the  progress  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  throughout  the  world. 

The  rumor  to  which  I  referred  in  a  previous  despatch,  about  the  Pope's 
probable  departure  from  Rome  in  the  event  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  French 
garrison,  has  been  revived  during  the  past  week,  and  is  quite  current  in  diplo- 
matic and  other  circles.  It  is  added  that,  in  the  case  that  he  leaves  Rome,  the 
Holy  Father  will  take  up  his  residence,  temporarily,  at  least,  in  the  island  of 
Malta,  where  an  asylum  is  understood  to  have  been  offered  him  some  time  since 
by  the  British  government.  My  information  upon  the  subject  is  not  yet 
sufficiently  reliable  to  enable  me  to  form  a  definite  opinion  as  to  the  authenticity 
of  this  report.  I  hope,  however,  to  obtain  ere  long  precise  and  trustworthy 
intelligence  in  the  premises.

Sir  :  *  *  *  *  *  •  The  relations  between  the  French  and 
papal  courts  continue  to  engross  attention  in  Europe,  and  many  rumors  are  cir- 
culated as  to  the  conversation  between  his  Holiness  and  Count  Sartiges,  to  which 
I  adverted  in  my  last  communication.  From  what  I  can  Jeam,  I  am  inclined  to 
believe  that  the  French  ambassador  simply  called  the  Pope's  attention  to  the 
&ct  that  the  Emperor  intended  to  carry  out  the  Franco-Italian  treaty,  by  with- 
drawing his  troops  from  the  Roman  states,  and  suggested  the  advisability  of 
organizing  a  sufficient  force  to  preserve  the  peace  and  to  maintain  ttte  papal 
authority.  It  is  generally  believed  that  the  Pone,  in  reply,  declined  to  increase 
the  number  of  bis*  troops,  as  not  warranted  by  tue  resources  at  his  command^  or 
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by  the  necessities  of  the  case.  I  adhere  to  the  opinion,  heretofore  expressed, 
that  notwithstanding  the  treaty,  in  the  possible  event  of  the  Pope's  authority 
being  threatened  in  Rome,  there  will  be  no  lack  of  French  bayonets  to  sustain 
it,  and  no  transfer  of  the  military  protectorate  to  any  other  European  power. 

The  recent  intelligence  from  the  United  States  has  wrought  a  marked  change 
in  the  public  opinion  of  Europe.  The  belief  that  the  war  is  nearly  ended  and 
peace,  liberty,  and  union  assured  to  our  country  is  becoming  very  general.  The 
idea  of  any  foreign  intervention  in  behalf  of  the  so-called  Confederate  States  is 
well  nigh  abandoned.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  despatch  No.  26,  froni 
the  State  Department,  under  date  of  March  7,  in  reply  to  mine  of  February  11, 
and  expressing  satisfaction  with  the  contents  thereof. 

The  imposing  ceremonies  of  Holy  Week  and  Easter  Sunday  passed  off  this 
year  with  unwonted  eclat.  The  weather  was  uncommonly  fine,  the  concourse 
of  visitors  from  all  parts  of  the  civilized  world  unprecedented,  and  the  health  of 
the  Sovereign  Pontiff  so  good  as  to  admit  of  his  officiating  in  person  on  the  days 
appointed.  To  the  Americans  in.  Rome  our  Easter  was  a  scene  of  special  re- 
joicing, for  the  eve  of  Paschal  Sunday  brought  us  the  glorious  tidings  of  the  de- 
feat of  Lee,  the  capture  of  Richmond,  and,  as  we  trust  and  believe,  the  final 
overthrow^f  the  wicked  and  wanton  rebellion.  The  intelligence  was  received 
with  the  sincerest  gratitude  and  delight,  and  almost  all  the  members  of  the  diplo- 
matic corps  at  the  papal  court  offered  me  their  hearty  congratulations  on  this 
happy  issue  out  of  our  national  difficulties. 

The  France-Italian  treaty  continues  to  excite  lively  discussions  in  the  diplo- 
matic and  political  circles  of  Europe.  It  is  not  easy,  in  the  midst  of  the  varying 
opinions  expressed  and  the  conflicting  rumors  circulated,  to  predict  with  confi- 
dence the  results  of  that  convention.  The  chief  interest  hinges  upon  the  futnre 
status  of  the  Pope,  and  Ihe  probabilities  of  his  leaving  or  remaining  in  Rome, 
in  the  event  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  French  troops.  I  had  a  long  conversation 
with  the  French  ambassader,  Count  Sartiges,  on  this  topic  a  day  or  two  since. 
The  count  expressed  the  belief  that  matters  were  approaching  a  crisis ;  that  the 
Pope  was  pressed  by  conflicting  counsels,  one  party  (the  ultra-montane)  urging 
him  to  abandon  Rome,  and  the  other  opposing  such  a  step  as  suicidal ;  that  the 
issue  was  with  the  Holy  Father  himself,  who  thus  far,  at  least,  was  strongly 
disinclined  to  leave  the  Vatican.  That  in  his,  the  count's  judgment,  the  de- 
parture of  the  Pope  from  Rome  would  be  the  signal  for  a  general  convulsion  in 
Italy,  if  not  throughout  Europe,  and  that  the  peace  of  the  world  might  depend 
upon  the  Pope's  remaining  in  the  imperial  city,  where  he  thought  his  person 
would  always  be  secure  and  his  authority  respected.  Count  Sartiges  further 
informed  me  that  the  Pope  had  addressed  an  autograph  letter  to  Victor  Eman- 
uel, with  a  view  to  bring  about  a  conference  touching  the  questions  of  church 
and  state,  in  issue  between  the  papal  and  Italian  governments,  and  that  within 
a  few  days  an  accredited  representative  had  arrived  in  Rome  from  Victor  Eman- 
uel, charged  Vith  a  reply  to  the  papal  missive.  He  regarded  this,  he  added, 
as  a  very  important  step  in  the  right  direction,  for  that  would  be  the  happiest 
possible  solution  of  the  problem,  which,  leaving  the  spiritual  power  of  the  Holy 
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Father  nnquestioned,  should  snstain  his  temporal  authority  hj  Italian  hayonets. 
T  have  given  quite  fully  the  suhstance  of  the  French  ambassador's  remarks,  as 
I  thought  them  very  significant  and  based  upon  intimate  knowledge  of  the  t&ciB. 

Passing  from  Italian  topics  we  conversed  oriefly  about  American  affairs.  The 
count  said  that  he  regarded  the  last  newis  as  entirely  conclusive  and  the  war  as 
substantially  at  an  end.  His  apprehension  then  was  that  some  trouble  might 
grow  up  between  the  United  States  and  Maximilian.  He  did  not  fear  any  hos- 
tile or  aggressive  action  on  the  part  of  our  government,  certainly  not — ^he  said, 
80  long  as  the  State  department  continues  to  be  managed  by  the  same  able 
statesman,  who  had  presided  over  it  during  the  past  four  years ;  but  there  was 
danger  that  forty  or  fifty  thousand  desperate  or  adventurous  men,  thrown  out 
of  active  service  by  the  return  of  peace,  might,  at  any  moment,  cross  over  from 
the  southwest  into  Mexico,  while  there  never  would  be  wanting  a  Juarist 
chief  to  issue  a  pronunciamento  and  give  to  the  movement  the  color  of  a  revo- 
lution. I  assured  the  count  that  peace  once  restored,  the  aim  and  policy  of  our 
government  and  people  would  be  to  cultivate  friendly  relations  with  all  mankind, 
and  that  so  long  as  our  rights  were  respected  and  fair  treatment  extended  to  as 
we  should  be  the  last  power  to  resort  to  war. 

I  (Annot  close  this  despatch  without  tendering  to  our  honored  President  and 
his  faithful  cabinet  my  heartfelt  congratulations  upon  the  glorious  successes 
which  have  crowned  the  Union  arms  and  cause.  **  Thanks  be  to  OroA  who  giveth 
us  the  victory!"

Sir  :  The  appalling  intelligence  of  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln  and 
*  the  attempt  upon  the  lives  of  the  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  of  State, 
which  reached  Rome  on  the  morning  of  the  27th  instant,  excited  the  most  pro^ 
found  and  universal  sentimt^nt  of  horror  and  indignation  among  men  of  every 
class,  condition,  and  nation.  The  first  account  represented  that  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  iiad  also  fallen  a  victim  to  the  assassin's  knife,  and  that  the 
life  of  the  Secretary  was  despaired  of,  but  we  are  at  least  spared  this  aggravation 
of  horrors,  the  latest  despatch  reporting  that  ''Secretary  Seward  is  out  of 
danger,"  and  that  his  son,  though  in  imminent  peril,  is  still  alive.  As  the 
tidings  spread  the  Americans  in  Rome  gathered  together  at  the  rooms  of  the  United 
States  legation,  and  held  a  meeting  to  give  utterance  to  the  feelings  which  4he 
news  had  excited  in  every  loyal  breast.  I  transmit  herewith,  as  requested,  a 
copy  of  the  resolutions  adopted.  They  but  feebly  express  the  intense  emotions 
which  the  dastardly  crime  of  the  southern  conspirators  has  everywhere  aroused. 
Nor  is  this  confined  only  to  our  own  countrymen.  From  the  cardinal  secretary 
of  state,  the  ambassadors  of  France,  Spain  and  Austria,  the  representatives  of 
Russia,  and  Brazil,  and  others,  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  and  from  some 
of  the  principal  Roman  nobility  and  citizens,  I  have  received  assurances  of  the 
utter  detestation  with  which  they  regard  the  qrime,  and  of  their  profound  sym- 
pathv  with  the  government  and  people  of  the  United  States  in  the  hour  of 
terrible  trial  and  afiliction.  May  Almighty  God  safely  guard  and  guide  our 
country  through  the  surging  waves  of  trouble  into  the  calm  sunshine  of  peace 
^  and  public  order. 
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In  token  of  respect  for  the  memory  of  the  great  and  good  man,  who  died  as 
he  had  lived,  faithful  to  his  trust  and  at  the  post  of  duty,  I  have  caused  the 
rooms  of  the  United  States  legation  to  be  draped  in  mourning.  The  lojal 
Americans  in  Bome  have  all  assumed  the  usual  badges  of  mourning  as  a  slight 
manifestation  of  their  sorrow  for  the  lamented  death  of  our  President,  and  of 
T^ard  for  his  memory. 

I  need  scarcely  add  that  we  await  with  trembling  anxiety  further  news  from 
America,  and  that  it  is  the  devout  prayer  of  all  true-hearted  Americans  in  Rome 
that  the  lives  of  the  Secretary  ana  Assistant  Secretary  may  be  spared  to  their 
country.

May  6,  1865.    . 

Sir  :  The  terrible  catastrophe  of  the  14th  of  April,  at  Washington,  still  occu- 
pies all  thoughts  and  tongues  on  this  side  of  the  water,  and  has  called  forth 
fnm  the  courts  and  people  of.  Europe  an  expression  of  heartfelt  synfpathy  and 
siDcei*  sorrow  unparalleled  in  history.  Appropriate  religious  services  were 
held  m  the  United  States  legation  rooms  here,  which  were  largely  attended  by 
Americans  and  others.  •••••• 

Oar  latest  advices  from  home  to  the  22d  of  April  encourage  the  belief  that 
both  the  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  have  escaped  the  fate 
designed  for  them  by  their  brutal  and  cowardly  assailant,  and  still  live  to  serve 
their  country.  I  need  not  say  with  what  unfeigned  gratitude  and  joy  this  news 
has  been  received,  not  only  by  the  Americans,  but  by  men  of  all  nations  in  Rome.  ^ 

I  had  an  official  interview  with  Cardinal  Antonelli  a  day  or  two  since.  His 
eminence  embraced  the  opportunity  to  express  to  me,  for  himself  and  for  the 
Holy  Father,  the  horror  with  which  they  regarded  the  bloody  act  which  had 
struck  down  the  head  of  the  American  republic,  and  aimed  a  like  blow  at  the 
life  of  his  chief  counsellor,  and  of  their  earnest  sympathy  for  the  American  gov- 
ernment and  people  in  this  hour  of  trial  and  affliction.  His  eminence  further 
begged  that  I  would  make  known  these  sentiments  to  (^e  authorities  at  Wash- 
ington. 

In  my  despatch  of  April  22  I  mentioned  the  arrival  in  Rome  of  an  accredited 
representative  of  Victor  Emanuel,  charged  with  the  reply  of  that  monarch  to 
the  autograph  letter  addressed  to  him  some  weeks  since  by  the  Pope,  in  reference 
to  certain  matters  at  issue  between  them.  This  gentleman,  Mr.  Vegezzi,  has 
been  in  Rome  upwards  of  a  fortnight ;  has  held  several  conferences  with  the  Pope 
and  with  Cardinal  Antonelli ;  has  received  visits  from  the  French  ambassador 
and  other  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  and  only  left  on  his  return  to  Flor- 
ence yesterday.  I  have  very  good  reasons  for  believing  that  he  is  greatly  con- 
tent with  the  issue  of  his  mission,  and  goes  back  in  high  hope  that  areconcilia* 
tioq  between  the  Pope  and  Victor  Emanuel,  which  would  bring  with  it  peace 
and  union  throughout  the  peninsula,  will  ere  long  crown  the  ardent  wishes  of  the 
friends  of  a  united  Italy.  Such  a  result,  it  cannot  be  doubted,  would  be  hailed 
with  delight  by  the  mass  of  the  Italian  people.    On  the  other  hand,  it  is  wholly 
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repugnant  to  the  views  and  wishes  of  that  formidable  body  in  the  Oatholic 
church  knownias  the  ultra-montane  party,  and  they,  of  course,  will  oppose  in 
all  possible  ways  the  desired  consummation.

May  13,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  duly  received  a  copy  of  the  circular  from  the  State  Department 
under  date  of  April  17,  directing  all  officers  and  others  subject  to  its  orders  to 
wear  crape  upon  the  left  arm  for,  the  period  of  six  months  in  honor  to  the  memory 
of  our  late  illustrious  Chief  Magistrate.  Antictpating  in  this  respect  the  wishe9  of 
the  department,  I  had  already  caused  the  United  States  legation  rooms  here 
to  be  suitably  draped,  and,  in  common  with  all  loyal  Americans  now  in  Rome, 
had  assumed  the  customaiy  badge  of  mourning,  which  will  be  worn  during  the 
time  prescribed.  It  is  a  melancholy  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  grief  we  feel 
at  the  bereavement  the  republic  has  sustaitied  meets  with  general  and  earnest 
«ympathy  in  all  parts  of  the  Old  World,  and  that  in  Europe,  as  in  America, 
enlightened  public  opinion  has  already  inscribed  among  the  most  illostriooB 
names  on  the  roll  of  fame  that  of  our  martyred  President. 

The  intelligence  from  home,  to  the  29th  of  April,  bringing  details  of  Johnstol!*8 
surrender,  seems  to  remove  all  doubt  as  to  the  complete  and  final  overtl#ow  of 
the  slaveholders'  rebellion.  The  four  years  ordeal  through  which  our  country 
has  passed  has  proved  indeed  a  fiery  one,  but,  thank  God,  it  has  been  bravely, 
unflinchingly,  and  triumphantly  encountered.  The  latest  advices  as  to  the 
steadily  improving  condition  of  the  honorable  the  Secretary  and  the  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  have  given  wide-spread  satisfaction.  We  cherish  the  hope 
that  a  few  weeks  will  restore  them  to  their  wonted  health,  and  once  more  in- 
sure to  the  country  the  benefit  of  their  counsels  and  services. 

In  my  despatch  of  May  6  I  mentioned  the  recent  visit  to  Rome  of  M.  Ve- 
gezzi,  an  accredited  agent  from  King  Victor  Emanuel,  and  spoke  of  the  cur- 
rent rumors  and  conflicting  hopes  as  to  the  progress  and  probable  issue  of  his 
mission.  The  subject  excites  very  general  and  lively  interest  in  political  cir- 
cles, and  forms  ore  of  the  chief  topics  of  conversation.  It  is  not  supposed  that 
much  has  yet  been  accomplished  towards  effecting  a  complete  reconciliation  or 
establishing  cordial  rel^ous  between  the  Pope  and  the  King  of  Italy,  but  at 
least  a  step  has  been  taken  in  the  right  direction,  and  this  of  itself  .affords  great 
encouragement  to  the  friends  of  Italian  unity.  There  can  be  no  Question,  in 
my  judgment  that  the  Holy  Father  is  sincerely  anxious  to  bring  about  such  a 
result,  and  is  prepared  to  make  liberal  concessions  in  furtherance  of  so  desirable 
an  object.  The  advisers  of  Victor  Emanuel  and  the  body  of  the  Italian  Pope, 
in  the  papal  as  in  the  royal  dominions,  look  forward  hopefully  for  the  same  end. 
But,  as  I  mentioned  in  a  previous  despatch,  a  very  strong  body  in  the  church 
are  wholly  opposed  to  it,  as  are  the  radical  or  Mazzinian  party  among  the  peo- 
ple, though  for  very  opposite  reasons.  It  seems,  indeed,  to  be  a  contest 
between  extremes  and  means,  the  result  of  which  is  still  very  doubtful. 
The  counsels  of  the  French  Emperor^  I  have  reasons  to  think,  are  all  in  the 
sense  of  peace  and  unity  between  church  and  state  in  Italy,  and  everything 
seems  to  indicate  his  settled  purpose  to  carry  out  the  Franco-Italian  treaty,  and 
withdraw  his  troops  from  Rome  at  the  time  fixed  upon.   TThis,  however,  as  I 
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have  before  remarkedi  is  contingent  upon  the  maintenance  of  peace  and  pnblic 
order  here ;  for  the  Emperor  will  not  permit  the  person  or  authority  of  the  Pope 
to  be  molested  or  assailed  for  the  want  of  adequate  protection. 

I  called  yesterday  upon  the  cardinal  secretary  of  state  to  communicate  to  him 
the  latest^  tidings  received  from  America.  He  fully  concurred  with  me  in  re- 
garding the  intelligence  as  decisive,  and  the  war  as  practically  a{  an  end,  and  he 
freelv  avowed  his  satisfaction  at  the  auspicious  result. 

The  cardinal  inquired  particularlv  as  to  the  state  of  Mr.  Seward's  health,  and 
again  expressed  for  himself  and  the  Holy  Father  their  earnest  hopes  for  his 
speedy  recovery,  and  their  sincere  condolence  with  the  American  people  in  the 
loss  of  their  lamented  President.

'  May  24,  1865. 

Sir  :  Since  my  despatch  of  May  13,  nothing  has  transpired  in  Rome  calling 
for  special  mention.  The  discussion  to  which  I  referred  in  my  last,  as  to  the 
result  of  the  pending  conference  or  coiTCspondence  between  the  Pope  and  Victor 
Emanuel,  is  sfill  going  on  in  diplomatic  and  political  circles.  It  isMoubtful, 
however,  whether  any  matenal  progress  has  yet  been  made  towards  a  solution 
of  the  different  questions  involved.  The  return  of  M.  Vegez^,  the  envoy  of 
Victor  Emanuel,  is  daily  looked  for  here,  and  it  is  generally  supposed  that  he 
will  bring  with  him  some  definite  proposals  on  the  part  of  the  King  of  Italy. 
The  feeling  of  opposition  to  any  compromise  or  reconciliation  between  the  Pope 
and  the  King  does  not  seem  to  abate  either  with  the  nltra-montane  party  in  the 
church  or  the  radical^  among  the  people,  and  the  hope  of  a  favorable  issue  to 
the  negotiations  appears  to  be  less  strong  than'  it  was  a  fortnight  since. 

Among  the  rumors  received  from  America  by  the  last  arrival  was  one  which 
has  created  some  excitement  and  elicited  a  variety  of  comments  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic.  It  is  that  which  refers  to  the  proposed  **  emigration  "  of  many 
disbanded  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  federal  army  to  fiexico,  with  the  view  of 
taking  service  under  Juarez.  The  course  which  Maximilian  has  pursued 
towards  the  church  since  he  ascended  the  throne  of  the  Montezumas  has  cost 
him  a  large  share  of  the  popularity  which  he  enjoyed  a^  Rome  a  year  ago,  and 
there  were  not  a  few  of  the  Catholic  dignitaries  who  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  Austrian  archduke  may  speedily  find  it  advisable  to  return  to  Europe. 
Some  of  the  French  journals,  accepting  the  rumor  as  a  fact,  see  in  it  a  threat 
against  France,  and  seek  to  hold  the  federal  government  responsible  for  any 
movement  of  the  kind.  In  conversing,  however,  last  evening  on  this  subject 
with  the  French  ambassador,  Count  Sartiges,*I  was  glad  to  hear  him  express 
the  utmost  confidence  that,  so  long  as  the  State  Department  at  Washington 
continued  to  be  guided  by  the  same  able  hands  and  wise  counsels  which  had 
controlled  its  action  during  the  past  four  years,  there  need  be  no  fear  of  any 
difficulty  or  misunderstanding  between  the  United  States  and  France.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknbwledge  the  receipt  of  the  circular  from  the 
State  Department,  under  date  of  May  16,  enclosing  two  copies  of  the  Presi- 
dent's proclamation  of  May  10,  relative  to  insurgent  cruisers,  one  of  which  I 
am  directed  to  communicate,  without  delay,  to  the  government  to  which  I  am 
accredited.  In  accordance  with  these  instructions,  I  this  morning  presented 
to  the  cardinal  secretary  of  state  a  copy  of  the  proclamation  in  question,  with  a 
brief  explanation  of  its  contents. 

I  availed  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  converse  with  his  eminence  on  the 
subject  of  American  affairs.  He  rejoiced,  he  said,  to  see  that  the  war  was  en- 
tirely over,  and  that  the  questions  reraainins  to  be  disposed  of  were  of  trifling 
importance  compared  with  the  ^eat  one  which  had  been  so  effectually  settled. 
Alluding  to  the  capture  of  Jefferson  Davis,  the  cardinal  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  government  might  find  it  consistent  with  its  views  of  duty  to  spare  the  life 
which  he  had  forfeited  to  the  outraged  laws  of  his  country.  I  remarked  to  his 
eminence  that  of  one  thin^  at  least  he  might  rest  assured — that  no  feeling  of 
vengeance  would  dictate  the  course  pursued,  and  that  fewer  victims  would  fall 
at  the  close  of  our  great  civil  war  than  in  any  other  similar  struggle  recorded  in 
history. 

The  cardinal  adverted  to  our  existing  relations  with  England  and  France, 
and  the  causes  which  might  disturb  them.  Of  these  he  seemed  to  thirtk  that 
Mexico  was  the  most  prominent.  I  assured  his  eminence  that  the  American 
government  would  not  permit  any  ''filibustering"  expedition  to  be  fitted  oat  in 
the  United  States,  with  a  view  to  upset  Maximilian  and  expel  his  French  pro- 
tectors from  Mexico.  At  the  same  time  I  expressed  the  belief  that  the  Austdan 
archdbke  could  not  maintain  his  authority  there  without  foreign  help,  and  when 
that  was  withdrawn — as  it  shortly'  must  be — ^he  would  probably  follow  in  their 
footsteps.  The  cardinal  coincided  in  this  opinion,  and  added  that  when  con- 
sulted on  the  subject  by  Maximilian,  upwards  of  a  year  ago,  he  had  cautioned 
the  Austrian  prince  against  undertaking  the  enterprise.  All  that  his  eminence 
said,  indeed,  confirmed  the  view  taken  in  my  last  despatch,  as  to  the  feeling  now 
entertained  by  the  papal  court  towards  Maximilian  and  his  projected  empire  on 
the  western  continent. 

I  mentioned  to  the  cardinal  that,  within  a  few  days  past.  Bishop  Lynch,  of 
Charleston,  South  Carolina,  a  reputed  confederate  agent,  had  appli^  to  me, 
through  a  friend,  to  know  upon  what  conditions  he  would  be  allowed  to  return 
to  South  Carolina  and  resume  his  clerical  functions.  The  cardinal  remarked, 
in  reply,  that  the  bishop  had  never  been  received  or  recognized  in  any  way  as 
an  acci-edited  representative  of  Jefferson  Davis,  and  that,  like  every  other  good 
Catholic,  resident  in  the  United  States,  it  was  his  bounden  duty  to  honor,  re- 
spect, and  obey  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  government  under  whose 
protection  he  lived. 

The  envoy  of  Victor  Emanuel,  M.  Vegezzi,  is  expected  to  return  to  Rome 
on  Monday  next.  This  is  another  step  forward  in  the  pending  negotiation^ 
between  the  Pope  and  the  King  of  Italy ;  but  no  prediction  can  yet  be  safely 
hazarded  as  to  the  final  result.

Sir  :  I  have  received  from  the  State  Department  copies  of  the  presidential 
proclamations  of  April  11,  and  May  2,  9,  10,  add  22,  as  also  of  the  notification 
iBsned  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  dated  June  2,  relating  to  foreign  passports. 

The  festiral  of  Gorpas  Domini  was  celebrated  in  this  city  on  the  15th  instant, 
with  all  the  pomp  and  ceremony  with  which  the  chnrch  of  Rome  is  accustomed 
to  snrround  its  public  observances.  The  sovereign  pontiff,  whose  health  con- 
tinues excellent,  Dore  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  imposing  pageant,  and  was  wel- 
comed with  every  outward  demonstration  of  affection  and  respect  by  the  multi- 
tude assembled  in  the  great  square  of  St.  Peter. 

The  anoiversaries  of  the  election  and  coronation  of  the  present  Pope,  occurring 
on  the  17th  and  21st  instant,  w^re  duly  honored  in  Rome.  In  accordance  with 
custom,  all  the  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps  now  here  called  to  offer  to  his 
Holiness  their  congratulations  upon  the  happy  return  of  these  (to  him)  memor- 
able days.  During  my  interview  with  the  Holy  Father,  he  spoke  with  much 
feeling  about  American  affairs,  expressed  the  sincere  pleasure  which  it  gave  him 
to  learn  that  the  war  was  ended,  and  desired  me  to  convey  to  the  President  his 
best  wishes  for  the  success  of  the  administration  and  the  complete  restoration 
of  peace,  prosperity,  and  public  order.  He  asked  several  questions  about  our 
national  debt,  remarking,  in  the  connexion,  that  ours  was  a  country  of  wonders 
and  of  resources  apparently  so  vast  that  even  a  debt  of  such  magnitude  need 
cause  no  disquiet.  His  Holiness  seemed  greatly  interested  in  the  probable  fate 
of  the  leaders  of  the  great  rebellion,  and  especially  of  Jefferson  Davis,  express- 
ing the  hope  that  his  life  might  be  spared,  and  no  victims  offered  up  on  the 
altar  of  the  restored  Union.  But  as  for  the  conspirators  and  assassins  who  had 
struck  down  President  Lincoln  and  attempted  the  murder  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  he  was  entirely  content  that,  in  their  case,  justice  should  do  her  peHect 
work.  I  repeated  to  his  Holiness  the  assurance  which  I  had  heretofore  given 
to  Cardinal  Antonelli  that  no  life  would  be  wantonly,  vengefully,  or  umieces- 
sarily  taken,  and  .that  the  gpreatest  civil  war  the  world  had  ever  seen  would  dose 
with  the  smallest  number  of  victims  recorded  in  history. 

After  taking  leave  of  the  Pope,  I  proceeded  as  usual  to  make  a  forma!  visit  to 
the  cardinal  secretary  of  state,  and  conversed  for  some-  time  with  his  eminence 
about  American  affairs.  He,  too^  manifested  great  interest  in  the  progress  and 
results  of  the  American  state  trkls,  and  warmly  congratulated  me  upon  the 
final  and  happy  termination  of  our  great  struggle. 

M.  Yegezzi,  the  representative  of  Victor  Emanuel,  has  been  in  Rome,  on  his 
second  visit,  for  two  or  three  weeks  past.  He  is  here,  however,  in  no  recog- 
nized official  capacity,  but  rather  as  a  private  and  confidential  messenger;  and 
thus  £ur  his  mission  1ms  been  without  any  actual  practical  result  The  influ- 
ences for  and  against  his  success  seem  so  nearly  balanced  that,  as  yet,  it  is* 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  predict  which  way  the  scale  will  turn. 

The  papal  court  is  about  oreaking  up  for  &e  smnnier.  Early  next  month 
his  HoHness  goes  to  his  favorite  retreat  in  the  Alvan  hills,  Oastel  Gandolfo,  and 
the  diplomatic  corps  have  already  commenced  dispersing.  After  St  Peter's 
day,  the  29th  instant  very  few  will  be  left  in  Rome. 

Bishop  Lynch,  of  Charleston,  South  Garolina,  late  confederate  agent,  is  still 
heie.  I  had  an  interview  with  him  at  his  request  a  short  time  since.  He  ad- 
mitted that  the  cause  of  the  south  was  hopeless,  expressed  a  wish  to  return  to 
lus  home  and  post  of  duty,  and  asked  me  on  what  terms  he  cottld  be  re-admitted 
into  the  United  Stsftes.  I  told  him  that  the  first  thine  to  be  done  was  to  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  make  his  peace  with  the  fedetal  goii^ffDmeot.    This 
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he  was  willing  and  ready  to  do,  if  that  would  Buffice ;  hut  he  seemed  apprehen- 
sive that  if  he  retumcMi  to  America  he  might  be  proceeded  against  criminidly.  I 
told  him  that  the  President's  proclamation,  which  was  daily  expected,  would 
no  doubt  contain  full  information  on  this  point.  The  proclamation  has  since 
arrived,  and  Bishop  Lynch,  I  understand,  considers  himself  included  in  the  list 
of  exceptions.  His  present  purpose,  as  I  learn  from  a  mutual  friend,  is  to  pre- 
ceed  to  Havana,  and  thence  make  his  appeal  to  the  federal  authorities.  I  jud^ 
that  he  is  efifectually  cured  of  his  secession  folly.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  i^ircular  from  the 
State  Department,  under  date  of  June  7th,  relating  to  the  order  issued  to  B&bu> 
Admiral  Goldsborough,  then  about  to  sail  in  the  United  States  steamer  Colo- 
rado for  •European  waters.  I  believe  that  nearly  all  the  maritime  powers  of 
Europe  have  now  withdrawn  their  recognition  of  the  insurgent  States  as  belli- 
gerents, and  no  longer  accord  to  rebel  vessels-of-war  any  privileges  as  such,  or 
withhold  from  the  lag  of  the  United  States  the  customary  naval  courtesies. 
The  government  to  which  I  am  accredited  possesses  no  navy,  nor  any  ports 
likely  to  be  visited  by  American  shipsof-war,  and  has  not  taken  any  actioa  in 
the  premises  to  which  the  United  States  could  object.  When  I  mentioned  to 
Garcunal  Antonelli  this  morning  the  substance  of  the  circular  above  referred  to,  he 
*at  once  replied :  "  We,  at  least,  have  never  recognized  the  southern  belligerents.*' 

St.  Peter's  day,  the  29th  ultimo,  was  duly  honored^  in  Borne.  It  was  the 
great  festa  of  the  church,  and  nearly  the  whole  population  of  the  city  seemed 
to  take  part  in  the  ceremonies.  The  Pope  officiated  in  person  at  the  celebration 
of  the  mass  in  the  morning,  and  a  vast  and  perfectly  orderly  crowd  enjoyed  the 
magnificent  display  of  fireworks  on  the  Pincian  hill  at  night.  His  Holiness, 
whose  health  continues  excellent,  takes  his  departure  for  Geistel  Ghmdolfo  in  a 
few  d^s. 

M.  Vegezzi,  the  special  messenger  from  the  Eling  of  Italy,  left  Some,  on  his 
return  to  Florence,  last  week.  Thus  far  nothing  has  been  accomdJshed*  nor 
does  the  prospect  of  an  ultimate  agreement  between  the  Pope  and  victor  Ehna- 
nuel  seem  at  aU  flattering.  •     .       •  •  •  • 
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The  few  Americans  remaining  at  tliis  season  in  Rome,  though  £Eur  away  from 

their  native  land,  do  not  forget  that  this  is  the  nation's  birthday;,  and  they  honor 

it  accordingly.    Thej  may  be  pardoned  for  repeating,  with  conscious  pride,  in  the 

ancient  capitiEd  of  the  world  the  old  Roman  boast,  "  I  am  an  American  citizen."

Two  events  have  occurred  in  Rome,  since  my  last  despatch,  of  more  than 
ordinary  interest.  The  retirement  of  Monsignor  de  Merode  from  the  papal 
cabinet,  and  the  commencement  of  the  evacuation  of  the  papal  territory  by  the 
French  troops.  The  explanation  given  by  the  press  of  M.  de  Merode's  with- 
drawal vary  according  to  the  political  bias  of  the  parties  making  them.  Those 
who  wish  to  attach  but  UtUe  consequence  to  the  change  attribute  it  to  M.  de 
Merode's  fidling  health,  while  a  much  larger  party  see  in  it  an  important  step 
in  advance,  and  think  that  it  augurs  favorably  for  the  reconciliation  of  Rome 
and  Italy.  M.  de  Merode  was  understood  to  reflect  the  sentiments  of  the  ultra- 
montane party,  in  church  and  state,  and  a  marked  antagonism  existed  between 
himself  and  Cardinal  Antonelli,  which  threatened  at  times  to  disturb  the  har- 
mony of  the  papal  council.  Now,  however,  that  M.  de  Merode  has  retired,  the 
influence  of  the  distinguished  secretary  of  state  has  become  all  paramount,  and 
will,  it  is  confidently  hoped,  be  wisely  and  £uthMly  employed. 

The  evacuation  of  the  French  troops,  in  pursuance  of  the  treaty  between  the 
Emperor  of  France  and  the  King  of  Italy,  commenced  on  Monday  last,  two 
batteries  of  artillery  having  left  Rome  that  day  to  embark  on  French  transports 
now  lying  at  Civita  Vecchia.  Other  bodies  of  troops  will  follow  at  brief  inter- 
vals, and  there  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  whole  movement  will  be  com- 
?Ieted  within  the  period  stipulated,  to  wit,  two  years  from  September  15,  1864. 
^o  replace  the  soldiers  thus  withdrawn  by  Napoleon,  the  papal  government  is 
recruiting  and  organizing  a  considerable  force ;  and  the  belief  gaina  currency 
that,  before  the  final  evacuation  of  the  French,  an  arrangement  will  be  entered 
into  between  the  Pope  and  Victor  Emanuel  which  will  secure  to  the  Holy  See 
all  the  prottetion  it  needs. 

The  cholera  still  lingers  at  difierent  points  alone  the  Mediterranean  coast, 
and,  within  the  past  few  days,  has  been  quite  ffttal  in  Naples.  Thus  fax  the 
pontifical  states  have  escap^,  comparatively  unscathed,  thoiigh  it  is  hardly  to 
be  expected  they  will  go  entirely  free.  Meanwhile  veiy  rigid  quarantine  re^ 
ulations  are  enforced  a^  along  the  frontier^  and  the  result  is  that,  as  yet,  but 
few  Americans  or  other  foreigners  have  come  to  Rome.  Should  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  Italian  peninsula  improve,  however,  there  is  every  prospect  of 
a  large  influx  of  Americans  during  the  coming  winter. 

Within  the  current  week  I  have  enjoyed  two  interviews  with  the  cardinal 
secretary  of  state,  and  conversed  at  some  length  on  topics  connected  with 
American  aflairs.  His  eminence  expressed  his  sincere  gratification  at  the  rapid 
progress  towards  peace  and  union  which  our  country  was  making,  and  spoke 
in  terms  of  yerv  warm  praise  of  President  Johnson's  plan  of  reconstruction,  and 
.of  the  merciful  and  magnanimous  course  which  had  been  pursued  towards  the 
vanquished  rebels.  •»•»•» 
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The  Pope,  I  am  happy  to  say,  is  in  the  enjoyment  of  excellent  health  and 
spirits.  He  passed,  Thursday,  along  the  whole  length  of  the  Gorso  on  foot, 
meeting  everywhere,  from  the  crowds  who  thronged  that  thoroagh^Bure,  nne- 
qaivo<»l  demonstrations  of  affection  and  respect.

November  18,  1865. 
Sir  :  I  had  the  honor,  yesterday,  of  an  interview  with  the  Holy  Father,  and 
enjoyed  a  long  and  interesting  conversalion  with  him  about  American  a£Gurs»  as 
weU  as  the  condition  of  things  in  Italy  and  Europe.    The  Pope  had  many 
questions  to  ask  about  the  progress  of  events  in  the  united  States,  and  expressed 
great  satisfaction  at  the  return  of  peace  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  Union.     He 
inquired  particularlv  as  to  the  health  of  the  President,  whose  life,  he  trusted, 
would  be  spared,  tnat  he  might  finish  the  work  he  had  so  well  begun.     He 
warmly  approved  the  clemency  which  had  been  shown  the  rebel  leaders,  and 
hoped,  he  said,  that  Jefftrarson  Davis  would  also  receive  the  executive  pardon. 
The  most  difficult  problem  he  thought  for  the  United  States  to  solve  was  the 
proper  disposition  of  the  negroes;  and  he  seemed  to  apprehend  that  we  should 
find  the  question  a  troublesome  one.     Passing  to  Eur(^>ean  affairs,  his  HolineBS 
remarked  that  there  was  great  political  agitation  all  over  the  continent ;  not  in 
Italy  only,  but  in  Grermany,  Spain,  France,  and  England,  there  seemed  to  be 
trouble  brewing.     Ireland  was  resUees  and  discontented,  and  Fenianism  uttered 
ominous  threats.     He  had  no  idea,  he  said,  that  this  movement  would  affect 
British  rule  in  Ireland,  for  the  ocean  which  rolled  between  the  United  States 
and  Great  Britain  forbade  the  idea  of  invasion.     But  Canada,  with  its  extensive 
and  exposed  frontier,  offered  an  easier  prize,  and  thither,  he  thought,  the  Fenians 
might  turn  their  arms.    It  would  be  for  the  advantage  of  all  parties,  the  Holy 
Father  remarked,  that  the  United  States  should  take  Canada  and  incorporate  it 
into  the  American  Union,  rather  than  allow  the  Fenians  to  possess  themselves 
of  it.    Better  that  it  should  be  done  by  a  regularly  constituted  government  than 
by  a  revolutionary  aod  irresponsible  oi^anization  subject  to  no  control,  and 
liable  to  every  excess.    His  Holiness  spoke,  I  thought,  despondingly  of  the  as- 
pect of  affairs  in  Italy.    Within  another  fortnight,  he  said.  Saxony  and  Bavaria 
would  reorganize  the  kingdom  of  Victor  Emanuel.     The  Emperor  of  France 
was  about  to  withdraw  from  Italy,  and  "  the  poor  Pope  would  be  left  all  alone 
4n  his  little  boat  in  the  midst  of  the  tempestuous  ocean.'*     What  would  happen 
God  alone  knew,  and  to  His  will  and  protection  the  Ho[y  Father  committed  him- 
self.   I  expressed  the  hope  that  no  serious  trouble  would  occur  in  Rome,  and 
reminded  his  Holiness  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  diplomatic  corps  to  share  bis 
fortunes  and  remain  near  his  person.    Yes,  he  said,  and  during  the  revolutionary 
movement  of  '48,  when  he  had  sought  refuge  in  the  palace  of  the  Quirinal,  the 
diplomatic  corps  all  hurried  thither  and  formed,  as  it  were,  a  cordon  around  him, 
BO  that,  in  the  midst  of  the  tumult  and  firing,  he  remained  calm  and  tranquil. 
His  Holiness  adverted  to  the  concessions  which  the  different  governments  of 
Europe  seemed  to  be  makmg  <<  to  the  revolutionaiy  Eq^t  of  the  age."    They 
would  not,  he  said,  satisfy  those  who  were  clamoring  for  change,  but  only  ei^- 
courage  them  to  make  further  demands  until  they  would  finish  by  telling  the

governmeiits  themselves  thai  they  could  diepense  with  their  farther  services. 
Evidentlj  the  Holy  Father  looked  upon  the  condition  of  affairs  in  Europe  as 
anything  hat  satisfactory,  and  it  was  with  deep  and  manifest  emotion  that  he 
referred  to  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  universe  as  his  only  guide  and  refuge  in 
the  apprehended  troubles. 

After  taking  my  leave  of  his  Holiness,  I  paid  the  customary  visit  to  the  car- 
dinal secretary  of  state,  and  was  received  by  him  with  his  wonted  kindness  and 
courtesy.  His  eminence,  who  watches  with  close  attention  the  progress  of 
events  in  America,  referred  with  great  satisfaction  to  the  reported  interview  of  a 
delegation  fromi  South  Carolina  with  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
the  language  used  and  the  sentiments  avowed  by  Mr.  Johnson  on  that  occasion. 
His  eminence  cordially  assented  to  the  justice  of  the  President's  views,  and  ex- 
pressed his  warm  and  earnest  approval  of  the  course  pursued  by  the  federal 
aathorities  in  re-establishine  law,  order,  and  civil  government  among  the  people 
of  the  States  so  lately  in  rebellion  against  the  Union.  A  policy  at  once  so  wise 
and  so  humane  deserved,  as  it  coold  not  Mh  he  thought,  to  secure  complete 
success. 

The  cholera  still  prevails  with  great  severity  at  Naples,  but,  as  yet,  there  has 
not  been  a  case  in  Rome,  and  the  authorities  here  hope  to  escape  the  visitation 
of  the  pestilence,  at  least  during  the  present  season.  Meantime  very  stringent 
quarantine  regulations  continue  to  be  enforced  all  along  the  papal  frontiers,  and 
toe  result  is  that  Rome  is  comparatively  deserted ;  though  at  this  period  of  the 
year  it  is  usually  crowded  with  visitors  from  all  quarters  of  the  globe. 

The  French  troops  continue  to  leave  Rome  by  detachments,  and  Count  Sar- 
dges,  the  ambassador  of  France,  remarked  to  me  a  few  days  since,  that  within 
a  jear  there  would  not  be  a  single  French  soldier  left  in  the  papal  territory.

Sir  :  On  the  4th  instantt  having  received  a  communication  from  Mr.  Bigelow, 
the  United  States  charg^  d'affaires  at  Paris,  I  addressed  to  the  minister  for  for- 
eign affairs  the  accompanying  note,  No.  47,  and  interrogatories,  and  to-day  have 
addressed  another  note  to  him,  No.  48,  a  copy  of  which  is  also  herewith  enclosed. 
Some  time  last  autumn  an  iron-clad  brig-ngged  steam  ram  arrived  at  this  port 
from  France.  I  was  informed,  in  answer  to  my  inquiries,  that  she  was  for  the 
Danish  government.  I  was  subsequently  informed  that  she  did  not  pass  inspec- 
tion, and  would  be  returned  to  the  builder,  in  France,  as  unfit  for  the  Danish 
navv.  I  was  also  informed  by  a  Danish  naval  o£Gicer  that  she  was  rudely  and 
badly  built,  as  he  knew  by  inspection,  and  that  her  bolts  had  no  heads  to  them, 
and  she  was  in  other  respects  defective.  After  lying  here  some  three  months, 
and  having  had  several  inspections,  none  of  which,  as  I  was  informed,  was  sat- 
isfactory, she,  with  a  crew  of  some  thirty  men,  (as  I  was  also  informed,)  was 
sent  back  to  Bordeaux,  and  of  which  Consul  Hansen  duly  apprized  our  consul 
at  that  place.  She  is  a  formidable  and  dangerous-looking  craft,  and  is  said  to 
be  heavuy  armed  with  Armstrong  guns.  I  await  the  answer  to  my  inquiries. 
It  is  possible  this  government  may  have  been  deceived,  as  there  is  a  rumcMr  of 
one  "  De  Reviere,"  who  once  offered  to  make  cannon  for  us  and  was  refused, 
being  concerned  in  the  affair.

Sm:  From  authentic  infonnation  this  day  received  from  the  legation  of  the  United  States 
at  PariSf  there  is  reason  to  fear  that  one  or  more  vessels-of-war  bailt  in  France,  but  canrin^ 
the  Danish  flag,  have  recently  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  so-called  confederates  of  North 
America.  Thongh  I  do  not  suppose  that  his  M^'es^*s  government  has  sanctioned  or  will 
sanction  such  a  use  of  that  flag,  yet  it  is  very  desirable  that  the  government  which  I  have 
the  honor  to  represent  should  be  in  possession  of  all  the  facts  connected  with  this  transaction, 
with  a  view  to  obtain  such  information,  (if  in  the  possession  of  his  Majesty's  government.) 

I  take  the  liberty  of  herewith  enclosing  to  your  excellency  certain  inqoiries  which,  when 
answered,  will  put  me  in  possession  of  the  desired  information.

Sir  :  In  addition  to  the  inquiries  I  had  the  honor  to  address  to  you  on  the  4th  instant,  I 
would' suggest,  inasmuch  as  1  learn  from  Paris  that  the  French  government  say  the  Danish 
government  bought  the  Ste^rkodder  absolutely,  that  his  Mcuesty's  government  furnish 
me  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  contract  and  any  other  papers  tnat  passed  between  the  two 
governments,  and  I  would  also  respectfully  inquire  under  what  permission  and  other  circum- 
stances the  Staerkodder  left  Copenhagen,  whether  under  the  conunand  of  an  officer  of  the 
Danish  navv,  and  whether  she  was  fuuy  coaled  and  armed.  I  assure  your  excellency  that 
in  seeking  tnis  information,  I  do  it  to  exculpate  his  Majesty's  government  from  any  censure 
in  the  transaction.

Sir  :  Since  my  last  despatch  I  have  had  several  interviews  with  the  acting 
minister  for  foreign  affairs,  Mr.  Qoaade,  (Mr.  Blamhe  heing  ill,)  and  the  director 
general  of  the  ministry,  Mr.  Vedel.    The  affair  of  the  Staerkodder,  the  iron- 

flated  ram  to  which  I  referred  in  my  last,  is  undergoing  an  investigation,  and 
have  an  assurance  that  the  whole  matter  will  be  placed  in  my  hands.  From 
these  interviews  with  the  minister  and  the  director  general,  I  learn  that  the 
Staerkodder  never  belonged  to  the  Danish  government.  Some  time  last 
winter  or  last  spring  they  made  a  contract  with  one  Annan,  of  Bordeaux,  to 
hnild  an  iron-plated  ram,  carrying  three  heavy  Armstrong  guns,  hut  as  she  did 
not  fulfil  the  contract,  she  was  rejected.  Notwithstanding  this  she  was  sent  to 
Copenhagen  under  the  French  flag,  without  guns ;  the  guns  following  subse- 
quently in  an  English  ship.  The  ram,  after  arriving  here,  was  again  inspected 
and  again  rejected.  In  the  mean  time,  or  on  her  first  arrival,  she  dischaiged 
her  French  crew.    After  lying  here  from  the  first  of  November  until  some 
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time  in  January,  either  the  agent  of  Annan,  De  Riviere,  or  Mr.  Pnger,  a  Danish 
merchant  to  whom  she  was  consigned,  applied  for  liberty  to  ship  a  crew,  and 
permission  to  take  her  back  to  Bordeaux,  under  the  Danish  flag,  inaeraudi  as 
she  could  not  be  taken  back  under  the  French  flag,  as  two-thirds  or  three-fourths 
of  the  crew  were  not  French ;  the  French  law,  it  was  alledged,  requiring  it. 
This  permission  was  conceded,  and  the  Staerkodder,  with  a  crew  of  forty-five 
Danes  and  Swedes  or  less,  set  out  for  Bordeaux,  with  De  Riviere,  the  agent  of 
Annan  on  board,  and  under  the  command  of  a  Danish  merchant  captain. 
After  passing  into  the  Cattegat,  for  some  cause  or  other,  perhaps  an  aUeged 
storm,  she  returned  to  Elsinore,  and  landed  De  Riviere.  She  again  put  to  sea. 
but  was  compelled  to  put  into  Norway  and  coal,  De  Riviere  having  fumiahed 
the  money.  From  thence  she  proceeaed  to  the  coast  of  Holland  and  took  on 
board  De  Riviere  and  another  man,  and  proceeded  to  Quiberon  or  Nantes,  and, 
when  anchored  in  French  waters,  De  Riviere  informed  the  Danish  captain  that 
he  had  sold  the  ship  and  he  need  go  no  further.  The  Danish  captain  and  crew, 
(with,  perhaps,  the  exception  of  two  or  three,  said  to  be  engineers  or  firemen,) 
left  the  ship,  taking  the  Danish  flag  with  them. 

I  should  state^that  the  Armstrong  guns  were  placed  in  the  hold  of  the  Staer- 
kodder when  she  left  here.  I  must  confess  that  the  whole  matter  looks  very 
much  like  a  French  trick  on  the  part  of  Arman  and  his  agent  De  Riviere,  in 
which,  perhaps,  Puger  had  a  hand,  and  in  which  the  Danish  government  were 
the  unsuspecting  dupes.  I  have  written  Mr.  Bigelow,  our  charg^  d'affidreB  at 
Paris,  but  fear,  from  the  state  of  the  mails,  the  Baltic  being  closed,  thai  he  has 
not  received  my  letter.  We  have  communicated  by  telegraph.

Sir  :  I  herewith  enclose  a  note  I  addressed  the  director  general  of  the 
ministry  on  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr.  Bigelow,  our  charg^  d'affaires  in 
Paris.  I  have  seen  him  this  morning,  and  he  reiterates  the  assertion  that  the 
Sphinx  or  Staerkodder,  or  Stonewall,  never  belonged  to  the  Danish  government. 
I  read  in  Galignani  of  the  12th  instant,  from  the  index,  "  That  a  secret  ne- 
gotiation is  progressing  between  the  United  States  government  and  the  Danish 
government  for  the  purchase  of  the  Olyde-built  iron-clad,  of  the  Warrior 
model,  belonging  to  the  latter,  and  now  Iving  at  Copenhagen.*' 

This  ship  is  undoubtedly  for  sale,  for,  learning  last  autumn  thai  negotiations 
for  this  purpose  were  pending,  I  made  inquiry  and  was  confidentially  informed 
that  the  negotiations  were  with  a  power  friendly  to  us.  I  understood  from 
outsiders  that  the  negotiations  wei:e  with  Spain.  I  repeat  an  opinion  made 
some  two  years  ago,  that  we  should  have  a  man-of-war  in  the  North  German 
ocean,  and,  commanding  the  Baltic,  we  can  be  our  own  best  police.

SiE :  It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  find  myself  obliged  to  call  joor  atten- 
tion to  a  serious  cause  of  complaint  against  the  government  of  Denmark. 

Certain  vessels  were  building  at  Bordeaux  for  the  insurgents  of  the  United 
States,  This  government  remonstrated*  The  French  government  interdicted 
the  departure  of  the  vessels.  One  or  more  of  them  was  reported  to  have  been 
sold  to  Denmark.  It  is  certain  that  one  of  them  went  to  Copenhagen. 
BeccDtlj,  that  vessel  id  reported  to  have  come,  with  a  Danish  crew  and  a  Danish 
flag,  to  the  island  of  Houat,  on  the  coast  of  France,  and  to  have  there  received 
an  equipment  and  crew  from  an  English  vessel,  and  coals  firom  a  French  vessel, 
and  tnen  to  have  put  to  sea  as  an  insurgent  vessel.  There  is  much  confusion 
in  the  reports  of  tne  transaction  which  have  reached  the  United  States.  It  is 
even  doubtful  whether  there  are  not  two  vessels  concerned  in  the  transaction, 
instead  of  one.  Again,  we  hear  of  one  such  vessel  as  having  put  into  Ferrol 
for  repairs ;  and  again,  of  the  same  vessel,  or  another,  having  put  into  Corunna 
for  repairs. 

Mr.  Baasloff  here,  and  the  Danish  minister  in  Paris,  deny  that  the  Danish 
government  have  owned  or  sold  the  vessel  which  is  reported  to  have  been 
brought  to  Houat.  The  French  minister  of  finance  is  understood  to  affirm 
that  the  vessel  was  so  sold.  Even  the  fact  of  the  transfer  to  the  insurgents  is 
not  yet  clearly  established.  There  is,  however,  too  strong  a  presumption  of 
the  &ct  to  allow  this  government  to  remain  idle  or  unconcerned. 

Ton  will,  therefore,  ask  for  explanations  of  the  Danish  government,  and  in 
doing  so  yon  will  not  omit  to  inquire  how  it  happened  that,  if  that  government 
intended  to  divest  itself  of  responsibility,  it  caused  or  sufiEered  the  vessel  to  go 
into  Houat,  an  unarmed  place,  not  within  the  surveillance  of  the  French  gov- 
ernment, instead  of  Bordeaux. 

In  every  case,  and  speaking  only  upon  the  condition  that  the  facts  reported  are 
true,  you  will  inform  the  Danish  government  that  this  government  cannot  be 
expected  to  submit  uncomplainingly  to  apprehended  invasions  of  piratical 
vesels  coming  from  European  ports.  We  shall  expect  that  Denmark  will  do 
whatever  is  necessary  to  prevent  such  acts,  if  the  responsibility  shall  be  traced 
to  the  government  or  to  the  subjects  of  Denmark. 

Tou  will  say,  moreover,  that  this  government  deems  the  time  to  have  come 
when  the  maritime  powers  of  Europe  ought  to  withhold  all  protection  and  shel- 
ter from  enemies  of  the  United  States  who  proceed  from  countries  with  which 
they  are  at  peace. .

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of  the 
6th  of  February,  which  contains  an  account  of  the  representation  you  have 
made  to  the  Danish  government  concerning  the  transfer  oi  the  ram  Olinde,  other- 
wise caUed  the  Stonewall,  to  pirates  engaged  in  hostilities  against  the  United 
States. 
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While  it  seems  to  me  possible  that  your  representation  might  properly  have 
been  made  in  a  form  more  acceptable  to  th&t  govemmenty  yet  I  approve  of  the 
proceeding  in  its  eeneral  effect,  and  I  authorise  you  to  state  to  his  Majesty's 
government  that  the  subject  is  regarded  by  the  rresident  as  one  which  it  is 
hoped  will  receive  the  serious  attention  of  the  government  of  Denmark. 

The  inquiries  which  have  been  made  in  France  leave  it  doubtful  whether  the 
Danish  authorities  have  exercised  that  vigilance  and  that  r^ard  to  the  rights  of 
die  United  States,  in  the  transaction  referred  to,  which,  as  a  friendly  nation, 
they  had  a  right  to  expect.  It  must  be  apparent  that  this  government  cannot 
rest  content  if  a  naval  war  is  waged  against  us,  under  a  piratical  flag,  firom  any 
of  the  maritime  states  of  Europe.

Copenhagen,  March  3,  1865. 

Sir:  1  herewith  enclose  copies  of  notes  to  the  director  general  of  the 
foreign  ministry,  of  the  dates  of  25th,  and  to  the  minister  for  foreign  affiurs  on 
the  28th  February,  ultimo.  The  letter  to  the  foreign  minister,  who  is  still  con- 
fined to  his  house  by  illness,  was  written  after  my  interview  and  a  fall  under- 
standing  with  Mr.  Vedel,  the  director  general  of  the  ministry.  I  vesterday  ha,d 
an  interview  with  Mr.  Quaade,  minister  without  portfolio,  and  he  assures  me 
the  fullest  investigation  shall  be  had  in  the  matter;  that  my  note  of  the  28th 
ultimo  had  been  laid  before  the  minister  of  justice,  and  that  I  might  expect  a 
speedy  answer.  I  have  to-day  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Vedel,  who  submitted 
to  me  the  contract  with  the  French  bnilder  of  the  Olinde,  alias  Sphinx,  ali€ts 
Staerkodder,  alias  Stonewall,  and  other  papers,  which  show  that  the  ship  never 
belonged  to  the  Danish  government.  Copies  of  these  will  be  placed 'in  my 
hands.  While  I  acquit  the  Danish  government  of  an  intentional  breach  of 
neutrality,  yet  we  may  suffer  just  as  much  as  if  they  had  intended  it.  I  await 
the  evidence  now  being  taken,  and  to  be  taken,  before  presenting  the  whole  case.

Sir:  From  information  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Hansen,  the  American  consul,  commn- 
nicated  to  him  by  one  of  the  crew  of  the  Sphinx,  or  Staerkodder,  and  now  the  Stonewall, 
I  learn  that  when  this  ship  left  Copenhagen  sne  had  on  board  another  passenger  beside  De 
Riviere,  a  confederate  officer,  passing  onder  an  assumed  name,  and  who  took  command  of  the 
ship  after  she  arrived  in  French  waters,  (or  when  she  met  another  steamer, )  or  when  the 
Danish  captain  ceased  to  command.  I  am  also  informed  that  the  French  engineers  who  had 
brought  the  ship  from  France  were  kept  on  board  this  ship  (the  Staerkodder  or  whatever 
name)  until  the  Danish  engineers  went  on  board,  or  until  the  day  before,  or  a  short  tiiae  be 
fore  she  left  Copenhagen ;  and  that  she  had  her  guns  in  position  when  she  left,  and  coal  suffi- 
cient for  the  Yovage  to  Bordeaux.  That  when  she  put  back  to  Elsinore  she  landed  De 
Riviere,  and  a  Mr.  Pueeard  brought  her  another  engineer.  After  leaving  Elsinore,  and,  as 
alleged,  on  account  of  bad  weather,  she  put  into  Christiansand  or  some  other  port  in  Nor- 
way, coaled  and  remained  there  four  or  five  days,  three  of  which  were  pleasant,  and  went  to 
sea  in  weather  more  boisterous  than  when  she  entered  that  port ;  the  ship  being  a  good  sea- 
boat,  but  leaky.  About  thirty-six  hours  after  leaving  Norway  the  ship  alteiid  her  course 
for  Nieu  Dieppe,  in  Holland.  One  of  the  engineers  remonstrated  with  the  captain,  as  the 
weather  was  fine  and  the  ship  had  plenty  of  coal. 

At  Nieu  Dieppe  she  again  took  on  l>oard  De  Riviere  and  another  man,  (WaddeU,)  also  a 
confederate  officer,  known  to  one  of  the  engineers,  and  who  informed  the  Danish  captain 
who  he  was,  and  who  subsequently  became  the  second  officer,  or  an  officer  on  boara  the 
Staerkodder  after  she  passed  into  confederate  hands. 

On  the  21  st  January  the  Staerkodder  arrived  off  Quiberon,  or  in  French  waters,  and  came 
to  anchor.  Here  a  man  representing  himself  as  the  brother  of  De  Riviere  came  on  board 
and  soon  after  left.  The  next  morning  the  Staerkodder  got  under  way,  and  was  shortly  after 
met  by  a  ship  under  English  colors,  with  coal,  munitions  of  war,  and  a  new  crew,  and  soon 
after  meeting  with  her  was  met  by  a  French  steamer.  The  Danish  captain  then  informed 
his  crew  that  the  ship  was  sold,  and  tried  to  induce  his  crew  or  some  of  them  to  enlist  and 
to  remain  on  board,  and  which  they  refused  to  do,  and  insisted  on  being  put  on  shore.  They 
were  set  to  work  by  the  Danish  captain  to  coal  from  the  British  steamer  under  the  promise 
of  eight  francs  per  man  for  doing  it.  One  of  the  engineers  protested  against  this  aelivery 
of  the  ship,  and  insisted  Uiat  the  captain  should  go  into  port  and  the  crew  be  properly 
dischargea.  They  were  finally  landed  by  the  French  steamer,  leaving  the  Danish  captam  on 
board  and  the  Danish  flag  still  flying. 

I  would  request  of  your  excellency  that  the  Danish  ciaptaln  be  examined  as  to  Ids 
knowledge  or  belief  as  to  the  truth  of  the  above,  and  particularly  as  to  his  knowledge 
or  belief  of  the  real  names,  character  and  business  oi  the  passengers  who  left  Co- 
penhagen with  him,  and  of  those  who  came  on  board  in  Holland,  ana  what  has  become 
of  them,  and  where  he  last  saw  them.  And,  ftirther,  that  such  of  the  engineers  and 
crew  be  examined  as  shall  be  indicated  bv  Mr,  Hansen,  the  American  consul ;  and,  further, 
that  the  Mr.  or  Messrs.  Puggard  be  exammed  as  to  their  knowledge  or  belief  of  the  charact^ 
of  the  Staerkodder,  or  any  of  the  particulars  in  the  foregoing  statement.  And  I  would  fur- 
ther request  that  inasmuch  as  Mr.  Hansen  understands  tne  Danish  lang^uage  he  may  be 
present  at  such  examination,  and  be  permitted  to  suggest  sudi  questions  as  may  occur  to 
oim  bearing  on  this  matter.  I  need  not  suggest  to  your  excellency  that  if  the  captain  and 
the  agent  or  agents  of  this  ship  are  innocent,  the  more  searching  the  investigation  the  better 
for  them.  I  do  not  believe  that  his  Majesty's  government  has  intentionally  departed  from 
the  strictest  neutrality ;  but  if  it  should  appear  that  Danish  citizens  have  used  the  Danish 
flag  for  a  fraudulent  or  piratical  purpose,  i  am  confident  that  his  Mcyesty's  government  will 
▼indicate  its  neutrality.

Sir  :  Your  despatch,  No.  103,  of  the  2l8t  ultimo,  was  received  jesterdaj. 
Prom  the  despatches  and  copies  of  letters  received  ere  this,  and  those  I  now 
Bend,  yon  may  perhaps  think  I  have  more  than  antidpated  my  instnictions. 
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I  am  vexy  glad  to  receive  and  communicate  to  this  government  yoor  last  de« 
spatch,  as  the  director  general  of  the  ministry  informed  me,  a  few  days  since, 
that  the  court  intrusted  with  the  investigation  of  the  affiiir  of  the  Staerkodd^r 
had  discovered  '*it  had  not  sufficient  jurisdiction  "  to  make  the  examination 
I  desired.  I  have  but  recently  discovered  that  the  Staerkodder  was  ori^- 
lially  intended  for  the  confederates,  and  I  am  credibly  informed  that  the  Mr. 
Puggard  I  have  already  mentioned,  a  Danish  merchant  in  this  city,  the  con- 
sigi^ee  or  correspondent  of  the  ship,  and  the  man  who  procured  her  crew  and 
liberty  to  leave  the  port  under  the  Danish  flag,  and  whose  re-examination  I 
ha^e  asked,  advanced  large  sums  of  money  for  the  building  of  the  Staerkodder* 
knowing  that  this  vessel  was  being  built  for  the  confederates.  I  have  informed 
both  the  minister  for  foreign  affairs  and  the  director  general  of  the  ministry  of 
this. 

To  prevent  all  laches  I  again  send  a  copy  of  my  note  to  the  director  gene- 
ral, of  the  25th  ultimo.  From  a  translation  of  Mr.  Blumhe's  note  to  me,  en- 
closing copies,  &c.,  of  the  contract  with  Arman,  the  French  builder,  and  other 
papers,  you  will  see  what  he  says  of  the  affair.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Danish  goveniment  was  practised  upon  by  the  Frenchmen  and  one  or  more 
of  its  own  subjects,  and  how  far  it  will  screen  the  latter  remains  to  be  seen.

Sia:  On  ftbe  25Ui  and  28th  nltimo,  I  respeetiyelj  addressed  notes  to  the  director  gcoienil 
of  the  ministry  for  foreign  affairs  and  to  his  excellency  the  minister  for  foreign  a&irs  in 
relation  to  the  Staerkoddejr,  and  requesting  an  examination  of  the  captain  and  some  of  the 
orew  of  that  ship,  as  well  as  of  Mr.  rnggard,  who,  I  have  since  learned,  adranced  money 
to  build  that  ship  when  orignallv  intended  for  the  so-called  confederate  insurgents.  In  a 
recent  conversation  with  Mr.  Yedel,  the  director  general  of  the  ministir,  I  expre^ed  my  fears 
that  the  crew  of  the  Staerkodder  would  be  dispersed  before  any  examination  of  them  oonld 
be  had  on  the  points  I  had  presented.  I  am  now  informed  that  one  Boiling,  an  engineer  on 
board  of  the  Staerkodder,  will  soon  leave  Copenhagen,  he  being  engaged  on  a  steamer  run- 
sing  between  Cursoe  and  Keil.  I  am  also  inform^  of  some  difficulty  in  the  constitution  of 
the  court  before  which  the  examination  is  being  held  to  obtidn  the  investigation  I  have  re- 
qnested.  I  shall  very  much  regret  should  diere  be  no  examination  of  the  men  I  have  desi^ 
nated.

Copenhagen,  March  8, 1865. 

Sir:  In  the  note  you  haye  done  me  the  honor  to  address  to  me  the  fourth  of  last  month, 
you  haye  called  my  attention  to  the  circumstance  that  one  or  more  yessels-of-war  built  in 
France,  but  bearing  the  Danish  flag,  haye  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  so-called  Confederate 
States ;  and  while  entirely  dismissing  the  supposition  of  any  conniyance  whateyer  on  the 
part  of  the  goyemment  of  the  Kiug  in  this  transaction,  you  haye  asked  of  me  some  explana- 
tions upon  certain  points  set  forth  in  the  appendix  to  your  note. 

Beixig  sincerely  aesirons  of  remoying  any  suspicion  which  could  attach  to  the  goyemment 
of  the  King,  under  these  circumstances,  I  haye  endeayored  to  collect  all  authentic  information 
upon  the  negotiations  which  haye  taken  place  between  the  goyemmeot  of  the  Khig  and  Mr. 
Annan,  shiponilder  of  Bordeaux,  relatiye  to  the  iron-clad  yessel  Sphinx,  alias  Staerkodder, 
for  it  is  eyidently  to  this  ship  that  your  note  alludes. 

In  sending  you,  sir,  the  enclosed  documents,  marked  by  letters  A  to  F,  I  permit  myself  to 
accompany  them  with  as  succinct  a  narraCiye  of  the  principal  points  as  these  portions  admit  of. 

On  toe  31st  day  of  March  last,  a  contract  Was  signea  by  which  Mr.  Arman  engaged  to 
deliyer  on  the  10th  of  June,  1864,  an  iron-clad  yessel  of  300  horse-power,  with  guns  and  mu- 
nitions. The  yessel,  which  was  already  upon  the  stocks,  was  to  be  finished  under  the  control 
of  an  officer  of  the  Danish  nayy,  who,  in  accordance  with  articles  IX  to  XI  of  the  contract, 
was  charged  with  inspecting  and  accepting  the  yessel  before  she  could  leaye  Bordeaux  to  go 
to  her  destination.  The  conditions  of  the  contract  were  not  fulfilled  by  Mr.  Arman.  The 
ship  was  only  finished  on  the  21st  of  October,  and  she  neither  realized  the  promises  made  as 
to  her  speed  nor  as  to  her  draught  of  water. 

The'  Danish  officer,  Mr.  Shonheyder,  consequently  could  not  accept  her.  Neyertheless, 
Mr.  Arman,  hoping  to  succeed  by  a  direct  negotiation  with  the  minister  of  marine,  in  causing 
the  ship  to  be  accepted,  sent  her  the  last  of  October  to  Copeuhagen.  The  refusal  of  Mr. 
Shonheyder  was,  however,  repeated  to  Mr.  Arman  during  an  interyiew  which  he  had  at 
Paris  with  the  director  of  the  ministry  of  marine,  Mr.  EcKildsen,  and  the  Danish  official 
added  expressly  tbat  the  ship  haying  left  Bordeaux  without  the  authorization  of  the  proper 
officer,  she  ^onld  only  haye  been  sent  at  his  own  risk  and  peril  as  well  as  at  his  own  expense. 
The  yessel,  which*  anived  at  Copenhagen  in  the  middle  of  the  month  of  November,  was  in- 
spected here,  but  the  minister  of  marine  persisted  in  refusing  to  accept  her ;  consequently  the 
contract  was  annulled,  and  Mr.  Arman  understood  expressly  that  the  Danish  government 
was  freed  from  every  obligation  to  him  under  tiie  contract 

The  ship  mnst  dien  return  to  France,  but,  from  motives  of  econ<nny,  the  builder  had  ^ 
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miMed  his  captain  and  French  crew  npon  the  arriyi^  of  the  yessel  at  Copenhagen.  He  thus 
found  himself  under  the  necessity  of  engaging  here,  through  the  intervention  of  his  coire- 
spondent,  a  merchant  of  Copenhagen,  a  Danish  merchant  captain  and  a  crew  composed  of 
Danish  and  Swedish  sailors  in  order  to  cany  the  vessel  back  to  Bordeaux ;  whic^  rendered 
it  necessary  for  him  to  ask  a  special  permission  oi  the  department  of  customs,  in  order  that 
the  vessel,  though  French  property,  should  be  able  to  leave  the  port  of  Copenhagen  under 
conditions  so  unusual.  Bemg  no  longer  able  to  demand  assistance  of  French  consuls  in  the 
ports  where  the  seventy  of  the  season  might,  perhaps,  force  the  ship  to  seek  refuge,  Mr.  Ar- 
man  likewise  asked  for  a  letter  of  recommendation  to  the  Danish  consuls  as  well  as  permission 
to  make  the  voyage  under  Danish  colors.  This  permission  and  this  letter  of  recommendation 
were  given  to  him,  but  I  need  not  add  that  all  tne  advances  the  captain  should  ask  for  in 
the  ports  were  to  remain  entirely  unconnected  with  the  government  of  the  King,  and  that  it 
was  expressly  enjoined  upon  the  Danish  captain  to  smke  the  Danish  flag  as  soon  as  he 
entered  the  port  of  Bordeaux. 

I  hope,  sir,  that  these  explanations  wHI  serve  to  answer  the  ouestions  which  you  have 
addressed  to  me.  They  prove  that  the  government  of  the  King  has  been  entirely  uncon- 
nected with  the  transaction  which  appears  to  have  taken  place,  and  that  it  regrets  it  sincerely. 
I  am  engaged  in  taking^  some  steps  m  order  that,  with  tne  help  of  depositions  made  before 
the  tribunal  b^  persons  oelonging  to  the  crew,  there  maybe  drawn  up  some  "proces  verbaux" 
npon  everythmg  which  has  taken  place  during  the  voyage  of  the  vessel  since  her  departure 
fitMn  Copenhagen,  and  I  wait  in  order  to  send  you  this  intelligence  as  soon  as  it  reaches  me.

8m:  I  have  jnst  received  information  that  two  or  three  confederate  inswffent  officers,  of 
the  names  of  Doty,  Bishop,  and  Thomas,  were  to  leave  London  on  the  10th  instant,  for  Co- 
penhagen, to  purchase  and  equip  a  vessel  for  the  confederate  service.  They  doubtless  ex- 
pect to  get  this  vessel  to  sea  as  a  private  commercial  enterprise.  Should  these  men,*  or  any 
of  them,  succeed  in  their  attempt,  and  hy  the  complicity  of  subjectsof  the  King,  as  in  the  caSe 
of  the  Staerkodder,  I  can  merely  refer  your  excellency  to  the  last  despatch  I  have  re- 
ceived firom  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  and  which  I  have  already  communi- 
cated. As  the  French  government  are  throwing  on  the  Danish  government  the  responsibil- 
ity of  the  escape  of  the  Staerkodder,  and  as  neither  the  government  o(  France  nw  Eng- 
land have  permitted  such  a  ship  to  leave  their  ports,  and  the  English  ^vemment  are  now 
prosecuting  those  engaged  in  assisting  the  confederates,  may  I  hope  ms  Majebty*s  govern- 
ment will  be  equally  prompt  in  this  matter  with  those  Danish  citizens  who  pay  no  regard  to 
the  neutrality  of  their  country.  I  must  again  ask  that  Mr.  Poggard  be  re-examined  as  to  the 
fiusts  I  have  hitherto  presented,  as  well  as  the  Danish  captain  of  the  Staerkodder,  and  es- 
pecially  whether  they  did  not  know,  or  have  reason  to  believe,  before  that  ship  left  Copenha- 
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gen,  or  before  sbe  left  Elsinore  the  last  time,  that  ahebelenged  to  or  was  inteoded  for  the  so- 
called  confederates.  I  have  already  asked  for  the  re-examination  of  some  of  the  crew,  to  be 
designated  by  the  American  consnl,  Mr.  Hansen,  and  particularly  of  the  engineers,  only  one 
of  whose  names.

Sir  :  Tour  despatch  of  the  20th  of  February,  No.  184,  has  been  received. 

Ab  the  case  of  tne  Stonewall  or  Staerkodder  stands  at  present,  the  proceedings 
cf  the  Panish  government,  in  connexion  therewith,  appear  in  an  unfistvorable 
light.  A  despatch,  dated  the  27th  nltimo,  has  been  received  to-daj  from  Mr. 
Hansen,  our  consul  at  Elsinore,  communicating  facts  which  painfrdly  confirm  our 
apprehension  that  the  government  of  Denmark  has  not  exercised  in  the  matter 
snoi  diligent  care  as  the  occasion  required.  We  do  not  learn  that  it  has  addressed 
remonstrances  either  to  Spain  or  to  France,  or  that  it  has  taken  any  interest  in 
the  subject,  or  even  answered  the  inquiries  you  have  made. 

I  do  not  doubt  that  Mr.  Hansen  has  fhUy  acquainted  jou  with  the  facts  which 
he  has  communicated  to  the  department,  nor  that  you  will  exercise  proper  vigi- 
lance in  your  efforts  to  collect  rarther  information  upon  the  subject.

For  obvious  reasons  I  withheld  communicating  your  despatch  or  circular,  No. 
106,  until  I  had  received  the  minister's  reply  to  that  note,  as  I  knew  you  could 
not  have  been  aware  of  the  activity  of  the  rebels  in  these  waters.  I  also  enclose 
you  a  note  addressed  to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  of  the  12th  instant,  enclos- 
ing a  copy  of  Mr.  Consul  Dudley's  ndle  to  me.  The  Denmark  is  the  same 
iron-clad  I  referred  to  in  despatch  No.  184,  (20th  February  last,)  built  by 
Messrs.  Thompson,  on  the  Clyde,  originally  for  the  confederates.  It  seems  the 
Danish  government  have  employed  (as  Mr.  Dudley  informs  me)  the  Messrs. 
Thompson,  or  an  Englishman  oy  the  name  of  Watson,  of  Liverpool,  to  sell  her. 
She  is  now  lying  in  the  harbor  of  Copenhagen.  On  the  8th  instant — the  King's 
birthday — the  diplomatic  corps  waited  upon  him.  He  took  the  occasion  to  thsuok

Sir  :  The  director  general  of  the  minister  for  foreign  affairs,  Mr.  Yedel,  has 
just  called  to  say  that  thepolice  have  written  assurances  that  the  sailors  enlisted 
here  were  for  the  merchant  service  in  Mechlenburg.  I  had  just  received  your 
despatch  No.  107  of  the  24th  March,  ultimo,  and  which  I  read  to  him  as  well  as 
the  material  parts  of  despatch  No.  106,  and  which  I  was  prevented  from  read- 
ing to  the  minister  on  conference  day,  that  day  (Thursday  as  well  as  Friday) 
being  a  holiday.  Do  not  these  despatches  rather  conflict,  at  least  in  tone  ? 
The  director  general  informed  me  that  the  government,  immediately  on  my  re- 
quest, instructed  Captain  Fohhy,  the  Danish  minister  at  Madrid,  to  put  himself 
in  commtmication  with  the  Americamcharg^  d'affaires  and  to  act  in  concert  with 
him  with  the  Spanish  government.  The  Danish  government  early  informed  the 
French  that  the  Olinde,  or  Staerkodder,  now  the  Stonewall,  never  belonged  to 
the  Danish  government  You  do  not  seem  to  have  received  my  despatch  No. 
183,  of  the  14th  February  last,  in  which,  after  giving  you  a  history  of  the  affair 
of  the  ship  as  I  then  understood  it,  I  expressed  my  belief  that  the  whole  matter 
looked  like  a  French  trick  on  the  part  of  Arman,  and  in  which  he  was  assisted 
by  Puggard  the  Dane.  As  this  was  some  thirteen  days  before  the  date  of  Mr.

Sir  :  There  was  but  one  feeling  of  horror  here,  on  learning  the  assassination 
of  President  Lincoln  and  the  attempt  on  your  life.  As  soon  as  it  was  authorita- 
tively known,  the  diplomatic <corps  and  the  minister  of  state  called  to  express  their 
sympathy,  and  the  King,  in  a  note  from  Mr.  Blumhe,  the  foreign  minister,  (who 
is  still  confined  to  his  house  from  illness,)  feelingly  expresses  his ;  and  this  on 
the  day  of  the  funeral  service^  for  the  deceased  Czarowitch,  his  intended  son- 
in-law,  and  at  which  all  the  foreign  ministers  assisted.  I  congratulate  you  on 
yom*  narrow  escape.  I  hope  I  can  on  your  son's,  but  the  news  is  contradictory, 
and  I  fear  the  worst.  This  terrible  tragedy^at  Washington  is  a  natural  sequence 
of  this  rebellion  and  in  keeping  with  the  murder  of  Union  prisoners  by  starva* 
tion.  It  is  a  consequence  of  slavery.  Well,  if  the  nation  now  rouse  to  the 
conviction,  (as  I  have  long  since  bad,  as  you  well  know)  that  there  is  a  class  at 
the  south,  (of  whom  Booth  was  one,)  the  plotters  of  this  rebellion  and  their 
brigands,  who  must,  as  a  political  necessity,  be  expatriated  or  in  some  way  an- 
nihilated from  our  soil,  if  the  freedman  and  the  northern  emigrant  are  to  dwell  in 
peace  and  safety  at  the  south.

Sir  :  I  am  aware  that  it  has  often  been  Baid  that  the  Prussians  and  Anstrians 
waged  war  against  the  Danes  for  (among  other  things)  their  oppression  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Sleswig. 

A  delegation  of  some  2,500  from  different  towns  in  that  duchy  were  here  last 
week  the  guests  of  this  city.  They  were  most  enthusiastic  in  their  declared  at- 
tachment to  Denmark,  asserting  that,  come  what  might,  they  would  never  cease 
to  be  Danes.  At  the  banquet  which  took  place  at  EUampenburg,  near  Copen- 
hagen, and  where  some  50,000  people  were  assembled,  and  tables  spread  for 
4,000,  telegrams  were  being  constantly  exchanged  between  the  towns  in  Sles- 
wig, responsive  to  and  in  approbation  of  the  speakers.  The  Sleswigers  availed 
themselves  of  the  last  days  of  their  liberty,  before  passing  under  the  Prussian 
yoke,  to  make  known  their  views  and  feelings  towards  Denmark,  and  their 
natred  of  Prussia,  and  should  the  opportunity  ever  present  itself  they  would  be 
the  first  to  rise  and  throw  it  off. 

We  should  covet  these  men  for  emigrants.    The  King  was  absent  in  Jutland, 
but  among  the  speakers  at  the  banquet  was  Mr.  Lehman,  a  former  minister  under 
the  late  King  and  a  thorough  republican.

His  Majesty  reciprocated  this  assurance  in  the  kindest  and  most  cordial  man- 
ner, and  requested  me  to  convey  to  the  President  the  high  estimation  and  re- 
gard in  which  he  held  him,  and  (as  by  the  tenor  of  my  instructions  I  am  re- 
quested to  communicate  what  was  said,  or  I  should  not  do  it)  he  also  requested 
me  to  convey  to  the  President  his  thanks  for  my  having  been  appointed  a  min- 
ister resident  near  this  court,  and  for  the  kind  and  considerate  manner  .in  which 
I  had  discharged  my  official  duties.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  I  arrived  here  on  the  12th  instant,  and, 
as  soon  as  practicable,  (on  the  15th,)  announced  my  arrival  and  mission  to 
Count  E.  Juel  Wind  Frys,  minister  for  foreign  aflGairs,  enclosing  to  him  a  copy 
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of  the  President's  letter  to  his  Majesty  Christian  IX,  accrediting  me  as  minis- 
ter resident  here,  and  asking  for  an  audience  with  the  King  to  present  the  ori- 
ginal as  early  as  convenient.  On  the  18th  I  was  advised  by  a  note  from  the 
grand  marshal  that  his  Majesty  would  give  me  a  special  audience  at  half  past 
one  o'clock  to-day,  at  the  Ghristianburg  palace.  At  the  appointed  time  I  re- 
paired to  the  palace  designated  and  was  received  and  presented  by  the  grand 
marshal.  The  King's  deportment  and  conversation  manifested  the  most  marked 
friendship  and  regard  for  our  government,  inquiring  with  earnestness  for  the 
President's  health  and  the  peace  of  the  country.  In  presenting  the  President's 
letter  I  addressed  to  the  King  a  few  observations  about  the  Mendly  relations 
subsisting  between  the  two  governments,  and  also  the  conclusion  and  results  of 
our  late  civil  war,  the  substance  of  which  and  of  the  King's  remarks  in  response 
will  be  found  in  the  annexed  paper  marked  A.  The  interview  was  emi- 
nently satisfactory  and  agreeable.

MR,  teaman's  remarks. 

I  have  the  pleasure  and  the  distiugmshed  honor  of  presenting  to  your  Majesty  the  letter  of 
Tonr  firiend,  the  President  of  the  united  States  of  America,  accrediting  me  as  minister  resi- 
dentfof  that  government  to  reside  near  the  government  of  your  Majesty.  In  doing  this,  I 
beg  to  assure  your  Majesty  that  to  me  it  is  cause  of  extreme  self-gratulation  to  have  been 
designated  as  the  representative  of  my  government  to  a  power  which  has  always  manifested 
so  much  friendship  towards  the  American  republic,  and  which  has  especially  tendered  so 
many  proofs  of  that  regard  entirely  through  the  terrible  ordeal  to  which  the  union  of  the 
States  was  exposed  for  four  years.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  that  contest  has  been  decided  in 
favor  of  the  govemment,  and  its  success  has  not  been  merely  a  triumph  of  arms.  That  suc- 
cess and  its  consequences  are  valuable  in  other  and  more  important  lights.  It  has  demon- 
strated and  secured  in  matter  of  fact  and  practice  what  was  always  true  in  law,  that  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  is  the  framework  of  a  govemraent,  a  political  nationality, 
invested  with  the  most  important  attributes  of  sovereignty  erected  by  citizens,  and  to  which 
the  citizen  in  turn  owes  allegiance  and  obedience,  and  that  the  Union  is  not  merely  a  league 
or  confederation  of  separate  and  independent  sovereignties,  from  which  any  State  or  local 
gov^nmeut  may  retire  at  its  own  discretion  or  caprice.  Happy  it  is,  in  this  sense  of  our 
nationality,  that  all  parties  with  us,  even  the  lately  insurgent  lorces  and  people,  now  accept 
the  solution  of  the  issue  submitted  by  them  to  the  arbitrament  of  the  sword.  The  States 
which  assumed  to  go  out  are  rapidly  and  voluntarily  resuming  their  places  in  the  Union  and 
under  the  Constitution ;  and  those  who  were  brave  soldiers  against  the  republic  are  promptly 
returning  to  their  allegiance  and  to  the  walks  and  pursuits  of  private  life,  becoming  loyal 
citizens  under  the  wise  policy  adopted  by  the  Presiaent.  Your  Majesty  will  excuse  me  for 
dwelling  so  long  on  these  points,  when  you  reflect  that  they  are  matters  about  which  there 
has  been  so  much  misunderstanding  in  Europe. 

Another  result  of  that  contest,  and  in  which  both  parties  to  it  seem  to  concur  as  a  fact,  is, 
that  a  race  of  some  four  millions  of  people  recently  held  in  slavery  have  been  freed  from 
bondage.  The  system  of  unpaid  coerced  labor  is  come  to  an  end  with  us,  and  this  change, 
in  fact,  will  probably  soon  be  incorporated  as  a  declaration  in  the  Constitution,  the  supreme 
law  of  the  Union,  so  that  the  relation  of  master  and  slave  may  never  again  exist  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  republic.  In  this  particular,  I  am  persuaded,  we  will  secure  the  congratu- 
lations of  nearly  all  governments,  since  there  is  no  point  of  political  economv  and  the  morals 
of  natural  right  upon  which  Christian  people  and  the  lessons  of  modem  civilization  are  more 
nearly  agreed  than  that  it  is  not  well  tnat  any  man  should  be  a  slave  and  his  labor  the  prop- 
erty of  another. 

with  profound  wishes  for  the  continued  health  and  happiness  of  your  Majesty,  and  for 
the  success  and  prosperity  of  your  government,  and  with  the  hope,  well  assured,  that  no 
circumstance  may  ever  occur  to  mar  the  very  cordial  relations  subsisting  between  your  gov- 
ernment and  my  own,  I  thank  you  for  the  polit-e  and  fnendly  attention  bestowed  on  me,  a 
personal  stranger,  in  consideration  of  the  power  which  I  am  deputed  to  represent  in  your 
presence. 
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THE  KING'S  REMARKS  IN   RESPONSE. 


To  the  observations  npon  the  friendly  relations  subsisting  between  the  two  goTemments, 
and  the  hope  that  they  may  be  perpetuated,  the  King  responded  at  that  moment  with  the 
most  earnest  and  kindly  reciprocation.  Of  the  views  expressed  as  to  the  result  of  the  war,  in 
establishing  our  nationality  and  bestowing  freedom  on  a  race,  he  manifested  a  clear  appre- 
ciation ana  approval,  and  further  remarked  that  the  contest  had  been  very  deplorable,  and, 
for  Bo  great  a  one,  very  protracted ;  that  it  had  cost  us  innumerable  and  very  valuable  lives, 
and  he  hoped  we  would  now  forever  remain  one  people  and  one  nation.  He  expressed  the 
surprise  and  horror  he  felt  on  hearing  of  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln,  and  spoke  of 
him  as  a  very  great  and  a  very  kind  man.  He  spoke  of  the  agreeable  and  satisfactory  rela- 
tions that  had  existed  between  himself  and  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Wood,  and  wished  me  an 
equally  agreeable  residence.  He  then  asked  in  a  most  friendly  way  about  my  family,  if  we 
were  conSbrtably  situated,  hoped  we  could  stand  this  northern  cUmate,  and  concluded  by 
asking  me  to  express  his  thanks  to  the  President.   .

Woihington,  September  20,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  arrived  here  on  Saturday,  the 
17th  instant,  by  the  way  of  Cologne  and  Lubeck.  Upon  my  arrival  I  found  my 
predecessor,  the  honorable  Jacob  S.  Haldeman,  with  the  books,  papers,  and 
archives  of  the  legation  in  charge.  I  will  take  an  early  opportunity  to  examine 
the  archives  and  property  of  the  United  States  at  the  legation,  and  to  prepare 
and  forward  a  copy  of  the  inventory  thereof,  properly  verified,  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  State. 

Having  secured  suitable  apartments  for  myself  and  family,  I  hope  within  a 
short  time  to.  give  my  entire  attention  to  the  business  and  duties  of  the  legation. 
In  this  connexion  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  add  that  I  have  received  from  the 
honorable  Jacob  S.  Haldeman  every  kindness  and  attention  necessary  to  secure 
individual  comfort  or  to  facilitate  official  duty. 

Yesterday,  the  19th  instant,  I  had  the  honor  to  be  received  by  his  excellency 
Count  Manderstrom,  his  Majesty's  minister  for  foreign  affairs,  in  company  with 
Mr.  Haldeman,  upon  which  occasion  I  presented  my  open  letter  of  credence 
from  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  requested  an  audience  with  his 
Majesty  for  the  purpose  of  delivering  the  original.  His  excellency,  who  re- 
ceived me  very  kindly,  remarked  that  his  Majesty  was  at  the  island  of  Ouland, 
on  the  Swedish  coast,  with  a  hunting  party,  and  would  return  before  Thursday, 
the  22d  instant,  and  that  he  had  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  an  early  day 
would  be  fixed  for  my  official  reception. 

***  *  *  *  *  * 

In  the  interview  referred  to  Count  Manderstrom  further  read  a  telegram  re- 
ceived by  him  during  the  day,  announcing  the  avacaation  of  Atlanta  by  the  so- 
called  confederate  forces,  under  Hood,  and  their  defeat  by  the  federal  army,  with 
heavy  loss.  As  he  appeared  desirous  of  ascertaining  my  views  in  relation  to  the 
effect  of  this  success  of  the  Union  arms,  I  took  occasion  to  explain  the  import- 
ance of  the  capture  of  Atlanta,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  would  have  a 
very  material  influence  upon  the  ultimate  triumph  of  federal  authority.  He 
paid  strict  attention  to  my  suggestions,  and  then  observed  that  both  sides  seemed 
equally  confident.  Thereupon  I  took  occasion  to  suggest  that  the  vaunted 
confidence  of  the  so-called  confederates  could  by  no  means  be  admitted,  and 
pointed  out  facts  to  establish  a  contrary  opinion,  and  remarked  that  even  if  the 
correctness  of  the  position  assumed  by  Count  Manderstrom  was  admitted,  still 
it  was  obvious  that  the  more  rapidly  increasing  weakness  of  those  in  rebellion 
must  yield  to  the  superior  strength  of  governmental  authority. 

Count  Manderstrom  further  informed  me  that  the  Prince  and  Princess  of 
Wales  were  expected  to  visit  Stockholm  the  latter  part  of  the  present  month.

Stockholm,  September  27,  1864. 

Sir  :  In  my  despatch  of  the  20th  mstant  I  had  the  honor  to  inform  ^oa  of 
mj  arrival  here,  and  of  an  interview  with  Gonnt  Manderstrom,  his  Majesty's 
minister  of  state  and  of  foreign  affiiirs.  Upon  the  return  of  the  King  from  Ou- 
land,  on  the  23d  instant,  I  received  a  note  from  Count  Manderstrom  informing 
me  that  my  audience  with  his  Majesty  would  take  place  at  the.palace  on  Satur- 
day, the  24th  instant,  at  three-quarters  past  one  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  a  suhsequent 
note  informing  me  that  on  Sunday,  the  2«5th  instant,  I  would  be  presented  toher 
Majesty  the  Queen  at  the  royal  palace  of  Ulriksdale.  At  the  appointed  time 
on  Saturday  I  was  accordingly  taken  in  charge  by  the  grand  master  of  cere- 
monies and  King's  chamberlain,  and  conducted  in  the  King's  carriage,  with  the 
usual  ceremonies,  to  the  palace.  My  interview  with  his  Majesty,  after  the  cua- 
ternary  salutations,  was  cordial  and  unceremonious ;  I  could  not  have  been  re- 
ceived more  kindly  by  any  gentleman  in  Europe.  In  delivering  my  letter  of 
credence,  I  assured  his  Majesty  that  I  was  charged  to  convey  to  his  Majesty 
the  distinguished  consideration  and  personal  regards  of  «the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  express  the  earnest  desire  that  the  amicable  relations, 
both  commercial  and  political,  existing  between  the  government  of  the  United 
States  and  that  of  his  Majesty,  might  be  perpetuated.  I  took  occasion  to  say 
during  the  interview  that  the  President  of  the  United  States  felt  assured  that 
the  same  enlightened  judgment  and  experienced  statesmanship  that  so  ably  di- 
rected affairs  in  his  Majesty's  kingdoms,  secured  to  the  Executive  and  people 
of  the  United  States,  engaged  in  sustaining  an  established  and  Christian  gov- 
ernment, his  Majesty's  profound  sympathy.  The  King  reciprocated  my  friendly 
expressions,  and  avowea  himself  sincerely  desirous  of  continuing  amicable  rela- 
tions with  die  government  of  the  United  States. 

My  subsequent  interview  with  the  Queeu  at  Chateau  Ulriksdale  was  as  aeree- 
able  as  interesting.  Her  Majesty  was  pleased  to  make  many  inquiries  about 
the  productions,  climate,  and  people  of  my  country,  and  appeared  well  informed 
concerning  the  United  States.  A  note  from  Count  Manderstrom  informs  me 
that  the  Queen  Dowager  J.o9ephine  will  grant  me  audience  at  her  country-seat 
of  Drottingholm  on  the  evening  of,  and  immediately  before,  the  ball  to  be  given 
by  her  to  their  royal  highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales.  On  that 
occasion  I  will  probably  be  presented  to  to  the  other  members  the  royal  family, 
thus  completing  the  ceremony  of  reception. 

In  this  connexion  I  may  with  propriety  state  that^  in  my  audiences  with  their 
Majesties  I  was  preceded  by  Mr.  Mora,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plen- 
ipotentiary of  the  emperor  of  Mexico.  At  a  dinner  given  by  Count  Mander- 
strom, minister  of  state  and  of  foreign  affairs,  the  various  honors  which  Swedish 
etiquette  permits  upon  such  occasions  were  bestowed  upon  the  representatives 
of  the  continent  of  America,  being  distributed  between  the  Mexican  envoy,  the 
retiring  American  minister,  and  his  successor.  The  reception  of  Mr.  Mora  in 
his  o£Scial  capacity  by  the  king  will,  it  is  believed,  be  followed  by  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  minister  plenipotentiary  of  Mexico  neairhis  Majesty,  unless  cir- 
cumstances of  marked  significance  mar  the  plans  of  the  emperor  of  that  country. 

•  •  •  •  ••  •  •  • 

The  Swedish  mOitaiy  and  naval  departments  having  in  charge  the  subject  of 
military  mining,  have  of  late  been  making  a  series  of  experiments  under  the  di- 
rection of  Colonel  J.  P.  Shafiher,  who  claims  to  be  a  loyal  citizen  of  Kent&cky, 
in  the  Malar  lake.  Colonel  Shafiher  claims  to  be  able  to  explode  a  mine  in 
water,  or  in  earth  at  any  distance,  say  within  twenty  miles,  with  fuzes  so  con- 
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Btmcted  that  there  cannot  be  a  failure  of  explosion  instantaneously.  The  ap- 
paratus, or  battery,  is  so  portable  that  a  youth  can  carry  it  from  point  to  point, 
and  so  simple  that  it  is  always  ready  for  use.  He  can  explode  one  mine  or  one 
hundred  at  the  same  time  or  consecutively.  I  have  seen  the  wrecks  of  the  gun- 
boats destroyed  by  Colonel  Shaffiier  experimentally.  •  Their  destruction  was 
complete.  He  has  been  able  to  explode  a  mine  here  at  the  distance  of  one  and 
one-half  mile,  want  of  additional  wire  having  limited  the  experiment  to  that 
distance,  while  the  military  authorities  here  having  the  subject  in  charge  were 
only  able  to  pass  a  spark  over  six  hundred  feet  of  wire. 

Military  men  have  informed  me  that  during  the  battle  of  Alsen  Colonel  ShafiT- 
ner,  at  5  a.  m.,  was  ordered  to  mine  a  narrow  strip  of  land,  having  the  sea  on 
both  sides,  over  which  the  Danish  army  was  obliged  to  retreat.  Before  9  o'clock 
a.  m?  the  mine  was  finished,  and  for  a  period  of  three  days  fifteen  thousand 
Prussians  remained  in  sight  of  the  Danish  army,  not  daring  to  traverse  the 
mined  territory.  When  the  royal  commission  shall  report  upon  the  invention 
and  experiments  of  Colonel  Shaffner,  I  shall  take  pleasure  in  forwarding  a  copy 
to  the  Department  of  State.

In  an  interview  with  Count  Manderstrom  this  afternoon,  he  informed  me  that 
the  prevailing  rumor  that  the  conference  at  Vienna  relating  to  the  Danish  ques- 
tion had  closed  abruptly  without  a  satisfactory  result,  was  unfounded  so  far  as 
he  could  learn,  and  that  in  his  judgment  the  termination  of  that  conference  would 
be  pacific,  There  is,  however,  much  anxiety  here,  if -not  apprehension,  in  rela- 
tion to  existing  complications  between  the  German  powers  and  the  Danish  gov- 
ernment, and  the  general  opinion  is  that  Prussia  is  exacting  and  illiberal  in  her 
demands,  and  that  her  course,  if  persisted  in,  will  lead  to  further  and  unpleasant 
complications. 

Count  Manderstrom  made  many  inquiries  in  relation  to  the  progress  of  the 
war  in  the  United  States,  as  well  as  to  the  probable  result  of  the  approaching 
elections.  I  took  the  liberty  of  stating,  in  reply,  that  I  had  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that,  from  all  the  information  in  my  possession,  and  particularly  in  view 
of  recent  events,  which  I  explained  to  his  excellency,  the  administration,  its 
views  and  policy,  would  be  sustained  by  the  American  people,  and  that  the 
rebellion  was  evidently  tottering  to  its  final  and  complete  overthrow. 

The  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  will  leave  Stockholm  for  England  on 
Tuesday  next.  The  festivities  in  honor  of  their  visit  to  Sweden,  particularly 
the  journey  to  and  banquet  at  the  historical  palace  of  Gripsholm,  were  well  sus- 
tained throughout,  and  beautiful  as  interesting.

Sir  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  from  the  department  of  despatches  of 
October  5,  No.  2;  October  10,  No.  47,  (addressed  to  Mr.  Haldeman;)  October 
13,  No.  3,  and  October  17,  No.  4. 

An  early  opportunity  was  embraced  by  me  to  say  to  Count  Manderstrom,  in 
pursuance  of  instructions  contained  in  your  despatch  No.  2,  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  Baron  Nils  de  Wetterstedt  as  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  pleni- 
potentiary to  Washington  was  duly  appreciated  as  a  mark  of  the  friendly  regard 
of  his  Majesty  towards  the  United  States;  and  I  further  assured  Count  Man- 
derstrom that  the  Baron  de  Wetterstedt  would  be  cordially  welcomed  by  the 
President  as  the  representative  from  the  King  of  Sweden  and  Norway. 

Count  Manderstrom  expressed  much  gratification  at  the  intelligence,  and 
remarked  that  the  Baron  de  Wetterstedt  was  well  known  at  Washington. 

Count  Flatten,  minister  of  marine  for  his  Majesty's  government,  meetmg  me 
at  the  palace,  requested,  in  an  informal  way,  that  I  would  convey  his  acknowl- 
edgments to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States  for  the  courtesy 
extended  in  permitting  a  Swedish  captain  of  marine  to  take  passage  on  board  one 
of  our  monitoi*s  to  New  Orleans,  thus  enabling  him  to  make  report  upon  its  con- 
struction and  qualities.  The  Swedes  are  building  three  monitors  after  American 
models.  I  assured  the  Count  Flatten  that  the  courtesy  he  referred  to  was  a 
pleasure,  and  that  the  authorities  of  the  United  States  would  lose  no  opportu- 
nity of  strengthening  the  friendly  relations  existing  between  the  governments 
and  peoples  of  the  two  countries. 

The  4th  instant  having  been  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  union  of  Sweden 
and  Norway,  was  celebrated  in  the  capitals  of  the  respective  kingdoms  with 
unusual  splendor.  The  crown  prince,  Oscar,  journeyed  to  Christiana  to  assist 
in  the  Norwegian  observances,  while  a  deputation  from  Norway  was  received  at 
Stockholm  by  his  Majesty  King  Charles.  The  ceremonies  at  this  capital  con- 
sisted of  tedeum,  anthems,  and  solemn  discourse  in  the  royal  chapel;  ode,  music 
and  oration  in  the  hall  of  state ;  state  dinner  at  the  palace,  and  a  grand  illumi- 
nation of  the  city  in  the  evening.  The  following  night  the  rejoicings  were  con- 
tinued by  a  gala  spectacle  of  a  national  character  in  the  theatre,  which  was 
filled  by  his  Majesty's  guests.  At  all  of  these  ceremonies  and  festivities  I  had 
the  honor  of  attending  in  an  official  capacity.  It  is  with  diffidence  that  I  offer 
a  suggestion  to  so  close  an  observer  of  European  politics  as  yourself,  but  I  have 
been  forcibly  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  recent  rejoicings  of  the  court  were 
without  sympathetic  response  from  the  people.  The  national  jealousies  are  great, 
and  render  impracticable  the  grand  dream  of  Scandinavian  union  indulged  in  by 
a  party  of  which  Frince  Oscar  is  the  head.  WardW  by  the  fate  of  Denmark, 
the  disposition  of  European  governments  seems  towards  strong  alliances.

No.  8.]  Legation  of  thb  United  States, 

Stockholm,  December  6,  1864. 

Permit  me  to  tender  mj  congratulations  on  the  decisive  result  of  the  presiden- 
tial election.  It  virtually  ends  the  rebellion  by  depriving  it  of  hope.  It  has 
been  worth  many  victories  in  the  field,  and  as  a  moral  triumph,  rising  above  the 
terrible  sacrifices  of  civil  war,  reaches  a  sublime  altitude.  I  have  felt  its  influ- 
ence in  the  changed  political  atmosphere  around  me.  By  reanimating  our 
friends,  and  creating  respect  and  fear  among  our  enemies,  it  gives  assurance  of 
ftiture  unity  and  greatness.  The  telegram  from  Hamburg  announcing  the  result 
was  received  here  on  the  22d  ultimo  and  published  in  the  evening  papers.  It 
was  of  the  most  satisfactory  character,  stating,  as  it  did,  that  Mr.  Lincoln  had  a 
majority  of  400,000  on  the  popular  vote,  and  in  an  electoral  vote  of  234  he  would 
receive  all  but  13,  and  that  all  the  States  voting  had  cast  their  ballots  for  Mr. 
Lincoln  save  Kentucky,  New  Jersey,  and  Delaware.  This  despatch,  written 
by  a  friendly  hand,  created  surprise  in  some  quarters,  and  I  received  congratu- 
lations from  others.  It  was  not  what  the  "  governing  classes"  expected  or  de- 
sired. They  preserve  "friendly  relations,"  but  would  prefer  the  dismember- 
ment of  a  power  jealously  regarded  as  too  great,  and  the  success  of  the  aristo- 
cratic rebellion.  Our  safety  consists  in  the  strength  they  deprecate  and  the 
ability  with  which  that  strength  is  guided  at  home  and  directed  abroad.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  on  the  11th  instant,  of 
your  despatches  No.  7,  of  the  18th  November,  and  No.  8,  of  the  19th  November 
laBt. 
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In  accordance  with  instrnctions  contained  in  despatch  No.  8, 1  sought  an 
early  interview  with  Oonnt  Manderstrom,  minister  of  state  and  of  foreign  affairs. 
His  excellency  received  me  with  his  usual  cordiality,  and  hastened  to  commu- 
nicate the  contents  of  depatches  announcing  the  progress  and  success  of  our 
armies  in  Georgia,  under  General  Sherman.  I  then  opened  the  husiness  with 
which  I  was  charged,  by  saying  that  my  government  had  learned  with  regret 
that  the  Baron  NOs  de  Wetterstedt  had  been  despatched  to  Mexico,  on  business 
of  a  diplomatic  nature,  as  the  envoy  of  his  Majesty ;  that  while  on  a  recent 
occasion  it  had  afforded  me  great  pleasure  to  express  on  the  part  of  my  govern- 
ment sentiments  of  appreciation  and  welcome,  in  accordance  with  the  high  offi- 
cial and  private  character  of  Baron  Wetterstedt,  I  was  now  pained  to  say  to 
his  excellency  that  his  official  errand  to  Mexico  was  far  from  being  satis&ctory 
to  the  United  States,  and  that  if  it  did  not  prevent  his  official  reception,  it 
would  certainly  impair  the  cordiality  of  his  welcome ;  that  in  thus  speaking  I 
did  not  exceed  the  letter  or  spirit  of  my  instructions. 

Count  Manderstrom  here  expressed  regret  that  the  mission  of  Baron  Wet- 
terstedt should  be  thus  regarded  by  the  United  States  ;  and  argued  that  not 
having  reached  Washington,  or  been  officially  received  by  my  government,  he 
could  not  be  considered  as  minister  to  the  United  States  whUe  on  his  errand  to 
Mexico. 

To  this  I  answered,  that  the  note  of  his  excellency,  on  file  in  the  Department 
of  State  at  Washin^on,  announcing  the  diplomatic  trust  confided  to  the  Baron 
Wetterstedt,  and  the  reply  of  welcome  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  cer- 
tainly established  inchoate  relations  in  the  contemplation  of  both  governments. 

Count  Manderstrom  then  assured  me  that  the  fact  complained  of  did  not 
originate  in  any  want  of  respect  to  the  government  of  the  United  States  ;  that 
it  had  not  been  practicable  or  desirable  for  the  governments  of  Europe  to  main- 
tain relations  with  Mexico  in  her  former  disturbed  condition ;  that  the  empire  of 
Mexico  was  now  the  only  government  in  that  country ;  that  it  had,  through 
diplomatic  agencies,  claimed,  and  received,  recognition  of  most  of  the  powers  of 
Europe,  and  he  did  not  think  the  United  States  could  complain  oi  Sweden 
adding  her  recognition  to  that  of  her  neighbors. 

I  rejoined,  that  the  United  States  maintained  amicable  and  full  relations  with 
the  republic  of  Mexico,  and  knew  no  other  government  in  that  country ;  that 
she  regarded  with  disapprobation  the  attempt  to  establish  on  her  borders  insti- 
tutions inimical  to  her  own ;  that  while  the  right  of  recognition,  claimed  by 
all  sovereign  states,  involved  responsibilities,  I  was  not  instructed  to  make  that 
the  ground  of  complaint  in  this  instance.  But  it  must  be  apparent  to  his  excellen- 
cy, in  view  of  the  distinctly  enunciated  sentiments  of  my  government,  that  any 
iatercourse  with  the  so-called  empire,  through  the  envoy^  to  the  United  States, 
must  be  regarded  by  them  with  displeasure. 

Count  Manderstrom  then  remarked,  he  understood,  and  thought  he  was  not 
mistaken  in  saying,  that  Russia  and  Belgium  had  directed  their  respective 
representatives  at  Washington,  Mr.  Stoeckl  and  Mr.  Blondeel  von  Oeelebroeck, 
to  proceed  to  Mexico  on  similar  errands.  I  contented  myself  with  observing, 
that  upon  this  fact,  or  the  consequent  action  of  my  government,  I  was  not  in- 
formed. 

The  minister  of  foreign  affairs  then,  with  great  earnestness  and  warmth,  re- 
peated his  assurance  that  no  disrespect  to  the  United  States  had  been  intended. 
He  reminded  me  of  the  long-established  fiiendship  of  Sweden  for  the  United 
States,  and  her  consistent  avoidance  of  recognition,  or  assistance  to  the  confed- 
erate rebels,  and  the  frequent  aid  his  Majesty's  subjects  had  rendered  in  our 
armies,  thus  showing  the  sympathy  which  our  cause  received  here,  and  he  sin- 
cerely hoped  the  good  understanding  heretofore  existing  might  not  be  inter- 
rupted. I  expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  government  of  the  United  Stated 
for  the  friendsnip  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  and  assured  him  I  should  take  plea- 
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sure  in  conveying  the  sentiments  declared  by  him  to  my  government,  and  rose 
to  leave.  Count  Manderstrom  accompanied  me  to  the  door,  hoping  that  I  would 
convey  the  full  import  of  his  expressions  of  respect  and  amity  to  my  govern- 
ment, and  with  much  frankness  added,  taking  my  hand  in  his,  "  My  dear  sir,  it 
was  simply  a  question  of  economy ;  Russia  has  done  the  same  thing,  and  you 
know,*'  said  he,  laughingly,  "  you  are  very  good  friends  with  Russia."  "  Not 
better  than  we  have  been  with  Sweden,"  said  I,  and  took  my  leave. 

In  the  course  of  the  conversation  Count  Manderstrom  remarked  that  Baron 
Wetterstedt  would  only  remain  in  Mexico  about  five  days.

Sir:  The  United  States  steamer  Wachusett,  on  a  recent  passage  horae  from  the  coast  of 
Brazil,  found  it  necessary  to  touch  at  the  island  of  St.  Bartholomew  for  supplies.  Her  com' 
mander,  Captain  Collins,  United  States  navy,  subsequently  made  report  to  tlte  honorable  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States,  that  the  kindest  consideration  was  bestowed 
npon  him,  and  every  facility  extended  for  the  accomplishment  of  his  object  by  his  excellency 
the  governor  of  the  island.

I  took  occasion  to  communicate  to  Count  Manderstrom  the  action  of  my  gov- 
ernment on  the  subject  of  the  Bergen  international  exhibition,  with  which  he 
expressed  himself  much  gratified. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Wood,  United  States  minister  resident  at  Copenhagen,  of 
the  1st  instant,  and  received  by  me  on  the  6th  instant,  informed  me  that  '*  con- 
federate agents  "  were  prowling  around  that  city  in  search  of  a  vessel  that 
would  answer  for  piratical  purposes,  and  that  he  (Mr.  Wood)  understood  that 
"  Waddell,  the  captain  of  the  late  Florida,"  who  was  there,  had  said  that  he 
might  go  to  Sweden,  &c. 

I  immediately  took  the  necessary  steps  to  place  the  consuls  of  the  United 
States  at  the  Swedish  and  Norwegian  ports  on  their  guard  against  the  supposed 
purposes  of  these  rebel  emissaries,  and  requested  careful  watchfulness  of  their 
operations. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  Mr.  Wood's  note,  (No.  1,)  and  of  my  reply,  (No.  2,)  as 
well  as  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  by  me  to  the  consul  at  Gothenburg,  Mr. 
Thomas,  on  the  subject,  (No.  3.) 
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Preparations  for  the  resumption  of  commerce  with  the  Baltic  ports  are  now 
being  made.  It  is  supposed  the  navigation  will  be  free  from  ice  after  the  I5th 
or  20th  instant.  The  winter  has  been  one  of  unusual  severity,  but  the  snow 
and  ice  are  now  fast  disappearing.

We  have  been  out  of  the  track  of  rebel  operations  here,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  a  person  calling  himself  William  L.  Preston,  C.  S.  A.,  who  left  this 
place  about  the  time  of  mj  arrival,  I  have  not  heard  of  any  one  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  legation  who  mi^ht  fairly  be  suspected  as  a  spy  or  ag^nt  of  the  insurgents. 

I  can  understand  tne  value  of  your  suggestions,  and  will  immediately  take  the  necessanr 
steps  to  place  our  consuls  on  the  alert,  and  if,  or  when,  necessary,  will  call  the  attention  of 
the  Sweclish  and  Norwegian  officials  to  the  subject..

£\  the  operations  of  the  insurgent's  agents  ma^  extend  to  your  neighborhood,  I  have 
deemed  it  advisable  to  call  your  attention  to  this  information,  and  to  request  of  you  f  that 
which  I  know  the  interests  of  the  United  States  will  always  receive  at  your  hands  witnout 
aoy  request  of  mine)  especial  care  and  watchfulness  in  this  regard.  If  necessary,  my  aid 
with  the  government  officials  here  can  be  invoked  by  telegraph  or  otherwise,  as  you  may 
deem  best.  I  have  written  to  the  consuls  of  the  United  States  at  Bergen  and  Porsgrund  on 
this  subject.  •

No.  16.]  Legation  op  the  United  States, 

Stockholm,  April  25,  1865. ' 

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  the  24th  ultimo,  No.  14,  has  been  received.  I  will 
give  attention  to  the  selection  of  proper  consular  agents  at  Hammerfast  and 
Tronso. 

It  is  abundantly  evident  that  immigration  from  Sweden  and  Norway  to  the 
United  States  will  be  larger  this  season  and  probably  in  excess  of  any  former 
year.  It  is  accelerated  by  the  now  universal  conviction  that  the  rebellion  has 
been  subdued,  and  that  there  will  be  a  great  demand  for  labor  in  the  United 
States  in  all  branches  of  industry.  In  addition  to  ordinary  inducements,  it  is 
thought  extraordinary  ones  will  arise  in  repairing  the  waste  and  destruction  ot 
war.  On  all  sides  we  hear  of  families  and  individuals  leaving  for  America,  and 
reports  from  the  various  consulates  indicate  increased  activity  in  the  same  di- 
rection. It  is  said  that  the  Swedish  foreign  office  issued  one  hundred  and  seven 
passports  during  the  first  few  days  of  last  week  for  persons  intending  to  leave 
for  the  United  States  ;  and  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  emi- 
grants are  not  obliged  to  take  out  passports,  and  probably  not  one  in  three  does 
take  out  one,  the  conclusion  points  to  a  large  immigration.  The  subject  has 
created  alarm  among  landed  proprietors  and  governing  classes.  In  the  country 
meetings  have  been  held  by  employers,  complaining  that  young  laboring  men 
are  leaving  the  countiy,  and  insisting  that  government  should  take  steps  to 
preyent  an  exodus  of  the  people,  so  detrimental  to  landed  and  productive  inter- 
ests. They  charge  that  the  government  of  the  United  States,  engaged  in  a 
great  war,  are  inducing  and  aiding  the  able-bodied  men  to  immigrate,  and  this 
idea  obtaining  among  the  people  causes  one  class  to  regard  its  officers  with  jea- 
lous distrust,  while  another  class  daily  seek  at  the  doors  of  the  legation  and 
consulate  the  means  to  reach  American  shores.  Again,  political  partisans  seize 
the  occasion  to  turn  the  feeling  to  their  own  account.  Those  who  may  be  styled 
liberals  insist  that  the  cause  of  the  immigration  is  to  be  found  in  tne  laws  of 
the  country,  which  they  urge,  among  other  things,  obliges  the  citizen  to  pay 
taxes  to  support  a  state  religion  his  conscience  does  not  approve  of^  and  tbat 
while  the  country  is  poor  and  wages  low  public  burdens  are  onerous. 

But  I  imagine  the  true  reason  is  obvious.  Receiving  through  letters  from 
friends  and  relatives  in  America  accounts  of  improved  condition,  and  liberal 
institutions  of  homestead  bills  and  fertile  soil,  the  Swedish  and  Norwegian  pea- 
sant believes  he  can  better  his  condition  in  life,  not  for  himself  o^^^^|(^ 
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his  children,,  and  np  to  this  better  condition  his  desire  reaches,  as  plants  to  the 
sun.  The  railings  of  government  organs,  and  the  publications,  as  the  denan* 
ciations  of  mterested  classes,  are  vain.  He  has  faith  in  the  statements  of  his 
own  class,  and  go  he  will,  if  he  can  provide  the  means.  And  that  is  the  great 
impediment.  The  land  is  poor.  Thousands  would  go  if  the  means  were  pro- 
vided. The  doors  of  the  legation  have  been  besieged  by  persons  inquiring 
whether  the  minister  of  the  United  States  was  not  sending  emigrants  to  Amer- 
ica, and  the  same  inquiry  has  been  so  constantly  made  of  the  consul  (Mr. 
leefft,)  that  he  felt  called  upon  to  insert  a  notice  in  one  of  the  newspapers  of 
the  city  to  the  effect  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  was  not  paying 
the  passage  money  of  immigrants,  and  that  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  immi- 
gration companies.  Among  those  who  made  the  inquiry  referred  to  at  this  lega- 
tion, I  recognized  one  or  two  with  whom  the  object  was  simply  to  ascertain 
whether  the  current  reports  were  true  or  not.  To  one  and  all  the  answer  was 
returned  that  whilst  I  would  furnish  information  to  any  one  who  desired  to 
proceed  to  America,  where  all  good  men  would  be  welcome  who  chose  to  go, 
et  that  the  government  of  the  United  States,  its  ministers,  consuls  and  agents, 
ad  nothing  to  do  with  sending  emigrants  to  the  country,  much  less  with  fur- 
nishing funds  for  that  purpose. 

The  news  received  within  the  last  twenty-four  hours  of  the  surrender  of  Lee's 
army,  as  well  as  of  the  capture  of  Richmond  and  Selma,  has  developed  a  feel- 
ing of  satisfaction  cmoiong  commercial  and  laboring  classes  of  which  I  have 
sometimes  doubted  the  existence.  Swedish  merchants  are  anxious  to  resume 
the  exchange  of  iron  for  cotton,  whilst  the  laboring  classes  have  an  impression 
that  the  war  was  in  the  interest  of  free  labor  and  liberal  institutions,  and  peace 
will  stimulate  both  commerce  and  immigration. 

Congratulating  you  upon  the  triumph  of  our  arms,  and  the  suppression  of  a 
causeless  but  gigantic  rebellion,

No.  17.]  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Stockholm,  April  30,  ]  865. 

Sir  :  On  the  evening  of  the  26fh  of  April  a  telegram  from  the  embassy  of 
the  United  States  in  London  was  received  at  this  legation,  announcing  tlie  death, 
by  assassination,  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States ;  also, 
an  attack  upon  the  life  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  resulting  in  injuries  so  severe 
as  to  render  his  recovery  doubtful. 

Overwhelmed  with  horror  by  this  woful  news,  which  was  already  in  circu- 
lation in  Stockholm,  inspiring  grave  misgivings  and  vague  fears  in  the  minds  of 
the  friends  of  the  republic,  who  but  imperfectly  understood  its  organization,  I 
deemed  it  proper,  on  the  following  morning,  to  announce  to  the  department  of 
state  and  of  foreign  affairs  of  Sweden  and  of  Norway,  the  facts  of  the  death 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  installation  of  bis 
constitutional  successor  in  executive  office.  (A  copy  of  my  note  is  herewith 
enclosed.  No.  1.)  At  the  same  time,  I  communicated  to  Count  Manderstrom 
the  afflicting  intelligence  of  the  condition  to  which  you,  sir,  had  been  reduced 
by  a  murderous  attack,  (No.  2.) 

The  prompt  and  sympathetic  response  of  his  excellency  displays  a  warmth 
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of  emotion  unusnal  in  official  papers,  and  is  in  harmony  with  the  reputation  and 
horror  felt  by  all  classes  of  the  Swedish  people,  (enclosures  Nos.  3  and'  4.) 

These  sentiments  have  sought  expression  ^t  this  legation  in  such  varied  forms 
as  have  deeply  touched  my  heart,  and  causea  me  to  feel  that  the  blow  dealt  my 
beloved  country  by  an  assassin's  hand  is  resented  by  all  Christendom. 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  direct  and  marked  action  of  the  King,  who 
-  commissioned  the  Count  Axel  Cronheilm,  an  officer  of  the  royal  staff,  to  visit 
the  legation  of  the  United  States  with  messages  of  condolence,  coupled  with 
the  strongest  possible  terms  of  detestation  for  the  parricide,  and  assurances  of 
the  admiration  entertained  by  him  for  the  personal  character  and  attributes  of 
our  lamented  Chief  Magistrate.  These  sentiments  of  sympathy  for  a  mourning 
people,  and  reprobation  for  the  crime  by  which  they  have  been  bereaved,  were 
expressed  in  such  earnest  and  feeling  words  as  were  worthy  of  the  noble  heart 
of  his  Majesty,  and  must  prove  acceptable  to  the  nation  in  whose  behalf  they 
were  uttered. 

It  was  also  the  desire  of  the  King  that  I  would  convey  to  him  the  earliest  in- 
telligence of  your  health,  sir,  as  his  Majesty  felt  the  deepest  interest  in  the  pres- 
ervation of  a  life  so  emment  and  valuable. 

In  addition  to  the  official  communication  from  the  department  of  state  of 
Sweden  and  Norway,  that  most  excellent  gentleman.  Count  Manderstrom,  in  a 
personal  visit,  and  private  notes,  (Nos.  5  and  6,)  evinced  such  feeling  as  com- 
mands my  gratitude. 

In  some  of  the  ports  the  flags  were  at  half-mast  for  the  death  of  the  Presi- 
dent ;  the  public  journals  spoke  with  appreciation  of  his  life  and  death. 
♦  ••••• 

The  Swedish  court  has  worn  mourning  for  several  members  of  royal  houses 
in  Europe,  during  the  past  winter,  but  in  no  instance  have  I  observed  a  popular 
tribute  comparable  witn  this.  The  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps  in  Stock- 
holm have  been  instant  in  their  tokens  of  sympathy,  and  the  American  resi- 
dents here  have  sought  at  the  legation  such  comfort  and  information  as  might 
soothe  their  grief  and  allay  their  fears.  The  Baron  Feysack,  and  Lieutenant 
Anderson,  gallant  officers  of  Sweden,  whose  swords  have  been  drawn  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  came  to  offer  their  condolences  to  the  country  they 
had  defended,  as  did,  also,  the  Count  Piper,  formerly  minister  resident  at  Wash- 
ington, and  other  distinguished  Swedes. 

If  the  transmission  of  these  details  appears  unnecessary,  I  find  my  excuse  in 
the  conviction  that  such  tokens  of  sympathy  in  a  remote  land,  for  their  national 
grief,  must  be  as  acceptable  to  the  American  people  as  they  have  been  to  their 
representative. 

I  may  be  suffered  here  to  give  utterance  to  my  own  emotions  upon  the  dire 
calamity  which  has  visited  my  country.  The  hand  raised  against  the  life  of  the 
President  has  inflicted  a  grievous  wound  upon  every  Amencan  heart,  and,  in 
common  with  millions  bereaved  of  their  Chief,  I  deeply  feel  the  outrage  perpe- 
trated upon  sacred  national  rights. 

With  regard  to  Abraham  Lincoln,  whom  I  knew  and  loved  as  a  personal 
friend,  I  recognize  with  awe  that  God's  instrument  has  been  laid  away  in 
heaven's  armory.  Remembering  how,  in  the  raging  of  political  tornadoes,  he 
bore  himself  with  the  passionless  calm  of  some  grand  abstraction,  and,  divested 
of  prejudice  or  favor,  devoted  himself  to  the  large  ends  of  human  freedom  and 
national  life,  I  feel  that  his  d^ath  was  the  seal  to  the  deeds  of  his  life,  and  he 
closed  his  eyes  on  great  purposes  achieved,  to  open  them  upon  the  immortal 
crown.  To  his  country  he  leaves  the  rich  legacy  of  a  beneficent  government 
preserved ;  the  American  ideal  of  liberty  attained ;  and  the  noble  record  of  the 
Christian  life  he  lived,  the  patriot's  ends  he  wrought,  and  the  martyr's  death 
that  he  died  to  embellish  her  story.

^    Stockholm,  April  27,  1865. 

Sm :  It^  becomes  m j  painful  dut j  to  Infonn  his  Majesty's  goYemment  of  the  United 
Kingdoms  of  Sweden  and  Norway  of  the  contents  of  a  telegram  received  by  me  last  night, 
from  the  honorable  Charles  Francis  Adams,  envoy  extraordinary,  &c.,  of  the  United  States 
of  America  near  her  Britannic  Majesty. 

Mr.  Adams  announces  to  me  the  melancholy  intelligence  that  his  excellency  Abraham 
Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  was  assassinated  whilst  in  his  box  at  the 
theatre,  in  Washington. 

To  my  country  this  is  a  terrible  catastrophe,  for  the  President  was  enshrined  in  the  hearts 
and  shared  the  confidence  of  his  countrymen  in  a  remarkable  degree.  The  nature  of  the 
crime  by  which  he  perished  shocks  civilization,  as  it  outrages  humanity  ;  but  his  death  will 
not  retard  the  restoration  of  national  authority,  nor  arrest  me  functions  of  the  government. 

The  Vice  President,  the  honorable  Andrew  Johnson,  has  assumed  the  functions  of  Presi- 
dent in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Official  despatches,  containing  the  details  of  this  most  abhorrent  crime,  have  not  yet 
reached  this  legation. 

Permit  me  to  renew  to  your  excellency  on  this  sad  occasion  the  assurance  of  my  most  dis- 
tinguished consideration.

My  Dear  Sir  :  Whilst  writing  to  inform  you  of  the  national  calamity  which  has  smitten 
my  beloved  country,  the  kind  note  of  your  excellencv  was  handed  me.  My  London  telegram, 
elsewhere  communicated,  forbids  indulging  in  the  hope  expressed  by  you  that  the  facts  are 
exaggerated. 

A  simultaneous  attack  was  made  upon  the  President  at  the  theatre,  and  Mr.  Seward  in  his 
sick-room,  where  he  was  confined  by  serious  injuries  occasioned  by  a  fell  from  his  carriage. 
His  recovery  is  doubtful,  but  I  trust  that  God  in  his  providence  will  spare  to  his  country 
this  eminent  statesman,  who,  in  her  season  of  tribulation,  has  served  her  with  ability,  and 
guided  her  with  wisdom. 

No  further  detaihi  of  these  sad  events  have  reached  me. 

For  the  prompt  communication  of  the  Swedish  telegram,  and  the  ready  sympathy  accom- 
panying it,  receive  my  warmest  thanks.  I  can  well  understand  how  the  intelligence  of  this 
enormous  crime  will  shock  the  Christian  people  of  Sweden.

Stockholm,  April  27,  1865. 

Snt:  I  have  received  the  official  commnnication  by  which  you  have  confirmed  this  moni- 
ing  the  melancholv  intelligence  already  in  circulation  yesterday  evening,  of  the  odious  out- 
rage to  which  the  President  of  the  United  States  fell  a  victim,  on  the  evening  of  the  I4th  of 
this  month. 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  brine  this  overwhelming  news  immediately  to  the  knowledge  of 
my  august  Sovereign,  and  it  is  by  his  express  order  that  I  hasten  to  convey  to  you,  sir,  all 
the  horror  and  profound  regret  with  which  it  has  inspired  him.  Not  only  the  ola  and  excel- 
lent relations  which  existed  between  the  two  governments,  but  the  nigh  esteem  and  the 
sincere  consideration  professed  by  the  King  for  the  noble  character,  and  eminent  qualities 
of  the  illustrious  President  who  has  been  taken  from  a  country  to  the  welfare  of  which  he 
was  devoted,  by  the  most  atrocious  crime,  may  easily  explain  the  sentiments  of  just  grief 
and  sad  sympathy  with  which  the  King  is  penetrated,  and  the  reprobation  with  which  his 
Majesty  stamps  a  shameful  assassination,  directed  by  a  parricidal  hand  against  that  good  man. 

This  crime  is  aggravated  by  the  infamous  attack  made  upon  the  distinguished  statesman 
confined  to  his  bed  of  suffering,  and  who,  wounded  also  in  his  most  cherished  affections, 
seeihs  to  leave  us  little  hope  of  seeing  him  recover  from  his  physical  and  mental  anguish. 

The  King  has  charged  me  to  beg  you,  sir,  to  testify  to  your  government  the  sentiments  en- 
tertained by  him,  and  which,  be  assured,  are  shared  by  the  two  peoples  united  under  his 
sceptre. 

In  giving  utterance  to  the  most  sincere  wishes  that  this  frightful  misfortune  does  not  in- 
jure the  United  States  of  America,  the  government  of  the  King  expresses  the  hope  of  con- 
tinuing with  President  Johnson  the  same  relations  of  confidence  and  amity  which  have  been 
maintained  under  the  government  of  the  illustrious  President  whose  loss  we  so  bitterly  de- 
plore.

Mt  Dear  Sir  t  I  hasten  to  communicate  to  you  the  following  details  transmitted  from 
London  yesterday  evening,  but  which  reached  me  only  this  morning. 

It  appears  that  President  Lincoln  was  murdered  in  his  box  at  the  theatre ;  the  assassin, 
whose  name  is  Booth,  jumped  down  from  the  box  on  the  scene  and  effectually  escaped.  He 
went  directly  to  Baltimore,  and  was  apprehended  there.  It  was  the  brother  of  Booth 
who  made  the  attack  upon  Mr.  Seward  in  his  sick-room  and  wounded  him  dangerously.. 
His  son,  Mr.  Frederick  Seward,  hastening  to  help  his  father,  was  murdered  on  the  spot 
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General  Grant  was  to  bave  assisted  at  the  plaj,  bnt  was  prevented  by  official  bunnesa ; 
this  being  mentioned,  I  sappose  there  was  some  plan  laid  against  him. 

Such  a  shocking  series  ot  atrocioiis  crimes,  up  to  this  daj  never  witnessed  in  yonrconntrj, 
cannot  fail  to  impress  the  minds  of  all  good  citizens  and  make  them  rally  round  the  banner 
of  order. 

I  reserve  myself  to  answer  officially  to  your  note,  but  thought  it  my  duty  not  to  lose  time 
in  giving  you  all  the  details  I  have  received.

Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  to  receive  the  official  communication  of  the  27th  ultimo,  wherebj 
your  excellency  conveyed  to  me  the  detestation  and  horror  entertained  by  his  Majesty  the 
King  of  Sweden  and  Norway  for  the  infamous  crime  whereby  the  late  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America  lost  his  life,  coupled  with  sentiments  of  profound  regret  and  personal 
admiration  for  the  character  of  the  illustrious  dead,  as  well  as  sympathy  and  condolence  for  a 
bereaved  people.  I  observed  with  unmingled  satisfaction  that  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to 
reffer  to  the  excellent  relations  existing  between  the  two  governments,  connected  with  the 
hope  that  these  friendly  relations  may  be  continued  under  the  President  of  the  United  States 
pf  America,  the  successor  of  the  late  President. 

With  a  mind  deeply  penetrated  by  the  noble  sentiments  of  his  Majesty,  and  the  gracious 
manner  of  their  expression,  I  hasten  to  convey  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  their 
fiiU  import,  and  to  assure  your  excellency  his  Majesty's  abhorrence  for  a  crime  that  deprived 
a  people  of  their  chosen  ruler,  and  sorrow  for  their  loss,  will  be  acceptable  to,  and  fully  ap- 
preciated by,  the  government  and  people  of  the  United  States,  and  will  form  a  new  tie  between 
the  govemmenta  and  peoples  of  the  two  countries.

Sir  :  In  my  despatch  of  the  25th  ultimo,  No.  16,  I  called  the  attention  of  my 
:government  to  the  subject  of  emigration  from  Sweden  and  Norway  to  the 
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United  States.  Since  that  time  the  official  newspaper,  published  in  Stockholm, 
called  the  "  Post  och  Surikes  Tiedmingar,"  of  the  26th  ultimo,  contains  an  order 
issued  from  the  civil  department  of  his  Swedish  Majesty's  government,  in  rela- 
tion to  emigration  to  America,  a  copy  of  which  order,  together  with  a  transla- 
tion thereof  affixed,  (No.  1,)  is  herewith  enclosed. 

I  feel  very  certain  that  Congress  has  not,  and  will  not  adopt  any  proposition 
to  "  subject  emigrants  to  a  loss  of  freeddm  for  a  certain  period,"  however  State 
legislatures  may  establish  laws  to  enforce  contracts  in  the  forms  and  ways  ** 
known  to  most  civilized  nations.  Tet,  I  have  not  thought  proper  to  protest 
against  what  appears  from  the  order  itself  to  have  been  a  report  from  a  Swedish 
consul,  that  such  an  act  "  ^as  being  drawn  up  to  be  laid  before  Congress," 
when  no  official  character  is  assigned  it.  In  fact,  the  Swedish  authorities  are 
sorely  perplexed  at  the  threatened  loss  of  numerous  of  their  most  valuable  arti- 
sans and  laborers,  and  the  order  in  question  shows  the  extent  to  which  they 
feel  themselves  obliged  to  go  to  arrest  emigration. 

We  might  join  issue  with  the  assertion  contained  in  the  order,  that  "  experi- 
ence has  shown  that  many  of  those  who  have  in  former  years  emigrate!  to  the 
United  States  have  been  disappointed  in  their  hope  of  obtaining  a  better  sub- 
sistence." This  is  doubted  by  the  class  which  supplies  emigration,  for  they 
know,  from  public  and  private  channels,  that  experience,  in  most  instances, 
points  to  a  directly  opposite  conclusion.  It  is  also  well  understood  here  that 
the  governing  classes  in  Sweden  and  Norway  are  interested  in  throwing  every 

Sossible  barrier  in  the  way  of  depopulation,  and,  unless  the  department  shall 
irect  otherwise,  I  propose  to  leave  the  order  in  question  to  the  press,  to  emi- 
gration societies,  and  to  private  correspondence.

SWEDEN. — CIVIL  DEPARTMENT. 

It  having  been  represented  to  his  Majesty,  on  the  basis  of  a  report  from  the  consul  of  the 
United  Kingdoms  at  New  York,  that  a  company  formed  in  that  city,  under  the  name  of  the 
American  Immigration  Company,  with  a  view  to  promote  immigration  from  other  covmtries 
to  the  United  States  of  America,  had  appointed  a  special  agent  at  Grothenburg  for  the  pnrpose 
of  endeavoring  to  obtain  emigrants  from  various  parts  of  Sweden,  and  especially  from  the 
manufacturing  towns  and  the  iron  districts,  to  which  end  the  said  agent  is  empowered  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  those  who  wish  to  emigrate,  relating  to  the  provision  of  em- 
ployment for  them  on  their  arrival,  and  the  payment  of  their  passage  ;  and,  also,  that  an  act 
18  being  drawn  up  in  the  United  States  to  be  laid  before  Congress,  providing  that  emigrants 
who  have  had  the  expense  of  their  passage  to  America  advanced  by  the  said  Immigration 
Company  shall  be  liable  to  be  subjected  to  a  loss  of  freedoni  for  a  certain  period,  in  the  event 
of  their  refusing,  on  their  arrival,  to  fulfil  the  provisions  of  the  said  agreement ;  and,  fur- 
ther, it  having  been  proved  by  experience  that  many  of  those  who,  dunng  previous  years, 
have  emigrated  to  the  United  States  have  been  disappointed  in  their -hopes  of  obtaining  a 
better  subsistence  there  than  in  their  own  country  : 

Therefore,  his  Majesty  has  been  graciously  pleased,  on  the  11th  day  of  April,  to  prescribe 
that  the  grand  governor  of  Stockholm,  and  the  governors  of  those  provinces  from  which 
emigration  takes  place,  shall  warn,  by  public  proclamation,  those  who  are  tempted  to  such 
emigration  not  rashly  to  abandon  their  native  land,  in  order  to  seek  an  uncertain  existence 
among  strangers,  speaking  a  strange  language,  and  separated  from  their  relations  and  coun- 
trymen, while  easier  means  of  subsistence  are  continually  being  provided  at  home  for  the 
industrious  workman.

The  first  (enclosure  No.  1 )  relates  to  the  closing  of  certain  ports  of  entry  of  the  United 
States;  the  second  (enclosure  No.  2)  relates  to  the  port  of  Key  West,  in  Florida;  and  the 
third  (enclosure  No.  3)  has  reference  to  the  exchange  of  reciprocal  hospitalities  between  war 
vessels  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  simikr  vessels  of  foreign  powers  in  the  ports  of 
their  respective  countries. 

In  the  language  of  the  proclamation  last  referred  to,  (enclosure  No.  3,)  it  is  believed  by

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  reception  of  the  note  addressed  to  me  hj  jon, 
dated  the  8th  of  this  month,  announcing  three  proclamatio'nSf  published  a  few  days  before 
the  detestable  crime  which  put  an  end  to  his  life,  by  the  late  President  Lincoln :  The  first  on 
the  closing  of  certain  ports  of  the  United  States ;  the  second  relating  to  the  port  of  Key 
West ;  and  the  third  concerning  the  treatment  accorded  in  ports  of  the  United  States  to  the 
ihjps-of  war  of  foreign  nations. 

I  have  not  failed  to  observe  them  with  the  interest  due  their  contents,  and  am  happy  to  say,

The  Russian  squadron,  of  some  twenty-five  sail,  including  nine  monitors  and 
several  iron-clads,  with  the  Grand  Duke  Constantino  on  board,  paid  this  capital 
a  visit  within  the  last  fortnight,  and  shortly  before  my  return  from  the  interna- 
tional exhibition  at  Bergen.  One  monitor  was  lost  and  one  damaged  by  striking 
a  rock  in  the  Bothnian  gulf  before  the  squadron  reached  Stockholm. 

The  visitors  were  received  by  the  people  with  marked  coldness  or  indiffer- 
ence, and  by  the  King  and  officials  with  formal  politeness.  The  Swedes  say 
they  are  indebted  for  the  vfsit  to  the  fact  that  the  Russians  wish  to  show  they 
are  masters  of  the  Baltic. 

Russia  is  Sweden's  chronic  dislike.  The  loss  of  Finland  has  not  been  for- 
gotten nor  forgiven.  The  Grand  Duke  is  proud  of  his  ship,  the  General  Ad- 
miral, built  by  Mr.  Webb,  of  New  York;  he  declared  at  Copenhagen  that  she 
was  "  the  best  ship  in  the  world." 

In  the  absence  of  Count  Manderstrom,  the  minister  of  marine,  Count  Platen, 
has  discharged  the  duties  of  the  Foreign  Office.  A  note  from  Count  Mander- 
strom informs  me  that  he  has  returned,  and  will  this  morning  resume  his  post. 
Stockholm  is  exceedingly  dull.  The  King  is  passing  the  season  at  the  palace 
of  Ulricksdale.

I  had  the  honor  to  receive  copies  of  the  proclamation  by  the  President  of  the 
29th  of  August  last,  removing  all  restrictions  on  trade  with  the  States  recently 
in  insurrection,  including  articles  contraband  of  war,  and  in  an  interview  had 
yesterday  with  Count  Manderstrom,  placed  one  of  the  copies  in  his  hands.  He 
remarked  that  it  was  very  gratifying  to  observe  that  order  had  been  restored  in 
the  United  States,  and  full  foreign  and  domestic  commercial  relations  re-estab- 
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liahed,  and  that  Swedish  iron  and  other  articles  of  export  could  now  go  freely 
forward.  He  further  observed  that  the  disturbances  in  the  United  States  had 
been  severely  felt  in  Sweden  by  diminishing  the  export  of  iron,  and  reducing 
the  receipt  of  cotton,  as  well  as  in  the  high  prices  of  tobacco,  &c.,  and  ended 
by  congratulating  me  upon  the  restoration  of  authority  in  and  through  the  na- 
tional domain.  I  assured  Count  Manderstrom  that  Americans  valued  Swedish 
congratulations,  and  that,  in  a  very  little  time,  my  countrymen  would  furnish 
the  markets  of  the  world  with  cotton  and  tobacco,  &c.,  as  they  had  done  hereto-

No  question  of  more  than  ordinary  local  interest  is  pending  or  will  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Storthing  at  its  present  session,  with  the  exception  of  a  military  meas- 
ure intended  to  give  the  King  more  immediate  control  of  the  Norwegian  troops, 
a  proposition  which,  in  my  judgment,  the  careful  and  jealous  Norwegians  are 
not  prepared  to  adopt. 

Since  the  separation  of  Norway  from  Danish  authority,  the  former  has  grad- 
ually and  steadily  increased  in  material  prosperity.  Last  year  the  fisheries 
yielded  abundantly,  and  the  export  of  lumber  and  cattle  showed  considerable 
improvements  over  former  years.  The  country  gives  manifest  evidence  of  pro- 
gress in  various  directions,  and  under  a  system  of  government  which  allows 
great  freedom  to  the  Norwegian,  its  continued  well-doing  may  be  expected.

Discourse  of  the  King  at  the  opening  of  the  eighteenth  Storthing  of  Norway^  hth  October y  1S65. 

[Trauslation.  ] 

Sms :  In  regretting  that  circumstances  do  not  permit  me  to  assist  in  person  at  the  com- 
mencement of  your  labors,  I  transmit  to  you  the  expression  of  my  royal  good  will,  and  I  wish 
you  all  prosperity  in  the  accomplishment  of  your  important  work.        oiqitized  by  LjOOQ  IC 
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Daring  the  epoch  which  has  passed  since  the  assembliD^  of  the  last  ordinanr  Storthing, 
our  iudustrj,  notwithstanding  partial  reverses,  has  prospered  to  such  an  extent  that  the  state 
revenues  have  flowed  abundantly  into  its  coffers.  The  extraordinary  expenses  for  our  system 
of  defence,  caused  last  year  by  political  circumstances,  have  thus  been  able  to  be  met  without 
creating  any  embarrassment  in  the  administration  of  the  finances.  The  projects  communi- 
cated by  me  to  the  last  ordinary  Storthing  on  the  subject  of  several  questions  relating  to  a 
more  satisfactory  organization  of  the  army,  were  only  partially  adopted.  After  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  Storthing,  I  announced  my  intention  of  submitting  them  to  a  further  examina- 
tion. This  work  heme  finished,  I  submit  to  you  the  projects  based  on  its  results.  I  rely 
upon  your  enlightenedlove  of  countrv  in  nourishing  the  hope  that  the  Storthing,  while  the 
general  situation  admits  of  a  calm  and  deep  reflection,  will  anive  at  a  result  whidi  I  consider 
as  aiiswering  the  urgent  necessity  of  a  satisfactory  military  organization. 

Th)B  debates  which  took  place  at  the  last  ordinary  Storthing  concerning  the  reform  of  the 
judicial  procedure  in  criminal  matters  has  shown  that  there  exists  a  great  difference  of  opin- 
ion, not  only  respecting  the  necessity  of  such  a  reform,  but  also  respecting  the  principles  on 
which  it  should  be  based  and  the  extension  which  should  be  given  to  it.  It  appeared  to  me 
that  all  these  opinions  agreed  in  recognizing  the  fact  that  the  time  for  placing  in  execution  a 
thorough  principal  reform  has  not  yet  arrived.  But  this  should  not  prevent  the  reform  of 
these  acknowledged  partial  defects  of  the  mode  of  judicial  procedure,  and  a  legal  project  tend- 
ing to  this  end  will  be  submitted  to  you. 

A  commission  of  Norwegians  and  Swedes  has  been  formed  to  take  into  consideration  the 
ameliorations  that  could  be  introduced  into  the  compact  of  union  between  the  two  kingdoms. 
This  commission  commenced  its  labors  in  the  spring  of  the  present  year,  but  several  of  its 
members  finding  themselves  unable  to  continue  them,  on  account  of  their  labors  as  members 
of  the  Storthing  and  of  the  Diet,  the  commission  has  been  obliged  to  adjourn  during  tbe 
reunion  of  the  national  representatives,  and  cannot  reassemble  until  a  later  period.  The  doc- 
uments relative  to  the  formation  of  this  commission  will  be  communicated  to  you. 

Treaties  of  commerce  and  navigation  have  been  concluded  with  his  Majesty  the  Emperor 
of  the  French.  The  United  Kingdoms  have  by  these  treaties  acquired  the  same  advantages 
for  commerce  and  navigation  with  France  that  that  country  had  accorded  by  analogoos 
treaties  to  other  powers  of  Europe.  In  taking  into  consideration  the  importance  of  our  com- 
mercial relations  with  France,  and  that  of  navigation  between  the  two  countries,  I  look  at 
the  reductions  obtained  by  these  treaties  as  being  of  essential  worth,  and  I  have  learned  with 
sincere  satisfaction  of  the  favorable  reception  that  this  measure  has  met  with  in  Norway. 
Concessions  have  been  exacted  from  us  of  the  same  kind  as  have  been  accorded  to  other 
powers  who  have  concluded  treaties  with  France.  Several  of  them  assuming  the  concurrence 
of  representation,  the  validity  of  the  treaties  has  been  submitted,  in  that  which  concerns  Nor- 
way, to  the  approval  of  the  Storthing.  The  project  relative  to  this  question  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  you. 

The  exhibition  of  articles  belonging  to  the  industry  of  fishing,  which  took  place  during  the 
course  of  tbe  summer  at  Bergen,  and  which  is  the  first  industrial  international  exhibition  of 
Norway,  has  offered  a  satisfactory  testimony  of  a  tendency  towards  progress,  and  will  aid  to 
bring  important  and  durable  results  for  one  of  our  principal  branches  of  industry.  The 
marked  good  will  of  several  powers  and  foreign  nations  in  favor  of  this  enterprise  has  estab- 
lished their  claims  to  our  gratitude. 

The  Storthing  will  receive  with  satisfaction  the  communication  of  the  happy  increase  of 
the  royal  house  by  the  birth  of  a  prince,  with  whom  Providence  has  again  pleased  to  bless 
the  union  of  my  well-loved  brother,  his  royal  highness  Prince  Oscar. 

Our  relations  with  all  the  foreign  powers  continue  to  be  marked  by  confidence  and  friend- 
ship. 

In  calling  the  blessing  of  the  All  Powerful  upon  your  labors,  I  renew  to  you,  sirs,  the  as- 
surance of  my  royal  good  will.

Herewith  will  also  be  found  a  pamphlet  copy  of  a  proposition  for  the 
reform  of  the  representation,  which  was  laid  before  the  Swedish  Diet  of  1863 
and  brought  up  for  action  at  the  present  session.

According  to  nsace,  this  proposition  must  be  discussed  and  accepted  or  re- 
jected without  amendment  at  the  present  Diet. 

The  King,  on  the  opening  of  the  legislative  chambers,  called  the  attention  of 
the  members  of  the  assembly  to  this  project  of  reform,  and  urged  its  adoption 
with  distinctness. 

The  proposition,  embracing  a  radical  change  in  the  organization  of  the  Swed- 
ish Diet,  proposes  to  consolidate  the  four  chambers  of  which  the  Diet  is  com- 
posed into  two— a  first  chamber  and  a  second  chamber,  the  members  of  the 
first  chamber  to  be  elected  by  provincial  assemblies  and  municipal  authorities 
of  the  towns,  for  the  period  of  nine  years ;  the  second  chamber  to  be  composed 
of  members  elected  for  three  years  by  county  jurisdictions,  whereof  those  pos- 
sessing a  population  under  forty  thousand  shall*  elect  one  member,  and  those 
exceeding  that  number  shall  be  districted  by  the  King  on  the  basis  of  one  mem- 
ber to  each  forty  thousand  inhabitants. 

These  are^he  noticeable  features  of  .the  project.  It  may  readily  be  under- 
stood that  so  radical  a  change  as  the  one  contemplated  in  the  organic  law  has 
fiven  rise  to  much  discussion  and  no  little  apprehension  on  the  part  of  the  public, 
t  is  urged  by  the  friends  of  reform  that  the  consolidation  of  the  four  chambers 
into  two  is  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  of  progress  which  the  'present 
cumbersome  machinery  retards,  and  that  a  privileged  and  numerous  body,  such 
as  the  present  House  of  Nobles,  looking  more  to  the  interest  of  their  order,  as 
well  as  to  an  obsolete  past,  than  to  necessary  legislation,  and  drawing  to  their 
support  the  clergy  on  most  questions  of  a  vital  nature,  fail  to  meet  the  exigen- 
cies of  an  industrial  and  practical  age.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  said  the  House 
of  Nobles  acts  as  a  check  upon  what  is  termed  the  radicalism  of  the  times,  and 
is  necessary  under  a  monarchial  form  of  government  to  the  security  of  the  throne 
itself. 

The  next  month  will  probably  determine  the  fate  of  the  proposed  measure, 
which  at  present  is  involved  in  much  doubt,  although  the  prevailing  opinion  is 
that  it  will  be  defeated.  A  modification  by  way  of  compromise  may  be  agreed 
to  and  submitted  to  an  extraordinary  Diet  convoked  for  its  consideration. 

There  is  apprehension  on  the  part  of  the  public  that,  in  the  event  of  the  failure 
of  the  contemplated  reform,  indignation  may  be  followed  by  revolution ;  but  this 
I  think  improbable. 

The  government  has  presented  the  budget  to  the  chambers  for  one  year  only, 
and  not  for  three  consecutive  years,  as  has  heretofore  been  the  case.  This  de- 
parture from  established  rule  may  meet  with  opposition,  as  it  is  aflGirmed  by 
many  to  be  without  precedent  and  unconstitutional.  The  explanation  given  by 
some  of  the  friends  of  the  government  is,  that  they  hope  to  carry  the  reform  bill 
this  session ;  hence  the  inutility  of  a  further  demand  on  the  public  purse  at 
present. 

I  shall  take  care  to  keep  the  department  informed  on  the  subject  as  further 
developments  occur.

Discourse  of  the  King  at  the  opening  of  the  Diet,  October  24,  1865. 

Sirs:  Grave  interests  and  duties  which  impose  a  high  responsibility  call  you  to  this  ses- 
sion. May  the  All  Powerful,  whose  divine  protection  we  have  just  implored  in  the  temple, 
preside  over  your  works,  and  cause  to  issue  from  them  the  good  of  the  country.  ^  We  cannot 
but  recognize  with  gratitude  the  happiness,  without  marked  Interruption,  with  which  the  roya 
house^and  Swedish  people  have  been  blessed.    The  union  of  my  brother,  the  Prince^OM^ 
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lia,  with  the  princess  of  the  noble  honse  of  Saxe-Altenburjj,  and  the  birth  of  my  nephew,  the 
Duke  of  Nericia,  form  a  hapov  increase  of  the  royal  family. 

In  the  midst  of  disease  and  often  alarming  phases  of  the  last  five  years  we  have  constantly 
been  blessed  with  the  benefits  of  peace,  and  my  relations  with  all  foreign  powers  conserve 
the  character  of  friendship  and  confidence. 

The  public  enthusiasm  which  marked  the  celebration  of  the  semi-centennial  jubilee  of  the 
union  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  in  echoing  equally  from  both  sides  of  the  mountains,  proves 
that  the  ties  which  unite  the  people- brothers  tighten  more  and  more  each  day. 

The  commission  of  Swedes  ana  Norwegians  named  by  me  to  deliberate  on  the  means  of  in- 
troducing ameliorations  in  the  compact  of  union  has  commenced  its  labors. 

The  first  of  your  duties  will  be  to  decide  definitely,  after  conscientious  examination,  on  the 
adoption  of  my  proposition  for  a  reform  of  the  national  representation.  To  ask  an  existing 
representation  to  renounce  its  rights,  in  full  liberty  of  action  and  will,  and  to  give  up  to 
otners  the  glorious  task  of  being  the  mandatories  of  the  country,  is  to  have  a  great  confidence 
in  his  patriotism.  I  have  thus  a  hifh  idea  of  that  with  which  you  are  animated  in  announc- 
ing the  hope  that  you  will  accept  this  project,  in  the  adoption  of  which  I  shall  see  a  new 
guarantee  of  social  progress. 

In  consequence  of  the  decisions  adopted  by  the  general  states  at  their  last  reunion,  the  new 
penal  code,  the  maritime  code,  and  the  law  on  bankruptcies  have  received  tHIir  application, 
(gone  into  effect.)  In  the  conviction  that  the  important  changes  introduced  simultaneously 
to  this  effect  should  not  be  followed  too  rapidly  by  reforms  in  other  principal  branches  of  our 
legislation  which  should  be  revised,  I  will  only  propose  to  you  during  the  present  diet  par- 
tial am^oration  of  existing  laws. 

I  have  'concluded  with  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French  treaties  of  commerce  and 
navigation,  which,  so  far  as  they  relato  to  Sweden,  will  be  submitted  in  their  entirety  to  your 
approbation.  These  treaties  have  not  only  liberated  our  navigation  from  different  changes, 
but  have  also  facilitated  the  sale  of  several  of  our  principal  products.  The  concessions  which, 
at  the  instance  of  other  powers,  we  have  made  to  France  consist  principally  in  a  reduction 
justly  due  to  the  consumers  of  the  duties  attached  to  certain  mercnandise,  at  the  same  time 
maintaining  a  tax  upon  them  which  corresponds  to  the  just  measure  of  protection  accorded 
to  our  national  industries.  By  the  ti'eatie^  concluded  in  this  regard  with  foreign  powers 
considerable  reductions  have  been  made  in  the  transmission  of  letters  and  telegrams  abroad, 
and  a  new  telegraphic  cable  between  Skona  and  the  island  of  Ru^n  offers  us  the  certainty 
of  not  seeing  ourselves  deprived  by  sudden  circumstances  of  this  important  way^of  commu- 
nication with  the  (^ontinent.  As  the  natioaal  representation  should  meet  annually  according 
to  the  terms  of  the  project  on  which  you  are. called  to  decide,  the  budget  which  I  will  submit 
to  you  only  contains  the  extraordinary  expenses  for  the  year  subse(^uent  to  those  for  whose 
wants  the  last  diet  has  already  provided.  If  the  provisions  on  which  this  proposition  rests 
should  not  be  realized,  I  have  still  the  means  of  bnnging  before  the  general  states  in  an  op- 
portune moment  the  necessary  propositions  for  the  following  years. 

Although  important  reductions  have  been  made  in  the  custom-house  duties,  and  though 
the  progress  made  in  every  sense  by  the  country  exact  new  allocations,  you  will  be  satisfied, 
by  an  examination  of  the  calculations  of  the  revenues  of  state,  that  they  will  amply  suffice  to 
cover  the  necessary  expenses. 

I  have  caused  to  be  prepared  complete  plans  for  the  organization  of  the  army  and  the  ma- 
rine, calculated  after  the  measure  of  our  resources  and  the  exigencies  of  our  epoch,  and  I 
have  approved  of  these  plans  in  their  principal  parts.  Your  concurrence  and  also  the  alloca- 
tions resulting  from  the  adoption  of  these  plans  are  indispensable  to  their  being  put  in  exe- 
cution. 

In  reposing  on  the  views  manifested  by  the  general  states,  I  have  accorded  to  industry  an 
almost  illimited  liberty.  The  salutary  influence  that  it  will  exercise  in  the  future  can  be 
judged  of  with  more,  certainty  as  its  inauguration  has  not  been  accompanied  with  any  sud- 
den disturbance  of  existing  relations.  Liberal  principles  have  equally  received  a  more  gen- 
eral application  in  other  respects,  for  the  facilities  of  distributing  capital  as  well  as  for  the 
conditions  of  the  circulation  of  money,  and  for  the  establishment  of  institutions  of  credit. 

Public  instruction  has  been  the  object  of  my  incessant  solicitude.  This  work  of  the  future 
becomes  greater  every  day  in  importance  as  well  as  in  extent.  The  number  of  pupils  in  the 
superior  schools  has  been  almost  doubled  during  these  last  years;  ameliorations  have  been 
introduced  as  much  in  the  government  of  these  schools  as  in  the  manner  of  teaching.  I  have 
united  my  efforts  to  yours  to  realize  more  and  more  the  great  idea  of  general  primary  instrue- 
tion.  I  have  at  heart  the  desire  of  giving  a  solid  and  intelligent  education  to  the  population 
and  to  spread  these  benefits  to  the  less  fortunate  classes. 

Perfected  institutions  will  equally  furnish  the  best  means  of  development  to  the  national 
industry,  and  will  place  it  on  a  basis  more  just,  and  more  conformaole  to  the  interests  of 
society,  which  restrictive  laws  and  a  system  of  onerous  protection  would  fail  to  accomplish.  I 
count  with  confidence  on  your  co-operation  for  the  encouragement  of  our  industries ;  and  in 
order  to  propagate  the  knowledge  of  their  progress  in  all  branches,  I  have  decided  that  next 
summer  a  general  exhibition  of  the  products  of  the  arts  and  industry  of  Sweden,  and  of  the 
neighboring  countries,  will  be  opened  in  the  capital. 
The  obstructions  which  arise  at  all  times  from  great  distances  have  been  more  and  more 
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overcome  by  tbe  multiplied  works  which  tend  to  facilitate  in  eyery  sense  communications 
between  the  different  parts  of  the  country.  Our  railroads  haye  taken  an  extension  which, 
seeing  the  population  of  Sweden  and  its  nnancial  resources,  can  be  compared  to  that  which 
has  been  executed  in  the  richer  and  more  populated  countries.  AAer  haying  effected  the 
junction  of  the  two  seas,  and  haying  brought  ourselyes  nearer  to  the  neat  European  conti- 
nent, I  think  it  will  be  well  to  concentrate  our  forces  on  the  accomplishment  of  railroads 
which  are  destined  to  connect  the  capitals  of  the  two  united  kingdoms,  in  order  to  bring  the 
people-brothers  to  each  other. 

Conforming  to  the  tenor  of  the  fundamental  law,  I  declare  the  pres^it  session  opened,  in 
assuring  you,  sirs,  of  all  my  royal  good  will.

Sir  :  Mr.  Hitz,  the  consul  general  of  Switzerland,  in  this  city,  has  trans- 
mitted to  this  department  a  communication  from  the  federal  council  relative  to 
the  proposed  introduction  of  the  Swiss  flag  upon  vessels  navigating  the  high 
seas,  and  has  solicited  a  favorable  consideration  of  its  contents.  Mr.  Hitz  has 
been  informed  that  the  subject  would  receive  attention,  and  that  the  views  of 
the  department  thereupon  would  be  communicated  to  you. 

In  order  that  you  may  fully  understand  the  proposition,  I  herewith  enclose  a 
copy,  in  translation,  of  the  paper  submitted  by  Mr.  Hitz. 

Of  its  friendship  for  Switzerland,  this  government  believes  it  has  left  nothing 
of  doubt. 

The  United  States  are  now  engaged  in  a  serious  conflict  with  insurgents  who, 
although  they  have  neither  ports  nor  coasts,  are  supplied  by  subjects  of  other 

?owers,  which  powers  recognize  the  insurgents  as  a  naval  belligerent.     The 
Inited  States  deny  that  this  recognition  is  just,  or  that  it  finds  any  warrant  in 
the  law  of  nations. 

Moreover,  the  United  States  have  for  the  present  disallowed  ship-building 
and  armament  here  for  foreign  powers,  because  they  need  all  the  labor  and  skill 
of  the  country  for  the  equipment  of  their  own  navy. 

For  these  reasons  you  will  seek  an  early  opportunitv  to  inform  the  S^visa 
minister  for  foreign  affairs  that  the  present  time  is  not  deemed  a  favorable  one 
for  considering  the  question  which  has  been  submitted  by  the  federal  council. 
You  will  make  this  communication  in  a  confidential  manner,  if  the  President 
should  prefer  to  receive  it  in  this  way,  for  the  reason  that  this  government,  ani- 
mated bv  the  highest  friendship  for  Switzerland,  does  not  wish  even  to  appear 
to  be  indifferent  to  a  proposition  that  engages  the  attention  of  Switzerland.

Berne,  December  31,  1864. 
In  reference  to  petitions  presented  by  a  gn^eat  number  of  Swiss  citizens,  the  federal  cooncil 
has  been  occupied  with  tne  consideration  of  the  question,  whether  Swiss  citizens,  owners 
of  ships,  should  not  also  be  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  carrying  the  Swiss  fi&g  on  the  hi^h  seas. 
Switzerland  is  assuredly  on  equality  with  any  other  nation  in  the  right  to  use  the  free 
passage  of  i^e  seas  under  her  own  name,  and  the  circumstance  that  she  does  not  border  im- 
mediately on  the  seas  cannot  impair  this  right 

On  the  other  hand,  the  federal  council  does  not  dissemble  that,  from  the  last  circumstance, 
some  difficulty  may  arise  about  the  practical  exercise  of  her  right. 

In  consequence  the  federal  council,  before  making  a  definite  decision  on  this  matter,  takes 
the  liberty  to  inquire  of  the  general  government  of  the  United  States  whether  it  would  be 
disposed  to  admit  to  its  ports  Swiss  vessels  expressly  authorized  by  the  federal  council  to 
carry  the  Swiss  fiag,  ana  to  assure  to  them  like  legal  position  as  to  vessels  of  other  nations, 
as  also  to  accord  to  SwibS,  established  in  the  respective  states,  authority  to  build  Swiss  ves- 
sels and  to  freight  them. 

The  federal  council  can  the  better  yield  itself  to  the  hope  of  a  favorable  answer,  because 
the  neutral  flag  of  Switzerland  might,  according  to  conjunctures,  become  advantageous  to 
all  the  states  or  to  general  commerce.  The  federal  council,  moreover,  would  not  nesitate 
an  instant  in  accepting  all  the  obligations  of  international  right  which  attach  to  that  of  car- 
rying a  flag. 

The  federal  council  has  the  honor  to  present  to  his  excellency  the  assurances  of  its  high 
consideration.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  enclosed  copy  of  a  note  from 
the  federal  council,  inviting  the  adherence  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States  to  the  convention  concluded  hy  the  international  congress,  at  Geneva, 
August  22, 1864,  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  sick  and  wounded 
soldiers* 

By  reference  to  article  9  of  the  convention — a  copy  of  which  convention  I 
transmitted  to  you  in  my  despatch  of  September  14,  No.  70 — you  will  perceive 
that  the  protocol  was  left  open  to  enable  those  governments  not  there  repre- 
sented, or  not  represented  by  delegates  empowered  to  sign  the  convention,  to 
become  parties  to  the  same  thereafter. 

As  it  is'provided  in  the  convention  that  the  ratification  should  be  exchanged 
at  Berne,  the  federal  council  deem  it  their  duty  to  extend  the  invitation  here- 
with enclosed. 

I  had  hoped  to  receive,  ere  this,  an  acknowledgment  of  my  despatch  above 
alluded  to,  with  the  views  of  the  State  Department  in  relation  to  the  convention. 
Thus  far  I  have  received  nothing  indicating  that  the  despatch,  copies  of  the 
convention  and  other  papers,  have  ever  been  received  by  you.  Mr.  Miller 
writes  me  that  the  package  containing  them  was  forwarded  by  the  steamer 
which  left  Liverpool  on  the  24th  September.  I  cannot,  therefore,  suppose  it 
failed  to  reach  its  destination,  and  can  only  explain  to  myself  its  failure  to  be 
acknowledged  on  the  supposition  of  its  having  been  reserved  for  examination, 
and  subsequently  laid  by  and  forgotten.  It  may  readily  be  supposed  that  I 
would  like  to  be  enabled  to  give  some  sort  of  response  to  the  question :  "  Will 
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the  United  States  accede  to  the  convention?"     A  question  of  no  little  interea 
among  the  people  and  in  a  country  where  the  opinion  and  decision  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  are  deemed  of  the  very  highest  authority  and 
importance. 

As  I  indicated  to  you  in  my  former  despatch,  I  have  in  no  manner  committed 
the  government,  as,  indeed,  I  had  no  authority  to  do,  on  this  question.  On  the 
contrary,  I  have  informally  answered,  when  inquired  of  by  the  members  of  the 
federal  council,  or  by  my  colleagues  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  that  it  was  very 
doubtful,  by  reason,  if  no  other,  of  the  present  condition  of  our  country,  and  of 
the  impossibility  of  making  the  rebel  authorities  parties  to  the  convention,  or 
compelling  them  to  respect  its  provisions. 

Trusting  soon  to  be  in  possession  of  your  views  in  relation  to  this  matter, 
and  of  the  intentions  of  the  government  thereon,

As  the  management  ot  the  affair  has  been  intrusted  by  the  congpress  to  the  Swiss  federal 
council,  the  latter  hopes  to  receive  an  affirmative  answer  from  tho  government  of  the  United 
States,  and  willingly  accepts  this  occasion  of  offering  to  the  minister  resident  of  the  United 
Stales  the  assurances  of  high  consideration.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  in  conformity  with  the  Swiss  federal 
constitution,  which  forbids  that  the  same  member  of  the  federal  council  serve 
as  president  of  the  confederation  two  terms  in  succession,  the  national  assem- 
bly, at  its  late  session,  made  choice  of  Mr.  Charles  Scheuk  as  president  of  the 
confederation,  and  of  Mr.  Martin  Kniisel  as  vice-president,  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Mr.  Schenk  served  as  vice-president  during  the  past  year,  and  Mr.  Knusel 
has  been  several  times  president — the  last  time  in  1861.  Yesterday  the  new 
president  was  inaugurated,  and  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  remaining 
at  the  Palais  Fdd^ral  the  greatest  portion  of  the  day  to  receive  the  New  Year's 
greetings  of  the  diplomatic  corps,  and  such  other  officers  or  citizens  as  saw  fit  to 
call  on  him. 

During  my  call  the  president  expressed  very  earnestly  and  enthusiaeticaHy 
the  deep  interest  which  himself,  personally,  and  the  great  body  of  the  Swiss 
people  feel  in  the  contest  goin^  on  in  the  LFnited  States.  In  common  with  the 
rest  of  Europe,  Switzerland  was  suffering  in  her  material  interests  by  the  long 
continuance  of  the  war.  But  she  was  not  blind  nor  indifferent  to  the  great  isanes 
and  principles  involved  in  that  war.    Much  as  the  struggle  had  cost  iu  men  and 
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money,  the  United  States  and  the  world  would  be,  in  his  judgment,  amply  com- 
pensated, if  the  result  should  be  the  extinction  of  slavery. 

On  parting,  the  president  desired  me  to  present  his  felicitations  and  those  of 
the  federal  council  to  President  Lincoln,  on  the  result  of  the  recent  national 
election  in  the  United  States,  and  on  the  still  more  recent  results  of  the  Union 
military  operations  in  Georgia  and  Tennessee.  He  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
next  New  Year's  day  might  see  the  people  and  States  of  America  once  more 
united,  happy,  and  free. 

Joining  heartily  in  this  hope,  and  earnestly  wishing  the  president  and  your-

SiE  :  Your  despatch  dated  February  8,  No.  66,  in  regard  to  the  communica- 
tion from  the  federal  council,  asking  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  United 
States  to  the  proposition  to  authorize  vessels  owned  by  Swiss  citizens  to  sail 
under  the  Swiss  nag  upon  the  high  seas,  has  been  received. 

In  accordance  with  your  suggestion,  I  yesterday  had  an  interview  with  the 
president  of  the  confederation,  in  which  I  explained  to  him  the  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  our  government's  considering  that  question  at  the  present  moment, 
when  we  are  suffering  from  the  recognition  by  other  maritime  powers  of  a  belli- 
gerent flag,  hailing  from  no  accessible  ports  and  owning  allegiance  to  no  mari- 
time tribunals.  I  told  the  president,  that  for  the  United  States  to  now  give 
their  assent  to  the  proposition  of  Switzerland  would  be  to  abandon,  in  principle, 
the  grounds  upon  which  we  rest  our  complaints  against  the  course  of  England, 
France,  and  the  other  maritime  powers  who  have  conceded  to  the  southern 
rebels  the  rights  of  naval  belligerents,  while  such  rebels  were  not  in  a  condition 
to  observe,  nor  disposed  to  hold  themselves  amenable  to  any  recognized  code  of 
international  maritime  law.  The  rebel  cruisers  had  assumed  the  right  to  bum 
oar  merchant  vessels  upon  the  ocean  whenever  and  wherever  met  with,  upon 
the  very  ground  which,  in  our  opinion,  made  them  pirates,  and  not  belligerents — 
that  they  had  no  ports  into  which  to  carry  their  prizes,  and  no  prize  courts  to 
decide  on  the  validity  of  their  capture.  Against  this  assumpti<»n  by  the  rebels, 
and  its  practical  recognition  by  several  of  the  leading  naval  powera,  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  had  protested,  and  would  continue  to  protest,  reserv- 
ing to  itself  the  right  to  decide  hereafter  if  it  would  not  demand  of  these  powers 
satisfaction  and  reparation  for  losses  to  our  merchant  navy,  which  only  the  un- 
friendly recognition  of  foreign  governments  and  the  active  sympathies  of  the 
subjects  of  those  governments  could  have  enabled  the  rebel  corsairs  to  inflict. 

1  added  it  was  not  impossible — perhaps  not  improbable — that,  after  the  suc- 
cessftj  termination  of  our  present  struggle,  and  the  settlement  of  the  complica- 
tions growing  out  of  it,  the  United  States  might  see  fit  to  accept  as  law  the  new 
principles  upon  which  the  governments  of  England  and  France  have  acted 
towards  us,  and  in  that  event  the  recognition  of  the  Swiss  flag  upon  the  high 
Beas.  now  asked  of  us,  would  be  conceded  as  a  matter  of  course. 

In  conclusion,  I  handed  the  president  a  French  translation  of  your  despatch, 
which  he  read  with  evident  satisfaction,  thanking  me  for  the  explanations  I 
had  given  him,  and  wishing  me  to  express  his  warm  thanks  to  yourself  for  the 
cordial  and  friendly  sentiments  towards  Switzerland  contained  in  your  despatch. 
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He  saw  plainly,  he  eaid,  the  present  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  United  Stales 
taking  immediate  favorable  action  on  the  proposition  submitted  to  them.  But 
he  hoped,  as  did  the  whole  Swiss  people,  that  an  early  day  would  see  thoae 
obstacles  removed  bv  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion  and  the  re-establishment 
of  the  Union.  In  this  hope  Switzerland  could  afford  to  wait,  recognizing  that 
the  perpetuation  of  our  great  republic  was  of  more  importance,  even  to  Switzer- 
land herself,  than  any  formal  recognition  of  her  flag  either  on  land  or  sea.

Sir  :  At  the  request  of  a  large  number  of  the  persons  interested* I  foi-ward  to 
you  the  enclosed  letter  from  Professor  J.  Koronikolski  to  the  Pi-esident  of  the 
United  States,  in  behalf  of  the  Polish  refugees  now  temporarily  In  Switzerland. 
The  total  number  of  these  unfortunate  men  now  within  the  limits  of  the  Swiss 
Confederation  is,  I  am  told,  about  five  hundred,  mostly  young  men,  and  in  many 
cases  belonging  to  the  best  families  in  Poland.  Having  been  engaged  in  the 
late  unfortunate  insurrection,  they  are  unable  to  return  to  their  natjve  land,  aud 
are  desirous  to  go  to  America. 

Professor  Koronikolski,  whose  letter  Therewith  forward,  is  the  agent  of  these 
refugees,  and  is,  I  am  assured,  an  honorable,  patriotic  and  trustworthy  man,  and 
posseses  the  confidence  of  the  federal  council,  who,  as  you  will  see  by  copy  of  a 
note  addressed  to  him,  (marked  A,)  takes  a  warm  interest  in  the  aspirations  of 
these  Poles  to  reach  America. 

Of  course  I  have  not  felt  at  liberty  to  give  any  assurances  of  the  government 
aid  asked  for  in  the  enclosed  letter,  but  1  have  assured  them  of  the  warm  sym- 
pathy both  of  our  government  and  people  towards  their  brave  and  unfortunate 
nation. 

Enclosed  I  send  you,  marked  B,  a  copy  of  my  note  acknowledging  reception 
of  Professor  K.'s  letter  to  the  President.

To  authorize  the  federal  department  of  justice  and  police  to  eive  a  contribution  ot 
one  hundred  francs  each  to  such  Poles  as  maj  desire  to  emigrate  to  the  United  States,  pro- 
vided that  thej  find  the  other  necessary  means  of  transportation. 

2d.  To  instruct  the  S^vids  consul  general  at  Washington  to  inform  the  s^ovemment  of  the 
United  States  that  a  number  of  Polish  refugees  intend  to  emigrate  to  the  United  States  with 
the  purpose  of  founding  a  new  home  by  the  acquisition  of  lands,  &c.,  and  that  the  federal 
council  requests  the  American  goYomment  to  fSacilitate  to  these  unfortunate  men  the  execu- 
tion of  their  plan  as  far  as  practicable.

Sir:  Animated  by  the  desire  to  procure  for  his  unfortunate  countrymen,  the  Polish  refa> 
gees,  the  best  means  of  finding  a  new  hoi^e,  the  undersigned,  professor  of  gymnastics  at  St. 
Gall,  Switzerland,  has  come  to  the  conviction  that  by  emigrating  to  the  Iniited  States  they 
would  best  secure  a  new  civil  existence  under  the  protection  and  laws  of  that  country.  The 
noble  aspirations  of  the  gpreat  republic  are  a  pledge  that  its  President  will  not  withhold  from 
them  his  generous  support 

The  Polish  emigrants  are  scattered  over  a  great  many  European  states,  where  they  have 
met  with  the  most  sympathetic  reception,  but  no  prospect  of  securing  any  durable  futurity. 
The  only  hope  left  to  tnem  in  Europe  would  be  to  see  the  regeneration  of  their  country — a 
hope  which,  we  must  say,  to  our  great  pain,  has  vanished  for  a  long  time  to  come.  We  may 
therefore  unhesitatingly  say  that,  at  present,  we  have  no  future  in  Europe. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  is  very  natural  that  the  Poles,  like  other  political  prescripts, 
should  look  towards  America  and  seek  to  place  themselves  under  the  protection  of  the  Union, 
which  is  assuredly  the  last  and  most  secure  asylum  of  the  world,  and  in  which  they  hope  to 
become  useful  citizens  under  the  star-spangled  banner. 

Far  from  it  to  be  the  intention  to  solicit -from  the  Union  the  assistance  usually  accorded  to 
the  indigent.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  our  purpose  to  establish  a  Polish  colony,  under  the 
auspices,  and,  if  possible,  with  the  aid  of  our  own  resources — a  colony  which,  at  the  same 
time,  would  have  the  means  of  being  useful  to  all  its  countrymen  emigrating  thither. 

Our  principal  purpose  is  to  obtain  assistance  of  the  government  at  Washington  in  order 
that  we  may  find  on  its  hospitable  soil  some  basis  for  the  realization  of  our  project  and  for 
keeping  together  our  countrymen  by  a  common  tie.  Besides,  we  would  wish  that  (he  gov- 
ernment would  assign  to  us,  for  casli,  lands  in  some  part  of  the  country  where  an  extension 
of  the  colony  according  to  its  necessities  would  be  practicable. 

We  can,  of  course,  not  know  to  what  extent  our  request  will  be  received  by  the  govem- 
paent  of  the  Union ;  considering,  however,  the  facility  with  which  colonization  is  going  on 
in  the  Union,  and  in  the  conviction  that  the  Union  will  receive  the  Polish  prescripts  as  cheer- 
folly  as  other  emigrants,  and  that  we  will  prove  ourselves  to  be  citizens  equally  useful,  we 
take  new  courage  in  the  certainty  of  success. 

The  undersigned  takes  the  liberty  respectfully  and  earnestly  to  entreat  the  American  min- 
ister at  Berne  to  forward  this  petition  to  his  excellency  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
accompanied  by  his  recommendation. 

•^  At  tne  next  meeting  of  Cong^ress  we,  of  course,  reserve  to  ourselves  to  solicit  the  gratu- 
itous cession  of  lands  which,  according  to  information  given  us  by  Minister  Fogg,  might  be 
granted  to  emigrated  American  citizens.  At  the  same  time  we  desire,  at  a  later  period,  to 
come  to  an  understanding  with  the  American  committee  of  emigration  as  to  the  alleviation 
of  the  costs  of  transportation,  although  we  do  not  venture  to  express  the  hope  of  being  trans- 
ported at  the  expense  of  the  Union  on  board  of  its  vessels.  It  may  be  the  case  that  the  gov- 
ernment in  its  generosity  will  accord  to  us  that  favor  spontaneously,  in  which  case  we  woujd 
not  consider  it  indiscreet  to  accept  such  favor  from  the  hands  of  a  great  nation. 

Flattering  ourselves  in  the  hope  of  a  favorable  response,  we  cannot  conclude  without  ur- 
gently recommencing  Uie  unfortunate  homeless  Polish  proscripts  to  your  generosity  and  to 
the  sympathy  of  the  brave  and  liberal  nation.

Sir  :  The  news  of  the  capture  of  Richmond,  which  was  received  here  hj 
telegraph  last  Saturday,  produced  almost  as  much  excitement  as  the  same  news 
must  have  produced  in  the  various  cities  and  villages  of  the  United  States. 
The  enthusiasm  of  the  people  was  nearly  universal  and  quite  irrepressible. 
Extras  were  issued  from  the  offices  of  the  leading  journals,  and  within  an  hour 
the  news  was  placarded  all  over  the  city.  The  .satisfaction  could  hardlj  have 
been  exceeded  had  the  news  been  that  of  a  great  Swiss  instead  of  an  Am^can 
victory. 

The  president  of  the  confederation  came  to  congratulate  me  on  the  gr^eA^ 
event.  Other  members  of  the  government  and  lea£ng  citizens  came.  Tele- 
graphic despatches  came  a  little  later  from  different  and  distant  parts  of  Swit- 
zerland, from  clubs,  associations,  and  from  individuals  personally  unknown  to 
me,  giving  intelligence  of  the  general  joy  at  an  event  deemed  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  the  cause  of  liberty  and  liberal  progress  throughout  Europe. 

Up  to  this  date  we  have  few  details,  and  know  little  beyond  the  general  hti 
of  "three  days'  severe  fighting"  and  the -occupation  of  Richmond  by  Union 
troops.  Of  course  we  wait  with  great  interest  the  news  by  the  steamer  which 
left  New  York  the  8th,  hoping  to  hear  of  the  submission  or  dispersion  of  Lee's 
army  and  a  substantial  close  of  the  war.  The  event  already  announced  is 
accepted  in  England  and  on  the  continent,  equally  by  the  enemies  and  friends 
of  the  American  Union,  as  the  end  of  the  rebellion. 

The  same  telegraph  which  brought  the  news  of  the  fall  of  Richmond,  fortu- 
nately for  the  financial  interests  of  Europe,  brought  also  the  report  of  a  '*  pacific  " 
speech  by  yourself.  For  some  cause  not  entirely  easy  to  explain  the  idea  had 
come  to  be  almost  universal  among  people,  politicians,  and  journalists  all  over 
Europe,  that  the  people  and  government  of  the  United  States,  having  got  a 
taste  of  war,  had  become  so  in  love  with  it,  that  as  soon  as  they  should  have 
finished  their  own  civil  war,  they  would  immediately  pitch  into  England,  a 
little  later  perhaps  into  France,  and  wind  up  by  being  ready  to  fight  all  the  rest 
of  the  world. 

People  here  in  Europe,  where  armies  are  composed  of  trained  soldiers,  who 
are  nothing  but  soldiers,  cannot  conceive  what  the  United  States  can  do  with 
their  immense  military  forces  after  the  end  of  the  present  war,  unless  to  employ 
them  in  a  foreign  war.  Hence  the  feverish  anxiety  and  general  expectation  to 
which  I  have  fdluded  above. 

The  President's  inaugural  did  something  towards  dispelling  this  "  fearful 
looking  for  of  judgment. "  But  I  would  have  beeti  glad  to  hear  him  declare 
himself  more  explicitly ;  and  I  am  glad  to  believe  that  you  have  done  so. 

Of  all  people  in  the  world  we  shall,  for  a  long  time,  have  most  need  of  peace 
with  all  nations,  and  least  ta  fear  from  foreign  aggression.  With  the  immense 
exhibition  of  military  and  naval  power  we  have  made,  we  will  be  honored, 
feared,  and  respected  as  second  to  no  nation  on  earth,  and  that  without  making 
any  new  demonstrations  for  one  generation  at  least.     And  this  fact  of  our 

Sacific  intentions  cannot,  in  my  judgment,  be  too  promptly  and  emphatically 
eclared. 
Begging  you  to  excuse  this  suggestion  and  congratulating  the  President, 
yourself,  and  the  country  on  the  great  triumph  that  has  been  achieved,  I  have

Sir:  By  request  of  the  writer  and  as  an  indication  of  the  feelings  and  ex- 
pectations produced  by  the  recent  suocesses  of  the  Union  arms,  I  send  you  a 
copy  of  the  Bund,  containing  an  elaborate  editorial  written  directly  on  the  re- 
ception of  the  first  news  of  the  capture  of  Richmond. 

The  Bund  is  the  leading  political  journal  of  Switzerland,  and  the  semi-official 
oigan  of  the  Swiss  government,  and  is  largely  the  exponent  of  the  liberal  senti- 
ment of  southern  Grermany. 

Accompanying  the  Buna  I  send  a  translation  of  the  article  in  question,  which, 
as  you  will  perceive,  the  editor  wishes  should  be  laid  before  the  President.  I 
will  add  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  article  does  not  overestimate  the  results 
likely  to  follow  in  £urope  the  re-establishment  of  the  American  Union,  puri- 
fied from  the  great  evil  which  came  so  near  destroying  our  national  life. 

Congratulating  you  with  my  whole  heart  on  the  capitulation  of  General  Lee

The  Fall  of  Richmond, 

Richmond  has  fallen,  after  three  days*  bloody  fighting  and  the  almost  complete  annihilation 
of  Lee's  army;  under  circumstances,  therefore,  which,  in  the  main  point,  are  equal  to  the 
termination  of  the  American  war !  This  is  the  news  which  Easter  day  has  brought  us — a 
bloody  news,  but  grand  and  of  the  most  auspicious  portent  in  the  history  of  the  world. 

Four  years  have  already  elapsed  since  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  When  it  began,  there 
stood  the  slave  empire  full  of  arrogance  and  confidence.  It  possessed  an  already  formed 
army,  nearly  all  the  schooled  officers  having  sworn  allegiance  to  its  star.  Statesmen  of  reck- 
less energy  promised  to  lead  it  to  victorv.  Upon  its  banner  stood  the  motto  of  national  inde- 
pendence and  free  trade,  and  it  boldly  denied,  in  Europe  at  least,  that  it  was  the  slavery  of 
the  black  race  for  which  it  had  drawn  the  sword.  All  the  mighty  and  rich  men  on  its  side, 
all  the  monarchs  and  aristocrats,  all  the  material  interests  of  Europe  and  their  hosts  of  de- 
pendents, sympathized  with  it  and  made  its  cause  their  own.  To  its  side  at  first  inclined  the 
fortune  of  war  and  victory,  and  with  it  the  admiration  of  all  who  worshipped  success.  For 
a  while,  indeed,  it  seemed  as  if  really  the  youn^  glorious  republic  on  the  other  side  of  the 
ocean  must  crumble  into  dust  as  a  proof  of  the  impracticability  of  popular  self-ffovemment 
and  see  itself  trampled  upon  by  slave  aristocrats,  and  soon,  like  the  Roman  republic,  by  ab- 
solute GsBsars. 

Opposite  to  it  stood,  rich  in  resources,  but  hesitating  and  undetermined,  indisposed  to  war, 
and  without  military  organization,  the  democratic  government  of  firee  labor.    Unsuccessful 
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as  it  was  at  first,  the  monarchists  and  materialists  of  Europe  derided  it,  ridiculed  its  people  as 
slaves  of  the  dollar,  jast  as  if  the  dollar  were  not  most  almighty  with  the  mockers  themselves; 
they  laughed  satirically  at  the  pretended  abolitionism  of  tne  north ;  they  desired  and  hoped 
from  the  bottom  of  their  hearts  that  it  would  succumb,  and  that  every  hope  of  maint«niDg 
practical  republican  freedom  would  forever  be  destroved  for  mankind.  Even  in  our  country 
(Switzerland)  there  were  plenty  T)f  deluded  people  who  would  not  see  that  the  cause  for  which 
the  Union  fought  was  neither  more  nor  less  than  the  vital  principle  of  their  own  existence. 

Ajid  nevertheless  there  was  a  secret  voice  which  whispered  in  all  those  hearts  who  love 
freedom  that  the  people  of  the  north  were  stron^r  than  the  slave-aristocrats  of  the  south; 
and  even  when  tne  wails  of  the  defeats  of  Chickahominy,  of  Fredericksburg,  and  Chicka- 
mauga  came  across  to  us,  the  final  triumph  of  the  north  was  nevertheless  considered  certain. 

How  are  matters  standing  now  7  Even  in  the  worst  epoch,  when  no  military  successes 
smiled  on  the  north,  when  no  able  commanders  had  yet  appeared,  the  enemy  were  never  able 
to  enter  the  soil  of  the  Union  without  punishment.  Mr.  Lincoln,  the  head  of  the  republic, 
plain,  but  of  thoroughly  balanced  mina,  remained  firm.  Even  if  he  did  not  perform  any  bril- 
liant exploits,  so  much  the  surer  did  he  adopt  the  right,  and,  in  truth,  the  grander  and  more 
successral  policy,  in  which  a  genuine  republican  statesman  is  always  superior  to  over-wise 
diplomatic  demagogues.  He  declared  the  black  race  free,  and  the  people  of  the  north  said 
amen.  When  the  leaders  in  the  south  called,  in  the  agony  of  despair,  for  arming  the  slaves, 
the  slaveholders'  congress  struggled  against  it  even  in  the  last  extremity,  confessing  openly 
that  it  was  slavery  for  which  the  war  had  been  waged.  At  the  same  time  it  was  in  the  north 
that  the  most  significant  right  was  conferred  upon  a  black  man,  to  plead  as  an  attorney  be- 
fore the  highest  courts  of  the  nation. 

The  moral  victory  over  the  plague  spot  of  slavery  was  followed  at  last  by  military  success. 
Two  years  ago  VicKsburg  was  conquered  and  the  confederacy  cut  in  two  halves.  There  were 
two  men  who  achieved  this  great  feat  by  which  the  tide  of  victory  was  turned,  namely,  Grant 
and  Sherman.  The  same  men  are  now  finishing  the  war.  While  Grant  was  approaching 
the  rebel  capital  nearer  than  any  one  ever  before  him,  and  holding  with  iron  grasp  the  prin- 
cipal army  of  the  south,  Sherman,  by  his  march  through  Georgia,  cut  the  eastern  half  of  the 
rebel  States  again  in  two  halves,  exposing  thereby  the  internal  inrpotency  of  the  rebel  league. 
And  at  last,  al'ter  Sherman  had  captured  Charleston,  the  very  cradle  of  the  rebellion,  and  took 
his  way  northward  towards  Grant,  Grant,  at  the  right  moment,  grasped  the  rebel  capital,  al- 
ready pressed  from  every  side,  and  now  crushed  with  oi\e  blow  the  organized  power  of  the 
south. 

The  war  is  at  an  end.  Even  if  Lee  should  escape  from  the  hands  of  Grant  and  Sheridan 
and  not  run  into  the  arms  of  Thomas,  no  more  battles  on  a  great  scale  need  be  expected.  No 
more  soutbem  armies  exist,  but  only  bodies  of  from  twenty  to  thirty  thousand  men,  which, 
being  without  connexions  between  themselves,  can,  at  the  most,  only  carry  on  a  guerilla  war. 
The  probability  is  that  the  moral  power  of  the  victory  will  prevent  even  this,  and  that  the 
south  will  see  that  nothing  is  left  it  but  submission. 

Since  October  19,  1781,  .when  Comwallis  surrendered  himself  to  the  champions  of  liberty 
in  North  America,  and  by  which  event  the  existence  of  the  Union  was  sealed,  no  day  is  more 
memorable  than  that  on  which  Richmond  fell.  Eight  years  had  not  elapsed  after  the  day  of 
Yorktown  when  Europe  witnessed  the  French  revolution.  As  the  victory  of  the  American 
republic  called  forth  tnen  in  Europe  the  greatest  event  which  our  continent  has  witnessed 
since  the  reformation,  so  will  the  present  victory  of  the  American  republic  send  the  surging 
waves  over  to  Europe.  We  very  much  deceive  ourselves  if  all  the  potentates  of  Europe  have 
not  felt  a  peculiar  chill  at  the  fall  of  Richmond.  The  people,  on  the  conti*ary,  feel  m  their 
hearts  the  exultation  of  beaming  hope. 

Of  all  the  nations,  however,  the  Swiss  are  the  first  to  congratulate  the  Uuion  on  her  vic- 
tory— they,  the  only  old  republicans  of  Europe,  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  monarchies,  and 
trusting  their  future  only  in  the  future  of  the  aemocratic  spirit  of  all  the  nations.  Switzerland 
alone  would  be  too  weak  to  be  the  rock  and  champion  of  republicanism.  Across  the  ocean, 
however,  there  stands  now  a  gpreat,  firm  republic,  powerful  enough  to  cope  with  any  eneray 
and  to  maintain  her  position  on  the  page  of^history.  In  the  self-reliant  power  with  which  she 
has  herself  healed  the  cancer  on  her  heart ;  in  the  fear  which  prevented  even  the  mightiest 
monarchies  of  Europe,  notwithstanding  their  most  sincere  desire,  from  troubling  her  conva- 
lescence, we  draw  the  assurance  df  safety  and  the  pledge  that  our  republic  will  also  not  perish, 
but  may,  perhaps,  at  some  future  day,  even  take  deeper  root  in  Europe. 

May  the  Union,  noble  and  magnanimous  towards  the  succumbed,  but  firm  as  a  rock  in 
her  principles,  follow  up  her  victory,  and  as  a  fruit  of  it  re-establish  her  national  life,  thor- 
oughly healed  from  the  former  evil,  in  order  that  it  may  become  and  always  remain  true  tbAt 
<*The  cause  of  democracy  and  freedom  most  triumph!'*

Sir  :  Your  defipatch  of  April  17,  apprising  me  of  the  assassinatioD  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln,  is  jast  received.  The  shocking  intelligence  has  already  been 
flashed  by  telegraph  all  over  Europe  several  days  earlier,  as  had  also  the  scarcely 
less  astounding  news  of  the  probably  fatal  attempt  upon  the  lives  of  Secretary 
and  Assistant  Secretary  Seward. 

No  words  can  convey  any  sort  of  idea  of  the  excitement  produced  among  all 
classes — rulere  and  people-— on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  At  first  no  one  was 
willing  to  believe  it.  The  news  was  too  terrible  for  belief.  But  soon  a  despatch 
from  Mr.  Adams,  in  London,  put  an  end  to  all  doubtsi  The  deed,  terrible  as  it 
was,  had  been  done,  and  the  roremost  man  of  all  the  world  in  the  hearts  of  mil- 
lions on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  4ay  stretched  in  death  by  the  dastardly  hand 
of  an  assassin. 

The  millions  in  America  who  loved  Mr.  Lincoln  as  a  father,  and  revered  him 
as  the  purest  and  greatest  of  patriotic  statesmen,  could  scarcely  have  mourned 
him  more  profoundly  than  did  the  masses  in  Europe.  Especially  dear  was  he 
to  the  citizens  of  this  little  republic  of  Switzerland,  where,  from  the  beginning 
of  our  great  struggle,  his  firm,  true  hand  has  ever  been  upheld  by  the  warm  sym- 
pathies and  prayers  of  a  free  and  gallant  people,  who  had  themselves  not  lon^ 
since  been  called  to  strangle  a  somewhat  similar,  though  far  less  iniquitous  and 
sanguinary  conspiracy  against  their  nation's  life. 

You  will  have  seen  how  all  Europe  is  moved.  I  am  able  to  do  nothing  but 
receive  visits  and  letters  of  condolence  from  citizens,  foreign  ministers,  and  the 
members  of  the  government.  These  last — some  of  them  at  least — I  will  -send 
you  with  my  next  despatch. 

Of  my  own  pe*^onal  grief  over  this  great  calamity,  this  is,  perhaps,  not  the 
place  to  speak,  bi  1 1  cannot  forbear.  Few  men  out  of  his  own  family  and  neigh- 
borhood were  so  circumstanced  as  to  know  Mr.  Lincoln  better  than  myself  up 
to  the  time  of  my  leaving  for  my  present  posi.  He  was  kind  to  me,  and  1 
loved  him  as  a  father.     I  mourn  him  now  as  my  dearest  earthly  friend. 

I  pray  God  that  the  blow  of  the  assassin  may  not  have  proved  fatal  to  Mr. 
Seward  and  his  son.    Asking  you  to  express  to  them,  if  living,  my  most  pro- 
found and  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  and  our  country's  great  suffering.

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Later  I  will  forward  to  the  State  Department  copies  or  the  originals  of  the 
addresses  now  coming  into  the  legation  from  the  cantons,  cities,  and  communes, 
near  and  remote,  of  Switzerland.

The  federal  cotmcil  have  been  apprised  bj  the  public  papers  of  the  horrible  crime,  the  vic- 
tims of  which  are  two  of  the  most  worthy  and  most  noble  citizens  and  statesmen  of  the  United 
States.  One  cry  of  horror  and  indignation  at  this  act^inspired  by  the  most  brutal  passion  and 
the  most  heinous  fanaticism,  has  resounded  through  the  whole  civilized  world,  and  particu- 
larly through  Switzerland,  a  country  whose  analogous  institutions  unite  it  so  closely  with 
its  great  sister  republic. 

The  federal  council  hasten  to  address  their  most  sincere  condolence  to  the  honorable  min- 
ister resident  of  the  United  States  in  Switzerland,  by  expressing  to  him  their  profound  grief 
over  this  shocking  event,  and  the  strong  sympathv  whlcn  they  reel  at  this  great  calamity. 

Free  Switzerland,  with  similar  institutions,  will  not  cease  to  devote  all  her  sympathies  to 
free  America  and  to  her  tendencies,  inspired  by  truth  and  humanity — sympathies  deriving 
new  strength  from  this  catastrophy. 

The  federal  council  cannot  conclude  without  expressing  the  consoling  hope  that  the  new 
Union,  reconstituted  under  the  auspices  of  fraternity  and  reconciliation,  will  follow  with  in- 
creased energy  the  path  which  Providence  has  traced  out  for  her,  and  erect  before  the  eyes  of 
the  world  the  most  sublime  monument  to  the  glory  of  the  illustrious  victim. 

With  these  sentiments,  the  federal  council  have  the  honor  to  renew  to  Mr.  Fogg  the  as- 
surance of  their  high  consideration.

The  undersigned,  minister  resident  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Switzerland,  takes 
the  earliest  opportunity,  after  a  return  from  a  short  journey,  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
the  note  of  liieir  excellencies  of  the  high  federal  council,  expressing  their  horror  of  the  fearful 
act  which  has  deprived  his  country  of  its  great  and  wise  chief,  and  plunged  a  whole  great 
people  in  the  profoundest  grief. 

This  note  will  be  forwarded  without  delay  to  Washington,  where,  if  anything  can  alleviate 
the  g^reat  national  bereavement,  it  is  the  universal  manifestation  of  regret  with  which  all 
Europe,  and  especially  Switzerland,  share  the  grief  of  the  American  people,  and  mourn  the 
great  and  good  man,  so  suddenly  struck  down  in  the  midst  of  his  laoors  for  the  glory  and 
regeneration  of  his  country. 

Among  the  incidents  of  his  residence  in  Switzerland  the  undersigned  will  always  remember, 
with  the  liveliest  satisfaction,  that  in  all  the  long  struggle  which,  during  four  years,  has  de- 
veloped the  great  oualities  of  President  Lincoln,  now  recognized  and  honored  by  the  whole 
world,  the  sympatnies  of  Switzerland  have  never  failed  to  be  on  the  side  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States. 

If  other  governments  have  sympathized  with  a  rebellion  against  popular  institutions  and 
in  fovor  of  despotism,  the  government  and  people  of  the  Helvetic  republic  have  never  wavered 
in  their  friendsnip  towards  a  groat  sister  republic  and  in  fidelity  to  their  own  ancient  traditions. 

For  this  new  testimony  of  niendship  ana  warm  wishes  for  the  reconstitution  of  the  American 
Union,  expressed  by  the  high  federal  council,  as  well  as  for  their  sympathy  in  a  great 
national  grief,  the  undersigpied  tenders  to  their  excellencies  his  sincere  thanks.

Sir  :  Tour  circular,  dated  May  16,  enclosing  two  printed  copies  of  the  Presi- 
dent's proclamation  of  the  10th  instant,  relative  to  insnrsent  cruisers,  is  received, 
and,  agreeably  to  your  direction,  I  this  morning  waitea  upon  the  president  of 
the  confederation  and  pl%ced  one  of  said  copies  in  his  hands. 

The  president  remarked  that  he  had  already  perused  a  Qennan  translation 
of  the  pmclamatiou,  and  that  he  thought  it  timely  and  just.  If  there  was  ever 
a  justification  for  conceding  maritime  belligerent  rights  to  the  rebels,  there  could 
seem  to  bie  now  no  excuse  for  continuing  such  concession  by  any  neutral  or 
friendly  power. 

The  president  expressed  himself  enthusiastically,  as  he  always  does,  in  relation 
to  the  future  of  our  great,  free  republic,  which,  with  slavery  destroyed,  would 
leave  no  stain  upon  her  escutcheon,  at  which  the'friends  of  liberty  and  popular 
institutions  in  other  lands  would  be  compelled  to  blush.  He  also  asked  particu- 
larly after  the  state  of  Mr.  Seward's  health,  and  in  reply  to  my  assurance  of  his 
steadily  improving  condition,  he  wished  me  to  express  to  Mr.  Seward  the  pro- 
found wishes  of  the  entire  government  and  people  of  Switzerland  for  his  speedy 
and  complete  recovery,  and  to  felicitate  him,  as  also  President  Johnson,  upon 
the  end  of  the  war  and  the  near  approach  of  a  re-established  Union,  based  on 
political  equality  and  universal  liberty.

Sie:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  to  the  State  Department,  by  the 
hand  of  Henry  A.  Smythe,  esquire,  of  New  York,  appointed  bearer  of  des- 
patches to  Washington,  two  bound  volumes,  containing  over  300  original  ad* 
dresses  of  congratulation,  sympathy,  and  condolence,  from  the  various  cantonal 
governments,  municipalities,  communes,  associations,  schools,  and  leading  citi- 
zens of  Switzerland,  expressive  of  the  universal  joy  occasioned  by  the  triumph^ 
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atit  snppreBsion  of  the  rebellion  in  the  United  States ;  the  destraction  of  slavery, 
and  the  re-establishment  of  the  American  Union,  and  of  the  qnite  as  universal 
sorrow  over  the  assassination  of  the  late  President  Lincoln,  the  events  of  whose 
life,  and  the  moment  and  manner  of  whose  death,  will  enshrine  him  iu  the 
Pantheon  of  history  as  the  most  illustrions  character  of  modem  times. 

The  volumes  contain  official  addresses  from  the  governments  of  twenty-one 
cantons,  (all  save  one,  Fribourg,)  something  more  than  20,000  original  auto- 
graphs,, comprising  all  the  members  of  the  federal  council,  members  of  the 
cantonal  government,  magistrates,  clergymen,  and  military  officers. 

In  truth,  they  comprise  the  aggregate  and  congregate  voice  of  all  Switzerland, 
whose  heart,  hopes,  and  prayers,  have  been  with  our  government  in  all  the  long, 
and  bloody,  and  sometimes  apparently  doubtful  struggle,  through  which  we  have 
passed. 

As  these  various  addresses  have  been  sent  or  brought  to  me  by  delegations 
or  committees  I  have  been  obliged  to  make  many  brief  speeches  and  write  many 
letters,  returning  thanks  in  behalf  of  the  government  and  people  of  the  United 
States  for  a  sympathy  as  sincere  and  deep  as  it  was  universal. 

Trusting  that  these  addresses  and  memorials  will  be  sacredly  preserved  in  the 
arohives  of  the  State  Department  as  evidence  of  the  solidarity  of  sentiments  and 
aspirations  between  the  people  of  Switzerland  and  those  of  the  United  States,

Sir  :  In  presenting  your  letter  of  credence  to  his  excellency  the  President  of 
the  Swiss  confederation,  it  will  be  proper  for  you,  while  assuring  him  of  the 
friendly  sentiments  of  the  government  and  people  of  this  country,  to  state  that 
the  United  States,  during  their  recent  struggle  for  unity  and  for  the  supremacy 
of  their  national  government,  have,  among  other  adverse  influences,  had  to 
contend  with  a  disposition,  at  least  on  the  part  of  some  foreign  powers,  to  inter- 
fere in  the  contest.  In  opposing  tliis  disposition  they  have  not  been  unmindful 
that  the  integrity  of  the  Swiss  government  was  under  similar  circumstances  ex- 
ternally threatened;  but  the  Swiss  nation,  by  prudence  and  firmness,  success- 
fully averted  the  danger.  The  recollection  of  that  successful  achievement  of 
Swiss  wisdom  and  virtue  had  no  small  effect  in  cheering  us  and  enabling  as  to 
persevere  in  the  same  course.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  my  successor,  Mr.  Harrington* 
reached  Berne  last  Friday,  the  13th  instant.     The  same  day  I  called  upon  the 
president  of  the  confederation  to  ask  as  early  a  day  as  convenient  for  the  re- 
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ception  of  the  new  minister.  The  president  named  Monday,  the  16th  instant, 
at  noon,  as  the  day  and  hoar.  Accordingly,  precisely  at  noon  to-day  I  accom- 
panied Mr.  Harrington  to  the  executive  chamber  in  the  Palais  Federal,  where 
we  were  received  by  the  president  and  the  chancellor  of  the  confederation. 

On  presenting  my  letter  of  recall  I  addressed  some  brief  remarks  to  the  pres- 
ident, agreeably  to  the  general  tenor  of  your  instructions.  I  send  you  herewith 
copies  of  my  address  to  the  president  and  of  the  president's  response.  I  also 
send,  by  permission  of  Mr.  Harrington,  copies  of  his  remarks  and  of  the  presi- 
dent's ret^ponse. 

As  the  train  is  waiting  which  takes  me  to  Paris  on  my  way  home,  yon  will 
please  excuse  the  brevity  of  this  despatch.

Mr,  Fogg*8  address  to  President  Schenk, 

Mr.  President  :  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  jonr  excellency  the  enclosed  letter  from 
Mr.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  advising  you  of  my  proposed  retirement 
from  the  mission  with  which  I  have  been  honored  for  several  years  near  the  government  of  the 
Swiss  Confederation  In  porforming  this  duty  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  assure  your  excellency,  as 
I  am  instructed  to  do,  of  the  friendly  sentiments  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  towards 
the  government  and  people  of  Switzerland,  and  of  his  determination  to  lose  no  opportunity  to 
improve  and  strengthen  the  relations  of  sympathy  and  good  will  so  long  and  so  happily  sub- 
sisting between  the  two  countries.  I  should  do  injustice  to  my  own  feelings,  Mr.  rresident, 
if  I  did  not,  in  this  hour  of  parting,  say  something  more.  When  I  entered  upon  my  mission 
here,  my  country  was  just  entering  upon  the  most  fearful  crisis  that  can  try  a  nation — a 
civil  war — in  which  two  diverse  and  hostile  civilizations  are  contending  for  the  mastery,  and 
where,  the  sword  once  drawn,  the  one  combatant  or  the  other  must  pensh.  I  need  not  tell 
you  that  this  great  crisis  is  happily  passed,  the  government  and  republican  institutions  of  the 
United  States,  emerging  from  their  baptism  of  blood,  stronger  than  ever.  Slavery,  our  great 
national  reproach,  has  perished  in  the  conflict  it  provoked;  and  henceforth  no  incubus 
remains  to  cripple  the  influence  or  stay  the  ad/ancement  of  liberal  principles  and  popular 
government  upon  the  American  continent. 

Many  new  and  important  questions  will  undoubtedly  arise  out  of  the  armed  conflict  which 
has  just  closed,  and  whose  solution  will  tax  the  wisdom  of  the  wisest.  Of  their  peaceable 
solution,  however,  in  accordance  with  the  demands  of  reason  and  justice,  I  have  no  doubt. 

Mr.  President,  I  have  alluded  to  this  subject  because  I  know  how  profound  is  the  interest 
which  the  republicans  of  Switzerland  feel  in  regard  to  all  that  concerns  their  great  sister 
republic  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  I  shall  never  forget  the  friendly  sympathies  with 
woich  our  long  struggle  with  rebellion  was  watched,  and  the  joyful  enthusiasm  with  which 
the  triumph  of  the  government  was  hailed  in  every  portion  of  the  Swiss  Confederation.  Still 
less  can  1  forget  the  universal  expression  of  indignation  and  mourning  which  followed  the 
assassination  of  our  great  and  generous  President,  whose  fidelity,  wisdom,  and  moderation 
had  been  so  conspicuous  as,  even  in  a  bloody  war,  to  extort  the  a[dmiration  of  the  world. 

Mr.  President,  I  bid  you,  and  through  you,  all  your  colleagues  of  the  federal  council,  fare- 
well. I  return  to  my  country  to  find  it  more  happy  than  when  I  left  it.  I  shall  carry  with 
me  precious  memories  of  your  free  and  beautiful  laud,  and  of  your  people,  whose  independence 
and  liberties  may  God  preserve. 


President  Schenk^s  response  to  Mr,  Fogg* 
[Translation.] 

Mr.  Minister  :  By  the  letter  yon  have  just  now  communicated  to  us,  we  have  learned 
that  you  are  going  to  leave  our  country,  and  to  retire  from  the  mission  with  which  you  were 
charged  by  your  government  near  the  Confederation  during  late  ^ears. 

During  this  time  the  eyes  of  the  Swiss  people  and  of  the  whole  world  were  fixed  almost 
exclusively  on  the  great  events  of  your  country.  We  saw— not  spring  into  existence,  for  it 
existed  and  was  in  preparation  through  a  decade  of  vears— but  burst  into  action,  the  rebellion, 
which  tended  to  nothing  less  than  to  tear  asunder  the  glorious  Union  of  North  America.  We 
saw  it  suddenly  plunged  into  a  war,  which  became  trom  year  to  year  more  vast  and  mor« 
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fonnidable.  We  saw  the  star-spangled  banner  of  the  republic  snrrounded  by  enemies  and  by 
dangers ;  bat  we  saw  also  that  it  was  protected  b^  a  heroic  nation,  and  that  the  greater  the 
danger,  and  multiplied  force  of  enemies,  the  more  did  strength,  unity,  confidence,  and  patriot- 
ism increase.  During  this  time,  the  Swiss  people — I  dare  will  aver  it— shared  with  you,  Mr. 
Minister,  in  the  sorrow,  indignation,  fears,  hopes,  trust,  and,  at  last,  also^  in  the  joy,  when 
humanity  triumphed  over  slavery,  and  the  republic  over  its  enemies  within  and  without. 
The  Swiss  people  felt  only  too  well  that  the  fate  of  the  great  republic  involved  also  a  portion 
of  their  own  destinies.  That  period  will  remain  inscnoed  with  all  those  emotions  on  our 
memories,  and  we  cannot  remember  them  without  calling  to  mind  at  the  same  time  the  worthy 
representative  of  the  United  States  who  has  become  so  united  in  feeling  with  and  so  dear 
tons. 

Carnr  with  you,  Mr.  Minister,  our  thanks  for  the  assurances  of  good  will  you  have  been 
pleasea  in  the  name  of  your  government  to  renew  to  us,  and  please  to  say  to  your  govern- 
ment how  happy  we  are  to  witness  the  continuance  and  the  strengthening  of  the  relations  of 
sympathy  which  so  happily  exist  between  the  two  republican  nations. 


Jlfr.  Harrington's  address  to  President  Schenk. 

Mr.  pREsroEKT:  In  presenting  to  your  excellency  my  letter  of  credence  as  minister  resi- 
dent of  the  United  States  near  the  Swiss  Confederation,  I  am  instructed  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  assure  you  of  the  friendly  sentiments  entertained  by  the  government  and  people  of 
the  United  States  towards  the  Swiss  Confederation. 

I  am  ftg^ther  authorized  to  say  that  the  United  States  in  their  recent  struggle  for  utiity  and 
for  the  supremacv  of  the  national  government,  have,  among  other  adverse  inflaences,  bad  to 
contend  with  a  disposition,  at  least  on  the  part  of  some  foreign  powers,  to  interfere  in  the 
contest.  In  opposing  this  disposition  they  have  not  been  unmindrul  that  the  integrity  of  the 
Swiss  Confederation  was  under  similar  circumstances  externally  threatened,  but  the  Swiss 
nation,  by  prudence  and  firmness,  successfully  averted  the  danger.  The  recollection  of  that 
successful  achievement  of  Swiss  wisdom  and  virtue  had  no  smini  effect  in  cheering  ua  and 
enabling  us  to  persevere  in  the  same  course. 

It  win  be  my  pleasure,  Mr.  President,  as  well  as  my  duty,  to  preserve,  and,  if  possible,  to 
frtrengthen  the  friendly  relations  so  happily  existing  between  the  two  republics. 


President  Schenk^s  response  to  Mr,  Harrington, 
[Translation.] 

On  receiving  the  communication  which  you  have  just  made  to  me,  I  must  at  once  express 
our  great  satisfaction  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  not  allowed  any  interval 
in  the  representation  in  Switzerland.  We  see  therein,  with  great  pleasure,  proof  positive  of 
the  interest  it  feels  for  the  Swiss  people  and  government,  of  which  we  are  happy  now  to 
receive  new  assurances.  We  also  attach  g^at  importance  to  the  continuance  of^tnis  friend- 
ship, and  will  not  forget  on  our  part  to  do  all  that  depends  on  us  to  keep  up  and  add  to  the 
friendly  relations  which  exist  between  the  two  countries.  You  have  pleased  to  tell  us  that 
in  the  recent  contest  the  government  and  people  remember  the  partially  analogous  position 
in  which  Switzerland  was  placed  some  years  ago,  when  a  part  of  the  cantons  took  arms 
against  the  confederation,  and  foreign  powers  menaced  us  with  their  interference.  Yon 
remark  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  found  encouragement  in  the  recollection  of  the 
course  which  in  that  condition  had  been  followed  by  the  confiSderation,  and  the  success  which 
had  crowned  that  course.  Allow  me  to  reply,  Mr.  Minister,  that  the  encouragement  which 
the  United  States  may  have  found  in  our  recent  history  is  but  little  in  comparison  with  the 
fresh  impulse  and  additional  strength  which  our  thoughts  and  our  republican  convictions 
have  drawn  out  from  your  magnifacent  history  of  recent  years.  When  after  the  terrible 
assassination  of  President  Lincoln,  happening  at  a  most  critical  moment,  the  republic,  with- 
out being  shaken  for  an  instant,  continued  its  course  with  a  sure  and  firm  step,  that  was  for 
us,  as  for  you,  a  triumph  of  republican  institutions,  and  powerful  strengthening  of  all  hearts 
in  the  love  of  these  institutions. 

Accept,  Mr.  Minister,  the  assurance  of  our  deep  sympathy  in  the  happiness  of  your  country, 
for  the  JPresident  and  his  government  who  have  sent  you  to  us,  ana  be  convinced  that  we 
will  endeavor  to  facilitate,  as  much  as  will  depend  on  us,  the  accomplishment  of  the  missioQ 
with  which  you  are  charged.

Si«  :  On  the  20th  of  June  last  your  predecessor,  Mr.  Fogg,  transinitted  to  this 
department  a  despatch,  No.  93,  which  was  accompanied  by  two  large  folio 
volnmes.  The  contents  were  in  manuscript.  These  consisted  of  addresses  and 
other  communications  fi'om  the  government  of  Switzerland,  the  governments  of 
its  several  cantons,  the  municipalities  and  corporations  and  the  citizens  of 
Switzerland,  to  the  government  and  people  of  the  United  States.  All  of  these 
had  been  elicited  by  some  one  or  more  of  the  great  events  which  occurred  in  this 
country  on  or  about  the  middle  of  April  last,  namely,  the  surrender  of  the  insur- 
rectionary armies,  the  realization  of  the  abolition  of  slavery,  the  close  of  our 
civil  war,  the  assassination  of  the  late  President,  Abraham  Lincoln,  with  com- 
hioed  conspiracies  and  assaults  against  the  Vice-President  and  other  persons 
connected  with  the  government,  the  inauguration  of  the  present  Ctief  Magistrate, 
and  the  auspicious  beginning  of  his  administration. 

These  papers  were  from  time  to  time  delivered  to  and  acknowledged  by  Mr. 
Foffg,  and  on  their  being  received  at  this  department  they  were  immediately 
laid  before  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  whom  they  were  read  with 
feelings  of  profound  and  affectionate  gratitude  to  the  government  and  people  of 
Switzerland.  He  remarked  with  especial  satisfaction  the  unanimity  of  that  peo- 
ple, the  benevolent  and  fraternal  character  of  their  sympathies  with  the  govern- 
ment and  people  of  the  United  States,  and  the  hopefulness  of  their  sentiments 
concerning  tlie  prosperity  and  advancement  of  the  free  institutions  of  self-gov- 
ernment He  was  deeply  affected  also  by  the  generosity  of  their  tributes  which 
the  precious  volumes  contained  to  the  memory  of  his  predecessor,  who  had  given 
up  bis  life  a  sacrifice  for  the  principles  of  this  government,  now  so  intimately 
connected  wiih  the  great  cause  of  humanity  throughout  the  world. 

It  was  the  President's  direction  that  the  papers  should  be  deposited  as  a  per- 
petnal  memorial  in  the  archives  of  the  government,  and  that  the  sentiments  they 
contained  should  be  communicated  in  due  season  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States.  It  was  further  his  direction  that  an  acknowledgment  of  the  precious 
tributes  should  be  promptly  made.  It  devolves  upon  this  department  to  exe- 
cute this  last  direction.  Casual tfes  which  occurred  early  in  the  year  arrested 
the  efficiency  of  the  department,  and  caused  the  delay  which  I  have  now  to  ex- 
cuse. You  will  read*  this  despatch  to  the  minist^  of  foreign  affairs  of  the  re- 
public of  Switzerland,  and  give  him  a  copy  of  it,  if  he  will  consent  to  receive  the 
Bame  and  you  will  at  the  same  time  inform  the  minister  that  it  will  be  deemed 
a  favor  if  you  shall  be  permitted  to  promulgate  the  despatch,  and  thus  to  make  • 
known  in  the  most  effectual  way  possible  ihe  grateful  sentiments  which  have 
heen  awakened  in  the  government  and  people  of  the  United  States  towards  the 
government  and  people  of  Switzerland,  by  the  manifestations  they  ha«^e  thus 
given  us  of  their  sympathies  and  friendship. 

I  subjoin  a  list  of  the  addresses  and  other  papers  received  from  Mr.  Fogg, 
and  venture  to  ask  that  it  may  be  published  together  with  this  despatch,  with  a 
desire  that  the  various  parties  therein  named  will  be  pleased  to  regard  that  pub- 
lication as  an  acknowledgment  made  to  themselves.  It  is  confessed  that  in 
adopting  this  summary  form  of  acknowledgment,  1  am  unable  to  give  full  tmd 
discriminate  expression  of  the  sentiment  of  the  United  States ;  but  proceedings 
on  the  part  of  the  government  of  Switzerland  vary  so  much,  and  go  generously, 
from  customary  forms,  of  national  intercourse,  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  bring 
say  response  to  them  within  any  measure  of  acknowledgments  heretofore  adopted 
lu  mtemational  correspondence.

No.  69.]  LEa4TioN  of  the  United  States  in  Japan, 

Kanagawa,  December  6,  1864. 

Sir  :  As  you  have  been  already  adyised  bj  telegram  of  the  29tb  ultimo,  via 
San  Francisco,  Major  George  Walter  Baldwin  and  Lieutenant  Robert  N.  Bird, 
officers  of  the  2d  .battalion,  20th  regiment  of  Bri&h  army,  stationed  at  this 
place,  were  murdered  on  the  21  st  ultimo,  by  two  yakunins,  whHe  ia  citizen's  dress, 
near  Eamakura,  within  the  treaty  limits.  The  murder  was  witnessed  by  several 
unarmed  Japanese,  who  were  laboring  at  a  short  distance  firom  the  place,  and 
the  assassins  immediately  fled. 

Intelligence  of  this  sad  event  was  communicated  to  the  foreign  representation 
about  midnight  of  that  day,  and  it  was  stated  one  of  the  officers  was  still  alive  ; 
but  when  the  British  officials  and  escort  arrived  at  the  place,  about  3  a.  m.  the 
next  day,  both  officers  were  found  dead  and  the  bodies  placed  on  mats  in  the 
nablic  highway,  with  a  rough  shed  over  them  and  fearfully  cut  to  pieces,  as  has 
been  invariably  the  case  in  all  such  assassinations. 

I  united  with  my  colleague  of  France  in  conmiissioning  the  Abbd  Mermet  de 
Cachon,  attached  to  his  legation,  to  proceed  to  Yedoand  represent  to  the  Gorogio 
that  the  murder  had  caused  great  excitement  in  the  regiment,  as  the  officers 
were  much  beloved,  and  that  it  might  be  impossible  to  guard  against  retaliatory 
measures*  W^  thought  this  suggestion  mignt  increase  the  desire  and  efforts  for 
the  arrest  of  the  murderers.  The  Abb6  Mermet  on  his  return  reported  that  the 
Gorogio  very  earnestly,  and  apparently  with  entire  sincerity,  promised  that  no 
effort  should  be  omitted  to  bring  the  offenders  to  punishment. 

I  enclose  Nos.  1  and  2,  copy  of  my  letter  to  the  Gorogio,  and  translation  of 
their  reply. 

I  have  not  failed  to  give  the  British  minister  my  hearty  cooperation,  hav- 
ing at  his  request  been  presept  at  all  the  interviews  he  has  bad  with  the 
Japanese  Vice-Minister  Sasai  Hida  No  Kami  and  the  governors  of  foreign  affisdrs 
associated  with  him.  I  have  also  at  his  request  carefufiy  examined  the  evidence 
taken  by  the  British  consul,  with  a  view  to  such  suggestions  for  further  inquiry 
as  I  might  deem  necessary,  and  to  such  representations  as  the  testimony  already 
taken  might  render  proper  to  be  addressed  to  the  Japanese  government. 

We  have  been  ^rced  to  the  painful  conclusion  that  one  of  the  officers. 
Lieutenant  Bird,  must  have  been  put  to  death  as  late  as  9  or  10  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  the  attack  having  been  made  on  them  between  4  and  5  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon ;  and  if  so,  then  by  other  than  the  two  murderers,  as  they  immedi- 
ately left  the  place.  One  Japanese  witness  testifies  that  the  younger  officer. 
Lieutenant  Bird,  asked  that  a  messenger  should  be  sent  to  Yokohama  to  five  in- 
telligence of  their  condition  ;  another  that  this  officer  asked  for  water  and  drunk 
it ;  two  others  that  after  the  murderers  escaped  they  saw  one  of  the  offic^ 

iid^itified,  from  his  position  when  seen,  as  Lieutenant  Bird)  sitting  up  and  then 
all  back.  In  short,  eleven  witnesses  in  some  form  or  other  testify  to  his  having 
been  alive  after  the  escape  of  the  murderers.  And  ^et  the  post-mortem  exam- 
ination disclosed  the  fact,  that  the  spinal  chord  had  been  completely  severed,  the 
wound  being  of  a  character  which  rendevtd  it  impossible  n>r  him  to  live  after 
its  infliction.  Nor  is  it  open  to  the  explanation  that  the  spinal  column  only  was 
cot  through,  as  found  on  the  examination,  and  that  tlie  chord  might  have  been 
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ruptured  by  moving  the  body  after  death,  as  the  surgeons  who  made  the  exam- 
ination testify  that  the  chord  was  severed  by  a  clean  ent ;  and  fiirther,  it  is  not 
possible  he  could  have  sat  up,  even  if  it  were  not  severed*  with  so  fearful  a  cut 
through  the  bone  alone. 

This  evidence  made  a  profound  impression  on  the  vice-minister.  The  fearful 
suspicion  excited,  together  with  the  tardiness  of  the  governor  of  this  place  in 
making  known  to  the  foreign  representatives  the  intelligence  he  had  received, 
(a  delay  of  nearly  three  hours  being  admitted,  which  he  says,  in  excuse,  were 
occupied  in  giving  instructions  to  his  oflficers,  and  with  a  report  to  Yedo,)  in- 
duced me  to  concur  with  the  British  minister  in  his  opinion  that  the  govei  nor 
should  be  dismissed  from  office.  The  vice-minister  asked  that  no  formal  demand 
should  be  made,  as  that  might  embarrass  the  action  of  the  Gorogio.  The  gov- 
ernor has  been  dismissed. 

I  hope  that  our  improved  relations  and  the  increased  poWer  of  the  Tycoon's 
government  will  impart  to  it  the  desire  and  ability  to  bring  the  offenders  to 
justice.

We  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  intelligence  of  the  mnrder  of  two  Britsh  offioen 
iff  the  vicinity  of  the  town  of  Pruatshee,  in  Soshu,  (Sagami,)  has  filled  us  with  pain  and  hor- 
ror. Since  the  opening  of  the  ports  many  deplorable  events  occurred,  and  we  always  did 
all  in  our  power  to  arrest  the  culprits,  but  without  success. 

This  makes  us  despair,  and  grieves  us  exceedingly.  We  must  say,  however,  that  al- 
though the  troubled  state  of  part  of  our  country  favors  the  rising  of  such  banditti,  we  have 
better  meaus  than  formerly  of  discovering  them.  We  are  awaie  that,  should  we  fail  to  ap- 
prehend the  murderers,  our  friendly  relations  might  be  jeoparded.  This  is  a  matter  of  the 
greatest  importance.  We  have,  therefore,  sent  the  vice-minister  of  foreign  affairs  to  your 
place  to  make  an  investigation,  and  direct  the  measures  to  be  taken  to  insure  a  saccMsful 
result. 

We  had  a  conference  to-day  with  Mr.  Cachou,  who  fully  explained  to  us  the  impressions 
and  observations  of  the  ministers  in  regard  to  this  murder,  and  feel  convinced  of  the  accuracy 
and  great  weight  of  his  communication,  which  will  stimulate  our  exertions  to  arrest  the  cul- 
prits. We  have  made  it  a  point  of  absolute  dut^  to  come  to  a  satisfactory  conclosion  before 
the  departure  of  Sir  Rutheribrd  Alcock,  the  minister  of  Great  Britain,  which  we  state  to  your 
excellency  with  respect  and  esteem.

The  questions  you  have  been  obliged  to  consider,  and  the  measures  which 
you  have  found  it  necessary  to  adopt  in  maintaining  the  treaty -guaranteed  rights 
of  the  United  States  in  Japan,  were  very  grave  and  important.  The  difficulties 
of  the  case  were  greatly  enhanced  by  the  manifest  need  there  was  for  intimate, 
cordial  and  hearty  co-operation  between  yourself  and  the  representatives  of  the 
other  western  powers.  Having  carefully  examined  the  proceedings,  1  am  au- 
thorized by  the  President  to  assure  you  they  are  fully  approved.  *  *  *

No.  71.]  Legation  op  the  United  States  in  Japan, 

Kanagawa,  December  29,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  you  that  Shimidzu  Seigi,  one  of  the 
murderers  of  Major  Baldwin  and  Lieutenant  Bird,  has  been  arrested  and  be- 
headed, and  that  the  Bsmie  fate  has  befallen  two  of  his  comrades,  who,  though  not 
present  at  the  time  of  the  murder,  formed  a  part  of  the  band  associated  for  the 
destruction  of  foreigners. 

The  two  latter  were  first  arrested,  having,  in  company  with  Seigi,  made  a  forced 
levy  on  some  Japanese  farmers,  claiming  they  should  contribute  to  their  sup- 
port, as  they,  the  Lronius,  were  combined  for  the  purpose  of  exterminating  for- 
eigners. The  farmers  succeeded  in  effecting  the  arrest  of  all  but  the  principal 
offender,  though  several  were  severely  wounded,  and  two  of  their  number  have 
not  survived  their  wounds. 

The  Lronius  were  brought  to  this  place  and  publicly  beheaded. 

Some  time  after  their  execution  Seigi,  having  been  traced  by  means  of  the 
money  taken  from  the  farmers,  among  which  were  some  old  coins,  was  likewise 
apprehended.  He  was,  after  his  trial  at  Yedo,  brought  to  this  place,  confronted 
with  the  witnesses  who  saw  the  murder  at  Kamakura,  and  in  the  presen  ce  of 
the  British  vice-consul  fully  identified  as  one  of  the  murderers.  He  was  then 
paraded  through  the  Japanese  and  foreign  quarters  of  the  town,  preceded  by  a 
placard  stating  his  crime  and  sentence,  and  the  next  day  was  beheaded  in  the 
preseuce  of  numerous  spectators,  including  the  battalion  of  the  20th  regiment, 
the  battalion  of  royal  marines,  the  artillery,  and  a  great  number  of  naval  and 
military  officers.  Thus  for  the  first  time  has  punishment  been  inflicted  on  Jap- 
anese for  the  murder  of  foreigners.  The  offenders  were  two-aworded  men  and 
said  to  be  well  educated.  I  saw  the  murderer  Seigi  as  he  was  paraded  through 
the  Btveets.  He  appeared  to  be  a  resolute,  desperate  man,  totally  unaffected  by 
his  situation  unless,  indeed,  glorying  in  it.  He  improvised  a  soug  as  he  was 
aken  through  the  streets,  and  sang  even  up  to  the  moment  of  his  death. 
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The  government  bave  caused  notices  to  ^be  affixed  at  tbe  places  wbere  public 
notices  are  pat  up  at  Kamakura#  and  at  this  place,  of  tbe  sentence  and  ponisb- 
ment  of  Seigi ;  and  bis  bead  was  placed  for  five  days  near  tbe  bridge  over  tbe 
largest  stream  between  tbis  place  and  tbe  Tokaido. 

Tbis  energetic  action  of  tbe  government  will  probably  afford  greater  .protection 
to  foreigners  tban  bas  heretofore  been  extended,  bat  it  caA  scarcely  be  expected 
to  pat  a  stop  to  assassinations.  Some  desperate  characters  bearing  of  Seigi's 
bold  demeanor  and  of  bis  dying  declaration  that  foreigners  would  be  tbe  ruin  of 
Japan,  may  not  be  deterred  from  tbe  commission  of  similar  crimes,  but  rather 
inclined  to  covet  his  posthumous  fame. 

As  stated  above,  the  government  bave  caused  a  proclamation  to  be  placed  at 
prominent  points  within  tbe  treaty  limits,  to  insure  more  effectually  the  safety 
of  foreigners. 

Tbis  bas  been,  perhaps,  in  consequence  of  a  suggestion  I  made  to  the  vice- 
minister,  Sakai  Hida  no  Kami,  of  tbe  character  referred  to  in  my  unofficial  letu^r 
giving  you  an  account  of  tbe  murder,  that  tbe  officers  and  inhabitants  who  should 
tail  to  warn  foreigners  of  aa  apprehended  attack,  or  to  capture  those  engaged 
in  it,  should  be  punished.  *  j^  *  *  *  «

No.  72.]  Legation  of  the  United  States  in  Japan, 

Kanagatca,  December  30,  1 864. 

Sir  :  While  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  tbe  Tycoon  is  far  more  powerful 
than  tbe  Mikado,  and  bas  at  bis  command  tbe  wealth  and  military  force  of  tbe 
empire,  tbe  influenee  of  the  latter  has,  of  late  years,  been  frequently  and  po- 
tentially exerted  inr  controlling  public  affairs,  and  determining  the  policy  of  the 
empire. 

Theoretically,  tbe  Mikado  is  the  Emperor,  and  the  Tycoon,  though  not  nom- 
inally even  next  in  rank,  is  clothed  with  the  executive  power  of  tbe  empire. 
The  Mikado  confers  all  titles  of  nobility,  and  any  edict  issued  by  him  must  be 
obeyed.  These  orders  may,  however,  be  easily  evaded  and  he  kept  in  ignorance 
of  such  disobedience,  in  consequence  of  bis  seclusion,  or,  if  openly  disregarded, 
the  Emperor  is  forced  to  submit,  because  destitute  of  means  to  enforce  obedience. 

As  I  have  explained,  tbis  shadow  of  power  may  become  real  and  formidable 
by  tbe  aid  of  Daimios,  who,  though  nominally  subject  to  the  Tycoon,  as  well 
as  tbe  Mikado,  toAj  be  emboldened  to  defy  the  Tycoon's  power,  especially  if 
shielded  by  tbe  orders  of  tbe  Mikado,  to  whom  fealty  is  first  due. 

I  bave  felt,  as  I  have  on  several  occasions  informed  you,  that  it  was  of  vital 
importance  to  obtain  tbe  sanction  of  tbe  Mikado  to  the  treaties.  There  can  be 
no  question  that  bis  public  proclamation  to  that  effect  wotlld  contribute  greatly 
to  the  peace  of  tbe  empire,  and  to  tbe  improvement  of  its  relations  with  foreign 
powers,  by  putting  it  out  of  the  power  of  tbe  hostile  Daimios  to  justify  their 
hostility,  by  tbe  real  or  pretended  opposition  of  tbe  Mikado  to  tbe  treaties. 

I  bave,  therefore,  frequently  urged  upon  tbe  Tycoon's  government  that  tbe 
Mikado's  assent  to  tbe  treaties  should  be  obtilined,  in  justice  to  the  treaty  pow- 
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era,  and  as  a  measure  of  security  and  stability  to  bis  own  government.  In  tbe 
nomeroas  interviews  before  and  consequent  09  the  operations  at  Simonoseki, 
my  colleagues  and  myself  united  in  pressing  this  closely  and  energetically  on 
the  government  of  the  Tycoon. 

We  have  been  assured  that  the  Mikado  and  Tycoon  were  at  length  in  accord 
on  this  subject,  and  that,  as  soon  as  the  Tycoon  had  completed  his  preparations 

for  the  security  of  the  Mikado,  the  latter  would  make  public  proclamation 
thereof ;  but  that  it  would  not  be  safe  for  him  to  do  so  at  present,  as  he  was 
surrounded  by  and  under  the  control  of  powerful  numbers  of  the  Sako  or  hos- 
tile party. 

The  Gorogio  finally  agreed  that  the  minister,  one  of  their  number  who  had  • 
represented  them  at  Kioto,  should  address  a  letter  to  the  ministers  of  treaty 
powers,  stating  that  the  Mikado  had  avowed  his  friendship  toward  foreigners, 
and  tliat  he  would  eoibrace  the  earliest  safe  opportunity  to  declare  the  same 
publicly.  Letter  No.  1  was  thereupon  sent  to  each  of  the  ministers,  but  was 
returned,  because  not  sufficiently  explicit.  It  was  again  transmitted  to  us  with 
a  confidential  enclosure,  of  which  I  now  send  translation.     (Enclosure  No.  2.) 

This  is  an  important  paper,  provided  we  are  assured  of  the  sincerity  of  the 
Tycoon's  government,  as  conclusive  upon  the  point  that  the  Mikado,. as  well 
as  the  Tycoon,  has  abandoned  all  hope  of  closing  the  ports  and  all  opposition 
to  the  treaties. 

A  large  force  has  been  sent  from  Yedo,  well  armed  and  disciplined,  uniformed 
for  the  first  time  like  foreign  troops,  to  swell  thcr  numbers  gathered  and  assem- 
bled at  Osacca  for  the  purpose  of  ^enforcing  the  sentence  against  Ghoshu.  I 
have  asked  that  information  be  given  of  the  progress  of  events,  but  cannot,  as 
yet,  say  whether  this  can  be  expected. 

I  also  enclose  No.  3,  translation  of  a  very  able  and  interesting  letter  sent  to 
the  British  minister  before  the  expedition  to  Simonoseki,  which  you  will  see 
contains  statements  corresponding  with  items  of  information  already  trans- 
mitted, and  which  I  am  inclined  to  regard  as  a  more  satisfactory  history  of  the 
intrigues  caused  by  the  treaties  than  we  have  hitherto  been  fortunate  enough  to 
obtain. 

So  many  of  the  facts  stated  are  known  to  be  true  as  to  justify  the  belief 
that  the  history  of  the  secret  conferences  at  Kioto  may  be  regarded  as  reliable.

The  present  state  of  the  relations  of  our  government  with  the  foreign  powers  has  been  well 
understood  and  acquiesced  in  at  Kioto,  as  I  stated  in  the  accompanying  letter  of  this  date, 
the  23d  ;  hence  the  sending  of  envoys  to  the  foreign  countries  has  been  abandoned,  and  the 
closing  of  ports  shall  not  be  mentioned ;  but  there  still  remains  hostile  persons,  and  the 
Cboshu  matter  has  not  been  disposed  of,  wherefore  I  cannot  communicate  tnis  to  you  in  an 
o£Bcial  letter ;  those  hostile  persons,  and  also  Cboshu,  will  soon  be  punished,  however,  and 
when  his  Majesty  the  Mikado  shall  have  been  informed  accordingly,  this  will  be  settled  defi- 
nitely, and  a  communication  again  be  made.  As  the  secret  meaning  could  not  be  made  per- 
'  fectly  clear  to  you  from  the  accompanying  letter  alone,  I  now  state  that  meaning  privately 
and  in  a  friendly  manner,  and  it  is  requested  that  you  will  keep  this  secret  and  not  let  It  be 
known.

•  [Translation.] 

A  Japanese  giving  an  account  of  the  state  of  affairs  at  present  existing  in  his  c«untry,  with 
a  glance  at  the  unsettled  and  agitated  feelings  of  its  inhabitants,  and  wishingwto  learn  by 
what  means  it  may  be  possible  to  change  or  calm  down  these  oppositiona  for  some  time 
prevailing. 

A  peculiar  state  of  affairs  exists  in  this  country.  The  person  who  is  our  Emperor  we 
call  Tensbi,  Son  of  Heaven;  he  lives  in  Kioto,  au4  for  a  long  time  (the  length  of  a  cotton- 
thread)  has  reigned  over  us.  The  higher  officers  surrounding  him,  as  his  immediate  minis- 
ters, we  call  Kang6.  In  olden  times  the  Mikado  governed  by  himself  with  the  assistance  of 
these  officers.  But  now  even  centuries  have  elapsed  since  the  government  fell  into  the  hand« 
of  a  man  of  a  military  character,  (Book^,)  the  Sai  Shogung,  (Tycoon,)  By  a  state  of  con- 
fusion introduced  into  the  government,  by  making  small  tnings  large,  and  reducing  large 
ones  by  bringing  about  violent  and  astonishing  changes,  the  government  assumed  a  new 
form  and  lapsed  into  the  hands  of  the  Tokugawa  dynasty,  whose  reign  has  continued  to  the 
present  day. 

For  more  than  three  hundred  years  the  government  was  carried  on  by  the  direct  line  of 
the  house  of  Tokugawa,  and  during  that  penod  the  country  enjoved  profound  peace. 

The  Mikado  left  everything  in  toe  hands  of  the  Tvcoon,  and  the  power  of  the  military, 
Book6,  came  far  to  exceed  that  of  the  officer  of  the  Mikado. 

At  this  period  Japan  was  closed,  and  of  all  nations,  the  Dutch  and  Chinese  alone  were 
privileged  to  have  trading  relations  with  us.  But  Commodore  Perry  appeared,  and  at  Uraga 
and  Yedo  insisted  upon  making  a  treatv  of  commerce  and  friendship.  The  Tvcoon  called  a 
meeting  of  Daimios,  and  put  before  them  the  demands  of  Perrv,  and  asked  their  opinion 
whether  the  ports  should  be  opened  for  foreign  intercourse,  or  whether  they  were  prepared 
to  engage  in  a  war  and  commence  hostilities. 

For  a  long  time  the  question  was  discussed,  but  no  person  of  sufficient  might  and  for^ 
thought  was  there  to  give  good  advice.  Among  those  most  opposed  to  the  Daimios  was 
the  prince  of  Mito,  but  as  they  were  not  prepared  for  war,  it^was  judged  better  to  defer 
hostilities. 

A  member  of  the  Cforogio,  a  very  clever  and  far-seeng  statesman,  Abe  Ise  no  KAmi,  know- 
ing well  all  the  merits  and  demerits  of  the  question  at  issue,  concluded  a  treaty,  when  Penj 
appeared  a  second  time,  without  any  further  reference  to  the  other  Daimios  and  the  national 
feelings,  and  conseouently  many  natiol^s  came  to  Japan.  But  the  people  who  were  on  the 
side  of  the  prince  of  Mito,  and  desirous  of  making  war  with  foreign  countries,  rather  than  sub- 
mit to  such  a  new  order  of  things,  have  made  of  Tate  years  great  disturbances,  (like  wasps  dis- 
turbed in  their  nests, )  retainers  of  Daimios,  throwing  up  their  masters  and  becoming  Lronius, 
were  goin^  through  the  c<>untry  assembling  people  of  their  own  ideas,  went  to  Kioto,  and 
represented  to  the  Mikado  that  foreigners  should  be  driven  out  of  the  country.  These  igno- 
rant people  further  represented  to  the'  Mikado  that  there  is  no  better  country  in  the  worid 
than  Japan,  producing  everything  good  for  man,  and  have,  therefore,  no  wants  from  without 
to  be  supplied,  and  that  now,  for  the  first  time,  we  have  had  intercourse  with  foreign  coun- 
tries— trade  ruins  the  interest  of  Ji^pan.  All  the  articles  of  daily  use  have  been  scarce,  and 
^reat  is  the  suffering  of  the  country  people  in  consequence ;  this  has  been  undoubtedly  the 
tuult  of  the  government  of  Tokugawa. 

The  Tycoon  has  ignored  the  MDnado,  and  his  authority  does  not  obey  his  orders,  but  looks 
only  to  his  own  advantage. 
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From  what  these  officers  report  to  the  Mikado  he  heUeves  them,  and  had  little  idea  of  the 
•treDgth  of  other  countries;  the  retainers  of  Choshu  also  trusted  in  the  Lronios,  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  forei^ers  ought  not  to  he  allowed  to  remain  any  longer  in  Japan. 

Three  traitorous  officers  of  the  Mikado,  Sango,  Anega  Kojo,  and  Nakajama  caused  much 
difficulty  by  raising  alarming  reports  and  making  false  and  unfounded  repres(>ntations  to  the 
Mikado.  The  power  of  the  court  of  Kioto,  however,  waxed  great  and  began  to  rise  like  the 
morning  sun,  in  its  strength,  while  that  of  Yedo  was  gradually  declining  like  a  setting  one. 

Thereupon,  Satsuma^  and  other  powerful  Daimios,  seeing  the  drift  of  things,  assembled  at 
Kioto,  and  took  counsel  together,  with  a  view  of  discussing  the  errors  of  the  government, 
and  of  applying  some  remedy  to  its  weakness.  Among  these  Daimios,  some  were  foremoHt 
in  proposing  to  put  off  the  closing  of  Japan  until  the  country  should  become  sufficiently  rich 
ana  powerful  to  accomplish  it  effectually,  and  without  dishonor.  But  Choshu,  backed  in  his 
designs  by  Anega  and  Sango,  succeeded  in  influencing  the  Mikado,  and  making  it  falsely 
known  that  the  Mikado  had  declared  himself  for  the  closing  of  Japan,  to  which  he  had  only 
given  a  partial  and  undecided  consent. 

Accordingly,  oh  the  10th  of  the  fifth  month,  the  order  for  the  breaking  off  of  all  relations  with 
the  foreigners  was  on  its  way  to  Yedo.  Although  the  Daimios  did  not  approve  of  these  proceed- 
ings, they  were  still  obliged  to  yield  to  the  order  of  closing,  supposed  to  have  emanated  from 
the  court  of  the  Mikado.    They  regretted  the  fact,  and  left  Kioto. 

In  the  mean  time,  fruitless  negotiations  were  going  on  in  Yokohama  with  the  foreigners. 

But  now,  Choshu,  exasperated  at  the  issue  of  his  favorite  plans,  fired  upon  the  men-of- 
war  and  merchant  vessels  of  France,  Holland,  and  America,  contrary  to  all  existing  laws  or 
rules.  Meanwhile,  in  Kioto,  the  ill-designing  Sango,  and  Anega  Kojo  were  in  constant 
league  with  Lronins,  and  deceiving  the  Mikado ;  but  at  length  the  Koogay  Anega  Kojo  fell 
by  the  hands  of  those  in  favor  of  the  foreigners — he  was  murdered  by  a  Daimio*s  retainer, 
in  secret.  But  still  the  affairs  were  not  settled,  notwithstanding  many  consultations  and 
discussions,  which,  although  worth  recording,  I  shall  not  now  repeat. 

Envoys  were  sent  by  the  Tycoon  to  Choshu  to  examine  into  his  conduct ;  they  were  mur- 
dered, and  fell  victims  to  the  revenge  of  Choshu. 

Satsuma's  eyes  were  opened  since  the  fight  at  Kagolima,  and  affairs  appeared  to  him  in  a 
new  light ;  he  changed  in  favor  of  foreigners,  and  thought  now  of  making  his  country  pow- 
erful and  completing  his  armaments.  Many  Daimios  began  to  take  serious  thought  at  the 
battle  of  Kagolima  and  its  results,  and  began  to  calculate  the  disadvantages  of  being  hostile 
to  foreifi^ers. 

ChosDu's  power  was  sinking  fast,  and  the  fire  of  his  doings  was  burning  itself  out.  One 
of  the  ministers  of  Choshu,  called  Masida  Dango,  a  very  cunning  and  designing  man,  sent 
for  his  retainers  in  all  directions,  assembled  all  the  Lronins,  and  went  to  Kiuto,  and  proposed 
to  the  Mikado  and  his  officers  that  they  should  go  to  the  god  of  Dai  Sui  Koo,  in  the  province 
of  Isi,  in  order  to  pray  for  the  expulsion  of  the  foreigners,  his  covert  design  being  to  carry 
him  captive  to  Yedo,  close  Yokohama,  and  upset  the  dynasty  of  Tokugawa,  and  assume  the 
Tycoonship  himself.  This  was  discovered  in  Kioto,  and  Choshu  was  expelled  from  the  cap- 
ital by  the  Daimios  Aisoo,  Satsuma,   Yekamonuo,  Kami,  Himesi,  and  Esteizen. 

The  Koogays  concerned  in  the  plot  of  Choshu,  afraid  that  punishment  might  overtake 
them,  threw  up  their  appointments,  left;  Kioto,  and  took  refuge  in  the  territories  of  Choshu 
The  remainder  of  the  Lronius  went  to  the  province  of  Yamato  and  raised  a  rebellion  there, 
used  violence,  and  murdered  many  nnoffenaing  country  people. 

The  Mikado  called  a  meeting  of  Daimios  at  Kioto,  and  they  went  there  again  last  year,  in 
the  eleventh  month.  At  this  meeting  much  had  been  discussed  about  the  ^reigners  trading 
in  Japan,  but  without  any  definite  resolution  being  come  to. 

After  this  Choshu  fired  upon  a  steamer  at  Satsuma  at  anchor  at  Tauonra,  and  burned  also 
some  cotton  junks  at  Kamimoseka.  This  caused  the  Mikado  to  give  an  order  to  the  Tycoon 
to  punish  Choshu.  The  Tycoon  promised  this,  and  called  in  secret  upon  Satsuma,  Heigo  and 
Kohula,  Qeshu,  Unshu,  and  Inshu  to  carry  the  order  into  effect.  Before  punishment  could 
be  inflicted,  Choshu  got  news  of  the  intended  expedition  against  him  and  gathered  together 
many  Lronires  to  defend  him,  and  made  them  spread  reports  in  his  favor. 

The  following  is  a  record  of  his  misdemeanors  and  crimes : 

First  offence.— Choshu,  Mito,  Isihasi,  Bisen,  Inaba,  and  the  Lronius  informed  the  other 
Daimios  that  Satsuma,  Higo,  and  Etiszen  were  friendly  with  foreigners  and  desire  commerce 
and  opening  of  the  country,  and  that  therefore  their  advice  should  not  be  accepted ;  they  also 
informed  the  Koogays  to  the  same  purport. 

Second  offence. — Choshu,  Mito,  Isihasi,  Bisen,  Insha,  and  the  Lronius  told  the  merchants 
of  Ohosaka  that  the  reasons  why  all  the  articles  of  daily  use  had  become  bo  dear  was  that 
Satsuma,  Higo,  and  Etiszen  had  sent  them  all  to  Nagasaki,  and  sold  them  there  to  foreigners, 
which  caused  great  misery  to  the  inhabitants  of  Japan.  The  merchants  of  Ohosaka  believed 
these  statements  to  be  true  and  took  great  dislike  to  Satsuma,  Higo  and  Etiszen. 

Third  o^e/ic«.— Choshu  burned  a  cotton  junk  belonging  to  Satsuma  at  Kaminoseki  and 
murdered  the  officer  on  board  the  same,  exposed  his  head  at  Ohosaka  with  the  statement 
that  Sat«uma  was  desirous  of  foreign  trade  and  was  making  large  gain  by  sending  the 
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necessities  of  daily  use  to  forei^  coantiies,  and  that  ibis  man  whose  head  yms  exposed  wsa 
panisbed  in  obedience  to  the  mandate  of  Heaven.  Also  some  hundreds  of  people  wen 
murdered  by  Cbosbu  in  secret  for  trading  with  foreigners.    * 

Fourth  offence, — Last  year,  on  tbe  8th  month,  Cbosbu,  by  intriguing  through  &e  Koogay 
Sango,  tried  to  excuse  himself  to  the  Mikado  by  addressing  him  in  writing.  At  present 
8ango  is  in  Cbosbu  and  entertained  under  his  protection. 

Fifth  o^efic«.— Cbosbu  tried  to  embitter  the  Tycoon  against  Satsuma  by  spreading  leporii 
that  Satsuma  tried  to  uf^urp  tbe  Tycoonship  himself. 

There  are  many  other  crimes  and  offences  committed  by  Cbosbu  which  are  too  numerous  to 
be  recounted  here. 

For  a  third  time  tbe  Daimois  assembled  in  Eiota,  but  they  were  not  cleyer  and  farseein^, 
80  that  they  were  nearly  all  for  tbe  closing  of  tbe  ports.  Tbe  only  Daimios  who  were  m 
favor  of  tbe  opening  were  Satsuma,  and  Etiszen,  and  a  £dw  others  of  smaller  importance. 
Therefore  Satsuma  and  Etiszen  were  not  admitted  in  tbe  council  of  the  Daimios,  and  the 
Tycoon,  Isihatsi,  Kawakai,  Itakoosa  and  other  Daimios  were  misled  by  Cbosbu  and  formed 
tlie  resolution  to  close  Yokohama  and  only  allow  trade  to  go  on  in  Nagasaki  and  HakodatL 

This  successful  stroke  raised  Cbosbu  again  into  furtber  importance,  so  that  the  presence 
of  ^atsuma,  Heigo,  Geshu  (Aki,)  who  were  in  favor  of  the  opening,  were  no  longer  required 
in  Kiota,  which  made  tbem  much  regret  the  consequences  of  such  iU-advised  resolutions,  and 
they  returned  to  their  respective  provinces  grieved  and  their  influence  much  impaired.  The 
remaining  Daimios  fixed  upon  tbe  utumn  of  this  year  as  tbe  time  for  tbe  closing  of  Yokohama. 
.  Stotsbasi  was  appointed  defender  and  commander-in-cbief  of  the  Ohosaka  castle  and  de- 
fences of  the  seacoast.  He  is  about  to  erect  more  than  twenty  batteries  and  arm  them  with 
some  3,000  cannon  to  be  made  with  all  speed  in  order  to  protect  the  county. 

Postscript. — I  have  beard  that  two  Dutch  men-of-war  have  arrived  here  with  instructions 
from  their  king  to  obtain  satisfaction  for  tbe  insult  offered  to  their  flag  and  the  injury  com- 
mitted last  year  at  Simonoseki,  and  that  tbe  English  ships  are  to  accompany  them  to  co- 
operate with  tbem.  I  sincerely  hope  that  this  report  may  turn  out  to  be  true  in  tbe  interest 
of  my  own  county.  Although  I  am  a  very  ispiorant  person,  it  appears  to  me  that  from  the 
Mikado  down  to  the  Lronius  there  is  a  considerable  darkness  ana  ignorance  prevailing  as  to 
the  progress  of  events  and  civilization  of  foreign  countries,  and  that  therefore  they  look  down 
upon  foreigners  as  brutal  savages,  believing  themselves  in  their  conceit  to  be  wonderfully  pow- 
enul,  and  to  this  ignorance  can  be  traced  3ie  immoderate  desire  that  exists  for  the  closing  of 
the  country.  Cbosbu  looks  upon  his  conduct  as  a  great  deed,  as  having  been  the  cause  of 
the  closing  of  the  ports.  This  shall  cause  also  a  general  war  with  tbe  whole  of  Japan,  which 
shall  not  only  cost  tbe  lives  of  many  thousands  and  impoverish  the  empire,  but  also  be 
bought  by  Great  Britain  with  many  lives,  which  is  contrary  to  tbe  rules  of  the  gods.  If  now 
Great  Britain  would  have  mercy  upon  our  uncivilized  people  and  teach  them  tbe  power  of 
your  government,  and,  together  witn  Holland,  destroy  Cbosbu,  in  so  doing  showing  tne  forces 
and  power  of  war  to  the  whole  empire,  this  would  open  tbe  eyes  of  tbe  wnole  of  Japan,  and 
acknowled^ng  their  mistake,  they  would  in  future  observe  the  treaties. 

In  case  this  could  not  be  done  speedily,  it  would  be  good  then  to  go  to  Ohosaka  to  show 
the  British  forces  to  the  Mikado  and  make  a  new  trea^  with  him.  This  would  have  the 
desired  effect  without  any  loss  of  lives. 

That  I,  a  Japanese  by  birth,  should  request  you  to  send  ships  to.  Chosu,  must  be  viewed 
by  you  with  astonisment  and  like  a  traitor  to  my  country,  but  it  is  because  our  country- 
people  being  ignorant  of  tbe  power  of  Great  Britain  are  only  desirous  of  closing  Japan,  in 
which  case  civilization  would  never  spread  over  our  country. 

For  manv  years  I  have  contemplated  and  reg^tted  the  above  state  of  things,  but  there  is 
little  help  for  it,  and  therefore  I  again  beg,  that  in  order  to  save  and  enliffbten  our  country- 
people,  you  will  kill  tbe  prince  of  Cbosbu,  and  then  my  wishes  will  be  fulfilled. 

Although  I  intended  to  enter  further  upon  tbe  particulars  respecting  tbe  present  state  of 
affairs  in  Japan,  it  would  not  be  ready  for  the  departure  of  tbe  Dutch  ship-of  war,  and  there- 
fore you  will  kindly  take  all  that  I  liave  said  in  a  favorable  light.

Na  7.]  Legation  op  the  United  States  in  Japan, 

EJinagawa,  January  21,  1865. 

Sir  :  Under  the  provisions  of  tbe  varions  treaties  with  Japan,  citizens  and 
subjects  of  the  several  powers  have  been  assigned  land,  subject  to  an  annual 
rent  payable  to  the  government,  without  the  payment  of  any  snm  by  way  of 
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pmchase  money.  When  land  was  of  merely  a  nominal  yalne,  this  was  prodnc- 
tive  of  no  mischief,  bat  this  settlement  has  increased  with  snch  rapidity,  and 
the  improvements  are  now  of  so  substantial  a  character,  as  to  have  caused  a 
crest  rise  in  property.  The  poorest  lota  in  the  settlement  have  been  sold  at 
nom  $4,000  to  $5,000  each,  and  lots  in  more  favorable  situations  have  increased 
more  than  tenfold  in  value  since  I  have  been  in  Japan,  so  that  the  present 
ananal  rental  may  be  regarded  as  fully  equal  to  the  pnce  asked  for  lots  on  my 
airivaL  It  is  obvious  that  a  strong  temptation  is  thus  offered  to  adventurers  in 
China  and  elsewhere  to  come  to  Japan,  demand  a  lot,  realize  a  handsome  profit, 
and  then  leave  the  country  ^r  new-comers  to  repeat  the  operation.  Another 
difficulty  has  arisen  from  claims  being  preferred  that  an  assignment  of  lands 
should  be  made  to  the  powers  with  whom  treaties  have  more  recently  been 
made  for  their  subjects,  in  the  same  proportion  as  already  granted  to  those  first 
on  the  ground. 

My  colleagues  and  myself  ha^se  desired  to  remedy  as  far  as  possible  those 
Ofvils  and  to  guard  against  speculation  in  lands  (as  heretofore)  to  be  acquired 
from  the  government.  With  that  view  we  have  entered  into  an  agreement,  of 
which  I  enclose  (No.  1)  a  copy,  to  which  we  have  asked  the  assent  of  the  govern* 
ment»  and  which  they  have  promised  to  give  as  soon  as  they  shall  hear  ^m 
the  governors  of  the  other  ports.  We  also  succeeded  in  making  an  agreement 
with  the  Japanese  government,  of  which  I  send  copy,  No.  2,  for  the  enlargement 
and  improvement  of  this  settlement  and  for  tlie  sale  of  tiie  leases  of  the  land 
to  be  assigned  to  foreigners  at  public  auction  at  a  minimum  price  to  be  fixed  by 
the  consnls,  which  I  need  not  describe  in  detail,  as  it  will  sufficiently  explain 
itself.  Our  object  in  providing  for  public  rides,  &c.,  was  to  encourage  excursions 
in  directions  and  to  an  extent  where  foreigners  would  not  be  exposed  to  colli- 
sions with  Japanese,  but  would  have  exercise  and  pleasant  rides  on  safer  and 
better  roads.     I  also  enclose  (No.  3)  approval  of  agreement. 

The  block  of  land  set  apart  for  the  consulate  forms  parts  of  the  site  where 
Commodore  Perry's  treaty  was  concluded.

No.  1. 

Memorandum  in  reference  to  future  allotments  of  land  at  the  open  ports. 

It  being  desirable  in  the  common  interest  to  agree  and  determine  upon  some  plan  for  the 
appropriation  of  all  such  land  as  may  be  required  to  enlarge  the  limits  of  existing  foreign 
settlement  at  Yokohama,  as  also  at  the  other  open  ports,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  equitable 
and  fair  to  all,  without  favor  or  distinction  to  nationalities,  and  in  order  to  put  such  plan  in 
a  clear  and  practical  shape,  the  following  bases  have  been  accepted  and  approved  by  the 

1.  All  land  hereafter  to  be  acquired  by  the  filling  up  of  the  swamp  at  Yokohama,  or  recov- 
ered from  the  sea  at  Nagasaki  and  Hakodadi,  to  be  allotted  by  the  consuls  in  concert,  and  in 
such  portions  as  the  requirements  of  trade  may,  from  time  to  time,  suggest,  at  an  upset 
price,  to  be  regulated  by  the  market  value  of  land — this  price  to  be  set  upon  each  lot  bv  the 
said  consuls,  in  common  ^cord.  If  they  do  not  agree,  then  the  upset  price  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  vote  of  the  majority. 

2.  These  lots  to  be  first  offered  to  all  those  subjects  of  treaty  powers  who  shall  be,  at  the 
time,  unprovided,  and  who,  for  legitimate  purposes  of  trade  and  not  for  traffic  in  land, 
or  as  mere  Investments,  shall  have  registered  their  names  at  their  respective  consulates,  and 
etch  lot  to  be  assiflpfied  in  the  order  of  date  of  registry,  irrespective  of  nationality. 

3.  Any  of  these  Iota,  if  not  accepted  at  the  sale  fixed,  to  be  then  put  up  to  auction,-  with 
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a  public  notice  of  at  least  fifteen  days,  and  particulars  as  to  situation,  dimensions,  and 
upset  price.  If  this  price  should  not  be  offered,  the  lots  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  sale 
and  reserved  for  subsequent  sale  or  aopropnatioD. 

4.  The  title-deeds  to  be  issued  on  the  requisition  of  the  consuls  of  treaty  powers,  by 
the  governor  of  the  port,  and  countersigned  by  the  consul  of  the  nation  to  which  the 
lease-holder  belongs. 

5.  The  proceeds  of  any  such  sales  shall  constitute  a  municipal  fund,  under  such  condi- 
tions as  the  consuls  may  conjointly  agree  upon. 

These  rules  to  apply  to  any  new  extension  of  land  that  may  be  obtained  in  any  other  direction, 
except  that,  when  the  Japanese  government  will  not  be  indemnified  for  the  expense  of  im- 
provements bv  rent  on  land  before  valueless,  one  half  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale 
thereof  shall  be  paid  to  said  government,  and  the  remaining  half  retained  for  said  muni- 
cipal fund,  and  when  the  Japanese  shall  be  dispossessed  oi  aiiy  land,  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation will  be  paid  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  removal  of  their  buildings  to  some  other 
locality ;  and  no  allotment  of  land  to  any  foreigner  for  private  use  or  advantage  sbidl  be 
required  or  sanctioned  by  the  consuls,  and  a  communication  to  be  m4de  to  the  Goro^o  to 
this  effect. 

For  public  purposes  the  undersigned  have  already  in  their  memorandum  of  the  22d  of  July, 
1864,  formally  disclaimed  and  renounced  any  title  to  exclusive  advantage  whatever  in  respect 
to  concessions  of  land  or  territory,  either  in  the  open  ports  or  elsewhere  m  Japan,  as  whatever 
is  granted  to  one  may,  with  ecjual  right  and  justice,  oe  claimed  by  all  in  virtue  of  the  most 
favored  nation  clause  in  all  existing  treaties.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Tycoon^s  government, 
fully  advised  of  this,  will,  in  their  own  interest,  avoid  making  exceptional  grants  of  land  to 
any  one  nation,  minister  or  consul,  or  other  authority,  or  without  reference  to  the  rest,  and 
to  the  equal  rights  of  all. 

Finally,  all  past  experience  in  China  and  Ja)jan  having  shown  that  anv  appropriation  of 
land  or  concessions  to  distinct  nationalities  is  a  fertile  source  of  trouble  and  a  grave  disadvan- 
tage in  the  end  to  all,  raising  questions  of  diverse  jurisdiction  for  municipal  purposes,  distinct 
b(^ies  of  police,  and  tending  to  produce  conflicts  of  jurisdiction,  increased  expleuse,  and  im- 
perfect results  in  order  and  security,  besides  perpetuatiug  a  mischievous  error,  that  the  Interests 
of  different  nations  in  Japan  are  distinct  and  may  be  promoted  at  each  others  expense,  whereas 
in  truth  they  are  identical,  and  are  best  promoted  by  union  and  common  action,  the  under- 
signed have  determined  to  make  an  official  representation  by  a  note  identique  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Tycoon,  suggesting  that  upon  no  other  bases  should  land  be  allocated  for  the 
occupation  of  foreigners  at  any  open  port  in  Japan,  and  pledging  themselves  to  uphold  this 
arrangement  as  the  only  one  consistent  with  equity  and  the  oest  interests  of*  all  the  treaty 
powers  without  distinction.

Memorandum, 

Certain  proposals  for  the  enlargement  of  the  settlement  at  Yokohama,  and  other  public 
objects  connected  therewith,  having  been  discussed  and  generally  agreed  upon  by  the  under- 
signed foreign  representatives  oq  the  one  part,  and  Sbibata  Hiung  No  Kami  and  Shirashi 
Shimosa  No  Kami  on  the  other,  on  the  8th  of  September,  24th  of  October,  and  fc» th  of  the 
present  month,  as  recorded  in  minutes  of  each,  signed  by  the  aforesaid  representatives,  it  has 
now  been  resolved  to  put  on  record,  in  a  clear  and  practical  shape,  the  bases  and  conditions 
of  such  iuiprovemenrs,  extension,  and  public  works,  as  now  finally  agreed  upon,  to  which  the 
signatures  of  the  said  foreign  representatives  and  Japanese  commissioners  shall  be  appended 
for  the  ratification  of  the  government  of  the  Tycoon,  at  Yedo,  within  five  days  from  the  date 
of  these  presents. 

It  has  accordingly  been  agreed  and  resolved  as  follows: 

1.  An  allotment  of  ground,  already  marked  out  on  the  other  side  of  the  canal,  giving  a 
circuit  of  one  English  mile  (eighteen  Japanese  cho)  to  be  made  and  designed  in  perpetuity  for 
a  parade  and  exercise  ground  for  all  nations ;  also,  for  a  race-course  for  the  foreign  commu- 
nity. The  ground  being  now  a  marsh,  to  be  filled  up  by  the  Japanese  ^vemment  at  their 
own  expense,  and  as  it  is  for  common  occupation  both  by  Japanese  and  loreigners  as  a  place 
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of  exerdse,  no  rental  to  be  claimed  for  tlie  same,  witb  exception  of  tbe  ontaide  drcle  des- 
tined for  a  race-conrse,  for  whicb  rent  shall  be  paid  at  a  rate  hereafter  to  be  fixed. 

2.  A  site  and  temporary  hats  having  been  provided  for  naval,  military,  and  civil  small-  . 
pox  patients  of  all  nations,  it  is  understood  that  an  addition  of  either  one  or  two  hnts 
Deing  essential  to  complete  the  accommodation,  these  shall  be  put  up  by  the  Japanese  gov- 
ernment in  the  first  instance,  at  the  requisition  of  the  foreign  consuls  to  avoid  delay,  on  the 
latter  undertaking  to  repay  ^e  cost  of  erection. 

3.  A  further  extension  within  the  limits  ali^ady  defined,  of  the  ground  for  a  cemetery  for 
an  nations,  tO  be  granted  contiguous  with  that  already  so  appropriated  on  the  joint  application 
of  the  consuL 

4.  A  site  having  been  allotted  by  the  sea-shore  for  the  building  of  abattoirs,  &.C.,  neces- 
sarr  to  relieve  the  settlement  of  a  great  nuisance,  unsightly  alike  to  Japanese  and  foreigners, 
and  preiadicial  to  health,  it  has  now  been  agreed  that  the  necessary  buildings,  according  to 
plans  already  furnished,  shall  be  erected  without  delay  by  the  Japanese  government,  to  be 
let  Tinder  the  contro^  of  the  foreign  consuls  only  to  such  butchers  as  they  shall  duly  license ; 
the  said  t>ntchers  to  rent  the  premises  when  completed,  paying  a  yearly  rental  often  per  cent, 
upon  the  cost  of  erection.  But  it  is  distinctly  understood  that  the  total  cost  shall  not  exceed 
about  $10,000,  a  little  more  or  less,  the  exact  amount  to  be  settled  with  the  consuls. 

5.  The  whole  of  the  swamp  on  this  side  of  the  canal  to  be  filled  up  by  the  Japanese  gov- 
ernment, and  at  their  expense.  When  this  is  effected  the  Kosakimacbi,  now  situated  in  the 
midst,  to  be  removed  to  the  end  furthest  from  the  foreign  settlement.  In  the  event  of  fire 
and  the  burning  down  of  this  establishment  before  the  completion  of  this  work,  it  is  agreed 
that  it  shall  not  be  built  on  the  present  site.  Of  this  swamp  ground,  when  filled  up,  the 
Japanese  government  shall  reserve  for  foreign  occupation,  to  be  actually  allotted  to  them  from 
time  to  time,  in  such  portions  as  may  be  required  on  the  joint  requisition  of  the  consuls,  the 
space  lying  between  the  Otamachi  and  the  canal  called  Okagawa,  on  a  line  with  the  street  - 
between' the  custom-house  and  the  consular  lot,  as  marked  in  red  in  the  plan  annexed,  No.  1 ; 
the  proceeds  arising  from  such  disposal  to  be  aidded  to  a  municipal  fund,  which  shall  be  em- 
ployed for  the  makmg  a  drainage  of  roads,  &c.,  and  keeping  them  in  a  state  of  repair.  It 
IS  understood  that  rents  shall  be  iiaid  as  for  all  other  allotments  within  the  foreign  settlement. 

6.  The  location  and  site  now  being  cleared  and  actually  assigned  for  consular  residences 
and  oflices,  marked  No.  2  in  the  annexed  plan,  the  same  to  be  cleared  completely  of  all 
buildings  or  tenements,  and  delivered  over  to  the  consuls  for  appropriation  to  such  uses  and 
divided  as  heretofore  agreed  upon  by  ^he  consuls  among  tJicmselves,  without  further  inter- 
vention of  the  Japanese  authorities,  rental  being  paid  oy  the  respective  tenants  as  in  the 
other  portions  *of  the  foreign  settlement. 

7.  The  whole  of  the  ground  extending  from  the  custom-house  hatoba  along  the  sea- 
front  to  the  lot  recently  assigned  to  the  French,  at  Bentong,  and  backward  to  the  main 
street,  (section  No.  3  in  the  plan  annexed, )  to  be  held  available  for  foreign  occupation 
and  appropriated  at  public  sale,  open  to  competition  for  foreigners  and  Japanese,  in  such 
proportions  or  quantity  as,  from  time  to  time,  mav  be  found  expedient. 

The  Japanese  government  undertakes,  when  these  appropriations  are  in  progress,  to 
extend  the  present  bounds  of  the  foreign  settlement  from  the  custom-house  hatoba  to  the 
French  lot  of  Bentong.  Toward  the  expense  of  this  work,  already  agreed  upon  in  former 
conferences  of  the  8th  September  and  24th  October,  and  recorded  in  the  memoranda  before 
mentioned,  of  one-half  the  proceeds  of  sales  or  prices  paid  for  right  of  location  in  this  new 
extension  of  settlement  along  the  sea-side,  (after  paying  expenses  and  indemnities  for  loss  or 
removal  of  the  Japanese  tenants, )  to  be  paid  to  ^e  governor  of  Kanagawa  so  long  as  .the 
whole  expense  shall  not  have  been  reimbursed  according  to  verified  estimates  and  contracts 
for  the  work  done.  It  is  understood  that  the  rent  shall  be  paid  the  same  as  for  all  other  allot- 
ments. 

8.  As  the  ministers  of  the  treaty  powers  are  not  at  present  enabled  to  resume  their  resi- 
dence at  Yedo,  it  may  be  necessary  to  make  provision  for  the  temporary  location  of  one  or 
more  at  Yokohama.  With  this  object  in  view,  the  French  and  Dutch  representatives  having 
already  locations  assigned  at  Bentong,  (as  also  the  Prussian  consul,)  it  is  expressly  agreed 
and  provided  that  the  remaining  portion  of  the  sea-front  of  Bentong,  extenaing  from  the 
Prussian  lot  to  the  western  comer  and  marked  No.  4  in  the  plan  annexed,  shall*  be  reserved 
for  the  ministers  of  the  diplomatic  representatives  of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States, 
and  if  not  immediately  required  shall  not  be  otherwise  appropriated  for  any  use  except  as  at 
present  occupied  without  reference  to  them,  and  their  consent  obtained,  the  size  of  this  loca-* 
tion  to  be  settled  afterwards  between  the  Japanese  government  and  the  representatives  of 
the  above  named  two  nations. 

9.  'An  adequate  site  for  a  club-house  for  the  united  services  of  all  nations  having  been 
promised,  eitner  on  the  site  of  the  buildings  now  occupied  by  the  British  commissariat, 
marked  No.  5  in  the  plan  annexed,  or  in  its  close  vicinity,  it  is  agreed  that  quick  possession 
shall  be  secured,  and  the  trustees  of  the  club  shall  pay  the  estimated  value  of  any  buildings 
thereon  or  pay  all  the  expenses  of  their  removal  by  the  owners,  and  be  subject  to  rental  in 
Uke  nuinner  as  all  other  foreigners  holding  land. 

10.  A  conveniently  situated  market  being  a  great  desideratum  for  Japanese  for  the  sale  of 
provisions,  it  is  agreed  that  the  open  space  now  in  use  for  that  purpose,  and  marked  No.  6  in 
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the  uioezed  plan,  shaUbe  fnitfaerenlamdandleyelled,  aiidatoneeztran^ 
erected  under  a  piazza  or  covered-way  tor  the  eale  of  proTiflions. 

11.  Ab  under  the  present  state  of  afburs  the  Japanese  goyermnent  desire  foreiffners  to 
ride  on  the  Tokaido  as  little  as  possible,  they  undertake  to  make  a  eood  riding  road  for  tlis 
exercise  of  fftrei^rners  four  or  five  miles  in  extent,  winding  round  and  through  the  Mississipi^ 
valley,  not  less  than  twenty  feet  wide,  to  be  made  and  kept  in  good  order  by  the  Japanese 
government  in  accordance  wi(h  the  plans  agreed  upon  and  already  being  put  in  execution 
under  the  direction  and  superintendence  of  Major  Wray,  a  chief  engineer  officer. 

12.  Finally,  in  order  to  avoid  all  further  discussion  aboiit'the  keeping  of  roflds,  drainage, 
cleaning  of  streets,  and  other  municipal  objects  for  which  hitherto  the  Japanese  local  author!* 
ties  have  been  held  responsible  in  view  of  the  hicrh  rental  paid  by  all  toreiffn  leaseholders, 
it  has  been  agreed  that  these  objects  shall  henceforth  be  secured  by  the  foreign  land  renters 
themselves,  and  towards  the  expenses  that  must  be  incurred  annually  there  sl^l  be  a  deduo- 
tion  of  20  per  cent,  from  the  yearly  rent  paid  by  all  lands  leased  to  foreigners,  to  be  paid  in 
a  nlunicipal  fund. 

In  witness  whereof  we,  the  undersigned  foreign  representatives  and  Japanese  oommlssioiieis 
duly  empowered  to  that  effect,  hereto  set  bur  hands  and  seals  this  19th  day  of  Deeember,

Sib  :  *  *  *  *  *  It  is*  possible  that  the  Tycoon  will  de- 
cide before  I  leave  whether  he  will  prefer  to  tender  a  port  or  to  pay  the  money 
for  indemnity  and  expenses.  My  impression  is  that  he  will  not  be  disposed  to 
open  another  port,  though  it  is  possible  Simonoseki,  after  being  occupied  as  im- 
perial territory,  may  be  opened  to  trade.  I  have  the  statistics  of  the  commerce 
of  that  port,  which  show  a  very  large  trade,  and  I  shall  meanwhile  endeavor  to 
obtain  information  as  to  the  trade  of  other  ports  favorably  located. 

It  may  not  be  impossible  for  me  to  remark  that  I  think,  even  should  a  port  be 
tendered,  that  a  portion  of  the  indemnity  agreed  to  be  paid  should  be  exacted. 

The  governors  for  foreign  affairs  have  replied  to  a  note  which  I  directed  Mr. 
Portman  to  write,  asking  mformation  as  to  the  projects  of  the 'expedition  against 
Choshu,  that  some  of  them  would  come  to  this  place  at  an  early  day  to  make  a 
detailed  statement  on  the  subject 
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The  forces  of  the  Daimios  of  Kin  Sin  gathered  to  subdue  Choshu  are  sta- 
tioned at  Kokwea,  on  the  south  side  of  the  stmits.  The  Niphon  Daimiqs  are 
assembled  near  Kioto;  the  troops  of  the  Tycoon,  16,000  of  whom  are  armed 
with  rifles  and  uniformed  and  equipped  in  foreign  style,  are  commanded  by  the 
Prince  of  Matsmai,  of  the  island  of  Yesso.  The  whole  army  is  commanded  by 
.  the  Prince  of  Owari,  of  the  imperial  family.  Ohoshu  will  not  resist.  It  is  dim- 
cult  to  hear  what  has  transpired,  or,  rather,  to  form  a  correct  judgment,  in  conse- 
quence of  conflicting  statements.  I  am  inclined  to  believe,  however,  that  Mori 
I)aisen,  Prince  of  Ghoehu,  has  abdicated,  and  assumed,  as  is  usual  in  such  cases, 
the  garb  and  character  of  a  priest.  One  of  his  ministers,  descendant  of  a  fol- 
lower of  Taico  Sama,  has  taken  the  direction  of  affairs,  and  the  heads  of  Cho- 
shu's  chief  minister  and  of  five  of  his  chief  retainers  have  been  successively  sent 
to  Owari,  who  shakes  his  head  and  keeps  silence,  thereby  intimating  that  atone- 
ment has  not  yet  been  made  for  the  sacriligious  attempt  of  Choshu  to  seize  the 
sacred  person  of  the  Mikado.  This  is  the  cause  assigned  to  the  Japanese  for 
the  crusade  against  Ghoshu,  not  his  hostility  to  foreigners. 

The  best  opinion  I  can  form  of  the  probable  result  is,  that  Ohoshu  will  be 
shorn  of  a  part  of  his  territory,  probably  the  province  of  Suoro,  and  that,  as  his 
submission  has  been  prompt,  and  his  humiliation  deep,  the  province  of  Na^to 
may  be  ultimately  left  to  his  son,  now  called  Nagato,  wno,  though  at  present,  like 
his  &ther,  in  priestly  garb,  may  be  spared  to  represent  the  ancient  house— older 
than  the  family  of  the  Tycoon,  and,  before  the  rise  of  his  dynasty,  supreme  in 
seven  provinces  of  the  Mikado's  empire. 

This  is  said  to  be  the  policy  of  the  powerM  Prince  of  Satsuma,  and  may  be 
sustained  by  the  other  l>aimios.  The  magnitude  of  the  preparations  is  too 
great  to  warrant  the  belief  that  the  expedition  will  be  abandoned  without  large 
sacrifice  of  territory  and  treasure  by  the  refractory  prince.  This  induces  me  to 
believe  that  it  is  mtended  to  pay  the  indemnity,  and  thus  provide  for  it,  and 
inclines  me  to  zeeommend  that  in  ^y  event  payment  of  a  portion  of  it  should 
be  required.

Sir:  I  have  tlie  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  received  a  letter  from  the 
ministers  for  foreign  affairs,  in  which  they  state  that  they  had  ddtermined  not 
to  send  the  embassy  to  the  treaty  powers,  as  previously  announced.    . 

Jn  my  despatch,  No.  67,  of  the  3d  September  last,  I  informed  you  that  the 
embassy  would  not  go  further  than  Shanghai,  the  appointment  having  been 
made  only  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  time,  by  inducing  the  hostile  party  to  be- 
lieve that  the  Tycoon  had  not  abandoned  the  hope  of  obtaining  from  the  treaty 
powers  the  concession  of  the  closing  of  this  port. 

The  letter  of  the  ministers  for  foreign  affairs  is  only  of  importance  as  another 
evidence  of  the  increased  strength  of  the  government.

Mr.  Pruyn  to  Mr.  Seioard. 

No.  12.]  Legation  op  the  United  States  in  Japan, 

Kanagawa,  March  16,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  copies  of  the  minute  of  a  conference  re- 
cently held  with  the  Gorogio  by  her  Britanijie  Majesty's  charg^  d'affaires  and 
the  political  agent  of  the  Netherlands,  and  also  of  a  memorandum  submitted 
by  tliem  on  that  occasion,  and  of  their  letter  to  me  communicating  the  same,  (en- 
closures 1,2  and  3.) 

Two  subjects  of  common  interest  were  considered  on  that  occasion  :  one,  an 
alleged  attempt  to  create  a  government  monopoly  of  silk ;  the  other  haidng 
reference  to  what  they  said  they  felt  justified  in  declaring  to  be  the  desire  of 
their  government  as  to  the  final  disposition  of  the  obligations  assumed  by  the 
Tycoon  in  and  by  the  convention  recently  concluded  with  the  four  powers. 

I  was^  at  yedo  on  the  day  the  British  charge  d'affaires  left  for  that  city,  and 
was  not  aware  of  his  design  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Gorogio  to  these  sub- 
jects, which  Mr.  Winchester  states  was  owing  to  the  detention  of  a  letter  which 
he  sent  to  the  consul  general  of  Holland,  then  also  in  Yedo,  asking  him  to  con- 
sult me.  But  on  the  eve  of  his  departure  for  Yedo  Mr.  Winchester  had  an 
interview  with  the  French  minister,  when  the  latter  disavowed  any  such  design 
as  being  entertained  by  himself,  and  he,  therefore,  now  feels  aggrieved  at  the 
formal  presentation  of  the  subject  to  the  Gorogio  after  such  disavowal,  not  only 
as  a  discorteous  act,  but  as  one  rather  discrediting  the  sincerity  of  his  disavowal ; 
when,  therefore,  the  Gorogio  unexpectedly  declared  they  had  the  right  to  pur- 
chase silks  for  sale  abroad,  and  the  representatives  of  Great  Britain  and  Hol- 
land had  presented  their  memorandum  protesting  against  the  same,  it  became 
necessary  for  them  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  their  colleagues,  with  which 
they  had  till  that  time  believed  they  could  dispense.  The  minister  of  France 
when  waited  on  by  them  after  their  return  from  Yedo,  condemned  their  course 
with  considerable  warmth,  and  declined  sanctioning  the  memorandum  by  his 
approval.  I  expressed  myself  willing  to  meet  my  colleagues  and  join  in  a 
memorandum  which  should  be  free  from  the  objections  which  I  pointed  out  as 
attaching  to  the  one  they  had  presented.    When  they  subsequently  transmitted 
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tbe  letter  and  copies  above  referred  to,  the  minister  of  France  proposed  that  we 
should  answer  the  same  jointly,  though  we  agreed  in  considering  the  memoran- 
dum objectionable  in  itself,  and  also  in  regretting  that  separate  action  had  been 
taken.  I  preferred  not  to  do  so,  fearing  it  might  create  some  serious  diflfereuces, 
and  might  connect  me  with  personal  difficulties  the  issue  of  which  I  could  not 
foresee  and  would  be  powerless  to  control. 

I  have  reason  to  know  that  my  representations  and  mediation  have  tended 
greatly  to  moderate  the  reply  of  the  French  minister  and  to  soften  the  asperity 
of  feeh'ng  which  at  one  time  appeared  to  threaten  an  interruption  of  our  har- 
monious action. 

I  also  enclose.  No.  4,  copy  of  my  letter  to  Messrs.  Winchester  and  Polsbroek 
in  reply,  and  No.  5,  copy  of  note  verbale  of  the  French  minister  in  reply  to 
the  same. 

I  thought  it  best  not  to  enter  into  any  extended  discussion  of  the  memoran- 
dum, but  will  ask  my  colleagues  to  join  in  a  note  to  the  Japanese  government, 
which  shall  be  more  precise,  and  which  will  not  justify  the  adoption  of  mea- 
sures by  the  Japanese  government  which  the  representatives  of  Great  Britain 
and  Holland  have  inadvertently  conceded  it  may  legitimately  adopt,  such  as 
either  the  direct  increase  of  export  and  import  duties,  which  is  declared  to  be 
the  right  of  all  governments  on  the  indirect  increase  of  the  former  by  the  im- 
position of  transit  duties,  the  exercise  of  both  of  which  rights  must  be  regarded 
as  restrained  by  existing  treaties,  and  to  that  extent  extinguished.  The  papers 
transmitted  require  no  ftirther  notice.  I  hope  the  President  will  think  I  have 
acted  with  discretion,  and  that  it  was  well  not' to  make  this  separate  action  the 
subject  of  more  serious  complaint.  My  letter  was  framed  with  the  design  to 
permit  such  explanation  as  might  re-establish  harmony,  though  I  was  sensible 
it  was,  to  say  the  least,  indelicate  to  forestall  the  action  of  the  four  powers  in 
reference  to  a  convention,  which  may  even  now  be  under  consideration.

MinsUe  of  a  conference  held  at  Yedo  on  the  6th  March  t  1865. 

Present:  Midsnno  Idlumi  No  Kami  and  Suwa  Inaba  No  Kami,  ministers,  and  Sakai  Hida 
No  Kami,  vice-minister,  on  the  part  of  the  Japanese  goovemment,  and  Charles  A.  Win- 
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cheater,  her  Britannic  Majesty's  charpr^  d'affaires,  and  D.  de  Graeff  ran  Polsbrodc,  comhI 
general  and  political  agent  of  the  Netherlands. 

After  the  usual  interchange  of  compliments,  the  British  charge  d'affaires  opened  the  con- 
ference by  announcing  the  return  of  Sir  Rutherford  Alcock  to  Japan,  and  the  approval  by 
his  government  of  the  policy  pursued  by  him  with  regard  to  the  late  Japanese  affairs,  which 
intelligence  was  received  bv  the  Japanese  rainisiers  with  much  appearauce  of  interest,  and 
ingiiiries  were  made  as  to  the  probable  date  of  his  return. 

The  British  charge  d'affaires  then,  while  thanking  the  Japanese  ministers  in  the  name  of 
his  government  for  the  energetic  steps  taken  by  them  in  bringing  to  justice  one  of  the  prin- 
cipals in  the  murder  of  the  two  British  officers  at  Kamakura,  inquired  whether  any  traces 
had  been  discovered  of  Sakahashi  Togiro,  the  other  assassin,  to  which  the  minister  replied 
that  Simidlu  Seiji  must  have  given  a  false  name  of  his  accomplice,  as  no  such  name  as  Saka- 
hashi  Togiro  was  known  to  them.  No  effort*  they  said,  would,  however,  be  spared  to  dis- 
cover and  punish  this  criminal. 

The  gold  watch  sent  out  by  the  British  government  for  the  Prince  of  Matunai  for  services 
rendered  to  the  British  barque  Egcria  was  then  handed  over  to  the  Japanese  minister,  with 
some  appropriate  remarks  as  to  the  degree  in  which  the  British  government  appreciated  the 
kind  treatment  which,  on  various  occasions,  had  been  received  by  shipwrecked  crews  on  the 
Japanese  shores. 

Next  came  the  Hakodate  and  Nagasaki  complaints,  respecting  privileges  enjoyed  by  the 
Chinese  in  purchasing  and  exporting  anati,  and  irico,  and  other  important  articles,  which 
could  not  be  obtained,  except  with  great  difficulty,  by  the  subjects  of  treaty  powers.  The 
foreign  representatives  present  pointed  out  to  the  Gorogio  the  injustice  oi  tnis  monopoly 
which  had  been  granted  to  subjects  of  a  new  treaty  power,  and  stated  that  it  created  con- 
stant difficulties  and  led  to  an  organized  system  of  native  smuggling.  The  Chinese,  they 
said,  were  quite  as  well  able  to  pay  for  such  articles  as  they  required  as  other  nations. 
When  Japan  was  opened  by  the  treaty  of  1858,  the  trade  with  Holland,  which  had  formerly 
been  one  of  government's,  ceased  to  be  so,  and  the  continuance  of  a  government  contract 
favorable  to  the  Chinese,  but  prejudicial  to  all  other  nations,  was  totally  opposed  as  well  to 
the  principles  embodied  in,  as  to  the  express  provisions  of,  the  treaties.  Representativeg 
present  were  ready  to  admit  that  immediate  interests  n\i^ht  require  special  consideration,  but 
these  would  be  better  provided  for  out  of  the  produce  ot  a  regular  and  authorized  duty  to  be 
levied  during  transit  of  these  articles,  than  by  the  continuance  of  a  contract  opposed  to 
sound  policy  and  treaty  rights. 

The  ministers  stated  in  reply  that  the  matter  would  be  duly  inquiredjnto,  and  that  instruc- 
tions would  be  sent  to  the  governors  of  Nagasaki  and  Hakodate  to  remove  their  cause  of 
complaint. 

Foreign  representatives  present,  while  declaring  themselves  satisfied  with  this  reply,  said 
they  had  another  and  very  important  subject  to  bring  under  the  notice  of  the  Japanese  gov- 
ernment, and  one  which  they  considered  of  such  importance  that  thev  now  thought  it  riieir 
duty  to  ask  for  information  from  the  Gorogio.  Certain  rumors,  which  had  caused  much  dis- 
quietude, had  reached  them  of  a  project  having  been  formed  for  the  consignment  of  large 
quantities  of  silk  and  ova  to  one  market  in  Europe  for  the  purchase  of  vessel,  arms,  ammu- 
nition, &c. 

The  Japanese  ministers  did  not  deny  the  existence  of  some  such  project,  and  said  they 
considered  that  Japan  was  perfectly  at  liberty  to  make  contracts  with  any  hatiou  for  the 
supply  of  vessels-of-war,  arms,  and  other  warlike  stores,  and  to  pay  such  contracts  by  the 
surplus  of  produce  not  required  for  home  consumption  in  the  same  manner  as  they  formerly 
used  to  deal  with  the  Dutch  government. 

Hereupon  the  Dutch  consul  general  observed  that  the  ministers  were  in  error,  inasmuch  as 
since  the  date  of  the  present  treaties  Japan  had  never  had  any  direct  trade  with  the  Dutch 
government;  for  they  must  remember,  ne  said,  that  even  for  the  old  contracts  remittances 
had  to  be  made,  not  in  produce  but  in  dollars,  through  the  Dutch  Trading  Company,  and 
that  since  the  treaties  were  in  operation  the  trade  had  been  given  over  to  individuals.  Tbe 
projects  rumored  led  to  the  idea  virtually  of  a  monopoly  which  Japan  was  going  to  establish 
in  favor  of  one  market — a  proceeding  which  he  and  his  British  colleague  were  oound  to  op- 
pose. The  subject  was  of  vital  importance  for  the  trade  of  the  subjects  of  their  Majesties  the 
Queen  and  the  King  and  all  other  treaty  powers,  and  if  the  Gorogio  could  not  give  the  as- 
■  surance  that  such  projects  were  not  in  existence,  or  would  not  be  prosecuted,  so  as  to  guar- 
antee the  non-recurrence  of  the  silk  restrictions  of  1863  and  1864,  they  had  no  alternative  but 
to  refer  the  matter  to  their  respective  governments  as  inconsistent  with  the  rights  acquired 
by  their  subjects  under  treaties.  As  the  time  would  not  allow  any  lengthened  discussion  of 
this  important  point,  his  British  colleague  and  himself  had,  in  the  event  of  receiving  such  an 
answer  as  the  above  from  the  Gorogio,  drawn  up  a  memorandum  setting  forth  their  views 
upon  the  subject.  The  said  memorandum,  signed,  in  the  Dutch  language,  with  a  Japanese 
paraphrase,  was  then  delivered  to  the  first  minister,  who,  in  the  name  of  the  Gorogio,  replied 
that  ne  had  perfectly  understood  what  the  two  foreign  representatives  present  had  said,  and 
that  they  might  feel  assured  that  the  subject  would  receive  the  consideration  it  deserved. 

It  was  then  suggested,  on  the  other  part,  that  a  governor  for  foreign  affairs  should  shortly 
be  sent  to  Yokohama,  in  order  to  discuss  the  subject  with  the  foreign  ministers  generally. 
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Subseaaentlj  the  two  representatives  present  informed  the  Gorogio  that,  though  no  instruc- 
tions haa  been  received  as  to  the  convention  of  October  last,  they  had  been  made  acquainted 
with  the  views  of  their  respective  g^ovemments  as  to  the  alternative  condition  which  left  to 
the  option  of  the  Japanese  government  the  opening  of  Simonoseki,  or  some  other  eligible  port 
in  the  inland  sea,  in  lieu  of  indemnity  money,  and  were  justified  in  stating  that  the  same 
was  unobjectionable. 

The  Japanese  observed,  in  reply,  that  this  was  a  point  which  required  consideration,  and 
which  should  be  deferred  till  the  return  of  the  two  members  of  the  Gorogio  who  had  been 
sent  by  the  Tycoon  on  a  special  mission  to  the  Mikado. 

In  conclusion,  the  two  representatives  present  remarked  that  the  time  had  arrived  for  re- 
establishing foreign  legations  at  Yedo,  and  that  the  government  of  the  Tycoon  was  now 
considered  strong  enough  to  remove  all  obstacles  to  the  permanent  residence  of  foreign  di- 
plomatic agents  in  the  capital. 

The  Japanese  minister  replied,  this  was  another  point. which  they  could  not  undertake  to 
discuss  until  the  members  of  the  Gorogio  were  complete ;  if  the  message  to  Kioto  was  success- 
ful, there  should,  on  their  part,  be  no  difficulty  in  settling  the  question  of  the  foreign  lega- 
tions. Representatives  were  aware  that  since  the  past  year  a  good  deal  had  been  done 
towards  tranquillizing  the  country,  and  if  the  treaty  powers  would  only  give  them  a  few 
months*  more  time,  order  and  peace  might  be  sufficiently  restored  so  as  to  afford  better  se- 
curity to  the  foreign  agents  in  tne  Tycoon's  capital. 

The  conference  ended  by  the  presentation  of  Commodore  Montressor,  commanding  British 
squadron,  and  Colonel  Browne,  commandant  of  the  British  troops,  with  their  respective  staffs.

Memorandum, 

The  rumors  which  now  prevail  with  respect  to  the  existence  of  an  extensive  design  for  the 
purchase  of  the  raw  silk  and  silk-worms'  eggs  of  Japan,  and  despatching  these  to  one  par- 
ticular market,  to  lay  down  funds  required  for  the  completion  of  contracts  entered  into  on 
behalf  of  the  Japanese  government  in  that  country,  are  of  a  nature  calculated  to  create 
anxiety. 

These  rumors  have  been  steadily  on  the  increase,  though  they  have  not  assumed  such  a 
shape  as  to  require  the  use,  in  speaking  of  them,  of  individual  names;  still,  from  their  charac- 
ter and  persistence,  the  undersigned  are  justified  in  applying  to  the  Japanese  government 
f^r  general  information  as  to  whether  any  projects  of  the  kind  have  been  formed,  and  their 
nature,  because,  if  the  Japanese  government  is  not  able  to  assure  the  undersigned  that  such 
designs  have  not  been  or  will  be  formed,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  undersigned  to  point 
out  the  difficulties  which  such  plans  are  certain  to  create,  and  adopt,  in  doing  so,  the 
weightiest  form  of  remonstrance. 

The  silk  restrictions  of  1863  and  1864,  which  consisted  in  the  detention  of  that  article  at 
Yed),  were  clearly  contrary  to  treaties,  which  provide  that  (Art.  xiv,  British  treaty)  for- 
eign merchants  shall  be  allowed  to  trade  freely  with  Japanese  merchants  in  all  lawful  arti- 
cles according  to  the  stipulations  in  the  treaties  and  the  regulations. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  undersigiied  to  complain  of  the  se- 
lection by  the  Japanese  government  of  any  partial  country  for  the  supply  of  its  stores,  ships, 
and  munitions  ;  neither  of  the  bringing  of  silk  into  open  markets  at  Yokohama  and  the  other 
ports  is  not  interfered  with,  is  there  any  objection  to  the  Japanese  government  sending  home 
silk  inst4»Ad  of  dollars  to  pay  for  their  contracts.  The  experience  of  all  commercial  countries 
proves,  beyond  doubt,  that  it  is  neither  wise  nor  prudent  m  a  government  to  make  themselves 
merchants.  Whenever  a  government  is  known  to  be  in  the  market  to  buy  anything,  the 
price  is  sure  to  rise  ;  if  it  wishes  to  sell,  it  is  equally  sure  to  fall,  through  the  tricks  of  indi- 
vidual merchants,  who  are  always  jealous  of  government  as  competitors,  and  never  think  it 
any  sin  to  fleece  them.  But  both  governments  and  individuals  have  to  pay  for  their  experi- 
ence, and  only  learn  to  abide  by  true  principles  when  they  find  it  is  more  costly  to  deviate 
from  than  to  adhere  to  them. 

But  this  is  not  what  the  reports  point  to ;  they  mean  a  repetirion  of  the  restrictions  of  these 
Isai  years,  namely,  that  the  native  merchants  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  bring  their  silk  to 
Yokohama  till  they  have  first  sold  as  much  as  the  government  wants  at  a  lower  price.    Now 
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this  is  simply  a  repetition  of  the  silk  restrictions  of  1863  and  1864,  with  the  single  dlfierenee 
that  its  effect  is  to  create  a  total  or  partial  monopoly  in  favor  of  the  country  to  which  the 
silk  is  destined. 

The  effect  on  the  merchants  of  other  foreign  countries  settled  in  Japan  is  the  same.  There 
is  no  iree  market  for  the  purchase  of  silk  to  which  the  Japanese  traders  are  permitted  to  brio? 
produce,  on  payment  of  tne  customary  and  regular  transit  dues.  The  price  of  any  silk  whici 
IS  then  brought  iuto  the  market  is  heightened,  because  the  supply  has  been  diminished  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  the  quantity  brought  through  this  forced  reduction. 

Naturally,  if,  after  the  communication  of  the  views  of  the  undersigned,  they  find  firom  ac- 
tual experience  that  there  is  a  repetition  of  the  restrictions  alluded  to,  the  government  of  the 
Queen  and  King  will  look  to  that  of  the  Tycoon  for  explanation  of  designs  which  prevent 
British  and  Dutch  subjects  from  trading  in  the  open  markets  provided  by  treaty.  On  such 
anoint  they  will  make  no  question  with  any  other  party  than  the  Tycoon's  government. 

jBut  there  is  another  point  of  view  in  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  undersigned  to  invite  a 
consideration  of  these  projects  as  rumored,  which  appear  to  them  to  rest  on  an  unsound 
basis,  and  they  believe  are  supported  by  false  arguments.  It  is  said  there  would  be  pre- 
sumably greater  profits  on  Japanese  produce  if  consigned  abroad  for  sale,  in  furtheraBce  of 
these  designs,  and  not  sold  in  Japan.  Why  should  not  Japan,  therefore,  keep  to  herself  the 
profit  that  lies  between  the  foreign  purchaser  of  the  silk  in  Yokohama  and  the  manufacturer 
in  the  foreign  country  7 

This  is  true  in  a  way,  but  not  in  the  manner  represented. 

If  the  Tycoon's  government  were  to  encourage  Japanese  merchants  and  commercial  agents 
to  settle  abroad  in  the  great  marts  of.  the  world — as  London,  Paris,  Manchester,  Lyons,  Am- 
sterdam, Hamburg,  New  York,  &c — there  to  receive  the  produce  of  Japan  on  consignment, 
and  thenc«  send  back  as  retuiiis  such  articles  as  are  wanted,  and,  when  sold  in  Japan,  will 
fetch  a  profit,  the  profit  both  ways  would  be  saved,  minus  the  outlay  involved  in  these  foreign 
Japanese  mercantile  establishments.  Nothing  would  give  the  governments  of  their  Majes- 
ties the  Queen  and  King  greater  pleasure  than  to  witness  such  a  step  on  the  part  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Tycoon.  Already  nave  numerous  youths  from  the  estates  of  tne  Tycoon  and 
the  princes  been  sent  to  Europe  for  instruction  in  sciences  and  arts.  Why  not  setid  abroad 
the  sons  of  Japanese  merchants  and  commercial  agents  also  to  be  instructed  in  the  counting- 
houses  of  these  great  trading  cities,  and  afterwards  form  in  these  countries  establishmfflits 
of  their  own  ?     Such  a  step  would  be,  indeed,  the  true  reunion  of  Japan  to  the  world. 

But  the  mere  consignment  of  whole  or  part  of  the  available  produce  not  required  for  con- 
sumption in  Japan  to  one  foreign  mart  will  not  secure  a  higher  price.  The  essence  of  high 
Srice  is  competition.  There  are  in  Yokohama  merchants  from  England,  France,  Holland, 
witzerland,  Germany,  America,  competing  keenly  with  each  other,  face  to  face,  with  equal 
or  greater  number  of  Japanese  merchants ;  whereas,  if  a  particular  market  belonging  to  one 
of  these  nations  is  chosen,  the  competitors  are  in  effect  restricted  to  one  section  of  the  six  or 
seven  now  to  be  found  in  Yokohama,  so  far  as  the  sid^ which  will  correspond  to  the  foreign 
side  of  the  Yokohama  market  is  concerned,  while  the  Japanese  side  must,  as  things  noir 
stand,  be  entirely  represented  by  foreign  agency.  The  eminent  statesmen  who  govern  Japan 
will,  if  they  weigh  such  considerations,  have  no  difficulty  in  arriving  at  the  conclusion  that 
the  best  market  for  Japanese  produce  is  to  be  found  in  submitting  it  to  the  greatest  amount 
of  competition.  It  is  oy  steadily  adhering  to  true  commercial  principles  that  the  financial 
operations  of  a  government  are  best  conducted.  Every  government  does  wisely,  without 
foreign  interference,  to  levy  such  steady  and  equitable  taxes  on  its  exports,  imports,  and 
produce  as  are  requisite  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  state,  but  the  sudden  creation  of  monopo- 
lies, and  the  imposition  of  restrictions  to  effect  particular  objects,  is  wasteful  and  improvi- 
dent ;  a  nation  may  be  great  and  powerful  for  other  reasons  in  spite  of  them,  but  never  by 
reason  of  them.

Mr.  Pruyn  to  Mr.  Winchester  and  Mr,  Van  Polsbroek. 

Leg.\tion  op  the  United  States  m  Japak, 

Kanagawa,  March  14,  J  865. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  joint  letter  of  the  llth 
instant,  with  its  enclosures,  consisting  of  a  minute  of  what  took  place  at  your  recent  confer- 
ence  with  the  Gorogio,  and  of  a  memorandum  which  on  that  occasion  you  presented  to  them. 

The  rumors  to  which  you  therein  refer  had  not  escaped  my  notice,  but  the  project  which 
they  indicated  was  so  ntanifcstly  in  violation  of  existing  treaties,  and  so  incapable  of  execu- 
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tion,  as  to  hftve  failed  to  indaoe  me  to  seek  a  conference  with  tny  coHea^es,  mnch  less  make 
it  the  object  of  a  formal  note.  I  understood  you,  however,  to  saj,  when  you  verbally  commu- 
nicated to  me  the  result  of  your  conference,  that  they  had  assumed  such  shape  and  consistency 
as  not  to  permit  you  to  pass  tbem  by  unnoticed.  I  should -not  have  been  indisposed,  therefore, 
in  conjunction  with  my  colleagues,  to  have  made  them  the  subject  of  a  joint  memorandum, 
in  which  we  should  have  declared  to  the  Japanese  government  that  the  treaties  contemplated 
only  trade  between  the  citizens  and  subjects  of  the  ditferent  powers,  and  that  any  govern- 
mental interference,  either  by  a  purchase  of  the  surplus  products  of  the  country  or  any  part 
of  them,  or  bv  preventing  their  reaching  the  open  ports,  or  by  sending  them  beyond  those 
ports,  would  be  justly  regarded  as  an  intraction  of  those  treaties. 

The  signal  success  which  has  attended  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  representatives  of 
the  four  powers  in  matters  of  common  interest  induces  me  to  regret  that  there  should  have 
been  an  interruption  of  joint  action,  which  I  am  disposed,  however,  to  attribute  rather  to  the 
suddanness  of  your  determination  while  in  Yedo  to  seek  the  interview,  than  to  any  want  of 
courtesy  to  your  colleagues,  or  of  desire  to  obtain  their  concurrence.  Apart  from  the  necessity 
of  manifesting  to  the  Japanese  government  the  continuance  of  this  purpose  of  concerted 
action,  I  regret  it  the  more  as  it  deprives  me  of  an  opportunity  of  suggesting  an  important 
modification  of  your  memorandum,  to  which  I  directed  your  attention  at  our  interview  imme- 
diately on  your  return  from  Yedo.  I  cannot  admit  * '  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the  Japanese 
government  sending  abroad  silk  to  pay  for  stores,  ships,  and  munitions.*'  The  Japanese 
government  would  necessarily  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  extent  to  which  such  right  should  be 
exercised.  My  objection  extends  lo  the  principle,  and  any  violation  of  it  should  mt^t  with 
immediate  and  strong  remonstrance.  I  was  not  aware  till  after  the  receipt  of  your  letter  that 
rou  had  made  the  convention  of  October  last  the  subject  of  any  remark  at  that  interview, 
n  the  absence  of  any  despatches  from  my  government  since  the  receipt  of  the  convention  in 
the  United  States,  I  am  unable  to  say  what  its  decision  or  preference  will  be  if  the  alterna- 
tive of  some  eligible  port  shall  be  offered  for  the  acceptance  of  the  four  powers.  I  cannot 
doubt,  however,  that  our  governments,  when  the  proper  time  arrives,  will  act  in  concert  after 
full  consultation.  While  disposed  to  interpret  your  remarks  at  the  recent  conference  to  be 
such  as  it  waa  declared  to  be  by  the  convention — the  establishment  of  better  relations  with 
Japan,  and  not  the  receipt  of  money — I  would  have  suggested  and  counselled,  had  oppor- 
tunity been  afforded,  that  no  communication  should  have  been  made  in  reference  thereto,  in 
the  absence  of  positive  instructions,  until  the  representatives  of  the  four  powers  were  able  to 
unite  therein. 

I  embrace  this  opportunity  to  renew  the  assurance  of  my  dosure  to  cultivate  ai^d  maintain 
unimpaired  that  perfect  accord  on  the  part  of  the  representatives  of  the  treaty  powers  which 
has  been  so  happily  established,  and  which  has  been  productive  of  so  much  good,  as  most  agree- 
able to  my  own  wishes  and  the  instructions  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  as  the 
best  security  for  the  preservation  of  our  common  treaty  rights.

The  undersigned  has  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  joint  letter,  dated  the 
11th  March,  addressed  to  him  by  Mr.  Winchester,  charg6  d'affaires  of  her  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty, and  Mr.  De  Graeff  van  Polsbroek,  political  agent  and  consul  general  of  his  Majesty 
the  King  of  the  Netherlands,  transmitting  copy  of  minute  of  their  conference  with  the  Go- 
rogio,  and  of  a  memorandum  which  they  have  deemed  proper  to  present  to  them. 

The  undersigned  has  already  verbally  expressed  to  Messrs.  Winchester  and  De  Graeff  van 
Polsbroek,  when  they  came  to  communicate  to  him  the  object  and  the  result  of  their  proceed- 
ing with  the  Gorogio  the  painful  feelings  which  he  experienced  when  learning  that  his  col- 
leagues had  acted  without  him  in  a  matter  which  interested  him  personally.  It  was,  indeed, 
publicly  known  that  the  rumors  taken  for  basis  of  the  memorandum  addressed  by  them  to 
the  Gorogio  clearly  and  solely  pointed  to  France  and  its  representative,  who,  it  was  said, 
bad  induced  the  Japanese  goveniment  to  send  all  the  silk  of  Japan  to  the  market  of  Lyons, 
&c.,  &c. 

The  undersigned  will  not  repeat,  now,  his  opinions  on  this  subject,  but  contents  himself 
with  submitting  the  following  remarks  to  his  colleagues : 

The  representatives  of  America,  England,  France,  and  Holland,  having  succeeded  in 
ef tabii«hing  among  themselves  a  perfect  understanding,  which  has  so  powerftilly  contributed 
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to  improve  our  political  and  commercial  situation  in  Japan,  and  haying  engpa^d  theiyselyes 
to  act  in  concert  each  time  that  the  general  interests  of  the  foreign  nations  shall  be  threat- 
ened by  measures  emanating  from  the  Japanese  government,  the  undersigned  thinks  that 
both  his  colleagues,  Messrs.  Winchester  and  De  Graeff  van  Polsbroek,  might  have  come  to 
an  understanding  with  him  previous  to  writing  the  memorandum  which  they  presented  to 
the  Gorogio  on  the  subject  of  a  question  so  pointedly  connected  with  the  interests  of  the 
respective  citizens  and  subjects  of  the  four  powers  above  named. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty's  chargd  d'affaires  and  the  political  agent  of  his  Majesty  the  King 
of  the  Netherlands,  would  then  iiave  convinced  themselves  that  not  only  dues  the  uuder- 
sigued  consider  any  commercial  operation  on  the  part  of  the  Japanese  government  as  op- 
posed to  the  spirit  and  the  letter  of^the  treaties  and  of  international  laws,.but  also  that  he  did 
not  admit,  as  his  colleagues  have  admitted  in  their  memorandum,  the  right  of  the  said  gov- 
ernment to  send  silk  abroad  in  exchange  for  arms  and  munitions  which  it  may  have  pur- 
chased there.  * 

The  commercial  interests  which  the  undersigned  is  sent  to  protect  require  that  the  Japan- 
ese government  shall  absolutely  abstain  from  any  c>ommercial  act  whatever,  either  directly 
or  indirectly. 

The  undersigned  cannot  explain  the  reply  of  the  Gorogio,  according  to  the  minute  written 
by  his  colleagues,  in  any  other  manner  than  as  a  misunderstanding  or  an  error  of  translation, 
on  many  occasions,  and  recently  again  he  has  had  similar  commercial  questions  to  discuss 
with  the  Gorogio  or  their  envoys,  and  never  has  he  been  able  to  trace,  in  their  replies,  the 
slightest  indication  of  intentions  on  their  part  such  as  are  attributed  to  them. 

The  spread  or  the  maintenance  of  such  errors  might  affect  the  character  of  the  representa- 
tive of  France,  and  he,  therefore,  considers  it  a  duty  to  call,  without  delay,  for  a  special 
statement  on  this  subject  on  the  part  of  the  Gorogio. 

The  undersigned  also  believes  that  Messrs.  De  Graeff  van  Polsbroek  and  Winchester  might 
have  omitted,  jointly  and  officially,  to  discuss  with  the  Gorogio  the  question  relating  to  the 
war  indemnity  granted  by  the  Japanese  government  to  Lngland,  France,  America,  and 
Holland.  This  question  having  been  the  subject  of  a  convention  signed  by  the  representa- 
tives of  those  four  powers,  it  seems  more  natural  to  the  undersigned  not  to  discuss  it  with  the 
Gorogio  until  after  a  mutual  understanding  of  the  said  representatives. 

It  is  thus  with  profound  regret  that  the  undersigned  now  states  facts  which  would  be  of  ft 
nature  to  affect  the  good  understanding  which,  until  now,  has  subsisted  between  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  four  powers,  if  ho  had  not,  while  dismissing  any  impression  of  personal 
feeling,  resolved  upon  maintaining  unimpaired  the  unity  which  is  the  essential  condition  of 
the  strength  they  must  oppose  to  the  restrictive  tendencies  of  the  Japanese  government.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  the  minister 
for  foreign  affairs,  in  wbioh  it  is  announced  that  bis  Majesty  the  Tycoon  does  not 
think  it  expedient  to  avail  himself  of  the  privilege  conferred  by  the  convention 
of  tendering  Simonoseki,  or  some  eligible  port  in  the  inland  sea,  in  lieu  of 
the  indemnity  which  he  therein  agreed  to  pay  to  the  four  powers.  (Enclosure 
No.  1.)  ^ 

A  similar  communication  was  at  the  same  time  addressed  to  my  colleagues  j 
but  as  the  representatives  of  England  and  Holland  bad  announced  to  the  Jap- 
anese government  that  their  governments  preferred  that  another  port  should  be 
opened,  and  the  minister  of  France  had  been  instructed  that  the  government  of 
bis  Imperial  Majesty  thought  it  better  that  the  pecuniary  indemnity  should  be  paid, 
it  was  not  thought  we  could  frame  a  reply  in  which  all  conld  unite,  I  therefore 
transmitted  a  letter  to  the  Gorogio,  of  which  I  send  copy,  (enclosure  No.  9.) 

As  by  the  terms  of  the  convention  it  was  entirely  optional  with  the  Tycoon 
to  open  a  port,  and  as  the  effect  of  tbe  decision  was  to  make  tbe  obligation  to 
pay  the  indemnity  absolute,  it  appeared  to  me  that  it  was  advisable  to  offer 
to  receive  tbe  first  instalment  at  the  time  named,  as  it  was  understood  that  the 
money  was  already  in  the  treasury  and  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  I  there- 
fore suggested  to  her  Britannic  Majesty's  chargd  d'affaires  that  it  would  not  be 
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incoDsistent  with  his  dutVi  under  the  letters  he  had  received  declaring  the  pre- 
ference of  her  Britannic  Majesty's  government,  to  unite  in  receiving  the  money 
provided  the  Japanese  government  paid  it,  with  the  understanding  that  such 
receipt  should  not  be  understood  as  committing  our  governments  to  the  ex- 
tension of  the  times  of  payment  of  the  remaining  instalments.  We  therefore 
bad  a  conference  and  agreed  to  make  that  proposition ;  whereupon  I  addressed 
a  letter  to  the  Gorogio,  of  which  I  enclose  copy,  enclosure  No.  3,  which  corre- 
sponds substantially  with  the  reply  sent  in  by  each  of  my  colleagues. 

You  will  see  the  government  wish  an  extension  of  the  time  of  payment  of  the 
second  instalment,  leaving  it  only  to  be  inferred,  not  expressed,  that  the  re- 
maining instalments  will  be  hereafter  paid  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  the  con- 
vention. But  they  make  no  promise  to  do  so,  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that 
if  this  extension  be  granted  similar  efforts  will  be  made  to  extend  the  time  of 
payment  of  the  other  instalments,  which  will  prove  an  embarrassment  to  trade 
for  several  years.  I  concur  with  my  colleagues  in  the  opinion  that  no  such  ex- 
tension should  be  granted.

In  orderlo  arrange  the  diflScuUy  cansed  by  tbe  hostile  acts  of  Mori  Daizen  against  the 
ehips  of  various  powers,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  us  with  the  representatives  of  the 
treaty  powers  on  the  2*2(1  of  the  9th  month,  (October  22,  1864,)  providing  that  in  view  of  the 
mutual  interests  of  the  governments  interested,  it  is  optional  to  open  Bimonoseki  or  another 
port  in  the  inland  sea,  or  to  pay  a  sum  of  money  as  indemnity,  as  stated  in  that  written  in 
etrument. 

After  having  fully  taken  the  present  state  of  things  in  our  country  into  due  consideration, 
we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  opening  of  a  new  port  is  not  only  undesirable,  in 
view  of  our  internal  affairs,  but  that  it  would  also  be  attended  with  inconvenience  for  the 
several  powers. 

The  real  cause  which  involved  the  friendly  intercourse  between  the  two  countries  in  great 
difficulties  is  the  action  of  Mori  Daizen  ;  the  money  of  the  indemnity  therefore  should  be  de- 
manded of  him ;  but  as  one  of  the  Daimios  of  our  country,  it  is  impossible  to  allow  him  to  en- 
ter into  negotiation  on  the  subject  with  the  several  powers,  and  hence  our  government  was 
compelled  to  assume  the  responsibility. 

If  a  port  be  opened  instead,  the  inconvenience  of  both  countries  will  increase  twofold,  and 
therefore,  after  mature  deliberation,  we  have  decided  to  choose  the  latter  alternative,  to  wit, 
tbe  payment  of  the  indemnity. 

The  Choshu  difficulty  is  still  unsettled.     Yet  one  portion  of  the  sum  of  indemnity  to  be 

Eaid  in  six  instalments  shall  be  delivered  in  the  6th  month  of  this  year,  (August,  lH(i5,)  and 
ecause  this  Choshu  difficulty  has  not  yet  been  disposed  of,  it  is  desirable  that  f«.r  the  pay- 
ment of  the  balance  an  extension  of  one  year  be  granted,  and  it  is  proposed  that  the  second 
instalment  be  paid  in  the  6tli  month  of  next  year,  and  further  payment,  as  provided  by  con- 
vention, from  the  last  named  date. 

As  you  are  well  acquainted  with  the  state  of  affairs  in  our  country,  we  do  not  doubt  that 
you  will  fully  comply  with  our  desire.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  excellencies*  letter  of  the  10th  day 
of  the!M  month,  (5th  instant.) 
It  announces  that  the  goyemment  of  his  Majesty  the  Tycoon  has^  after  imtofe^<^1i^a- 
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tion,  decided  not  to  tender  Simonoseki,  or  some  other  eligible  port  in  the  Inland  Sea,  in  Uaa 
of  the  indemnity,  the  right  of  which  was  reserved  by  the  late  convention. 

Your  excellencies  therefore  propose  to  pay  the  first  instalment  of  the  indemnity  in  the  6th 
month  of  the  year,  the  second  instalment  in  the  6th  month  of  next  year,  and  the  four  remain- 
ing instalments  at  intervals  subsequent  to  the  second  payment,  as  provided  by  convention. 

Sufficient  time  has  not  elapsed  to  enable  me  to  receive  instructions  on  the  subject  of  the 
convention  from  my  government  and  to  learn  its  preferences. 

I  feel  assured,  however,  it  would  have  cheerfully  accepted  a  new  port  in  lieu  of  all  or  part 
of  the  indemnity,  had  such  been  the  wish  of  the  Japanese  |?ovemment. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  decision  which  has  been  made,  founded,  as  it  is,  on  a  more  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  commercial  and  political  relations  of  the  several  parts  of  the  Empire  with 
each  other,  may  be  such  as  is  best  calculated  to  improve  the  relations  with  the  treaty  powers, 
and  to  insure  internal  peace  and  tranquillity. 

Meanwhile  I  shall  transntit  to  my  government  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  your  excellencies. 
On  the  arrival  of  instructions  from  our  respective  governments,  the  ministers  of  the  four 
powers  will  be  in  a  position  to  take  vour  excellencies    letter  into  full  and  friendly  considera- 
tion, and  give  such  answer  as  may  be  in  our  power,  as  to  your  proposal  to  extend  the  pay- 
,  ment  of  the  balance  of  the  indemnity.

In  continuation  of  my  letter  No.  36,  in  relation  to  your  excellencies*  announcement,  that 
the  government  of  his  Majesty  the  Tycoon  had  resolved  to  pay  the  indemnity  agreed  on 
by  the  convention  of  October  22,  1864,  renouncing  the  right  reserved  therein  to  tender  in 
lieu  thereof  an  open  port,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  inform  your  excellencies,  that  at  a  recent 
conference  between  my  colleagues  and  myself  we  arrived  at  the  following  conclusions,  which 
harmonize  with  those  contained  in  my  said  letter  No.  36,  (enclosure  No.  2.) 

The  decision  of  his  Majesty  the  Tycoon  becomes  now  a  part  of  the  convention,  and  has 
the  effect  to  make  the  obligation  to  pay  the  indemnity  absolute. 

The  representatives  of  the  four  powers  will  therefore  be  prepared  to  receive  the  first  instal- 
ment at  the  time  mentioned  by  your  excellencies,  but  only  on  condition  that  such  receipt 
shall  not  be  considered  as  binding  their  respective  governments  to  the  extension  of  the  time 
fixed  for  the  payment  of  the  remaining  instalments.  The  undersigned  would  be  authorized, 
with  his  colleagues,  to  accept  the  further  instalments  as  they  successively  become  due  under 
the  convention.  The  convention  having  doubtless  before  this  been  ratified  by  the  powers, 
parties  thereto  cannot  be  changed  by  their  representatives.  They  must  therefore  make  known 
your  excellencies'  wishes  to  their  respective  governments  for  their  decision.  It  will  be  com- 
petent if  they  shall  decide,  in  a  friendly  spirit,  to  comply  in  whole  or  in  part  with  the  request 
of  his  Majesty  the  Tycoon  to  propose  such  equivalent  advantages  as  may  bo  regarded  as 
necessary  and  just.    . 

Animated  by  the  most  friendly  sentiments,  I  have  transmitted  a  copy  of  your  excellencies' 
letter  to  my  government,  which  will,  at  an  early  day  after  an  interchange  of  views  with  the 
government*  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  the  Netherlands,  give  instructions  to  its  repre- 
sentatives, corresponding  with  the  decision  at  which  they  shall  arrive.

Sir  :  It  has  long  been  my  opinion,  as  you  are  aware,  that  internal  troubles 
in  the  empire  are  occasioned  by  the  struggles  of  the  Dairaios  to  share  in  the 
profits  of  foreign  trade,  now  wholly  monopolized  by  the  Tycoon,  and  I  have 
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reason  to  beKeve  tbat  the  true  sentiments  of  the  Daimios,  if  not  sjstematicallj 
misrepresented  by  this  govemment»  are  at  least  withheld  from  our  know- 
ledge. 

The  Prince  of  Satsuma,  once  represented  to  be  the  head  of  the  Sako  or 
anti- foreign  party,  is  now  known  to  favor  an  extended  trade.  I  believe  such 
has  already  been  his  p»eference.  When  Nagasaki  was  only  open  to  a  very 
restricted  trade  with  Holland,  Satsuma  imported  largely  from  China  through 
his  princely  domain,  the  Lew  Chew  islands.  The  highest-priced  and  most 
largely  used  cotton  fabric  is  called  Satsuma,  partly  manufactured  in  and  partly 
received  through  his  dominious. 

Letters  from  Nagasaki  now  represent  it  as  undoubtedly  true  that  Choshu  was 
equally  favorable  to  an  enlarged  trade  with  foreigners,  and  is  determined  to  par- 
ticipate in  such  trade,  even  if  obliged  to  do  so  clandestinely. 

These  letters  are  simply  confirmatory  of  what  we  have  otherwise  learned  of 
his  purpose,  and  every  Daimio  in  Kin  Sin  and  Sikoku,  save  one,  openly  advo- 
cate the  immediate  opening  of  ports  in  the  Inland  Sea. 

The  ports  now  open  are  in  imperial  territory,  where  the  retainers  and  mer- 
chants of  Daimios  are  subject  to  arbitrary  arrests.  Toguno  Sagonou,  one  of 
SatBuma's  physicians,  has  been  confined  in  prison  nearly  three  years,  because  a 
letter  was  found  in  his  possession  from  a  foreign  merchant  to  his  Daimio,  advo- 
cating the  policy  of  trade  with  foreigners. 

At  Osacca,  the  Daimios  of  the  empire  enjoy  privileges  of  trade,  secured  to 
them  by  ancient  laws  and  customs,  which  would  enable  them  to  meet  the  for- 
eign merchants  on  a  footing  of  gi-eat  equality  with  the  Tycoon.  The  many 
vexatious  restrictions  on  trade  which  can  be  maintained  in  the  now  open  ports 
would  be  loosened  in  that  city,  and  another  advantage,  equally  important,  can 
be  only  secured  in  that  commercial  centre  of  the  empire.  The  great  merchants 
and  the  bankers  can  be  met  face  to  face.  Here,  irresponsible  men  are  the  fac- 
tors. Advances  cannot  be  safely  made  on  produce  to  be  delivered.  Large 
sums  have  thus  been  lost.  At  Osacca  they  could  be  safely  made,  if  needful, 
and  with  the  enlargement  of  trade  at  this  great  entrepot  of  manufactured  goods 
and  native  produce,  attended  as  it  will  be  by  more  intimate  relations  with  a 
better  class  of  Japanese,  a  more  friendly  feeling  will  prevail,  and  greater  secu- 
rity be  obtained  for  life  and  property.

Sir  :  It  has  been  officially  announced  to  me  that,  at  an  early  day,  his  Maj- 
esty the  Tycoon  will  leave  Yedo  to  place  himself  at  the  head  of  the  army 
which  is  to  act  against  the  Prince  of  Choshu. 

In  view  of  the  profound  peace  which  has  uninterruptedly  prevailed  in  Japai\ 
for  more  than  two  centuries,  the  Tycoon's  government  declared  that  they  felt 
disposed  to  deal  leniently  with  the  Prince,  and  facilitate  by  every  means  his 
return  to  his  allegiance ;  but  his  recent  proceedings  led  to  the  suspicion  that  he 
had  met  with  some  support.  It  was  at  first  believed  that  Choshu  would  comply, 
instead  of  which  his  resistance  is  now  more  marked  than  ever.  Prompt  action, 
had,  therefore,  been  resolved  upon  to  carry  out  the  sentence  by  which  he  is  to 
be  shorn  of  all  power  hitherto  possessed.  ^  . 
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The  Tycoon's  government  felt  confident  of  the  result  of  this  military  expe- 
dition, and  added,  that,  when  their  internal  difficulties  shall  have  been  disposed  of, 
it  will  be  easier  faithfully  to  observe  the  treaties  and  cultivate  friendly  re- 
lations with  the  treaty  powers.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  No.  1,  translation  of  a  letter 
from  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  informing  me  of  the  departure,  this  day,  of 
the  Tycoon,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  himself  at  the  head  of  his  army,  which 
is  to  suppress  the  rebellion  of  the  Prince  of  Choshu. 

This  army  is  to  gather  contingent  forces  from  various  Daimios  on  the  way, 
and,  on  arrival  on  the  scene  of  action,  it  is  estimated,  will  fiilly  muster  one  hun- 
dred thousand  fighting  men. 

There  appears  to  be  much  uncertainty  in  regard  to  the  attitude  of  sev- 
eral Daimios  in  the  vicinity  of  Nagato,  whose  position  as  yet  is  not  sufficiently 
defined ;  but  there  appears,  also,  to  prevail  an  impression  that  the  presence  of 
BO  large  a  force  will,  by  itself,  be  found  sufficient  to  overawe  not  only  the  Prince 
of  Choshu,  but  also  such  other  Daimios  who  are  udw  more  or  less  wavering  in 
their  allegiance,  and  that  the  solution  of  all  internal  difficulties  is  now  near  at 
an  end.

Sir  :  As  soon  as  intelligence  was  received  here  that  the  President  had  ap- 
proved the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  bill,  I  united  with  the  minister  of 
France  and  chargd  d'affaires  of  Great  Britain  in  applying  to  this  government  for 
a  lot  of  land  suitable  for  a  coal  depot  for  each  of  the  three  steamship  companies. 
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It  is  expected  that,  at  an  early  day,  the  French  company  of  the  Messageries 
Imperial es  will,  like  the  British  Peninsular  and  Oriental  Steamship  Company, 
make  Yokohama  the  terminus  of  their  line. 

I  have  now  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  received  a  letter  from  this  govern- 
ment to  the  effect  that  the  governor  of  Kanagawa  has  heen  authorized  to  grant 
a  lot  for  that  purpose. 

I  am  aware  that  our  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  is  not  expected  to  go 
into  operation  before  1867,  but  in  view  of  the  increasing  prosperity  and  commer- 
cial importance  of  Yokohama,  a  suitable  lot  might  not  then  be  procurable, 
except  at  a  heavy  outlay. 

I  hope  you  will  be  pleased  to  approve  of  my  action  in  this  matter.

No.  36.J  Legation  of  thb  United  States  in  Japan, 

Yedoy  June  24,  1865. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  No.  1,  copy  of  a  memorandum, 
signed  on  the  21st  instant  by  the  representatives  of  the  four  powers,  who,  in 
September  last,  adopted  the  policy  of  reopening  the  Inland  Sea^  closed  against 
foreign  vessels  by  the  aggressions  of  the  Prince  of  Choshu,  at  Simonoseki, 
which  policy  was  crowned  with  success,  and  met  with  the  approval  of  their 
respective  governments. 

The  present  memorandum  is  in  continuation  of  that  policy,  in  view  of  the 
approaching  operations  of  the  Tycoon  at  the  head  of  his  army  for  the  sup- 
pression of  the  rebellion  of  the  Prince  of  Ghoshu,  and  with  the  object  of 
securing  the  observance  of  strict  neutrality. 

I  trust  you  will  be  pleased  to  approve  of  my  action.

Mem&randum, 

Choshu,  Prince  of  Nasato,  beings  in  a  state  of  overt  insurrection  against  the  Tycoon,  and 
his  Majesty  the  Tycoon  naving  resolved  to  march  himself  at  the  head  of  an  army,  intended 
to  rednce  nis  contumacious  vassal  to  obedience,  civil  war  is  inmiinent,  and  from  the  situation 
of  its  theatre  may,  to  a  certain  extent,  compromise  the  interests  of  the  treaty  powers  by  im- 
peding the  free  navigation  of  their  vessels  through  the  straits  of  Simonoseki. 

In  presence  of  this  state  of  things,  the  representatives  of  the  four  powers  subscribing 
the  convention  of  the  22d  October,  1864,  have  met  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  as  to  the 
measures  it  may  be  convenient  to  adopt  for  protecting  the  interests  of  their  countrymen,  and 
securing  the  results  contemplated  by  the  expedition  successfully  directed  by  their  respective 
naval  forces  against  the  batteries  of  Simonoseki  in  September,  1864. 

This  meeting  took  place  on  the  21st  June,  1865,  and  the  following  is  the  result  of  the  joint 
deliberations  of  the  imdersigned : 

Considering  that  the  batteries  erected  by  the  Prince  of  Naeato,  in  the  straits  of  Simonoseki, 
were  employed  to  prohibit  the  free  navigation  of  the  inland  sea  to-  foreigners,  and  were  dis- 
armed by  the  commanders  of  the  allied  forces,  who  imposed  upon  the  prince  the  formal  oblige 
tion  not  to  re-arm  them : 

Considering  that  the  allied  forces  have  not  renounced  the  obligation  of  a  militajy  position 
in  the  straits,  save  on  a  formal  obligation  accepted  by  the  government  of  the  Tycoon,  to 
guarantee  the  free  navigation  of  the  straits  to  foreign  vessels : 

Considering,  moreover,  that  while  the  rules  of  a  wise  policy  require  of  the  powers  signing 
the  convention  to  avoid  eveiy  act  of  intervention  in  the  conflict  which  has  just  commenced 
between  the  Tycoon  and  the  Prince  of  Nagato,  their  treaty  relations  of  friendship  and  com- 
merce which  exist  only  with  the  Tycoon  require  from  them  the  moral  support  and  facilities 
necessary  to  the  exercise  of  the  rights  acknowledged  by  such  treaties  to  belong  to  the  Tycoon : 

For  these  reasons  the  undersigned  have  adopted  with  one  accord  the  following  articles, 
and  are  agreed  that  a  copy  of  this  memorandum  shall  be  addressed  to  the  commanders  of  the 
naval  torces  of  their  respective  nations  now  present  or  hereafter  to  arrive  in  Japan : 

Abticle  I. 

In  the  interval  which  will  elapse  before  the  land  and  sea  forces  of  the  Tycoon  shall  present 
themselves  in  the  straits  of  Simonoseki,  the  naval  commanders  of  the  powers,  parties  to  the 
convention  of  the  22d  October,  ought,  in  virtue  of  that  convention,  to  oppose  the  re-armament 
of  the  batteries  of  the  Prince  of  Nagato  in  the  said  strait,  or  even  to  proceed  to  their  disarma- 
ment if  the  Daimio  should  have  re-armed  them ;  but  as  the  carrying  these  measures  into  effect 
might  bring  about  conflicts  and  complications,  which  the  undersigned  wish  absolutely  to 
avoid,  the  commanders  of  the  naval  forces  are  requested,  in  this  latter  case,  to  make  to  the 
Prince  of  Nagato,  or  his  representative,  such  remonstrances  as  they  may  deem  appropriate, 
and  in  any  event  to  ascertain  the  state  of  things,  and  to  furnish  the  undersigned  with  an  im- 
mediate report,  in  order  that  they  may  communicate  with  the  government  of  the  Tycoon 
thereon,  and  to  place  their  respective  governments  in  a  position  to  give  their  instructions. 
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Article  II. 

Apart  from  the  object  of  the  preceding  article,  it  is  desirable  that  the  commanders  of  the 
naval  forces  shonld  be  able  to  assure  the  free  passage  of  the  straits  to  foreign  ships  using  it 
in  regular  trade  with  Japan,  and  to  lend  the  aid  required  by  treaty  for  repreHsing  on  the  part 
of  the  merchant  ships  belonging  to  their  respective  flags  in  any  part  of  tne  territories  of  Na- 
gato,  contiguous  to  the  straits,  trading  operations,  which,  in  terms  of  the  treaties,  are  only 
authorized  m  the  ports  actually  opened  to  foreigners. 

Article  III. 

It  is  equally  important  to  prevent  the  ships  of  the  Tycoon,  charged  with  the  prevention  of 
unlawful  comm#cial  operations  with  the  insurgent  prince,  from  going  in  such  cases  beyond 
the  limits  of  right  and  humanity. 

Article  IV. 

When  hostilities  shall  commence  in  the  straits  between  the  Tycoon  and  Choshu,  the  com' 
manders  will  warn  foreign  ships  of  the  necessity  of  passing  beyond  the  lines  of  fire,  and 
should  even  require  them  to  abstain  from  entering  the  straits  if  the  passage  at  the  time  should 
bring  them  into  actual  danger. 

Article  V. 

It  is  well  understood  that  all  the  measures  indicated  by  the  undersized  shall  be  carried 
out  in  the  manner  which  the  naval  commanders  shall  consider  most  fittmg,  and  in  any  case 
that  their  desire  is  that  the  strictest  neutrality  should  be  observed  in  all  that  concerns  the 
military  operations  between  the  Tycoon  and  the  Prince  of  Nagato.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  U^  transmit.  No.  1,  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  by  me  to 
the  Japanese  government  on  the  subject  of  an  embassy  which  recently  left  for 
Europe. 
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Up  to  this  date  no  reply  has  been  received  by  me  to  that  letter,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  delay  in  giving  me  the  information  desired  is  owing  to 
some  secret  agreement  entered  into  some  months  ago  with  the  representative  of 
a  treaty  power  in  this  country. 

Although  no  engagement,  either  secret  or  otherwise,  made  on  behalf  of  the 
Japanese  government  by  this  embassy  with  any  European  power,  could  in  the 
slightest  degree  be  binding  on  the  United  States,  yet  it  might  ultimately  prove 
of  an  embarrassing  influence. 

I  feel  confident  that  at  an  early  day  I  shall  succeed  in  procuring  a  aatisfisustoiy

I  have  to  request  your  excellency  to  commnnicate  to  me  the  rank  and  names  of  the 
officers  composing  your  embassy,  which  left  by  last  mail  steamer  for  Europe,  aud  to  inform 
me  of  the  object  of  >heir  mission. 

Your  embassy  which  left  for  Europe  in  1862  concluded  a  secret  convention  with  the  gOT- 
emmeifts  of  Great  Britain  and  France,  which  was  shown  me  by  Colonel  Neale,  then  her 
Britannic  Majesty's  charg6  d'affaires,  and  the  embassy  which  left  subsequently  concladed  a 
convention  in  Paris,  which  latter  convention  was  disapproved  by  his  Majesty  the  Tycoon- 
In  neither  of  these  cases  was  any  notice  whatever  given  to  the  minister  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  most  friendly  manner  I  now  beg  to  submit  that  it  is  difficult  to  reconcile  the  con- 
clusion of  such  conventions  with  a  fair  interpretation  of  the  most-favored-nation  clause,  as 
contained  in  article  9  of  the  treaty  concluded  with  Commodore  Perry  at  Kanagawa  on  the 
3l8t  of  March,  1854. 

The  President  is  animated  with  a  most  cordial  friendship  towards  his  Majesty  the  Tycoon 
and  his  government^  which  fnendship,  I  am  sure,  is  as  cordially  reciprocAted,  and  I  have 
therefore  no  doubt  that  your  excellency  will  furnish  me  at  an  early  day  with  the  informatioB 
desired.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  No.  1,  translation  of  a  letter  from 
the  Gorogio,  informing  me  that  two  of  the  members  at  Osacca  had  commissioned 
two  war  steamers  to  cruise  off  the  coast  of  Nagato,  under  instructions  to  seize 
all  foreign  vessels  engaged  in  ilHcit  traffic  with  the  subjects  of  the  rebellion 
prince  of  that  province. 

This  letter  was  handed  me  with  the  request  that  the  greatest  possible  pub- 
licity might  be  given  to  it. 

1  therefore  addressed  a  letter  to  this  effect  to  Mr.  Seward,  our  consul  general 
in  China,  at  Shanghai,  (enclosure  No.  2,)  and  to  the  consular  officers  in  this 
country,  (enclosure  No.  3.) 

Witii  my  reply  to  the  Gorogio  (enclosure  No.  3)  I  transmitted  an  au- 
thenticated copy,  in  duplicate,  of  my  letter  to  the  consuls  above  nam   1,  for  each 
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of  those  two  war  steamer?,  for  the  double  purpose  of  enabling  their  respective 
commanders,  in  the  probable  absence  of  competent  interpreters,  to  communicate 
with  any  American  vessel,  should  any  unfortunately  be  found  engaged  in  such 
illicit  traflSc,  and  to  show  that  both  in  China  and  Japan  the  consular  officers  of 
the  United  States  have  been  informed  of  the  presence  of  those  steamers  and  the 
subject  of  their  cruise. 

On  inquiry  whether  the  commanders  of  those  war  steamers  "  would  know  how 
to  act"  in  case  of  their  meeting  with  any  American  vessel  engaged  in  such  illicit 
traffic,  it  was  stated  to  me  that  the  Japanese  government  were  not  quite  pre- 
pared to  discuss  "  any  question  of  international  law,"  but  that  I  might  rest  as- 
sured that  both  commanders  were  cautious  gentlemen,  and  that,  moreover,  they 
had  been  instructed  to  act  with  the  greatest  moderation,  though  it  was  hoped 
and  believed  that  there  would  bo  no  necessity  for  any  action  whatever  on  their 
part. 

The  mission  of  those  steamers,  though  not  fully  disclosed,  perhaps,  is  evidently 
the  blockade  of  Simonoseki,  to  prevent  supplies  of  arms,  ammunition,  &c.,  reach- 
ing the  Prince  of  Nagato,  now  bolder  than  ever  in  his  overt  rebellion  against 
this  government.

I  have  to  inform  you  that,  haviDg  learned  that  foreign  ships  are  tracing  clandestinely  at 
Simonoseki,  in  the  province  of  N«^to,  two  ships-of-war,  the  Shokoku  and  the  Kokurio,  sta- 
tioned at  Osacca,  have  been  sent,  on  the  25th  of  July,  to  cruise  off  the  coai»t  of  Nagato  for 
the  purpose  of  seizing  all  vessels  engaged  in  illicit  traffic.  This  has  been  communicated  to 
me  by  my  colleagues  then  at  Osacca. 

I  request  you  to  make  the  foregoing  kno^vn  to  all  American  ship-masters  who  may  sail 
through  the  straits,  and  also  to  the  commanders  of  American  ships-of-war  in  the  eastern  seas, 
in  order  that  a  friendly  understanding  may  exist  when  the  officers  of  our  respective  nations 
shall  meet  each  other.

Yedo,  Avgust  22,  1865. 

Sir  :  On  the  morning  of  the  18th  instant  I  was  waited  on  by  governors  for 
foreign  affairs,  who  came  to  inform  me  that  the  Japanese  government  was  pre- 
pared to  pay  the  first  instalment  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  Simon- 
oski  indemnity,  according  to  the  convention  of  the  22d  October,  1864. 

Aware  that  under  article  2d  of  that  convention  the  large  sum  of  three  millions 
(3,000,000)  of  dollars  was  payable  quarterly  in  instalments  of  half  a  million 
(500,000)  dollars  each,  "  to  begin  from  the  date  when  the  representatives  of  the 
powers  signing  it  should  make  known  to  the  Tycoon's  government  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  convention  and  the  instructions  of  their  respective  governments,"  I 
only  inquired  whether  similar  announcements  had  been  made  to  the  representa- 
tives of  the  other  treaty  powers. 

The  governors  then  informed  me  that  early  on  that  day  another  governor  for 
foreign  affairs  had  gone  to  Yokohama  for  that  purpose,  and  that  such  announce- 
ment would  probably  be  made  to  the  other  representatives  on  the  afternoon  of 
that  day. 

In  order  that  my  absence  might  not  embarrass  the  action  of  those  represent- 
atives, I  accordingly  went  down  to  Yokohama  at  once,  with  the  object  of  ascer- 
taining their  views  on  this  unexpected  announcement. 

The  unanimous  opinion  was,  in  view  of  the  decision  taken  and  communicated 
to  the  Gorogio  in  April  last,  that  no  option  was  left  but  that  the  amount  ten- 
dered should  be  received.  I  respectfully  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  despatch  No. 
16,  of  this  series,  with  its  three  enclosures. 

I  now  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith.  No.  1,  a  copy  of  a  memorandum^ 
dated  the  2l8t  August,  1865,  agreeing  to  take  delivery  of  the  sum  offered,  ap- 
pended to  which  is  a  copy  of  an  order  to  the  chartered  Oriental  Bank  and  char- 
tered Mercantile  Bank,  to  hold  that  money  in  equal  sums  of  two  hundred  and 
^i'ty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars  each,  to  the  conjoint  order  of  the  representatives^ 
of  the  four  powers  who  signed  the  convention  of  the  22d  October,  1864. 

Your  instructions  as  to  the  disposal  of  that  money  have  no  donbt  been  sent 
already.  Their  anticipated  early  arrival  was  an  additional  reason  why  I  felt 
no  hesitation  in  consenting  to  its  being  received.  If  the  offer  of  the  Japanese 
government  had  not  been  accepted  at  once  when  made,  the  payment  of  the  first 
instalment  might  have  been  indefinitely  extended,  and  the  convention,  as  I  learned, 
had  already,  in  substance,  been  approved  by  the  governments  of  Great  Britain 
and  France. 
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Should  the  whole  amount  of  the  indemnitj,  namelj,  three  millions  (3,000,000) 
of  dollars,  so  much  larger  than  originally  intended,  be  deemed  too  large,  which 
was  Mr.  Prayn's  opinion,  as  expressed  in  his  despatch  No.  65,  of  the  29th  Oc- 
tober, 1864,  I  beg  respectfully  to  suggest,  inasmuch  as  it  is  stated  in  article  3 
of  that  convention  that  *'  the  receipt  of  money  has  never  been  the  object  of  the 
said  treaty  powers,  but  the  establishment  of  better  relations  with  Japan,"  &c., 
that  a  portion  of  that  indemnity,  say  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars, 
might  be  most  advantageously  employed  in  improvements  in  both  the  foreign 
and  Japanese  settlements,  at  the  open  ports,  such  as  drainage,  cleaning  streets, 
&c.  In  no  manner  that  I  am  aware  of  could  any  portion  of  such  indemnity  be 
employed  to  greater  advantage  and  be  of  more  lasting  benefit  to  both  our  politi- 
cal and  commercial  relations  with  this  country.

tendered,  on  the  19th  instant,  to  the  undersigned,  on  the  part  of  the  government  of  the  Tycoon, 
the  said  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  the  undersigned  hereby  record  their  agreement 
to  take  delivery  of  the  said  money,  and  with  a  view  to  its  safe  custody,  to  authorize,  by  the 
letter  at  foot,  the  deposit  of  the  same  in  two  eoual  sums  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(^250,000)  dollars  in  the  chartered  Oriental  Bank  and  the  chartered  Mercantile  Bank  at  Yoko- 
hama, each  bank  to  receive  one  of  the  said  sums  and  to  hold  the  same  subject  to  the  instruc- 
tions now  expected  from  the  respective  governments  of  the  undersigned  as  to  the  manner  in 
vvhich  the  said  money  is  to  be  disposed  of.

Sir  :  A  communication  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Pruyn,  dated  at  London, 
July  31,  transmitting  the  convention  of  January  28,  1864,  for  the  reduction  of 
import  duties,  concluded  by  him  with  the  Japanese  government,  and  also  the 
convention  entered  into  by  and  between  his  Majesty  the  Tycoon  and  the  gov- 
ernments of  the  United  States,  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Holland,  providing 
for  the  payment  to  said,  governments  of  the  sum  of  three  millions  of  dollars  for 
indemnities  and  expenses.  The  latter  instrument  is  accompanied  by  a  memo- 
randum executed  by  the  ministers  of  said  treaty  powers,  explanatory  thereof 
and  embracing  returns  of  the  forces  employed  in  the  recent  operations  in  Japan. 

These  two  conventions  will,  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  session  of  Con- 
gress, be  submitted  to  the  Senate  for  its  consideration  with  a  view  to  i*atification.

Sir:  Your  despatch  of  the  5th  of  July  has  been  received  and  submitted  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States.  He  is  profoundly  aflPected  by  the  expres- 
sions of  sympathy  and  condolence  in  the  recent  afflictions  of  our  country  which 
the  Gorogio  of  Japan  have  authorized  you  to  communicate  to  this  government. 
We  humbly  trust  that  the  dangers  with  which  we  have  been  threatened  have 
been  averted  by  an  all-merciful  Providence.  But  we  are  not,  therefore,  by  any

The  undereiened,  representatives  of  Great  Britain,  France,  the  United  States,  and  the  Ne- 
therlands, hereby  adLnowledge  to  have  received  from  the  government  of  the  Tycoon  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  thoosand  dollars  as  the  first  instalment  of  the  indemnity  payable  to  the  afore- 
said four  powers,  under  the  convention  of  the  22d  of  October,  1864. 

The  government  of  the  Tycoon  having  applied  in  April  last  tothe  aforesaid  representatives 
for  an  extension  of  time  in  respect  to  the  payment  of  the  second  instalment  of  the  said  indem* 
nity,  the  »fores<Ud  representatives  have  submitted  that  application  to  the  consideration  of 
their  respective  governments,  and  now  await  instructions  on  the  point.  The  jmymentof  the 
instalment  is  entirely  independent  of  that  application ;  but  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  mis* 
understanding  it  is  hereby  distinctly  declared  that  the  receipt  of  the  aforesaid  sum  of  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  does  in  no  degree  affect  the  right  of  the  aforesaid  four  powers  to 
require,  if  they  see  fit  to  do  so,  from  the  government  ot  the  Tycoon  the  punctual  payment  of 
the  whole  indemnity  in  quarterly  instalorents  in  the  manner  stipulated  in  the  aforesaid  con- 
vention.

For  several  years  the  silk  crops  of  France,  Italy,  and  other  silk-raising  coun- 
tries decreased,  owing  to  a  more  or  less  alarming  disease  among  the  silk-worms. 
Renewal  of  the  species  thus  became  of  the  greatest  importance ;  seed  from 
China  and  Bengal  failed,  but. the  Japanese  ova  succeeded  beyond  expectation; 
and  until  such  seed  shall  become  acclimated  in  those  countries  they  will  be 
chiefly  dependent  upon  Japan  for  a  yearly  supply  of  the  same. 

It  would  appear  that  the  interference  only  complained  of  at  Kanagawa,  and 
not  at  the  other  open  ports,  was  caused  by  the  unauthorized  action  of  the  local 
authorities.  Three  American  firms  are  alleged  to  have  sustained  losses  in  con- 
sequence of  this  interference,  and  their  complaints  are  now  being  examined  by 
Mr.  Consul  Ffsher,  in  conjunction  with  the  present  governor  of  Kanagawa, 
whose  predecessor  was  removed. 

Should  they  have  undoubted  claims,  I  trust  they  will  be  of  easy  settlement 
at  that  port.  I  beg  to  assure  you,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall  I  make  any 
demands  upon  the  Japanese  government  unless  expressly  authorized  to  do  so.

Sir:  Serious  complaints  are  made  to  me  by  the  American  houses  of  Messrs.  AJImand  & 
Co.,  and  Messrs.  Walsh,  Hall  &  Co.,  of  direct  and  indirect  Interferences  in  their  trade,  and 
thereby  of  positive  daily  violations  made  by  the  Japanese  of  article  three  of  the  treaty  mmde 
with  the  United  States,  July  29,  1858,  in  regard  to  their  freely  buying  silk-worm  eggs  and 
cocoons  from  the  Japanese  merchants  who  have  them  to  sell,  by  the  Japanese  custom-hoiise 
officials  of  this  port,  in  that  they  onl^  suffer  certain  named  Japanese  merchants  to  sell  these 
important  staples  by  their  payment  ot  a  certain  bonus  or  teignorase  to  other  specially-licenatd 
merchants  of  this  port. 

It  is  said  this  way  of  doing  business  has  been  ordered  by  the  Gotogio,  or  govemment  at 
Yedo,  and  I  will  be  greatly  obliged  to  you  for  the  earliest  possible  denial  of  such  interference, 
and  for  such  information  as  you  may  be  able  to  procure  as  to  what,  if  any^  instmctions  have 
been  given  to  the  custom-house  officials  of  this  port  in  regard  to  Japanese  merchauta  selling 
silk-worm  egp  and  cocoons  freely,  and  whether  the  government  deliberately  and  openly  in- 
tends its  subjects,  officials,  or  otherwise,  td  violate  and  set  at  naught  our  treaty-rights,  and 
thus  embarrass  and  restrict  the  lawful  rights  of  our  merchants,  trade,  and  commerce  at  this  port. 
Your  early  attention  and  answer  will  greatly  oblige  our  mercantile  interests  here,  and  en- 
able me  to  communicate  with  them  more  intelligibly  what  steps  are  best  to  be  taken  in  view 
of  the  damages  they  are  now  daily  suffering  in  consequence  of  this  official  interference  so 
juatly  complained  of.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  this  day  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Gorogio,  to 
the  efiect  that  the  governors  at  the  opened  ports  have  been  instructed  to  abolish  the  hitherto 
existing  regulations  complained  of  as  restricting  the  trade  in  irico,  awabi,  and  sharks^  fins, 
and  that  from  tlie  20th  day  of  the  9th  month  (the  9th  November  of  this  year)  the  said.arti 
^es  may  be  as  freely  purchased  as  any  other  article  of  commerce. 

The  date  as  above  mentioned  has  been  fixed  with  a  view  of  inaugurating  this  improvement 
at  the  opened  ports  on  the  same  day,  according  to  precedent,  though  it  is  optional  with  the 
governor  at  each  port  to  allow  it  to  take  effect  at  an  earlier  day ;  and  on  causing  inquiry  to 
be  made  at  the  custom-house  at  your  port,  I  trust  you  will  find  that  the  governor  has  availed 
himself  of  the  privilege  granted  him,  and  that  all  the  regulations  of  a  restrictive  character 
above  referred  to  have  been  already  abolished  from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  his  instructions.

No.  61.]  LBaATiOiN  OF  the  United  States  in  Japan, 

Yedo,  October  20,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  Tycoon  and  his  Daimios  are  still  absent  from  this  capital ;  troops 
are  still  going  forward  to  Osacca,  where  the  headquarters  are  established,  and 
nearly  all  the  available  naval  forces  of  this  government  are  at  anchor  off' 
Hiogo.  Two  armed  Japanese  vessels  are  constantly  watching  the  Nagato- 
coast,  and  occasionally  other  vessels  are  despatched  on  a  cruise  in  the  inland 
sea,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  landing  of  arms  and  munitions  in  Choshu 
and  the  re-armament  of  the  Simonoseki  batteries. 

The  internal  policy  of  this  government  is,  as  formerly,  wrapped  in  almost 
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impeuetrable  mystery,  and,  as  usual,  rumors  are  plentiful.  It  is  with  the  great- 
est caution,  therefore,  that  I  approach  the  subject,  experience  having  taught 
that  rumors  should  not  always  be  utterly  disregarded,  as  they  often  form  a  clue 
to  what  is  actually  transpiring  in  this  country. 

Infoi-mal  communications,  from  educated  persons  not  in  the  employ  of  this 
government,  in  connexion  with  official  statements  1  have  been  fortunate  enough 
to  elicit,  lead  me  to  interpret  the  pri'sent  state  of  affairs  in  this  country  as  in  a 
fair  way  toward  an  early  solution,  in  a  form  acceptable  to  our  interests,  ot  the 
hitherto  existing  internal  complications. 

It  appears  to  be  beyond  doubt  that  the  Mikado  and  Tycoon  cordially  agree 
upon  all  matters  of  internal  as  well  as  foreign  policy.  The  Tycoon  unques- 
tionably commands  the  situation.  With  the  two  prominent  members  of  the 
Gorogio  who  accompany  him  I  am  well  acquainted,  and  I  therefore  feel  quite 
confident  that  as  vigorous  a  policy  will  be  pursued  by  this  government  as  cir- 
cumstances will  render  advisable. 

The  Prince  of  Ohoshu  still  persists  in  his  rebellion. 

In  most  of  the  provinces  of  this  empire  there  are,  besides  the  Daimios  of  the 
province,  so  called  because  he  cither  is  the  lineal  descendant  of  the  founder 
of  the  princely  dynasty,  or  his  legal  representative  by  birth,  other  personages, 
also,  more  or  less  directly  tracing  their  origin  to  the  founder  of  such  dynasty, 
many  of  whom,  being  Daimios,  or  members  of  the  high  nobility  in  their  own 
right,  often  rank  with  Daimios  of  the  first  class,  particidarly  if  their  wealth 
enables  them  to  keep  a  princely  state  and  retinue. 

There  are  known  to  be  Daimios  nearly  ranking  with  first-class  noblemen  in 
the  provinces  of  Lewo  and  Nagato,  and  it  is  supposed  that  the  pressure  now 
being  brought  to  bear  upon  them  by  the  united  influences  of  the  Mikado  and 
Tycoon  will  lead  to  their  abandoning  the  cause  of  action  which  the  Prince  of 
Choshu,  the  senior  Daimio  of  those  provinces,  apparently  compelled  them  to 
adopt ;  and  it  is  expected  that,  as  soon  as  he  shall  find  himself  sufficiently  iso- 
lated,  the  submission  of  this  rebellious  prince  may  be  obtained  without  further 
resort  to  coercive  measures. 

It  is  as  yet  uncertain  when  the  Tycoon  and  Daimios  may  be  expected  to  re- 
sume their  residence  in  this  capital ;  this  is  not  likely  to  take  place  for  some 
time.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  accomplice  to  the  murder  of 
the  two  British  officers,  which  took  place  in  November  of  last  year,  has  at  last 
been  apprehended.  He  confessed  his  crime,  and  was  beheaded  this  day  on  the 
public  execution  ground,  near  Yokohama,  in  the  presence  of  the  British  consul 
and  other  officers. 

As  in  the  case  of  Simidzu  Seigi,  the  principal  murderer,  who  was  executed 
in  December  of  last  year,  placards  proclaiming  his  crime  and  sentence  have 
been  conspicuously  posted  at  various  places  within  the  treaty  limits  of  Kanagawa. 
This  government,  vigorously  urged  thereto  by  the  foreign  authorities,  have  evi- 
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dently  been  tititiring  id  their  efforts  to  apprehend  this  criminal,  and  it  is  satis- 
factory to  reflect  that  their  admission  of  the  atrocity  of  such  assassins  has  again 
received  a  practical  illustration.

Kanagawa,  October  30,  1865. 

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith,  No;  I,  copy  of  a  memorandum, 
signed  this  day,  setting  forth  the  course  of  action  unanimously  adopted,  in  ac- 
cordance with  instructions  received  from  their  respective  governments,  by  the 
representatives  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  the  Netherlands. 

Similar  instructions  have,  no  doubt,  been  sent  to  this  legation.  I  would  have 
preferred  to  await  their  arrival,  but  I  knew  that  a  golden  opportunity  to  place 
our  political  aud  commercial  relations  with  this  country  on  an  improved  oasis 
had  presented  itself,  and  felt  no  hesitation,  therefore,  in  cordially  uniting  with 
above-mentioned  representatives  in  carrying  out  the  instructions  that  had  been 
received. 

This  action  is  unquestionably  in  continuation  of  the  policy  that  was  inaugu- 
rated with  the  successful  expedition  to  Simonoseki,  of  which  the  President  was 
pleased  to  approve,  and  which  has  been  productive  of  so  much  benefit.  It  was, 
moreover,  in  narmony  with  Mr.  Pruyn's  views,  as  expressed  in  his  several 
despatches  with  reference  to  the  Simonoseki  indemnity,  and  it  was,  also,  well 
understood,  though  not  frankly  admitted,  that  the  temporary  transfer  of  the 
foreign  legations  to  Osacca,  at  this  juncture,  could  not  but  be  highly  acceptable 
to  the  Tycoon  and  his  governmeiit,  and,  in  all  probability,  would  be  the  means 
of  averting  civil  war,  into  which  the  hitherto  existing  civil  commotion  appeared 
likely  to  culminate  at  an  early  day. 

The  Tycoon,  and  four  of  the  five  members  of  which  the  Gorogio  is  com- 
posed, are  now  at  Osacca. 

I  greatly  regret  that,  on  an  occasion  like  the  present,  there  is  no  national 
vessel  in  Japan.  Very  acceptable  arrangements,  however,  have  been  made  by 
the  vice-admiral  commanding  her  Britannic  Majesty's  naval  forces  on  this  sta- 
tion for  my  accommodation  on  board  her  Britannic  Majesty's  frigate  Pelorus, 
the  largest  ship  in  his  squadron  next  to  the  Princess  Royal  line-of-battle  ship, 
in  which  the  British  minister  and  stafif  have  taken  passage. 

The  French  minister  will  take  passage  in  the  frigate  Guerriere,  and  the 
Netherlands  consul  general  and  political  agent  in  the  Dutch  sloop  Tontinan,  and 
at  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning  the  squadron  will  sail  for  Hiogo  and  Osacca. 

The  mail  closes  this  afternoon,  and  only  a  few  hours  are  kft  me  to  complete 
all  my  preparations  for  this  trip ;  I  trust,  therefore,  that  you  will  excuse  me 
u^om  sending  a  translation  of  accompanying  memorandum  by  this  mail. 

I  also  transmit.  No.  2)  copy  of  my  letter  to  the  Gorogio,  and  No.  3,  copy  of 
my  letter  to  the  cfjnsular  officers  in  this  country,  announcing  the  temporary 
transfer  of  the  legation  to  Osacca.

In  virtue  of  the  convention  sifrned  22cl  October,  1864,  the  Japanese  government  engag^ 
to  pay  to  tbe  governments  of  the  United  States  of  America,  England,  France,  and  the  Ketber- 
lauds,  a  sum  of  three  millions  of  dollars,  as  indemnity  for  the  expenditures  made  necessary 
by  the  expedition. 

The  represMitatives  of  the  four  powers  above  named,  desirous  of  testifying  to  the  Japanese 
government  the  disinterested  views  of  their  sovereigns,  and  of  their  sole  desire  to  improve 
their  relations  with  Japan,  lef^  to  his  Majesty  the  Tycoon  the  privilege  of  settling  tbe  pay- 
ment of  this  indemnitv  by  opening  a  new  port  to  foreign  commerce,  required  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  said  powers  to  declare  whether  he  would  or  not  avail  himself  of  this 
privilege.  The  government  of  Japan  declared  about  six  months  ago  that  it  preferred  to  pay  th'e 
indemnity,  seeing  that  the  state  of  the  country  caused  it  to  regard  the  opening  of  a  new  port 
as  impolitic ;  but  at  the  same  time  requested  the  delay  of  a  year  to  provide  for  the  second 
instalment  of  the  indemnity. 

The  representatives  of  the  four  powers,  while  acknowledging  the  right  of  the  Japanese 
government  to  choose  between  the  two  conditions,  did  not  consider  themselves  empowered  to 
grant  the  postponement  asked  for,  and  had  to  refer  to  their  respective  governments.  The 
instructions  which  they  asked  for  on  this  subject  have  reached  the  undersigned  representa- 
tives of  France,  England,  and  the  Netherlands. 

The  right  of  the  Tycoon  to  choose  between  the  payment  of  the  indemnity  in  the  terms 
settled  by  the  convention  of  the  22d  October  and  the  opening  of  a  port  on  the  Inland  Sea, 
is  naturally  admitted  by  each  of  the  said  powers,  but  they  diner  in  opinion  on  the  subject  of 
the  postponement  asked  for  by  the  Japanese  government. 

The  cabinets  of  St.  James  and  the  Hague  require  either  the  strict  execution  of  the  articles 
of  the  convention  of  the  22d  October  in  this  respect,  or,  instead,  consent  to  this  postponement, 
and  even  to  the  abandonment  of  two-thirds  of  the  indemnity  on  the  three  conditions  toUowioj^: 

First,  that  the  Japanese  government  open  the  port  of  Hiogo  and  the  city  of  Osacca  on 
the  1st  January,  186d  ;  second,  that  the  Mikado  ratify  the  treaties  concluded  with  the  foreigpa 
powers ;  third,  and  last,  that  the  tariff  of  duties  of  import  be  fixed  for  the  greater  part  of 
merchandise  at  five  per  cent.,  and  can  in  no  case  exceed  iO  per  cent  The  cabinet  of  Paris, 
on  the  contrary,  would  not  see  any  obstacle  to  according  the  postponement  to  the  Japanese 
government,  if  the  latter  should  act  in  good  faith  in  respect  to  the  powers,  signers  of  the 
treaties,  and  would  perceive  a  danger  in  imposing  on  it  the  opening  of  Osacca  before  the 
epoch  fixed  by  the  additional  convention  of  1862.  The  cabinet  of  Paris  declares,  besides, 
formally,  what  is  also  admitted  by  the  cabinets  of  St.  James  and  the  Hague,  that  the  Tycoon 
being  free  to  choose  between  the  payment  of  the  indemnity  and  the  opening  of  a  port,  we 
would  not  have  the  ri^ht,  if  tbe  prince  execute  one  of  these  conditions,  to  exact  the  opening, 
by  anticipation,  of  Hio^o  and  Osacca.  The  minister  of  the  Emperor  adds  in  recapitulation, 
in  the  despatch  which  his  excellency  addressed  to  the  cabinets  of  London,  of  Washington, 
and  of  the  Hague,  under  date  of  22d  July,  1865,  that  the  imperial  government  is  of  opinion 
that  tbe  solution  of  this  question  may  be  devolved  on  the  representatives  of  the  four  powers 
in  Japan.  In  answer  to  this  communication.  Earl  Cowley  has  informed  Mr.  Drouyn  d  Lhuys 
that  the  government  of  her  Britannic  Majesty  consented  to  this  last  proposition. 

The  representative  of  the  United  States  of  America  has  not  received  any  instructions  from 
his  government ;  but  the  measures  settled  by  the  present  memorandum  being  only  the  conse- 
quence of  the  policy  which  has  been  inaugurated  between  the  four  powers,  signers  of  the 
treaties,  Mr.  Portman,  charg^  d'affaires  ad  interim,  does  not  hesitate  on  this  occasion  to  unite 
with  his  colleagues.  Mr.  De  Graeff  Van  Polsbroek  has  received  from  his  government  identical 
instructions..  In  this  state  of  things  the  undersigned,  representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  of  England,  of  France,  and  of  the  Netherlands,  have  deemed  it  necessary  to  assemble 
for  the  purpose  of  a  mutual  understan()iDg — First,  on  the  means  of  reconciling  the  instruc- 
tions of  their  respective  governments,  while  preserving  intact  the  union  and  community  of 
purpose  which  have  alre^y  given  them  such  power ;  second,  on  the  steps  to  be  followed 
so  as  to  make  the  best  possible  of  the  actual  situation.  After  having  examined  the  question 
in  all  its  aspects ;  coifkidering,  on  the  one  hand,  that  the  proposition  of  the  government  of 
her  Britanmc  Majesty  to  abandon  a  part  of  the  indemnity  in  return,  first,  of  tbe  opening  by 
anticipation  of  the  port  of  Hiogo  and  of  tbe  city  of  Osacca ;  second,  of  the  ratification  of 
the  treaty  by  the  Mikado ;  and,  third,  of  the  revision  of  the  tariff  of  duties,  conforms  with  the 
spirit  of  the  convention  of  tbe  22d  October,  1864 ;  considering,  on  tbe  other  hand,  that  the 
government  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  does  not  diverge  from  tbe  propositions  of  the  cabinet 
of  St.  James,  except  what  there  might  be  in  them  inopportune ;  considering  the  state  of  par 
ties  in  Japan:  considering  that  the  conditions  claimea  by  England  and  the  Netherlands,  if 
they  were  spontaneously  granted  by  tbe  government  of  Japan  would  no  longer  present  the 
dan^rs  which  France  apprehended,  if  such  conditions  should  be  imposed,  and  would  be 
preferable  for  all  interested  in  the  payment  of  thier  third  of  the  indemnity,  and  that  France 
would  then  have  no  objection  to  oppose  to  this  new  arrangement,  which,  is  repeated,  is  in 
ful  conformity  with  the  spirit  of  the  convention  of  tlie  22d  of  October ;  considering  that  the 
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well-understood  interests  of  the  powers,  signers  of  the  treaties,  and  of  Japan  itself,  require  a 

Srompt  solution  of  questions  depending,  and  that  the  ahandonment  of  two-thirds  of  the  in- 
emnity  might  facilitate  and  hasten  the  ratification  of  the  treaties  bj  the  Mikado,  a  ratifica- 
tion which  is  the  best  guarantee  of  the  future  good  relations  of  the  forei^  powers  with  Japan, 
and  that,  moreover,  the  government  of  the  Tycoon  has  engaged  to  obtam  it  from  Ibe  Mikado ; 
considering  that  the  absence  of  the  Tycoon  and  his  principal  ministers  renders  any  negotia- 
tion at  Yedo,  if  not  impossible,  at  least  illusory — tnat  it  is  important,  however,  to  affirm 
our  right  to  obtain  in  due  time  the  execution  of  an  agreement  and  of  a  solemn  convention, 
and  to  convince  the  Japanese  government,  as  well  as  the  Mikado  and  the  Daimio,  that  the 
foreign  powers  have  irrevocably  determined  to  exact  the  opening  of  Uiogo  and  of  Osacca  at 
the  time  fixed  by  the  treaties,  if  not  obtained  before  in  consequence  of  a  mutual  understand- 
ing—the representotives  undersigned  have  agreed  by  common  consent  to  transfer  for  the  mo- 
ment the  seat  of  their  negotiations  to  Osacca.  This  measure,  which  is  in  perfect  conformity 
with  the  spirit  of  the  treaties,  because  the  said  representatives  are  accredited  to  the  Tycoon  in 
person,  will  have,  besides,  in  the  eyes  of  the  friends  and  enemies  of  the  Tycoon,  a  sig^fica- 
tion  whiVrh  will  singularly  influence  the  happy  issue  of  events  which  are  in  preparation. 

In  fact,  the  undersigned  have  been  informed  that  the  Tycoon,  yielding  to  the  instances  of 
the  Mikado  and  the  I)aimio  who  surrounded  him,  had  consented  to  receive  the  Prince  of 
Nagato  as  recipient  in  regard  to  conditions  which  this  rebel  Daimio  had  accepted  some  eight 
months  before  from  Prince  Owari,  generalissimo  of  the  Tycoon's  army,  but  which,  upon 
various  pretexts,  he  had  not  compliedwith.  But  the  Tycoon,  distrusting,  with  reason,  the  real 
dispositions  of  his  subject,  fixed  a  period  (the  13th  of  December)  after  which  he  would  con- 
sider the  favorable  conditions  which  he  was  willing  to  have  given  the  rebel  Daimio  as  not- 
having  befallen,  and  would  proceed  at  once  to  his  chastisement. 

The  arrival  at  Osacca  of  tne  representatives  of  the  powers,  signers  of  the  treaties,  happen- 
ing at  this  decisive  moment,  followed  by  a  respectable  naval  force  to  treat  amicably  wim  the 
ministers  of  the  Tycoon,  will  prevent,  there  is  room  to  believe,  the  commencement  of  hostili- 
ties, which  would,  perhaps,  be  the  signal  for  civil  war,  the  consequences  whereof,  whatever 
they  mi^ht  be,  could  not  but  injure  the  political  as  well  as  the  commercial  interests  of  foreign 
powers  m  Japan ;  at  all  events,  this  amval  could  not  but  give  the  Japanese  government  tne 
moral  support  that  would  facilitate  the  results  of  its  measures,  to  the  effect  of  obtaining  from 
the  Mikado  the  ratification  of  the  treaties. 

In  consequence  the  undersigned  agreed  immediately  to  address  to  the  commanders  of  the 
naval  forces  of  their  respective  countries,  in  order  to  have  them  understand  the  political  situ- 
ation, and  to  invite  them  to  proceed  to  Osacca,  where  they  would  sojourn  dunng  the  time 
necessary  to  lead  to  a  good  result  the  important  negotiations  which  call  them  thither. 

The  undersigned  take  this  determination,  with  the  intimate  conviction  that  it  may  lead  to 
very  fortunate  results,  and  that  in  any  event  it  is  not  of  a  nature  to  compromise  the  safe  and 
conciliatory  policy  which  their  respective  governments  have  ordered  them  to  follow  in  respect 
to  Japan.

After  conferring  with  my  colleagues,  the  representatives  of  Engl&d,  France,  and  the 
Netherlands,  I  have  formed  with  them  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  promptest  mode  to 
secure  a  solution,  alike  satisfactory  to  the  Japanese  government  and  to  the  treaty  powers,  of 
all  tiittt  relates  to  the  convention  of  the  22d  ot  October,  1864,  is  to  settle  the  important  mat- 
ter by  negotiation  with  the  ministers  who  are  at  present  with  the  Tycoon. 

I  have,  therefore,  the  honor  te  inform  your  excellency  that  I  propose  immediately  to  pro- 
ceed to  Osacca  with  my  colleagues,  the  representatives  above  named. 

The  object,  as  above  stated,  is  so  eminently  of  a  friendly  character  that  it  cannot  fail  to  be 
productive  of  substantial  benefit  to  the  government  and  people  of  Japan.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  arrived  here  on  the  4th  instant, 
and  on  that  day  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Sorogio  at  Osacca  announcing  my 
arrival. 

Since  then  two  conferences  have  been  held  with  the  leading  men  of  the  Ty- 
coon's government,  minutes  of  which  I  herewith  transmit,  (enclosures  Nos.  1 
and  2.)  I  also  transmit  (No.  3)  copy  of  the  convention  signed  by  Earl  Russell 
and  Japanese  envoys  in  London  on  the  6th  of  June,  1862,  as  constituting,  in 
connexion  with  the  treaties,  the  groundwork  for  the  negotiations  now  in  progreetf. 
Having  been  made  acquainted  with  the  contents  of  your  letter  to  Sir  Frederick 
Bruce  of  the  15th  of  August,  in  which  you  announce  your  disposition  in  antici- 
pation of  the  ratification  by  the  Senate  of  the  convention  of  the  22d  October, 
1864,  to  cooperate  in  the  plans  proposed  by  her  Britannic  Majesty's  govern- 
ment, I  feel  assured  that  you  will  be  pleased  to  approve  of  my  action. 

The  information  thus  far  elicited  is  of  great  importance,  and  in  guidance  in 
further  negotiations  I  trust  that  it  will  be  the  means  of  leading  to  important 
results,  which  I  shall,  no  doubt,  be  able  to  commuuicate  in  extenso  at  an  early- 
day.

MEMORANDUM. 

Minutes  of  a  conference  held  on  board  her  Majesty's  ship  Princess  Royal,  lying  off  HiogOj  on 
the  IXth  November,  1865,  between  the  undersigned  representatives  of  treaty  powers  and  the 
undersigned  members  of  the  Tycoon^s  government. 

Present :  Sir  Harry  8.  Parlies,  K.  C.  B. ,  her  Britannic  Majesty's  envoy  extraordinary  and 
minister  plemipotentiary ;  A.  L.  C.  Portman,  esq.,  charge  d'affaires  ad  interim  of  the  United 
States ;  D.  de  Graeff  van  Polsbroek,  esq.,  his  Netherlandish  Majesty's  consul  general  and 

Solitical  agent;  Vice- Admiral  G.  St.  Vincent  King,  C.  B.,  commander-in-chief;  Abe  Bungo 
[o  Kami,  member  of  the  Sorogio ;  Yamaguchi  Suruga  No  Kami,  ometske  of  the  Tycoon ; 
Inowuye  Mondo  No  Sho,  goverijor  of  Osacca. 
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The  Japanese  minister  explained  to  the  foreign  representatives  the  circumstances  that  had 
prevented  his  meeting  them  on  the  9th  inst^int,  as  had  heen  at  first  arranged. 

An  interview  between  the  Mikado  and  Tycoon  had  been  held  on  that  day  at  Kioto,  (Miaco, ) 
and  thi.s  necessitated  his  (the  minister's)  attendance  in  that  citj.  Ue  had  left  the  following 
day  and  had  travelled  all  night  in  order  to  be  here  this  morning. 

The  British  minister  thanked  Abe  Buugo  No  Kami  for  his  exertions,  and  explained  the 
arrangements  made  for  his  reception,  first  bv  the  representatives  then  present,  and  afterwards 
by  the  French  minister,  who  was  preventea  by  indisposition  from  leaving  his  vessel.  As  to 
,  the  delay  which  had  occurred  at  Kioto,  it  was  hoped  that  this  would  in  the  end  contribute  to 
the  despatch  of  business,  and  that  it  denoted  that  the  foreign  questions  had  been  well  con- 
sidered at  Kioto,  and  that  the  Mikado  and  Tycoon  had  arrived  at  a  satisfactory  understanding 
with  each  other  on  those  points. 

Japanese  ministers.  The  Tycoon's  interview  of  the  9th  was  a  very  satisfactory  one, 
and  no  efifort  is  spared  by  him  to  effect  a  complete  understanding  with  the  Mikado  on  the 
subject  of  foreign  relations.  Unfortunately,  this  result  cannot  be  immediately  attained,  in 
consequence  of  the  evil  influences  which  the  Tycoon  has  to  encounter. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  hope,  however,  that  the  Tycoon  has  succeeded  in  ob- 
taining that  formal  approval  of  the  treaties  which  bis  ministers  more  than  a  year  ago  pledged 
themselves  to  the  foreign  representatives  to  procure.  If  this  has  been  done,  then,  as  observed 
in  a  letter  of  the  4th  instant,  our  business  may  be  gi*eatly  expedited. 

Japanese  ministers.  This  ofiicial  sanction  of  the  Mikado  is  still  withheld,  in  consequence 
of  the  intrigues  with  which  the  Tycoon  has  to  contend.    Choshu's  affair  is  one  of  these. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  regret  to  hear  such  a  cause  assigned,  as  it  shows 
that  the  Tycoon's  influence  must  be  very  limited  if  he  cannot  overcome  such  difficulties.  As 
to  Choshu,  we  have  now  reason  to  believe  that  he  has  become  friendly  to  foreigners,  and  that 
the  Tycoon  no  longer  meets  with  opposition  in  that  quarter  to  the  execution  ot  the  treaties. 

Japanese  minisiers.  It  may  be  true  ^at  Choshu  now  appears  to  be  friendly  disposed 
toward  foreigners ;  but  he  still  retains  his  enmity  to  the  Tycoon  and  seeks  to  complicate  af- 
fairs at  Kioto.  The  Tycoon's  object  has  been  to  bring  about  an  understanding  with  all  parties 
by  degrees,  and  thus  gradually  create  a  general  opinion  in  favor  of  the  treaties. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  trust  to  hear  from  you  that  the  Tycoon's  efforts  have 
been  successful. 

Japanese  ministers.  Unfortunately,  the  result  has  not  been  entirely  satisfactory.  Con- 
siderable improvement  has,  however,  been  made,  and  the  various  parties  in  the  country  are 
beginning  to  understand  that  the  treaties  must  be  observed.  It  is  very  difficult,  however,  for 
a  people  like  the  Japanese  to  change  an  opinion  they  have  so  long  held. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  should  feel  obliged  if  you  would  describe  definitely  what 
difficulties  are  now  experienced  by  the  Tycoon's  government  in  the  execution  of  the  treaties. 

Japanese  ministers.  The  Japanese  people,  who  do  not  understand  the  foreign  question, 
are  very  slow  indeed  in  comprehending  the  situation.  When  the  Tycoon  proposes  amicable 
relations  with  foreigners,  persons  step  in  to  make  difficulties,  and  persuade  the  Mikado  that 
Japan  ought  to  have  no  foreign  relations  whatever.  The  Tycoon  nas  great  difficulty  in  con- 
trolling these  people. 

Foreign  represe^ntattves.  Be  so  good  as  to  give  us  the  names  of  those  obstructive 
parties. 

Japanese  minister.  I  am  unable  to  give  yon  names,  or  to  do  more  than  refer  in  these 
general  terms  to  the  existence  of  unfavorable  influences.  There  are  people,  however,  who 
secretly  complicate  affairs  and  oppose  foreign  intercourse.     Choshu  is  one  of  these. 

Foreign  representatives.  Choshu's  hostility  is  an  affair  of  the  past,  and  the  foreign 
governments  cannot  take  into  account  those  secret  and  indescribable  hostile  influences  to 
which  you  so  vaguely  refer.  If  these  exist,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  ruling  powers  of  the  country 
to  see  that  they  are  promptly  suppressed.  The  governments  of  the  treaty  powers  are  at  all 
events  determined  to  insist  upon  the  £&ithful  execution  of  their  treaties,  and  if  the  Tycoon 
wishes  to  be  regarded  as  the  governing  power  in  Japan,  he  must  be  able  to  enforce  their  ob- 
servance. The  information  we  receive  as  to  the  feeling  of  the  Daimios  and  influential  people 
towards  the  treaties  is  of  a  very  different  kind  to  that  supplied  by  the  Tycoon's  government. 
We  find  professions  of  friendship  where  the  latter  would  lead  us  to  expect  direct  hostility. 

Japanese  minister.  The  Tycoon  is  exerting  himself,  and  with  success,  to  suppress  all 
hostile  action.  Were  the  sanction  of  the  Mik^o  to  the  treaties  once  obtained,  everything 
would  go  on  smoothly. 

Netherlands  consul  general.  I  was  at  Simonoseki  this  year,  and  received  earnest  as- 
surances irom  Choshu's  officers  that  he  is  not  unfriendly  to  the  treaties.  On  the  contrary,  I 
was  told  that  he  was  anxjous  to  open  Simonoseki  to  foreign  trade.  I  was  further  told  that 
the  real  reason  of  the  breach  between  the  Tvcoon  and  Choshu  was  the  convention  he  made 
with  the  admirals  last  year — in  a  word,  Choshu  alleges  that  he  is  attacked  by  the  Tycoon, 
not  on  account  of  his  previous  hostility  to  foreigners,  but  because  he  hasjately  shown  himseljf 
to  be  well  disposed  towards  them. 

Japanese  minister.  Choshu's  disloyalty  to  the  Mikado  has  not  yet  been  atoned  for. 
He  attacked  the  Mikado  and  is  still  his  enemy.  Choshu's  friendly  professions  to  foreigners 
ve  made  solely  with  a  view  to  his  own  interest. 
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Netherlands  consul  general.  When  Choshn  fired  on  foreipn  vessels  he  did  so  in  ac- 
cordance with  orders  from  the  Tycoon,  copies  of  which  he  ftiniished  to  the  admirals.  In 
these  orders  the  Tycoon  declared  that  foreign  relations  were  to  cease,  and  that  foreigners  were 
to  be  expelled  from  the  country. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  must  now  enter  on  the  particular  business  that  is  before  • 
us.  The  Japanese  minister  is  doubtless  familiar  with  the  convention  of  1864,  and  also  with 
the  agreement  made  by  the  Japanese  envoys  with  Earl  Russell,  in  Loudon,  in  1862.  By 
that  agreement  her  Britannic  Majesty's  government  consented  that  Hiogo  and  other  places 
should  remain  closed  for  five  years,  on  certain  conditions  which  the  Japanese  minister  must 
be  aware  have  not  been  fulfilled.  Therefore,  in  the  terms  of  that  agreement,  her  Britannic 
Majesty's  government  can  insist  upon  the  opening  of  Hiogo  at  once  if  they  see  fit  to  do  so. 
According  to  the  convention  of  1864,  the  Tycoon  bound  himself  to  pay  an  indemnity  of 
$3,0(K),0(K)  or  to  open  a  port.  The  Tycoon,  after  considering  the  subject  tor  nearly  six  months, 
decided  upon  paying  the  indemnity;  but  at  the  time  that  he  informed  the  representatives  of 
his  choice,  he  applied  for  a  considerable  postponement  of  the  date  fixed  for  payment.  This 
application  has  been  communicated  by  the  representatives  to  their  respective  governments, 
and  instructions  have  now  been  received.  They  are  to  the  effect  that  the  governments  of  the 
four  powers  are  not  satisfied  with  these  repeated  delays  and  evasions  on  the  part  of  the  TV- 
coon's  government,  and  they  are  determined  upon  requiring  the  punctual  payment  of  the 
indemnity  if  the  Tycoon  should  still  prefer  this  condition  to  the  alternative  which  we  now 
have  to  propose.  These  are  based  on  the  desire  of  our  gfovemments  to  furnish  another  proof 
of  their  friendliness  to  the  Tycoon,  by  convincing  him  that  it  has  never  been  their  wish  to 
exact  money  from  his  government,  but  to  improve  our  relations  with  Japan.  These  relations 
can  be  better  promoted  by  the  extension  of  commerce  than  by  the  payment  of  indemnities. 
Our  governments  are,  therefore,  willing  to  remit  to  the  Tycoon  two-thirds  of  the  money  stipu- 
lated in  the  convention  of  October  22,  1864,  in  return  for  the  immediate  opening  of  Hiogo 
and  Osacca  to  trade,  the  formal  consent  of  the  Mikado  to  the  treaties,  and  the  regularization 
of  the  tariff  on  a  basis  of  five  per  cent.  In  virtue  of  the  London  convention  of  1862,  the 
opening  of  Hiogo  and  Osacca  might  be  demanded  at  any  moment,  and  a  revision  of  the  tariflf 
can  be  claimed  under  the  treaty  itself.  A  formal  announcement  by  the  Mikado  of  his  ap- 
proval of  the  treaties  is,  therefore,  the  only  additional  measure  that  is  now  asked,  and  this  is 
simply  a  mark  of  friendship,  which  ought  to  be  granted  without  hesitation,  and  which  the  Ja- 
panese ministers  j)romised  to  obtain  upwards  of  a  year  ago.  We  greatly  regret  to  hear  that 
this  has  not  been  obtained,  and  are  naturally  led  to  inquire  why.  We  are  justified  in  sup- 
posing that  it  is  not  withheld  at  the  instigation  of  a  strong  hostile  party,  because  we  have 
received  friendly  assurances  from  some  of  the  reputed  leaders  of  that  party,  and  also  because 
the  minister  himself  is  unable  to  name  a  single  Daimio  or  person  of  influence  who  takes  a 
part  against  foreigners.  At  the  same  time  it  would  not  be  surprising  to  find  that  foreign  in- 
tercourse wa«  regarded  in  a  distasteful  light  by  Mikado  and  Daimios,  if  it  be  true  that  the 
Tycoon,  as  is  alleged,  involves  them  in  its  burdens,  and  yet  deprives  them  of  participation  in 
its  advantages.  It  is  possible  that  the  disunion  which  is  reported  to  exist  between  the  Mikado 
and  Tycoon,  and  between  the  Tycoon  and  certain  of  the  Daimios,  may  be  occasioned  by  dis- 
putes among  themselves,  in  which  foreignera  have  no  concern.  Such  causes,  however,  cannot 
oe  allowed  by  the  foreign  governments  to  interfere  with  the  exercise  of  the  treaty  privileges. 
In  the  proposed  arrangements,  which  we  have  now  met  to  discuss,  an  opportunity  is  offered 
to  the  Tycoon  of  proving  whether  he  is  really  well  disposed  towards  those  governments  with 
whom  he  has  maoe  treaties,  and  is  willing  to  improve  and  extend  his  relations  with  them. 

Japanese  minister.  I  am  aware  that  the  opening  of  Hiogo  and  Osacca  was  postponed 
on  certain  conditions.  The  Tycoon's  government  greatly  regret  that  they  have  not  been 
able  to  keep  those  conditions,  but  this  result  is  not  attributable  to  unfriendly  feelings  on  their 
part  towards  the  foreign  governments,  but  to  the  obstacles  they  encounter  among  their  own 
people. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  should  be  glad  if  you  would  describe  these  obstacles. 

Japanese  ministers.  The  Daimios  were  at  one  time  hostile.  Thev  have  ceased  to  be  so 
now,  in  so  far  that  they  no  longer  wish  to  engage  in  open  conflict  with  the  foreigners :  but 
their  opinions  are  still  divided  on  the  subject  of  foreign  trade,  and  they  would  be  glad  to  see 
it  stopped.  I  cannot  give  you,  as  you  request,  the  names  of  any  of  the  Daimios ;  indeed,  the 
opinions  I  refer  to  are  those  rather  of  sections  of  the  population  than  of  individual  Daimios. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  are  glad  to  gather  from  your  remarks  some  confirma- 
tion of  the  statements  we  have  heard  elsewhere,  that  the  Daimios  are  ado})ting  more  intelli- 
fint  views  respecting  foreign  relations,  and  are  laying  aside  their  old  unreasomihle  hostility, 
his  state  of  tnings  should  materially  facilitate  the  adoption  of  a  liberal  policy  by  the  Ty- 
coon's government. 

Japanese  ministers.  "  But  if  Hiogo  and  Osacca  were  opened  at  this  moment,  the  old  feel- 
ing would  return  and  the  people's  minds  would  be  much  disturbed. 

Foreign  representatives.  In  our  opinion,  such  an  assertion  cannot  be  maintained^ 
We  have  never  found  the  people  unfriendly,  and  if  the  Daimios  have  ceased  to  be  activelj 
hostile,  as  the  Japanese  mmister  himself  states  is  the  case,  we  cannot  see  why  the  opening  of 
the  ports  named  in  the  third  article  of  the  treaty  should  be  longer  deferred.    The  foreign  gov- 
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ernments  will  not  be  content  to  go  on  waiting  if  they  think  that  the  delay  is  occasioned  by 
faulty  administration  on  the  part  of  the  Tycoon. 

Japanese  minister.  Affairs  are  by  no  means  in  a  settled  condition.  The  Mikado's  ap^ 
proval  of  the  treaties  is  still  withheld,  and  must  be  obtained  before  any  new  ports  can  be 
opned.  The  Tycoon  must  proceed  very  gradually  in  this  matter.  If,  in  order  to  show 
his  friendship  to  the  foreigrn  powers,  he  were  suddenly  to  open  new  ports  and  cause  fresh 
troubles  to  break  out,  neither  foreign  nor  native  interests  would  be  benefited.  I  hope  that 
the  representatives  will  understand  that  the  Tycoon's  government  has  great  difficulty  to 
contend  with. 

Foreign  representatives.  You  keep  us  so  entirely  in  the  dark  as  to  the  nature  of  these 
alleged  difficulties  that  it  is  not  possible  for  us  to  understand  them.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
information  that  reaches  us  from  other  quarters  is  of  such  an  opposite  character  that  we  may 
he  excused  from  doubting  whether  these  difficulties  have  any  real  existence.  These  indefinite 
statements  have  been  so  often  repeated  by  the  Tycoon's  government  during  the  last  six  years 
that  we  can  no  longer  place  any  reliance  on  them.  It,  is  clear  that  the  Tycoon's  government 
either  occasions  these  aifficulties  themselves  or  are  powerless  to  prevent  them.  Do  you  wish 
us  to  understand  that  the  Tycoon's  government  positively  prefer  punctual  payment  of  the 
indemnity  to  accepting  the  alternative  conditions  now  proposed  1 

Japanese  ministers.  We  are  quite  prepared  to  pay  the  indemnity  in  punctual  quarterly 
instalments,  as  stipulated  in  the  convention.  We  would  rather  pay  this  money,  and  even  a 
much  larger  sum,  than  open  new  ports.  This  cannot  be  done  while  the  present  troubles  con- 
tinue, while  Choshu  remains  unpunished,  or  until  various  improvements  in  our  government 
are  effected,  such  a^  the  construction  of  a  navy,  better  batteries,  &c.  We  wish  also  to  change 
the  present  wrong  system  in  regard  to  the  trade  of  the  Daimios.  At  present  a  Daimio  can  only 
trade  at  the  open  ports  through  the  custom-house  officers,  and  not  by  means  of  his  own  agents. 
We  are  consiaering  how  an  improved  system  can  be  introduced. 

Foreign  representatives.  The  restrictions  placed  on  the  trade  of  the  Daimios  is  one  of 
the  breaches  of  the  treaty  on  the  part  of  the  Tycoon's  government  of  which  we  complain. 
The  treaty  powers  consider  that  the  fulfilment  of  these  treaties  is  the  first  duty  on  the  part  of 
the  Tycoon^s  government,  and  should  take  precedence  of  the  erection  of  batteries,  &c,  which 
are  not  needed  to  protect  the  country  a^^inst  a  foreign  enemy.  When  does  the  Tycoon's 
government  propose  to  open  Hiogo  and  Osacca? 

Japanese  minister.  Not  before  Choshu  has  been  punished.  We  are  &ware  that  we  are 
hound  to  open  these  and  other  ports  in  the  beginning  of  1868,  and  we  trust  to  be  able  to  do 
so  about  or  possibly  before  that  time. 

Foreign  representatives.  The  foreign  governments  conceded  the  postponement  of  the 
opening  of  Hiogo  and  other  port«  .on  certain  conditions.  As  these  conditions  have  not  been 
kept,  the  foreign  governments  have  a  perfect  right  to  insist  upon  the  opening  of  these  ports 
when  they  think  proper.  (Paragraph  in  London  convention  referring  to  this  point  then  read.) 
The  Japanese  minister  will  therefore  understand  that  the  period  of  the  opening  of  these  ports 
does  not  rest  entirely  with  the  Tycoon,  and  that  it  is  quite  within  the  competence  of  the  for^ 
eign  powers  to  withdraw  the  concessions  made  in  1862  whenever  they  see  nt  to  do  so. 

Japanese  ministers.  We  regret  that  we  have  not  kept  all  the  conditions  of  the  London 
apeement  of  1862,  but  we  trust  that  the  foreign  governments  will  hidulgently  consider  the 
difficulties  of  our  position. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  cannot  hold  out  the  hope  that  the  indulgence  of  the 
foreign  governments  in  respect  to  Hiogo  will  be  much  longer  continued.  How  can  the 
forei^  governments  take  into  consideration  the  alleged  difficulties  of  the  Tycoon  so  long  as 
it  is  impossible  to  understand  in  what  these  consist,  and  the  l^^coon's  ministers  withhold  all 
explanation  respecting  them*  t  The  reticence  of  the  Tycoon's  ministers  is  an  old  subject  of 
complaint  Arain,  the  foreign  governments  must  be  satisfied  that  their  indulgence  is  not 
abused  by  the  Tycoon's  government.  What  good  reason  can  the  latter  give  for  not  having 
removed  those  restrictions  on  trade  and  intercourse  which  they  are  bound  to  do  by  the  Lon- 
don agreement  ?  The  venr  first  condition,  the  revocation  of  the  old  law  outlawing  foreigners, 
has  not  yet  been  complied  with. 

A  discussion  here  arose  among  the  Japanese  as  to  the  correct  translation  into  their  lan- 
gna^  of  that  passage  in  the  London  convention  of  1862  which  relates  to  the  last-named 
Bubiect.  After  advancing  several  contradictory  statements,  the  Japanese  minister  finally 
declared  that  the  law  in  question  had  been  repealed  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago,  and  that  the 
revocation  had  ag^n  been  repeated  at  a  later  date,  which  he  could  not  remember.  He  would 
satisfy  himself  on  that  point,  and  inform  the  foreign  representatives. 

Foreign  representativeb.  The  revocation  of  this  old  law  is  only  one  of  the  various 
conditions  of  the  London  agreement.  Most  of  the  restrictions  on  trade  which  should  have 
been  abolished  both  by  the  agreement  and  by  treaty  still  exist,  and  I  must  repeat  that  on  this 

ground  alone  the  foreign  governments  can  at  any  time  claim  the  opening  of  Hiog^  and 
sacca  irrespective  of  the  payment  of  the  indemnity  of  the  convention  of  1864. 
Netherlands  consul  general.  And  I  must  distinctly  remind  the  Japanese  minister  Uiat 
the  Netherlands  government  can  demand  the  opening  of  Hiogo  at  any  moment,  as,  although 
they  gave  their  consent  to  the  postponement  agreed  to  by  her  Britannic  Majesty's  govern* 
ment,  that  concession  was  never  formally  communicated  to  the  ministers  of  the  Tycoon. 
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Foreign  represent atiyes.  We  are  anxious  that  tbe  Japanese  minister  should  carefuUjr 
consider  the  proposals  that  have  been  made  to  him.  If  they  are  rejected  by  the  Tycoon's 
government,  and  the  speedy  opening  of  Hiogo  and  Osacca  refused,  we  shall  have  to  repre- 
sent to  our  respective  governments  our  belief  as  to  whether  the  Tycoon's  government  have 
good  reasons  for  this  refusal.  Our  governments  will  then  consider  whether  they  will  insist 
upon  their  right  to  demand  the  opening  of  this  and  other  ports  on  the  ground  of  the  non- 
fulfilment  of  the  conditions  of  the  London  agreement  of  1862.  If,  therefore,  the  Japanese 
ministers  delay  the  opening  of  these  ports,  they  may  find  themselves  called  upon  to  yield  the 
point  without  being  able  to  secure  the  advantage  now  offered  them  of  a  remission  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  indemnity.  The  foreign  governments  can  demand  both  the  opening  of  Hiogo 
and  Osacca  and  the  payment  of  the  indemnity,  and  yet  are  willing  at  the  present  time  to 
forego  the  latter  if  the  Tycoon's  government  will  give  a  proof  of  friendliness  and  of  their  wish 
to  encourage  trade  by  voluntanly  opening  the  ports  themselves.  The  Japanese  ministers 
should,  therefore,  clearly  see  that  their  advantage  lies  in  giving  favorable  consideration  to 
the  proposals  now  made  to  them.  We  cannot  perceive  that  toe  opening  of  Hiogo  and  Osacca, 
under  present  circumstances,  can  be  either  dimcult  or  injurious  to  the  Tycoon.  On  the  con- 
trary, by  conceding  this  point  promptly,  he  will  strengthen  the  friendship  of  the  foreign  pow- 
ers, may  secure  the  remission  of  |2, 000, 000,  and  may  avoid  finding  himself  in  the  position  of 
.  having  to  open  the  port  unconditionally,  upon  the  demand  which  the  foreign  governments, 
under  the  agreement  of  London,  are  entitled  at  any  time  to  make.  The  foreign  governments 
wish  to  support  that  of  the  Tycoon,  but  they  expect  to  find  their  friendship  and  considera- 
tion reciprocated.  They  have  reason  to  believe  th^t  this  would  be  done  by  those  Daimios 
who  have  expressed  themselves  anxious  to  cultivate  relations;  and  the  ministers  of  the 
Tycoon  should  bear  in  mind  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  treaties  which  forbid  intercourse 
with  these  Daimios  at  their  own  ports. 

Japanese  minister.  These  arguments  place  the  subject  in  a  new  light,  and  I  shall  be 

S^ad  to  give  them  my  best  consideration.    To  enable  me  to  do  this,  I  should  wish  to  adjourn 
is  coufereuce  until  to-morrow  at  10  o'clock. 
The  conference  then  terminated.

MEMORANDUM. 

Minutes  of  a  conference  held  on  board  her  Britannic  Majesty's  ship  Princess  Royal,  lying  off 
Hiojo,  on  the  \Mh  November,  1865,  between  the  undersigned  representatives  of  treaty  potcers 
and  the  undermentioned  members  of  the  Tycoon*s  government. 

Present :  Sir  Harry  8.  Parkes,  K.  C.  B.,  her  Britannic  Majestv's  envoy  extraordinaiT"  and 
minister  plenipotentiary ;  A.  L.  C.  Portman,  esq.,  charge  d'affmrea  ad  interim  of  the  united 
States ;  I),  de  Graeff  van  Polsbroek,  esq.,  his  Netherlandish  Majesty's  consul  general  and  polit- 
ical agent;  Vice- Admiral  George  St.  Vincent  King,  C.  B.,  naval  commander-in-chief;  Idlami 
No  Kami,  a  vice-minister  and  member  of  the  second  council,  accompanied  by  a  Pometske  of 
high  rank. 

The  vic-e-minister  stated  that  he  had  been  sent  by  the  Tycoon  to  meet  the  foreign  repre- 
sentatives in  the  place  of  Abe  Bungo  No  Kami,  who  was  prevented  by  indisposition  from 
keeping  the  engagement  he  had  made  with  them  on  the  11th  instant.  O.  Sasaware  Ike  No 
Kami,  member  of  the  Sorogio,  had  also  been  directed  to  accompany  him,  but  was  prevented, 
like  Abe  Bungo  No  Kami,  by  sickness,  from  doing  so. 

Foreign  representatives.  It  is  unfortunate  that  we  should  have  to  deal  on  each  occa- 
sion with  a  fresh  envoy. 

Japanese  ministers.  The  Tycoon  received  Abe  Bungo  No  Kami's  report  of  the  conference, 
on  the  J  Jth,  with  the  foreign  representatives,  and  perfectly  understood  the  arguments  utged 
by  the  latter,  and  the  justice  of  them.  He  had  some  idea  of  the  foreign  question  before,  but 
has  now,  for  the  first  time,  fiilly  understood  it,  and  is  of  opinion  Uiat  it  merits  grave  consid- 
eration. The  Tycoon  eamestlv  wishes  a  satisfactory  adjustment,  and  will  proceed  to  Kioto 
without  delay  to  deliberate  witn  the  Mikado,  whose  sanction  is  necessary  to  the  steps  that 
have  to  be  t^en.  Abe  Bungo  No  Kami  promised  to  bring  to-day  a  decisive  answer  to  the 
proposal  of  the  representatives ;  but  as  the  Tycoon  is  unable,  himself,  to  come  to  a  determi- 
nation, without  previously  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Mikado,  he  will  proceed  to  Kioto 
for  that  purpose.  We  hope  the  representatives  will  wait  a  few  days  to  admit  of  our  obtain- 
ing a  final  answer. 

Foreign  representatives.  Are  we  to  understand  these  remarks  to  mean  that  the  Ty- 
coon has  not  yet  explained  to  the  Mikado  the  state  of  foreign  relations,  or  applied  for  the 
approval  of  the  treaties  ? 

Japanesb  ministers.  The  Tycoon  may  have  spoken  with  the  Mikado  in  general  terms 
about  foreign  relations,  but  the  didiculty  as  to  the  sanction  of  the  latter  to  the  treaties  still 
exists.  It  is  with  the  view  of  obtaining  this  sanction  that  the  Tycoon  now  proposes  to  visit 
Kioto. 
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PORETGN  REFRESBNTATIFES.  Bui  the  Tyooon  bab  onlj  joBt  returaed  from  Kioto,  wliere 
he  staid  a  week,  and  his  interview  with  the  Mikado  was  assigned  as  the  cause  of  the  delay 
which  occnrred  in  sending  Ahe  Bango  No  Kami  to  meet  the  foreign  representatives. 

Japanese  mikisters.  That  is  true ;  bat  ^e  late  audience  had  more  reference  to  theafiairs 
of  Cboshu  than  to  foreign  relations. 

Foreign  representatives.  How  long  will  it  take  to  learn  the  result  of  this  second 
Audience  ? 

Japanese  biinisters.  As  the  Tycoon  will  be  unable  to  leave  unto  the  day  after  to-mor- 
row, and  will  take  two  days  to  go  up  and  the  same  time  to  return,  and  as  the  negotiations  at 
Kioto  will  take  some  time,  we  wish  you  to  delay  your  departure  for  fifteen  days. 

Foreign  representatives.  As  the  Tycoon  has  so  much  difficulty  in  explaining  matters 
at  Kioto,  perhaps  it  would  be  as  well  if  the  representatives  were  to  accompany  him  there. 

Japanese  ministers.  That  would  seriously  complicate  matters ;  it  would  alarm  the 
people  and  provoke  the  violence  of  the  hostile  party.  The  Tycoon  himself  will  really  pro- 
oeea  to  Kioto  for  the  purpose  of  fully  explaining  matters  in  person  to  the  Mikado. 

Foreign  representatives.  Are  we  positively  to  understand  that  during  the  year  that 
has  elapsed  since  the  Tycoon  undertook  to  obtain  the  Mikado's  sanction  to  the  treaties  he 
has  done  nothing  to  effect  this  measure  7 

Japanese  ministers.  That  is  not  so.  The  Tycoon  has  always  been  endeavoring  to 
arrive  at  this  result ;  but  in  consequence  of  the  many  difficulties  he  has  had  to  contend 
with,  he  has  not  hitherto  been  able  to  succeed. 

Foreign  representatives.  Can  the  Tycoon  himself  secure  the  Mikado's  sanction  to 
the  treaties,  or  does  it  depend  on  the  Mikado's  pleasure  to  give  or  withhold  it  ? 

Japanese  bonisters.  The  Tycoon  will  explain  the  matter  fully  to  the  Mikado,  and  will 
use  every  endeavor  to  obtain  this  sanction. 

Foreign  representatives.  If  the  Tycoon  represents  matters  clearly  to  the  Mikado, 
will  the  Mikado  then  give  his  sanction  7 

Japanese  minister.  The  Tycoon  will  represent  affairs  in  such  a  manner  that  the  Mikado 
win  be  compelled  to  give  his  sanction  to  the  treaties. 

Foreign  representatives.  As  to  Hiogo  and  the  other  ports  and  places  named  in  the 
trealy,  is  it  necessary  for  the  Mikado's  consent  to  be  first  given  before  these  can  be  opened  7 

Japanese  minister.  Yes.  the  Tycoon  must  first  obtain  the  Mikado's  consent. 

Foreign  representatives.  In  the  event,  however,  of  the  Mikado's  consent  being  re- 
fused, can  the  Tycoon,  in  the  exercise  of  his  own  authority,  open  these  ports  ? 

Japanese  ministers.  The  Tycoon  will  certainly  succeed  on  this'occasion  in  obtaining  the 
Mikado's  consent. 

Foreign  representatives.  On  the  subject  of  the  revision  of  the  tariff,  must  the  Ty- 
coon also  first  refer  to  Kioto  for  the  Mikado's  orders  7 

Japanese  ministers.  Matters  relating  to  the  customs  need  not  be  referred  to  the'Mikado, 
as  they  are  not  considered  to  be  of  sufficient  importance.  Formerly  the  Tycoon  had  the 
power  as  ruler  of  the  empire  to  open  ports,  but  now  that  the  state  of  affairs  has  changed  the 
Mikado's  consent  must  first  be  obtained. 

Foreign  representatives.  You  of  course  do  not  intend  us  to  infer  from  these  remarks 
any  Inability  on  the  part  of  the  Tycoon  to  give  effect  to  the  engagements  he  has  coqtracted  7 

Japanese  ministers.  The  Mikado  must  first  give  his  sanction  to  the  treaties  that  have 
already  been  concluded.  This  is  required  to  enable  the  Tycoon  to  faithfully  carry  out  his 
obligations.  It  is  to  the  absence  of  this  sanction  that  any  failure  on  the  Tycoon's  part  to 
fulfil  his  obligations  is  to  be  attributed,  and  also  all  the  troubles  in  respect  to  foreign  relations 
which  have  hitherto  occurred.  I  regret  that  fonnerlv  the  sanction  of  the  Mikado  to  tha 
treaties  was  not  required,  because  the  Tycoon  himself  neld  sovereign  powers,  (literally,  was 
the  King  Oi  of  the  country-;)  but  in  the  present  state  of  affairs,  he  cannot  enter  into  any 
new  treaties  or  even  carry  out  all  the  engagements  of  those  already  made  without  the 
approval  of  the  Mikado. 

Foreign  representatives.  If  that  be  the  state  of  affairs  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  the 
Tycoon  to  obtain  the  Mikado's  approvaL  Unless  he  does  so  and  proves  to  foreign  govern- 
ments that  he  is  really  charged  with  the  conduct  of  foreign  afiairs,  his  position  will  become 
as  subordinate  as  that  of  an  ordinary  Daimios. 

Japanese  ministers.  This  is  perfectly  true,  and  it  is  precisely  because  the  Tycoon  under- 
stands this  contingency,  that  he  now  intends  to  leave  at  once  for  Kioto  in  order  to  settle  ttiis 
point  with  the  Mikado. 

Foreign  representatives.  The  Tycoon,  however,  and  the  Mikado  also,  must  clearly 
understand  that  whether  the  treaty  powers  have  in  future  to  deal  either  with  one  or  the  other, 
they  will  insist  upon  the  strict  fulfilment  of  the  treaties.  If  the  Tycoon  wishes  to  be  re- 
garded as  the  governing  power,  he  must  be  careful  to  take  whatever  steps  are  necessary  to 
make  his  power  complete.  From  what  the  Japanese  minister  says,  this  sanction  of  the  Mi- 
kado to  the  Tycoon's  past  acts  and  his  authority  for  the  future  control  of  foreign  affairs 
appears  indispensible,  and  we  trust  in  his  own  interest  tha^  he  will  succeed  in  obtaining  it. 
We  with  to  put  a  question  as  to  that  clause  of  the  London  agreement  of  1862  which  pro-  . 
Tides  that  the  Daimios  may  trade  at  the  open  ports  through  their  own  agents.  The  necessaiy 
18  n  n  *  * 
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permisfiion  appean,  howeyer,  to  have  been  withheld.  la  this  attributable  to  the  TjcoobJb 
action? 

Japanese  minister.  The  Tycoon  can  giye  this  permission,  but  it  would  not  be  oo&* 
Tenient  to  exercise  his  right  in  this  respect  as  long  as  the  Mikado  withholds  his  consent  to 
the  treaties.  So  manj  complications  are  occasioned  hj  the  want  of  this  consent,  that  we 
consider  the  time  has  come  when  it  cannot  longer  be  deferred,  and  the  Tycoon  will  now 
come  to  a  definite  understanding  with  the  Mikado. 

Fqreign  REPRBSENTATiVBSb  We  do  not  comprehend  the  necessity' for  these  repeated  de- 
lays in  effecting  this  understanding,  or,  considering  the  proximity  of  Kioto,  why  such  a  pro- 
tracted intenral  as  fifteen  days  sho^d  be  required  on  the  present  occasion.  We  cannot  con* 
sent  to  wait  so  long. 

Japanese  minister.  I  am  unable  to  state  the  exact  time  the  Tycoon  will  require  to 
obtain  the  Mikado's  sanction  to  the  treaties,  but  he  is  most  anxious  that  no  time  should  be 
lost.  Matters  haye  now  been  brought  to  a  crisis,  and  your  arriyal  with  ships  in  these  wat»B 
leads  the  Tycoon  to  suppose  that  you  may  wish  to  go  on  to  Kioto  yoursefyes  unless  he  can 
efiect  a  satisfactory  arrangement. 

Foreign  representatives.  It  is  indispensable  that  we  should  ascertain  what  powen 
the  Tycoon  really  possesses — whether  the  goyemment  of  the  country  is  in  his  hanoa,  and 
whether  he  is  the  friend  to  foreign  goyernments  which  he  professes  to  be.  If  he  cannot 
satisfy  as  on  these  points,  we  shall  then  haye  to  consider  how  and  where  we  are  to  seek  the 
real  goyemment — whether  at  Kioto  or  elsewhere. 

•  Japanese  ministers.  The  Tycoon,  in  order  to  keep  up  friendly  relations  with  the  trealr 
powers,  and  indeed  to  maintain  the  existence  of  his  goyemment,  must  obtain  the  Mikado'a 
sanction  to  the  treaties.  If  he  fiiils  in  this,  then  he  will  lose  his  power  and  sink  into  a  position 
something  resembling  that  of  a  Daimio.  I  hope,  therefore,  that  the  foreign  representatiyea 
will  wait  nere  for  fifteen  days,  as  that  time  is  really  necessary  for  the  Tycoon's  negotiatioi» 
with  the  Mikado. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  regret  that  the  Tycoon  has  not  made  greater  efforts 
during  the  year  that  has  elapsed,  since  the  foreign  representatives  in  October  last  urged 
upon  him,  both  in  writing  and  through  the  Sorogio,  the  gravity  of  the  situation. 

Japanese  minister.  The  Tycoon,  in  consequence  of  intomal  dissensions,  has  hitherto 
been  unable  to  direct  his  whole  attention  to  foreign  relations ;  but  seeing  that  moderate 
measures  are  of  no  avail,  he  will  now  insist  upon  obtaining  the  Mikado's  consent  without 
further  delay. 

Foreign  representatives.  We  will  consider  the  time  that  we  will  agree  to  w^t  for 
the  Tycoon's  reply,  but  as  we  have  waited  here  ten  days  already,  we  certainly  cannot  con- 
sent to  remain  nfteen  days  more.  We  might  possibly  agree  to  a  delay  of  eight  or  ten  days 
at  the  outside,  and  in  the  interval  we  may  mid  it  convenient  to  visit  Simonoeeki  or  other  places 
in  the  Inland  Sea. 

Dutch  consul  general.  An  agent  of  a  Daimio  called  upon  me  in  1858  to  inquire  if  his 
master  could  enter  into  direct  trading  relations  with  Holland,  as  he  himself  wished  and  was 
ready  to  do  so. 

Japanese  minister.  There  are  other  Daimios  who  would  probably  wish  to  do  the  same, 
but  the  Tycoon  cannot  give  them  permission  to  open  their  ports  without  the  Mikado's  con- 
sent 

Foreign  representatives.  To  judge  firom  the  representations  said  to  have  come  from 
the  several  Daimios,  they  believe  they  can  dispense  with  this  permission  and  consider  that 
they  have  the  right  to  control  their  own  trade,  foreign  or  otherwise,  in  their  own  territoriee. 

Japanese  minister.  I  am  sorry  to  hear  that  such  representations  should  have  been  made. 
It  would  be  contrary  to  a  mandate  from  Kioto,  which  forbids  the  Daimios  to  open  their  ports. 
Having  informed  you  of  the  necessity  the  Tycoon  is  under  to  go  to  Kioto  to  discuss  the  con- 
firmation of  the  treaties  by  the  Mikado,  I  wish  to  take  my  leave. 

■  Foreign  representatives.  We  cordially  hope  that  success  may  attend  the  Tycoon's 
negotiations.  The  foreign  govemments  will  have  to  iudge  of  his  power  and  good  will  by 
his  actions.  Again,  however,  let  us  warn  you  that  the  treaties  he  has  concluded  muat  be 
faithfully  kept  by  the  ruling  power  of  Japan,  in  whomsoever  it  may  be  vested. 

The  conference  then  terminated.

Memorandum  signed  by  Earl  Russell  and  the  Japanese  envoys,  June  6,  1862. 

It  haa  been  represented  to  her  Britannic  Miyesty's  minister  in  Japan  by  the  ministers  of 
the  Tycoon,  and  to  her  Majesty's  govemment  by  the  envoys  who  have  been  sent  to  England 
by  the  Tycoon,  that  difSculties  aiyt  experienced  by  the  Tycoon  and  his  ministers  in  giving 
effect  to  their  enga^ments  with  foreign  powers  having  treaties  with  Japan,  in  consequence 
of  the  opposition  oftered  by  a  party  in  Japan  which  is  hostile  to  all  intercouree  with  foreignefVt 

Her  Mjeyesty's  govemment  having  taken  these  representations  into  coi»iderationi  are  pre- 
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fta^^  on  tbe  conditions  hereinafter  specified,  to  consent  to  defer  for  a  period  of  ^y^  years,  to 
commeuce  from  the  1st  of  Janaar^,  1863,  the  fulfilment  of  those  portions  of  the  third  article 
of  the  treaty  between  Great  Britam  and  Japan,  of  the  26th  of  August,  1858,  which  provides 
fbr  the  opening  to  British,  subjects  of  the  port  of  Neegata,  or  some  other  convenient  port  on 
tlie  west  coast  of  Nipon,  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1866,  and  of  the  port  of  Hiogo  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1863 ;  and  for  the  residents  of  British  subiects  in  tne  city  of  Yedo  from 
the  first  day  of  January,  1862,  and  in  the  city  of  Osacca  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1863. 

Her  M^esty's  government,  in  order  to  give  to  the  Japanese  ministers  the  time  those  fnin- 
isters  consider  necessary  to  enable  them  to  overcome  the  opposition  now  existing,  are  willing 
to  make  these  large  concessions  of  their  right  under  treaty,  but  they  expect  that  the  Tycoon 
and  his  ministers  will  in  all  other  respects  strictly  execnte  at  the  ports  of  Nagasaki,  Hako- 
dadi,  and  Kanagawa,  all  the  other  stipulations  of  the  treaty.  That  they  will  publicly  revoke 
the  old  law  outlawing  foreigners,  and  that  they  will  specially  abolish  and  do  away  with — 

1st.  AJl  restrictions,  whether  as  regards  Quantity  or  price,- on  the  sale  by  Japanese  to  for> 
eigners  of  all  kinds  of  merchandise,  accoraing  to  article  XIY  of  the  treaty  of  the  26th  of 
Au^t,  1866. 

^.  All  restrictions  on  labor,  and  more  particularly  on  the  hire  of  carpenters,  boatmen, 
boats  and  coolies,  teachers,  and  servants,  oi  whatever  denomination. 

3d.  All  restrictions  whereby  Daimios  are  prevented  from  sending  their  produce  to  market, 
and  from  selling  the  same  directlv  by  their  own  agents. 

4th.  All  restnctions  resulting  n'om  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  custom-house  authorities  and 
other  officials  to  obtain  fhes. 

6th.  An  restrictions  limiting  the  classes  of  persons  who  shall  be  aHowtjd  to  trade  with 
foreigners  at  the  ports  of  Nagasaki,  Hakodadi,  and  Eanagawa. 

6th.  All  restrictions  imposed  on  free  intercourse  of  a  social  kind  between  foreigners  and 
the  people  of  Japan. 

In  default  of  the  strict  fulfilment  by  the  Tycoon  and  his  ministers  of  these  conditions, 
which,  indeed,  are  none  other  than  those  they  are  already  bound  by  treaty  to  fulfil,  her  Ma- 
jetty's  government  will,  at  any  time  within  the  aforesaid  period  of  five  years,  commencing 
from  the  1st  of  January,  1863,  be  entitled  to  withdraw  the  concessions  in  regard  to  the  ports 
and  cities  made  by  tnis  memorandum,  and  to  call  upon  the  Tycoon  and  his  ministers  to 
carry  out,  without  delay,  the  whole  of  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  August  26,  1858j  and 
specifically  to  open  the  aforesaid  ports  and  cities  for  the  trade  and  residence  of  British  subjects. 

The  envoys  of  the  Tycoon  accredited  to  her  Britannic  Miy'esty  announce  their  intention,  on 
their  return  to  Japan,  to  submit  to  the  TVcoon  and  his  ministers  the  policy  and  expediency  of 
opening  to  foreign  commerce  the  port  of  Tsusima,  in  Japan,  as  a  measure  by  which  the  in- 
terests of  Japan  will  be  materially  promoted,  and  they  engage  to  suggest  to  fiie  Tycoon  and 
his  ministers  to  evince  their  good  will  to  the  nations  of  Europe,  and  their  desire  to  extend 
commerce  between  Japan  and  Europe  by  reducing  the  duties  on  wines  and  spirits  imported 
into  Japan,  and  by  permitting  glassware  to  be  inserted  in  the  list  of  articles  on  which  an 
import  duty  of  five  per  cent,  is  levied,  and  thereby  remedying  an  omission  inadvertently 
made  on  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty.  And  they  farther  engage  to  recommend  to  the  Tycoon 
and  his  ministers  to  make  arrangements  for  the  establishment  at  Yokohama  and  Nagasaki  of 
warehouses,  in  which  goods  coming  from  abroad  may  be  deposited  under  the' control  of 
Japanese  officers,  without  payment  of  duties,  until  such  time  as  the  importers  shall  obtain 
purchasers  for  such  goods,  and  be  prepared  to  remove  them  on  payment  of  the  import  duties. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty's  principal  secretary  of  state  for  foreign  afi^airs  and  the  envoys  of 
the  Tycoon  have  accordingly  signed  this  memorandum,  which  will  be  transmitted  by  the 
former  to  her  Majesty's  representative  in  Japan,  and  by  the  latter  to  the  Tycoon  and  his  min- 
isters, as  an  evidence  of  the  arrangement  made  between  them  on  the  sixth  day  of  June,  1862.

Sir  :  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch,  No.  48,  of  August 
22.  The  President  sees  no  reason  for  disapproving  your  proceedings  therein 
mentioned  in  regard  to  the  receipt  of  indemnity  money  tendered  and  paid 
\f  the  Japanese  government  for  the  use  of  the  treaty-making  western 
powers.  For  the  present  the  subject  of  the  disposition  of  the  money  is  at- 
t^ded  here  by  two  difficulties.  First,  the  treaty  has  not  yet  been  approved 
by  the  Senate.     Second,  we  are  waiting  an  understanding  with  the  interested 
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European  powers.  I  Hope  that  these  difficolties  will  be  removed  in  the- 
course  of  tne  next  month,  (December,)  within  which  Congress  will  have  as- 
sembled, and  I  shall  look  for  communications  on  the  subject  from  the  European 
states  which  I  have  addressed.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  Mikado's  formal  sanction  of 
the  treaties  has  been  obtained ;  this  is,  ih.  fact,  the  ratification  of  the  treaties. 

In  preference  to  the  opening  of  the  port  of  Hiogo  and.  the  city  of  Osacca, 

:  the  1st  of  January  next,  the  Japanese  government  will  pay  the  indemnity 
of  $3,000,000,  according  to  the  convention  of  the  22d  of  October,  1864. 

A  revision  of  the  tanff  has  been  agreed  upon. 

It  is  also  quite  certain  that  civil  war  in  Japan  has  now  been  averted. 

I  left  Osacca  bay  on  the  26th,  and  arrived  at  Kanagawa  on  the  28th  in« 
stant.  On  my  arrival  I  learned  there  was  a  rumor  that  I  had  been  assassi- 
nated at  Hiogo.  I  was  immediately  waited  on  by  governors  of  foreign  affiurs, 
and  received  so  many  congratulations  besides,  that  I  could  not  leave  for  this 
place  until  yesterday  in  the  forenoon. 

This  morning  I  communicated  to  the  members  of  the  government  the  Mi- 
kado's sanction,  and  also  the  instructions  which  they  will  soon  receive  from 
the  Tycoon,  with  a  view  of  arriving  at  a  prompt  amendment  of  the  tariff  so 
urgently  needed. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  prepare  in  time  for  this  mail  a  detailed  account  of  the 
successful  negotiations  and  the  results  above  mentioned,  of  which  I  have  ne 
doubt  you  will  be  pleased  to  approve.

THE  AMEEICAN  PRESIDENTIAL  ELECTION. 
[Prom  the  Bjzant^s,  the  leading  Greek  paper  at  Constantinople,  of  the  4th  December,  1864.] 

The  news  from  New  York  announces  the  re-election  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  President  of  the 
United  States.  All  the  States,  with  the  exception  of  three,  cast  their  snffirage  for  this  bold 
and  energetic  leader  of  the  republic,  who,  lon^r  since,  thoroughly  cog^zant  of  the  ultimate 
aims  of  ute  southern  secessionists,  has  inflexioly  persevered  in  his  efforts  to  preserve  the 
IMon  at  all  haiards. 

The  event  may  be  regarded  as  the  beginning  of  the  end.  The  war  will  be  brought  to  an 
end,  the  Union  will  be  saved,  and  foreien  machinations  will  he  foiled.  Through  the  elec- 
tion of  the  peace  candidate  for  the  presidency  foreign  influence  hoped  to  secure  the  success 
of  the  secession  movement  and  the  establishment  of  another  power  between  the  new  empire 
of  Mexico  and  the  great  democratic  republic  If  Mr.  Lincoln  had  been  defeated,  the  great 
mkdertaking  which  has  been  so  long  prosecuted,  and  at  such  immense  sacrifices  of  blood  and 
treasure,  would  have  been  frustrate,  and  before  long  the  republic,  through  foreign  intrigue, 
woold  have  been  dismembered,  and  the  secession  of  the  south  recognized  as  a  fixed  fact. 
There  would,  no  doubt,  have  been  found  in  every  State  of  the  Union  men  lost  to  all  patriotic 
instincts  and  animated  exclusively  by  selfish  ambition  and  monarchical  sympathies,  who 
would  have  played  the  same  part  in  their  respective  States  which  the  secessionists  are  now 
peoforming  in  reg^ard  to  the  Union.  In  confirmation  of  the  truth  of  our  remarks,  we  refer  to 
the  tone  of  the  greater  part  of  the  French  press.  There  is  no  mistaking  it  The  independ- 
floce  of  the  south  is  a  question  of  life  or  death  for  the  new  dynasty  in  B&xico. 

The  secession  movement  is  powerfully  sustained  from  abroad  by  secret  lud.  The  pbatical 
cruisers  of  the  disunionists  find  an  asylum  under  the  guns  of  Cherbourg,  in  France,  and  of 
Brazilian  ships-of-war  in  the  harbors  of  that  country.  Look  at.  the  affair  of  the  Alabama 
and  the  Florida ;  look  at  ^e  frenzied  zeal  of  the  French  loumalists  for  the  election  of  any- 
body but  Lincoln,  and  the  fialse  reports  constantlv  published  by  them  of  reputed  successes  of 
the  south,  and  their  clamor  for  the  cessation  of  the  war  and  the  intervention  of  Europton 
states,  and  it  will  be  ^n  that  we  are  not  far  from  the  truth.  Lincoln  has  shown  himself  a 
m^n  of  superior  intelligence ;  a  consummate  patriot,  -combining  prudence  with  energy,  and 
fiortile,  in  an  extraordinary  degree,  in  expedients  necessary  for  3ie  successful  prosecution  of 
the  great  contest  which  he  has  in  charge. 

If  America  is  indebted  to  Washington  for  one  thing,  ittfrill  erelong  be  made  manifest  that 
*k,  Lincoln  she  owes  all.  Washington  founded  the  Union ;  Lincoln  will  preserve  it.  It  is 
undoubtedly  a  much  more  difficult  task  to  preserve  than  to  establish.  Lincoln,  as  President 
of  the  United  States,  has  become  the  providential  savior  of  human  liberty.  His  indomitable 
perseverance  has  stimulated  the  wonderful  activity  of  the  northern  armies,  given  new  life  to 
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the  persistent  energy  of  Grant  and  of  the  other  generals  of  the  north.  Under  his  adminis- 
tration the  American  war  approaches  its  end,  and  the  south  is  sinkinff  nilder  exhaustion  from 
the  incessant  attacks  to  which  it  is  subject,  tbe  devastation  of  its  chief  cities,  and  the  system- 
atic siege  of  its  capital.  Lincoln  has  accomplished  the  programme  of  the  Unionists.  At 
first  this  programme  embraced  only  the  abolition  of  negro  slavery  at  every  cost;  sabse- 
auently  Lucoln  added  to  it  the  maintenance  of  the  Union  at  all  hazards.  Through  the  first 
the  United  States  has  shown  itself  consistent  with  the  political  principles  to  which  it  owes 
its  origin ;  through  the  second,  Lincoln  has  completely  baffled  the  insidious  schemes  of  the 
monarchists. 

The  enemies  of  the  administration  of  Lincoln  have  denounced  it  in  every  way  as  factioiis, 
selfish,  reckless,  and  improvident,  and  as  leading  the  Union  to  ruin.  One  of  the  chief  or- 
gans of  the  monarchical  faction,  the  editor  of  the  Courrier  des  Etats  Unis,  immediately  afler 
Uie  election  of  Lincoln,  left  the  State  and  transferred  the  seat^f  publication  of  his  paper  to 
Mexico.  Despairing  of  sowing  seeds  of  dissension  in  the  repuolic,  he  has  offered  his  services 
to  the  new  empire.  The  enemies  of  Mr.  Lincoln  and  the  Union  have  endeavored  to  weaken 
the  force  of  his  re-election  by  asserting  that  it  has  been  accomplished  by  illegal  means.  The 
result  has,  however,  signally  demonstiated  that  it  is  altogether  owipg  to  the  unshaken  con- 
fidence of  the  American  people  in  the  character  and  actions  of  the  President.  The  enemies 
of  the  Union  have  not  only  sought  to  secure  its  dissolution  by  foreign  intervention,  but  also 
in  the  protection  which,  openlv  and  in  defiance,  of  law,  thev  have  afforded  to  the  piratical 
vessels  of  the  confederates,  to  involve  the  Union  in  war  with  foreign  states,  and  to  render 
Americans  the  instruments  of  Americans  ruin.  The  world  has  seen  with  what  consummate 
skill  Lincoln  has  navigated  the  ship  of  state  through  these  perils  by  which  it  has  been  sui^ 
rounded.  Our  readers  recollect  the  manner  in  which  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  received  the  Ameri- 
can minister,  Mr.  Dayton,  on  entering  his  office  to  express  to  him  the  views  of  Mr.  Lincoln 
with  respect  to  the  new  Mexican  monarchy :  **  You  proclaim  war  against  us,  then." 

They  whe  befriend  the  new  Mexican  empire,  and  who  lavish  their  treasure  for  schemes  of 
annexation  and  conquest  in  Cochin  China,  Africa,  and  America,  to  support  the  political  sys- 
tem with  which  their  interests  are  involved,  are  enemies  of  Lincoln.  It  is  natural  that  the 
monarchical  reactionists  should  dtoounce  the  republicans  as  demagogues,  charlatans,  mum 
culottes,  revolutionists,  &c,  &c  They  are  called  demagogues  because  they  tell  the  people 
what  their  enemies  do  not  wish  them  to  know ;  charlatans,  because  they  are  frank  and  un- 
reserved in  their  dealings  with  them ;  revolutionists,  because  they  have  the  power  to  move 
the  popular  mind  in  the  hour  of  danger.  It  is  no  wonder,  indeed,  that  Lincoln  is  calum- 
niated by  these  traducers  of  the  friends  of  liberty.  Despite  Uiis  storm  of  calumny,  and  of 
the  efforts  of  tbe  enemies  of  the  great  American  republic,  the  helm  of  state  has  been  again 
committed  by  the  suffrage  of  the  people  to  the  hands  of  this  man  of  firm  and  inflexible^  pur- 
pose, and  of  indomitable  perseverance.  The  war  will  soon  terminate  through  the  subjuga- 
tion or  the  pacification  of  the  south.  The  Jefferson  Davis  and  Lee  monarch^al  instrumenta 
cannot  withstand  the  iron  will  of  twenty  millions  of  people,  and  the  southern  States  will  re- 
turn within  their  proper  orbit.  And  if  Juarez,  respecting  the  interests  of  the  gr^at  democ- 
racy, may  now  be  silent,  he  will  again  be  beard  woen  peace  is  made  in  the  United  States. 
The  recent  Union  victories  have  given  serious  apprehension  to  the  patrons  of  the  new  Mexi- 
can empire :  they  see  in  them  the  si^s  of  approaching  ruin  to  the  cause  of  Jefferson  Davis ; 
and  when  that  shall  take  place  they  know  the  road  to  Mexico  will  be  opened. 

The  re-election  ot  Mr.  Lincoln  to  the  presidency  of  Uie  United*States  must  be  regarded  as 
ail  event  of  signal  historical  import  to  the  cause  of  liberty,  and  as  a  vindication  of  the  supe- 
rior intelligence  of  the  American  people.  If  ever  there  was  a  day  in  American  history  which 
required  the  practical  exercise  of  legal  liberty,  it  was  the  day  of  the  recent  election  for  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  There  can  never  be  in  the  annals  of  the  United  States  a 
more  memorable  day  than  that  of  the  8th  of  November,  1864.  If  the  confederates  make  a 
^eat  show  of  effort,  and  if  Hood  has  entered  Tennessee  with  30,000  men,  Sherman,  accord- 
ux^  to  the  telegraph,  having  destroyed  Atlanta,  has  abandoned  it  Grant  is  erecting  his 
winter  tents  in  front  of  Bicnmond,  and  an  extraordinary  activity  pervades  all  the  armies  of 
the  north.  The  coming  spring  will,  in  all  probability,  finish  a  war  whieh,  on  account  of 
many  difficulties,  coulanot  have  been  previously  brought  to  an  end.

Having  in  a  previous  despatch  given  some  details  in  relation  to  tbe  Turkish 
army,  I  deem  it  proper  to  furnish  the  following  statements  of  the  same,  partly 
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in  correction  of  statements  in  that  despatch,  and  for  the  porpose  of  approximat- 
ing as  near  as  possible  to  complete  accuracy.  At  the  death  of  Abdul  Medjid, 
the  Turkish  navy  consisted  of  105  vessels  of  all  sizes,  1,252  guns,  and  8,314 
horse-power.  Of  these,  three  were  steam  line-of-battle  ships,  carrying  86,  84, 
and  82  guns  of  650  horse-power  each,  5  frigates  (steam,)  each  of  24  guns  and 
459  horse- power,  4  corvettes  (steam,)  mounting  in  all  68  guns  and  600  horse- 
power, (total ;)  13  sloops,  mounting  in  all  73  guns  and  of  (total)  1,560  horse- 
power ;  19  Bteam  transports,  total  horse-power  1,664.  *  Of  the  sailing  vessels, 
there  were  one  line-of-battle  ship  of  428  guns ;  another  of  64  guns ;  1  frigate 
of  34  guns;  13  corvettes  of  136  guns;  total:  11  brigs,  total  176  guns;  4 
schooners,  total  36  guns;  8  cutters,  total  60  guns  ;  25  guns  boats,  total  85  guns. 
Grand  total,  105  vessels  of  all  sizes,  1,252  guns,  and  8,314  horse-power. 

Sincethe  accession  of  the  present  Sultan  there  have  been  added  to  this  force : 
one  line-of-battle.  ship* (steam,)  96  guns,  800  horse-power;  3  frigates  (steam,) 
60  guns,  600  horse-power;  7  corvettes,  52  guns,  1,080  horse-power;  9  trans^ 
porta,  970  horse-power ;  besides  4  iron-clad  frigates  in  course  of  construction, 
mounting  136  heavy  guns,  and  8  sailing  floating  batteries,  mounting  25  guns. 
Total    32    vessels,  490  gims,  '4,500    horse-power,  exclusive  of   the    mailed 


The  present  Sultan  has  increased  the  naval  force  by  more  than  one-third  of 
its  artillery  and  almost  double  its  steam  power,  raising  the  total  to  1,742  guns, 
and  about  15,314  horse-power. 

Exclusive  of  the  chief  arsenal  of  construction  at  Constantinople,  there  are 
four  other  secondary  arsenals:  at  Ismid  and  Gheicdek  in  the  sea  of  Marmora, 
and  Sinope  and  Er^li  in  the  Black  Sea,  and  two  minor  ones  at  Rhodes  and 
Metelin.    At  all  these  places  vessels  are  built. 

The  naval  school  is  at  Khalki,  one  of  the  Princes*  islands  in  the  sea  of  Mar- 
mora, where  excellent  instruction  is  given  in  nautical  science  to  about  200 
youths.  General  knowledge  and  the  English  language  is  abo  taught.  The 
fi>llowing  is  a  table  of  the  rank  and  monthly  pay  of  the  officers,  including  ra- 
tions. .  The  American  gold  dollar  equals  23  Turkish  piasters :  Lieutenant,  500 
piasters  ;  captain  of  corvette,  700  piasters  ;  captain  of  frigate,  1,200  piasters ; 
commandant,  1,500  piasters ;  captain,  2,000  piasters ;  rear  admiral,  3,000 
piasters  ;  vice-admiral,  10,000  pisisters  ;  admiral,  25,000  piasters^  The  number 
of  men  employed  in  the  active  service  is  10,900 ;  including  the  reserve  force,  it 
amounts  to  33,000  men.  The  fleet  is  manned  by  conscription  and  by  volun- 
teers. The  term  of  service  is  eight  years,  at  the  expiration  of  which  period 
the  men  return  to  their  homes,  where  they  are  divided  into  the  first  and  second 
class  reserve.  During  the  present  reign  grecU  zeal  has  been  displayed  in  the 
perfection  and  increase  of  the  navy,  and  new  vesseb  are  constantly  being 
m-dered  in  England  and  France,  while  the  dock-yards  of  the  empire  are  alive 
with  unwonted  activity.  It  is  evident  that  the  Sultan  is  fully  aware  of  the 
peril  to  which  the  empire  is  exposed  by  the  ambitious  designs  of  Russia  and 
France,  and  that  he  is  determinea  to  spare  no  expense  or  e£fbrt  to  meet  the 
crisis  which,  constantly  menacing  the  national  existence,  must  sooner  or  later 
ooflffront  him« 

In  this  connexion,  I  regret  to  announce  the  death  of  Mehemed  Pacha,  the 
minister  of  marine.  I  had  the  honor  of  his  intimate  acquaintance,  and  when- 
ever we  met  he  never  failed  to  speak  of  the  government  and  people  of  the 
United  States  in  the  kindest  terms.  He  never  forgot  the  courtesy  exhibited  to 
him  in  1852,  when  on  a  visit  to  the  United  States.

energy  and  zeal  of  the  Saltan  in  militarj  affaire,  I  may  mention  the  iact  that 
40,000  Enfield  rifles  have  recently  been  imported  for  the  nse  of  the  army,  and 
that  within  a  short  time  200,000  rifles  of  the  best  quality  wOl  be  manufactured 
by  the  domestic  aroenals  and  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  troops.  Five  yean 
ago  the  troops  used  only  the  flint-lock  muskets,  of  a  range  of  only  250  paces ; 
now  they  are  to  be  equipped  with  rifles  carrying  3,300  feet.  In  addition  to  this, 
such  improvements  have  oeen  made  in  the  imperial  gun  machine  shops  at  Zeiton 
Boumon  that  52,000  rifles  of  the  Enfield  system,  cidled  interchangeable,  can  be 
manufactured  per  annum.  Active  preparations  are  also  making  in  the  govern- 
ment machine  shops  for  the  manufacture  of  rifled  cannon  of  iron  and  steel,  of 
wrought  iron  of  tAe  largest  calibre,  for  the  arming  of  the  new  fortifications  in 
construction  on  the  Dardanelles  and  Bosphorus,  and  the  frontiera  of  European 
and  Asiatic  Turkey,  and  for  the  iron-clad  vessels  under  construction  in  Eng- 
land and  at  Constantinople.  All  these  measures  show  a  knowledge  on  the  part 
of  the  Sultan  of  the  perils  of  the  empire,  and  his  determination  to  meet  them. 

The  recent  series  of  Union  victories  have  produced  a  general  belief  that  the 
rebel  cause  is  hopeless,  and  'that  the  complete  triumph  of  Union  and  liberty  are 
near  at  hand.  The  liberal  j6umals  of  Europe,  almost  without  exception,  are 
favorable  to  the  success  of  the  Union  government,  looking  upon  it  as  closely 
connected  with  the  progress  of  civil  and  religious  liberty  in  the  Old  World.  The 
downfall  of  the  Union  would  be  the  downfall  of  liberty  in  Europe  and  the  herald 
of  despotic  reaction,  and  for  this  reason  every  friend  of  humanity  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic  rejoices  in  the  victories  that  so  signally  prove  the  ability  of  the 
American  republic  to  sustain  its  own  existence,  and  in  the  mighty  power,  it  has 
displayed  in  the  present  struggle  between  the  conflicting  interests  of  freedom  and 
slavery.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  despatch  No.  86,  of  the 
date  of  February  11,  and  to  transmit  a  translation  of  the  note  of  Ali  Pacha,  min- 
ister of  foreign  i^irs,  to  the  Turkish  minister  in  London,  relative  to  the  question 
of  religious  toleration  in  the  Turkish  empire. 

It  is  important  that  the  views  of  the  Turkish  government  on  this  subject 
should  be  put  on  record  among  our  own  state  papers,  that  the  religious  commu- 
nity in  the  United  Sj;atcs  may  understand  to  what  extent  the  free  exercise  and 
teaching  of  Christianity  is  allowed  in  the  dominions  of  the  Sultan,  and  to  what 
restrictions  it  is  subjected.  As  the  American  missionaries  in  Turkey  have  never 
made  themselves  amenable  to  any  of  the  accusations  of  this  note,  it  is  unneces- 
sary for  me  to  repel  them  on  their  part. 

In  despatch  No.  96  I  mentioned  that  the  government  of  the  Sultan  had  ap- 
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C4nted  Haidar  Effendi  as  special  enyoj  to  the  govemment  of  the  Emperor 
aximilian,  to  reciprocate  the  complimentarj  mission  of  Martinez  del  Bio.  It 
now  appears  that  no  minister  will  be  accredited  by  the  Porte,  in  any  capacity*  to 
Mexico. 

The  inanguration  of  President  Lincoln  for  a  second  term  has  been  to  me,  on 
the  part  of  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  the  Grand  Vizier,  and  other  members 
of  the  imperial  cabinet,  a  subject  of  the  most  cordial  and  friendly  congratula- 
tion. His  re-election  is  regarded  by  them  as  a  just  reward  for  the  eminent  ser- 
Tices  he  has  rendered,  not  only  his  own  country  but  the  world  at  large,  in  main- 
taining the  integrity  of  the  American  Union  and  in  promoting  the  progress 
of  human  liberty.  Notwithstanding  the  burdens  of  debt  and  taxation,  1  find  no 
one  doubting  our  ability  to  discharge  or  sustain  them,  whilst  our  power  and  in- 
fluence as  a  nation  have  been  vastly  increased  by  the  formidable  array  of  fleet* 
and  armies  created  by  the  war,  and  the  science,  skill  and  valor  of  our  militaiy 
and  naval  forces.

Mr.  Ambassador  :  I  have  receiyed  the  two  despatches  addressed  to  me  bj  vonr  excellency 
on  the  27th  October  aod  3d  of  November  last,  together  with  the  account  of  the  interyiew 
held  by  Lord  Russell  with  a  depntotion  of  the  Evangelical  AJliance. 

Bty  former  communications  nave  made  you  acquainted  with  the  conduct  of  certain  Pro^ 
tcstant  missionaries  and  the  measures  which  the  S(U)lime  Porte  was  obliged  to  adopt.  I  now 
propose  more  particularly  to  enter  upon  the  ouestions  raised  by  the  discussions  which  those 
measures  have  occasioned  in  England,  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  same  just  and  liberal  appre- 
ciation, joined  to  the  conciliatonr  spirit  which  I  have  been  pleased  to  find  in  the  language  of 
the  principal  secretary  of  state  of  her  Britannic  Majesty,  will  aid  us  in  dispelling  all  doubts  and 
in  annihilating  all  calumnies.  It  is,  therefore,  with  unlimited  confidence  in  the  equity  and 
friendly  disposition  of  her  Britannic  Majesty's  cabinet,  and  in  thetri^d  justice  of  the  English 
nation,  that  I  submit  the  following  explanations  to  the  enli|^htened  judgment  of  his  lordship: 

The  imperial  govemment  has  established  by  the  Hotti  Humayun  (Royal  Rescript)  of 
1856  the  nee  exercise  of  all  forms  of  worship  existing  in  the  empire.  The  scrupulous  a«- 
complishraent  of  this  promise  has  been  the  more  easy  since  the  diversity  of  religious  elements 
united  under  its  protection  imposed  upon  it  the  obligation  to  watch  indiscriminately  over  the 
safetjr  of  all  religious  interests,  and  to  guarantee  each  creed  against  the  aggression  of  the  other, 
hgrgiving  to  all  an  entire  libertv  in  their  legitimate  manifestations. 

The  Sublime  Porte  has  acted  in  this  spirit  with  the  greatest  sinceritv.  Not  only  has  it 
recojirnized  the  jurisdiction  and  spiritual  hienuchy  of  the  different  non-Mussulman  creeds, 
but  It  has  admitted  them  all  to  the  same  honors  enjoyed  by  the  established  religion,  and  has 
spontaneously  conceded  to  them  equal  prerogatives.  Every  one  is  now  free  to  profess  his 
own  religion,  and  to  follow  his  own  form  of  worship.  No  law  forbids  religious  communities 
oi  all  the  Christian  rights  to  enter  Turkey ;  their  members  are  not  subject  to  any  restraints 
in  the  exercise  of  their  spiritual  ceremonies ;  all  religious  creeds  erect  their  places  of  worship 
there,  and  eiijov  full  liberty,  even*  in  their  outward  forms  and  in  their  public  ceremonies ; 
and  the  sacred  books  of  all  religions  are  printed  and  published  in  diffsreut  parts  of  the  empire. 

We  can,  therefore,  affirm  that  Christians  of  all  sects  and  Israelites  enjoy  in  Turkey  rights 
which  they  would  be  happy  to  possess  in  most  Christian  countries  in  Europe.  It  would  be 
useless  to  enumerate  the  restrictions  imposed  on  liberty  of  conscience  in  other  countries,  per- 
haps, without  even  excepting  England  itself,  which  in  this  respect  is  one  of  the  most  liberal 
nations,  but  whose  legislature  still  preserves  some  restrictions  of  this  kind.  Among  these,  it 
will  be  sufficient  to  cite  the  severe  penalties  prescribed  by  a  law  in  the  reign  of  William  ILL 
for  those  who,  by  speaking,  teaching,  or  writing,  deny  the  truth  of  the  Chnstian  religion  ana 
the  divine  authority  of  the  Holy  Scriptures 

I  do  not  contest  that  these  restrictive  enactments  are  in  part  modified  in  practice ;  but  it  is 
noi  the  less  true  that  tne  British  legislature  Has  recognised  their  necessity.    In  making  these 
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observations  I  have  no  other  intention  whatever  than  that  of  requesting  a  little  more  indnl- 
^nce  towards  us.  If,  indeed,  the  British  government,  which  is  at  the  head  of  civilization, 
leels  itself  obliged  in  manv  cases  to  take  account  of  the  religious  influence  of  a  party,  would 
it  not  be  equitable  to  acknowledge  that  the  Snblkne  Porte,  also,  could  not  out  take  into 
account  the  sentiments  of  her  populations,  and,  above  all,  could  not  but  seek  to  defend  ber 
leligion  within  the  limits  of  moderation  and  of  justice  against  interested  attacks? 

The  imperial  government  which  bas  not  admitted  the  free  exercise  of  proselytism  in  favor 
of  the  religion  of  the  state  cannot  admit  it  in  opposition  to  that  religion.  The  principle  oT 
leli^ous  toleration  cannot,  in  our  view,  be  reconciled  with  open  agfin<^8ion  against  anj 
religion  whatever. 

Lord  Russell  has  stated  repeatedly  in  his  speech  the  difficulties  which  arise  in  the  appli<Nir 
tion  of  the  principle  which  is  in  question.  His  lordship  declares  that  he  cannot  form  a  con- 
oeption  of  the  liberty  of  religious  creeds  without  the  freedom  of  recording  in  the  ardor  of 
conviction  the  arguments  through  which  those  ends  have  been  adopted.  The  noble  lord 
goes  so  far  as  to  iSlow  the  attach  in  a  private  manner  of  a  religion  wnich  is  considered  eno- 
neous,  but  he  sees  oiBTence  in  the  act,  of  publicly  attacking  and  reproaching  the  religion. 

Doubtless  the  liberty  of  opinion  leads  to  that  of  wedding  it ;  nevertheless,  we  believe  that 
it  is  forbidden  to  employ  other  methods  than  that  of  persuasion.  So  far  this  mode  of  making 
known  religious  convictions  is,  we  consider,  justifled  on  the  principle  of  liber^  of  opinion^ 
But  his  lordship,  who  condemns  the  aggression  of  religious  convictions  when  tney  are  made 
in  broad  daylight,  will  not  dispute  mat  there  is  a  ^at  step  between  a  spontaneous  and 
tolerant  manifestation  of  convictions  and  a  systematic  propagandism,  which  makes  use  of 
powerful  means,  and  acts  with  the  settled  purpose  of  effecting  the  subversion  of  other  religions, 
which  draws  all  its  energy  jEix>m  the  intolerance  and  the  notred  of  those  religions,  which 
speculates  not  only  on  the  ignorance  of  the  masses  and  the  weakness  of  faith,  but  even  upon 
political  views,  and,  above  all,  upon  motives  of  interest,  which  insults  and  reproaches  instead 
of  respecting  the  fears  of  others,  and  fears  not  to  have  recourse  to  corruption  when  it  cannot 
obtain  by  persuasion.  It  would  be  vain  to  affect  in  practice  all  the  considerations  which  the 
missionaries  have  too  much  neglected.  Such  a  system  would  be  none  the  less  the  contradi<>- 
tion  of  the  principle  of  religious  liberty,  for  by  its  very  existence  it  attacks  that  liberty  in 
others,  and  that  respect  for  the  conviction  of  oUiers,  without  which  religious  tolerance  would 
be  but  an  emptv  form. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary,  sir,  to  insist  upon  the  political  consequences  of  this  system. 
Lord  Russell  has  established  the  necessity  which  presses  upon  evc»ty  power  to  insure  respect 
for  itself  and  for  the  established  reli^on  of  the  countiy ;  and  his  lordship  will  not  diepoto 
the  gravity  which  religious  propa^ndism  acquires,  particularly  from  circumstances  in  Tur- 
key, and  the  circumspection  which  the  imperial  government  must  use  in  all  those  ques^ns 
which  are  of  a  nature  to  raise  religious  passions  and  to  arm  one  race  against  another.  The 
government  of  her  Britannic  M^esty,  which  has  not  forgotten  either  toe  religious  disorders 
which  have  by  turn  covered  every  part  of  Europe  with  blood,  nor  the  reserve  which  it  has 
itself  imposed  upon  Protestant  missionaries  in  India,  will  willingly  appreciate  the  respect  doe 
to  the  creed  of  a  whole  population,  and  the  danger  which  would  result  from  estranging  it. 

No  European  government,  moreover,  has  sanctioned  the  principle  of  religious  propagand- 
ism in  England,  in  Prussia,  and  in  Austria.  Everywhere  propagandism  is  subjected  to  tbe 
supervision  of  the  authorities.  The  most  liberal  and  the  most  tolerant  governments  have 
reserved  to  themselves  the  power  to  condemn  it  whenever  it  threatened^  public  security  and 
the  interests  of  the  religion  of  the  state ;  and  democratic  Greece  has  just  inscribed  at  the 
head  of  her  constitution  the  prohibition  of  prosely  tism  and  of  any  other  intervention  contrary 
to  the  dominant  religion. 

But  the  missionanes,  not  content  with  accusing  us  of  intolerance,  would  wish  further  to 
impute  a  violation  of  enjoyments  solemnly  contracted ;  they  invoke  in  their  favor  the  HaOi 
Mumayun,  and  strive  to  give  to  their  enterprise  the  sanction  of  legality.  Now,  the  6th  article 
of  the  Haiti  Humajfun  says,  "Seeing  that  all  creeds  are  and  shall  be  folly  exercised  in  mr 
dominions,  no  subject  of  my  empire  shall  be  molested  in  the  exercise  of  the  religion  whick 
he  professes,  nor  shall  be  -in  any  way  disturbed  in  that  respect  No  one  shall  be  oooa- 
pelled  to  change  his  religion." 

It  would  be  truly  difficult  to  draw  from  this  text,  which  is  so  clear,  an  interpretation  of  a 
nature  to  justify  the  pretensions  of  the  missionaries.  The  government  of  his  Majesty  the 
Sultan  has  spontaneously  declared  by  the  article  I  have  ji^st  quoted  that  there  will  be  secured 
to  each  community  the  free  exercise  of  its  worship,  to  each  individual  the  power  to  pirofesfi 
and  practice  his  religion  without  impediment;  nothing  more.  Every  other  interpretation 
would  lead  to  strange  errors. 

Can  it  be  supposed  that,  whilst  condemning  religious  persecutions,  the  Sublime  Porte  hm 
consented  to  permit  offence  and  insult  to  any  creed  whatever  ?  That  at  the  same  time  that 
she  was  proclaiming  liberty  to  all  non-Mussulmen  creeds,  she  had  given  them  arms  against 
Islamism?  That  she  had,  in  fine,  destroyed  at  the  same  stroke  the  ffuaranteee  with  which 
she  surrounded  the  libertv  of  religious  conviction?  No  one  could  lor  a  moment  insist  on 
so  unfounded  an  hypothesis  without  insulting  the  good  sense  of  the  Sublime  Porte,  and  mvi- 
apprehending  the  tact  of  the  eminent  diplomatist  who  pleaded  with  her  the  cause  of  liberty 
01  conscience.    But  if  the  least  doubt  could  be  raised  as  to  the  spirit  of  the  Hatti  Humayun, 
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be  acts  of  the  goyemmexkt  of  ber  Mfges^  tbe  Queen  would  be  sufficient  to  dissipate  tbem. 
Your  excellency  is  not  unaware  that  an  order  in  council  of  the  Queen,  addressed  to  the  British 
embassy  at  the  time  of  the  formation  of  the  high  consular  court,  punishes  with  fine  and  even 
with  hard  labor  every  subject  of  the  Queen  who  should  render  hunself  ffuilty  of  turning^  into 
deriHion  or  publicly  insulting  any  religion  established  and  professed  in  Turkey,  or  who 
should  Toluntarily  commit  any  act  tending  to  draw  upon  such  religion  or  upon  its  ceremo- 
nies, upon  its  worship,  or  its  practices,  hatred,  ridicule,  or  contempt. 

If  the  imperial  goyemment,  moved  by  a  spirit  of  moderation — for  which  public  opinion  in 
Eueland  will  assuredly  give  her  credit — ^has  tolerated  the  establiahment  of  missionaries  in 
Tu^ey,  it  could  hardly  recc^ize  in  any  organized  bod^  the  right  of  exercising  a  propa- 
gandism  which  the  most  civilized  governments  reject,  which  reason,  the  spirit  ana  the  letter 
of  the  Hatti  Humayun,  and  the  general  interests  of  the  empire  equally  repudiate.  It  could 
not  sacrifice  to  the  zeal  of  certain  foreign  missionaries  the  tranquillity  m  the  empire.  No  one 
disputes  the  right  of  the  missionaries  to  express,  by  the  same  title  as  every  other  person,  thmr 
religious  opinions  with  the  respect  due  to  those  of  others ;  but  in  every  case  where  this  ex- 
pression assumes  a  character  of  publicity  calculated  to  give  rise  to  scandal  to  a  part  of  the 
population,  to  wound  the  public  conscience,  and  to  disturb  the  tranquillity  of  the  country, 
the  imperial  government  is  compelled  to  reserve  to  itself  the  right  to  act  in  conformity  with 
the  existing  laws  and  public  interests,  which  it  is  bound  to  protect. 

It  was  my  desire,  sir,  to  expose  without  concealment  our  opinion  upon  a  question  w^ich 
we  grieved  to  see  obscured  by  inexact  or  interested  allegations,  and  to  define  the  limits 
within  which  we  think  it  right  to  reserve  our  action. 

As  I  attach  a  high  value  to  public  opinion  in  England,  I  think  it  m^du^  to  request  yoH 
to  make  known  to  his  excellency  Lord  Russell  the  foregoing  observations,  m  order  that  his 
lordship  may  be  in  a  position,  when  necessary,  to  cause  their  justice  to  be  recogilized,  and 
m  order  that  the  British  nation,  after  having  heard  both  parties,  should  not  allow  itself  to  be 
influenced  by  gratuitous  and  unjust  recrinnnations. 

I  think  it  my  duty  to  add,  in  conckisicm,  that  the  free  sale  and  circulation  of  the  Bible 
continues,  and  will  always  continue,  to  be  authorized  by  the  empire.

Earl  Russell  to  Mr,  Stuart, 

Foreign  Office,  January  21,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  send  you  a  copy  of  a  despatch  of  his  Highness  Ali  Pacha  to  M.  Musurus,  which 
M.  Musurus  has  iust  put  into  my  hands. 

I  gather  from  this  despatch  that  the  Sultan  will  observe  inviolably  the  6th  article  of  the 
Hatti  Humavon  of  his  late  brother,  which  is  in  these  terms : 

"  Seeing  that  all  reli^ons  are  and  will  be  freely  practiced  in  my  states,  no  subject  in  my 
empire  will  be  troubled  m  the  exercise  of  the  religion  which  he  professes,  or  be  in  any  manner 
disturbed  on  this  account.    No  one  will  be  compelled  to  change  his  religion." 

I  understand  further,  from  the  termination  of  the  despatch,  that  the  freie  sale  and  circulation 
of  the  Bible  continues  and  will  continue  to  be  authorized  in  the  Turkish  empire.  If  these 
two  declarations  are  maintained  and  acted  upon,  I  am  quite  willing  to  close  the  controversy. 

I  have  no  desire  to  impugn  the  general  spirit  of  toleration  which  animates  the  Sublime 
Porte,  nor  do  I  feel  at  all  called  upon  to  defend  the  laws  and  government  of  the  British  em- 
pire on  the  score  of  religious  liberty. 

I  request  you  to  give  a  copy  of  this  despatch  to  his  Highness  Ali  Pacha.

Constantinople,  April  19,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  copies  of  a  correspondence  between  hia 
Highness  Ali  Pacha,  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  and  myself,  relative  to  certain 
charges  preferred  by  him  against  the  American  missionaries,  and  also  a  eommn- 
nication  from  the  Rev.  George  Washburn,  aecretary  of  the  American  Board  of 
Missions  at  Constantinople,  upon  the  same  subject 

A  telegram  of  the  5th  of  April,  from  New  York,  was  received  here  on  the 
16th  instant,  announcing  the  capture  of  Richmond  and  Petersburg,  and  the 
great  victories  of  Genercd  Grant,  which  accompanied  this  glorious  achievement. 
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The  news  created  intense  excitement,  particnUrly  among  the  commercial  dasees, 
and  is  regarded  by  all  as  a  foremnner  of  peace  and  the  re-establishment  of  the 
American  Union  in  its  pristine  vigor.  This  event,  and  the  victories  of  Greneral 
Sherman  which  preceded  it,  have  created  a  most  salutary  impression  in  relation 
to  the  strength  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  its  ability  to  defend 
itself  against  domestic  or  foreign  aggression.  Never  was  the  United  States  more 
feared  and  respected  than  it  is  now,  in  Europe,  and  never  did  our  form  of  gov- 
ernment more  signally  vindicate  its  self-sustaining  power.  The  administration 
of  President  Lincoln  extorts,  even  from  its  former  most  implacable  enemies,  the 
highest  eulogies  for  its  skill,  energy,  and  consummate  sagacity  and  wisdom 
with  which  it  has  conducted  this  gigantic  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union. 
To  none,  however,  has  this  news  of  the  successes  of  our  arms  given  move 

f  ratification  than  to  the  members  of  the  cabinet  of  the  Sultan,  who  now,  as 
uring  the  whole  progress  of  the  war,  have  never  failed  to  manifest  their  sym- 
pathy with  the  Union  cause,  and  their  wishes  for  its  triumph.  As  I  have  re- 
lated in  previous  despatches,  the  Sultan  has  himself  personally,  to  me,  before 
the  diplomatic  corps,  on  several  occasions,  given  expression  to  similar  senti- 
ments. 

I  have  been  accustomed  to  say  to  foreigners  that  the  maintenance  of  the 
Union  was  not  exclusively  an  American  question.  It  is  one  which  interests  man- 
kind at  large  as  much  as  ourselves,  and,  in  pouring  out  our  blood  and  treasure 
for  its  defence,  we  are  only  fighting  a  battle  for  the  interests  of  universal  hu- 
manity. Its  overthrow  would  be  a  disastrous  check  to  modem  progress,  while 
its  maintenance  upholds  a  government  that  stands  as  a  pillar  of  light  to  guide 
mankind  to  the  redemption  of  its  usurped  rights,  and  to  encourage  it  in  its 
struggles  with  those  rulers  who  use  power  to  found  dynasties  on  the  oppression 
of  ^e  masses. 

This  is  the  light  in  which  the  American  question  is  regarded  by  all  on  this 
aide  of  the  Atlantic  who  have  really  any  sympathy  with  the  welfare  of  tbe 
human  race,  and  the  day  is  not  distant  when  the  United  States,  rising,  phoenix- 
like,  with  renewed  strength  from  the  flames  of  war,  will  exercise  a  greater  moral 
power  over  the  civilized  world  than  any  of  the  great  states  of  Europe.

Constantinople,  April  5, 1865. 

Sir  :  I  beff  to  acknowled^,  with  thanks,  the  receipt  of  yonrs  of  this  moming*8  date,  with 
a  copy  of  a  despatch  from  his  Highness  Ali  Pacha,  oi  the  2d  instant. 

As  it  is  plain  that  his  Highness  has  been  completely  misinformed  in  regard  to  the  relations 
of  the  American  missionaries  to  the  Protestant  Christian  community,  it  seems  most  desirable 
that  I  should  state  to  yon,  briefly,  but  frankly,  -what  these  relations  have  been  and  now  are. 

His  Highness  himself  cannot  be  more  firmly  persuaded  than  we  are  that  foreign'missionariee 
ought  not  to  meddle  with  the  civil  affairs  of  this  empire.  We  neither  claim  nor  desire  any 
snch  right.  We  are  well  aware  that,  should  we  m^dltf  in  civil  or  political  affairs,  we  must 
identify  ourselves  with  some  personal  or  party  interests,  and  thus  destroy  our  proper  influ- 
ence as  Christian  teachers.  We  have,  therefore,  never  sought  to  contiol  the  Protestant  com- 
munity, nor  even  to  give  advice,  except  when  our  advice  has  been  formally  asked.  We  have 
often  collected  from  mends  pecuniary  aid  from  the  community,  but  only  when  it  has  beenoffi- 
ciallv  asked  for,  and  even  then  the  money  has  been  given  under  protest 

When  this  community  was  formed,  in  1850,  the  Protestants  were  very  few  in  number, 
and  very  poor.  .  When  Stepan  Effendi  was  appointed  their  vehil,  they  were  utterly  unable 
to  pay  ms  si^ary,  or  even  any  great  part  of  it.  Under  these  circumstances  they  appealed  to 
us,  and  we  consented  to  become  responsible  for  one  ^ear.  We  collected  the  money  aad  paid 
the  expenses,  but  distinctly  disclaimed  any  desire  to  control  the  action  of  the  vehll. 
From  tnat  day  to  this  we  have  not  ceased  to  urge  upon  the  people  the  necessity  of  paying 
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tbeir  taxes  remlarly.  For  some  ten  years  we  aided  tbem  ererr  year  with  funds  collected 
from  frieuds,  out  about  five  years  ago  we  gave  them  final  and  formal  notice  that  we  could 
fumisb  tbem  with  no  more  money,  as  we  wished  to  hare  no  connexion  with  their  civil 
affairs. 

Stepan  Effendi,  howerer,  failing  to  understand  the  necessity  of  such  action  on  our  part, 
demanded  that  his  salary  should  oe  paid  in  ftill  by  the  missionaries ;  if  it  were  not,  he 
should  cease  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.  We,  of  course,  refused  to  do  tbis,  and  con' 
tinned  to  urge  upon  the  people  the  necessity  of  supporting  their  chancery  themselves. 

Since  that  time,  during  these  fire  years,  the  Prot^tant  community  has  been  almost  de- 
stroyed by  the  efforts  of  Stepan  Effendi  to  compel  the  missionaries  to  become  responsible  for 
his  salary.  Much  of  the  time  the  business  of  the  office  has  been  neglected,  and  the  people, 
snffering  bitter  wrong  on  this  account,  have  refosed  to  pay  their  taxes  to  him. 

Some  three  yei^  ago,  however,  he  agreed  to  adopt  a  certain  plan,  proposed  by  the  council 
of  the  nation,  on  condition  of  receiving  arrears  of  salary.  At  the  request  of  the  Protestant 
council,  the  sum  necessary  was  raised  by  the  American  and  Enelisb  missionaries ;  but,  no 
sooner  had  be  received  the  money,  than,  apparently  undo*  the  innuence  of  some  evil  adviser, 
he  violated  his  word,  and  overturned  the  whole  arrangement.  Much  of  the  time  since  that 
date  his  office  has  been  closed. 

Bat  about  three  months  ago  Stepan  Effendi  came,  naslied  of  his  own  accord,  to  several 
individuals,  saying,  **  I  wish  very  much  to  resign.  I  am  old.  I  need  my  arrears  of  salarv, 
and  I  wish  to  leave  my  post  honorably.  I  beg  you  to  see  if  there  is  no  way  to  raise  the 
money  to  pay  me  my  aues.  If  it  could  be  raised,  I  would  gladlv  secure  the  appointment 
of  some  one  else  In  my  place.    After  this  was  finished  I  would  take  my  money." 

These  persons  came  to  me,  and  it  appeared  that  the  time  had  come  when  all  tha  troubles 
of  the  community  could  be  cleared  away,  once  for  all,  by  a  friendly  arrangement,  equally 
pleasing  to  all  parties. 

I  therefore  replied :  if  all  parties  desire  this,  and  request  it,  I  think  for  once  more,  for  a 
fioal  settlement,  I  can  find  the  money ;  but  you  must  arrange  it  among  yourselves. 

They  did  arrange  it  fully  among  themselves.  Stepan  Eflbndi  wrote  a  note  to  the  notables 
of  the  community,  of  which  the  following  is  a  translation : 

"February  6,  1865. 

"Beloved  Brethren:  You  are  already  well  acc^uainted  with  the  present  condition  of 
the  Protestant  chancery.  I  cannot  endure  that  condition  any  longer.  My  debts  are  daily 
increasing,  and  in  my  present  advanced  stage  of  life  I  am  in  great  distress.  I  therefore  ap' 
peal  to  your  brotherly  kindness,  that  you  would  kindly  undertake  to  deliver  me  from  this 
condition.  I  inform  vou  that  I  am  ready  to  resign  my  office,  and  in  my  old  age  to  retire  to 
private  life,  if  my  clamis  upon  the  treasury  are  paid. 
"With  love, 

"STEPAN  8ER0PIAN." 

It  was  agreed  by  these  notables  that  he  should  ask  the  appointment  of  Boghos  Effendi,  ot 
Adrianople,  in  bis  place,  as  temporary  caiinaham,  until  the  people  could  nominate  some  one 
to  the  Porte  as  permanent  vehiL 

Under  these  circumstances  I  was  willing  to  advance  the  money  necessary  to  secure  this 
object,  provided  these  obangree  could  be  actually  accomplished  before  the  money  was  paid. 
This  was  necessary,  not  from  anv  desire  on  our  part  to  control  the  Protestant  community, 
but  because  Stepan  Effendi  had  before  violated  his  word  under  similar  circumstances,  and 
because  I  had  the  distinct  declaration  of  the  friends  in  England  and  America  who  had 
formally  aided  the  community  that  they  would  not  advance  another  para  to  the  Protestant 
community  until  its  affiairs  had  been  finally  and  satisfactorily  arranged. 

Stepan  £ffendi  had  proposed  this  condition  in  the  first  place.  He  still  agreed  to  it,  but'he 
now  insisted  that  the  promise  in  respect  to  the  money  should  be  give;i  to  him  in  writing  by 
a  rawtk.  He  suggested  Mr.  Haritun  Mipassian  as  satisfactory  to  him.  Although  this  per- 
son had  no  connexion  with  and  no  interest  in  this  money,  he  consented  to  act  as  a  mutual 
friend  in  an  arrangement  which  was  certainly  not  less  desirable  for  Stepan  Effendi  than  for 
the  community.    The  following  papers  were  exchanged  between  them : 

[Translation  of  a  paper  ^ven  by  Stepan  Effendi  to  Haritun.] 

"February  15, 1865. 
"  I  have  summed  up  the  claims  of  myself  and  Moses,  my  secretary,  to  February  28,  1865. 
The  amount  is  77,135  piastres.  Of  this  I  shall  receive  in  gold  55,000  piasters,  when,  after 
having  resigned  my  office,  I  shall  have  established  Boghos  Effendi  as  temporary  caunaham 
of  the  Protestant  communi^  in  my  place,  by  order  of  the  Porte.  For  18,125  piasters  I  am 
to  receive  two  bonds  firom  Minassian  Haritun,  the  printer.  I  am  to  receive  a  certificate  for 
21,000  piasters  more,  by  which  I  can  obtain  this  sum  from  the  nation,  and  pay  it  to  Qhasairs, 
as  borrowed  of  him  by  me. 

"STEPAN  SEROPIAN, 
"  r§kU  qf  the  ProUstant  CommtmUg." 
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[Translation  of  a  paper  giren  hj  Mr.  Hariton  to  Stepan  Eflendi.] 

"FEBBCARV15,  1985. 
"  The  subject  of  this  paper  is  to  state  that  on  the  20th  of  Ramasan  1281,  55,000  piasters 
in  coin,  and  two  bonds— one  for  9,237^  piasters,  the  other  for  8,887^  piasters^-^in  a  bae, 
with  Stepan  Ag^hasscal,  have  been  deposited  with  me,  in  behalf  of  the  nation,  and  are  lo 
my  possession,  as  a  pledge  for  the  claims  of  Stepan  Eflfendi,  Protestant  vehil,  and  his  secre* 
tarr,  Moses,  for  balance  of  salaries  due  them ;  sntject  to  the  agreement,  that  whenerer, 
within  six  months  from  to^av,  Stepan  Effendi  shall  have  resignea  his  office,  and  shall  hare 
caosed'Boghos  Effeudi,  of  Adrianople,  to  be  appointed  in  his  place,  the  55,000  piastres  and 
the  two  bcmds  in  my  possession  shall,  without  fail,  be  delivered  to  him  ibj  me.  If  this 
agreement  be  not  earned  out,  and  th^  six  months  shall  pass,  then  this  mOnej  shall  be  re- 
stored to  the  individuals  who  have  given  it  to  me,  and  this  paper  will  be  void. 

••HAEITUN." 

As  Stepan  Effendi  expressed  the  wish  to  see  and  count  this  money  and  put  his  seal  on  the 
bag,  he  came  to  mj  office  and  did  so,  knowing  that  if  the  arrangements  were  complied  with, 
this  moniuy  money  was  to  be  furnished  by  friends  in  England  and  America,  as  a  free  gift, 
to  relieve  the  Protestant  communitv  of  its  embarrassments,  and  from  all  need  of  further  aid. 

That  the  money  might  be  perfectly  safe  until  Stepan  Effendi  had  fulfilled  the  above  con- 
ditious,  I  returned  it  to  my  safe  whence  it  came,  and  gave  to  Mr.  Haritun  the  following  bond 
as  security  to  him : 

"  CONSTANTmoPLE,  February  — , . 

*'  Becelved  from  Haritun  Mlnassian,  printer,  a  deposit  of  625  napoleons,  (sealed  by 
Stepan  Effendi,)  to  be  delivered  to  him  whenever  Stepan  Effendi  shall  resign,  and  secure  the 
appointment  of  Bog^  Agha,  of  Adrianople,  in  his  place  as  head  of  the  Protestant  commu* 
nity,  provided  that  this  be  accomplished  within  six  months  of  the  above  date.  After  that 
date  tnis  paper  will  have  no  value. 

"GEORGE  WASHBURN." 

Up  to  this  time  it  was  supposed  that  Stepam  Effendi  was  acting  in  good  faith,  as  the 
arrangement  had  been  originauy  proposed  by  him,  and  he  had  all  along  expressed  his  full 
satisfaction  with  it. 

But  it  would  appear  that  in  his  old  age  he  must  have  become  a  tool  in  the  hands  of  bad 
men.  for,  having  secured  the  above  bond  from  Mr.  Haritun,  he  suddenly  changed  his  mind, 
and  declared  that  he  had  no  intention  of  fulfilling  these  conditions  of  his  own  making,  but 
would  take  the  money  in  spite  of  us,  without  resigning  at  all.^  He  declared  in  our  book« 
store  that  his  Highness  Ali  Pacha  had  united  with  nim  to  destroy  the  Protestant  community, 
and  drive  the  missionaries  from  the  country.  Of  course  this  was  as  false  as  possible,  and 
he  appears  to  have  told  his  Highness  equally  false  stories  in  reference  to  us. 

Stepan  Effendi  has  since  instituted  the  most  oppressive  and  vexatious  proceeding  against 
Mr.  Haritun,  who  is  thus  suffering  as  a  perfectly  innocent  man  for  an  act  of  trieudship. 
If  there  has  been  any  wrong  done  he  has  not  done  it.  It  rests  either  upon  Stepan  Effendi 
or  upon  me.    I  leave  it  to  your  judgment  to  decide  between  us. 

His  Highness  Ali  Pacha  refers  especially  to  a  supposed  purpose  of  ours  to  make  a  pub- 
lic demonstration  against  Stepan  Effendi.  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  assure  you  that  his 
Highness  has  been  deceived  m  this  matter.  We  have  never  so  much  as  dreamed  of  such  a 
thing,  and  we  consequently  deny  the  charge  as  totally  unfounded.  The  particular  meeting 
to  which  he  seems  to  refer,  the  only  one  I  have  heard  of,  was  not  planned  by  any  missionaiy, 
nor  was  any  foreigner  present  at  it  or  in  any  way  connected  with  it.  We  knew  nothing  of 
the  meeting  until  we  yvere  informed  by  the  ^Protestant  notables  that  they  had  decided  to  hold 
such  a  meeting  in  the  church  in  StambooL 

I  am  sure  that  if  these  facts  are  made  known  to  his  Highness  he  will  rejoice  in  the  oppor* 
tunity  of  withdrawing  the  change  which  he  has  been  led,  by  incorrect  information,  to 
make  against  us. 

It  is  our  purpose  so  to  conduct  ourselves  in  this  country,  where  we  live  under  the  august 
protection  of  his  imperial  Majesty  the  Sultan,  that  the  Turkish  authorities  can  have  no  occa* 
sion  for  complaint  against  us.  We  should  regard  any  unfinendly  controversy  with  the 
Porte  as  a  positive  calamity. 

With  your  permission  I  shall  send  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Stuart,  her  Bri* 
tannic  Majesty *s  charg6  d'affaires  at  the  Porte,  with  whom  also  his  Highness  Ali  Pacha 
communicated  in  reference  to  this  question.

Sir  :  The  Sublime  Porte  has  just  been  informed  that  certain  foreign  missionaries  are  seek- 
ing to  assemble  the  members  of  the  American  Protestant  community  with  the  view  of  causing 
a  change  of  the  civil  organ  of  this  oonmiunity. 

I  ne^  not  remark  to  yon,  sir,  that  the  interference  of  foreign  priests  in  the  afiisirs  of  a 
communitnr  exclusively  composed  of  subjects  of  his  Majesty  tne  Sultan  cannot  be  allowed 
by  the  Sublime  Porte,  and  the  object  purely  dvil  or  temporal,  in  question,  can  only  be  set- 
tled by  the  sole  intervention  of  the  authority  of  the  country.  Consequently  I  have  to  beg 
yon,  sir,  to  be  so  good  as  to  recommend  to  the  American  Protestant  missionaries  to  refrain 
£rom  meddling  with  this  question.

Sir  :  The  receipt  of  a  telegram  from  London  on  Friday  last  announcing  the 
assassination  of  President  Lincoln,  and  an  attack  on  your  own  life,  produced  a 
great  excitement  in  this  country.  A  universal  sentiment  of  indignation  and  of 
horror  for  such  a  crime  against  such  a  man  as  our  late  President,  at  the  moment 
when  the  shouts  of  our  victorious  armies  proclaimed  that  he  had  paved  the 
country,  and  had  won  the  respect  and  admiration  of  the  world,  by  the  success- 
ful issue  of  the  struggle  he  had  directed  against  that  iPoe  alike  of  humanity  and 
American  liberty  and  Union— *southern  slavery-— was  expressed  by  all  the  vari* 
ous  nationalities  of  this  capital. 

The  half-masted  flag  on  the  legation  had  hardly  been  raised  before  my  col- 
leagues of  the  diplomatic  corps  called  to  express  their  sympathies  for  our  national 
loss.  The  society  of  Italian  workmen  delivered  me  the  enclosed  address  of  con- 
dolence, and  the  subjects  of  the  Hellenic  government  in  large  numbers  yesterday 
repaired  to  my  residence  to  express  their  grief  for  such  a  calamity.     Several  of 
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their  number  addressed  the  crowd  in  their  natiye  Greek,  and  in  replj  to  a  fi)^ 
mal  discourse  from  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  I  delivered  to  the  assembled 
people  the  enclosed  reply.  In  recognition  of  such  a  friendly  act,  I  caused  the 
Greek  flag  ta  be  raised  above  the  half-masted  American  flag.  The  spectacle  of 
these  two  flags,  of  the  two  most  intensely  liberty-loving  people  in  the  world,  floating 
together  in  kindred  sympathy  on  the  same  staff*,  created  a  deep  sensation  among 
the  passing  crowds. 

It  gives  me  a  melancholy  pleasure  to  refer  to  these  incidents  as  showing  how 
widespread  was  the  fame  achieved  by  President  Lincoln,  and  how  earnest  was 
the  amniration  felt  for  the  services  he  had  rendered  to  his  race  and  to  his  coun- 
try, even  in  this  remote  comer  of  Europe. 

I  cannot  be  mistaken,  for  I  see  and  feel  it  all  around  me,  in  predicting  that 
this  assassination,  be  the  motive  what  it  may,  will  produce  important  political 
consequences  throughout  Europe,  and  will  arouse  and  stimulate  the  friends  of 
liberty  to  new  efforts  against  despotism  and  arbitrary  power. 

The  assassin's  hand  has  consecrated  the  life  and  death  of  President  Lincoln. 
He  fell  a  victim  to  his  devotion  to  the  cause  of  liberty  and  human  rights,  and  be 
will  take  his  place  in  history  among  the  martyrs  whom  universal  humanity 
honors  as  its  benefactor. 

Lest  there  should  bo  some  apprehension  relative  to  the  qualifications  of  Presi- 
d^t  Johnson  to  the  high  office,  to  the  duties  of  which  he  has  been  called,  I 
caused  to  be  published  in  the  journals  of  this  city  the  excellent  biographical 
sketch  of  his  excellency  contained  iuAppl^on's  American  Encyclopedia.  This 
memoir,  reciting,  as  it  does,  in  detail  his  public  life — his  long  and  honorable 
career  as  governor  of  Tennessee,  and  in  the  legislature  of  that  State,  and  in  both 
branches  of  the  federal  Congress,  and  his  tried  loyalty  to  the  Union — made  a 
most  favorable  impression  on  the  public  mind  and  gave  a  correct  understanding 
of  the  capacity  and  services  of  the  present  head  of  the  United  States  govern- 
ment. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  despatch  without  expressing  my  fervent  prayer  that 
the  life  of  Secretliry  Seward  may  be  spared,  and  that  by  the  favor  of  Almighty 
God  he  may  recover  from  the  wounds  under  which  he  is  suffering.  Never  were 
his  services  to  his.country  more  evident  than  now,  and  never  was  there  such  a 
general  concurrence  in  the  opinion,  both  among  strangers  and  Americans,  of  the 
immense  importance  of  your  excellency's  life  to  the  dearest  interest!  of  the 
American  people.

HiohneM  :  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  the  letter  which  your  Highness,  by  order  of 
your  ang^t  sovereign,  addressed  me  on  the  Ist  of  May,  in  expression  of  profoui^d  grief 
of  his  imperial  Majesty  on  learning  the  sad  news  of  the  cruel  death  of  President  Lincoln  and 
the  wounding  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

I  beg  your  Highness  to  be  so  g^od  as  to  convey  to  his  imperial  Majesty  my  res^^fid 
thanks  for  this  manifestation  of  ms  regrets  on  an  occasion  which  has  so  deeply  afflicted  the 
hearts  of  a  whole  nation.  This  event  is  the  more  to  be  regretted  as  it  came  at  a  moment 
when  a  desolating  civil  war  of  four  yean*  duration,  involving  alike  the  best  interests  of 
homanity  and  the  American  people,  had  been  brought  to  a  successful  termination  by  thq 
energy,  wisdom,  and  firmness  of  purpose  of  President  Lincoln,  with  the  efficient  co-dpera-. 
tion  of  that  accomplished  statesman,  Mr.  Seward,  and  his  colleagues  in  the  cabinet,  and  by 
the  valor  and  skill  of  our  citizen  soldiers  and  their  commanders.  It  was  hoped  that  these 
two  distinguished  men  would  have  been  permitted  by  Divine  Providence  to  liye  to  perfect  in 
peace  the  re*establishment  of  that  Union  in  defence  of  which  so  much  blood  had  been 
poured  out  on  the  field  of  beittle.    In  His  inscrutable  wisdom  He  has  otherwise  ordo^^ned. 

I  would  also  thank  the  imperial  government  for  its  sympathy  in  favor  of  the  United  States. 
During  my  i^idence  at  this  court  I  have  had  frequent  occasion  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
American  government  of  the  earnest  sympathy  of  the  Ottoman  government  with  the  United 
States  in  the  war  for  national  existence  in  which  it  found  itself  engaged,  and  of  the  ardent 
desire  of  his  Migesty  the  Sultan  that  it  should  terminate  in  the  re-establishpent  o(  the  Union 
in  complete  intc^ty,  and  on  a  firm  and  impregnable  basis.  In  the  hour  of  national  calamity 
we  have  found  in  the  Ottoman  government  a  true  and  zealouiB  friend.  This  new  expression 
of  its  friendship  only  confirms  its  past  acts,  and  will  tend  ta  atrengthen  yet  more  the  good 
relations  existing  between  the  two  countries.

Sir  :  I  have  tbe  honor  to  transmit  enclosed  two  copies  of  the  proceedings  of 
a  meeting  of  American  citizens  convened  at  this  legation,  relative  to  the  assas- 
sination of  President  Lincoln  and  the  attack  on  your  own  life.  One  copy  is 
intended  for  the  widow  of  the  President,  to  whom  I  respectfully  request  that  it 
may  be  forwarded. 

Since  the  writing  of  my  despatch  of  yesterday's  date,  we  have  been  over- 
joyed to  learn  that*  the  rumor  of  your  death  is  not  true,  and  that  you  are  re- 
covering from  the  dreadful  wounds  inflicted  on  you  by  the  assassin.  We 
humbly  invoke  an  all-merciful  God  to  restore  you  to  health  for  the  sake  of  the 
best  interests  of  our  beloved  country.  However  variant  may  be  the  opinions  of 
people  in  Europe  as  to  the  American  war.,  they  are  accordant  in  the  recognition 
of  the  consummate  ability  and  sagacity  with  which  you  have  directed  our 
foreign  policy.  The  preservation  of  your  life  is  regarded  as  an  event  in 
which  the  world  at  large  has  a  common  interest  with  your  fellow-countrymoi. 
May  Heaven  prolong  your  usei^l  life  for  new  services  to  the  American  people ! 

I  enclose  the  address  of  the  Italian  industrial  society  of  this  place,  wiu  a 
translation  of  the  same ;  and  also,  as  it  was  delivered  in  French,  the  original  of 
my  reply  to  the  address  of  condolence  of  the  G^reeks,  (Hellenics,  subjects  of 
George  1st,)  from  the  Oourrier  d'Orient  of  this  city  of  May  3,  1865.

No.  114.]  Legation  op  thb  United  States  op  America, 

Constantinople^  May  11,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  despatch  No.  87,  and 
the  circular  containing  the  official  announcement  of  the  assassination  of  Presi- 
dent Lincoln.  In  a  previous  despatch  I  referred  at  large  to  the  universal  feeling 
of  horror  and  indignation  which  such  a  monstrous  crime  had  produced  among 
all  classes  of  the  population  of  this  capital.  No  human  event,  it  seems  to  me, 
could  inspire  a  deeper  and  more  widespread  sense  of  sorrow  and  abhorrence 
than  such  a  crime  against  such  a  man.  Fresident  Lincoln's  course  of  action, 
during  his  four  years'  term  of  office,  had  been  so  honorable  to  himself  and  so 
useful  to  his  country,  that  he  had  won  even  the  respect  of  the  enemies  of  the 
noble  cause  he  championed.  He  lived  long  enough  to  refute  the  calumnies  <^ 
his  foreign  assailants,  and  to  confound  the  wicked  schemes  of  domestic  traitors. 
His  steady  perseverance  in  the  course  of  right,  his  unshaken  faith  in  ultimate 
success,  and  the  stem  loyalty  he  exhibited  to  the  Constitution,  astonished  the 
European  world,  and  enforced  its  admiration  of  one  of  the  grandest  exhibitions 
of  moral  courage  and  of  the  conscientious  discharge  of  duty  to  be  found  in 
ancient  or  modern  history.  He  has  descended  to  the  tomb  with  an  untarnished 
fame,  and  honored  alike  by  the  kings  and  people  of  Europe,  and  the  citizens 
of  republican  Ameri^. 

Since  my  last  despatch  a  deputation  haft  called  on  me  on  the  part  of  the 
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American  church  and  nationalitj  to  express  their  condolence,  and  their  hopes 
that  slavery,  the  cause  of  all  our  woes,  will  be  forever  eradicated  in  the  United 
States.  This  delegation  consisted  of  three  of  the  highest  ecclesiastical  dig- 
nitaries of  the  American  church. 

Enclosed  will  be  fouiid  copies  of  despatches  to  the  United  States  consuls  at 
Bejrout  and  Smyrna,  to  which  I  respectfully  call  attention.  Their  main  object 
is  to  disabuse  the  public  mind  of  any  erroneous  impressions  as  to  the  character 
and  qualifications  of  President  Johnson.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  elevated 
and  rare  traits  of  character  which  distinguished  President  Johnson,  and  his 
eminent  capacity  for  the  high  trusts  devolved  upon  him,  are  now  beginning  to  be 
anpreciatea,  and  the  European  public  are  consciuus  that  -the  destinies  of  the 
United  States  are  guided  by  a  firm  and  vigorous  mind,  which  cannot  be  intim- 
idated by  any  array  of  difficulties,  and  which  is  equal  to  any  emergency. 
Energy,  force  of  will,  inflexible  patriotism,  and  high  moral  courage,  are  the 
characteristics  now  ascribed  to  President  Johnson,  and  they  are  producing  a 
most  salutary  feeling  of  respect  and  regard  for  the  nation  over  which  he  presides. 
Among  Ajnericans  unlimited  confidence  is  entertained  in  President  Johnson, 
and  the  assurance  is  cherished  that  his  administration  will  be  a  fitting  sequel  to 
that  of  his  illustrious  predecessor. 

I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  giving  publicity,  through  the  press, 
to  the  aiddresses  of  felicitation  and  of  sympathy  made  to  me  on  the  part  of  the 
Helenic  Greeks  of  Constantinople.  That  of  sympathy  is  full  of  eloquent 
feeling,  and  does  sudi  honor  to  the  generous  people  for  whom  it  speaks,  that  J 
venture  to  express  the  opinion  that  it  ought  be  spread  before  the  Ajnericaa

Constantinople,  April  87,  1865. 
Honored  represenUUive  of  the  American  people  and  govtmmsnt 

under  the  Presidency  of  the  great  citizen  Lincoln  : 

The  descendants  of  Plato  have  assembled  before  the  residence  of  the  respected  representk- 
tire  of  the  glorious  American  republic  to  congratulate  him  on  the  victories  which  have  saved 
his  country. 

When  a  hjdra-headed  rebellion  was  menacing  the  existence  of  the  Union,  with  painful 
anxiety  we  watched  the  progress  of  the  straggle,  and  our  prayers  were  offered  np  to  God  for 
a  brave  people  contending  for  national  existence  against  domestic  treason  and  foreign 
intrigues. 

Fearful  as  was  the  conflict,  onr  ho|>es  of  nltimate  triumph  for  the  cause  of  Union  and  lib- 
erty were  based  uj^n  our  confidence  in  the  intelligenee  and  patriotism  of  the  descendants  of 
Washington,  and  in  the  wisdom  and  heroic  firmness  of  President  Lincoln,  who,  at  this  cri^ 
icalperiod,  directed  the  destinies  of  the  nation. 

We  were  not  mistaken.  The  cause  of  humanity  triumphed,  because  the  American  people 
appreciated  the  gpreat  issues  at  stake,  and  with  a  sacrifice  of  blood  and  treasure  unparalleled 
in  nistory,  on  the  fields  of  battle  saved  their  menaced  institutions  of  free  government  from  de- 
struction. Noble  example  of  patriotic  devotion,  worthy  of  honor  wherever  public  virtue  is 
esteemed  and  love  of  freedom  is  cherished ! 

The  last  American  struggle  must  be  inscribed  with  golden  letters  in  the  annals  of  history, 
for  it  was  a  battle  for  the  dearest  rights  of  man.    All  mankind  participate  in  Uie  benefits  o£ 
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the  TictoTy  achieved,  and  from  all  parts  of  the  world  the  thanks  of  sympathising  millions  sr 
tendered  to  the  American  people  for  the  constancy  and  valor  throngh  wnich  the  cause  of  light 
was  finally  crowned  with  snccess. 

Accept,  honored  sir,  the  heartfelt  congratnlations  of  the  Greeks  of  Constantinople,  and  may 
God  inspire  other  nations  to  a  similar  exhibition  of  heroic  virtoe  when  their  liberty  and  inde- 
pendence are  assaulted.

With  mingled  emotions  of  jov  and  grief  I  receive  this  imposing  manifestation  of  the  Hel* 
lenics  of  Constantinople  towards  my  country  and  its  illustrious  cnief,  the  late  President  Lin- 
coln. I  rejoice  that  the  character  and  actions  of  that  great  man  are  so  justly  appreciated  and 
so  affectionatelv  revered  by  the  intelligent  community  you  represent  It  is  another  proof  of 
the  fidelity  of  the  Greek  people  to  the  glorious  traditions  of  their  history,  that  the  same  love 
of  liberty  which  distinguished  them  in  antiquity  vet  exists,  and  that  everywhere,  where  there 
is  a  stn^rglo  between  the  spirit  of  liberty  and  despotism,  their  suffrages  are  on  the  side  <^ 
those  who  are  the  champions  of  the  natural  rights  of  man.

The  history  of  Leonidas,  with  his  three  hundred  Spartans,  perishing  willing  victims  for  the 
safeMr  of  their  country  at  Thermopylse ;  that  of  Mutiades  and  Themistocles  upon  the  plain 
of  Marathon  and  the  Gulf  of  Salamis,  repelling  the  invaders  of  Greece,  not  by  the  force  of 
numbers,  but  •by  the  force  of  an  invincible  courage,  is  taught  in  our  schools  as  a  lesson  of 
sublime  patriotism. 

Honor  to  a  people  who,  after  the  lapse  of  twenty-five  centuries,  yet  preserve  in  their  hearts 
that  sacred  fire  which  rendered  their  ancient  heroes  immortal ! 

The  terrible  confiict  which  is  about  teiminating  in  the  United  States  was  a  struggle  between 
the  two  opposite  principles  of  liberty  and  slavery.  To  promote  the  interests  of  toe  latter,  an 
attempt  was  made  to  destroy  the  American  Union  and  to  erect  on  its  ruins  a  government  the 
comer-stone  of  which  was  to  be  human  slavery.  By  the  favor  of  God,  the  man  most  capable 
of  meeting  such  a  crisis  in  this  emergency  was  at  the  head  of  the  nation.  He  was  a  man 
pure  in  his  morals,  of  irreproachable  integrity,  and  one  who  loved  his  race  and  country  with 
eoual  affection.  In  defending  the  Constitution,  he  knew  that  he  was  defending  an  instrument 
of  government  in  the  preservation  of  which  all  mankind  had  a  common  interest  with  as.  *  He 
comprehended  in  all  its  proportions  the  great  part  which  God  had  given  him  to  perform,  and« 
before  Heaven  and  earth,  he  proved  that  he  was  equal  to  the  task  imposed  on  him. 

At  the  moment  when  the  snouts  of  victory  were  rising  from  all  the  fields  of  battle,  when 
the  flag  of  liberty  was  again  being  raised  on  the  towers  and  forts  from  which  it  had  been  sac- 
rilegiously torn  down  four  years  ago,  the  President  fell  beneath  the  arm  of  an  assassin. 
Fearful  crime  to  kill  such  a  man !  Supreme  folly,  to  choose  such  a  moment  for  so  infamous 
a  deed.  He  had  accomplished  his  mission ;  he  had  saved  his  countrv  and  had  g^ned  a  place 
in  the  temple  of  elory  wnere  he  vrill  always  be  honored  as  one  of  the  benefactors  of  humani^. 
The  assassins  of  liberty  and  of  its  champions  merit  and  receive  in  history  an  eternal  execration. 

The  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Seward,  who  had  so  ably  seconded  the  efforts  of  the  President, 
and  who,  by  his  great  capacity,  had  so  wisely  represented  the  nation  abroad  in  his  diplo- 
matic writings,  was  also  destined  to  be  a  victim.  We  implore  an  all-merciful  God  that  his 
life  may  be  spared,  that  he  may  contribute  by  his  sagacious  intellect  to  the  consolidation  of 
the  republic  which  is  now  rising  so  majestically,  unchimged  inform  and  unharmed  in  strength, 
from  so  many  fields  of  battle. 

In  the  name  of  the  American  people,  I  thank  you,  Hellenics,  for  this  enthusiastic  demon- 
stration of  regard  for  my  country  and  its  savior,  and  for  your  wishes  that  the  republic  of  the 
United  States  of  America  may  continue  to  exist  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  the  boulevard  of 
modern  liberty  and  the  pioneer  of  human  progress. 

Adieu,  Hellenics,  and  ma^  the  Greek  and  American  fiag^  which  float  united  above  our 
heads  he  a  symbol  of  that  fratermty  of  heart  that  exists  between  two  people  who  have  the 
same  sympathies  and  the  same  aspirations.

Qm\  Ton  have  no  doubt  already  received  information  of  the  assassination  of  President 
Lincoln,  and  of  the  attempt  on  the  life  of  Secretary  Seward,  tfarouffh  the  telegraph  and  the 
State  Department  These  dreadful  deeds  have  aroused  a  feeling  of  horror  and  indignation 
throughout  all  Europe,  and  have  betrayed  to  the  world  the  flendish  passions  engendered  by 
the  institution  of  slavery.  It  seems  in  the  order  of  human  events  that  no  great  humanitarian 
revolution  can  be  accomplished  without  the  sacrifice  of  some  illustrious  victim.    Men  offer 
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2»  iheir  Utob  oa  the  scaffold  for  the  benefit  of  their  raoe,  and  others  risk  life  and  fortune,  and 
1  that  endears  them  to  existence,  to  further  the  cause  of  human  rights.    Great  social  and 
political  evils  cannot  be  uprooted  without  commotions  that  shake  the  world  by  their  yiolence. 

Certainly  there  never  occupied  the  post  of  a  ruler  of  a  country  a  man  who  had  less  bitter- 
ness in  his  heart  towards  his  fellow-men  than  President  Lincoln,  or  one  who  was  more  g;enial 
in  his  nature,  more  tolerant  to  his  enemies,  and  more  just  in  his  political  conduct  The  only 
offence  he  committed  was  that  of  being  loyal  to  his  country  when  others  were  false  to  her ;  of 
saving  the  republic  when  menaced  by  destruction.  God,  in  his  mercy,  permitted  him  to  live 
till  he  had  baffled  the  schemes  of  the  conspirators  and  had  established  the  Union  in  its  original 
integrity.  His  glory  the  dagger  of  the  assassin  cannot  take  awa^.  It  will  live  immortol  in 
history  and  endear  bis  name  to  the  remotest  generations  of  American  freemen. 

Had  not  the  plans  of  the  conspirators  failed  for  want  of  unity  of  action,  we  should  have 
had  to  mourn  the  deaths  of  the  Vice-President  and  all  the  members  of  the  cabinet  Their 
diabolical  malignity  aimed  at  paralyzing*  the  government  by  a  temporary  anarchy  of  rule, 
thus  honing  to  create  a  widespread  disoraer  ana  confusion. 

President  Johnson  I  believe  vou  know.  I  knew  him  from  six  years  since  in  Congress, 
when  he  was  a  member,  and  I  know  him  to  be  a  man  of  the  utmost  firmness  of  character  and 
force  of  will,  and  to  be  possessed  6f  a  moral  courage  that  renders  him  equal  to  any  emer- 
gency. Amidst  bad  examples  around  him  and  the  temptations  incident  to  southern  life,  he 
has  always  been  disting^isned  for  exemplary  habits  of  ufe.  If  there  has  been  any  deviation 
from  these  habits  it  is  exceptional  and  not  characteristic  of  the  man,  and  no  doubt  iifduoed  by 
accidental  causes.  I  have  unlimited  confidence  in  him  from  my  own  personal  knowledge 
and  observation,  and  I  beg  that  you  will  refer  to  me  when  speaking  to  your  colleagues  of  ms 
capacity  and  character.  How  long  I  may  continue  to  serve  the  government  uiraer  him  I 
know  not,  and  shall  take  no  steps  to  inteitere  with  the  free  exercise  of  the  judgment  of  the 
President  in  relation  to  the  incumbent  of  this  post ;  but  as  an  American  citisen  I  deem  it  my 
duty  to  aid  in  dispelling  serious  misapprehensions  as  to  his  character  and  capacity.  He  will 
be  traduced  and  calummated,  as  his  predecessor  was,  because  he  is  the  Presiaentof  a  republic 
in  the  overthrow  of  which  every  enemy  of  human  liberty  has  an  interest,  and  every  hour  of 
whose  existence  gives  the  lie  to  the  necessity  of  despotism  and  arbitrary  power  as  instruments 
of  government 

irejoice  to  be  able  to  inform  vou  that  the  Secretary  of  State  and  his  son  are  in  a  fair  way 
of  recovery,  and  that  their  assailant  has  been  arrested  with  several  of  his  accomplices.

Constantinople,  May  18, 1865» 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  enclosed,  addresses  of  condolence  on  the 
death  of  President  Lincoln  from  the  British  residents  of  Constantinople  and  the 
printed  account  of  the  proceedings  in  connexion  with  the  same,  and  ftom  the 
native  Protestant  commnnity  of  this  place,  through  their  head,  Mr.  Seropyan. 
That  of  the  British  residents  represents  almost  the  entire  English  colony  of  Con- 
stantinople, and  contains  very  notable  names  belonging  to  it. 

I  beg  that  yon  will  do  the  American  commnnitv  of  Constantinople  the  honor 
to  express  to  President  Johnson  their  unqaalified  confidence  in  his  ability  to 
administer  the  government,  and  their  assurance  that  through  his  firmness  of 
purpose,  energy  and  character,  and  long  experience  in  public  aflkirs,  and  his 
eminent  capacity,  the  evils  of  the  late  civil  war  will  soon  be  repaired,  and  the 
republic  be  restored  to  its  pristine  integrity  and  tranquillity.  I  venture  also  to 
express  the  remark  that  among  foreigners  the  conviction  prevails  that  the 
present  head  of  the  United  States  government  is  a  statesman  of  unusual  fosce 
of  character  and  intellect  Whatever  errors  may  have  existed  on  this  suljact 
have  already  been  dispelled. 

I  visited  the  grand  vizier  and  minister  of  foreign  affabrs  a  fews  days  since  and 
took  occasion  to  give  them  a  correct  estimate  of  the  public  career,  character- 
iBtieSy  and  ability  of  President  Johnson.    They  thanked  me  for  the  informa-

tion,  and  assured  me  they  would  take  great  pleasure  in  communicating  mj 
statements  to  his  Majesty  the  Sultan,  who*  as  a  sincere  and  undeviating  friend 
of  the  Union,  would  be  pleased  to  know  that  a  statesman  of  such  tried  capacitj, 
private  worth,  and  elevated  traits  of  character,  now  presided  over  the  Americu 
republic. 

General  Marquez,  a  special  envoj  from  the  so-called  emperor  Maximilian  <^ 
Mexico,  has  arrived  here  for  the  purpose  of  delivering  to  the  Sultan  the  deow- 
ation  of  the  Order  of  Guadaloupe.

No.  11^.]  Legation  of  the  United  States  of  America, 

Constantinople,  May  25,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  a  letter  of  condolence  on  the  part  of  the 
Shah  of  Persia  and  one  from  the  Greek  minister  of  foreign  affairs  to  the  Greek 
<:onsul  at  New  York.  The  letter  has  beefi  communicated  to  me  by  the  minister 
of  Greece  to  the  Porte,  by  order  of  his  government,  with  the  request  that  I  should 
forward  it  to  my  government. 

The  object  of  the  visit  of  General  Marquez,  the  special  envoy  of  the  so- 
called  emperor  Maximilian,  is  limited  to  the  purpose  designated  in  my  last  de- 
spatch. '  The  grand  vizier  declares  to  be  without  foundation  the  report  that  the 
Porte  will  give  him  its  sanction  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Egyptian  blacks 
into  the  imperial  army,  and  of  a  further  contingent  of  black  troops  from  Egypt 
He  s&id,  in  reply  to  my  inquiries  on  the  subject,  that  the  Porte  would  have 
nothing  to  do  with  such  an  affair.  I  learn,  however,  that  General  Marques 
expects  to  receive  at  Vienna  four  battalions  and  a  regiment  for  the  service  of 
Maximilian.  The  soldiers  enlisted  in  Europe  for  this  purpose  are  needy  adven- 
turers, whom  necessity,  and  not  sympathy  with  the  imperial  cause,  has  induced 
to  accept  the  proffers  of  the  agents  of  Maximilian.  They  are  not  such  a  class 
of  men  as  can  be  relied  on  to  support  a  government  in  the  hour  of  adversity. 
The  desire  to  get  to  America  also  is  so  great  that  men  will  embrace  any  pre- 
text to  compass  theiv  wishes  in  this  respect.  Never  was  there  a  time  when  the 
hearts  of  toe  million  masses  of  Europe  throbbed  so  warmly  to  the  United 
States  as  now,  and  never  was  there  less  sympathy  with  any  movements  di- 
rected against  the  spread  of  our  political  principles  on  the  Americau  continent

P.  S. — I  beg  to  enclose  a  brief  statement  of  the  last  financial  scheme  of  the 
Turkish  government. 
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The  eanversion  of  the  home  debt. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  statement  issued  in  London  by  the  contractors  for  thi 
operation : 

**  The  great  object  of  the  scheme  may  be  described  as  that  of  definitely  transporting  Turk- 
ish finance  from  the  region  of  Oriental  into  that  of  European  finance.  Oriental  govern- 
ments invariably  live  from  hand  to  mouth.  They  contract  debts  without  forethou^t,  are 
irregular  in  their  payments,  and  as  a  consequence  pay,  in  a  long  run,  usurious  rates  in  order 
to  cover  the  risks.  European  governments,  on  the  other  hand,  make  the  act  of  borrowing  a 
deliberate  and  public  act,  surrounded  by  as  many  safeguards  to  the  lender  as  possible,  and 
they  invest  their  public  stocks  with  as  many  attributes  of  securitjr  and  convenience  to  the 
holder  as  possible,  so  as  to  get  money  at  the  lowest  rate  which  the  intrinsic  state  of  tbeir 
credit  admits  of.  Foremost  among  these  attributes  is  the  existence  of  one  laree,  uniform 
stock,  or  consols,  instead  of  various  petty  stocks  of  different  denominations,  mr  is  it  less 
important  for  cQuntries  where  domestic  capital  is  scarce  and  a  larg^  part  of  their  national  debt 
is  raised  abroad  to  make  it  payable  in  specie,  at  a  fixed  exchange,  at  all  the  principal  mone- 
tary centres  of  Europe.  A  consolidated  debt  of  this  sort,  payable  at  London,  Paris,  Amster- 
dam, and  Frankfort,  as  well  as  at  home,  inscribed  in  a  ^and  livr^,  and  charged  on  the  gen- 
eral revenues  of  the  empire,  with  due  provisions  against  frittering  these  means  away  by 
hypothecations  or  raising  further  loans,  except  openly  and  under  legislative  authority,  may 
be  said  to  afford  the  maximum  of  security  and  convenience  possible,  and,  consequently,  to 
enable  the  state  which  adopts  it  to  raise  money  at  the  minimum  rate  coubistent  with  its  in- 
trinsic resources  and  credit.  There  is  as  much  difference  between  this  and  the  irregular 
expedients  by  which  Oriental  governments  are  accustomed  to  raise  money  as  between  the 
mortgage  which  a  nobleman  may  give  an  assurance  company  on  his  estate,  and  the  bills  which 
the  same  nobleman,  in  the  thoughSess  days'  of  his  youth,  may  have  given  to  some  West  End 
money-lender  to  meet  a  loss  on  the  turf.  The  former  is  in  some  respects  less  convenient,  for 
it  must  be  paid  punctually  each  quarter  day  in  actual  cash,  while  the  latter  may  probably  be 
staved  off  tor  a  term  or  two  by  signing  a  fresh  piece  of  stamped  paper ;  but  then  ne  pays  the 
difference  between  4  and  40  per  cent,  for  the  accommodation,  ana,  what  is  even  more  impor- 
tant, he  executes  the  mortgage  deed  only  after  due  reflection  and  on  some  ffrave  occasion, 
while,  if  once  accustomed  to  it,  he  is  apt  to  scatter  about  his  signature  to  the  looser  sort  of 
paper  to  meet  everypassing  whim  or  inconvenience.  These  general  principles  apply  peculi- 
arlv  to  the  case  of  Turkey.  The  cause  of  her  pecuniary  embarrassments  has  been,  not  the 
deficiency  of  her  resources  to  meet  her  necessary  expenses,  but  the  inveterate  habit  of  borrow- 
ing from  local  money-lenders  at  Constantinople  at  15,  20,  and  even  30  and  40  per  cent.,  to 
meet  arrears  in  the  collection  of  taxes  and  irregular  expenses  incurred  without  any  publicity 
or  sanction. 

"  Again :  punctuality  in  the  payment  of  debts  necessitates  punctuality  in  the  collection  of  rev- 
enue. Now,  the  want  of  this  punctuality  has  been  the  want  of  Turkish  finance.  The  revenue 
is  ample  to  meet  the  expenditure,  but  practically  from  20  to  30  per  cent  of  each  year's  collec- 
tion is  allowed  to  fall  into  arrear,  ana  a  considerable  part  of  this  arrear  is  never  recovered. 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  whole  revenue  should  not  be  punctually  collected,  as  in  India, 
where  the  arrears  are  inconsiderable.  The  necessity  of  paying  half-yearly  dividends  punctu- 
ally will  soon  bring  about  the  administrative  reforms  which  are  alone  necessary  to  make  the 
collection  of  the  very  lieht  taxation  of  Turkey  prompt  and  regular.  As  re^rds  the  payment 
of  a  lar^e  part  of  her  debt  abroad,  Turkey  is  also  in  an  exceptionably  favorable  position. 
Turkey  is  like  Lidia,  a  country  which  habitually  exports  more  than  it  imports,  and  this  favor- 
able balance  of  trade  is  certain  to  increase  as  roads  and  railways  develop  the  resources  of  the 
interior.  In  the  case  of  Turkey,  therefore,  as  in  India,  a  large  amount  of  payment  may  be 
•  made  abroad  by  the  State  without  preventing  the  influx  of  a  moderate  amount  of  specie.  If 
these  payments  ceased,  the  influx  of  specie  would  soon  become  excessive  and  raise  prices  to 
a  point  that  would  check  exports." 

'*In  addition  to  these  general  considerations,  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  special  advantages  to 
the  Turkish  government  of  the  present  consolidation  will  be — 

**  1.  That  it  enables  them  to  raise  a  sum  of  £2,000,000  cash,  without  an^  increase  of  pres- 
ent burden  on  the  budget,  the  saving  by  the  reduction  of  the  sinking  fund  from  2  to  I  per 
cent,  on  the  capital  covered  being  enough  to  pay  5  per  cent,  interest  and  J  per  cent  sinking 
fund  on  £4,000,000  of  new  stock. 

"2  The  new  sinking  fund  being  applied  in  the  purchase  of  stock  in  the  market  at  65  or  60, 
instead  of  in  drawings  at  100,  will  go  nearly  twice  as  far,  and,  in  addition  to  paying  off  the 
capital  of  the  debt  in  37  years,  will  accumulate  a  reserve  fund  equal  to  that  capital  in  the  same 
period. 

**3.  The  existence  of  this  reserve  fund,  and  of  a  reserve  of  authorized  inscription  in  the 
grand  livre,  will  always  enable  Uie  treasury  to  obtain  such  temporary  advances  as  may  be 
required  to  equalize  the  receipts  and  payments  of  different  periods  of  the  year,  or  to  meet 
grave  emergencies  at  a  moderate  rate  ot  interest. 

**  As  regards  the  present  holders  of  the  internal  debt,  the  advantages  are  equally  obvious. 
The  holder  of  a  six  per  cent,  consolid^  of  100  me^jadies  d'or,  or  £90  sterling,  gets  £110  ster- 
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liogf  of  new  5  per  cent  consols,  yielding  a  slightly  better  interest,  with  £20  more  ca{^tal  and 
all  the  vast  improvements  of  security  afforded  by  inscription  in  the  nand  livre  and  payment 
of  interest  in  gold,  at  a  fixed  exchange,  in  all  the  principal  places  of  Europe.  For  tliis  great 
advantage  he  gives  up  nothing  but  the  difference  between  tlie  present  two  percent  amornsse- 
ment  and  the  one  per  cent  new  amortissement  applied  in  purchasing  the  stock.  As  a  ques- 
tion of  fifl^ures,  it  is  quite  clear  he  rains  greatly.  The  new  consols  are  in  all  respects  on  a  par, 
as  regards  security,  with  the  existmg  six  per  cent  external  loans,  except  as  regards  the  ^^ecial 
hypothecations  of  certain  branches  of  revenue  in  favor  of  the  latter,  wnich  are  fast  mnniogoff 
by  the  action  of  their  sinking  funds,  and  to  which,  with  the  exception  of  the  special  chwge 
on  the  Egvptian  tribute  for  tbe  loan  of  1854,  no  gpreat  value  could  De  attached  in  the  extreme 
and  improMble  case  of  Turkey  becoming  insolvent  But  if  a  6  per  cent  stock  with  a  2  per 
cent,  amortissement  be  worth  70,  (and  it  is  now  quoted  higher, )  a  5  per  cent,  stock  is  worth 
53  without  any  allowance  for  the  1  per  cent  amortisation,  which,  being  applied  in  purchase, 
tends  to  raise  the  average  mark^  price  of  the  stock.  And  if  £  100  of  the  new  consols  be  worth 
£53,  a  consolid6,  which  is  exchanged  for  £110,  is  worth  £58.  But  the  market  value  of  the 
same  oonsolid^  was  not  above  £4o  until  the  recent  issue  on  the  prospect  of  the  conversion,  and 
if  the  scheme  for  conversion  had  been  defeated  the  price  woula  in  all  probability  have  g^one 
back  to  that  fig^ure,  or  lower.  For  the  other  classes  of  internal  debt  the  advantage  of  convert 
sion  is  eaually  obvious.  Lastly,  as  regards  the  holders  of  the  external  debts,  their  position  is 
improvea  by  the  general  improvement  of  Turkish  finance.  Whatever  improves  the  credit 
and  adds  to  the  t^rrowing  power  of  a  state,  improves  the  security  of  previous  debts.  The 
holders  retain  all  their  special  securities,  whatever  they  may  be  worth,  unaffected,  and  the 
only  suspicion  of  an  injury  to  them  is  that  the  superior  attractions  of  tlie  new  stock  may  lead 
to  competition  with  the  old  stocks  in  foreign  marsets.  But  this  is  by  no  means  certain,  as  it 
is  generally  found  that  when  a  domestic  stock  rises  in  value  the  native  holders  buy  rather 
than  sell.  This  was  strikingly  the  case  in  India  with  reg^furd  to  the  rupee  paper,  and  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  that  as  Turkish  stock  rises  and  confidence  is  created,  a  Imer,  rather 
than  a  smaller,  proportion  of  the  whole  debt  will  be  held  in  Turkey.  At  any  rate,  tne  hold^s 
of  the  old  external  aebts  will  always  have  the  opportunity  of  converting,  at  a  fair  rate,  if  they 
desire  it,  into  the  new  stock,  as  the  policy  of  toe  Turkish  government  must  always  be  an- 
ticipated by  voluntary  conversions,  the  period  of  the  complete  unification  of  the  whole  national 
debt,  and  discharge  all  special  hypothecations.  Supposing  all  debts  converted  into  tbe  new 
stock,  the  whole  existing  national  debt  of  Turkey  would  only  be  about  £60,000,000.  Sudi 
a  debt  will  be  by  far  the  smallest  debt  of  any  country  of  Europe  in  proportion  to  its  popula- 
tion, revenue,  and  resources ;  and  with  a  moderately  g^ood  system  of  taxation  and  financial 
administration,  which  are  now  in  the  way  of  being  carried  out,  the  Turkish  treasury  would 
soon  be  in  a  state  of  prosperity. 

**The  following  extract  from  a  statistical  return  just  published  by  the  Foreign  Office  afiVvds 
the  best  proof  how  light  are  the  debt  and  taxation  of  Turkey  compared  not  only  with  those 
of  wealthy  nations,  such  as  England  and  France,  but  with  the  poorer  countries  of  Europe, 
such  as  Bussia  and  Austria,  and  even  with  the  states  of  South  junerica )

.  Constantinople,  July  13,  1865.  . 
Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  circular  announcing 
the  approaching  departure  of  Rear- Admiral  Gk>ldsborough  as  commander  of  the 
United  States  squadron  in  European  waters,  and  that  he  is  instructed  not  to 
enter  any  port,  unless  absolutely  necessary,  where  belligerent  privileges  may  be 
extended  to  the  United  States  rebels,  &c.  In  this  connexion  I  beg  leave  to 
refer  to  my  despatch  of  May  6,  1862,  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  yizerial  order  ad- 
dressed to  all  the  public  functionaries  of  the  Sublime  Porte  on  the  sea-coast  of 
the  Ottoman  empire.    That  order  was  to  the  following  effect : 

"Sublime Porte,  Chiral 24, 1978— {Afml 23, 1862.) 

''  Excellekct:  Accordinfi^  to  the  priuciples  of  international  rights  established  in  the  late 
treaty  at  the  conference  held  in  Paris,  the  nse  of  ships-of-war  and  other  vessels  as  priTateers 
(Korsan)  was  entirelj  abolished  by  all  the  great  powers  therein  represented. 

**  The  legation  of  the  United  States  of  America  has  now  requested  that,.  c<»formably  with 
the  preceding,  instructions  be  given  by  the  Sublime  Porte  to  its  fonctionaries  on  the  sea-coast 
of  tne  empire,  for  the  porpose  of  maintaining  the  principle  adppted  as  aforesaid.  As  it  has 
therefore  been  here  deemed  neceesarr,  in  view  of  said  principle,  that  effectual  measures 
should  be  taken  to  prevent  vessels  of  the  United  States  of  America  from  being  exposed  to  in- 
jury in  any  of  the  ports  and  waters  of  the  Ottoman  dominions  bv  privateers  such  as  those 
alluded  to,  yonr  excellency  will,  in  case  any  privateers  or  armed  vessels  preyins^  on  the 
commerce  of  the  United  States  attempt  to  enter  them,  with  or  without  prize,  adopt  such 
means  as  will  prevent  them  from  canymg  the  design  into  execution." 
• 

The  above  order  ^as  drawn  up  at  my  request,  and  with  the  understanding 
that  it  was  intended  to  be  a  denial  of  belligerent  rights  to  the  United  States 
rebels,  and  as  a  sign  of  the  determination  of  the  Turkish  government  to  dis- 
countenance the  hostile  designs  of  the  rebels  against  the  integrity  of  the  repub- 
lic of  the  United  States,  llie  government  of  the  Sultan  never  recognized  the 
rebels  as  belligerents,  notwithstanding  the  example  of  England  and  France,  nor 
did  it  at  any  time,  directly  or  indirectly,  manifest  any  sympathy  with  their 
efforts  for  the  destruction  of  the  Americati  Union.  During  the  whole  period  of 
the  war  the  war  vessels  of  the  United  States  enjoyed  unlimited  hodpitality  of 
the  Turkish  ports,  and  they  ware  never  put  upon  a  level  with  the  rebel  cruisers, 
and  subject  to  an  odious  and  unjust  restriction  of  twenty-four  hours'  stay  in  the 
harbors  of  this  empire.  The  above  order  was  issued  in  good  faith,  and  it  would 
have  been  enforcea  to  its  full  extent  had  an  occasion  required  it. 

It  gives  me  pleasure,  now  that  the  war  is  over,  to  refer  to  these  &cts.  Con- 
sidering the  power  of  English  and  French  influence  at  this  court,  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  policy  of  the  Ottoman  government,  with  respect  to  the  United  States 
during  the  recent  civil  war,  is  one  that  does  it  infinite  credit,  and  is  a  striking 
exhibition  of  political  courage  in  behalf  of  a  government  whose  friendship  it  has 
always  cherished.  There  is  no  necessity,  therefore,  on  the  part  of  the  Turkish 
government  to  issue  a  proclamation  withdrawing  belligerent  rights  from  the 
United  States  rebels,  for  it  never  conceded  any  to  them. 
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Rear- Admiral  Gold&borongh,  shoiild  he  honor  the  waters  and  harbors  of  Tor- 
key  with  a  visit  of  the  squadron  under  his  command,  will  be  received  with  the 
highest  honors,  and  with  a  cordiality  of  feeling  indicative  of  the  sympathy  <^ 
this  government  with  the  cause  he  has  so  gallantly  stistaiaed  in  hostile  waters 
during  the  last  four  years.

Constantinoplet  July  13,  1865. 
Sir  :  I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report  that  the  cholera  has  made  its  appearance 
at  Constantinople.  It  was  introduced  here  by  an  Egyptian  war  steamer,  on 
which  several  cases  and  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred.  Thus  far  it  has  not 
spread  much,  it  being  confined  chiefly  to  the  arsenal  to  which  the  cholera  pa- 
tients of  the  vessel  above  referred  to  were  transported.  In  all  up  to  date  not 
more  than  twelve  deaths  from  cholera  have  occurred  here.  Sanitary  measures 
are  being  taken  to  prevent  it  from  extending  among  the  population.  I  fear,  how- 
ever, that  having  made  its  entrance  here,  this  capital  cannot  escape  its  ravages 
to  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  intensity.  The  last  reports  from  Egypt  represent 
the  deaths  from  cholera  a^-  almost  200  daily  in  Alexandria,  and  about  300  in 
Cairo.  It  was  apprehended  that  in  the  hot  mouths  of  August  and  September 
its  ravages  would  be  yet  greater.

Constantinople. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  despatch  No.  90.  I  re- 
gret to  be  obliged  to  state  that  the  cholera  continues  to  extend  its  ravages,  not- 
withstanding the  efforts  making  by  the  government  to  arrest  its  progress.  What- 
ever may  be  the  opinion  of  medical  men,  it  is  evident  that  it  is  propagated  by 
contagion,  as  it  fixed  itself  in  the  locality  where  the  first  deaths  from  an  Egyp- 
tian man-of-war  took  place,  and  has  thence  gradually  extended  itself  over  the 
Christian  quarter  of  Pera,  and  through  Stamboul,  (Constantinople  proper.)  In 
the  most  infected  region,  Gassim  Pacha,  where  it  originally  broke  out — a  quarter 
inhabited  chiefly  by  workmen  connected  with  the  navy  yard,  and  situated  in  a 
low  valley  encompassed  by  hish  hills,  with  imperfect  drainage — it  has  been  very 
fatal,  having  attacked  almost  me  entire  population.  Such  have  been  its  ravages 
there  that  the  government  has  ordered  ail  the  large  khans  and  building  occu- 
pied by  many  persons  together  to  be  vacated,  and  has  provided  tents  for  them 
on  the  heights  surrounding  the  city. 

Had  proper  quarantine  measures  been  taken  at  first,  the  introduction  of  the 
cholera  from  Egypt  might  have  been  prevented.  It  seems  to  me,  from  our  ex- 
perience here,  that  it  will  be  advisable  in  the  United  States  to  guard  against  it  by 
the  most  rigid  quarantine  regulations.    Otherwise,  if  it  once  enters  the  country 
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it  will  be  very  fatal,  in  conseqaence  of  the  great  destitation  prevailing  in  Vir- 
ginia and  other  of  the  southern  States,  and  of  the  diseases  which  always  follow 
in  the  txain  of  war. 

The  published  number  of  deaths  per  day  is  about  160,  but  they  are  known 
to  largely  exceed  that  number.  The  whole  number  of  deaths  fr^fen  the  origin  of 
the  disease  to  the  present  time  is  about  2,000.  A  great  panic  prevails  among  the 
population,  particularly  the  Christian  portion  of  it,  and  people  are  fleeing  by 
thousands  in  every  direction  from  the  city.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  the 
sanitary  measures  adopted  by  the  government  and  pursued  with  great  energy 
will  have  the  effect  sooner  or  later  to  arrest  the  epidemie.

THE  CHOLERA. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Levant  Herald: 

8iR :  During  the  prevalence  of  the  cholera  morbns  in  the  different  ports  of  Turkej,  any 
remarks  that  may  tend  to  the  better  knowledge  of  the  mysterious  disease  and  its  develop- 
ment may  be  acceptable,  and  I  have,  therefore,  taken  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  the  fol- 
low ing — the  result  of  my  observations : 

Cholera  can  be  communicated —  • 

1.  By  persons  direct,  who  carry  the  seeds  of  the  disease  (or  vitiated  air)  with  thtfni. 

2.  By  clothes  or  other  articles  used  by  the  sick. 

3.  By  infected  vessels  or  lazarettos,  which,  thou^jh  isolated,  are  too  near  healthy  towns, 
and  these  eenerating  vitiated  air,  it  soon  passes  the  imaginary  boundaries  of  quarantine. 

In  proof  of  these  assertions  I  may  remark : 

1.  The  cholera  in  the  present  instance  was  introduced  into  Arabia  by  pilgrims  from  India, 
bring^g  with  them  the  seeds  of  the  disease.  It  did  not  develop  itself  until  the  period  of  the 
Coarbam>Baivam,  when  the  thousands  of  animals  sacrificed,  of  every  size,  irom  a  camel 
downward,  were  left  to  putrefy ;  the  effluvium,  combined  with  the  ascent  of  the  holy  hill  by 
the  pilgrims  bear-headea  in  a  burning,  tropical  sun,  and  the  free  use  of  all  kinds  of  unwhole- 
some miits  and  vegetables,  was  immediately  succeeded  by  the  outbreak  of  the  disease.  At 
Djeddah  it  assumed  a  comparatively  mild  form,  only  ten  per  cent,  of  the  cases  proving  fatal. 
The  pilgrims  in  their  passage  through  Egypt  communicated  the  disease,  wmch  unfortu- 
nately proved  to  be  of  a  much  more  fatal  type. 

The  cholera  was  also  introduced  into  Turkey  at  the  commencement  of  the  Crimean  war  by 
a  French  steamer  with  troops  from  Algiers.  On  her  arrival  at  Gallipoli  it  was  whispered  a 
few  cases  had  occurred  during  her  voyage.  The  troops  were,  however,  landed ;  in  a  few 
dajs  cholera  raged,  and* the  French  lost  upwards  of  2,000  men  from  the  disease  in  this  town 
alone.  From  Gallipoli  the  disease  was  introduced  into  the  French  hospital  at  Abydos  by  a 
few  patients  attacked  with  the  malady  sent  from^theuce.  Nearly  the  wnole  of  the  other  pa- 
tients we're  shortly  after  taken  with  the  cholera. 

2.  The  disease  from  the  Abydos  hospital  was  communicated  to  the  Dardanelles.  The  first 
persons  attacked  were  the  washer- woman  and  her  daughter,  who  washed  the  dirty  linen  sent 
to  them  from  the  hospital ;  they  died,  and  the  malady  soon  spread  in  the  town. 

3.  During  the  present  outbreak  of  cholera,  the  precaution  of  placing  in  quarantine  vessels 
and  passengers  nrom  Alexandria  has  not  prevented  the  malady  from  spreading  beyond  the 
vessels  and  boundaries  of  the  lazarettos,  as  instanced  at  Constantinople,  Smyrna,  and  the 
Dardanelles,  where  it  commenced  chiefly  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  lazarettos. 
It  is  certain  the  Egyptian  frigate  should  never  have  been  admitted  into  the  vicinity  of  Con- 
stantinople, nor  the  steamer  from  Alexandria  allowed  to  anchor  near  Smyrna  or  the  Dar- 
danelles, still  less  the  passengers  landed  in  the  different  lazarettos.  Security,  as  far  as  we 
can  judge  of  this  mystenous  malady,  can  only  be  attained  by  an  earlv  attention  in  prevent- 
ing vessels  from  infected  places  performing  their  quarantine  near  healthy  towns ;  for  al- 
though the  disease  may  not  develop  itself  with  the  same  intensity  in  one  place  as  another, 
owing  to  atmospheric  and  other  causes,  still  there  is  no  doubt  that  cholera  can  be  communi- 
cated (when  the  vicinity  is  too  close)  through  the  medium  of  the  air,  malgr6  quarantine 
and  all  its  present  regulations.  Some  distant  point  should  have  been  chosen  for  the  com- 
plete isolation  of  vessels  comine  from  Alexandria,  and  there  to  perform  their  quarantine ;  for 
instance,  one  of  the  numerous  islands  of  the  Archipelago,  far  away  from  any  of  the  thickly 
populated  towns  in  Turkey.

Sib  :  I  regret  to  state  that  the  cholera  still  continues  its  ravages — ^the  deaths 
for  the  last  two  weeks  averaging,  according  to  the  official  reports  alone,  ahont 
Uiree  hundred  daily.  The  actual  numher  is  in  excess  of  this  estimate.  It  has 
spread  over  all  the  environs  of  Constantinople,  and  along  hoth  the  Asiatic  and 
European  shores  of  the  Bosphorus  to  the  Black  sea.  Since  the  nights  have 
grown  cool,  and  the  humidity  has  increased,  it  seems  to  have  become  more  ma- 
lignant, and  to  have  assumed  an  almost  contagious  character. 

Great  consternation  prevails  among  the  population,  and  they  are  fleeing  in 
all  directions  from  the  pestilence,  many  of  them  establishing  themselves  on  re- 
mote mountain  heights.  The  government  has,  at  its  own  expense,  transported 
over  80,000  of  the  laboring  classes  to  ports  on  the  Black  sea,  and  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  at  least  150,000  people  have  left  Constantinople.  Tiiey  seem  to  have 
carried  the  pestilence  with  them,  for  it  has  broken  out  at  Trebizond,  Sulina,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Danube,  Salouica,  Sansoum,  and  among  the  islands  of  the 
Grecian  Archipelago. 

Unfortunately,  hardly  any  of  the  villages  where  Franks  do  not  reside  are 
provided  with  either  physiciauB  or  pharmacies.  In  exclusivelv  Mussulman 
villaees,  for  want  of  medical  aid,  the  mortality  is  very  great  and  the  epidemic 
has  full  sway.  Apparently  the  weather  is  of  the  most  salubrious  character, 
the  days  being  temperately  warm,  and  the  nights  cool  and  refreshing,  though 
humid.  That  the  atmosphere  is  deranged,  however,  is  evident  from  the  fact 
that  the  slightest  error  in  diet  is  sure  to  be  followed  bV  an  attack  of  some  of 
the  premonitory  symptoms  of  cholera.  Vegetables,  with  the  exception  of  po- 
tatoes, as  well  as  fruits,  are  generally  proscribed,  and  meats,  such  as  beef,  mut- 
ton, and  poultry,  constitute  the  staple  food.  These  are  the  very  articles,  how- 
ever, the  most  out  of  reach  of  the  poor,  and  for  want  of  means  they  are  obliged 
to  supply  themselves  with  such  cheap  but  pernicious  food  as  melons,  cucumbers, 
and  other  like  vegetables. 

Subscriptions  have  been  raised  on  all  sides  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  the 
poor,  many  of  whom,  having  lost  the  means  of  existence,  actually  perish  with 
famine.  The  distress,  destitution,  and  misery,  is  heart-rending  ana  it  is  to  be 
feared  will  be  the  prelude  to  yet  sadder  scenes  in  the  coming  winter. 

It  is  generally  supposed  that  the  epidemic  will  prevail  here,  in  a  greater  or 
less  degree  of  intensity,  to  the  month  of  October.  It  appears  within  the  laat 
few  days  to  be  very  slowly  declining. 

Vessels  arriving  from  any  of  the  ports  of  the  Ottoman  empire  are  now  re- 
leased from  quarantine  restrictions.

Constantinople,  August  28,  1865. 

diR :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  despatch  No.  91. 
The  cholera  is  gradually  disappearing.    The  number  of  deaths  for  the  last 
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week  has  been  dafly  leaseniDg,  and  ihe  latest  report  exhibits  a  total  of  onlj 
sizty-niDe  fatal  cases  within  the  preceding  twentjr^foor  honft.  Its  decline  was 
indicated  first  hj  the  reappearance  of  other  diseases  which,  according  to  phy- 
sicians, cannot  exist  contemporaneonsly  with  cholera.  In  its  last  stages 
tjphns,  intermittent,  and  typhoid  fevers  have  developed  themselves,  and  are 
nnnsnally  malignant  and  fatal.  A  heavy  storm  of  rain  some  ten  days  since 
seems  to  have  a  salntanr  influence  on  the  atmosphere,  and  to  have  arrested  the 
progressive  tendency  of  the  epidemic.  The  cool  weather  no.w  prevailing,  and 
the  high  winds,  and  great  quantity  of  rain  fidling,  will,  no  doubt,  restore  the 
atmosphere  to  its  usual  salubrious  tone,  and  put  an  end  to  the  disease. 

The  mortelitv,  it  seems,  has  been  much  greater  than  the  official  reports  indi- 
cate. These  did  not  include  the  deaths  in  the  army  and  navy,  and  were  imr 
perfect,  as  a  large  number  of  deaths  were  not  reported  to  the  medical  board, 
and  that  the  authorities  also  suppressed  a  considerable  portion  of  the  known 
deaths,  in  order  not  to  terrify  yet  more  a  panicHBtricken  population.  I  learn 
firom  a  reliable  source  that  in  one  day  alone  the  actual  number  of  deaths  was 
1,627,  and  that  for  a  fortnight  at  least  1,000  persons  died  daily.  Up  to  the 
present  date,  mv  family  physician  estimates  the  deaths  to  amount  to  40,000; 
and  this  notwithstanding  the  flight  of  one-third  of  the  population  of  Constanti- 
nople and  ito  environs.  From  uiis  point  it  has  been  carried  by  the  fugitives  to 
Trebizond  and  other  porta  on  the  Black  sea,  and  to  the  towns  on  die  lower 
Danube,  in  all  which  places  it  is  very  destructive. 

The  development  of  the  cholera  at  Constantinople  was  very  gradual  and  in- 
sidious. It  was  brought  here  by  a  Turkish  war  steamer  from  Egypt,  June 
26.  This  vessel  violated  the  quarantine  restrictions,  and  although  two  of  the 
crew  had  died  of  cholera  on  the  voyage,. twelve  sailors  were  landed  at  the  naval 
hospital  while  suffering  under  the  disease.  For  fourteen  days  the  epidemic  lay 
brooding  in  the  hospital ;  on  the  fifteenth  day  it  burst  forth  from  tne  hospital 
and  fell  like  a  thunaerbolt  on  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  Cassim  Pacha  and 
Hasskeni,  sweeping  away  the  population  with  irresistible  havoc.  From  this 
region  it  made  a  leap  over  all  the  intervening  localities  to  Yeni  Keni,  some  ten 
miles  distant  on  the  Bosphorus,  whither  it  was  carried  by  a  carpenter  of  the 
navy  yard  at  Cassim  Pacha.  Thence  it  spread  to  the  adjacent  village  of  Thero- 
pea,  where  the  mortality  was  so  great  that  for  a  time  the  dead  lay  unbnried  in 
the  houses.  Subsequently  it  spread  out  on  all  sides  until  it  enveloped  the  en- 
tire capital  and  ite  environs  in  ito  pestilential  embrace. 

It  seems  to  have  had  ita  origin  amon^the  pilgrims  to  Mecca  during  the 
early  spring  months.  The  slaughtering  or  some  hundred  thousand  sheep  for 
sacrificial  purposes,  and  the  leaving  exposed  to  decay  in  the  open  air^the  en- 
trails and  remains,  infected  the  atmosphere,  and  caused  the  death,  it  is  'said,  of 
125,000  pilgrims.  From  Mecca  to  Djeddah  the  road  was  strewn  with  putrified 
corpses.  Death  and  desolation  were  spread  around  by  the  tainted  air,  and  the 
returning  pilgrims  carried  the  cholera  to  all  parte  of  the  East.  No  precautions 
were  •taken  to  prevent  ito  introduction  into  Egypt,  and  multitudes  of  cholera- 
stricken  pilgrims  were  permitted  to  enter  the  country  and  disseminate  the  pes- 
tilence. Egypt  was  already  prepared  for  the  reception  of  the  cholera  by  the 
devastating  cattle  disease  which,  in  the  closing  months  of  1864,  carried  off 
800,000  cattle,  and  as  manv  sheep,  goato,  camels,  &c.  Three-fourths  of  these 
animals  were  thrown  into  the  Nile,  and  in  some  places  lay  in  such  masses  as  to 
block  up  the  stream,  as  at  Damietta,  where  the  dogs  were  able  to  cross  the 
river  (here  about  2,700  feet  broad)  dry*shod  on  a  bridge  of  carcasses.  As  the 
Nile  affords  the  only  drinking  water,  ito  infection  from  animal  putrefaction  must 
have  already  been  die  source  of  disease  before  the  cholera  made  ita  appearance. 
In  Egypt  82,000  persons  died  of  cholera  in  forty  ^ys ;  in  Alexandria,  12,000; 
in  Cairo,  30,000  ;  and  in  upper  Eg^pt,  40,000. 

Had  not  the  most  energetic  and  provident  measures  been  adopted  here  by 
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tbe  goyernment,  after  its  first  development,  the  mortidity,  g^reat  as  it  is,  would 
have  been  far  mord  extensive.  A  medical  commission,  composed  of  the  chief 
physicians,  was  created  at  the  outset,  and  invested  with  anthoritj  to  enforce 
such  sanitary  precautions  as  they  deemed  necessary.  Under  their  supervision, 
infection-breeding  localities  were  purified,  obstructed  sewers  cleansed,  and  those 
that  were  open  covered  over;  all  the  quarters  of  the  capital  and  its  vicinity  pro- 
vided with  physicians,  whose  attendance  as  well  as  medicines  were  furnished 
gratis  to  the  poorer  classes  at  the  expense  of  the  government ;  the  sale  of  un- 
wholesome food,  and  intramural  interments,  were  prohibited ;  corps  of  fumiga- 
tors  instituted  to  disinfect  the  houses  and  streets  ;  and  hospitals,  ambulances  to 
carry  the  sick,  and  attendants,  in  requisite  numbers,  everywhere  supplied. 
The  progress  of  the  epidemic  was  resisted  by  all  the  means  of  which  the  gov- 
ernment could  avail  itself,  and  it  is  chiefly  ^wing  to  its  sagacious  course  of  ac- 
tion, and  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  medical  staff  and  the  practitioners  in  its 
employ,  that  we  are  indebted,  under  providence,  for  its  final  conquest.  As  a 
body,  the  medical  fraternity  of  Constantinople  has  most  honorably  distinguished 
itself  by  its  courage,  devotion  to  professional  duty,  and  scientific  skill,  during 
the  last  six  weeks.  The  masonic  lodge  of  ''  Italia"  and  the  Italian  Indastriu 
Society  deserve  mention  for  the  philanthropic  spirit  which  induced  their  mem- 
bers to  remain  in  the  city  in  the  midst  of  the  pestilence,  and  to  give  their  per- 
sonal services  to  the  care  of  the  sick.  Some  of  them  fell  victims  to  their  nohle- 
hearted  zeal.  No  words  of  mine  can  do  justice  to  the  moral  courage  and  self- 
sacrificing  spirit  which  marked  their  conduct  in  a  crisis  when  the  boldest  heart 
was  appaileu  by  the  magnitude  of  the  calamity,  and  which  was  so  fearful  in  its 
nature  as  in  many  cases  to  render  men  insensible  to  the  common  impulses  of 
nature,  and  to  terrify  parents  into  the  abandonment  of  their  children  when  at- 
tacked by  the  cholera. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that,  if  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  take  pre- 
cautionary measures  against  the  cholera  in  the  United  States,  it  will  be  ad- 
visable to  establish  the  cholera  quarantine  quarters  on  islands  at  a  distance 
from  the  mainland.  It  has  been  found  to  be  invariably  the  case  that  the 
cholera  communicates  itself  to  adjacent  localities  when  the  lazarettos  are  on 
the  mainland,  and  that  such  is  the  elastic  nature  of  the  miasma  it  cannot 
be  prevented  from  propagating  itself  except  by  a  wide  mass  of  intervening 
water.  It  has  thus  far  been  prevented  from  penetrating  continental  Oreece, 
and  many  of  the  islands  in  tne  archipelago,  by  the  establishment  of  laza- 
rettos on  remote  and  distant  islands.

CJonstantinople,  September  4,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  official  reports  represent  a  rapid  decline  of  deaths  from  cholera, 
and  it  is  apparently .  nearly  extinct  at  the  capital.  The  number  of  deaths 
for  August  29  was  33;  August  31,  25;  September  1,  15.  In  Smyrna  the 
deaths  were  about  five  or  six  per  diem.  If,  however,  the  mortality  in  the 
immediate  environs  was  included  with  that  of  the  capital,  the  total,  correctly 
reported,  would  not  be  less,  *even  now,  than  one  hundred  daily.  The  habits 
of  the  people,  their  poor  food,  for  the  most  part  of  vegetables  and  fruits, 
and  their  wretched   lodgings,  render  it   very  difficult  to   extirpate   such   a 
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disease  when  it  baa  once  taken  root  in  the  country.  It  is  only  in  the 
principal  towns  that  physicians  and  medicines  are  to  be  found ,  and  in  lo- 
calities not  more  than  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  from  Constantinople,  numbers 
have  perished  for  the  want  of  any  kind  whatever  of  medical  aid. 

Uuless  rigid  measures  are  adopted,  the  cholera*  will  be  revived  here  by  the 
trriyal  of  infected  vessels  from  other  ports  of  the  empire.  Within  the  last  ten 
days,  two  Ottoman  men-of-war,  the  Saadie  and  Medjidie,  have  entered  the  har- 
bor with  cholera  patients  on  board,  and  on  both  of  them  several  deaths  occurred 
during  the  passage.  As  Constantinople  is  now  in  free  pratique  with  all  the 
ports  of  Turkey,  vluI^bb  such  vessels  are  thoroughly  disinfected,  there  is  good 
reason  to  apprehend  another  outbreak  of  the  epidemic. 

Animal  food  being  indispensably  necessary  as  an  article  of  diet  at  the  present 
time,  and  the  terror  inspired  by  the  ravages  of  the  cholera  having  caused  the 
fliglit  of  the  drovers  and  butchers  upon  whom  the  capital  chiefly  depends  for  its 
supply,  the  government  has  been  obliged  to  make  up  the  deficiency.  It  has 
ordered  the  purchase  of  70,000  sheep  in  the  interior,  and  it  has  also  fixed  the 
price  of  the  mutton  at  5^  piasters  the  ohe,  that  it  may  be  within  reach  of  the 
poorer  classes. 

The  cholera  has  recently  invaded  the  imperial  palace  at  Dolma  Bagtche, 
where,  after  an  illness  of  a  few  hours,  it  carried  off  the  Hasnadar  Ousta,  or 
lady  superintendent  of  the  harem.  Several  other  inmates  of  the  harem  having 
been  attacked,  the  Sultan  has  been  obliged  to  change  his  residence  to  another 
of  the  imperial  palaces. 

I  should  have  mentioned  that  my  authority  for  the  number  of  cholera  deaths 
in  Egypt,  reported  in  a  previous  despatch,  was  a  Paris  correspondent  of  the 
Free  Press  of  Vienna,  and  that  for  the  pilgrim  deaths  was  the  Courrier  d' Orient 
of  this  city.  As  the  figures  given  seem  extravagant,  I  deem  it  proper  to  refer 
to  the  sources  from  which  they  were  derived.  While  the  deaths  by  cholera  at 
Constantinople  cannot  be  less  than  30,000,  all  statements  beyond  that  number 
must  be  merely  conjectural. 

I  was  not  aware  until  recently  of  the  personal  exertions  of  a  committee  of 
the  American  missionaries  among  the  cholera-stricken  poor,  many  of  whom 
have  been  saved  from  death  by  destitution  and  the  epidemic  through  their 
humane  efforts  in  their  behalf.       '

No.  125.]  Legation  op  the  United  States  op  America, 

Constantinople,  September  11,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  last  bulletin  of  the  medical  commisBion  reports  bat  nine  deaths  by 
cholera.    This  is  an  indication  that  the  epidemic  is  nearly  extinct,  but  it  is  not 
reliable  as  a  complete  list  of  deaths,  as  a  laree  proportion  is  unreported.     It 
would  be  fair  to  estimate  the  dailj  mortality  oy  cholera  in  Oonstantinople  at 
from  eighty  to  a  hundred  even  now,  Including,  of  course,  the  immediate  environs. 
At  no  time  has  the  official  report  been  correct*    The  deaths,  which  at  the  maxi- 
mum, according  to  this  authority,  reached  four  hundred  in  one  day,  are  known 
to  have  been  over  two  thousand.    On  the  14th  of  August  the  deaths  reported 
to  the  grand  vizier  were  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety*seven.    There  is  good 
reason  to  believe  that  for  several  days  the  mortality  was  considerably  over  two 
thousand,  and  I  find,  from  inquiir  among  official  sources,,  that  the  total  deaths 
cannot  be  less  than  fifty  thousand.     Indeed  the  desolation  has  been  frightful ; 
in  a  single  night,  certain  quarters  of  the  city  have  been  bereft  of  two-thirds  of 
their  inhabitants,  and  thus,  it  may  be  said,  without  almost  any  premonition.    The 
attacks  being  generally  in  the  night  and  sudden,  death  occurred  in  most  cases 
before  medi^  relief  could  be  obtained.     Although  the  poorer  classes  chiefly 
suffered,  the  greatest  care  in  dietary  regimen  was  rjsquired  by  all,  the  least  ex- 
cess being  dangerous,  and  in  many  cases  conducing  to  fatal  results.    The.  epi- 
demic seems  to  be  of  a  more  malignant  and  contagious  nature  than  its  preae- 
cessors,  to  judge  by  the  great  mortality  here  and  in  Egypt,  and  Arabia,  and  its 
fatally  rapid  termination.     It  is  to  be  hoped  it  will  not  remain  with  us  for 
another  year,  as  in  1846  and  1847. 

I  regret  to  report  another  terrible  calamity  to  this  already  sorelv  afflicted  * 
capital.  At  about  midnight,  on  the  5th  of  September,  a  'fire  broke  out  in 
Stambol,  (C  »n8tantinople  proper,)  near  the  central  police  quarters,  in  the  quarter 
of  Demier  Kapon.  Under  the  influence  of  a  violent  north  wind  it  soon  spread 
with  great  fuir,  carrying  everything  before  it.  It  reached  the  enclosure  with- 
in which  stand  the  government  buiMings  known  as  the  Porte,  having  levelled 
every  intervening  obstacle,  but  at  this  moment  the  wind  changed,  deflected  the 
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flames  and  tbej  took  a  conree  around  the  wall,  on  the  north  of  this  endosnret 
and  rushed  like  a  sea  of  fire  on  to  the  Hippodrome  and  the  neighhorbood  of 
the  mosque  of  Saltan  Ahmet.  Nothing  could  arrest  the  flames,  not  even  the 
solid  walls  of  the  khans  and  mosques,  and  the  pulling  down  of  squares  of 
houses.  The  Are  raged  until  6  p.  m.,  on  September  6,  having,  in  this  time, 
destroyed  about  eight  thousand  houses,  ten  mosques,  twelve  baths,  twenty  khans, 
two  Greek  churches,  and  one  Armenian  church.  The  leueth  of  the  track  of 
the  fire  is  one  and  a  half  mile,  and  its  breadth  half  a  mile.  Many  palaces  were 
destroyed,  and  among  the  rest  one  occupied  by  the  Persian  embassy.  No  such 
fire  has  occurred  in  Constantinople  since  the  memorable  one  which  happened  in 
the  time  of  the  Crusaders,  and  which  consumed  one-third  of  the  city.  The 
present  fire  is  the  cause  of  immense  distress ;  thousands  of  families  are  without 
nomes  and  are  reduced  to  helpless  poverty,  and  many  of  them  after  having 
already  lost  valuable  members  from  cholera.  The  losses  from  the  destruction  of 
property  are  immense,  and  at  present  beyond  estimate.  Gknerous  as  the  gov- 
ernment is  disposed  to  be,  it  is  almost  beyond  its  power  to  afford  relief  to  a 
population  which  is  suffering  so  fearfully  under  the  scourgd  of  fire  and  pesti- 
lence. Private  benevolence  is  taxed  to  its  utmost  to  alleviate  the  misery  which 
we  everywhere  see  around  us,  but  the  affliction  is  so  great  that  it  will  require 
some  more  abundant  relief  than  has  been  yet  devised.

Sir  :  A  despatch  has  been  received  at  the  department  firom  Mr.  Hale,  agent 
and  consul  general  of  the  United  States  at  Alexandria,  announcing  that  nine 
hundred  negroes  from  the  Soudan  or  upper  country  of  Egypt,  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Pacha,  were  expected  shortly  to  arrive  at  Alexandria  to  be  em- 
harked  in  French  transports  for  Mexico,  to  relieve  the  coutiiigent  which  was 
sent  out  in  January,  1863.  The  latter  proceeding,  as  you  are  aware,  excited 
much  comment  at  the  time,  but  it  passed  unnoticed  by  this  government,  which 
was  then  seriously  occupied  with  a  peculiar  condition  of  merely  domestic  affairs, 
and  with  the  foreign  embarrassments  which  grew  out  of  that  condition.  Since 
then  the  United  States  have  abolished  slavery.  The  attention  of  Congress  as 
well  as  that  of  the  executive  department  and  of  the  country  has  been  very 
steadily  fixed  upon  the  course  of  events  in  Mexico,  which  I  need  not  say  form  a 
subject  of  serious  concern  with  regard  to  the  safety  of  free  republican  institu- 
tions on  this  continent — an  object  with  which  we  are  accustomed  to  connect  the 
desired  ultimate  consequence  of  the  abolition  of  every  form  qi  compulsory 
civifbr  military  servitude  on  this  hemisphert. 

You  are  instructed  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the^I2«i<Riali  gov- 
ernment, and  to  state  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  government,  the  renewal  of  the 
transaction  referred  to  could  not  be  regarded  with  favor,  or  even  without  deep 
anxiety  by  the  people  of  the  United  States.  It  will  be  proper  for  you  to  in- 
form the  minister  for  foreign  affairs  that  I  have  written  upon  the  subject  in  the 
same  sense  herein  adopted  to  the  diplomatic  agent  of  the  United  States  at 
Paris,  and  to  the  consul  general  at  Alexandria.

CanttantiTiople,  September  21,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  am  l\app7  to  be  able  to  inform  you  tbat  tbe  cholera  as  an  epidemic 
baB  ceased  to  exist  here.  Such  is  the  official  statement  of  the  board  of  health. 
It  is  still  prevailing,  however,  with  great  intensity  in  Syria  and  Palestine,  in 
Aleppo,  Damascus,  and  other  of  the  principal  towns  and  villages  of  that  part  of 
the  empire,  and  also  along  the  Danube,  and  at  Widden  and  other  points  in 
Bulgaria.  It  has  thus  far  been  excluded  from  those  islands  in  the  Airchipel- 
ago  belonging  to  the  kingdom  of  Greece,  by  rigid  quarantine  regulations ;  but  it 
has  penetrated  Candia  and  Cyprus,  where  it  has  committed  great  ravages.  It 
was,  at  last  advices,  particularly  malignant  and  fatal  at  Lamaca,  the  political 
capital  of  Cyprus.^  *  *  *

Bozzi,  physician  to  the  imperial  arsenal,  on  the  contagious  properties  of  Asiatic 
cholera.  The  observations  of  Dr.  Bozzi,  being  founded  upon  professional  ex- 
perience during  one  of  the  most  fatal  visitations  of  cholera  on  record,  seem  to 
me  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  communicated  to  the  department  for  tbe 
instruction  of  the  American  public  and  medical  authorities.

Observations  on  the  contagious  properties  of  the  Asiatic  cholera^  and  of  the  absolute  meee$9ity 
of  opposing  its  progress  by  the  most  rigid  and  perfect  system  of  auarantine,  suggested  by  pnh 
fessional  experience  at  Constantinople  during  the  summer  of  IQo^t  by  Dr.  Bozzi^  physieiamto 
the  imperial  arsenal ;  translated  for  the  Department  of  State  by  E.  Joy  Morris,  United  Stater 
minister  to  Turkey, 

Whether  the  48iatic  cholera  is  to  be  contagions  or  not,  is  a  question  of  the  first  importance 
to  the  pubH'ic'bedth  of  the  world.  Notwithstanding  the  manj  facts  demonstrated  of  its  con- 
tagious na'tonf;  tie  advocates  of  the  contrarr  doctrine — ^and  they  have  thus  far  been  in  the 
majoritj — have  enforced  their  views  in  the  discussion  of  measures  of  quarantine  against  the 
invBsion  of  this  disease ;  the^  have  opposed  every  such  measure,  as  not  onlj  incapable  of 
preserving  a  country  from  this  terrible  scourge,  but  also  as  inflicting  great  damage  on  com- 
mercial and  industrial  interests.  Even  when  quarantine  restrictions  have  been  Mopted,  no 
regard  has  been  paid  to  the  term  oi  incubation  of  conta^ons  maladies,  nor  to  other  circum- 
stances equally  important  to  be  taken  into  consideration,  in  order  that  sanitary  measures  may 
produce  their  proper  effect  This  is  the  reason  why  the  cholera  has  been  imported  into  so 
many  different  countries. 

The  Asiatic  cholera  was  confined  for  several  centuries  to  its  place  of  origin  in  Hindostan, 
and  It  was  only  when  new  and  more  rapid  avenues  of  communication  were  opened,  and  com- 
mercial intercourse  became  more  general  and  easy,  that  it  was  enabled  to  break  through  the 
limits  imposed  on  it  by  nature.    In  its  invading  march  it  has  followed  with  a  wonderful 
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fidelity  the  most  frequented  and  tbe  most  convenient  routes,  turning  aside  from  natnral  ob- 
stacles, and  not  penetrating  where  it  was  opposed  by  severe  sanitary  precautions.  The 
German  states,  by  extraordinary  expedients,  have  preserved  themselves  from  the  cholera, 
although  it  has  desolated  neighboring  countries,  n'om  which  they  are  spared  only  by  con- 
ventional lines  of  demarcation.  Graves,  a  careful  observer  and  profound  savant,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  invasions  of  Asiatic  cholera,  remarks  that  **  it  is  a  very  striking  fact,  and  which 
ought  to  have  great  weight  in  proving  the  importation  of  this  terrible  epidemic,  that  it  has 
ncvtjr  appeared  in  any  town  until  the  time  materially  necessary  for  its  arrival  from  the  in- 
fected country  had  elapsed,  and  it  would  be  easy  to  show  that  the  facility  of  its  propagation 
vftries  according  to  the  rapidity  of  its  means  of  communication." 

It  seems  to  me  unnecessary  here  to  cite  the  many  facts  Which  observers  of  great  merit 
have  published  in  proof  of  the  contagious  properties  of  Asiatic  cholera.  Those  which  have 
occurred  during  the  present  visitation  of  the  cnolera  are  more  than  sufbcient  to  overthrow  all 
the  theories  of  the  non-contag^onists,  and  to  remove  all  further  doubt  as  to  its  truly  conta- 
gious  nature. 

Carried  to  Mecca  bv  infected  pilgrims  from  India,  the  pestilence  there  made  unparalleled 
ravages  on  account  of  the  conjunction  of  extremely  unfavorable  hygienic  conditions.  It  was 
imported  into  Egypt  by  infected  Arab  pilgrims  ;  into  Syria,  Cyprus,  and  Smyrna  by  ftigi- 
tives  from  Egypt,  where  the  fury  of  the  epidemic  had  caused  such  a  panic  among  the  inhab- 
itants that  the  steamers  were  no  longer  sufficient  for  the  transportation  of  an  emigration 
which  had  suddenly  taken  the  most  extraordinary  proportions. 

The  cholera  was  introduced  into  Constantinople  by  the  Turkish  steam  frigate  Monkbiri- 
Sourour,  which  arrived  from  Egypt  the  28th  of  June,  1865,  and  from  which  several  cholera 
patients  were  sent  to  the  marine  hospital.  Before  the  debarcation  of  these  cholera  invalids 
there  had  not  been  a  single  case  of  cholera  at  Constantinople.  Soon  after  this  event,  how- 
ever, the  disease  communicated  itself  in  the  first  instance  to  the  hospital  attendants,  and  sub- 
sequently to  other  soldiers  or  employes  of  the  navy,  who  had  frequent  or  constant  intercourse 
with  this  locality.  Following  continually  the  same  order  of  propagation,  it  extendi  its  rav- 
ages into  the  different  quarters  of  the  capital.  Thus  the  military  operatives  of  the  arsenal, 
and  the  marines,  who  occupied  in  common  the  same  barracks,  the  sentinels,  the  crews  of 
vessels  at  anchor  before  the  arsenal,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  adjacent  quarter  of  Cassim 
Pacha,  all  in  dose  proximity  to  the  infected  hospital,  smd  in  continual  intercourse  with  the 
personnel  of  the  same,  were  the  first  to  be  attacked  by  the  cholera.  Almost  at  the  same 
time  the  disease  broke  out  at  Yeni-Keny,  on  the  Bosphorus,  separated  from  the  first  seat  of 
the  epidemic  by  several  quarters  and  villages,  and  none  of  which  had  yet  been  visited  by  the 
cholera. 

It  was  evident  that  the  air  had  not  borne  it  there ;  it  was,  on  the  contrary,  proved  that  it 
was  a  civil  operative  of  the  arsenal  who  first  carried  the  cholera  to  Yeni-Keny.  Mr.  Fran- 
eeschini,  of  Bologna,  has  very  properly  observed  that  the  cholera  is  introduced  by  infected

persons,  and  that  it  does  not  fall  from  the  clouds. 

During  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic  at  Constantinople  it  was  the  poorer  classes  who, 
from  their  unwholesome  manner  ot  life,  suffered  most.  At  the  cholera  hospital  of  Conniber- 
han6  all  of  the  six  military  attendants  died  of  the  disease.  The  chief  druggist  of  the  engi- 
neer school,  With  his  wife  and  four  children,  died  of  cholera.  In  my  service  in  the  two  bar- 
racks of  the  imperial  Ottoman  Maim6  all  the  if^firmiirs  were  attacked  by  cholera,  but  al- 
most all  were  saved. 

At  the  Princes  islands  an  aged  lady  died  of  cholera  in  a  chamber  which  contained  sev- 
eral beds.  The  physicians  prohibited  the  members  of  the  familv  from  sleeping  in  the  cham- 
ber until  it  was  disinfectea.  His  injunctions  were  not  heeded.  What  followed  7  The 
daughter  of  the  deceased,  her  husband,  a  child,  and  a  maid-servant  all  soon  after  also  died. 

An  honorable  family  of  Aleppo,  residing  at  Pera,  had  given  hospitality  to  a  woman  and 
her  child ;  the  last  was  carried  off  in  a  few  days  lat«r  by  an  attack  of  cholom.  The  head  of 
tbe  house  begged  the  woman  to  leave  the  premises,  and  he  caused  the  chamber  where  the 
child  had  died  to  be  carefully  closed  up,  but  neglected  to  take  the  necessary  preservative 
measures.  A  few  days  later  his  voungest  son  was  attacked  by  cholera,  and  almost  at  the  same 
time  his  wife  aJso,  and  a  domestic,  who  was  employed  in  the  house  only  during  the  day,  fell 
ill  of  cholera.  All  the  necessary  hygienic  measures  were  adopted  to  prevent  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family  from  taking  the  disease,  and  they  were  successful.  Thus  this  worthy  family 
had  the  double  satisfaction  of  being,  in  great  part,  preserved  frem  the  attacks  of  tke  epidemic, 
and  of  seeing  cured  aU  who  had  suffered  from  it. 

Several  philanthropic  physicians  fell  victims  to  this  fearful  scourge;  their  names  are  en- 
graved in  tne  hearts  of  the  poor,  and  they  have  done  honor  to  humanity.  In  the  city  I  have  ob- 
served that  when  the  disease  broke  out  in  a  family  the  members  of  it  generally  were  attacked ; 
thus  a  number  of  familiee  were  entirely  destroved,  and  others  have  lost  a  great  part  of  their 
members.  In  the  space  of  a  few  days  only  about  six  hundred  keys  of  houses,  in  which  all 
the  inmates  had  perished  by  cholera,  were  delivered  to  the  authorities.  One-quarter  of  the 
capital  was  almost  entirely  depopulated.  The  family  and  servants  of  a  pacha,  consisting  of 
twenty-six  persons,  aU  died  of  cnolera  except  three. 

These  are  fearfol  facts.  Do  the  non-coutagionists  require  more  conclusive  proof  of  the 
c  >Dtagiou8  character  of  cholera  T    In  mAiy  instances  persons  living  near  an  infected  locality 
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were  attacked  by  cholera  when  thejc  were  in  anywise  predisposed  to  l^e  same.  It  has  hap- 
pened that  families  which  fled  from  places  of  summer  resort  where  the  cholera  was^  raging  to 
their  winter  residences  in  quarters,  where  it  had  almost  ceased  to  exist,  except  in  isolated  and 
insignificant  cases,  have  been  the  first  to  be  attacked  by  the  malady,  and  these  have  comma- 
nicated  it  toa  great  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  same  street  without  spreading  further. 
Two  opposite  extremities  of  Talaola  were  most  singularly  devastated  by  the  cholera — ^Ar- 
kardja  and  Agio  Atbanassi.  Arkardja  was  infected  by  the  £&mily  of  the  engineer  Kosti 
Kalia,  which  had  returned  from  Koulely,  a  village  on  the  Bosphorus,  where,  the  day  before 
their  departure,  one  of  their  children  had  died  of  cholera  in  a  few  hours  after  the  disease  man- 
ifested itself.  Asrio  Athana8si  was  infected  by  the  &milies  which  fled  from  Threpia,  where 
the  pestilence  had  displayed  itself  in  all  its  fury.  The  village  of  Yeni-Keny  underwent  three 
successive  invasions.  The  manner  of  the  first  invasion  I  have  already  explained ;  the  second 
and  third  were  produced  bv  the  return  of  the  inhabitants  of  different  parts  of  the  town  from 
the  country,  whither  they  had  fled  on  the  first  appearance  of  the  cholera. 

In  other  quarters  of  the  capital  the  reappearance  of  the  cholera  was  due  to  the  same  causes. 
These  £ftcts  again  are  an  additional  proof  that  the  cholera  does  not  travel  of  itself,  but  that 
it  is  carried  from  place  to  place  by  infected  human  agents,  if  no  impediment  be  offered  to  its 
progress.  The  radius  of  action  of  a  cholera  centre  does  not  extend  very  far ;  but  when  a 
number  of  localities  are  infected,  the  contagious  miasma  may  be  absorbed  by  a  great  number 
of  individuals  at  the  same  time,  and  thus  it  may  take  the  usual  course  of  epidemic  diseases. 
It  is  frequently  objected  against  the  contagious  nature  of  cholera  that  many  persons  who 
have  had  constant  relations  with  those  affected  by  it  have  not  been  attacked.  But  did  there 
ever  exist  a  contagious  malady  which  communicated  itself  to  all  who  came  in  contact  with 
it  ?  Do  not,  also,  according  to  general  opinion,  the  most  contagious  diseases  encounter  con- 
stitutions either  temporarily  or  absolutely  refractory  1  Such  immunity  is  to  be  explained  by 
peculiar  idiosyncrasies  or  other  individual  circumstances.  The  non-contagionists  also  insist 
if  the  cholera  were  contagious  it  would  difiiise  itself  throughout  the  towns  in  which  it  has 
merely  made  its  appearance.  They  ask,  moreover,  why  it  is  that  countries  which  it  has 
traversed  have  remained  exempt,  notwithstanding  their  commercial  relations  with  infected 
regions  7  It  is  easy  to  refute  all  these  opinions :  ist,  we  repeat  that  there  are  permanent  and 
temporary  immunities  dependent  on  the  peculiar  physical  and  moral  characteristics  of  indi- 
viduals which  render  them  unsusceptible  of  the  disease :  2d,  the  cholera  which,  it  is  pre- 
tended, was  observed  on  a  very  small  number  of  persons,  was  it  really  the  Asiatic  chol^? 
There  is  nothing  to  prove  it.  Is  it  shown  that  no  measure  was  taken  to  prevent  the  import- 
ation of  the  epidemic  ?  Or,  if  it  was  introduced  because  of  the  absence  of  opposition,  waa  no 
precaution  adopted  against  the  first  locality  attacked  ?  May  it  not  be  that  the  persons  near 
these  sites  haa  not  the  constitutional  predisposition  to  the  disease  7  Is  there  evidence  to 
show  that  a  considerable  number  of  persons  of  an  uninfected  region  had  frequent,  and  even 
constant,  intercourse  with  cholera  centres,  without  being  attacked  by  the  disease  7  No ;  ab- 
solutely no.  Such  a  state  of  fact«  has  no  existence.  And  even  admitting  that  the  epi- 
demic spared  certain  regions  through  which  it  passed,  or  that  it  merely  manifested  itself  in 
them  without  exercising  any  ravages,  must  we  necessarily  conclude  from  this  that  it  was  not 
imported,  and  that  it  is  not  contagious  7  Certainly  not ;  for  it  has  been  proven  beyond 
doubt  that  such  localities  as  are  in  an  excellent  hygienic  condition  are  but  slightly  suscepti- 
ble of  cholera  infection.  Is  it  possible,  also,  that  all  countries  present  a  combination  of  cir- 
cumstances favorable  to  the  propagation  and  intensity  of  the  dise€kse  7  When  several  cases 
of  cholera  have  occurred  in  a  particular  spot,  has  it  not  been  after  the  arrival  of  persona  irom 
some  infected  locality  7  It  may  be  objected  that  cases  of  cholera  have  sometimes  been  ob- 
served where  there  was  no  communication  with  infected  places.  This  is  not  satisfactorily 
proven  ;  but  even  if  it  be  admitted,  it  is  not  at  all  surprising,  for,  if  isolated  cases  ot  cholera 
have  been  noticed  in  certain  countries,  it  is  because  they  have  previously  been  visited  by 
the  cholera  through  importation.  Why  should  we  not  admit  the  possibility  of  the  seeds  of 
contagion  remaining  in  a  dormant  state  7  Numerous  examples  show  that  it  is  possible  for 
them  so  to  exist  for  a  long  period  of  time.  Not  a  single  case  of  cholera  has  ever  been  seen 
in  any  place  which  had  not  been  previously  visited  by  it.  The  fact  of  the  importation  of 
cholera  by  human  beings  being  incontestable,  its  contagious  properties  follow  as  a  necessaiT' 
consequence. 

Its  mode  of  propagation  has  given  rise  to  a  quarrel  of  words  amon^  medical  men.  Some 
insist  that  Asiatic  cholera  is  disseminated  by  miasmatic  and  contagious  infection ;  others, 
by  inhalation ;  and  there  are  those  who  would  have  us  believe  that  it  is  communicated  by 
the  immediate  contact  of  cholera  poison  contained  in  the  vomitings  and  evacuations,  or  by  the 
absorption  of  a  volatile  poison  emitted  l^y  them.  (Bund.)  Frauceschi,  of  Bologna,  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  generated  from  cholera  matter  liable  to  fermentation,  ard  which,  brought  into 
contact  with  the  putrid  atmosphere  of  an  inhabited  locality,  produces  there  an  analogous 
fermentation  which  gives  rise  to  infection  and  the  disease.  Others  finally  regard  it  only  as  a 
spontaneous  infection  united  with  the  local  influences.  All  these  different  modes  of  ac- 
counting for  the  propagation  of  cholera  are,  I  repeat,  but  a  quarrel  of  words ;  but  this  quar- 
rel may  have  very  grave  consequences.  If  we  obstinately  refuse  to  see  in  these  facts  any- 
thing else  than  evidences  of  spontaneous  infection,  we  shall  be  disposed  to  abandon  preser- 
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yative  meaanres,  and  the  isolation  which  can  akme  prevent  the  introd  action  and  extension 
of  the  Asiatic  cholera. 

Where  a  malady  has  manifested  itself  after  the  introdnction  into  a  couutry  of  au  uodeniable 
ctnse  of  miasmatic  disengagement,  (degagement) — if  persons  exposed  have  been  immediately 
attacked,  as  facts  have  oemonstrated,  or  if,  transported  and  dispersed  in  various -places,  they 
have,  in  their  turn,  become  the  sources  whence  a  malady  of  the  same  nature  nas  diffused 
itself  in  such  localities,  can  there  be  any  doubt  of  the  contagions  nature  of  this  kind  of  dis- 
ease ?  To  deny  evident  facts,  and  lose  one's  self  in  abstract  explanations,  is  au  abandonment 
of  the  only  road  which  leads  to  the  discovery  of  truth. 

Thus  the  researches  of  Pettenkofer  upon  the  influence  of  the  sun,  and  the  interpretations 
of  Schoenheim,  generalized  by  Stermer,  having  for  an  object  to  prove  that  the  cause  of  the 
propagation  of  the  cholera  is  the  diminution  of  atmospheric  ozone,  are  the  product  only  of 
chimerical  imaginations,  and  which  cannot  have  any  weight  when  confronted  with  the 
array  of  facts  proving  that  the  disease  is  introduced  by  importation. 

From  the  preceding  exposition  the  following  inferences  may  be  deduced : 

1st.  Asiatic  cholera  can  only  be  produced  spontaneously  in  Hindostan — its  place  of  birth. 
It  is  only  there  that  the  special  causes  of  soil  and  climate  exist  which  periodically  have  de- 
veloped it  for  several  years. 

2a.  If  Asiatic  cholera  makes  its  appearance  in  any  other  country,  it  is  an  evidence  that  it 
was  brought  there  either  by  emigrants,  pilgrims,  or  by  passengers  all  alike  infected.  Certain 
matters,  susceptible  of  impregnation  by  contagious  miasma,  and  for  its  retention  for  a  con- 
siderable period  of  time  may  ahio  diffuse  the  disease,  unless  very  strict  measures  of  preven- 
tion are  adopted  against  them. 

3d.  Asiatic  cholera  has  always,  in  its  march  of  invasion,  foUowed  the  most  rapid  lines  of 
communication,  and  those  whicn  render  commercial  intercourse  men  easy  and  frequent. 

4th.  Persons  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  a  cholera  locality,  and  who  are  In  constant  in- 
tercourse with  those  under  the  influenciB  of  the  disease,  are  much  more  liable  to  be  attacked 
than  those  at  a  distance,  or  who,  having  but  occasional  relations  with  such  a  site,  adopt  the 
hygienic  precautions  which  have  a  recognized  efficacy. 

5th.  A  g^ve  responsibility  in  fixture  must  rest  upon  those  intrusted  with  the  quarantine 
services.  It  is  desirable  that  sanitary  physicians  should  be  men  of  experience,  and  without 
preconceived  ideas ;  such  as  have  passed  years  in  the  practical  observation  of  diseases,  and 
not  in  meditating  theories,  and  in  losing  themselves  frequently  in  the  field  of  illusions. 

6th.  With  regard  to  the  time  of  duration  of  the  incuoation  of  contagious  maladies,  it  is 
indispensable  tlmt  the  quarantine  isolation  of  persons  should  be  fixed  at  twenty-four  days, 
and  the  same  term  should  be  re-imposed  again  in  cases  of  death.  Inanimate  and  infected 
organic  matter,  and  which  may  for  a  long  time  preserve  the  seeds  of  contagion,  should  be 
treated  with  extreme  precaution,  and  efficient  means  be  employed  to  destroy  3ie  seeds  of  dis- 
ease with  which  it  is  impregnated.    Too  great  rigor  cannot  be  used  in  such  cases. 

Honor  to  the  men  who  do  not  fear  to  sacrifice  every  possible  interest  in  order  to  preserve 
the  health  and  life  of  the  nations. 

To  corroborate,  in  the  most  striking  manner,  what  we  have  said  on  the  advantages  of  rigid 
quarantine  restrictions  in  resisting  the  invasion  of  cholera,  we  subjoin  the  following  facts  of 
recent  occurrence : 

Several  maritime  towns  on  the  coast  of  the  Ottoman  empire  having  established  strict  quar- 
antines against  the  recent  cholera  invasions,  have  been  preserved  from  the  epidemic,  notwith- 
standing the  extraordinary  id99uence  of  emigrants  arriving  from  Turkish  towns  where  it  was 
raging.  One  of  these  exempted  cities,  Salonica,  has  had  several  mortal  cases  of  cholera  in 
its  lazaretto,  but  the  disease  could  not  penetrate  within  the  town,  because  of  the  wise  and 
rigorous  measures  adopted  against  it.  Greece  has  likewise  been  saved  from  the  cholera  by 
a  similar  course  of  action.  In  Italy  also,  wherever  prudent  and  severe  anti-cholera  restric- 
tions were  established,  the  epidemic  did  not  make  its  appearance,  while  in  those  towns  where 
no  such  antagonistical  measures  were  adopted  this  scourge  of  humanity  has  exhibited  itself 
in  its  most  desolating  aspects. 


Mr,  MorrU  to  Mr,  Seward. 

No.  130.]  Legation  of  the  United  States  of  America, 

Constantinople,  October  2^^  1865. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  despatch  No.  93,  dated 
September  21,  relative  to  the  negro  troops  about  to  be  sent  from  Egypt  to  Mexico. 
In  confprmity  with  the  instructioDS  from  the  department,  I  have  made  his  High-  • 
ness  AH  Pacha,  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  acquainted  with  the  contents  of  the 
same.  He  informed  me  that  the  Ottoman  government  was  in  nowise  connected 
with  the  sendmg  of  the  original  contingent  of  negro  troops  from  Egypt  to  Mexico  \ 
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that  it  first  became  co^izant  of  the  transaction  through  the  public  prints,  and 
that  at  my  request  in  1863  it  had  addressed  the  ]ate  viceroj  on  the  subject.  He 
replied  by  telegram  (and  it  was  the  last  communication  received  from  him,  for  he 
was  then  in  a  dying  condition)  that  it  was  an  inconsiderate  act  on  his  part,  of 
which  he  deeply  repented,  but  that  it  was  then  too  late  to  recall  the  engagement 
he  had  contracted  with  the  French  Emperor.  The  affair  was  altogether  surrep- 
titious so  far  as  the  consent  of  the  Porte  was  necessary  to  its  authorization. 

His  Highness  further  observed  that  the  present  Pacha  of  Egypt,  during  his 
visit  here  last  summer,  had  represented  the  great  embarrassment  he  felt  on  this 
subject ;  that  a  request  had  been  made  to  him  by  the  French  Emperor  for  a  fur- 
ther contingent  of  negro  troops  to  supply  the  losses  occasioned  by  war  and  disease 
in  the  ranks  of  those  originally  sent,  and  that  he  deemed  himself  in  some  degree 
constrained  by  courtesy  to  a  friendly  sovereign  and  the  example  of  his  predecessor 
to  comply  with  the  request,  and  that  he  desired  to  know  if  the  Porte  would  inter- 
pose any  objections. 

His  Highness  replied  to  this  inquiry,  after  consultation  with  his  Majesty  the 
Sultan,  that  the  Porte  must  not  be  considered  as  privy  to  the  transaction ;  that  it  was 
originally  entered  upon  without  its  knowledge  or  approbation,  and  that  while, 
owing  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  it  would  now  insist  on  the  can- 
celling of  t  he  obligations  already  contracted  with  the  French  Emperor  by  the  vice- 
roy, it  must  express  the  hope  that  this  would  be  the  last  of  such  an  impolite  pro- 
ceeding. The  Pacha  assured  his  Highness  that  the  wishes  of  the  Porte  would,  in 
this  respect,  be  complied  with.  His  Highness  added  that  none  of  these  negroes 
were  slaves.  He  said  that  the  minister  of  Maximilian  at  this  court.  General  Mar- 
ques, had  never  spoken  to  him  on  the  matter. 

In  conclusion  he  remarked  that  the  Porte  entertained  a  sincere  feeling  of  respect 
and  friendship  for  the  government  of  the  United  States  ;  that  it  regarded  it  as  its 
natural  ally;  that  it  admired  the  principles  of  equity  and  justice  by  which  its  in- 
tercourse with  other  nations  was  regulated,  and,  as  he  had  often  assured  me,  his 
Majesty  the  Sultan,  and  all  the  members  of  the  Ottoman  government,  most  cor- 
dially rejoiced  in  the  re-establishment  of  the  integrity  of  the  American  Union, 
and,  as  1  was  also  aware,  their  sympathies  during  the  late  civil  war  had  invariably 
been  on  the  side  of  the  constituted  government  of  the  United  States.  He  begged 
me  also  to  convey  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  assuiance  that  the  gov- 
ernment of  his  Majesty  the  Sultan  desired  to  be  understood  as  having  no  wish  to 
interfere  directly  or  indirectly  against  the  interests  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States  or  of  those  of  the  American  people,  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  it  would  be  most 
happy  to  promote  them  whenever  the  occasion  offered.

Mr.  Morris  to  Mr,  Seward. 

Legation  op  t^e  United  States  of  America, 
No.  131.]  (ymstantinophy  November  22,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  th\  receipt  of  despatches  Nos.  95  and 
96.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  find  myself  toabied  to  report  another  proof  of 
practical  progress  in  the  interior  of  this  empire.  The  isolation  of  the  commer-  , 
cial  centres  from  the  marts  of  the  interior,  and  th^.  difficulties  of  transportation, 
as  well  as  the  great  expense  attending  the  movement  of  merchandise  to  the  sea- 
ports, has  induced  the  government,  through  its  ow^  resources  and  the  aid  of 
foreign  capital,  to  engage  of  late  in  an  extensive  system  of  road-making.  On 
the  5th  of  November  last  the  macadamized  road,  whicLhas  been  in  construction 
for  two  years,  between  Ghemlek,  on  the  sea  of  Marmora,  and  the  city  of  Brusa, 
in  Asia,  was  formally  opened  for  travel.  Brusa  is  about  n'ne  hours'  travel  from 
Constantinople,  five  of  which  are  by  steamers  to  Ghemldc.  In  the  winter 
season  this  important  city,  which  contains  a  population  of  7^,000  Mussulmen, 
Greeks,  Armenians,  Jews,  and  Franks,  for  want  of  a  good  road  to  the  seaport, 
has  been  almost  entirely  cut  off  from  communication  with  the  capital.  It  is  the 
seat  of  an  extensive  trade  in  raw  silk,  as  well  as  manufactured  silk  and  woollen 
goods,  carpets,  velvets,  safran,  turpentine,  wool,  wine,  &c.,  and  possewes  an  ex- 
tensive traide  with  the  chief  towns  of  Northern  Asia.  The  new  road  will  se- 
cure an  easy  and  more  economical  means  of  transportation  of  its  rich  and  varied 
products,  and  will  be  serviceable  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

A  few  weeks  since  a  railroad  has  been  completed  from  Smyrna  to  the  city  of 
Magnesia,  (Manisa,  in  Turkish,)  about  forty  miles  in  length.  This  is  a  flourish- 
ing city  of  about  35,000  inhabitants,  about  one4burth  of  whom  are  Greeks  and 
Armenians,  and  has  largely  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton  and  silk  stuffs 
and  goa^hair  shawls,  and  is  on  the  great  road  between  Smyrna  and  the  most 
productive  regions  nof  Asia  Minor.  It  is  also  one  of  the  most  ancient  cities  of 
this  part  of  Turkey,  and  was  a  lai^e  and  opulent  city  to  the  latest  period  of  the 
Roman  empire.  It  is  intended  to  carry  the  road  to  Cassaba  and  Ala-Cheir,  two 
important  seats  of  trade  forther  in  the  inteiior. 

The  railroad  which  has  been  in  operation  for  more  than  a  year  from  Smyrna 
to  Ephesus,  a  distance  of  fifty  miles,  will  be  finished  to  Aidin,  some  thirty  miles 
further,  in  the  coming  spring.  Hitherto,  the  wool,  silk,  carpets,  tobacco,  &c., 
have  been  transported  at  such  heavy  rates  from  the  interior,  by  the  old  route 
from  Aidin  to  Smyrna,  as  to  greatly  enhance  their  cost  price,  the  freight  of  a 
ton  of  tobacco  costing  about  a  dollar  between  these  two  points.  The  comple- 
tion of  the  road  to  Aidin  and  of  that  to  Magnesia  will  be  the  source  of  additional 
prosperity  and  commerce  to  the  thriving  city  of  Smvma. 

An  active  competition  exists  between  Russia  and  Turkey  to  secure  the  transit 
trade  from  Persia  to  Turkey  and  Europe.  The  Russian  government,  taking  ad- 
vantage of  the  utter  absence  of  serviceable  roads  between  Trebizond  and  th& 
Persian  frontier,  has  recently  commenced,  with  its  usual  vigor,  the  constructionr 
of  a  paved  road  from  Poti,  on  the  Black  sea,  via  Tauris,  Tiflis,  &c.,  to  the  Per- 
sian frontier,  and  bad  built  a^port  at  Poti.  A  portion  of  this  road  is  already  in 
use,  and  has  diverted  such  a  large  amount  of  trade  from  the  old  toute  betweea 
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Trebizond  and  Erzeronm  and  Persia  aa  to  oblige  tbe  T^urkisb  government  to  en 
ter  npon  the  construction  of  a  permanent  and  welf-bailt  road  firom  Trebizond  to 
the  Persian  confines,  about  thirty-five  days  distant  by  the  existing  rente,  and 
which  is  next  to  impassable  in  the  winter.  A  corps  of  competent  engineers  and 
a  large  working  force  are  engaged  npon  this  ^ad,  the  completion  of  which,  Bome 
five  years  hence,  will  be  of  immense  importance  to  both  Turkey  and  Persia. 

As  the  opening  of  new  arteries  of  twde  are  of  universal  concern,  I  have 
deemed  it  proper  to  report  the  above  deoiils,  as  indirectlv  thqjr  have  a  bearfng 
on  our  commercial  relations  with  this  empire,  and  it  is  also  but  just  to  the  Turkish 
government  that  its  enlightened  efforts  tc  develop  the  trade  and  improve  the  in- 
ternal condition  of  the  country  should  le  officially  made  known.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  President's  proclamation  of  the  20th 
of  October,  appointing  the  last  Thursday  of  November  as  a  day  of  Thanks- 
giving and  prayer,  which  he  requested  might  be  observed  by  all  his  fellow- 
citizens  wherever  they  might  then  be,  was  received  here  on  the  1 9th  instant. 
The  American  citizens  were  accordingly  assembled  yesterday  at  the  consulate 
general,  where  the  President's  proclamation  was  read,  after  which  an  inter- 
esting and  impressive  religious  service  was  conducted  by  the  Eev.  Gulian 
Lansing,  and  the  Rev.  Andrew  Watson,  the  American  missionaries. 

A  telegraphic  despatch  announcing  the  re-election  of  President  Lincoln  had 
been  received  here  the  previous  day,  and  in  his  very  able  discourse  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Lansing  did  not  fail  to  call  attention  to  this  wise  disposition  of  their  suf- 
frages by  the  American  people  as  a  principal  and  conscientious  cause  of 
thanksgiving;  a  sentiment  in  which  he  had  the  cordial  concurrence  of  all  who 
werepresent.

Alexaitdrta,  Egypt,  December  22, 1864. 

Sir  :  When  the  Sultan  visited  Egypt  about  two  years  ago,  he  made  a  num- 
ber of  donations  for  benevolent  and  charitable  purposes,  which  the  Pacha 
augmented  in  each  case  by  a  grant  from  his  own  purse.  There  were  dona- 
tions to  the  Greek,  Coptic  and  Roman  churches,  and  also  one  to  the  protestant 
community ;  the  other  donations  were  speedily  applied,  but  that  to  the  protestant 
community  remained  untouched  in  the  hands  of  the  bankers  to  whom  it  had 
been  confided,  from  the  obvious  want  of  any  organization  to  receive.  Soon 
after  my  arrival  in  Egypt,  I  learned  that  the  banker  had  proposed  to  deliver 
the  grant  to  the  consuls  general  of  the  United  States,  Prussia  and  Great  Bri- 
tain, acting  jointly  as  the  representatives  of  the  protestant  organizations  under 
their  respective  jurisdictions,  provided  they  would  come  to  an  agreement  among 
themselves  respecting  a  partition  of  the  money. 

Although  the  missionary  and  school  establishments  under  the  care  of  citizens 
of  the  United  States  in  Egypt  might  perhaps  claim  a  larger  importance  than 
those  under  other  jurisdictions,  the  only  possible  basis  of  an  agreement  among 
the  three  consuls  general  was  that  of  equality.  I  accordingly  united  with 
Ur.  llieremin,  the  consul  general  of  Prussia,  and  Mr.  Reade,  the  acting  agent 
and  consul  general  of  Great  Britain,  in  an  agreement  for  an  equal  division  of 
the  grant ;  we  also  joined  in  signing  a  power  of  attorney  to  Mr.  Barthon,  United 
States  vice-consul  at  Alexandria,  to  draw  the  money  from  the  banker's  hands. 
I  should  mention  that  the  arrangement  for  an  equal  division  among  the  three 
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conenlates  general  had  received  the  assent  and  the  approval  of  Nabar,  who  had 
been  appointed  both  bj  the  Sultan  and  the  Pacha  to  superintend  the  applicatba 
of  their  bounty. 

The  exact  amount  of  the  Sultan's  donation  was  not  known  until  Mr.  Barthon 
brought  the  sealed  bag  containing  it  to  Messrs.  Theremin,  Reade  and  mjself, 
who  had  assembled  on  the  17th  instant  to  finish  the  business.  On  opening  the 
bag  it  .proved  to  contain  two  hundred  and  fifty  new  Turkish  gold-pieces,  pro- 
bably coined  for  the  purpose  of  these  donations,  each  of  the  value  of  eighty- 
seven  and  three-quarter  Egyptian  government  piasters.  The  value  of  the 
piaster,  according  to  the  official  synopsis  of  foreign  moneys  prepared  at  the 
United  States  mint,  is  a  very  small  fraction  .in  excess  of  five  cents,  (namely 
5.0067.)  The  Pacha's  augmentation  of  the-  grant  was  fifteen  thousand  govern- 
ment piasters.  The  whole  grant,  accordingly,  was  thirty-six  thousand  nine 
^  hundred  and  thirty-seven  and  one-half  government  piasters ;  the  share  for  each 
^  jurisdiction  was  twelve  thousand  three  hundred  and  twelve  and  one-half  govern- 
ment piasters,  or  six  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  in  American  gold. 

Messrs.  Theremin  and  Eeade  joined  with  me  in  a  memorandum  of  the  pro- 
ceeding, which  was-  prepared  in  triplicate,  and  signed  on  the  principle  of  the 
alternate,  each  nation  being  named  first  in  the  copy  of  the  instrument  preserved 
by  its  representative. 

There  is  fortunately  no  occasion  for  hesitating  with  regard  to  the  disposition 
to  be  made  of  the  share  of  this  grant  assigned  to  this  consulate  general,  as  the 
mission  establishment  of  Rev.  M.  Lansing  and  his  worthy  associates  was  un- 
doubtedly intended  by  the  Sultan  and  the  Pacha  to  be  the  recipient  of  their 
bounty,  and  is  moreover  an  organization  which  is  in  all  respects  able  to  make  a 
proper  and  fit  use  of  the  money. 

It  was  of  course  a  matter  of  gratification  to  me  to  be  able  to  take  part  in 
the  conclusi(m  of  an  afiair  which  has  been  pending  unsettled  nearly  two  years. 
In  this  country,  where  money  commands  a  very  high  rate  of  interest,  the  grant 
might  have  been  considerably  increased,  could  it  have  been  withdrawn  from  the 
banker's  hands  at  an  earlier  date.  It  will  now  be  made  immediately  available. 
%  I  have  also  to  report  another  instance  of  the  good  will  of  the   Egyptian 

"  ^  government  towards  the  American  mission.  The  mission  has  recently  pur- 
chased an  estate  in  Alexandria,  with  a  building  thereon  to  be  used  for  its  schools 
in  this  town.  Property  held  for  religious  purposes  in  this  country,  as  in  most 
others,  is  exempt  from  taxation ;  the  schools  of  the  missionaries  are  free ;  and 
the  Pacha  has  in  several  instances  manifested  an  enlightened  interest  in  public 
instruction.  I  deem  it  not  improper,  therefore,  to  forward  to  the  government  the 
request  of  the  missionaries  that  the  government  tax  usually  levied  in  all  cases 
of  transfers  of  real  estate  might  in  this  instance  be  raised. 

The  minister  for  foreign  affairs  (who  is  also  minister  for  public  instruction) 
answered  that  the  subject  was  one  that  could  only  be  treated  by  the  Pacha 
himself,  and  I  accordingly  mentioned  the  matter  to  his  Highness,  who  immedi- 
ately answered  that  he  wished  the  missionaries  to  be  free  of  the  tax,  but  in  order 
not  to  interrupt  the  regular  course  of  proceedings,  he  would  prefer  that  they 
should  take  out  their  title- deed  and  pay  the  tax  in  the  usual  manner,  and  that 
he  would  afterwards  reimburse  the  whole  expense  of  the  transaction  as  a  grant 
from  his  own  purse. 

The  amount  of  the  tax,  with  incidental  expenses,  proves  to  be  about  nine 
hundred  dollars  in  American  gold. 

Many  formalities  are  necessary  to  complete  the  legal  title,  involving  delays, 
notwithstanding  the  zealous  efforts  of  the  officials  to  expedite  the  business.  I 
detain  the  transmission  of  this  despatch  to  be  able  to  announce  the  completion 
of  the  affair. 

[January  24,  1865. — The  business  is  finished  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and 
the  reimbursement  of  the  tax  has  been  paid  into  the  missionaries'  hands.] 
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It  may  be  mentioned,  as  a  proof  of  the  progress  of  this  conntry  in  civiliza- 
tion and  of  the  enlightened  regard  of  its  ralers  for  the  rights  of  foreigners, 
that  a  few  years  ago  Franks  were  not  allowed  to  bold  real  estate,  and  in  cases 
of  purchases  were  obliged  to  resort  to  some  subterfuge  in  getting  their  title. 
Nothing  of  this  sort  is  now  necessary,  and  the  title  of  the  present  estate  is 
Festered  in  the  local  court,  in  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Watson,  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  who  holds  it  in  trust  for  the  mission.  It  is  but  a  few  years 
ante  our  American  States  repealed  their  laws  prohibiting  aliens  from  holding 
real  estate,  and  in  some  of  the  States  I  believe  the  disqualification  still  exists. 
In  this  particular,  as  in  many  others,  moreover,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  Egypt 
is  far  in  advance  of  other  parts  of  the  Ottoman  empire ;  and  it  is  indeed  iudi- 
crons  that  Great  Britain  should  make  such  persistent  efforts  to  mark  the  Pacha  ^ 
of  Egypt  as  a  vassal  of  the  Sultan,  / 

These  donations,  although  not  very  considerable  in  amount,  are  ac^ptable  to 
the  missionaries  at  the  present  time,  when  the  high  rates  of  exchange  operate 
hugely  to  diminish  the  avails  of  the  remittances  to  them  from  America;  and 
they  are  especially  valuable  as  new  evidences  of  the  continued  good  will  of  the 
government,  in  which  respect  they  are  indeed  significant.  It  may  well  be 
douhted  whether  there  is  any  western  nation  whose  rules,  however  tolerant  of 
diverse  religions,  would  make  a  money  grant  to  a  Mohammedan  community. 

The  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Ismail  Pacha,  the  present  ruler  of  Egypt, 
was  celebrated  on  the  15 th  instant.  In  the  morning  the  consuls  general  and 
the  high  functionaries  of  state  visited  his  Highness  at  his  palace  of  Gazara  and 
expressed  their  felicitations.  In  the  evening  a  banquet  was  given  by  Ragheb, 
one  of  the  Pacha's  principal  ministers,  at  the  palace  of  Kasr-el-nil.  The  ban- 
quet was  served  in  the  European  style,  but  with  Oriental  profusion  and  mag- 
nificence. The  apartment  in  which  it  took  place  was  lighted  by  at  least  a 
thousand  wax  candles.  About  eighty  guests  were  present.  When  the  cloth 
was  removed,  Ragheb  made  a  brief  speech  of  welcome  and  in  honor  of  the 
Pacha,  in  the  Turkish  language.  Mr.  Testa,  the  consul  general  of  Sweden 
and  Norway,  (who  is  the  senior  among  those  members  of  the  consular  corps 
here  who  are  envoys  of  the  nations  they  represent,)  responded  in  a  brief 
speech  in  French.  The  minister  for  foreign  affairs  next  proposed  in  French 
the  health  of  sovereigns  and  heads  of  govenrtnents  friendly  to  the  Pacha.  It 
would  have  been  proper  that  the  former  part  of  this  toast  should  have  been 
answered  by  the  representative  of  some  of  the  great  European  nations,  but,  from 
lack,  I  believe,  of  any  understanding  among  them  on  the  point,  there  was  no  re- 
sponse. As  I  was  well  aware  that  the  language  of  the  toast  had  been  chosen 
expressly  to  compliment .  the  President  of  uie  United  States,  I  deemed  it 
proper  to  make  an  acknowledgment  of  the  courtesy.  Beginning  with  an 
apology  for  my  first  essay  at  dinner-table  speaking  in  French,  (but  no  other 
language  would  have  been  understood  by  the  greater  part  of  those  present,)  I 
remarked  that  the  President  and  people  of  the  United  States  had  observed 
with  pleasure  the  progress  made  oy  Egypt  under  the  enlightened  rule  of  its 
present  government.  No  doubt  the  staple  agricultural  productions  of  Egypt  ^ 
&re  the  same  as  those  of  America— qotton,  grain  and  sugar;  and  no  doubt  the 
present  extraordinary  prosperity  of  Egypt  may  be  attributed  in  large  degree 
to  the  American  war;  but  our  war  is  undertaken  in  the  cause  of  humanity,  and 
meanwhile  we  are  not  sorry  that  among  all  the  countries  of  the  world  the 
greatest  incidental  benefit  should  have  accrued  to  one  like  Egypt,  whose  rulers 
have  always  been  friendly  to  us,  have  appreciated  our  position  and  respected 
our  rights.  I  concluded  by  expressing  a  confident  hope  that  the  resources  of 
^gyp^  once  ever  developed,  would  promote  a  commerce  of  which  all  nations,  onr 
own  included,  would  enjoy  the  advantage. 

These  remarks  were  heard  with  close  attention  by  the  company,  and  were 
well  received.    The  ministers  of  state*  and  a  few  days  afterwards  the  Pacha 
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himself,  expressed  in  cordial  terms  their  gratification.  The  speech  was  taken 
down  on  the  spot  by  a  Turkish  short-hand  writer,  and  was  printed  in  the  official 
gazette  in  Arabic,  in  Turkish  and  French.  The  Italian  and  Greek  newspapers 
also  printed  it  in  their  respective  languages. 

The  Pacha,  in  allusion  to  the  grandeur  of  our  war,  and  its  probable  result  in 
the  extinction  of  slavery,  described  to  me  in  detail  his  efforts  for  the  amelioration 
of  the  condition  of  the  laborers  in  Egypt,  and  for  the  promotion  of  agricultural 
prosperity.  He  is  himself  one  of  the  largest  cotton-growers  in  the  country, 
and  enjoys  a  large  profit  ^m  the  high  price  of  cotton ;  but  the  most  abased 
fellah  also  partakes  in  the  general  prosperity,  and  in  some  of  the  villages  the 
failaheen  have  been  strong  enough  to  make  a  stand  against  the  oppressions  of 
the  local  magistracy ;  at  any  rate  they  are  better  able  to  put  up  with  extortion, 
in  cases  where  they  do  not  choose  to  resist.  In  the  large  towns,  and  especially 
in  Alexandria,  however,  the  condition  of  the  people  is  very  different,  as  there 
has  been  an  enormous  advance  in  rents  and  in  the  prices  of  the  necessaries  of 
life. 

Sir  Henry  Bulwer,  British  ambassador  at  Constantinople,  arrived  in  Egypt 
last  week.  His  presence  here  is  believed  to  be  distasteftil  to  the  Pacha,  who 
has  nevertheless  placed  one  of  his  palaces  at  the  ambassador's  disposal.  Mr. 
Golquhoun,  the  British  agent  and  consul  general,  is  expected  to  return  to  his 
post  here  by  the  packet  to  arrive  to-morrow.  Mr.  Schreiner,  the  consul  general 
of  Austria,  arrived  the  day  before  yesterday ;  Mr.  Popolani,  of  Portugal,  a  few 
days  earlier ;  and  Mr.  Ruyssnaers,  of  Holland,  and  Mr.  Dumreicher,  of  Den- 
mark, last  month.  The  return  of  these  gentlemen  completes  the  consular  corps, 
except  that  a  successor  has  not  yet  been  appointed  for  the  Hanseatic  towns  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  de  Rossetti.  The  unfitness  of  the 
climate  for  a  summer  residence  makes  the  practice  of  the  European  governments 
nearlv  universal  to  give  leave  of  absence  to  their  representatives  during  the  hot 
months,  and  it  is  only  now  that  the  climate  is  becoming  agreeable.  The  num- 
ber of  travellers  from  all  countries  is  much  less  than  usual;  from  the  United 
States  only  five  have  arrived,  of  whom  one  has  gone  up  the  Nile.  Last  year 
at  this  date  I  am  told  eighty  parties  had  started  for  the  Nile  voyage;  this  year 
only  eight.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  midnight  on  the  26th  February, 
being  at  Cairo,  with  all  the  other  consuls  general  in  Egypt,  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  the  official  reception  by  the  Pacha,  appointed  at  the  citadel  at  eight 
o'clock  the  following  morning.  I  received  by  a  special  messenger  from  Alex- 
andria a  note  brought  by  the  English  mail,  arrived  that  afternoon,  from  Mr. 
Dudley,  United  States  consul  at  Liverpool,  of  date  of  the  16th,  informing  me 
of  the  launch  in  the  Mersey  on  the  preceding  day  of  a  steamer,  to  which  was 
given  the  Arabic  name  of  Noor-el-Huda,  and  which  was  said  to  be  designed  for 
me^Egyptian  government,  but  which  he  feared  was  for  the  rebels.  It  was  im- 
possible to  speak  to  the  Pacha  on  the  subject  on  the  27th,  as  his  day  was  given 
to  various  formal  receptions,  but  I  saw  his  chief  of  ministers  that  day,  and 
ascertained  that  they  had  no  knowledge  of  the  steamer ;  and  on  the  morning  of 
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the  28th  I  obtained  an  audience  of  the  Pacha»  when  he  gave  me  fnll  informa- 
tion to  the  effect  that  he  had  four  steamers  building  in  England,  all  with 
Arabic  names,  which  he  gave  me,  none  of  them  resembling  that  given  to  the 
vessel  launched  at  Liverpool.  Two  of  these  vessels  are  building  for  his  own 
use  in  the  Thames,  and  the  other  two  for  the  Azizich  company  (a  government 
establishment)  by  the  English  Peninsular  and  Oriental  Company,  also  in  the 
Thames,  as  I  subsequently  learned  from  thea^ent  of  the  latter  company.  This 
full  information  from  his  Highness  I  was  able  to  transmit  to  Alexandria  by 
telegraph  the  same  morning  in  season  to  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Dudley  by  the 
British  mail  going  out  that  day,  the  28th,  and  thus  the  answer  to  Mr.  Dudley's 
note  left  Egypt  forty  eight  hours  after  the  note  came  into  the  country.  » 
•  I  afterwards  prepared  a  more  formal  memorandum,  which  I  transmitted  to 
Mr.  Dudley  by  the  next  post.  On  account  of  the  proof  it  affords  of  the  friendly 
disposition  of  the  Pacha  towards  the  United  States,  I  think  proper  to  transmit 
to  you  herewith  a  duplicate  of  this  memorandum.  You  will  observe  that  to  /^ 
save  future  questions  of  this  sort  the  Pacha  has  promised  to  ^1  me  whenever 
he  orders  a  new  steamer.

Memorandum  of  a  conversation  had^  this  twenty-eighth  day  of  February ,  in  the  year  1865, 
between  CharUs  Hale^  agent  and  consul  general  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  Ismail 
Pacha,  Viceroy  of  Egypt,  at  his  Highnesses  palace  of  Gazira, 

The  consul  general  said  that  he  had  been  informed  that  a  steamer  had  lately  been  launched 
at  Liverpool,  which  was  reported  to  be  designed  for  the  E^jrptian  government,  or  for  an 
Egyptian  company,  but  which  he  feared  was  for  the  use  of  toe  confederates,  and  he  had 
come  to  ask  his  Highness  if  he  had  steamers  bnildin^  in  England. 

His  Highness  replied  that  he  had  four  steamers  building  in  England ;  that  none  of  them 
are  war  steamers ;  that  one  of  them,  a  yacht,  for  his  own  use,  and  one  other,  are  building 
on  the  Thames,  nc^r  Loudon ;  that  the  two  others  are  building  by  the  Peninsular  ana 
Oriental  Company  for  the  Azizich  Company  of  Egypt  His  Highness  was  unable  to  state 
where  these  two  steamers  are  building. 

The  consul  general  inquired  whether  these  steamers  had  names,  and  whether  his  Highness 
would  give  the  names  ? 

His  Highness  replied  that  the  steamers  had  names ;  he  stated  the  name  of  the  yacht,  and 
caused  his  excellency  Fiki  Bey  to  be  summoned,  who  wrote  all  the  names  in  Arabic  charac- 
ters on  a  paper  now  in  possession  of  the  consul  general.  His  Highness  repeated  the  names, 
and  said  they  are  the  true  and  only  names  of  his  veesehi,  namely:  for  the  yacht,  Mahroussa; 
for  the  other  steamer  building  at  London,  Bahu-a ;  for  the  tvo  steamers  building  by  the 
Peninsular  and  Oriental  Company,  Charkieh  and  Dacahlieh. 

The  consul  general  mentioned  the  name  Noor-el-Huda,  given  to  the  steamer  launched  at 
Liverpool,  and  his  Highness  said  he  had  no  knowledge  of  that  name. 

In  the  course  of  the  conversation  his  Highness  remarked  he  had  a  frigate  undergoing  repairs 
somewhere,  but  she  is  an  old  vessel ;  and,  further,  that  in  view  of  the  unauthorized  use  that 
bad  been  of  his  name  and  that  of  his  ^government,  that  he  would  not  fail,  if  now  informed 
that  such  course  wouM  be  agreeable  to  tue  consul  general,  to  give  him  information  whenever 
he  (his  Highness)  should  have  occasion  to  order  any  war  steamer  to  be  built ;  which  the 
consul  general  acicordinglv  requested,  and  his  Highness  thereupon  promised. 

The  conversation  was  held  in  the  French  langua^.  This  memorandum  faithfully  gives 
its  substance.    Everything  here  set  down  was  explicitly  stated  without  reserve  or  hesitation.

Sir  :  Delegates  of  various  chambers  of  commerce,  to  the  number  of  about  one 
hundred,  assembled  here  about  a  fortnight  ago,  on  the  invitation  of  Mr.  de 
Lesseps,  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  works  of  the  Suez  canal.     They  set  out 
on  the  morning  of  the  7th  instant,  and  have  this  day  returned. 

The  number  of  accredited  members  of  the  party  was  eighty-five,  from  fourteen 
different  countries.     There  were  ten  officicd  representatives  of  governments;* 
sixty-two  chambers  of  conmierce,  and  eight  other  societies  or  organizations 
were  represented  by  their  delegates. 
^      Of  our  own  citizens  among  the  party  were  Messrs.  Cyrus  W.  Field,  delegate 
y    of  the  Chamber  •f  Commerce  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  Washington  Ryer, 
/     representing  the  State  of  California. 

I  enclose  a  translation  of  the  report  subscribed  by  the  delegates.    They 
speak  of  the  completion  of  the  work  as  merely  a  matter  of  time  and  money.

Cairo,  AprU  17,  1865. 

We,  the  undersized,  delegates  of  the  chambers  of  commerce  to  the  canal  of  Suez,  afler 
having  examined  the  works  ahreadj  done,  and  having  taken  into  consideration  the  possibility 
of  the  enterprise,  report : 

We  started  the  7tn  instant  from  Alexandria,  bv  railroad,  for  Cairo,  where  we  remuned 
until  the  morning  of  the  9th.  We  then  proceeded  by  railroad  toZagazig,  where  we  embarked 
at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  in  Jjoats  drawn  bj  mules  and  camels,  on  the  fresh- water  canal  made  by 
Mehemet  All,  and  arrived  the  same  day  at  Tel-el-Kebir,  a  station  of  the  company. 

The  10th,  in  the  morning,  we  continued  our  journey  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  noon  we 
entered  upon  the  fresh-water  canal  made  by  the  company.  At  5  o*clock  p.  m.  we  anived  at 
Ismailia,  the  central  station  on  the  Suez  canal. 

The  11th,  we  remained  at  Ismailia  to  examine  the  works  there,  as  well  as  those  of  Sera- 
plum,  the  most  elevated  points  of  the  isthmus. 

The  12th,  we  started  from  Ismailia,  by  the  sea  canal,  in  boats  of  small  draught  drawn  by 
mules  and  camels ;  we  arrived  at  Kantara  at  4  o'clock  p.  m,  having  visited  me  important 
workshops  and  works  of  £1  Gkiisr  and  £1  Terdan.-  From  this  point,  in  many  places,  and 
for  a  length  altogether  of  sixtv  kilometres,  (about  thirty-six  miles,)  the  canal  is  already 
excavated  to  its  full  width.  The  portion  previously  traversed  was  only  about  one-third  of 
the  width  proposed. 

The  13th,  we  left  Kantara,  in  the  same  way,  for  Port  Said ;  twenty  kilometres  (twelve 
miles)  before  reaching  this  place  we  found  five  small  steamboats,  whiob  brought  us  to  the 
Mediterranean.    There  we  examined  the  piers  in  course  of  construction. 

The  14th,  we  remained  at  Port  Sa*d  to  visit  the  important  buildings,  workshops  {and  ma- 
terials which  the  company  possessed  in  that  town. 

The  15th,  we  returned  by  boat  to  Ismailia,  and  the  16th,  in  the  morning,  we  started  for 
Suez  by  the  fresh-water  canal  in  boats  drawn  by  mules  and  camels,  arriving  at  Suez  in  the 
evening.  The  two  locks,  intended  to  connect  the  sea  canal  with  the  fresh-water  fianaX  in 
the  course  of  construction  at  Ismulia,  are  not  yet  finished,  and  a  transshipment  here  is  now 
necessary. 

Our  passage  from  the  Mediterranean  to  the  Red  sea  was  accomplished  in  twenty-seven 
hours,  as  follows :  eleven  hours  from  Port  Said  to  Ismailia,  and  sixteen  hours  Uience  to 
Suez. 

A  telegraph  wire  extends  the  whole  length  of  the  canal,  communicating  with  the  wires  of 
Cairo,  AJexandria,  and  Suez. 
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Daring  onr  voTsge  we  had  opportanity  to  observe  the  excavators  and  other  machinery 
used  for  digeing  the  canal.  All  the  works  belonging  to  the  company  appeared  to  us  built 
and  equipped  in  a  solid  and  permanent  manner.  In  our  opinion,  the  construction  of  a  ship 
canal  across  the  Isthmus  is  only  a  question  of  time  and  money. 

We  are  informed  that  the  company  has  already  made  contracts  with  various  contractors 
for  the  completion  of  the  ship  canal  by  the  1st  of  Jnlv,  1868,  without  exceeding  the  actual 
capital,  includine  therein  the  indemnity  due  by  the  Egyptian  government  under  the  award 
of  the  Emperor  Napoleon  IIL 

During  tne  whole  of  our  trip  we  received  the  greatest  hospitality  from  Mr.  de  Lesseps  and 
tbe  engineers  of  the  company,  and  these  gentlemen  answered  freely  all  the  questions  which 
we  put  to  them.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  instructions,  under 
date  of  the  17th  of  April,  with  official  intelligence  of  the  foul  assassination 
of  the  President,  and  of  the  dastardly  attempt,  happily  unsuccessful,  to  take  the 
lives  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Assistant  Secretary. 

I  have  already,  in  my  despatch  No.  25,  reported  the  cordial  expressions  of 
sympathy  which'  his  Highness  the  Pacha  of  Egypt  hastened  to  make  me,  in  an 
official  interview,  immediately  after  the  sad  news  was  known  here. 

I  have  since  received  and  am  daily  receiving  other  expressions  of  the  public 
feelings  of  all  nationalities  represented  here,  in  respect  for  the  memory  of  the 
late  President,  and  of  confidence  in  the  administration  of  the  government  by  his 
8iicce08or. 

A  special  reliffious  ceremony  has  been  ordered  by  the  Greek  community,  at 
the  Greek  church,  and  one  will  be  held  at  this  consulate  general,  conducted  by 
the  American  missionaries,  on  the  day  appointed  for  the  purpose  in  the  Presi- 
dent's proclamation.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  on  the  28th  ultimo  his  Highneae  the 
^ Pacha  came  to  Alexandria,  and  on  the  31st  I  had  a  long  interview  with  him  at 
his  palace  of  Ras-eltine  here.    He  expressed  his  cordial  felicitations  at  the  suc- 
cessful termination  of  our  war. 
\        He  remarked  that  the  discomfiture  of  the  rebels  had  enabled  him  to  make 
"   within  a  few  days  several  advantageous  purchases  in  England,  among  which 
he  mentioned  two  war- vessels,  and  the  complete  machinery  for  the  manufacture 
of  small  arms,  all  of.  which  had  been  destined  for  the  confederates. 

The  Pacha  takes  much  interest  in  his  navy.  A  natural  pride  is  felt  in  the 
safe  arrival,  a  few  days  since,  at  Suez,  of  the  Egyptian  steam-frigate  L'lbra- 
himie,  of  four  hundred  horse-power,  the  first  war-vessel  bearing  the  Egyptian 
flag  which  has  eyer  doubled  the  cape  of  Good  Hope.  She  left  Alexandria  for 
Marseilles  about  eight  months  ago,  and  then  passing  the  straits  of  Gibraltar 
proceeded  to  England,  where  some  repairs  were  made  to  her  machinery.  In 
February,  her  commander,  Mustafa  Bey,  having  received  the  orders  of  the  Pacha 
to  proceed  from  England  to  Suez,  the  frigate  started  on  her  long,  voyage.  Her 
first  stop  was  at  St.  Helena,  where,  as  afterwards  at  the  cape  of  Good  Hope, 
every  attention  was  shown  her  by  the  authorities  of  the  British  government. 
From  the  cape  of  Good  Hope  she  went  to  the  Seychelles  and  Zanzibar,  whence, 
touching  only  at  Aden,  she  completed  the  voyage  to  Suez,  the  whole  crew  iu 
perfect  health  and  excellent  spirits.  The  Pacha,  who  had  previously  ordered 
that  the  pay  of  officers  and  seamen  should  be  augmented  one-fourth  for  the 
period  of  the  voyage,  was  so  much  pleased  at  its  happy  termination,  that  he 
also  bestowed  on  all  three  months'  additional  pay,  as  a  private  gratuity. 

The  happy  tidings  of  the  end  of  the  American  war  produced  a  fall  in  the 
-^  price  of  cotton,  from  which  resulted,  here,  a  financial  crisis.  Several  heavy 
failures  occurred,  and  there  were  many  instances  of  suffering  and  distress. 
From  the  greatly  diminished  value  of  the  cotton  crop,  it  has  been  apprehended 
that  the  fellahs  or  native  cultivators  would  find  themselves  unable  to  pay  the 
advances  which  had  been  made  to  them,  generally  by  European  capitalists. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  Pacha  has  come  forward  with  a  comprehensive 
measure  of  relief.  He  proposes  to  furnish  to  the  fellahs  the  means  of  paying 
their  debts,  securing  himself  by  a  mortgage  on  their  lands. 
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The  amount  required  for  this  purpose  exceeds  a  million  of  pounds  sterling, 
which  is  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  fellahs  in  instalments  extending  over  a  period 
gf  fifteen  years,  with  interest. 

As  the  Pacha,  notwithstanding  his  immense  resources,  is  generally  without 
ready  money,  he  is  negotiating  a  new  loan  for  the  amount  required. 

It  is  needless  to  remark  that  this  measure  is  acceptable  to  all  parties  con- 
cerned. On  the  one  hand,  the  capitalists  are  rejoiced  to  find  provision  made  for 
the  payment  of  their  debts ;  wnile  the  fellahs  obtain  an  extension  of  fiftten 
years'  time,  in  the  course  of  which  they  may  reasonably  hope  to  be  able  to 
cover  their  present  losses. 

On  the  part  of  the  Pacha,  moreover,  the  arrangement  is  not  without  its  ad- 
vantages. In  the  first  place,  his  exchequer  may  gain  something  from  the  higher 
rate  of  interest  charged  to  the  fellahs  above  the  rate  necessary  to  be  paid  by 
him  upon  his  loan.  Next,  he  substitutes  himself  for  European  creditors,  many 
of  whom  had  mortgages  upon  the  lands  of  their  debtors,  and  prevents  the  pos- 
sibility of  the  lands  falling  into  the  possession  of  aliens,  which,  although  allowed  in 
Egypt,  is  naturally  distasteful.  And,  finally,  he  puts  himself  in  the  way  of 
augmenting  his  own  landed  possessions,  in  ca^s  in  which  the  fellahs  to  whom 
this  measure  of  relief  is  accorded  shall  fail  in  their  payments.  Prom  the  con- 
stitutional improvidence  of  these  people  this  is  not  unlikely  to  happen  in  many- 
cases,  and  the  passion  of  the  Pacha  for  the  aca  uisition  of  land  may  thus  be  gratified. 
It  has  previously  been  computed  that  he  is  tne  owner  of  no  less  than  one-sixth  of 
the  cultivable  land  within  his  dominions. 

Without  shutting  our  eyes  to  the  force  of  these  material  considerations,  which 
have  no  doubt  had  their  share  of  influence  in  determining  this  measure,  we  must, 
nevertheless,  give  the  Pacha  full  credit  for  it  as  aU  act  of  beneficent  grace  and 
timely  relief  which  few  rulers  would  have  either  the  means  or  the  incfination  to 
accord  to  their  subjects,  in  a  time  of  financial  distress. 

I  received  on  the  11th  instant  the  instruction  of  the  Acting  Secretarv,  under 
date  of  the  16th  May,  covering  the  proclamation  of  the  President,  which  I  com- 
municated without  delay  to  his  Uighuess's  minister  for  foreign  affairs,  offering, 
at  the  same  time,  my  congratulations  that  the  Egyptian  government  four  yeai-s 
ago  assumed  the  position  which  the  cabinets  of  London  and  Paris  find  them-, 
selves  obliged  to  take  now,  in  consequence  of  the  President's  proclamation. 

I  may  mention  without  impropriety  that  both  the  Pacha  and  his  minister,  in 
my  interview  with  them,  have  inquired  about  your  health  with  much  solicitude, 
and  have  expressed  great  satisfaction  at  the  tidings  I  have  been  able  to  give 
them  of  the  progress  of  your  recovery.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  presence  of  cholei;a  in  this  town  was 
declared  by  the  board. of  health  on  the  12th  instant.  The  number  of  deaths  re- 
ported on  that  day  was  three ;  on  the  next  twelve;  the  next  thirty  four;  the 
next  thirty-eight;  the  next  thirty-four;  the  next  fifty-three;  the  next  sixty-one 
and  yesterday,  when  the  malady  had  prevailed  a  week,  ninety-four.  As  Alex- 
andria has  a  population  of  about  one  hundred  and  seventy  thousand,  the^e  deaths 
are  more  significant  from  the  rapid  increase  they  exhibit  than  from  their  abso- 
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lufe  number.    The  proportion  of  deaths  to  population  at  its  highest  is  still  very 
much  less  than  one  in  one  thousand. 

The  outbreak  of  the  disease  has  nevertheless  caused  great  alarm,  and  many 
persons  have  left  the  place.  The  regular  steamships  have  been  crowded,  and 
several  have  been  charted  for  extra  trips.  I  learn  that  at  the  Greek,  Italian,  and 
Austrian  consulates  general,  each  of  which  has  a  very  numerous  colony  here, 
himdreds  of  passports  are  signed  daily  (at  the  Austrian  400  in  one  day)  for  their 
subjects  who  are  fleeing  in  dread  of  the  disease. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  thus  far  there  has  been  no  death  in  the 
American  community.  ^  » 

His  Highness  the  Pacha  departed  for  a  marine  excursion  in  his  Bteam  yacht 
at  the  beginning  of  the  last  week,  and  is  now  reported  to  be  at  Scio.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  since  the  date  of  my  last  despatch  the 
mortality  by  cholera  at  this  place  has  increased. 

The  number  of  deaths  since  my  last  report,  according  to  the  daily  official  bul- 
letins communicated  to  me  by  the  Intendance  Sanitaire,  has  been  as  follows : 

19th,  one  hundred  and  one;  20th,  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine ;  21st,  one  hun- 
dred and  forty-five ;  22d,  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine ;  23d,  one  hundred  and 
forty-one;  24th,  one  hundred  and  eighty-three;  25th,  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
three;  26th,  two  hundred  and  eight. 

Many  persons  entertain  the  impression  that  the  actual  number  of  deaths  ex- 
ceed that  thus  reported. 

The  alarm  is  in  nowise  abated,  and  the  outgoing  steamers  continue  to  be 
crowded  with  passengers. 

The  malady  has  made  its  appearauce  at  Cairo.  No  official  reports  are  made 
of  the  deaths  there.  We  hear  also  of  its  ravages  in  the  other  inland  towns  and 
the  villages. 

There  have  been  many  deaths  among  the  European  shipping  in  the  harbor.  • 

When  the  disease  first  made  its  appearance  there  were  two  American  vessels 
in  port;  one  of  them  has  since  sailed.  They  have  happily  been  spared,  and  I 
am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  again,  under  this  later  date,  that  no.  case  has  occurred 
in  the  American  community. ,

Alexandria,  Egypt,  June  29,  1865.. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  intelligence  was  received  here  yesterday, 
from  the  Egyptian  explorer,  Baker,  nnder  date  of  Khartum,  May  10,  1865. 
He  reports  that  on  the  14th  day  of  March  of  the  preceding  year,  (that  is,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-four,)  he  discovered  in  north  latitude  1°  14'  a  lake,  of 
which  he  had  been  in  search;  that  he  sailed  in  a  canoe  upon  this  lake  13  days 
to  its  junction  with  the  river  Nile,  in  north  latitude  2°  16';  that  he  then  ascended 
the  river  for  a  distance  not  stated,  until  he  came  to  a  fall  through  a  gap  one 
hundred  and  twenty  feet  higher.  To  the  lake,  which  is  two  hundred  and  sixty 
miles  long,  he  has  given  the  name  of  "  Albert  Nyanza,"  and  he  regards  this  lake, 
and  the  "Victoria  Nyanza,"  of  Captain  Speke,  as  the  two  parents  of  the  Nile. 
He  reports  that  the  lake  *'  Albert  *Nyanza"  receives  the  whole  drainage  of  the 
Mountains  of  the  Moon.  ^ 

The  explorer  is  expected  here  shortly,  and  upon  his  arrival  in  Alexandria 
further  particulars  may  doubtless  be  obtained.         *  *  ♦  *

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  in 
Alexandria,  according  to  the  official  reports  for  each  day  since  my  despatch  No. 
34,  has  been  as  follows : 

27th  June,  two  hundred  and  fourteen ;  28th  June,  two  hundred  and  nine ; 
29th  June,  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven ;  30th  June,  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
foni* ;  Ist  July,  one  hundred  and  ninety-five;  2d  July,  two  hundred  and  twenty - 
eight;  3d  July,  one  hundred  and  seventy-six;  4th  July,  one  hundred  and  eigh- 
Iteen;  5th  July,  one  hundred  and  thirty-two;  6th  July,  one  hundred  and  forty- 
two. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  greatest  mortality  occurred  on  the  second,  when 
the  number  of  deaths  was  228,  but  that  two  davs  afterwards  the  number  was 
reported  118,  nearly  one-half.  This  favorable  change  is  due  to  a  strong  north 
wind  which  has  prevailed  during  the  week,  and  which  it  is  earnestly  hoped  may 
continue.  Moreover,  the  beginning  of  the  rise  of  the  Nile  has  been  reported  by 
telegraph  from  the  upper  country;  a  favorable  effect  is  expected  when  the  wave 
shall  reach  the  Delta,  now  in  about  twelve  days,  by  covering  with  water  the 
low  and  stagnant  places. 

From  the  interior  we  continue  to  hear  the  most  distressing  reports.  At  Cairo 
the  mortality  is  very  great,  as  many  as  four  hundred  and  fifty-seven  deaths  hav- 
ing been  reported  omcially  to  have  occurred  in  a  single  day,  while  private  re- 
ports, perhaps  exaggerated,  estimate  the  deaths  at  twelve  hundred  daily.  At 
Tanta,  at  Zagazig,  at  Damietta,  Rosetta,  and  other  places,  the  deaths  are  fright- 
fully numerous.  At  most  of  these  places  there  ore  no  physicians,  and  the  suf- 
ferers receive  no  assistance. 

It  is  estimated  that  more  than  thirty  thousand  people  have  left  Alexandria 
since  the  malady  appeared  on  the  11th  ultimo.    It  is  ascertained  that  eighteen 
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thousand  passp(Jrt8  have  been  granted ;  If  it  be  asfltuned  that  an  average  of  two 
persons  travel  under  each  passport,  the  number  of  departures  has  been  thirtj- 
Bix  thousand. 

For  three  weeks  after  the  outbreak  of  the  malady,  the  American  community 
was  happily  spared  ;  but  it  fs  my  painful  duty  to  report  »the  death  yesterday 
morning  of  Mr.  A.  0.  Pangelaki,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  by  naturaliza- 
tion. His  father,  I  believe,  was  one  of  the  victims  of  the  massacre  at  Scio  ;  the 
orphan  boy  was  brought  to  the  United  States,  and  I  have  heard  that  he  was 
employed  in  the  Greek  department  at  the  University  press  in  Cambridge,  near 
Boston.  After  several  years'  residence  in  America  he  returned  to  the  East, 
never  forgetting,  however,  his  adopted  nationality.  At  Smyrna,  in  the  year 
1846,  he  published  a  little  book  of  lessons  designed  to  facilitate  the  study  of  the 
English  language  by  foreigners.  For  at  least  ten  years  past  he  has  been  a 
.resident  of  Alexandria,  where  his  mild  manners  and  blameless  character  have 
contrasted  him  favorably  with  some  others  of  the  same  nativity  who  have  sought 
to  live  here  under  the  American  flag.  His  age  was  fifty.  I  should  mention  that 
it  is  said  by  the  physicians  that  the  disease  of  which  he  died  was  congestion  of 
the  brain,  not  cholera ;  but  as  I  met  him  in  perfect  health  thirty-six  hours  before 
the  sudden  illness  which  in  two  days  more  ended  with  his  death,  I  am  still 
inclined  to  regard  him  one  of  the  victims  of  the  existing  unhealthy  state  of  the 
atmosphere. 

The  present  is  the  sixth  time  Egypt  has  been  visited  by  cholera,  renewing  in 
destructiveness  the  mortality  of  the  ancient  plague.  The  .first  outbreak  of  the 
cholera  was  in  1831,  the  next  in  1838,  the  third  in  1848,  the  fourth  in  1850, 
the  fifth  in  1855  ;  the  period  of  exemption  has  never  exceeded  ten  yeare,  the 
term  between  the  preceding  and  the  present  visitation. 

It  will  readily  be  understood  that  in  times  like  these  no  festivity  was  appro- 
priate on  the  fourth  of  July ;  but  I  may  report  that  on  that  day  their  excel- 
lencies Cherif  Pacha,  minister  of  foreign  attars,  and  Mourad  Pacha,  governor 
of  Alexandria,  notwithstanding  their  severe  duties  and  anxieties,  did  not  fail  to 
visit  me  officially,  and  offered  their  congratulations  on  the  happy  recurrence  of 
our  national  anniversary,  and  their  best  wishes  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Union. 
But  one  American  vessel  remains  in  port,  and  she  clears  to-morrow  for  England.

Sir  :  I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  since  my  last  despatch  the  mor- 
tality at  this  place  has  continued  to  diminish  daily ;  the  number  of  deaths  from 
cholera  reported  yesterday  was  only  eighteen ;  and  there  have  been  none  in  the 
American  community  since  the  two  previously  mentioned. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cholera  in  Alexandria  since  the  outbreak  of  the 
maladVf  until  yesterday,  inclusive — a  period  of  thirty-seven  days — according  to 
the  official  bulletins,  has  been  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty- one.  The 
number  of  deaths,  from  other  diseases  in  the  same  period,  has  been  one  thpusand 
three  hundred  and  sixty-nine.  The  aggregate  mortality  within  this  period  ac- 
cordingly has  been  five  thousand  three  hundred.  The  population  of  Alexandria 
may  be  estimated  at  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand. 

In  Cairo  the  malady  did  not  declare  itself  until  eight  days  after  its  appear- 
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ance  at  Alexandria.  The  number  of  deaths  at  that  place  to  tlie  17th  instant, 
inclusive,  a  period  of  twenty-eight  days,  according  to  the  official  bulletins,  has 
been  the  following  :  From  cholera,  &ve  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-nine ; 
from  other  diseases,  two  thousand  three  hundred ;  total,  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  and  forty-nine.  The  population  at  Cairo  may  be  estimated  at  four 
hundred  thousand. 

In  Damietta,  a  place  with  a  population  of  about  forty  thousand,  the  number 
of  deaths  from  cholera  between  the  26th  of  June  and  9th  of  July,  inclusive,  a 
period  o^fourteen  days,  was  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five ;  and  in 
the  same  period  one  hundred  and  three  deaths  from  other  diseases  were  reported. 

Similar  reports  are  received  from  many  other  places  in  lower  and  middle 
Egypt,  but  there  have  been  very  few  cases  at  Suez,  and  none,  it  is  believed,  in 
upper  Egypt. 

The  mortality  obtained  its  maximum  in  Alexandria,  on  the  3d  instant,  when 
the  number  of  deaths  reported  from  cholera  was  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight ; 
in  Cairo  on  \he  14th,  when  the  number  was  four  hundred  and  fifty-seven;  in  Da- 
mietta on  the  5th,  when  the  number  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-two,  a  rate  of 
mortality  which,  had  it  continued,  would  have  wiped  that  town  out  of  existence  in 
eight  months.  Since  these  dates,  happily,  the  amelioration  has  been  constant 
and  rapid. 

The  depth  of  water  in  the  Nile  was  officially  reported  on  the  10th  instant  to 
be  eight  pies  and  nine  kerats.  It  had  not  been  so  low  at  the  same  date  for  four 
years  certainly,  and  I  believe  for  a  much  longer  period.  It  has  gained  nearly 
two  kerats  each  day  since  that  date,  or  about  eight  inches  in  the  space  of  a  week. 
These  measurements  are  made  at  the  Nileometer  near  Cairo. 

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  tables  showing  the  mortality,  according  to  the 
official  bulletins,  for  every  day  since  the  outbreak  of  the  malady,  both  at 
Alexandria  and  Cairo,  and  a  portion  of  a  similar  table  for  Damietta.  It  may 
be  interesting  to  trace  the  progress  of  the  disease  at  each  of  these  places.  In 
these  tables  the  deaths  are  set  down  against  the  date  when  they  were  reported ; 
in  my  previous  despatches  I  have  mentioned  the  same  numbers  with  dates  a  day 
earlier.  In  point  of  fact,  I  believe  the  official  bulletin  each  day  includes  the 
morning  of  me  same  day  with  the  afternoon  of  the  preoediug  day,  and  the  night 
between.

Sir  :  I  have  the  gratification  to  report  that  the  cholera  has  almost  entirely 
disappeared  from  those  parts  of  Egypt  in  which  it  has  lately  prevailed.  For 
several  days  past  no  deaths  from  the  disease  have  been  reported  in  Alexandria, 
and  by  the  latest  daily  report  received,  the  number  at  Cairo  was  only  five. 
From  the  villages  the  reports  are  equally  favorable.  There  are,  however,  un- 
happily, rumors  of  the  outbreak  of  ^e  malady  in  upper»Egypt  which  had  pre- 
viously been  exempted.  I  shall  take  an  early  occasion  to  send  you  a  completion 
of  the  tables  of  mortality  enclosed  in  my  last  despatch. 

His  Highness  the  Pacha  returned  to  Alexandria  from  his  sea  voyage,  which 
has  extended  as  far  as  Constantinople,  on  the  3d  instant,  and  proceeded  to  Cairo 
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tLe  same  day.  On  the  3d  instant  also  arrived  in  Egypt  Colonel  Stantm,  tbe 
successor  of  Sir  Robert  Colquhoun,  as  agent  and  consul  general  of  Great 
Britain

No.  41.]  AOENCY  AND  OoNSULATR  GeNE  Al  OP  THE  U.  S.  OF  AMERICA, 

Alexandria^  Egypt,  August  26,  1865. 
Sir  :  Nine  hundred  negroes  from  the  Soudan  or  upper  country  of  Egypt, 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Pacha,  are  expected  shortly  to  arrive  at  Alexandria 
to  be  embarked  in  French  transports  for  Mexico  to  relieve  the  contingent  ftir- 
tively  sent  out  in  the  month  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
three.  I  must  give  the  Pacha  credit  for  putting  me  in  possession  of  full  and 
early  information  on  the  subject  in  the  most  frank  possible  manner.  On  this 
occasion,  at  least,  there  is  nothing  clandestinely  about  the  proceeding.  I  told 
him  that  I  regretted  to  hear  of  the  movement,  and  wished,  at  least,  that  it 
might  be  delayed.  He  said  that  it  was  simply  the  execution  of  an  agreement 
made  between  his  predecessor,  Said  Pacha,  and  the  Emperor  of  the  French, 
three  years  ago ;  that  the  number  of  soldiers  in  service  would  not  be  increased 
by  a  single  unit;  that  the  number  was  inconsiderable,  being  only  one  battalion, 
or  the  fourth  part  of  a  regiment,  and  not  exceeding  nine  hundred  in  all,  officers 
included.  He  gave  me  the  most  positive  assurance  that  it  is  not  proposed  to 
increase  this  number.  The  Pacha  then  fell  into  a  line  of  conversation,  which, 
especially  as  he  expressed  a  wish  that  it  might  be  regarded  as  confidential,  it 
is  not  necessary  to  report  in  detail,  more  than  to  say  that  he  expressed  to  me 
no  interest,  wish  or  expectation  to  see  the  successful  establishment  of  an  empire 
in  Mexico  under  French  auspices.  He  ridiculed  the  small  effective  results 
reached  by  the  French  in  their  efforts  at  colonization  everywhere,  and  pointed 
with  some  pride  to  the  small  number  of  troops  with  which  he  keeps  order  in 
his  own  dominions  compared  to  the  great  number  of  French  troops  always  in 
service  in  Algeria,  citing  the  recent  pamphlet  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French 
for  proof  that,  after  all,  that  country  is  not  well  governed.  He  regards  the 
sending  out  of  this  relief  corps  as  a  necessary  act  of  humanity  to  the  Egyptian 
negroes  who  are  now  in  Mexico,  while  he  thinks  that  he  cannot  in  good  faith 
escape  the  maintenance  of  a  small  force  there  in  respect  of  the  engagements 
.  entered  into  by  his  predecessor;  The  whole  cost  of  the  movement,  which  is 
*4,enortnous,**  is  paid  by  the  French  government.  The  Pacha  made  this  point 
with  emphasis,  using  the  word  "  enormous"  (or  rather,  its  French  equivfdent) 
no  less  than  three  times,  and  betrayed  evident  satisfaction  that  the  expenses  do 
not  come  out  of  his  own  purse. 

The  circumstances  of  the  original  movement  are  described  in  the  despatch  of 
my  predecessor  No.  27,  under  date  of  January  18, 1865.  Mr.  Thayer  addressed 
most  energetic  remonstrances  to  Said  Pacha,  and  to  his  minister,  and  obtained  a 
positive  assurance  that  the  number  of  the  contingent  should  not  be  increased. 
{Said  Pacha  was  then  actually  on  his  death  bed,  and  his  demise  is  reported  in 
\  the  same  despatch.  Of  one  ground  of  remonstrance  to  the  movement  suggested 
by  Mr.  Thayer,  namely,  the  violation  it  implies  of  the  suzeranity  of  the  Porte, 
it  may  be  remarked,  in  addition  to  the  factf  that  it  has  heretofore  proved  futile, 
and  to  other  reasons  which  exist  for  not  pressing  it  at  this  time,  that  as  the 
Pacha  has  just  returned  from  Constantinople,  it  may  not  be  improbable  that  he 
has  prepared  himself  with  the  necessary  permission. 
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In  the  course  of  the  conyersation  the  Pacha  told  me  that  the  Egyptian  army- 
list  numbered  about  twenty  thousand,  of  whom,  as  I  understood,  about  eight 
thousand  are  in  actiye  seryice  in  yarious  parts  of  the  country.  From  other 
sources  I  haye  learned  that  the  mortality  in  the  army,  from  cholera,  has  been 
frightful.  The  Pacha,  howeyer,  remarked  that  only  one  of  his  negroes  had  died 
from  yellow  feyer  in  Mexico,  saying  that  it  appeared  that  the  negi-o  constitution 
was  proof  against  such  maladies.  I  hinted  to  him  that  if  he  can  spare  a  few 
htmdred  soldiers  peculiarly  fit  for  seryice  in  Mexico,  the  United  States  haye 
lately  had  under  arms  more  than  otie  hundred  thousand  of  the  same  race.  These  j 
men  would  be,  in  like  manner,  peculiarly  fit  for  seryice  in  E^pt  if  the  yicious  / 
principle  of  interference  which  supports  the  empire  in  Mexico,  to  which  the  Pa-  i 
cha  lends  his  soldiers,  should  at  any  time  be  retaliated  by  us.  Hitherto  we 
haye  practiced  the  contrary  principle,  and  have  expected  other  governments  to 
respect  it,  at  least  so  far  as  America  is  concerned ;  and,  without  intervening  our- 
selves in  Oriental  politics,  "  what  the  Pacha  has  done  in  Mexico  at  the  request 
of  another  power,  tne  United  States  might  do  in  Egypt  at  the  request  of  some 
friendly  power." 

These  and  other  arguments,  of  course,  might  be  pressed  upon  the  Egyptian 
government,  to  prevent  the  departure  of  the  relief.     What  I  have  already  said 
to  the  Pacha  will  serve  very  well  as  a  foundation  for  any  formal  communication 
in  the  way  of  an  objection  or  protest  that  you  may  think  advisable  to  instrnot 
me  to  make;  or,  in  case  it  is  deemed  best  to  let  the  matter  rest  without  further 
remark,  I  think  you  need  not  hesitate  to  believe  that,  while  the  Pacha  cannot 
very  readily  get  rid  of  the  subsisting  engagement  made  by  his  predecessor,  he 
has  wit  enough  of  his  own  to  see  that  his  sending  troops  to  America,  howeyer  \ 
inconsiderable  in  number,  is  a  thing  not  particularly  agreeable  to  the  people  of   \ 
the  United  States,  and  that  it  would  be  very  foolish  for  him  to  do  anything    1 
more  that  might  have  the  effect  to  provoke  an  intervention  of  the  United  States     ' 
against  him  in  some  possible  turn  of  Egyptian  affairs. 

No  doubt  you  will  regard  the  sending  of  this  relief  from  Egjppt,  in  connexion 
with  the  recruiting  in  Europe  for  the  Belgian  and  Austrian  legions  for  seryice 
in  Mexico,  the  renewal  of  the  French  forces  there,  and  other  matters,  of  the 
views  of  the  government  with  regard  to  which  I  am  not  apprised. 

My  audience  with  the  Pacha  took  place  at  Cairo  yesterday,  and  the  overland 
mail  which  must  take  forward  this  despatch  is  already  announced.  But,  unless 
upon  reflection  (for  which  as  yet  I  have  had  little  time)  I  should  conclude  to 
make  a  formal  representation  in  writing  to  the  Egyptian  government,  addressed 
to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  I  shall  content  myself  for  the  present  with  the 
general  remarks  I  have  already  made  verbally  to  the  Piacha,  awaiting  your 
further  instructions. 

Although  the  arrival  of  the  negroes  from  the  upper  county  may  be  expected 
at  any  time,  everything  moves  so  slowly  in  Egypt  that  it  would  not  be  at  all 
surprising  if  it  were  to  be  considerably  delayed. 

1  have  taken  advantage  of  the  depirture  of  one  of  the  American  missionaries 
for  the  upper  country  to  arrange  for  timely  confidential  information  of  their 
coming. 

I  believe  nothing  is  known  of  the  matter  in  general  circles  here.  It  had  not 
been  mentioned  to  me  by  any  of  my  colleagues. 

I  was  gratified  on  the  19th  instant  by  the  receipt  of  your  instruction  No.  10, 
of  July  24th.

^SiR:  Your  despatch  of  August  26,  No.  41,  has  been  received*  It  announces 
that  nine  hundrea  negroes  from  the  upper  country  of  Egypt,  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Pacha,  are  expected  shortly  to  arrive  at  Alexaudria,  to  be  embarked 
in  French  transports  for  Mexico,  to  relieve  the  contingent  which  was  sent  out 
\  In  January,  1863.  The  latter  proceediDg,  as  you  are  aw8g*e,  excited  much 
comment  at  the  time;  but  it  passed  unnoticed  by  this  government,  which  was 
then  seriously  occupied  with  a  peculiar  oondition  of  merely  domestic  affairn,  and 
with  the  foreign  emharrassments  which  gre^  out  of  that  condition.  Since  then 
the  United  States  have  abolished  slavery.  The  attention  of  Congress,  as  well 
as  that  of  the  executive  department  and  of  the  countiy,  has  been  very  steadily 
fixed  upon  the  course  of  events  in  Mexico,  which,  I  need  not  say,  form  a  sub- 
ject of  serious  concern  with  regard  to  the  safety  of  the  free  republican  institu- 
tions of  this  country,  an  object  with  which  we  are  accustomed  to  connect  the 
desired  ultimate  consequence  of  the  abolition  of  every  form  of  compulsory  civil 
or  military  servitude  m  this  hemisphere. 

You  are  instructed  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Pacha's  minis- 
ter for  foreign  affairs,  and  to  state  to  him  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  government, 
'-^  the  renewal  of  the  transaction  alluded  to  could  not  be  regarded  with  favor,  or 
even  without  deep  anxiety,  by  the  people  of  the  United  States.  It  will  be 
proper  for  you  to  inform  the  minister  that  I  have  written  upon  the  subject,  in 
the  same  sense  herein  adopted,  to  the  diplomatic  agents  of  the  United  States 
residing  respectively  at  Paris  and  Constantinople.

No.  44.]      Agency  and  Consulate  General  of  the  U.  S.  of  America* 

Alexandria,  Egypt y  October  27,  1865. 
Sir:  I  received  on  the  19th  instant  your  No.  13,  under  date  of  21st  Septem- 
ber, and  lost  no  time  in  writing  to  the  minister  of  foreign  a£fair8,  who  is  now  in 
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Cairo,  in  the  exact  sense  of  your  instruction.  No  answer  has  yet  been  received ; 
but  this  is  not  remarkable,  for  the  minister  would  naturally  take  the  instruction 
to  the  Pacha,  who  has  been  making  an  excursion  on  the  Nile  so  far  as  Minieh, 
from  which  he  did  not  return  to  Cairo  until  the  morning  of  the  25th. 

Colonel  Stanton,  the  British  agent  and  consul  general,  to  whom  I  had  com- 
municated the  substance  of  my  information  at  the  end  of  August,  and  who  had 
transmitted  it  to  his  government,  called  on  me  on  the  20th  instant  (that  is,  the  j 
day  after  I  had  received  your  instruction)  and  informed  me  that  he  had  the  in- 
structions of  his  government  to  remonstrate  against  any  forcible  and  compulsory/ 
deportation  of  Nubians  from  Egypt  to  serve  under  the  French  flag  in  Mexico.  | 
I  believe  these  are  the  exact  words  of  his  instruction. 

I  may  mention  that  the  British  hold  the  Egyptian  authorities  to  a  very  exact 
fulfilment  of  their  promises  for  the  abolition  of  slavery.  It  is  certain  that 
slavery  still  exists  in  Egypt;  but  any  slave  who  can  manage  to  get  before  the 
British  consul  is  sent  with  the  dragoman  of  the  consulate  to  the  local  court 
where  his  free  papers  are  demanded  and  are  accorded.  In  this  way  Mr.  Reade, 
British  consul  at  Cairo,  and  Mr.  Stanley,  British  consul  at  Alexandria,  have 
secored  the  manumission  of  at  least  twenty  each  (probably  a  larger  number) 
since  I  have  been  here.  In  one  instance  it  was  a  slave  woman  who  had  escaped 
from  a  Pacha's  harem,  and  fled  to  Mr.  Beade's  house.  Her  master  followed 
and  tried  to  persuade  her  to  return..  She  was  firm,  and  he  was  obliged  to  give 
her  up,  although,  no  doubt,  she  had  cost  him  a  large  sum.  Mr.  Stan1ey^  within 
a  fortnight,  has  secured  the  freedom,  in  a  similar  manner,  for  two  or  three  people 
escaped  from  the  service  of  a  high  officer  in  the  Egyptian  navy. 

It  has,  no  doubt,  occurred  to  Colonel  Stanton,  and  the  suggestion,  no  doubt, 
would  be  approved  by  Lord  Russell,  that  the  same  principles  which  led  Great 
Britain  to  object  to  forced  labor  on  the  Suez  canal,  and  to  involuntary  domestic 
servitude  in  Egypt,  apply  to  compul&ory  military  drafts  here  for  service  in 
Mexico. 

Soon  after  my  despatch  No.  41  was  forwarded,  one  of  the  local  papers  here 
reproduced,  in  Italian,  a  letter,  probably  from  the  Independence  Beige,  connect- 
ing Nubra  Pacha's  visit  to  Paris  with  this  business.  It  was  stated  in  this  letter 
that  the  Egyptian  government  would  place  several  regiments  at  the  disposal  of 
France  to  re-enforce  the  army  of  occupation  in  Mexico,  and  that  the  question  ol 
money  was  all  that  remained  to  be  settled  between  the  Egyptian  and  French 
governments^ 

The  French  local  paper  printed  the  day  before  yesterday  some  extracts  from 
a  paper,  by  the  Count  de  K^ratry,  in  the  Revue  des  Deux  Mondes,  extolling 
the  good  service  of  the  Egyptian  troops  in  Mexico. 

Meanwhile  there  is  no  intelligence  of  the  coming  of  the  negroes.  A  consid- 
erable body  of  Egyptian  troops,  perhaps  as  many  as  four  or  five  thousand,  have 
just  come  to  Alexandria,  and  are  quartered  in  the  .barracks  at  Ras-el-tin.  These, 
nowever,  are  not  negroes ;  a  considerable  portion  of  them  are  new  recruits,  and 
it  is  said  they  are  brought  here  for  pui-poses  of  drill. 

A  detachment  of  French  soldiers,  from  Cochin  China,  has  also  just  arrived 
from  Suez  at  Alexandria,  and  is  said  to  be  waiting  the  arrival  of  transports  to 
take  them  back  to  France.  Meanwhile  they  are  quartered  on  board  the  hospi- 
tal ship,  which  is  the  only  French  government  vessel  now  in  this  harbor. 

Three  Austrian  men-of-war  lately  arrived  and  still  remain  in  the  harbor. 

I  shall  keep  this  despatch  open  until  the  latest  moment  before  the  departure 
of  the  mail  packet,  in  order  to  be  able  to  send  any  additional  information  which 
I  may  be  able  to  obtain.

I  have  as  yet  no  answer  from  the  minister  of  foreign  affiurs,  and  the  position  of 
things  at  the  barracks  of  Bas-el-tin  and  in  the  harbor,  according  to  reports  re- 
ceived this  morning,  is  not  changed.

Alexandria,  Egypt,  November  13,  1865. 

Sir:  Althongh  I  have  not  yet  received  a  formal  answer  from  the  minister 
for  foreign  affairs,  there  is  no  room  to  doabt  that  the  proposed  deportation  of 
negroes  from  Egypt  for  military  service  in  Mexico  has  been  abandoned;  and 
there  is  evensomereason  to  believe  that  the  trouble  in  the  Soadan,  wliich  has  been 
assigned  in  Paris  as  a  reason  for  the  abandoSmenl  oFSTe  expeclition,  was  caused, 
if  not  wholly,  at  least  in  part,  by  the  detestation  entertained  by  the  people,  and 
especially  among  the  men  enroUed  for  military  duty,  for  the  distant  service  to 
which  it  was  feared  they  were  to  be  sent.  His  Highness  the  Pacha  has  not  re- 
turned to  Cairo,  and  has  not  remained  in  any  one  place  more  than  one  or  two 
days  since  the  date  of  my  last  despatch,  and  I  must  wait  quite  unwillingly,  but 
probably  not  longer  than  the  next  post,  before  I  can  complete  my  report  on 
this  subject  •

Cairo,  Egypt,  November  18,  1865. 

Sir  :  On  the  16th  instant  I  called  on  his  excellency,  Cherif  Pacha,  minister 
for  foreign  affairs,  having  come  from  Alexandria  for  the  purpose  on  thS  prece- 
ding evening. 

The  minister  courteously  made  excuses  for  his  delay  in  answering  my  note  of 
l^Oth  October,  in  which  I  had  communicated  to  him  tne  observations  contained 
in  your  instniction  to  me,  No.  13,  of  the  21st  September.  He  told  me  that  he 
was  ready  to  give  me  ap  answer  that  would  be  in  all  respects  satisfactory  to  my 
government. 

I  said  that  I  was  glad  to  hear  this,  and  that  if  he  could  conveniently  send  me 
his  answer  that  day  or  the  next,  I  could  communicate  its  substance  by  telegraoh 
to  Queenstown,  in  season  to  reach  you,  to  be  laid  before  the  President  before  toe 
opening  of  Congress.     He  said  that  he  would  do  so. 

We  then  dropped  into  a  less  formal  conversation,  when  Jjyas  surprised  to 
learn  that  the  Egyptian  government  had  nftt  fl^^n^^i'^  ^^  ^vpn  flr.arrft1y  ffP*- 
pendedlhe  proposed  expedition  of  negroea  ia  Mexico.  The  minister  expected 
that  you  would  be  entirely  satisfied  to  have  the  expedition  go  on,  if  you  were 
assured  that  the  number  of  the  force  now  in  Mexico  would  not  be  increased*  and

that  the  soldiers  were  not  slaves ;  and  such  was  the  substance  of  the  formal  an- 
swer he  was  about  to  send  me. 

As  regards  the  first  part  of  this  answer,  nothing  else  was  dver  proposed,  ^nd 
I  told  the  minister  that  you  could  not  have  understood  that  anytning  else  waa 

Proposed.  His  Highness  had  very  clearly  explained  to  me  that  the  nine  hun- 
red  negroes  were  to  be  embarked  to  relieve  the  contingent  sent  out  in  January, 
1863 ;  that  I  reported  the  proposition  exactly  in  those  words,  although  it  was 
observed  that  nine  hundred  was  the  number  given  to  me,  while  four  htindred  and 
fifty  was  the  number  stated  to  Mr.  Thayer  in  1863,  and  reported  by  him.  No 
remarks  had  been  made  even  upon  this  discrepancy.  I  spoke  of  the  expedition 
in  my  despatch  as  a  relief;  you  began  your  instruction  by  rehearsing  the  words 
of  my  despatch  in  the  usual  manner,  and  that  your  observations  must  be  taken 
as  based  upon  the  distinct  understanding  that  it  was  proposed  to  send  out  the  ne- 
groes to  relieve  the  contingent  already  in  service, 

The  minister  seemed  to  take  it  for  granted  that  the  compulsory  service  of  the 
negroes  not  only  formed  the  whole  obiection  to  the  affair  in  the  eyes  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  United  States,  but  that  if  that  objection  were  removed  by  assurances 
on  his  part  they  would  be  entirely  satisfied  to  see  the  expedition  ^  forward. 

I  told  the  minister  that  I  knew  nothing  of  personal  knowledge  of  the  cirJum- 
stances  of  the  embarcation  of  1863,  but  I  knew  how  it  was  described  by  Mr. 
Thayer,  and  what  was  the  general  opinion  not  only  in  the  United  States  but  in 
Alexandria,  where  (he  story  of  those  days  iu  January,  1863,  when  no  black 
boas  (door-keeper)  could  be  persuaded  to  open  a  door  at  night  for  fear  of  being 
crimped,  and  when  many  black  servants  ran  away  to  hide  for  a  week  in  the 
desert,  while  the  embarcation  for  Mexico  was  going  on,  was  still  familiar  in  many 
households ;  and  I  had  supposed  that  there  was  no  doubt  of  the  furtive  and  so- 
oret  character  of  the  proceeding. 

With  regard  to  this  last  remark,  the  minister  said,  no  doubt,  the  embarcation 
in  l£63  was  sudden  and  secret,  but  this  was  for  a  political  reason,  namely,  that 
it  was  necessary  to  keep  the  thing  from  the  knowledge  of  the  Porte  until  it  was 
all  over ;  as  the  whole  proceeding  at  that  time  was  against  the  Sultan's  will,  it 
was  arranged  to  have  it  finished  before  his  remonstrance  could  arrive. 

To  conclude  the  conversation,  however,  I  told  the  minister  that  his  Highness 
had  said  to  me  expressly  that  he  should  not  send  the  negroes  except  for  the  en- 
gagement of  his  predecessor  to  the  Emperor  of  the  French  ;  that  appreciating  the 
position  of  his  Highness,  you  had  addressed  your  observations  to  the  govern- 
ments at  Paris  and  Constantinople  as  well  as  to  his  own,  and  that  I  knew  that 
the  French  government  had  been  good  enough,  while  assigning  a  special  reason 
and  reserving  its  general  abstract  right,  to  giv^  up  the  affair  on  its  part,  after  re- 
ceiving your  observations,  and  that  I  should  be  sorry  if  the  Egyptian  govern- 
ment, aner  receiving  the  same  observations,  found  no  reason  to  change  the  course 
that  had  formerly  been  proposed.  I  added  that  the  announcement  made  by  Mr. 
Drouyn  de  Lhuys  to  Mr.  Bigelow  to  this  effect  was  made  independently  of  the 
matter  of  compulsory  service,  which  had  not  been  discussed  between  them  until 
after  this  previous  point  had  been  disposed  of,  and  then  only  as  a  matter  of  ab- 
stract interest ;  that  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  had  expressly  told  Mr.  Bigelow  that 
the  inquiries  he  proposed  to  set  on  foot  here  with  regard  to  the  nature  of  the 
service  in  the  Egyptian  army  were  to  satisfy  himself,  and  not  as  a  matter  of  offi- 
cial concern  to  his  government. 

Cherif  Pacha  said  this  put  an  entirely  new  face  on  the  affair,  and  could  scarcely 
credit  the  accuracy  of  my  information.  To  satisfy  him  I  sent  to  my  hotel  for 
the  copy  which  Mr.  Bigelow  had  kindly  transmitted  to  me  of  his  despatch  to  vou. 
No.  186,  reporting  his  interview  with  the  French  minister.  I  read  to  Cherif 
Pacha  the  principal  parts  of  this  despatch,  and  afterwards,  at  his  request,  fuv- 
nished  him  with  a  translation  into  French. 

In  sending  to  Cherif  Pacha  this  translation,  I  wrote  a  note  to  expr^s  whatw«0 
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already  anderstood  between  us,  namely,  tbat  tbis  was  not  precisely  an  official 
communication  ;  tbat  I  was  waiting  bis  answer  to  my  official  note  of  tbe  20di 
October^  and  tbat  meanwbile  I  was  willing  to  add  to  bis  information  upon  the 
subject.  I  begged  bis  particular  attention  to  tbe  fact  tbat  tbe  note  of  tbe  20th 
October  conveyed  your  observations  upon  understanding  tbat  tbe  proposed  ei- 
i  pedition  of  negroes  to  Mexico,  wa^  to  replace  tbe  contingent  now  in  service  there. 
j  I  said  tbat  whatever  reason  might  be  assigned,  tbe  thing  needed  to  tranmiillize 
J  public  opinion  in  tbe  United  States  would  be  to  bear  tbat  bis  Highness  bad  been 
'  good  enough  to  declare  that  he  did  not  intend  to  renew  the  expedition  of  Egyp- 
tian soldiers  to  Mexico  ;  that  a  replacement  would  be  considered  as  a  renewal; 
tbat  if  he  liked  to  make  a  reserve  of  his  rights  in  tbe  manner  pursued  by  the 
French  minister,  in  saying  that  tbe  proposed  expedition  was  not  abandoned,  but 
tbat  in  effect  it  would  not  take  place  on  account  of  domestic  reasons,  I  should 
be  satisfied  with  this,  but  tbat  of  course  a  defiuitive  abandonment  would  give 
us  great  pleasure ;  tbat  I  believed  France  would  make  no  objection  to  it ;  among 
our  people  in  America  it  would  be  regarded  as  a  new  proof  of  tbe  friendship  of 
bis  Highness,  and  everywhere  in  the  world  it  would  be  regarded  as  a  proof  of  hia 
noble  wisdom^  tbe  interests  of  humanity,  since,  without  giving  to  tbe  service  of 
the  (Egyptian  negroes  in  Mexico  the  name  of  "  slavery,"  it  must  be  admitted 
would  not  be  an  agreeable  thing  for  tbe  soldiers,  as  bis  Highness  himself  bad  told 
me  with  all  possible  frankness  when  expressing  his  anxiety  to  replace  tbe  men 
now  in  tbat  service  by  others. 

The  substance  of  tbe  preceding  paragraph,  and  nearly  in  tbe  equivalent  words 
in  French,  was  written  and  sent  to  tbe  minister,  you  will  understand,  with  the 
view  of  influencing  his  answer  to  tbe  note  of  the  20th  October.  He  kept  my 
messenger  waiting  a  short  time,  however,  and  sent  back  by  him  bis  formal  an- 
Bwer  to  tbat  note,  a  translation  of  which  answer  is  hereto  appended  and  marked  A. 

As  this  formal  answer  to  your  observations  will  of  course  attract  your  partic- 
ular attention,  I  make  no  remark  upon  it. 

At  tbe  same  time  tbe  messenger  brought  back  a  less  formal  note  from  the 
minister,  in  which  be  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  my  last  note,  saying  that  for 
tbe  present  he  could  only  refer  me  to  our  conversation  of  tbe  morning,  repeating 
that  it  gave  the  subject  a  new  phase,  of  which  tbe  Egyptian  government  re- 
served for  itself  tbe  examination,  and  tbat  meanwbile  be  nastened  to  send  me 
his  official  answer  to  your  observations. 

I  believe  that  I  have  faitbftiUy  represented  these  communications,  but  for  your 
greater  assurance  I  transmit  herewith,  marked  B,  0,  D,  and  E,  copies  of  the 
originals  of  everything  tbat  has  passed  in  writing,  beginning  with  my  note  of  the 
20tb  October,  in  which  I  endeavored  to  give  exactly  the  sense  of  your  observa- 
tions, continuing  with  tbe  minister's  official  answer,  (of  which  tbe  translation  is 
tbe  piece  marked  A,)  and  concluding  with  our  less  formal  correspondence  of  the 
16tb  instant,  already  described. 

Tbe  telegraph  wure  between  Alexandria  and  Malta  bad  just  broken ;  but  the 
steam  packet  to  the  latter  port  leaves  to-morrow,  takes  forward  to  Mr.  Bigelow, 
in  Paris,  a  telegraphic  message  to  tbe  effect  tbat  tbe  Egyptian  government  say 
the  insurrection  is  suppressed,  and  tbat  tbe  expedition  of  negroes  may  go  for- 
ward.    I  have  also  written  to  him  fully. 

A  French  transport  has  arrived  in  the  harbor  ot  Alexandria  with  troops  for 
Gocbin-China,  who  have  been  disembarked  and  have  taken  tbe  railway  for  Suez. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  the  compulsory  service  of  the  soldiers  in  the 
Egyptian  army,  and  especially  tbat  of  the  blacks  from  tbe  upper  country,  I 
hardly  know  what  I  may  say  with  propriety  in  an  official  communication.  I 
have  reason  to  believe  that  Mr.  Outrey,  the  agent  and  consul  general  here  of 
France,  was  annoyed  at  being  called  upon  by  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lbuys  to  make 
a  report  upon  this  subject.  Even  to  an  entirely  disinterested  observer  it  might 
be  difficult,  in  a  country  where  tbe  civil  government  is  absolute,  to  distinguish 
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between  compulsory  service  in  the  army  and  military  service  everywhere  ;  to 
distinguish  between  a  levy  in  the  Soudan  and  the  conscription  in  France.  It 
would  remain  to  weigh  the  evidence  in  such  cases  as  are  reported  to  have  oc- 
curred in  filling  the  number  of  the  contingent  at  Alexandria  in  January,  1863. 
If  the  object  desired  is  merely  to  satisfy  the  4)rivate  judgment  of  a  candid 
observer,  something  might  be  learned  from  the  various  books  of  modem  travel 
in  Egypt.  The  difficulties  which  embarrass  the  subject  when  approached  as  a 
matter  of  discussion  among  governments  are  illustrated  by  the  fact — ^reported 
in  my  last  despatch  but  one — of  the  frequent  release  of  negroes  from  slavery 
in  Egypt  by  the  interposition  of  the  good  offices  of  the  British  consulates.  The 
Egyptian  government  may  point  to  these  instances  as  so  many  proofs  in  sup- 
port of  the  assertion  proudly  made  in  the  minister's  answer  to  your  observa- 
tions, "  Slavery  no  longer  exists  in  Egypt;"  for  whenever  the  consulates  bring 
forward  an  instance  of  the  contrary,  the  man  is  immediately  freed.  Others 
would  perhaps  Regard  these  instances  as  disproving  the  proposition  insisted  on, 
or  at  least  as  illustrating  that  it  is  not  of  universal  application. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  collect  the  most  authentic  and  also  the  most  available 
testimony  within  my  reach,  without  loss  of  time,  but  should  be  glad  of  your 
instructions  as  to  the  manner  and  degree  in  which  it  may  be  advisable  to  push 
inquiries.

Monsieur  V  Agent  et  Consul  Qeniral : 

I  have  gladly  received  the  despatch  which  yon  did  me  the  honor  to  address  me  under  date 
of  the  20th  October  last,  for  the  purpose  of  presentine  in  the  name  of  your  government  the 
observations  suggested  to  it  by  the  expedition  by  his  Highness  of  a  battalion  of  negroes,  oi 
-which  the  departure  has  been  hitherto  delayed  b^  an  insurrection  in  the  Soudan,  now  sup- 
pressed, and  who  are  destined  to  replace  in  Mexico  those  who  were  sent  thither  in  1863. 

If  your  government  had  not  thought  proper  to  make  any  remark  previously  on  this  sub- 
ject, you  say  this  was  because  the  government  was  too  much  occupied  with  internal  affairs, 
snd  also  because  it  had  not  then  decreed  the  abolition  of  slavery.  The  government  of  his 
Highness,  whose  sympathies  for  that  of  the  republic  of  the  United  States  cannot  be  doubted 
for  a  moment,  accordingly  thinks  it  of  the  first  importance  to  give  explanations  to  the  latter, 
-which  I  take  pleasure  in  believing  will  reassure  it  completely  with  regard  to  the  bearing  and 
the  composition  of  the  expedition  in  question.  In  fact,  the  situation  of  1863  has  not  been 
modified;  there  has  been  no  chanfi;e  to  affect  it.  The  Egyptian  government,  at  the  request 
of  a  friendly  power,  thought  itself  competent  to  make  certain  engagements  in  which  its  neu- 
trality did  not  appear  to  be  in  any  way  compromised,  and  in  wnich  it  was  very  far  from 
thinking  that  it  would  ever  incur  the  disapproval  of  the  Umted  States. 

The  French  government,  in  making  a  request  for  the  replacement  of  the  contingent  now 
in  service  bv  a  new  battalion,  of  which  the  composition  remains  exactly  the  same,  and  hiB 
Highness  the  vicerpy,  in  ajapreemg  to  the  request,  do  but  obey  the  laws  of  the  simplest  hu- 
manity. It  is  three  years,  in  fact,  that  these  men  have  been  living  far  from  their  country, 
where  most  of  them  have  left  their  wives  and  children ;  home-sickness  (la  nostalgie)  has 
made  more  gaps  in  their  ranks  thsm  the  climate  or  the  fire  of  the  enemy.  In  all  countries  of 
the  world  such  considerations  are  thought  worthy  of  regard,  and  the  Egyptian  government 
would  have  had  a  bad  appearance  not  to  accept  their  significance.  Moreover,  it  would  have 
been  very  difficult,  not  to  say  impossible,  to  escape  the  conse(}uence  of  an  agreement  which 
put  at  the  disposal  of  the  French  expedition  to  Mexico  a  certain  number  of  men,  strong  and 
well-fitted  for  military  service.  The  honor  of  the  flag,  and  the  respect  due  to  its  engagements 
then,  united  in  requiring  that  the  government  of  his  Highness  should  receive  with  favor  a  re- 
quest which  had  in  its  eyes  the  advantage  of  restoring,  not  only  to  their  native  country,  but 
to  their  separate  homos,  a  certain  number  of  these  men,  who  were  chosen  originally  from  the 
soldiers  of  the  garrisons  of  Cairo  and  Alexandria,  and  who  had  a  right  to  their  discharge  by 
reason  of  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  service  due  to  the  state. 
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In  the  material  point  of  view,  then,  we  have  merely  to  deal  with  a  simple  snbstitutton, 
and  there  is,  in  truth,  no  reason  for  anxiety  at  a  sitnation  which  remains  the  same  that  hat 
existed  for  three  years  past. 

In  the  moral  point  of  ylew,  the  ohiection  appears  to  me  still  less  well-fonnded.  It  is 
based  on  the  fact  that,  at  the  date  of  the  first  expedition,  the  United  States  had  not  decreed 
the  abolition  of  slavery.  •  « 

Thq^  in  the  opinion  of  the  cabinet  of  Washington,  the  Egyptian  soldiers  who  inake  pari 
of  the  French  expedition  to  Mexico  are  to  be  regarded  as  slaves,  and  their  stay  there  as  con- 
tradicting the  great  measure  of  humanity  which  has  freed  all  their  brethren  in  America. 

Permit  me,  sir,  to  protest  on  my  side  against  the  expression  of  an  error  so  clear.  Slaverr 
no  longer  exists  in  Egypt.  It  was  abolished  there  lon^  before  it  was  abolished  in  the  United 
States  hy  the  many  sacrifices  and  glorious  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  defenders  of  the  Union. 
The  negroes  in  the  Egyptian  territory  are  subjects  of  his  Highness  by  the  same  title  and  wiA 
the  same  rights  as  the  other  natives  of  the  country.  In  serving  under  our  flag  they  obey  a 
law  of  conscription  equal  for  alL  Regulations  limit  the  period  of  service  due l)y  each  man 
to  thd  country,  and  the  length  of  this  period  is  proportioned  to  the  number  of  the  population. 

This  is  not  all.  In  virtue  of  a  principle  made  applicable  as  long  ago  as  the  reign  of  our 
illustrious  Mehemet  Ali,  all  slaves  enrolled  under  the  flag  become  free  in  full  right. 

The  good  conduct  of  some  of  these  soldiers  since  they  have  been  in  Mexico  has  been 
pointed  out  by  the  general-in-chief  of  the  expedition  to  the  French  government,  which  has 
.  not  hesitated  to  award  to  them  crosses  and  medals  of  honor;  others  have  been  proposed  to 
the  Egyptian  government  by  the  same  general-in-chief  for  similar  distinctions,  and  even  for 
promotion  to  the  grade  of  superior  officers,  and  the  Egyptian  government  has  made  haate  to 
recognize  their  merit. 

I  appeal  to  vourself,  sir,  is  there  a  country  in  the  world  where  soldiers  who  were  merely 
slaves  would  be  treated  with  so  much  regard  and  would  enjoy  so  much  consideration  7 

I  rely,  then,  with  all  confidence  on  your  co-operation  to  make  known  the  details,  to  trans- 
mit these  loyal  explanations  to  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  to  reassure  it  re- 
specting the  true  condition'  of  these  Egyptian  negroes.  I  take  pleasure  in  hoping  that,  be^ 
ter  informed  than  before,  your  government  will  be  good  enough  to  see  nothing  in  this  expe- 
dition but  the  simple  replacement  of  one  battalion  by  another  in  conformity  with  the  terms 
of  an  understanding ;  a  replacement  of  which  the  necessity  is  demanded  by  the  laws  of  hu- 
manity and  the  rules  of  justice ;  at  the  same  time  that  it  is  imposed  upon  his  Highness  by 
the  benevolent  interest  which  he  feels  for  all  his  subjects  without  distinction. 

Be  pleased  to  accept,  sir,  the  assurance  of  my  high  consideration.

Tour  Excellency  :  At  an  audience  which  his  Highness,  accorded  me  on  the  25th  of  Au- 
gust last,  he  was  so  good  as  to  give  me  some  explanations  about  the  circumstances  under 
winch  the  Egyptian  government  proposes  to  send  nine  hundred  negroes  to  Mexico  to  replace 
the  troops  of  the  same  kind  which  were  sent  there  in  the  month  of  January,  1863. 

Having  thereupon  made  report  to  my  government,  without  fiedling  to  set  forth  the  noble 
frankness  withwnich  his  Hignness  expressed  himself  in  giving  me  on  this  subject  all  tfas 
details  without  reserve,  I  have  just  received  instructions  from  my  government. 

I  must  say  to  you  that  the  previous  expedition  in  1863,  although  it  may  have  made  room 
for  many  comments,  was  let  pass  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  of  America  with- 
out remark,  because  it  was  at  that  time  very  much  engaged  with  exceptionally  complicated 
damestic  affairs  and  with  foreign  difficulties.  But  since  that  epoch  the  United  States  have 
abolished  slavery.  Our  attention  .is  steadily  fixed  on  the  course  of  events  in  Mexico,  a  sub- 
ject which  seriously  affects  the  security  of  republican  institutions  on  the  American  continent, 
with  which  we  are  accustomed  to  connect  the  so-much-desired  ulterior  consequences  of  the 
abolition  of  all  compulsory  servitude,  civil  or  military,  in  the  western  hemisphere. 

I  am  therefore  ordered,  Mr.  Minister,  to  bring  the  afifbir  to  your  attention,  and  to  say  to 
you  that,  in  the  opinion  of  my  government,  the  repetition  of  an  expedition  of  Egyptian  ne- 

fToes  to  Mexico  would  not  be  regarded  with  approval,  nor  even  without  profound  inquietode 
y  the  United  States. 

I  must  also  inform  your  excellency  that  instructions  of  the  same  character  have  been  sent 
to  the  diplomatic  representatives  of  the  United  States^at  Paris  and  at  Constantinople. 
I  have  the  honor  to  renew  to  your  excellency  the  assurance  of  mv  high  consideration.

Your  Excellency  :  In  submitting  to  yon  the  translation,  here  enclosed,  of  a  despatch 
from  our  minister  at  Paris,  addressed  to  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  at  Washington,  you 
will  readilj  understand  that  it  is  not  precisely  an  official  communication  that  I  make  to  yon. 

I  await  your  answer  to  my  official  note  of  20th  October,  written  under  special  instructions 
fipom  my  government ;  meantime  I  make  known  to  you  what  has  passed. 

You  wQl  understand  that  I  have  only  made  mention  to  my  government  of  a  new  expedi- 
tion to  replace  the  troops  which  are  already  in  Mexico.  The  despatch  of  the  20th  of  Sep- 
tember, of  which  our  minister  at  Paris  in  the  beginning  of  the  letter  here  enclosed  and  also 
at  the  end  under  No.  1,  was  of  the  same  purport  with  Ibat  addressed  at  the-same  time  to  me, 
and  which  I  communicated  to  you  under  date  of  the  20th  October.  I  pray  you  especially 
to  take  note  of  the  language  of  my  government. 

I  should  ea^  to  you  that,  whatever  may  be  the  reason,  that  which  is  necessary  to  tranquil- 
lize public  opinion  with  us  would  be  to  learn  that  his  Highness  has  been  plecised  to  declare 
that  ne  does  not  intend  to  renew  the  expedition  of  Egyptian  sctldiers  to  Mexico.  A  replacing 
would  be  considered  as  a  renewal.  '  • 

If  you  wish  to  make  a  reserve  in  resjject  of  your  rights  in  the  manner  of  Mr.  Drouyn  de 
Lhuys,  by  saying  that  the  expedition  is  not  abandoned,  but  that  in  effect  it  will  not  take 
place  in  consequence  of  interior  events  in  Egypt,  I  would  be  satisfied,  but  naturally  a  defin- 
itive abandonment  would  give  us  great  pleasure.  France,  as  I  believe,  would  not  make  ob- 
jections ;  with  us  in  America  it  would  be  considered  as  a  fresh  proof  of  the  friendship  of  his 
Highness,  and  by  all  the  world  it  will  be  deemed  a  noble  proof  of  his  wisdom  in  the  inter- 
ests of  humanity. 

Provided  that  the  service  of  Egyptian  negroes  in  Mexico  is  not  slavery,  it  may  be  admit- 
ted that  it  is  not  at  all  agreeable  to  the  soldiers,  as  his  Highness  told  me  with  all  frankness 
possible  in  expressing- to  me  his  wish  to  change  the  men  sent  by  others. 

I  seize  this  occasion  to  renew  to  you  the  assurance  of  my  high  consideration.

Sir  :  The  Ardeche,  French  frigate,  which  brought  hither  French  soldiers  for 
jochin  China,  sailed  out  of  the  harbor  on  the  24th  instant,  having  taken  on  board, 
According  to  all  observations  and  reports,  only  the  French  soldiers  who  had 
breviously  arrived  from  Cochin  China,  and  had  been  received  on  board  the 
Sevres,  as  mentioned  in  mj  despatch  No.  44. 

The  French  soldiers  brought  by  the  Ardeche,  of  which  the  number  is  stated 
as  one  thousand  and  fifteeui  were  embarked  at  Suez  on  the  15th  for  their  deed- 
natton. 

General  de  Marquez,  accredited  by  Maximilian  as  Mexican  envoy  extraordi- 
nary and  minister  plenipotentiary  to  Constantinople,  arrived  at  Alexandria  on 
the  22d  instant,  and  proceeded  to  Cairo,  in  company  with  Mr.  Guiseppe  Gogheb, 
accredited  in  the  same  way  as  Mexican  consul  general  here,  and  also  in  com- 
pany with  Mr.  De  Maya,  the  Spanish  consul  general,  an  old  personal  friend. 
•  I  have  not  previously  mentioned  that,  on  Mr.  Gogheb's  hoisting  his  flag  here, 
on  the  2d  instant,  he  sent  to  me,  as  well  as  to  the  other  members  of  the  consular 
corps,  his  circular  intimating  the  day  when  he  would  be  prepared  to  receive  his 
colleagues.  As  I  had  met  him  previously  in  private  circles,  and  also  officiallj 
in  his  capacity  as  consul  of  Persia,  (which  commission  he  still  retains,)  I  sent 
him  a  private  note  to  intimate  that  I  could  not  salute  the  flag  or  make  him  an 
official  visit,  but  that  I  hoped  to  maintain  friendly  personal  relations  with  him, 
and  official  relations  with  him  in  his  capacity  as  consul  of  Persia. 

Both  Mr.  Gogheb  and  Mr.  Debhane,  my  Brazilian  colleague,  are  natives  of 
the  East ;  they  are  estimable  gentlemen,  but  naturally  have  little  acquaintance 
with  the  governments  whose  commissions  they  hold,  or  with  the  condition  of 
political  society  upon  the  American  continent.

Mr.  Perry  to  Mr.  Seward. 

No.  58.]  United  States  Consulate, 

Tunis,  December  7,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  have  had  occasion  in  one  of  my  despatches  to  speak  of  the  support 
given  to  the  canse  of  freedom,  as  opposed  to  sUveiy,  hy  the  official  Arab  journals 
of  Tunis.  In  another  despatch  I  spoke  of  a  formal  interview  between  an  Amer- 
ican slaveholder  and  one  of  the  ministers  of  the  Bey  of  Tunis,  in  which  the 
former  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  latter  his  ideas  iii  regard  to  the  advan- 
tages of  slavery  over  free  institutions.  The  Moslem  minister  of  Barbaiy  appre- 
ciated the  zeal  and  eloquence  of  this  propagandist  of  slavery,  but  having  a 
practical  knowledge  of  this  institution,  failea  to  be  convinced  by  the  arguments 
offered  in  its  support. 

Though  piracy  and  slavery  existed  in  this  regency  for  centuries,  they  have 
di8appe^*ed  with  the  advancing  light  of  civilization.  The  former  was  abolished 
in  1816,  when  three  thousand  Christian  captives  (slaves)  were  released  in  one 
day;  the  latter  was  abolished  in  1845,  and  on  the  23d  of  January,  1846,  Ahmed 
Bey,  then  upon  the  throne,  addressed  a  letter  to  the  resident  consuls,  in  which 
he  employed  language  to  this  effect :  "  We  are  all  fellow-creatures  of  God,  and  as 
such  have  no  right  to  enslave  each  other.  I  have  long  felt  that  human  slavery 
is  cruel,  and  have  exerted  myself  for  its  eradication,  and  have  given  orders  to 
my  governors  and  deputies  in  all  my  provinces  that  no  human  being  be  hence^ 
forth  recognized  as  a  slave." 

That  the  actual  Bey  entertains  similar  sentiments  I  have  ample  proof.  Dur- 
ing our  interview  with  him,  after  some  expressions  on  my  part  in  favor  of  con- 
stitutional liberty,  he  replied  :  "  I  desire  to  extend  the  liberties  of  my  subjects 
as  fast  as  they  are  able  to  receive  them ;"  and  he  closed  his  remarks  by  saying, 
as  if  for  a  delicate  home  thrust  on  me  :  "I  see  not  how  any  just  discrimination 
can  be  made  in  regard  to  these  liberties  on  the  ground  of  color  or  race  ;  the 
privileges  enjoyed  should  rather  depend  upon  the  intelligence  and  character  of 
the  subjects." 

I  now  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  the  department  a  more  full,  elaborate 
and  authoritative  statement  of  Tunisian  sentiment  in  regard  to  the  great  question 
that  agitates  our  country.  It  is  a  letter,  already  printed  and  circulated  in  the 
Arabic  language,  from  one  of  the  most  respected  and  worthy  men  in  this  re- 
gency. It  explains  slavery  from  a  Moslem  point  of  view,  quoting  from  the 
Koran  and  its  acknowledged  expounders,  and  showing  from  what  motives  the 
proclamation  for  the  abolition  of  slavery  was  finally  issued  In  writing  this 
letter.  General  Heussein,  who  has  travelled  extensively  in  Europe  and  is  an  ac- 
curate observer,  had  distinctly  before  him  here  the  terrible  evils  consequent 
upon  centuries  of  slavery.  He  saw  here  labor  degraded  by  having  been  for 
80  long  a  time  regarded  as  the  special  and  appropriate  business  of  slaves ;  the 
public  conscience  deadened  by  mmiliarity  with  injustice  and  wrong;  the  prin- 
ciples of  liberty  uprooted,  and  supplanted  by  those  of  slavery,  and  the  country 
impoverished  to  a  fearful  extent.  With  such  a  sad  picture  before  him,  he  speaks 
his  honest  convictions  as  a  Mussulman  and  as  a  man,  and  in  the  name  of  human- 
ity exhorts  Americans  not  to  harbor  an  institution  which  produces  such  results. 

This  letter  comes  with  the  highest  sanctions  of  the  country,  and  the  appeal 
which  is  made  at  the  conclusion,  to  Americans,  is  but  the  utterance  of  a  common 
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sentiment  in  this  region.  General  Heussein's  negro  Bona,  who  was  pounced 
upon  at  Paris  by  a  chivalrous  southerner,  still  serves  as  his  confidential  com- 
panion ;  and  should  the  general  visit  America,  as  he  hopes  to  do  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  our  pro-slavery  rebellion,  the  question  is  asked  whether  Bona  would  be 
protected  in  his  rights  as  a  gentleman  in  the  grand  opera  saloons  of  America,  as 
he  was  at  Paris.

Translation  of  a  Utter  on  Tunisian  slavery,  addressed  to  Mr,  Amos  Perry,  consul  of  tU 
United  States  of  America  at  Tunis,  first  printed  in  the  Arabic  language  and  cireuUui  in 
pamphlet  form  in  the  regency  of  Tunis  by  General  Heussein^  president  of  the  municipal 
council  of  the  city  of  Tunis  and  major  general. 

Djoumada  Ethannia,  1281  of  the  Hegira — {November,  1864,  A.  C.) 

Sir  :  I  have  been  honored  with  a  letter  from  you  in  which  you  state,  that  coiniDg  from  a 
country  where  liberty  and  slavery  for  a  long  time  existed  and  flourished  side  by  side,  and 
where  they  are  at  present  involved  in  a  death  struggle  for  supremacy,  you  find  many  facts  in 
the  history  of  Tunis  calculated  to  throw  light  on  the  legitimate  influence  of  these  two  antago- 
nistic principles.  You  ask  me  to  explain  Tunisian  slaveiy,  and  to  state  what  influence  it  ms 
exerted  on  our  institutions,  and  whetner  our  people  regret  its  abolition  or  rejoice  thereat.  Yoa 
further  wish  to  know  whether  our  experience  is  favorable  to  servile  and  unpaid  labor,  or  to 
that  which  is  free  and  paid,  and  which  the  Tunisian  government  prefers  as  the  basis  of  its 
social  fabric,  freedom  or  slavenr. 

1.  Here  is  my  reply.  And  I  will  first  speak  of  slavery  as  modified  by  our  laws  and  of  the 
causes  which  led  to  its  abolition  in  this  regency. 

Our  government,  like  all  Mussulman  governments,  is  a  theocracy,  and  its  administration 
is  consequently  based  upon  laws  whid  are  in  their  nature  both  civil  and  religious.  The 
Mussulman  religion  tolerates  or  permits  slavery ;  and  this  it  does  because  slavenr  is  an  insti- 
tution anterior  to  the  three  revealed  religions.  Mosaic,  Christian,  and  Mohammedan.  In  the 
time  of  Jacob,  the  Israel  of  God,  the  robber  was  doomed  to  suffer  slavery  for  one  year  as  t 
punishment  for  his  crime.  Our  religioi^  substituted  for  the  year  of  bondage  catting  off  the 
nana  at  the  wrist.  But  it  must  be  remarked  that  our  religion  authorizes  slavery  only  on 
such  conditions  and  under  such  laws  as  are  very  strict  and  difficult  to  be  observed.  One  of 
these  conditions  is,  never  to  injure  or  tyrannize  over  a  slave.  Nay,  a  slave  who  is  ill-treated 
is  declared  thereby  free.  The  words  of  the  Prophets  aret  "  Every  slave  ill-treated  is  free 
ipso  facto. ^''  There  are  in  our  religious  books  innumerable  precepts  enjoining  upon  masteis 
the  exercise  of  benevolence  toward  their  slaves ;  and  the  last  words  of  our  Prophet,  on  whom 
may  the  grace  of  God  rest,  were  these :  **  I  commend  to  you  prayer  and  your  slayes.'*  He 
used  to  say  also:  **The  men  whom  you  possess  are  your  brethren;  it  is  God  who  has  sub- 
jected them  to  you.  Now  he  who  has  one  of  his  brethren  under  his  subjection  shonld  let  him 
eat  the  bread  of  which  he  partakes,  and  should  clothe  him  as  he  clothes  himself,  and  should 
not  over-work  him.'*  Oman  Ben  Alkatab,  the  second  of  the  Califs,  used  to  go  every  day 
where  slaves  were  employed,  and  when  he  found  any  of  them  over-tasked,  he  diminisbed 
their  tasks ;  nay,  more,  he  went  every  Saturday  to  where  beasts  of  burden  were  found,  and 
if  any  of  them  appeared  to  him  over-loaded,  ho  ordered  that  their  burdens  be  lightened. 

It  IS  a  fact  that  our  legislator  infused  into  our  laws  the  spirit  of  liberty,  profiting  firom  the 
least  circumstance  to  favor  personal  freedom.  Thus,  if  a  master,  by  chance,  let  dSop  a  word 
declaring  one  limb  (for  example,  the  arm)  of  his  slave  to  be  free,  the  law  declares  the  wIk^ 
body  therebv  freed  from  bondage.  One  of  the  eight  objects  for  which  expiatory  alms  are  to 
be  employed,  as  explained  in  the  Koran,  is  the  ransom  of  slaves.  Thus  we  are  bound  to  em- 
ploy a  part  of  our  contributions  for  charity  in  purchasing  slaves,  with  a  view  to  their  freedom. 
To  be  released  from  an  oath  inconsiderately  taken,  to  atone  for  the  crime  of  homicide  and  for 
the  non-observance  of  a  fast,  and  to  be  exonerated  from  the  izhar,*  the  freeing  of  slaves  is 
the  prescribed  means.  Now,  if  the  freeing  of  slaves  had  not  been  regarded  by  our  lawgiTW 
as  a  meritorious  act,  he  would  not  have  devoted  to  it  the  expiatory  ofiierings  otherwise  pven 
to  the  poor.    Another  proof  of  the  liberal  tendency  of  our  laws  is  the  recompense  oneied 

*  The  izhar  is  the  state  into  which  a  husband  falls  by  the  hasty  utterance  of  a  word,  which, 
according  to  the  Moslem  law,  makes  it  a  sin  for  him  longer  to  live  with  his  wife.  Thus,  for 
instance,  if  he  says  to  his  wife  in  a  fit  of  passion,  **  I  shall  not  touch  you  any  more ;  if  I  do 
mav  it  be  as  I  touch  mv  mother  or  my  sister,"  he  must  either  divorce  his  wife,  or,  to  live 
witn  her,  must  atone  for  that  inconsiderate  expression.  By  comparing  his  wife  to  his  mother 
or  his  sister  he  loses  his  marital  rights. 
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to  those  who  free  their  slaves.  Thus  it  is  written:  **If  a  Mossalman  free  a  Massnlman 
slave,  Ood  shall  redeem  from  the  fire  of  hell  as  many  limbs  in  the  body  of  the  former  as 
there  are  in  the  body  pf  the  latter." 

Now,  since  all  these  conditions  and  laws  were  difficult  to  be  observed  when  oar  faith  was 
yet  lively  and  vigoi^os,  how  much  more  difficult  must  they  be  in  these  latter  times,  when 
our  faith  is  chilled  and  our  zeal  repressed.  And  the  enslavement  of  negroes,  who  are  so 
different  from  the  whites  in  their  instincts  and  character,  rendered  the  observance  of  these 
mles  still  more  difficult  In  fact,  quarrels  often  occurred  here  between  negroes  and  their 
masters,  which  had  no  other  cause  than  the  natural  repugnance  and  antipathy  that  exist  be- 
tween the  two  races ;  and  these  quarrels  were  a  source  of  unhappiness  to  slaves  and  of 
ofience  to  masters,  often  giving  occasion  for  the  latter  to  violate  the  Jaws  enacted  for  the  well- 
being  of  the  former. 

Slavery  becoming  worse  with  time,  at  length  attracted  the  attention  of  the  Tunisian  gov- 
ernment, which  finally  advised,  as  a  radical  remedy  for  the  existing  evils,  the  complete  abo- 
lition of  slavery  in  the  regency ;  for  when  a  master  could  no  longer  treat  his  slave  with  the 
kindness  prescribed  by  our  laws,  the  slave  had  to  be  either  sold  or  freed  from  bondage.  The 
former  course  was  scarcely  a  remedy ;  since  the  slave  sold  only  changed  masters,  and  the 
evil  was  likely  to  be  repeated.  The  latter  course  was  effectual  and  final,  and  hence  its  adop- 
tion by  our  government.  The  act  of  emancipation  occurred  in  the  month  of  Moharram, 
1262  of  the  Hegira,  (A.  C.  1845,)  during  the  reign  of  Ashmed  Be^,  of  blessed  memory. 
This  prince  addressed  a  letter  to  the  religious  tribunals  on  that  occasion,  in  which  he  says : 
**  It  has  been  proved  to  us  in  a  manner  beyond  question  that  our  people  are  incapable  of 
holding  negroes  as  slaves  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  prescnbed  bv  our  laws.  We 
have,  there&re,  deemed  it  necessary,  in  order  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  these  unfortunate 
beings,  to  abolJsh  slavery  altogether.  We  have  been  influenced  in  adopting  this  measure  by 
some  political  considerations,*'  d&c 

The  political  considerations  here  alluded  to  can  be  interpreted  in  different  ways ;  but  in  my 
opinion  our  lamented  sovereign  had  in  mind  the  principles  demonstrated  by  the  great  politi- 
cal economists  of  oarage,  that  those  countries  where  free  labor  exists,  to  the  exclusion  of  that 
which  is  servile  and  forced,  are  thereby  rendered  more  prosperous  and  happy.  One  of  our 
distinguished  writers  and  religious  dignitaries,  in  a  document  issued  to  induce  all  those  under 
his  charge  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  our  late  sovereign,  employed  the  following 
language : 

**  O,  generous  souls,  hearts  full  of  compassion,  your  law  is  on  the  side  of  liberty ;  holding 
men  as  slaves  is  a  misfortune  and  a  disgrace ;  but  God,  who  is  the  author  of  our  being,  can 
change  the  order  of  things,  making  slaves  masters  and  masters  slaves." 

2.  Another  of  your  inquiries  relates  to  the  influence  of  slavery  on  our  institutions  and  to 
the  sentiments  entertained  by  our  people  in  regard  to  its  abolition. 

Since  the  holding  of  men  in  slavery  was  found  to  be  neither  necessary  to  supply  the  com- 
mon wants  of  life,  nor  needful  to  the  well-being  of  society,  such  a  practice  was,  m  general, 
abandoned  here  without  pain,  if  not  cheerfully ;  and  now,  after  nearlv  twenty  years  of  ex- 
perience, I  am  satisfied  that  this  change  is  not  regretted.  And  why  should  persons  well  to 
do  in  life,  who  have  at  heart  the  well-oeing  of  their  fellow-creatures  and  the  improvement  of 
their  country,  regret  liberating  their  slaves,  when  they  can  have  in  their  stead  the  service  of 
free  men?  And  nere  the  satisfaction  of  such  persons  was  enhanced  by  their  religious  con- 
victions that  they  would  be  rewarded  before  God  in  the  final  abode.  But  if  there  were  per- 
sons who  at  first  were  disturbed  by  the  abolition  of  slavery  on  account  of  changes  introduced 
in  their  mode  of  service,  or  by  reason  of  their  selfishness  and  avarice  leading  them  to  prefer 
what  was  present  and  near  to  what  was  future  and  remote,  these  persons  were  at  lengtn  con- 
soled and  satisfied,  learning  by  experience  the  advantages  of  free  and  paid  labor  over  that 
which  is  servile  and  unpaid^advantages  which  are  appreciable  alike  in  the  light  of  reason 
and  of  general  experience.  Those  who  had  employed  slaves  and  could  not  afford  to  emplov 
free  servants  readily  returned  to  the  order  of  nature,  which  is  the  best,  doing  their  work  with 
their  own  hands,  so  as  to  have  the  least  possible  need  of  their  fellow-creatures.  Indeed, 
when  a  person  gets  used  to  being  served  by  others,  he  often  becomes  incapable  of  performing 
even  the  simplest  duties  of  life ;  for  man  is  more  a  slave  of  custom  and  habit  than  a  follower 
of  instinct.  To  gratify  various  wants  of  his  existence,  he  is  obliged  to  depend  somewhat 
upon  those  around  him ;  but  in  proportion  as  he  is  thus  dependent,  it  is  difficult  for  him  to  be 
gratified,  and  those  things  for  which  he  is  most  dependent  on  others  are  most  difficult  for 
Him  to  get 

Mankind  may  be  divided  in  respect  to  labor  into  four  classes.  The  first  class  comprises 
those  who  attend  to  their  own  business  in  person,  working,  and  in  general  putting  forth  their 
utmost  efforts.  They  perform  thelargCHt  amount  of  labor.  The  second  class  comprises  those 
who  are  out  at  service  and  are  paid  stipulated  wages.  Not  putting  forth,  in  general,  tneir  utmost 
efforts,  they  perform  a  smaller  amount  of  labor,  and  though  invaluable  to  society,  are  as  a 
whole  inferior  to  the  first  class.  The  third  class  comprises  those  who  work  by  compulsion 
and  without  pay.  To  this  cletss  belong  slaves  and  bondman.  Their  inducements  to  labor 
bein^  small,  their  amount  of  service  is  also  small,  and  their  rank  as  a  producing  class  is  very 
infenor.  The  fourth  class  comprises  those  who  work  neither  for  themselves  nor  for  other 
people.    They  are  the  lazy  and  idle,  whom  God  hates.    Regarding  labor  as  the  part  of  slaves 
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and  slavish  people^  thej  would  shun  the  very  saspicioh  of  belonging  to  such  a  class.  Yel 
these  persons,  .who  stand  lowest  in  the  scale  of  the  political  economist  and  in  the  divine  order, 
maj  not  be  lost  beyond  remedy.  They  may  be  benefited  by  seeing  those  of  more  intelli- 
gence and  elevated  station  performing  the  offices  which  they  regard  with  disdatn.  The  idle* 
and  lazy  need  to  be  urged  and  encouraged  by  persons  of  influence  ai^  authority  to  pursoe 
the  path  of  usefulness.  Man  is  more  disposed  oy  nature  and  the  light  of  reason  to  love  aiid 
do  good  than  to  approve  and  do  evil.  He  is  prompted  to  evil  by  his  lower  or  animal  instincts: 
but  as  a  man,  or  rather  as  a  reasonable  being,  he  aspires  to  that  which  is  good,  and  when  he 
finds  a  physician  skilful  in  overcoming  th^  infirmities  of  his  nature,- he  is  put  in  the  best 
moral  condition.  It  is  when  men  are  thus  treated  and  helped  that  general  prosperity  is  se- 
cured ;  mutual  assistance  is  afforded  in  the  various  occupations  of  life ;  all  hands  are  employed 
for  a  common  good ;  the  sources  of  wealth  are  developed,  and  the  country  is  enriched.  It 
is  thus  that  those  countries  are  more  prosperous  where  liberty  exists  to  the  exclusion  of 
slavery,  than  where  slavery  exists  to  the  injury  of  liberty  and  labor.  The  cause  of  this  dif- 
ference seems  to  me  clear.  The  amount  of  labor  voluntarily  performed  by  free  men  is  far 
l^reater  than  can  be  forced  from  wretched  slaves,  and  is  at  the  same  time  infinitely  more  sat- 
isfactory and  advantageous  to  society. 

3.  It  is  my  belief  also  that  as  liberty,  unharmed  by  slavery,  exerts  an  influence  favorable 
to  the  material  prosperity  of  a  country,  so  it  serves  to  elevate  the  character  and  sentiments  of 
the  people.  There  can  be  no  permanent  prosperity  without  justice,  and  justice  results  firom 
freedom.  If  freedom  be  destroyed  tyranny  takes  its  place,  disregarding  the  claims  of  justice 
and  injuring  the  best  interests  of  society.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  prevalence  of 
freedom  tends  to  the  elevation  of  the  character  of  men,  by  leading  them  to  reflect  and  reason 
in  regard  to  general  principles  and  their  application  in  life.  Men  breathing  the  spirit  of  free- 
dom are  elevated  ana  ennobled  thereby,  and  are  less  likely  to  contract  certain  oad  habits, 
such  as  vulgarity  of  manners,  vanity,  pride,  and  the  like  passions  which  often  predominate 
in  slave  masters ;  for  by  habitually  dealing  with  slaves  these  latter  persons  often  become 
haughty  in  spirit  and  imperious  and  overbearing  in  manqer.  Nay,  they  often  learn  to  reeard 
other  men,  especially  if  they  are  black,  as  they  regard  their  cattle.  Slaves  seem  to  uiem 
scarcely  elevated  above  the  brute  creation. 

In  illustration  of  what  I  have  here  said,  I  will  state  an  incident  of  which  I  was  a  witness. 
During  the  carnival  of  1856,  I  went  to  the  grand  opera  at  Paris  with  a  young  negro.  I  bad 
been  in  the  saloon  but  a  short  time  when  an  Amencan  ^ntleman  sprang  upon  my  compan- 
ion, and,  trying  to  seize  him  by  his  clothes,  cried  out  with  rage,  **  What  is  this  negro  doing 
in  the  saloon  where  we  are  7  When  has  a  slave  ever  been  permitted  to  take  rank  with  his 
masters  ?"  The  poor  negro,  not  understanding  what  the  American  was  saying,  was  aston- 
ished, stupefied  at  the  scene.  I  immediately  approached  and  said  to  the  American,  '^Be 
calm,  my  friend;  we  are  in  Paris,  and  not  at  Kichmond."  Meanwhile,  attracted  by  the 
noise,  one  of  the  guardians  of  the  theatre  hastened  to  the  scene  and  informed  the  American 
that  French  laws  give  no  preference  to  gentlemen  on  the  ground  of  color  or  race,  but  much 
honor  to  character.  In  fine,  the  poor  negro  was  delivered  from  the  clutches  of  the  American, 
not  by  the  clearness  of  Ms  white  cravat  and  yellow  gloves,  but  by  the  splendor  of  truth  and 
the  justice  of  freedom. 

4.  To  return  to  our  subject:  The  Tunisian  government,  deeming  it  needful  for  the  harmony 
of  society  that  slavery  should  be  abolished,  enacted  the  law  of  emancipation,  regardless  of 
the  prophecies  of  those  who  maintained  that  slaves  did  not  wish  for  their  freedom,  and  that  if 
emancipated  they  would  prefer  to  return  to  a  state  of  bondage.     The  poet  says : 
•'Sore  eyes  ahun  the  light  of  day." 
"  To  the  sick,  pure  water  often  has  a  bad  taste." 

But  the  instances  of  freedmen  repenting  that  they  were  not  again  slaves  occurred  on] v  im- 
mediately after  the  act  of  emancipation,  when  these  poor  creatures  were  thrown  suddenly 
upon  the  world  like  cattle  loosed  from  their  stalls.  They  were  ignorant  and  auite  unprepared 
for  the  exigencies  of  their  new  life  of  freedom.  But  now  that  tney  have  had  experience,  we 
find  none  of  them  with  the  slightest  inclination  to  return  to  a  life  of  slavery. 

But  passing  by  this  objection,  that  falls  to  the  ground  of  itself,  I  turn,  in  connclusion,  to 
address  mvself  to  the  people  of  your  country. 

O,  inhaoitants  of  America,  ye  are  like  that  nation  of  whom  Omar  Ben  Elaas,  the  friend  of 
our  Prophet,  on  whom  be  the  grace  and  blessing  of  God,  said :  **  They  are  the  most  compas- 
sionate people  in  times  of  war  and  domestic  trpuble ;  the  quickest  to  recover  from  misfor- 
tunes ;  repulsed,  they  return  to  the  charge ;  to  the  poor,  the  orphans,  and  the  feeble,  they 
are  most  charitable ;  and  against  the  tyranny  of  kings  they  are  most  valiant"  Such  is  the 
story  of  your  character ;  and  since  God  has  permitted  you  to  enjoy  full  personal  liberty  and 
to  manage  your  civil  and  political  affairs  yourselves,  while  many  other  people  are  deprived 
of  such  distinguished  privileges  and  blessings,  it  would  not  tarnish  the  lustre  of  your  crown 
to  ^ant  to  your  slaves,  as  an  act  of  gratitude  for  the  favors  God  has  bestowed  on  you,  sndi 
civil  rights  as  are  not  denied  to  the  humblest  and  meanest  of  your  citizens.  You  are  too  far 
advanced  in  civilization  to  imitate  the  example  of  those  who,  with  bandaged  eyes,  ever  turn 
in  the  same  circle  under  the  pretext  of  following  in  the  footsteps  of  their  fathers.  Humanity 
invites  you  to  eradicate  from  your  Constitution  all  that  can  give  countenance  to  the  principle 
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of  slavery.    Pity  the  slave.    (}od  loves  the  merciful  among  his  worshippers.    Be  then  je 
merciful  to  those  upon  earth,  that  He  who  is  in  heaven  maj  bo  merciful  to  yon. 

In  concluding  this  letter,  Monsieur  La  Consieur  General,  permit  me  to  express  tny  pro- 
foundest  regrets  for  the  war  that  afflicts  and  saddens  your  land,  and  my  tenderest  sympathies 
for  the  slaves  there  doomed  to  suffer. 
You  will  please  accept  the  assurance  of  my  distinguished  consideration.

Tunis,  December  17,  1864. 

Sir  :  The  Bey  of  Camp,  who  is  the  presumptive  heir  to  the  throne  of  Tunis, 
set  off  from  the  Bardo  on  tiie  15th  instant  with  an  army  of  eight  thousand  men, 
composed  of  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery.  He  is  to  collect  taxes  from  the 
various  tribes  in  the  regency,  extending  his  visit  as  far  as  the  Gereed,  and  he 
is  to  be  gone  one  year.  Such  has  been  the  ordinary  way  of  raising  a  revenue 
for  many  years  past.  Last  spring  the  usual  visit  of  the  Bey's  revenue  agents 
was  prevented  by  the  rebellion. 

The  report  of  a  battle  between  the  Bey's  troops  and  the  rebels,  near  Kef, 
reached  here  yesterday.  This  difficulty  occurred  with  the  tribe  thatt^ommanded 
the  rebellion,  by  killing  several  of  the  Bey's  most  important  officers. 

The  French  consul  made  another  visit  to  the  Bey  on  the  10th  instant,  and  as 
be  held  out  his  hand  to  the  Bey  the  latter  kept  his  hands  firm  in  his  side-pock- 
ets, as  if  not  seeing  the  consul's  movement.  This  was  probably  done  as  a  return 
for  tlie  consul's  previous  act  of  disrespect  to  the  Bey.      *         *  *  *

Sir  :  I  have*  the  honor  to  report  that  the  annual  receptions  by  the  Bey  on 
the  Little  Byram  have  passed  off  with  unusual  harmony  and  good  will. 

The  Arabs  in  the  interior  appear  to  be  completely  subdued,  and  peace  exists 
throughout  the  regency. 

Prince  Arthur,  third  son  of  Queen  Victoria,  has  visited  Tunis  this  week,  and 
was  'received  and  entertained  by  the  Bey  in  a  princely  manner. 

I  am  authentically  informed  that  the  cabinets  of  England,  Austria,  and  Italy 
have  expressed  to  the  French  cabinet  the  desire  to  come  to  a  full  understanding 
in  regard  to  the  status  of  Tunis.  The  French  cabinet  has  replied  in  each  case 
that  this  was  an  unfavorable  time  to  discuss  the  Tunisian  question. 

The  new  French  consul  continues  to  pursue  a  conciliatory  course  towards 
the  Tunis  government.

Tunu,  April  29,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  news  of  the  downfall  of  Richmond  was  brought  here  from  Malta 
on  the  20th  instant,  by  the  commander  of  a  Swedish  sloop-of-war,  and  was  bj 
him  communicated  to  the  Bey.  The  Bey  seized  the  occasion  to  congratolate 
me  on  this  event.  The  news  soon  spreao,  causing  much  excitement  and  general 
satisfaction.  Large  numbers  of  natives  and  foreigners  have  sought  entrance 
into  this  consulate,  for  the  first  time  during  mj  residence  here,  to  felicitate  me 
on  this  event  in  our  history.  The  address  of  Secretary  Seward,  delivered  on 
the  3d  instant,  has  been  printed  and  circulated  in  the  Arab  language. 

The  army  of  the  Bey,  commanded  by  the  presumptive  successor  to  the  throne 
of  Tunis,  which  left  here  last  autumn  to  make  a  tour  of  the  regency,  has  this 
week  returned  to  the  capital,  enriched,  it  is  said,  with  some  millions  in  gold, 
and  loaded  with  the  products  of  the  country,  taken  from  the  various  tribes. 
While  the  Bey's  treasury  will  be  replenished  by  this  act,  his  future  resources 
will  be  diminished  and  the  industry  of  the  country  discouraged.  Such  preda- 
tory excursions  seem  to  be  regarded  as  the  legitimate  exercise  of  governmental 
authority.  It  is  an  accepted  maxim  here  that  the  masses  can  be  controlled  only 
by  keeping  them  poor. 

The  visit  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon  in  Algeria  seems  to  cause  some  discussion 
about  the  affairs  of  Tunis.  No  good  understanding  has  yet  been  reached  amoD§ 
the  high  powers  of  Europe  in  regard  to  the  political  status  of  this  regency.

P.  S. — ^The  Bey  has  to-day  reviewed  his  troops,  and  given  a  gold  medal  to 
each  of  his  superior  officers  and  a  silver  medal  to  his  subordinate  officers  and 
privates.  The  effect  of  this  presentation  is  said  to  be  excellent.  The  zeal  and 
fidelity  of  officers  and  soldiers  are  kindled  anew,  and  the  moral  and  phy&ical 
condition  of  the  troops  is  represented  to  be  unusually  good. 

The  prevalence  of  a  strange  and  cruel  rumor,  of  whose  truth  or  falsity  I  have 
no  knowledge,  may  illustrate  the  excitability  of  the  Tunisian  populace  in  xegird 
to  American  affairs.  ''  Peace  proclaimed  in  America  and  President  Lincoln 
assassinated  at  Richmond."  These  have  been  the  words  bandied  through  the 
city  from  noon  to  night.  Great  numbers  have  flocked  to  the  door  of  this  con- 
sulate to  ascertain  the  truth  or  falsity  of  this  report,  and  the  dragomans  were 
instructed  to  say  that  the  consul  has  received  no  reliable  information  relative  to 
the  matter  in  question.  The  names  of  President  Lincoln  and  Minister  Seward 
have,  by  recent  events,  become  almost  as  well  known  to  the  populace  of  Tunis 
as  those  of  the  Bey  Mohammed  and  his  minister  Sidi  Mustafa.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt,  on  the  11th  instant,  <^  the 
two  circulars  of  the  17th  of  April,  1865— one  circular  giving  a  statement  relative 
to  the  assassination  of  our  lamented  President  and  the  attempted  assassinatioa 
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of  our  honorable  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  other  circular  naming  the  insignia 
of  mourning  to  be  adopted  by  those  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  department. 

All  the  national  vessels  in  this  harbor  had  their  flags  at  half  mast  three  days, 
commencing  on  the  8th  instant,  in  honor  of  our  lamented  President,  aud  within 
an  hour  after  receiving  your  circular  (on  the  11th  instant)  circulars  to  the  same 
effect  as  yours  were  in  the  hands  of  all  my  colleagues,  and  the  flags  of  all  the 
nations  here  represented  were  hung  in  mourning.  Last  week  each  of  my  col- 
leagues did  himself  and  our  nation  the  honor  to  call  upon  me  with  expressions 
of  sonow  for  our  deceased  President  and  wounded  statesman,  of  indignation 
against  the  perpetrators  of  those  crimes,  and  of  congratulation  upon  our  glorious 
victories  ana  our  prospects  of  peace. 

I  deem  it  ioadvisable  to  trouble  you  with  detailed  accounts  of  the  interest  and 
sympathy  awakened  in  this  place  by  the  recent  events  in  our  country.  The 
Bey's  minister  has  replied  to  my  circular  with  touching  expressions  of  horror 
and  sympathy.  My  colleagues  have,  most  of  them,  written  me  long  and  inter- 
esting letters.  A  delegation  from  the  Italian  Masonic  Lodge  of  this  city  waited 
upon  n^e  yesterday  with  an  address,  a  copy  of  which  I  herewith  enclose.

Tunis,  June  17,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  a  state  of  general  tranquillity  and  good  order 
in  this  regency.  The  domestic  difficulties  which  were  so  serious  last  year  seem 
to  be  fully  overcome ;  and  though  the  cause  of  jealousy  and  misunderstanding 
between  several  European  governments  that  have  a  special  interest  here  are  not 
removed,  there  are  fewer  indications  of  irritation  and  bHtemess  now  than  usual. 

A  recent  exchange  of  courtesies  between  the  Bey  and  several  European  sov- 
ereigns has  served  to  divert  attention  from  the  disagreeable  scenes  of  last  year. 
The  Bey  has  recently  sent  missions  to  Paris,  Stockholm,  and  Copenhagen,  and 
decorations  and  presents  have  been  exchanged  between  him  and  these  several 
cabinets.  The  Bey  sent  a  delegation  to  felicitate  Napoleon  III,  at  Bona,  week 
before  last ;  and  there  again  a  lot  of  decorations  were  exchanged,  and  reports 
were  brought  back  of  most  cordial  relations.  * 

The  Bey's  portrait  for  our  government  is  now  completed,  and  other  presents 
for  the  President  and  Secretary  of  State  are  spoken  of  as  in  a  state  of  prepara- 
tion. Though  a  mission  to  America  is  not  yet  formally  announced,  it  is  spoken 
of  as  a  settled  plan  of  the  government,  and  I  am  waiting  an  announcement  of 
the  time  and  details.  Our  government  is  to  be  felicitated  by  the  Bey  on  the 
abolition  of  slavery  and  on  the  establishment  of  peace,  and  the  Bey's  minister 
has  requested  me  to  inform  him  when  the  peace  is  restored  in  Texas  as  it  is  in 
the  other  States.  I  know  the  idea  here  is  tliat  whenever  the  mission  takes 
place  the  American  consul  should  accompany  it.  The  mission  may  set  out 
within  a  few  weeks,  or  it  may.be  deferred  for  some  months.  But  to  avoid  em- 
barrassing the  Bey's  well-intended  efforts,  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  if  the 
mission  be  approved  by  the  department,  a  conditional  leave  of  absence  be 
granted  me  at  once,  together  with  the  authority  to  leave  some  suitable  person 
charged  with  the  duties  of  this  office  during  my  absence.  I  have  specially  in 
view  for  this  charge  the  consul  general  of  Sweden.

I  maj  Bay  that  a  deep  interest  is  here  manifegted  for  the  life,  health,  and 
long  service  of  our  experienced  "  prime  minister,"  Secretary  Seward,  and  of  onr 
new  President.

Sir  :  The  Bey  has  this  day  formally  announced  his  decision  to  send  an  envoy 
to  Washington  with  his  portrait  and  with  his  felicitations  on  the  abolition  of 
slavery  and  the  establishment  of  peace.  The  Bey  expressed  the  hope  that  I 
would  deign  to  accompany  his  envoy ;  to  which  delicate  invitation  I  expressed 
a  willingness  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  gratify  his  Highness.  I  stated  that  I 
could  go  only  with  the  consent  of  my  government.  I  assured  his  Highness 
that  my  government  would  do  its  utmost  to  gratify  him,  but  that  nearly  two 
months  would  be  required  to  communicate  with  it.  He  said  his  envoy  would 
be  ready  to  leave  in  three  or  four  weeks,  but  could  not  well  go  without  me. 

As  the  telegraph  is  now  complete  from  here  to  the  continent,  by  way  of 
Sicily,  and  as  time  is  important,  I  suggest  that  a  telegram  be  sent  from  Paris 
as  early  as  possible.  The  expense  of  a  short  despatch  does  not  exceed  eight 
francs.  If  leaVe  of  absence  is  granted  me,  I  will  consider  myself  authorized  to 
make  the  best  arrangebients  possible  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  this 
office  during  my  absence.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  circular  of  May  15, 
together  with  copies  of  two  proclamations  by  the  President. 

The  announcement  on  my  part  that  our  country  is  now  on  a  peace  footing, 
80  far  as  regards  its  relations  to  foreign  nations,  drew  forth  from  the  Bey  and 
his  minister  warm  expressions  of  gratitude. 

On  the  23d  instant  Admiral  Yelverton,  of  the  British  navy,  arrived  in  the 
harbor  with  a  large  iron- clad  war- vessel,  as  a  special  commissioner  from  the 
Queen  to  invest  the  Bey  with  the  Order  of  the  Bath.  On  the  27th  instant  the 
ceremony  of  investiture  was  performed  in  the  hall  of  state  at  the  Bardo  with 
great  pomp,  and  in  the  presence  of  a  numerous  assemblage  of  Tunisians  and 
foreign  officials. 

To-day  a  camp,  or  army  of  the  Bey,  has  arrived  at  the  Bardo,  and  its  officers 
and  soldiers  have  received  their  medals  of  honor. 

The  departure  of  the  mission  for  America  is  delayed  somewhat  by  the  tardy 
arrival  of  the  English  admiral  with  the  Order  of  the  Bath.  The  plan  seems  to 
be  for  the  same  envoy  to  thank  the  Queen  of  England  for  this  decoration  and 
then  to  proceed  to  America  with  the  portrait  for  the  President.  The  time  for 
the  mission  to  set  off  has  not  been  yet  definitely  named,  though  it  will  probably 
be  in  the  course  of  two  or  three  weeks  from  this  date.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  all  the  arrangements  for  the  de- 
parture of  the  Bey's  envoy,  with  the  portrait  for  the  President,  seem  to  be 
completed.  The  chief  of  this  mission  is  Greneral  Otman  Hashem,  who  belongs 
to  one  of  the  most  respectable  families  of  Tunis,  and  has  had  considerable  ex- 
perience as  a  diplomatist.  He  has  been  the  chief  personage  sent  to  Madrid  and 
to  Constantinople.  He  is  to  be  accompanied  by  two  aides-de-camp  and  by  an 
interpreter.  One  aide-de-camp  has  the  rank  of  colonel  and  the  other  of  lieutenant. 
The  general  and  one  aide-de-camp  speak  only  Arabic.  The  interpereter  and  one 
aide-de-camp  speak  French,  Italian,  and  Arabic. 

September  3,  1865. — ^The  mission  is  thus  far  on  its  way  to  America.  The 
Bey's  portrait  is  a  cumbiious  article,  and  has  to  be  sent  first  to  Marseilles,  and 
then  by  grand  speed  to  Havre.  We  are  to  pass  over  Mount  Cenis.  As  soon 
as  I  know  by  what  steamer  and  what  day  we  sail  from  Havre  or  Liverpool,  I 
shall  write. 

The  Bey,  in  his  last  interview  with  me,  expressed  the  desire  that  we  should 
return  to  Tunis  as  speedily  as  possible.  On  our  arrival  at  New  York  or  Bpston 
we  shall  have  to  rest  three  or  four  days  before  proceeding  to  Washington.  If 
we  go  by  way  of  Hali&x  I  will  telegraph  from  there  ;  if  not,  I  hope  I  may  fii^d 
wi^e  expression  of  your  wishes  at  New  York.  This  will  be  the  firat  time  that 
any  member  of  the  Tunisian  government  has  ever  crossed  the  ocean ;  the  visit 
18  purely  complimentary  and  diplomatic ;  the  stay  in  America  will  be  short.     A 
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pleasant  welcome  on  the  part  of  our  government  and  people  will  do  us  no  hann. 
On  the  contrary,  there  are  diplomatic  and  commercial  considerations,  as  well  15 
those  which  pertain  to  civilization,  that  seem  to  me  to  favor  a  very  cordial  re- 
ception on  our  part.  The  red  caps  of  these  Tunisians  will  attract  attention. 
and  they  have  sufficient  dignity  and  intelligence  to  command  respect.  I  shall 
telegraph  the  department  on  my  arrival.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  our  arrival  here.  We  desired  to  sail  as  earij 
as  the  16th,  but  are  delayed  by  the  difficulties  in  securing  berths.  We  hrnvt 
finally  engaged  passage  in  the  Persia,  which  will  sail  from  Liverpool  on  the  23^ 
instant.  1  beg  to  reconmiend,  with  the  sanction  of  our  minister  here,  Mr.  Bige^ 
low,  that  the  collector  of  our  port  at  New  York,  or  some  other  suitable  person, 
be  named  to  receive  the  Bey's  envoy  on  his  arrival  at  New  York,  and  to  con- 
duct him  to  Washington  in  the  course  of  three  or  four  days.  The  envoy  may 
thus  receive  informal  official  attention,  and  be  gratified  and  instructed  at  the 
same  time.  If  these  Mussulmen  ever  attain  civilization,  it  seems  to  me  likely  to 
be  done  through  the  light  of  our  institutions.  Our  mode  of  treating  religion 
may  shock  some  of  their  prejudices,  but  it  cannot  encounter  their  hostility. 

The  envoy  informs  me  that  he  has  two  letters  from  the  Bey  ;  one  is  addressed 
to  the  President  and  the  other  to  Mrs.  Lincoln,  and  he  is  directed  to  deliver 
them  both  in  person.  I  presume  the  Bey  supposed  Mrs.  Lincoln  to  be  in 
Washington.  The  envoy  is  also  instructed  to  express  the  gratitude  of  his  sove- 
reign that  the  life  of  our  distinguished  Secretary  of  State  is  spared  for  the  sct- 
vice  of  his  country  and  the  world. 

Two  of  the  party  speak  French  and  Italian,  but  I  am  the  only  one  that  trie* 
to  use  the  English  language. 

The  portrait  was  forwarded  by  express  and  expenses  paid  as  far  as  Havre, 

and  I  have  requested  our  consul  there  to  forward  it  by  a  Canard  steamer  to  the 

care  of  the  collector  in  New  York  or  Boston.     We  le  ive  to-morrow  for  London.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatches,  Nos. 
13  and  14,  dated  August  25  and  November  7,  1864,  respectively,  the  latter 
containing  the  full  power  authorizing  me  to  treat  upon  a  footing  with  the  rep- 
resentatives of  other  foreign  powers  here  with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
Gape  Spartel  light,  &c.  Circular  letter  dated  12th  September  last  has  been  re- 
ceived. I  had  expected  before  this  date  to  be  prepared  to  forward  the  treaty 
to  the  President,  but,  as  I  informed  you  in  my  despatch  No.  23,  dated  2d  Sep- 
tember last,  the  Moorish  minister  for  foreign  affairs  was  ordered  near  his  Majesty 
the  Sultan,  then  at  Rabat,  and  at  this  date  has  not  returned  to  this  place,  al- 
though his  Majesty  left  Rabat  about  si^^  weeks  since  for  Fez,  the  ancient  capi- 
tal of  this  country.  We  are  daily  expecting  the  return  of  the  minister,  and  on 
his  arrival  no  time  will  be  lost  in  completing  and  forwarding  the  treaty.  I  can- 
not presume,  however,  that  it  will  be  forwarded  in  time  for  the  President  to  sub- 
mit it  for  ratification  to  the  present,  nor,  perhaps,  the  extra  session  of  the  Sen- 
ate that  will  probably  be  convened  on  or  about  the  4th  of  March  next.  I  have 
been  informally  advised  that  ten  powers  will  unite  in  maintaining  the  light,  &c. 
The  maximum  sum  fixed  for  the  maintenance  thereof  is  fifteen  uiousand  francs 
per  annum,  fifteen  hundred  francs  to  each  power,  equal  to  $285.  May  I  sug- 
gest that  an  appropriation  be  asked  from  the  present  Congress  for  that  amount. 
By  the  regulations  of  the  light-house  council  the  cost  of  maintenance  on  the  15th 
of  August  last,  two  months  previous  to  the  illumination  on  the  15th  of  October 
last.  For  the  present  the  expense  is  paid  by  the  Sultan,  but  it  is  understood 
that  the  treaty  powers  will  reimburse  at  the  earliest  moment  after  the  comple- 
tion of  the  treaty.

Sir  :  The  lamentable  news  of  the  assassination  of  his  excellency  Abraham 
Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States,  reached  this  consulate  by  telegraph, 
via  Madrid,  on  the  28th  ultimo.  This  intelligence  has  produced  the  most  in- 
tense feeling  of  sorrow  in  the  minds  of  all  our  populations,  native  and  foreign. 
The  event  is  so  astounding  that  it  is  with  difficulty  I  can  bring  myself  to  real- 
ize its  occurrence,  or  estimate  its  consequences.  The  blow  is  sudden,  horrible, 
and  irretrievable.  Never  has  a  murder  been  committed  more  momentous  in  itd 
bearing  upon  the  time.  A  nation  mourns  the  inestimable  loss  of  one  of  the 
greatest  and  purest  statesmen  that  ever  lived.  He  dies  surrocmded  with  the 
brightest  halo  of  glory  that  has  ever  crowned  the  labor  of  a  statesman,  and  his 
work  wiM  survive  him,  and  the  greatest  victory  of  liberty  and  humanity^  will 
not  have  been  won  in  vain.     I  am,  as  yet,  without  details  which  can  give  me 
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the  slightest  idea  of  the  cause  of  so  grave  an  event.  However,  it  seems  difficult 
to  suppose  that  a  crime  committed  on  the  President  had  not  been  dictated  bj  a 
political  motive ;  and  I  may  say^this  cHme  is  not  only  odious  but  useless,  for 
Providence  will  not  fail  to  raise  up  worthy  successors  of  him  who  has  fallen  a 
martyr  to  liberty,  humanity,  and  constitutional  government.  To  my  bleeding 
and  grief-stricken  country  I  oifer  my  sincere  sympathy  and  condolence.  - 

This  consulate  has  gone  into  mourning  for  thirty  days. 

Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  this  distressing  news  I  informed  my  col- 
leagues that,  as  a  mark  of  respect  to  the  illustrious  and  unfortunate  deceased, 
President  Lincoln,  the  flag  of  the  United  States  would  be  displayed  at  half  mast 
for  a  period  of  three  days  at  this  consulate,  and  stated  that  on  this  mournful 
occasion  I  would  be  pleased  to  see  my  flag  accompanied  with  those  of  their  re- 
spective nations.  To  this  each  of  my  colleagues  assented;  and  at  the  same 
time  expressed  their  sincere  sympathy  and  condolence  for  the  great  national 
loss  sustained  in  the  untimely  death  of  his  excellency  President  Lincoln.  I 
have  also  communicated  this  sad  intelligence  to  my  vice-consuls  on  the  coast, 
and  have  requested  them  to  display  their  flags  at  half  mast  for  three  days,  and 
reouest  their  colleagues  to  accompany  it  with  those  of  their  respective  nations. 

The  melancholy  news  of  the  attempted  assassination  of  the  honorable  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  his  son,  the  Assistant  Secretary,  reached  me  one  day  later 
than  the  former.  Since  then  I  have  been  advised  by  the  latest  news  from  Lon- 
don that  there  is  a  probability  that  both  may  recover  from  the  woundd  inflicted 
upon  them.  I  sincerely  hope  and  pray  to  Almighty  God  that  both  may  be 
speedily  restored  to  our  common  country,  and  to  each  my  sincere  sympathy  is 
olFered. 

In  profound  grief  for  the  events  which  have  taken  place,  I  have  the  honor  to

FOR  THE  Empire  of  Morocco, 

Tangier,  May  15,  1865. 

Sir  :  An  incident  has  occurred  at  Tetuan  which  has  caused  a  great  sensation 
in  this  country.     The  facts  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge  are  as  follows: 

It  appears  that,  according  to  an  ancient  custom,  an  old  Moorish  soldier  acted 
as  guard  in  the  Jewish  quarter  jind  was  paid  out  of  the  Jewish  communal  fund. 
This  post  had  not  been  nlled  for  four  months,  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  present 
guard.  Some  weeks  previous  to  the  3d  ultimo  the  Bashaw  sent  a  message  to 
the  Jewish  representative  committee,  claiming  the  guard's  salary.  The  com- 
mittee, in  their  turn,  requested  the  Bashaw  to  relieve  them  of  the  expense,  as 
the  services  of  so  old  a  man  could  well  be  dispensed  with,  seeing  that  the  post 
had  not  been  filled  for  four  months.  Moreover,  owing  to  the  late  dearth  conse- 
quent on  a  severe  winter,  the  funds  of  the  community  were  already  in  arrear, 
and  they  were  not  able  to  aflbrd  this  charge.  The  Bashaw  said  nothing  until 
the  3d  of  April,  when  he  summoned  to  his  presence  the  committee,  composed  of 
twelve  persons.  He  told  them  he  had  received  peremptory  orders  from  the  Sal- 
tan to  place  five  soldiers  as  guards  in  the  Jewish  quarter  instead  of  the  one  they 
formerly  had,  and  to  put  in  irons  and  send  to  the  presence  of  the  Sultan,  at 
Meccanez,  those  members  of  the  committee  who  were  Moorish  subjects,  while 
those  .who  were  under  foreign  protection  were  to  be  banished  from  the  Country 
for  the  alleged  crime  of  having  rebelled  against  the  Sultan's  authority  in  refusing 
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to  keep  the  old  Moorish  guard.  The  vice-consuls  were  sent  for  to  decide  which 
of  the  members  were  under  their  protection,  and  thej  selected  eight.  The  re- 
maining four  were  immediately  put  in  irons  previous  to  being  sent  to  Meccanez. 
Whereupon  the  vice-consuls  energetically  protested,  against  banishing  any  per- 
sons under  their  protection,  and  appealed'  against  the  imprisonment  of  the  four 
Jews.  After  expostulations  with  the  Bashaw,  the  vice-consuls  obtained  from 
him  the  promise  that  he  would  postpone  sending  the  persons  to  Meccanez  for 
three  days,  that  they  might  write  to  their  chiefs  in  this  city  and  obtain  a  reply. 
On  the  a£&ir  becoming  known  at  this  place  no  time  was  lost  in  drawing  up  a 
collective  note,  signed  by  all  the  foreign  representatives,  and  addressed  to  M. 
Bargash,  minister  for  foreign  a&irs,  protesting,  in  the  name  of  justice,  against 
the  arbitrary  and  tyrannical  measure  adopted.  This  note  had  due  weight  with 
the  Moorish  minister,  who  answered  that  he  would  order  the  Bashaw  of  Tetuan 
not  to  send  the  Jews  to  Meccanez,  promising,  also,  to  release  them  from  their 
irons.  Three  days  having,  however,  elapsed  without  any  of  these  promises 
being  carried  into  effect,  t^ie  British  minister,  Spanish  minister,  the  consul  gen- 
eral ^f  Portugal,  and  myself,  not  to  be  misled  by  promises,  again  took  steps 
with  the  Moorish  minister,  which  resulted  in  the  removal  of  the  chains  from  the 
prisoners  and  their  transfer  from  their  dungeons  to  more  comfortable  quarters ; 
and  hopes  were  entertained  that  as  soon  as  the  Sultan  was  made  acquainted 
with  the  attitude  of  the  foreign  representatives  his  Majesty  would  order  the  men 
to  be  put  at  liberty.  But  before  the  return  of  the  courier  from  Meccanez,  the 
gashaw  again  transferred  the  four  Jews  to  their  former  dungeons.  Thereupon 
each  of  the  foreign  representatives,  except  the  minister  for  France,  on  the  28th 
ultimo  addressed  a  note  to  the  Moorish  minister,  demanding,  in  the  name  of  jus- 
tice and  humanity,  that  the  four  persons  be  at  once  set  at  liberty;  that  if  the 
four  were  guilty  of  any  crime  their  colleagues  must  be  equally  guilty,  and  that 
steps  had  been  taken  by  the  vice-consuls  at  Tetuan  to  bring  the  eight  persons, 
foreign-protected,  before  a  proper  tribunal  for  trial ;  that  alter  a  carefiu  exam- 
ination of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  in  the  case,  they  had  been  adjudged 
not  guilty  of  any  offence,  and  therefore,  as  no  further  or  stronger  proof  could  be 
adduced  against  the  four  Moorish  subjects  who  were  imprisoned  in  irons  on  a 
similar  charge,  justice  and  humanity  alike  demanded  that  they  at  once  be  set  at 
liberty ;  and  I  am  glad  to  say  this  demand  was  at  once  complied  with,  and  the 
four  persons  are  now  at  liberty. 

One  of  the  eight  Jews  was  American-protected — being  the  clerk  of  our  com- 
mei^cial  agent  at  that  place— one  Austrian  and  six  Spanish-protected.  The 
latter  were  brought  to  trial  before  the  Spanish  consul  at  Tetuan.  My  agent  was 
ordered  to  be  present,  as  well  as  the  vice-consuls,  and  after  a  careful  and  impar- 
tial investigation  the  Spanish  prot^g^s  were  pronounced  innocent  of  the  viola- 
tion of  any  law.  My  agent  reported  the  evidence  and  finding  of  the  tribunal, 
and  I  ordered  him  to  take  no  steps  against  our  prot^g^.  The  proceeding  on  the 
part  of  the  Moors  had  its  origin  in  a  fanatical  hatred  for  the  Jews,  and  I  am  of 
the  opinion,  from  many  circumstances  connected  with  this  transaction,  that  the 
order  for  their  arrest  and  imprisonment  emanated  from  the  Moorish  minister,  and 
that  the  Sultan  knew  nothing  of  it  until  the  arrest  was  made  and  rep5rted  to 
his  Maiesty,  who  at  once  sent  his  order  to  the  minister  here  to  release  the  Jews. 
The  Sultan  is  well  disposed  towards  this  part  of  his  subjects,  but  his  officers, 
wishing  to  show  their  authority,  frequently  manufacture  the  most  unfounded 
accusations  against  them,  and  impose  upon  the  Sultan  by  representations  that 
have  no  foundation  in  fact. 

I  trust  my  actioia  in  this  a&ir  will  meet  the  approval  of  the  department.

Tangier,  April  3,  1865. 

The  collective  opinion  of  the  reprosentlatives  of  foreign  powers  in  Morocco  upon  the 
measure  adopted  by  the  Bashaw  of  Tetuan  against  certain  respectable  Israelites  of  that  city, 
counsels,  and  views,  communicated  on  this  subject  to  Sedi  Mohammed  Bargash  : 

From  the  official  reports  of  the  vice-consuls  at  Tetaan,  it  appears  that  the  Bashaw  of  that 
city  has  arrested  some  members  of  the  Israelite  community,  with  the  exception  of  those  who 
are  foreign-protected.  They  have  been  charged  with  irons,  and  are  to  be  carried  to  Mee- 
canez.  This  severe  measure  has  no  other  motive  than  that  these  Israelites  have  refused 
some  months  since  to  accept  and  pay,  according  to  usage,  a  caid  for  the  Israelite  quarter  of 
that  city.  Moreover,  the  Bashaw  threatened  the  members  foreign-protected  of  that  commu- 
nity to  expel  them  from  the  empire.  We  protest  energetically  against  this  last  measure, 
which  is  contrary  to  existing  treaties. 

The  undersigned  desire  to  make  known  to  his  Maiesty  the  Sultan  the  cruel  manner  with 
which  his  sovereign  order  has  been  executed.  If  all  the  accused  are  culpable,  the  under- 
signed are  disposed  to  do  justice  concerning  the  complaint  ag^nst  the  members  foreign; 
protected ;  but  as  to  the  other  members  who  are  in  irons,  the  undersigned  consider  it  an  act 
of  unqualified  cruelty  to  leave  them  in  this  dreadful  situation  until  they  be  sentenced  upon 
a  cause  in  which  these  Israelites  should  all  be  equally  bound.  In  consequence  the  under- 
signed demand,  in  the  first  place,  that  the  persons  incarcerated  be  freed  from  the  irons  until 
the  Sultan  shall  be  able  to  take  into  consideration  the  cause  of  their  offence,  and  make  known 
what  shall  be  their  condition  in  order  not  to  incur  this  misfortune.  The  undersigned,  per- 
suaded that  the  Sultan,  in  his  justice  and  wisdom,  desires  to  preserve  friendly  relations  with 
Christian  powers,  consider  it  tneir  duty  to  inform  his  Cherifian  Majesty  of  the  acts  of  cruelty 
which  have  been  perpetrated  in  his  name.  All  are  desirous  not  to  see  the  authority  of  the 
Sultan  set  at  naught ;  and  they  cannot  help  to  inform  him  of  certain  energetic  observations, 
that,  undoubtedly,  by  the  exaggerated  zeal  of  his  agents,  a  general  cry  of  indignation 
from  without  maj^  occur  by  a  neglect  of  humanity,  which  is  completely  in  opposition  to  the 
character  for  justice  and  generosity  of  his  Majesty  Sedi  Mohammed.

Sir  :  The  undersigned,  prompted  no  less  by  the  feelings  of  humanity  than  by  a  sense  of 
justice  for  unoffending  Moorish  subjects,  is  constrained  to  call  the  attention  of  the  minister 
for  foreign  affairs  to  the  very  grave  conduct  of  his  Majesty's  authorities  with  reference  to  the 
cruel  treatment  of  the  four  aged  and  respectable  Israelites  again  confined  in  a  loathsome 
prison  in  Tetuan.  The  circumstances  ot  the  arrest  and  imprisonment  of  those  persons  are 
already  well  known  to  your  excellency.  It  will  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  charge  pre- 
ferred against  them  was  also  made  against  eight  other  Israelites,  equally  respected,  tto  latter 
being  foreign-protected.  I  am  officially  advised  by  the  Tice-consul  of  the  United  States  at 
Tetuan,  who  was  ordered  to  be  present  and  report  the  result  of  the  inquiry  of  guilt  affainst 
the  Israelites  Spanish-protected,  and  who  were  impartially  tried  before  the  Spanish  tnoonal 
at  that  place,  that  there  was  no  evidence  tending  to  criminate  said  Spanish  pfot^g^  and 
therefore  they  were  dismissed.  This,  then,  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  four  braelites 
now  imprisoned  are  innocent  of  any  offence  against  his  Majesty's  authority,  and  their  con 
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tinued  imprisonment  upon  unfounded  charges  will  prove,  if  persisted  in,  highly  scandalous 
to  the  Moorish  government,  and  provoke  the  indignation  of  the  friends  of  humanity  through- 
oat  Europe  and  America.    Therefore,  I  demand  that  said  Israelites  be  at  once  set  at  liberty. 
I  avail  of  the  occasion  to  assure  your  excellency  of  my  high  consideration  and  regard.

I  presume  the  United  States  consul  at  Gibraltar  has  advised  you  of  the  ap- 
pearance of  Asiatic  cholera  at  that  place.  It  appeared  there  in  July,  but  did 
not  assume  an  epidemic  form  until  about  the  25tn  of  August ;  and  during  Sep- 
tember the  mortality  reached  thirty  per  day,  in  a  population  of  twenty-five 
thousand,  civil  and  military.  It  is  now  declining  gradually.  I  am  glad  to  state 
up  to  this  time  it  has  not  appeared  either  in  this  city  or  on  our  coast ;  and  as 
the  rainy  season  has  commenced,  it  is  not  probable  it  will  visit  our  coast  this 
year.  On  the  25th  of  August  our  board  of  health,  (composed  exclusively  of 
the  diplomatic  corps,)  by  a  vote  of  four  for  and  three  against,  cut  the  commu- 
nication with  Gibraltar,  and  thus  prevented  the  English  government  supplying 
the  garrison  with  bullocks  from  this  empire.  By  reason  of  this  measure,  her 
Britannic  Majesty's  minister  withdrew  for  the  time  from  the  board,  and  reported 
its  proceedings  and  the  vote  of  each  member  to  his  government.  The  French 
minister  being  one  of  the  four,  a  few  days  since  I  was  informed  confidentially, 
by  her  Britannic  Majesty's  minister,  that  Earl  Russell  addressed  himself  to 
the  French  government,  and  asked  that  instructions  might  be  given  to  the 
French  minister  to  co-operate  with  her  Britannic  Majesty's  minister,  and  on 
questions  touching  supplies  for  Gibraltar  vote  with  the  latter.  To-day  the 
board  opened  communication  with  the  garrison,  and  established  a  quarantine  of 
observation  of  six  days  on  all  vessels  arriving  from  that  port.  On  this  measure 
the  minister  for  France  voted  with  the  English  minister.  In  consequence  of  the 
adoption  of  this  liberal  regulation,  the  Spanish  charg^  d'affaires  ad  interim  with- 
drew from  the  board. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  our  relations  with  his  Majesty  the 
Sultan  continue  to  be  of  the  most  friendly  and  satisfactory  nature.

Sir  :  Mr.  Drouyn  de  LLnys  informed  me  yesterday  tbat  the  negotiation  for  a 
loan  in  behalf  of  Maximiliiui,  as  Emperor  of  Mexico,  had  been  completed  on 
favorable  terms,  and  that  he  would  sail  for  Mexico  on  Sunday  next. 

I  regret  to  learn  by  the  communication  you  enclosed ^to  me  that  the  power  of 
Mexico  IS  still  further  enfeebled  by  faction  and  division  among  themselves. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  present  conoition  of  things  there  to  justi^  a  hope  tbat 
the  republicans  of  that  country  can  successfully  meet  the  French  invading  force, 
aided  by  factionists  at  home,  and  any  action  at  present  in  that  direction  by  the 
United  States  would  be  sure  to  embroil  us  with  Fiance.  We  cannot,  under 
existing  circumstances,  afford  a  war  with  France  for  the  Quixotic  purpose  of 
helping  Mexico.  "  Sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof."

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  despatch  of  March  25,  No.  442,  which  informs  me 
of  the  completion  of  the  loan  to  the  Grand  Duke  Maximilian,  and  of  his  antici- 
pated embarcation  for  Mexico.  In  order  that  you  may  understand  the  condirion 
of  affairs  in  that  country,  as  fully  as  they  are  understood  here,  I  have  given  you 
a  copy  of  a  communication  which  has  lately  been  received  from  our  consul  at 
Matamoras. 

I  give  you  also,  for  your  information,  a  copy  of  a  note  which  has  been  received 
from  Mr.  Geofroy  on  the  subject  of  the  protection  which  was  extended  to  the 
consul  at  that  place  by  Major  General  Heron,  and  of  my  answer  to  that  paper. 
This  correspondence  embraces  some  other  incidental  subjects.  It  is  proper  to 
say  that  Mr.  Geofroy  proposes  to  communicate  to  me  a  statement  of  another 
distinct  subject  of  complaint,  in  regard  to  proceedings  on  the  frontier,  under  in- 
structions from  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  and  that  I  have  engaged  to  "bestow  due 
consideration  upon  it. 

I  send  you  a  copy  of  a  resolution  which  passed  the  House  of  Representatives 
on  the  4th  instant,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  and  which  declares  the  opposition  of 
that  body  to  a  recognition  of  a  monarchy  in  Mexico.  Mr.  Geofroy  has  lost  no 
time  in  asking  for  an  explanation  of  this  proceeding. 

It  is  hardly  necessary,  after  what  I  have  heretofore  written  with  perfect  can- 
dor for  the  information  of  France,  to  say  that  this  resolution  truly  interprets  the 
unanimous  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to  Mexico. 
It  is,  however,  another  and  distinct  question,  whether  the  United  States  would 
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tbiuk  it  necessary  or  proper  to  express  themselves  ia  the  form  adopted  by  the 
House  of  Representatives  at  this  time.  This  is  a  practical  and  purely  executive 
question,  and  the  decision  of  it  constitutionally  belongs,  not  to  the  House  of 
Bepreseutatives,  nor  even  to  Congress,  but  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States.  You  will,  of  course,  take  notice  that  the  declaration  made  by  the  House 
of  Representatives  is  in  the  form  of  a  joint  resolution,  which,  before  it  can  ac- 
quire the  character  of  a  legislative  act,  must  receive  first  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate,  and,  secondly,  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  United  States;  or  in 
case  of  his  dissent,  the  renewed  assent  of  both  houses  of  Congress,  to  be  ex- 
pressed by  a  majority  of  two-thirds  of  each  body.  While  the  President  receives 
the  declaration  of  the  House  of  Representatives  with  the  profound  respect  to 
which  it  is  entitled,  as  an  expression  of  its  sentiments  upon  a  grave  and  im- 
portant subject,  he  directs  that  you  inform  the  government  of  France  that  he 
does  not  at  present  contemplate  any  departure  from  the  policy  which  this  govern- 
ment has  hitherto  pursuea  in  regard  to  the  war  which  exists  between  France 
and  Mexico.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  proceeding  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  was  adopted  upon  su^estions  arising  within  itself,  and  not 
upon  any  communication  of  the  executive  department,  and  that  the  French 
government  would  be  seasonably  apprised  of  any  change  of  policy  upon  this 
subject  which  the  President  might  at  any  future  time  think  it  proper  to  adopt.

8iR:  As  I  have  had  the  honor  to  inform  you,  I  have  transmitted  to  my  gov- 
ernment the  documents  which  your  excellency  submitted  to  me,  on  the  subject 
of  the  a£&ir  at  Matamoras.  The  documents  can  scarcely  have  reached  Paris  at 
this  moment 

While  awaiting  the  apswer  they  will  occasion,  I  this  morning  received  a 
second  despatch  from  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  pointing  to  new  facts  on  which  I 
shall  have  the  honor  to  confer  with  your  excellency  on  the  earliest  day  my 
health  will  permit  me  to  go  out;  but  there  is  a  point  which  seems  to  be  of  im« 
portance  to  bring  immediately  to  your  notice.  It  would  appear  that  on  the 
news  of  the  events  of  the  month  of  January  last.  General  Bazaine  took  the 
measures  necessary  to  protect,  in  the  direction  of  Matamoras,  the  Mexican  ter- 
ritory against  any  further  invasion.  Whatever  may  be  the  opinion  we  may 
form  upon  past  events,  you  will  comprehend,  sir,  how  necessary  it  is,  to  avoid 
all  complication  in  the  future,  that  General  Banks,  and  the  officers  serving  un- 
der his  orders,  may  be  again  called  to  the  strict  observance  of  the  instructions 
given  the  23d  November,  1863,  from  your  excellency's  department. 

I  should  not,  either,  leave  you  in  ignorance  that  the  French  troops  must  also 
have  been  directed  to  Sonora,  where,  according  to  reports,  more  or  less  founded, 
a  very  considerable  number  of  emigrants  from  California  must  lately  have  dis- 
embarked at  Guaymas,  and  have  established  themselves  in  the  country  in  virtue 
of  grants  which  were  made  to  them  by  the  ex-President,  Juarez.

The  mission  of  our  forces  is  to  prevent,  in  Sonora,  all  these  takings  of  illicit 
possession,  if  they  be  really  attempted ;  and,  in  any  case,  the  lawfulnees  of 
concessions  which  shall  have  emanated  from  Juarez  will  never  be  admitted. 
Yonr  excellency  will  probably  judge  proper  to  make  this  known,  to  American 
citizens  who  might  allow  themselves  to  be  drawn  into  such  speculations. 

I  seize  this  occasion  to  renew  to  your  excellency  the  assurances  of  my  high 
consideration.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  3d 
instant,  in  which  you  inform  me  that  you  have  received  a  second  despatch  from 
Mr.  Drouyu  de  Lhuys,  pointing  to  new  facts  in  relation,  as  I  am  left  to  infer, 
to  the  proceedings  which  took  place  at  Matamoras  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Pierce,  the 
consul  at  that  place,  and  which  have  been  made  the  subject  of  recent  correspond 
ence  on  your  part  with  this  department.  I  shall  with  pleasure  receive  the  prom- 
ised information,  when  the  state  of  your  health  shall  be  such  as  to  enable  you  to 
visit  me,  and  I  sincerely  regret  tne  cause  by  which  such  a  visit  is  delayed. 
Since  my  last  note  to  you  on  the  Matamoras  afifair  was  written,  I  have  learned 
that  General  Cortinas,  with  his  forces,  is  certainly  adhering  to  the  government 
of  the  United  States  of  Mexico.  In  view  of  this  fact,  it  .is  not  now  apparent  to 
this  government  that  France,  being,  in  our  view,  only  a  belligerent  in  Mexico, 
and  having  no  forces  at  or  near  Matamoras  when  the  transaction  in  regard  to 
the  consul  occurred  there,  can  reasonably  expect  explanations  concerning  it 
from  the  United  States. 

You  inform  me  in  the  note  now  before  me  that,  on  hearing  of  that  transaction, 
in  January  last.  General  Bazaine  took  the  measures  necessary  to  protect  the 
Mexican  territory,  in  the  direction  of  Matamoras,  against  any  further  invasion, 
and  you  suggest  that,  in  consequence  of  that  proceeding.  Major  General  Banks, 
and  the  oflficers  serving  under  his  orders,  may  be  again  called  to  a  strict  obser- 
vance of  the  insti-uctions  which  I  gave  to  that  general  on  the  23d  of  November 
last.  Passing  over  the  words  ''further  invasion,"  as  an  accidental  assumption  of 
a  fact  which  this  government  has  not  conceded,  and  is  not  yet  prepared  to  con- 
cede, I  have  had  no  hesitation  in  informing  Major  General  Banks  of  the  purpose 
of  General  Bazaine,  and  enjoining  the  United  States  general  to  a  strict  and  faith- 
ful observance  of  the  instructions  of  November,  which  require  him  to  forbear 
from  any  form  of  intervention  in  the  war  between  France  and  Mexico. 

You  also  inform  me  in  your  last-mentioned  note  that  French  forces  have  been 
directed  towards  Sonora,  and  you  bring  to  my  knowledge  rumors  that  a  very 
considerable  number  of  emigrants  from  California  have  lately  disembarked  at 
Guaymas,  and  have  established  themselves  in  the  country  in  virtue  of  grants 
which  were  made  to  them  by  President  Juarez,  whom  vou  describe  as  ex-presi- 
dent. You  farther  state  that  the  mission  of  the  French  forces  is  to  prevent,  in 
Sonora,  the  taking  possession  of  estates  under  such  grants,  the  lawfulness  of  which 
you  say  will  never  be  admitted,  and  you  suggest  to  me  the  expediency  of 
making  this  information  known  to  American  citizens  who  might  be  disposed  to 
allow  diemselves  to  be  drawn  into  such  speculations. 

While  I  appreciate  the  frankness  and  the  good  will  which  the  Emperor's 
government  manifest  in  thus  communicating  its  views  and  purposes  on  the  sub- 
ject mentioned,  it  nevertheless  remains  my  duty  to  say  that  this  government 
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has  long  recognized,  and  still  does  continue  to  recognize,  the  constitutional 
government  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico  as  the  sovereign  authority  in  that 
country,  and  the  President  Benito  Juarez  as  its  chief  This  government  at  the 
same  time  equally  recognizes  the  condition  of  war  existing  in  Mexico  between 
that  country  and  France.  We  maintain  absolute  neutrality  between  the  bellig- 
erents, and  we  do  not  assume  to  judge,  much  less  to  judge  in  advance,  of  the 
effect  of  the  war  upon  titles  or  estates.  We  have  no  knowledge  of  such  an 
emigration  from  California  to  Sonora  as  you  have  described  in  your  note.  But 
if  such  an  emigration  has  taken  place,  those  persons  who  thus  emigrate  will,  of 
course,  be  regarded  as  subjecting  themselves  to  the  authority  and  laws  by  which 
the  rights  of  citizens  of  Mexico  are  governed ;  and  while  it  seems  unnecessary 
tor  the  President  to  assume  that  such  emigrants  will  claim  the  protection  of  this 
government  for  any  estates,  of  whatever  kind,  they  may  attain,  or  attempt  to 
attain,  in  Mexico,  it  would  certainly  be  premature  to  attempt  now  to  decide 
upon  the  validity  of  such  claims. 

Peaceful  emigration  from  the  United  States  is  entirely  free  from  restraint  of 
influence  of  the  government.  Emigrants  themselves  are  generally  well  informed 
concerning  their  rights.  Under  these  circumstances,  any  interference  of  the 
government  concerning  such  emigration  would  be  as  inexpedient  as  it  would  be 
without  precedent.  The  case  would  be  different  if  the  act  of  emigration  was 
attended  with  preparations  and  purposes  hostile  to  Mexico,  or  to  either  belliger- 
ent party,  or  to  any  other  nation,  and,  therefore,  incompatible  with  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  or  with  the  law  of  nations.  It  is  believed  that  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  has  sufficiently  indicated  the  views  it  must  take  in 
such  a  cascif  it  should  occur,  which,  however,  there  seems  no  immediate  reason 
to  apprehend.

Sm :  Great  excitement  is  prevailiDg  in  the  commercial  and  official  circles  of  Belize  in 
conBeonence  of  the  appearance  in  the  Mereda  newspaper  of  an  official  proclamation,  under 
the  oraers  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  emperor  of  Mexico,  to  the  effect  mat  the  peninsula  of 
Yucatan  is,  on  and  after  the  1st  of  October  last,  to  be  goyemed  or  presided  over  by  thro^ 
prefects,  and  to  be  divided  into  three  arrondissements,  one  of  which  is  to  be  designated  as  the 
arrondissement  of  Mereda,  the  boundaries  of  which  are  to  be  as  follows :  Commencing  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Rio  St.  Pedro  y  St.  Pablo,  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  running  up  the  centre 
of  that  stream  to  the  Usumasinti ;  up  the  latter  to  a  point  where  the  Guatemala  district  of 
Peten  is  encountered ;  from  thence  along  the  line  that  divides  Peten  from  Guatemala  to  the 
headwaters  of  the  river  Sarstoon ;  down  the  middle  of  the  Sarstoon  tc  the  gulf  or  bay  of 
Honduras,  and  from  thence  alone  the  coast  to  the  place  of  be^nninff ;  comprehending  in 
this  latter  all  the  keys  and  island  contiguous  to  the  main  land.  The  same  proclamation 
provides,  frirther,  **that  there  are  a  few  Englishmen  located  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Beliae, 
or  Wallis,  who  have  had  the  permission,  under  the  treaties  with  Spain,  to  cut  wood,  and  that 
they  are  not  to  be  molested,"  meaning  that  they  are  not  to  be  disturbed  in  their  wood-cutting 
operations. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  Maximilian  has,  by  this  proclamation,  swept  into  his  possession 
not  only  the  district  of  country  known  as  Peten,  and  which  has. always  been  claimed  as 
being  within  the  legitimate  jurisdiction  of  Guatemala,  but  the  whole  of  British  Honduras, 
with  all  the  keys  and  islands,  thus  ignoring  entirely  the  idea  of  British  sovereignty.  These 
people  are  feeling  themselves  greatly  insulted,  as  being  designated  as  a  few  English  wood- 
cutters, and  are  mustering  up  a  large  amount  of  bitterness  of  feeling  aeainst  the  emperor  of 
Mexico,  and,  indeed,  are  preparing  for  dire  vengeance  against  him.  iOl  the  old  and  new 
guns,  of  a  cheap  character,  are  bemg  purchased,  with  the  view,  I  doubt  not,  to  be  sent  for 
distribution  among  the  Indians  on  the  Yucatan  side  of  the  Rio  Hondo,  who  arey  and  have 
been  for  some  years,  not  only  hostile  to  the  Mexican  government,  but  in  open  rebellion, 
having  long  since  driven  the  Mexican  authorities  from  tne  southern  portion  of  Yucatan. 

Though  much  real  anxiety  is  being  manifested  among  the  better  classes  in  Belize  lest 
England  will,  without  a  struggle,  succumb  to  the  demand  and  assumption  of  Maximilian, 
more  with  the  view  of  shaking  off  a  dependency  which  has  proved  more  burdensome  than 
profitable,  than  from  any  belief  that  the  latter  can  sustain  his  claim  either  by  force  of  arms 
or  peaceable  arbitrament,  yet  I  doubt  not  that  England  will  resist  the  claim  of  Mexico  with 
great  tenacity.  The  old  diplomatic  battles  will  in  every  case,  I  doubt  not,  have  to  be  agun 
refought.  I  think  I  can  see  that  Maximilian  is  disposed  to  take  up  the  case  where  old  Spain 
left  i^  namely,  afler  the  defeat  of  General  0*Neil  at  St.  George^s  key,  at  the  close  of  the 
Pork  and  Doughboy  war  in  1798.  If  Mexico  can  evade  or  set  aside  her  obligations  as  con- 
tained in  her  treaty  with  Great  Britain  of  1626,  the  question  then  of  plenary  sovereignty  as 
the  result  of  peaceable  possession  will  be  fairly  open^,  and  the  first  necessity  then  created 
will  be  to  determine  as  to  what  length  of  time  should  be  considered. sufficient,  as  between 
nations,  to  constitute  a  de  facto  claim ;  because,  undoubtedly,  England  has  remained  in 

geaceable  possession  of  this  colony  since  the  year  1798,  without  any  practical  objections 
Dm  anv  ouarter,  unless,  indeed,  it  can  be  believed  that  the  treaties  of  1809  and  1814  re- 
vitalized those  of  1783  and  1786 ;  and  which,  I  think,  might  be  believed  without  much 
damage  to  truth.  However,  I  think  the  question  is  probably  destined  to  be  one  of  a  some- 
what vexed  and  litigious  character ;  and  the  greatest  barrier,  in  my  opinion,  to  Mexioo^s 
claim  will  prove  to  be  her  treaty  of  1826.  But  as  this  whole  imbroglio  is  likely  to  be  some- 
what of  the  **dog-eat-dog"  character,  we  have  really  nothing  to  do  with  it,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  present  arrangement  of  parties. 

These  people  evidently  have  a  great  horror  for  Spanish  rule  and  government,  and  from 
the  intimations  of  some  I  infer  that,  if  they  are  to  be  forsaken  by  the  British  government, 
they  will,  with  uplifted,  suppliant  hands,  implore  the  United  States  government  to  receive 
them  under  her  capacious  wmgs;  and,  indeed,  some  have  interrogated  me  already  as  to  the 
course-  we  will  pursue  in  case  England  reUnquishes  her  claim  to  this  colony,  and  my  answer 
is  **  Sufficient  for  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof."    When  the  question  demands  a  solution  at 
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our  hands  the  govomment  of  the  United  States  will  doubtless  treat  it  as  its  merits  demand. 
Bat  all  this  seems  to  look  like  a  verification  of  the  prophecj  which  I  yentored  to  make  some 
months  aso  to  the  effect  that  the  full  design  of  Napoleon  would  not  be  consummated  until 
the  New  Mexican  empire  should  be  made  to  comprehend  the  ancient  boundaries  as  governed 
bj  Iturbide ;  and*  as  a  partial  proof  of  this  hypothesis,  we  have  only  to  loop  this  effort  ot 
MitYimilmi^  with  the  attempt  of  the  late  French  consul  at  Galveston  to  alienate  the  State  oi 
Texas  from  the  American  Union,  and  the  case  is  fast  being  made  out. 

The  same  paper  that  contained  the  proclamation  of  Maximilian  also  contained  a  very  in- 
flammatory article  against  the  English  settlers  in  Belize,  charein^  them  with  having  fur- 
nished munitions  of  war  to  the  Indians  in  rebellion  against  me  Mexican  authorities ;  also 
calling  seriously  in  question  their  right  to  occupy  this  country.  There  is  evidently  a  bad 
state  of  feeling  existing  on  the  part  of  the  Mexican  population  of  Yucatan,  or  the  authorities 
thereof,  against  the  English  in  British  Honduras.  Should  you,  however,  find  it  desirable  in 
the  future  to  become  thoroughly  conversant  with  this  entire  question,  so  far  as  its  historical 
bearings  are  concerned,  I  beg  most  respectfully  to  refer  you  to  the  manuscript  which  I  had 
the  honor  to  transmit  to  the  department  some  months  ago,  and  which,  I  think,  is  a  faithful 
history  of  the  countiy  of  Britisn  Honduras. 

A  rumor  reached  this  place  a  few  days  ago  through  the  newspapers  that  Denmark  had  pro- 
posed to  dispose  of  her  West  India  possessions  to  the  government  of  the  United  States ; 
and  in  a  conversation  with  the  governor  the  day  following,  I  mentioned  the  fact  of  such  a 
report  being  current,  when  he  promptly  replied  that  it  would  be  the  very  best  disposition 
that  could  be  made  of  them.  Whether  or  not  he  meai\^  what  he  said  is  another  matter. 
This  afternoon  I  again  met  the  governor,  while  taking  his  usual  afternoon's  ride,  when  he 
stopped  me,  inquiring  the  news.  I  informed  him  that  information  had  just  reached  me  that 
the  Florida  haa  been  captured  by  a  United  States  gunboat,  and  immediately  the  conversa- 
tion changed  to  the  proclamation  of  Maximilian.  He  said  frankly  that  Great  Britain  would 
never  relinquish  the  colony  to  Mexico ;  that  the  opinion  is  gumng  popularity  in  England 
that  it  is  not  politic  to  hold  so  many  dependencies  at  so  great  a  distance :  and  hence,  if  it 
should  be  deemed  desirable  to  relinquish  this  colony,  it  would  be  to  the  people  themselves, 
so  that  they  miffht  either  manage  their  own  affairs  or  seek  such  affinities  as  would  best  suit 
their  taste ;  and  intimated,  as  he  once  before  plainly  observed,  that  the  United  States  would 
be  more  suited  to  exercise  jurisdiction  in  Central  Ainerica  than  Mexico.  Believing  that  his 
purpose  was  mainly  to  seek  my  opinion  upon  that  subject,  I  remarked  that  wmle  Cuba, 
mm  many  considerations,  might  be  desirable  to  the  ^vernment  of  the  United  States,  yet  I 
was  fully  of  the  opinion  that  an  extension  of  our  temtory  upon  the  main  land  would  neither 
be  politic  nor  wise ;  that  we  now  possess  as  much  domain  as  could  be  well  managed  bv  one 
central  power.  But  yet,  nevertheless,  the  fact  need  not  be  disguised  that  we  do  feel  a 
great  concern  that  theee  Central  American  countries  should  have  stamped  upon  them  good 
stable  governments  of  a  republican  character;  and  that  we  doubtiess  should  not  fail  to  lend 
oar  full  moral  influence,  upon  all  proper  occasions,  to  bring  about  and  secure  such  a  result, 
but  that  absorption,  or  annexation,  is  not  any  part  of  our  present  policy.  Though  I  spoke 
thus  to  the  ffovemor  as  a  man,  and  not  by  authority,  and  may  or  may  not  have  reflectea  the 
national  opmion,  yet  they  are  views  I  think  highly  conservative,  and  will,  at  least,  tend 
greatly  to  smother  up  previous  jealousies  and  assumptions  in  regard  to  our  propagandism 
and  cravings  in  Central  America. 

I  understand  that  the  commandant  of  Ysabel,  in  Guatemala,  has  arrived  here  in  connexion 
with  the  proclamation  of  the  emperor  of  Mexico.

Mr.  Bigelaw  to  Mr.  Seward, 
[Extract.] 

No.  8.]  Legation  op  thk  United  States, 

Paris,  January  20,  1865. 

Sir:  During  an  interview  which  I  had  yesterday  with  his  excellency  the 
minister  of  foreign  afifairs,  and  after  disposing  of  some  matters  with  which  I 
have  no  occasion  to  trouble  you  at  present,  a  conversation  ensued,  which  I  deem 
it  my  duty  to  report  to  you — ^part  of  it  at  his  excellency's  request. 

I  took  the  liberty  of  recalling  a  remark  which  his  excellency  made  to  me  at 
our  first  interview,  to  the  effect  that  the  relations  of  France  and  the  United 
States  were,  as  usual,  *•  friendly,  though  delicate— delicate."     I  asked  him  if  he 
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had  any  special  source  of  anxiety  in  bis  mind  when  he  made  that  remark,  of 
which  I  or  my  government  might  he  ignorant.  He  said  promptly,  "Oh,  no; 
nothing.  I  only  referred  to  the  perplexities  growing  out  of  our  neutral  position." 
"No,"  he  added,  "if  there  were  anything  special  I  should  have  told  you;  you 
may  always  he  sure  that  I  shall  speak  frankly  and  freely  with  you."  I  thanked 
him  for  the  assurance ;  said  I  should  not  have  troubled  him  with  the  question, 
but  I  had  already  learned  to  know  the  value  of  his  words,  and  had  been  struck 
by  the  somewhat  emphatic  repetition  of  the  word  "delicate,"  which  led  me  to 
fear  that  something  might  have  occurred  since  he  last  saw  Mr.  Dayton  which 
had  not  been  communicated  to  me. 

I  then  said  that,  with  the  franknesa  which  he  invited  by  his  example  and 
promise,  I  would  take  the  liberty  of  asking  him  another  question,  premising, 
however,  that  I  did  so  without  any  special  solicitude  upon  the  subject,  and  of 
course  without  any  instructions  from  my  government.  I  referred  him  to  reports 
quite  current  in  the  public  journals,  and  at  the  dubs,  that  the  Archduke  Maxi- 
milian, the  titular  emperor  of  Mexico,  had  ceded  or  was  about  to  cede  Sonora 
to  France.  I  told  him  that  while  I  had  no  instructions  to  put  such  a  question, 
1  felt  that  I  should  neglect  my  duty  if  I  failed  to  give  my  government  the  ear- 
liest information  possible  upon  a  matter  in  which  the  people  of  the  United  States 
would  feel  the  liveliest  interest. 

His  excellency  replied  that  there  had  been  no  cession  of  terrritory,  nor  any 
question  ot  such  a  thing;  that  it  had  been  proposed  to  give  the  government  of 
France  a  lien  upon  the  mineral  products  of  Sonora,  in  some  way  to  secure  the 
Mexican  indebtedness  to  France,  and  an  inquiry  had  been  instituted  to  ascer- 
tain how  far  such  a  security  could  be  made  available,  but  nothing  had  been  de- 
termined upon. 

His  excellency  then  said  there  was  another  report  circulating  in  the  papers, ' 
which  he  was  glad  of  an  opportunity  of  speaking  to  me  about.  He  referred  to 
the  article  of  which  I  enclose  a  translation,  copied  from  the  Epoca  of  Madrid, 
and  which  I  had  already  read  and  discussed  with  Mr.  Barreda,  the  Peruvian 
minister,  who  had  satisfied  me  that  its  material  averments  were  entirely  ground- 
less. Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  stated  that  there  was  no  foundation  whatever  for 
the  story ;  that  he  did  not  know  the  motives  of  the  Spanish  journal  for  making 
such  a  statement,  but  he  supposed  the  party  in  whose  name  it  speaks  were  not 
indisposed  to  have  it  believed  that  France  sympathized  with  Spain  in  her  con- 
troversy with  Pern. 

I  told  him  that  I  had  seen  the  extract  to  which  he  had  referred  in  an  evening 
print,  but  was  so  entirely  satisfied  that  there  could  be  nothing  in  it,  that  I  had 
not  thought  of  troubling  him  with  questions  about  it.  I  only  wondered  how 
such  a  paragraph  could  have  found  its  way  into  the  columns  of  the  Moniieur 
He  asked  if  it  was  in  the  Moniieur.

At  the  risk  of  exposing  ourselves  to  accnsations,  which,  however,  will  not  affect  our  en* 
lightened  patriotism,  we  believe  it  our  duty  to  call  public  attention  to  the  conduct  of  France 
towards  Spain,  in  the  Pacific,  under  circumstances  in  which  it  might  have  been  put  to  the 
proof  by  our  naval  forces  on  the  coast  of  Chili  and  Peru.  According  to  statements  made  by 
semi-official  journals  and  correspondents  fVom  Panama,  it  is  certain,  and  proofs  of  these  facts 
exist  in  governmental  regions,  tnat  after  the  catastrophe  which  destroyed  the  fHgate  Triemfo, 
and  when  the  attitude  of  the  JPeruvian  congress  threatened  to  lead  to  difficult  complicatioBS 
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for  onr  flotilla,  the  commandant  of  the  French  naral  forces  in  the  Pacific  pnt  all  his  resources 
at  the  disposition  of  jonx  navy ;  as  also,  several  months  previously,  the  French  consul  at 
Panama  had  exposed  his  life  in  order  to  save  that  of  Mr.  ^alazar  y  Mazaredo,  the  Spanish 
representative.  Four  years  ago  France  placed  herself  in  the  same  way,  and  resolutely,  on 
onr  side,  in  our  African  war.  She  has  sustained  us  in  Mexico,  and  has  not  made  the  least 
trouble  on  the  subject  of  San  Domingo.  Of  what  importance  is  it  that  certain  persons  obedi- 
ent to  the  unworthy  prejudices  of  our  epoch  disregard  these  facts,  which,  nevertheless, 
evidence  a  profound  respect  for  the  independence  of  the  Spanish  nation,  and  prove  sincere 
syinpathy  for  the  august  sovereigns  seated  upon  the  throne  of  Castile  ?  In  our  day  public 
opinion  aoes  justice  to  whom  it  is  due,  and  the  passions  of  a  party  cannot  succeed  in  misrepre- 
senting the  sentiments  of  a  people  as  noble  and  as  loyal  as  the  Spanish  people. — (Epoca,) 


Letters  from  Guayaquil  received  by  the  Journal  Las  Noticias  confirm  the  account  published 
bj  la  Epoca  up  to  the  30th  December.  No  demonstration  or  attempt  of  any  kind  nad  been 
made  against  our  squadron  in  the  Pacific,  and  according  to  the  statement  of  its  commandant 
he  had  no  fears  whatever  of  being  attacked.  The  16th,  three  days  after  the  departure  of  the 
mail,  the  vessels  destined  to  increase. our  force  in  those  seas  ou^ht  to  arrive  ;  and  on  the  other 
hand,  our  vice-admiral  had  received  from  the  commandant  of  the  French  fleet  offers  of  service 
of  eveiy  sort  if  he  should  have  need  of  them.— (/rfem.)

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  the  20th  of  January,  No.  8,  has  been  received,  and 
your  proceedings  therein  are  approved. 

Yoa  are  verj  right  in  addressing  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuvs  the  question  about 
the  reported  cession  of  Sonora  by  the  Archduke  Maximilian  to  France.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  this  government  that  such  a  cession,  or  even  the  creation  of  a  lien 
upon  the  mineral  revenues  of  Sonora,  would  not  be  regarded  with  favor  by  the 
people  of  the  United  States.  It  would  relieve  the  relations  between  this  country 
and  France  very  much  if  I  am  authorized  to  say  that  no  such  project  will  be 
adopted.  No  credit  was  given  by  this  department  to  the  story  that  France  had 
put  her  naval  force  in  the  Pacific  at  the  command  of  the  Spanish  admiral.  We 
have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  and  gratified  with  the  proceedings  of  the  im- 
perial government  in  regard  to  the  suspected  controversy  which  has  arisen 
between  Spain  and  Peru — a  controversy  which,  I  am  happy  to  have  reason  to 
believe,  is  now  in  a  way  of  amicable  settlement. 

You  will  read  of  projects  on  the  part  of  our  insurgents  to  suspend  the  present 
contest,  or  end  it,  by  a  combined  war  against  France  alone,  or  France  and 
England.  If  they  come  in  question,  you  may  confidently  say  that  this  govern- 
ment prefers  to  fight  this  civil  war  out  on  the  present  line,  if  no  foreign  state 
intervenes  in  behalf  of  the  insurgents.

You  may  communicate  this  information  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  should  there 
be  occasion  therefor,  and  may  add  that  at  the  very  date  of  the  correspondence 
referred  to,  instructions  from  this  department  were  on  the  way  to  Mr.  Etchison 
relieving  him  from  his  official  functions.

Sir  :  Reference  had  to  my  despatch  No.  8, 1  desire  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  following  official  statement  which  I  translate  from  the  Moniteur  of  yesterday 
morning: 

''  All  reports  circulating  in  the  journals  relative  to  a  cession  made  to  France 
by  the  Mexican  government  of  certain  provinces  of  Sonora,  Chihuahua,  &c.,  &c, 
are  absolutely  unfounded." 

The  rumors  which  this  para^aph  is  designed  to  put  at  rest  have  been  widely 
circulated  in  Europe,  and  had  begun  to  provoke  discussion  even  in  France,  but 
in  a  tone  uniformly  unfavorable  to  the  cession,  the  proximity  of  the  new  colony 
to  the  United  States  being  always  enumerated  as  its  chief  misfortune.

No.  29.]  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Paris,  February  14,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  Stonewall  was  yesterday  afternoon  lying  at  Ferrol.  Mr.  Perry 
states,  upon  the  authority  of  the  consular  agent  at  Ferrol,  that  she  stands  in 
need  of  repairs  before  she  can  take  the  sea,  and  that  the  Spanish  government 
will  refuse  her  permission  to  make  them. 

Captain  Graven  is  at  Corunna  with  the  Niagara.  He  exhibits  impatience  to 
have  the  Sacramento  join  him.  Mr.  Harvey  informs  me  that  the  Sacramento 
is  undergoing  repairs  also  at  Lisbon,  but  as  far  as  I  can  gather  from  their  de- 
spatches, she  will  soon  be,  if  she  is  not  already,  on  her  way  to  Corunna.  I  doubt 
if  Craven  feels  entirely  confident  of  his  ability  to  meet  the  Stonewall  sin^e- 
handed.  He  asked  me,  ignorant,  I  presume,  of  what  I  have  already  attempted, 
to  solicit  the  intercession  of  France  with  the  Spanish  government  to  detain  her 
Mr.  Perry  informs  me,  confidentially,  that  the  fortifications  of  Fenrol  are  not 
strong  enough  to  keep  the  Stonewall,  i/  she  is  determined  to  go  out.  If  so,  the 
only  eflPectual  mode  of  detaining  her  is  by  sending  vessels-of-war,  and  I  doubt 
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whether  France  has  anything  at  hand  that  she  wonld  dare  to  expose  to  such 
an  enemy. 

I  shall  end^vor  to  shake  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys's  determination  when  I  see 
him  on  Thursday.  I  am  unwilling  to  reply  in  writing  to  his  letter  of  the  7th 
Fehruary,  because  I  think  it  my  duty  to  leave  to  you  the  selection  of  the  ground 
upon  which  the  controversy  over  this  vessel,  which  is  impending,  shall  be  waged. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  Slidell  wrote  home  by  the  last  mail  that  the 
Spanish  government  had  sent  to  their  minister,  Mr.  Mon,  in  Paris,  to  ascertain 
whether  France  desired  the  detention  of  the  vessel.  That  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys 
said  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  her,  and  that  Mr.  Mon  sent  for  Mr.  Slidell,  who 
satisfied  him  that  the  Stonewall  was  a  regularly  commissioned  confederate 
vesseL 

If  Slidell  is  correctly  reported — and  I  suppose  he  is — it  only  confirms  me  in 
the  opinion  towards  which  I  have  been  steadily  drifting  since  my  interview 
with  me  minister  of  marine  on  Sunday  week,  that  the  depredations  which  the 
Stonewall  may  occasion  us  will  be  the  least  of  the  troubles  of  the  government. 
They  don't  care  how  much  these  steamers  wrong  us,  provided  they  do  not  give 

ns  an  opportunity  of  fixing  the  responsibility  for  what  occurs  upon  them.

Though  I  am  unable  to  assign  any  very  satisfactory  authority  for  it,  I  am 
strongly  impressed  with  the  conviction  that,  but  for  the  Mexican  entanglement, 
the  insurgents  would  receive  very  little  further  countenance  from  the  imperial 
government,  and  that  a  reconciliation  of  the  national  policies  of  the  two  coun- 
tries on  that  question  would  speedily  dispose  of  all  other  sources  of  dissatisfac- 
tion.

No.  35.]  Legation  op  the  United  States, 

ParUt  Fehruary  17,  1865. 
Sir  :  The  corps  legislatif  was  opened  by  the  Emperor  on  the  15th  instant  with 
customary  impressiveness.  I  enclose  a  copy  of  his  Majesty's  discourse.  He  treated 
the  discovery  of  Columbus  with  conspicuous  reserve.  As  in  a  family  of  child- 
ren the  infant  is  apt  to  engross  the  parental  attention,  so,  out  of  the  large  fam- 
ily of  Anierican  States,  the  youngest  born  was  the  only  one  that  cost  his  Ma- 
jesty a  remark.  This  silence  in  regard  to  the  United  States  was  natural.  There 
has  been,  and  from  the  nature  of  things  there  must  continue  to  be  while  our  war 
lasts,  so  much  of  menace  in  our  attitude  towards  Mexico  that  the  Emperor  could 
hardly  have  pursued  a  course  more  consistent  with  his  own  dignity,  or  more  sat- 
isfectory  to  nis  subjects  on  this  occasion,  than  by  observing  an  expressive 
silence.  The  tone  of  the  discourse  was  eminently  tranquillizing,  and  is  greatly 
admired  for  the  skill  with  which  it  disposed  of  several  very  delicate  questions 
of  foreign  policy.  The  only  feature  of  it  that  has  provoked  criticism  is  that 
which  treats  of  the  convention  of  the  15th  September,  1864,  and  his  language 
in  that  connexion  is  discussed,  anparently,  rather  with  the  view  of  extracting 
interpretations  and  admissions  from  the  official  press,  than  from  anything 
exceptionable  in  the  tenor  of  the  speech.  The  various  allusions  to  his  Galican 
ecclesiastical  policy  were  received  oy  his  audience  with  strong  marks  of  appro- 
bation. There  was  one  paragraph  of  the  speech  to  which  I  attach  a  larger 
meaning  than  perhaps  it  deserves.     It  was  this : 
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**  The  conveution  of  the  15th  of  September,  disentangled  from  passionate 
interpretations,  consecrates  two  great  principles — the  firm  establishment  of  the 
new'kingdom  of  Italy  and  the  independence  of  the  H0I7  See.  The  provisional 
and  precarious  state  of  affairs  which  excited  so  much  alarm  will  soon  terminate. 
It  is  no  longer  the  scattered  members  of  the  Italian  nation  seeking  to  connect 
themselves  bj  feeble  links  to  a  small  state  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Alps ;  it 
is  a  great  country  which  rises  above  local  prejudices,  despising  the  ebullitions  of 
umeflecting  agitations,  which  boldly  transfers  its  capital  to  the  centre  of  the 
Peninsula,  and  places  it  in  the  midst  of  the  Appenines,  as  in  an  impregnable 
citadel.  By  this  act  of  patriotism  Italy  definitely  constitutes  herself^  and  at  the 
same  time  reconciles  herself  with  Catholicity." 

I  have  not  been  able  to  resist  the  suspicion  that  this  language,  coupled  with 
the  silence  of  the  Italian  and  French  press  for  some  months  about  Venetia, 
imports  some  sort  of  a  transaction  in  esse  or  in  posse  for  a  termination  of  the 
boundary  quarrels  between  Italy,  Austria  and  Rome,  by  common  sacrifices,  and 
by  the  adoption  of  the  Appennines  as  one  of  the  natural  boundaries  of  jitaly. 
The  habitually  practical  character  of  the  Emperor's  statesmanship,  and  the 
almost  equal  necessity  of  these  three  powers  to  arrange  their  differences  by  some 
lees  expensive  agency  than  the  sword,  may,  however,  have  led  me  to  attach 
more  importance  to  these  expressions  than  they  really  deserve. 

What  is  said  about  the  return  of  the  army  from  Mexico  is  doubtless  correct, 
so  far  as  the  wish  and  intention  of  the  government  is  concerned,  though  it  does 
not  correspond  with  information  which  reached  me  a  few  days  since  of  orders 
having  been  recently  issued  for  more  troops  to  be  in  readiness  to  leave  for 
Mexico  upon  short  notice. 

The  speech  is  received  with  great  favor  by  the  liberal  press,  while  the  do- 
mestic policy  which  is  foreshadowed  appears  to  have  given  universal  satis^eu^tion.

Mr.  Bigclow  to  Mr,  Seward, 

No.  36.]  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Paris,  February  17, 1865. 

Sir  :  One  of  the  last  communications  which  I  had  the  honor  to  address  to  yon 
from  the  consulate  related  to  a  scheme  for  enrolling  Poles  in  this  city,  and  in 
other  parts  of  France  and  Europe,  for  the  confederates.  I  am  now  able  to  give 
you  some  more  definite  information  upon  the  subject. 

The  project  had  its  origin  with  a  Colonel  Smolenski,  a  Pole  by  burth,  who 
had  resided  many  years  in  Texas,  and  who  came  out  here  to  take  part  in  the 
recent  Polish  revolution.  He  could  not  agree  with  the  Polish  commissionen 
here,  abandoned  their  cause,  and  projected  a  scheme  for  the  colonization  of  the 
northern  frontier  states  of  the  confederacy  with  his  unfortunate  country  people, 
who  were  to  be  supplied  with  a  passage,  a  farm,  and  some  other  privil^^,  on 
condition  that  they  would  bear  arms,  if  necessary,  in  defence  of  their  new  homes 
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The  terms  were  framed  under  the  direction  of  a  Mr.  Williams,  an  Englishman,  of 
whom  I  can  learn  nothing  precise,  and  a  man  named  Bujnicky,  refugeed  from 
Russian  Poland,  whose  property  has  been  confiscated,  and  whose  wife  has  been 
sent  to  Siberia.  This  man  went,  on  the  26th  of  December  last,  to  London  for 
funds ;  he  was  here  the  other  day,  but  without  funds ;  his  address  there  is  Hotel 
Krall,  John  Street,  American  Square,  London.  Two  Poles — one  named  Wilk- 
iewiez,  and  the  other  Leongewski — were  charged  to  receive  the  enrolments. 
When  the  number  reached  three  hundred,  they  were  to  be  sent  on  to  the  Con- 
federate States  ;  and  it  was  to  obtain  funds  to  meet  the  expenses  of  their  expe- 
dition that  Bujnicky  went  to  London.  Three  different  recruiting  stations  were 
opened  in  Paris,  and  I  am  told  that  the  number  of  three  hundred  would  have 
been  ready  if  the  funds  had  arrived. 

Before  the  affair,  however,  had  reached  this  point,  the  police,  whose  forbear- 
ance had  been  counted  upon,  and  not  without  reason,  be^an  to  take  a  new  in- 
terest in  what  was  going  on,  and  Mr.  Boudeville,  the  head  of  the  department  of 
police,  which  is  octupied  with  the  movements  of  emigrants,  sent  his  men  and 
seized  all  the  lists  and  documents  in  possession  of  the  reciniiting  agents,  and  put 
an  end,  for  the  present  at  least,  to  the  scheme. 

He  took  exception  to  the  clause  of  their  articles  about  bearing  arms  ;  said  he 
had  no  objection  to  their  going  as  mere  colonists  where  they  pleased,  but  the 
conditions  of  their  enlistment  compromised  the  neutrality  of  France.  They  must 
find  means  to  go  somewhere  else  to  enlist,  if  they  wished  to  enter  the  confede- 
rate service.  He  then  said,  that  if  they  wuhed  to  enter  the  Mexican  service, 
they  might  receive  same  encouragement.  Here  the  matter  now  stands.  I  pre- 
sume if  these  men  avail  themselves  of  Mr.  Boudeville's  proposal,  they  will  be 
used  in  aid  of  the  Emperor's  undertaking  to  bring  back  the  French  army  from 
Mexico. 

I  learn  from  the  same  source  which  supplies  me  these  details,  that  a  Mr.  Irwin 
S.  Bullock  and  a  Mr.  Lewis  were  here,  on  the  second  of  January,  to  confer  with 
the  recruiting  agents  about  this  business,  and  left  on  the  fiflh  for  Marseilles  and 
Toulon.  They  have  not  returned  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  though,  as  I  was  in- 
formed about  that  time,  they  were  soon  expected. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  Polish  volunteers  enlisted  in  London,  and  are  ex- 
pected to  embark  at  Liverpool  on  the  25th  of  this  month. 

Some  Polish  refugees  in  Switzerland  have  written  to  a  Mr.  Teichman,  also  a 
Pole,  acting  for  the  confederates  here,  asking  for  aid  to  carry  them  to  the  con- 
federate territory.  It  is  also  reported  here  among  the  Poles  that  Count  Sabol- 
ewsky  had  been  furnished  with  forty- five  thousand  francs  to  be  used  in  collecting 
Polisn  recruits  at  Zurich  and  in  Italy. 

While  applications  from  Frenchmen  and  Germans  for  service  in  our  army 
have  been  constant  for  three  years  past,  I  do  not  remember  to  have  received  a 
half  a  dozen  from  Poles  during  my  residence  here. 

This  fact,  taken  in  connexion  with  what  seems  a  sort  of  combined  movement 
among  the  refugees  of  that  unhappy  province,  leads  me  to  suppose  that  some 
means  have  been  used  to  persuade  them  that  they  have  common  cause  with  the 
insurgents  against  us  on  the  ground  that  the  United  States  have  made  common 
cause  with  Bussia  against  them. 

I  have  here  given  you  all  the  information  I  possess  upon  this  subject  up  to 
date.     I  have  not  communicated  these  details  as  they  reached  me  from  time  to 
time,  because  there  seemed  to  be  no  occasion  to  trouble  you  with  them.

Sir  :  I  traDsmit  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  the  10th  instant,  and  of  the  accompany- 
ing papers,  addressed  to  this  department  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  relative  to 
the  capture,  in  Mexican  waters,  by  insurgents  from  Texas,  of  the  steamer  Ark, 
when  on  a  voyage  from  New  Orleans  to  Matamoras.  The  abuses  of  the  rights 
of  neutrals  which,  throughout  the  present  war,  have  been  committed  by  trade 
with  the  pretended  neutral  port  of  Matamoras,  and  the  open  intercourse  and  un- 
feigned good  understanding  between  inhabitants  of  that  port  and  en^nies  of  the 
United  States  in  Texas,  have  materially  served  to  prolong  the  war  itself,  and,  in 
our  opinion,  would  perhaps  have  justified,  if  not  the  seizure,  at  least  the  blockade 
of  Matamoras,  as  a  measure  of  self-protection. 

Please  call  the  attention  of  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  to  the  subject,  with  a  desire 
that  neutrality  may  be  vigorously  enforced  there  by  the  French  troops  in  oc- 
cupation, and  so  remove  a  source  of  embarrassment  which  seems  to  be  quite 
annoying.

New  Orleans,  January  19,  1865. 

Sir  :  On  the  16th  of  July  last,  the  steamer  Ark,  Augustus  Williamson,  master,  left  this 
port  laden  with  lumber,  &c.  She  belonged  to  John  Bochino,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
entirely  loyal,  and  a  resident  of  this  city  for  many  vears  past.  The  value  of  this  vessel  was 
not  less  than  $25,000,  and  her  cargo  was  worth  about  ^,000.  In  proceeding  up  the  Bio 
Grande,  and  when  about  twelve  miles  above  Bagdad,  her  machinery  became  slightly  dis- 
abled, and  she  ran  abound  from  eight  to  ten  steps'  distance  from  the  bank  of  the  river  on  the 
Mexican  side.  While  in  this  position  and  in  Mexican  waters,  she  was  seized  and  taken 
possession  of  by  the  confederates,  to  wit,  on  the  7th  of  August,  1864,  and  carried  to  Browns- 
ville, Texas.  At  this  port  she  was  condemned  as  prize,  and  subsequently  sold  as  such  to 
certain  Mexican  citizens,  to  wit,  on  the  23d  October,  1864. 

The  steamer  Ark  cleared  regularly  at  this  port,  receiving  all  essential  documents,  f^xem- 
plifications  of  which  are  hereto  annexed.  She  was  also  duly  entered  at  the  port  of  Bagdad 
upon  arriving  there. 

The  object  of  presenting  this  case  to  you,  Mr.  Seward,  is  to  obt«n  restitution  of  this  prop^ 
erty,  if  possible.  Mr.  Bochino  appears  to  have  been  divested  violently  thereof,  in  violation 
of  the  laws  of  nations,  and  in  violation  of  the  protection  afforded  our  commerce  in  neutral 
waters,  and  Mr.  Bochino  has  thought  fit  to  lay  this  matter  before  you,  sir,  for  such  action  as 
you  may  deem  fitting  in  the  premises.

On  this  2l8t  day  of  Januaiy,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sizW-five,  before  me,  Charles  Claiborne,  a  commissioner  duly  appointed  by  the  circuit  court 
of  toe  United  States  for  the  eastern  district  of  Louisiana,  personally  appeared  at  my  office,  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  the  said  eastern  district  ot  Louisiana,  Augustus  Williamson, 
whoi,  havlDg  been  duly  sworn,  did  thereupon  depose  and  say :  That  on  the  16th  July,  1864, 
he  left  New  Orleans  in  command  of  the  steamer  Ark,  bound  for  Matamoras,  with  a  cargfo  of 
lumber,  say  fifteen  thousand  feet,  and  three  passengers.  We  arriyed  at  Bagdad,  Mexico, 
on  the  29th  day  of  July,  1864,  and  there  entered  the  steamer  at  the  custom-house.  We  laid 
at  this  port  three  days,  and  then  on  the  1st  of  August,  1864,  left  for  our  destination,  Mata- 
moras. At  about  5  o'clock  p.  m.  the  machinery  became  so  disabled  as  to  preyent  our  further 
Togress.  I  then  threw  out  an  anchor  on  the  Jlexican  side,  about  tweWe  miles  aboye  Bag- 
iad,  say  at  about  fifteen  yards  from  the  Mexican  side  of  the  riyer.  I  caused  the  yessel  to 
sheer  close  in  to  the  bank  during  the  ni^ht,  so  as  not  to  be  in  the  way  of  other  yessels  that  were 
passing.  The  riyer  fell  during  that  night  about  four  feet,  and  the  yessel  was  then  left  fast 
aground.  I  then  found  it  impossible  to  get  her  off;  w^t  to  Bagdad,  and  obtained  a  small 
yessel  to  take  off  her  cargo,  for  the  purpose  of  lightening  her.  On  the  6th  of  August  I  car- 
ried in  our  yawl  an  ancmor  to  the  Texas  side,  and  had  intended  to  haye  used  this,  with  a 
«hain  attached  to  the  steamer,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  her  afloat  in  deep  water;  but  the 
chain  not  being  long  enough  to  reach  the  anchor,  I  was  unable  to  use  it  as  mtended,  to  wit, 
to  heaye  her  off. 

The  steamer  was  not,  therefore,  attached  to  the  Texas  side  of  the  riyer.  On  the  7th  of 
AugoBt  I  got  out  a  large  portion  of  the  cargo  on  the  deck,  for  the  purpose  of  putting  it  on 
bovd  the  yessel  referred  to.  Before  I  could  get  any  of  this  on  board  the  small  yessel,  armed 
confederates  came  up  in  force,  from  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  strong,  on  the  Texas  side 
of  the  Rio  Grande,  (at  this  point  not  oyer  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  in  width,)  and  re- 
quired me  to  send  my  yawl-boat  across  for  them,  which  I  found  it  necessary  to  do.  Twelye 
came  oyer  and  took  possession  of  the  yessel,  and  made  me  and  the  crew  prisoners,  my  pas- 
sengers haying  already  left  me  at  Bagdad.  On  or  about  the  14th  August  they  took  us  to 
Brownsyille,  the  steamer  being  still  left  aground,  with  twelye  soldiers  on  board ;  we  were 
imprisoned  up  to  the  27Ui  of  August,  1864,  released  then  two  days  on  parole,  and  then  sent 
to  Houston,  being  released  eyentually  on  the  8th  day  of  Decemoer,  16i64.  I  gaye  my  dep- 
osition to  the  same  facts  herein  stated,  while  in  Brownsyille,  before  the  confederate  author 
itiee.  I  should  haye  stated  that  some  two  or  three  days  after  the  yessel  was  seized  by  the 
confederates.  General  Cortinas  sent  a  courier  on  board  the  yessel  to  Colonel  Ford,  in  com- 
mand of  the  confederate  force,  demanding  the  yessel,  because  taken  in  yiolation  of  neutral 
waters,  but  the  demand  was  disregarded.  The  confederates  sold  the  steamer,  after  her  cap- 
ture, for  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  and  fifty  dollars  in  gold.  She  was  sold  at  auction  at 
Brownsyille.  I  do  not  know  who  purchased  her.  Her  name  has  been  changed.  She  now 
is  running  on  the  riyer  between  Bagdad  and  Matamoras.

On  the  21st  day  of  Januaiy,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
five,  before  me,  Charles  Claiborne,  a  commissioner  duly  appointed  by  the  circuit  court  of  the 
United  States  for  the  eastern  district  of  Louisiana,  personally  appeared  at  my  ofiice,  in  the 
city  of  New  Orieans,  in  the  said  eastern  district  of  Louisiana,  Antonio  Miguel,  who,  being 
duly  sworn,  did  thereupon  depose  and  say : 

1  left  New  Orleans  on  the  steamer  Ark  on  the  16th  day  of  July,  1864.  We  left  for  Bagdad, 
Mexico,  with  the  intention  of  going  from  that  place  to  Matamoras.  We  reached  Bagdad  on 
the  29th  July,  1864. .  We  lud  there  three  days,  and  then  left  for  Matamoras ;  on  the  same 
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daj,  when  we  were  about  twelve  miles  from  Bagdad,  the  captain,  with  one  of  the  deck  hands, 
was  at  the  helm ;  the  captain  was  intoxicated  and  conld  not  steer  the  steamer  properlj,  and 
ran  her  aground  on  the  Mexican  side.  He  eot  her  off,  and  backing  her  out  sne  struck  the 
Texan  side;  and  when  we  had  hardlj  started  to  go  np  the  riTer  the  en^neer  cried  out  that 
the  engine  was  disabled,  and  the  captain  then  dropped  anchor  on  the  Mexican  side,  on  the 
same  place  where  we  had  been  aground  before.  We  remained  there  until  the  next  morning. 
The  water  haying  fallen  four  feet  during  the  night,  the  vessel  was  hard  aground.  Not  beins 
able  to  heave  her  off,  the  captain  went  down  to  Bagdad  to  see  the  owner.  We  remaiiied 
there  two  days,  and  then  returned  to  the  steamer  in  the  yawl.  We  took  the  cargo  or  a  por- 
tion of  the  cargo  from  the  hold^d  put  it  on  deck,  for  the  purpose  of  having  it  readjr  for  a 
small  steamer,  the  Yaldez*  whicn  I  understood  had  been  chartered  to  take  off  the  cargo  of 
our  steamer  and  transport  it  to  Matamoras.  The  Yaldez  was  alongside  of  us  when  ».  con- 
federate force  of  two  or  three  hundred  men  hailed  us  from  the  Texas  bank  and  asked  for  tbe 
vawl,  so  that  they  could  come  on  board.  The  jawl  was  sent  to  them.  Twelve  came  on 
board  and  took  possession  of  the  vesseL  They  asked  for  her  papers  and  for  her  American 
flag.  The  Mexican  flag  was  flying  at  her  masthead ;  it  had  been. sent  that  verv  day  bj  tbe 
owner  to  protect  her.  The  papers  and  the  American  flag  had  been  niaced  by  the  captain  in 
a  tin  box  and  dropped  in  the  water  where  they  could  have  been  found  when  neceesaiy.  Tbe 
captain  told  the  confederates  that  he  had  no  papers  on  board,  and  that  the  only^flag^  be  bad 
was  the  Mexican  flag. 

That  same  ni^ht  tne  captain  was  drunk  and  told  them  that  the  steamer  was  American; 
that  he  had  buried  the  American  papers  of  the  vessel  and  her  American  flag,  and  that  be 
would  get  them  and  give  them  up.  The  next  morning  Colonel  Ford  came  on  board  and  told 
the  lieutenant  in  command  of  the  capturing  force  that  the  steamer  could  not  be  held ;  that 
she  should  be  released.  The  lieutenant  answered  that  she  was  a  good  priBe,  and  gav«  to 
Colonel  Ford  the  information  he  had  received  from  Captain  Williamson.  Colonel  Ford  tben 
told  us  that  if  the  papers  and  flag  of  the  steamer  were  delivered  to  him  he  would  release  os 
all.  We  wore  two  or  three  days  before  making  up  our  minds  to  deliver  them  up.  After  a 
consultation  between  the  officers  and  crew,  we  all  agreed  to  deliver  them  up  ana  take  dieir 
word  that  we  should  be  immediately  released.  They  did  not  keep  their  word;  tbe  flag  and 
papers  were  delivered  to  them,  and  they  took  us  prisoners  to  Brownsville,  where  we  remained 
until  the  1st  day  of  September,  1864.  We  were  carried  to  Houston  and  released  on  tbe  8th 
of  December,  1864.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  for  the  information  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  copies  of 
certain  papers,  marked  A,  B,  C,  and  D,  in  relation  to  the  surrender  by  General  Mejia,  com- 
manding at  Matamoras,  Mexico,  of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  deserters  from  the  rebel 
service,  or  refugees  from  the  rebel  territory,  on  the  pretence  that  they  are  criminals  and 
foffitives  from  justice. 

The  course  of  General  Mejia,  which,  from  his  own  statement,  appears  to  be  authorised  by 
the  Emperor  Maximilian,  is  one  of  direct  hostility  to  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
tod,  in  my  judgm<mt,  should  be  so  treated.  For  reasons  that  have  been  impressed  upon  me 
by  the  Secretary  of  State,  I  shall,  until  otherwise  advised,  take  no  further  steps  in  this  matter 
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than  to  send  an  officer  to  the  Rio  Grande,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  extent  <^  tiib 
extradition,  and  the  names  of  the  unfortunates  who  have  been  turned  over  to  the  vengeanoe 
of  the  rebels,  and,  bj  remonstrance  with  General  Mejia,  prevent  any  addition  to  the  nnmber 
of  victims.

Colonel  :  On  assuming  command  at  this  place  I  immediate)  v  made  such  arrangemente 
as  greatly  assisted  deserters  and  refugees  to  reach  my  lines  from  Mexico. 

This  had  the  effect  to  increase  the  number  of  deserters  very  materially,  and  threatened  to 
destroy  the  organization  and  efficiency  of  the  rebel  troops  on  this  border. 

Rumors  have  been  reaching  me  for  a  month  that  the  authorities  of  the  Maximilian  govem- 
ment  were  airanging  to  return  deserters  to  the  rebel  authorities.  During  the  last  two  days 
there  has  been  a  stampede  among  the  very  large  number  of  these  persons  now  on  the  Mexi- 
can side  of  the  Rio  Grande.  As  near  as  I  can  learn,  some  forty  to  sixty  have  been  arrested 
by  the  Mexican  authorities  at  Matamoras  and  delivered  to  General  Slaughter. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  hear  from  the  United  States  consul  at  Matamoras  for  some  days. 
If  I  had  horses  to  draw  the  light  artilleiT  on  the  island  I  could  easily  drive  Slaughter  oat  of 
Brownsville.  I. have  been  over  and  felt  of  him  sufficiently  to  satisfy  me  that  he  does  not 
intend  toAgkt  in  case  we  should  advance.  But  it  could  not  be  held  with  the  means  of  this 
commemd,  and  no  material  damage  could  be  inflicted  on  him  without  a  cavalry  force. 

No  permanent  relief  can  be  given  these  destitute  people  without  occupying  and  control- 
ling the  valley  of  the  Rio  Grande,  which,  of  course,  can  best  be  done  by  going  in  froukMat- 
agorda  bay  and  occup3ring  San  Antonio,  which  is  the  kev  to  this  whole  valley  and  frontier. 

These  facts  are  stated  for  the  information  and  consideration  of  the  miyor  general  com- 
manding department  of  the  Gulf. 

I  have  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  deserters  are  being  delivered  on  the  claims  of  the  rebel 
authorities.  I  shall  learn  more  in  a  day  or  two  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and  will  report 
further. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  any  instruction  or  orders  deeined  necessary  (if  any)  in  the  case.

Mr.  Consul  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  and  to  answer  your  officjsl 
despatch  of  the  8th  instant,  containing  a  serious  complaint  m  favor  of  the  rights  and  libertiei 
of  American  citizens  residing  in  this  city,  and  of  those  who,  having  escaped  firom  the  army 
of  the  Confederate  States,  have  come  seeking  the  protection  of  the  government  of  Mexico. 

Ton  assure  me  that  vou  have  reliable  information  to  the  effect  that  the  so-called  authorities 
of  Brownsville  are  daily  carryiug  off  American  dtissens,  upon  the  pretext  that  they  owe  al- 
legiance to  their  government,  and  that  such  abuses  are  committed  by  virtue  of  an  agreement, 
made  for  the  purpose,  between  the  commander  of  the  imperial  forces  at  Matamoras  and  the 
confederate  authorities  at  Brownsville.  You  conclude  by  stating  to  me  that  the  govcfn- 
ment  of  the  United  States  possesses  the  will  and  the  power  requir^  to  protect  its  citisens  le- 
siding  in  foreign  countries. 

This  last  declaration,  Mr.  Consul,  is  an  unseasonable  threat,  and  the  entire  despatch  ii 
written  under  a  strange  hallucination  of  mind,  entirely  different  from  the  measured  lang^oage 
that  is  customary  in  the  official  intercourse  between  two  countries,  besides  having  no  foun- 
dation in  facts. 
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When  jon  have  deliberately  considered  their  import,  jon  will  withdraw  jonr  words,  or  the 
^emment  of  the  United  States  will  do  ns  justice  bj  reproving  the  acts  of  its  agent  at  Mat- 
smoras. 

It  is  sufficient  for  me  to  state  to  70a  at  present  that  it  is  nntme  that  any  arrangement  has  been 
Doade  b  J  which  American  citizens  are  pursued,  arrested,  and  conveyed  to  Texas,  under  the  pre- 
text that,  owing  aUegiance  to  the  confederacy,  they  have  deserted  from  their  army.  Through 
private  communications,  the  principiJ  articles  of  the  extradition  treaty  in  regard  to  criminals, 
rogitives  from  justice,  celebrated  between  Mexico  and  the  United  States  during  the  ministry 
of  Mr.  Dobadao,  have  been  agreed  upon ;  frt>m  which  slaios,  also  excepted  by  that  treaty, 
are  now  expressly  excluded,  and  deserters  from  the  army  Vho  may  seek  refuge  in  Mexico ; 
against  these  two  classes  of  persons  no  claims  can  be  attempted  by  the  confederate  authorities. 

These  private  stipulations  have  been  submitted  for  the  approval  of  my  sovereign,  and,  by 
his  command,  will  be  faithfully  executed,  as,  being  not  only  based  on  a  pre-existing  trea^, 
they  attack  the  liberties  of  none  others  than  criminals,  but  also  in  a  sure  manner  expedite 
the  ends  of  justice. 

When  the  military  commanders  of  the  United  States  have  pursued  a  course  so  diametrically 
opposed  to  humanity  and  civilization  towards  Mexico,  as  witnessed  by  the  recent  act  of  deliver- 
ing Don  Manuel  de  Regon,  esq.,  a  political  exile,  who  sought  refuge  under  the  American  flag, 
into  the  hands  of  his  enenues,  it  appears  incredible  that  an  agent  of  tlukt  same  government  should 
not  desire  that  at  Matamoras,  where  the  memory  of  that  horrible  violation  is  more  indelibly 
impressed,  the  rights  of  citizens  who  are  in  no  danger,  and  whose  liberties  no  one  pretends 
to  attack,  should  not  be  protected. 

The  indecorous  terms  in  which  your  note  is  couched  authorize  me,  according  to  estab- 
lished custom,  to  return  it  without  answer.  I  answer  solely  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  the 
views  herein  ^pressed,  but  in  future  will  limit  myself  to  acting  as  is  customary  in  these  cases.

Snt:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant,  in  relation 
to  the  surrender  of  deserters  and  others  from  tne  so-called  confederacy  to  the.  rebel  authori- 
ties conunanding  at  Brownsville,  by  the  authorities  of  Matamoras. 

I  addressed  a  very  severe  letter  to  General  Mejia  on  the  subject,  and  a  copy  of  his  reply 
(translated)  I  enclose  herewith. 

It  is  reported  in  town  that  as  many  as  twenty  or  more  have  been  sent  over,  and  without 
any  trial  or  investigation  beinp^  made.  Thev  are  arrested,  generally,  very  early  in  the  mom- 
inf ,  and  are  at  once  taken,  with  a  file  of  soldiers,  to  the  river,  when  they  are  delivered  to  the 
rebels.  The  whole  proceeding  is  an  outrage,  as  there  can  be  no  extradition  treaty  between 
two  governments  that  have  not  in  either  case  been  recognized ;  and  our  treaty  does  not  au- 
thorize the  return  of  even  criminals,  until  undoubted  proof  is  shown  that  they  are  g^uilty. 
Qen^al  Mejia's  letter  is  a  lame  reply,  and  savors  much  of  the  pen  of  a  rebel.

You  will  not  fail  to  remiuk 
tbat  tbe  commission  is  cbarged  to  treat  directly  witb  tbe  Pope,  and  that  Maxi- 
milian has  sent  Velasquez,  bis  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  as  president  of  the  com- 
mission. 

Tbe  promulgation  in  Mexico  of  a  decree  from  Maximilian  imposing  lestric- 
tions  upon  tbe  publication  of  papal  bulls,  &c.,  simultaneously  with  the  de- 
parture of  this  commission,  leads  me  to  suspect  tbat  tbe  tone  to  be  taken  by  the 
commissioners  when  tbey  reach  Rome  will  be  quite  as  decided  as  represented 
in  my  private  note  of  tbe  3d  instant. 

You  will  observe,  by  a  para^apb  on  page  158  of  tbe  Memorial  Diplomatique, 
that  the  government  has  found  it  convenient  to  attribute  tbe  delay  to  our  gov- 
ernment, in  naming  a  minister  to  this  court  in  place  of  tbe  late  Mr.  Dayton,  (o 
another  motive  than  a  disposition  on  tbe  part  of  tbe  President  to  resent  tbe 
long  vacancy  in  tbe  French  mission  at  Washington,  to  wbich  the  delay  is  gener 
ally  ascribed.  It  is  one  of  many  signs,  becoming  daily  more  common,  tbat 
public  opinion  here  begins  to  require  of  tbe  government  a  conciliatory  mamier 
towards  tbe  United  States.

With  &is  view  his  Mexican  Majesty  has  charged  a  special  mission  to  go  and 
treat  directly  with  his  Holiness  ;  and  as  it  was  of  importance  to  invest  with  this  mission,  as 
full  of  sharp  points  as  it  is  delicate,  men  calculated  to  inspire  a  just  confidence  at  the  Holy 
See,  tiie  emperor  Maximilian  has  designated  his  minister  of  state,  Mr.  Velasquez  de  Leon, 
as  president  of  the  commission,  and  first  plenipotentiary  of  Mexico. 

Mr.  Velasquez  de  Leon  is  very  favorably  known  at  Rome  for  his  devotion  to  the  church. 

He  will  be  aided  by  two  councillors  of  state,  charged  more  particularly  to  arrange  the  details 
of  the  execution  of  the  concordat  to  be  entered  into  between  Rome  and  Mexic-o.

Paris,  March  9,  1865. 

Sm:  On  the  16th  day  of  July  last  the  United  States  steamer  Ark,  belonging  to  John 
Bachino,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  commanded  by  Captain  A.  Williamson,  was 
cleared  from  the  port  of  New  Orleans  for  the  port  of  Matamoras,  in  Mexico. 

When  about  twelve  miles  above  Bagdad,  on  the  Hio  Grande,  in  consequence  of  an  acci- 
dent to  her  machinery,  she  g^nnded  within  a  few  yards  of  the  Mexican  shore.  While  in 
this  position,  and  in  Mexican  waters,  she  was  seized,  on  the  7th  of  August,  by  insurgent 
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enemies  of  the  United  States  from  Texas,  taken  to  Brownsville,  condemned  with  her  caigo 
as  lawful  prize,  and  sold  at  auction  to  some  Mexican  citizens. 

The  constant  abuse  of  the  rights  of  neutrals  bj  persons  trading  with  the  port  of  Mata- 
moras  throughout  the  present  war,  and  the  open  intercourse  and  unfeigned  good  under- 
standing between  inhabitants  of  that  port  and  enemies  of  the  United  States  in  Texas,  have 
materially  prolonged  the  war  itself,  and  have  provoked,  if  not  the  seizure,  at  least  the 
blockade  of^  Matamoras  as  a  measure  of  self-protection. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  I  am  instructed  to  express  to  your  excellency  the  desire  of  my 
government  that  neutrality  may  be  regularly  enforced  by  the  French  troops  in  occupation 
of  Matamoras,  and  thus  a  source  of  embarrassment  may  be  removed  which  seems  to  be 
quite  unnecessary.

Sir  :  In  consequence  of  a  paragraph  which  I  noticed  in  the  Paris  correspond- 
ence of  a  London  journal,  I  asked  the  minister  of  foreign  afiPairs  yesterday 
whether  he  had  anv  information  of  a  circular  issued  by  the  minister  of  foreign 
aflfairs  of  the  Archduke  Maximilian  to  the  maritime  prefects  of  Mexico,  in 
reference  to  consuls  acting  irregularly  and  without  exequaturs  from  the  im- 
perial government,  provoked,  as  was  stated,  by  two  recent  appointments  made 
by  the  government  of  the  United  States.  His  excellency  replies  that  he  had 
not  heard  of  anything  of  the  kind,  but,  if  I  desired,  he  would  procure  me  a 
copy,  if  any  had  been  issued.  I  said  that  as  the  circular  purported,  according 
to  the  newspaper  reports,  to  have  been  provoked  by  the  action  of  my  govern- 
ment, I  presumed  it  would  interest  them  to  know  what  it  was,  and  said  I 
would  thank  him  to  procure  me  a  copy  if  he  could  convehiently.  His  excel- 
lency took  a  memorandum  of  my  request,  and  said  it  should  not  be  neglected. 

This  morning  I  received  the  first  copy  of  a  new  journal,  entitled  the  Epoque,

In  this  connexion,  I  invite  your  attention  to  an  article  in  the  Gonstitntionnel 
of  the  7th  instant,  signed  Boniface,  relating  to  the  reciprocal  relations  of 
France,  Mexico,  and  the  United  States,  which  is  chiefly  deserving  of  attention 
for  the  paragraph  with  which  it  closes,  and  which  may  he  translated  as  follows : 

"The  work  which  France  has  undertaken  in  Mexico,  and  which  she  will  not 
leave  unjlnished,  moves,  then,  towards  a  happy  and  rapid  accomplishment" 

This  article  appeared  nearly  simaltaneonslj,  I  am  told,  upon  what  I  deem 
credible  authority,  with  the  declaration  of  the  Emperor  to  his  council  that  the 
honor  of  France  was  involved  in  the  support  of  the  new  empire  in  Mexico. 
This  declaration  was  followed  by  the  issue  of  orders  for  the  transport  of  8,000 
men — that  is,  eight  regiments  from  Algeria— to  the  support  of  General  Bazaine, 
who,  as  I  have  already  advised  you,  lacks  confidence  in  the  mercenaries  with 
whom  the  Emperor  has  attempted  to  replace  the  French  soldiers  in  the  arch- 
duke's service.  Should  this  information  prove  correct,  it  will  give  to  the  ap- 
proaching debates  on  the  address,  in  the  corps  legislatif,  unusual  importance.

Ton  will  be  pleased  to  invite,  with  all  necessary  managements,  the  persons  exercising  th  e 
above*  functions  within  your  drconscription  to  present  to  you  their  brevet  or  their  license. 
Tou  shall  give  to  understand  to  such  as  shall  not  be  able  to  present  such  that  they  must 
henceforth  abstain  from  the  exercise  of  consular  frmctions. 

Tou  shall  see  that  these  prescriptions  be  strictly  carried  out,  and  shall  give  an  account  to 
this  department  of  the  irregularities  you  may  have  discovered,  or  may  discover  hereafter,  in 
these  maiters.

Sir  :  I  enclose  for  your  iDformation  a  copy  of  a  deapafbh  which  haa  been  le* 
ceived  from  Mr.  Chase,  oar  consul  general  for  Mexico,  residing  at  Tampico* 
and  of  my  answer  thereto.  A  word  of  frank  explanation  may  now  perhaps  be 
fitly  spoken  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  concerning  our  consuls  and  commercial 
agents  in. Mexico. 

I  begin  with  saying  that  it  is  understood  that  a  person  authorized  by  the 
power  now  dominant  in  the  capital  of  Mexico  has  arrived  at  New  York  and 
solicited  an  informal  interview  with  me.  The  advance  thus  proposed  has  been 
declined,  in  conformity  with  the  settled  position  of  this  government  to  hold  no 
interview,  public  or  private,  with  persons  coming  from  any  country,  other  than 
the  agents  duly  accredited  by  the  authority  of  that  country  which  is  recognized 
by  this  government.  This  government  has  insisted  that  the  opposite  position, 
which  to  some  extent  is  held  in  other  States,  and  under  which  Mason,  Slidell, 
and  Mann,  insurgent  emissaries  from  this  country,  are  admitted  to  unofficial 
conferences,  is  unfriendly  and  injurious  to  the  United  States.  Thus  we  govern 
ourselves  in  our  intercourse  with  other  states  by  the  principles  that  we  claim 
ought  to  govern  them  in  their  relations  with  the  United  States. 

We  have  not,  for  political  reasons,  recalled,  and  we  shall  not  recall,  for  such 
reasons,  from  Mexico,  any  of  our  agents  who  are  accredited  to  the  republican 
government  in  that  country.  On  tne  contrary,  we  have  not  intended  and  we 
do  not  insist  on  their  being  allowed  to  remain  there  in  the  exercise  of  their  fone- 
tions  by  the  authority  which  has  displaced  that  government  in  the  capital  If 
inhibited  by  these  authorities,  in  places  occupied  by  them,  our  agents  are  in- 
structed to  desist  from  their  functions,  and,  if  need  be,  to  withdraw  from  the 
country.  Thus,  while  abiding  events,  we  shall  not  be  found  increasing  the 
confusion  of  affairs  in  that  unfortunate  country.  In  the  course  we  are  thuB 
pursuing  in  regard  to  consular  and  commercial  agents,  we  do  not  understand 
that  they  will,  by  tolerating  this  course  on  our  part  in  Mexico,  make  any  politi- 
cal concessions  to  us.  The  matter  is  a  purely  conmiercial  one,  and  has  no  po- 
litical significance  whatever. 

It  may  be  well,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  existing  authorities  in  the  city 
of  Mexico  should  understand  through  the  French  government  that  no  exclusion 
of  our  agents  will  have  any  influence  whatever  to  induce  a  change  of  the  politi- 
cal attitude  towards  Mexico  which  the  government  of  the  United  States  has 
hitherto  maintained. 

This  government  has  learned  something  of  the  value  of  concentration  of  pur- 
pose.   We  are  engaged  in  suppressing  a  dangerous  rebellion,  and  we  are  not 
willing  to  be  unnecessarily  diverted  from  that  special  duty  with  any  contro- 
versy with  any  party  in  Mexico  or  else\^here  concerning  affairs  in  that  state.

Sm :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  a  copy  of  a  note  (No.  1)  from  the  prefect  of  this 
dty,  and  my  repl^  thereto,  (No.  2,)  by  which  you  will  perceive  that  the  imperial  minister  of 
foreign  relations  instructs  the  prefect  to  cause  the  commissions  of  all  consuls  to  be  presented 
to  him,  and,  in  the  event  of  non-compliance,  the  offender  is  to  understand  that  he  is  to  ahstaixi 
from  all  consular  privileges. 
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Ton  will  doubtless  recollect  that  I  was  recogniEed  bj  President  Juarez  at  San  Lnis  Potosi, 
and  as  my  commission  will  be  examined  in  tnis  office  to-morrow,  I  shall  withhold  that  recog- 
nition firom  the  ruling  authorities  here,  and  I  am  apprehensive  that  difficulties  may  be  thrown 
in  mj  way  to  preyent  the  exercise  of  my  consular  prerogatives,  and  I  beg  that  you  will  be 
pleased  to  instruct  me  as  to  the  proper  course  to  be  pursued,  so  that  I  may  carry  out  the  views 
of  our  government  should  my  fears  be  realized.

Mr.  Consul  :  The  political  chief  of  this  department,  from  the  city  of  Victoria,  adviieg 
this  prefecture,  in  a  note  dated  the  2d  instant,  as  follows : 

**Mis  excellency  the  minister  of  state  and  foreign  affairs  advises  this  chief  political  prefec- 
ture, under  date  18th  January  ultimo,  what  I  here  copy.  *It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  miniatrv  that  there  are  persons  in  the  territory  of  the  empire  who  are  acting  as  consular 
agents  without  having  obtained  the  customarv  exequatur,  neither  from  his  Majesty's  govern- 
ment nor  from  that  of  the  old  Mexican  republic,  before  its  departure  from  tms  capital,  con- 
travening, by  so  doing,  the  established  usages  and  violating  the  laws  relative  to  this  matter. 
Your  honor  will  be  pleased  to  invite,  in  a  very  attentive  manner,  the  persons  who  are  exer- 
cising those  functions  in  the  territory  under  your  command,  in  order  that  they  may  present 
to  you  their  patent  or  authorization,  aiMl  after  taking  notice  of  the  same  you  will  g^ve  an 
account  of  its  result.  Xhose  who  do  not  present  these  documents,  you  will  make  them  under- 
stand they  have  to  abstain  from  all  consular  functions.  Your  honor  will  take  care  of  the 
strict  compliance  of  this  ordinance,  and  you  will  give  an  account  to  this  minister  of  the 
abuses  of  this  kind  which  they  may  have  committ^  or  mav  commit.'  And  I  enclose  it  to 
yon,  in  order  that  in  that  district  it  may  be  strictly  complied  with,  giving  me  an  account  of 
Its  results." 

And  I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  it  to  you  for  your  knowledge  and  the  end  herein 
flspressed.

Paris,  March  14,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  sndden  deatb  of  the  Duke  de  Momy,  and  the  prospect  of  an  earlj 
termination  of  the  war  in  the  United  States,  has  almost  produced  a  panic  in 
Paris.  At  no  time  since  the  Italian  war  have  the  French  people  appeared  so 
concerned  for  the  future.  The  markets  have  all  been  depressed,  in  spite  of  the 
^orts  to  sustain  them. 

To  enable  you  the  better  to  appreciate  the  influence  and  bearing  of  our  late 
military  successes  upon  public  opinion,  I  enclose  extracts  from  a  series  of  joomals, 
all  more  or  less  '*  officious,''  and  all  published  at  or  about  the  same  time.  Endosuie 
No.  1  is  an  article  from  the  Memorial  Diplomatique  on  the  ''  Monroe  Doctrine." 
After  giving  an  account  of  that  doctrine,  as  he  understands  it,  the  writer  pro- 
ems to  present  additional  reasons  for  feeling  no  disquietude  about  the  French 
einpire  in  Mexico,  in  consequence  of  un&iendly  feelings  in  the  United  States. 

Enclosure  No.  2  is  a  report  of  some  remarks  made  in  the  senate  on  the  10th 

by  the  Marquis  de  Boissy.

Such,  disenga^d  from  the  exaggeration  of  party  spirit  and  political  passions,  is  this 
&mous  Monroe  doctrine,  that  certain  journals  seek  to  represent  as  the  sword  of  Damodfis 
soBpended  over  the  crown  of  Maximilian  I. 

Fut  forward  in  order  to  protect  the  sovereign  independence  of  the  state  of  the  New  World, 
it  cannot  be  applied  to  the  actual  state  of  tmngs  in  Mexico  without  treading  under  foot  tbs 
princinle  of  popular  sovereignty  upon  which  it  rests.  Nothing  is  more  natural  than  that  the 
tJnitea  States  should  not  oe  particularly  pleased  with  the  re-establishment  of  monarchy 
among  their  neighbors;  but  that,  through  pure  sympathy  for  the  republican  form,  they

should  believe  tbemselves  to  possess  the  right  to  force  upon  Mexico  the  retam  of  anarchy, 
is  what  simple  good  sense  will  ever  refuse  to  admit. 

In  presence  of  the  incessant  apnrobation  of  an  entire  people,  in  presence  of  the  daily  in- 
creasing  popularity  of  the  imperial  couple,  the  best  accreditecl  organs  of  the  American  press 
have  been  forced  to  acknowledge  that  the  French  expedition,  far  from  haying  exercised  an 
ille^timate  pressure  upon  pubhc  opinion  in  Mexico,  has,  on  the  contrary,  served  to  bring 
out  in  a  wonderful  manner  the  free  expression  of  the  national  will. 

*'The  end  to  be  attained,"  said  the  jBmperor  of  the  French  in  the  letter  which  he  wrote  to 
General  Forey  on  the  3d  July,  1862,  **is  not  to  force  upon  the  Meucans  a  form  of  govern- 
ment which  would  be  disagreeable  to  them,  but  to  aid  tnem  in  their  efforts  to  estabhsh,  ac- 
cording to  their  own  wish,  a  government  which  may  have  some  chance  of  stability,  an4 
which  can  insure  to  France  redress  for  the  wrongs  of  which  she  complains.*'  And  imme- 
diately afterward  his  Miy'esty  adds : 

*' We  have  an  interest  that  the  republic  of  the  United  States  be  powerful  and  prosperous, 
but  we  have  no  interest  that  it  should  seize  upon  the  whole  of  Mexico,  control  thence  the 
Antilles,  as  well  as  South  America,  and  be  tne  sole  dispenser  of  the  products  of  the  New 
World." 

Hence  we  think  that  if  the  eventualities  be  considered  not  from  a  point  of  view  purely 
hypothetical  and  conjectural,  but  in  their  practical  and  real  aspect,  we  ou|^ht  to  take  into 
account  the  letter  of  Napoleon  III,  which  traces  out  distinctly  the  attitude  ot  France  incase 
the  United  States  shoula  depart  from  the  Monroe  doctrine,  to  such  a  point  as  to  arrogate  to 
itself  the  right  of  tutelage  over  a  sovereign  and  independent  state,  as  Mexico  placed  under 
the  efficacious  protection  of  the  French  flag. 

It  was  with  tnis  object  in  view  that,  on  the  10th  of  April,  1864,  the  convention  of  Mira- 
mar  was  signed,  in  the  preamble  of  which  is  read: 

"The  government  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French  and  that  of  his  Majesty  the 
Emperor  of  Mexico,  animated  by  an  equal  desire  to  insure  the  re-establishment  of  order  in 
Mexico,  and  to  consolidate  the  new  empire,  have  resolved  to  arrange  by  a  convention  the 
conditions  of  the  stay  of  the  French  troops  in  this  country. 

**  Article  1.  The  French  troops  which  are  now  in  Mexico  wiU  be  reduced  as  soon  as  poe- 
sible  to  a  coips  of  25,000  men,  including  the  foreign  legion. 

**This  coros,  to  protect  the  interests  which  have  caused  the  intervention,  will  remain  tem- 
porarily in  Mexico,  under  the  conditions  arranged  by  the  following  articles : 

**  Article  2.  The  French  troops  will  evacuate  Mexico  according  as  his  Majesty  the  Em- 
peror of  Mexico  shall  be  able  to  organize  the  troops  necessaiy  to  replace  them. 

**  Article  3.  The  forei^  legion  in  the  service  of  France,  composed  of  8,000  men,  will, 
nevertheless,  still  remain  tor  six  years  in  Mexico  after  all  the  forces  shall  have  been  recalled, 
conformably  to  article  2.  Dating  from  this  moment,  the  said  legion  shall  pass  into  the  ser- 
vice and  pay  of  the  Mexican  government.  The  Mexican  government  reserves  to  itself  the 
£Mmlty  of^ shortening  the  duration  of  the  employment  of  the  foreign  legion  in  Mexico." 

In  virtue  of  the  stipulation  which  we  have  just  cited,  an  army  corps  of  25,000  men  re- 
mains in  Mexico  to  protect  the  interests  which  have  caused  the  intervention  until  the  emperor 
Maximilian  shall  have  organized  the  forces  necessary  to  replace  them. 

Should,  however,  the  reorganization  of  the  Mexican  arm^  progress  sufficientlv  rapid  to 
lender  the  complete  evacuation  possible  at  some  not  distant  future,  the  foreign  legion,  which 
realizes  an  effective  of  8,000  men,  would  still  continue  to  unfurl  the  French  flag  in  Mexico 
for  six  whole  years  after  the  departure  of  all  the  other  troops,  unless  the  emperor  Maxi- 
milian should  judge  it  expedient  to  shorten  the  duration  of  ito  employment.  Thus  imposing 
as  seems  the  force  of  bavonets  of  which  the  United  States  will  be  able  to  dispose  if  thev 
end  the  fratricidal  war  which  at  present  divides  them,  there  is  very  little  fear  that  they  will 
be  disposed  to  make  an  attack  upon  Mexico,  where,  for  eight  or  ten  years  still,  they  are  sure 
to  meet  the  French  flag ;  and  should  they  forget  that  it  is  to  the  generous  co-operation  of 
France  that  they  owe  their  own  independence,  they  could  not  be  ignorant  that  the  gfovem- 
ment  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon  III  does  not  compound  in  a  matter  of  honor  and  dignity. 

When  Russia,  confiding  in  the  forbearance  of  which  the  other  great  powers  had  but  too 
long  time  manifested  in  regard  to  her,  attempted,  in  1853,  to  fix  forever  her  political  pre- 
ponderance in  the  east,  imperial  France  did  not  hesitote  an  instant  to  draw  the  sword  to 
maintain  the  independence  and  integrity  of  the  Ottoman  empire.  Then  pessamists  were  not 
wanting  to  spread  alarm  over  the  issue  of  a  strugfl^e  entered  into,  at  so  great  a  distance, 
a^nst  the  formidable  colossus  of  the  nortii.  The  British  cabinet  itself  appeared  at  first 
frightened  at  the  consequences  of  so  perilous  an  undertaking,  and  was  already  disposed  to 
subscribe  to  the  wishes  of  the  Czar;  but  imperial  France  having  declared  that  were  she 
oblic^d  to  sustain  the  war  alone  she  would  none  the  less  take  up  the  glove  which  the  Autocrat 
of  all  the  Russias  had  thrown  down  to  Europe,  England  found  herself  drawn,  in  spite  of 
henel^  into  the  Crimean  expedition. 

It  is  principally  to  this  glorious  campaign  that  the  government  of  Napoleon  III  owes  the 
immense  prestige  which  it  now  exercises  throughout  the  whole  world. 

In  revealing  the  power  of  his  country  in  so  striking  a  manner,  he  has,  at  the  same  time, 
delivered  all  Europe  from  the  baleful  terror  which  the  Muscovite  forces  inspired,  the  exagger- 
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ation  of  which  weighed  upon  her  like  a  nightmare,  paralyzing  the  regular  development  of 
Uberal  institutions  in  the  centre  of  our  continent. 

As  soon  as  the  oote  of  the  notables  of  Mexico,  conferring  the  crown  upon  the  Archduke 
Ferdinand  Maximilian  of  Austria,  had  by  the  subseauent  adhesion  of  the  ayuntamientos  ob- 
tained the  legal  sanction  of  the  country,  the  French  diplomacy  made  it  its  duty  to  assure 
itself  of  the  true  dispositions  of  the  American  cabinet  in  regard  to  the  new  empire  of  Mexico. 
President  Lincoln  and  Mr.  Seward,  at  Washington,  as  well  as  Mr.  Dayton,  at  Paris,  did  not 
cease  to  assert  the  well-defined  purpose  of  the  goremment  of  the  United  States  toreepect  the 
results  of  the  free  vote  of  the  Mexican  people.  They  added,  that  out  of  regard  to  France, 
whose  friendly  sympathies  for  the  Union  were  confirmed  by  her  scrupulous  neutrality  in  the 
war  between  the  north  and  the  south.  President  Lincoln,  in  case  of  re-election,  romially 
promised  to  enter  into  diplomatic  relations  with  the  government  of  Maximilian  I  if  he  was 
jfenerally  recognized  by  the  other  powers  of  Europe  and  America.  The  best-informed  Amer- 
ican journals  agree  in  stating  that  President  Lincoln  only  awaited  the  date  of  the  renewal  of 
his  functions  on  the  4th  of  March  to  recognize  officially  the  new  Mexican  empire:  and  this 
recognition,  positively  decided  upon  and  making  a  part  of  the  political  programme  ot  the  gov- 
ernment at  Washington,  will  no  doubt  establish  without  delay  between  the  two  countries  re- 
lations of  perfect  understanding  and  neighborliness. 

Never  in  its  discussions  has  the  cabinet  of  Washington  allowed  to  transpire  the  slighteet 
allusion  to  the  Monroe  doctrine :  still  less  has  it  from  this  leading  point  made  reserves  imply- 
ing any  right  whatever  in  the  internal  affairs  of  Mexico.  In  effect  the  last  attempt  atconcfl- 
iation  between  the  confederates  and  the  federals  has  revealed  to  us  that  the  initiative  tend- 
ing to  prop  up  the  Monroe  doctrine  does  not  belong  to  the  government  of  the  north,  but  to 
that  of  the  confederates,  who,  in  a  common  undertaking  based  upon  this  doctrine,  saw  a 
means  of  bringing  back  the  opinion  of  the  population  of  the  south  to  ideas  of  conciliation 
and  federal  unity. 

It  will  be  objected,  perhaps,  that  if  President  Lincoln  has  preserved  up  to  the  present  mo- 
ment a  wise  and  prudent  attitude,  it  was  to  better  cultivate  the  neutrabty  of  France  in  the 
existing  struggle  between  Hie  north  and  the  south,  and  that  nothing  could  guarantee  to  us 
that,  once  a  reconciliation  made  between  the  belligerents,  he  will  not  br^k  through  his 
promises,  shielding  himself  behind  the  double  pressure  of  Congress  and  the  public  opinion  of 
the  country. 

The  most  efficacious  guarantee  for  the  ulterior  conduct  of  the  government  of  Washing^ 
lies,  in  our  opinion,  in  the  powerful  interest  which  the  United  States  have  to  entertain  amica- 
ble relations  with  France.  The  notice  to  terminate  the  treaty  stipulations  of  1817  between 
England  and  the  United  States,  relative  to  the  great  lakesj  betrays  in  President  Lincoln  die 
presentiment  of  an  inevitable  rupture  sooner  or  later  between  his  country  and  Great  Britain. 

If  peace  is  concluded  between  the  north  and  the  south,  the  armies  at  the  disposition  of 
the  Ajnerican  Union  will  not  be  long  in  being  used  against  Canada  under  one  pretext  or 
another.  It  would  be  the  height  of  folly  to  irritate  England,  and  at  the  same  time  to  alien- 
ate the  sympathies  of  France.  The  peace  which  would  come  to  put  an  end  to  the  war  which 
the  federals  and  confederates  now  wage  will  never  be  more  than  a  truce.  The  schism  be- 
tween the  north  and  the  south  is  too  deep  to  be  entirely  effaced,  unless  after  several  venera- 
tions. Let  the  great  powers  coalesce  against  the  north,  and  allow  the  south  to  nave  a 
glimpse  of  the  perspective  of  a  complete  independence,  they  will  at  once  find  in  the  secession 
States  an  army  readv  to  again  take  the  field  against  a  common  enemy.  Spain,  on  her  side, 
will  not  ask  better  than  to  join  her  fleet  to  the  naval  forces  of  France  and  England,  for  more 
than  Mexico,  which  is  covered  by  the  French  flag,  is  the  island  of  Cuba  menaced  by  the 
United  States. 

If,  afler  four  years  of  bloody  war,  the  government  of  Washington  has  not  yet  succeeded  in 
subduing  the  confederates,  can  it  for  an  instant  remain  under  the  delusion  that  it  can  make 
head  against  the  formidable  coalition  of  which  France  would  necessarily  become  the  soulf 
For  in  distorting  the  principle  of  the  Monroe  doctrine,  in  order  to  launch  an  army  against 
Mexico,  the  United  States  would  in  consequence  fdOfect  France  as  to  her  honor  and  as  to  her 
interests :  as  to  her  honor,  because  she  could  not  leave  unfinished  the  work  which  Napoleon 
III  has  called  the  glorious  page  of  his  reign ;  as  to  her  interests,  because,  as  Mr.  Drouyn 
de  Lhuys  sa3rs  in  his  despaton,  addressed  the  17th  November,  1863,  to  the  Marquis  de  Mon- 
tholon,  (page  182  of  the  Yellow  Book,)  the  end  of  the  expedition  to  Mexico  would  not  be 
completely  attained  if  it  should  not  have  for  effect  to  create  between  two  empires  a  dose  sol- 
idanty  of  interests.

The  Marquis  de  Boissx^.  ##•##• 

I  return  to  the  question  of  intervention.    We  intervene  in  China,  and  we  are  about  to  return. 
But  I  think  we  had  better  first  return  from  Mexico.    There  are  two  large  black  points  in  the 
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boriion — ^Mexico  and  Borne.  With  respect  to  Mexico,  thia  is  the  sentimental  wish  I  form. 
I  wish  that  the  American  war  may  not  end,  hut  continue  forever,  even  to  the  complete  ex- 
termination of  the  contending^  parties,  if  neceesaiy.  If  the  war  should  unfortunately  come 
to  an  end,  our  army  would  he  taken  prisoner.    (Protestations  on  all  sides.) 

Baron  de  Hijckerin.  Such  language  cannot  he  used  in  such  an  assembly  as  the  senate. 
(Adhesion, ) 

The  Marquis  de  Boissr.  Why,  you  would  have  to  deal  with  an  army  of  500,000  or 
600,000  scoundrels.    (Murmurs.) 

The  President.  Tour  suppositions  are  injurious  to  our  soldiers,  and  the  senate  expresses 
its  feelings  by  its  murmurs. 

The  Marquis  de  Boisst.    I  do  not  think  so.    (Affirmative  signs.) 

The  President.    Tou  see,  M.  le  Marquis,  that  the  senate  does  not  agree  with  you. 

The  Marquis  de  Boissy.    Nevertheless,  it  is  true  that  our  anny  reduced  to  a  total 

(Interruption  and  cries  of  Question  I  Question ! ) 

The  President.    The  murmurs  of  the  senate  are  the  best  reply  to  your  observations. 

The  Marquis  de  Boissy.  Well,  then,  be  it  so.  We  shall  triumph— 20,000  men  against 
500,000  or  600,000.  But  how  much  will  that  cost  us  7  (Enough !  Enough ! )  Let  us  turn 
our  eyes,  then,  to  China.

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  reply  of  Chaix  d*£st  Auge  to  the  Marquis  de  Boissy, 
in  the  senate,  March  10,  1865: 

*  *  *  The  speaker  has  trenched  upon  a  number  of  questions,  into 

which  I  shall  hardly  be  expected  to  follow  him.  But  the  convention  and  the  affairs  of  Mexico 
are  two  important  questions  every  way  worthy  of  attention.  Those  questions  will  be  treated 
by  other  speakers,  and  this  is  not  the  moment  to  go  verv  fully  into  them.  Of  the  convention 
I  beg  leave  not  to  say  a  single  word.  As  to  Mexico,  I  have  at  present  not  much  to  say. 
The  Marquis  de  Boissy  cfdls  himself  the  iriend  of  humanity ;  yet,  when  speaking  of  the  fra- 
tricidal war  which  is  ravaging  the  United  States  of  America,  ne  expressed  a  wish  that  the 
Btruff^le,  impious  in  its  nature  and  its  results,  might  never  cease.  That  is  a  wish  which  I 
repel  m  the  strongest  manner.  And  if  the  interests  of  my  country  required  the  continuation 
otthis  conflict,  I  could  never,  without  the  most  heartfelt  repugnance,  immolate  humanly  on 
the  altar  of  my  countiy.  M.  de  Boissy  fears  that  if  the  United  States  should  become  once 
more  united,  our  army  would  be  compromised,  and  possibly  soon  be  made  prisoners  of 
war.  Let  him  be  reassured :  the  United  States  have  too  much  good  sense  and  reason  to  enter 
into  such  a  war ;  they  will  not  traverse  deserts  to  add  other  provinces  to  provinces  already 
too  numerous.  It  is  not  because  thev  are  exhausted,  but  from  a  well-unaerstood  feeling  as 
to  their  own  interest,  that  they  would  not  think  of  attacking  us  in  Mexico.  The  same  reasons 
prevailed  with  England  when  she  declined  to  fortifv  Quel^  saying  there  was  no  reason  to 
fear,  and  that  Quebec  was  not  threatened.  I  will  brieflv  reply  on  a  point  to  which  I  ad- 
verted last  year,  and  in  respect  of  which  I  thought  I  had  given  the  Marquis  de  Boissy  him- 
self satisfactory  explanation.  The  customs  receipts  of  Vera  Cruz,  before  our  expedition  to 
Mexico,  were  engaged  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  England,  France,  and  Spain,  and  were  divided 
monthly  between  them.  On  taking  possession  of  that  port,  could  we  say  to  England  and 
Spain,  **  the  treaties  are  null  and  void ;  w6  tear  them  up  and  scatter  them  to  the  winds  7** 
No ;  we  regarded  them  as  sacred,  and  respecting  them  was  not  giving  way  to  England,  but 
honorably  fulfilling  a  contract  which  bore  the  signature  of  France.

The  Biemorial  Diplomatique  exerts  itself  to  demonstrate  that  the  Monroe  doctrine  is  in  no 
way  applicable  to  the  present  situation.  **  The  system,*'  it  says,  **  that  President  Monroe 
intended  to  combat  was  no  other  than  that  of  legitimacy."  This  was,  in  effect,  we  concede, 
the  first  thoughi  of  Monroe  at  the  moment  when  Spain  thought  of  reconquering  her  former 
colonies.  We  have  ahready  said  that  the  declaration  of  Monroe  was  made  at  the  instigation 
of  Canning,  who  ^as  alarmed  at  the  tendencies  of  the  congress  of  Verona. 

But  now  the  Americans  give  to  the  principle  a  more  extended  interpretation.  They  see 
only  in  the  words  of  Monroe  the  passage  which  is  the  solely  important  one  for  them :  **  We 
owe  it  to  our  good  faith,  and  to  tne  amiable  relations  which  exist  between  the  allied  powers 
and  the  United  States,  to  declare  that  we  would  consider  any  attempt  on  their  part  to  extend 
their  system  to  any  part  of  this  hemisphere  as  dangerous  for  our  tranquillity  and  our  secu- 
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rity."  This  is  the  political  evangel  of  the  AmericaDS,  and  one  can  foresee  that  upon  the 
day  when  the  south,  at  the  end  of  its  resources,  will  he  obliged  to  submit,  it  will  take  as  a 
pretext  for  reconciliation  the  necessary  application  of  the  Monroe  doctrine. 

We  scarcely  believe,  with  M.  de  Boissy,  that  as  soon  as  peace  is  concluded  there  will  be 
an  invasion  of  Mexico  of  500,000  to  600,000  worthless  scamps.  But  this  is  an  eventoali^ 
against  which  it  would  be  prudent  to  guard. 

It  is  wisdom  in  the  French  government  to  avoid  a  useless  danger  in  foreign  qnarten. 
The  convention  with  Maximilian  of  the  10th  April,  1864,  says  well  tlmt  25,000  men,  including 
the  foreign  legion,  will  remain  temporarily  in  Mexico;  but  no  minimiinn  of  sojourn  is  stipa- 
lated  for — except  for  the  foreij^  legion,  which  is  to  remain  for  six  years — so  all  the  other 
troops  may  be  recalled  firom  the  present  moment.  We  ought  to  wish  that  this  may  be  at  the 
soonest  period  possible. 

Nevertheless,  the  Memorial  Diplomatique,  so  reassuring  in  whatever  ^ncems  Mexico,  is 
less  incredulous  in  what  regards  the  British  possessions.  **If  peace,**  says  it,  "be  con- 
cluded between  the  north  and  the  south,  the  disposable  armies  of  the  American  Union  will 
not  delay,  under  one  pretext  or  another,  to  be  used  against  Canada.**  What  prevision  is 
this  which  makes  the  Americans  march  rather  towards  the  north  than  towards  the  south  f 
We  do  not  wish,  like  the  Memorial  Diplomatique,  to  give  ourselves  airs  of  prophesy,  but  we 
repeat  that  we  would  like  for  more  than  one  reason  to  see  our  troops  return  ^om  Mexico.

Events  have  occurred,  this  week,  which  have  reacted  on  the  financial  as  well  as  on  tilie 
political  world.  The  illness  and  death  of  M.  de  Momy  produced  for  a  while  a  legitimate 
sensation  among  the  financial  men  accustomed  to  identify  the  public  credit  with  the  states- 
man whose  name  is  intimatelv  connected  with  the  institutions  of  the  country.  But  tills  sen- 
sation could  not  be  lasting ;  the  present  state  of  inactivity  existed  at  the  J^urse  previous  to 
the  painful  event  which  has  so  justly  occupied  public  attention^  and  it  will  doubtless  con- 
tinue to  exist  after  this  sensation  shall  have  passed  away. 

Attempts  are  also  made  to  influence  the  market  imdor  pretence  of  the  various  vidssitudes 
of  the  war  ^oing  on  in  America  between  the  north  and  south ;  but  the  confederates  are  yet 
far  from  being  conquered,  and  the  fears  expressed  in  relation  to  Mexico,  in  case  of  peace  W 
ingrestored  in  the  United  States,  are  singularly  premature. 

why  not  ascribe  the  present  situation  to  its  general  and  real  causes,  instead  o£  stopping  at 
mere  secondary  considerations  7  The  cause  may  be  summed  up  in  one  word—- ^tmst 
How  can  those  who  have  for  so  long  a  time  sown  the  seeds  of  distrust  wonder  that  they  should 
now  bear  fruits  ?  Everr  enterprise  or  institution  of  credit  has  been  attacked,  and  we  cannot 
be  surprised  that  the  public,  having  become  suspicious  of  them,  dares  no  longer  venture  upon 
a  ground  whose  unsteadiness  has  so  oflen  been  denounced.

Besides  the  '*  Credit  Mobilier,**  and  its  forthcoming  dividend,  which  continues  to  be  much 
talked  about,  the  financial  world  appears  ereatly  preoccupied  concerning  the  future  of  the 
Mexican  empire  and  the  consequences  whidi  the  approaching  cessation  of  hostilities  between 
the  northern  and  the  southern  armies  may  have  for  that  country. 

The  warlike  tendencies  evinced  some  time  ago  by  certain  members  of  the  United  States 
Senate  were  but  disconnected  fistcts,  for  which  the  government  at  Washington  could  in  no 
wise  be  considered  responsible.  The  initiative  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  that  eminently 
deliberative  assembly  is  not  of  a  nature  to  justify  the  fear  that,  as  some  ceaselessly  repeat  it 
in  the  market,  as  soon  as  the  fratricidal  war  which  has  for  four  years  desolated  that  country 
[shall  cease,]  the  Mexican  empire  will  become,  in  the  name  of  the  Monroe  doctrine,  the  urn 
of  these  tiunultuous  hosts,  condemned  by  peace  to  an  inactivity  which  would  all  at  once  be- 
come dangerous  for  Europe. 

Shall  the  United  States,  after  being  reconstructed  by  peace,  not  have  wounds  enough  of 
their  own  to  bind  up  before  attempting  to  quarrel  with  their  neighbors  1  An  empty  treasury, 
a  countrv  laid  waste,  and  a  decimatea  population,  are  these  not  interior  enemies  with  whom 
they  shall  also  have  to  contend  t  , 

The  work  of  regeneration  so  happily  commenced  and  carried  on  by  the  emperor  Maxi- 
milian, with  as.  much  firmness  as  success,  may  well  be  considered  as  a  sure  proof  of  the 
liberal  views  of  civilization  and  progress  which  have  so  far  inspired  aU  the  acts  of  the  new 
Mexican  empire.  In  our  opinion  the  edicts  of  the  emperor  are  m  no  ways  inferior  in  reality 
to  theprindples  of  pretended  equality  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
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Indeed,  the  ceaseless  solicitude  of  the  newly  elected  sovereign  for  the  welfare  of  this  peo- 
ple becomes  every  day  more  manifest  in  his  incessant  labors.  Creation  of  railroad  compa- 
nies, contracts  for  marine  transportation  on  the  Pacific,  everywhere,  in  short,  does  the  em- 
peror seek  to  simultaneously  infuse  activity  and  life  into  that  countir  so  favored  by  nature. 

To  demonstrate  once  more  the  value  of  these  assertions,  we  ^ve  here  the  principal  condi- 
tion of  a  contract  between  the  government  of  his  Imperial  Majesty,  Maximilian  I,  and  Mr. 
Edward  Gautherin,  ship-owner,  having  the  contract  for  the  Imperial  Mexican  Express  Com- 
pany: 

The  company  is  to  be  Mexican:  foreigners  becoming  members  shall  have  to  renounce  the 
riehts  they  may  possess  as  such. 

The  vessels  on  the  Gulf  lines  shall  carry  the  Mexican  flag,  and  be  nationalized  according  to 
the  laws  already  in  fyrce. 

The  steamers  of  the  Imperial  Mexican  Express  shall  run  on  the  four  lines  of  Vera  Cruz  to 
New  Orleans,  Vera  Cruz  to  Havana,  Vera  Crua  to  Campeachy,  and  along  the  whole  coast 
from  Taxpam  to  Coatzacoalcos. 

The  ships  of  the  company  shall  be  exempt  firom  port  and  light-house  duties. 

The  companjr  receives  from  the  government  of  nis  Imperial  Majesty  the  monopoly  for  the 
construction  of  jetties  and  breakwaters  in  the  stopping  ports  of  its  steamers,  and  is  authorized 
to  levy  upon  commerce  a  transit  or  storage  duty  on  all  goods  shipped  from  or  landed  on  these 
jetties  or  oreakwaters. 

Thifl  duty  shall  be  equivalent  to  80  centimes  per  ton  for  ordinary  goods,  and  80  centimes 
per  two  hundred  pounds  for  such  merchandise  as  iron,  lead,  rails,  steam-engines,  minerals,  &c. 

The  government  shall  receive  from  the  company  20  per  cent,  of  the  duties  levied  by  it. 
The  receipt  of  these  duties  shall  be  registered  in  two  books,  one  of  which  shall  remain  in  the 
office  of  the  company  and  the  other  at  the  office  of  the  custom-house. 

The  vessels  of  the  company  shall,  on  their  lines,  transport  the  employes  of  the  preventive 
service  and  the  mails.  Besides  the  usual  postage,  the  post  office  administration  will  take 
additional  postage  on  the  company*s  account,  which  it  shall  pav  to  it  at  the  time  of  embark- 
ing the  mail  bags ;  and  the  amount  due  to  the  company  shall  vary  eiccording  to  the  net 
weight  of  the  bags  and  the  nature  of  their  contents. 

Thus,  for  the  mere  transpprtation  of  letters  the  government  shall  pav  one  real  per  half 
ounce  "weight,  being  the  price  of  a  single  letter  from  one  point  to  another  of  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico.     For  letters  to  Havana  the  company  shall  receive  two  reals. 

For  carrying  newspapers,  pamphlets,  and  printed  matter,  the  company  shall  charge  two 
reals  per  arrobe. 

The  company  engages  to  build  its  workshops,  building  docks,  storehouses  and  yards  on 
the  grounds  designate  by  his  Imperial  Majesty*s  government.  The  port  of  Vera  Cruz  is  the 
point  momentarily  chosen  as  the  centre  of  the  lines  of  the  Imperial  Mexican  Express  steamers. 

The  company  shall,  as  much  as  possible,  employ  the  inhabitants  of  the  country,  as  also 
the  materials  it  furnishes,  such  as  wood,  copper,  iron,  coal,  &,c 

The  grant  is  made  for  twenty-one  years,  and  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  Mexican  com- 
pany. MAXIMILIAN.

Money  is  abundant.  The  proof  Is  seen  by  the  state  of  the  bank  and  bv  its  rate  of  dis- 
count, which  it  has  been  obliged  to  reduce  to  3^  per.  cent. ;  but  this  money  aoes  not  want  to 
be  employed. 

This  feeling  of  distrust  which  the  capital  evidences  is  not  peculiar  to  France ;  the  English 
market  proves  it  by  the  continuance  of^its  feebleness.  One  cannot,  then,  without  injustice 
attribute  to  the  situation  of  a  place,  nor  to  noisily  rumored  pn.ceedings,  the  dearth  of  our 
business  and  the  weakness  of  our  market.  European  politics  leaves  us  in  an  absolute  re- 
pose. From  the  American  side  it  is  not  the  same.  It  is  a  sad  thing  to  say,  but  we  fear  for 
oar  cash  boxes  that  peace  may  be  made  in  America.  The  largest  thorn  that  we  have  in  our 
foot  is,  incontestably,  the  Mexican  affair,  which  trammels  our  finances,  and  which  causes 
liTely  apprehensions  for  the  future.  The  equilibrium  of  our  budget  will  feel  for  a  long  time, 
we  think,  the  Mexican  expedition.  It  allows  to  float  incessantly  the  fear  of  a  loan,  which 
may  be  retarded  by  the  aid  of  treasury  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  minister,  but  the  bank- 
ers think  that  it  cannot  be  avoided.    Italy  herself  threatens  us  with  a  loan.

a  free  nation. 

Houston  papers  publish  a  correspondence  between  the  confederate  Colonel  Cyron  and 
General  Lopez,  commanding  the  imperial  troops  on  the  Hio  Grande.  Cyron  informs  Lopez 
tliat  the  confederate  government  desires  to  cultivate  friendly  relations  with  the  Mexican  gfov 
erument.  Lopez  in  return  declares  his  sympathies  for  the  southern  cause.  Named  com* 
mauder  by  emperor  Maximilian,  be  say^  that  the  sons  of  the  confederacy  can  rely  on  the 
complete  security  of  their  persons  and  interest,  and  on  the  fullest  hospitality.  He  shall  per- 
mit no  expeditions  to  be  fitted  out  against  the  confederates. 

Houston  papers  also  report  that  Matamoras  has  oeased  to  be  a  free  port.

However,  in  spite  of  all  the  elements  tending  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  market,  the 
peaceful  news  from  America  has  been  made  use  of  by  the  parties  wishing  to  depreciate  the 
stocks,  who  multiplied  their  offers,  and  sought  to  frighten  their  opponents  by  hinting  at  the 
complications  which,  according  to  them,  might  arise  horn  a  cessation  of  hostilities  in  the 
United  States.  From  that  moment  the  upward  tendency  of  prices  was  not  only  completely 
paralyzed,  but  a  retrograding  tendency  prevailed,  and  most  stocks  lost  the  advance  they  had 
previously  obtained ;  some  even  descending  below  the  previous  fortnight's  quotation.

LEOATION  of  the  UlOTED  STATES, 

March  IS,  1665. 

The  undersigned,  charg^  d'affaires  of  the  United  States,  had  the  honor  to  submit  verbally 
to  his  excellency  Mr.  Droayn  de  Lhuys,  minister  of  foreign  affurs,  the  following  statement 
on  the  ihh- instant: 

It  is  stated  npon  official  authority  that  General  Mejia,  conunanding  the  Mejia  division  of 
the  French  army  at  Matamoras,  had  arrested  between  twenty  and  tlurtv  refugees  from  the 
rebel  army  in  Texas ;  conducted  them,  under  the  guard  of  a  file  of  soldiers,  to  the  banks  of 
the  Rio  Grande  and  delivered  them  into  the  han£  of  armed  enemies  of  the  United  States. 
The  pretext  assigned,  I  am  told  by  General  Mejia,  for  this  procedure,  was,  that  they  were  ' 
offenaers  aj^ainst  the  laws  of  the  confederacy,  and,  therefore,  liable  to  extradition.  If  so, 
General  Mejia  appears  not  to  have  been  aware  that  the  alleged  criminids  had  a  right  to  a  fair 
trial  and  conviction,  which  was  denied  them  before  they  could  be  surrendered  to  any  govern- 
ment, and  that  he  had  then  authority  to  surrender  them  only  upon  the  suit  of  a  government 
recognized  by  the  Emperor  of  France,  and  to  which  the  right  of  extradition  had  been  con- 
ceded by  treaty. 

.The  refugees  in  question  were  seized  by  Mexican  soldiers,  under  the  orders  of  General  Mejia, 
and  delivered  without  any  trial  into  the  hands  of  an  armed  band  of  conspirators  from  Texas, 
who  represented  no  lawnil  government,  and  who  could  not,  therefore,  have  any  political 
status  in  any  Mexican  tribunal,  civil  or  militaiy. 

The  undersigned,  while  appreciating  the  difficulty  of  enforcing  neutrality  along  the  line 
-which  divides  Texas  from  Mexico,  where  the  temptations  to  violate  it  are  so  numerous,  ex- 
pressed the  hope  and  expectation  of  his  government  that  the  government  of  France  would 
not  permit  the  conduct  <m  General  Mejia  to  pass  without  such  mstractions  as  would  prevent

the  recnrrence  of  a  proceedinfr  too  liable  to  distarb  the  friendly  relations  of  the  two  countries. 

The  undersized  availed  himself  of  the  same  occasion  to  express  to  his  excellency  the 
minister  of  foreign  aflfairs  the  rejrret  of  his  government  at  the  exceptionable  tone  of  the  corre- 
spondence, addressed  by  the  United  States  consul  at  Matamoras  to  General  Mejia,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  surrender  of  these  refugees,  and  to  state  that  orders  relieving  the  incumbent  from 
his  official  charge  were  on  their  way  to  him  at  the  time  the  correspondence  was  passing. 

His  excellency  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  stated,  in  reply  to  the  undersigned,  that  he  had  re- 
ceived no  information  whatever  upon  the  subject  referred  to  by  the  undersigned,  save  what 
the  undersigned  had  communicated ;  that  the  subject  should  be  taken  into  respectful  consid- 
eration, and  that  the  officers  of  the  imperial  government  in  Mexico  should  be  instructed  to 
preserve  a  rigorous  neutrality. 

The  undersigned  avails  himself  of  this  occasion  to  renew  to  big  excellency  the  minister  of 
foieign  affairs  the  assurance!  of  his  most  distinguished  conaidaration.

Sir  :  I  have  now  to  recur  to  Bome  snggeBtions  contained  in  your  despatch 
No.  29,  the  receipt  of  which  I  have  already  acknowledged,  and  also  to  acknowl- 
edge, in  due  form,  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of  February  14,  No.  30. 

The  burden  of  these  matten  is  an  uneasy  state  of  mind  in  the  Emperor's 
government  concerning  our  private  relations  with  France,  as  a£fected  by  the  war 
in  Mexico. 

This  government  foresaw  the  present  embarrassment,  and  expressed  itself 
frankly  to  the  imperial  government  before  it  intervened  in  Mexico.  It  is  that 
embarrassment  which  now  affects  the  political  situation  in  regard  to  that  coun- 
try.^ Even  if  it  were  necessary,  on  our  part,  to  labor  for  its  removal,  the  tradi- 
tions and  sympathies  of  a  whole  continent  could  not  be  uprooted  by  the  exercise 
of  any  national  authority,  and  especially  could  it  not  be  done  by  a  government 
that  is  so  purely  democratic  as  ours.  The  Emperor's  persistence  implies  that 
he  yet  believes  to  be  certain,  what  we  have  constantly  told  him  that  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  reasoning  upon  preconceived  sentiments  and  national  prin- 
ciples, cannot  even  apprehend  to  be  possible — namely,  that  a  new  European 
monarchical  system  can  and  ought  to  be  permanently  established  on  the  Amer- 
ican continent,  and  in  territory  bordering  on  this  republic.  It  would  seem  that 
all  parties  must  abide  the  trial  of  the  experiment,  of  which  trial  it  will  be  con- 
fessed that  the  people  of  Mexico  must  ultimately  be  the  arbiters. 

This  government  has  not  interfered.     It  does  not  propose  to  interfere  in  that 

triaL     It  firmly  repels  foreign  intervention  here,  and  looks  with  disfavor  upon 

it  anywhere.    Therefore,  for  us  to  intervene  in  Mexico  would  be  only  to  reverse 

our  own  principles,  and  to  adopt  in  regard  to  that  country  the  very  policy  which 

in  any  case  we  disallow.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  the  10th  of  March,  No.  52,  which  is  accompanied  by 
a  translation  of  a  circular  issued  by  Jhe  minister  of  foreign  ajffairs  of  the  Arch- 
duke Maximilian,  relative  to  consuls  in  Mexico,  who  have  no  exequaturs  from 
the  imperial  government,  has  been  received.

The  minister  of  fbrei^  affairs  has  had  the  honor  of  receiving  the  note  addressed  to  him 
hj  M.  the  charge  d*afiaires  of  the  United  States,  on  the  9th  instant,  concerning  one  hundred 
casks  of  powder  seissed  in  the  gulf  of  La  Paz,  on  board  of  the  United  States  schooner  Wm. 
L.  Richardson,  bj  a  vessel  of  the  French  division,  on  the  Pacific  station.  The  information 
received  direct  by  the  department  of  foreign  affairs  on  this  subject  leaves  no  doubt  that  that 
seizare  was  made  under  the  rule  explained  last  year  to  Mr.  Dayton.  Circumstances  were  as 
follows : 

A  certain  number  of  merchants  at  San  Francisco  had  asked,  through  the  medium  of  the 
legation  of  the  United  States,  to  be  authorized  to  send  every  month  to  the  ports  of  Chayatlaa 
and  La  Paz  powder  destined  for  the  working  of  the  mines  at  Charique.  Upon  reflection 
the  imperial  government  decided  that  it  was  the  less  disposed  to  depart  from  the  rule,  that 
so  long  as  there  is  fighting  going  on  at  any  point  it  must  consider  any  invoice  of  powder 
shipped  to  that  point  as  essentially  a  contraband  of  war,  inasmuch  as  it  had  ascertained 
that  such  operations  had  already  been  carried  on  for  the  benefit  of  its  adversaries,  froA  Mex- 
ican points  on  the  Pacific  coasL  An  answer  to  this  effect  was  therefore  returned  to  Mr. 
Dayton  in  May  last  by  a  verbal  note,  which  is  doubtless  still  to  be  found  among  the  records 
of  the  legation. 

The  schooner  Wm.  L.  Richardson  having  taken  a  cargo  of  powder  to  the  port  of  La  Pa«, 
fell,  necessarily,  under  the  provisions  of  the  rule  recalled  above,  and  there  was  all  the  less 
reason  to  depart  from  it,  as  reliable  information  had  denounced  this  fresh  invoice  of  powder 
to  ihe  French  authorities  as  destined  for  the  **  guerillas'*  whom  M.  Yeaa  was  at  the  time  en- 
deavoring to  raise  in  the  States  of  Sonora  and  Sinaloa.

Last  November  Mr.  Dajton  commuiiicated  to  the  Emperor's  minister  of  foreign  affwrs  a 
despatch  in  which  the  United  States  consul  at  Acapulco  complained  that  the  commander  ot 
the  French  forces  in  that  city  had  ordered  the  seizure  of  the  mail  addressed  to  that  consoL 
Positive  ioformation  since  received  on  the  subject  bj  the  imperial  government  enables  it  to 
present  this  incident  in  its  true  light.  It  is  necessary  to  state,  in  the  first  place,  the  exact 
position  occupied  hj  Mr.  Ely,  then  consul  of  the  United  States,  after  the  French  troops  had 
taken  possession  of  Acapulco.  That  agent,  by  abstaining  from  any  visit  or  official  commu- 
nication in  writing  asserting  his  quality  to  Admiral  Bonet  upon  the  latter's  arrival,  author- 
ized the  supposition  that  his  exequatur  having  been  granted  not  by  Mexico,  but  by  the  local 
government  of  the  state  of  Guerrero,  he  considered  ms  mission  to  be  interrupted  by  the  new 
stato  of  things.  Admiral  Bonet,  therefore,  considered  Mr.  Ely  as  having  no  longer  any  ak^ 
tributions  beyond  those  of  a  purely  commercial  agent.  Such  was  also  the  opinion  of  the 
commander  of  the  United  States  sloop  Narragansett,  as  evidenced  in  his  search  for  a  deserter 
from  that  vessel,  as  well  as  the  opinion  of  Admiral  Bell  himself.  This  view  of  the  subject 
appears  to  be  also  confirmed  by  the  fact  of  the  federal  government  giving  only  the  title  of 
commercial  agent  to  the  person  appointed  since  as  the  successor  of  Mr.  Ely.  Here,  now, 
are  the  facts  concerning  the  seizure  of  the  United  States  mails  as  thev  occurred : 

Acapulco,  previous  to  its  being  taken  possession  of  by  the  French  forces,  had  no  regularly 
organfeed  postal  service.  Letters  from  abroad  were  brought  there  by  the  packets  of  the 
Panama  Steamship  Mail  Company  in  three  separate  bags.  The  one  addressed  to  the  com- 
pany's agent  contained  letters  relative  to  the  affairs  of  that  concern ;  the  second,  the  mails  in- 
tending  to  go  on  further;  and  the  third,  the  correspondence  for  Acapulco  and  the  interior  oi 
Mexico.  This  latter  bag,  for  want  of  a  regular  postal  agent,  was  addressed  to  the  Amerieam 
consul^  where  the  letters  were  delivered  to  the  parties  concerned  and  the  postage  collected. 
Complaints  had  occurred  about  deficiencies  in  the  system  of  deliveiv  of  private  letters,  but, 
aside  from  that  consideration,  it  was  impossible  to  permit  this  state  of  things  to  continue  from 
the  moment  that  Acapulco  was  to  follow  the  system  adopted  everywhere  else  by  the  Mexican 
government.  Where  taxes  were  to  be  levied  it  evidently  belonged  to  a  Mexican  administra- 
tion onl^  to  frilfil  that  office.  The  officer  commanding  at  Acapulco  had,  therefore,  decided 
on  appointing  a  temporary  postmaster,  and  his  choice  for  this  office  fell  upon  the  vice-con- 
sul of  France,  M.  Dupuy.  This  gentleman,  therefore,  upon  the  arrival  of  the  packet  from 
San  Francisco,  on  the  30th  of  September,  caused  the  three  mail  bags,  previously  mentioned, 
to  be  delivered  to  himself.  The  one  addressed  to  the  American  consul  was  open,  and  its 
contents  proved  that,  as  we  have  already  stated,  it  was  not  a  mail  addressed  by  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  to  their  consul  at  Acapulco,  but  simply  an  ordinary  letter  bag. 
This  decision,  however,  called  forth  some  opposition  at  the  hanas  of  the  commander  of  tfe 
federal  sloop  Cyane,  who,  whilst  acknowleaging  that  Mr.  Ely  no  longer  had  any  right  to 
demand  that  the  bag  addressed  to  the  American  consul  should  be  deuvered  to  mm,  asked 
that  it  should  be  eiven  to  himself,  who,  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States  navy,  was  the  legal 
representative  of  nis  government  After  explanations  on  the  subject  had  passed  between  the 
commander  of  the  Cyane  and  the  commander  of  the  French  naval  forces,  these  two  officers, 
equally  desirous  of  maintaining  the  friendly  relations  existing  between  the  navies  of  the  two 
countries,  agreed  that  the  bag  should  be  delivered  to  the  post  office  of  Acapulco,  and  there 
opened  in  the  presence  of  an  officer  of  the  United  States  sloop,  who  would  thus  ascertain 
that  it  wa»  only  a  public  mail,  and  not  an  official  correspondence  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States.  , 

This  question  had  thus  been  disposed  of  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner,  when  subsequent 
events  prevented  this  arrangement  being  carried  out.    M.  Dupuy,  the  postmasl^  appointed, 
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having  seen  fit  to  res!^  that  office,  and  the  evacnation  of  Acapnlco  having  been  resolved 
upon,  things  were  put  back  in  their  former  position.  This,  nevertheless,  shows  that  the 
measnres  adopted  at  the  time  when  the  French  forces  took  possession  of  Acapulco  were 
falljr  justified  both  hy  the  irregularity  of  the  process  of  delivery  of  private  correspondence 
and  by  the  absence  of  any  real  right  of  Mr.  Ely  to  demand  that  the  system  should  be  con- 
tinued.

Paris,  May  26,  1865, 

Sir  :  I  fear  our  government  will  not  succeed  in  giving  entire  satisfaction  to 
the  raling  classes  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  whatever  we  may  do.  They 
seemed  very  much  dissatisfied,  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  that  our  armies 
were  not  more  destructive  ;  when  they  became  more  'destructive,  the  same  par- 
ties censured  us  for  bloodthirstiness  and  insensibility  to  the  blessings  of  peace. 
Now  that  peace  has  come,  and  we  have  reason  to  count  upon  a  general  jubilee 
in  Europe,  there  appears  to  be  more  discontent  than  ever.  The  great  grievances 
at  present  are,  first.  President  Johnson's  proclamation  offering  a  reward  for  the 
delivery  of  Davis  to  the  oflScers  of  justice ;  second,  the  reported  emigration 
of  discharged  soldiers  to  Mexico ;  third,  the  trial  of  Booth's  accomplices  with 
closed  doors. 

The  readiness  with  which  all  these  prestiges  are  seized  to  weaken  the  impres- 
sion which  our  unexpected  triumph  over  what  were  deemed  insurmountable  em-  4 
barrassments  has  a  tendency  to  produce,  shows  how  great  is  the  importance  at- 
tached here  to  our  example. 

The  proclamation  patting  a  price  on  Davis's  head  will  be  generally  con- 
demned by  the  Latin  race,  who  are  so  accustomed  to  see  a  price  put  upon  the 
heads  of  their  most  meritorious  citizens  that  they  feel  an  instinctive  sympathy 
for  any  one  who  wears  that^ttering  penalty.  I  think  nothing  that  has  hap- 
pened during  our  war  has  produced  so  unpleasant  an  effect  upon  our  friends 
here,  though  their  impressions  always  yield  to  proper  explanations  when  there 
is  an  opportunity  of  making  them. 

In  regard  to  Mexico,  the  impression  produced  by  the  recent  news  from  the 
United  States  has  amounted  to  a  panic.  Some  military  saccesses  of  the  liberals 
in  Mexico  are  associated  in  the  public  mind  with  the  emigration  schemes  adver- 
tised in  the  New  York  and  Washington  papers,  which  are  supposed  to  respond 
to  a  public  sentiment  beyond  the  control  of  the  government.  The  absence  of 
the  Emperor  at  the  moment  aggravates  the  alarm,  and  leaves  the  community  a 
prey  to  rumors  of  the  most  disturbing  character. 

1  dined  with  Mr.  Fould  on  Tuesday  evening.  He  sought  several  opportuni- 
ties to  talk  with  me  of  Mexican  affairs.  I  assured  him  that  he  had  nothing  to 
fear  from  the  United  States;  that  the  formidable  enemies  of  the  Archduke  Maxi- 
milian were  "those  of  his  own  household" — the  Mexicans.  He  expressed  a 
doubt  whether  our  government  and  its  friends  would  be  strong  enough  to  main- 
tain our  neutrality.  I  told  him  that  so  far  as  I  could  judge,  there  were  not,  nor 
were  there  likely  to  be,  two  considerable  parties  on  our  Mexican  policy ;  that 
whatever  the  government  decided  to  do  would  be  pretty  universally  accepted  by 
the  people,  because  it  would  be  likely  to  reflect  their  deliberate  wishes,  one  of 
which  I  felt  sure  was  to  preserve  friendly  relations  with  France.  He  said  he 
thought  that  the  best  way  to  remove  all  diflSculty  between  the  three  countries, 
and  to  resolve  all  embarrassing  questions,  was  for  us  to  recognize  the  new  gov- 
ernment. This  view  he  enforced  with  a  few  obvious  remarks.  I  h^d  him 
through,  and  then  remarked  that  he  had  opened  a  question  which  would  require 
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me,  for  its  discasdion,  to  go  farther  back  in  the  lii&tory  of  our  respective  coun- 
tries than  was  possible  on  such  a  festive  occasion,  but  I  felt  prepared  to  say  to 
him  that  but  for  the  unfriendly  tone  of  the  official  press,  and  the  abounding  evi- 
dence of  a  willingness,  if  not  a  desire,  on  the  part  of  influential  classes  in  France 
to  see  our  republic  weakened  by  a  permanent  disanion,  the  Emperor  would  proba- 
bly have  expeiienced  no  difficulty  in  coming  early  to  a  satisfactory  understandkie 
with  our  government  about  Mexico.  Unhappily,  the  impression  had  got  abroad 
among  our  people  that  the  Emperor  had  undertaken  to  build  up  an  empire  in 
Mexico  upon  the  ruins  of  our  republic,  and  it  would  .take  yet  some  time  and 
some  substantial  proofs  of  good  feeling  on  his  part  to  remove  this  impression. 
His  excellency  arose  fi*om  his  seat  at  this  remark,  which  I  was  preparing  to 
elaborate  a  little,  and  said  that  was  a  subject  that  would  take  us  too  far  to  dis- 
cuss on  that  occasion  ;  and  after  a  few  more  words  our  interview  ended.  It 
ended  rather  abruptly,  because  Mr.  Fould  is  entirely  of  my  opinion ;  he  has 
been  opposed  from  the  outset  to  this  expedition.  He  feels  that  he  is  gradually 
sinking,  officially,  under  the  weight  of  its  burdens ;  and  having  no  response  to 
make  to  the  view  I  presented,  he  did  not  wish  to  be  betrayed  into  admissions 
unbecoming  his  position  ;  at  least  such  was  my  impression. 

He  introduced  me,  in  the  course  of  the  evening,  to  Baron  Dnssin  the  eld^, 
who  is  a  very  important  arm  of  the  government,  though  now  eighty-five  years 
of  age,  and  whose  sympathies  have  been  rather  with  the  insurgents  than  with 
the  government  during  the  late  rebellion.  He  also  showed  great  solicitude  about 
Mexico,  and  seemed  greatly  relieved  by  tny  assurance  that,  regardless  of  the 
example  set  by  other  nations,  and  faithful  to  all  our  traditions,  we  should  make 
our  people,  if  any  were  otherwise  disposed,  respect  our  neutral  obligations. 

I  mention  these  facts  to  show  that  the  anxiety  which  is  reflected  by  (be  press 
here  and  in  England  is  not  exaggerated,  and  as  the  foundation  for  a  suggestion 
which  I  think  it  my  duty  to  make  to  you.  It  is  that,  as  far  as  possible,  we 
avoid  giving  any  pretext  to  this  government  upon  which  public  opinion  can  be 
rallied  against  us.  It  is  in  a  critical  situation,  and,  I  think,  on  the  eve  of  a  very 
important  if  not  desperate  step  in  reference  to  Mexico.  Something  must  be 
done,  and  speedily.  It  is  important  that  we  neither  do  nor  permit  anything 
that  will  relieve  the  situation  at  our  expense,  for  we  now  need  all  the  good  feel- 
ing in  Europe  that  we  can  possibly  inspire  to  repair  the  waste  of  our  war.  If 
we  alienate  France,  or  even  establish  an  unfriendly  feeling  here,  it  will  poison 
all  the  official  journalism  of  Europe  towards  us,  notwithstanding  the  universally 
acknowledged  folly  of  the  Mexican  expedition.  They  all  have  less  affection  for 
the  Monroe  doctrine  than  they  have  for  France  or  Mexico.  I  hope,  therefore, 
that  our  government  will  protect  itself  by  all  dignified  means  from  any  suspi- 
cion of  conniving  at  the  military  schemes,  if  there  are  any  maturing  in  the 
United  States,  against  Mexico,  and  show  the  old  countries  of  Europe  to  how 
much  better  use  we  can  put  them  than  by  fighting  them.  I  would  hardly 
trouble  you  with  a  suggestion  apparently  so  superfluous  as  this,  if  I  did  not 
feel  that,  where  men  are  in  desperate  circumstances,  they  may  do  desperate 
things,  and  sovereigns  are  but  men.

Sir  :  Tour  despatch  of  May  26,  No.  107,  has  been  received.  It  treats  only 
of  familiar  questions ;  but  it  treats  of  these  with  special  earnestness.  For  th^ 
reason  I  reply  in  this  communication  to  your  suggestions,  although  I  have 
considered  the  same  subject  so  recently  as  the  3d  of  June,  when  I  transmitted 
to  you  the  views  of  the  President. 

You  inform  me  that  the  proclamation  putting  a  price  on  Davis's  head  has 
produced  an  unpleasant  effect  upon  the  friends  of  the  United  States,  and  that  it 
is  particularly  condemned  by  the  Latin  race.  Treason  and  the  raising  of  civil 
war,  in  some  European  states,  are,  for  obvious  reasons,  regarded  by  mankind  as 
venial  offences.  In  the  United  States  they  are  looked  upon  with  far  greater 
severity,  for  reasons  which  it  is  not  necessary  that  I  should  now  explain.  With 
such  severity  crimes  of  the  present  insurgents  in  the  United  States  are  regarded 
by  the  ffovemment  and  by  the  loyal  portion  of  the  people  of  this  country.  The 
,  time,  indeed,  is  rapidly  coming  on  when  these  crimes  will  be  lamented  with 
greater  sincerity,  and  condemned  with  greater  earnestness,  in  the  region  which 
civil  war  has  left  desolate,  than  any  political  crime  or  casualty  which  has  re- 
cently occurred  in  Europe  has  been  lamented  or  condemned  on  that  continent. 
The  United  States  are  not  in  a  temper  favorable  to  the  making  of  apologies  or 
explanations  to  European  statesmen  and  politicians  for  matters  which  do  not 
affect  foreign  nations,  and  which  relate  exclusively  to  our  domestic  affairs.  I 
have,  therefore,  to  request  that  you  will  make  no  explanations  or  apology  for  the 
action  which  thie  government  has  hitherto  pursuea,  and,  as  events  shall  trans- 
pire, may  be  found  to  be  pursuing,  in  relation  to  rebels,  who,  without  cause  or 
necessity  or  excuse,  have  not  only  spread  desolation  and  death  throughout  a 
large  portion  of  the  United  States,  but  have  employed  energies  of  surpassing 
strength  in  the  effort  to  invoke  the  intervention  of  foreign  powers  to  make  that 
desolation  more  ruinous,  as  well  as  perpetual.  I  state,  however,  for  your  own 
information,  that  the  executive  department  has  taken,  as  yet,  no  definitive 
action  with  regard  to  judicial  proceedings  against  Jefferson  Davis.  Other  sub- 
jects of  greater  urgency  have,  thus  far,  engaged  its  attention. 

If  it  be  true,  as  you  have  conceived,  that  France  is  likely  to  adopt  some 
measure  of  hostility  towards  the  United  States  on  the  ground  of  real  or  expected 
political  complications  in  Mexico,  the  United  States  must  wait  the  shock  accord- 
ing to  their  ability.'  It  is  already  known  to  the  government  of  France  that  the 
United  States  are  not  prepared  to  recognize  a  monarchical  and  European  power 
in  Mexico,  which  is  yet  engaged  in  war  with  a  domestic  republican  government 
and  a  portion  of  the  Mexican  people ;  but  it  must  be  acknowledged,  on  the  other 
hand,  that  the  United  States  have,  from  the  first  appearance  of  the  shadow  of 
that  foreign  domination  in  Mexico  until  its  present  stage  of  administration,  et- 
preseed  its  views  to  France  upon  the  subject  in  a  perfectly  direct,  frank,  and 
friendly  manner.  The  sentiments  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  in  regard 
to  affairs  in  Mexico,  which  have  been  so  often  expressed  in  the  manner  lo  which 
I  have  referred,  are  natural  and  inextinguishable.    It  would  be  a  new  event  in 
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history  if  one  nation  can  give  cause  of  offence  to  another  nation  by  declining  to 
become  the  ally  of  that  nation  in  a  war  for  the  overthrow  of  a  state  friendly  to 
the  power  so  refusing  to  become  an  ally.  We  shall  not  believe,  until  we  ha?B 
convincing  proof,  that  France  is  to  invade  the  United  States  on  such  a  pretext 
It  is  to  this  government  a  source  of  the  highest  satisfaction  that,  during  the 
three  years  that  the  war  has  been  carried  on  between  France  and  the  republic 
of  Mexico,  the  United  States  have  maintained  the  strict  line  of  forbearance  and 
neutrality  which  their  relations  to  the  several  belligerent  parties  dictated.  From 
time  to  time  the  French  authorities  have  given  notice  to  the  United  States  of 
apprehended  violations  of  neutrality  by  American  citizens,  and  the  government 
of  the  United  States  have  promptly  interposed  and  prevented  the  intmeiona 
menaced.  Here  the  United  States  must  stand.  Beyond  this  they  cannot  go. 
They  desire  peace,  and  would  cheerfully  restore  their  traditional  relations  with 
France.  It  will  remain  for  France  to  say  whether  for  these  relations  shall  be 
substituted  an  alienation  whose  consequences  might  involve  an  arrest  of  the 
march  of  civilization  throughout  the  world.

Paris,  June  12,  1865. 

Sir:  In  the  ofBcial  report  of  a  speech  made  bj  his  excellency  the  minister  of  state  on  the 
9th  instant,  I  find  an  erroneous  statement,  which,  to  prevent  any  possible  misapprehension 
between  your  excellency  and  myself,  I  hasten  to  bring  to  your  notice. 

After  speaking  of  the  declarations  made  at  Boston  by  General  Rosecrans  in  reference  to  the 
alleged  recruiting  of  American  soldiers  for  the  Mexican  army,  M.  Rouhcr  is  reported  to  havt 
said :  **  Pendant  que  ces  declarations  se  faisaient  k  Washington  et  h  New  Yoik,  elles  rece- 
vaient  ici  leur  sanction  et  leur  consecration  fornielle ;  le  ministre  des  Etats  Unis  se  presentait 
a  notre  ministre  des  affaires  ^trang^res  et  lui  disait :  Sans  doute  nous  ne  voyons  pas  d'un 
ceil  favorable  une  monarcbie  s'etablir  au  Mexico.  Sans  doute  nous  preferons  les  formes  repub- 
licaines ;  mais  nous  respectons  la  volont^  des  peuples  et  des  nations ;  nous  comprenons  que 
le  Mexique,  qui  a  ^t6  longtemps  regi  par  la  forme  monarchinue  veuille  revenir  a  cet  dtat  do 
choses^;  11  nous  n'irons  pas  faire  la  guerre  pour  une  question  de  forme  de  gouvememenL" 
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[Tranalation.  ] 

"Willie  these  declarations  were  hemg  made  at  Washington  and  at  New  York,  they  re 
oeived  here  their  sanction  and  formal  consecration.  The  minister  of  the  United  States  pre  * 
sented  himself  also  to  onr  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  and  said  to  him :  Withont  douht  we 
do  not  behold  with  a  favorable  eye  a  monarchy  established  in  Mexico.  Without  doubt  we 
prefer  the  rejpnblican  form,  but  we  respect  the  will  of  peoples  and  of  nations.  We  under- 
stand that  Mexicb,  which  had  been  long  governed  by  the  monarchical  form,  may  desire  to 
return  to  that  state  of  things,  and  we  are  not  going  to  make  war  upon  a  question  of  the  form 
of  govenunent." 

Mr.  Souher  has  probably  misapprehended  your  excellency,  for  I  am  persuaded  that  you 
could  never  have  so  entirely  misunderstood  my  language  as  to  have  reported  me  as  saying 
that  the  people  of  the  United  States  understand  that  Mexico,  after  having  been  so  long  sub- 
ject to  a  monarchical  form  of  government,  mav  desire  to  return  to  it.  What  I  stated  that 
mayliave  ^ven  the  impression  which  has  misled  the  minister  of  state  was  this,  in  brief:  that 
now  that  tne  experiment  had  been  begun,  the  Americans  wished  to  be  fully  tried,  under  cir- 
comstances  best  calculated  to  determme,  finallv  and  forever,  whether  European  systems  of 
government  suited  the  Mexican  people  best.  Ii  it  should  appear  that  they  did,  and  publio 
tranquillity  was  restored,  no'nation  was  more  interested  in  such  a  result  than  her  immediate 
neighbors.  I  added,  that  the  success  of  republican  institutions  In  the  Spanish  American  . 
states  had  not  been  such  as  to  encourage  us  to  attempt  the  propag^ion  of  them  there  other- 
wise than  by  our  example,  and  that  whatever  government  was  acceptable  to  the  Mexican 
people  would  be  satisfactory  to  us. 

I  trust  to  your  excellency*s  memory  to  confirm  me  in  the  assertion  that  I  never  exn/reesed 
to  yon  any  opinion  or  impression  importing  that  the  Mexican  people  desired  a  monarchical 
government  In  saying  that  the  success  of  republican  institutions  in  Spanish  America  had 
not  been  such  as  to  justify  us  in  becoming  t^eir  armed  propagandists,  I  did  not  countenance 
the  inference  that  the  Mexicans  themselves  were  dissatisfied  with  the  form  of  government 
nnder  which  they  had  been  living  prior  to  the  occupation  of  their  capital  by  French  troops. 

^  1>^  your  excellencpr  will  take  such  measures  as  may  seem  to  you  proper  to  correct  the 
error  into  which  the  mmister  secretary  of  state,  in  common  with  his  hearers,  appears  to  have 
been  betrayed. 

I  desire  to  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  correct  another  misapprehension  which  has  be- 
come accredited  by  publication  in  the  official  journal. 

The  Moniteur,  of  the  10th  instant,  speaking  of  the  neutrality  of  France  between  the  United 
States  and  the  late  insurgents  in  the  slave  States,  says : 

"  La  situation  6tant  aujourdhui  chang^e  et  le  gouvemement  federal  ayant  fait  connattre 
son  intention  de  ne  plus  exercer  k  Tegard  des  neutres  les  droits  qui  resvdtaient  pour  lui  de 
r^tat  de  guerre,  le  gonvernement  de  TEmpereur  n'a  pas  cm  devoir  plus  longtemps  recon- 
naltre  de  belligerants  dans  les  Etats  Unis  a'Amerique.^* 

[Translation.] 

"The  situation  being  to-day  changed,  and  the  federal  government  having  made  known  its 
intention  no  longer  to  exercise  towards  neutrals  the  rights  which  were  imposed  upon  it  as  a 
consequence  of  uie  state  of  war,  the  government  of  the  Emperor  has  not  deemed  it  its  duty 
longer  to  recognize  belligerents  in  the  United  States  of  America." 

I  presume  reference  is  here  made  to  the  communication  which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit 
to  your  excellency  on  the  29th  ultimo,  extracts  from  which  were  quoted  by  your  excellency 
in  a  subseqneiit  communication  to  me,  announcing  the  withdrawal  of  belligerent  rights  from 
the  insurgents.  Assuming  such  to  be  the  authority  from  which  the  Moniteur  makes  the 
statement  which  I  have  cited,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  say  that,  thus  far,  the  federal  government 
of  the  United  States  has  made  no  renunciation  of  any  rights  which  belonged  to  it  as  a  bel- 
ligerent. It  has  ceased  to  exercise  such  rights,  I  presume,  but  I  am  not  aware  that  it  has 
renounced  them. 

The  communication  to  your  excellency  of  the  29th  ultimo  was  in  reply  to  a  previous  decla- 
ration of  your  excellency  that  a  renunciation  by  us  of  the  belligerent  right  of^  visit  and  cap- 
tore  of  neutral  ships  must  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  withdrawal  of  belligerent  rights 
from  the  American  insurgents  by  France. 

In  arguing  the  inconveniences  of  making  these  measures  dependent  one  upon  the  other,  I 
stated  that  "  the  United  states  government,  in  applying  for  a  repeal  of  the  declaration  of 
Jane,  1861,  abandoned  any  of  the  rights  of  belligerent  tchich  it  is  presumed  to  have  claimed^ 
and  became  directly  responsible  for  anything  it  might  do  in  the  character  of  a  belligerent. 
If,  after  the  withdrawal  of  the  imperial  declaration,  it  were  to  visit  and  search  a  neutral  vessel, 
it  would  at  once  expose  itself  to  reprisals,  the  same  as  for  any  other  violation  of  international 
comity."  That  is  to  say,  we  abandoned  an^  belligerent  rights  which,  upon  the  theory  of 
yonr  excellency,  we  only  shared  in  common  with  tne  insurgents,  and,  upon  that  theory, 
would  be  responsible  for  anything  we  might  do  in  our  proper  character  as  In^lligerents. 

These  observations  were  based  upon  the  doctrine  of  belligerent  rights  propounded  in  the 
oommunication  to  which  I  was  replying  without  either  adnutting  or  denying  its  correctness. 
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Should  mj  government  be  of  the  opinion  that  a  nation  may  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  oi 
belligerent  in  suppressing  a  rebellion,  without  thereby  conferring  belligerent  rights  upon  the 
rebels,  it  might  not  be  prepared  to  renounce  the  practice  of  visiting  and  searchinie^  noutral 
vessels  so  long  fus  that  remedy  was  necessary  for  the  national  security.  Your  excellency  wiU 
remember  that  I  made  no  concealment  of  the  fact  that  I  had  no  instructions  from  my  gov- 
ernment to  offer  or  accept  any  conditions  to  be  attached  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  declaratiao 
pf  June,  1661.  I  merely  argued  the  inconvenience  and  unreasonableness  of  the  conditioia 
attached  to  its  withdrawal  upon  premises  assumed  by  jour  excellency.  The  final  suppraei kn 
of  the  rebellion  in  the  United  States,  of  which  intelbj^ence  has  reached  us  since  toe  corre- 
spondence under  consideration  took  place,  deprives  the  matter  to  which  I  have  invited  your 
excellency's  attention  of  much  of  its  practical  importance,  at  the  same  time  it  is  as  well  that 
the  communications,  both  oral  and  written,  which  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  on  the  27th 
ultimo,  should  not  acquire  in  their  re-statement  any  importance  not  properly  belonging  to 
them. 

I  beg,  therefore,  that  nothing  I  have  written  or  said  to  your  excellency  may  be  regarded  as 
an  acceptance  of  the  principle  that  the  assertion  of  belligerent  rights  by  a  nation  against  its 
rebellious  subjects  necessarily  confers  upon  the  latter  belligerent  rights. 

I  beg  to  renew  to  your  excellency  assurances  of  the  very  high  consideration  with  which  I

Sir  :  We  have  received  a  complaint  from  our  commander  at  Brownsville, 
that  Greneral  Mejia,  the  officer  in  command  at  Matamoras,  had  received  from  the 
rebel  commander  a  quantity  of  cannon  and  other  public  property.  It  is  under- 
stood that  this  complaint  is  to  be  followed  by  another,  that  the  French  authori- 
ties at  Matamoras  have  also  received  into  their  service  a  large  detachment  of 
late  rebel  soldiers,  with  their  arms.  Circumstances  indicate  a  growing  disposi- 
tion in  some  quarters  of  this  country  to  find  or  make  a  castu  belli  with  a  view 
of  the  political  situation  of  Mexico.  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  you,  in  an  in- 
formal and  confidential  manner,  to  let  the  French  government  understand  the 
great  importance,  as  we  think,  of  the  practice  on  their  part  of  the  most  just  and 
friendly  disposition  towards  the  United  States  by  the  French  authorities  in 
Mexico,  as  well  as  in  the  shaping  of  French  policies  towards  that  country. 

Prompt  and  punctual  attention  to  this  subject  will  be  of  most  essential  im- 
portance.

Sir  :  In  a  recent  conversation  with  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  his  ex- 
cellency spoke  of  two  subjects  which  I  had  instructions  to  bring  to  his  notice 
some  months  since — the  case  of  the  federal  steamer  Ark,  seized  on  the  Bio 
Grande,  within  Mexican  jurisdiction,  by  confederates  from  Texas,  and  sold  at 
Brownsville  to  Mexicans ;  and  the  case  of  certain  deserters  from  the  confeder- 
ate army,  sent  back  by  the  Mexican  general  to  the  confederate  authorities.  H» 
excellency  then  read  to  me  a  report  on  the  facts  of  these  two  cases,  which  had 
been  prepared  for  him  in  the  bureaus  of  war  and  marine,  to  which  it  had  been 
referred,  and  offered  to  send  me  a  copy  if  I  wished  it.  I  said  my 'government 
would,  of  course,  like  to  know  what  defence  could  be  made  to  its  reclamations, 
that  it  might  know  whether  they  deserved  to  be  prosecuted.  He  said  I  should 
have  one  to-morrow,  with  the  understanding  that  it  should  only  be  taken  for 
what  it  was,  and  not  as*  an  official  communication  of  a  final  determination  of  the 
government  on  those  subjects.  I  told  him  I  would  receive  it,  if  he  pleased,  as  a 
memorandum  of  a  conversation.  He  said  I  should  receive  it  to-day.  If  it

Sir  :  On  my  resumption  of  the  conduct  of  this  department,  after  a  journey  to 
Auburn,  I  find  your  despatch  of  the  13th  of  June,  No.  117 ;  and  I  find,  also, 
that  it  was  duly  acknowledged  by  Mr.  Hunter,  then  Acting  Secretary  of  State, 
in  despatch  No.  184.  So  far  as  it  relates  to  the  misapprehension  made  by  Mr. 
Bouher  of  your  conversation  with  him  in  regard  to  the  withdrawal  of  bellige- 
rent rights,  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  for  special  remark.  But  so  fiu*  as  re- 
lates to  the  condition  of  affairs  in  Mexico,  I  think  it  important  to  notice  the  fol- 
lowing passage  in  your  despatch  :  "  What  I  stated  that  may  havQ  given  the 
impression  which  has  misled  the  minister  of  state  was  this,  in  brie^ — that  now 
that  the  experiment  had  been  begun,  the  Americans  wished  it  to  be  fully  tried, 
under  circumstances  best  calculated  to  determine  finally  cmd  forever  whether 
European  systems  of  government  suited  the  Mexican  people  best.  If  it  should 
appear  that  they  did,  and  public  tranquillity  was  restored,  no  nation  was  more 
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mtereflted  in  such  a  reealt  than  her  immediate  neighbors.  I  added  that  the 
success  of  republican  institutions  in  the  Spanish  American  states  had  thus  far 
not  been  such  as  to  encourage  us  to  attempt  the  propagation  of  them  there, 
otherwise  than  by  our  example,  and  that  whatever  government  was  acceptable 
to  the  Mexican  people  woula  be  satisfactory  to  us." 

It  is  thought  that  the  ar^iment  which  you  have  recited  in  the  passage  thus 
extracted  is  not  warranted  oy  the  instructions  of  this  department.  It  will  be 
well,  at  your  convenience,  to  make  this  explanation  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys. 
So  &r  as  our  relations  are  concerned,  what  we  hold  in  regard  to  Mexico  is,  that 
France  is  a  belligerent  there,  in  war  *with  the  republic  of  Mexico.  We  do  not 
enter  into  the  merits  of  the  belligerents,  but  we  practice  in  regard  to  the  contest 
the  principles  of  neutrality ;  and  we  have  insisted  on  the  practice  of  neutrality 
by  all  nations  in  regard  to  our  civil  war.  Our  friendship  towards  the  repub- 
lic of  Mexico,  and  our  sympathies  with  the  republican  system  on  this  continent, 
as  well  as  our  faith  and  confidence  in  it,  have  been  continually  declared.  We 
do  not  intervene  in  foreign  wars  or  foreign  politics.  Political  iutervention  in  the 
affairs  of  foreign  states  is  a  principle  thus  far  avoided  by  our  government  I 
attach  no  great  importance  to  this  matter.  It  is  right  and  proper,  however,  that 
the  French  government  should  not  misunderstand  Uie  case,  and  so  be  suffered  to 
fall  into  a  belief  that  we  have  entertained  any  views  favorable  to  it  as  an  invader 
of  Mexico,  or  that  we  at  all  distrust  the  ultimate  success  of  republican  systems 
throughout  this  continent

In  a  oonvenation  of  the  9th  of  March,  and  through  two  notee,  one  of  the  same  date*  and 
the  other  of  the  15th  of  March,  the  minister  of  the  United  Statee  pointed  out  to  the  minister 
of  foreign  affairs  of  the  Emperor,  as  infractions  of  Mexican  neutrality,  in  hehalf  of  the  con- 
federates, two  occurrences  that  had  become  known  on  the  Bio  Grande  and  at  Matamoras. 
The  steamer  Ark,  belonnng  to  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  having  stranded  in  ascending 
the  Rio  Grande,  above  Bagdad,  some  yards  distant  from  the  Mexican  shore,  was  seized,  it  is 
said,  bj  the  confederates,  taken  to  Brownsville, ^ndemned  as  a  prize,  with  the  cargo,  and 
fold  to  Mexicans.  Then  it  is  asserted  that  more  recently  General  Mejia,  commanding  the 
allied  division,  arrested  at  Matamoras  thirty  deserters  of  the  south,  and  caused  them  to  be 
taken  under  escort  to  the  banks  of  the  Rio  Grande  to  be  delivered  up  to  a  confederate  corps. 

The  minister,  without  assuming  to  prejudge  the  aocoracy  of  the  above  facts,  replied  to  Mr. 
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Big«low  that,  !n  principle,  the  government  of  the  Emperor  wonM  always  take  into  serious  OKh 
sickration  anj  act  pointed  out  as  infringing  on  nentralitj.  The  minister  consequently  oon* 
nieated  the  above  information  to  his  colleagues  of  the  departments  of  war  ana  marine,  and 
requested  them  to  beg  the  commandants  in  chief  of  our  expeditionary  corps  and  naval  forces 
in  Mexico  to  see,  as  far  as  it  should  depend  upon  them,  that  no  act  contrair  to  nentra^^ 
should  take  place  on  the  Mexican  frontier,  boraeiing  Texas.  M.  le  Marechal  Bandon  and  M. 
le  Marquis  de  Chasseloup  Laubat  sent  at  once  to  Marshal  Bazaine  and  Commandant  Ckni^ 
instructions  in  this  sense. 

Since  then  the  commandant  of  our  naval  subdivision  in  the  Mexican  waters  transmitted 
to  the  minister  of  marine  precise  information  regarding  the  oocurrences  which  Mr.  Bigelow 
mentioned  to  the  minister.  They  show,  in  the  first  place,  and  as  we  had  reason  to  exsect, 
that  the  French  authorities  had  no  part  whatever  in  it ;  and  farther,  that  the  £Ekct8  dia  not 
'Exactly  occur  as  was  reported  at  Washington. 

Thus,  the  steamer  Ark  was  taken,  as  stated,  by  the  confederates,  but  this  seizure  was 
effected  before  the  expedition  under  the  guidance  of  Marshal  Bazaine,  on  the  Bio  Grande, 
last  year,  and  when  the  disaffected  under  Cortinas  were  masters  of  Matamoras  and  Bagdad. 
When  General  Mejia  afterwards  took  possession  of  Matamoras,  in  the  name  of  the  emperor 
Maximilian,  the  vessel  was  sold  to  one  of  its  inhabitants,  (a  German,  as  we  are  informed,) 
but  as  the  vessel  was  moored  before  Brownsville,  General  Mejia  did  not  suspect  what  had 
passed  in  this  matter,  and  that  he  would  have  to  intervene  with  respect  to  the  sale.  The 
fact,  therefore,  could  neither  be  laid  to  the  charge  of  the  Mexican  nor  of  the  French  anUioii- 
ties. 

In  the  case  of  the  delivering  up  of  southern  deserters  indicated  by  the  United  States  minis- 
ter, it  is  impossible,  if  it  really  did  take  place,  to  render  anv  of  the  French  authorities  in  thi 
smallest  degree  responsible  for  it,  consiaering  that  since  the  temporary  occupation  of  Bag- 
dad by  the  crews  of  the  ships  placed  under  the  orders  of  the  Admiral  Rosse,  there  was 
positively  no  French  military  either  at  Bagdad  or  Matamoras  until  the  second  of  last  May, 
when  the  column  of  the  Commandant  de  Brian  was  landed.  A  confederate  leader  announced 
that  he  was  going  to  send  back  to  the  Mexican  shore  four  deserters  of  the  foreign  legion.  The 
Commandant  de  Brian  could  not  return  them  to  the  Texan  shore,  afler  they  had  been  brought 
over  to  the  Mexican  shore.  He  therefore  consented  to  receive  them,  but  without  desiring  to 
have  an  interview,  on  this  occasion,  with  the  authorities  of  Brownsville — a  misconception  of 
the  orders  of  which  they  were  the  bearers  having  led  the  Mexican  major  and  the  French  set- 
greant  who  were  sent  to  meet  these  deserters  to  cross  the  stream  in  order  to  eo  in  search  of 
5iem.  The  sergeant  suffered  a  month's  imprisonment,  and  the  major  a  month's  arrest.  M. 
le  Commandant  de  Brian  declared  at  the  same  time  to  Greneral  Mejia  that  neither  of  them 
should  have  any  intercourse  with  the  authorities  of  Brownsville ;  moreover,  when  the  Com- 
mandant Florie  was  informed  that  they  were  also  about  to  send  back  to  him  two  of  his  sailors 
who  had  deserted,  he  refused  to  take  any  st^  which  should  facilitate  their  delivery.

Sir  :  I  transmit  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  yesterday,  addressed  by  me  to  the  Sec- 
retaiy  of  War,  and  of  tne  telegraphic  despatches  therein  referred  to,  from  Major 
General  Sheridan  to  Generals  Grant  and  Rawlins ;  also  a  copy  of  a  note  of  the 
same  date,  which  I  addressed  to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon  ;*  all  of  which  papers . 
relate  to  the  fraudulent  and  illegal  removal  of  a  large  portion  of  the  property 
recently  surrendered  to  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  in  Texas,  from 
that  State  to  the  Mexican  side  of  the  Bio  Grande,  including  the  steamer  Lucy 
Given  and  eight  hundred  and  twenty  bales  of  cotton. 

You  are  requested  to  make  a  representation  of  the  facts  to  be  gadiered  from 
these  papers  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  and  to  protest  against  the  reception  within 
the  military  lines  occupied  by  French  troops  in  Mexico  of  an^  of  the  property 
above  mentioned,  expressing  at  the  same  time  the  expectation  of  this  gov- 
ernment that  prompt  satisfkction  thereof  will  be  made  to  the  miHtaiy  authori- 
ties of  the  United  States  in  that  vicinity. 

You  will  inform  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  that  renewed  instructions  have  been 
given  to  the  general  commattding  the  United  States  military  forces  in  Teaor  te* 
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pennit  no  aggressive  movements  of  troops  under  his  command  within  Mexican 
territory,  unless  special  iustrnctions  to  that  effect  from  the  War  Department 
should  be  rendered  necessary  by  a  condition  of  affairs  not  now  anticipated.

The  following  telegram  received  in  cipher  at  Washington  5.30  a.  m.  June  30,  1865 : 

New  Orleans,  La.,  June  28,  1865. 

General  :  I  have  jnst  returned  from  a  hurried  trip  along*  the  coast  of  Texas.  The  follow- 
ing is,  to  the  best  ot  my  knowledge,  the  condition  of  aflfairs  there:  The  Kirby  Smith  and 
Canby  surrender  was,  for  the  most  part,  a  swindle  on  the  part  of  Kirby  Smith  &  Co.,  as  all 
the  Texas  troops  had  disbanded  or  bad  been  discharged  and  gone  home  before  the  commis- 
sioners were  sent  to  General  Canby.  Kirby  Smith,  Magruder,  Shelby,  Slaughter,  Walker, 
and  others,  of  military  rank,  have  gone  to  Mexico.  Everything  on  wheels,  artillery,  horses, 
mules,  &C.,  have  been  run  over  into  Mexico.  Large  and  small  bands  of  rebel  soldiers,  and 
some  citizens  amounting  to  about  two  thousand,  have  'crossed  the  Rio  Grande  into  Mexico, 
some  allege  with  the  intention  of  going  to  Sonora. 

The  Lucy  Given,  a  small  steamer,  was  surrendered  at  Matagorda,  but  waa  carried  off  and 
is  now  anchored  at  Bagdad,  on  the  Rio  Grande. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  representatives  of  the  imperial  government'  alon^ 
the  Rio  Grande  have  encouraged  this  wholesale  plunder  of  property  belonging  to  the  United 
States  government,  and  that  it  will  only  be  given  up  when  we  go  and  take  it.  General 
Steele  says  the  French  officers  are  very  saucy  and  insulting  to  our  people  at  Brownsville. 

Juarez  does  not  appear  to  have  any  force  of  consequence  on  the  Rio  Grande.  I  cannot 
hear  of  any  movements.  The  rebels  who  have  gone  to  MexicQ  have  sympathies  with  the 
imperialists,  and  this  feeling  is  undoubtedly  reciprocated. 

I  will  direct  General  Steele  to  make  a  demand  on  the  French  authorities  at  Matamoras  for 
a  return  of  the  property.    The  Lucy  Given  is  a  tangible  case. 

A  Mexican  steadier,  loaded  with  cotton  and  flying  the  American  flag,  was  captured  a  few 
days  since  between  Rio  Grande  City  and  Brownsville.  After  the  suiTcnder  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-six  (826)  bales  of  Confederate  States  cotton,  stored  at  Rio  Grande  City,  were 
crossed  into  Mexico,  and  this  is  only  one  item. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  irritation  between  French  officials  at  Matamoras  and  our  people, 
and  the  Maximilian  party  is  getting  nervous.  My  scouts  report  from  Matamoras  that  seven 
thousand  (7,000)  troops  are  marchmg  from  the  interior  to  that  place ;  also  thatMejia  is  work- 
ing on  the  rifle-pits  around  Matamoras.  This  reported  re-eiiforcement  I  give  for  what  it  is 
worth.

NetB  Orleans^  July  6,  ISG^ 

General  :  Affairs  on  the  Rio  Grande  frontier  are  petting  beautifully  mixed  up.  Cortinas 
has  arrived,  and  now  has  his  headquarters  six  miles  From  Matamoras,  and  has  driven  in  Me- 
jia's  pickets.  He  also  captured  the  steamer  Seuorita  and  took  her  over  to  the  other  side  of 
the  river  for  safety,  and  sne  was  taken  down  to  Rio  Grande  City  and  seized  by  General 
Brown.     I  do  not  know  exactly  how  it  is  as  yet. 

M^'ia  replied  to  General  Steele's  demand  for  battery  and  other  proptrty  taken  across  the 
Rio  Grande,  that  he  had  no  authority  to  comply  with  the  demand,  but  would  refer  it  to  the 
imperial  government.  This  is  just  what  I  expected,  and  only  confirms  my  former  impre^ 
sion,  that  the  property  can  only  be  obtained  when  we  go  and  take  it. 

General  Steele  says  the  French  officers  and  soldiers  are  very  bitter  against  our  people,  and 
writes  me  that  a  grandson  of  Marshal  Ney,  with  two  thousand  French  cavalry,  is  reported 
approaching  Matamoras,  and  that  he  is  veiy  bitter,  and  says  he  is  ^oin^  to  invade  Texas. 
The  feeling  of  the  people  in  the  interior  of  Mexico  is  very  bitter,  while  the  natives,  soldiers 
.and  all,  are  said  to  be  with  our  government,  and  want  to  get  rid  of  French  rule.  Hinggold 
barracks  is  occupied  by  our  troops.

The  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  to  his  excellency  Marshal  Randon,  minister  of  war. 

Paris,  June  29,  1865. 
Marshal  and  Dear  Colleague  :  A  despatch  I  received  from  our  minister  to  the  United 
States  points  out  an  incident  which  I  hasten  to  mention  to  jou.  According  to  official  intelli* 
gence  received  at  Washington,  at  the  time  when  the  confederate  corps  which  occupied  Browns- 
ville, in  Texas,  surrendered  to  the  federal  forces,  the  artillery  ana  munitions  shut  up  in  the 
fort  were  in  part  clandestinely  taken  to  the  Mexican  bank  oi  the  Rio  Grande  and  dellTcred 
to  the  authorities  of  Matamoras.  Informed  to-day  only  of  this  fact,  the  goTemment  of  the 
United  States  asks  for  the  prompt  restitution  of  material  which  should  have  heen  delivered  to 
it  at  Brownsville ;  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Seward,  has  retmested  the  Marauis  de 
Montholon  to  engage  himself  in  obtaining  this  restitution.  Mr.  de  Montholon  consioerin^, 
very  justly,  that  the  reclamation  was  thoroughly  well  grounded,  ^if  the  facts  are  correctly 
stated, )  promptly  deferred  to  the  request  of  Mr.  Seward,  and  wrote  ahout  it  to  Marshal  Ba- 
zaine,  and  to  General  Mejia,  who  was  in  command  at  Matamoras  at  the  latest  dates.  This  afiair 
may,  therefore,  already  have  received,  without  fiirther  delay,  a  satisfactory  solution.  It 
might,  however,  he  otherwise,  and,  on  this  supposition,  I  turn  to  yon,  asking  you  to  send 
direcUy  to  Marshal  Bazaine,  by  the  courier  of  to-morrow,  30th,  the  necessary  orders  that  he 
may  contribute,  if  there  still  be  need,  and  he  has  the  means,  to  the  prompt  return  of  the  ma- 
teriel reclaimed.

We  now  know  the  impression  prodnced  in  the  United  States  by  the  decision  of  the  Em- 
peror's government  to  revoke  the  measures  which  had  been  adopted  in  our  ports  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  insurrection  of  the  south,  in  conformity  with  the  ordinary  rules  of  neutrality. 

The  Washington  cabinet  does  full  justice  to  the  sentiments  of  which  France  has  given 
proof  in  removing  the  restrictions  upon  the  federal  navy  which  resulted  from  those  rules, 
and  in  ceasing  to  recognize  in  the  confederate  ships  the  character  of  belligerents.  It  has 
been  pleased  to  see  that  the  imperial  government  has  been  guided  by  a  sincere  desire  to  re- 
vive tne  ancient  sympathies  of  the  two  peoples,  whose  reciprocal  interests  as  well  as  their 
traditions  invite  them  to  cultivate  the  most  cordial  relations. 

France,  in  her  turn,  finds  nothing  but  what  is  praiseworthy  in  the  attitude  of  the  United 
States.  The  federal  government  Imis  not  hesitated  to  take  the  necessary  measures  to  prevent 
the  manoeuvres  of  the  agents  of  Juarex. 

President  Johnson  shows  himself  resolved  to  enforce  the  loyal  observance  of  the  law  rela- 
tive to  enrolments,  and  the  instructions  given  on  this  subject  to  tlie  judicial  authorities  are 
being  executed. 

So,  as  we  said  about  two  months  ago,  the  Washington  cabinet,  a  little  before  the  death  of 
Mr.  Lincoln,  had  declared  that  it  ought  in  no  manner  to  create  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
France  in  embarrassinff  the  establishment  of  a  regular  government  in  Mexico. 

Under  the  new  President  the  American  cabinet  has  remained  faithful  to  these  assurances, 
and  its  conduct,  like  its  language,  testify  u.ore  and  more  strongly  to  its  intention  not  to 
depart  from  them.

You  will  bring  to  the  notice  of  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  the  important  state- 
ments contained  in  these  papers,  viz  :  the  opinion  expressed  by  General  Mejia 
that  there  is  a  recognizable  rebel  party  in  Texas,  and  that  a  design  is  entertained 
in  Mexico  to  produce  an  uprising  against  the  United  States  in  Texas,  with  a 
view  to  its  annexation  to  Mexico,  or  at  least  to  co-operate  in  maintaining  the 
government  of  Maximilian.  You  ask  the  proper  explanations  on  this  subject 
without  unnecessary  delay.

Colonel:  I  hare  the  honor  to  report  that  I  yisited  Bagdad,  Mexico,  yesterday,  and  had 
a  personal  interview  with  General  Mejia,  commanding  the  imperial  forces  on  the  Rio  Grande, 
The  (General  expressed  a  feeling  of  kindness  towards  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  wi«h  to  preserve  such  a  policy  as  would  insure  an  impartial  action  upon  the  troops 
under  his  command,  hetween  the  government  of  the  United  States  and  the  rebels,  or  confeu- 
erates,  as  he  termed  them.  He  still  held  to  the  opinion  that,  notwithstanding  the  surren- 
der of  the  enemy  on  the  east  side  of  the  Mississippi  river,  the  rebels  in  Texas  were  a 
recognizable  power.  I  had  reliable  information  that  the  enemy  had  practically  evacuated 
Brownsville,  but  General  Mejia  professed  not  to  know  anything  about  it,  though  the  prop- 
erty of  the  confederate  government  had  been  sent  over  to  Matamoras.  I  ani  informed,  from 
a  source  I  deem  reliable,  that  General  Slaughter  has  permission  from  General  Mejia  to  cross 
into  Mexico  with  his  troops  at  any  time  when  he  mav  deem  it  necessary  to  do  so ;  though 
tbis  is  not  to  be  considerea  as  being  strictly  official  information.  From  all  I  can  learn,  the 
rebels,  who  intend  to  continue  the  contest  against  the  government,  are  the  friends,  and  are 
co-operating  with  the  imperial  government  of  Mexico.  The  peace  party  and  friends  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States  in  Texas  are  the  friends  of  the  liberal  government  or  party 
in  that  State.  This  confirms  the  information  I  had  the  honor  to  transmit  in  my  despatch  of 
the  23d  instant. 

On  tb4«  14th  instant  a  body  oi  troops  from  this  post,  who  were  marching  up  the  east  bank 
of  the  Rio  Grande,  were  fired  upon  from  the  Mexican  side.  Upon  its  being  reported  to 
General  Mejia  he  promptly  disapproved  of  the  act,  and  I  am  informed  that  he  arrested  three 
men  who  were  reported  to  have  been  guilty  of  this  breach  of  neutrality,  and  that  he  has 
ordered  them  to  oe  shot  to-morrow  morning.  An  application  to  supply  my  command  with 
beef-cattle' and  horses  from  Mexico  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Mexican  commander, 
but,  notwithstanding  these  acts  of  apparent  fairness,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  one  of  the 
strongest  influences  that  are  brought  to  bear  upon  the  people  of  we-stem  Mexico,  to  induce 
them  to  support  the  imperial  government,  is  that  Texas  is  to  be  again  annexed  to  that 
government,  or  that  a  protectorate  is  to  be  extended  over  it.  I  submit  these  facts  for  the 
consideration  of  the  major  general  commanding.

Colonel:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  for  the  information  of  the  major  general  com- 
manding, the  enclosed  copies  of  a  correspondence  between  General  Mejia  and  myself.  When 
the  rebels  evacuated  this  post  the  guara  of  citizens  that  was  formed  to  protect  their  property 
was  claimed  to  bo  a  liberal  company  from  Mexico,  and,  consequently,  the  representative  of 
the  imperial  government  was  apprehensive  of  aggressive  action  on  the  part  of  vdy  command. 
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The  apprehension  was  increased  by  the  menacing  attitude  of  Negreta  and  Cortma,  who  an 
constantly  harassing  the  imperial  forces,  and,  probably,  more  from  a  feeling  that  the  receiT- 
ing  artillery,  marked  U.  S.,  from  the  rebel  general  Slaughter,  and  the  extraordinary  relationd 
that  have  existed  for  the  past  four  months  between  the  rebels  and  the  imperial  government, 
had  plac^  the  representatives  of  that  government  in  a  questionable  positron.  Under  these 
circumstances,  I  thought  proper  to  fonvard  the  letter  enclosed,  in  order  to  allay  the  undoe 
alarm  that  was  manifesting  itself  at  Matamoi'os.

General  :  In  order  that  yon  may  be  informed  of  the  desire  on  the  part  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  to  preserre  amicable  relations  with  the  republic  of  Mexico,  I 
have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  extract  from  the  instructions  from  the  Secretaiy  of 
State  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  department  of  the  Gulf,  and  which  has  be^i  fumisbed 
to  me  for  my  guidance  while  in  command  of  the  Rio  Grande. 

[Extract.] 

"You  have  already  found  that  the  confusion  resulting  from  civil  strife  and  foreign  war  in 
Mexico  offers  seductions  for  military  enterprise.  I  have,  therefore,  to  inform  you  of  the 
exact  condition  of  our  relations  towards  the  republic  at  the  present  time.  We  are  on  terms 
of  amity  and  friendship,  and  maintaining  diplomatic  relations  with  the  republic  of  Mexico. 
We  regard  that  country  as  the  theatre  of  a  foreign  war,  mingled  with  civil  strife.  In  the 
conflict  we  take  no  part,  and,  on  the  contrary,  we  practice  absolute  non-intervention  and 
non-interference.  In  command  of  the  frontier,  it  will  devolve  on  you,  as  far  as  pructicable, 
consistently  with  your  other  functions,  to  prevent  aid  or  supplies  being  given  from  the 
United  States  to  either  belligerent." 

I  am  aware,  general,  that  the  fact  that  this  town,  immediately  preceding  its  occopation 
by  the  troops  under  my  command,  was,  in  a  measure,  protected  by  persons  inimical  to  the 
imperial  government  of  Mexico,  and  the  necessity  that  exists  for  the  employment  of  men  ol 
this  class  m  my  operation  against  the  bands  of  rebels  in  the  country  may  be  construed  into 
a  belligerent  feeling  towards  your  government. 

I  beg  leave  to  assure  you  that  such  is  not  the  case,  and  I  repeat  to  you,  formally,  what  I 
said  in  our  conversation  at  Bagdad,  that  the  troops  under  my  command  will  not  be  per- 
mitted, in  any  manner,  to  interfere  in  the  present  relations  of  Mexico. 

The  same  assurance  has  been  given  to  members  of  the  liberal  party  of  Mexico,  now  re 
fiiding  at  this  post.

General:  In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  arrived  here  a  few  days  since,  and 
have  had  but  little  of  importance  to  communicate  upon  the  L.  S.  project  as  yet.  I  would 
beg  leave  to  recall  to  the  recollection  of  the  general-in-chief  that  I  mentioned  Mr.  J.  A. 
Quintero  as  one  of  the  parties  concerned  in  the  affair,  and  that  he  had  had  an  interview  with 
Marshal  Bazaine,  in  January  last,  in  relation  to  it  Mr.  Quintero  was  here  last  week  m 
close  conference  with  General  Meiia,  and  returned  again  immediately  to  Monterey,  and 
will  be  here  again  in  a  week.  He  is  ostensibly  enlisted  in  the  imperial  cause,  but  in  reality 
is  working  for  an  uprising  in  Texas,  the  French  and  Mexicans  to  hold  the  frontier. 

Of  the  other  parties  concerned  in  the  enterprise  two  have  gone  to  Europe,  and  one  w« 
heard  of  in  Montgomery,  two  hours  before  General  Wilson's  entry  into  that  place,  endeav- 
oring to  purchase  horses  to  go  to  Texas.  One  is  now  in  Sau  Antonio,  and  when  I  see  Mr. 
Quintero  I  will  know  what  is  expected  of  me.  ^  ^  ^  i  ^ 
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The  citizens  and  foreign  residents  of  this  place  &re  wholly  enlisted  in  the  imperial  cause, 
fortifications  are  being  thrown  up  from  bank  to  bank,  encircling  the  city.  There  are  thirty- 
five  guns  now  here  for  defence.  There  are  about  six  hundred  Belgian  troops  and  two  bat- 
talions of  Mexicans  here.  Four  thousand  infantry,  artillery,  and  cavalry  have  just  been 
sent  off  to  Camargo,  while  two  thousand  French  troops  are  looked  for  from  the  sea-board. 
A  camp  of  instruction  has  been  established  at  Monterey.  An  officer,  formerly  in  the  rebel 
service,  is  now  here  engaged  in  raising  a  regiment  of  Texans  for  service  with  the  imperialists. 

To  sum  up,  it  seems  the  enterprise  I  spoke  of  has  received  a  sudden  shock  from  the  rapid 
successes  of  the  federal  arms,  but  is  by  no  means  extinct.  What  the  delegation  now  gone 
to  Europe  may  effect,  with  those  who  are  to  follow,  remains  to  be  seen ;  but  certainly  the 
feelin^r  and  spirit  evinced  by  the  confederates  generally,  and  Texans  in  particular,  is  most 
decidedly  in  favor  of  an  uprising  in  Texas,  or  at  least  assisting  the  imperialists  against  its 
enemies,  particularly  the  United  States.

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  answer  to  the  note  you  have  been  pleased  to  address 
to  me  of  this  date,  to  inform  me  of  the  wish  of  the  United  States  in  maintaining  friendly  re* 
lations  with  the  republic  of  Mexico.  For  this  purpose  you  send  me  a  copy  of  the  instruc- 
tions which  the  Secretary  of  State  transmitted  to  the  department  of  the  Gulf,  pointing  out  the 
neutral  course  he  should  observe,  in  view  of  the  manner  in  which  the  United  States  consider 
the  political  situation  of  Mexico,  and  the  state  in  which  the  relations  of  amity  existing  be- 
tween both  countries  rest. 

Allow  me,  general,  to  reply  with  my  soldierly  frankness.  Although  I  ignore  that  there 
cadsts  in  Mexico  the  republic  and  foreign  war,  I  regard  with  great  interest  the  friendly  senti- 
ments of  the  United  States  towards  my  country,  and  I  esteem  at  their  just  value  the  orders 
which  in  this  sense  emanate  from  your  government. 

And  what  wishes  do  the  government  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  Maximilian  foster  in  rela- 
Gon  to  the  United  States  ?  I  have  the  honor  to  transcribe  here  the  following  instmctions 
which,  in  this  respect,  have  been  communicated  to  me  by  his  excellency  the  marshal  com- 
mander-in-chief: 

"  The  government  of  Washington,  explaining  certain  reports  which  gave  room  to  believe 
(hat  the  authorities  at  New  Orleans,  or  rather  the  federal  forces  in  Texas,  gave  aid  against 
us  to  some  guerillas  and  dissident  chiefs,  has  given  assurance  that  the  instructions  sent  to  the 
federal  authorities  prescribed  to  them  the  strictest  neutrality.  It  is,  therefore,  very  proper, 
that  in  reciprocation  we  should  use  all  the  vigilance  possible  to  prevent  the  confederates  from 
making  in  Mexican  territory  or  Mexican  waters  any  attack  or  movement  against  their  ad- 
versaries, or  meeting  any  support,  although  indirect" 

I  think  it  useless  to  aad,  general,  that  1  am  disposed  to  comply  exactly  with  the  wishes  of 
my  government,  and  that  I  entertain  sufficient  confidence  that  the  authorities  of  the  United 
Slates  will  have  the  will  and  the  power  necessary  to  repress  whatever  act  of  hostility  might 
be  in  preparation  against  my  country  within  the  territory  of  the  Union.

Sir  :  Some  observers  who  possibly  are  suspicious,  but  who  certainly  are  known 
to  be  sbrewd,  infer  from  the  tone  of  the  ministerial  press,  and  of  that  portion  of 
the  other  press  in  Italy  which  more  demonstratively  sympathizes  with  the 
French  government,  that  a  project  ia  on  foot  which  contemplates  an  addition 
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from  Italy  to  the  French  army  now  engaged  in  Mexico,  and  with  a  vie^r  to 
hostilities  against  the  United  States.  It  is  not  helieved  here  that  cither  the 
Italian  or  French  government  entertains  such  a  design.  Nevertheless,  existing 
circumstances  render  it  important  to  the  United  States  to  know  what  meaeure  of 
truth  there  is  in  statements  of  this  character,  and  certainly  it  is  only  dealing 
justly  and  properly  with  the  powers  concerned,  to  bring  the  statements  to  their 
knowledge  with  a  view  to  any  explanations  they  may  be  prepared  to  give.

lery  and  munitions  by  General  Mejia  from  the  insurgents  at  Brownsville,  and 
showing  the  disapproval  of  the  imperial  government  of  any  such  transaction.

Sir  :  Referring  to  a  conversation  which  I  had  the  honor  to  hold  with  your  excellency  cm 
the  6th  instant,  in  reference  to  the  delivery  of  cannon  and  other  munitions  of  war  by  some 
of  the  rebel  commanders  in  Texas  to  the  Mexican  general  commanding  at  Matamoras,  and 
referring  also  to  the  very  satisfactory  communication  which  I  had  the  honor  subsequently  to 
receive  from  the  Emperor's  government  upon  the  subject,  it  becomes  my  duty  to  invite  your 
excellency's  attention  to  the  following  supplementary  representations. 

Authentic  information  has  reached  my  government  that  most  of  the  rebel  leaders  of  mili- 
tary rank  in  Texas,  including  Generals  Smith,  Magmder,  Shelby,  Slaughter,  and  Walker, 
together  with  numerous  large  and  small  bands  of  rebel  soldiers  and  citizens,  amounting  to 
two  thousand  in  number,  crossed  the  Eio  Grande  and  found  asylum  in  Mexico  after  the  ca- 
pitulation of  the  insurgent  commander;  that  everything  on  wheels,  artillery,  horses,  mules, 
in  fact  all  the  public  property  that  could  be  moved,  were  also  carried  over  the  border  after  the 
capitulation,  but  before  the  United  States  forces  could  occupy  the  country ;  that  among  other 
things  thus  carried  away,  of  which  information  has  reached  me  since  I  had  the  honor  of 
bringing  these  border  difficulties  to  your  excellency's  attention,  was  the  steamer  "Lncj 
Given,'  or  *'Gwin,"  which  was  surrendered  at  Matagorda  and  is  now  anchored  at  Bagdad, 
on  the  Rio  Grande ;  and  some  850  bales  of  cotton  which  were  included  in  the  capituiaUen 
and  stored  at  Rio  Grande  City. 

I  regret  to  add  that  it  is  the  impression  of  the  federal  general  commanding  that  division  of 
our  army  that  persons  calling  themselves  the  representatives  of  the  imperial  government  of 
Mexico  have  encouraged  this  extensive  plunder  of  property  belonging  to  the  United  States 
government,  and  also  that  the  French  officers  in  that  vicinity  have  incurred  the  reproac-h  of 
being  very  unfriendly  and  offensive  in  their  bearing  towards  the  citizens  of  the  United  States 
at  Brownsville. 

I  hasten  to  bring  these  facts  to  your  excellency's  attention,  in  order,  first,  that  the  direo- 
tlons  given  by  his  excellency  the  minister  of  war,  referred  to  in  his  communication  to  your 
excellency  bearing  date  July  Ist,  may  be  extended,  if  not  sufficiently  comprehensive  al- 
ready, so  as  to  insure  the  i)rompt  restoration  of  the  steamer  "Lucy  Given,"  or  **Gwin,"  tije 
850  bales  of  cotton  taken  from  Rio  Grande  City,  as  well  as  the  artillery,  carriages,  horses, 
mules,  &c.,  previously  taken  away  by  the  rebels  and  their  abettors;  and,  secondly,  that  all 
persons  under  the  control  of  the  Emperor's  government  may  be  instructed  to  avoid,  as  much 
as  possible,  a  language  or  demeanor  calculated  to  aggravate  the  difficulties  of  preserving 
peace  on  a  frontier  at  the  confluence  of  so  many  irritating  influences.  Animated  by  the  spirt 
with  which  it  is  hoped  this  request  will  be  received,  my  government  has  issued  renewed  in- 
Btructions  to  the  general  commanding  the  United  States  military  forces  in  Texas  "to  permit 
no  aggressive  movements  of  troops  under  his  command  within  Mexican  territory,  unless  un- 
der special  instructions  to  that  effect  from  the  War  Department,  which  shall  be  rendered  ne- 
cessary by  a  condition  of  affairs  not  now  anticipated.'^ 

I  pray  your  excellency  to  accept  assurances  of  the  high  consideration  with  which  I  havB

Paris,  August  1, 1863. 

Sir:  I  have  received  the  note  which  you  did  me  the  honor  to  address  to  me  on  the  26tli 
ultimo,  concerning  certain  facts  said  to  have  occurred  on  the  frontiers  of  Texas  and  Mexico, 
and  to  be  of  a  nature  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  government  of  the  Emperor. 

You  recall  on  this  occasion  the  communications  which  passed  between  us  in  reference  to  a 
similai  incident,  namely,  the  delivery  of  the  artillery  of  Brownsville  to  the  authorities  at 
Matamoras.  Information  recently  received  in  France,  and  which  was  reproduced  in  the  news- 
papers, has  made  known  to  us  the  satisfactory  solution  given  to  that  affair.  Before  cor 
instructions,  recommending  the  restoration  of  this  property  to  the  federal  authorities,  had  time 
to  reach  Mexico,  General  Mejia  had,  of  his  own  accord,  ordered  its  surrender  to  the  con*- 
mander  at  Brownsville.  This  voluntary  decision  shows  dispositions  which,  I  doubt  not,  will 
be  appreciated  by  the  cabinet  at  Washington.    The  same  information  states,  moreover,  that 
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Ae  most  friendly  relations  bad  been  established  between  the  military  commanders  of  the 
United  States  and  of  Mexico  in  that  part  of  the  frontiers  of  the  two  countries. 

Yon  do  me  the  honor  to  mention  to  me,  in  your  communication  of  July  26,  the  passing  over 
into  the  Mexican  territory  of  a  certain  number  of  confederate  generals,  who,  with  some  two 
thousand  persons,  soldiers,  and  others,  are  said  to  have,  after  the  capitulation,  crossed  the 
Rio  Grande,  taking  with  them  their  artillery,  horses,  mules,  &c,  all  of  which  were  the  prop- 
erty of  the  federal  government. 

I  am  not  yet  in  a  position  to  offer  you  any  explanations  on  this  point ;  but,  from  what  we 
know  of  the  views  of  the  Mexican  government,  those  proceedings  would  be  entirely  contrary 
to  its  intentions. 

As  for  the  steamer  Lucy  Given,  or  Gwin,  and  the  850  bales  of  cotton  included  in  the  capit- 
nlation,  which  are  said  to  have  been  transferred  to  Mexican  territory,  I  am  also  obliged  to  wait, 
before  answering  your  demand,  for  the  information  which  I  have  asked,  both  from  the  French 
military  authorities  and  from  the  government  of  Mexico.

No.  166.]  Legation  op  the  United  States, 

Paris,  August  31,  1865. 

SiB:  At  my  interview  with  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  to-day,  and  after  dispos- 
ing of  the  matters  referred  to  in  my  despatch  of  this  date,  marked  "  confiden- 
tial,'' I  alluded  to  the  unhappy  consequences  of  M.  Rouher's  attempt  in  the 
corps  legislatif  to  quote  from  a  conversation  which  had  passed  between  Mr. 
Drouyn  de  Lhnys  and  myself  in  reference  to  Mexico.  I  expressed  my  regret 
that  1  had  not  then  availed  myself  of  his  offer  to  make  a  correction  in  the  Mon- 
iteur  of  the  ministes  of  state's  statement,  and  then  remarked  that  the  speech  in 
question  had  given  such  importance  to  our  correspondence  as  to  render  it  neces- 
sary for  you  to  define  with  greater  precision  than  I,  in  a  somewhat  desultory 
conversation,  had  deemed  it  necessary  to  do,  the  attitude  which  the  United 
States  occupied  in  reference  to  France  and  Mexico.  I  then  read  to  him  your 
despatch  No.  187. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  said,  by  way  of  comment,  that  France  neither  asked 
nor  expected  from  the  United  States  anything  more  than  neutrality  in  reference 
to  Mexico — at  least  for  the  moment ;  that  you  had  insisted  that  Mr.  Davis, 
though  occupying  a  large  territory  with  a  large  army,  was  not  a  belligerent; 
ttid  you  now  insist  that  Juarez,  without  an  army  and  without  a  government 
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that  any  one  conld  find,  represented  the  sovereign  power  of  Mexico.  He  did 
not  agree  with  you  on  either  of  these  points,  but  he  could  not  object  to  your 
holding  these  views.  As  long  as  we  observed  the  neutrality  promised  in  your 
despatch,  he  felt  that  we  were  doing  all  they  had  a  right  to  require  of  us.  In 
regard  to  your  letter,  he  said  he  did  not  see  that  it  differed  materially  from  what 
I  had  represented ;  that  I  had  never  pretended  that  the  people  of  the  United 
States  were  not  more  partial  to  a  republican  than  to  a  monarchical  form  of  gov- 
ernment, nor  had  he  ever  supposed  the  contrary,  but  he  could  not  suppose  that 
we  would  prefer  to  perpetuate  brigandage  and  misrule,  under  the  name  of  re- 
publicanism, rather  than  have  order  and  security  in  Mexico,  even  under  a 
monarchical  form  of  government. 

Here,  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  Jiour  and  an  interruption,  it  was  necessary 
to  bring  our  interview  to  a  rather  premature  close,  to  my  regret  There  were 
several  points  raised  in  the  coxu-se  of  his  conversation  to-day  on  which  I  would 
have  liked  to  return,  but  must  trust  to  some  future  opportunity  for  that  satis- 
faction.

Washington^  September  6,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  submitted  to  the  President  the  letter  which  you  wrote  at  Dieppe 
on  the  21st  of  August,  and  which  was  marked  unofficial.  In  that  letter  yoa 
discuss  at  large  the  present  aspect  of  the  relations  between  the  United  States 
and  France  as  they  are  affected  by  the  situation  in  Mexico. 

On  this  subject  this  government  does  not  think  itself  called  upon  to  volnn- 
teer  opinions,  counsel,  or  advice,  or  gratuitously  to  offer  explanations  to  the 
governments  of  Europe.  On  the  contrary,  we  have  been  content  to  stand  upon 
what  we  have  already  very  frequently  set  forth,  while  every  proper  care  has 
been  taken  to  prevent  or  allay  irritations  which  might  tend  to  bring  about  un- 
expected and  undesired  collisions.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  the  French 
government  may  think  it  proper  to  ask  you  for  explanations  to  some  extent  of 
the  President's  opinions  and  policy. 

This  paper  is  intended  to  enable  yon,  in  such  a  case,  to  submit  to  the  imperial 
government,  in  an  earnest  and  yet  altogether  friendly  manner,  certain  views 
which  the  President  has  taken  of  the  political  situation  in  Mexico.  Those 
views  are  by  no  means  new,  and  they  are  as  distinct  and  full  as  the  present 
condition  of  the  question  involved  enables  us  to  express.     . 

It  can  hardly  be  deemed  necessary  to  repeat  on  this  occasion  what  has  been 
so  often  and  so  constantly  avowed  by  this  government,  namely,  that  the  people 
of  the  United  States  cherish  a  traditional  friendship  towards  France.  We  also 
habitually  indulge  a  conviction  that  the  existence  of  friendly  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  France  is  by  no  means  unfavorable  to  the  interests  of 
that  great  nation.  These  sentiments  have  survived  the  many  interesting 
national  changes  which,  during  the  present  century,  have  occurred  in  the  two 
countries  concerned,  and  they  may  therefore  be  deemed  to  be  independent  of 
all  merely  partisan  or  dynastic  influences  in  the  one  country  or  in  the  other. 

It  is  perceived  with  much  regret  that  an  apparent  if  not  a  real,  a  future  if 
not  an  immediate,  antagonism   between  the  policies  of  the  two  nations  seems 
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to  reveal  itself  in  the  situation  of  Mexico  before  mentioned.  The  United  States 
have  at  no  time  left  it  doubtfiil  that  they  prefer  to  see  a  domestic  and  republican 
system  of  government  prevail  in  Mexico  rather  than  any  other  system.  This 
preference  results  from  the  fact  that  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  itself 
is  domestic  and  republican,  and  from  a  belief  that  not  only  its  constitut;nt  parts 
ought  to  preserve  the  same  form  and  character,  but  that,  so  far  as  is  practically 
and  justly  attainable  by  the  exercise  of  moral  influences,  the  many  American 
states  by  which  the  United  States  are  surrounded  shall  be  distinguished  by  the 
same  peculiarities  of  government.  I  think  it  not  improper  to  add,  that  although 
the  Constitution  of  tni?  government  and  the  habits  of  the  American  people 
formed  under  it  disincline  us  from  political  propagandism,  and  although  they 
still  more  strongly  disincline  us  from  seeking  aggrandizement  by  means  of  mili- 
tary conquest,  yet  that  the  nation  has,  at  various  times  since  its  organization, 
found  it  necessary  for  expansion,  and  that  the  like  necessity  may  reasonably 
be  expected  to  occur  hereafter.  That  expansion  has  thus  far  been  effected  by 
the  annexation  of  adjacent  peoples,  who  have  come  into  the  Union  through 
their  own  consent  as  constituent  republican  States  under  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States.  To  these  two  facts  may  be  added  the  general  one  that  peace 
and  friendship  between  the  United  States  and  other  nations  on  this  continent, 
and,  consequently,  the  advance  of  civilization  in  this  hemisphere,  seem  to  us 
more  likely  to  be  secured  when  the  other  American  states  assimilate  to  our  own. 
It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  indicate  wherein  the  present  attitude  and 
proceedings  of  the  French  government  in  regard  to  Mexico  seem  to  be  variant 
from  the  policy  and  sentiments  of  the  United  States  which  I  have  thus  described. 
I  may  remark,  however,  in  general  terms,  that  France  appears  to  us  to  be  lend- 
ing her  great  influence,  with  a  considerable  military  force,  to  destroy  the 
domestic  republican  government  in  Mexico,  and  to  establish  there  an  imperial 
system  under  the  sovereignty  of  an  European  prince,  who,  until  he  assumed 
the  crown,  was  a  stranger  to  that  country. 

'^  We  do  not  insist  or  claim  that  Mexico  and  the  other  states  on  the  American 
continent  shall  adopt  the  political  institutions  to  which  we  are  so  earnestly  at- 
tached, but  we  do  hold  that  the  peoples  of  those  countries  are  entitled  to  exer- 
cise the  freedom  of  choosing  and  establishing  institutions  like  our  own,  if  they 
are  preferred.  In  no  case  can  we  in  any  way  associate  ourselves  with  efforts  of 
any  party  or  nation  to  deprive  the  people  of  Mexico  of  that  privilege. 

Passing  by  all  historical  questions  connected  with  the  subject  as  not  now 
necessarily  requiring  discussion,  I  have  next  to  remark  that  this  government 
finds  itself  neither  less  obliged  nor  less  disposed  at  the  present  moment  than  it 
has  hitherto  been  to  adhere  to  its  settled  policy.  Perhaps  the  French  govern- 
ment may  be  supposed  to  have  taken  notice  of  the  fact  thf^t,  owing  to  the 
popular  character  of  our  government,  our  national  policy  is  not  adopted  from 
the  choice  of  any  President  or  any  particular  administration,  and  that,  on 
the  contrary,  every  important  or  cardinal  policy  is  a  result  of  the  determination 
of  the  national  wUl  legally  expressed  in  the  manner  appointed  and  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution.  Experience  has  shown  that,  in  eveiy  case,  any  policy 
which  has  arisen  from  such  popular  sources,  and  which  has  been  perseveringly 
supported  by  the  general  national  conviction  through  a  long  series  of  years, 
has  been  found  to  be  essential  to  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  Union. 

The  intense  popular  interest  which  was  awakened  by  the  prevalence  of  a 
civil  war  of  vast  proportions  during  a  few  years  past  has  tended  in  some  degree 
to  moderate  the  solicitude  which  the  situation  of  foreign  affairs  was  calculated 
to  create ;  but  that  interest  is  now  rapidly  subsiding,  and  it  may  be  reasonably 
anticipated  that  henceforth  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  the  people 
iu  their  primary  assemblies  will  give  a  very  large  share  of  attention  to  questions 
of  extraneous  character,  and  chief  among  these  is  likely  to  be  that  of  our  rela- 
tions towards  France  with  regard  to  Mexico.     Nor  does  it  seem  unwise  to  take 
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into  coneideration  the  (act  that  the  presence  of  military  forces  of  the  two  nations, 
sometimes  confronting  each  other  across  the  border,  has  a  tendency,  which  both 
of  them  may  well  regret,  to  produce  irritation  and  annoyance.  The  French 
government  has  not  shown  itself  inattentive  to  this  inconvenience  hitherto, 
while  this  government  has  been  desirous  to  practice  eqnal  prudence  Bat  a 
time  seems^o  have  come  when  both  nations  may  well  consider  whether  the 
permanent  interests  of  international  peace  and  friendship  do  not  require  the  ex- 
ercise of  a  thoughtful  and  serious  attention  to  the  political  questions  to  which  I 

have  thus  adverted.

You  will  be  pleased  to  lay  the  facts  of  the  case  before  the  imperial  govern- 
ment, and  to  request  that  French  agents  at  Tampico  may  be  instructed  to  do 
what  they  properly  can  towards  enabling  Mr.  Olavel  to  recover  his  property.

Sra  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  copies  of  the  correspondence  passed  between  this 
consulate  and  the  prefccto  politico  of  this  district,  in  relation  to  the  steamer  Sonora,  to  which 
I  bee  to  invito  your  attention. 

The  steamer  Granite  City,  formerly  belonging  to  our  navy,  which  came  into  this  port  as  a 
blockade  ninner,  late  in  the  mouth  of  March  last,  under  the  name  of  Three  Marys,  display- 
iufr  the  secession  fla<ri  is  still  in  this  port;  also  the  steamer  Jeannette,  under  British  colors. 
Tliese  three  vessels  are  the  last  of  the  arrivals  from  tlie  coast  of  Texas. 

Presumiufif  that  the  movements  of  the  Granite  City  might  be  of  interest  to  our  government, 
I  reported  her  presence  hero  to  the  honorable  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  in  my  despatches  to 
that  functionary,  dat<^.d  respectively  10th  and  17th  ultimo. 

The  feeling  in  this  place  is  still  so  much  in  favor  of  the  late  southern  insurrection,  that  I 
have  but  little  or  no  hopes  of  anything  favorable  resulting  from  my  interference  in  the  ca» 
of  the  Sonora,  and  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  a  vessel-of-war  should  be  sent  hero 
forthwith,  to  demand  her  immediate  restoration  to  her  owner.

United  States  Consitlate  General, 

Tampico,  June  20,  1866, 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acqnaint  yon  that  the  steamer  which  arrived  in  this  port  on  the 
]2th  instant,  from  the  coast  of  Texas,  nnder  the  assamption  of  British  nationality,  is  in  reality 
the  American  steamer  Sonora,  belonging  to  Felix  Clave),  esa.,  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans, 
where  she  was  duly  and  properly  documented:  but  while  in  tne  prosecution  of  a  legal  trading 
voyage  from  New  Orleans  to  Matamoras,  she  was  unlawfully  captured  when  at  anchor  in  the 
waters  of  Brazos,  by  a  boat  with  a  crew  of  armed  men,  who  overpowered  the  ca])tain  and 
crew,  and  escaped  with  her  to  the  coast  of  Texas,  then  in  possession  of  the  so-called  confed- 
erate forces. 

As  a  matter  of  duty  to  investigate  still  further  the  character  of  the  steamer  in  question,  I 
have  had  an  interview  with  Frederick  Johnson,  esq.,  her  Britannic  Majesty's  consul  at  this 
port,  upon  this  subject,  who  informs  me  that  she  is  not  entitled  to  the  protection  of  his  gov- 
ernment, and  that  he  has  warned  the  oaptain  of  the  consequences  of  making  a  foise  use  of 
the  flag  of  his  country. 

Although  not  officially,  still  I  am  credibly  informed  that  all  the  so-called  confederate  forces 
west  of  the  Mississippi,  under  the  command  of  Greneral  Kirby  Smith,  were  surrendered  by 
that  chief  to  M^'or  General  Canby,  of  the  federal  forces,  on  the  2(5th  day  of  May  last,  thus 
giving  the  final  blow  to  that  insurrection  which  for  a  length  of  time  had  been  so  disastrous 
to  the  United  States.  I  mention  this  circumstance  to  show  that  while  in  the  confusion  of  the 
reoc^upation  of  the  ports  of  Texas  by  the  federal  forces  the  Sonora  escaped,  with  a  few  bales 
of  cotton,  which  have  been  landed  in  this  port ;  consequently  she  did  not  depart  from  a  port 
held  in  armed  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  because  the  whole  State  of  Texas,  by  virtue 
of  the  above-mentioned  surrender,  has  again  come  under  the  laws  and  the  government  of  the 
said  United  States,  and  thus  her  departure  therefrom  cannot  now  be  considered  as  from  an 
enemy's  port  to  any  party  or  power.  Hence  the  time  seems  to  have  arrived  when  those 
privileges  which  have  been  granted  by  foreign  powers  to  a  forced  trade  with  the  enemies  of 
the  United  States  have  no  further  existence. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  bog  to  express  the  hope  that  your  honor  will  be  pleased  to 
consider  it  an  act  of  justice  to  detain  the  Sonora  until  her  legitimate  owner  can  have  time  to 
appear  here,  or  to  produce  documentary  evidence  iu  reclamation  of  his  property  thus  unlaw- 
fiilly  wrested  from  him. 

I  improve  this  occasion  to  renew  to  your  honor  the  assurances  of  my  distinguished  con- 
sideration and  particular  respect.

Mr.  Consul  :  The  business  relating  to  the  steamer  Sonora,  of  which  you  treat  in  your 
esteemed  note  dated  21st  instant,  has  oeen  transferred  to  the  court  of  first  instance  of  this 
district,  that  it  may  proceed  in  what  may  be  needful  pertaining  to  its  exclusive  jurisdiction, 
reserving  to  myself  to  send  you  the  result  when  the  judicial  authority  may  determine  what 
it  considers  to  be  proper.

Sir  :  At  an  early  period  of  the  war  between  France  and  Mexico  a  body  of 
native  negro  Egyptian  troops  was  put  by  the  Pacha  of  Egypt  at  the  service  of 
the  Emperor  of  the  French,  by  whose  direction  they  were  conveyed  from  Egypt 
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to  Mexico,  where  they  were  incorporated  in  the  French  service.  It  has  been 
represented  that  the  embarcation  of  the  negroes  on  that  destination  was  inyol- 
nntary,  and  was  effected  not  without  compulsion.  I  am  not  prepared  to  saj 
that  tne  statement  is  absolutely  accurate  in  this  latter  respect.  The  proceeding 
excited  much  comment  at  the  time,  but  it  passed  unnoticed  by  this  govemm^it, 
which  was  then  seriously  occupied  with  a  peculiar  condition  of  merely  dome^c 
affairs,  and  with  the  foreign  embarrassments  which  grew  out  of  that  condition. 
It  is  now  represented  to  this  government  that  a  second  embarcation  of  the  same 
character  and  with  the  same  destination  and  purposes  is  contemplated.  Since 
the  original  transaction  occurred  the  United  States  have  abolished  slavery. 
The  attention  of  Congress,  as  well  as  that  of  the  executive  department  and  of 
the  country,  has  been  very  steadily  fixed  upon  the  course  of  events  in  Mexico, 
which  I  need  not  say  form  a  subject  of  serious  apprehension  with  regard  to  the 
safety  of  free  republican  institutions  on  this  continent — an  object  with  which  we 
are  accustomed  to  connect  the  desired  ultimate  consequence  of  the  abolition  of 
every  form  of  compulsory  civil  or  military  servitude  in  this  hemisphere. 

You  are  instructed  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Drouyn  de 
Lhuys,  and  state  to  him  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  government,  the  renewal 
of  the  transactions  alluded  to  could  not  be  regarded  with  favor  or  even  without 
deep  concern  by  the  people  of  the  United  States  or  by  their  government  It 
is  proper  for  you  to  inform  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  that  I  have  written  upon 
the  subject  in  the  same  sense  herein  adopted  to  the  diplomatic  agents  of  the 
United  States  residing,  respectively,  at  Alexandria  and  Constantinople.

Sir  :  I  profited  by  an  opportunity  which  presented  itself  to-day  at  the  re- 
ception of  the  minister  of  foieign  affairs  to  recall  what  his  excellency  had  said 
at  our  last  interview  about  the  gradual  withdrawal  of  the  French  army  from 
Mexico,  for  the  purpose  of  mentioning  a  report  which  had  reached  me  from  our 
consul  in  Eg^pt,  that  six  hundred  of  the  Pacha's  subjects  of  the  Soudan  were 
daily  expected  to  embark  for  Mexico  to  re-enforce  the  invading  army.  I  re- 
marked that  such  a  report  was  likely  to  provoke  comment,  and  therefore  I  felt 
a  desire  to  know,  if  he  was  disposed  to  tell  me,  how  much  foundation  it  bad  m 
truth.  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  said  that  he  believed  there  were  some  troops 
raised  some  time  ago  in  Egypt ;  he  did  not  know  how  many,  but  he  gave  me 
the  impression  that  he  was  not  aware  of  anything  on  the  way  at  this  moment. 
Their  capacity  to  resist  the  diseases  of  the  Mexican  coast  led  the  government 
to  look  in  that  quarter  for  soldiers  to  garrison  the  unhealthy  regions  of  Mexicc^? 
But  he  went  on  to  add,  that  whatever  may  be  the  number  of  troops  gone  or 
going  from  Egypt  to  Mexico,  what  he  had  said  about  the  actual  reduction  of 
the  French  army  in  Mexico  was  none  the  less  true.  Since  seeing  me,  he  had 
taken  pains  to  verify  in  the  proper  quarter  what  he  had  stated  to  me  as  hifi 
conviction.  The  reduction,  he  added,  would  go  on  as  fast  as  possible,  for  the 
Emperor  was  very  anxious  to  get  out  of  the  country.  How  fast  they  could 
reduce,  he  said,  would  depend  a  great  deal  upon  the  United  States.  It  was 
their  wish  to  retire  a»  doon  as  they  could  leave  their  interests  in  Mexico  properly 
protected. 

I  said  that  his  excellency  surely  could  not  have  expected  our  government  to 
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go  farther  than  it  had  already  gone  to  show  its  forbearance,  or  words  to  that 
effect.  "  No,"  he  replied ;  "  my  last  letters  from  Mr.  Montholon  are  very  satis- 
factory. So  much  so,  that  I  sent  a  line  yesterday  to  the  Emperor  on  the  sub- 
ject." I  told  him,  in  substance,  that  he  ought  by  this  time  to  feel  satisfied  that 
our  government  had  no  disposition  unnecessarily  to  embarrass  the  government 
of  the  Emperor.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  the  31st  of  August,  No.  165,  has  been  received.  I 
have  read  carefully  the  account  you  have  given  therein  of  your  conversation 
held  with  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  on  that  day  upon  the  special  subject  of  the  in- 
tercepted Gwyn  correspondence  and  the  general  subject  of  Mexican  relations. 

I  agree  with  the  minister  for  foreign  affairs  in  his  concluding  suggestion, 
that,  so  far  as  possible,  direct  and  verbal  communications  upon  such  delicate 
matters,  are  to  be  preferred  over  formal  ones.  I  am,  moreover,  well  pleased  with 
the  general  spirit  and  tone  manifested  by  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  in  that  con- 
versation. Beyond  these  points  he  will  hardly  expect  a  minister  of  the  United 
States  to  coincide.  The  unpleasant  interpellation  about  Dr.  Gwyn,  as  Mr. 
Drouyn  de  Lhuys  calls  it,  was  a  consequence,  a  remote  one  indeed,  but  still  a 
consequence,  of  the  Emperor's  giving  private  audience  to  Dr.  Gwyn,  a  traitor 
acting  in  the  interest  of  an  insurrection  against  this  government.  Aware  that 
such  consequences  must  follow  such  suspected  audiences,  this  department  and 
this  government  decline  in  every  case  to  give  audience  to  such  emissaries  as 
Gwyn  coming  from  states  with  which  we  are  holding  diplomatic  relations. 

It  is  well,  I  think,  for  both  the  French  government  and  that  of  the  United 
States,  to  avoid  the  givine  and  the  unnecessary  taking  of  offence.  The  object 
of  each  is  to  avert  misunderstandings  and  not  to  make  them.  It  is  useless  to 
try  to  do  that  unless  we  can  successfully  abstain  from  eveirthing  that  might 
provoke  irritation.  It  must  be  easy  to  see  that  the  people  of  the  United  States 
have  sensibilities  as  profound  as  those  of  the  French  people.  The  government 
of  the  United  States  may  well  be  believed  to  have  sensibilities  as  tender  as 
those  of  France  herself.

Sir:  Nothing  has  come  from  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  since  my  red- 
den ce  in  France  which  has  given  more  general  satisfaction  than  the  President's 
recent  address  to  the  delegates  from  the  southern  States.  The  Moniteur  pub- 
lished it  at  length.  The  Coustitiitionnel  of  the  30th  September  devoted  an  arti- 
cle to  the  address,  which  commences  as  follows : 

•*  President  Johnson  has  set  out  boldly  in  a  path  whither  the  sympathetic 
encouragements  of  every  sincere  and  enlightened  friend  of  the  United  States 
cannot  fail  to  follow  him." 

In  the  concluding  paragraph  the  writer  says,  that  "  after  the  terrible  trials 
which  the  United  States  have  experienced,  and  which  it  was  impossible  for  a 
nation  always  friendly  as  France  has  been  not  to  feel,  it  is  a  special  good  for- 
tune for  the  Americans,  we  might  almost  say  providential,  to  be  ruled  by  a  man 
who  has  known  how  to  withdraw  himself  so  promptly  from  pernicious  inflnences 
.and  to  rise  to  the  height  of  one  of  the  greatest  situations  that  can  te  imagined." 

La  France  publishes  the  speech,  and  characterizes  it  as  a  very  remarkable 
speech.  I  send  by  this  mail  a  copy  of  The  France  of  the  22d  September,  in 
which  will  be  found  an  article  devoted  to  our  President,  in  which  the  writer 
says  apropos  of  the  President's  speech,  published  in  its  columns  the  day  pre- 
vious, "  It  is  a  model  of  benevolence,  uprightness,  and  good  sense." 

I  also  send  a  copy  of  the  Avcnir  Nationale  of  the  2d  October,  which  appre- 
ciates the  speech  in  a  like  friendly  spirit. 
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The  Moniteur  of  the  30th  says  :  "  A  Vienna  correspondent  annonnces  that 
enrolments  for  Mexico  would  be  resumed  soon  in  Austria,  but  these, enrolments 
would  be  made  for  the  national  (Mexican)  army,  and  not  for  the  foreign  legion. 

A  number  of  officers  have  already  inscribed  themselves.  A  knowledge  of  the 
Spanish  language  is  required  for  admission.    The  troops  will  meet  at  Layback." 

I  yesterday  met  the  Austrian  charg6  d'affaires  at  the  ministry  of  foreign 
affairs,  who  told  me  that  the  soldiers  who  enlisted  were  expected  to  become 
Mexicans,  but  that  the  officers  would  not  cease  to  be  Austrians.  He  promised 
to  procure  for  me  copies  of  the  articles  which  they  respectively  were  to  sign,  if 
he  could.    - 

Tour  letter  to  Mr.  Adams  in  reference  to  the  debt  of  the  Confederate  States 
is  also  the  subject  of  general  discussion.  In  addition  to  what  will  be  found  in 
papers  taken  by  the  Department  of  State,  I  send  you  a  copy  of  La  France  of 
the  first  instant,  in  which  it  is  said  that ''  the  federal  government  in  refusing  to 
recognize  this  loan  was  incontestably  in  the  right." 

The  Debats  of  the  Ist  instant,  and  in  subsequent  numbers,  vindicates  your 
course  without  reserve. 

In  the  same  spirit  is  an  article  in  the  Avenir  Nationale,  which  I  forward  to- 
day,' of  the  date  of  October  4. 

I  send  these  notes  merely  to  aid  you  a  little  in  gleaning  such  French  news- 
paper impressions  of  our  affairs  as  may  interest  you. 

I  have  only  to  add  that  President  Johnson's  praises  are  now  in  every  one's 
mouth  here.

Paris,  October  18.  186/». 

Sir  :  I  waited  upon  his  excellency  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  on  Tuesday,  the 
17th  instant,  at  his  request,  and  among  the  matters  brought  under  discussion 
was  your  despatch  No.  264,  of  the  20th  September,  in  reference  to  recruiting  io 
Egypt  for  Mexico,  which  I  read  to  him  on  Thursday  last.  His  excellency  said 
that  the  Emperor  entertained  no  doubt  of  his  perfect  right  to  avail  himself  of 
the  courtesy  of  an  ally  to  strengthen  his  army,  whenever  and  wherever  he  had 
occasion  to  do  so;  that  the  Pacha  had  placed  at  his  disposition  already  some  of 
his  soldiers,  who  stood  the  climate  of  parts  of  Mexico  better  than  Europeans, 
and  had  promised  him  more.  There  was  no  treaty  nor  written  engagement  be- 
tween them  on  the  subject — simply  a  verbal  understanding.  It  so  happened, 
however,  that  in  consequence  of  an  insuirection  which  has  broken  out  in  the 
Soudan,  the  Pacha  has  need  of  all  his  troops,  and  therefore  the  project  of  re- 
cruiting in  his  dominions  is  for  the  present  arrested.  His  excellency  repeated 
his  previous  statement  that  the  Emperor  did  not  mean  by  this  explanation  to 
countenance  any  doubt  of  his  right  to  enter  into  any  arrangements  with  any 
foreign  power  for  military  aid  when  he  had  need  of  it. 

I  then  asked  if  the  purpose  of  taking  troops  from  Egypt  was  finally  and 
definitively  abandoned.  He  said  no,  he  could  not  say  it  was  definitively  aban- 
doned, though  the  government  had  no  definite  intention  of  renewing  it.  It  was 
one  of  those  prerogatives  which,  while  they  claimed  the  right,  they  had  no 
present  intention  to  exercise. 

I  then  observed  that  the  question  raised  by  my  government  in  your  despatch 
was  not  the  Emperor's  abstract  right  to  recruit  his  army  from  among  the  subjects 
of  his  allies,  if  tbey  invited  him  io  do  so,  but  whether  he  would  practically  in- 
sist upon  taking  Egyptian  slaves,  in  the  uniform  of  soldiers,  to  do  military  or 
other  service  in  Mexico.  I  remarked  that  it  was  represented  to  our  government 
that  the  troops  in  question  were  not  levied  upon  any  equitable  system  of  enrol- 
ment, but  were  seized  by  soldiers  of  the  Pacha,  dragged  away  so  fer  from  their 
homes  as  to  be  unable  to  find  their  way  back,  pressed  into  the  andy  where  they 
had  no  civil  or  political  guarantees  whatsoever,  and,  in  point  of  fact,  were  taken 
for  the  Pacha's  army  in  the  same  way,  and  by  the  same  means,  that  the  King 
of  Dahomey  uses  to  stock  his  slave  market.     Such,  said  I,  is  the  popular  im- 

Sression,  and  such  seems  to  be  the  impression  left  upon  the  mind  of^  the  Presi- 
ent,  as  it  certainly  was  on  mine,  by  the  communication  received  from  our  con- 
sul general  at  Alexandria.  His  excellency  said  that  he  did  not  know  how  the 
soldiers  were  levied  by  the  Pacha,  but  should  inquire  about  it ;  that  his  army 
was  composed  of  men  of  different  colors  and  nationalities;  that  all  govern- 
ments required  more  or  less  of  involuntary  military  service  in  time  of  war,  and 
that  men  thus  impressed  hardly  deserved  to  be  called  slaves.  I  said  that  was  a 
question  of  fact;  that  you  did  not  say  absolutely  that  the  service  of  the  Pacha's 
troops  levied  for  Mexico  was  servile,  but  that  such  was  reported  to  you  to  be  the 
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fact;  and  sucli,  I  added,  was  the  presumption ;  that  we,  as  a  nation,  had  suffered 
hitterlj  from  the  institution  of  slavery,  and  that  we  naturally  could  not  contem- 
plate with  composure  the  possibility  of  its  being  planted  in  a  neighboring  country, 
under  any  disguise  whatever.  Waiving,  therefore,  the  abstract  right  asserted  by 
the  Emperor,  which  I  had  no  occasion  to  discuss,  even  if  I  found  myself  unable 
to  agree  with  his  Majesty,  I  begged  his  excellency  to  inform  me,  in  case  it 
should  appear  that  the  troops  levied  by  the  Pacha  for  the  Emperor  were  seized 
without  any  enrolment  and  without  any  recognition  of  then:  civil  state  and  rights 
as  citizens,  whether  France,  the  first  to  set  the  example  to  the  world  of  eman- 
cipating her  slaves,  would  accept  them  1  He  replied  promptly, ''  By  no  means. 
The  government  of  the  Emperor  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  propa^tion 
or  encouragement  of  slavery."  He  added  that  he  should  for  his  own  inrorma- 
tion — the  practical  question  you  bad  presented  to  him  having  been  disposed  of 
by  events,  and  therefore  not  requiring  him  to  inquire  officially — take  steps  to 
ascertain  how  the  troops  of  the  Pacha  were  levied  for  Mexico. 

I  said  I  would  thank  him  to  do  so,  and  that  I  should  also  end^^avor  myself 
to  obtain  more  precise  information  upon  the  subject.  I  concluded  by  saying 
that  I  should  have  pleasure  in  informing  you — 

First,  that  the  levy  of  Egyptian  troops  referred  to  in  your  letter  was  not  to 
be  used  in  the  re-en wrcement  of  the  French  army  in  Mexico. 

Second,  that  the  Emperor  at  no  time  contemplated  the  enrolment  of  slaves 
into  his  army  in  Mexico^  or  elsewhere. 

This  communication  will  be  submitted  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  before  it  is 
posted.

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forth  Id  my  despatch  No.  259,  which  has,  as  we  nnderstand,  been  already  read 
to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys.  The  presence  and  operations  of  a  French  army  in 
Mexico,  and  its  maintenance  of  an  authority  there,  resting  upon  force  and  not 
the  frqe  will  of  the  people  of  Mexico,  is  a  cause  of  serious  concern  to  the  United 
States.  Nevertheless,  the  objection  of  the  United  States  is  still  broader,  and 
includes  the  authority  itself  which  the  French  army  is  thus  maintaining.  Tliat 
authority  is  in  direct  antagonism  to  the  policy  of  this  government  and  the  prin- 
ciple upon  which  it  is  founded. 

Every  day's  experience  of  its  operations  only  adds  some  new  confirmation  of 
the  justice  of  the  views  which  this  government  expressed  at  the  time  the  attempt 
to  institute  that  authority  first  became  known.  The  United  States  have  hith^to 
practiced  the  utmost  frankness  on  that  subject. 

They  still  regard  the  effort  to  establish  permanently  a  foreign  and  imperial 
government  in  Mexico  as  disallowable  and  impracticable.  For  these  reasons 
they  could  not  now  agree  to  compromise  the  position  they  have  heretofore  as- 
sumed. They  are  not  prepared  to  recognize,  ot-  to  pledge  themselves  hereafter 
to  recognize,  any  political  institutions  in  Mexico  which  are  in  opposition  to  the 
republican  government  with  which  we  have  so  long  and  so  constantly  main- 
tained relations  of  amity  and  friendship.  I  need  hardly  repeat  my  past  assu- 
rances of  our  sincere  desire  to  preserve  our  inherited  relations  of  friendsbip  with 
France.  This  desire  greatly  increases  our  regret  that  no  communications,  for- 
mal or  informal,  which  have  been  received  from  the  government  of  that  country 
seem  to  justify  us  in  expecting  that  France  is  likely  soon  to  be  ready  to  remove, 
as  far  as  may  depend  upon  her,  the  cause  of  our  deep  concern  for  Uie  harmony 
of  the  two  nations. 

The  suggestion  which  you  make  of  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  France  to 
propose  a  revision  of  the  commercial  relations  between  the  two  countries  is  not 
regarded  as  havfhg  emanated  from  the  government  of  the  empire.  However  that 
may  be,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  we  should  not  be  dwelling  so  earn- 
estly upon  the  branch  of  political  relations  if  it  had  not  been  our  conviction  that 
those  relations  at  the  present  moment  supersede  those  of  commerce  in  the  con- 
sideration of  the  American  people.

Sir  :  I  shall  send  you  by  this  post  a  copy  of  La  France  of  the  19th  instant, 
containing  an  extraordinary  article  in  defence  of  the  French  occupation  of  Mex- 
ico, from  the  pen  of  Lamartine.  I  should  not  trouble  you  to  read  this  or  any- 
thing eke  that  Lamartine  has  written  about  the  United  States  since  his  unsuc- 
cessful appeal  to  American  charity  some  ten  years  since,  but  fur  its  appearance 
in  the  columns  of  a  quasi  official  journal,  and  for  the  comments  which  mtroduced 
it  to  the  public.  La  France  is  edited  by  M.  de  la  Guerroniere,  a  senator,  who  is 
supposed  to  enjoy  in  a  special  degree  the  confidence  of  his  sovereign,  and  to  be 
a  perfectly  legitimate  aspirant  to  the  portfolio  of  foreign  affairs  whenever  it  be- 
comes vacant.  The  language  of  commendation,  therefore,  bestowed  by  La 
France  upon  "the  masterly  style,"  "lofty  inspiration,"  and  "strong  thoughts" 
of  Mr.  Lamartine's  rhodomontade  gives  it  a  certain  importance  which  the  effu- 
sions of  his  brain  alone  have  long  ceased  to  possess.  The  thesis  which  Mr. 
Lamartine  attempts  to  elaborate,  and  which  Senator  La  Guerroniere  deems 
worthy  of  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  columns  of  La  France,  is  the  following : 

"The  Globe  is  the  property  of  man.  The  new  continent,  America,  is  the 
property  of  Europe." 

In  elaborating  this  doctrine  in  justification  of  "the  generous  and  eminently 
civilizing  purpose  which  has  directed  the  imperial  policy"  of  his  sovereign  in 
Mexico,  Mr.  Lamartine  finds  occasion  to  void  all  his  ignorance  and  venom — and 
it  is  difficult  to  say  in  this  case  which  most  abounds — upon  the  people  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States.     Here  is  a  specimen  of  both  : 

"We  can  easily  understand  that  this  people  possess  as  yet  hardly  any  ele- 
ments  of  an  American  literature.  The  Mexicans  before  the  conquest,  the  so- 
called  savages  of  Montezuma,  th<^  Peruvians  with  their  quippos,  (poenis,)  were 
in  this  respect  greatly  in  advance  of  them.  The  gigantic  monuments  left  by 
the  Aztecs  give  evidences  of  intellect  and  power  far  superior  to  those  evinced 
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in  the  purely  utilitarian  structures  of  the  Americans  of  the  north.  Pioneers  do 
not  build  for  posterity ;  woodmen  only  know  how  to  cut  down  those  grand  aris- 
tocratic trees  of  the  forest  to  convert  them  into  lumber,  taking  pleasure  in  Ball- 
ing them,  as  envy  does  in  overcoming  natural  superiority.  Their  eloquence  ex- 
tends no  further  than  the  debates  of  their  public  meetings,  where  they  bring 
the  violence  of  their  rude  manners,  and  where  brutal  gestures  and  clenched  fista 
take  the  place  of  that  moral  suasion  which  the  great  orators  of  ancient  or  mod- 
em Europe  exert  by  means  of  argument  and  logic  over  distinguished  men  as- 
sembled for  the  purpose  of  seeking  together  for  truth  and  right  in  all  things. 

"  Their  journals,  innumerable  because  cheap,  are  but  collections  of  the  adver- 
tisements of  quacks  recommended  by  the  Barnums  of  the  press,  compilations 
of  slanders  and  invectives  daily  thrown  to  the  different  parties  to  furnish  Uiem 
with  odious  names  or  trivial  accusations  wherewith  to  discredit  each  other  and 
gain  subscribers.  Their  drawing-rooms  are  held  at  hotels ;  their  gatherings  of 
men,  unsoftened  by  kindly  feelings  or  female  politeness,  are  but  clubs  in  which 
eager  traders  avail  themselves  even  of  their  time  of  rest  to  increase  their  fortune 
at  the  close  of  the  day,  proud  of  knowing  nothing  except  that  which  pays,  and 
conversing  only  on  real  or  imaginary  speculations  in  which  to  increase  their 
capital  a  hundred-fold.  Their  liberty,  which  is  entirely  personal,  haa  always 
in  it  something  hostile  to  some  one  else.  The  absence  of  kindly  feelings  gives 
them  in  general  the  tone  and  attitude  of  a  person  afraid  of  insult  or  seeking  to 
prevent  insult  bv  dint  of  an  overbearing  attitude.  They  are  themselves  awars 
of  the  habitual  disagreeableness  of  their  manners. 

<*  One  of  the  few  political  orators  th^  possess,  the  most  eloquent  and  the  most 
honest,  whom  national  jealousy  has  always  prevented,  on  account  of  his  superior- 
ity, from  rising  to  the  presidency,  said  to  me  one  day :  *Our  liberty  consists  in 
doing  everything  that  can  be  most  disagreeable  to  our  neighbor.'  The  art  of 
being  disagreeable  is  their  second  nature.  To  please  is  a  symptom  of  loving. 
They  love  no  one ;  no  one  loves  them.  Xt  is  the  expiation  of  selfishness.  His- 
tory furnishes  no  type  of  a  nation  like  unto  this  people.  Pride,  coldness,  correct- 
ness of  features,  stiffness  of  gestures,  chewing  of  tobacco  in  the  mouth,  a  spit- 
toon at  their  feet,  the  legs  streched  on  the  mantel-piece  or  crossed,  without  re- 
gard for  the  decorum  which  man  ought  to  observe  towards  man,  a  short,  monoto- 
nous, imperious  tone,  a  disdainful  personality  stamped  upon  every  feature— such 
are  the^e  autocrats  of  gold. 

"With  a  few  shining  exceptions,  who  suffer  everywhere  from  the  general 
pressure  in  an  inferior  atmosphere — exceptions  which  are  all  the  more  honorable 
as  they  are  the  more  numerous  individually,  such  is  the  American  of  the  north, 
such  is  the  air  of  his  country,  the  pride  of  what  he  lacks.  Such  is  this  people  to 
whom  Mr.  Monroe,  one  of  its  flatterers,  said,  in  order  to  gain  its  applause:  'The 
time  has  come  when  yOu  must  not  permit  Europe  to  interfere  in  the  affairs  of 
America,  but  when  you  must  henceforth  assert  your  preponderance  in  the  a£yi8 
^f  Europe.'" 

While,  as  I  have  already  intimated,  the  feebleness  of  Mr.  Lamartine's  char- 
acter has  long  since  made  his  talents  as  a  writer  a  calamity  to  himself,  and  a 
source  of  mortification  to  his  friends,  it  may  be  profitable  for  those  who  direct  the 
government  of  the  United  States  to  know  what  sort  of  opinions  about  us  are 
still  most  cheerfully  propagated  by  journals  deriving  their  inspiration  from  of- 
ficial sources. 

In  connexion  with  Mr.  Lamartine'»  view  of  the  Mexican  expedition  so  cordially 
approved  by  Senator  La  Guerronidre,  I  invite  your  attention  to  an  extract  from 
an  article  which  appeared  in  the  same  journal  only  the  day  previous,  the  18th 
instant,  entitled  "  Les  remaniements  territoriaux.**  Its  purpose  was  to  show  that 
if  Prussia  should  persist  in  her  design  of  annexing  the  duchies,  France  must 
look  to  her  own  safety,  and  seek  a  compensation  by  extending  her  fi'ODtier,  it 
is  to  be  presumed,  on  the  Rhine : 
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"  The  Emperor's  government,  faitbfnl  to  that  spirit  of  moderation  which  France 
has  shown,  has  no  conflict  to  engage  in,  pretensions  to  support,  or  compromising 
questions  to  raise.  But,  if  other  great  powers  thought  fit  to  give  way  to  the 
impulses  of  an  ambitious  and  turbulent  policy,  to  rush  into  adventures,  and  to 
overthrow  for  their  own  profit  the  conditions  of  European  order  and  equilibrium, 
France  could  not  remain  inert  in  the  midst  of  that  agitation  more  or  less 
directed  against  her ;  she  could  not  see  aggressive  forces  increasing  around  her 
without  thinking  of  fortifying  her  defensive  positions ;  she  would  not  feel  bound 
to  remain  platonically  quiet  within  her  frontiers  while  other  states  had  over- 
leaped the  bounds  fixed  by  treaties ;  she  would  regulate  her  conduct  by  the 
necessities  of  a  situation  which  she  has  neither  desired  nor  sought,  but  which 
had  been  created  without  her,  in  spite  of  her,  and  against  her.  She  would  do 
what  the  most  simple  common  sense  commands  in  such  a  case  ;  she  would  in 
her  turn  take  her  precautions,  and  would  think  of  her  own  safety  by  re-estab- 
ILshiDg  an  equilibrium  which  would  restore  to  her  the  guarantees  destroyed  by 
the  changes  effected." 

Should  the  time  ever  come  when  we  need  the  counsel  of  older  states  to  guide 
us  in  determining  how  to  indemnify  ourselves  against  the  encroachments  of 
European  powers  upon  the  territory  of  our  neighbors,  this  paragraph  may  have 
a  certain  value.

Sir  :  The  Secretary  of  War  yesterday  informed  me  that  he  had  just  received 
intelligence  from  Major  General  Sheridan  to  the  effect  that,  on  the  7th  instant, 
the  republican  forces  in  Mexico  who  were  besieging  Matamoras  withdrew  about 
six  miles,  but  that  they  had  again  subsequently  attacked  the  place ;  that  our 
military  officers  in  that  vicinity  have  been  subjected  to  most  violent  abuse  by 
the  newspaper  which  espouses  the  monarchical  cause  at  Matamoras ;  that  it  con- 
stantly terms  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  murderer  of  Mrs.  Surratt; 
that  some  of  our  soldiers  who  were  visiting  Matamoras  were  arrested  and  put  to 
work  upon  their  fortifications,  and  our  officers  and  men  fired  upon  by  their  gun- 
boats ;  that  the  most  insulting  letters  from  French  officials  have  been  addressed 
to  General  Weitzel  and  other  officers ;  and  that  the  consequence  is  much  excite- 
ment on  the  part  of  our  soldiers. 

You  are  at  liberty  to  make  such  use  of  that  information  as  you  may  think 
proper,  to  show  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  the  condition  of  irritability  existing  on 
thai  remote  irontier.

Sir  :  I  received  the  following  telegram  yesterday  from  our  consul  general  at 
Alexandria:  "Le  gouyemement  dit  insurrection  supprim^  expedition  pouirase 
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faire."  I  interpreted  it  to  mean  that  the  rebellion  in  the  Soudan,  referred  to  b  j 
hifl  excellency  Mr.  Dioayn  de  Lhuys  in  our  conversation  referred  to  in  my  de- 
spatch No.  186,  had  been  suppressed,  and  that  the  project  of  sending  Egyptian 
troops  to  Mexico,  suspended  oy  the  insurrection,  was  liable  to  be  resumed. 

In  the  course  of  an  interview  with  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  in  the  afternoon  I 
showed  him  the  telegram,  and  gave  him  my  interpretation  of  it.  His  excellency 
promptly  said  that  no  change  in  the  attitude  of  the  imperial  government  on  that 
subject  had  occurred  since  our  conversation,  nor  was  likely  to;  that  it  had  signified 
no  desire  to  have  the  troops,  nor  did  he  think  it  was  longer  in  the  contemplation 
of  the  Emperor  to  avail  himself  of  aid  from  that  quarter;  and  that,  of  course, 
the  Pacha  would  not  send  troops  without  a  new  application.  He  closed  by  the 
more  positive  form  of  expression,  that  he  knew  the  Emperor  had  no  intention 
of  renewing  his  application.  I  expressed  my  gratification  at  receiving  from  him 
such  a  satisfactory  assurance.

Sm  :  Recallinr  the  conversation  which  I  had  the  honor  to  hold  with  your  excellency  aa 
the  17th  ultimo,  in  relation  to  the  alleged  levy  of  Egyptian  troops  for  involuntary  service  in 
Mexico  and  the  representations  I  then  made  in  regard  to  the  natural  unwillinppiess  of  my  gov- 
ernment and  country  people  to  see  slavery  in  any  form  replanted  either  within  our  terriuny 
or  on  our  borders,  I  beg  to  invite  your  excellency's  attention  to  certain  recent  decrees  bear- 
ing upon  the  subiect  ofemiip-ation  to  Mexico,  purporting  to  emanate  from  authorities  acting 
in  opposition  to  that  republic.  In  the  opinion  of  the  law  oflBcer  of  my  government,  these  de- 
crees, if  enforced,  would  inevitably  reduce  to  the  condition  of  peon  slavery  workingmen  of 
the  African  race,  and  of  course  such  of  the  freedmen  of  the  United  States  as  may  have  already 
been  or  hereafter  may  be  seduced  to  go  there  without  a  full  and  intelligent  comprehension  i 
their  liabilities.  That  your  excellency  may  understand  the  grounds  for  this  conclusion,  lam 
instructed  to  transmit  to  your  excellency  a  copy  of  the  Attorney  General's  opinion,  whidh 
will  be  found  enclosed,  and  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  imperial  government  to  the  questions 
there  discussed. 

In  complying  with  these  instructions  of  my  g^ovemment,  I  avail  myself  of  the  language  of 
the  despatch  containing  them  to  say  that,  '*  If  European  opinion  can  be  regarded  as  estab- 
lished in  reference  to  any  one  political  question,  it  is  settled  tnat  African  slavery  in  any  form 
ought  henceforth  to  cease  throughout  the  world.  We  do  not  doubt  that  the  Emperor  of 
France  cordially  and  fully  concurs,  as  we  do,  in  this  humane  sentiment." 

I  pray  your  excellency  to  accept  assurances  of  the  distinguished  consideration  with  which

Sir:  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of  November  24, 
No.  203. 

While  it  is  very  interesting,  it  seems  to  discourage  an  expectation  on  our 
part  of  the  early  withdrawal  of  the  French  force  from  Mexico.  It  is  to  be  re- 
marl^,  however,  that  the  opinions  upon  that  subject  which  you  have  received 
from  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  were  expressed  by  him,  not  only  without  the  posi- 
tive sanction  of  the  £mperor,  but  also  in  the  absence  of  knowledge  on  the  part 
of  the  French  government  of  the  definitive  conclusion  of  the  President  on  the 
subject  discuss^. 

It  is  desirable  to  leave  no  part  of  those  conclusions  open  to  misapprehension. 
And  it  is  equally  desirable  tnat  we  shall  be  authorized  to  infer  that  such  expo- 
sitions of  the  imperial  views  as  are  given  us  in  the  name  of  the  French  govera- 
ment  are  made  with  the  Emperor's  approval.  I  trust  that  both  these  ends  will 
have  been  accomplished  before  you  receive  this  despatch.  Your  communication 
authorizes  this  expectation.  For  the  present,  therefore,  I  must  be  content  with 
approving  the  tone,  spirit,  and  substance  of  your  explanations  to  Mr.  Drouyn 
de  Lhuys.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  November  30,  No.  209,  was  duly  received,  and  it  has 
been  submitted  to  the  President. 

Your  proceeding  fc  reading  my  despatch,  No.  300,  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys 
is  approved.  The  general  tenor  of  the  remarks  made  by  you  to  the  minister 
of  foreign  affairs  on  that  occasion  is  likewise  approved.  It  is  not  the  execu- 
tive department  of  this  government  alone  which  is  interested  and  concerned  in 
the  question  whether  the  present  condition  of  things  shall  be  continued  in 
Mexico.  The  interest  is  a  national  one,  and  in  every  event  Congress,  which  is 
DOW  in  session,  is  authorized  by  the  Constitution  and  is  entitled  to  direct  by 
law  the  action  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to  that  important  subject. 

It  has  been  the  President's  purpose  that  France  should  be  respectfully  In- 
formed upon  two  points,  namely :  — ^ 

First.  That  the  United  States  earnestly  desire  to  continue  and  to  cultivate 
sbcere  friendship  with  France. 

Second.  That  this  policy  would  be  brought  into  imminent  jeopardy,  unless 
France  could  deem  it  consistent  with  her  interest  and  honor  to  desist  from  the 
prosecution  of  armed  intervention  in  Mexico,  to  overthrow  the  domestic  repub- 
lican government  existing  there,  and  to  establish  upon  its  ruins  the  foreign 
monarchy  which  has  been  attempted  to  be  inaugurated  in  the  capital  of  that 
country. 

In  answer  to  an  exposition  of  our  views  which  was  thus  made,  the  sugges- 
tion was  offered  to  you  by  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  that  the  government  of  the 
United  States  might  favor  the  express  desire  of  the  Emperor  to  withdraw  from 
Mexico,  by  giving  to  him  some  formal  assurance  that,  in  the  event  of  his  with- 
drawal, this  government  would  recognize  the  institution  of  Maximilian  in  Mexico 
as  de  facto  a  political  power. 

It  was  my  desire,  in  framing  the  despatch  No.  300,  to  express  in  behalf  of 
the  United  States  a  decision  that  the  recognition  which  the  Emperor  had  thus 
suggested  cannot  be  made,  and  to  assign,  by  way  of  explanation,  the  grounds 
upon  which  that  decision  was  based.  I  have  carefully  considered  the  arguments 
against  that  decision  which  were  presented  to  you  by  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  in 
the  interview  referred  to,  and  I  do  not  find  in  them  any  sufficient  reasons  for 
modityiug  the  views  which  the  United  States  have  expressed. 

It  remains  now  only  to  make  known  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  my  profound 
regret  that  he  has  thought  it  his  duty  to  leave  the  subject,  in  his  conversation 
with  yon,  in  a  condition  that  does  not  authorize  an  expectation  on  our  part  that 
a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  case  can  be  effected  on  any  basis  that  nas  thus 
&r  been  discussed.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  November  21,  No.  199,  has  been  received.  You  have 
called  my  attention  therein  to  a  recent  publication  of  Mr.  Lamartine.  The  text 
of  the  publication  is  that  America  is  the  property  of  Europe.  The  publication 
has  already  attracted  the  dttention  of  the  American  press.  I  think  I  can  safely 
leave  the  debate  where  it  has  thus  been  taken  up. 

You  direct  my  attention  also  to  expressions  made  by  the  French  press  con- 
cerning apprehended  conflict  in  the  valley  of  the  Rhine.  It  does  not  seem  to 
me  likely  that  France  will,  at  one  and  tbe  same  time,  occupy  Matamoras  and 
extend  her  sway  into  Germany.  Political  writers  are  not  hindered  by  the  ma- 
terial obstacles  which  military  powers  unavoidably  encounter.

MEXICAN  ORGANIZATION  IN  NEW  YORK. 

It  seems  that  several  persons  whose  names  are  on  the  annex  herewith  are 
busied  in  New  York  in  organizing  an  emigration  which  would  be  directed  towards 
Mexico,  with  an  object  hostile  to  the  government  of  the  emperor  ManmUian.    / 
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These  individuals  seem  to  be  full  of  confidence  in  the  success  of  their  projects. 
They  dispose  apparently  of  funds  considerable  enough,  and  express  themselTes 
in  a  manner  to  allow  the  belief  that  the  intrigue  they  are  plotting  in  the  United 
States  has  ramifications  in  Mexico. 

The  manner  in  which  they  speak  of  ex-President  Juarez  would  lead  to  the 
thought  that  it  is  not  on  him  they  count,  nor  in  his  favor  that  they  are  agitating. 
Certain  indications  would  lead  rather  to  the  supposition  that  the  persons  in  ques- 
tion lend  sympathies  to  General  Santa  Anna,  which  the  event  would  develop. 
What  they  say  of  him  would  in  any  case  be  fit  to  compromise  him,  if  the  indis- 
cretions which  escape  them  were  to  be  taken  seriously. 

It  is  said  that  Brooklyn,  Cincinnati,  and  Santa  F6  are  the  points  of  rendez- 
vous for  the  emigrants  that  the  favorers  of  the  intrigue  in  question  seek  to  gather 
in  view  of  the  disorders  they  meditate.  It  appears  that  a  captain  in  the  American 
army,  whose  name  (Fichte)  would  indicate  a  German  origin,  set  off  five  days 
ago  for  New  Mexico,  with  the  title  of  colonel  and  87,500  in  gold,  given,  it  is 
said,  by  a  New  York  banker  (Berriozabul.)  Santa  F^,  whither  he  goes,  will 
become  a  sort  of  recruiting  depot  for  operations  against  Mexico.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowled^  the  receipt  of  a  communication  from  the  State  De- 
partment to  you,  enclosing  the  translation  of  a  note  from  the  French  minister,  dated  the  12th 
of  November,  1864,  relative  to  the  alleged  construction  in  United  States  ports,  and  especially 
in  that  of  San  Francisco,  of  vessels  intended  to  serve  as  privateers  under  letters  of  marque 
from  the  President  (Juarez)  of  Mexico ;  on  which  letter  was  indorsed  your  orders  to  take  all 
necessary  precautions  to  prevent  the  arming  or  fitting  of  vessels-of-war  intended  to  be  used 
in  depredations  on  French  commerce. 

On  the  receipt  of  these  orders  I  immediately  sent  for  the  French  consul,  and  inquired  of 
him  whether  he  knew,  or  had  any  cause  to  believe  or  suspect,  that  any  vessel  was  being  con- 
structed, armed,  or  fitted  out  in  this  port  for  the  purposes  before  mentioned.  . 
He  replied  that  he  knew  of  none,  unless  it  was  the  Colon. 

The  Colon  is  a  steamer,  said  to  have  been  built  by  the  Peruvian  government,  and  which  I 
have  and  have  had  under  guard  for  several  months  past.  The  seizure  was  reported  to  you 
some  time  since. 

I  asked  the  consul  in  what  way  he  connected  the  Colon  with  any  operations  against  the 
French.  He  replied,  only  because  the  captain  was  a  friend  of  the  Mexican  General  Vega, 
and  that  he  had  every  reason  to  believe  that  Geneifal  Vega  had  in  his  possession  letters  of 
marque  to  be  issued  to  parties  in  this  pl^ace,  but  that  be  had  been  unable  to  fit  out  any  vessels. 
I  have  been  and  shall  continue  to  be  strict  in  everything  concerning  vessels  leaving  this 
place,  or  of  being  built  in  these  waters,  which  can  in  any  way  be  converted  into  privateers, 
either  against  our  commerce  or  that  of  foreign  nations.

Sir  :  It  would  follow,  from  reports  worthy  of  credit,  that  certain  persons  pro- 
pose to  profit  of  the  disarmament,  and  the  order  which  takes  oflF  the  prohibition 
of  the  exportation  of  nmnitions  of  war,  by  organizing  expeditions  to  Mexico. 

At  New  York,  at  Philadelphia,  and  even  at  Washington,  thej  would  recruit 
men,  and  prepare  shipments  of  arms.  I  shall  take  care  to  communicate  to  you 
separately  all  the  information  I  have  received  and  which  I  shall  receive  in  this 
respect 
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I  confine  myself  here  to  calling  the  most  eerious  attention  of  the  government 
of  the  United  States  to  these  manoeuvres,  and  to  the  complications  to  which 
they  would  lead,  in  consequence  of  the  presence  of  our  troops^in  Mexico. 

The  legislation  of  the  United  States  furnishes  to  the  executive  power  not 
onlv  the  means  to  repress,  but  also  to  arrest  any  enterprise  of  a  nature  to  dis- 
turb the  good  relations  between  the  Union  and  friendly  nations. 

I  pray  you,  therefore,  sir,  to  be  so  good  as  to  bring  this  condition  of  things  as 
soon  as  possible  to  the  knowledge  of  his  excellency  the  President  of  the  repub- 
lic, who  will  determine  what  are  the  most  efficient  measures  to  be  taken  in  order 
to  remedy  it.

Memorandum  from  French  Legation  to  Department  of  State, 
[Translation.— Received  May  6,  1865.] 

A  recruiting  office  for  Mexico  is  established  in  New  York,  in  Thirty-second 
street,  near  the  Hudson  river.  There  is  also  designated  a  house  on  the  comer 
of  Chatham  and  Pearl  streets,  as  serving  as  a  rendezvous  for  recruits.  It  is 
occupied  by  a  person  called  Francis  Laquer. 

Mr.  Ortega,  lodging  at  the  Barcelona  hotel.  Great  Jones  street,  directs  the 
operations.  Mr.  Ortega  is  at  this  moment  in  Washington.  He  would  dispose 
of  sums  in  coined  silver  and  in  ingots,  parts  of  which  is  deposited  in  the  safe  of 
the  Barcelona  hotel. 

Ortega,  accompanied  by  the  proprietor  of  the  Barcelona  hotel,  should  have 
bought  within  a  few  days  past  two  thousand  carbines— called  Sprin^eld  rifles — 
at  an  armorer's  named  Stilwell,  where  they  are  still  deposited,  besides  military 
cloths,  &c.

New  York,  at  Atlantic  dock,  intended  to  carry  men  and 
arms  to  Matamoras ;  and  two  other  ships — two  steamers — ^preparing  at  Atlantic 
dock,  would  be  also  destined  to  make  part  of  the  expedition.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  jon  herewith  copies  of  ft  note  and  memorandiun  receired 
at  the  State  Department  from  the  lef^ation  of  France,  calling  the  attention  of  ^e  fovemmeDt 
to  certain  proceedings  alleged  to  be  on  foot  in  jour  district,  and  in  other  districts  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  purpose  of  fitting  out  expeditions  to  Mexico,  with  intent  to  violate  the  acts  of 
Congress  for  the  preservation  of  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
government  that  you  exercise  proper  vigilance  and  care  in  the  detection  and  conviction  of 
persons  in  your  district  who  may  bring  themselves  within  the  provisions  and  penalties  of  tlie 
statutes  on  that  subject. 

The  enclosed  documents  may  serve  to  indicate  the  movements  of  the  persons  alleged  to  be 
engaged  in  the  fitting  out  such  expeditions,  with  sufficient  fullness  ana  precision  to  enable 
vou,  and  the  marshal  of  your  district,  to  obtain  evidence  that  will  warrant  the  arrest  and 
binding  over  of  the  guilty  parties  to  be  of  good  behaviour,  under  the  Constitution  and  laws, 
even  ii  testimony  sufficient  to  convict  them  cannot  now  be  procured. 

Tbe  Attorney  General  does  not  think  it  necessary  to  indicate  the  particular  statutes  on  the 
subject  of  neutrality,  with  a  view  to  direct  you  with  regard  to  the  means  and  metJiods  of 
your  procedure,  in  order  to  enforce  the  law  and  punish  the  guilty,  with  respect  to  the  preser- 
vation of  the  neutrality  of  the  government  He  assumes  that  your  acquaintance  with  Uw 
statutes,  and  zeal  and  fidelity  in  the  execution  of  your  office,  will  enable  you,  whenever  a 
case  fit  for  prosecution  or  conviction  of  the  kind  referred  to  is  presented,  to  do  all  that  a  na- 
tional sense  of  justice  and  dignity,  or  a  foreign  state  interested  in  the  subject,  could  require 
and  demand  of  the  executive  department  of  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

Tou  will  please  report  the  receipt  of  this  letter,  and  the  result  of  your  investigation  on  the 
subject  to  wnich  it  i elates.

Sir  :  This  department  has  official  information  that  the  insurgent  com- 
mander at  Brownsville,  in  Texas,  after  the  surrender  of  his  superior  officer  of 
the  insurgent  forces  and  public  property  in  that  quarter  to  the  United  States, 
clandestinely  transferred  to  the  authorities  at  Matamoras  certain  artillery  and 
other  articles,  a  part  of  those  surrendered  as  aforesaid.  As  those  articles  be- 
came the  property  of  the  United  States  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  surrender, 
the  authorities  aforesaid  could  not  acquire  any  title  to  them  without  the  consent 
of  this  government ;  it  is,  consequently,  expected  that  they  will  be  restored. 
And  you  will  oblige  me,  and  may  be  instrumental  in  preventing  further  diffi- 
culties if  TOU  should  request  the  officer  in  command  at  Matamoras,  who  nay 
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Have  received  the  articles,  to  restore  them  to  the  officer  of  the  United  States  in 
command  at  Brc^msville,  without  any  delay  which  can  conveniently  be  avoided.

Sir  :  It  is  not  without  a  somewhat  serious  concern  for  the  public  peace  that 
I  bring  to  your  notice  the  substance  of  information  which  this  govej 
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just  now  received,  concerning  the  condition  of  affairs  on  the  border  whicb 
separates  the  United  States  from  Mexico.  This  infonnation  is  to  the  effect 
that  all  the  public  property  belonging  to  the  late  insurgents  in  Texas,  which 
could  be  removed,  was  subsequently  to  their  surrender,  but  before  the  United 
States  forces  could  occupy  the  country,  transferred  to  the  Mexican  side  of  the 
Rio  Grande ;  that  the  steamer  Lucy  Given,  which  was  surrendered  to  the  United 
States  at  Matagorda,  was  afterwards  carried  off,  and,  according  to  the  latest  in- 
telligence, was  anchored  at  Bagdad,  in  the  Bio  Grande,  and  that  eight  hundred 
and  twenty  bales  of  cotton,  belonging  to  the  insurgents,  stored  at  Rio  Grande 
City,  were  also  carried  across  the  river  into  Mexico. 

I  will  thank  you  to  call  the  attention  of  the  military  authorities  of  France  in 
Mexico  to  this  subject,  in  order  that  the  property  referred  to  may  be  restored, 
and  that  with  a  view  to  tranquillity  on  that  frontier,  no  similar  proceeding  may 
be  encouraged  or  authorized.

Sib  :  I  have  received  the  despatch  you  did  me  the  honor  to  address  to  me  on 
the  5th  of  this  month,  in  which  you  inform  me  that  a  great  part  of  the  puhltc 
piroperty  of  the  insurgents  of  Texas  would  be,  after  the  capitulation  and  before 
the  federal  troops  could  have  occupied  the  countiy,  transported  across  the  Mexican 
river  Rio  Grande ;  that  the  steamer  Lucy  Given,  surrendered  to  the  government 
of  the  United  States,  must  have  been  carried  off,  and  be  now  at  anchor  at  Bag- 
dad ;  and  lastly,  that  eight  hundred  and  twenty  bales  of  cotton,  belonging  to 
the  insurgents  and  collected  at  Rio  Grande  City,  must,  in  like  manner,  have 
been  transferred  to  the  other  side  of  the  river. 

I  will  hasten,  sir,  to  bring  these  facts  to  the  notice  of  the  government  of  the 
Emperor,  and  will  at  the  same  time  make  report  of  it  to  his  excellency  Marshal 
Bazaine,  commander-in-chief  of  the  French  forces  in  Mexico. 

As  I  had  the  honor  to  inform  you  on  the  15th  June,  I  have  called  the 
attention  of  his  excellency  Marshal  Bazaine  to  the  facts  related  in.  the  despatch 
which  you  did  me  the  honor  to  address  to  me  under  date  of  June  I2th.  Even 
before  having  received  my  letter  the  marshal  had  hastened  to  inform  me  of  the 
latest  events  occurred  on  the  Rio  Grande. 

It  results,  from  the  intelligence  he  addresses  to  me  at  date  of  June  19th,  that  a 
meeting  had  taken  place  among  the  confederate  troops  at  the  moment  of  disband- 
ing them,  and  that  one  Colonel  Fisher,  who  had  served  under  Juarez,  having 
tried  to  get  possesBion  of  some  part  of  the  materiel  of  the  place — that  is,  six 
cannon  and  two  forges — to  put  them  in  the  hands  of  the  Juarists,  General 
Stoughton,  in  order  to  stop  this  act  from  happening,  sent  this  materiel  across  the 
Mexican  river.  Marshal  Bazaine  informs  me  that  General  Mejia  immediately 
caused  it  to  be  inventoried  and  placed  on  deposit  at  Mataraoras,  so  that  it  may 
be  remitted  to  the  disposal  of  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

Marshal  Bazaine  also  apprises  me  that  he  has  given  the  various  colamns 
which  are  operating  in  Mexico  the  most  precise  orders,  for  the  purpose  of  avoid- 
ing all  that  might  give  umbrage  to  the  govemment  of  the  United  States. 
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I  hasten  to  bring  these  facts  to  your  knowledge,  as  a  fresh  proof  that  the 
authorities  are  in  no  way  disposed  to  enconrage  or  authorize  any  act  of  a  nature 
to  compromise  the  good  relations  which  they  desire  to  maintain  with  the  federal 
authority  on  the  frontier  of  Mexico.

Excellency  :  The  undersigned  respectfully  begs  leave  to  state  that  he  is  the  owner  of 
the  steamer  Sonora,  belonging  to  the  district  of  New  Orleans,  where  she  was  registered  on 
the  25th  of  February,  1864. 

On  the  16th  of  November,  1864,  when  on  her  way  from  Brazos  Santiago  to  this  port,  she 
was  forcibly  captured  by  a  part  of  her  crew,  who  ran  her  into  Aransas  bay,  where  they  deliv- 
ered her  to  the  rebel  authorities.  She  was  condemned  as  being  the  property  of  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  sold  for  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  dollars  in  gold,  which  was 
divided  among  the  captors.  The  crew  had  been  shipped,  and  every  one  of  them  had  taken 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States. 

Owing  to  the  strict  watch  kept  by  the  vessels  of  the  western  gulf  blockading  squadron, 
she  did  not  leave  Aransas  bay  before  the  9th  of  June,  1865,  after  having  learned  the  surren- 
der of  Texas,  flying  the  rebel  flag,  bound  to  Tampico,  where  she  arrived  on  the  r2th  of  the 
said  month. 

The  above  stated  facts  will  easily  demonstrate  that  the  capture  of  the  steamer  Sonora  was 
^wrongful  act  of  piracy,  and  her  subsequent  sailing  from  Aransas  Pass,  after  the  surrender 
of  Texas,  is  another  confirmation  of  the  illegality  of  her  capture. 

The  undersigned  hopes  that  your  excellency  will  afford  nim  the  protection  of  our  powerful 
government  to  help  him  to  recover  his  vessel.  She  is  now  detained  in  the  port  of  Tampico 
by  the  demand  made  by  Mr.  Franklin  Chase,  United  States  consul,  for  her  delivery  to  him, 
as  being  the  property  of  an  absent  American  citizen,  piratically  taken  froqa  him. 
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The  nndersigned,  in  a  letter  by  bim  received  from  Mr.  Cbase,  United  States  consul  at 
Tampico,  is  advised  by  bim  to  furnish  your  excellency  with  all  the  information  in  his  power.

Sir  :  Referring  to  my  note  of  the  3l8t  of  July  last,  concerning  the  desired 
restoration  of  the  steamer  Sonora  to  her  owner,  Mr.  F.  Glavel,  and  thanking 
you  for  your  reply  of  the  8th  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose,  in  support 
of  the  claim,  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  the  18th  ultimo,  from  D.  Lanzac,  esq.,  of 
New  Orleans,  attorney  for  Mr.  Olavel,  and  of  the  documents  which  accompanied 
it,  from  which  it  appears  that  Mr.  Glavel  has  gone  in  person  to  Tampico,  taking 
with  him  other  documents  bearing  upon  his  claim  to  ownership. 

The  account  of  the  transaction  in  regard  to  this  vessel  derived  from  the  pa- 
pers w^hich  have  been  laid  before  you  is  to  the  effect  that  4;he  steamer  Sonora 
was,  on  the  25th  of  February,  1864,  duly  registered  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
as  a  vessel  belonging  to  the  United  States  merchant  service;  that  on  the  16th 
day  of  November,  1864,  when  on  her  way  from  Brazos  Santiago  to  New  Or- 
leans, she  was  forcibly  captured  by  a  part' of  her  crew,  who  ran  her  into  Aran- 
sas bay,  where  she  was  delivered  by  these  piratical  captors  to  agents  of 'the 
insurgents,  who  are  reported  to  have  caused  a  pretended  condemnation  and  sale 
of  the  vessel;  the  proceeds  of  which  pretended  sale,  being  the  s\>m  of  eleven 
thousand  dollars  in  gold,  are  said  to  have  been  divided  among  the  capturing 
pirates,  who  had  shipped  on  the  Sonora  as  citizeps  of  the  United  States,  upon 
taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  as  such ;  that  owing  to  the  strict  watch  kept  by 
the  vessels  of  the  United  States  blockading  squadron,  the  Sonora  was  prevented 
from  leaving  Aransas  bay  before  the  9th  of  June,  1865,  when  she  sailed  for 
Tampico,  flying  the  insurgent  flag. 

Under  these  circumstances  this  government  holds  that  the  before-named 
steamer  is  the  property  of  Mr.  F.  Clavel,  and  that  the  parties  who  navigated 
her  to  Tampico  are  trespassers  and  intruders,  having  no  rights  or  authority  in 
her;  that  the  acts  by  which  she  came  into  their  custody  were  piratical  and 
fraudulent.  It  is  therefore  hoped  that,  so  far  as  it  might  depend  upon  the 
agents  of  the  imperial  government,  every  facility  will  be  afforded  to  Mr.  Clavel 
to  regain  possession  of  the  vessel.

Lboation  op  France  to  the  United  States, 

Washington,  Octoher  19,  1865. 

Sib  :  I  feel  myself  obliged  to  call  the  attention  of  your  excellency  to  certain 
facts  that  occurred  this  year  on  the  Rio  Grande,  and  which  seem  to  be  in  exact 
opposition  to  the  repeated  assurances  your  excellency  has  given  me  concerning 
the  desire  of  the  cabinet  at  Washington  to  preserve  the  most  strict  neutrality 
in  the  events  now  taking  place  in  Mexico. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  add,  that  I  am  convinced  that  the  said  facts 
occurred  without  the  knowledge  of  the  federal  government,  and  that  they  must 
be  the  result  of  the  negligence  of  subordinate  agents.  I  do  not  hesitate,  there- 
fore, to  inform  you  of  them,  convinced  that  it  is  only  necessary  to  bring  them  to 
your  notice  in  order  to  prevent  their  future  occurrence. 

The  information  conveyed  to  his  Majesty's  government  states  that  the  dis- 
senting forces  of  Cortinas  are  recruiting  many  American  colored*  persons,  and 
that  this  partisan  chief  passes  and  repasses  the  Texan  frontier  whenever  he 
pleases,  going  to  Brownsville  (Texas)  to  get  whatever  he  needs. 

About  the  end  of  July  last  Cortinas  attacked  the  steamer  Sefiorita  on  the 
riv^,  loaded  with  cotton,  taken  on  board  at  Camargo,  and  destined  for  Mata- 
moras.  The  attack  occurred  on  Texas  ground,  and  the  captured  vessel  was 
made  fast  to  the  Texan  shore,  where  she  has  remained  in  possession  of  the  dissent* 
en  since  the  27th  of  July. 

In  the  course  of  the  same  month  a  convoy  of  goods  was  to  start  for  Monte- 
rey. Cortinas,  who  was  in  Brownsville,  heard  of  it,  and  enlisted  men  publicly 
to  attack  it.  His  armed  troops  crossed  the  liver,  and  the  convoy  would  have 
certainly  fallen  into  his  hands  but  for  the  vigilance  of  the  imperial  authorities. 

In  fine,  it  is  well  known  that  Cortinas's  men  ride  and  walk  armed  in  the 
streets  of  Brownsville,  with  ribbons  on  their  hats,  indicating  the  number  of  the 
guerilla  band  to  which  they  belong. 

It  would  be  difficult  for  neutrality  to  be  more  openly  violated,  and  that  facta 
more  grave  should  occur  to  contradict  the  assertions  which  your  excellency  has 
given  me  in  the  name  of  your  government. 

I  will  be  very  much  obliged  to  you,  then,  if  you  will  cause  to  be  issued  the 
orders  necessary  to  prevent  the  renewal  of  any  such  acts  in  future.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  recur  to  your  note  of  the  19th  ultimo,  in  which  com- 
plaints are  made  of  violations  of  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States  on  the  Bfo 
Grande,  and  to  my  note  of  the  31st  of  October,  acknowledging  the  receipt  thereol 

The  first  complaint  is,  that  the  "  dissenting  forces  of  Cortinas  are  recruiting 
many  colored  persons,  and  that  this  partisan  chief  passes  the  Texan  firontien 
whenever  he  pleases,  going  to  Brownsville  to  procure  whatever  he  needs." 
These  representations  were  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  such  inform- 
ation and  such  opinion  as  he  might  think  proper  to  submit  to  the  President 

It  appears  that  upon  these  points  the  Secretary  of  War  has  no  informatioa. 
Major  General  Sheridan  was  instructed  to  preserve  the  same  neutrality  that  had 
been  observed  towards  the  United  States  by  the  French  or  imperial  party, 
when  Brownsville  and  the  greater  portion  of  the  Rio  Grande  was  held  by  the 
rebels.  If  it  should  be  ascertained  that  the  insurgents  had  been  able  to  croes 
and  recross  the  Mexican  frontier  at  will,  and  go  into  Matamoras  with  a  view  of 
obtaining  what  they  required,  then  existing  instructions  might  authorize  a  cor- 
responding course  on  the  part  of  this  government  towards  the  liberals.  The 
Secretary  of  War  is  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  any  regulation  which  preveniB 
either  imperialist  or  liberal  from  crossing  the  Texas  frontier,  or  proceeding  to 
Brownsville  to  make  purchases  ;  and  if  recruiting  has  been  allowed  by  offioen 
in  command,  it  has  been  without  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  I  am 
of  opinion  that,  American  emigration  having  been  invited  to  Mexico  by  the  im- 
perial party,  there  is  neither  law  nor  order  preventing  it;  and  that,  as  the 
republican  government  of  Mexico  is  acknowledged  by  the  United  States,  there 
can  be  properly  no  objection  urged  to  such  of  their  citizens  as  may  choose  going 
to  Mexico,  and  taking,  when  there,  whichever  side  they  may  prefer. 

It  is  admitted  that  while  the  United  States  hold  their  present  attitude 
towards  Mexico,  military  commanders  should  not  allow  either  party  to  recruit 
soldiers  upon  United  States  territory. 

With  regard  to  the  second  complaint,  namely,  that  "  about  the  last  of  July, 
1865,  Cortinas  attacked  the  steamer  Senorita  on  the  river,  loaded  with  cotton, 
taken  on  board  that  vessel  at  Camargo,  and  destined  for  Matamoras  ;  that  the 
attack  occurred  on  Texas  ground,  and  that  the  captured  vessel  was  made  hst 
to  the  Texas  shore,  where  she  has  remained  in  possession  of  the  dissenten 
since  the  27th  of  July  last ;  that  in  the  course  of  the  same  month  a  convoy  of 
goods  was  to  start  for  Monterey,  and  that  Cortinas,  who  was  in  Brownsville, 
heard  of  it,  and  enlisted  men  openly  to  attack  the  convoy ;  his  armed  troopi 
crossed  the  river,"  &c.,  it  is  conceded  that,  if  the  facts  were  as  represented,  the 
conduct  of  the  commander  at  Brownsville  was  entirely  inexcusable.  These 
complaints  have  been  referred  to  Major  General  Sheridan,  commanding  the 
military  division  of  the  Gulf,  with  suitable  instructions  and  directions  to  report 
the  facts  as  to  what  had  previously  occurred. 

It  is  stated  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  the  United  States  have  a  loi^ 
frontier  upon  the  Rio  Grande,  where  none  of  our  troops  are  stationed ;  that 
either  of  the  belligerents  might  easily  commit  acts  of  war  upon  the  other  from 
United  States  soil  without  such  acts  oeing  known  in  time  to  prevent  them.

Sir  :  Tour  note  of  the  10th  November,  in  answer  to  mine  of  the  19th  of 
October  last,  about  events  that  had  transpired  on  the  Rio  Grande  frontier  last 
jear,  informed  me  that  the  Secretary  of  War  had  ordered  an  investigation  of 
some  of  the  acts  I  complained  of,  particularly  the  capture  of  the  steamer  Seno- 
dta.  You  even  added  that  if  the  &cts  *were  as  you  represented  to  me,*  it  was 
evident  the  military  commander  in  Brownsville  was  in  the  wrong. 

I  have  just  received  from  his  Majesty's  acting  consul  in  New  Orleans  the 
aninexed  claim  of  the  French  commerciiJ  house  of  L.  Mouler  &  Co.,  owner  of 
(hirty-five  bales  of  cotton,  part  of  the  cargo  of  the  steamer  Se&orita. 

As  your  excellency  will  see  by  reference  to  the  appended  documents,  Mr. 
Kouler's  complaint  coincides  fully  with  others  from  a  different  source,  and  seems 
to  confirm  the  verity  of  the  first  reports  that  reached  me. 

The  house  of  Mouler  &  Go.  now  claims  of  the  United  States  government,  as 
indemnity,  the  sum  of.  ten  thousand  and  thirty-seven  dollars  ($10,037)  for 
the  loss  of  cotton,  said  to  have  been  caused  by  the  United  States. 

I  will  be  very  much  obliged  to  your  excellency  if  you  will  cause  this  claim 
to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  proper  authorities,  and  let  me  know  the  result 
of  the  decision  as  soon  as-  possible.

The  French  commercial  house  of  Mouler  &,  Co.  sends  a  claim  for  |1 0,037  84  against  the 
United  States,  for  the  loss  of  thirty-five  bales  of  cotton,  closed  by  act  of  the  United  States, 
to  the  consul. 

New  Orleans,  October  27,  1865. 

Sir  :  In  Jane  last  Messrs.  Maithes  and  Garza,  of  Camargo,  Mexico,  bou^^ht  thirtj-fiye 
bales  of  cotton  on  onr  account,  and  paid  the  duty  to  the  imperial  goyemment  of  Mexico,  and 
also  to  Jnarez's  a^nts,  when  thej  took  possession  of  that  port. 

The  honse  of  Maithes  and  Gania  shipped  this  cotton  to  us  on  the  21st  of  Jxme,  1865,  in 
file  Mexican  steamer  Sefiorita,  which  was  seized  by  the  Juarist  General  Cortinas,  and  landed 
in  the  United  States  territory  on  the  Texas  side  of  the  Rio  Grande  river. 

We  applied  to  the  federal  military  authorities  haying  the  entire  control  of  that  part  of  the 
United  States,  but  they  showed  no  anxiety  to  return  us  our  property,  or  even  to  order  its 
sequestration,  and  sent  us  to  the  Mexican  republican  courts,  which  is  a  denial  of  justice  or 
SD  act  of  derision. 

Under  these  circumstances,  all  that  remained  for  us  to  do  was  to  request  you  to  transmit 
to  his  excellency  the  miuister  of  the  Emperor  in  Washington  the  claim  of  $10,037  84  in  gold, 
which  we  make  against  the  United  States  goyemment,  and  herewith  send  you,  with  aU  the 
corroborating  evidence.

Before  me,  Pierre  Coudrain,  a  notaiy  public  for  the  parish  of  Orleans,  duly  qualified  and 
sworn,  personally  appeared  Mr.  R6n6  Dumestre,  born  at  Siarrony,  canton  of  Vis  de  Bigorre, 
(Upper  Pyrenees, )  one  of  the  partners  in  the  house  of  Monler  &  Dumestre,  established  in 
this  city  of  New  Orleans,  No.  109  Chartres  street,  and  at  Matamoras  under  the  firm  of  L. 
Mouler  &,  Co.,  who  having  been  sworn  according  to  law,  says  and  declares: 
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1.  That  the  house  of  Moaler  &  Co.,  established  at  Matamoras,  is  a  French  commeitMl 
house,  and  consists  of  Louis  Mouler,  Austin  Caunere,  Jules  Desca,  and  this  affiant,  ail 
French  subjects ;  that  none  of  its  members  have  Tiolated  the  neutrality  commanded  by  the 
Emperor  of  the  French  in  the  conflict  between  the  government  of  the  United  States  and 
certain  States  assuming  the  name  of  Confederate  States. 

2.  That  on  the  21st  of  June,  1865,  Messrs.  Maithes  and  Garza  shipped  at  Camargo,  Mexi- 
ico,  on  the  Mexican  steamer  Senorita,  on  account  of  L.  Mouler  &.Co.,  of  Matamoras,  Mexico, 
thirty-five  (35)  bales  of  cotton,  as  shown  by  the  original  bill  of  lading,  delivered  by  the 
captain  of  the  said  steamer,  annexed  to  the  present  offi&vit,  and  of  which  an  authentic  copy 
is  annexed  to  the  duplicates  of  this  document. 

3.  That  it  is  shown  by  a  Spanish  document,  annexed  to  one  of  these  patents,  delivered  by 
the  custom-house  collector  at  Camargo,  Mexico,  that  the  thirty-five  bales  of  cotton  shipped 
on  the  Mexican  steamer  Senorita  haapaid  to  the  republican  and  also  to  the  imperial  goveni- 
ment,  at  different  times,  (27th  May,  1865,  and  31st  June,  1865,)  its  «itry  dues. 

4.  That  the  Mexican  steamer  Senorita,  on  the  way  from  Camargo  to  Matamoras,  was 
captured  by  General  Cortinas,  of  the  Juarist  army,  and  a  part  of  the  caigo  were  the  thirty-five 
bales  of  cotton  shipped  by  the  house  of  L.  Mouler  dc  Co.,  and  belonging  to  them. 

5.  That  the  capture  of  this  Mexican  steamer  SeAorita  is  a  fact  too  notorious  to  leqnke 
proof  of  its  seizure. 

6.  That  these  thirty-five  bales  of  cotton  were  placed  by  the  said  General  Cortinas  on  the  fium 
of  Mrs.  Stephen  Goseaseochea,  who  they  say  is  Cortinas^s  mother,  situated  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Rio  Grande^  in  Texas,  and  upon  territory  of  the  republic  of  the  United  States. 

7.  That  the  firm  of  L.  Mouler  &  Co.,  on  15th  and  22d  of  June,  1865,  through  its  agoit, 
Mr.  Maithes,  of  the  house  of  Maizes  &  Garza,  tried  to  get  the  cotton  from  the  federal  mili- 
tary authorities,  then  controlling  that  portion  of  United  States  territory,  exhibiting  to  them 
all  proof  of  ownership. 

8.  That  the  federal  authorities  showed  no  inclination  to  do  justice  to  the  Frendi  com- 
mercial house  of  L.  Mouler  &  Co.,  of  Matamoras,  and  finally  referred  them  to  the  eomU  tf 
the  Mexican  republic. 

9.  That  these  thirty-five  bales  of  cotton  were  sold  by  (}leneral  Cortinas  without  opposition 
on  the  neutral  territorv  of  the  United  States,  though  they  belonged  to  the  French  house  of 
L.  Mouler  &.  Co.,  and  the  present  affiant  claims  it/value  for  his  principal  from  the  United 
States. 

10.  That  these  thirty-five  bales  of  cotton  intended  to  be  shipped  and  sold  in  New  York  by 
the  house  of  L.  Mouler  &.  Co.,  of  Matamoras,  where  they  would  have  probably  arrived  the 
15th  of  July,  1664,  was  of  the  quality  of  good  middling. 

11.  That  these  thirty-five  bales  of  cotton  averaged  475  pounds  weight  per  bale,  or  sixteen 
thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds,  (16,625.) 

12.  That  this  affiant,  in  the  name  of^  L.  Mouler  &  Co.,  will  now  fix  the  value  of  the  said 
cotton  in  the  New  York  market  on  the  15th  of  July,  1865,  deducting  the  ordinary  charges.

13.  At  the  15th  July,  1865,  good  middling  cotton  was  worth  fifty  cents  a  pound  in  New 
York,  in  United  States  treasury  notes — that  is,  eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  twelve 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  the  16,625  pounds.

Monsieur  Drouyn  de  I.huys  to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon. — (Confidential.) 
[Translation.  ] 

MiNISTRB  DES  AFFAIRES  fexRANGERES, 

Paris,  October  18,  1865. 

Monsieur  le  Marquis  :  I  have  taken  several  occasions  since  two  months  to  advise  you 
of  the  dispositions  of  the' imperil  poverameut  concernine  the  duration  of  the  occapation  of 
Mexico  by  the  French  troops.  I  told  yon,  in  my  despatch  of  August  17,  that  we  called  with 
our  most  sincere  wishes  for  the  day  when  the  last  French  soldier  should  leave  the  country, 
and  that  the  cabinet  of  Washington  could  contribute  to  hasten  that  moment.  On  the  2d  of 
September  I  renewed  to  you  the  assurance  of  our  strong  desire  to  withdraw  our  auxiliary 
corps  so  soon  as  circumstances  should  allow  it.  At  last,  following  the  same  ideas  more  fully, 
in  a  private  letter  of  the'  10th  of  the  same  month  I  addcl  that  it  greatly  depended  upon  the 
United  States  to  facilitate  the  departure  of  our  troops.  If  they  would  adopt  toward  the  Mex- 
ican ffovemment  an  amicable  attitude,  which  would  aid  to  the  consolidation  of  order,  and  in 
which  we  could  find  motives  of  security  for  the  interests  which  obliged  us  to  carry  arms  be* 
yond  the  Atlantic,  we  would  be  ready  to  adopt  without  delav  the  basis  of  an  uaderstanding 
on  this  subject  with  the  cabinet  of  Washington;  and  I  wish  to  make  fully  known  to  you 
now  the  views  of  the  government  of  his  Majesty. 

What  we  ask  of  the  United  States  is  to  be  assured  that  their  intention  is  not  to  impede  the 
consolidation  of  the  new  order  of  things  founded  in  Mexico ;  and  the'best  guarantee  we  could 
receive  of  their  intention  would  be  the  recognition  cf  the  emperor  Maximilian  by  the  federal 
government 

The  American  Union  should  not,  it  seems  to  ns,  be  kept  back  by  the  difference  of  institu- 
tions, for  the  United  States  have  official  intercourse  with  all  the  monarchies  of  Europe  and 
the  New  World.  It  is  in  conformity  with  their  own  principles  of  public  law  to  regard  the 
monarchy  established  in  Mexico  as  being,  at  least,  a  government  "rf«  /ac/o,"  without  par- 
ticular regard  to  its  nature  or  its  origin,  which  has  been  consecrated  by  the  sufferings  of  the 
people  of  that  country ;  and  in  thus  acting  the  cabinet  of  Washington  would  only  be  inspired 
with  the  same  feelings  of  sympathy  which  President  Johnson  expressed  recently  to  the  envoy 
of  Brazil,  as  guiding  the  policy  of  the  United  States  towards  the  younger  states  of  the  Ameri- 
can continent. 

Mexico,  it  is  true,  is  still  occupied  at  this  moment  bv  the  French  army,  and  we  can  readily 
see  that  this  objection  will  arise.  But  the  acknowledgment  of  the  Emperor  Maximilian  by 
the  United  States  would,  in  our  opinion,  have  sufficient  influence  upon  the  state  of  the  coun- 
try to  allow  us  to  take  into  consideration  their  susceptibilities  on  this  subject ;  and  should  the 
cabinet  of  Washington  decide  to  open  diplomatic  relations  with  the  court  of  Mexico,  we  would 
see  no  difficulty  to  enter  in  arrangement  for  the  recall  of  our  troops  within  a  reasonable  period 
of  which  we  would — might — consent  to  fix  the  termination. 

In  consequence  of  the  vicinage  and  immense  extent  of  the  common  frontier,  the  United 
^tatea  are,  more  than  any  other  pt>ver,  interested  to  see  their  trade  with  Mexico  placed  under 
the  safeguard  of  stipulations  in  harmony  with  the  mutual  wants  of  both  countries.  We  would 
most  readily  offer  our  good  offices  to  facilitate  the  conclusion  of  a  commercial  treaty,  thereby 
cementing  the  political  **rapj)rochement"  the  bases  of  which  I  have  just  made  known  to  you. 

By  order  of  the  Emperor,  I  invite  you  to  make  known  to  Mr.  J'eward  th'?  dispositions  of  his 
Majesty's  government. 

You  are  authorized,  if  you  think  it  proper,  to  read  him  the  contents  of  this  despatch;

Sir  :  Having  made  known  to  the  President  the  Emperor's  views  on  Mexican 
affairs  which  you  communicated  to  me  on  the  29th  ultimo,  I  have  now  the 
honor  to  inform  you  of  the  disposition  of  this  government  in  regard  to  the  same 
subject.  It  seems  proper,  however,  for  me  to  say,  in  the  first  place,  that  what 
I  have  to  communicate  has  been  already  fully  made  known  to  Mr.  Bigelow, 
with  authority,  in  his  discretion,  to  impart  the  same  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhujs. 

The  effect  of  the  Emperor's  suggestions  when  they  are  reduced  to  a  practical 
shape  seems  to  be  this  :  that  France  is  willing  to  retire  from  Mexico  as  soon  as 
^he  may,  but  that  it  would  be  inconvenient  for  her  without  first  receiving  from 
the  United  States  an  assurance  of  a  friendly  or  tolerant  disposition  to  the 
power  which  has  assumed  to  itself  an  imperial  form  in  the  capital  city  of 
Mexico.  The  President  is  gratified  with  the  assurance  you  have  thus  given  of 
the  Emperor's  good  disposition.  I  regret,  however,  to  be  obliged  to  say  that 
the  condition  the  Emperor  suggests  is  one  which  seems  quite  impracticable. 

It  is  true,  indeed,  that  the  presence  of  foreign  armies  in  an  adjacent  countiy 
could  not,  under  any  circumstances,  but  cause  uneasiness  and  anxiety  on  the 
part  of  this  government  It  creates  for  us  expenses  which  are  inconvenient, 
not  to  speak  of  dangers  of  collision.  Nevertneless,  I  cannot  but  infer  from 
the  tenor  of  your  communication,  that  the  principal  cause  of  the  discontent 
prevailing  in  the  United  States  in  regard  to  Mexico  is  not  fully  apprehended 
by  the  Emperor's  government.  The  chief  cause  is  not  that  there  is  a  foreign 
army  in  Mexico ;  much  less  does  that  discontent  arise  from  the  circumstances 
that  that  foreign  army  is  a  French  one.  We  recognize  the  right  of  sovereign 
nations  to  carry  on  war  with  each  other  if  they  do  not  invade  our  right  or 
menace  our  safety  or  just  influence.  The  real  cause  of  our  national  discontent 
is,  that  the  French  army  which  is  now  in  Mexico  is  invading  a  domestic  repub- 
lican government  there  which  was  established  by  her  people,  and  with  wnom 
the  United  States  sympathize  most  profoundly,  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  sup- 
pressing it  and  establishing  upon  its  ruins  a  foreign  monarchical  government, 
whose  presence  there,  so  long  as  it  should  endure,  could  not  but  be  regarded  by 
the  people  of  the  United  States  as  injurious  and  menacing  to  their  own  choeen 
and  endeared  republican  institutions. 

I  admit  that  the  United  States  do  not  feel  themselves  ^called  upon  to  make  a 
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war  of  propagtodism  throaghont  the  world,  or  even  on  this  continent,  in  the 
republican  cause.  We  have  sufficient  faith  in  the  eventual  success  of  that 
cause  on  this  continent,  through  the  operation  of  existing  material  and  moral 
causes,  to  induce  us  to  acquiesce  in  the  condition  of  wings  which  we  found 
existing  here,  while  our  own  republic  was  receiving  its  shape  and  development. 
On  the  other  hand  we  have  constantly  maintained,  and  still  feel  bound  to 
maintain,  that  the  people  of  every  State  on  the  American  continent  have  a 
right  to  secure  for  themselves  a  republican  government  if  they  choose,  and 
that  interference  by  foreign  states  to  prevent  the  enjoyment  of  such  institutions 
deliberately  established  is  wrongM,  and  in  its  effects  antagonistical  to  the  firee 
and  popular  form  of  government  existing  in  the  United  States.  We  should 
think  it  wrong  as  well  as  unwise,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  to  attempt 
to  subvert  by  force  monarchical  governments  in  Europe  for  the  purpose  of 
replacing  them  with  republican  institutions.  It  seems  to  us  equally  objection- 
able that  European  states  should  forcibly  intervene  in  states  situated  on  this 
continent  to  overthrow  republican  institutions,  and  replace*  them  with  mon- 
archies or  empires. 

Having  thus  frankly  stated  our  position,  I  leave  the  question  for  the  consid- 
eration of  France,  sincerely  hoping  that  that  great  nation  may  find  it  compat- 
ible with  its  best  interests  and  its  high  honor  to  withdraw  from  its  aggressive 
attitude  in  Mexico  within  some  convenient  and  reasonable  time,  and  thus  leave 
the  people  of  that  country  to  the  free  enjoyment  of  the  system  of  republican 
government  which  they  have  established  for  themselves,  and  of  their  adherence 
to  which  they  have  given  what  seems  to  the  United  States  to  be  decisive  and 
conclusive,  as  well  as  very  touching  proofs.  I  am,  sir,  the  more  inclined  te 
hope  for  such  a  solution  of  the  difficulty  for  the  reason  that  when,  at  any  time 
within  the  last  four  years,  the  question  has  been  asked  of  any  American  states- 
man, or  even  of  any  American  citizen,  what  country  in  Europe  was  the  one 
which  was  least  likely  to  experience  an  alienation  of  the  friendship  of  the 
United  States,  the  answer  was  promptly  given,  France.  Friendship  with 
France  has  always  been  deemed  important  and  peculiarly  agreeable  by  the 
American  people.  Every  American  citizen  deems  it  no  less  important  than

Mexican  Legation  to  the  United  States  op  America, 

WoiAington,  October  25,  1865. 
Hr.  Secretary:  Continuing  mj  transmiaeion  to  your  department  of  the 
principal  documents  that  can  give  the  United  States  government  an  idea  of 
the  principal  events  now  taking  place  in  Mexico,  I  now  have  the  honor  of  send- 
ing to  you  those  mentioned  in  the  enclosed  index,  some  of  which  were  brought 
by  the  last  steamer  from  Vera  Cruz,  and  others,  although  of  older  date,  I  think 
important. 

As  most  significant,  I  must  call  your  attention  to  the  usurper's  proclamation, 
dated  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  the  2d  instant,  and  to  his  so-called  decree  of  the 
3d  of  the  same  month.  In  the  first,  the  ex-arch  iuke  supposes,  contrary  to  the 
fact,  that  the  constitutional  President  of  the  Mexican  republic  had  abandoned 
the  national  territory,'  and  from  this  false  hypothesis  he  concludes  that  the 
defenders  of  independence,  whom  he  calls  bandits,  in  obedience  to  orders  re- 
ceived from  the  French,  have  no  leader.  It  is  nothing  new  for  the  usurper  tn 
call  those  patriots,  who  sustain  the  cause  of  independence  and  the  institutions  of 
Mexico,  bandits  ;  nor  is  it  new  for  him  to  treat  them  as  such,  with  a  severity 
that  would  be  called  excessive  if  applied  to  criminals  of  the  lowest  order.  He 
showed  the  same  determination  in  his  proclamation  of  the  3d  of  November  last, 
of  which  I  sent  you  a  copy.  Now  Maximilian  wishes  to  regulate  this  estab- 
lished system  of  assassination  by  a  decree,  issued  on  the  3d  instant,  creating 
most  informal  military  tribunals,  extending  their  jurisdiction  to  every  person  in 
the  country  found  armed  without  license  from  his  so-callod  government,  regard- 
less to  the  numbers  and  character  of  the  party  he  belongs  to.  In  this  decree, 
excessively  tyrannical,  he  condemns  to  death  every  armed  man  who  is  not  a 
French  soldier  or  a  traitor ;  and  even  those  who  will  proflfer  information  whidi 
may  aid  the  defenders  of  their  country ;  and  sanctions  severe  penalties  fbr  the 
mere  act  of  concealing  a  patriot  or  circulating  alarming  news  ;  and  it  has  been 
carried  out  by  his  French  directors,  who  have  been,  by  the  system  of  courts- 
martial,  sending  to  the  scaffold  the  captive  patriots  called  gtierrilleros,  and  even 
military  officers  of  the  national  army,  who  could  not  be  called  so. 

This  extraordinary  severity  is  in  open  contradiction  to  the  studied  mild  prom- 
ises made  in  his  first  proclamation  on  landing  at  Vera  Cruz;  which  I  also  send 
to  you,  dated  the  23d  of  May,  1864. 

If  the  Mexican  patriots  have  been  waging  a  legitimate  war  during  the  exist- 
ence of  the  national  government  on  Mexican  territory,  in  the  usurper's  opinion, 
what  must  be  thought  of  his  conduct  in  lending  himself  as  a  blind  instrument 
in  this  war,  and  in  declaring,  when  there  is  no  change  of  circumstances,  that 
those  fighting  in  a  legitimate  war  are  bandits,  and  must  be  assassinated  ? 

Under  No.  10  I  send  a  copy  of  the  usurper's  address  delivered  the  end  of  last 
month,  on  the  occasion  of  the  erection  of  a  statue  to  Morelos,  in  Guardiola  square, 
city  of  Mexico.*  All  the  eulogies  he  makes  upon  that  distinguished  leader  in 
the  first  war  of  independence  are  now  literally  applicable  to  the  citizens  defend- 
ing the  independence  of  their  country  in  this  second  war  of  the  same  kind,  and 
equally  as  just  and  sacred  as  the  first.  With  unexampled  inconsistency  the 
usurper  now  declares  those  patriots  bandits,  and  orders  them  to  be  assassinated 
within  a  certain  time  by  means  of  courts-martial. 

I  also  enclose  two  protests,  made  at  Tacambaro  on  the  10th  and  24th  of  May 
last,  and  signed  by  several  French  officers,  prisoners  of  a  republican  force.  In 
them  you  will  perceive  the  generous  and  philanthropic  conduct  of  the  Mexican 
troops  towards  their  prisoners,  contrasting  strangely  with  the  decrees  and  bar- 
barous conduct  of  their  enemies.  .     ^  r^  .^  i  ^ 
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I  also  enclose  a  general  order  from  the  army  of  the  centre,  showing  the  most 
recent  organization  of  the  national  forces  in  that  part  of  the  territory  of  the  re- 
public. 

In  conclusion,  you  will  see  among  these  documents  two  acts :  one  passed 
by  the  town  and  county  of  Zongolica,  in  the  State  of  Vera  Cruz,  and  the  other 
by  the  town  and  county  of  Juchitan,  in  the  State  of  Oaxaca,  in  which  the  in- 
habitants declare  their  hostile  sentiments  towards  the  so-called  empire,  which 
takes  place  whenever  the  force  of  French  bayonets  is  removed. 

I  take  advantage  of  this  occasion  to  renew  the  assurances  of  my  distinguished 
consideration.

In  the  town  of  Zongolica,  chief  town  of  the  canton  of  the  same  name,  in  the  State  of 
Vera  Cruz,  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  in  the 
room  of  the  town  hall,  assembled  the  persons  whose  names  are  signed  to  this  act,  and  pre- 
sided over  by  Leandro  Almador,  who  stated  the  object  of  the  meeting. 

Whereas  the  proposition  of  foreign  intervention  was  accepted  by  some  of  the  towns  of  the 
republic  of  Mexico  in  consideration  of  offers  made  to  sustain  the  government  legally  estab- 
lished in  the  country,  and  this  promise  has  not  been  kept,  nor  can  it  be,  for  the  interveners 
with  their  partisans,  deceiving  and  imposing  upon  the  people,  have  pretended  to  establish  a 
monarchical  government  that  can  never  bo  approved  by  any  loyal  Mexican,  because  it  is  not 
legitimate,  and  their  emperor  was  elected  by  a  small  number  of  persons  who  met  in  the  capi- 
tal and  determined  upon  his  inauguration.  This  was  called  a  meeting  of  notables,  (and  in 
fact  they  were  all  notable  traitors  to  their  countrv,)  and  was  evidently  illegal,  for  the  states- 
had  not  a  single  representative.  Thus  wrongfully  established,  this  illegal  government  has« 
given  open  evidence  of  instability,  and  the  free  children  of  An^huac  will  never  permit  a 
loreign  despot,  supported  by  bayonets,  to  control  their  destiny.  But  if  the  intervenors  had 
allowed  the  Mexicans  a  free  election,  the  government  so  constituted  would  have  been  con- 
sidered legitimate,  whereas  it  now  wants  every  feature  of  legitimacy  in  its  constitution. 
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Therefore,  keeping^  in  mind  the  sacred  principles  of  the  laws  of  nations,  periainini^  to  t 
people  who  comprehend  their  duties  and  desire  to  shake  off  the  yoke  of  tyranny,  this  asseet- 
oly  has  resolyea  as  follows : 

1.  The  canton  of  Zongolica  disavows  the  government  of  Maximilian  as  illegal,  becanse  U 
has  not  been  rightfdliy  established. 

2.  It  acknowledges  as  legitimate  the  government  of  citizen  Benito  Joares,  wherever  he 
may  be,  because  he  was  lawfully  inaugurated  President  according  to  the  provisions  of  our 
Mexican  codes. 

3.  These  resolutions,  intending  to  defend  our  independence,  acknowledge  as  chief  he  who 
may  be  at  the  head  of  the  national  troops  by  legal  appointment 

4.  All  ureent  steps  to  be  taken  in  our  cause  are  left  to  the  leader  of  the  troops  in  tiiis  place, 
.  as  he  is  rigntfnlly  entitled  to  authority.

THE  MILITARY  COMMAND  OF  THE  DISTRICT  OF  JUCHITAN. 

In  the  town  of  Juchitan,  on  the  27th  of  July,  1865,  the  town  council,  the  people,  and  the 
troops  of  Juchitan  and  San  Bias,  of  Tehuantepec^  having  assembled  in  the  hall  of  sessioDs, 
under  the  presidency  of  the  citizen  political  chief,  to  consider  the  affairs  of  the  country; 
having  stated  the  chief  objects  of  the  meeting,  after  a  short  discussion,  the  following  resolu- 
tions were  adopted : 

Whereas  Juchitan  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  loyal  districts  Sn  defence  of  the  repub- 
lic and  of  liberal  institutions,  and  has  been  abused  by  a  few  persons  who  wished  to  sell  their 
country  to  a  bold  adventurer,  announcing  falsely  that  this  district  was  disposed  to  acknowl- 
edge the  perishing  empire  now  established  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  and  upheld  only  by  Frrach 
bayonets : 

Believing  it  to  be  the  duty  of  every  Mexican  who  loves  independence  and  his  country,  and 
the  covemment  established  by  the  spontaneous  and  free  will  of  the  citizens,  to  banish  every 
suspicion  of  treachery  imputed  to  him  by  miserable  enemies,  and  to  contradict  them  solemn- 
ly ;  to  show  their  determination  to  defend  the  autonomy  of  their  country  at  every  sacrifice ; 
And  holding  it  a  sacred  obligation  of  every  good  citizen  to  let  his  country  know  what  his 
4Mntiments  are  in  regard  to  it,  the  people  of  Juchitan,  fulfilling  this  duty,  decl<u:e : 

1.  That  they  have  not  nor  will  they  ever  recognize  the  imperial  government  estabHshed 
by  French  bayonets  in  Mexico,  taking  advantage  of  its  weakness,  and  imposing  upon  the 
people  against  their  free  will,  depending  only  on  the  feeble  support  a  few  spurious  Mexicsas 
•can  lend  them. 

2.  That  they  will  resist  that  government  by  all  means  in  their  power,  and  oppose  all  au- 
thorities and  decrees  emanating  from  it. 

3.  They  respect  and  observe  the  authorities  and  decrees  ordained  by  the  constitution  of 
1854  and  the  reformed  laws,  as  whatever  tends  to  national  independence  and  temtonsl 
integrity. 

4.  They  solemnly  protest  against  all  that  has  been  said  about  their  adcnowledging  the 
•empire,  as  it  is  absolutely  false,  for  this  part  of  the  country  has  always  considered  that  form 
•of  government  as  illegitimate  and  opposed  to  national  sovereignty. 

5.  Copies  of  these  proceedings  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  governor  and  military  com- 
mander of  the  free  ana  sovereign  State  of  Oaxaca,  that  by  him  they  may  be  remitted  to  the 
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cml  and  military  chief  of  the  eastern  coalition,  as  well  as  to  other  officers  and  mlHtaiy  chiefs 
of  the  republic.

Oeneral  order  of  the  central  army — Diitributum  of  its  forces. 

The  citizen  general-in-chief  of  the  army  has  disposed  that  the  first  diyision  be  organized  in 
the  following  manner : 

Its  commander-in-chief  is  dtizen  Brigadier  General  Vicente  Riya  Palado ;  and  its  second, 
citizen  General  Nicolas  Regules. 

The  first  brigade,  under  the  command  of  citizen  General  Regules,  second  in  command  of 
the  division,  shall  be  composed  of  the  first,  second,  third,  and  fourth  battalions  of  Michoacan, 
second  corps  of  lancers  ofthe  regular  army,  second  lancers  of  Toluca,  and  third  of  Michoa- 
can, (formerly  Caballos  lancers, )  and  the  Solorio  section,  with  a  half  mountain  battery. 

The  second  brigade  shall  be  formed  by  the  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  battalions  of  Michoa- 
can, the  first  corps  of  Toluca  lancers,  mird  of  the  same,  ^formerly  the  Pachuca  squadron,) 
with  a  section  of  mountain  artillery,  the  whole  commanded  by  citizen  Colonel  Pedro  Garcia. 

The  third  brigade,  under  command  of  citizen  Colonel  Ignacio  Zepeda,  shall  be  formed  of 
the  eighth  Michoacan  battalion,  the  seventh  corps  of  permanent  lancers,  the  corps  of  active 
Jalisco  lancers,  with  a  section  of  mountain  artillery. 

The  fourth  brigade,  under  command  of  citizen  General  Estevan  V.  Leon,  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Zitacuaro  forces,  the  Guerrero  lance  corps,  commanded  by  Colonel  Castillo, 
and  the  southern  expeditionary  section  of  Toluca,  with  a  section  of  mountain  artillery. 

The  fifth  brigade,  commanded  by  citizen  Colonel  Leonardo  Valdez,  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Nunez  battalion,  and  the  first  and  second  squadrons  of  the  Huetamo  loyals,  with  a  sec- 
tion of  mountain  artillery. 

The  Garnica  section  shall  be  composed  of  the  tenth  Michoacan  battalion,  and  the  first  corps 
of  lancers  of  the  same  State,  formerly  called  the  liberty  lancers. 

The  Ronda  section  shall  be  composed  of  the  ninth  Michoacan  battalion,  and  the  second 
lancers  of  the  same  State,  formerly  tne  Puruandiro  lancers. 

Citizen  Colonel  Jos6  Maria  Mendez  Olivares  shall  be  major  general  ofthe  division. 

Citizen  Lieutenant  Colonel  Luis  Santa  Maria  Cruzado  shall  be  adjutant  of  the  first  brigade ; 
citizen  Squadron  Commander  Lorenzo  Contreras  shall  be  adjutant  of  the  second  brigade : 
citizen  Lieutenant  Colonel  Jos^  Maria  Gomez  Humaran  shall  lie  adjutant  of  the  third  brigade  ; 
citizen  Lieutenant  Colonel  Carlos  Castillo,  of  the  fourth  brigade ;  and  citizen  Squad  Com- 
mander Jesus  Barajas,  of  the  fifth  brigade. 

Citizen  Commander  Fernando  Gonzales  shall  be  commissaiy  of  the  first  division ;  citizen 
Captain  Miguel  Alvarado,  commissary  of  the  first  brigade ;  Trinidad  Valdez,  of  the  second ; 
Simon  Becerra  of  the  third,  and  the  fourth  and  fifth  brigades  shall  retain  their  present  pur- 
veyors.

We,  the  undersigTied,  wounded  in  the  battle  of  to-day,  in  this  city,  and  accepting  the  offer 
of  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  republican  army  of  the  centre  to  let  us  remain  here  on 
account  of  our  condition,  not  being  able  to  travel,  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  war, 
promise  upon  our  word  of  honor  to  remain  here  as  prisoners  of  war  to  the  said  general-in- 
chief,  and  not  to  leave  or  take  up  arms  against  the  &rces  of  the  republic,  even  when  invaded 
or  occupied  by  the  enemy  of  that  army. 

The  conmiander  of  the  Belgian  forces  especially,  who  was  in  the  place  before  the  attack, 
binds  himself  by  his  word  of  honor,  and  the  four  soldiers  attending  him,  to  remain  as  prisoners

under  tbe  same  conditions  as  tie  other  wounded  Belgians  who  sign  this  protest  with  Ibb 
and  his  attendants. 

We  also  declare  that  we  sign  this  protest  without  compulsion  of  any  kind  whatever,  and 
only  on  account  of  the  kindness  of  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  republican  army  of  the 
centre,  who  respects  the  riehts  of  humanity  and  the  law  of  nations.

Protest ^nade  to  General  Salazar,  at  Tacamharo,  the  }Oth  of  May ,  1865,  by  Joseph  Alfred  ITas- 
derbach,  (sergeantj),  Leopold  Sueur,  and  Francois  Ronchon,  first  regiment  zouates^  and 
prisoners  of  war. 

General  Salazar,  chief  of  the  third  division  of  the  republican  army,  wishing  us  to  he  as 
comfortable  as  possible,  being  his  prisoners,  and  thinking  the  town  of  Beyas  would  be  a 
better  place  for  us,  has  decreed  as  follows : 

Ist.  That  he  has  the  best  feelings  for  us,  on  account  of  the  exchange  proposed  by  Baron 
Neigre,  commander  of  the  French  forces  to  which  we  belong,  now  in  Morelia ;  that  this  ex- 
change was  delayed  because  they  hoped  to  hear  good  news  from  commanders  near  our  forces, 
and  in  case  of  captures  there,  it  would  be  preferred  to  exchange  them  instead  of  others  of 
more  distant  divisions. 

2d.  As  General  Salazar  believes  it  will  be  better  for  us,  he  has  had  us  brought  to  Beyes, 
requiring  of  us  a  protest,  on  word  of  honor,  that  when  set  at  liberty  we  will  consider  ourselves 
as  prisoners  of  war  till  exchanged.  We  make  this  protest  in  due  form,  binding  ourselves 
not  to  violate  it,  but  to  regard  it  as  a  treaty  made  on  our  word  of  honor,  to  be  confirmed  by 
Baron  Neigre,  conformably  to  the  laws  of  wai.

PBOCLAMATION. 

Mexicans  :  You  have  longed  for  my  presence.  Your  noble  nation,  by  a  universal  vote, 
has  elected  me  henceforth  the  guardian  or  your  destinies.  I  gladly  obey  your  will.  Pamful 
as  it  has  been  for  me  to  bid  farewell  forever  to  my  own,  my  native  country,  I  have  done  so, 
being  convinced  that  the  Almightv  has  pointed  out  to  me,  through  you,  the  great  and  nob]e 
duty  of  devoting  all  my  might  and  heart  to  the  care  of  a  people  who,  at  last  tired  of  war  and 
disastrous  contests,  sincerely  wish  for  peace  and  prosperity — a  people  who,  having  gloriously 
obtained  their  independence,  desire  to  reap  the  benents  ot  civilization  and  of  true  progress, 
only  to  be  attained  through  a  stable  constitutional  government.  The  reliance  that  you  place 
in  me,  and  I  in  you,  will  be  crowned  by  a  brilliant  triumph  if  we  remain  always  steadfastly 
united  in  courageously  defending  those  great  principles  which  are  the  only  true  and  lastbg 
bases  of  modern  government,  those  principles  of  inviolable  and  immutable  justice,  the  equal- 
ity of  all  men  before  the  law ;  equal  advantages  to  all  in  attaining  positions  of  trust  sud 
honor,  socially  and  politically ;  complete  and  well-defined  personal  liberty,  consisting  in  pio* 
tection  to  the  individual  and  the  protection  of  his  property ;  encouragement  to  the  national 
wealth,  improvements  in  agriculture,  mining,  and  manufactures ;  the  establishment  of  new 
lines  ot*  communication  for  an  extensive  commerce;  and  lasthr,  the  free  development  of  intel- 
ligence in  all  that  relates  to  public  welfare.  The  blessing  of  God,  and  with  it  progress  snd 
liberty,  will  not  surely  be  wanting  if  all  parties,  under  the  guidance  of  a  strong  national  goT- 
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«<nimentf  Ttnite  togetber  to  accomplish  what  I  hare  JQSt  indicated,  and  if  we  continue  to  be 
animated  by  that  religions  sentiment  which  has  made  our  beautiful  country  so  prominent 
even  in  the  most  tronblons  periods. 

The  ciyiliziog  flagf  of  France,  raised  to  such  a  high  position  by  her  noble  Em|>eror,  to 
whom  you  owe  the  new  birth  of  order  and  peace,  represents  those  principles.  Hear  what, 
in  sincere  and  disinterested  words,  the  chief  of  his  army  told  yon  a  few  months  since,  being 
the  messenger  of  a  new  era  of  happiness:  ** Every  country  which  has  wished  for  a  great 
future  has  become  great  and  powerful." 

Followinfl^  in  this  course,  if^we  are  united,  loyal,  and  firm,  God  will  grant  as  strength  to 
reach  that  degree  of  prosperity  which  is  the  object  of  our  ambition. 

Mejucans !  The  future  of  your  beautiful  couutry  is  controlled  by  yourselves.  Its  future  is 
yours.  In  all  that  relates  to  myself,  I  offer  yon  a  sincere  will,  a  hearty  loyalty,  and  a  firm 
determination  to  respect  the  laws  and  to  cause  them  to  be  respected  by  an  undeviating  and 
all-efiScient  authority. 

My  strength  rests  in  God  and  in  your  loyal  confidence.  The  banner  of  independence  is 
my  symbol ;  my  motto  you  know  already,  "Equal  justice  to  all."  I  will  be  faithful  to  this 
trust  through  all  my  hfe.  It  is  my  dutj  conscientiously  to  wield  the  sceptre  of  authority, 
and  with  firmness  the  sword  of  honor. 

To  the  empress  is  confided  the  sacred  trust  of  devoting  to  the  country  all  the  noble  senti- 
ments of  Christian  virtue  and  all  the  teachings  of  a  tender  mother. 

Let  us  unite  to  reach  the  goal  of  our  common  desires ;  let  us  forget  past  sorrows ;  let  us 
lay  aside  party  hatreds,  and  toe  bright  morning  of  peace  and  of  well-deserved  happiness  will 
dawn  gloriously  on  our  new  empire.

My  Dear  MnnsTER  Velasquez  de  Leon  :  On  returning  from  my  laborious  journey 
into  the  department  of  the  interior,  during  which  I  have  received  in  everv  city,  town  and 
village  the  sincereet  proofs  of  sympathy  and  the  most  cordial  enthusiasm,  I  have  derived  two 
important  truths.  The  first  is,  that  the  empire  is  a  fact  firmly  based  upon  the  firm  will  of 
the  immense  majority  of  the  nation,  and  that  in  it  there  is  depicted  a  form  of  government  of 
real  progress,  and  one  that  suits  best  the  wants  of  the  people.  The  second  is,  that  this  im- 
mense majority  is  desirous  of  peace,  tranquilliry  and  justice — blessings  that  it  expects  and 
anxiously  asks  of  my  govemmf^nt,  and  which  I,  keeping  in  view  my  sacred  duties  to  God 
and  the  people  who  have  chosen  me,  am  resolved  to  give  them. 

Justice  will  have  for  its  foundation  institutions  suitable  to  the  epoch,  and  in  which  I  am 
laboring  with  unceasing  zeal.  To  re-establish  peace  and  tranquillity  through  all  this  fine 
extensive  country,  and  to  promote  with  speed  its  prodigious  riches,  my  gfovernraent  is  de- 
termined to  employ  all  its  efforts  and  energy.  If  until  now  it  has  shown  forbearance  to  its 
political  adversaries,  to  allow  tham  time  to  know  the  national  will  and  unite  their  selves  to  it, 
henceforth  it  is  under  the  imperious  obligation  to  combat  them,  for  their  banner  no  longer 
bears  a  political  creed,  but  is  only  a  pretext  for  robbery  and  slaughter.  My  duties  of  sover- 
ei^  oblige  me  to  protect  the  people  with  an  arm  of  iron ;  and  in  order  to  correspond  to  the 
wishes  loudly  expressed  from  all  parts,  we  declare,  as  head  of  the  nation,  with  a  full  con- 
sciousness of  our  sacred  mission  ana  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  us,  that  all  the  ^ngs  of  armed 
men  who  still  infest  some  parts  of  our  beautiful  country,  desolating  it,  disturbing  and  threat- 
ening the  hard-working  citizen  in  his  labor  and  liberty,  must  be  considered  as  bands  of 
banditti,  and  fall,  in  consequence,  under  the  inflexible  and  inexorable  severity  of  the  law. 
We,  therefore,  command  all  functionaries,  magistrates  and  military  commanders  of  the  nation 
to  pursue  and  destroy  them  with  all  their  power.  If  our  government  respects  every  political 
opinion,  it  cannot  tolerate  criminals  who  break  the  first  of  liberties  which  it  is  called  upon  to 
protect — that  of  the  person  and  that  of  property.

PROCLAMATION. 

Mexicans  :  The  cause  which  Don  Benito  Juarez  upheld  with  so  much  valor  and  'constancy 
succumbed  some  time  since,  not  only  to  the  national  will,  but  to  the  very  law  which  that 
leader  invoked  in  support  of  his  claims ;  and  to-day  even  the  bandits,  into  which  the  par- 
tisans of  the  cause  have  degenerated,  have  been  abandoned  by  the  departure  of  their  cliief 
from  his  native  soil.  The  national  government  was  for  a  long  time  indulgent,  extending 
clemency  so  far  as  to  give  those  misguided  men  who  were  ignorant  of  the  facts  an  oppor- 
tunity to  join  the  great  mugority  of  the  nation,  and  once  more  pursue  the  path  of  duty.    In 
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this  the  gOTemment  was  saceessiiil,  and  honorable  men  ran^;ed  themselves  under  its  1 
with  co^dence  in  the  just  and  liberal  principles  by  which  its  policj  is  shaped.  The  < 
of  disorder  was  sustained  only  bj  a  few  leaders,  whose  passions  stifled  their  patriotism ;  by 
the  most  demoralized  of  the  lower  classes,  too  ignorant  to  comprehend  political  princi^es, 
and  bj  a  lawless  soldiery,  such  as  always  remains  the  last  sad  vestige  of  civil  war. 

From  henceforth  the  contest  will  be  solely  between  the  respectable  men  of  the  nation  and 
bands  of  criminals  and  highwaymen.  There  can  be  no  more  leniency,  as  it  will  benefit  only 
bands  of  men  who  burn  villages  and  rob  and  assassinate  peaceful  citizens,  decrepit  old  men, 
and  defencless  women. 

The  government,  strong  in  its  power,  will  from  this  day  forth  administer  punishment  in 
flexibly,  as  called  for  by  the  laws  of  civilization,  the  rights  of  humanity,  and  the  require 
ments  of  morality.

DECREE. 

We,  Maximiliano,  emperor  of  Mexico,  by  the  advice  of  onr  council  of  ministais  and  of 
our  council  of  state,  do  decree  as  follow : 

Article  1.  All  persons  belonging  to  armed  bands  or  societies  not  legally  authorised, 
whether  of  a  political  nature  or  not,  whatever  be  the  number  of  those  forming  the  band,  or 
its  organization,  character,  or  denomination,  shall  be  tried  by  a  court-martial,  and,  if  found  ^ 
guilty,  if  onlv  of  the  act  of  belonein^  to  such  a  band,  they  shall  be  condemned  to  capital  pun-  * 
i8hment,  which  shall  be  executed  within  the  twenty-four  hours  next  ensuing  after  the  declara- 
tion of  the  sentence. 

Article  2.  Persons  belonging  to  the  bands  described  in  the  foregoing  article,  when  canrht 
using  arms,  shall  be  tried  by  the  commandant  of  the  force  making  the  capture,  who,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  such  apprehension,  shall  cause  the  offence  to  be  verbally  investigated, 
hearing  the  offender  in  his  own  defence.  A  record  of  such  investigation  shall  be  writtra 
down,  terminating  with  the  sentence,  which  shall  be  to  capital  pnnishm^it  should  the 
offender  be  found  ^;uilty,  if  even  solely  of  the  fact  of  belonging  to  the  band.  The  command- 
ing officer  shall  cftuse  the  sentence  to  be  executed  within  twenty-four  hours,  allowing  the 
culprit  to  receive  spiritual  consolation ;  and  after  execution  of  the  sentence  the  said  (Meet 
will  forward  a  record  of  the  proceedings  to  the.minister  of  war. 

Article  3.  Exemption  from  the  nenaltv  decreed  in  the  foregoing  articles  shall  be  allowed 
solely  to  such  persons  as  may  be  able  to  show  that  they  were  forcibly  kept  with  the  band,  or 
that  they  met  with  it  accidentally. 

Article  4.  If,  upon  holding  an  investigation,  as  prescribed  by  article  2,  evidence  should 
appear  tending  to  the  presumption  that  the  prisoner  had  been  forcibly  kept  with  the  band, 
without  having  committed  any  offence,  or  that,  without  belonging  to  such  a  band,  he 
had  accidentaUy  fallen  in  with  it,  then  in  such  case  the  commanding  officer  shall  not  pro 
nounce  sentence,  but  forward  the  presumed  offender,  together  with  a  written  statement  of 
the  proceedings,  to  die  proper  court-martial,  in  order  that  the  latter  may  try  the  case  in  ac- 
cordance with  article  1. 

Article  5.  The  following  persons  shall  be  tried  and  sentenced  conformably  to  article  1  of 
this  decree :  ] .  All  who  voluntarily  assist  guerillas  with  money,  or  g^ve  them  any  other 
species  of  material  aid.  2.  Those  who  may  give  them  information,  news,  or  advice.  3^ 
Those  who  voluntarily  transfer  or  sell  to  gfuerillas,  knowing  them  to  be  g^uerillas,  arms,  horses, 
ammunition,  provisions,  -or  any  other  articles  useful  in  warfare. 

Article  6.  The  following  persons  shall  also  be  tried  in  accordance  with  article  1,  viz:  1. 
Those  who  maintain  relations  with  guerillas  indicating  connivance  with  them.  2.  Those  who 
voluntarily  or  knowingly  conceal  guerillas  in  their  nouses  or  buildings.  3.  Those  who  cir- 
culate orally  or  in  writing  false  or  alarming  reports  tending  to  disturo  the  public  peace,  and 
such  as  make' any  demonstration  against  me  same.  4.  All  proprietors  or  administrators  of 
country  estates  who  neglect  to  g^ve  the  authorities  immediate  information  of  the  passage  of 
any  band  through  their  property.  The  offenders  mentioned  in  sections  1  and  2  of  this  article 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  of  from  six  months  to  two  years*  duration,  or  ¥rith  from 
one  to  three  months*  confinement  with  hard  labor,  according  to  the  gravity  of  the  offence. 
Any  person  alluded' to  in  section  2,  who  may  be  a  parent,  child,  husoand,  wife,  brother,  or 
sister  of  the  partv  concealed  shall  not  suffer  the  penalty  above  prescribed,  but  shall  remain 
under  the  surveillance  of  the  authorities  during  such  a  period  as  the  court-martial  may  direct. 
All  included  in  section  3  of  this  article  shall  be  punished  by  the  imposition  of  a  fine  of  from 
$25  to  $1,000,  or  imprisonment  of  from  one  to  twelve  months,  according  to  the  gravi^of 
the  offence.  Those  included  in  section  4  of  this  article  shall  be  punishea  by  the  imposition 
of  a  fine  of  from  $200,  to  $2,000. 

Article  7.  The  local  authorities  in  villages  who  fail  to  give  immediate  notice  to  their 
superior  authorities  of  the  passage  of  any  armed  body  of  men  through  their  Umits  sbaQ  be 
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pnmshed  gubernatoriallj  bj  the  said  superior  authorities,  bj  the  imposition  of  a  fine  of  fiom 
9200  to  $2,000,  or  with  unprisonment  from  three  months  up  to  two  years  in  duration. 

Article  8.  Anj  resident  of  a  village  or  town  who,  after  learning  of  the  approach  or  transit 
of  an  armed  body  of  men  through  the  district,  shall  fail  to  notify  the  authorities  of  the  flame» 
shall  be  subjected  to  the  payment  of  a  fine  varying  from  $5  to  ^500. 

Article  9.  All  the  male  inhabitants  of  any  town  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  fifty- 
five,  and  free  from  physical  disability,  are  required,  in  the  event  of  the  town  being  threatened 
by  any  hostile  band,  to  come  forward  for  its  defence  immediatelv  upon  being  ^lled  upon ; 
and  should  they  refuse  to  act,  they  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  firom  |5  to  $200,  or  by  from 
fifteen  days*  to  four  months'  imprisonment.  Should  me  authorities  deem  it  more  advisable 
to  punish  the  town  for  not  having  defended  itself,  a  fine  of  from  $200  to  $2,000  may  be  im- 
posed, and  the  same  shall  be  paid  jointly  by  those  refusing  to  come  forward  for  the  defence 
of  the  place,  as  provided  by  this  article. 

Article  10.  All  proprietors  or  administrators  of  landed  property  who,  although  able  to 
defend  themselves,  snail  take  no  steps  to  prevent  the  invasion  of  guerillas  or  other  outlaws, 
or  who  shall  fail  to  notify  the  nearest  military  post  without  delay  of  such  occupation,  or  who 
shall  receive  worn-out  or  wounded  horses  belonging  to  lawless  bands  upon  their  property, 
without  informing  the  said  authorities,  shall  be  punisned  by  a  fine  of  firom  f  100  to  $2,000,  ac- 
cording to  the  gravity  of  the  offence;  and  if  of^  sufiicieut  gravity,  they  may  be  consigned  to 
prison  and  handed  over  to  the  proper  court-martial,  to  be  tried  in  accordance  with  this  law. 
The  fine  shall  be  paid  bv  the  offender  to  the  revenue  officer  for  the  district  wherein  the  prop- 
•rty  may  be  situated.    The  first  provision  of  this  article  shall  apply  to  villages. 

Article  11.  Any  official,  whether  political,  military,  or  municipal,  who  shall  fail  to  pro- 
ceed conformably  to  the  provisions  of  this  law  against  parties  who  may  be  charged  with  the 
offences  mentioned,  or  against  those  suspected  of  having  committed  the  same,  shall  be  pun- 
•  ished  gubernatorially  b^  a  fine  of  from  $50  to  $1,000 ;  and  should  it  appear  that  such  neg- 
lect arose  from  complicity  with  the  delinauents,  the  said  official  shall,  by  order  of  the  gov- 
ernment, be  handed  over  to  a  court-martial,  in  order  that  he  may  be  duly  tried  and  a  pemdtj 
decreed  suitable  to  the  gravity  of  the  offence. 

Article  ]  2.  Robbers  shall  be  tried  and  sentenced  in  accordance  with  article  1  of  this 
decree,  whatever  may  be  the  manner  and  circumstances  of  the  robbery. 

Article  13.  The  sentences  of  death  rendered  for  the  crimes  described  in  this  decree  shall 
be  executed  within  the  periods  stated,  and  no  petitions  for  pardon  will  be  received.  When 
a  sentence  other  than  capital  is  rendered  against  a  foreigner,  after  record  has  been  made  of 
the  sentence,  the  government  may  use  its  privilege  to  expel  all  dangerous  foreigners  from 
the  national  territory. 

Article  14.  Full  amnesty  will  be  granted  to  all  who  have  belonged  or  do  now  belong  to 
armed  bands,  if  they  present  themselves  to  tte  authorities  before  the  15th  of  November  next: 
provided  always  that  they  have  committed  no  other  offence,  reckoning  from  the  date  of  the 
present  decree.  The  autnorities  will  take  possession  of  the  arms  of  such  as  present  them* 
selves  for  amnesty. 

Article  15.  The  government  reserves  the  right  to  declare  when  the  provisions  of  this 
decree  shall  cease. 

Our  ministers  are  intrusted  with  the  execution  of  this  decree  as  far  as  each  is  concerned, 
and  they  will  issue  the  necessary  orders  for  its  strict  observance.

ADDRESS. 

Mexicans:  We  celebrate  to-day  the  mepnory  of  a  man  bom  in  obscurity,  from  the  lowest 
ranks  of  the  people,  and  who  occupies  now  one  of  the  highest  and  most  illustrious  places  in 
tbe  glorious  history  of  our  country.    A  representative  of  the  mixed  races,  to  whom  man's 
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false  pride,  outraging^  the  Rtiblime  precepts  of  our  gospel,  refused  to  grant  what  is  doe  to 
tbem,  he  has  written  his  name  in  golden  letters  on  the  pages  of  immortalitj.  How  lias  he 
done  it?  With  two  qualities  which  are  the  virtues  of  a  true  citizen:  the  patriotism  and 
courage  of  an  indomitable  conviction. 

He  wanted  the  independence  of  his  country ;  he  wanted  it  with  the  consciousness  of  the 
justice  of  his  cause;  and  God,  who  helps  always  those  who  have  faith  in  their  mission,  bad 
gifled  him  with  the  peculiar  qualities  of  a  great  leader.  We  have  seen  the  humble  son  of  the 
people  triumph  on  tne  battle-field ;  we  saw  him,  a  poor  curate,  govern  the  provinces  under 
nis  command  in  the  difficult  moments  of  their  painful  regeneration ;  we  saw  him  die  in  shed- 
ding blood  like  a  martyr  to  freedom  and  independence ;  but  this  man  will  live  forever,  for 
the  triumph  of  his  principles  is  the  basis  of  our  nationality. 

As  a  free  and  democratic  country,  Mexico  has  the  happiness  to  show  the  history  of  its 
rej^neration  and  freedom  represented  by  heroes  belonging  to  all  classes  of  human  society, 
ofall  the  races  who  form  now  an  indivisible  nation. 

This  happiness  constitutes  its  futurity.  Every  one  of  them  has  worked  with  the  same 
patriotic  zeal  fbr  the  g^ood  of  the  country.  All  of  them  have  the  same  rights  of  enjoying  tbe 
Denefits  of  their  arduous  task,  and  thus  to  proclaim  equality,  which  is  the  only  and  true  baas 
of  a  nation  which  respects  itself. 

Let  the  movement  which  we  inaugurate  to-day  for  Morello's  one  hundredth  anniversaiy 
be  a  stimulant  to  new  generations,  so  that  they  learn  from  the  great  citizen  the  qualities 
which  make  the  invincible  strength  of  our  nation.

[Extracts.] 

No.  14. 1  Legation  of  the  United  States  op  America, 

Mexico,  October  28,  1S65. 

Sir:  I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatches  Nos.  105  and 
106,  dated,  respectively,  September  14  and  30.  They  were  both  received  by 
me  yesterday  morning. 

In  my  despatch  No.  13,  of  September  10,  I  informed  you  that  M.  F.  Maury, 
formerly  of  Washington,  would  probably  be  appointed  by  Maximilian  "  impe- 
rial commissioner  of  immigration."  Since  that  time  he  has  received  this  ap- 
pointmont,  become  a  naturalized  Mexican  citizen,  and  been  named  honorary 
counsellor  of  state.  J.  B.  Magruder,  formerly  an  officer  in  the  regular  army  of 
the  United  States,  and  lately  a  general  in  the  confederate  army,  has  also  be- 
come a  Mexican  citizen,  and  been  charged  with  the  supervision  of  the  survey  of 
lands  for  colonization.  Their  scheme  for  bringing  planters  from  the  United 
States  to  Mexico  promises  even  thus  early  to  prove  an  almost  complete  failure. 
I  mention  these  gentlemen  on  account  of  the  prominent  positions  which  one  of 

them,  at  least,  has  held  under  the  United  States  government. 

•  •  •  •  •  •  • 

On  the  13th  of  this  month  Colonel  Ramon  Mendez,  with  fouriiundred  infan- 
try and  three  hundred  cavalry  soldiers,  overtook  and  defeated,  at  Santa  Ana 
Amatlan,  the  liberal  forces,  amounting  to  one  thousand  men,  mostly  infantry, 
under  the  command  of  General  Salazar.  The  imperialists  took  prisoner  Arte- 
aga,  general-in-chief  of  the  army  of  the  centre;  Salazar,  the  general  command- 
ing and  governor  of  the  department ;  four  crtlonels,  five  lieutenant  colonels,  eight 
captains,  and  many  other  subaltern  officers.  They  also  captured  four  hundred 
of  the  troop,  the  armament,  horses  and  park. 

It  has  been  reported  here  for  the  last  three  days,  and  generally  believed,  that 
on  the  21  St  instant  Generals  Arteaga  and  Salazar  and  the  four  colonels  were 
shot  in  Uruapan.  No  official  account  of  the  disposition  made  of  them  has  been 
publii*hed.

The  second  of  this  month,  Maximilian  issued  an  address  to  the  Mexican  peo- 
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pie,  -wbich  te  begins  by  saying:  "The  cause  which  Don  Benito  Juarez  sus- 
tained with  so  much  valor  and  constancy  has  now  fallen,  not  only  by  the  na- 
tional will,  but  before  the  law  itself,  which  this  chief  invoked  in  aid  of  his  titles* 
To-day  even  the  little  band  into  which  said  cause  degenerated  is  abandoned 
by  the  departure  of  its  chief  from  his  native  country."  He  then  goes  on  to  say 
that  the  national  government  for  a  long  time  has  been  indulgent  and  prodigal 
of  its  clemency,  in  order  to  allow  those  who  had  been  misled,  who  did  not  know 
the  facts,  to  unite  themselves  to  the  majority  of  the  nation,  and  place  themselves 
again  in  the  path  of  duty ;  but  that  this  indulgence  now  ceases,  as  those  alone 
who  burn  towns  and  who  rob  and  assassinate  peaceable  citizens,  miserable  old 
men,  and  defenceless  women,  would  profit  by  it. 

In  accordance  with  the  idea  contained  in  the  above-mentioned  address,  on  the 
3d  instant  a  decree  was  published,  the  first  article  of  which  declares  that  all 
those  who  may  belong  to  armed  bands  which  may  not  be  legally  authorized, 
whether  they  proclaim  or  not  any  political  pretext,  and  whatever  may  be  the 
number  of  those  who  form  the  band,  their  organization  and  the  character  and 
denomination  which  they  may  give  themselves,  shall  be  judged  by  courts-mar- 
tial, and  if  found  guilty,  although  it  may  be  only  of  the  fact  of  belonging  to  the 
band,  shall  be  condemned  to  capital  punishment  and  executed  within  twenty- 
four  hours.  Other  articles  provide  for  the  punishment  of  thbse  who  may  have 
corresponded  with,  secreted,  or  in  any  way  aided  those  mentioned  in  article 
first ;  but  I  refer  particularly  to  article  first,  as  it  shows  that  all  those  belonging 
to  the  armies  fighting  for  the  republican  government  will  be  shot  if  taken  pris- 
oners by  the  imperial  troops.  Article  fourteenth  grants  an  amnesty  to  all  tbose 
who  may  have  belonged  or  who  may  now  belong  to  such  armed  bands,  if  they 

present  themselves  to  the  authorities  before  the  fifteenth  of  next  month. .

Some  time  next  month,  probably. on  the  5th,  the  emperor  will  leave  this  city 
to  visit  Yucatan ;  the  empress  will  accompany  him  as  far  as  Jalapa.

[Translation.] 

Mexican  Legation  to  the  United  States  op  America, 

New  York,  November  20,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  In  my  note  of  th^  25th  October  last  I  sent  you  a  copy  of 
a  decree  dated  3d  October,  issued  by  the  usurper  who  pretends  to  be  the  ruler 
of  Mexico,  authorized  by  his  signature  and  those  of  his  accomplices,  members 
of  his  cabinet,  in  which  all  Mexicans  defending  the  independence  of  their  coun- 
try, and  even  those  who  conceal  or  aid  the  patriots  in  any  way,  are  ordered  to 
be  shot  without  trial  or  judgment  of  any  kind. 

This  barbarous  and  bloody  decree,  the  most  cruel  ever  yet  seen,  has  already 
begun  to  be  executed.  It  is  now  my  painful  duty  to  inform  vou  that  on  the 
13th  of  October  last  the  Generals  Arteaga  and  Salazar,  and  Colonel  Diaz 
Paracbo,  Villa  Gomez,  Perez  Milicua,  and  Villanos,  five  lieutenant  colonels,  eight 
commandants,  and  a  number  of  subordinate  officers,  were  surprised  and  taken 

Srisoners  by  the  French  forces  in  the  town  of  Santa  Ana  Amatlan,  State  of 
[ichoacan,  as  appears  from  the  official  despatch  sent  to  the  usurper,  of  which 
I  enclose  a  copy  in  French. 
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These  generals  and  colonels  belonged  to  the  regular  army  of  the  republic 
were  officers  of  education  and  profession,  and  had  fought  for  the  independence 
of  their  country  from  the  time  the  French  first  landed  in  Mexico. 

General  Arteaga  had  reached  the  highest  rank  in  the  Mexican  army,  and 
had  recently  succeeded  ex-General  Draga  in  command  in  the  army  of  the  centre. 
He  was  thoroughly  loyal,  a  patriot  without  blemish,  and  enjoyed  a  high  repu- 
tation of  honesty  and  probity  among  his  fellow-countrymen  of  all  political  shades. 
His  constancy  and  suffering  in  the  campaign  against  the  French,  Austrian  and 
Belgian  invaders  in  the  State  of  Michoacan,  for  the  last  two  years,  would  suf- 
fice to  give  him  great  reputation  if  he  had  not  already  possessed  one.  His 
humanity  was  proverbial,  as  the  French,  Belgian,  and  Austrian  soldiers  who 
were  taken  prisoners  by  his  forces  at  different  times  can  testify. 

The  other  chiefs  and  officers  who  were  made  prisoners  with  General  Arteaga, 
though  they  had  not  arrived  at  the  high  position  of  their  leader,  were  not  less 
lespectable  and  worthy. 

These  distinguished  Mexicans  were  executed  in  accordance  with  the  above- 
mentioned  bloody  decree  of  the  usurper  of  Mexico.  I  have  information,  of  Uie 
truth  of  which,  unhappily,  there  is  no  doubt,  that  the  two  generals  and  four  colo- 
nels were  barbarously  sacrificed,  in  flagrant  violation  of  the  laws  of  war  and 
every  principle  of  justice.  But  the  consequences  of  these  sanguinary  murders 
must  finally  be  favorable  to  the  cause  of  Mexican  nationality ;  for  such  acts  of 
barbarism  will  not  be  tolerated  by  the  Mexican  people,  who  will  punish  the  inva- 
ders and  their  instrument,  so  openly  violating  all  the  customs  of  nations  and 
every  principle  of  justice. 

In  communicating  to  you  the  news  of  these  unpleasant  events,  I  embrace 
the  occasion  to  renew  the  assurances  of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

From  the  **  Estafette,"  a  French  paper  published  in  theeity  of  Mexico,  of  the  3]«£  October,  1665. 

Colonel  Mendez  made  the  following  report  to  the  War  Department  of  his  expedition  agiunst 
the  disaffected  of  Michoacan: 

On  the  6th  I  left  Morelia  with  the  imperial  battalion  and  two  sqnadrons  of  the  4th  regi- 
ment of  cavalry,  commanded  bj  Colonel  Wenceslans  Santa  Cmz,  and  took  the  road  to  Pau- 
cnaro,  where  I  arriyed  on  the  7th.  The  rest  of  m^  brigade  ioined  me  in  the  night,  and  oo 
the  8th  I  started  for  Uruapan,  where  all  the  forces  of  the  enemj,  under  Arteaga,  were 
assembled. 

I  arriyed  in  sight  of  Umapan  at  three  o* clock  on  the  9th,  but  a  seyere  storm  preyented  me 
from  entering  the  town.  Tne  streams  had  risen  so  high,  my  forces  were  separated  into  three 
sections.  I  could  not  cross  the  torrents  till  midnight  The  enemy  had  seyeral  diyisions. 
One  of  700  men,  under  Ronda  and  Riya  Palacio,  started  towards  Paracho ;  another  of  600  men, 
under  Zepeda,  Martinez,  and  Simon  Quttierez,  took  the  direction  of  Los  Reyes ;  and  the 
rest  of  the  forces  were  commanded  by  Arteaga  and  his  subordinates,  Salazar  and  Dial 
Paracho.  He  had  many  officers  following  his  headquarters,  and  forces  to  the  number  of 
ten  or  twelve  hundred  men.    This  column  marched  towards  Tancitaro. 

On  the  10th  I  rested  awhile,  intending  to  pursue  Arteaga.  It  is  useless  to  inform  you  that 
I  flanked  the  enemy,  instead  of  fronting  them,  so  as  to  threaten  both  detachments  and  deceive 
Arteaga,  who  was  my  main  object 

On  the  12th  I  left  San  Juan  and  reached  Tancitaro,  where  the  enemy  was  posted.  He 
left,  and  I  pursued  with  my  guerillas  for  t^ree  leagues.  I  was  sure  of  oyertaking  him  and 
whipping  him  before  night,  Dut  that  would  not  secure  the  leaders,  so  I  made  a  halt  at 
Tancitaro. 

At  3  o*clock  this  morning  I  took  400  infantry  with  300  cayalry  and  started  for  Santa  Ana 
Amatlan,  where  I  would  wait  for  Arteaga  and  defeat  him.  In  fact,  the  enemy  could  not 
belieye  it  possible  for  me  to  march  twelve  leagues  a  day  in  such  hot  weather.  It  did  cost  me 
fourteen  men,  and  most  of  the  horses  of  the  4th  regiment  are  foundered ;  but  I  attained  mj 
end :  the  enemy  is  completely  routed.

Among  my  prisoners  U  the  commander-in-chief,  Arteaga,  Qenenil  Salazar,  Colonel  Diai 
Paracho,  Villa  Omnez,  Perez  Milicua,  and  VillanoSf  five  lieatenant  colonels,  eight  com- 
manders, and  a  laree  nnmber  of  subordinate  officers,  a  list  of  whose  names  I  will  send 
jon.  All  the  supplies,  munitions  of  war  and  horses,  mostly  useless,  have  fallen  into 
our  hands.  We  have  400  prisoners,  most  of  whom  I  will  release,  as  thej  were  enlisted  by 
force  along  the  line  of  march. 

The  government  alone  can  appreciate  this  yictorj.  I  must  make  honorable  mention  of 
Lieutenant  Bangel,  of  the  4th  cayalry,  whom  I  promised,  in  his  Maiestj's  name,  to  promote 
to  a  capt^ncy,  and  for  whom  I  solicit  the  cross  of  knight  of  the  order  of  Guadalupe.  This 
brave  officer  entered  the  city  at  the  head  of  twenty  men,  and  we  are  much  indebted  to  him 
for  the  victory.  Second  Lieutenant  Navia,  of  the  imperial  battalion,  with  only  ei^ht  men, 
followed  RangeL  I  have  made  him  no  promises,  because  he  belongs  to  my  battalion.  In 
due  time  I  wUl  make  a  proper  report  ot  the  gallant  conduct  of  these  two  officers,  that  the 
worthy  may  wear  upon  their  breasts  an  honorable  signal  of  their  bravery,  serving  to  encourage 
Uieir  companions. 

I  congratulate  your  excellency,  and  beg  you  to  inform  my  august  sovereign  of  this  memd*- 
cable  day.    God  grant  you  many  years.

Sir  :  With  reference  to  my  despatch  of  the  30th  instant,  No.  297,  it  is  now 
my  painful  duty  to  acquaint  you  that  information  has  been  received  from  the 
minister  of  the  republican  government  of  Mexico  accredited  ^  this  government 
to  the  effect  that  the  sanguinary  policy  referred  to  in  the  above-named  despatch 
has  actually  been  inaugurated  oy  the  execution  of  several  distinguished  officers 
of  the  liberal  forces  who  had  been  surprised  and  captured  by  the  imperialist 
forces  in  the  town  of  Santa  Ana  Amatlan,  namely.  Grenerals  Arteaga  and  Salazar, 
and  Colonels  Diaz  Paracho,  Villa  Gomez,  Perez  Milicua  and  Villanos,  five  lieu- 
tenant colonels,  eight  commanders,  and  a  number  of  subordinate  officers. 

It  devolves  upon  me  to  instruct  you  again  to  call  the  serious  attention  of  the 
imperial  government  to  this  subject,  and  to  inform  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  that 
these  reports  have  been  received  with  the  most  profound  concern  by  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States.  If  upon  investigation  they  should  prove,  as  there 
is  too  strong  ground  for  believing,  that  they  are  well  founded,  we  cannot  suffer 
ourselves  to  doubt  that,  so  far  as  the  government  of  France  is  concerned,  it  can 
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never  coantenance  proceedings  which  are  so  repagnaut  to  the  spntiments  of 
modeiTi  civiliEation  wnd  the  instincts  of  humanity.

Ue  (Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys)  here  referred  to  the  representation  I  had  made 
in  regard  to  the  shooting  of  the  Mexican  prisoners  taken  in  war,  and  also  to  the 
car»e  of  Madame  de  Iturbide.  Why,  he  said,  do  you  not  go  to  President  Juarez  I 
We  are  not  the  government  of  Mexico,  and  you  do  us  too  much  honor  to  treat 
us  as  such.  We  had  to  go  to  Mexico  with  an  army  to  secure  certain  important 
interests,  but  we  are  not  responsible  for  Maximilian  or  his  govemmeut.  He  is 
accountable  to  you,  as  to  any  other  government,  if  he  violated  its  rights,  and 
you  have  the  same  remedies  there  that  we  had.

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

WashiTigton,  January  5,  1866. 
Mr.  Acting  Secretary  :  On  referring  to  my  notes  of  the  25th  of  October 
and  20th  of  November  last  to  your  department,  relative  to  the  declaration  of  war 
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to  tbe  death  made  hy  the  French  and  their  agents  in  Mexico  against  the  citizens 
of  that  republic  who  are  defending  the  independence  of  their  country,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  assassination  of  Major  General  Arteaga  and  sereral  of  bis  compan- 
ions in  arms,  conformably  to  tbe  spirit  of  that  determination,  I  now  have  the 
honor  to  send  you  the  copy  of  a  letter  from  that  general  to  his  mother,  written 
from  Uruapan,  dated  October  20,  1865,  on  the  evening  of  the  day  before  his 
sacrifice. 

This  important  document  shows,  in  the  first  place,  that  the  assassination  of 
General  Arteaga  is  an  accomplished  fact,  notwithstanding  the  endeavors  of  the 
French  to  conceal  it ;  and  it  shows,  moreover,  that  it  was  premeditated  and  ex- 
ecuted by  orders  from  Mexico,  or  by  command  of  the  French  general-in-chief 
of  the  invading  army,  or  by  the  French  agent  in  that  city,  on  whom  they  try  to 
lay  the  responsibility  of  their  conduct. 

It  appears,  in  fact,  as  well  from  the  letter  I  enclose  as  from  the  official  report 
of  the  capture  of  those  officers,  which  I  sent  you  in  my  note  of  the  20th  Novem- 
ber last,  that  they  were  captured  since  the  13th  of  October,  and  it  is  inferred 
from  the  same  letter  that  they  were  shot  on  the  21st  of  the  same  month,  after  a 
period  of  eight  days.  If  they  had  been  executed  according  to  the  usurper's 
sanguinary  decree  of  the  3d  October,  without  the  interference  of  the  superior 
French  agents  residing  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  they  would  have  been  tried  by  a 
court-martial  within  twenty-four  hours  after  their  capture,  (art.  2,)  and  shot 
within  the  next  twenty-four  hours,  (art.  1 ;)  and,  besides,  the  term  of  eight  days 
wad  more  than  enough  time  to  send  from  Uruapan  to  the  city  of  Mexico  and  get 
an  answer  about  the  destiny  of  the  prisoners. 

The  assassins  have  not  had  the  manliness  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  their 
crime,  but  have  tried  to  conceal  it,  or  impose  the  guilt  of  it  upon  an  unhappy 
traitor  officer  who  has  joined  the  conquerors  of  his  country. 

I  accept  this  occasion  to  renew  to  you,  sir,  the  assurances  of  my  distinguished 
consideration.

Mexican  Lbgation  in  the  United  States  op  America, 

Washington,  January  22,  1866. 
Mr.  Acting  Secretary  :  In  reference  to  my  notes  of  the  25th  of  October 
and  20th  of  November  last,  and  of  tbe  5tb  instant,  relative  to' tbe  so-calle(^  decree 
of  the  usurper  of  Mexico,  issued  the  3d  of  October,  ordering  tbe  assar  unatioit 
30  d  €•• 
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of  all  Mexicans  defending  the  independence  of  their  country,  and  especially  to  the 
aBsassination  of  General  Arteaga  and  some  of  hia  companions-in-arme,  I  now 
have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  various  documents  relating  to  this  same  suh- 
ject,  showing  how  far  the  barbarism  of  the  usurper  and  his  abettors  is  carried. 

The  first  of  these  documents  is  a  letter  from  General  Don  Carlos  Salazar,  of 
the  national  army  of  Mexico,  who  was  captured  and  sacrificed  at  the  same  time 
with  General  Arteaga,  to  his  family,  a  snort  time  before  his  death.  In  it  are 
found  sentiments  of  the  purest  patriotism,  and  a  consciousness  of  the  fulfilment 
of  duty.  General  Salazar  suffered  death  with  the  resignation  of  a  true  martyr. 
These  iniquitous  assassinations  occasioned  an  energetic  protest^  a  copy  in 
English  of  which  is  enclosed,  of  the  Belgian  officers  who  were  made  prisoners 
in  the  battle  of  Tacambaro  on  the  11th  of  April,  1865,  and  remained  in  General 
Arteaga's  hands  from  that  time,  as  prisoners  of  war,  addressed  to  the  usurper 
Ferdinand  Maximilian. 

You  will  here  see  the  great  contrast  between  the  conduct  of  the  Mexican  au- 
thorities and  the  usurper's  agents  in  the  treatment  of  prisoners  taken  from  the 
legion  of  mercenary  adventurers,  who  even  doubted  whether  the  rights  of  war 
would  be  accorded  to  them  or  not ;  the  usurper's  agents,  in  violation  of  every 
principle  of  justice  and  every  sentiment  of  humanity,  assassinate  every  Mexican 
who  defends  the  independence  of  his  country. 

It  is  not  alone  in  Michoacan  that  these  horrible  crimes  have  been  committed, 
but  wherever  French  soldiers  have  dominion  similar  scenes  are  witnessed.  There 
was  a  like  case  in  Tamaulipas  lately,  the  particulars  of  which  you  will  find  in 
the  notes  exchanged,  at  the  beginnhig  of  this  month,  between  General  Weitzel, 
commanding  the  United  States  forces  on  the  Rio  Grande,  who  protests  in  the 
name  of  the  civilized  world  against  these  excesses,  and  the  traitor  Thomas 
Mejia,  the  French  agent  at  Matamoras,  and  a  person  calling  himself  B.  Clay 
Crawford,  general  of  division  in  the  Mexican  army. 

These  communications,  of  which  I  enclose  copies,  have  been  published  by 
the  papers  of  this  country,  and  their  authenticity  is  not  doubted. 

I  profit  by  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  you,  sir,  the  assurance  of  my  diatiii** 
guished  consideration.

Sir  :  Wo  have  learned  with  horror  and  dismay  of  the  act  committed  by  Colonel  Mepdez, 
who,  in  violation  of  all  the  laws  of 'humanity  and  war,  has  executed  a  number  of  officers  of 
the  liberal  army  taken  prisoners  by  him.  In  all  civilized  countries  military  officers  respect 
prisoners  of  war.  The  liberal  army — to  which  you  refuse  to  accord  even  the  name  of  army — 
pays  a  greater  respect  to  those  laws  than  the  leaders  of  your  forces ;  for  we,  who  are  prisoners, 
are  respected  by  all,  from  generals  down  to  private  soldiers.  Were  we  not  with  a  genuine 
liberal  force,  the  act  of  Colonel  Mendez  might  provoke  a  bloody  revenge ;  and  we  Belgians, 
who  C4une  to  Mexico  solely  in  order  to  act  as  a  guard  to  our  princess,  but  whom  you  have 
forced  to  fight  against  principles  identical  with  our  own,  might  have  expiated  with  our  blood 
the  crime  of  a  man  who  is  a  traitor  to  his  country.  We  hope,  sire,  that  this  act  of  barbarity 
will  not  remain  unpunished,  and  that  you  will  cause  the  laws  existing  among  all  civilized 
nations  to  be  respected.  We  protest  most  earnestly  against  this  unworthy  act,  hoping  that 
the  Belgian  name  will  not  much  longer  continue  mixed  up  with  this  iniquitous  war.

To  the  Repretentatives  of  the  Belgian  Nation  : 

Gentlemen  :  The  Mexican  question  has  firequently  been  discussed  by  you,  but  the  chief 
point  has  been  the  legality  or  illegality  of  recruiting  for  the  Belgian  legion.  Now,  however, 
on  event  of  greckt  gravity  obliges  us  to  call  your  attention  to  it  anew.  The  lives  of  two  hun- 
dred Belgian  prisoners  are  involved.  Considering  the  question  some  time  back,  the  force 
'Was  intended  solely  as  a  guard  of  honor  voluntarily  offered  for  the  protection  of  a  Belgian 
princess.  The  emperor,  disregarding  the  special  service  for  which  toe  legion  was  destined 
and  the  neutrality  of  the  Belgian  nation,  ordered  us  to  take  the  field,  and  being  Belgian  sol- 
diers, we  obeyed,  and  marched  to  the  front  cheerfully,  animated  by  the  love  of  war.  Al- 
thoogh  we  achieved  triumphs,  we  also,  unfortunately,  sustained  reverses,  and  two  hundred 
of  us  Belgians  are  prisoners.  Without  taking  our  position  into  consideration,  the  emperor 
recently  issued  a  decree  which  may  cause  terrible  results.  It  announces  to  the  repubhcans 
that  after  the  15th  of  November  aU  persons  caught  with  arms  in  theij^  h^ds  would  be  shot. 
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At  the  commencement  of  this  month  an  imperialist  colonel,  named  Mendez — an  ex-repnbli- 
can,  who  sold  himself  to  the  empire — a  man  hating^  the  Belgians,  took  a  large  number  of 

Prisoners  fi'om  the  republican  army  in  a  fi^ht,  including  two  ^nerals  and  several  officers  of 
igh  rank,  whom  he  caused  to  be  shot,  without  regard  to  mihtarj  law,  and  without  waiting 
for  the  expiration  of  the  period  fixed  by  the  decree,  stating,  afler  the  execution,  to  persons 
who  remonstrated  with  him  upon  the  enormity  of  the  deed,  **  What  matters  it?  They  can 
only  revenge  themselves  upon  the  Belgians."  This  alluded  to  the  fact  that  all  the  other 
(French)  prisoners  had  been  exchanged. 

We  expe(,^ted  that  all  the  Belgian  prisoners  would  be  put  to  death ;  but  the  republic  of 
Mexico  facing  great  and  generous,  like  all  free  nations,  deferred  to  act  until  after  learning  the 
action  of  the  administration  of  the  empire  toward  this  Colonel  Mendez. 

The  emperor  is  very  fond  of  this  man.  He  has  already  sacrificed  our  brave  colonel,  and 
he  may  sacrifice  the  lives  of  all  the  Belgian  prisoners. 

Gentlemen,  it  is^  incumbent  upon  you  to  intervene.  The  Belgian  legion  desired  long  since 
to  return  to  its  native  coimtry.  It  did  ndt  wish  to  take  part  in  this  iniquitous  war,  or  to 
serve  longer  under  an  empire  wherein  such  deeds  are  allowed  to  be  committed. 

Representatives  of  the  nation,  your  duty  calls  you  to  act  wherever  the  Belgian  name  is  at 
stake.    This  is  not  a  question  of  party,  but  of  nationality. 

Representatives  of  Belgiimi,  remember  our  motto,  "Unity  and  strength."  It  behooves 
you  to  speak.  We  call  upon  you  in  the  name  of  Belgium,  whose  honest  confidence  has  been 
abused.  Representatives  of  Belgium,  it  behooves  you  to  see  that  the  blood  of  Belgians  be 
not  sacrificed.    In  the  name  of  the  country  do  your  duty.

General  :  Information  has  just  reached  me  that  a  number  of  soldiers  belohging  to  the 
*army  of  the  republic  of  Mexico  were  this  morning  captured  in  battle  by  the  soldiers  of  the 
so-called  emperor  of  Mexico,  and  that,  by  the  orders  of  the  traitor  Mejia,  ttiey  are  to  be  shot 
to  death  at  daylight  to-morrow. 

I  wish,  genera^  to  protest,  in  the  name  of  humanity,  against  this  violation  of  the  usages 
of  civilized  warfare,  and  to  request  that  you,  on  the  part  of  the  republic  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  prevent  this  atrocious  murder  of  patriots  in  cold  blood  by  the  tools  of  the  Aos- 
trian  Usurper. 

The  opinions  of  the  people  and  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  in  relation  to  the 
inhuman  orders  of  Maximilian  are  well  known. 

To  permit  the  patriotic  soldiers  of  a  sister  republic,  with  which  we  preserve  diplomatic  re- 
lations, to  be  butchered  within  sight  of  the  flag  of  the  United  States,  and  within  sound  of 
an  army  of  United  States  troops,  is  to  prove  ItSse  to  every  principle  held  dear  by  an  Ameri- 
can citizen.

The  business  to  which  the  protest  in  your  note  refers  has  now  been  brought  before  com- 
petent tribunals,  and  no  one  has  a  right  to  suspend  the  proceedings. 

For  your  individual  cognition  I  will  add  that  the  persons  in  question  are  accused  of  having 
taken  by  force  of  arms  thirteen  wagons,  twenty-six  mules  and  horses,  and  robbed  thirteen 
persons. 

It  would  be  very  strange,  general,  if  in  the  middle  of  this  nineteenth  centurv  the  bandits 
and  fighting  robbers  were  to  receive  help  and  protection  from  the  civilized  world. 

By  the  same  occasion  I  see  myself  obligated  to  remind  you  of  the  contents  of  the  letter 
which  I  haj  the  honor  to  address  you  on  the  21st  of  last  December.     I  shall  return  without 
answer  all  communications  of  the  character  and  couched  in  the  language  of  the  one  now 
before  me.

General  :  I  have  received  your  letter  dated  19th  instant,  transmitting  me  the  instruc- 
tions which  you  have  received  from  New  Orleans,  and  informing  me  that  I  must  consider  aa 
belligerents  the  Juarist  bands  of  Mexico,  without  applying  to  them  the  name  of  bandits, 
seeing  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  recognizes  that  of  Juarez,  for  whom  these 
forces  are  fighting. 

Hereafter,  general,  I  will  not  answer  letters  of  the  character  and  couched  in  the  language 
of  the  one  which  now  occupies  me.* 

The  Mexican  authorities  do  not  receive  other  commands,  nor  do  they  submit  to  any  other 
will,  than  that  of  the  government  of  Mexifo.    The  conduct  of  the  forces  to  whom  you 
allude,  and  the  decree  of  October  3  last,  have  defined  uniformly  the  position  of  said 
forces  in  the  country,  and  in  that  position  will  they  now  be  considered  in  Mexico.

Mexican  Lboation  to  thb  United  States  op  America, 

Washington,  Fthruary  20,  1866. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  you  two  printed  communications, 
of  undoubted  authenticity,  which  passed  between  Oeneral  Riva  Palacio,  acting 
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as  commander  of  the  annj  of  the  centre  of  the  Mexican  republic,  and  General 
Bazaine,  commander-in-chief  of  the  French  army  now  invading  that  republic. 
The  first  is  from  Tacambaro,  (State  of  Michoacan,)  the  27th  of  November  last, 
m  regard  to  an  exchange  of  prisoners,  soon  afterwards  effected ;  and  the  second 
is  from  the  cHy  of  Mexico,  the  16th  of  the  same  month. 

I  also  enclose  a  passport,  in  French  and  Spanish,  given  by  the  said  General 
Bazaine  to  Greneral  Don  Santiago  Tapia,  one  of  the  prisoners  exchanged  at  the 
time,  who  showed  it  to  me  in  New  York,  on  his  way  to  the  northern  ^ntier, 
where  he  has  gone  to  continue  his  duty  as  a  soldier  and  patriot. 

My  object  in  sending  you  these  documents  is  to  keep  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment informed  of  the  conduct  of  the  invaders  of  Mexico,  and  I  now  call  your 
attention  to  the  inconsistency  of  treating  Mexicans  as  belligerents,  after  once 
having  denied  them  that  right.  The  French  age  nt,  Maximilian,  after  having 
denied  all  rights  of  belligerents  to  the  soldiers  of  the  republic,  whom  he  proclaims 
as  bandits  in  his  decree  of  the  3d  of  October  last,  ana  shoots  without  trial,  in 
conformity  to  his  decree,  even  though  they  belong  to  regularly  organized  forces, 
How  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  invaders,  negotiates  a  fbrmal  exchange  of  pris- 
oners with  General  Riva  Palacio,  whom  he  calls  general  and  flatters  with  cour- 
teous language  for  his  humanity  to  French  prisoners.  To  say  the  least,  this  sig- 
nifies an  acknowlod  gment  of  the  rights  of  belligerents  to  the  forces  of  t  he  republican 
army.  The  evident  object  of  this .  inconsistency  is  to  gain  the  release  of  the 
Fi'ench  prisoners ;  and  it  is  an  open  confession,  forced  from  the  invaders  of  Mexican 
soil,  that  those  forces  defending  the  independence  of  their  country  are  not  dis- 
organized bands  of  highway  robbers,  as  they  assert,  and  it  is  unjust  and  absurd 
to  deny  them  the  considerations  usually  extended  to  all  belligerents  throughout 
«the  civilized  world. 

I  embrace  the  occasion  to  renew  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  assurances  of  my 
most  distinguished  consideration.

Tapia  and  Juan  Bamirez,  taken  prisoners  in  Oaxaca  and  kept  in  Puebla. 

All  the  prisoners  in  Morelia  will  be  delivered  to  you  on  the  2d.  In  regard  to  Generals 
Tapia  and  itamirez,  I  give  my  word  of  honor  to  set  them  at  liberty  in  Puebla,  with  safe  eon- 
ducts  to  go  where  they  please,  as  soon  as  I  hear  that  the  exchange  is  made. 

I  have  appointed  Captain  Bocarm^,  of  the  Belgian  re^ment,  to  supervise  the  exchange  of 
prisoners.  Captain  Antonio  Salgado  will  accompany  nim,  and  he  will  be  escorted  to  the 
town  of  Acuitzco  by  a  Belgian  company  of  50  or  60  men  and  a  few  Mexican  cavalry. 

I  hope,  general,  you  will  accept  the  good  intentions  offered  you  on  this  occasion. 

The  number  of  officers  sent  you  from  Morelia  will  be  *  *  *  *

I  haxe  receiyed,  with  much  pleasure,  through  Captain  Mifion,  your  proposals  for  an  ex- 
change of  prisoners ;  and  jour  excellency  may  rest  assured  that  I  will  not  oppose  in  any 
manner,  but  will  do  all  I  can  to  assist  the  excoange ;  and  I  will  order  all  the  prisoners  in 
Zirandaro  and  Huetamo,  Belgians  and  Mexicans,  to  be  delivered  to  your  excelleucy*s  com- 
missioners. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Augustin  Linarte,  escorted  by  eighty  cayalry,  will  attend  to  the  ex- 
change in  Acuitzco. 

I  will,  however,  observe  that  Captain  Minon  presented  your  communications  to  me  last 
night ;  that  from  this  place  to  the  prisoners  is  a  distance  of  fort^-six  leagues  of  very  bad  road, 
and  from  here  to  the  place  of  exchange  is  twelve  leagues,  which  united  make  a  distance  of 
fifty-eight  leagues,  and  I  think  it  hardly  possible  that  the  Belgian  prisoners  can  make  that 
distance  in  the  few  days  your  excellency  has  appointed.  However,  I  have  sent  an  express 
to  start  the  prisoners  to  this  city ;  and  I  take  the  liberty  to  request  Captain  Minon  to  deliver 
a  letter  to  Captain  Yisart  Bocarm^,  asking  him  not  to  start  till  I  give  the  proper  notice.        * 

I  am  sure  your  excellency  will  not  think  I  am  to  blame,  if  the  exchange  does  not  take 
place  on  the  day  you  have  fixed,  and  as  I  desire. 

To  •prevent  hostilities  on  the  road  from  here  to  Morelia  from  interrupting  the  execution  of 
this  negotiation,  I  give  orders  that  they  be  suspended  along  the  line  from  Tacambaro  to 
Acuitzco,  and  in  case^ey  are  broken,  I  assure  your  excellency  it  will  not  be  caused  by  the 
republican  forces. 

IMore  closing,  I  must  thank  your  excellency  for  your  kindness  and  civility  in  this  business, 
a  proof  of  your  numane  and  noble  sentiments.

Mr.  Secretary  :  As  a  specimen  of  the  manner  in  which  the  so-called  decree 
of  the  usurper  Maximilian,  issued  the  3d  of  October  last,  ordering  the  execution 
of  all  Mexicans  who  defend  the  independence  of  their  country,  is  carried  out,  I 
have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  with  this  note  the  death  sentence  pronounced 
against  Colonel  Carlos  Garcia  Cano,  and  the  mode  of  its  execution,  contained 
in  an  extract  from  La  Sombra,  a  paper  published  in  the  city  of  Mexico.  The 
colonel  was  a  young  man  of  25,  who  had  once  served  in  the  ranks  of  the  inter- 
ventionists ;  but  afterwards  reflecting  on  his  duty  as  a  Mexican,  he  joined  the 
defenders  of  independence. 

He  was  subsequently  taken  prisoner,  condemned  and  executed  in  the  irregular 
manner  shown  by  the  annexed  document. 

I  refrain  from  commenting  on  what  is  here  improperly  called  trial,  and  which 
is  nothing  but  real  assassination,  as  it  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  so-called 
decree,  which  is  already  known  to  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

I  embrace  the  occasion  to  renew  to  you,  Mr., Secretary,  the  assurances  of  my 
most  distinguished  consideration.

Sentence  condemninj^  to  the  penalty  of  death  the  person  named  Carlos  Garcia  Cano,  ac- 
cosed  of  rebellion  against  the  iniperial  goyemment,  under  aggravating  circumstances,  at  the 
Pachuca  Mines,  on  the  28th  of  December  last,  at  eleven  o'clock  at  night  On  the  2lse  day 
of  January,  1866,  at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  court-martial  met,  composed  of  Colonel 
Manuel  Palomino,  president ;•  Captain  Luis  Alegre,  judge;  Captain  Juan  Duenaa,  judge; 
Captain  Nicholas  Parra,  reporter ;  2d  Sergeant  Nicholas  Salazar,  notary — all  appointed  by 
the  war  department — and  pronounced  the  sentence,  from  which  we  make  the  following  ex- 
tract: 

"  Maximilian ,  emperor  of  Mexico^  to  aU  those  present,  and  those  to  come,  greeting : 

'*The  court-martial  of  Toluca  has  pronounced  the  sentence  from  which  the  following  is 
extracted : 

*'  The  court-martial  having  heard  the  statement  of  the  commissary  reporter,  has  declared 
the  named  Carlos  Garcia  Cano,  ex-colonel  of  cavtUry — to  the  1st  queation,  guilty  by  uoa- 
nimity^ ;  to  the  2d  question,  guilty  by  unanimity  ;  to  the  8d,  that  he  has  commited  the  acts 
of  which  he  is  accused  without  palliating  circumstances — according  to  the  law,  guilty  by 
unanimity ;  to  the  4lh,  the  majority  do  not  recommend  him  to  pardon.  Therefore  the  said 
court  condemned  the  accused  Carlos  Garcia  Cano,  ex-colonel,  25  years  of  ago,  native  of  Ja- 
lapa,  married  and  domiciled  in  Pachuca,  to  the  penalty  of  death,  in  accordance  with  the  law 
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of  the  3d  of  October,  1866,  article  first,  which  declares!  that  by  virtae  of  article  139  of  the 
code  of  military  justice,  the  sum  of  five  huodred  dollars  in  gold  and  silver,  cost  of  board  d^ 
ducted,  shall  go  into  the  national  treasury  ;  the  draft  for  five  hundred  and  forty-nine  doHars 
and  twelve  cents,  and  the  pistol,  which  is  the  corpus  delicti  in  another  cause,  shall  be  re- 
turned to  the  said  Cano,  together  with  the  watch  and  chain,  two  diamond  rings  and  the 
pookot-book,  which  is  his  property.** 

This  day,  the  21  st  of  Januaiy,  1866,  the  present  sentence  was  read  by  us,  tkt  notary  im- 
dersigned,  to  the  said  Carlos  Garcia  Cano,  in  presence  of  the  commissary  reporter.

This  sentence  began  to  receive  its  execfdtion  on  the  21st,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  of  the  month 
and  year  mentioned ;  the  watch  and  chain,  the  two  diamond  rings  and  the  pocket-book,  were 
returned  to  Cano.  The  execution  was  continued  on  the  22d,  at  ten  minutes  before  ten,  of  the 
same  month  and  year,  Carlos  Garcia  Cano  being  shot  in  presence  of  the  troops  of  the  garri- 
son. Finally,  at  five  oVlock,  the  following  sums  were  sent  to  the  principal  administration 
of  revenues :  1st,  24  ounces,  of  $16  each,  making  $364  ;  2d,  3  idem,  of  $20,  |60  ;  3d,  3  half 
ounces,  t^,  |24 ;  4th,  in  silver,  |i  56^ ;  a  total  of  $469  56^ ;  bill  of  the  tavern  for  meala,

Sir  :  I  bave  tbe  bonor  to  acknowledge  tbe  receipt  of  your  communications  of 
January  5  and  22,  February  20,  and  March  10,  1866,  with  their  enclosures, 
which  relate  to  the  decree  isBued  #n  the  3d  of  October,  1865,  by  the  so-called 
emperor  of  Mexico,  and  in  which  the  penalty  of  death  is  declared  against  all 
Mexicans  found  in  arms  and  defending  the  integrity  and  independence  of  their 
country,  against  the  forcible  intervention  of  France  in  that  republic. 

You  fiirther  inform  me  that  this  penalty  has  actually  been  visited  upon  Major 
General  Josd  Maria  Arteaga,  and  several  of  his  companions-in-arms,  recently 
made  prisoners  by  the  French. 

In  reply,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  assure  you  that  the  government  of 
the  United  States  deeply  regrets  the  untimely  fate  which  has  overtaken  these 
brave  champions  of  the  cause  of  liberty  and  republican  institutions  in  Mexico ; 
and  fully  deprecates  the  practice  of  a  system  of  warfare  so  little  in  eonsonance 
with  the  usages  of  enlightened  states. 

I  beg,  in  answer,  to  state  that  the  subject  will  receive  the  attention  to  which 
it  is  so  justly  entitled  from  this  government,  and  meanwhile  have  the  honor  to 
renew  to  you,  sir,  the  assurances  of  my  highest  consideration.

The  official  paper  published  in  this  city,  last  evening,  contained  several  im- 
portant decrees  issued  by  Maximilian  on  the  fifth  of  the  month,  as  it  now  ap- 
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pears.  Among  others  is  one  in  Tegard  to  colonization.  As  will  be  Been  hj 
a  reference  to  the  paper — a  copy  of  which  is  sent  enclosed  herewith — ^this  de- 
ci'fee  has  been  drawn  up  solely  (though  not  ostensibly)  with  the  view  of  inducing 
our  southern  planters  to  emigrate,  with  their  slaveSi  to  Mexico.  Although  the 
first  article  of  the  **  reglamento"  which  accompanies  the  decree  declares  that  "in 
conformity  to  the  laws  of  the  empire,  all  men  of  color  are  free  by  the  simple 
fact  of  treading  the  Mexican  soil,*'  yet  the  remaining  articles  show  dearly  that 
the  blacks  who  may  come  here  under  the  contracts  mentioned  in  the  "  reglamen- 
to  "  will  be  reduced  to  a  state  of  peonage,  which,  in  its  practical  workings,  is  bnt 
slavery  disguised.  The  article  third  obliges  the  "  patron  "  to  maintain  the  chil- 
dren of  his  workmen.  If  the  laborer  dies  the  patron  becomes  the  guardian  of 
his  children,  who,  until  they  attain  their  majority,  are  to  remain  in  the  service 
of  the  patron,  under  the  same  conditions  as  those  agreed  to  by  the  father.  In 
Mexico  this  majority  is  not  reached  until  the  man  is  twenty-five  years  old.  If, 
In  addition  to  this,  it  is  considered  how  easy  it  is  to  briqg  the  laborer  into  debt 
to  the  patron,  and  that,  according  to  the  system  of  peonage,  the  peon  must  re- 
main with  the  master  until  he  has  paid  the  debt,  and  if  it  is  considered  also  that 
but  very  small  wages  will  be  paid — ^as  the  patron  is  obliged  to  agree  in  the  origi- 
nal contract  (which  is  to  be  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten 
years)  to  feed,  clothe,  and  lodge  the  workmen,  and  to  provide  for  them  in  cases 
of  sickness — it  will  be  seen  at  once  that  in  many,  if  not  the  majority  of  cases, 
the  contract  will  be  in  reality  a  contract  for  life. 

Thus  Maximilian  is  proposing  to  inaugurate  here  a  system  which  may,  here- 
after, give  Mexico  as  much  trouble  as  slavery  has  caused  to  the  United  States. 
Two  considerations  have  led  me  to  write  on  this  subject.  The  first  is,  that  only 
the  best  and  most  industrious  negroes  will  come  here  with  their  old  masters. 
The  idle  and  the  vicious  will  remain  in  our  country.  If  I  am  correct  in  this 
supposition,  the  question  is  of  some  importance  to  our  government.  In  the 
second  place,  I  have  thought  you  might  deem  it  advisable  to  have  the  true  nature 
of  these  contracts  made  clearly  known  to  the  black  population  of  the  south. 

It  is  said  that  M.  F.  Maury,  formerly  in  charge  of  the  Washington  Observa- 
tory, will  be  appointed  imperial  commissioner  of  immigration.

DECREE, 

We,  Maximilian,  emperor  of  Mexico,  in  consideration  of  the  sparseness  of  the  popnlation 
in  the  Mexican  territory,  in  proportion  to  its  extent ;  desiring  to  give  to  immigrants  all  pos- 
sible security  for  property  and  liberty,  in  order  that  they  may  become  good  Mexicans,  sin- 
cerely attached  to  their  new  country,  and  having  heard  the  opinion  of  our  board  of  coloniza- 
tion, do  decree  as  follows : 

Article  1.  Mexico  is  open  to  immigration  from  all  nations. 

Art.  2.  Immigration  agents  shall  be  appointed,  who  will  be  pud  by  the  government,  and 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  protect  the  arrival  of  immigrants,  and  install  them  on  the  lands  as- 
signed them,  and  assist  them  in  every  possible  manner  in  establishing  themselves.  These 
agents  will  receive  the  orders  of  an  imperial  commission  of  immigration,  specially  appointed 
by  us,  and  to  whom,  through  our  minister  of  improvement,  (Fomento,)  all  communications 
relating  to  immigration  shall  be  addressed. 

Art.  3.  Each  immigrant  shall  receive  a  dul/ executed  title  incommutable  of  landed  es- 
tate, and  a  certificate  that  it  is  free  of  mortgages. 

Art.  4.  Such  property  shall  be  free  from  taxes  for  the  first  year,  and  also  from  duties  on 
transfers  of  property,  but  only  on  the  first  sale. 

Art.  5.  The  immigrants  may  be  naturalized  as  soon  as  they  shall  have  established  them- 
selves as  settlers. 

Art.  6.  Immigrants  who  may  desire  to  bring  laborers  with  them,  or  induce  them  to  come 
in  considerable  numbers,  of  any  race  whatever,  are  authorized  to  do  so ;  but  those  laborers 
will  be  subject  to  special  protective  regulations. 

Art.  7.  The  efiects  of  immigrants,  their  working  and  brood  animals,  seeds,  agricultural 
implements,  machines,  and  working  tools,  will  enter  free  of  custom-house  and  transit  duties. 

Art.  8.  Immigrants  are  exempted  from  military  service  for  Ave  years,  but  thev  will  form 
a  stationary  militia,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  their  property  and  neighborhoods. 

Art.  9.  Liberty  in  the  exercise  of  their  respeotive  forms  of  religious  worship  is  secured  to 
imoiigrauts  by  the  organic  law  of  the  empire. 

Art.  10.  Each  of  our  ministers  is  charged  with  carrying  out  such  parts  of  this  decree  as 
l^lates  to  his  department.

Under  article  6th  of  the  foregoing  decree  we  ordain  as  follows : 

1.  Under  the  laws  of  the  empire  all  persons  of  color  are  free  by  the  mere  act  of  their  touch* 
ing  Mexican  territory. 

2.  They  shall  make  contracts  with  the  employer  who  has  engaged  or  may  engage  them, 
by  which  such  employer  shall  bind  himself  to  i^d,  clothe,  and  lodge  them,  and  g^ve  them 
medical  attendance ;  and  also  pay  them  a  sum  of  money  according  to  whatever  agreements 
they  may  enter  into  with  them.  Moreover,  he  shall  deposit  in  the  savings  bank  herein  men- 
tioned, foT  the  benefit  of  the  laborer,  a  sum  equivalent  to  one -fourth  of  his  wages.  The  la- 
borer shall,  on  his  part,  obligate  himself  to  his  employer  to  perform  the  labor  for  which  he 
is  employed  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  ^ve  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

3.  The  employer  shall  bind  himself  to  support  the  children  of  his  laborers.  In  the  event 
of  the  father's  death,  the  employer  will  be  regarded  as  the  guardian  of  the  children,  and  they 
will  remain  in  his  service  until  they  become  of  age,  on  the  same  terms  as  those  agreed  on  by 
their  father. 

4.  Each  laborer  shall  receive  a  book  certified  by  the  local  authority,  in  which  book  his 
description,  the  statement  of  his  place  of  labor,  and  a  certificate  of  his  life  and  habits  will  be 
entered.  In  case  of  a  change  of  employer,  the  consent  of  the  former  employer  shall  be  en- 
tered in  this  book. 

5.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  employer,  liis  heirs,  or  whoever  may  acquire  his  estate,  shall 
be  bound  to  the  laborer  in  the  same  manner  in  which  such  employer  was,  and  the  laborer  on 
his  part  shall  be  bound  towards  such  new  proprietor  on  the  same  terms  as  in  his  former  con- 
tract. 

6.  In  case  of  desertion,  the  laborer,  when  arrested,  shall  be  placed  without  pay  on  public 
works,  until  his  employer  presents  himself  to  claim  him. 

7.  In  case  of  any  injustice  of  the  employer  towards  the  laborers,  he  shaU  be  brought  before 
a  magistrate. 
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8.  Special  police  commissionera  will  watch  orer  the  execution  of  these  regulations,  ud 
officiallj  prosecute  all  yiolators  thereof. 

9.  A  saviDfi^  bank  will  be  established  bj  the  gfoyemment  for  the  following  objects : 

10.  The  employers  shall  deposit  in  said  bank  every  month,  for  the  benefit  of  the  laboren* 
a  sum  equivalent  to  one-fourtn  of  the  wages  which  each  is  entitled  to  nnder  his  contract  of 
employment. 

11.  The  laborers  can  deposit  in  addition,  in  the  savings  hank,  in  money,  such  sums  si 
they  may  desire. 

12.  These  deposits  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum. 

13.  At  the  end  of  his  engagement,  and  on  the  presentation  of  his  nook,  the  laboverthsU 
receive  the  entire  amount  of  his  savingfs. 

14.  If  at  the  end  of  his  engagement  the  laborer  wishes  to  leave  his  money  in  the  savnwi 
bank,  he  can  then  receive  the  interest  accrued ;  or  if  he  wishes  to  leave  this  also,  it  will  bt 
added  to  his  capital,  and  also  draw  interest 

15.  In  case  a  laborer  should  die  intestate,  or  without  heirs,  his  proper^  shall  pass  to  the 
trea  rary  of  the  government

Considering  that  there  exist  in  the  district  of  Cordoba,  department  of  Vera  Cmz, 
rural  estates  which,  in  consequence  of  insolvency  proceedings  and  other  legal  qnestionf 
raised  about  the  ownership  of  them,  have  been  neglected  in  their  principal  parts,  thereby 
depriving  agriculture  and  toe  population  of  the  fruits  which  they  ought  to  produce ; 

Considering  that  said  estates  secure  large  sums  of  money  bv  mortgage  in  favor  of  Um 
clergy,  which  now  belong  to  the  public  treasury  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  **  desamortiiwtioD ;" 
and  that,  in  consequence  of  the  abandonment  in  which  these  estates  have  been  left,  their 
actual  value  does  not,  in  any  manner,  suffice  to  cover  these  claims ; 

Considering  that,  notwithstanding  the  number  of  years  that  the  said  questions  have  been 
at  issue,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  terminate  them,  because  the  interest  of  the  debtors  is 
opposed  to  the  clearing  of  the  rights  of  their  creditors,  thereby  doing  much  ii\jary  to  the 
public  treasury ; 

We  decree: 

Article  1 .  The  rural  estates  designated  as  follows,  and  which  are  situated  in  the  district 
of  Cordoba,  shall  be  taken  possession  of  on  the  ground  of  public  utility :  Haciendas  d«l 
Rosario,  de  Stm  Antonio,  de  Ojo  de  Agna  Grande,  de  Oio  de  Agua  Chico,  do  Santa  Ana,  de 
la  Concepcion  Palmillas,  de  San  Francisco,  de  Toluquilla,  rancho  del  Buen  Retiro,  hacienda 
de  Guadaluoe  a  la  Punta,  de  Cacahuatal,  and  de  San  Jos6  del  Corral  and  Venta  Pasada. 

Art.  2.  Our  minister  of  improvements  (fomento)  will  order  these  estates  to  be  appraised, 
in  order  that  the  interested  parties  shall  receive  the  indemnity  to  which  they  may  be  entitled 
by  the  laws,  as  soon  as  it  will  be  made  clear,  by  legal  process,  what  is  due  the  public  treasury 
upon  the  said  estates  for  the  mortgages  of  the  clergy,  and  who  are  the  legitimate  proprietois 
or  them. 

Art.  3.  The  same  minister  will  appropriate  the  said  estates  to  colonization,  dividing  them 
into  small  lots,  and  takiog  care  to  secure  their  value,  in  order  to  pay  it  over,  as  part  of  the 
indemnity  due  for  them,  to  those  who  may  be  entitled  to  it,  when  the  investigations  meo- 
tioned  in  the  preceding  article  will  have  been  made.

Gentlemen:  This  is  a  family  festival,  a  festival  of  brothers,  which  unites  every  one  of  u 
this  day  under  the  folds  of  our  glorious  banner.  The  day  upon  which  our  immortal  Hidalgo, 
elevatine  with  unprecedented  valor  his  patiiotic  voice,  united  the  heroes  of  a  new  Mexican 
era,  willbe  forever,  to  the  sons  of  our  country,  a  day  of  rejoicing,  because  we  then  celebnts 
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thA  inaogaration  of  our  nationality,  becanse  ererj  good  Mexican  must  renew  bj  an  oath  tbe 
promise  to  live  for  the  greatness,  the  indepondencOf  and  the  integrity  of  his  country,  and 
show  himself  always  ready  to  defend  it  with  all  his  heart  and  soul.  The  words  of  that  oath 
are  the  first  uttered  by  a  good  Mexican.  I  solemnly  repeat  them  now.  My  heart,  my  soul, 
my  labor,  and  my  lawnil  efforts  belong  to  yon  and  to  our  beloved  country.  No  influence  in 
this  world  can  make  me  waver  in  my  duty  ;  every  drop  of  my  blood  is  Mexican  now,  and  jf 
God  sends  fresh  dangers  to  threaten  our  country,  you  will  see  me  fight  in  your  ranks  for  its 
mdependence  and  integrity.  I  am  willing  to  die  at  the  foot  of  our  glorious  banner,  because 
no  human  power  can  wrest  from  me  the  trust  with  which  you  have  endowed  me.  What  I 
say  must  be  said  by  every  good  Mexican ;  it  must  efface  oast  rancors  ;  it  must  bury  narty 
hatred.  £very  one  must  live  for  the  good  of  our  belovea  country.  Thus  united,  ana  fol- 
lowing the  path  of  duty,  we  will  be  strong,  and  the  principles  which  form  the  basis  of  our 
task  will  inlallibly  triumph.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  herewith  an  extract  from  despatch  No.  13, 
of  September  10,  1865,  received  from  William  H.  Oorwin,  esq.,  the  chargd 
d'affaires  of  tbe  United  States  in  Mexico,  and  also  translations  of  the  decrees 
recently  issued  by  the  partv  exercising  authority  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  immigration  and  colonization  in  that  country,  referred  to  in  that  de- 
spatch. 

I  submit  these  papers  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  whether,  under  said  de- 
crees, peonage  or  any  other  form  of  slavery  can  be  instituted  in  Mexico.     • 
I  will  thank  you  for  an  opinion  at  your  earliest  convenience.

October  21,  1865. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  2d 
clay  of  October,  together  with  an  extract  from  despatch  No.  13,  of  William  H. 
Corwin,  charg^  d'affaires  of  the  United  States  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  and  also 
translations  of  decrees  recently  issued  by  Maximilian,  now  exercising  the  au- 
thority of  an  emperor  in  Mexico,  in  relation  to  immigration  into  and  colonization 
m  that  country. 

You  ask  me  whether,  under  these  decrees,  peonage  or  any  other  form  of 
slavery  can  be  instituted  in  Mexico. 

The  decrefi^s,  of  which  you  have  sent  to  me  copies,  are,  in  substance,  as 
follows : 

It  is  recited  that,  considering  the  scant  population  of  Mexican  territory,  it  is 
desirable  to  give  the  fullest  guarantees  of  property  and  liberty  to  immigrants ; 
it  is  then  decreed — 

1.  That  Mexico  shall  be  open  to  emigration  from  all  nations. 

2.  Agents  of  emigration  are  to  be  appointed,  and  their  powers  and  duties 
prescribed. 

The  3d,  4th,  5th,  7th,  8th,  and  9th  articles  set  out  and  declare  what  shall  he  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  emigrants. 

The  6th  article  reads  thus :  **  Immigrants  who  wish  to  bring,  or  cause  to 
come,  working-men,  in  considerable  number,  of  whatever  race  they  may  he,  are 
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authorized  to  do  so ;  bat  these  workiDg-men  will  be  the  object  of  special  pro- 
tective regulation." 

The  second  decree  is  supplementary,  and  in  it  are  the  special  protective  regu- 
lations for  working-men  referred  to  in  the  6th  article.  These  regulations  read 
as  follows : 

1.  In  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  empire,  all  men  of  color  are  free  by 
the  fact,  alone,  of  having  trod  on  Mexican  territory. 

2.  They  shall  make  with  the  patron  who  shall  have  engaged  them  a  contract 
by  which  he  shall  bind  himself  to  feed,  clothe,  lodge,  and  take  care  of  them  in 
their  sickness,  as  well  as  pay  them  a  salary,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be 
settled  between  them.  The  patron  shall  bind  himself  beside  to  deposit  to  the 
credit  of  the  working-man  a  sum  equivalent  to  one  quarter  of  his  salary  in  the 
savings  bank,  which  will  be  further  mentioned  below.  The  working-man  shall, 
at  the  same  time,  bind  himself  to  his  patron  to  execute  the  work  to  which  he 
shall  be  set  during  the  term  of  five  years  at  least,  and  ten  years  at  most. 

3.  The  patron  shall  bind  himself  to  provide  subsistence  for  the  children  of 
his  working-men  ;  in  case  of  the  death  of  the  father,  the  patron  shall  have  the 
guardianship  of  the  children,  and  they  shall  remain  in  his  service  until  the  age 
of  majority,  on  the  same  condition  that  the  father  was. 

4.  Every  working-man  shall  have  a  book,  inspected  by  the  local  authority, 
on  which  shall  be  given  his  description,  the  indication  of  the  place  where  he 
works,  and  a  certificate  of  good  life  and  conduct.  In  case  of  change  of  patron, 
the  consent  of  the  first  patron  shall  be  inscribed  on  the  book. 

5.  Jn  case  of  the  death  of  the  patron,  his  heirs,  or  the  individuals  who  have 
acquired  his  property,  are  bound  toward  their  working-men  on  the  same  t^rms 
the  patron  was ;  and  the  working-man,  on  his  part,  is  bound  in  respect  to  the 
new  proprietor  in  the  terms  of  his  first  contract. 

6.  In  case  of  desertion,  the  working-man  apprehended  shall  be  employed 
without  any  pay,  on  the  public  works,  until  he  shall  be  reclaimed  by  his  patron. 

7.  Every  unjust  act  of  the  patron  towards  his  working-man  shall  be  turned 
over  to  the  courts. 

8.  Special  commissioners  of  the  police  shall  watch  over  the  execution  of  the 
present  regulation,  and  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  prosecute  those  contra- 
vening the  same. 

9.  The  government  will  establish  a  savings  bank  for  the  ends  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

10.  The  patron  shall  deposit  in  the  bank  every  month,  to  the  credit  of  the 
working-men,  a  sum  equal  to  one-quarter  of  the  salary  to  which  they  are  enti- 
tled by  reason  of  their  contract. 

11.  The  working-men  may,  besides,  deposit  in  the  savings  bank  the  sum  of 
which  they  shall  have  full  credit. 

12.  The  deposits  shall  have  the  advantage  of  five  per  cent,  annual  interest 

13.  At  the  close  of  their  engagement,  the  working-men,  on  the  presentation 
of  their  book,  shall  receive  their  peculium  integrally. 

14.  If,  on  the  expiring  of  the  contract,  the  working-men  be  disposed  to  leave 
their  money  in  the  savings  bank,  they  can  withdraw  the  interest  due,  or  leave 
it  on  deposit ;  and  in  the  latter  case  it  shall  be  capitalized  with  the  primitive 
capital,  and  shall  also  bear  interest. 

15.  In  case  of  death,  intestate,  or  without  heirs,  the  peculium  of  the  work- 
ing-men shall  pass  into  the  possession  of  the  public  treasury. 

The  sixth  article  of  the  decree  and  regulations  is  inconsistent  and  contradic- 
tory. Whilst  the  sixth  article  of  the  decree  speaks  of  working-men  of  eveiy 
race,  the  regulations  under  it  seem  to  embrace  men  of  color  only. 

Notwithstanding  the  broad  declaration  in  the  first  regulation,  that  all  men  of 
color  are  free  by  the  fact  alone  of  having  trod  on  Mexican  territory,  it  is  mani- 
fest that  in  the  subsequent  regulations  a  grinding  and  odious  form  of  slavery  if 
sought  to  be  established. 
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Slavery  is  a  law  by  which  one  man  aeeerts  dominion  over  the  conduct  of 
another,  either  for  a  specified  time,  or  for  life. 

The  law  of  slavery  makes  the  man  a  mere  machine,  controlled  and  governed 
by  another.  The  slave  has  but  little  occasion  to  exercise  and  use  the  noble 
faculties  of  his  mind.  The  physical  man  is  alone  of  value  to  the  master  or 
patron,  and  he,  of  course,  looks  only  to  the  physical  wants  of  the  slave. 

That  the  regulations  make  slaves  of  workiug-men  and  their  families  is  evident. 

Ist.  They  are  required  to  sell  themselves  for  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  years.  * 

2d.  They  are  required  by  law,  no  matter  how  circumstances  may  change, 
or  things  may  occur  that  were  not  reasonably  within  the  contemplation  of  the 
parties,  to  specifically  fulfil  the  engagement. 

3d.  They  must  execute  every  work  to  which  they  shall  be  set  by  their  pa- 
tron during  that  time. 

4th.  They  cannot  feed,  clothe,  lodge,  or  take  care  of  themselves,  either  in 
health  or  in  sickness. 

5th.  They  cannot  provide  for  the  subsistence  of  their  children,  nor  educate 
them,  unless  by  permission  of  the  patron ;  and  in  case  of  death,  their  children 
become  the  slaves  of  the  patron  until  their  majority. 

6th.  The  patron  or  master  can  sell  or  dispose  of  them  to  whom  he  pleases. 

7th.  They  may  complain  to  the  police  of  the  harsh  treatment  of  their  master, 
but  have  no  right  to  petition  for  or  seek  a  change  of  any  law  which  may  bo 
regarded  as  oppressive  or  unjust  to  them  or  to  their  class  or  country. 

8th.  If  the  police  refuse  to  hear  their  complaints,  or,  hearing,  deny  interfer- 
eaace,  they  are  without  redress. 

9th.  These  regulations  contemplate  that  the  working-men  require  physical 
comforts  only;  their  minds  must  remain  uncultivated,  their  morals  neglected, 
and  their  religious  training  not  cared  for. 

10th.  There  is  no  provision  by  which  the  working-man  can  purchase  himself 
or  his  time,  or  release  or  improve  the  condition  of  his  children. 

11th.  What  is  to  become  of  the  working-man  and  his  children  after  he  shall 
have  faithfully  served  his  term  is  not  provided.  Is  he  to  be  a  free  citizen,  or 
is  he  still  to  be  regarded  as  a  working-man,  and  again  compelled  to  sell  himself 
and  his  family  ? 

.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  these  regulations  constitute  a  law  which 
deprives  working-men  of  rights  which  we  in  this  country  regard,  and  which  in 
every  well-organized  community  should  be  regarded  as  inestimable,  inalienable, 
and  indestructible,  and  certainly  makes  them  slaves.  The  history  of  this 
country,  and  particularly  the  history  of  the  troubles  from  which  we  are  just 
emerging,  shows  that  no  society  can  be  organized  permanently  and  remain  at 
peace  within  its  own  borders,  and  with  the  outside  world,  where  these  great  and 
important  rights  are  denied  to  any  considerable  class  of  men.

Mr.  Romero  to  Mr.  Setcard^ 

[Translation.] 

Mexican  Lboation  to  tub  Unitbd  States  of  America, 

Washington,  October  5,  1865. 
Hr.  Sbcrbtary  :  I  have  the  honor  to  remit  to  you,  for  the  information  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  a  copy,*  in  English,  of  the  so-called  law

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which  on  the  5th  of  September  last  was  issued  at  Chapnltepec  by  the  ex-ardh 
duke  of  Austria,  Fernando  Maximilian,  so-called  emperor  of  Mexico,  in  which, 
under  pretext,  apparently,  of  inviting  foreign  emigration  to  Mexico,  he  haa 
adopted  a  plan  which  has  for  its  purpose  to  call  to  that  republic  the  disaffected 
citizens  of  the  United  States  who  are  not  disposed  to  acknowledge  the  author- 
ity of  this  government,  nor  to  accept  the  consequences  of  the  war,  by  admit- 
ting them  with  their  prejudices  and  their  peculiar  system  of  labor,  already  well 
tried  in  the  southern  part  of  the  United  States. 

According  to  the  information  I  have  received,  founded  on  facts,  and  which  I 
have  communicated  to  your  department,  the  Emperor  of  the  French  and  his 
agent  in  Mexico,  considering  that  in  the  country  there  were  not  elements  suffi- 
cient to  sustain  them,  have  taken  means  to  call  to  it  all  persons  they  supposed 
animated  by  any  hostility  against  the  United  States. 

The  arrangements  made  with  ex-Senator  Gwin,  of  California,  had  that  object, 
but  as  that  individual  was  recognized  as  a  declared  enemy  of  the  United  States 
on  the  close  of  the  civil  war  here,  it  was  thought  not  advisable  to  irritate  this 
country  by  carrying  out  the  plans  which  had  been  agreed  upon  with  him. 

In  place  of  them,  there  has  been  another  combination,  which,  under  a  differ- 
ent form,  it  is  hoped,  may  produce  the  like  results.  For  this  new  plan  they 
have  gone  to  the  extreme  of  practically  re-establishing,  in  fact,  in  Mexico,  the 
odious  institution  of  slavery.  The  so-called  law  of  the  ex-archduke  of  Austria 
goes  accompanied  by  a  regulation  signed  by  the  same  Maximilian,  of  which  I 
also  enclose  a  copy  in  English,  whose  first  article,  to  cover  appearances,  declares 
that,  '*  according  to  the  laws  of  the  empire,  all  men  of  color  are  free  from  the 
mere  fact  of  stepping  on  Mexican  territory ;"  but  those  following  establish  a 
slavery  so  much  the  more  odious,  because  it  is  not  restricted  to  color  or  deter- 
mination of  caste. 

The  working-men — ^name  they  give  to  the  slaves — ^will  make,  according  to 
such  regulations,  a  contract  with  their  master,  called  patron^  by  which  he  will 
bind  himself  to  feed,  clothe,  and  lodge  them,  and  support  them  in  sickness,  and 
pay  them  a  sum  of  money  in  conformity  with  the  conditions  agreed  upon 
between  them.  The  fourth  part  of  the  sum  will  be  lost  to  the  working-maa 
almost,  because  he  cannot  dispose  of  it  nor  of  the  interest  while  his  contract 
lasts,  according  to  terms  of  articles  13  and  14.  '*The  working-man  will  en- 
gage at  the  same  time  with  his  patron  to  do  the  work  to  which  he  may  he 
assigned  for  the  term  of  five  years  at  least,  and  ten  years  at  most."  "The 
patron  will  engage  to  maintain  the  children  of  his  working-men."  This  slavery 
is  hereditary,  because,  according  to  article  three  of  the  regulations,  **  in  case  of 
the  death  of  the  father,  (working-man,)  the  patron  shall  consider  himself  tu^r 
of  the  children,  and  they  shall  continue  in  his  service  until  majority  on  the 
same  conditions  as  was  the  father."  The  heirs  of  the  patron  will  hold,  in  their 
turn,  thetra  working-men  in  conformity  with  article  5.  To  complete  the  odious 
practices  of  the  holders  of  slaves,  the  regulation  referred  to  contains  (article  6) 
an  article  against  fugitive  slaves,  by  which,  "  in  case  of  desertion,  the  workman, 
when  caught,  shall  be  assigned,  without  wages  at  all,  to  the  public  works  until 
his  patron  comes  to  reclaim  him."  To  consummate  this  work  of  iniquity,  ar- 
ticle 15  provides  that  in  case  of  death  <'ab  intestate,"  or  without; heirs,  the 
peculium  of  the  working-man  shall  pass  into  the  control  of  the  public  treasury. 

It  is  really  an  extraordinary  thing,  and  almost  incomprehensible,  that  when 
slavery  has  received  a  death-blow  in  the  only  country  that  could  revive  it,  and 
when  it  has  been  shown  by  facts  that  its  existence  is  an  evil,  social,  moral  and 

Eolitical,  there  can  be  in  the  world  a  usurper  who,  without  having  established 
is  authority  in  the  country  he  tries  to  dominate  over,  should  attempt  to  re-es- 
tablish that  odious  system  for  the  purpose  of  strengthening  himself,  and  merely 
changing  the  name  for  the  purpose  of  deluding  the  world. 

As  this  system  of  labor  might  be  taken  for  what  in  Mexico  is  called  peonage, 
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and  as  that  may  be  considered  here  as  an  institution  equivalent  to  slavery,  I 
think  it  expedient  to  show  to  you  that  on  some  estates  m  the  tierras  calientes, 
to  the  south  of  Mexico,  there  has  in  fact  been,  through  the  abuses  of  the  pro- 
prietors and  the  influence  they  enjoyed,  something  that  might  be  compared  in 
its  practical  effects  with  what  the  ex-archduke  of  Austria  has  now  established 
in  his  aforesaid  decree ;  but  such  abuses,  besides  being  restricted  to  a  very  nar- 
row district,  were  never  sanctioned  by  the  Mexican  laws,  and  the  nationd  gov- 
ernment of  that  republic  has  taken  especial  care  to  correct  them  and  root  them 
out.  It  was  reserved  for  the  ex-archduke  of  Austria  to  sanction  such  an  abu- 
sive practice  by  a  law  which,  if  it  goes  into  force,  will  bo  executed  throughout 
the  whole  extent  of  the  Mexican  territory. 

Before  Concluding  this  note,  I  think  it  proper  to  remit  to  you  copy  of  the 
speecli  which  was  delivered  in  Mexico  on  the  said  16th  September  by  the  said 
archinke  of  Austria,  Fernando  Maximilian,  in  which  he  expresses  what  he 
calls  his  irrevocable  determination  not  to  leave  Mexico  upon  any  consideration, 
whatever  mav  be  the  circumstances.  This  is  one  proof  more  that  the  Emperor 
of  the  Frencn  is  very  far  from  desisting  from  his  outrageous  attempt  to  deceive 
the  people  of  Mexico  into  acceptance  of  the  yoke  of  a  European  monarchy. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  me  to  avail  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  you,  Mr.  Sec- 
retary, the  assurances  of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

Mr.  Seward  to  Mr,  Bigeloio.

Sir  :  The  condition  of  the  emancipated  slaves  or  freedmen  within  the  United 
States  is  at  this  moment  very  properly  a  subject  of  deep  interest.  The  estab- 
lishment of  the  perfect  equality  of  men  of  the  African  race  with  men  of  other 
races  throughout  the  whole  continent,  is  a  policy  which  the  United  States  may 
hereafter  be  expected  to  cultivate  with  constancy  and  assiduity.  Certain  de- 
crees bearing  on  the  subject  of  immigration  which  are  understood  to  have  been 
promulgated  by  authorities  acting  in  Mexico,  in  opposition  to  that  republic, 
have  arrested  the  attention  of  this  government.  The  law  officer  of  the  govern- 
ment has  submitted  to  this  department  an  opinion,  that  if  those  decrees  were 
carried  into  execution,  they  would  inevitably  operate  to  reduce  into  a  condition 
of  peon  slavery  working-men  of  the  African  race,  and,  of  course,  such  of  the 
freedmen  before  mentioned  as,  with  or  without  their  intelligent  consent,  might 
be  brought  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Mexico. 

If  European  opinion  can  be  regarded  as  established  in  reference  to  any  one 
political  question,  it  is  settled  that  African  slavery  in  any  form  ought  henceforth 
to  cease  throughout  the  world.  We  do  not  doubt  that  the  Emperor  of  France 
cordially  and  fully  concurs,  as  we  do,  in  this  humane  sentiment.  I  have,  there- 
fore, to  request  you  to  place  a  copy  of  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General, 
herewith  enclosed,*  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  and  ask  that  the 
attention  of  the  French  government  may  be  directed  to  the  question  which  the 
Attorney  General  has  discassed  with  ability,  and  with  an  anxious  desire  to  ar- 
rive at  just  conclusions.

Sir  :  Rocallin^  the  conyersation  which  I  had  the  honor  to  hold  with  your  oxoellenej  on 
the  17th  ultimo,  in  relation  to  the  alleged  levy  of  Egyptian  troops  for  involuntary  service  m 
Mexico,  and  the  representations  I  then  made  in  regard  to  the  natural  onwiUingness  of  mj 
government  and  country  people  to  see  slavery  in  any  form  replanted  either  witlun  our  teni- 
tory  or  on  oiur  borders,  I  oeg  to  invite  your  excellency's  attention  to  certain  recent  deem* 
bearing  upon  the  subject  of  emigration  to  Mexico,  purporting  to  emanate  from  aathoritki 
acting  in  opposition  to  that  republic  In  the  opinion  of  the  law  officer  of  my  govemmeiiL 
these  decrees,  if  enforced,  would  inevitably  reduce  to  the  condition  of  peon  Blavciy  workioir 
men  of  the  AiricAn  race,  and  of  course  such  of  the  freedmen  of  the  United  States  as  nwT 
have  already  been,  or  hereafter  mi^be,  seduced  to  go  there,  without  a  full  and  intelligeet 
comprehension  of  their  liabilities.  That  your  excellency  may  understand  the  grounds  for  tlu^ 
conclnsion,  I  am  instructed  to  transmit  to  your  excellency  a  copy  of  the  Attorney  Geoerd'? 
opinion,  which  will  be  found  enclosed,  and  to  invito  the  attention  of  the  imperial  govemnMot 
to  the  questions  there  discussed.  In  complying  with  these  instructions  of  my  gevenunmi,  I 
avail  myself  of  the  language  of  the  despatch  containing  them  to  say  that,  **  If  EmopeaB 
opinion  can  be  regarded  as  established  in  reference  to  any  one  political  auestion,  it  is  settled 
that  African  slavery,  in  any  form,  ought  henceforth  to  ceaso  throughout  the  world."  We  ii' 
not  doubt  that  the  Emperor  of  France  cordially  and  fully  concurs,  as  we  do,  in  this  buaaoi' 
sentiment. 

I  pray  your  excellency  to  accept  assurances  of  the  distinguished  consideration  with  whtci

Sir  :  You  did  me  the  honor  to  communicate  to  mo  in  the  course  of  the  month  of  Novemher 
a  letter  addressed  to  Mr.  8eward«  the  Secretary  of  State,  bj  the  Attorney  General  of  the 
United  States,  on  the  subject  of  the  decrees  issued  bj  the  emperor  Maximilian  concerning 
immigration  and  colonization  in  Mexico.  That  document  constituting  a  judgment  upon 
interior  acts  of  the  Mexican  government,  I  could  only  receive  it  aa  a  piece  of  information.  I 
was  careful  to  point  this  out  to  you  at  the  time,  decllninfi:  also  any  discussion  upon  measures 
to  which  the  Emperor's  government  was  absolutely  K>reign.

.  Sir:  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  excellency's  communication,  dated  the  15th 
instant,  relative  to  certain  decrees  recently  promulgated  in  Mexico  upon  the  subjectof  inuni- 
gration  and  colonization.  Your  excellency  refuses  all  explanation  of  tne  inadmissible  passages 
of  one  of  these  decrees,  to  which  I  had  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  in  a  note  or  the  !^2d 
of  November  last,  upon  the  plea  that  they  relate  to  measures  of  internal  administration,  with 
which  the  Emperor's  government  had  nothing  to  do. 

Although  the  line  separating  the  responsibility  of  the  imperial  government  from  that  of  the 
political  organization  it  has  planted  in  Mexico  is  traced  witn  some  indistinctness,  I  am  certain 
my  government  will  learn  with  satisfaction  that  France,  which  was  one  of  the  first  powers  to 
hold  up  slavery  to  the  execration  of  mankind,  declines  all  responsibility  as  to  the  attempt 
(although  maae  under  protection  of  her  flag)  to  re-establish  that  institution  in  a  country 
wiiich  had  expressly  stigmatized  and  abolished  it.

SeHor  Arroyo  to  Mr.  Corwin. — (Confidential.)

New  York,  March  2,  1865. 

My  Dear  Sir  :  Under  date  of  the  10th  of  January  last  his  excellency  Don 
Jos^  Ramirez,  minister  of  state  and  of  foreign  afiaurs  of  the  Mexican  empize, 
authorizes  me  to  address  myself  directly  and  confidentially  to  the  honorable  Mr. 
William  H.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State,  upon  determinate  points,  which  I  will 
indicate  to  you  when  I  may  have  the  satisfiEu^tion  of  seeing  you  for  the  purpose. 

The  same  Mr.  Ramirez  tells  me  the  following :  **  You  can  see  Mr.  Corwin  in 
my  name  and  avail  yourself  of  his  influence,  manifesting  to  him  that  I  have  re- 
gretted not  to  receive  his  reply  to  the  letter  which  I  addressed  to  him  in  Aogoet 
last."  I  therefore  beg  you  to  be  pleased  to  aid  me  with  your  influence,  in  order 
to  bring  about  and  see  whether  the  object  of  my  commission  can  be  obtained, 
not  doubting  that  your  kindness  will  cause  you  to  assist  me  with  your  counseb 
and  opinion. 

I  think  that  you  will  be  of  opinion  that  I  should  go  to  your  city  (Washington) 
to  solicit,  verbally,  the  two  points  to  which  my  mission  is  concreted,  and  I  will 
accordingly  do  so ;  but,  before  undertaking  the  journey,  I  would  be  pleased  if 
you  would  do  me  the  favor,  if  you  have  an  opportunity,  to  indicate  to  Mr.  Sew- 
ard my  expected  journey,  in  order  that,  if  he  have  no  objection  that  I  should 
see  him  extra-officially,  he  should  so  indicate  it. 

You  can  at  once,  if  you  think  proper,  intimate  to  Mr.  Seward  that  one  of  tbe 
points  of  my  commission  is  to  see  whether  the  habilitation  (recognition)  of  oar 
consuls  can  be  obtained  because  of  the  embarrassments  which  exist  in  conse- 
quence of  their  non-habilitation,  (non- recognition;)  and  while  in  Mexico  the  exer- 
cise of  their  functions  has  been  continued  without  embarrassment  to  the  American 
consuls,  and  that  the  government,  which  was  that  of  D9n  Benito  Juarez,  doe« 
not  exist  either  de  facto  or  de  jure. 

You  will  excuse  me  for  writing  to  you  in  my  own  language,  as  1  do  not  know 
the  English  with  the  requisite  perfection.

Note. — The  foregoing  letter  was  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  by  Mr. 
Corwin  in  the  early  part  of  the  month  of  March,  1865. 
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It  is  equally  a  fixed  habit  of  this  government  to  hold  no  unofficial  or  private 
interviews  with  persons  with  whom  it  cannot  hold  official  intercourse. 

For  these  reasons  the  overture,  submitted  by  Mr.  Corwin  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  is  declined. 


Memorandum  by  Mr,  Seward, 

On  the  17th  day  of  July,  1865, jhe  Marquis  de  Montholon  called  at  the  De- 
partment of  State,  and  saia  that  a  special  agent  had  arrived  at  Washington  from 
Mexico,  and  that  he  was  the  bearer  of  a  letter  signed  Maximilian,  and  addressed 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  a  copy  of  which  the  Marquis  submitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  State,  saying  that  the  agent  was  instructed  to  deliver  the 
letter  if  it  should  be  agreeable  to  the  government  of  the  United  States.  He  also 
said  that  the  agent  brought  papers  to  make  explanations  and  adopt  proceedings 
in  relation  to  certain  transactions  on  the  Rio  Grande,  upon  which  the  United 
States  government  had  made  representations  to  the  imperial  government  of 
France. 

The  Secretary  replied,  that,  inasmuch  as  the  letter  referred  to  was  directly 
addressed  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  would  reserve 
himself  until  he  should  have  had  a  conversation  with  the  President  upon  the 
subject. 

On  the  18th  the  Secretary  of  State  delivered  back  the  copy  of  the  letter  to 
the  Marquis  de  Montholon,  and  said  that  the  United  States  are  in  friendly  com- 
munication now,  as  heretofore,  with  the  republican  government  in  Mexico,  and, 
therefore,  cannot  depart  from  the  course  of  proceeding  it  has  heretofore  pursued 
towards  that  country,  and  of  course  that  the  President  declined  to  receive  the 
letter,  or  to  hold  any  intercourse  with  the  agent  who  brought  it.

Up  to  a  Teiy  recent  period  official  circles  here  bad  been  under  the  impression  that  President 
Johnson  and  Mr.  Sewaid  were  ereat  admirers  of  Maximilian,  personally,  and  woold  be  wiUinfl^, 
at  a  proper  time,  to  recognize  bim  as  tbe  goyemmeut  of  Mexico,  bnt  tbat  they  wotdd  prefer 
that  some  overtures  shoold  be  first  made  to  them,  and  that  tbe  affair  should  not  be  in  any 
way  pressed  npon  them  as  to  time.  Such  has  been  for  a  long  period  tbe  prevailing  opinion 
with  reference  to  the  action  of  tbe  United  States  fipovemment.  This  imi>ression,  it  is  said, 
has  been  largely  supported  by,  if  not  mainly  based  upon,  assurances  which,  it  is  asserted, 
have  been  communicated  by  Mr.  Corwin,  late  minister  here,  in  bis  correspondence  from 
Washin^n,  with  Mr.  Bamirez,  Maximilian*s  secretary  of  state,  and  even  with  Qeneral  Ba- 
zaine.  Before  Mr.  Corwin  left  for  home,  be  expressed  himself  in  away  tbat  led  to  tho  infer- 
ence that  be  was  disgusted  with  republics  generally,  and  his  relations  with  Mr.  Bamirei  and 
with  General  Bazaine,  of  whom  ne  was  a  great  admirer,  were  such  as  to  be  almost  confi- 
dential in  their  character. 
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Since  then  Mr.  Corwin  has  been  considered  here  as  the  best  friend  of  the  empire  in  the 
United  States,  and  gpreat  expectations  have  been  based  npon  his  supposed  infliimce  with  ths 
Washington  gdvemment.  That  he  has  been  lending  his  good  offices  and  services  to  promote 
its  recognition  is  unquestionablj  a  fact. 

Last  winter  he  sought  an  interview  from  Mr.  Seward  in  favor  of  Don  Lnis  Arrojo,  to  obtun 
his  recognition  hy  our  govemmoDt  as  imperial  consul  in  New  York.  In  this  attempt,  hov- 
over,  he  utterly  failed.  Mr.  Corwin,  it  seems,  recovered  from  that  blow,  and  lately  wrote  a 
little  more  encoura^ngly  to  bis  friends.  The  news  he  sent  was  received  with  the  gretuett 
rejoicings  at  the  piuace.  As  the  French,  as  well  as  Maximilian  and  everybody  elM  here, 
well  understand  that  the  empire  only  exists  by  the  toleration  of  the  United  States,  tber 
thought  at  once  of  sending  to  Washington  one  of  the  highest  officials,  to  pave  the  way  tii 
tecognition,  and,  injustice  to  Maximilian,  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  he  devised  a  very  nke 
little  mtrigue.  The  grand  marshal  of  the  empire,  General  Almonte,  was  to  be  sent  to  WasbinetoB 
as  ambassador  extraordinary  in  special  mission.  Ho  was  to  take  amon^  his  suite  Chaoober- 
lain  Degollado,  as  attach^  to  the  embassy.  The  general  would  carry  with  him  an  autoem;^ 
letter  of  condolence  from  Maximilian  to  President  Johnson  upon  the  assassinatioii  of  rrsm- 
dent  Lincoln,  and  congratulating  Mr.  Johnson  upon  his  elevation  to  the  presidential  chair. 
It  was  thought  that  Mr.  Johnson  could  not  be  so  rude  as  to  decline  receiving  and  answering 
such  a  letter,  and  giving  a  fair  hearing  to  the  grand  marshal.  Mr.  Ramirez,  the  minister  of 
foreign  affairs,  however,  spoiled  this  little  intrigue,  either  because  he  did  not  place  entire 
confidence  in  the  information  he  had  received,  or  for  other  reasons.  The  fact  is,  he  was  un- 
willing to  let  the  grand  marshal  go,  for  fear  that  be  and  his  sovereign  would  be  exposed  to  a 
grievous  slight.  He  advised  that  the  letter  should  be  written  ana  sent,  but  that  it  should 
be  carried  by  Chamberlain  Degollado,  who  would  leave  for  the  United  States  as  if  on  private 
business.  This  plan  was  finally  adopted.  The  French  papers  here  denied  it  was  em- 
thought  to  send  General  Almonte,  and  that  Degollado  left  on  private  business  alone.  De- 
gollado being  married  to  a  Virginia  wife,  was  thought  to  be  the  person  best  fitted  to  go  without 
attracting  much  attention,  and  to  interest  in  his  favor  the  United  States  government.  Un- 
fortunately for  Maximilian,  Degollado*s  wife  has  not  and  never  had  Union  sentiments,  and 
will  not  carry,  therefore,  much  weight.  Degollado  was  instructed  to  ask  an  interview  from 
Mr.  Seward  or  the  President  to  deliver  Maximilian's  letter,  through  the  French  minister,  M. 
Montholon,  it  being  believed  that  there  is  nothing  that  our  government  could  refuse  when 
asked  by  such  a  source.  You  will  be  able  to  know  better  than  we  here  what  will  be  the 
result  of  this  intrigue.    Nobody  believes  here  that  it  will  succeed.  .

Mr.  Romero  to  Mr,  Hunter, 

[Translation.] 

Mexican  Legation  i.v  the  United  States  of  America, 
Washington^  August  1,  1865. 

Mr.  Acting  Secretary:  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  tojou  acopj  of  a  note 
which  the  consul  general  of  Mexico,  residing  in  New  York,  addressed  to  me 
under  date  of  yesterday,  calling  my  attention  to  the  annexed  advertisement  pub- 
lished in  the  World  of  the  29th  of  July  last  past,  by  Don  Luis  Arroyo,  who 
calls  himself  the  consul  named  for  that  city  by  the  so-called  Mexican  empire. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  call  to  notice  that  Don  Luis  Arroyo,  under  the  title  of 
commercial  agent,  is  about  to  exercise,  as  is  advertised,  all  the  functions  to 
which  he  might  be  entitled  if  he  were  the  true  consul  of  Mexico,  with  the  re- 
spective exequatur  of  the  government  of  the  United  States.  For  this  reason  I 
beg  you  to  have  the  goodness  to  communicate  to  me  the  views  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  upon  two  points,  upon  which  I  require  to  fix  my  ideas 
before  adopting  an  opinion  upon  this  matter.  The  first  is,  whether  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  considers  that  the  ex- Archduke  Ferdinand  Maxi- 
milian has  the  right  to  appoint  in  this  country  commercial  agoits  who  shall 
s/  publicly  exercise  the  functions  of  consul,  or  whether  this  right  belongs  solely 
to  the  governments  whose  existence  is  neither  doubtful  nor  questionable. 

According  to  my  understanding,  this  government  only  sees  in  the  republic 
of  Mexico  a  war  between  it  and  France,  without  recognizing  there  MiiTi?»^ili^|i^, 
not  even  as  a  government  de  facto. 
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The  second  point  is,  whether  such  commercial  agents  can  exercise  the  func- 
tions of  consuls,  not  onlj  without  a  formal  exequatur,  but  also  without  any  other 
sort  of  permission  or  recognition  from  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

I  must  make  known  to  you  that  up  to  this  period  the  French  consul  in  New 
York  had  been  performing  the  functions  which  Don  Luis  Arroyo  pretends  now 
to  exercise,  which  was  perhaps  more  logical  and  manifested  more  consideration 
for  the  government  of  the  United  States,  inasmuch  as  the  French  consul  has 
an  exequatur  from  this  government,  and  represents  more  genuinely  the  order  of 
things  established  in  Mexico  by  the  army  of  Napoleon  III.  The  change  which 
is  now  made  seems  to  be  directed  to  manifest  that  the  government  of  the  United 
States  tacitly  recognizes  as  a  government  de  facto  the  work  of  the  French  in- 
tervention in  Mexico. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  reiterate  to  you,  sir,  tjie  assurances  of 
my  distinguished  consideration.

In  the  number  of  the  World  dated  the  29th  in0tant,  a  Mr.  Arroyo,  who  calls  himself  the 
consul  of  the  Mexican  empire  in  the  city  of  New  York,  has  published  an  advertisement,  of 
which  I  enclose  you  a  copy,  in  which  he  gives  notice  to  the  merchants  of  this  port  who  may 
send  effects  to  Mexico,  that  all  the  certificates  of  invoices  and  manifests  muAt  be  authorized 
by  himself,  and  not  by  the  undersized. 

As  it  is  well  known  that  the  said  Mr.  Arroyo  cannot  exercise  in  this  country  consular 
functions,  because  he  has  not  the  exequatur  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  a 
requiiiite  which  I  alone  po'ssess,  I  have  the  honor  to  bring  this  fact  to  the  knowledge  of  your 
legation,  that  you  may,  if  you  deem  it  proper,  obtain  from  the  cabinet  of  Washington  a 
measure  that  will  put  an  end  to  this  abuse,  through  which  the  laws  of  this  country  are 
mocked,  which  provide  that  in  order  to  be  enabled  to  perform  the  duties  of  consul,  the 
exequatur  of  the  President  is  required. 

I  have  the  honor  to  protest  to  you  on  this  occasion  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

Washington,  August  9,  1865. 

Sir  :  Your  note  of  the  Ist  instant  has  been  received,  in  which  you  aak  the 
attention  of  this  department  to  an  adyertisement  published  in  the  New  York 
World,  of  the  29th  ultimo,  by  Don  Louis  Arroyo,  in  which  that  person  gives 
notice  that  shippers  to  Mexican  ports  must  have  their  invoices  and  manifests 
attested  by  him,  as  consul  of  the  Mexican  empire,  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

In  reply,  I  have  to  state  that  this  department  is  not  aware  of  any  law  of  the 
United  States  which  forbids  a  person  claiming  to  he  a  consul  of  a  foreign  power 
from  making  on  his  own  responsibility  a  publication  of  the  character  to  which 
you  refer. 

It  cannot  be  necessary  for  me  to  repeat  what  has  uniformly  been  said  by 
this  government  in  all  its  official  correspondence,  that  no  other  than  the  repub- 
lican government  in  Mexico  has  been  recognized  by  the  United  States.  You 
are  aware,  however,  that  the  part^  in  arms  against  that  government  is,  and  for 
some  time  past  has  beeof  in  possession  of  some,  at  least,  of  the  ports  of  Mexico. 
That  possession  carries  with  it,  for  the  time  being,  a  power  to  prescribe  the 
terms  upon  which  foreign  commerce  may  be  carried  on  with  those  ports.  If, 
as  is  presumed  to  be  the  case,  one  of  those  conditions  is,  that  the  invoices  and 
manifests  of  vessels  from  abroad,  bound  to  those  ports,  must  be  certified  by  a 
commercial  agent  of  the  party  in  possession,  residing  in  the  port  of  the  fi>reign 
country  from  which  the  vessel  may  proceed,  it  is  not  perceived  what  effective 
measures  this  government  could  properly  take  in  the  premises.  Such  a  com- 
mercial agent  can  perform  no  consular  act  relating  to  the  affairs  of  his  country- 
men in  the  United  States.  To  prohibit  him  from  attesting  invoices  and  mani- 
fests, under  the  circumstances  referred  to,  would  be  tantamount  to  an  interdic- 
tion of  trade  betwee9  the  United  States  and  those  Mexican  ports  which  are  not 
in  possession  of  the  repubh'can  government  of  that  country.  The  consuls  of 
the  United  States  in  Mexico,  who  have  their  exequaturs  from  that  government 
only,  themselves  discharge  duties  as  commercial  agents  in  the  ports  which  are 
not  under  the  control  of  that  government  in  all  respects  like  those  which  the 

§erson  Arroyo,  in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same  extent,  claims  to  do  at  New 
ork  in  respect  to  said  ports. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  offer  to  you,  sir,  renewed  assurances  of  my 
high  consideration.

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  have  had  the  honor  of  receiving  your  note  of  the  9th 
instant,  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  Ist,  asking  questions  of  the  department  about 
the  proceedings  of  Louis  Arroyo,  who  has  opened  an  office  in  this  city,  aa  com- 
mercial agent  of  the  pretended  Mexican  empire. 

As  your  note  contains  no  positive  answer  to  my  interrogation,  although  it 
clearly  indicates  the  steps  to  be  taken  by  the  United  States  government  in  the 
affair,  I  have  thought  it  my  duty,  considering  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  to 
submit  the  question  to  the  government  of  Mexico,  and  wait  for  instructions  to 
direct  me  in  regard  to  it. 

I  embrace  this  opportunity  of  renewing  the  assurances  of  my  most  distin- 
guished consideration.

No.  300.]  Department  of  State, 

Washinglon,  November  6,  1865. 

My  Dear  Sir:  •*•••• 

I  will  proceed  to  discuss  the  subject,  and  leave  you  to  present  the  opinions  of 
the  President  to  such  extent  and  in  such  manner  as  your  own  views  of  propriety 
shall  suggest.  The  President  feels  himself  bound  to  adhere  to  the  opinion  set 
forth  in  my  despatch  No.  259,  which  has,  as  we  understand,  been  already  read 
to  Mr.  Drouyn.de  Lhuys.  The  presence  and  operations  of  a  French  army  in 
Mexico,  and  its  maintenance  of  an  authority  there,  resting  upon  force  and  not 
the  free  will  of  the  people  of  Mexico,  is  a  cause  of  serious  concern  to  the  United 
States.  Nevertheless,  the  objection  of  the  United  States  is  still  broader,  and 
includes  the.  authority  itself  which  the  French  army  is  thus  maintaining.  That 
authority  is  in  direct  antagonism  to  the  policy  of  this  government  and  the  prin- 
ciple upon  which  it  is  founded. 

Every  day's  experience  of  its  operations  only  adds  some  new  confirmation  of 
the  justice  of  the  views  which  this  government  expressed  at  the  time  the  attempt 
to  institute  that  authority  first  became  known.  The  United  States  have  hitherto 
practiced  the  utmost  frankness  on  that  subject. 

They  still 'regard  the  effort  to  establish  permanently  a  foreign  and  imperial 
government  in  Mexico  as  disallowable  and  impracticable.  For  these  reasons 
they  could  not  now  agree  to  compromise  the  position  they  have  heretofore  as- 
sumed. They  are  not  prepared  to  recognize,  or  to  pledge  themselves  hereafter 
to  recognize,  any  political  institutions  in  Mexico  which  are  in  opposition  to  the 
republican  government  with  which  we  have  so  long  and  so  constantly  main- 
tained relations  of  amity  and  friendship.  I  need  hardly  repeat  my  past  assu- 
rances of  our  sincere  desire  to  preserve  our  inherited  relations  of  i^endship  with 
France.  This  desire  ffreatly  mcreases  our  regret  that  no  communications,  for- 
mal or  informal,  which  have  been  received  from  the  government  of  that  country, 
seem  to  justify  us  in  expecting  that  France  is  likely  soon  to  be  ready  to  remove, 
as  far  as  may  depend  upon  her,  the  cause  of  our  deep  concern  for  the  harmony 
of  the  two  nations.

The  suggestion  which  you  make  of  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  France  to 
propose  a  revision  of  the  commercial  relations  between  the  two  countries  is  not 
regarded  as  having  emanated  from  the  government  of  the  empire.  However 
that  may  be,  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  we  should  not  be  dwelling  so 
earnestly  upon  the  branch  of  political  relations  if  it  had  not  been  our  conviction 
that  those  relations  at  the  present  moment  supersede  those  of  commerce  in  tbe 
consideration  of  the  American  people.

Sir:  Upon  reflection  I  concluded  that  1  should  be  likely  to  leave  more  cor- 
rect impressions,  and  perhaps  exclude  some  erroneous  ones  from  the  mind  of 
Monsieur  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  by  reading  your  despatch  No.  300  to  him,  than  by 
leaving  him,  after  our  interview  on  Thursday  week,  to  imagine  its  contents.  1 
accordingly  called  upon  his  excellency  on  Tuesday  last,  and  after  disposing  of 
some  other  matters  of  less  importance,  told  him  frankly  that  I  wished  to  read  to 
him  the  despatch,  to  the  contents  of  which  I  had  referred  at  our  last  interview, 
to  prevent  his  supposing  it  contained  anything  which  I  had  thought  proper  or 
haa  been  instructea  to  conceal  from  him. 

When  I  had  finished  he  thanked  me  for  reading  the  despatch,  though  he  felt 
obliged  to  say  that  he  derived  neither  pleasure  nor  satisfaction  from  its  contents

Washington,  December  16,  1865. 

Sir:  Your  despatch  of  November  30,  No.  209,  was  duly  received,  and  it  has 
been  submitted  to  the  President. 

Your  proceeding  in  reading  my  despatch  No.  300  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuye 
is  approved.  The  general  tenor  of  the  remarks  made  by  you  to  the  minister  of 
foreign  affiedrs  on  that  occasion  is  likewise  approved.  It  is  not  the  execntiTe 
department  of  this  government  alone  which  is  interested  and  concerned  in  tbe 
question  whether  the  present  condition  of  things  shall  be  continued  in  Mexico. 
The  interest  is  a  national  one,  and  in  every  event  Congress,  which  is  now  in 
session,  is  authorized  by  the  Constitution  and  is  entitled  to  direct  by  law  the 
action  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to  that  important  subject. 

It  has  been  the  President's  purpose  that  France  should  be  respectfully  informed 
upon  two  points,  namely : 

First.  Ihat  the  United  States  earnestly  desire  to  continue  and  to  cultivate 
sincere  friendship  with  France. 

Second.  That  this  policy  would  be  brought  into  imminent  jeopardy,  unless 
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France  could  deem  it  consistent  with  her  interest  and  honor  to  desist  from  the 
prosecution  of  armed  intervention  in  Mexico,  to  overthrow  the  domestic  repub- 
lican government  existing  there,  and  to  establish  upon  its  ruins  the  foreign  mon- 
archy which  has  been  attempted  to  be  inaugurated  in  the  capital  of  that  country. 

In  answer  to  an  exposition  of  our  views  which  was  thus  made,  the  suggestion 
was  oflfered  to  you  by  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  that  the  government  of  the  United 
States  might  favor  the  express  desire  of  the  Emperor  to  withdraw  from  Mexico, 
by  giving  to  him  some  formal  assurance  that  in  the  event  of  his  withdrawal  this 
government  would  recognize  the  institution  of  Maximilian  in  Mexico  as  dejacio 
a  political  power. 

It  was  my  desire,  in  framing  the  despatch  No.  300,  to  express  in  behalf  of  the 
United  States  a  decision  that  the  recognition  which  the  Emperor  had  thus  sug- 
gested cannot  be  made,  and  to  assign,  by  way  of  explanation,  the  grounds  upon 
which  that  decision  was  based.  I  have  carefully  considered  the  arguments 
against  that  decision  which  were  presented  to  you  by  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  in 
the  interview  referred  to,  and  I  do  not  find  in  them  any  sufficient  reasons  for 
modifying  the  views  which  the  United  States  have  expressed. 

It  remains  now  only  to  make  known  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  my  profound 
regret  that  he  has  thought  it  his  duty  to  Jeave  the  subject,  in  his  conversation 
with  you,  in  a  condition  that  does  not  authorize  an  expectation  on  our  part  that 
a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  case  can  be  effected  on  any  basis  that  thus  far 
has  been  discussed.

Monsieur  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon. — (Confidential.) 
[Translation.  ] 

MiNlSTRE  DES  AFFAmES  ETRANGERES. 

Paris,  October  18,  1866. 

Monsieur  le  Marquis:  I  have  taken  several  occasions  sinc«  two  months  to  advise  you 
of  the  dispositions  of  the  imperial  eovemment  concerning  the  duration  of  the  occupation  of 
Mexico  by  the  French  troops.  I  told  you,  in  ray  despatch  of  August  17,  that  wo  called  with 
oar  most  sincere  wishes  for  the  day  when  the  last  French  soldier  should  leave  the  country, 
and  that  the  cabinet  of  Washington  could  contribute  to  hasten  that  moment.  On  the  2d  oif 
September  I  renewed  to  you  the  assurance  of  our  strong  desire  to  withdraw  our  auxiliary 
corps  so  soon  as  circumstances  should  allow  it.  At  last,  following  the  same  ideas  more  fully, 
in  a  private  letter  of  the  10th  of  the  same  month  I  added  that  it  greatly  depended  upon  the  /^ 
United  States  to  facilitate  the  departure  of  our  troops.  If  they  would  adopt  toward  the  Mex-  *^ 
lean  ffovemment  an  amicable  attitude,  which  would  aid  to  the  consolidation  of  order,  and  in 
which  we  could  find  motives  of  security  for  the  interests  which  obliged  us  to  carry  arms  be- 
yond the  Atlantic,  we  would  be  ready  to  adopt  without  delay  the  bases  of  an  understanding 
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on  this  subject  with  the  cabinet  of  Washing^ton ;  ancl  I  wish  to  make  follj  known  to  yon  now 
the  views  of  the  government  of  his  Majesty. 

What  we  ask  of  the  United  States  is  to  be  assnred  that  their  intention  is  not  to  impede  the 
consolidation  of  the  new  order  of  things  founded  in  Mexico ;  and  the  best  guarantee  we  could 
receive  of  their  intention  would  be  the  recognition  of  the  emperor  Maximilian  by  the  federal 
government. 

The  American  Union  should  not,  it  seems  to  us,  be  kept  back  by  the  difference  of  institu- 
tions, for  the  United  States  have  official  intercourse  with  all  the  monarchies  of  Europe  and  of 
the  New  World.  It  is  in  conformity  with  their  own  principles  of  public  law  to  ir^aid  the 
monarchy  established  in  Mexico  as  being,  at  least,  a  government  '^defactOt"  without  parlac* 
ular  regard  to  its  nature  or  its  origin,  which  has  been  consecrated  by  the  suffrage  of  the  people 
of  that  country;  and  in  thus  acting  the  cabinet  of  Washington  would  only  be  inspired  with 
the  same  feelings  of  sympathy  which  President  Johnson  expressed  recently  to  the  envoy  of 
Brazil  as  guiding  the  pobcy  of  the  United  States  towards  the  younger  states  of  the  American 
continent. 

Mexico,  it  is  true,  is  still  occupied  at  this  moment  bv  the  French  army,  and  we  can  readOj 
see  that  this  objection  will  arise.  But  the  acknowledgment  of  the  Emperor  Maximilian  by 
the  United  States  would,  in  our  opinion,  have  sufficient  influence  on  the  state  of  the  countiy 
to  allow  us  to  take  into  consideration  their  susceptibilities  on  this  subject :  and  should  die 
cabinet  of  Washington  decide  to  open  diplomatic  relations  with  the  court  of  Mexico,  we  would 
dee  no  difficulty  to  enter  in  arrangement  for  the  recall  of  our  troops  within  a  reasonable  pe- 
riod of  which  we  would — ^might  consent  to  fix  the  termination. 

In  consequence  of  the  vicinage  and  immense  extent  of  the  common  frontier,  the  United 
States  are,  more  than  any  other  power,  interested  to  see  their  trade  with  Mexico  placed  under 
the  safeguard  of  stipulaUons  in  harmony  with  the  mutual  wants  of  both  countries.  We 
would  most  readily  offer  our  food  offices  to  facilitate  the  conclusion  of  a  commercial  ^aty, 
thereby  cementing  the  political  **  rapprochement,"  the  bases  of  which  I  have  just  made  known 
to  you. 

By  order  of  the  Emperor  I  invite  you  to  make  known  to  Mr.  Seward  the  dispositians  of 
his  Majesty's  government.

Mr.  Secretary  :  In  corroboration  of  the  reports  I  have  already  made  to 
^our  department,  on  various  occasions,  concerning  the  plans  of  the  French  agents 
in  Mexico  to  induce  the  discontented  citizens  of  the  south  of  the  United  States, 
who  participated  in  the  late  rebellion  against  their  country,  to  emigrate  to  that 
republic,  I  now  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  a  printed  circular, 
containing  the  prospectus  of  the  so-called  "  American  and  Mexican  Emigrant 
Company,"  organized  in  St.  Louis,  State  of  Missouri,  by  virtue  of  a  grant  from 
the  usurper,  dated  the  27th  of  April,  1865. 

In  this  grant,  to  disguise  appearances,  it  seems  that  general  immigration  is 
invited,  while  the  prospectus  plainly  shows  that  it  only  relates  to  people  from 
the  south. 

I  embrace  the  opportunity  to  renew  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  assurances  of 
my  most  distinguished  consideration.

Fro$p6ctu9  of  the  American  and  Mexican  Emigrant  Company, 
The  American  and  Mexican  Emigrant  Company  is  acting  under  a  decree  issued  to  itbjthe 
emperor  Maximilian,  on  the  27th  of  April,  1865.  a  translation  of  which,  from  the  Spanisb, 
we  giTe  below : 
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This  company  is  org^anized  with  thef  view  of  enffagiog  in  and  developing  the  varions  en- 
terprises of  which  Mexico  is  snseeptihie,  and  secaiing  for  Americans  their  natural  and  legiti- 
mate share  of  the  profits  and  advantages  arising  therefrom. 

The  only  practical  way  in  which  this  can  he  effected  is  hj  a  properly  secured  and  organised 
system  of  American  emigration. 

The  world  has  long  heen  fiimiliar  with  the  inexhaustible  mineral  wealth,  the  rich  agpricnltural 
resources,  and  the  delightful  climate  of  Mexico,  but  this  wealth  and  these  resources  have 
remained  so  long  hidden  under  the  cloud  of  civil  commotion,  and  other  local  causes,  that  the 
enterprising  mind  has  been  turned  to  other  and  more  laborious  fields  of  operation,  until  this 
country  seemed,  for  the  time,  forgotten. 

Circumstances  have  so  conspired  of  late  to  force  them  afresh  upon  the  public  mind,  until 
to-day  Mexico  fills  the  eye  and  is  the  theme  of  the  civilized  world.  Capital  from  England, 
France,  Austria,  Spain,  and  the  whole  of  Europe,  is  now  finding  its  way  into  the  country, 
building  her  railroads,  buying  her  rich  lands,  carrying  off  her  spices  and  precious  woods,. 
and  digging  her  g^ld  and  silver. 

The  time,  in  our  opinion,  has  at  last  come  for  the  full  development  of  Mexico ;  the  world 
needs  it,  and  she  is  about  to  respond  to  its  necessities.  She  is  our  neighbor — her  wealth,  her 
resources,  her  comment,  are  at  our  very  doors,  and  would  naturally  he  contributory  to  our 
own ;  but  if  Americans  will  not  cultivate  friendly  relations  with  her,  and  will  not  take  part 
in  the  enterprises  of  the  country,  we  can  expect  but  little  or  no  profit  from  them. 

We  have  now  our  agents  in  Mexico,  who  will  keep  us  promptly  and  correctly  advised  of 
the  condition  of  the  country  in  all  its  aspects,  and  who  will  select  the  best  agricultural  and 
mineral  lands  in  large  quantities  in  the  OAst  parts  of  the  empire. 

All  that  an  emigrant  may  want  to  know  before  he  abandons  his  old  home  for  a  new  one 
will  be  communicated  through  this  companv,  by  its  agents  in  Mexico. 

The  climate  on  the  table-lands  is  unequalled  for  its  healthy  character,  and  there  being  no 
frost  or  winter  in  that  country,  the  poor  man  is  relieved  from  the  drudgery  of  working  naif 
of  the  year  to  provide  clothing  and  rael  for  the  balance. 

The  soil,  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  is  the  richest  and  most  productive  in  the  worid, 
yielding  all  that  can  be  raised  in  the  United  States,  and  in  many  parts  much  more  abundantly 
with  the  same  amount  of  labor,  besides  many  other  crops  that  will  not  mature  here. 

The  unchanging  spring-like  character  of  the  climate  enables  the  inhabitants  to  plant  crops 
in  any  season  of  tne  year,  and  the  most  luxurious  pasturage  is  afforded  at  all  times,  thus 
saving  the  great  expense  and  labor  of  Uying  up  supplies  for  stock,  as  in  cold  countries. 

Two  crops  of  com  can  be  raised  annually,  and  cotton,  on  account  of  the  long  seasons, 
will  produce  from  one  to  one  and  a  half  bale  to  the  acre.  Coffee  will  beg^n  to  bear  in 
from  two  to  three  years  from  the  plant,  yielding,  for  many  years  thereafter,  an  itfimense 
profit,  with  but  little  care,  and  no  expensive  macninery  to  prepare  it  for  the  market.

In  alluding  to  these  productions  we  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying  that  all  of 
them  can  be  found  in  every  part  of  the  country,  but  that  each  section  possesses  its  own  agri- 
cultural characteristics,  the  nistory  and  details  of  which  will  be  part  of  the  province  of  this 
company  to  acquire  and  communicate  through  its  agencies. 

The  mineral  wealth  of  the  country  is  so  well  and  widely  known,  that  it  would  seem  super- 
fluous to  say  more  than  merely  to  refer  to  them.  The  gold  mines  are  equal  to  those  of 
Califoroia,  and  the  silver  leads  have  proven  their  richness  beyond  doubt,  while  platina, 
quickjilver,  precious  stones,  iron  and  coal,  have  been  discovered  in  liberal  quantities ;  and 
irom  experiments  already  made,  no  doubt  exists  that  coal  oil  abounds  to  a  profitable  extent ; 
in  short,  it  would  seem  that  nature  had  emptied  her  richest  stores  into  the  lap  of  that  country, 
and  it  requires  but  the  provident  and  intelligent  hand  to  develop  her  lavish  gifts. 

The  company  has  already  received  offers  of  large  grants  of  lands  free  of  charge,  but  as 
we  do  not  wish  to  be  confined  to  any  particular  section  of  country  by  free  grants,  we  are 
securing,  and  shall  continue  to  purchase,  larg^  tracts  in  the  most  eligible  localities,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  wants  and  preference  of  the  emigrant,  which,  whether  from  free 
grants  or  purchase,  will  be  sold  on  such  long  time  and  divided  payments  that  will,  in  the 
aggregate,  amount  to  less  than  the  annual  taxes  per  acre  in  any  other  country. 

These  lands  will  be  gotten  in  large  quantities,  at  firom  25  cents  to  |1  per  acre;  and  will 
be  resold  in  farms  to  the  emigrant,  at  a  less  price  than  he  could  purchase  for  himself  from 
the  original  proprietors,  as  there  is  no  limit  to  the  quantity  which  the  company  is  allowed  to 
purchase  and  improve. 

A  head  of  a  family  can  go  alone  and  locate  his  land,  make  his  household  anangements, 
and,  when  he  wants  his  family,  he  can,  by  communicating  with  our  nearest  agent  in  Mexico, 
bave  them  brought  to  him  by  the  company.

First.  The  American  and  Mexican  Emigrant  Company,  represented  by  Bernard  G.  Caul- 
field,  is  authorized  to  acquire,  for  the  purpose  of  emigration,  anv  lands  within  the  empire,  be 
the  same  cultivated  or  not,  which  it  may  consi<?er  suited  to  the  development  of  such  mineral, 
agricultural,  manufacturing,  and  industrial  enterprises,  as  said  company  may  see  fit  to 
establish.

Sir  :  My  attention  has  been  called  to  a  statement  made  by  M.  Corta,  a  member  of  th« 
French  corps  legislatif,  in  the  sitting  of  that  chamber  of  the  11th  ultimo,  while  discussing 
the  Mexican  qaestion,  in  which  he,  in  conformity  with  the  policy  of  his  government,  (whost 
agent  he  has  been  in  Mexico, )  tries  to  impeach  the  patriotism  or  the  constitational  president 
of  Mexico,  using  the  most  slanderous  means,  and  averring  that  President  Juarez  has  twice 
offered  the  State  of  Sonora  to  President  Lincoln  for  seventy-five  millions  of  francs. 

M.  Corta  said  (Le  Moniteur  Universel  of  April  12,  1865,  page  433)  as  follows : 

After  these  words  of  General  Smith— (he  has  just  quoted  some  words  which  he  means  to 
attribute  to  General  Scott,  calling  him  General  Smith,  as  he  names  President  Jackson  when 
he  means  President  Polk)— Sonora  and  the  property  confiscated  from  the  clergy  have  bosn 
offered  to  the  United  States,  to  President  Lincoln,  for  a  sum  of  seventy-five  mimons.  Well, 
the  American  government,  the  actual  President  of  the  United  States,  has  refused  this  con- 
cession propos^  by  Juarez  two  different  times. 

I  have  been  the  only  representative  in  Washington  of  President  Juarez's  government  dar- 
ing the  whole  time  of  President  Lincoln's  administration,  and  I  do  not  know  of  any  sock 
o£ter  ever  haying  been  made  to  the  United  States  through  me  or  anybody  else.  Mr.  Comin, 
late  United  States  minister,  negotiated,  it  is  true,  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  a  treaty  by  which 
the  United  States  were  to  loan  to  Mexico  eleven  millions  of  dollars,  but  no  sale  of  Mexican 
territory  was  ever  offered  to  this  government,  and  only  the  guarantee  of  the  product  of  some 
of  the  revenue  of  Mexico,  to  wit :  the  product  of  the  sale  of  the  national  property  lately  in 
the  hands  of  the  clergy,  and  of  the  public  unoccupied  or  vacant  lands  in  the  country,  which 
are  in  Mexico  a  source  of  revenue  as  well  as  in  the  United  States. 

As  for  any  previous  offer  of  this  kind  by  President  Juarez,  we  have  his  statemaat  denying 
flatly  that  he  ever  intended  any  such  thing.  I  send  you  a  copy  of  his  statement  making 
such  denial. 

It  is  my  duty,  as  a  Mexican  and  the  representative  of  a  government  struggling  for  the  in- 
dependence of  self,  free,  popular  government  and  republican  institutions,  against  foreien 
conspiracies  and  encroachments,  to  expose  the  intrigues  of  the  enemies  of  my  country,  bj 
which  they  expect  to  prejudice  public  opinion  against  us.  Only  this  duty  makes  me  intrude 
upon  you,  begging  you  to  have  this  letter  and  its  annexed  published.

Mr.  Romero  presents  his  respects  to  Mr.  Seward,  and  has  the  honor  to  enclose 
to  him  an  extract  taken  from  the  New  York  Tribune,  which  contains  the  address 
which  General  Magruder,  commander-in-chief  of  the  insurgent  army  in  Texas, 
made  to  Don  Santiago  Vidaurri,  who  was  the  governor  of  the  states  of  New 
Leon  and  Coahuila,  in  the  republic  of  Mexico,  on  solemnly  receiving  him  at  the 
city  of  San  Antonio  on  the  2l8t  May  last,  which  address,  no  less  than  the  an- 
swer of  Vidaurri,  demonstrates  the  existence  of  a  perfect  underatanding  between 
the  traitors  in  Mexico  and  the  insurgents  in  the  United  States,  because  both 
count  on  the  aid  of  the  Freuch  government  to  bring  to  a  close,  such  as  they  de- 
sire, the  enterprises  in  which  they  are  engaged.  This  is  the  address  to  which 
Mr.  Romero  referred  at  the  interview  he  had  with  Mr.  Seward  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  State  on  the  20th  June  last  past.

IN  PUBLIC  SPEECHES. 

{_From  the  Neio  Orleans  Era,'] 

The  absquatulating  ex-goTemor  ofthe  Mexican  states  of  Coahuila  and  New  Leon,  Vidaurri, 
and  the  rebel  commander-in-chief  of  Texas,  General  J.  Bankhead  Magruder,  had  an  inter- 
esting meeting  at  Houston  on  the  21st  May,  a  full  account  of  which  we  give  below,  taken 
from  the  columns  of  the  Houston  Telegraph  of  the  23d.  It  was  a  solemn  and  impressive 
(spectacle,  the  meeting  of  these  two  noble  and  devoted  patriots,  martyrs  in  the  cause  of  lib- 
erty, who  have  fought  and  bled  for  their  country,  and  made  enormous  fortimes  by  stealing 
cotton  from  defenceless  citizens,  selling  it  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  public  service,  and 
pocketing  the  proceeds.  Here  is  the  way  these  disinterested,  self-sacrificing  men  talk  to  each 
other  for  the  benefit  of  the  credulous  and  humbugged  people : 

Governor  Vidaurri  arrived  in  this  city  on  Saturday,  and  was  courteously  received  by  Gen- 
erfd  Magruder  and  his  staff  and  a  military  escort.  On  meeting  him  at  the  depot  of  the  Cen- 
tral railroad,  General  Magruder  addressed  him,  in  substance,  as  follows : 

General  Vidaurri  :  I  bid  you  welcome  to  this  military  district,  not  only  as  one  who  has 
been  governor  of  neighboring  and  friendly  states,  those  of  Coahuila  and  Nueva  Leon,  but  as 
an  enlightened  chief  magistrate,  who  has  established  friendly  relations  with  the  confederacy, 
and  has  always  appreciated  the  value  of  an  uninterrupted  commercial  and  amicable  inter- 
course with  the  State  and  citizens  of  Texas. 

I  bid  you  welcome  as  one  of  those  patriots  who  have  wisdom  to  discern  and  nerve  to  exe- 
cute whatever  may  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  country.  In  the  wild  storms  which  have 
swept  oifer  our  native  land  you  have  exercised  control  to  draw  order  out  of  chaos,  and  to 
secure  the.  best  interests  of  the  people,  even  in  spite  of  themselves. 

For  your  noble  efforts  to  serve  the  people  of  Coahuila  and  Nueva  Leon  you  are  now  an 
exile.  For  your  patriotic  exertions  to  secure  for  them  the  blessings  of  a  well-org;anized,  reg- 
ular, and  just  government,  and  to  free  them  from  any  dependence  on  the  most  faithless  and 
barWous  of  all  people,  (those  of  the  United  States,)  you  have  offered  up  yourself  as  a  sacri- 
fice. But  the  patriot  will  be  rewarded ;  your  sacrifices  will  be  but  temporary ;  and  all  wise 
and  truly  patriotic  Mexicans  will  soon  acknowledge  the  wisdom,  as  well  as  the  patriotism,  of 
your  course,  and,  welcoming  you  back  with  open  arms,  will  inviie  you  to  such  a  participa* 
tlon  in  the  conduct  of  public  affairs  as  your  great  ability  and  high  character  fairly  demand. 

Be  assured,  general,  that  we  shall  look  with  interest  upon  your  future  career,  as  we  have 
done  upon  the  past,  and  that  wo  wish  you  health  and  prosperity  as  cordially  as  we  bid  you 
welcome.

To  this  Governor  Vidaurri  replied,  thanking  General  Magruder  for  the  unexpected  compli 
ment  he  had  paid  him.  He  assured  him  that  he  had  always  felt  the  greatest  sjmpathj  fo^ 
the  Confederate  States,  as  they  had  battled  for  their  rights  and  for  the  poor  pririlege  to  be  le^ 
alone.  He  was  himself  now  an  exile  from  his  country  for  contending  for  the  same  ri^ts  tba*. 
had  been  usurped  by  unprincipled  men.  He  hoped  soon  that  the  Confederate  States  migh: 
reach  the  object  for  which  they  had  so  long  struggled. 

The  governor  and  General  Magriider  then  took  carriages,  escorted  by  the  ^eneral^s  staff. 
The  cortege  proceeded  to  the  Fannin  House,  where  it  halted,  and  the  distinguished  stranger 
was  wait^  upon  by  the  military  and  civil  authorities,  his  honor  the  mayor  tending  kim  a 
welcome  to  the  city.  x 

It  is  a  well-lmown  fact  that  not  two-thirds  of  the  enormous  sums  of  money  derived  from 
the  seizure  and  sale  of  cotton  by  General  Magruder  and  his  emissaries  was  ever  used  for  the 
benefit  of  the  I'ebel  government,  but  was  invested  in  sterling  bills  and  foreign  loana,  for  the 
benefit  of  Magruder  and  the  men  connected  with  him  in  his  swindling  transactions.  This  i» 
well  known  to  hundreds  of  refugees  from  the  State  of  Texas  now  in  this  city.  Vidaurri,  by 
levying  heavy  taxes  upon  the  cotton  transported  through  the  territory  over  which  he  ruled, 
and  by  occasional  seizure  of  a  lot  belonging  to  private  parties,  (against  which  there  was  no 
redress,  owing  to  the  lawless  state  of  the  country,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  owners  generally 
were  rebels,  and  had  no  government  that  could  or  would  protect  them, )  managed,  to  feather 
his  nest  quite  snugly.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  when  he  decamped  from  Monterev, 
between  the  setting  and  rising  of  the  sun,  that  he  was  compelled  to  leave  behind  all,  or  nearly 
all,  of  his  ill-gotten  g?  ins.

Mexican  Legation  to  the  United  States  of  America, 

Washingtony  December  3,  1864. 
My  Dear  Sir:  In  the  conversation  we  had  on^Thursday,  24th  November 
last,  I  read  to  you  extracts  of  a  letter  which  a  friend,  resident  in  New  York, 
had  written  to  me  in  relation  to.  the  plans  respecting  Mexico  which  it  Is  assured 
are  entertained  by  many  persons  in  the  northern  States,  in  concert  with  citizens 
of  the  south.  You  were  pleased  to  ask  me  for  a  memorandum  from  this  letter, 
and  I  offered  to  send  it  to  you.  I  have  not  done  so  before  now,  because  I  ex- 
pected to  receive  some  advices  from  Mexico,  and  wished  to  see  if  the  reports  in- 
dicated were  in  any  manner  confirmed  by  the  advices  which  should  be  received 
from  that  country.  Those  advices  have  now  reached  me,  and  I  have  the  honor 
to  send  you  the  memorandum  which  you  asked  for,  added  to  by  the  last  news 
received.

A  friend  of  Mr.  Romero  write^  to  him  from  New  York,  under  date  of  22d  November  last 
past,  informing  him  that  from  conversations  he  has  had  with  an  ex-general  of  the  army  of  the 
United  States,  and  an  ex-governor  and  ex-senator  of  one  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  he  was 
convinced  that  there  were  serious  intrigues  on  the  part  of  many  northern  men,  disgusted  with 
the  result  of  the  late  presidential  election,  in  connexion  with  a  considerable  number  of  promi- 
nent men  at  the  south,  that  in  case — ^which  is  now  considered  probable— the  south  should 
have  to  yield  to  the  armies  of  the  north,  they  would  go  to  Mexico  and  operate  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mines  and  extension  of  agriculture,  with  the  purpose,  in  the  first  place,  of  sus- 
taining Maximilian,  and  for  the  purpose  of  occupying  themselves  afterwards  in  tnat  country. 

The  number  of  persons  dissatisfied  at  the  north  is  large  enough,  and  that  of  those  who  are 
disposed  to  venture  on  such  an  enterprise  is  altogether  greater  at  the  south,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  person  who  communicates  this  information— being  sufficient  to  give  a  great  re-enforce- 
ment to  Maximilian.  This  aid  on  the  part  of  the  south  might  assume  the  character  of  an 
armed  immipation,  which  could  take  place  before  the  forces  of  the  United  States  could  shut 
the  door  agamst  them  bj  taking  the  line  of  the  Rio  Grande. 

The  ex-general  said,  m  the  conversation  referred  to,  that  M.  Montholon,  French  minister 
to  Mexico,  was  working  to  this  purpose,  and  that  a  full  brigade  would  soon  set  off,  as  private 
individuals,  firom  the  Atlantic  States  for  Vera  Cruz,  and  others  from  California  for  the  Pa- 
cific coast 

The  ex-govemor  and  ex-senator  said  that  the  French  minister  in  Mexico  had  already  con- 
cluded negotiations  in  respect  of  Sonora  and  Lower  California. 

These  assertions  agree  entirely  \vith  the  news  received  from  Mexico  by  the  last  steamer 
from  the  Havana. 

**The  Estafette,"  which  is  the  organ  of  the  French  policy  in  Mexico,  has  frequently  made 
allusions  to  the  convenience  that  Maximilian  will  cultivate  the  best  understanding  with  the 
confederate  authorities  on  the  frontier,  and  to  favor,  in  all  modes,  the  immigration  of  citizens 
who  have  risen  against  this  government. 

A  letter  from  Mexico,  published  b^  the  **Courrier  des  Etats  Unis,'*  a  French  imperialist 
paper  printed  in  New  York,  and  which  it  is  believed  was  written  by  M.  Masseras,  proprietor 
of  that  paper,  who  actually  is  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  paves  the  way  to  prevent  public  opinion 
from  bemg  alarmed  on  learning  that  Maximilian  thinks  of  aliening,  or  has  aliened,  a  portion 
of  the  Mexican  territoiy.  The  said  letter  appears  to  restrict  itself  to  the  Mexican  financial 
qoeetion,  and  says  Uiat  the  budget  of  the  so-called  empire  approaches  forty  millions  of  dol- 
lars, and  the  portions  of  Mexican  revenue  which  are  in  the  hands  of  the  French  are  reckoned 
at  four  millions.  To  cover  this  deficit,  says  the  letter,  there  is  no  other  choice  but  to  sell  or 
mortgage  the  public  domain.  Various  letters  from  Mexico,  received  in  New  York  by  different 
persons  who  are  in  communication  with  partisans  of  Maximilian,  aver  unanimously  that  he 
only  exercises  a  nominal  power,  but  that  the  real  authority  rests  only  in  General  Bazaine, 
who  acts  under  instructions  which  he  receives  directly  from  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  and 
of  which  even  the  Minister  Montholon  has  no  knowl^ge.

Mr,  Romero  to  Mr.  Seward. 

[Translation.] 

Mexican  Legation  to  the  United  States  of  America, 

Washington,  February  6,  1865. 

The  undersigned,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the 
Mexican  republic,  has  the  honor  to  address  himself  to  tne  honorable  William 
H.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  protest- 
ing in  the  roost  explicit  and  formal  manner  against  the  cession  which  the  ex- 
Archduke  of  Austria,  Ferdinand  Maximilian,  has  made,  or  is  about  to  make,  to 
the  French  government  of  various  states  of  the  Mexican  republic. 

The  undersigned  permits  himself  to  remind  the  honorable  William  H.  Sew- 
ard that  at  the  interview  which  he  had  with  him  on  the  1 9th  January  last  past, 
he  read  to  him  a  letter  written  at  the  city  of  Mexico  on  the  28th  December 
previous,  the  latest  date  from  that  city  received  up  to  this  date  in  this  comitrj, 
in  which  a  person  well-informed  and  entirely  trustworthy  communicated  the 
news  that  French  agents  in  that  city  had  proposed  to  the  deluded  Meiicans 
who  now  encircle  the  usurper  that  the  Emperor  of  the  French  has  sent  to  Mexico 
a  settlement,  in  virtue  of  which  there  is  to  be  ceded  to  France  the  Mexican  slates 
of  Tamaulipas,  Nueva  Leon,  and  Coahuila,  parts  of  those  of  San  Luis  Potosi,  Zac- 
atecas,  Durango,and  Chihuahua,  almost  the  whole  of  Sonora,  and  the  peninsula  of 
Lower  California,  the  dividing  line  to  be  formed  by  the  river  Yaqui,  on  the  Pa- 
cific, and  Panuco,  on  the  Gulf,  to  their  sources,  and  a  straight  liue  drawn  from 
one  point  to  the  other ;  that  to  make  the  cession  of  so  considerable  a  part  of  the 
Mexican  territory  acceptable,  assurance  was  made  that  France  would  establish 
in  the  ceded  territory  a  military  colony,  which  would  be"  under  its  immediate 
protection,  and  which  would  place  the  rest  of  the  country  under  shelter  from 
filibustering  attacks  from  the  United  States,  which  would  produce  the  liquida- 
tion of  the  supposed  debt  which  Mexico  has  with  France,  and  which  wotud  fe- 
cilitate  the  acquisition  of  three  hundred  millions  to  the  treasury  of  the  usurper. 
It  is  added,  also,  to  make  so  considerable  a  loss  less  sensibly  felt,  that  the  states 
referred  to  have  only  belonged  in  name  to  Mexico,  because  they  have  been  niled 
by  authorities  which  have  not  respected  the  orders  of  the  central  government  of 
Mexico,  and  which  were  doomed  to  self-destruction,  either  because  they  might 
fall  into  the  power  of  the  French  or  of  the  United  States,  and  that  in  such  alter- 
native there  cannot  be  a  moment's  doubt  of  the  preferable  extreme.  In  the  same 
letter  assurance  was  given  that  such  settlement  had  not  been  yet  submitted  to 
the  usurper,  and  it  was  given  out  as  understood  that  he  would  not  fail  to  hesi- 
tate and  even  manifest  opposition  to  it  before  his  acceptance. 

Thfs  circumstance  signifies  nothing,  however;  the  usurper  either  has  not  hia 
own  will,  or  if  he  has,  he  cannot  make  it  prevail  when  in  contradiction  to  that 
of  his  protector.  Besides,  it  is  not  to  be  presumed  that  he  takes  any  interest  in 
the  destinies  of  a  country  which  is  not  his  fatherland,  in  which  four  years  ago 
he  was  not  known  even  by  name  to  the  vast  majority  of  the  nation,  which  he 
himself  knew  only  by  name,  to  which  he  has  been  brought  and  is  sustained  hy 
foreign  bayonets,  and  in  which  he  is  shedding  the  blood  of  patriotic  Mexicani, 
who  are  maintaining  their  independence,  to  satiate  a  blind  ambition  for  rule, 
which  for  his  punishment  he  exercises  only  in  appearance. 

The  undersigned  always  believed  that  the  Emperor  of  the  French  would  dose 
up  in  this  manner  his  interference  in  Mexico,  when  he  should  become  convinced 
that  it  would  not  be  possible  for  him  to  retain  the  whole  republic  as  a  French 
colony,  and  had  the  honor  so  to  state  to  the  honorable  William  H.  Seward  in 
the  communication  he  addressed  to  him  the  §7th  December,  1862,  and  which 
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the  President  sent  to  the  House  of  Repjesentatives  among  the  documents  relating 
to  Mexican  affairs,  transmitted  with  his  message  of  4th  February,  1863. 

That  which  then,  however,  did  not  exceed  conjecture,  although  well  founded, 
has  come  to  be  realized  with  the  course  of  time  and  the  development  of  events. 
News  received  from  Mexico,  from  an  entirely  trustworthy  source,  has  been 
confirmed  by  other  advices  received  simultaneously  from  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia, and  from  Paris ;  and  such  coincidences,  combined  with  other  antecedents 
which  the  undersigned  is  possessed  of  in  this  matter,  do  not  leave  him  in  the 
least  doubt  that  it  the  settlement  proposed  has  not  been  ratified,  it  is  on  the 
point  of  80  being. 

This  conviction  obliges  the  undersigned,  in  fulfilment  of  the  duty  which  be- 
longs to  him  as  representative  of  the  Mexican  nation,  to  protest  solemnly  and 
energetically  against  any  settlement  made  by  the  ex- Archduke  of  Austria  in 
the  name  of  Mexico,  with  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  or  with  any  other  gov- 
ernment, by  which  he  alienes  or  hypothecates  Mexican  territory,  or  in  any 
manner  compromises  the  responsibility  of  the  native  country  of  the  undersigned. 

Addressing  himself  to  the  government  of  the  United  States,  the  undersigned 
does  not  think  it  necessary  to  halt  to  prove  that  the  ex- Archduke  of  Austria 
only  represents  in  Mexico  the  Emperor .  of  the  French,  by  whose  army  he  was 
brought  to  that  republic  and  is  there  sustained ;  and  that  therefore  any  settle- 
ment made  between  the  ex- Archduke  and  the  Emperor  of  the  French  would 
have  the  same  obligatory  force  on  the  Mexican  nation  as  one  concluded  between 
the  said  Emperor  and  General  Bazaine,  commanding  in  chief  the  French  forces 
in  Mexico. 

The  undersigned  has  not  thought  that  he  should  await  for  official  notice  of 
the  conclusion  of  such  settlement  in  order  to  protest  against  it.  It  is  of  such 
gravity  and  transcendency,  not  only  to  the  interests  of  Mexico,  but  to  those  of 
the  whole  American  continent,  that  he  would  consider  himself  to  be  wanting  to 
his  most  sacred  duties  should  he  for  a  moment  delay  to  take  this  step. 

The  undersigned  thinks  fit,  in  justification  of  his  conduct  in  this  affair,  to 
remind  the  honorable  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  of  a  fact  slightly 
resembling  the  present,  when  the  representatives  of  the  French  government  in 
Mexico  protested  against  a  treaty  concluded  between  Mexico  and  the  United 
States  of  much  less  importance  than  the  present,  only  because  of  the  vague 
rumors,  more  of  less  founded,  that  they  had  received  that  it  had  been  concluded, 
and  before  they  had  official  notice  of  its  execution.  "^    ' 

After  the  rupture  between  the  allied  Europeans  at  Orizaba,  and  when  France 
alone  continued  making  war  on  Mexico,  the  minister  of  the  United  States  to 
this  republic  made  a  treaty  with  the  Mexican  government,  in  virtue  of  which 
the  United  States  were  to  lend  to  Mexico  eleven  millions  of  dollars,  Mexico 
hypothecating  in  payment  for  such  amount  the  unoccupied  lands  of  the  republic, 
the  unsold  national  property,  previously  called  church  property,  and  the  unsatisfied 
bonds  and  promissory  notes  for  national  property  already  aliened.  This  treaty 
was  signed  in  the  city  of  Mexico  the  6th  April,  1862;  but  as  it  did  not  receive 
ratification  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  it  was  not  officially  pub- 
lished, and  only  mere  rumors,  more  or  less  founded,  were  circulated  about  its 
object  and  stipulations ;  notwithstanding  which,  the  representatives  of  the  Em- 
peror of  the  French  addressed  to  the  Slexican  government,  under  date  of  the 
15th  April  aforesaid,  a  note  in  which  they  said  to  it  that  they  had  been  in- 
formed that  said  government  had  concluded  or  was  about  to  conclude  a  treaty 
with  a  foreign  government  by  which  were  sold,  ceded,  transferred,  or  hypothe- 
cated thereto  a  part  of  the  lands  and  public  revenues  of  Mexico,  to  the  whole 
of  which  lands  and  revenues  France  made  claim  of  right,  in  virtue  of  the  fraudu- 
lent claims  of  her  subjects.    With  the  note  which  the  undersigned  had  the 
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honor  to  address  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  State  on  the  2d  Jnne,  1862,  he 
remitted  a  copy  of  such  protest. 

The  undersigned  avails  of  this  opportunity  to  Tene\7  to  the  honorable  William 
H.  Seward  the  assurances  of  his  most  distinguished  consideration.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  6th  instant,  in  which,  in  your  character  of  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister 
plenipotentiary  of  the  United  Mexican  States,  accredited  to  the  government  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  you  enter  your  protest,  in  the  most  formal,  ener- 
getic, and  solemn  manner,  against  any  settlement  or  cession,  either  made  or 
to  be  made  by  the  ex- Archduke  Ferdinand  Maximilian,  of  Austria,  in  the 
name  of  Mexico,  with  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  or  with  any  other  govern- 
ment, by  which  he  alienates  or  hypothecates  Mexican  territory,  or  in  any  man- 
ner compromises  the  responsibility  of  the  Mexican  republic. 

This  measure  you  are  led  to  take  under  the  circumstances  more  fully  detailed 
in  your  note,  believing  it  to  be  in  consonance  with  your  most  sacred  duties  as 
the  representative  of  Mexico. 

In  reply,  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  protest  referred  to  will  be 
placed  upon  file  in  the  archives  of  this  department,  there  to  remain  a  testimony 
to  your  course  in  the  premises  and  as  an  additional  evidence  of  the  zealous  and 
patriotic  discharge  oi  your  functions  as  the  minister  of  Mexico  in  the  United 
States,  and  for  such  other  uses  and  purposes  as  future  events  may  render  it  ne- 
cessary to  apply  it.

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

Washington,  April  20,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  ad  interim  j  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you,  with 
this  note,  by  instructions  of  my  government,  and  for  the  information  of  that  of 
the  United  States,  a  copy  of  a  communication  addressed  on  the  2d  of  December 
last  by  General  Slaughter,  who  commands  the  insurgent  forces  in  the  western 
district  of  Toxas,  to  Don  Tomas  Mejia,  the  commander  of  the  forces  of  the  in- 
tervention in  Matamoras,  in  relation  to  the  Mexican  steamer  Orizaba,  captured 
by  the  insurgents  under  the  plea  that  she  was  manned  by  citizens  of  the  United 
States. 

•  From  this  communication  we  may  infer  what  are  the  relations  that  have  existed 
between  the  insurgents  of  both  republics,  and  what  are  the  sympathies  which 
those  of  the  United  States  entertain  for  those  of  Mexico. 

This  same  communication  was  republished  in  the  Gazette  of  Monterey  of  the 
18th  December,  referred  to,  preceded  by  an  artiMe,  of  which  I  also  transmit  a 
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copy,  in  which  the  sentiments  of  sympathy  expressed  by  General  Slaughter  are 
reciprocated,  the  interventionists  of  Monterey  considering  themselves  satisfied 
with  the  explanations  of  the  said  general,  and  even  praising  his  action  in  cap- 
taring  the  steamer  Orizaba.  The  circumstance  of  the  publication  of  such  an 
article  in  the  official  paper  of  the  so-called  authorities  of  the  intervention  in  New 
Leon  is  very  significant. 

These  documents  are  an  additional  proof  of  the  identity  of  political  interests- 
which  exists  between  the  insurgents  of  this  country  and  the  partisans  of  the 
French  cause  in  Mexico,  thus  making  manifest  that  which  exists  between  the 
United  States  and  the  Mexican  nation. 

In  confirmation  of  these  impressions,  I  deem  it  proper  to  enclose  the  annexed 
slip  from  the  Tribune,  of  New  York,  of  the  13th  instant,  which  contains  a  letter 
written  at  the  city  of  Mexico  on  the  29th  of  March  last,  and  in  which  important 
details  upon  the  events  which  are  occurring  in  that  country,  and  especially  in 
that  part  occupied  by  the  French,  in  alluding  to  the  course  of  these  latter  towards 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States.

THE  SOUTHERN  CONFEDERACY  AND  THE  EMPIRE. 

Monterey,  December  18,  1864. 

.We  insert  in  continuation  a  communication  from  General  J.  £.  Slaughter,  who  is  now  in 
command  of  the  confaderate  troops  in  the  western  district  of  Texas,  which  he  addresses  to 
General  Don  Tomas  Mejia,  in  reference  to  the  capture  of  the  steamer  Orizaha,  which  vessel 
was  seized  in  the  waters  of  said  confederacy. 

The  Monitor  of  the  Frontier,  wliich  has  iirst  published  said  communication,  savs  that  the 
Orizaba  was  sailing  under  the  flag  of  Mexico,  and  that,  therefore,  the  seizure  of  the  vessel 
is  illegal.  It  is  known,  however,  that  the  Orizaba  belongs  to  citizens  of  the  United  States ; 
that  her  cargo,  as  General  Slaughter  assures  us,  also  belongs  to  them,  and  that  the  crew  of 
the  vessel  is  comiK)6ed  of  Yankees. 

Will  it  be  permitted  to  the  Yankees  under  the  shadow  of  the  Mexican  flag  to  interfere  with 
the  operations  of  the  war,  and  to  mock  with  impunity  the  rights  of  a  nation  like  the  young 
c<mfederated  republic  to  which  we  are  united  by  the  double  tie  of  commercial  relations  and 
mntual  interests  ? 

However  much  the  contrary  may  be  alleged,  we  believe  that  the  interested  parties  will 
necessarily  be  compelled  to  have  recourse  to  the  admiralty  court  of  the  confederacy,  which 
is  the  only  competent  one  to  decide  whether  or  not  there  is  room  for  the  restitution  of  the 
Orizaba.

HEADQaUlTERS  OF  THE  DIVISION  OF  TEXAS, 

Brownsville,  December  2,  1864. 

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  dated  No- 
vember 30,  ultimo,  in  reference  to  the  capture  of  the  steamer  Orizaba  and  the  detention  of 
her  officers  and  crew  by  the  authorities  of  the  Confedei'ate  States. 

I  understand  that  the  Orizaba  was  built  by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  that  she  be- 
longs to  these ;  that  her  cargo  also  belongs  to  them ;  that,  besides,  her  crew  is  of  the  same 
nationality. 

These  reasons  compelled  me  to  take  the  steamer,  but  the  case  will  be  adjudged  by  the  court 
of  admiralty,  and  if  these  points  can  be  proven,  it  will  be  clear  that  her  Ucense  to  sail  under 
the  Mexican  flag  is  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  that  country,  and  consequently  null. 

The  decrees  issued  by  the  courts  of  admiralty  are  a  general  rule  respected  b^  all  nations. 

Both  the  interested  parties  may  recur  to  and  have  the  right  to  prove  by  witnesses,  either 
of  themselves  or  by  an  attorney,  before  the  court  of  admiralty,  their  respective  assertions. 

The  captain  and  the  owners  have  abused  the  Mexican  flag  to  cover  property  which  belongs 
to  our  enemies,  and  in  such  a  case  tl^ey  will  have  to  prefer  a  complaint  to  the  court  referred 
to,  and  not  to  the  imperial  government  at  Mexico. 
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I 
I  have  replied  to  your  note  with  all  the  frankness  of  a  soldier  and  friend,  and  at  the  same 
time  permit  me,  general,  to  assure  jou  that  the  confederate  government  and  authoriUes  wiU 
use  all  their  efforts  to  continue  and  perpetuate  the  most  friendly  relations  with  the  impenal 
government,  and  whensoever  my  government  shall  promise  it  a  thing,  it  will  know  how  to

Mexico,  March  29,  1865. 

The  discords  in  the  royal  "happy  family"  continue  to  grow  more  and  more  interesting. 
Composed  as  it  is  of  French,  Belgians,  and  Austrians,  each  striving  for  the  ascendency,  and 
neither  being  able  to  place  any  confidence  in  the  other,  the  position  of  affairs  can  easily  be 
imagined.  At  present,  Elvin,  the  chief  of  cabinet  and  conndant  of  the  Empress  Carlotto, 
seems  to  have  the  firmest  hold,  and  is  the  Emperor's  private  counsellor..  He  was  sent  by  the 
father  of  Carlotta  to  see  that  her  interests  were  not  neglected,  and  plays  his  cards  welL  Ko 
communication  can  reach  the  Emperor  except  through  his  hands,  which  gives  him  decided 
advantages  over  other  members  of  the  cabinet.  All  these  strifes  and  bickerings  in  the  impe- 
rial cabmet,  in  the  end,  amount  to  nothing,  as  the  decisions  have  all  to  be  submitted  to  the 
approval  of  Marshal  Bazaine,  who  in  a  moment  undoes  the  work  of  days,  and,  as  the  head 
of  affairs  in  Mexico,  dashes  in  pieces  the  fabrications  of  the  imperial  council.  Ko  appoint- 
ments can  be  made,  no  decrees  issued,  no  sentences  approved — m  fact  nothing  done  without 
being  first  submitted  to  this  representative  of  Louis  Napoleon,  who,  in  turn,  is  now  ruled  by 
a  notorious  Mexican  prostitute,  through  whom  important  business  is  transacted,  appoint- 
ments procured,  rights  to  property  established,  &c.,  she,  of  course,  requiring  a  quid  pro  que 
for  her  services;  so  that,  in  the  end,  Mexico  is  decidedly  ahead,  this  second  Cleopatra,  dt 
her  charms,  ruling  the  destinies  of  the  nation. 

Several  of  the  editors  of  newspapers  in  this  city,  having  indulged  in  rather  severe  criticism 
in  regard  to  the  trial  and  summary  execution  of  Greueral  Romero,  who  was  shot  in  this  city 
on  the  18th  instant,  (but  eight  hours  intervening  between  the  close  of  the  trial  and  his  execu- 
tion,) they  were  by  order  ol  General  Bazaine  called  together  on  the  23d,  and  informed  that 
the  military  order  issued  in  1863,  declaring  martial  law  throughout  Mexico,  had  never  been 
revoked ;  fliat  the  military  power  reigned  supreme,  and  was  above  and  beyond  the  criticism 
of  the  press,  and  from  the  decision  of  this  .tribunal  there  was  no  appeal ;  that  any  criticism 
will  be  considered  a  military  offence  for  which  the  parties  will  be  aiested  and  tried  by  court- 
martial.  After  this  rebuke  to  all,  several  editors  present  were  marched  off  under  guard  to 
await  a  hearing  for  past  offences. 

Bitter  feelings  exist  between  the  French  and  Austrians  now  in  Mexico.  The  memorv  of 
the  battle-fields  of  Majenta  and  Solferino  are  too  fresh  in  their  minds  to  admit  of  other  tJian 
unfriendly  feelings,  and  the  result  is  constant  strife.  Many  of  the  French  soldiers  wear 
badges  oi  honor  awarded  by  their  government  for  services  on  these  hard-fought  and  victorious 
fields.  A  few  days  since  some  Austrians  were  passing  by  the  quarters  of  some  Fraich 
zouaves,  and  one  of  them  wearing  an  Austrian  badge,  for  distinguished  services  at  Solferino, 
was  insulted  by  the  zouave,  and  asked  why  he  wore  a  Solferino  badge.  Without  replying, 
the  Austrian  reached  out  his  hand  and  tore  the  badge  from  the  zouave  and  threw  it  on  the 
ground.  A  general  fight  ensued,  and  each  party  receiving  re-enforcements,  it  was  feared  it 
would  lead  to  serious  difficulty. 

The  late  riot  in  Puebla  is  attributable  to  the  same  cause,  notwithstanding  the  newspaper 
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dories  to  the  contrary.  The  French  guards  having  charge  of  some  Mexican  prisoners,  'were 
maltreating  them  bj  beating  them  with  their  swords.  The  friends  of  the  prisoners  remon- 
strated against  such  treatment  of  unarmed  men,  and  were  sustained  by  the  Austrians.  Gkun- 
ing  courage,  they  made  an  attack  upon  the  French,  in  which  they  were  aided  by  the  Aus- 
trians, and  for  part  of  two  days  the  riot  continued,  in  which  fire-arms  were  used  freely  and  a 
considerable  number  of  lives  lost.  Business  was  entirely  suspended,  and  the  prefect  of  Pue 
bla  telegraphed  to  the  capital  for  assistance. 

The  general  feeling  among  the  French  officials  is  animosity  to  all  Americans,  and  knowing 
that  they  have  the  advantage  of  numbers  and  influence,  they  take  every  opportunity  to  show 
disrespect  to  them.  Realizing  **that  every  dog  has  his  day,"  and  that  our  day  is  not  far 
distant,  we  show  our  contempt  for  their  cowardly  sneer  by  passing  them  by  in  silence.  No 
justice  can  be  had  in  Mexico  for  an  American ;  so  discretion  is  the  better  part  of  valor. 

The  late  news  received  here,  by  way  of  Matamoras,  of  the  defeat  of  Grant  at  Richmond, 
and  the  loss  of  eighty  pieces  of  artillery,  with  a  corresponding  slaughter  of  federal  troops, 
was  re<»ived  with  g^reat  joy  by  the  entire  French  concern  in  Mexico,  from  Maximilian  down. 
The  recent  arrival  of  the  steamer,  however,  has  dispelled  their  happy  illusion,  and  "Uncle 
Sam"  again  looms  up  before  them  as  great  a  terror  as  the  "ragman"  is  to  the  juveniles. 
The  old  adage  **  weary  lies  the  head  that  wears  a  crown,"  was  never  more  ftiUy  realized  in 
the  history  of  any  monarch  than  in  the  case  of  the  present  emperor  of  Mexico.  Seated  on 
the  apex  of  a  volcano  at  home,  ready  at  any  moment  to  burst  forth  and  destroy  him,  'and 
with  a  constant  fear  of  American  interference,  and  a  consequent  withdrawal  of  nis  French  . 
supporters,  leaving  him  at  the  mercy  of  a  people  whose  rights  he  has  outraged  by  intruding 
himself  upon  them,  the  poor  Maximilian  begins  to  feel  that  he  has  been  made  the  tool  of 
France,  and  wishes  for  his  old  home,  preferring  to  meet  the  demands  of  bailiffs  for  unpaid 
tailors'  and  grocers'  bills  to  those  that  will  be  made  of  him  by  the  Mexican  people. 

The  army  is  leaving  the  capital  on  the  great  northern  campaign  against  Juarez,  and  the 
reported  re-enforcements  he  has  received  from  California.  Of  the  truth  of  this  we  know 
nothing,  as  but  few  American  newspapers  are  allowed  to  reach  here.  Of  the  number  of 
Americans  that  have  joined  Juarez,  we  nave  all  kinds  of  reports,  ran^g  from  eighteen  indi- 
viduals to  an  army  of  ten  thousand — the  former  being  generally  beheved  to  be  nearest  the 
truth. 

On  the  night  of  the  27th  an  earthquake  occurred.  The  shock  took  place  at  8f  o'clock, 
and  was  of  very  short  duration,  and  not  very  severe,  though  sufficiently  so  to  be  generallv 
felt.  The  whole  valley  of  Mexico  is  doubtless  resting  upon  a  bed  of  volcanic  matter,  which 
will  some  day  burst  forth  and  destroy  this  modem  Sodomy  the  frequent  earthquakes  that  occur 
being  only  warnings  of  the  fate  that  will  one  day  be  hers. 

The  ascent  of  the  speat  volcano  of  Popocatapetl,  the  highest  point  of  land  on  the  North 
American  continent,  nas  recently  been  made  by  two  Amencans— -one  a  Californian,  the  other 
from  Cumberland  county,  Pennsylvania ;  a  rail  account  of  which  is  being  prepared  for  the 
press.  E.  J.  M'C.

Sir  :  1  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  note  of  the  20th  of  April  last, 
transmitting,  by  instruction  of  your  government,  a  correspondence  which  passed 
in  December,  1864,  between  General  Slaughter,  a  rebel  officer  in  Texas,  and 
General  Mejia,  commanding  the  forces  of  the  French  at  Matamoras.  in  Mexico, 
relative  to  the  capture  of  the  Mexican  steamer  Orizaba,  seized  by  the  insurgents 
of  the  United  States,  and  to  the  apparent  good  understanding  then  existing 
between  said  generals  touching  the  relations  of  the  two  governments  they 
claimed  to  represent. 

You  are  also  pleased  to  communicate  an  extract  from  the  New  York  Tribune 
of  the  13th  of  April,  1865,  giving  important  details  of  the  events  then  trans- 
piring in  the  Mexican  republic. 

Thanking  you  for  the  information  thus  communicated,  I  pray  you,  sir,  to  ac- 
cept the  assurances  of  my  highest  consideration.

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States,  of  America, 

WasJiingtont  July  4,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  printed 
documents  which  I  have  the  honor  to  accompany  with  this  note,  and  which 
show  not  only  the  friendly  and  cordial  .understanding  which  existed,  to  the  in- 
jury of  the  United  States,  between  the  insurgents  against  this  government,  in 
Texas,  and  the  French,  who  are  waging  war  against  the  government  of  Mex- 
ico in  Matamoras,  but  also  the  measures  taken  in  concert  between  the  French  and 
their  agents  on  the  one  part,  and  the  insurgents  of  Texas  on  the  other,  to  resist 
the  forces  of  the  national  government  of  Mexico,  sent  with  the  view  of  recov- 
ering the  port  of  Matamoras  from  the  possession  of  the  French.  These  docu- 
ments, which  were  found  in  Brownsville  at  the  time  of  the  occupation  of  said 
city  by  the  forces  of  the  United  States,  have  been  recently  published  by  a 
journal  of  New  York,  and  I  have  sufficient  reasons  to  consider  them  authentic. 

In  the  communication  which  General  James  £.  Slaughter,  who  commanded  in 
Brownsville  when  Texas  was  in  the  possession  of  the  insurgents,  addressed  on  the 
6th  of  April  last  to  Colonel  Thomas  M.  Jack,  assistant  adjutant  general  of  the 
military  department  of  Texas,  it  is  stated  that  Don  Santiago  Vidaurri,  who  had 
been  appointed  a  counsellor  to  the  usurper,  had  returned  to  Monterey  and  had 
written  to  him  that  he  had  much  important  information  to  give  him,  which  he 
could  not  trust  to  the  pen.  He  also  asserts  that  ''  the  imperialist  commander 
of  the  port  of  Bagdad,  (a  Belgian,)  recently  assigned  to  that  command,  informed 
him  that  he  had  secret  instructions  to  permit  the  introduction  of  all  kinds  of 
arms  and  munitions  of  war,  &c.,  that  might  be  desired,  and  that  they  should 
pass  freely,  for  the  use  of  the  confederacy.*' 

It  is  also  mentioned  that  there  was  in  Monterey,  accredited  to  the  agents  of 
the  French,  called  the  ''  imperial  authorities,''  an  agent  of  the  said  confederacy 
named  Mr.  Querentes.  General  Slaughter  himself  adds:  "General  Mejia, 
(the  French  agent  in  Matamoras,)  who  now  commands  here,  promised  me  to  do 
everything  he  could  in  our  favor ; "  and  he  can  do  no  less  than  acknowledge 
that  the  Mexican  people  on  the  fi-ontier  states,  with  the  exception  of  the  per- 
sonal friends  of  Vidaurri,  are  opposed  to  the  so-called  empire. 

In  another  communication  which  the  said  General  Slaughter  addressed  to 
Don  Tomas  Mejia,  under  date  of  the  10th  of  May  last,  referring  to  the  export- 
ation of  cotton  from  the  south,  whic^  has  been  carried  on  through  Matamoras, 
he  says  to  him  the  following :  "  The  trade  which  the  Confederate  States  are 
now  carrying  on  through  its  authorized  agents  with  Mexico  and  other  countries 
through  the  ports  of  Mexico  has  been  carried  on  with  the  consent  of  the  Mex- 
ican authorities."  General  Slaughter  means  to  say,  of  the  French  agents  in 
Mexieo. 

Colonel  J.  S.  Ford,  who  held,  temporarily,  the  command  in  Brownsville,  in 
the  name  of  the  so-called  confederacy,  conmiunicated  to  Don  Tomas  Mejia,  un- 
der date  of  the  28th  of  May  last,  that  he  was  about  to  station  some  forces  on 
the  banks  of  the  Rio  Grande  to  attack  a  force  "  which  was  in  communication 
with  those  of  the  United  States,  and  which  probably  was  acting  in  concert 
with  it,"  and  he  recommends  to  him  to  station  other  troops  on  the  side  of  Mexico 
to  act  in  concert  with  the  confederates  in  the  said  attack,  because  "it  is  the 
duty  and  the  interest  of  both  governments  (the  imperial  of  Mexico,  and  the  con- 
federated of  the  south)  to  destroy  and  to  disperse  such  bands,"  which  shows 
that  the  French  and  the  insurgents  have  acted  in  concert  against  the  forces  of 
the  United  States. 
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They  have  done  the  same  thing  while  treating  of  the  forces  of  the  Mexican 
government.  The  printed  official  communication,  which  I  also  enclose,  dated 
on  the  2d  of  March  aforesaid,  which  was  addressed  to  me  by  General  Negrete, 
commanding  in  chief  the  national  forces  of  Mexico,  shows,  that  having  received 
instructions  to  attack  Matamoras,  he  saw,  in  approaching  the  city,  that  the 
artillery  from  Brownsville  covered  that  post ;  that  the  confederates  prepared 
themselves  to  enter  into  the  fight  at  the  time  he  approached  the  city,  and  that 
they  maintained  a  hostile  attitude  while  he  remained  in  its  vicinity,  thus  finding 
himself  compelled  finally  to  withdraw  therefrom  on  that  account. 

Besides  this  statement  of  General  Negrete's,  which  justifies  (proves)  the  con- 
nivance of  the  confederates  with  the  French  against  the  national  government 
of  Mexico,  we  have  the  testimony  of  General  Slaughter  himself,  the  commander- 
in-chief  of  Brownsville,  who,  in  the  note  which  he  addressed  to  the  assistant 
adjutant  general.  Colonel  Jack,  on  the  18th  of  May,  aforesaid,  reporting  his 
proceedings  at  the  time  General  Negrete  was'  pressing  upon  Matamoras,  says, 
that  said  general  knowing  that  he  (Slaughter)  was  a  decided  imperialist,  and 
fearing  that  his  sympathies  might  influence  his  official  conduct,  he  sent  him  a 
commissioner  to  ask  how  he  would  act  during  the  attack  upon  Matamoras.  In 
reply,  he  said  to  him  that  the  confederates  received  their  provisions  through 
Matamoras,  and  that  if  the  port  was  occupied  by  the  Mexicans  it  would  be 
blockaded  by  the  French,  for  which  reason  it  was  to  his  interest  that  it  should 
remain  in  possession  of  the  former.  Further  on,  General  Slaughter  adds :  "  At 
the  same  time  that  I  maintained  a  strict  neutrality,  I  concealed  my  intentions  in 
such  a  manner  that  I  obtained  the  same  results  which  would  have  been  attained 
if  I  had  taken  an  active  part  in  the  content  General  Negrete  raised  the  siege 
and  retired,  being  fearful  of  the  result  should  he  be  compelled  to  meet  our  forces." 

These  are  the  principal  facts,  which  are  to  be  drawn  from  the  documents  an- 
nexed. In  view  of  them,  I  think  it  would  not  be  presumptuous  on  my  part  to 
say  that  they  involved  acts  of  hostility  against  the  United  States,  for  which  the 
French  agents,  who  occupy  the  frontier,  are  responsible.  This  being,  however, 
a  question  exclusively  concerning  the  government  of  the  United  States,  which,  I 
doubt  not,  will  attach  to  it  such  importance  as  its  own  prudence  and  sense  of 
high  dignity  may  induce  it  to  regard  as  most  appropriate,  I  would  not  mention 
it  if  at  the  same  time  the  fac(s  mentioned  did  not  constitute  open  acts  of  hos- 
tility against  the  government  Which  I  have  the  honor  to  represent,  committed 
by  armed  citizens  of  the  United  States,  whom,  whatever  may  have  been  their 
aspirations,  the  Mexican  government  never  considered  as  an  independent 
nation,  and  did  not  even  recognize  in  them  the  character  of  belligerents,  having 
for  this  reason,  now,  its  clear  right  to  ask  reparation  for  these  grievances  from 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  within  the  limits  of  whose  jurisdiction  the 
aggressors  are. 

With  the  reservation,  therefore,  to  again  return  to  the  consideration  of  this 
grave  matter  when  I  shall  receive  the  instructions  which  my  government  may 
communicate  to  me  respecting  it,  to  ask  the  reparation  which  the  outraged  rights 
of  Mexico  may  require,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  protest  at  this  time,  as  I  do  pro- 
test, against  the  open  hostility,  with  regard  to  Mexico,  of  the  rebel  general 
Slaughter  and  his  followers  in  Brownsville,  saving  harmless  all  the  injuries  which 
the  Mexican  republic  may  have  suffered,  and  may  suffer,  from  this  act,  in  order 
to  ask  reparation  for  them  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  be  proper. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  aseur-  , 
ances  of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

New  Orleans,  June  17,  ld65. 
Advices  from  the  Rio  Graude  border  are  to  the  10th  instant.  They  contain  the  following 
interesting  account  of  the  late  revolution  in  northern  Mexico,  and  the  movement  on  Mala- 
moras.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a  letter  to  citizen  Matias  Romero,  envoy  extraordinary  and  min- 
ister plenipotentiary  of  the  Mexican  republic  to  Washington.  They  call  it  here  Negreke'a 
oflBcial  report: 

Having  been  invested  by  the  citizen  President  of  there  public  with  extraordinary  powers 
to  make  war  against  the  traitors  and  those  who  aid  and  abet  them,  I  commenced  operations 
against  the  city  of  Matamoras,  arriving  in  eight  of  it  with  my  gommand  on  the  30th  ultimo. 
While  on  the  march  I  learned  that  the  traitor  Meiia,  in  order  to  resist  my  attack,  relied  upon 
the  merchants  of  said  city,  who  were  armed,  and  the  confederates  of  North  America  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  Brazos. 

This  information  was  confirmed  by  various  reliable  sources,  from  which  I  also  learned 
that  artillery  belonging  to  the  American  troops  of  the  south  were  in  readiness  in  the  main 
square  in  Matamoras.  From  my  oAvn  eyes  I  know  that  the  confederates  of  North  America 
appeared  armed  on  the  other  side  of  the  river  since  I  approached  the  city,  and  that  even  to 
this  moment  they  maintain  a  hostile  attitude,  moving  in  my  rear  and  compelling  me  to  employ 
a  part  of  my  cavalry  to  watch  them.  These  facts  agree  fully  and  completely  with  the  open 
hostility  shown  by  the  confederates  toward  the  forces  of  Colonel  Francisco  Naranio,  when 
this  omcer  pursued  the  traitors  who  garrisoned  the  village  of  Piedras  Negras.  The  latter 
escaped  by  crossing  the  Bravo,  with  the  anticipated  consent  and  protection  of  the  former. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances  I  have  determined  to  withdraw  my  troops,  believing  that 
it  would  not  be  advisable  to  attack  a  city  garrisoned  by  soldiers,  re-enforced  bv  mercnants, 
(most  of  them  foreigners,)  with  a  numerical  force  superior  to  mine,  and  which,  I  have  no 
doubt,  are  to  be  aided  by  the  confederates  in  the  storming  of  the  place.  The  forces  in  the 
service  of  the  secession  party,  which  are  now  on  the  banks  of  the  Bravo,  have  observed 
aeainst  those  of  the  legitimate  government  of  Mexico  a  conduct  entirely  opposed  to  the  war 
which  this  republic  maintains,  making  them  accomplices  of  the  vile  attempt  of  Napoleon  III 
to  destroy  the  sovereignty  of  Mexico,  which  is  also  a  threat  to  the  sovereignty  of  all  the  re- 
publics of  the  New  World. 

It  is  therefore  but  natural  to  infer  that  the  confederates,  like  the  Mexican  traitors',  are  allies 
of  the  French,  and  that  the  French  protect  the  enemies  of  the  United  States  government, 
which  is  exclusively  recognized  by  ours.  The  gravity  of  the  case,  and  the  importance  that 
it  comes  to  the  knowledge  of  the  United  States  government,  impel  me  to  address  you  this 
note,  which  I  transmit  to  the  minister  of  foreign  relations. 

Accept  the  assurance  of  my  high  consideration  and  esteem.     Independence  and  liberty !

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  for  your  information,  that  a  few  days  since  the  judge 
of  the  district  court  of  Matamoras  notified  me  of  the  possession  of  certain  claims  of  citizens  of 
Mexico  against  the  Confederate  States,  and  that  if  payment  was  not  made  promptly  he  should 
feel  it  his  duty  to  issue  his  writs  of  attachment  in  the  case  and  to  order  the  seizure  of  cotton 
belonging  to  the  confederate  government,  and  to  take  such  other  steps  necessary  to  secure  a 
speedy  settlement.  Under  these  circumstances  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  urge  you,  if  in  your  power, 
to  stop  any  proceedings  touching  this  subject  until  the  matter  can  be  laid  before  the  imperial 
government  for  its  consideration  and  decision. 

The  commerce  now  .being  earned  on  by  the  Confederate  States,  through  their  authorised

CoLoitEL ;  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  for  the  information  of  district  and  department  head- 
quarteryihat  I  have  exerted  every  means  to  retain  and  increase  the  feeling  of  friendship  be- 
tween ye  imperial  and  confederate  governments. 
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Governor  Vidaurri  has  been  appointed  one  of  the  "  Council  of  the  Nation,"  and  has  re- 
turned to  Monterey.  I  received  a  letter  from  him,  in  which  he  states  he  has  much  informa- 
tion to  give  to  me  which  he  cannot  safely  submit  to  writing.  In  view  of  this,  as  Colonel  S. 
Benavides  has  received  a  sick  leave  of  absence  from  district  headquarters,  and  as  he  was  a 
mutual  friend  of  Grovemor  Vidaurri  and  myself,  I  have  directed  him  to  proceed  to  Monterey 
and  place  himself  in  personal  communication  with  him.  Upon  his  return  I  trust  I  will  l>e 
able  to  give  more  definite  information  as  to  the  state  of  feeling  towards  our  government  and 
cause  by  the  imperial  government.  I  have  made  an  arrangement  with  Greneral  Mejia,  com- 
mander of  the  imperial  forces  on  this  frontier,  for  the  mutual  rendition  of  criminals,  a  copy 
of  which  has  been  forwarded  to  district  headquarters.  Its  first  practical  working  was  tne 
return  of  three  thieves,  (who  Jiappened  to  be  deserters  from  Jones's  battery, )  whose  influence 
was  ^eat  and  pernicious.  This  course  on  the  part  of  General  Mejia,  together  with  the  gen- 
eral impression  that  the  arrangement  had  been  made  between  us  for  the  return  of  deserters, 
caused  the  United  States  consul  to  address  a  letter  of  protest,  which  was  far  from  proving 
satisfactory  to  him  in  its  results,  as  he  obtained  in  reply  only  a  letter  reflecting  severely  upon 
the  acts  and  conduct  of  the  federals  in  several  instances  in  connexion  with  the  Mexicans.  I 
am  promised  a  copy  of  this  correspondence,  which,  when  obtained,  I  shall  promptly  for- 
ward. 

The  imperial  commander  of  the  port  of  Bagdad,  (a  Belgian, )  lately  assigned  to  the  com-    , 
mand,  informs  me  he  has  private  instructions  to  permit  all  arms,  ammunition,  and  munitions    ^ 
of  war,  &c.,to  be  introduced  and  passed  for  the  use  of  the  confederacy  which  are  desired.    ! 
This  is  similar  to  the  proposal  privately  extended  to  General  Mejia,  and  previously  reported 
to  district  headquarters.    They  show  an  evident  feeling  of  friendship  for  our  cause. 

It  is  known  by  the  Emperor,  and  strongly  conjectured  by  myself,  that  the  Juarez  party 
and  the  federals  are  in  correspondence  with  each  other.  I  received  information  a  few  days 
since  that  a  Mexican  bearer  of  despatches  from  Juarez  to  the  federals  crossed  the  river  into 
my  district  at  Piedras  Negras  on  the  17th  ultimo.  I  have  a  large  party  of  scouts  out  en- 
deavoring to  intercept  him.  If  successful,  I  hope  to  be  able,  through  this  means,  to  compli- 
cate matters  between  Mexico  and  the  United  States  to  such  a  degree  as  to  work  to  our  ad- 
vantage. V 

The  feeling  of  all  the  imperial  officers  on  this  frontier  is  strongly  in  our  favor.    They  deem  ^ 
our  cause  strongly  allied  to  their  own  in  many  respects,  and  are  ready  and  ever  willing  to  > 
extend  every  possible  aid  which  can  be  done  without  directly  bringing  their  own  government 
in  contact  with  the  United  States. 

We  have  already,  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Querentes,  a  commissioner  of  government,  who  is 
resident  at  Monterey.  I  do  not  think  that  any  commissioner  sent  by  the  general  command- 
ing the  department  could  be  of  any  service  in  Mexico,  as  I  presume  Mr.  Slidell  has  been 
using  every  effort  in  his  power  to  affect  the  new  government. 

Grovemor  Vidaurri  will,  I  feel  certain,  further  our  interest  in  every  way  in  his  power,  so^ 
long  as  he  retains  his  immediate  position.  / 

C^neral  Mejia,  the  present  commander  here,  promised  me  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  aid  us« 
I  feel  certain  he  entertains  the  kindest  feelings  lor  us  all.  ' 

I  may  as  well  add  here  that  the  people  on  this  frontier,  with  the  exception  of  the  Vidaurrf) 
party,  are  all  opposed  to  the  imperial  government,  and  all  look  to  federal  assistance.

Colonel  :  I  have  the  honor  to  state,,  for  the  information  of  the  commanding  general,  that 
during  the  late  excitement  in  Mexico,  arising  from  the  appearance  of  the  liberal  party  under 
command  of  General  Negrete  before  Matamoras,  I  was  waited  on  by  a  deputation  from 
General  Negrete  to  ascertain  my  policy.  Knowing  me  to  be  personally  a  strong  imperialist, 
he  feared  it  might  influence  my  official  acts. 

I  explained  to  him  (through  his  agents)  that  we  were  dependent  to  a  great  extent  upon 
Matamoras  and  its  port  for  supplies  wi  this  country,  and  if  the  Hberals  occupied  it  it  would 
be  blockaded  bv  the  French,  and  it  would  be  impossible  for  our  government  to  receive  anv- 
thing  through  that  channel ;  hence  it  was  to  our  interest  for  the  imperial  party  to  occupy  the 
country. 

I  avoided  committing  mvself  by  a  direct  or  positive  answer.  % 

While  I  maintained  stnct  neutrality,  I  veiled  my  intentions  to  such  an  extent  as  to  reap 
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the  same  results  which  would  have  been  attained  by  actual  assistance  rendered.  General 
Ne^ete  raised  the  siege  .and  retired,  being  fearful  of  the  result  should  he  be  compelled  ts 
meet  our  forces.

General  :  *  *  *  I  am  satisfied  that  there  is  an  organized  band  of  robbers 
whose  operations  extend  to  both  sides  of  the  Rio  Grande,  and  who  are  in  communication  with 
the  Yankees,  and  possibly  act  in  conjunction  with  them. 

Recent  developments  render  the  conclusion  inevitable  that  no  organization  connected  in 
any  manner  with  the  government  of  the  United  States  can  be  supposed  to  have  much  regard 
for  the  interests  and  friendship  of  the  imperial  government  of  Mexico,  and  that  it  is  the  com- 
mon duty  and  the  common  interest  of  your  government  and  of  mine  to  break  up  and  disperse 
such  organizations.  I  shall  place  troops  on  the  river  for  that  purpose,  and  should  be  pleased 
to  have  them  act  in  concert  with  yours.

Sir  :  I  have  tbe  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
July  4,  1865,  calling  my  attention  to  the  printed  documents  enclosed  therein, 
which  consist  of  a  correspondence  between  the  insurgent  leaders  of  the  rebellion 
on  the  southern  borders  of  Texas  and  the  officers  of  the  French  army  operating 
in  the  same  neighborhood  in  Mexico,  manifesting  a  spirit  of  hostility,  on  the 
part  of  these  insurgent  citizens  of  the  United  States,  against  the  government  you 
represent,  and  against  which  acts  of  hostility  you  solemnly  protest. 

In  answer,  I  have  to  inform  you  that  the  matters  referred  to  in  your  note,  to 
which  I  have  the  honor  of  replying,  shall  receive  the  attention  to  which  they 
are  entitled. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  assure  you  of  my  distinguished  consid- 
eration.

Sir  :  I  enclose  a  translation  of  a  note  of  the  8th  instant,  and  a  copy  of  the 
accompaniments  to  which  it  refers,  addressed  to  this  department  by  Mr.  Romero, 
the  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  Mexican  republic 
accredited  to  this  government,  relative  to  a  supposed  understanding  between  the 
insurant  commanders  in  Texas  and  the  French  commander  in  the  adjacent 
quarter  of  Mexico,  and  to  an  alleged  co-operation  between  them,  for  the  purpose 
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of  preventing  the  recovery  of  Matamoras  from  its  present  possession.  Supposing 
the  papers  referred  to  in  Mr.  Romero's  communication  to  he  genuine,  thej  seem 
to  require  explanation  from  the  French  authorities,  which  you  will  consequently 
request  of  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys.

Mr,  Romero  to  Mr,  Seward. 
[Translation.  ] 

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

Washington,  July  8,  1865 

Mr.  Secretary  :  Through  an  accident  there  have  fallen  into  my  hands  two 
letters  from  Mr.  William  M.  Gwin,  formerly  senator  of  Califoniia,  who  is  occupied 
at  the  present  time  in  carrying  into  effect  a  plan  of  colonization  in  the  frontier 
states  of  the  Mexican  republic,  which  letters  are  dated  at  the  city  of  Mexico 
on  the  18th  of  March  last,  and  directed  one  to  Colonel  John  Winthrop,  of  New 
York,  in  care  of  Mr.  Royal  Phelps,  of  the  same  city ;  and  the  other  to  his  wife 
and  daughters  living  at  Paris.  On  one  leaf  of  the  latter  is  found  another  letter 
written  by  Mr.  William  M.  Gwin,  junior,  to  his  mother,  on  the  16th  and  18th  of 
said  month  of  May.  Although  Mr.  Gwin  does  not  sign  th^  letters  referred  to, 
there  is  abundant  reason  for  believing  that  they  have  been  written  by  him ;  the 
handwriting,  the  context,  and  more  especially  the  circumstance  that  the  son's 
letter  is  signed,  leave  no  doubt  in  regard  to  the  authenticity  of  those  letters. 

Along  with  said  letters  there  have  come  into  my  possession  two  more,  one  with 
the  maA  "  confidential "  on  it,  signed  by  "  Massey,*'  and  directed  to  the  Hon. 
Benjamin  Wood,  of  New  York,  and  the  other  a  correspondence  written  by  the 
same  person  and  du-ected  to  the  newspaper  "  The  Daily  News,"  of  that  city. 
Both  are  dated  at  the  city  of  Mexico,  on  the  said  18th  of  May. 

In  the  letter  of  which  I  enclose  you  a  copy,  and  which  was  addressed  to  me 
on  the  1st  instant  by  Colonel  Don  Enrique  A.  Mejia,  of  the  Mexican  army,  you 
will  be  informed  of  the  manner  in  which  those  letters  fell  into  his  possession. 
For  what  it  may  amount  to,  I  will  state  to  you  that  the  despatches  of  the  lega- 
tion of  the  United  States  in  Mexico  for  the  department  over  which  you  preside, 
referred  to  by  Colonel  Mejia,  I  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Hunter  on  the  14th 
of  June  last. 

The  importance  of  the  documents  adverted  to  has  induced  me  to  send  the 
originals  to  your  department,  in  order  that  the  government  of  the  United  States 
may  take  such  steps  in  regard  to  them  as  it  shall  deem  compatible  with  its 
safety  and  its  interests.  It  appears  from  them  that  Mr.  Gwin  is  formally  engaged 
in  carrying  into  effect  his  project  of  colonization ;  that,  although  he  does  not  say 
so  clearly,  having  written  with  much  distrust,  through  a  presentiment  that  his 
letters  might  be  intercepted,  that  project  is  known  to  be  hostile  to  the  United 
States,  since  he  proposes  to  take  to  the  frontier  of  Mexico  all  the  discontented 
citizens  of  the  United  States  living  in  the  south,  with  the  design  of  organizing 
them  there  under  the  protection  and  with  the  assistance  of  France.  It  appears 
also  that  he  has,  so  far  as  the  French  Emperor  is  concerned,  all  that  he  needs  for 
carrying  into  effect  this  undertaking,  and  that  there  are  orders  from  said  Emperor 
to  General  Bazaine,  commander-in-chief  of  the  French  army  in  Mexico,  to  lend 
to  Gwin  all  the  assistance  which  he  may  need  in  the  development  of  his  plan. 
The  sanction  of  Maximilian — the  puppet  whom  the  Emperor  of  the  French  has 
placed  in  Mexico  in  order  that  he  might  seem  to  be  the  sovereign  of  the  coun- 
try— which  was  the  only  thing  wanted  for  the  realization  of  the  scheme,  had 
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not  yet  been  obtained,  but  was  on  the  eve  of  being  obtained,  as  well  because  all 
the  supporters  of  the  usurper  considered  the  plan  referred  to  as  the  only  salva- 
tion of  the  so-called  empire,  as  because  the  members  of  Maximilian's  cabiset 
who  were  opposed  to  the  plan  had  left  their  places  in  order  to  be  succeeded  by 
others  who  were  favorable  to  it,  and  more  especially  because  it  is  plainly  to  be 
seen  that  the  ex- Archduke  of  Austria  has  no  will  of  his  own  in  the  affairs  of 
Mexico,  since,  he  having  been  placed  in  the  country  by  the  Emperor  of  the 
French,  and  having  been  sustained  by  him  militarily  and  pecuniarily,  in  the  part 
of  the  Mexican  republic  occupied  by  the  invading  army,  nothing  is  done  but 
what  the  French  commanders  decide  to  do  of  themselves  or  in  virtue  of  orders 
from  their  government,  and  the  ex- Archduke  is  only  to  keep  up  appearances, 
and  during  the  course  of  events  to  indicate  to  the  Emperor  of  the  French  what 
may  be  proper  or  necessary  to  be  done  finally  in  Mexico. 

AH  these  important  reports  are  coiToborated  in  a  letter  from  Vera  Cruz  of  the 
1st  of  June,  published  in  the  "  Times,"  at  New  Orleans,  a  copy  of  which  I  have 
the  honor  to  transmit  to  you. 

I  have  sent  to  my  government  a  copy  of  the  enclosed  letters,  in  order  that  on 
its  part  it  may  take  the  necessary  steps  to  frustrate  the  plans  hostile  to  Mexico 
which  the  Emperor  of  the  French  is  endeavoring  to  develop  in  the  republic 
Believing  at  the  same  time  that  such  plans  are  equally  hostile  to  the  United 
States,  I  send  you  the  original  letters,  in  order  that  you  may  make  of  them  such 
use  as  you  may  deem  proper. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity,  Mr.  Secretary,  to  renew  to  you  assurances 
of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

De.ui  Sir  :  I  regret  that  urgent  business  calls  me  to  New  York.  I  will  explain  in  this 
letter  the  manner  in  which  the  papers  submitted  to  you  came  to  my  hands. 

On  leaving  the  city  of  Mexico,  I  was  requested  by  Mr.  Corwin,  tne  acting  cliarg^  d'affaires 
of  the  United  States,  to  take  charge  of  some  despatches  for  the  State  Department,  as  he 
feared  his  oflScial  correspondence  mid  been  tampered  with.  As  there  was  a  probability  that 
I  would  be  searched,  he  sent  his  despatches  by  another  conveyance  to  Vera  Cruz,  there  to 
be  delivered  to  me.  Events  justified  this  precaution,  as  I  was  arrested  on  arriving  at  Vera 
Cruz,  my  trunks  searched,  and  all  papers  taken  from  me,  including  my  passport  as  bearer 
of  despatches ;  the  official  notes  were  demanded  of  me,  and  as  I  denied  having  them,  I  was 
thrown  into  prison,  allowed  to  communicate  with  no  one.  Finding  nothing  to  criminate  me, 
after  several  days,  I  was  liberated  and  allowed  to  embark  for  Havana.  On  board  of  the 
steamer  I  received  the  despatches  the  French  had  been  so  anxious  to  procure. 

On  returning  my  papers,  I  received  among  them  those  now  in  your  possession,  probably 
taken  from  some  other  traveller,  which  being  open  I  examined,  and  considered  of  sufficient 
importance  to  present  to  you. 

6efore  leaving  the  city  of  Mexico  I  was  shown  the  original  letter  from  Napoleon  to  Mar- 
shal Bazaine,  recommending  Mr.  Gwin's  plan,  as  submitted  to  him,  and  directing  the  mar- 
shal to  furnish  the  troops  demanded  by  Mr.  Gwin.  The  object  is  to  colonize  Sonera  and 
other  frontier  States  witn  veteran  confederates,  as  a  barrier  to  any  aggression  of  the  United 
States,  and  there  create  a  power  always  hostile,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  the  French,  suffi- 
ciently formidable  to  resist  all  attempts  against  Maximilian. 

French  forces  had  already  left  Mexico  lor  Sonora  and  the  northern  frontier  in  combination 
with  Mr.  Gwin.

My  Dear  Mother  :  Nothing  has  occurred  since  I  last  wrote ;  in  fact  there  is  nothing  to 
occur ;  all  business  has  come  to  a  stand-still,  because  of  the  emperor's  absence.  When  his 
august  Mi^esty  has  sufficiently  amused  himself  with  rural  sports,  he  may  take  a  notion  to 
return  to  his  sleeping  capital  and  wake  us  up  from  our  present  state  of  lethargy.  I  am  learn- 
ing to  exercise  the  admirable  quality  of  patience,  which  means  I  begin  to  fall  into  the  philo- 
sophical way  of  taking  things  coolly — the  best  thing  a  man  can  do  in  Mexico,  where  the 
object  of  the  community  is  to  approach  as  nearly  as  possible  to  a  state  of  vegetation,  and  to 
imitate  in  all  its  lively  peculiarities  that  interesting  excrescence — a  knot  on  a  tree.  Colonel 
Talcott  arrived  a  day  or  two  ago.  He  has  been  unwell  in  consequence  of  too  great  exertion, 
and  can  scarcely  walk,  from  having  sprained  his  ankle.  We  breakfasted  with  the  family  on 
Saturday ;  the  old  man  read  them  that  part  of  your  letter  about  Spiller.  I  think  they  are  a 
little  uneasy  on  account  of  his  prolonged  absence.  The  marriage,  you  know,  was  to  have 
taken  place  last  month  ;*  now  no  one  can  say  when  it  will  come  off.  The  old  man  is  firmly 
of  the  conviction  that  Spiller  is  going  to  act  the  dog.  Tour  letters  were  an  immense  satisfac- 
tion. It  was  very  consoling  to  near  you  were  in  good  spirits,  although  I  know  you  must 
still  cherish  in  some  small  degree  that  pleasing  reflection  that,  some  day  or  other,  we'll  find 
ourselves  a-starving.  I  am  altogether  opposed  to  ever  being  reduced  to  such  an  extremity, 
and  have  determined,  at  the  hazard  of  proving  you  a  bad  prophet,  to  make  a  fortune.  That's 
a  fixed  fact  upon  the  principle,  be  there  a  will,  then  wisdom  finds  the  way.  I've  got  the  will 
and  trust  to  luck  for  wisdom,  and  when  that  fortune  is  made,  should  you  be  hungry  and  a 
wanderer,  I'll  give  you  food  and  shelter. 

May  18.  The  old  man  saw  the  marshal  the  other  day,  but  nothing  resulted  from  the  inter- 
view. He  renewed  his  protestations  of  friendship,  and  declared  he  would  urge  the  old  man's 
claims  to  the  utmost.  We  must  content  ourselves  with  an  existence  of  idleness  a  while 
longer,  for  no  steps  can  be  taken  without  the  emperor.  The  old  man  saw  Almonte  to-day  ; 
he  thinks  there'll  be  no  trouble,  and  so  far  as  he  himself  is  concerned,  we  may  look  for  strong 
support. 

rtie  minister  of  foreign  affairs  has  gone  to  Europe,  and  every  one  says  Almonte  is  to  come 
in.  He  will  then  be  all-powerful,  and  M'ith  his  favorable  disposition  towards  our  plans  we 
are  pretty  certain  to  carry  the  day.  Things  are  progressing  as  smoothly  as  possible,  only  it 
provokes  one  to  be  detained  when  there  is  no  sufficient  cause.  To  think  of^our  being  kept 
here  holding  our  hands,  when  those  prodigious  mines  are  inviting  us  to  fortune,  and  all 
because  the  emperor  will  stuff  birds !  I  feel  very  easy  about  Mexican  affairs,  but  I'm  dread- 
fully blue  about  the  south.  Andy  Johnson's  speeches  breathe  such  a  heinous  spirit  that  I 
can  see  nothing  ahead  but  extermination.  I  shouldn't  be  surprised  if  there  were  re-enacted 
on  the  American  continent  the  massacre  and  havoc  of  the  French  revolution.  It  is  horrible 
to  contemplate  the  situation  of  the  countrv.  I  am  afraid  they  will  commit  excesses  to  which 
all  the  horrors  that  have  ^ne  before  will  be  as  nothing.  It's  dreadfrd  to  fall  in  battle,  but 
it's  ten  times  more  dreadtul  to  die  on  the  scaffold.  Johnson  says  treason  can  have  no  exten- 
uation ;  it  is  a  crime  that  merits  the  direst  punishment.  That's  to  say,  all  traitors  should 
be  hung,  and  as  we  are  all  traitors  there's  nothing  left  for  us  but  hanging.  It  really  makes 
me  sick  wht  n  I  think  of  the  bloody  agony  that  awaits  the  southern  people.  But  we  must 
learn  to  suppress  our  feelings ;  it  may  be,  after  all,  that  our  only  home  will  be  among  these 
people.  It  the  old  man  shouldn't  succeed,  we  shall  have  to  live  in  California,  and  indeed  we 
are  fortunate  to  have  even  such  a  refuge. 

I  am  very  glad  aunt  Sue  is  going  to  Europe ;  she'll  be  a  ^reat  comfort  to  you.  The  old 
man  wrote  the  judge  from  Havana,  and  said,  when  the  time  came  and  he  got  fairly  started 
he  would  let  him  know.  He  told  the  judge  that  uncle  Alick  must  come  with  him,  to  furnish 
the  necessary  means,  which  should  be  paid  on  his  arrival.  Tell  Carrie  her  letter  was  de- 
lightful and  to  write  me  every  mail.

My  policy  is  on  every  man's  lips  as  the  only  one  that  will  save  this  empire.  The  emperor 
lingers  most  unaccountably  away  from  the  capital,  but  his  minister  having  charge  of  this 
matter  considers  it  so  pressing  that  he  has  gone  to  him  with  it  more  than  a  week  ago.

They  are  proposing  to  him  to  give  him  the  entii-e  control  of  the  richest  gold  mine  in  the 
world,  in  Sinaloa,  and  he  is  one  of  three  who  have  asked  for  the  concession  of  all  the  rail- 
roads in  Sonora.  He  will  succeed  in  both,  and  either  of  them  will  make  a  dooen  fortunes. 
Bi-ent  and  his  whole  army  will  soon  be  in  Texas.  I  will  write  more,  at  Iwrge  by  British 
steamer.

Mexico,  May  18, 1965. 

My  Dear  Colonel  :  The  news  from  the  United  States  appals  every  one  here,  and  paralyzes 
all  business.  What  will  happen  next  is  the  constant  inquiry.  The  empcror^s  absence  must 
seem  to  persons  at  a  distance  extraordinary,  but  it  is  now  developing  itself  that  he  is  bringing 
about  a  radical  change  in  his  counsels,  and  there  will  be  an  entire  change  of  policy  on  bis 
return.  Three  of  the  ruling  men  in  his  counsels  have  been  displaced  since  he  left,  ^d  two 
(and  they  the  most  obnoxious  to  my  ideas  of  government,  and  most  opposed  to  my  project) 
Lave  been  sent  abroad,  if  not  in  banishment,  equivalent  to  it.  No  one  here  doubts  but  Al- 
monte will  come  into  power,  and  from  the  first  he  has  declared  that  my  plan  of  colonisation 
is  the  only  salvation  for  the  empire.  The  same  sentiment  is  uttered  by  every  one  in  favor  of 
the  empire.  In  fact,  if  anything  in  the  future  can  be  certain  in  this  country,  at  an  early  day 
you  will  see  a  decree  opening  North  Mexico  to  the  enterprise  of  the  world.  What  a  people 
we  can  assemble  there  if  this  policy  is  adopted.  What  a  countrv  it  will  be  in  a  yeij  lew 
years.  The  recent  startling  events,  and  the  policy  I  have  indicated,  causes  delay  that  u  un- 
pleasant, but  no  doubt  of  ultimate  success.  I  have  never  been  so  confident  as  at  present 
bay  to  my  good  and  highly-valued  friend,  Mrs.  W.,  that  we  will  very  soon  meet  again  in  the 
most  delightftd  spot  on  the  globe,  and  there  will  not  be  a  cloud  to  obscure  the  future.  She 
will  eat  her  Christmas  dinner  in  the  palace,  to  a  certainty,  and  what  a  time  we  will  have' 
The  day  I  leave  here  I  will  send  an  order  to  France  for  a  large  »"PPlX  ^^  *^  *>^*  wines  ia 
Europe,  and  they  will  be  mellow  to  the  taste  by  Christmas.  Tnis  is  not  roniance.  The 
siom  reality  that  confronts  every  one  of  uiy  sentiments  banishes  all  roniance.  I  must  have 
lealities.  The  crusades  will  be  surpassed  in  the  emigration  to  the  country  of  my  future 
home,  and  such  a  people  never  movc^l  from  one  country  to  another.  You  and  your  wife  are 
among  the  very  few  that  gave  me  a  cheer  of  success,  and  that  success  will  be  marred  if  yoo 
do  not  participate  in  it.  But,  like  me,  you  must  be  patient  for  a  time ;  it  may  be  but  for  s 
very  short  time.  I  confess  I  chafe  at  evei^  hour's  delay,  but  I  do  not  permit  this  to  diepre« 
me  or  damp  my  energies.  I  have  to  deal  m  generalities,  for  fear  of  accidents,  but  you  ma/ 
count  on  having  a  home  where  vou  will  not  only  be  prosperous  and  happy,  but  honored  si 
one  who,  from  the  first,  had  faith. 

I  may  introduce  your  name  in  some  important  concessions  that  may  be  necessary  to  se- 
cure the  success  of  my  policy,  but  you  may  rely  on  it,  if  I  do,  benefits  of  no  equivocal 
character  will  result  to  you.  Every  one  with  a  particle  of  enterprise  in  his  composition  have 
their  eyes  turned  to  the  north,  but  I  will  be  first  on  the  ground.  I  shall  open  new  books,  and 
capitalists  near  you  had  better  wait  coming  events  before  they  venture  their  money.  Wbeo 
I  write  you  to  come,  bring  as  man^  millions  as  you  please,  and  they  will  soon  turn  into  tens 
of  millions.  Even  the  most  skeptical  here  now  acknowledge  that  no  such  country  exists  on 
the  earth  unoccupied.

Dear  Sir  :  Just  on  endofiiifl^  the  within  rery  hastily  written  oommonicatioD,  I  hear  of  a 
peiBon  to  leave  in  the  morning  for  New  York,  and  I  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  send 
Dj  him.  Yon  see  I  have  been  cantioos  but  positive  about  Doctor  Qwin.  He,  my  family, 
Cienenil  Stone,  and  two  others  nusi  toother ;  they  are  all  in  mv  rooms  several  times  a  day, 
or  I  or  we  in  theirs.  I  see  Mr.  8oal6  daily,  all  in  the  same  scheme— Sonora,  Sinaloa,  Chi- 
hnahna,  and  Durango ;  they  have  all  they  want  from  the  French  Emperor ;  the  approval  of 
Mazamilian  is  detirZL  Marshal  Bazaims  has  certain  orders  anyhow ;  the  thing  will  be  carried 
oat,  and  Gwin  will  go  out  as  director  general,  &c  Stone's  project  was  distinct,  as  I  have 
stated,  and  accidental.  They  narmonize,  however,  admirably.  I  am  distinctly  pUdgedj  in 
presence  of  witnesses,  to  have  any  scheme  of  mine  carried  out :  I  shall  have  them.  There  are 
tbrtones  in  it,  and  a  very  peculiar  kind  of  colonization  alone  permitted.  I  am  too  much  hurr 
ried  to  say  more;  I  must  say,  however,  that  our  affair  is  the  largest,  and  best,  and  most  rapid 
ever  conceived  or  granted  in  any  country.  I  dropped  a  line  to  the  Empress  the  other  day, 
and  in  two  hours  had  an  answer  entirely  satisfactory.

Nothing  is  being  finished  in  his  absence.  ^I 
do  trust  that,  in  the  midst  of  the  turbulent  times  about  you,  you  mive  sequestered  ample  means 
for  our  project ;  if  I  knew  otherwise  I  would  be  off  on  another  thinff.  But  with  ours,  other 
*^hifr  thtngi  "  follow.  I  am  sorry  yon  have  not  written  to  me ;  I  Know  not  your  hopes  or 
wisoes.  Yon  ought  to  have  sent  me  some  money.  It  is  hard  to  financier  on  nothing  tnd^' 
mitely,  and  I  have  concentrated  my  whole  strength  on  our  scheme.  I  enclose  a  letter  for  my 
daughter— please  mail  it  to  her ;  and  also,  as  I  am  delayed  about  making  money,  I  want,  and 
pmrttcularly  request^  you  to  send  to  her  address  a  draft  for  $200  is  gM;  she  needs  it;  her 
term  is  out,  and  I  have  written  that  you  will  send  it  to  her ;  don't  neglect  it — that  is,  if  yon 
and  I  are  ever  to  have  anything  in  common,  and  your  fortune  is  secure  if  you  will  attend  to 
me  a  little.  God  knows  what  I  will  do  about  money  if  I  don*t  get  our  scheme  through  quick. 
Haye  never  seen  a  copy  of  the  ''  News."

The  ** government"  is  still  on  its  travels;  that  is,  the  Emperor  continues  his  recreations 
about  Orizaba ;  consequently,  civil  events  make  no  progress— every  thing  apparentlv  waiting 
for  the  Emperor's  return.  His  absence  has  been,  and  is,  exceediugly  unpopular.  He  suffers 
nothing  to  he  finished  without  him,  and  documents  and  messages  sent  to  him  are  seemingly 
shelyeo.  In  consequence  of  important  news  from  France  by  the  late  French  steamer,  great 
changes  are  being  effected,  ana  great  improvements  expected.  The  loan  of  $50,000,(K)0  is 
snffUnent,  with  the  income  of  the  country,  to  **run"  the  government  for  two  years,  within 
which  time  it  is  at  leisure  to  ''  consolidate  "  itself.  The  vote  in  the  French  Chambers  to  con- 
tinne  fVench  troops  in  Mexico  was  unexpectedly  large  in  its  favor,  and  guarantees  French 
protection  of  governmental  stability  here.  That  an  improvement  in  the  administration  of 
aff^rs  is  foreshadowed  is  indicated  in  the  very  sudden  removal  of  Eloin,  (called  chief  of  cab- 
inet, really  chief  clerk  of  cabinet.)  who  has  been  reputed  to  have  exerted  an  overshadowing 
influence  over  the  Emperor  and  Empress,  and  has  been  exceedingly  unpopular  with  both  na- 
tives and  foreigners.  Eloin  was  with  the  Emperor  on  his  trip ;  and  some  instructions  received 
from  France  were  evidently  impressive,  for  he  lefr  on  the  steamer  at  once,  without  so  much 
as  returning  to  the  capital  for  a  **  change  of  clothes."  He  is  said  to  have  been  sent  on  a 
special  mission  to  Beleium  and  France ;  so,  also,  Ramirez,  the  secretary  of  state,  has  been 
sent  on  a  mission,  it  Is  said,  to  London  and  Brussels.  The  Emperor  has  a  convenient  why 
of  substitutiog  honors !  The  secretary  of  the  interior  has  also  been  permitted  to  resign.  It 
is  not  stated  why  he,  too,  was  not  provided  with  a  foreign  mission,  sJthough  it  is  known  that 
special  acts  rendered  his  "loyalty"  ouestionable.  All  these  cabinet  vacancies  are  as  yet  un- 
supplied,  and  will  remain  so  till  the  Emperor's  return.  It  would  be  useless  to  give  rumors 
as  to  who  will  fill  them.  j  j    ,  ,  t^ 

Of  course,  letter-writers  from  Havana  and  Mexico  will  have  heralded  the  return  of  Dr. 
Gwin  from  Paris  to  the  city  of  Mexico.  All  manner  of  things  will  doubtless  be  written. 
Those  who  know  the  g^lant  and  noble  ex>senator  know  that  he  knows  how  to  keep  his  own 
counsels.  My  next  letter  may  tell  your  readers  as  many  particulars  as  they  are  interested  in. 
For  the  present  I  may  only  say  that  the  Dr.  is  not  a  man  to  falL    He  comes  back  in  the  best 
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of  health  and  spirits.  All  misanderstandmgs  have  heen  cleared  up.  All  talk  of  the  Dr.  being 
made  duke,  viceroy,  or  anything  of  the  kind,  is  all  stuff;  it  never  entered  the  bnun  of  anv- 
body  but  scribblers.  The  Dr.  has  a  higher,  nobler  ambition  than  that  kind  of  nonsense  smacks 
of.  That  he  is  in  process  of  full  success  there  can  be  no  shadow  of  doubt  Soon  a  domain 
as  large  as  France,  and  composed  of  four  of  Mexico's  richest  states,  will  be  open  to  the  most 
beautiful  a  species  of  immigration  ever  known— all  to  become  and  remain  a  part  of  the  em- 
pire of  Mexico.  Soon  after  the  Emperor's  return  I  will  be  in  a  position  to  tell  your  readen 
more.  Those  who  are  tired  of  revolutions,  and  of  mobocradea,  and  political  corruptioBa, 
may  look  forward  with  hope. 

By  an  accidental  coincidence  General  Charles  P  Stone  gt>t  upon  the  same  steamer  at  Ha- 
vana upon  which  Dr.  Qwin  had  taken  passage  for  Mexico.  I  would  scarcely  allude  to  it  were 
it  not  that  letter- writers  will  probably  indulge  in  a  variety  of  speculations.  General  Stone 
was  engaged  in  the  survey  of^Sonora  in  1859,  under  the  celebrate  Jecker  contract.  Some 
of  Jecker's  claims  having  lately  been  audited  by  the  imperial  government,  General  Stone  came 
on  to  see  about  his  own  interests.  He  came  with  a  practical  experience,  too,  of  infinite  im- 
portance in  the  near  development  of  Sonora.  His  purposes  and  plans  in  relation  thereto 
were  totally  independent  of  and  disconnected  with  the  larger  enterprise  of  Dr.  Gwin;  yet 
each  will  materially  assist  the  other.  Within  a  very  few  weeks  I  am  sanguine  that  all  wiH 
be  in  proo'ss  of  successful  accomplishment.  Till  I  write  again,  your  readers  must  wait,  and 
take  anything  said  in  other  journals  with  a  very  large  ''grain  of  salt'*  ■    ^ 

Military  matters  are  not  veiy  exciting.  Of  course  you  have  heard  of  the  entry  and  tem- 
porary occupation  of  Saltillo  and  Monterey  by  the  troops  of  Negrete.  Upon  getting  over  to 
Matamoras  they  met  with  Mejia,  re-enforc«d  by  five  hundred  £eeh  troops,  and  the  Juarists 
precipitately  retired.  It  is  expected  that  they  will  be  surrounded  and  taken  prisoners.  This 
is  the  only  band  of  any  size  known  to  be  in  an  organized  condition  in  Mexico.  Of  coarse, 
as  I  have  repeatedly  said,  it  will  in  all  probability  require  many  years  to  get  rid  of  this  gue- 
rilla business.  Mexico  has  been  u$ed  to  it  for  these  many  years,  under  all  forms  and  shapes 
of  grovemment,  and  such  an  inveterate  habit  of  a  people  cannot  easily  be  broken  up.  xhe 
state  of  Michoacan  is  greatly  disturbed — there  is  nothing  like  repose  in  it.  It  is  a  large  state, 
and  mountainous.  Small  parties  can  make  very  destructive  irruptions,  and  French  and  Bel- 
gian troops  have  both  suffered  severelv  by  surprise.  Ke-enforcements  are  almost  constantly 
arriving  at  Vera  Cms.  The  vomito  has  been  playing  sad  havoc  already  in  the  unformnate 
dty  just  mentioned.  It  is  extremely  dangerous  for  any  one  nnacclimated  to  pass  a  single 
night  there.    It  will  be  a  great  blessing     ••*•••  • 

[Here  a  portion  of  the  third  page  of  the  letter  seems  to  have  been  either  torn  or  cut  oft] 
to  Mexico  and  the  world.  Fortunatelv,  it  is  going  on  with  all  possible  vigor.  The  company 
constructing  it  have  subleased  eleven  leagues  ot  the  most  labor  to  a  French  and  Belg^iau  com- 
pany ;  the  part  which  includes  the  mounrains  to  be  done  in  two  years.  One  single  bridge 
will  cost  $*^,U00,0()0,  and  will  be  made  in  England.  The  other  part  of  the  route  goes  <»l 
The  iron  will  be  hauled  over  the  mountaius.  It  is  in  contemplation  to  finish  this  end,  from 
the  city  of  Mexico  to  Puebla,  within  two  years. 

The  tragic  events  in  the  United  States  are,  of  course,  the  almost  universal  subject  of  con- 
versation. It  might  possibly  come  under  the  head  of  **news"  to  tell  you  some  of  the  com- 
ments in  the  highest  circles.  But  yoa  must  pardon  my  refraining,  because  they  would  be 
denounced  as  **  copperhead"  representations.  And  the  events  ha,v%  been  too  thick  aod  fiast 
for  a  proper  reference  to  them  in  a  brief  letter.  From  the  stand  taken  by  Andy  Johnson  uid 
his  Attorney  General  and  Secretary  of  War,  it  is  evident  that  they  must  have  their  hands  too 
full  for  years  to  come  to  permit  his  talk  about  the  **  Monroe  doctrine"  to  be  any  more  than 
talk.  Such  vindictiveness  in  conquerors  was  never  before  seen  in  the  world's  history,  and 
that  it  will  bring  the  destruction  of  its  authors  is  written  in  the  book  of  destiny.  Either  to 
"restore"  or  to  **  subjugate"  is  the  dream  of  an  inebriute,  under  the  policy  shadowed  forth 
The  carriage  of  the  reumins  of  Lincoln  through  the  cities  of  the  country,  th«»  uses  made  of 
that  display  in  exasperating  the  lowest  passions  of  humanity,  has  affoided  scandal  of  the 
American  name  all  over  the  world  too  glaring  for  remark.

EMIGRATION  TO  MEXICO. 

The  minister  of  public  works  at  Mexico  also  publishes  a  notice  that  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  Dr.  Thomas  C.  Massey,  has  been  allowed  to  establish  agencies  for  emigration  to 
Mexico,  as  a  private  enterprise  solelp,  with  no  responsibility  incurred  by  the  government  ot 
the  Emperor  Maximilian. 
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[EndoBore  No.  8. — ^From  Vera  Cruz,  Jone  1.    Cone^>oiideiiee  of  the  New  Orleans  Times.] 

The  Emperor  is  still  on  his  travels,  staffing  birds  and  shooting  deer,  while  the  Empress  is 
at  a  standstill  awaiting  his  return  to  the  capital.  The  last  news  from  the  interior  is  of  a  se- 
rioiia  nature.  Count  rottier  has  been  defeated  by  the  liberals  in  the  state  of  Michoacan,  the 
coimt  wounded  and  his  troops  badly  beaten,  though  he,  of  coarse,  claims  a  victory,  only 
retreating  for  want  of  water,  when  he  says  in  the  first  part  of  the  report  that  the  fight  occurred 
by  a  lake  and  during  two  hours*  rain. 

The  liberals,  under  Negrete,  still  hold  Monterey,  Saltillo,  and  all  the  country  bordering  on 
the  Rio  Grande,  and  though  the  attack  on  Matamoras  failed,  they  have  been  able  to  hold  all 
the  rest.  The  state  of  Tamaulipas,  with  the  exception  of  the  ports  of  Matamoras  and  Tarn- 
pico,  are  entirely  held  by  the  liberals.  Everywhere  in  the  country  the  people  seem  to  be 
rising  ag^nst  the  French.  The  only  part  of  the  country  really  held  by  the  imperialists  is 
the  environs  of  the  capital  and  the  road  to  Vera  Cruz. 

In  the  capital  thin^  continue  the  same  as  ever.  There  is  no  accord  between  the  French 
commander  and  the  imperial  government.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  recuperate  the  finances 
of  the  countiy,  thon^h  the  news  by  the  last  steamer  seems  to  indicate  that  the  great  project 
of  the  imperii  loan-lottery  will  meet  with  success.  If  an  individual  tried  to  raise  the  wind 
by  each  means  he  would  be  indicted  for  swindling.  Imagine,  for  bonds  whose  face  shows 
500  francs,  the  lender  pays  350  francs.  They  bear  six  per  cent,  interest  Every  vear 
3,000,000  are  to  be  raffl^  and  prizes  drawn  varying  from  half  a  million  to  twenty-five  thou- 
sand for  the  benefit  of  bondholaers.  Besides,  after  fifty  years  their  capital  is  to  be  doubled — 
that  is  to  say,  they  receive  one  thousand  francs  with  the  interest  payable  semi-annually  in 
Paris.  The  French  government  keeps  the  first  amount  pi^d  in  to  cover  the  prizes  and  par 
itself,  and  Maximilian  only  gets  about  two  million.  In  ona  year  he  has  spent  $6,000,000, 
and  is  no  nearer  pacifying  the  country  than  he  was  six  mon^  ago.  It  is  true  he  has  in  his 
cabinet  some  liberals,  but  the  party  will  have  none  of  him. 

r  The  confederates  still  continue  to  flock  to  Mexico.  There  is  no  doubt  Dr.  Gwin  will  get 
(his  project  through.  It  only  awaits  the  signature  of  Maximilian  to  become  a  law.  He  goes 
'  out  as  director  general  of  emigration  for  the  states  of  Sonora,  Chihuahua,  Durango,  and  Ta- 
maulipas, with  extraordinary  powers  and  ei^ht  thousand  French  troops  to  back  him.  The 
emigration  is  to  be  strictly  southern,  or  confederate.  Ten  thousand  confederates  are  to  be 
armed  and  paid  by  the  empire,  but  kept  in  the  above-mentioned  states  as  protection  to  the 
emigrants.  Strategical  points  are  to  be  fortified  and  garrisoned  on  the  frontier.  Dr.  Gwin*s 
son  nas  applied  for  and  will  get  an  exclusive  privilege  for  all  the  railroads  in  Sonora.  The 
Bonthemers  are  elate,  and  golden  visions  float  before  them.  The  last  news  from  the  States 
has  caused  a  panic,  and  every  mail  is  anxiously  expected.  The  Yankee  invasion  they  con- 
sider as  certain,  but  hug  to  themselves  the  ideii  that  France,  Austria,  and  Belgium  will  not 
allow  the  United  States  to  invade  the  empire^  Napoleon  has  sent  out  a  director  of  police  to 
Maximilian,  Cappo  d'Istri,  who  lately  returned  from  organizing  the  police  of  the  Celestial 
Empire.  Persecutions  immediately  began,  a  la  French.  The  first  two  imprisonments  have 
caused  great  sensation. 

It  soems  that  Colonel  Henir  Mejia,  of  the  liberal  party,  lately  went  to  Mexico  under  a 
tafeeuard  to  attend  to  some  valuable  property  he  had  inherited,  and  while  in  the  city  invented 
a  rifle,  of  which  much  was  spoken.  It  is  said  to  shoot  accurately  sixty  times  in  a  minute. 
Finding  it  difl^cult  to  construct  hi  Mexico,  he  decided  going  to  the  United  States.  By  acci- 
dent, in  the  same  stage,  there  was  Mr.  Bay,  ex-governor  of  Mexico,  also  of  the  liberal  party. 
Two  prominent  liberals  going  to  the  States  looked  so  much  like  conspiracy  that  on  their 
arrival  at  Vera  Cruz  both  were  arrested  and  put  in  dungeons,  their  trunks  broken  open  and 
papers  seized.  Unfortunately  for  Colonel  Mejia,  he  had  some  despatches  for  the  State  De- 
partment at  Washington,  ana  also  a  model  of  his  rifle,  or,  as  the  French  called  it,  infernal 
machine.  The  despatches  were  opened  and  the  rifle  seized.  As  both  these  gentlemen  had 
safe  conducts,  and  really  nothing  could  be  proved  against  them,  and  as  such  imprisonments 
were  in  direct  contravention  of  the  provisional  statute,  they  were  released  after  eight  days' 
close  confinement.  These  arrests  caused  intense  excitement,  and  the  fears  of  an  emeuU^  in- 
duced, no  doubt,  their  prompt  release.  The  rottenness  of  the  empire  is  beyond  description. 
The  lavish  expenditures  of  Maximilian  have  no  check,  and  nothing  is  done  for  the  benefit  of 
the  country.  If  Maximilian  lasts  two  years,  the  debt  of  Mexico  wouldl)e  increased  $300,000,000. 
The  roads  are  impassable  in  the  rainy  season.  There  is  no  security  anywhere,  no  order,  no 
system.  The  French  loudly  complain.  They  say  something  is  due  to  France,  which  means 
that  they  are  tired  of  the  Austrians,  and  want  Mexico  for  themselves ;  that  if  they  must  fight 
the  United  States,  the  prize  must  be  for  them.  As  for  fighting  the  Americans,  40,000  French 
can  easily  rout  an  army  of  100,000  Yankees.  French  vanity  can  admit  no  equality,  as  they 
say  one  shot,  then  a  charge,  and  the  poor  Americans  will  be  spitted  on  French  bayonets. 
{  The  confederates  seriously  proclaim  that  they  only  can  save  the  empire  by  the  emigration  of 
1  touthemers,  who  will  rally  by  thousands  at  the  call  of  Gwin,  and  rdse  an  impassable  bulwark 
\  agtinst  American  aggression.  This  is  seriously  believed  and  circulated  by  the  French  com- 
lumder-in-chief.

Sir  :  I  give  you  a  copy  of  three  intercepted  letters  which  have  been  submitted 
to  this  department :  one  letter,  dated  Mexico,  16th  May,  1865,  addressed  by 
William  M.  Gwin  (supposed  to  be  junior)  to  his  mother,  followed  by  another 
letter  on  the  same  sheet,  without  date,  in  the  handwriting  of  William  M.  Gwin, 
senior,  well  known  to  this  department,  addressed  to  his  wife  and  daughter.  The 
sheet  referred  to  is  du*ected  to  Mrs.  William  M.  Gwin,  No.  55  Boulevard  MaJe- 
sherbes,  Paris,  and  is  enclosed  in  another  envelope  addressed  to  Messrs.  Van 
den  Brobk  &;  Company,  Rue  de  la  Ghausse  d'Antin,  Paris.  Another  letter,  also 
in  the  well-known  nand writing  of  William  M.  Gwin,  dated  Mexico,  18th  May, 
1865,  is  addressed  to  ''  My  Dear  Colonel."  It  is  contained  in  an  open  euFelope 
and  addressed  to  Colonel  John  Winthrop.  That  envelope  is  contained  in  an- 
other to  Royal  Phelps,  esquire,  No.  22  East  Sixteenth  street.  New  York,  United 
States  of  America.  A  third  letter,  dated  at  Mexico  on  the  6th  of  May,  1865, 
addressed  to  honorable  B.  Wood,  and  signed  Massey,  enclosing  a  communication 
to  the  editor  of  the  New  York  Daily  News,  dated  at  the  city  of  Mexico,  19th  of 
May,  1865,  upon  the  subject  of  Mexican  affairs. 

1st.  They  show  that  Dr.  William  M.  Gwin  and  his  family  are  disloyaL 

2d.  That  they  are  engaged  in  obtaining  from  Maximilian,  titular  emperor  in 
Mexico,  grants  of  mineral  lands  in  the  states  of  that  republic  adjoining  the  United 
States,  and  that  Doctor  Gwin  is  to  be  the  chief  directing  agent  in  working  these 
mines. 

3d.  That  a  large  accession  of  capitalists  and  emigrants  into  l^ose  states  from 
the  rebels  against  the  United  States  is  expected. 

4th.  That  they  assure  the  said  Maximilian  and  the  Emperor  of  France  that 
their  contemplated  proceedings  tend  to  promote  Maximilian's  success. 

5th.  That  they  regard  their  enterprise  as  injurious  to  the  United  States. 

6th.  That  they  claim  to  have  the  patronage  of  the  Emperor  of  the  Frencb» 
with  assurances  of  military  aid. 

I  ha-ve  to  request  that  you  submit  a  copy  of  this  intercepted  correspondence 
to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys*  You  will  frankly  inform  him  that  the  sympathies  of 
the  American  people  are  already  considerably  excited  in  fiivor  of  the  republic 
of  Mexico,  and  that  they  are  disposed  to  regard  with  impatience  the  con  tinned 
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intervention  of  France  in  that  country.  That  any  favor  shown  to  the  proceed- 
ings of  Doctor  Gwin  hy  the  titular  Emperor  of  Mexico  or  hy  the  imperial  gov- 
ernment of  France,  with  reference  to  those  agents,  will  tend  greatly  to  increase 
the  popular  impatience,  because  it  will  be  rej^rded,  perhaps  justly,  as  importing 
dangers  to,  or  at  least  a  menace  against  the  United  States. 

It  is  proper  also  that  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  shall  be  informed  that  if  we  could 
believe  that  the  statements  thus  made  by  these  speculators  are  true,  it  would 
necessarily  seem  to  the  President  that  the  Emperor  of  France  was  proceeding 
in  his  war  against  Mexico  in  a  course  materially  differing  from  that  of  neutrality 
in  regard  to  the  political  institutions  of  that  country,  of  which  he  assured  the 
United  States  when  the  war  was  begun.  The  President,  on  the  contrary,  con- 
fidently and  sincerely  expects,  in  some  form,  an  assurance  that  all  the  pretences 
of  Dr.  Gwin  and  his  associates  ai-e  destitute  of  any  sanction  from  the  Emperor 
of  France.  I  do  not  enlarge  on  this  subject,  because  the  French  government 
need  not  be  informed  of  the  susceptibilities  of  the  people  of  the  (Jnitea  States  in 
regard  to  Mexico.  Nor  can  it  be  necessary  to  say,  that  after  bavins  expelled 
insurgents  from  our  own  borders,  the  United  States  government  could  not  look 
with  satisfaction  upon  their  re-organization  as  martial  or  political  enemies  on 
the  opposite  banks  of  the  Bio  Grande. 

I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  offer  such  frequent  suggestions  of  prudence  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Emperor's  government,  but  the  course  of  events  creates  the 
necessity,  and  good  faith  prescribes  the  duty.

Tbe  undersigned,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentianr  of  the  United  States 
at  Paris,  has  the  honor  to  transmit  to  his  excellency  the  minister  of  ioreign  affairs  copies  of 
four  letters  which  have  been  recently  submitted  to  tne  State  Department  at  Washington. 

The  first,  dated  Mexico,  May  16,  1865,  is  addressed  by  William  M.  Gwin,  the  son  of  Dr. 
«nd  Mrs.  William  M.  Gwin,  followed  by  the  second  from  Dr.  Gwin  himself,  on  the  same 
sheet,  without  date,  addressed  to  his  wifo  and  daughter  in  Paris.    The  third,  in  the  well- 
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kuown  liand writing  of  the  doctor,  dated  Mexico,  May  IS,  1865,  is  addressed  to  ''Mjdesr 
Colonel,"  and  was  contained  in  an  envelope  addressed  to  "Colonel  John  Winthrop."  The 
fourth,  signed  ^'Massej,''  and  dated  Mexico,  18th  May,  1865,  was  addressed  '*To  the  Hon. 
B.  Wood,"  (now  a  prisoner  of  state  for  alle|?ed  treasonable  practices, )  enclosing  a  commiuu- 
cation  to  the  editor  of  the  New  York  Daily  Sews,  dated  at  the  city  of  Mexico,  19ih  Maj,  ld65^ 
upon  the  subject  of  Mexican  affairs. 

By  these  letters  it  appears — 

Firfit.  That  Doctor  William  M.  Gwin  and  family,  though  citizens  of  the  United  States,  an 
disloyal  to  its  government 

Second.  That  they  are  engaged  in  obtaining  from  Maximilian,  titnlar  emperor  of  Mexieo, 

Sauts  of  mineral  lands  in  the  states  of  that  republic  adj  fining  the  United  States,  and  tiu& 
octor  Gwin  is  to  be  the  chief  directing  a^nt  in  working  these  mines. 

Third.  That  a  large  accession  of  capitalists  and  emigrants  into  these  States  from  parties  in 
rebellion  aeainst  the  United  States  is  expected. 

Fourth.  That  they  assure  the  said  Maximilian  and  the  Emperor  of  France  that  tbear  con- 
templated proceedings  will  tend  at  once  to  promote  the  projects  of  Maximiliao  in  Mexico, 
and  inure  to  the  injury  of  the  United  States. 

Fifth.  That  they  claim  to  have  the  patronage  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  with  assur- 
ances of  military  aid. 

In  submitting  to  his  excellency,  the  minister  of  forei^  affairs,  copies  of  this  correspond- 
ence, the  undersigned  is  instructed  frankly  to  state  that  the  svmpathies  of  the  American 
people  for  the  republicans  of  Mexico  are  very  lively,  and  that  tney  are  disposed  to  regard 
with  impatience  the  continued  intervention  of  France  in  that  country ;  that  any  favor  shown 
to  the  speculations  of  Dr.  Gwin  by  the  titular  emperor  of  Mexico,  or  by  the  imperial  govern- 
ment 01  France,  will  tend  greatly  to  increase  the  popular  impatience,  because  it  wiU  be  re- 
garded, perhaps  justly,  as  importing  danger,  or,  at  least,  a  menace  to  the  United  States. 

Could  the  government  of  the  undersigned  be  brought  to  believe  that  the  state  of  these  spe- 
culations were  worthy  of  entire  confidence,  the  President  of  the  United  States  would  be 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  France  was  pursuin?  towards  Mex- 
ico a  policy  materially  at  variance  with  that  of  neutrality  in  regard  to  the  political  institutions 
of  the  country,  which  he  avowed  at  the  commencement  of  his  war  with  Uiat  republic  The 
President,  on  the  contrary,  confidenthr  and  sincerely  expects  in  some  form  an  assurance  that 
all  the  pretences  of  Dr.  Gwin,  and  of  his  associates,  are  destitute  of  any  sanction  from  the 
Emperor  of  France. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  the  undersigned  to  say,  that  afler  having  expelled  insurgents  from 
our  own  borders,  the  United  States  could  not  look  with  satisfaction  upon  their  reorganization 
as  martial  or  political  enemies  on  the  opposite  banks  of  the  Rio  Granae. 

The  undersigned  avails  himself  of  this  occasion  to  renew  to  his  excellency  the  minister  of 
foreign  affairs  assurances  of  the  distinguished  consideration  with  which  he  has  the  honor  to 
be  his  excellency's  most  obedient  and  most  humble  servant.

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  to  Mr.  Bigdov^ 

[Translation.] 

Parts,  August  7,  1885. 

Sir  :  I  have  received  the  letter  which  you  have  done  me  the  honor  to  address  to  me,  dated 
August  1.  In  it  you  mention  to  me  some  plans  for  the  colonization  of  Mexico,  deemed  to 
have  been  conceived  with  intentions  hostile  to  the  government  of  the  United  Stat-es,  and  you 
desire  to  know  if  it  is  true  that  the  emperor  Maximilian  and  France  lend  their  support  to 
these  undertakings. 

We  shall  always  be  ready,  sir,  to  respond  frankly  to  demands  for  explanations  coming  to 
us  from  an  allied  nation  when  they  are  inspired  by  a  conciliatory  spirit,  presented  in  an 
amicable  tone,  and  based  upon  authentic  documents  or  positive  facts.  But  I  must  add  that 
the  Emperor  is  resolved  to  reject  all  interpolations  whicn  may  come  to  us  in  a  comminatoiy 
tone  about  vague  allegations,  and  based  upon  documents  of  a  dubious  character. 

You  will  understand,  sir,  that  it  is  not  for  me  to  enlighten  you  concerning  the  speculations 
of  such  or  such  person  who  has  emigrated  to  Mexico ;  but  what  I  know  of  the  intentions  of 
the  Mexican  government  enables  me  to  say  to  you  that  It  proposes  to  let  the  emigrant  from 
the  southern  States  enter  upon  its  territory  only  individually,  and  without  arms.  They  will 
receive  such  help  as  humanity  requires,  but  will  be  immediately  dispersed  through  the  prov- 
inces of  the  empire,  and  bound  to  abstain,  in  their  conduct,  from  everything  which  might 
awaken  the  just  susceptibility  of  neighboring  nations.  I  have,  moreover,  reason  to  believe 
that  these  dispositions  of  the  emperor  MaximUian  are  by  this  time  as  well  known  to  the  cab> 
inet  at  Washington  as  they  are  to  us. 

As  for  France,  she  has  on  several  occasions,  sir,  and  with  entire  frankness,  stated  her  ns- 
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(daticm  to  observe  in  all  the  Internal  qaestions  which  maj  agitate  or  divide  the  Union  an 
impartial  and  scrupulous  neutrality.  We  have  nothing  to  offer  as  a  pledge  of  our  intentions 
but  our  word,  but  we  deem  the  word  of  France  a  guarantee  which  will  satisfy  any  friendly 
power,  as  we  ourselves  are  satisfied  with  the  word  pledged  to  us  by  the  federal  government, 
to  remain  strictly  neutral  with  regard  to  affiiirs  in  Mexico.  I  take  pleasure  in  recalling  here, 
sir,  the  assurances  which  I  had  the  satisfaction  to  receive  from  you  on  that  subject,  especially 
in  your  letter  of  the  Tith  of  June  last,  and  which  I  have  stated  in  my  answef,  dated  tne  17th. 

The  Emperor  tmsts  with  confidence  to  the  sentiments  of  which  you  were  the  interpreter, 
and  although  certain  recent  manifestations  mav  seem  difficult  to  reconcile  with  these  declara- 
tions, his  Majesty  does  not  hesitate  to  rely  always  on  the  honorabieness  of  the  American 
people.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  August  10,  No.  157,  has  been  received.  It  is  accom- 
panied by  a  correspondence  between  yourself  and  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  in 
relation  to  the  alleged  schemes  of  Dr.  Gwin  and  his  associates  in  Mexico. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  sav,  that  information  which  was  received  from  that 
country  while  that  correspondence  was  going  on,  and  which  information  seems 
to  be  authentic,  induces  the  belief  that  the  speculations  referred  to  have  alto- 
gether failed.  I  observe  with  still  more  pleasure  that  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys, 
in  the  communication  which  he  addressed  to  you  of  the  7th  of  August,  author- 
ized U0  to  expect  that  those  schemes  and  speculations,  so  far  as  they  were 
hostile  to  the  United  States,  would  be  disapproved  by  the  authorities  acting  in 
Mexico  under  the  direction  of,  or  in  co-operation  with,  the  Emperor  of  France. 
It  is  perceived  with  regret  that  either  in  substance  or  in  manner  the  represent- 
ation which  yon  addressed  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  and  which  elicited  his 
communication,  before  referred  to,  in  reply,  was  regarded  by  Mr.  Drouyn  de 
Lhuys  as  exceptionable.  It  becomes  proper  for  me,  under  these  circumstances, 
to  say  that  your  representation  was  made  in  conformity  with  instructions  given 
jou  by  this  department,  and  that  on  reviewing  these  instructions  we  are  not 
able  to  discover  any  ground  for  criticism.  They  were  given  under  the  belief 
that  a  seasonable  attention  to  the  reports  and  rumors  that  were  in  circulation 
in  regard  to  schemes  of  Dr.  Gwin  and  other  rebel  emissaries  in  Mexico  was 
necessary  to  prevent  difficulties  and  to  allay  apprehensions,  the  indulgence  of 
which  wasprejudicial  to  a  good  understanding  between  the  United  States  and 
France.  The  President  is  gratified  with  the  renewed  assurance  which  Mr, 
Drouyn  de  Lhuys  has  given  us  of  the  Emperor's  resolution  to  observe  an  im- 
partial and  scrupulous  neutrality  upon  all  internal  questions  whi^h  may  agitate 
or  divide  the  United  States.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  January  16,  No.  243,  has  been  received.    It  was 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  a  correspondence  which  took  place  between  you  and 
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Mr.  Droayn  de  Lhnys,  on  the  snbject  of  certain  decrees  which  tiave  been 
made  by  the  authorities  now  existing  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  concerning  emi- 
gration and  colonization  in  that  country.  We  are  not  able  to  agree  with  the 
French  government  in  the  opinion  which  it  has  expressed,  that  the  subject  does 
not  fell  properly  within  the  province  of  the  Emperor  of  France.  The  Presi- 
dent hopes,  however,  that  the  anticipated  relief  of  the  embarrassing  situation 
in  Mexico,  which  is  the  subject  of  another  correspondence  between  the  two 
powers,  will  facilitate  a  solution  of  the  special  matter  which  has  arisen  out  of 
the  before- mentioned  decrees.  You  may  make  this  expectation  known  to  Mr. 
Drouyn  de  Lhuys.

Mexican  Lboation  to  the  United  States, 

Washington,  October  20,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  In  addition  to  the  intelligence  I  communicated  to  you  in 
my  note  of  5th  instant,  relative  to  the  plan  adopted  by  French  agents  in  Mex- 
ico for  the  purpose  of  uniting  in  that  republic  the  discontented  citizens  of  the 
United  States  who  are  not  disposed  to  acknowledge  the  authoritv  of  this  gov- 
ernment, nor  accept  the  consequences  of  the  late  civil  war,  I  have  now  the 
honor  to  send  you  various  extracts  from  the  "  Times,"  a  paper  published  in 
English  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  in  which  you  will  see  a  list  of  prominetat  persons 
from  the  United  States  of  the  south,  lately  in  insurrection  against  the  federal 
government,  and  are  now  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  and  other  details  that  are  not 
without  interest. 

It  seems  also  that  the  ex-archduke  of  Austria,  Fernando  Maximilian,  now 
titular  emperor  of  Mexico,  already  throwing  aside  all  dissimulation,  has  made 

fublic  his  real  plans,  by  appointing  as  agents  of  colonization  Mr.  Sterling 
^rice,  of  Missouri,  Mr.  Isham  Harris,  of  Tennessee,   Mr.  John  Perkins,  m 
Louisiana,  and  Mr.  Wm.  F.  Hardeman  and  Mr.  Roberts,  of  Texas. 

Messrs.  Price  and  Perkins  have  gone  to  the  Qulf  side,  and  Messrs.  Hardeman 
and  Roberts  to  the  Pacific,  in  discharge  of  their  trusts. 
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It  BeemB  Mr.  M.  F.  Maory,  ex-lientensnt  in  tbe  navy  of  tlie  United  States, 
and  afterwards  agent  in  Europe  for  the  insurgent  States,  is  the  person  who  directs 
tbis  movement  for  emigration  on  foot.  For  this  purpose  he  has  been  declared 
a  subject  of  the  usurper,  and  as  it  seem^*  from  the  communication  addressed  to 
Imbo  on  the  23d  September  aforesaid,  ofwhich  I  send  copy,  in  which  is  grated 
to  bim  the  right  to  hold  the  offices  reserved  to  the  natural-bom  in  the  national 
territory,  he  has  been  appointed  in  addition,  bj  tbe  usurper,  honorary  coun- 
cillor of  state. 

These  facts  indicate  clearly  what  are  the  objects  and  the  tendencies  of  the 
agents  in  Mexico,  and  I  doubt  not  the  government  of  the  United  States  will 
attribute  to  them  the  importance  they  deserve.

Mr.  Secretary  :  In  confirmation  of  what  I  bad  the  honor  of  commankating 
to  you  in  my  note  of  the  20th  of  October  last,  relative  to  the  object  of  the  colo- 
nization plan  adopted  by  the  nsurper  in  Mexico,  I  now  have  the  honor  of  trans- 
mitting to  yon  a  copy,  in  English,  of  the  so-called  five  decrees  of  the  ex- Arch- 
duke of  Austria,  promulgated  in  September  previous,  in  which  he  names  Mr. 
M.  F.  Maury,  a  declared  enemy  of  the  United  States,  as  honorary  counsellor  <^ 
state,  and  imperial  commissioner  of  colonization,  and  Mr.  J.  B.  Magmdcr,  also 
a  declared  enemy  of  this  government,  as  chief  of  the  colonization  land  office. 

In  the  third  of  said  decrees  you  will  observe,  in  confirmation  of  what  I  com- 
municated to  your  department,  about  the  nature  of  the  colonization  to  be  made 
in  Mexico,  that  Mr.  Maury  has  been  authorized  to  establish  agencies  in  the 
States  of  Virginia,  North  and  South  Carolina,  Texas,  Missouri,  and  California, 
and  in  the  cities  of  Mobile  and  New  Orleans,  which  plainly  shows  they  only 
think  to  get  men  from  the  south,  and  precisely  ^m  those  States  where  they 
suppose  there  are  most  malcontents  against  this  government  It  is  a  very 
significant  fact  that  not  one  singU  agency  is  established  in  the  northern  States, 
which  were  faithful  to  the  Union  of  this  government  during  the  last  civil  war. 

I  also  enclose  a  copy,  in  English,  of  the  circular  issued  on  the  5th  of  October, 
by  Mr.  Maury,  as  imperial  commissioner  of  colonization.

I  lingered  near  Grenada,  endeavoring  to  arrange  some  business  matters,  until  the  Utb  o^ 
May.  In  the  mean  time  I  had  a  skiff  built,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  1 4th  I  embarked,  some 
six  miles  east  of  Greenwood,  and  set  sail  for  the  trans-Mississippi,  the  party  conaistiog  of 
General  Ljon,  of  Kentucky,  myself,  and  our  two  servants.  We  navigated  the  Backwater 
for  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles,  and  on  the  morning  of  the  2l8t,  just  before  daylight,  I 
crossed  over  to  the  Arkansas  shore.  I  crossed  at  the  foot  of  Island  No.  75,  just  below  the 
mouth  of  the  Arkansas  river ;  proceeded  westward  as  far  as  the  Backwater  was  navigable, 
and  on  the  morning  of  the  22d  I  left  my  frail  bark,  bought  horses,  mounted  the  party,  and 
set  out  for  Shreveport,  where  I  hoped  to  find  an  army  resolved  on  continued  resistance  to 
federal  rule ;  but  before  reachine  Shreveport  I  learned  that  the  army  of  the  trans-Mississippi 
had  disbanded  and  scattered  to  the  winds,  and  all  the  officers  of  rank  had  gone  to  Mexico. 

Having  no  further  motive  to  visit  Shreveport,  I  turned  my  course  to  Ked  River  county, 
Texas,  where  a  portion  of  my  negroes  and  plantation  stock  had  been  carried  some  two  yean 
ago.  I  reached  there  on  the  7tli  of  June ;  was  taken  sick  and  confined  to  my  bed  a  w^. 
On  the  15th  of  June,  with  my  baggage,  cooking  utensils,  and  provisions  on  a' pack-mule,  I 
set  out  for  San  Antonio,  where  I  expected  to  overtake  a  large  number  of  confederate  civil  and 
military  officers  en  route  for  Mexico.  Reached  San  Antonio  on  the  26th,  and  learned  that 
all  confederates  had  left  for  Mexico  some  ten  days  or  two  weeks  before.  On  the  morning  of 
the  27th  I  started  to  Eagle  Pass,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  the  federals  holding  all  the  crossings  of 
that  river  below  Eagle  Fass.  I  reached  Eagle  Pass  on  the  evening  of  the  30th,  and  imme- 
diately crossed  over  to  the  Mexican  town  of  Piedras  Negras.  On  the  morning  of  the  Ist  of 
July  set  out  for  Monterey ;  arrived  there  on  the  evening  of  the  9th.  Here  I  overtook  General 
Price  and  ex-Govemor  Polk,  of  Missouri,  who  were  starting  to  the  city  of  Mexico  next  morn- 
ing, ^rith  an  escort  of  twenty  armed  Missourians.  As  I  was  going  to  the  city,  and  the  trip 
was  a  long  and  dangerous  one  to  make  alone,  I  decided  to  go  with  thrm,  thoimh  I  was 
literally  worn  out  with  over  one  thousand  five  hundred  miles  of  continuous  horseback  travel 
I  exchanged  my  saddle-horj^e,  saddles,  &c.,  for  an  ambulance,  put  my  two  mules  to  it,  gave 
the  whip  and  lines  to  Ran,  bought  me  a  Spanish  grammar  and  dictionary,  took  the  back  seat, 
and  comuunced  the  study  of  the  Spanish  language.  We  made  the  trip  at  easy  staces  of 
about  twenty -five  miles  per  day,  and  reached  the  city  of  Mexico  on  the  evening  of  the  yth  of 
Auffust  The  trip  was  one  of  the  longest,  most  laborious,  and  hazardous  of  my  life,  but  I 
will  not  tax  your  time  or  mine  with  its  details,  many  of  which  would  interest  you  deeply  if  I 
were  there  to  give  them  to  yoo. 
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Oar  reception  npon  the  part  of  the  government  officials  here  was  all  that  we  could  hav^ 
expected  or  desired.  We  were  invited  to  an  audience  with  the  Emperor  at  the  palace,  the  farV 
famed  halls  of  the  Montezumas.  At  the  time  fixed  we  called,  and  were  most  kindlj  received 
hy  the  emperor  and  empress,  and  were  assured  of  their  sympathy  in  our  misfortunes,  and  of 
their  earnest  hope  that  we  mi^ht  find  homes  for  ourselves  and  friends  in  Mexico.  The  em-  \ 
press  was  our  interpreter  in  the  interview.  She  speaks  fluently  the  French,  Spanish,  Ger-  • 
man,  and  English  languages,  and  is  in  all  respects  a  great  woman. 

We  overtook  at  the  city  of  Mexico  General  Magruder,  Commodore  Maury,  Governor  Allen^ 
of  Lfouisiana;  Judge  Perkins,  of  Louisiana;  Governor  Reynolds,  of  Missouri,  and  Governor, 
Mnrrah  and  Governor  Clark,  of  Texas,  with  many  other  and  lesser  confederate  lights.     On 
the  5th  of  September  the  emperor  published  a  decree  opening  all  of  Mexico  to  immigration  \ 
and  colonization,  and  Commodore  Maury  and  myself  and  other  confederates  were  requested    \ 
to  prepare  regulations  to  accompany  the  decree,  which  we  did,  and  which  were  approved  by    ■ 
the  emperor  on  the  27th.    The  decree  and  regulations  oflFer  very  liberal  inducements  to  im-    ] 
Migration,  among  which  are  a  donation  of  public  lands  at  the  rate  of  six  hundred  and  forty   / 
acres  to  each  head  of  a  family,  and  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  to  each  single  man ;  a 
free  passage  to  the  country  to  such  as  are  not  able  to  pay  their  own  expenses,  freedom  from 
taxation  for  one  year  and  from  military  duty  for  five  years,  religious  toleration,  &c.,  &c 

Commodore  Maury  has  been  appointed  imperial  commissioner  of  colonization,  which  makes 
his  authority  in  the  matter  of  colonization  second  only  to  that  of  the  Emperor.    General  Price, 
Judge  Perkins,  and  myself  were  appointed  i^ents  of  colonization,  and  requested  to  examine  \ 
the  lands  lyin^  upon  and  near  the  hue  of  railroad  from  the  city  of  Mexico  to  Vera  Cruz,  for  ; 
the  purpose  of  determining  whether  they  were  suited  to  American  colonization.    We  are  en-  ' 
gaged  at  this  time  in  the  discharge  of  that  duty.^  We  find  in  the  vicinity  of  this  place  the 
most  beautiful,  and,  all  things  considered,  the  best  agricultural  country  that  I  have  ever  seen. 
The  climate  is  delightful — never  hot,  never  cold,  always  temperate,  always  pleasant.    The 
soil  richer  and  more  productive  than  the  best  of  the  prairie  lands  of  Mississippi  in  the  Oko- 
lona  country,  yielding  large  crops  of  com,  barley,  rice,  tobacco,  sugar-cane,  and  coffee,  with 
all  the  fruits  of  the  tropics,  and  the  best  that  you  ever  tasted.    You  can  raise  two  crops  of 
com  on  the  same  land  each  year.    The  usual  m6de  of  farming  here  is  a  crop  of  corn  and  a 
crop  of  tobacco  on  the  same  land,  the  corn  ripening  always  before  time  to  plant  tobacco;  and 
ten  miles  from  here,  in  the  direction  of  the  coast,  you  strike  as  good  a  cotton  country  as  can 
bo  found  in  the  world. 

The  most  profitable  crop  here  is  coffee;  you  plant  about  six  or  seven  hundred  trees  to  the 
acre;  it  begins  to  bear  at  two  and  produces  a  full  crop  at  four  years  old.  You  can  always 
calculate  safely  on  an  average  of  two  pounds  to  the  tree,  though  there  are  instances  of  a 
tree's  bearing  as  high  as  twenty-eight  pounds.  The  tree  is  hardy,  and  will  live  fifty  or  one 
hundred  years.  It  costs  about  as  much  labor  to  cultivate  and  put  into  market  an  acre  of 
cofiee  as  it  does  an  acre  of  com  in  Georgia. 

The  coffee  plantation,  with  its  shade  of  bananas,  figs,  oranges,  mangoes,  and  zapotes, 
with  the  walks  fringed  with  pineapple,  all  in  full  bearing,  is  the  richest  and  most  beauti- 
ful spectacle  upon  which  my  eyes  have  ever  rested.  I  have  selected  six  hundred  and  forty 
acres  about  ten  miles  from  here,  where  I  propose  to  surround  myself  with  the  coffee  planta- 
tion, in  the  midst  of  which  I  will  nestle  down,  constantly  inhaling  the  odors  of  the  rich 
tropical  fruits,  and  gaudy-colored  and  fragant  tropical  flowers,  in  an  atmosphere  of  perpetual 


sprinp,  yet  turning  the  eye  to  the  northwest,  you  constantly  behold  the  snow-capped  peaks 
of  Orizaba  and  Popocatepetl,  from  which  I  can  draw  my  ice  at  all  secisons  of  the  year.  \ 

There  are  about  thirty  confederates  now  here,  all  of  whom  will  locate  their  lands  and  com-\ 
mence  the  work  of  settlement  within  a  week  or  ten  days  , 

^  The  place  where  we  begin  the  first  colony  was  highly  improved  and  in  a  high  state  of 
civilization  a  hundred  years  ago.  The  extensive  mins  of  what  were  once  magnificent  struc- 
tures show  that  the  haciendas  were  highly  productive,  and  the  homes  of  wealth,  luxury  and 
refinement ;  but,  about  fifty  years  since  slavery  was  abolished  in  the  state  of  Vera  Cruz,  and 
the  proprietors  of  these  magnificent  estates  left  the  country  with  the  large  fortunes  they  had 
amassea.  The  church  seized  the  lands  and  allowed  them  to  lie  idle  and  go  to  ruin.  The 
buildings  upon  each  of  those  places  must  have  cost  from  $100,000  to  $500,000.  The  church 
held  the  property  till  about  five  years  since,  when  it  was  taken  by  the  government,  and  the 
government  now  sells  it  to  us  for  colonization  at  $1  per  acre,  in  quantities  of  six  hundred 
and  forty  acres  to  each  head  of  a  family  and  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  to  each  single 
man,  on  a  credit  of  one,  two,  three,  four,  and  five  years.  This  is  the  beginning  of  the  first 
confederate  colony  in  Mexico,  Among  those  who  propose  to  settle  immediately  are  General 
Price  and  General  Shelby,  from  Misbouii,  Judge  Perkins,  of  Louisiana,  and  myself.  The 
resources  of  this  country  are  such  as  to  insure  fortune  to  the  energy  and  industi-y  that  have 
usually  characterized  our  people.  The  wonder  is  that  they  have  oeen  permitted  to  remain 
undeveloped  so  long ;  but  tnls  is  the  most  indolent,  lazy,  and  worthless  population  on  earth. 

Will  many  of  the  people  of  the  southern  States  feel  inclined  to  seek  now  homes ;  or  will 
they  follow  the  example  of  Lee,  Johnston,  and  others  ?  Mexico  presents  the  finest  field  that 
1  have  ever  seen  for  the  enterprise  of  our  people ;  and  now  that  slavery  is  abolished  in  the 
south,  hired  labor  can  be  much  more  eaoilj  piocnied  here  and  made  much  more  profitable 
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than  in'  imy  part  of  the  United  States.  I  do  not  propoBe,  however,  to  urge  or  even  adtw 
any  one  to  come ;  I  only  propose  to  pve  them  tacts,  and  leave  them  to  decide  for  tbeoh 
selves,  as  I  have  done  for  myself.  Such  as  feel  inclined  to  come  will  be  received  with  opea 
arms  and  cordial  welcome.    But  enough  of  this. 

Where  is  Forrest,  and  what  is  he  doing  ?  and  where  and  how  is  eveiybody  else?  for  I  have 
heard  from  none  of  our  friends  since  I  left  Mississippi. 

Give  my  kind  regards  to  Mrs.  Adair,  Robin,  Jack  and  Forrest,  and  kiss  Maiy  for  me, 
and  tell  her  that  it  would  give  me  great  pleasure  to  have  a  romp  with  her  this  evening. 

Write  me  fully,  and  do  your  b^t  at  penmanship,  so  that  I  may  be  able  to  read  at  least 
the  greater  part  of  the  letter.  I  sent  you  a  copy  of  the  Mexican  News,  an  English  newt- 
paper  edited  by  Governor  Allen,  about  a  mpnth  ago.  I  hope  you  received  it,  though  there 
was  very  little  of  interest  in  it  except  that  it  shows  the  fact  thattre  had  started  au  Americn 
newspaper  at  the  city  of  Mexico,  I  neglected  to  say  to  you  that  this  place  is  situated  on  the 
line  of  railroad  from  Vera  Cruz  to  the  oity  of  Mexico,  seventy  miles  west  of  Vera  Crot 
The  railroad  is  now  in  operation  to  within  eighteen  miles  of  this  place,  and  all  the  balance  to 
the  city  of  Mexico  is  under  contract  and  the  work  rapidly  progressing.  It  is  a  few  houn' 
run  by  rail  from  here  to  Vera  Cruz,  from  Vera  Cruz  it  is  three  days  oy  steam  to  Kew  Or- 
leans, and  from  New  Orleans  it  is  three  or  four  days  by  rail  to  Atlanta.  So  you  see  that 
we  are  still  neighbors,  even  if  you  should  remain  in  Georgia.  The  road  is  owned  bg  am 
English  company f  but  it  is  almost  entirely  in  American  hands. 

My  health  is  excellent,  and  I  feel  that  it  cannot  be  otherwise  in  this  charming  climate* 
Direct  your  letters  to  me  at  Cordova,  Mexico.    And  in  conclusion  let  me  be^  von  to  excuse 
this  horrid  and  disjointed  letter,  as  it  was  written  in  the  midst  of  a  crowd,  half  of  whom 
were  continually  talking  to  me  and  compelling  me  to  talk  to  them.

Mexican  Legation  to  the  United  States, 

Washington,  Decemher  31,  1865. 
Mr.  Secretary  ad  interim  :  In  addition  to  and  in  confirmation  of  the  in- 
formation I  have  already  communicated  to  your  department  in  variooa  notee. 
relative  to  the  efforts  of  the  French  government,  and  its  agents  in  Mexico,  to 
induce  the  malcontents  of  the  United  States  who  took  part  in  tbe  late  rebellioQ 
against  their  government,  and  do  not  mean  to  submit  now  that  it  is  over,  to  a^tle 
in  Mexico  and  give  afterwards  new  trouble  to  their  country,  I  have  the  ho&Qr 
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to  transmit  two  docnments,  published  by  Mr.  M.  F.  Maury,  ex-confederate 
agent  in  Europe,  and  now  termed  "Imperial  Commissioner  of  Colonization,"  in 
one  of  which  he  gives  a  special  invitation  to  confederates  who  wish  to  settle  in 
Mexico,  and  informs  them  that  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  acres  of  land 
are  set  apart  for  them  in  the  States  of  Vera  Cruz  and  Puebla. 

I  embrace  the  occasion  to  renew  to  you,  sir,  the  assurances  of  my  most  dis- 
tinguished consideration.

Those  who  are  disposed  to  visit  the  country 
for  the  purpose  of  colonizing  it  under  the  imperial  decree  to  promote  immigration  will  re- 
ceive every  encouragement  from  this  office. 

The  offer  is  made  by  respectable  parties,  and  persons  wishing  to  treat  will  be  put  in  com 
munication  by  addressing  the  commissioner. 

Apprentices,  as  per  imperial  decree  of  Septembers,  1865,  would  do  well  here,  though  there 
is  no  lack  of  native  labor.

M,  F,  Maury^  Imperial  Commissioner  of  Colonization^  to  persons  wishing  to  settle  in  Mexico : 

The  doors  of  the  empire  are  wide  open,  and  his  Majesty  the  emperor  has,  in  a  most  liberal 
decree,  invited  immigration  from  all  quarters,  and  without  distinction  as  to  nationality. 

Many  people,  both  in  the  Old  World  and  the  New,  having  heard  of  this  invitation,  wish  to 
change  their  skies  and  to  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges.  Gentlemen  representing  several 
thousand  families  in  Europe,  and  hundreds  in  Tennessee,  Missouri,  Arkansas,  Texas,  the 
Carolinas,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Louisiana,  in  the  United  States,  are  now  anxiously 
seeking  information  in  regard  to  the  country,  its  condition  and  resources,  with  the  view  of 
making  it  their  home. 
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CoDsidering  that  almost  the  only  source  of  information  open  to  them  ttpon  this  subject  is  to 
be  found  in  anonymous  contributions,  made  for  the  most  part  to  a  press  by  no  means  friendlj 
to  3Iexico,  I  deem  it  proper  to  state  for  the  information  of  all  those,  whatever  be  their  natioo- 
ality,  who  desire  to  renounce  it  and  come  to  Mexico,  with  the  intention,  in  good  faith,  of 
making  it  their  home,  and  of  planting  their  posterity  here,  that  they  would  do  well  to  coire; 
for  it  is  a  land  more  blessed  by  nature  in  its  soil  and  climate  than  any  part  of  the  Unit&d 
i^tates,  that  great  centre  at  present  of  human  migration. 

THE  WEALTH  OF  THE  SOIL. 

The  earth  here  yields  to  the  care  of  husbandry  with  a  profusion  that  would  seem  incredible 
there  and  fabulous  in  Europe.  In  some  places  it  crowns  the  labor  of  the  husbandman  regn- 
larly  with  two  and  in  others  with  three  harvests  annually ;  and  in  each  one  he  gathers  one 
huudred,  two  hundred,  sometimes  three  hundred,  and  occasionally  four  hundred  fold,  and 
even  more,  according  to  his  own  skill  and  the  kind  of  seed  iised. 

Cotton  and  com  do  well  in  almost  all  parts  of  tbe  empfre.  But  the  cotton,  especially  of 
Tauiaulipas,  Matahuala,  Fresuillo,  Durango,  Mazatlan,  and  the  states  north,  is  said  to  be  of  a 
better  staple,  save  Sea-island,  than  any  produced  in  the  United  States ;  indeed,  the  cotton  of 
Yucatan  is  called  Sea-island. 

Under  these  fine  climates,  which  give  a  purity  and  transparency  to  the  atmosphere  that 
makes  existence  it^f  an  enjoyment,  and  invest  the  eye  with  the  faculties  of  almost  a  new 
sense,  tbe  vegetable  kingdom  displays  its  wealth  and  its  powers  most  gorg^usly,  and  with 
the  most  marvellous  vi^or  and  concentration. 

In  chosen  spots  and  upon  a  single  hacienda  may  be  seen  crowded  together,  piled  up  in 
slcj)pcs  one  above  another,  in  perfection,  fniits,  flowers,  and  products,  which  in  less  favored 
climes  require  as  many  latitudes,  climates,  and  soils  as  can  be  found  in  the  entire  breadth  of 
plain  that  lies  between  the  sources  of  the  Mississippi  and  the  mouths  of  the  Amazon. 

Here,  besides  cotton  and  com,  the  olive  and  the  vine,  we  have  the  finest  of  wheat,  with 
pulse  and  all  the  cereals  in  great  perfection;  also  tobacco,  coffee,  sugar-cane*  the  cocoa 
pluut,  rice,  indigo,  cochineal,  pimento.  India-rubber,  and  henuquin,  a  peculiar  and  valuable 
fibre  that  answers  many  of  the  purposes  of  both  flax  and  hemp,  and,  last  of  all,  and  whaL 
moreover,  no  other  country  in  the  world  can  produce — Flora's  feat  and  Bacchns^s  boaat — the 
lordiv  maguey,  or  pulque  plant  of  Anahuac. 

I  have  seen  some  of  the  very  best  planters  from  Missouri,  Tennessee,  and  the  south,  and  I 
have  conversed  with  the  learned  men  from  Franco  and  other  parts  of  Europe,  all  of  whom 
happen  to  have  travelled  through  the  northern  and  most  healthy  parts  of  Mexico.  The  Eu 
roptaus  rejKjrt,  on  the  one  hand,  an  agricultural  country  superior  to  the  best  parts  of  Framv 
and  Italy,  and  also  of  surpassing  mineral  wealth ;  while  the  Americans,  on  the  other  hand, 
pronounce  it  a  grazing  and  cattle  country  to  which  even  the  blue-grass  regions  of  Kentucky 
and  Tennessee  are  not  to  be  compared. 

The  mountains  abound  with  minerals,  the  woods  with  game,  and  the  forests  with  tbe  fine*: 
o£  timber — with  the  most  exquisite  dye  and  ornamental  woods,  gpims  and  spices,  drugs,  and 
mcHiicinal  plants  of  rare  virtues. 

SETTLEMENTS  CONTEMPLATED. 

Generals  Price  and  Shelby,  of  Missouri ;  Governor  Harris,  of  Tennessee,  and  Judge  Per- 
kins, of  Louisiana,  with  a  number  of  their  friends,  have  gone  to  examine  the  country  aboc: 
Cordova.  They  are  delighted  with  it ;  they  intend  to  make  it  their  home.  The  railway 
hence  to  Vera  Cruz  passes  through  it.  The  land  is  superb.  It  is  sold  by  the  government  to 
immigrants  at  one  dollar  the  acre,  to  be  paid  for  in  five  equal  annual  instalments. 

Generals  Hardeman  and  Terry,  with  others  from  Texas,  are  equally  well  pleased  with 
Jalisco.  They  are  negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  haciendas  there  sufficiently  large  to  accooi- 
mi>date  with  land  a  settlement  to  be  made  up  of  themselves,  their  old  neighbors  and  friends. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  of  Missouri,  has  already  commenced  a  fine  settlement  on  the  Rio 
Yerdi,  in  San  Luis  Potosi.  He  and  his  comrades  have  gone  into  the  cultivation  of  cotton, 
com  and  tobacco. 

The  representative  of  large  capital,  M.  Dousdebes,  has  a  grant  for  establishing  a  colon v 
from  France  and  Spain  on  the  shores  of  Matamoras. 

Mr.  Lloyd,  of  England,  equallv  well  supported,  has  engaged  to  establish  a  number  of 
colonists  bAween  Vera  Cmz  and  the  capital,  and  a  ship-load  of  European  immigrants  havt 
just  arrived  in  Yucatan  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  settlement  in  that  fine  peninsula.  They  bavr 
been  received  with  ovations  bv  the  good  people  there. 

A  disposition  equally  favorable  towards  inunigration  is  manifested  in  various  other  parts  of 
the  country. 

Patriotic  citizens  have  stepped  forth  at  the  call  of  his  M^'esty,  and  offered  their  own  pri- 
vate lauds,  many  of  them  upon  the  most  favorable  terms  for  colonization. 

Mr.  Jimires  invites  five  hundred  European  families  to  his  estates  in  Durango,  offering  tbee 
each  a  house  andl  ot,  rent  free,  a  weekly  allowance  of  provisions  without  chaiee,  and  a  guar- 
antee of  work  at  fair  wages  for  five  years.  At  the  end  of  that  time  he  furuier  promiMS  s 
gratuity  of  $15,000  to  the  community,  and  a  present  to  each  family  of  a  yoke  of  oxen. 
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Mr.  Gil,  of  Guadalajara,  invites  twenty  Belgian  families  to  his  highly  improved  and  well- 
stocked  hacienda,  offering  them  one-half  of  it  for  cultivation  on  shares,  he  finding  the  stock, 
seed  and  cattle,  and  the  colonists  the  labor.  He  offers  also  flocks  and  herds,  from  which  to 
breed  on  halves. 

Other  enlightened  and  liberal-minded  land-owners  of  the  empire  have  offered  their  estates 
for  colonization  on  terms  equally  llberaL 

lAISREPRESENTATIONS  ABROAD  CONCERNING  MEXICO. 

Many  false  impressions  have  taken  root  abroad  about  Mexico  and  the  Mexicans.  These 
operate  greatly  to  our  disadvantage,  inasmuch  as  they  are  stumbling-blocks  in  the  mind  of 
the  stranger,  and  tend  to  discourage  immigration. 

The  world  knows  Mexico  as  a  country  that  for  the  last  half  a  century  has  been  tossed  by 
revolution.  Many,  listening  to  the  stories  of  her  troubles  and  the  tales  of  her  calamities  as 
told  by  her  enemies,  have  come  to  regard  the  whole  land  as  a  **  Gknl-forsaken  country,"  in- 
habited by  a  bigoted,  illiberal  and  inhospitable  people,  while,  in  fact,  no  part  of  the  world 
can  boast  of  a  more  refined  society  or  a  more  elegant  hospitality  than  that  which  is  to  be 
found  in  certain  parts  of  the  empire. 

The  Mississippi  valley,  even  in  its  palmiest  days,  could  not  boast  any  plantation  that 
could  compare  m  baronial  splendor,  lordly  magnificence  and  princely  hospitality  with  your 
Mexican  hacienda  that  has  escaped  the  ravages  of  war.  The  halls  of  some  of  them  are  large 
enough  to  entertain,  and  have  entertained,  several  hundred  guests  for  weeks  at  a  time. 

On  some  of  these  you  will  find  well-appointed  schools  for  the  education  of  the  children  of 
the  dependents  at  the  expense  of  the  proprietor ;  churches  built  and  chapels  maintained  by 
the  saqie  munificent  bounty  ;  hospitals  erected  for  the  sick,  the  old  servants  pensioned,  and 
all  the  operations  of  the  estate  carried  on  upon  a  scale  and  with  expenditures  followed  by 
remunerative  revenues  such  as  but  few  farmers  in  Virginia  or  France  can  boast  of. 

But  all  parts  of  the  country  are  not  so. 

For  more  than  fifty  years  Mexico  has  been  constantlv  torn  by  faction  or  scourged  by  war, 
and  she  has  reaped  abundantly  of  the  harvests  which  always  spring  from  such  seeds — forced 
loans  and  contnbutions  upon  the  rich,  grievous  burdens  upon  the  poor,  the  spirit  of  enter- 
prise in  many  departments  of  the  empire  well  nigh  crushed  out  of  the  people,  the  industrial 
energies  of  entire  regions  paralyzed,  and  capital  itself  frightened  off  into  its  hiding-places. 

ABSENTEEISM. 

Such  a  state  of  things  long  continued  in  any  country  is  sure  to  be  followed  by  a  general 
absenteeism  from  their  estates  of  the  large  land-owners.    This  is  eminently  the  case  in  Mexico. 

The  effect  of  this  absenteeism  is  expressed  upon  the  landscape,  and  proclaimed  by  deserted 
mansions,  neglected  plantations,  and  other  signs  of  ruin  and  decay,  in  tones  that  fall  sadly 
upon  many  a  heart.  Many  of  these  fine  estates,  with  the  walls  of  their  noble  old  mansions 
still  standing,  are  now  offered  for  sale  and  settlement  at  prices  varying  from  a  few  cents  to  a 
few  dollars  per  acre.  Thev  are  in  the  most  choice  parts  of  the  country,  and  would,  if  re- 
stored to  cultivation,  embellish  the  laud  with  a  beautiful  mosaic  of  the  most  lovely  garden 
spots  that  the  world  ever  saw. 

With  the  immigrant  coming  to  Mexico  it  is  not  as  with  the  emigrant  bound  to  the  "far 
west"  in  the  United  States.  There  he  goes  to  reclaim  from  the  wilderness.  Here  he  comes, 
for  the  most  part,  to  reclaim  from  ruin  and  the  ravages  of  war.  Plantations  that  were  once 
(rarden  spots  invite  his  coming.  He  may  pitch  his  tent  on  the  verge  of  highly  cultivated 
districts  from  which  he  can  draw  his  supplies  until  the  bountiful  earth,  yielding  to  his  own 
good  husbandry,  shall  yield  him  of  her  increase.  And  this  the  soil  of  Mexico,  under  cli- 
mates that  have  no  winter,  will  do  in  two  or  three  months. 

One  of  the  finest  haciendas  of  the  wasted  districts  is  now  on  sale.  It  was  abandoned  some 
six  or  eight  years  ago  in  consequence  of  a  revolution :  the  proprietor  died,  and  it  has  not 
since  b^n  restored  to  cultivation.  It  yielded  a  regular  annual  profit  of  not  less  than 
$1*20,000.  The  dwelling-house  alone  cost  $200, 000.  This  hacienda  is  large  enough  to  accom- 
modate forty  or  fifty  families  with  farms  of  one  thousand  acres  each.  It  can  now  be  had  for 
less  than  five  dollars  the  acre,  and  after  the  first  payment,  on  long  time  to  suit  purchasers. 

Other  haciendas  that  are  open  to  the  choice  and  selection  of  the  immigrant  are  much 
larger.  Two,  containing  eacn  more  than  three  thousand  square  miles,  have  been  offered  by 
the  proprietors  for  colonization. 

I  know  of  no  country  in  which  the  land  is  held  by  so  few  and  in  such  large  tracts. 

This  also  has  produced  marked  effects  upon  the  nation';  it  appears  to  have  deprived  Mexico 
entirely  of  what  other  countries  consider  their  "  bone  and  sinew" — their  noble,  enterprising, 
energetic,  hard-working  middle  classes. 

Some  political  economists  divide  society  in  Mexico  into  but  two  classes — the  upper  and 
lower;  and  out  of  a  population  of  eight  millions  of  people,  more  than  seven  millions  are  said 
to  belong  to  the  latter. 
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INDUCEMENTS  OPPERED  TO  POREION  CAPITAL  AND  LABOR. 

The  statesmen  of  the  coontiy,  with  the  emperor  in  their  lead,  desire  to  heal  the  breach 
rapidlj.  For  this  purpose,  forei^  labor,  capital,  and  skill  have  been  invited  to  our  shores. 
Many  good  men  of  the  country  look  upon  immigration,  on  a  larg^e  scale,  as  the  readiest  and 
best  means  of  restoring  the  equilibrium  of  the  classes,  and  of  fi^i^i^  ^  ^^^  country  and  its 
institutions  that  stability  and  force  which  are  so  essential  to  the  fuU  development  of  its  vast 
powers,  capabilities,  and  resources.  Hence  the  encouragement  that  is  now  offered  to  immi- 
grants. 

This  country  is  now  in  a  better  stat«  to  receive  immigrants  than  it  has  been  for  many  years. 
The  empire  is  daily  gaining  ground,  strength,  and  support,  and  the  armed  organization 
against  it  is  broken  up  into  factions — its  head  and  leader,  ex-President  Juarez,  miving  \e& 
the  country. 

But  now,  with  the  dawn  of  a  happy  era  of  peace  at  last  before  her,  Mexico,  after  half  a 
century  of  continued  change  and  revolution,  finds  herself  in  an  exhausted  state,  and  the  im- 
migrants who  wish  to  east  their  lot  with  her  auspicious  future  must  bring  with  them  some- 
thing more  than  brawny  arms  and  stout  hearts.  They  must  not  forget  those  appliances  of 
industry,  those  labor-saving  machines  and  improved  modes  of  huslMmdry  which  scientific 
skill  and  mechanical  ing^enuity,  under  the  blessings  of  stable  government  and  long-continued 
peace,  have,  in  other  parts  of  the  world,  brought  to  such  perfection. 

ROOM  POR  ALL. 

There  is  room,  with  encouraging  prospects,  for  mechanics  and  artisans  of  all  sorts,  as  well 
as  for  agricultural  labor  and  scientific  skill.  Roads  are  to  be  repaired  and  made,  bridges 
restored,  mills — grist  and  saw — to  be  erected,  dwelling-houses  to  be  repaired  or  built,  i^achiue 
shops,  and  all  those  establishments  whicii  are  so  essential  in  the  agricultural  economy  of 
other  countries,  will  also  be  extensively  required. 

Immigrants  who  come  to  Mexico,  from  whatever  country,  will  be  warmly  welcomed  in 
many  parts.  They  will  meet  with  no  open  hostility  anywhere,  except  firom  the  bands  of  the 
lawless. 

To  resist  them,  and  to  have  the  full  benefit  of  all  those  conveniences — such  as  mills  and 
other  establishments  just  alluded  to,  and  which  every  well-ordered  agricultural  community 
requires — it  is  desirable  that  the  immigrants  should  come  in  bodies  and  form  settlements  of 
their  own. 

Looking  to  this,  the  decree  of  September  5  invests  them  with  a  semi-military  organization, 
and  they  are  expected  to  be  able  to  defend  their  settlements  against  robbers,  who,  however, 
rarely  attack  wnere  resistance  is  expected. 

Protestants  will  be  drawn  into  communities  also  for  the  sake  of  schools  and  churches. 
Moreover,  public  interests  require  that  each  settlement  should  be  large  enough  fairly  to  de- 
velop the  whole  system  of  domestic,  social,  and  agricultural  economy  of  the  country  whence 
the  settlers  came. 

For  this  purnose,  each  settlement  should  be  lar^  enough  to  support  saw  and  grist  mills, 
tanyards,  blacksmiths,  wheelwrights,  and  the  various  other  artisans  and  machinists  who,  ia 
the  pursuit  of  their  caUing,  contnbute  to  the  requirements  of  modem  agriculture,  with  all  of 
its  improvements. 

ADVICE  TO  P0REIGNER8  SETTUNU  IN  MEXICO 

There  is  still  another  reason  why  immigrants  from  all  except  Spanish  countries  should 
form  themselves  into  settlements  of  their  own,  and  that  reason  is  one  of  language.  A  farmer 
coming  to  Mexico,  ignorant  of  the  language,  ignorant  of  the  customs  of  the  country,  and  of 
the  rate  of  wages,  and  settling  down  among  neighbors  all  speaking  ia  (to  him)  an  unknown 
tongue,  would  find  himself  surrounded  by  embarrassments,  none  of  which  would  exist  in  a 
settlement  made  up  of  his  old  neighbors,  kinsmen,  and  friends.  It  would  be  well,  tberofijie, 
for  each  colony  to  bring  with  it  a  Targe  portion  of  its  own  labor. 

The  lands  of  Mexico  nave  never  been  surveyed,  nor  has  there  been,  until  now,  a  land  office. 
The  consequence  is  that  the  government  cannot  tell  whidi  lands  are  public  and  which  pri- 
vate ;  and  though  the  chief  of  the  land  office  is  vigorously  at  work  organizing  surveying  par- 
ties, and  sending  them  forth  into  the  field,  it  is  found  that  lands  sufficient  to  receive  the  com- 
ing tide  of  immigration  cannot  be  surveyed,  mapped,  and  brought  into  market  for  some  time 
yet.  Therefore,  it  is  recommended  to  those,  botn  in  Europe  and  the  United  States,  who  de- 
sire to  come  now  to  Mexico,  to  form  themselves  into  companies  consisting  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  families  each.  Then,  while  those  at  home  are  making  their  preparations,  let 
their  pioneers  come  to  Mexico  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  hacienda  or  other  lands,  and 
of  making  ready  to  receive  the  rest. 

To  those  who  will  thus  come  now,  with  their  families,  and  form  settlements  sufficient  to 
call  into  nlay  all  the  industrial  appliances,  consisting  of  machinery,  shops,  and  impleoients 
connectea  with  agriculture  in  its  most  improved  state,  and  calculated  to  serve  as  so  many 
centres  of  agricultural  improvement  in  the  country,  special  encouragement  is  held  out 

They  are  invited  to  send  forward  their  agents,  who  will  receive  aU  the  information  that  the 
office  of  colonization  can  give,  and  every  facility  that  it  can  throw  iathek  ys^  JBm  to  the  moA 
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desirable  parts  of  tbe  coantry  in  wbich  to  settle,  the  choicest  localities,  and  the  cheapest  and 
best  lands,  &c. 

Having  made  their  own  selections,  the  government  will  then,  in  case  thev  require  it,  lend 
them  pecuniary  assistance,  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  establish  themselves  in  their  new 
homes,  and  get  fairly  under  way.

NEGOTIATION  FOR  THE  TRANSIT  OP   UNITED  STATES  TROOPS,  IN   1861, 
THROUGH  MEXICAN  TERRITORY. 

Mr,  Romero  to  Mr.  Seward, 
[Translation.] 
Mexican  Legation  to  the  United  States  op  America, 

Washington,  May  4,  1861. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  The  government  of  Mexico  has  been  informed  that  there 
exists  in  this  country  a  numerous  combination  of  persons,  who,  whether  guided 
by  a  fanatic  spirit  professed  in  good  faith,  or  swayed  by  motives  of  pecuniary 
interest,  are  actively  at  work  on  the  project  of  extending  the  institution  of  sla- 
very, not  merely  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  with  which  Mexico  could 
have  nothing  to  do,  hut  also  into  Mexican  territory,  for  which  they  propose  the 
acquisition  of  the  largest  possible  part  of  that  territory. 

X  on  will  comprehend,  sir,  that  these  apprehensions  are  very  far  from  being 
unfounded.  Their  best  justification  would  be  in  an  impartial  and  minute  glance 
over  the  public  events  which  have  occurred  in  this  country  within  the  ladt  seven 
months.  The  facts  which  present  themselves  to  view,  and  which  wonld  sustain; 
such  apprehensions,  are  so  numerous,  that  there  is  really  a  difficulty,  not  in  find- 
ing them,  but  in  knowing  which  of  them  to  overlook.      * 

Without  intending  to  mix  myself  up  in  the  slightest  degree  with  internal 
questions  of  this  country,  I  pray  you,  sir,  to  permit  me  to  refer  to  them,  consid- 
ering them  only  in  tho  aspect  in  which  they  affect  the  dearests  interests  of  Mex- 
ico, and  the  integrity  of  its  territory. 

Public  opinion  in  this  country  regards  as  the  principal  obstacle  which  con- 
flicted with  an  arrangement  by  means  of  a  compromise  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  the  difficulties  stirred  up  long  ago,  and  recently 
renewed  with  fresh  vigor,  the  persistent  manner  in  which  the  representatives  of 
propagandist  ideas  insisted  that  in  the  arrangement  which  should  be  agreed  upon 
there  should  be  an  express  clause  recognizing  slavery  in  the  territory  which  the 
United  States  might  in  future  time  acquire  at  the  south.  You  will  recollect,  sir^. 
that  this  forethought,  contained  in  the  propositions  presented  to  the  Senate  ioi 
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December  of  last  year,  by  the  Hon.  J.  J.  Crittenden,  senator  from  Kentucky* 
procured  for  them  the  acceptableness  which  they  found  among  such  representa- 
tives of  propagandism. 

If  these  recent  events  were  not  still  firesh  in  the  memory  of  all,  I  should  be 
sustained  in  my  assertion  by  the  speeches  delivered  in  the  Senate  by  the  Hon. 
Henry  Wilson,  senator  from  Massachusetts,  on  the  21st  of  February  last,  and  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  on  the  31st  of  January  preceding,  by  the  Hon. 
Charles  Francis  Adams,  representative  from  the  same  State. 

If  from  the  bosom  of  the  national  representation  of  the  country  I  may  be 
allowed  to  pass  to  the  assembly  called  "  the  peace  conference,"  gathered  in  this 
city  in  Februaiy  last,  on  the  proposition  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  to  seek  a  pa- 
cific solution  of  the  difficulties  which  disturbed  the  nation,  I  find  on  foot  the 
same  obstacle  to  the  completion  of  an  arrangement;  and,  thanks  to  the  fact  that 
the  persons  gathered  in  this  assemblage  were  animated,  apparently,  by  a  more 
sincere  desire  of  reconciliation,  and  that  there  were  no  representatives  there  from 
the  States  which,  up  to  that  time,  claimed  to  have  reasaumed  their  sovereignty, 
which  are  precisely  those  which  contain  some  citizens  professing  with  most  zeal 
propagandist  ideas,  an  arrangement  was  arrived  at,  which,  by  not  acknowledging 
slavery  in  express  terms,  in  the  territory  which  might  in  future  be  acquired,  did 
not  receive  in  Congress  the  approval  of  the  representatives  of  propagandism. 

Passing  from  the  discussion  of  the  deliberative  assemblies  to  that  which  some 
States  of  the  south  at  present  consider  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  it  appears 
that  paragraph  3d,  of  section  3d,  of  article  4th  of  the  Constitution,  adopted  on 
the  11th  of  March  last  by  the  congress  assembled  at  Montgomery,  and  rati- 
fied by  various  States  of  the  Union,  authorizes  "the  Confederate  States  of 
America"  to  acquire  new  territory;  providing  expressly  that  "  in  all  that  terri- 
tory (that  acquired  in  future)  the  institution  of  negro  slavery  as  it  now  exists 
in  the  Confederate  States  shall  be  recognized  and  protected  by  Congress  and  by 
the  territorial  governments." 

The  tone  of  the  speeches  which  distinguished  citizens  of  some  of  the  sonth- 
em  States  have  delivered,  as  well  in  the  halls  of  the  Senate  as  in  other  places, 
and  with  difierent  motives,  the  spirit  of  the  publications  by  the  press  in  the 
same  States,  and  a  multitude  of  other  indications  and  demonstrations  of  great 
weight,  which  it  would  be  prolix  to  refer  to,  manifest,  in  a  mann^  which  admits 
not  the  slightest  doubt,  that  this  combination  of  persons  has  a  settled  plan,  well 
matured,  thought  over,  and  reckoned  upon  for  a  long  time  back,  to  acquire 
sooner  or  later,  according  as  its  possibility  permits,  all  or  a  part  of  the  territory 
of  Mexico,  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  and  developing  therein  what  the 
said  combination  calls  "its  especial  civilization,"  the  base  and  foundation  of  which 
is  the  institution  of  slavery,  if  faith  is  to  be  given  to  what  was  said  by  a  dis- 
tinguishexl  citizen  of  Georgia,  who  might  consider  himself  authorized  to  speak 
in  the  name  of  the  combination,  in  a  speech  which  he  delivered  at  the  city  of 
Savannah  on  the  3l8t  March  last. 

You  will  consider,  sir,  how  great  has  been  the  interest  with  which  the  gov- 
ernment of  Mexico  has  followed  the  course  of  the  political  events  which  have 
developed  themselves  in  this  country,  and  how  great  its  regret  on  perceiving 
the  rise  and  progress  of  a  danger  which  threatens  to  disturb  its  tranqaillity  and 
to  strike  at  its  very  existence  as  an  independent  nation. 

Mexico  does  not  desire  to  exchange  its  nationality  for  any  other,  however 
flattering  might  be  the  advantages  which  might  result  from  such  change.  It 
has  the  elements  necessary  for  a  sovereign  power.  It  conquered  through  the 
blood  of  its  children  its  desired  independence,  and  will  maintain  it  to  the  last 
extremity  against  any  invader  who  may  attempt  to  take  it  from  her.  Whatever 
may  have  been  the  intestine  difficulties  which  may  have  taken  place  up  to  this 
time,  and  have  contributed  to  restrain  its  material  progress,  it  has  the  conscious- 
ness of  the  important  character  it  is  to  represent  in  future  among  the  fam- 
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ily  of  nations.  It  holds  an  absolute  faith  in  its  ftiturei  and  believes  that  so  soon 
as  the  beneficent  shadow  of  peace  and  of  democratic  institutions  may  develop 
its  immense  resources,  and  the  fabulous  wealth  which  its  soil  contains,  it  will 
occupy  in  the  world  the  important  part  to  which  it  is  called  by  nature. 

Mexico  will  never  consent  that  any  human  being  shall  be  reduced  to  slavery 
within  its  territory.  It  is  a  free  country,  in  which  no  man  is  born  a  slave ;  and  in 
treading  upon  which,  liberty  returns  to  those  who  may  before  have  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  lose  it.  Its  constitution  forbids  that  any  treaty  be  made  in  which 
the  extradition  of  slaves  is  stipulated. 

It  has  entered  into  treaty  with  Great  Britain  that  it  will  contribute  to  the 
abolition  of  the  slave  trade,  and  that  it  will  not  allow  of  slavery  in  its  territories  ; 
and  these  provisions  of  its  fundamental  laws,  and  of  its  international  engage- 
ments, have  an  indestructible  sanction  in  the  hearts  of  all  Mexicans. 

The  government  of  Mexico,  which  underatands  and  estimates  at  its  value  the 
respect  for  the  laws  professed  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
good  faith  and  sound  principles  which  guide  the  policy  of  their  existing  govern- 
ment, is  very  far  from  regarding  the  United  States  as  authors  and  responsible 
for  projects,  in  every  view  unlawful  and  unjust,  which  (akhough  strenuous 
efforts  have  been  made  to  bring  proselytes  to)  as  yet  amount  to  only  a  small  mi- 
nority. But  as  such  plans  have  been  formed  in  this  country,  and  as  their  au- 
thors are  now,  by  force  of  late  political  events,  in  the  way  to  attain  the  needful 
resources  to  take  means  to  carry  them  into  execution,  the  government  of  Mex- 
*ico  holds  it  to  be  its  duty  to  denounce  such  projects  to  that  of  the  United  States,  • 
and,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  on  a  solid  and  stable  basis  friendly  relations 
between  the  two  countries,  has  authorized  me  to  express  to  you  the  good  dis- 
position which  it  has  to  form  a  treaty  which  shall  guarantee  the  boundaries  of 
the  Mexican  republic  as  now  agreed  upon,  to  be  marked  out  and  recognized, 
and  which  shall  prevent  the  introduction  and  spreading  of  slavery  in  Mexican 
territory. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Mexican  government,  a  treaty  concluded  upon  the  pre- 
ceding basis  would  not  be  less  favorable  to  the  true  interests  of  the  United 
States  than  to  those  of  Mexico.  If  the  United  States  should  succeed  in  estab- 
lishing an  insurmountable  barrier  which  would  remove  all  hope  of  extending 
slavery  to  the  south  of  the  Union,  it  will  have  attained  a  very  important  step 
in  the  definitive  settlement  of  the  question  which  has  caused  so  many  complica- 
tions and  difficulties  to  the  country,  and  which  now  threatens  to  whelm  it  in  a 
lamentable  civil  war;  whilst  in  exchange  for  this  advantage,  it  would  only 
guarantee,  in  a  manner  more  express,  engagements  already  contracted  with 
Mexico  in  the  treaty  of  limits  of  2d  February,  1848,  and  of  30th  December,  1853. 

I  have  also  instructions  to  state  to  you,  sir,  that  in  this  or  any  other  arrange- 
ment which  may  be  made  between  the  government  of  the  United  States  and 
that  of  Mexico,  it  must  be  an  indispensable  condition  that  they  are  not  to  make 
participants  thereto,  in  any  way,  the  nations  of  Europe. 

The  government  of  Mexico  considers  that  whatever  inherence  might  be  con- 
ceded to  European  powers  m  such  conventions  might  be  converted  into  a  motive 
or  pretext  for  the  intervention  of  that  continent  in  the  affairs  of  the  republic  in 
particular,  or  of  America  in  general,  and  desires,  on  its  part,  to  avoid  the  possi- 
bility of  such  a  thing  happening,  because  it  entertains  the  conviction  that  the 
intervention  of  Europe  on  this  continent  would  be  fatal  to  the  preservation  and 
development  of  democratic  institutions,  on  which  are  founded  the  hopes  of  the 
progress  and  social  welfare  of  humanity. 

This  opportunity  is  satisfactory  to  me  to  repeat  to  yon,  sir,  the  assurances  of 
my  very  distinguished  consideration.

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  communication  of  the  4th  instant. 

It  would  be  unprofitable  for  this  government  to  discusB  with  you  the  objects, 
purposes,  and  plans  of  that  portion,  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  are 
engaged  in  the  attempt  to  subvert  the  Constitution  and  effect  a  dissolution  of  the 
Union,  even  although  it  should  be  believed  that  beyond  those  designs,  bo  inju- 
rious to  our  own  country,  they  contemplate  also  aggressions  against  Mexico. 
At  the  same  time  I  am  free  to  say  that  it  is  an  occasion  of  sincere  satis&ction 
to  learn  that  the  government  of  Mexico  is  apprised  of  its  own  exposure  to  dan- 
ger from  the  success  of  the  revolution,  and  is  resolved  to  avert  it. 

It  should  suffice  for  me  to  say  that  any  designs  of  the  insurgents  here  against 
your  country  cannot  be  carried  into  effect  if  their  designs,  aimed  ^at  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  shall  be  effectually  prevented.  This  govemment 
needs  no  additional  incentive  to  perform  its  duty.  It  is  taking  all  the  care 
necessary  to  repress  the  revolution,  and  it  has  no  doubt  of  its  success. 

The  President  receives  with  much  pleasure  the  overtures  of  the  government 
of  Mexico  for  negotiating  a  new  and  beneficial  treaty  with  the  United  States, 
and  under  other  circumstances  it  would  have  given  him  pleasure  to  have  con- 
sidered them  at  large.  But,  as  you  are  aware,  Mr.  Gorwin  has  been  appointed 
^envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  to  represent  this  govem- 
ment at  Mexico  He  has  very  liberal  instructions  and  ample  power  to  negotiate 
a  treaty  which  shall  be  equal  and  just  and  even  liberal  towards  Mexico.  In- 
deed, it  is  the  desire  of  this  govemment  to  establish  such  relations  with  Mexico, 
and  with  other  American  republics,  as  will  strengthen  the  power  of  each,  and 
enable  them  all  to  maintain  a  just  and  wholesome  independence  of  the  influences 
which  come  from  the  other  hemisphere.  You  will  be  satisfied  from  this  brief 
statement  that  Mr.  Corwin  will  be  able  to  give  full  consideration  to  the  generous 
wishes  of  the  govemment  of  Mexico.  It  is  probable  that  he  has  already  en- 
tered into  the  discussion  of  the  question  which  the  negotiation  involves.  He 
will  immediately  receive  from  this  government  instractions  to  meet  with  favor 
the  enlightened  views  of  the  govemment  of  Mexico  as  you  have  communicated 
them  to  this  department.  Under  these  circumstances  it  would  be  inexpedient 
for  us  to  engage  in  labors  of  the  same  kind  and  directed  to  the  same  end. 

I  shall,  however,  with  great  pleasure  direct  that  this  correspondence,  together 
with  your  previous  communication  of  the  dOth  April,  1861,  in  relation  to  the 
Indians  of  Yucatan,  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Gorwin,  and  call  his  attention  to  the 
interesting  subjects  you  have  so  fully  and  so  ably  discussed.

The  sovereign  congress  to  which  we  made  report  of  your  not«  of  the  thirty-first  last  past, 
relative  to  the  permission  sought  bv  the  government  at  Washington  for  the  passage  of  federal 
troops  from  Guaymas  to  Arizona,  has  pleased,  at  its  secret  session  yesterday,  to  approve  the 
following  proposition : 

First.  The  executive  shall  have  power  to  grant  the  permission  which  the  government  of 
the  United  States  has  asked,  to  disembark  at  this  time,  at  the  port  of  Guaymas,  a  body  of 
troops,  under  the  assurance  it  has  proffered  that  they  shall  march,  by  the  most  direct  route, 
to  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  and  that  in  their  transit  they  will  observe  the  strictest  regard  for 
the  rights  and  authority  of  the  government  of  Mexico,  and  for  the  persons,  property  and  in- 
terests of  the  citizens  of  the  republic. 

Second.  The  executive  will  issue  suitable  instructions  to  the  government  of  the  state  of 
Sonora,  and  to  the  federal  functionaries  therein,  that  at  the  disembarcation  and  on  the  pas- 
sage of  that  body  of  troops,  no  hindrance  be  in  their  way. 

We  send  this  to  you  for  your  information,  and  consequent  effects,  and  as  the  result  of  the 
note  referred  to,  to  which  we  respond.

Memorandum  of  proceedings  in  the  Mexican  Congress  with  reference  to  the  permission  for 
transit  of  United  States  troops  from  Guaymas  to  Arizona^  asked  for  by  the  Dtpartment  of 
Slate,  through  the  chargi  d'affaires  qf  Mexico  in  Washington. 

The  note  from  the  charge  d'affaires  of  Mexico  in  "Washin^on,  accompanying  a  copy  of  the 
note  from  the  department  of  State,  in  which  permission  was  asked  to  land  a  body  of  United 
States  troops  at  Guaymas  and  march  them  by  the  most  direct  road  to  the  Territory  of  Arizona, 
was  communicated  to  conpfress  by  the  minister  of  foreign  relations  for  the  action  of  congress 
thereon. 

On  the  reception  of  these  notes  by  congress  they  were  passed  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Affairs. 

This  committee  reported  nnanimonsly  In  favor  of  conceding  the  permission  referred  to  in 
the  terms  asked  for  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States. 

On  the  presentation  of  the  report,  application  was  ordered  to  be  made  to  the  minister  of 
foreign  affairs  that  he  state  to  congress  what  was  the  opinion  of  the  executive  in  the  premises. 
This  was  stated  to  be  favorable  to  the  permission  solicited. 

Several  members  then  spoke  upon  the  subject  of  the  concession,  setting  forth  that  this 
permission  which  they  were  disposed  to  concede,  although  innocent  in  itself  might  be  taken 
Dv  the  Slates  of  the  south  as  an  offence,  or  used  as  a  pretext  to  open  hostilities  against 
Mexico  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  part  of  her  territory  for  the  extension  of  slavery,  and 
that  the  subject  should  therefore  be  treated  as  one  of  importance,  but  that  they  were,  under 
all  the  circumstances*  in  favor  of  placing  themselves  on  the  side  of  the  north. 

One  of  the  prominent  deputies  enter^  largely  into  a  history  of  the  causes  which  have 
produced  the  present  struggle  between  the  north  and  the  south,  and  stated  that  from  the 
knowledge  he  bad  of  the  tendencies  and  projects  of  the  leading  men  of  the  south,  he  believed 
it  inevitable,  if  the  south  separated  from  the  north,  that  Mexico  would  find  herself  under  the 
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necessity  of  sustaining  a  war  with  the  States  of  the  confederation,  and  that  while  slarerf 
existed  there,  no  securitj  could  be  felt  that  the  territory  of  Mexico  would  not  be  invaded, 
either  bj  means  of  open  war  or  of  fillibuster  expeditions. 

That  in  view  of  these  circumstances  it  was  clearly  for  the  interest  of  Mexico  to  draw  tnore 
closely  its  relations  with  the  north  by  means  of  friendly  acts  and  by  a  commercial  treaij 
that  would  favor  the  interest  of  both  countries,  and  even  to  celebrate  a  political  treaty  that 
would  result  in  ^aranteein^jf  to  Mexico  in  an  absolute  manner  the  integnty  of  her  territory, 
or  at  least  guarantee  her  against  the  introduction  of  slavery.  These  views  were  well  received 
by  the  congress,  and  the  permission  for  the  transit  of  United  States  troops  through  Mexican 
territory  was  approved  without  opposition  being  offered  by  a  single  one  of  the  members.

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you,  for  the  information 
of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  a  copy  of  a  decree  issued  on  the  2d  of 
May  last,  hy  the  congress  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia,  in  which  it  is 
declared  that ''  in  virtue  of  the  self-denial  and  unconquerable  perseverance  which 
Sefior  Benito  JuarcE,  in  the  character  of  constitutional  president  of  the  United 
Mexican  States,  has  displayed  in  defence  of  the  independence  and  liberty  of 
his  country,'*  he  has  deserved  well  of  America,  and  it  is  decreed,  "  as  an  act  of 
homage  to  such  virtues,  and  as  an  example  to  the  Colombian  youth,"  that  the 
portrait  of  the  president  of  Mexico  be  kept  in  the  national  library  of  Bogota, 
with  an  appropriate  inscription* 

This  decree  was  published  in  the  number  319  of  the  official  journal  of  the 
United  States  of  Colombia,  corresponding  to  the  6  th  of  May,  aforementioned, 
at  page  1234,  column  fourth. 

The  government  of  Colombia  has  thus  recognized  the  fact  that  the  question 
which  is  being  debated  at  present  in  Mexico  affects  all  America.

The  Congress  of  Colombia,  in  the  name  of  the  people  which  it  represents,  in 
Tiew  of  the  self-denial  and  unconquerable  perseverance  which  SeQor  Benito  Juarez,  in  the 
character  of  constitutional  president  of  the  L  nited  Mexican  States,  has  displayed  in  the  defence 
of  the  independence  and  liberty  of  his  country,  declares  that  the  said  citizen  has  deserved 
well  of  America ;  and  as  an  act  of  homage  to  such  virtues,  and  as  an  example  to  the  Colom- 
bian youth, 

Resolves,  That  the  potrait  of  that  eminent  statesman  be  kept  in  the  national  library,  with 
the  following  inscription: 

'*  Bbntto  Juarez,  the  Mexican  citizen.*' 

The  CongTiess  of  1865  offers  him,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  Colombia,  this  homage  for 
his  constancy  in  defending  the  liberty  and  independence  of  Mexico. 

Article  2.  The  executive  power  will  cause  to  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  Senor  Juarez, 
through  the  channel  of  the  minister  of  Colombia,  residing  in  Washington,  a  copy  of  the 
present  decree. 

Article  3.  In  the  appropriation  which  is  to  be  voted  by  the  Congress  for  the  ensuing 
year  will  be  included  the  sum  adequate  to  enable  the  executive  power  to  give  full  compliance 
to  the  present  decree. 
Given  at  Bogota  this  first  day  of  May,  1865.

champion  and  defender  of  their  liberties,  independence,  and  cherished  institu- 
tions, in  the  ordeal  through  which  Mexico  is  now  passing. 

This  tribute  to  the  patriotism  and  eminent  virtues  of  President  Juarez  is  in* 
deed  well  deserved,  and  I  am  sure  will  be  heartily  indorsed  by  the  people  of  the 
United  States.  '

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

New  York,  September  21,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  have  the  honor  to  send  you  a  copy  of  No.  112  of  the 
"official  newspaper  of  the  constitutional  government  of  the  Mexican  republic," 
published  at  the  city  of  Chihuahua  the  29th  of  July  last,  in  which  you  will  see 
the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  senate  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia, 
made  on  the  27th  of  February  this  year,  respecting  the  decree  in  honor  of 
President  Juarez,  approved  by  the  Colombian  Congress  on  the  2d  of  May  fol- 
lowing, and  of  which  I  had  the  honor  to  send  a  copy  to  the  department  with 
my  note  of  22d  of  July  aforesaid.  The  fact  that  such  report  emanated  from 
one  of  the  respectable  bodies  of  an  American  republic,  and  showing  therein  the 
manner  in  which  the  Mexican  question  is  regarded,  has  decided  me  to  send  a 
copy  of  this  document  to  the  government  of  the  United  States.  In  doing  this, 
I  think  it  nevertheless  proper  to  say  to  you,  there  is  in  it  an  inaccuracy  result- 
ing from  mistaken  information  in  Bogota  respecting  a  letter  which  it  was  reported 
the  ex- Archduke  of  Austria  wrote  to  the  constitutional  president  of  the  Mexican 
republ  c.  The  only  document  of  this  kind  which  has  emanated  from  the  ex- Arch- 
duke is  a  letter  which  Baron  de  Pond,  counsellor  of  Maximilian,  addressed  from 
Brussels,  under  date  of  May  16,  1864,  to  a  Mexican  general  resident  in  Europe-, 
proposing  to  him  an  interview  with  the  president  of  Mexico,  of  which  letter  I 
send  a  copy. 

The  constitutional  president  of  the  Mexican  republic,  to  whose  knowledge 
such  letter  came,  did  not  think  it  decorous  to  occupy  himself  in  answering  it, 
in  order  not  to  enter  into  any  relations  with  an  usurper  who  was  speculating  on 
the  misfortunes  of  Mexico.  Nevertheless  the  contradictions  between  what  the 
Archduke  Maximilian  asserted  he  would  do  in  Mexico  before  he  went  to  the  re- 
public, and  what  he  has  done  since  his  arrival  in  Mexican  territory,  is  noticeable, 
lie  then  gave  assurance  "  that  he  was  far  from  imposing  himself  on  the  Mexi- 
cans by  foreign  force  and  against  their  will,"  and  he  was  shortly  afrerwards 
sent  there  by  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  and  since  his  arrival  has  been  sus- 
tained in  the  places  he  has  occupied  by  foreign  bayonets.  He  made  an  appear- 
ance of  respecting  the  right  which  every  independent  nation  has  of  freely  dis- 
posing of  its  destinies,  whilst  now  he  is  busied  in  compelling  the  Mexican 
people  to  accept,  by  force  of  arms,  a  form  of  government  entirely  foreign  to 
them,  and  to  which  they  have  clearly  enough  demonstrated  that  they  will  never 
submit.  He  then  expressed  the  wish  to  call  together  all  the  strength  of  the 
country,  without  distinction  of  party,  and  to  place  himself  in  accord  with  the 
principal  men  of  the  liberal  party,  and  afterwards  he  was  converted  into  a 
blind  instrument  of  the  French  to  exterminate  by  means  of  courts-martial  all 
the  Mexican  patriots  who  deemed  it  their  duty  to  take  up  arms  in  defence  of 
the  independence  of  their  country. 

Lastly,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  on  the  16th  of  March,  1864,  he  still  styled  the 
constitutional  president  of  Mexico  the  Jcgitimate  chief  of  the  courUry  wheu  the 
French  attempted  to  cause  it  to  be  believed  that  the  national  govexnment  of 
Mexico  had  disappeared  a  year  previous — that  is,  since  the  31st  of  May,  1863, 
when  said  government  left  the  city  of  Mexico. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  me  to  avail  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  you, 
Mr.  Secretary,  the  assurances  of  my  very  distinguished  consideration.

Citizen  Senators  :  The  subject  submitted  to  the  discussion  of  this  honorable  assembly 
is  that  of  the  legislative  body  of  the  nation  should  offer  a  homage  of  admiration  to  the  repub- 
lican hero  of  Mexico — to  the  SeSor  Benito  Juarez. 

There  it  nothing  more  just,  gentlemen,  than  this  thought,  nothing  greater  and  more  worthy 
of  a  generous  people  than  to  honor  in  men  the  noble  sentiments  which  constitute  virtue.  If 
there  be  any  ment  in  impugning  vice  and  iniquity,  it  is  almost  obligatory  upon  us,  proper  to 
decorum,  to  bow  down  ourlieads  before  political  honesty;  yes,  gentlemen,  before  the  politi- 
cal probity  which  is  the  true  phoenix  of  the  age  in  which  we  live.  It  seems^  that  Providence 
has  created  Europe  to  maintain  in  it  the  traditions  of  royalty  and  despotism,  as  it  created 
America,  with  an*  intervening  ocean,  for  democracy  and  republican  institutions.  But  the 
proud  despots  of  that  Old  World,  with  the  mad  design  of  changing  that  Divine  law  of  the  Cre- 
ator, have  overleaped  the  seas,  and  unfurled  upon  the  virgin  soil  of  America  a  monarchical 
banner ;  this  duty  has  been  assigned  to  the  imperial  house  of  Austria,  which  is  most  justly 
termed  by  the  poets  *' the  prison  keeper  of  nations."  A  prince  of  that  unfortunate  house, 
backed  by  forty  thousand  French  solaiers,  and  by  a  few  hundred  traitors,  is  he  who  has  as- 
sumed upon  the  beautiful  soil  of  the  Montezumas  the  title  of  emperor.  You,  gentlemen, 
know  very  well,  that  in  order  to  consummate  so  iniquitous  an  outrage  it  became  necessary 
for  three  great  powers  of  Europe — England,  Spain,  and  France — to  coalesce ;  and  how, 
subsequently,  in  imitation  of  Pontius  rilate,  the  first  two  have  washed  their  hands  of  it, 
without  the  certainty  of  their  having  washed  them  very  clean,  throwing  upon  the  third  the 
consequenees  of  the  treacherous  crime  of  these  three  powers. 

Mr.  Thiers  has  stated,  within  the  halls  of  the  legislative  chambers  of  France,  during  the 
session  of  the  26th  of  January,  1864,  all  that  is  desirable  to  say  upon  this  subject  He  ex- 
plains, in  the  clearest  manner,  the  origin  of  this  scheme,  the  diverse  demands  of  the  invading 
powers,  and  the  results  to  be  accomplished  for  the  benefit  of  France.  Time  will  tell  us  bv 
and  by  whether  the  predictions  of  this  statesman  shall  be  realized  or  not,  or  whether  the  will 
of  God  shall  permit  that  more  shall  be  accomplished  than  what  his  voice  could  give  utterance 
to,  in  the  presence  of  the  assembled  Congiess  of  his  country.  But,  notwithstanding  this 
great  league,  notwithstanding  the  veteran  army  of  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  notwithstanding 
the  traitors  and  the  new  Franco-Austrian  empire,  a  magistrate  arises,  sustained  by  loyal  Mex- 
icans, ready  to  bear  aloft  with  firmness  the  standard  of  the  republic,  and  to  prevent  the  ruin 
of  a  legitimate  government    This  magistrate  is  the  eminent  American,  Sefior  Benito  Juarez. 

Permit  me,  therefore,  citizen  senators,  to  dwell  for  a  while  upon  the  eminent  personage 
whose  name  has  already  acquired  a  world-wide  renown,  and  to  whose  solid  virtues  all  ele- 
vated and  just  men,  from  every  quarter  of  #ie  globe,  are  compelled  to  do  reverence. 

SeiSor  Juarez  was  bom  some  fiftv-eight  years  ago,  in  a  humble  village  of  the  state  of  Oa- 
jaca,  called  Jatlan,  and  which  to-day  bears  the  name  of  its  illustrious  son.  Even  when  a 
child,  he  one  day  bent  his  steps  towards  the  gates  of  the  capital  of  that  state  to  solicit  some 
occupation  through  which  he  might  earn  an  honest  living.  He  was  at  once  admitted  as  a 
servant  into  the  house  of  a  wealthy  gentleman,  who,  foreseeing  his  natural  abilities  and  ge- 
nius, caused  him  to  be  well  educated.  With  the  support  alone  of  that  kind  friend  he  rises 
rapidly  through  his  own  merits,  and  attains  the  brilliant  position  of  president  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  republic — member  of  the  national  Congress — governor  of  his  native  state — sec- 
retary to  the  executive  power — and  of  president  of  the  repuhlic  What  were  the  distinguish- 
ing qualities  of  that  American,  that  native,  descended  from  the  caciques,  in  his  various  sit- 
uations of  servant,  master,  lawyer,  minister  of  justice,  legislator,  secretary  of  state,  and  of 
president  7  I  will  here  state  them :  possessed  of  a  pride  which  I  shall  call  continental,  or  of 
that  of  race,  they  were  lovalty,  honor,  and  firmness. 

At  his  present  age,  and  in  view  of  a  situation  the  most  difficult,  complicated,  and  grave, 
which  can  be  presented  to  the  statesman,  no  one  dares  deny  to  him  these  hi^h  qualities, 
whether  the  judgment  comes  from  his  enemies  or  whether  it  originates  from  fnendly  pens. 
Mr.  Thiers  himself,  who  with  such  profound  contempt  speaks  of  the  race  from  whom  the 
worthy  president  of  Mexico  is  descended,  and  to  whom  he  savs  that  it  is  only  through 
complacency  that  the  name  of  the  **  Latin  race  "  is  given — Mr.  Thiers  himself  admits  the  pro 
bity,  the  force  of  character,  the  persistency,  the  patience,  and  the  prudence  of  the  Indian  Juarez. 

The  celebated  writer  Emilio  Castelas,  the  most  brilliant  and  wise  apostle  of  democracy 
in  Spain,  while  drawing  a  parallel  between  Juarez  and  Lincoln,  the  most  conspicuous  repre- 
sentative of  the  United  States  of  America,  gives  vent  to  sentiments  but  too  true,  and  but  too 
flattering  to  the  native  magistrate  of  the  unfortunate  republic  of  Mexico.  But  why  should 
I  seek  in  foreign  opinions  the  intrinsicment — the  just  meed  of  praise  to  the  man  who,  him- 
self, can  even  now  see  the  position  which  history  will  award  to  him  hereafter — that  skilful 
sculptor  which  never  errs.  1  shall  now  enter  that  field,  though  I  may  be  deemed  bold  and 
irreverent. 
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He  defends  the  capital,  and  causes  Puebla  to  be  defeoded  to  the  utmost  extent  possiUe  to 
human  efforts ;  but  Paebla  succumbs  to  the  necessities  of  the  siege,  to  the  number  and  re- 
sources of  the  enemy. 

President  Juarez  then  removes  the  seat  of  his  government  to  San  Luis  Potosi,  and  theiio« 
still  keeps  alive  in  the  hearts  of  the  nation  the  holy  love  of  country ;  thence  be  holds  aloit 
to  the  Mexicans,  and  within  the  grip  of  his  strong  hand,  the  banner  of  the  con&titutioDAl 
government,  pure,  unsullied,  and  unconquerable ;  thence  he  proclaims  to  his  fellow-conntrv- 
men,  and  to  the  people  of  the  whole  world,  that  the  republic  exists,  that  she  struffg'les  for  the 
defence  of  her  independence,  and  that  she  will,  in  the  end,  achieve  it,  because  she  disputes 
valiantly ;  thence  he  procures  resources,  he  organizes  forces,  and  directs  the  operations  of 
the  war;  thence  he  keeps  alive  with  his  great  example  the  sacred  fire  of  the  brave 
captains  who  sustain  him ;  thence  he  holds  out  against  the  imperial  hosts,  which  tbemselvef 
prove  their  inability  to  conquer  the  country ;  thence  he  spesKs  to  his  friends  in  the  United 
states  these  noble  words  :  '*  but  even  as  we  are  situated,  we  shall  endeavor,  with  the  help  of 
God,  to  defend  our  beloved  Mexico ;  "  thence  he  manages  and  prepares  the  measarea  neces- 
sary to  a  vigorous,  able,  and  determined  defence,  and  in  which  it  is  impossible  for  ns  to  say 
which  is  the  greater — whether  it  be  the  efforts  or  the  faith  of  this  wonderftil  patriot ;  thence 
he  gives  to  the  oppressed  peoples  of  the  world  living  and  speaking  lessons,  as  to  what  they 
can  and  must  do  in  order  not  to  suffer  their  liberties  to  be  wrested  from  them :  thence  be 
infuses  into  all  noble  minds  this  sublime  hope,  that,  if  Mexico  falls  entirely  into  the  maws  of 
wolves  which  have  been  sent  to  devour  her,  she  shall  fall  as  did  Francis  I,  with  her  honor 
untarnished. 

It  is  likewise  from  that  same  seat  of  government  (and  this  is  the  measure  which  I  con- 
sider the  one,  of  all  others,  most  worthy  of  his  life  (that  Seffor  Juarez,  in  hU  charmatr  ms  « 
courteous  and  polite  ^entleman^  replies  to  the  tempting  letter  of  Prince  Maximilian  without 
descending  even  in  toe  smallest  degree  from  his  aisticguished  position  as  a  republican  repre- 
sentative. That  document  alone  suffices  to  cover  its  author  with  glory,  and  to  make  his 
name  immortal.  .  But  upon  this  brilliant  reply  I  cannot  pass  a  unal  judgment  without 
quoting  some  of  its  passages ;  they  are,  gentlemen,  as  follows  : 

**The  spirit  of  French  hllibusterism  is  seeking  to  endanger  our  nationality ;  and  I,  who 
by  my  principles  and  my  oaths  am  the  one  called  upon  to  uphold  its  national  integrity,  in 
sovereignty,  and  its  independence,  must  work  incessantly,  redoubling  my  exertions  to  tulfii 
the  sacred  charge  which  the  nation,  in  the  execise  of  her  sovereign  powers,  has  confided  co 
me. 

**I  had  previously  noted,  when  the  traitors  of  my  country  presented  themselves  as  cc»d- 
missioners  at  Miramar  with  the  view  of  tendering  to  you  the  crown  of  Mexico— sustained  only 
by  the  treacherous  proceedings  of  ten  towns  of  the  nation — that  you  had  not  seen,  in  ail 
these  proceedings,  anything  more  than  a  ridiculous  farce,  unworthy  totally  of  being  seriously 
considered  by  an  honorable  and  decent  man.  You  replied  to  these  frauds  by  demanding  the 
will  of  the  nation,  freely  expressed,  as  the  result  of  its  unanimous  vote.  Why,  therefore^ 
should  I  not  be  surprised  to  see  you  come  upon  the  Mexican  soil  when  no  measures  have  been 
adopted  respecting  the  conditions  exacted  7  \\4y  should  I  now  not  be  astonished  when  I 
find  you  accepting  the  deceits  of  the  traitors,  adopting  their  language,  decorating  and  placing 
in  your  service  bandits  like  Marquez  and  Herrau,  and  surrounding  yourself  with  that  low 
clais  of  the  Mexican  people?  1  have,  frankly  speaking,  been  greativ  deceived.  I  believed 
you  to  be  one  of  those  pure  organizations  which  ambition  could  neither  reach  nor  corrupL*' 

What  a  lesson  of  decency  and  honesty  thrown  into  the  very  teeth  of  a  proud  descendant  of 
Charles  Y  by  an  humble  republican ! 

''You  tell  me  that  peace  will  result  from  the  conference  we  may  have,  and  with  it  the  hap- 
piness of  the  Mexican  people,  and  that  the  empire  will  hereafter,  by  placing  me  in  an  im- 
portant position,  have  the  benefit  to  be  derived  trom  my  knowledge  and  the  support  of  my 
Eatriotism.  It  is  true,  sir,  cotemporaneous  history  registers  the  names  of  great  traitors  who 
ave  proved  false  to  their  oaths,  their  promises,  and  their  words ;  who  have  betray^  their 
former  history,  and  every  thinj^  that  is  sacred  to  the  man  Qf  honor ;  that  in  all  these  betrarals 
of  all  human  relations  the  traitor  has  been  guided  by  the  infamous  ambition  of  role,  and' the 
vile  desire  of  pandering  to  his  own  passions  and '  vices ;  but  the  present  incumbent  in  the 
presidency  of  the  republic,  who  roeefrom  the  obscure  masses  of  the  p9opU,  shall  bow  poor 
and  full  of  misery  if,  in  the  arcana  of  Providence,  it  has  been  decreed  that  he  shall  so  suc- 
cumb ;  but  complying  with  his  oaths,  and  meeting  the  hopes  of  the  nation  over  which  ke 
presides,  he  will  thus  satisfy  the  inspirations  of  his  own  conscience."  *  *  * 

It  is,  eentlemen,  impossible  to  speak  more  boldly  or  more  worthily.  It  is  not  the  pride  of 
power  which  dictates  these  words,  but  the  loftiness  of  a  pure  conscience,  of  an  upright  soul, 
and  a  calm  heart  Juarez  speaks  to  Maximilian  as  a  sovereign  to  a  sovereign ;  but  the  one 
uses  the  sovereignty  of  right,  of  reason,  and  of  honor,  while  the  other  makes  use  of  the  meas- 
ures oi  the  corrupting  sovereignty  of  kings.  The  one  flatters  with  promises,  and  the  other 
retorts  upon  him  wiu  the  code  of  justice  and  of  honor.  The  one  proposes  ignomlnioos 
terms,  the  other  repels  infamy,  and  appeals  to  the  judgment  of  history  to  decide  between 
them.  The  one  speaks  like  the  serpent  in  paradise,  with  the  view  of  seducing ;  the  other, 
while  retorting,  expresses  himself  in  the  words  of  a  Bayard  or  of  an  Armand  Carrel. 

The  American  statesman  whom  I  have  just  described  to  you  in  a  rapid  and  inoomplett 
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manner;  the  npris^ht  functionary  who  contrasts  so  strongly  with  so  man j  others,  traitors 
and  perjurers ;  the  honest  man,  who  prefers  misery  and  death  to  ignominy,  because  the 
word  duty  flatters  him  more  than  the  oright  decorations  of  a  ffrand  marshal ;  the  Mexican 
who  stood  by  the  constitutional  goyemment  at  the  time  of  the  disloyal  proceedings  of  Presi- 
dent. Comonfort;  the  genius  who  will  allayj—doubt  it  not — the  fearful  storm  which  has  re- 
cently swept  oyer  the  horizon  of  the  New  World,  is  he,  citizen  senators,  to  whom  it  is  pro- 
posed to  you  to  do  honor  by  the  enactment  of  a  decree  to  that  effect. 

I  cannot  belieye  that  there  can  be  a  single  senator  of  Colombia  who  will  not  promptly 
concur,  with  his  yote,  to  the  consecration  of  a  similar  act  which  will  do  more  honor  to  us 
than  to  the  immortal  Juarez.  I  also  speak  in  the  same  terms  with  reference  to  members  of 
the  house  of  representatiyes. 

The  calm  conscience  of  the  president  of  Mexico  needs  no  such  incentiyes,  we  are  perfectly 
sure,  to  induce  him  to  continue  fearlessly  in  the  path  of  duty  which  he  has  followed  to  the 
present  hour,  and  to  the  admiration  of  mankind.  But  the  morality  of  the  world  must  needs 
stamp  upon  its  records  this  consolatory  truth :  that  nations  moying  collectiyely,  tending  ever 
to  the  support  of  yirtue,  follow  from  afar — eyen  though  it  be  only  with  the  eye — both  the 
great  men  and  the  most  noted  criminals.  Approye,  therefore,  gentlemen,  of  the  decree  which 
has  been  proposed  to  you  by  the  two  honorable  senators  from  the  sovereign  state  of  Cauca, 
but  approve  it  with  the  modifications  which  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  indicating  to  you  in 
a  separate  paper.

General:  After  some  conversation  that  his  Imperial  Highness  the  Archduke  had  with 
you  in  London  and  at  Brussels',  the  thought  struck  him  that  a  personal  interview  with 
President  Juarez  might  assist  in  smoothing  the  difSculties  and  in  enlightening  him  on  the 
views  of  the  Archduke  for  the  good  of  the  country  he  is  called  to  rule  over. 

It  has  always  been  far  from  the  thought  of  the  Archduke  to  wish  to  let  himself  be  imposed 
on  the  Mexicans  by  foreign  force  against  their  will.  He  has  too  much  respect  for  the  right 
whiph  he  acknowledges  in  every  independent  nation  freely  to  dispose  of  its  fate,  ever  to  con- 
sent that  any  violence  should  be  done  to  it  as  to  the  choice  of  its  political  institutions.  Thus, 
the  first  condition  attached  by  the  prince  to  the  acceptance  of  the  crown  has  been  the  assent 
of  the  country ;  and  if  he  is  now  ready  to  assume  the  reins  of  government,  it  is  because  the 
acU  of  adhesion,  coming  from  the  gpreatest  part  of  the  provinces  of  Mexico,  authorize  him  to 
believe  that  the  nation,  regarded  generally,  is  favorable  to  a  change  in  Us  political  forms, 
and  to  the  establishment  of  a  constitutional  monarchy  under  the  sceptre  of  his  ImpeVial 
Highness. 

If  that  monarchy  is  to  be  constituted,  the  Archduke  is  firmly  resolved  to  base  it  on  the  con> 
currence  of  all  the  force  of  the  country,  without  distinction  of  party.  He  wishes  to  labor  sin- 
cerely to  found,  in  the  supreme  interest  of  the  well-bein^  of  the  common  country,  political 
opinions  which  have  too  long  divided  a  nation  worthy  ot  better  destinies.  A  frankly-loyal 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  principal  politicians  of  the  liberal  party,  and  especially  with  him  who 
has  been  until  now  the  legitimate  head  of  the  country,  and  whose  political  sentiments  the 
Archduke  has  never  failed  to  appreciate,  would  aid  definitively  in  bringing  about  this  end. 

If  Mr.  Juarez  shares  this  opinion,  you  might,  general,  bv  opening  to  him  the  ideas  which 
you  have  yourself  heard  from  the  prince,  and  by  reassunng  the  president  on  other  points 
which  are  more  readily  discussed  in  conversation,  convey  to  him  the  hope  that  his  Imperial 
Highness  would  take  care  that  it  should  be  possible  for  him  to  go,  in  perfect  security,  to 
some  point  of  the  territory  conveniently  situated,  there  to  meet  with  the  Archduke. 

In  case  the  president  should  wish  to  have  this  interview,  which  would,  without  doubt,  lead 
to  happy  results  for  the  country,  you  might,  general,  have  the  goodness  to  send  notice  to  his 
Imperial  Highness  through  the  medium  of  M.  Jacques  Kuhncherieh,  his  treasurer,  who  is 
always  in  attendance  on  the  prince's  person,  and  is  a  perfectly  safe  man.  ^ 

Please  accept,  general,  the  assurances  of  my  high  consideration.

The  Netherlands  Lea^e,  a  Flemish  democratic  association,  counting  its  members  by  tiioa- 
sands,  at  its  last  general  meeting,  the  26th  of  May  last,  almost  unanimously  decided  to  ad- 
dress you,  as  the  only  legal  representative  of  the  Mexican  nation,  to  congratulate  you  on 
your  persevering  resistance  against  a  foreign  usurper  who  is  trying,  to  rob  tne  Mexicans  of 
their  liberty  and  independence ;  and  at  the  same  time  this  association  protests  against  the  im- 
pudent assent  of  the  Belgian  government  to  the  recruitinp*  of  troops  for  the  service  of  a  foreign 
usurper,  thus  intervening  in  tne  domestic  affairs  of  Mexico,  in  violation  of  all  international 
law  and  of  the  laws  of  Mexico. 

This  address  was  about  to  be  written,  when  a  painful  piece  of  news  was  received,  cauang 
anxiety,  mourning,  and  unspeakable  an^ish  in  hundreds  of  families.  It  was,  that  your 
forces,  Mexican  soldiers,  fignting  for  their  independence,  had  gained  a  bloody  victory  over 
those  that  are  endeavoring;  oy  force  of  arms,  to  make  an  Emperor  for  Mexico  out  of  an  Aus- 
trian archduke.  Those  wno  perished  so  horribly  in  Tacambaro  were  mostly  our  countiymoL 
This  association  joined  in  the  general  mourning,  and  would  probably  have  postponed  acting 
upon  the  resolution  but  for  the  conduct  of  the  Belgian  government,  which  is  contrary  to  the 
national  will.  We  urgently  desire  that  an  energetic  protest  by  us  may  convince  you  and  the 
Mexican  people  that  the  people  of  Belgium  take  no  part  in  these  uniust  proceedings,  and  an 
therefore  free  from  all  responsibility. 

You  know,  Mr.  President,  that  sixteen  hundred  Belgian  younp^  men  left  their  countiy  for 
Mexico.  The  way  in  which  the  Belgian  government  favored  this  expedition  is  no  secret  to 
you  or  to  any  one.  The  recruiting  agents  made  believe  everywhere  that  our  young  men 
were  going  solely  to  serve  as  a  guard  to  the  so-called  empress  of  Mexico,  daug-hter  to  the 
King  of  Belgium ;  and  these  men,  thus  deceived,  continued  to  enlist,  without  reflecting  that 
they  were  going  to  uphold  principles  of  tyranny  and  oppression.  But  the  whole  Belgian 
nation,  excepting  a  few  interested  individuals,  condemns  the  proceedings  in  this  affair.  The 
people  of  Belgium  are  lovers  of  liberty,  as  zealous  as  any  others,  and  ue  independence  th^ 
want  for  themselves  they  desire  for  other  nations.  Belgians  understand  and  admire  the  heroic 
resistance  made  by  the  Mexicans  to  the  usurper,  and  they  do  not  doubt  but  the  country  will 
finally  be  freed  from  foreign  rule.  Such  also  are  the  wishes  of  this  association ;  for  you  know, 
Mr.  rresident,  that  the  few  bewildered  sons  of  this  country  among  the  Hapsburg  forces  is  no 
reason,  and  never  will  be,  for  free  Belgians  to  give  up  their  sympathy  for  the  good  cause  of 
which  you  are  the  worthy  representative.  However  much  our  government,  entirely  influ- 
enced by  France,  may  do,  it  will  never  persuade  the  people  to  favor  the  cause  of  a  for^ 
usurper.  The  Belgian  nation  heard  with  sorrow  the  news  of  Tacambaro,  and  felt  the  greatest 
indignation  and  anger,  not  at  Mexicans  fighting  for  their  independence,  but  against  tbe  really 
guilty  who  induced  the  enlistment  of  our  youth,  through  deception.  Let  them  bear  the  blame, 
and  may  the  justice  they  deserve  be  meted  out  to  them.  Tnis  address  of  a  democratic  asso- 
ciation, made  to  you  in  the  name  of  thousands  of  free  Belgians,  is  a  proof  that  our  peopls 
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take  no  part  in  the  preference  of  tbeir  f^yemment  for  the  cause  of  a  foreign  nsnrper.     Bel- 
gians wul  always  loUow  the  example  of  their  ancestors^  who  ever  devotedly  loved  liberty 
and  hated  foreign  dominion.

Belgian  sympathy  for  the  Mexican  repubUean  cause. 

An  Antwerp  paper  of  June  14  CEscaM)  contains  the  proceedings  of  the  Netherlands  League 
(Het  Ntderduitsche  Bond)  at  their  recent  meeting.  The  following  we  translate  from  the 
speech  of  Mynheer  Vleeschouwer: 

What  have  we  in  common  with  Mexico  T  Much,  gentlemen.  Not  long  ago  Mexico  was 
still  a  free  and  independent  state,  with  her  own  government  and  laws.  We  Belgians,  a  jjeo- 
ple  equally  independent  and  free,  formed  a  treaty  of  friendship  and  commerce  with  Mexico. 
The  Mexicans  were  then  our  allies,  were  our  friends.  But  the  Emperor  of  France  cannot  tol- 
erate liberty  or  independence  anji^where.  Even  beyond  the  ocean  he  endeavors  to  murder 
liberty.  He  sent  an  army  to  subjugate  the  free  Mexican  people.  By  force  he  has  imposed 
an  emperor,  and  the  Mexicans  are  now  bending  under  the  yoke  of  a  foTelgn  tyranny. 

Ana  we,  the  sons  of  free  Belgium,  what  shall  we  do  while  we  contemplate  the  oppression 
of  our  allies  and  friends  ?  Shafi  we  raise  the  voice,  protesting  against  the  shameful  violation 
of  the  law  of  nations  T  No,  no ;  we  do  not.  We  are  forbidden  to  do  it  because  we  are  a  neu- 
tral nation.  Our  neutrality  is  guaranteed  to  us  by  treaties.  We  must  be  faithful  to  our  neu- 
trality, that  we  may  be  respected  by  other  nations.  This  is  the  reason  why  we  have  not  pro- 
tested. This  is  the  reason  why  we  could  not  protest.  But  we  have  done  something  else.  We 
have  not  done  it  ourselves:  our  government  nas  done  it  by  abusing  our  name.  *    * 

Belgium  must  make  war  on  Mexico  because  our  princess  is  marri^  to  the  tyrant  of  Mexico. 
Frankly,  what  may  such  a  policy  lead  us  to?  If  the  crowned  heads  should  agree  some  day 
(the  crowned  heads  are  capable  of  everything)  to  make  a  kingdom  in  Switzerland,  and  wished 
to  place  our  Count  of  Flanders  on  the  new  throne,  should  we  not  be  obliged  also  to  send  an 
army  to  secure  the  submission  of  the  Swiss  to  the  Count  of  Flanders  t  And  when  the  little 
princesses  have  grown  up,  the  daughters  of  the  Count  of  Flanders,  and  it  is  desired  to  convert 
them  into  queens  and  empresses  of  the  regions  now  ultramarine  republics,  would  it  be  necet- 
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sary  for  us  also,  at  the  eommand  of  a  foreign  prince,  to  eo  and  place  them  by  force  on  tkeir 
new  thrones  7  Naturally,  we  could  not  act  otnerwise.  There  is  a  precedent  which  may  al- 
ways be  appealed  to  against  us.  tVe  hare  sent  troops  to  Mexico  to  protect  the  daughter  of 
Leopold  I.  Then  you  cannot  appeal  to  your  neutrality  to  refuse  to  send  troops  to  protect  the 
daughter  of  Leopold  II.  And  you  wonc^r,  oh  ye  sublime  statesmen,  that  the  people  mummr 
and  fiMi  no  confidence  in  the  future.  Why  do  you  not  wonder  more  that  the  nation  has  had 
so  much  patience,  and  has  not  derogated  all  by  means  of  the  elections  7  Because  everything 
in  ^e  state  has  become  a  lie.  The  representatiyes  of  the  people  no  lon^r  represent  the  peo- 
ple.   They  are  only  humble  servants  of  a  government  composed  of  foreignere^ 

After  other  remarks  in  the  same  style,  the  speaker  movea  an  address  to  President  Juarei, 
which  was  adopted,  expressing  the  strongest  sympathy  with  the  Mexican  patriot  cause,  deep 

Xt  that  the  Belgian  troops  have  been  employed  to  oppose  it  and  declaring  that  they  wero 
ied  under  false  pretences  only  as  a  guanl  for  the  princess,  now  called  empress. 
The  Mexican  Club  have  passed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Netherlands  **  bond,'*  and  addressed 
to  them  a  very  well-written  letter,  in  which  they  say:  "The  Mexican  people  have  always 
believed  they  had  an  ally  and  brother  in  the  enlightened  Belgian  people,  and  they  have  been 
painfully  surprised  at  seeing  the  Belgian  flag  united  with  the  flags  of  France  and  Austria  in 
an  entei^rise  to  destroy  the  republic,  to  erect  upon  its  ruins  a  tnrone  as  abominable  as  that 
which  in  past  time  oppressed  Mexico  and  Belgium ;  but  they  understand  that  the  Belgian 
people  are  strangers  to  that  crime ;  they  know  that  it  has  been  bom  of  the  weakness  of  a  gov- 
ernment which  humbles  itself  before  the  tyrant  of  France."

Mr.  Secretary  :  On  the  2l8t  of  August  last  I  sent  a  note  to  your  depart- 
ment, with  the  address  made  by  the  "  Nederduitsche  Bond,"  a  denoocratie 
society  of  Antwerp,  the  14th  of  July  last,  to  the  constitutional  President  of  the 
Mexican  republic,  expressing  the  sympathy  of  the  Belgian  people  for  the  cause 
of  liberty  and  independence  in  Mexico,  and  their  regret  to  see  King  Leopold, 
through  personal  and  family  motives,  assisting  the  Emperor  of  the  French  in 
his  efforts  to  conquer  that  republic.    I  now  l^ve  the  honor  of  transmitting  to 
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yon  No.  115  of  the  official  paper  of  the  Mexican  goverament,  dated  28th  Sep- 
tember following,  containing  the  reply  to  that  address  of  Mr.  Lerdo  de  Tejada, 
minister  of  foreign  relations,  on  the  23d  of  the  same  month,  in  the  name  of  the 
,  President,  showing  how  the  Mexicans  regard  the  nnjnstifiable  conduct  of  the 
King  of  the  Belgians. 

Before  concluding  this  note,  I  think  it  convenient  to  transmit  you,  for  the  inform- 
ation of  the  -government  of  the  United  States,  the  English  copy  of  a  note  which 
I  addressed  to  my  government,  the  14th  of  November,  1864,  in  regard  to  the  policy 
of  the  Belgian  government  towards  Mexico,  and  of  the  answer  of  the  minister  of 
foreign  affairs  of  the  27th  of  January  last ;  which  documents  were  published  in 
the  official  paper  of  the  Mexican  government,  about  the  end  of  cfanuary  last, 
and  re-published  in  English  by  the  New  York  papers.

8m :  The  citizen  President  of  the  republic  received  jour  letter  of  the  14th  June  of  this 
year,  addressed  to  him  in  the  name  of  toe  Nederduitsche  Bond,  of  which  jou  arethevvorthj 
president,  by  a  resolution  in  general  meeting,  and  forwarded  by  the  minister  of  Mexico  in 
Washington. 

The  President  has  seen  from  your  letter  that  an  important  political  and  popular  association 
of  Belgium,  such  as  the  Nederduitsche  Bond,  counting  many  thousand  members,  has  consid- 
ered and  recognized  it  just  to  protest,  in  the  name  of  the  firee  Belgians,  against  t^e  conduct 
and  acts  of  its  government  in  recruiting  troops  to  support  the  wicked  and  passing  preten- 
sions of  a  foreign  usurpation  and  danpotism  in  Mexico. 

Yon  regret  rightly  that  deceived  Belgians  should  come  to  shed  their  own  blood  and  that  of 
Mexicans  only  for  the  interest  of  a  stranger  or  a  stranger's  wife ;  and  this  consideration  is 
more  serious  when  we  reflect  that  a  Hapsburg  and  Orleans  blot  out  the  remembrance  of  their 
hamiliation  and  family  ruin,  and  offer  themselves  as  servile  instruments  to  another  foreign 
power,  for  the  reward  of  an  empty  title  and  a  little  money. 

Free  Belgians  shvuld  only  shed  their  blood  for  Belgium ;  they  must  not  spill  it,  like  slaves, 
to  foster  the  family  interests  of  a  master;  nor  can  they  sell  it,  like  mercenaries,  for  a  handful 
of  gold,  without  a  patriotic  sentiment.  You  regret  rightly  that  a  few  deluded  Belgians 
should  come  to  shed  their  blood  for  a  stranger,  or  the  wile  of  a  stranger,  who  are  themselves 
the  submissive  slaves  of  another  foreign  power. 

The  Belgian  government  violated  the  vaunted  neutrality  of  Belgium,  and  contemned  the 
laws  prohibiting  its  citizens  from  enlisting  in  a  foreign  service,  when  it  acted  tor  the  personal 
interest  of  the  King's  daughter,  who  ceased  to  be  a  Belgian  as  soon  as  she  became  a  stran- 
ger's wife,  and  thought  to  act  with  impunity  when  it  became  the  accomplice  of  a  strong  na- 
tion in  the  perpetration  of  a  crime  against  a  weaker  one. 

The  duties  of  the  Belgian  government  towards  Mexico,  against  whom  she  has  never  had, 
or  pretended  to  have,  the  slightest  cause  of  complaint ;  the  principle  of  the  law  of  nations 
requiring  every  nation  to  respect  the  independence  and  sovereignty  of  every  other ;  and  the 
eternal  maxims  of  morality,  condemning  a  causeless  war,  in  which  the  principal  and  his  ac- 
complices are  responsible  for  all  the  deaths  and  destruction,  murders  and  robberies — ^were  all 
disregarded  by  the  Belgian  government  when  it  thought  to  take  advantage  freely  of  the  mis- 
fortunes of  a  feeble  nation,  and  had  a  private  family  interest  in  partaking  of  the  fruit  of 
crime. 

But  it  is  commendable  in  Belgium,  as  well  as  honorable  for  the  progress  of  civilization 
and  liberty,  that  compunctions  of  conscience  have  raised  the  voices  of  many  of  her  Iree  citi- 
zens, causing  them  to  rebel  and  protest  against  that  iniauitous  conduct. 

The  Mexican  republic  is  pleased  with  this  protest,  even  amid  her  misfortunes  and  the 
struggles  she  is  sustaining,  and  will  sustain  to  the  end  ;  and  the  citizen  President  charges 
me  to  request  you  to  express  to  the  Nederduitsche  Bond  his  great  appreciation  of  its  just  and 
worthy  sentiments.

The  enlistment  in  Belgium  of  a  legion  for  the  snpport  of  Maximilian  and  bis  wife  in  Mex- 
ico has  encountered  opposition  among  the  people  and  even  in  the  legislature  of  that  eoimtnr. 

There  having  been  published  many  advertisements  in  which  recruits  were  called  for  to  be 
enlisted  under  the  direction  of  a  retired  lieutenant  general,  and  other  ofEcers  of  the  Belgian 
arm^,  the  ministers  were  questioned  in  the  House  of  Representatives  with  reference  to  the 
participation  of  the  government  in  such  an  enterprise,  and  several  of  the  ministers,  among 
them  tne  minister  of  war,  denied  that  the  administration  aided  directly  or  indirectly  in  the 
project ;  but  they  confessed,  however,  that  they  had  permitted  Belgian  subjects  to  enter  upon 
this  expedition  without  losing  for  this  reason  their  nationality. 

It  is  worthy  of  attention  that  notwithstanding  this  explicit  confession,  and  the  fact,  which 
is  well  known,  that  the  volunteers  were  rendezvousing  in  the  city  of  Audimad,  in  an  edifice 
which  was  in  part  a  public  building,  as  also  that  in  the  advertisements  it  was  stated  that  the 
government  permitted  officers  of  the  army  to  enlist,  granting  them  for  this  purpose  two  years' 
leave  of  absence,  in  order  to  return  to  the  country  and  still  hold  their  positions  if  it  did  not 
suit  them  to  remain  in  Mexico) — it  is  worthy  of  attention,  I  repeat,  that  notwithstanding  all 
this,  the  House  of  Deputies  was  apparently  satisfied  with  the  declarations  of  the  ministers, 
and,  taking  note  of  the  same,  without  further  examination  of  the  matter,  passed  to  the  order 
of  the  day,  although  not  without  several  deputies  manifesting  their  reprooation  of  all  con- 
nected with  the  projected  Belgian  legion  for  Mexico. 

A  little  before  there  had  been  in  Brussels  a  meeting  of  the  citizens,  which  condemned  in 
energetic  terms  the  enlistments  alluded  to,  calling  the  attention  of  the  Chambers  to  the  same, 
and  publishing  in  placards  the  resolutions  they  adopted  with  reference  to  the  matter. 

There  have  also  been  published  two  important  pamphlets,  which  I  have  seen — the  one 
entitled.  ** The  Belgian  Expedition  to  Mexico — Appeal  to  the  Chambers;"  and  the  other, 
**  General  Chapelle — the  Belgian  Expedition  to  Mexico,  and  article  92  of  the  final  code." 
Both  are  very  well  written,  and  are  by  distinguished  members  of  the  bar  in  Brussels. 

In  the  first — afler  an  impartial  historical  risumS  of  Mexico  since  the  convention  of  London 
of  October  31,  1861— it  is  demonstrated  that  the  Belgian  government,  in  its  conduct  with 
respect  to  Mie  said  expedition,  has  given  offence  to  our  country,  and  violated  the  neutrality 
which  Belgium  is  always  bound  to  observe  with  respect  to  aU  nations,  in  conformity  with 
its  political  constitution. 

By  such  conduct,  says  Mr.  Demeur,  Belgium  has  lost  the  right  to  invoke  in  the  future  that 
neutrality  which  is  its  principal  protection,  and  has  not  only  incurred  the  enmity  of  a  feeble 
republic,  such  as  Mexico  will  be  for  some  time,  but  also  that  of  the  United  States,  which 
latter  fact  may  have  consequences  the  most  ruinous. 

The  second  pamphlet,  written  by  Mr.  Van  Don  Kerkoor,  is  a  powerful  demonstration  by 
le^al  argument  that  the  enlistments  for  Mexico,  without  previous  and  euress  authorization 
of  the  I^lgian  government,  constitute  a  grave  crime,  that  the  penal  cAe  of  that  country 
punishes  with  death.  It  concludes  with  a  vehement  appeal  to  the  attorney  general,  to  whom 
the  pamphlet  is  addressed,  to  indict  and  bring  to  trial  toe  Lieutenant  General  Chapelle  and 
his  accomplices. 

As  soon  as  I  have  a  secure  opportunity,  which  I  expect  will  be  very  soon,  I  will  remit  to 
the  department  both  pamphlets.

By  your  note  No.  290  of  the  14th  of  November  last,  the  President  has  been  informed  of 
what  you  communicate  with  reference  to  the  enlistments  that  have  been  taking  place  in 
Belgium  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  legion  for  the  support  in  Mexico  of  the  Archduke  Max- 
imilian and  his  wife,  the  daughter  o^  King  Leopold  of  Belgium. 

There  may  be  added  to  the  observations  you  make  with  reference  to  this  affair  the  &ct 
that  that  government  has  never  alleged,  nor  has  it  pretended,  to  have  the  slightest  motive  of 
complaint  against  the  Mexican  republic.  Notwithstanding  this.  King  Leopold  has  sou^t 
to  take  advautage  of  the  misfortunes  of  a  nation  that  has  never  done  him  an  injury,  and  for 
the  private  interest  of  favoring  his  daughter,  he  has  sought  to  give  her  the  support  of  mer- 
cenary soldiers,  whose  purpose  is  to  aid  in  overpowering  the  Mexicans  and  to  shed  stUl  more 
the  blood  of  a  people  wno  aefend  their  independence  and  their  liberty. 
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It  18  not  strangef  therefore,  that  King  Eeopold,  from  solely  a  priyate  family  interest,  has 
been  willing  also  to  set  aside  the  precepts  of  the  constitution  and  the  interests  and  the  opin- 
ions of  the  people  whom  he  governs.

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

Waahingtoni  October  27,  I860. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  It  having  come  to  my  notice  that  the  adventurer  called 
Don  Fernando  Maximilian,  of  Hapsburg,  who  was  Archduke  of  Austria,  and 
who  now  pretends  to  exercise  public  authority  in  Mexico  by  right  of  conquest, 
has  granted  some  so-called  privileges  to  persons  of  this  country,  or  who  have 
come  to  it,  to  form  here  companies  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  them  into  effect, 
and  that  these  persons  assert,  to  gain  buyers  of  shares,  that  the  said  privileges 
have  been  or  will  be  sanctioned  by  the  constitutional  President  of  the  Mexican 
republic  for  which  they  have  not  the  slightest  foundation,  it  seemed  proper  to 
me,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  citizens  of  this  country,  who  in  good  faith, 
and  under  tnat  mistaken  impression,  might  desire  to  take  shares  in  such  specu- 
lations,  to  recommend  that  the  consul  general  of  Mexico,  in  the  United  States, 
resident  in  New  York,  should  make  known  to  the  public  that  it  was  not  certain 
that  the  constitutional  government  of  Mexico  was  disposed  to  sanction  these 
grants,  and  sending  to  him  the  laws  of  the  Mexican  congress  and  the  disposi- 
tions of  the  executive  which  declare  null  and  void  the  acts  of  the  invader.  I 
have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  copy,  in  English,  of  the  note  which,  for  this 
purpose,  I  addressed,  under  date  of  18th  current,  to  the  consul  of  the  Mexican 
republic  at  New  York,  accompanied  by  the  dispositions  which  are  quoted  in  it, 
(No.  1.)  That  functionary  caused  those  dispositions  to  be  published  in  the 
New  York  papers  of  the  23d  instant,  with  the  letter,  of  which  I  also  enclose 
copy,  in  English,  (No.  2.)  On  the  same  23d  day  Mr.  E.  De  Courcillon,  titular 
president  of  the  Mexican  Express  Company,  formed  in  virtue  of  one  of  the 
spurious  grants  of  the  usurper,  addressed  to  me  the  letter,  of  which  I  also  en- 
close copy,  (No.  3,)  sending  me  a  copy  of  that  which,  on  the  same  date,  he 
addressed  to  the  New  York  press,  (No.  4,)  and  another  of  the  prospectus  of  his 
company,  (No.  5.)  I  also  send  these  two  documents.  To  said  letter  I  replied, 
on  the  24th,  in  the  terms  you  will  see  in  the  copy  of  my  reply,  which  1  also 
enclose,  (No.  6.)  The  Mexican  consul  at  New  York  replied,  at  the  same  date, 
to  Mr.  De  Courcillon  in  the  manner  which  appears  in  the  copy  annexed  of  his 
letter  to  the  Herald  of  that  city,  (No.  7.) 

I  believe  it  to  be  my  duty  also  to  communicate  to  you,  for  the  information  of 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  the  facts  and  documents  to  which  I  have 
made  reference,  to  call  your  attention  to  an  important  point,  which  may  affect 
not  only  the  good  relations  which  happily  exist  between  the  government  of  the 
Mexican  republic  and  the  United  States,  but  even  the  duties  which  belong  to 
this  government  as  a  neutral  in  respect  to  Mexico. 

In  myletter  to  Mr.  de  Courcillon,  (No.  6,)  in  that  of  the  consul  of  Mexico  to  the 
Herald  at  New  York,  (No.  7,)  and  in  the  memorandum  which  I  transmit  of 
the  concession,  so-called,  of  the  usurper,  (No.  8,)  you  will  see  that  the  company 
engages  to  transport  all  material  of  warfare  of  the  invading  army  of  Mc^xico. 
The  reading  of  the  prospectus  of  the  company  (No.  5)  demonstrates  this  more 
plainly.  Of  the  five  agents  the  company  has,  there  is  one  only  in  Europe,  and  he 
resides  at  St.  Nazaire,  which,  as  you  kiiow,  is  that  port  of  France  from  which 
issues  ^e  material  for  war  which  the  Emperor  of  the  French  sends  to  his  forces  in 
Mexico,  and  for  which  the  French  government  has  established  a  line  of  steamers 
between  said  port  and  Vera  Cruz.  Of  the  other  four  agents  of  the  company, 
one  resides  at  Vera  Cruz,  and  the  other  at  the  city  of  Mexico,  which  are  the 
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stations  held  to  prepare  forcibly  the  material  of  war  destined  for  the  conquest 
of  Mexico. 

In  article  7  of  the  so-called  concession  of  the  usurper  (No.  8)  you  will  see  also 
that  the  agents  of  the  company  in  Mexico,  as  well  as  abroad,  are  official  agents 
authorized  for  colonization,  and  in  that  will  be  subject  to  the  orders  and  inetrac- 
tions  to  one  of  the  so-called  ministers  of  the  same  usurper.  The  colonization 
which  is  here  treated  of  is,  as  I  have  shown  to  your  department  in  my  notes  of 
the  5th  and  20th  instant,  eminently  hostile  to  the  United  States,  as  it  is  intended  to 
be  of  citizens  of  the  south  who  do  not  submit  themselves  to  the  authority  of  this 
government,  and  to  whom  invitations  are  held  out  to  go  to  Mexico  with  their 
slaves,  there  to  reorganize  under  the  shadow  of  France.  The  president  and  the 
members  of  the  junta  of  colonization  established  by  the  usurper  are  declared  ene- 
mies of  the  United  States,  as  I  have  shown  to  the  department.

It  hayiDg  come  to  my  knowledge  that  certain  speculators  of  this  conntrj  have  obtaiiied 
pretended  concessions  from  the  French  agents  in  Mexico — that  is  to  say,  from  the  8o-calkd 
imperial  govemment  of  Maximilian — for  tlie  establishment  of  an  express  company,  proposed 
to  be  styled  the  *' Imperial  Mexican  Express;*'  of  a  suburban  raihroad  in  the  city  of 
Mexico;  of  a  line  of  steamers  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  another  on  the  P&cific;  ct 
various  lines  of  telegraph ;  to  carry  forward  a  contract  for  the  survey  of  lands  in  the 
State  of  Sonora,  and  another  with  reference  to  lands  and  mines  in  Chihuahua,  tog^ether 
with  various  projects  of  colonization  in  difi'erent  parts  of  the  Mexican  republic ;  having  ako 
learned'that  the  speculators  to  whom  I  refer,  in  order  to  induce  persons  of  good  faith  to  take 
part  with  them  in  such  enterprises,  have  asserted  that  their  so-called  concessions  will  be  ran* 
tied  or  hereafter  respected  by  the  national  govemment  of  the  republic,  and  there  being  not 
the  slightest  foundation  for  such  assertions,  I  have  to  request  you,  in  order  that  no  one  may 
be  deceived,  to  cause  to  be  published  the  annexed  dispositions  of  the  congress  and  of  the  ss- 
preme  govemment  of  Mexico,  which  declare  null  and  void  and  of  no  efifect  all  acts  of  the 
usurping  authorities. 

I  have  also  to  add,  that  the  sole  fact  of  having  so  far  recognized  the  said  usurping  authori- 
ties as  to  accept  or  solicit  privileges  or  concessions  from  them,  Will  be  a  circumstance  which 
will  not  only  redound  to  the  prejudice  and  disability  of  all  parties  accepting  or  soliciting  socb 
concessions  in  any  transaction  which  they  may  hereafter  desire  to  have  with  the  legitJiii&ie 
authorities  of  the  republic,  but  will  also  subject  them  to  all  the  responsibilities  and  penaltie« 
prescriljed  by  law.

The  citizen  President  o5  the  republic  has  been  pleased  to  direct  to  me  the  following  decree: 

Benito  Juarez,  constitutional  President  of  the  United  Mexican  States,  to  the  inhabitants  of 

the  same . 

Be  it  known  that  the  congress  of  the  Union  has  thought  proper  to  decree  the  following: 
Art.  1 .  The  acts  of  the  so-called  authorities,  imposed  oy  the  invaders  and  traitors  or 

which  they  may  hereafter  establish  in  the  republic,  are  null  and  void,  and  can  never  b«  is 

any  way  approved.     ^ 

Art.  2.  All  contracts  celebrated  by  the  said  so-called  authorities,  or  that  may  hereaiW  be 

celebrated,  are  also  null  and  void ;  and  all  who  take  part  in  the  same  will  incur  civil  lespofi^i* 
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bllity,  in  addition  to  the  criminal  responsibility  already  prescribed  by  the  laws  now  in  force ; 
and  such  contracts  can  never  be  remrded  in  any  manner  or  taken  into  consideration  by  the 
supreme  government  of  the  republic. 

Art.  3.  The  traitors  cannot  be  considered  under  any  aspect  in  the  treaties  which  the  gov- 
ernment may  celebrate  with  France.  *

of  its  functions,  remaining  always  at  the  side  of  the  government  which  the  nation,  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  its  sovereign  will,  manifested  in  conformity  with  its  organic  law,  has  freely  estab- 
lished, until  the  next  session  of  the  national  assembly  shall  take  place,  it  will  co-operate 
with  all  the  energy  and  self-devotion  inspired  by  patriotism  in  repelling  force  by  force,  and 
in  using  every  means  to  disconcert  and  defeat  the  machinations  of  treason  and  of  conquest, 
in  order  to  maintain  secure  the  independence,  the  sovereignty,  the  laws,  and  the  perfect  free- 
dom of  the  republic.

The  President  approves  your  conduct,  although  In  this  matter  the  republic  has  alreadj 
protested  from  the  beginning,  by  means  of  its  legitimate  organs  and  of  all  its  constitnted  au- 
thorities, against  all  the  acts  and  consequences  of  the  foreign  invasion. 

Neither  the  republic  nor  its  government  can  ever  beholden  for  the  acts  of  the  French  agent 
Maximilian,  whose  only  title  to  authority  is  that  lent  to  him  bv  the  presence  of  the  anied 
forces  of  France,  and  who  could  n«t  sustain  himself  in  Mexico  for  a  single  day  without  the 
support  of  foreign  bayonets.  *  ^  *  *  *  *

The  endofure 
states  the  facts  as  represented  to  and  believed  to  be  true  oy  the  gentlemen  who  have  beoome^ 
interested  in  the  Mexican  Express  Company. 

We  did  not  and  do  not  suppose  that  any  American  or  Mexican  citizen,  having  the  intereit 
of  Mexico  at  heart,  would  object  to  having  Mexico  brought  nearer  to  the  United  States  by 
the  formation  of  a  company,  composed  of  American  citizens,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitadng 
commercial  intercourse  between  Mexico  and  the  United  States.  We  fail  to  perceive  how  such 
a  company,  if  organized  in  good  faith,  and  prosecuting  its  business  with  euterpriae,  can  be 
the  subject  of  ammadversion. 

To  assure  you  of  the  good  faith  of  the  company  we  enclose  to  you  one  of  its  prospectuses. 
We  will  afford  to  you  such  further  explanations  as  you  may  desire ;  and  we  are  authoriKed  to 
state  that  any  gentlemen  in  whom  you  have  confidence  may  become  shareholdo^  in  the 
company,  upon  the  same  terms  as  those  who  are  publicly  solicited  to  take  an  interest  in  it. 

The  enterprise  and  capacity  of  the  company  require  time  and  effort  for  their  development 
The  future  will  afford  the  time,  and  to  accompany  it  by  the  proper  efforts  will  be  the  nnder- 
taking  of  the  company.

Sir  :  I  observe  }n  your  journal  of  this  morning  an  article  purporting  to  be  signed  by  SeBor 
Bomero,  as  Mexican  minister  at  Washington.    SeDor  Romero  states  that  it  has  come  to  his 
knowledge  that  ** certain  spectUaters"  of  this  country  have  obtained  pretended  concessions, 
from  the  French  ap^nts  in  Mexico, — that  is  to  say,  from  the  so*called  imperial  government  of 
Maximilian — for  the  establishment  of  an  express  company,  proposed  to  be  styled  the  **  Impe 
rial  Mexican  Express,"  and  that,  in  order  that  no  one  may  be  deceived,  Sefior  Romero  re 
quests  the  publication  of  certain  Mexican  decrees  made  in  December,  1862,  and  June  and 
July,  1863. 

In  answer  to  so  much  of  Sefior  Romero's  article  as  relates  to  the  express  company  now  be- 
ing formed  for  the  transaction  of  express  business  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico,  I 
have  to  state,  that  in  the  month  of  May  last  Maximilian  was  pleased  to  grant  to  myself,  and 
to  such  persons,  American  citizens,  as  might  become  associated  with  me,  an  exclusive  privi- 
lege of  carrying  on  an  express  business  between  Mexico  and  the  United  States,  and  guaran- 
teeing, so  far  as  he  could  do  so,  protection  to  the  companjir  ftud  its  business.  After  the  grant 
of  this  decree  I  had  an  interview  with  President  Juarez  m  Chihuahua,  in  which  I  stated  to 
him,  with  entire  frankness,  that  I  had  obtained  a  decree  from  Maximilian  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  an  express  company  to  transact  business  between  Mexico,  the  United  States,  and 
elsewhere,  ana  that  I  proposed  to  interest  therein  American  citizens  and  American  capital. 
President  Juarez  advised  me  that  he  had  no  objection  to  the  formation  of  such  a  company  as 
I  proposed,  and  that  it  was  then  and  always  had  been  his  desire,  knowing,  as  he  supposed, 
the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  American  people  in  regard  to  the  form  of  government  to  prevail 
!h  Mexico,  to  have  American  citizens  -and  American  capital  permanently  transferred  to  Mex- 
ico. He  remarked  that  this  was  the  common-sense  view  of  the  matter,  and  that,  certainly, 
there  could  be  no  objection  to  having  American  capital  invested  in  Mexico  for  the  purpose  o 
conducting  an  express  business. 

I  repeated  these  assurances  from  President  Juarez  to  gentlemen  in  New  York  who  have 
become  interested  with  me  in  the  formation  of  a  Mexican  express  company.  These  gentle- 
men are  too  well  known  in  the  city  of  New  York  and  in  the  United  States,  in  connexion 
with  expresses  already  in  successful  operation,  tp  need  any*defence  against  a  charge  of 
**  speculators."

Sir  :  Your  favor  ot  yesterday,  relating  to  my  correspondence  with  the  consul  general  ol 
Mexico  in  the  United  States,  in  regard  to  certain  so-called  grants  ^iven  by  the  usurper  of 
Mexico,  and  enclosing  a  copy  of  your  letter  to  the  press  on  that  subject,  has  been  recetved. 
I  will  answer  it,  in  an  unofficial  manner,  in  the  same  frank  spirit  you  say  has  dictated  yours. 

If  you  are  an  American  citizen,  and  have  at  he»rt  the  broad  interest  of  this  condnent,  chiefly 
represented  by  the  United  States,  I  confess  that  I  cannot  understand  why  you,  in  vour  ca- 
pacity of  an  American  citizen,  should  so  far  recognize  Maximilian  as  to  ask  fur  and  receive 
grants  from  him,  as  if  he  represented  the  national  authority  of  Mexico,  and  should  afterwards 
organize  a  company  in  the  leading  city  of  this  country  of  prominent  and  influential  American 
citizens,  which  must,  by  necessity,  give  their  support  and  throw  all  the  weight  of  their  influ- 
ence towards  the  subjugation  and  enslavement  of^Mexico,  and  the  consequent  humiliation  of 
their  own  country.     * 

I  confess  that  I  cannot,  either,  understand  how  American  capital  transferred  to  Mexico. 
under  the  French  and  Maximilian,  will  be  a  support  for  the  independent  cause  in  that  country. 
Were  that  so,  the  best  policy  for  the  United  States,  if  they  wish  to  defend  the  Mexican  na- 
tionality and  republican  institutions  on  this  continent,  woold  have  been  to  recognize  at  once 
Maximilian  and  establish  friendly  relations  with  him. 

It  lias  never  seemed  improper  to  mo,  sir,  that  American  capital  and  American  energy  should 
be  employed  in  developing  the  resources  of  Mexico,  nor  that  companies  composed  of  American 
citizens  tor  the  purpose  of  facilitating  commercial  intercourse  between  Mexico  and  the  United 
States  should  be  established.  In  several  addresses  that  I  have  made  in  tliis  country,  all  of 
which  have  been  published,  I  have  advocated  that  policy,  not  as  my  own  onlv,  but  as  tbt 
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policy  of  the  national  government  of  Mexico.  It  is  not  generally  known  in  this  country 
that  the  present  French  intervention  in  Mexico  has  been  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  verv 
desire  of  the  Mexican  government  of  developing  the  country  with  American  skill  and  capital, 
to  the  ereat  regard  it  felt  for  the  United  States  as  a  people,  and  to  a  wish  to  imitate  their 
wonderful  career  by  following  in  their  footsteps.  The  French  Emperor  went  to  Mexico  to 
overthrow  the  very  government  which  was  American  at  heart,  and  openly  avowed  that  in 
doing  so  he  intended  to  check  the  progress  of  the  United  States. 

If  Maximilian,  who  is,  and  has  been,  by  his  position,  without  will  of  his  own,  and  reflect- 
ing only  the  Napoleonic  policy,  pretends  now  to  encourage  Americans  to  develop  Mexico, 
his  object  is  a  very  clear  one,  and  that  only  to  obtain  support  in  this  country,  disappointing 
finally  such  persons  as  may  in  good  faith  accept  his  grants,  even  in  case  he  could  remain 
there  long  enough  to  have  them  developed. 

I  am  sure  there  was  some  misunderstanding  in  what  you  state  was  your  conversation  with 
President  Juarez  on  the  subject  of  your  company  under  Maximilan's  grants.  The  President 
of  Mexico  is  too  much  in  earnest  in  the  present  war,  too  patriotic  a  man,  and  he  has  too  much 
common  sense,  to  encourage  in  any  way  an  enterprise  calculated  to  give  aid  and  comfort  to 
the  enemies  of  his  country  with  whom  he  is  at  war.  Besides,  he  could  not  forget  himself  so 
far  as  to  set  aside  the  laws  of  Congress  and  his  own,  and  recent  official  declarations  on  this 
subject.  He  will  be,  I  am  sure,  as  much  surprised  as  I  have  been  when  he  hears  that  his 
name  has  been  used  to  induce  American  capitalists  to  embark  in  an  enterprise  which,  of  ne- 
cessity, is,  and  cannot  but  be,  inimical  to  himself  and  to  his  country. 

There  is  another  feature  in  your  company  which  makes  it  still  more  inimical  to  the  national 
cause  of  Mexico.  According  to  article  1st  of  Maximilian's  grants,  and  to  article  Ist  of  the 
first  contract  you  signed  with  his  so-called  minister  of  fomento,  your  company  ^*  binds  itself  to 
transport  a' I  the  material  pftcar  of  Maximilian  with  a  reduction  of  ten  per  cent,  upon  the 
prices  adopted  for  the  public,"  and  by  that  provision  you  not  only  give  moral  aid  and  support 
to  the  invaders  of  Mexico,  but  also  an  effective  material  aid. 

I  am  sorry  I  cannot  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  try  the  good  faith  of  your  company, 
by  accepting  the  shares  you  kmdly  offer  me  for  those  persons  in  whom  I  have  confidence  and 
may  designate,  **  to  become  shareholders  of  your  company  upon  the  same  terms  as  those  who 
are  publicly  solicited  to  take  an  interest  in  it."  My  duty  and  my  sense  of  honor,  besides 
other  considerations  of  decorum  and  propriety,  forbid  me  from  aiding  in  any  way  an  under- 
taking which  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  see  in  other  light  but  as  inimical  to  my  country. 

The  French  Emperor  and  his  agents  in  Mexico,  representing  conquest  and  Csesarism,  are 
avowed  and  open  enemies  of  the  republic  of  Mexico  and  its  defenders,  representing  American- 
nationality  and  republican  institutions.  If  you  have  been  actm^  in  good  faith  with  the  in- 
vaders, you  certainly  cannot  be  friendly  to  the  republic ;  and,  vice  versa^  if  you  act  in  good 
faith  with  the  republic,  you  certainly  cannot  be  a  friend  of  Maximilian.  It  is  for  you  to  de- 
cide which  is  the  wisest  course  to  follow,  but  in  either  case  you  must  accept  the  conse 
quences.

To  the  Editor  of  the  Herald : 

Mr.  Eugene  de  Courcillon,  who  signs  himself  "president  of  the  Mexican  Express  Com- 
pany," has  addressed  to  me  a  communication,  under  date  of  yesterday,  which  I  see  also  ap- 
pears in  your  columns  of  this  morning.  I  have  to  ask  the  renewed  favor  of  the  courtesy  at 
your  hands  of  space  for  a  few  words  in  reply. 

Mr.  de  Courcillon  states  in  his  communication  that  in  the  month  of  Mav  last  Maximilian 
^as  pleased  to  grant  to  him  and  such  persons  (American  citizens)  as  might  becouie  associated 
with  him  an  exclusive  privilege  for  carrying  on  an  express  business  between  Mexico  and  the 
United  States,  and  guaranteemg,  so  far  as  he  could  do  so,  protection  to  the  company  and  its 
business ;  that  after  the  grant  ot  this  decree  he  had  an  interview  with  President  Juarez  in 
Chihuahua,  in  which  he  stated  to  him  with  entire  frankness  that  he  had  obtained  a  decree 
from  Maximilian  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  express  company  to  transact  business  between 
Mexico,  the  United  States,  and  elsewhere,  and  that  he  proposed  to  interest  therein  American 
citizens  and  American  capital ;  that  President  Juarez  advised  him  that  he  had  no  objection  to 
the  formation  of  such  a  company  as  he  proposed,  and  that  it  was  then  and  always  had  been 
his  desire,  knowing,  as  he  supposed,  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  American  people  in  regard  to 
die  form  of  government  to  prevail  in  Mexico,  to  have  ximerican  citizens  and  American  capital 
permanently  transferred  to  Mexico ;  and  that  President  Juarez  remarked  that  this  was  the 
common-sense  view  of  the  matter,  and  that  certainly  there  could  be  no  objection  to  having 
•^erican  capital  invested  in  Mexico  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  an  express  business. 
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These  statements  which  I  have  quoted  show  very  clearly  the  posidon  of  the  "  Mexieao  Ex- 
press Company."  They  prove  too  much  to  be  satisfactoiy  either  to  President  Juarez  or  to 
Maximilian. 

It  seems  that  after  hftvin^  obtained  his  ^rant  from  Maximilian,  whom  he  fails  to  strk 
**  emperor,"  feeling  somewhat  doubtful  about  the  future  validity  of  concessions  in  Mexico 
from  an  Austrian  archduke,  he  proceeded  to  "have  an  interview  with  President  Juarez.*' 
What  was  the  necessity  or  even  propriety  of  this  "interview,"  if  Maximilian  was  and  is  to 
continue  to  be  the  government  ot  Mexico  ?  In  this  interview  President  Juarez  advised  him 
that  it  was  then,  and  alwavs  had  been,  his  desire  to  have  American  citizens  and  American 
capital  permanently  transferred  to  Mexico,  and  that  there  could  be  no  objection  to  having 
American  capital  invested  in  Mexico  for  the  purp6se  of  conducting  an  express  busines. 
This  is  undoubtedly  true.  President  Juarez  has  always  been  favorable  to  the  introduction  of 
American  capital  and  American  enterprise  into  Mexico,  and  every  one  of  the  boasted  ^iter- 
prises  of  material  improvement,  for  the  adoption  of  which  so  much  credit  is  claimed  by  bis 
partisans  for  Maximilian,  had  already  been  tne  subject  of  liberal  concessions  from  his  govern- 
ment long  before  even  the  name  of  Maximilian  was  known  in  Mexico.  But  it  is  not  true  thai 
President  Juarez  desires  that  American  capital  shall  be  introduced  into  Mexico  under  conces- 
sions from  the  false  and  spurious  government  of  Maximilian,  which  is  sustained  only  by  the 
presence  of  foreign  bayonets,  and  which  is  shedding  the  blood  of  thousands  upon  thousands 
of  Mexican  citizens,  whose  only  crime  is  that  they  are  struggling  to  preserve  tne  firee  institu- 
tions and  the  independence  of  their  country.  It  would  be  an  insult  to  the  common  sense  as 
well  as  patriotism  of  President  Juarez  to  suppose  for  an  Instant  that  he  can  look  with  favor  upon 
enterpnses  which  give  their  moral  support  to  the  invaders  of  his  country  by  recognizing  them 
as  lawful  and  legitimate  authorities  and  soliciting  and  accepting  concessions  from  then. 
Were  there  no  laws  prohibiting  such  a  course,  the  noble  patriotism  of  President  Juarez  would 
alone  render  this  impossible.  He  does  desire  to  see  American  enterprises  established  in 
Mexico,  but  he  does  not  desire  that  they  should  seek  the  auspices  of  the  invaders  of  his  coun- 
try, who  are  attempting  its  life  and  to  drive  him,  an  exile,  from  his  native  land.  I  make  these 
almost  unnecessaiy  explanations  simply  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  a  view  of  the 
questions  which  they  may  for  a  moment  have  overlooked.  Republican  institutions  are  not  to 
be  overthrown  upon  this  continent,  and  it  is  therefore  of  interest  to  know  on  which  aide  those 
who  are  about  to  invest  their  money  in  Mexico  desire  to  place  themselves. 

But  with  reference  to  this  exnress  company  there  is  a  more  serious  view  to  take.  Its  sole 
title  in  Mexico  is  that  containea  in  a  so-called  decree  issued  and  signed  by  Maximilian,  and 
dated  May  15,  1865.  Article  first  of  this  so-called  decree  is  as  follows :  "It  is  conceded  to 
Dr.  de  Courcillon,  in  conformity  with  an  act  of  association  presented  to  our  minister  of  fe-^ 
mento,  to  establish  throughout  the  empire,  uuder  the  title  of  *  Expreso  del  Emnerio  Mexicmmo,  * 
a  company  for  the  transportation  of  travellers,  merchandise,  mails,"  &c  Article  second  is 
as  follows :  "  Our  government,  in  order  to  help  and  protect  the  said  company,  engages  itself 
to  use  the  services  of  the  express  for  the  transportation  of  all  the  civil  and  military  freight  of 
the  said  govfemment,  in  conformity  with  a  contract  agreed  upon  between  the  eompany  and 
our  respective  ministers."  And  article  seven  is  as  follows :  "The  agents  of  the  company  in 
Mexico  as  well  as  abroad  are  authorized  as  official  agents  of  colonization,  and  in  mi  ca- 
pacity are  subject  to  the  orders  and  directions  of  our  minister."  Article  first  of  the  contract 
with  the  minister  of  fomento  is  in  these  words :  "De  Courcillon  takes  the  obligation  to  trans- 
port the  materiel  of  war  and  of  administration  with  a  reduction  of  ten  per  cent,  from  the  prices 
adopted  for  the  public,  and  otherwise  with  the  same  conditions  and  terms  as  for  the  public" 

Does  Mr.  de  Courcillon  mean  that  he  showed  this  so-called  decree  to  President  Joaies. 
and  that  President  Juarez  approved  of  the  procuring  of  capital  in  the  United  States  for  the 

£urpose  of  transporting  the  materiel  for  Maximilian  with  which  he  is  wa^g  war  upon  the 
Lexican  people?  Does  he  mean  to  say  that  President  Juarez,  or  the  legitimate  autboritiefl 
of  the  republic,  will  hereafler  look  with  favor  upon  those  who  are  associating  tbemseWes  to- 
gether to  aid  French  and  Austrfan  soldiers  in  their  bloody  work  of  slaughtering  my  fellow- 
countrymen,  of  carrying  desolation  all  Over  my  country,  and  exterminating  its  inhabitantB 
in  the  unholy  attempt  to  force  a  European  prince  upon  us  as  our  ruler,  to  establish  monarch- 
ical institutions  where  before  a  republic  has  exist^  ?  And  is  it  citizens  of  this  great,  free 
republic  of  the  United  States,  just  emerged  from  the  noblest  struggle  of  all  history  in  tbe 
support  of  those  institutions,  who  are  to  join  in  this  attempt?  The  question  is  not  one  of 
establishing  useful  enterprises  in  Mexico ;  it  is  whether  American  citizens  will  join  in  tlie 
perpetration  of  a  crime — as  Mr.  Motley  justly  calls  it— the  crime  of  the  destruetion  of  a  fr» 
republic. 

My  country  was  bare  of  arms  when  this  unequal  struggle  with  France  commenced.  Wc 
have  as  yet  been  unable  to  obtain  them  ;  the  United  States  has  been  closed  to  us  as  a  source 
of  supply,  and  we  have  nowhere  else  to  look.  Yet  the  struggle  is  still  carried  on,  and  to-diy 
in  every  part  of  the  republic  its  citizens  are  spontaneously  nsing,  and  are  offering  resistance 
to  the  extent  of  their  means  against  the  invader.  If  the  people  of  the  United  States  will  not 
aid  the  liberal  side,  can  we  not  at  least  expect  that  they  will  refrain  from  giving  their  monl 
countenance  and  support  on  the  side  of  the  French?  The  brutal  and  bloody  decree  of  Max- 
imilian published  to-day  condemns  to  trial  by  court-martial  and  death  within  twenty-four 
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hours  eyery  Mexican  who  continnes  to  struggle  for  the  freedom  and  independence  of  his 
country.     Will  Americans  add  their  influence  on  the  side  of  the  invader  7    I  am  glad  and 
proud  to  helieve  there  are  very  few  who,  from  motives  of  gain,  can  be  so  base.

I  observe  in  your  jonrnal  of  this  rooming  an  article  purporting  to  be  signed  by  Sefior 
Bomero  as  Mexican  minister  at  Washington.  Se&or  Romero  states  that  it  has  come  to 
his  knowledge  that  certain  speculators  of  this  country  have  obtained  pretended  concessions 
from  the  French  agents  in  Mexico— rthali is  to  say,  from  the  so-called  imperial  government  of 
Maximilian — for  the  establishment  of  an  express  company,  proposed  to  be  styled  the  ^'Im- 
perial  Mexican  Express,"  and  that,  in  order  that  no  one  may  be  deceived,  Sefior  Romero 
requests  the  publication  of  certain  Mexican  decrees,  made  in  December,  1862,  and  June  and 
July,  1863. 

In  answer  to  so  much  of  Sefior  Romero's  article  as  relates  to  the. express  company  now 
being  formed  for  the  transaction  of  express  business  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico, 
I  have  to  state  that  in  the  month  of  May  last  Maximilian  was  pleased  to  grant  to  myself 
and  to  such  persons  (American  citizens)  as  might  become  associated  with  me  an  exclusive 
privilege  of  carrying  on  an  express  business  between  Mexico  and  the  United  States,  and 
guaranteeing,  so  far  as  he  could  do  so,  protection  to  the  company  and  its  business.  After 
the  granting  of  this  decree,  I  had  an  interview  with  President  Juarez,  in  Chihuahua,  in 
which  I  stated  to  him,  with  entire  frankness,  that  I  had  obtained  a  decree  from  Maximilian 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  express  company  to  transact  business  between  Mexico  and 
the  United  States  and  elsewhere,  and  that  I  proposed  to  interest  therein  American  citizens  and 
American  capital.  President  Juarez  advised  me  that  he  had  no  objection  to  the  formation 
of  such  a  company  as  I  proposed,  and-  that  it  was  then,  and  always  had  been,  his  desire, 
knowing,  as  he  supposed,  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  American  people  in  regard  to  the 
form  of  government  to  prevail  in  Mexico,  to  have  American  citizens  and  Ameririan  capital 
permanently  transferred  to  Mexico.  He  remarked  that  this  was  the  common-sense  view  of 
the  matter,  and  that  certainly  there  could  be  no  objection  to  having  American  capital  invested 
in  Mexico  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  an  express  business. 

1  repeated  these  assurances  of  President  Juarez  to  gentlemen  of  New  York,  who  have  be- 
come interested  with  me  in  the  formation  of  a  Mexican  express  company.  These  gentlemen 
are  too  well  known  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  in  the  United  States,  in  connexion  with 
expresses  already  in  successful  operation,  to  need  any  defence  against  a  charge  of  **  specu- 
lators."

Mexican  Legation  to  the  United  States  of  America, 

Washington,  January  21,  1866. 

M«.  Acting  Secretary  :  In  my  note  of  the  27th  of  October,  1865,  to  your 
department,  relative  to  grants  made  by  the  Austrian  ex- Archduke  Ferdinand 
Maximilian,  to  citizens  of  this  country,  to  create  some  interest,  among  other 
objects  in  favor  of  usurpation,  in  the  United  States,  and  specially  to  the  so-called 
"  Imperial  Mexican  Express  Company,"  formed  in  New  York,  by  virtue  of  one  of 
those  pretended  grants,  I  transmitted  (No.  4)  the  copy  of  a  letter  addressed 
by  Mr.  de  Courcillon,  president  of  the  said  company,  to  the  New  York 
press  on  the  23d  of  October,  and  printed  the  next  day,  of  which  he  sent  me 
a  copy,  with  his  letter  to  me  of  the  same  date,  and  which  I  transmitted  to  the 
department,  as  No.  3.  In  the  first  of  these  letters  Mr.  de  Courcillon,  in  order  to 
induce  citizens  of  this  country  to  take  part  in  his  speculation,  assured  them  it  was 
sanctioned  by  President  Juarez,  and  he  used  the  following  language : 

"  After  the  granting  of  this  decree,  (that  of  the  usurper,)  I  had  an  interview  with 
President  Juarez  in  Chihuahua,  in  which  I  stated  to  him  with  entire  frankness 
that  I  had  obtained  a  decree  from  Maximilian  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  ex- 
press company  to  transact  business  between  Mexico  and  the  United  States,  and 
elsewhere,  and  that  1  proposed  to  interest  therein  American  citizens  and  Amer- 
ican capital. 

*•  President  Juarez  advised  me  that  he  had  no  objection  to  the  formation  of 
such  a  company  as  I  proposed,  and  that  it  was  then,  and  always  had  been,  his 
desire,  knowing,  as  he  supposed,  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  American  people 
in  regard  to  the  form  of  government  to  prevail  in  Mexico,  to  have  American 
citizens  and  American  capital  permanently  transferred  to  Mexico. 

*•  He  remarked  that  this  was  the  common-sense  view  of  the  matter,  and  that 
c^tainly  there  could  be  no  objection  to  having  American  capital  invested  in 
Mexico  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  an  express  business." 

It  immediately  occurred  to  me  that  what  Mr.  de  Courcillon  had  asserted  could 
not  be  true,  and  I  told  him  so  in  the  letter  I  addressed  to  him  on  the  24th  of 
October,  a  copy  of  which  I  sent  to  your  department.  No.  6,  with  my  note  above 
referred  to.  x  communicated  these  facts  to  my  government  in  due  time,  as  was 
my  duty,  and  to-day  I  received  an  answer  from  the  President  of  the  Mexican 
republic,  dated  El  Paso,  December  22,  1865,  and  enclose  you  a  copy  of  it.

his  project. 

I  think  proper  to  make  you  acquainted  with  this  circumstance  at  the  preset 
time,  as  a  future  refereuce  to  this  and  similar  affairs,  intending  at  the  same  time 
to  transmit  the  ofl^cial  answer  of  Mr.  Lerdo  de  Tejada,  Mexican  minist^  of 
foreign  affairs,  to  my  communications  of  last  October,  as  soon  as  it  comes  to 
hand.

In  your  notes  numbered  503,  516,  620,  523,  626,  and  527,  dated  the  17th,  2l8t,  24th, 
26th,  and  27th  of  October  last,  and  their  enclosures,  you  informed  me  of  the  attempts  of 
ihe  usurper  Maximilian  to  bribe  persons  6f  influence  in  that  country,  and  even  public  men, 
by  means  of  grauts,  particularly  that  for  a  company  to  establish  a  *'  Mexican  express,"  in 
which  company  figures  Mr.  Clarence  A.  Seward,  ex  Assistant  Secretary  of  State,  nephew  of 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  a  prominent  citizen  of  New  York,  in  the  three-fold  character  of 
trustees,  secretary,  and  counsellor. 

You  also  informed  me  of  the  bad  effect  on  the  interest  of  our  country  this  connexion  of 
Mr.  Clarence  A.  Seward's  name  with  the  said  company  had,  causing  light-thinking  persons 
to  believe  that,  because  of  his  official  and  parental  relations  with  the  honorable  William 
H.  Seward,  this  circumstance  interpreted  the  ideas  and  sympathies  of  that  distinguished 
Btatesmau,  and  even  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  as  in  favor  of  Maximilian's 
usurpation. 

You  finally  informed  me  of  what  you  had  said  about  the  nullity  of  those  grants,  pub- 
lished in  the  newspapers  of  that  country,  and  what  you  had  said  about  them  in  various  in- 
terviews with  citizens  of  that  republic,  and  the  note  you  addressed  to  Mr.  Seward  on  the 
subject  on  the  27th  of  October  last. 

I  have  given  an  account  of  all  this  to  the  citizen  President  of  the  republic,  who  approves 
of  your  diligent  and  enlightened  zeal  in  this  business,  and  has  no- doubt  but  you  will  con- 
tinue to  act  with  the  same  energy  and  interest. 

I  mentioned  to  you,  in  another  note,  that  you  could  publish  or  not  what  I  had  commu- 
nicated to  you  about  the  nullity  of  Maximilian's  g^nts,  and  about  the  falsehood  of  Mr.

In  your  note  of  the  24th  of  October  last.  No.  620,  with  its  enclosures,  you  communicated 
to  me  what  the  consul  general  of  the  Mexican  republic  in  New  York  had  published  in  the 
papers  of  that  city,  at  your  request,  about  the  nullity  of  the  pretended  grants  of  Maximilian 
to  a  company  trying  to  be  organized,  to  establish  a  '*  Mexican  express."  and  what  Mr.  Eu- 
gene de  Courcillon,  as  president  of  the  above  company,  had  published  in  the  same  papers  in 
answer  to  the  Mexican  consul. 

The  declarations  of  the  congress  and  government  of  the  Mexican  republic  have  been  very 
frequent  and  explicit  concerning  the  nullity  of  authoritative  acts  the  French  agent  in  Mex« 
ico  and  French  intervention  have  pretended  to  enforce.  In  the  war  kept  up  by  the  inter- 
vention and  Maximilian  against  the  independence  and  sovereignty  of  Mexico,  they  can  exer- 
cise no  legitimate  authority  in  the  country  because  their  acts  have  no  foundation  by  right, 
and  are  only  enforced  by  abuse  of  power  and  use  of  foreign  briyonets  So  the  legitimate 
authorities  of  the  republic  have  never  recognized,  nor  will  they  ever  recognize  as  valid,  any 
acts  whatever  of  the  Intervention  and  the  French  agent,  Maximilian,  because  they  have  no 
principle  of  law  nor  any  source  of  legitimate  authority  to  pass  them. 

In  this  publication  Mr.  de  Courcillon  says,  that  after  obtaiuiDg  the  pretended  grants  from 
Maximilian,  in  May  last,  he  had  an  intt;rview  with  the  President  of  the  republic,  at  Chihua- 
haa,  and  he  said  be  hnd  no  objection  to  make  to  the  formation  of  a  **  Mexican  express" 
company,  nor  to  its  pretended  grants. 

It  is  to  be  presumed  that  this  assertion  of  Mr  Courcillon  would  appear  very  unlikely  at 
once  to  every  person  of  common  sense.  The  President  has  instructed  me  to  tell  you  he 
said  no  such  thing  to  Mr.  Courcillon  ;  that  he  did  not  speak  with  him  in  Chihuahua  ;  does 
not  know  him  ;  never  spoke  with  him  anywhere,  nor  ever  had  any  intercourse  with  him  by 
writing,  nor  in  any  other  way,  at  any  time  or  place,  directly  or  indirectly. 

I  think  I  can  also  assure  you,  from  reliable,  sources,  that  Mr.  Courcillon  has  not  been  in 
Chihuahua  since  May  last,  and  it  appears,  also,  he  never  was  in  Chihuahua  at  any  previous 
period.

PRESENT  CONDITION  OF  AFFAIES  IN  THE  REPUBLIC  OF  MEXICO. 
Mr.  Romero  to  Mr.  Seward. 

[Translation.] 

Mexican  Legation  to  the  United  States  op  America, 

Washington,  July  9,  1864. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  At  the  interview  with  which,  on  my  return  from  Mexico, 
you  had  the  kindness  to  favor  me  on  the  20th  of  November  of  the  last  year, 
you  wei*e  pleased  to  communicate  to  me,  while  referring  to  what  had  occurred 
in  relation  to  Mexico  near  this  government  during  my  absence  from  the 
United  States,  that  ex-General  D.  Jos^  Domingo  Cortes  had  presented  himself 
at  your  department,  calling  himself  the  representative  of  the  Mexican  States  of 
Sonora,  Sinaloa,  Chihuahua,  and  Duraugo,  and  the  territory  of  Lower  California, 
and  had  solicited  the  annexation  of  thoee  States  to  the  United  States.  As  was 
my  duty,  I  communicat'jd  such  intelligence  without  loss  of  time  to  the  Mexican 
government,  and  fearing  that  thiough  the  irregularity  of  the  communications 
my  correspondence  containing  it  might  miscarry,  and  desirous  that  those  im- 
mediately interested  should  at  once  have  notice  of  the  steps  which  were  taken 
in  their  name,  I  made  the  same  communication  directly  to  the  governors  of  those 
States  of  which  Cortes  called  himself  the  representative. 

For  reasons  which  I  cannot  understand,  I  have  not  yet  received  the  instmc- 
tions  which  I  expected  from  my  government  on  this  important  business,  but  I 
am  sure  that  they  can  only  come  of  the  import  which  I  had  the  honor  to  express 
to  you  at  the  interview  referred  to — that  is,  denying  absolutely  that  Cortee 
represents,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  said  States,  and  showing  that  the  States 
themselves  have  no  right,  with  reference  to  the  constitution,  to  enter  upon  agree- 
ments of  any  kind  with  any  foreign  government,  and  that  none  are  further  than  the 
people  of  the  States  mentioned  (in  view  of  the  repeated  proofs  they  have  given 
of  the  purest  patriotism  through  this  period  of  trial)  from  desiring  to  annex 
themselves  to  any  foreign  country. 

There  have  come  to  my  hands,  however,  answers  to  my  respective  communi- 
cations from  the  governors  of  the  States  of  Chihuahua  and  Sinaloa,  which  co^ 
roborate  in  everything  what  I  have  verbally  stated  to  the  department  I  was 
intending  to  transmit  them  to  you,  in  conformity  with  the  recommendations  con- 
tained in  them,  when  I  should  receive  the  instructions  on  this  subject  that  I  am 
awaiting  from  the  federal  government  of  Mexico ;  but  having  learned  this  morn- 
ing that  D.  Jo8^  Domingo  Cortes  has  returned  to  the  United  States  and  is  now 
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in  "Washington,  and  haa  addressed  your  department  in  writing,  I  think  it  my 
duty,  with  the  reservation  of  returning  to  occupy  myself  with  this  incident 
when  I  received  the  instructions  referred  to,  to  transmit  to  you  a  copy  of  the  com- 
munications which  are  in  this  legation  from  the  governors  of  Chihuahua  and 
8inaloa,  and  which  show  that  Cortes  is  not  in  any  manner  authorized  to  speak 
in  the  name  of  those  States,  nor  of  any  other  in  the  Mexican  republic,  becaase 
they  cannot  he  represented  abroad  except  through  the  agents  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment of  Mexico ;  that  he  is  not  known  in  the  States  whose  representation  he 
attempts  to  assume,  and  that  the  proposals  he  has  allowed  himself  to  make  to 
this  government  are  formally  and  solemnly  rebuked  and  repelled  by  the  legiti- 
mately constituted  authorities  thereof. 

The  confidence  I  have  in  the  justice  and  sound  judgment  of  the  government 
of  the  United  States  induces  me  to  address  this  communication  to  it,  rather  to 
enlighten  its  opinion  than  for  any  other  purpose.  If  I  had  the  least  suspicion 
that  Cortes  would  be  received  in  this  city  as  the  duly  authorized  agent  of  any 
fi-action  of  the  Mexican  republic,  and  that  his  proposals,  whatever  they  are, 
might  be  taken  into  consideration,  I  should  think  it  my  duty  to  protest  fornially 
and  without  delay  against  such  procedure  and  the  arrangements  Cortes  might 
make. 

I  avail  of  this  occasion  to  repeat  to  you,  sir,  the  assurances  of  my  most  dis- 
tinguished consideration.

Your  note,  dated  20th  November  last  past,  which  I  have  received  to-day,  and  the  copy 
you  send  me  of  what  you  addressed  to  the  department  of  foreign  relations  and  government, 
of  same  date,  at  the  city  of  San  Luis  Potosi,  have  informed  me  of  the  unpatriotic  steps 
taken  with  the  minister  for  foreign  affairs  of  that  republic,  Mr.  Seward,  by  one  D.  Jos6 
Domingo  Cortes,  about  the  annexation  to  the  United  States  of  this  State  and  those  of  the 
Pacific  coast,  in  order  to  free  them  from  French  intervention. 

I  at  once  approve  the  assurances  you  made  to  Secretary  Seward,  denying  so  calumnious 
an  imputation,  and  repudiating  it  as  unworthy  of  any  good  Mexican  ;  and  I  assure  you  the 
government  in  my  charge,  and  can  also  aver  that  the  others  in  question,  are  very  far  from 
entertaining  such  wretched  views,  because,  although  it  is  sure  they  will  as  far  as  possible 
resist  French  intervention,  it  is  no  less  sure  that  they  pant  for  and  will  at  all  hazards 
secure  the  nationality  of  Mexico,  and  its  existing  institutions  ;  being  able  to  assure  you,  in 
fine,  that  not  only  is  all  news  wanting  here  about  the  mission  and  character  which  the  said 
D.  Jos^  Domingo  Cortes  has  attributed  to  himself,  but  that  the  existence  even  of  such  an 
individual  is  unknown,  whose  condign  punishment  you  demand  with  so  much  justice  from 
the  supreme  government  of  the  nation,  to  which  on  the  first  opportunity  I  shall  render  an 
account  of  this  incident,  and  of  this  present  reply,  in  case  the  communication  from  your 
legation  may  have  gone  astray.  It  ft  gratifying  to  me  to  add  to  the  previous  explanations,, 
and  in  reply  to  your  note,  the  assurances  of  my  very  distinguished  consideration.

PRACTICAL  DnmOULTIBS  IV  THB  WAT   OF  THI  BSTABUSHMBNT  Of  A  MONARCHY   IN  MEXICO. 

Abticli  I. — The  quaiion  qf  finance. 

From  the  rapid  examlDation  that  we  haye  made  of  the  conyention  of  Miramar,  it 
appears  that  hesi'^es  the  humiliations,  the  dishonor^  and  the  shameful  pupilage  which  the 
inexperienced  Austrian  prince  has  taken  upon  his  projected  empire,  he  has  imposed  upon 
it  a  pecuniary  burden  of  $126,680,000,  which  is  required  for  the  payment  to  France  of 
the  expenses  of  her  piratical  expedition,  the  hire  of  her  soldiers  in  continuing  the  monar- 
chical propaganda,  the  cost  of  the  semi-monthly  steamers  which  are  to  bring  to  the 
protecting  army  the  orders  of  their  goyernment,  and  in  making  a  small  payment  on 
ccouDt  for  the  French  reclamations,  which  are  all  admitted  and  recognized,  and  are  to 
be  paid. 

The  manner  of  reyision  adopted  in  the  conyention  for  these  reclamations  and  certain 
antecedent  circumstances  give  foundation  to  the  belief  that  this  last  item  is  more  expan- 
siye  than  any  other,  and  that  the  archduke,  whether  from  his  ignorance  of  the  facts  or  by 
reason  of  his  profound  gratitude  to  Bonaparte,  has  not  yentured  to  offer  eyen  the  slightest 
objection. 

As  reclamations  haye  been  the  ostensible  pretext  of  the  war,  and  from  them  are  to  bo 
satisfied  the  expectations  of  certain  great  personages  about  the  court  of  the  Tuilleries  as 
well  as  enormous  commissions,  as  has  been  seen  in  the  priyate  correspondence  of  Jecker, 
and  as,  since  the  time  of  the  conferences  of  Orizaba,  the  French  plenipotentiaries  haye 
constantly  sought  to  state  the  amount  of  these  reclamatioiks  only  in  round  numbers  and 
without  any  kind  of  examination,  it  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  only  on  account  of 
the  Jecker  affair  $15,000,000  are  claimed,  and  $12,000,000  on  account  of  other  recla- 
mations which  have  neyer  been  eyen  presented  to  any  goyernment  of  the  country. 

In  order  that  the  world  may  judge  of  the  morality  of  these  exactions,  and  that  his 
Holiness  Pope  Pins  L^,  who  condemns  usury,  should  not  hesitate  to  pronounce  his  blessing 
npon  all  these  affftirs,  it  is  well  to  recall  that  the  fifteen  millions  of  Jecker  proceed  from  a 
loan  of  $750,000,  and  that  the  twelye  millions  of  other  reclamations  arise  from  a  debt  of 
only  some  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

This  addition  of  $27,000,000  will  probably  bear  an  interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
thus  in  a  term  of  twelye  years  it  will  amount,  with  capital  and  interest,  to  $46,440,000, 
making  the  toted  amount  of  the  compromises  of  the  conyention  of  Miramar  reach  the  sum 
of  $173,120,000. 

Supposing  this  debt  to  France  is  only  paid,  according  to  one  of  the  articles  of  the  cozk- 
yention,  the  sense  of  which  is  not  yery  clear,  in  annual  payments  of  fiye  millions  of  dol- 
lars, it  will  result  that  the  new  empire  will  haye  to  send  this  tribute  during  a  period  of 
thirty-fiye  years,  from  which  will  result  an  enormous  addition  in  the  payment  of  interest. 

We  will  now  proceed  to  examine  another  financial  transaction  of  the  (frchduke,  that  I9, 
the  contract  for  the  loan.  After  designing  it  for  fabulous  sums,  after  Minister  Fould  had 
refused  France  as  a  surety  for  it,  after  the  Emperor  of  Austria  had  declared  he  would  take 
no  part  in  the  business,  and,  finally,  after  the  English  bond-holders  had  refused  to  enter 
into  the  combination,  the  famous  loan  was  reduced  to  the  issue  of  titles  for  forty  millions 
of  dollars,  that  had  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  markets  of  Paris,  Brussels,  Hamburg,  and 
Amsterdam,  at  63  per  cent.  Let  us  suppose  that  speculators  take  all  these  titles,  Maxi- 
isiilian  loses,  or,  more  properly  speaking,  causes  the  empire  to  lose  27  per  cent,  by  this 
issue,  or,  what  amounts  to  the  same  thing,  he  only  receiyes  $27,200,000,  acknowledges  a 
debt  of  forty  millions,  and  loses  at  once,  on  the  principal  alone,  $12,800,000.  But  as  he 
has  to  pay  an  annual  interest  of  6  per  cent,  for  these  forty  millions,  the  loss  in  twelve 
years  will  be  $28,800,000. 

The  result  of  all  this  is,  that  the  contract  and  loan  giye  the  new  empire  only  $27,200,000, 
and  in  twelye  years  cost  $227,500,000.  The  calculation  is  simple  :  a  loss  of  $200,320,000. 
This  is  a  magnificent  first  lesson  in  economy,  order  and  foresight,  giyen  by  the  monarchy 
to  the  republic !  Can  a  govenmient  thus  beginning  its  existence  kejep  up  its  credit  to 
meet  future  obligations  f  It  would  be  a  phenomenon  as  new  as  it  is  incomprehensible. 
The  empire,  then,  relies  upon  the  sum  of  $27,200,000,  hardly  enough  for  the  first  year,  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  its  inanguratioo  and  future  splendor ;  and  after  that,  bankruptcy 
and  poverty,  as  it  is  easy  to  demonstrate,  and  the  gloomy  conviction  that  Napoleon  basely 
deceived  the  archduke,  when  he  t<^d  him  that  he  was  going  to  seat  him  on  piles  of  gold 
and  silver  instead  of  on  a  throne.  Allowing  that  all  the  bonds  find  purchasers  in  Euro- 
pean markets,  Maximilian's  private  debts  of  eight  millions  of  francs  will  have  to  be 
deducted  from  the  $27,200,000,  as  well  as  the  fiurewell  presents  made  In  Austria,  alms  left 
for  the  vagrants  in  Trieste,  costs  of  the  journey  from  Vera  Cruz  to  Mexico,  and  tha 
$10,000  pin-money  renounced  by  the  archduchess  when  she  left  Vienna. 
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The  total  yield  of  this  great  loaD,  a  great  portion  of  which  remains  in  France,  amoonti 
to — as  we  commonly  say — a  pie  in  the  dog's  mouth. 

The  first  dajrg  of  jollity  and  frolic,  of  initiatioDS  and  triumphal  arches,  of  feasts  and 
flattery,  being  over,  we  must  look  at  the  serious  side  of  empires,  to  the  question  of 
finance,  and  then  the  eyes  of  the  astonished  Dutchman  will  see  such  a  vortex  before  him  he 
will  miss  his  secondary  position  as  kinsman  of  the  Emperor  Francis. 

Let  us  now  endeavor  to  estimate,  as  nearly  as  possible  with  the  most  authentic  data,  the 
Annual  expenses  of  the  Mexican  empire. 

As  a  debt  of  honor,  a  sacred  debt  of  gratitude,  the  cost  of  the  crown,  we  have,  in  the 
first  place,  the  tribute  to  France,  giving  the  mildest  interpretation  to  the  contract, 
$5,000,000  ;  interest  on  the  loan,  $2,400,000. 

The  financial  question  must  be  connected  with  the  diplomatic,  and  as  it  is  known  that 
yon  can  collect  from  a  power  de  fado  by  force,  without  acknowledging  it  as  a  legitimate 
government,  or  having  any  intercourse  with  it,  as  the  Fenaud  and  Dunlop  contracts  made 
in  Vera  Cruz  between  the  constitutional  government  and  England  and  France  prove, 
whether  the  new  empire  is  acknowledged  or  not,  we  shall  see  these  claims  urged  by  the 
English,  Spanish,  and  American  cre.ditors.  This  shows  an  interest  to  be  paid  on  the 
English  debt  of  $4,200,000. 

As  it  is  impossible  to  pay  at  once  the  $600,000  that  Marqnez  robbed  from  the  British 
legation,  and  as  this  is  one  of  the  archduke's  debts  of  honor,  an  annual  instalment  of  6 
per  cent,  will  have  to  be  paid  upon  it,  making  $36,000. 

Interest  on  the  Spanish  debt,  $605,000. 

By  virtue  of  the  Mon- Almonte  treaty,  binding  upon  the  empire,  which  must  dose  iti 
eyes  to  all  kinds  of  frauds,  an  additional  sum  must  be  paid  of  $400,000. 

Interest  on  the  North  American  debt,  at  6  per  cent. ,  estimating  the  principal  at  two 
millions,  to  say  the  least,  $120,000. 

The  estimates  of  the  empire,  then,  only  for  what  may  be  termed  international  obliga- 
tions, not  including  loss  and  damage  claims  by  English,  Spanish,  Americans  and  Qermana, 
will  amount  to,  per  year,  ^12,781,000. 

Now,  let  us  pass  to  the  interior  estimates.  Keeping  in  mind  the  brilliancy  of  the  tfarooe 
necessary  to  lend  charms  and  respectability  to  the  empire,  the  great  innovation  of  giving 
the  clergy  salaries,  thus  imposing  the  expense  of  public  worship  upon  the  treasury,  and 
the  difficulty  of  satisfying  our  priests  for  the  loss  of  their  titles,  pcurish  perquisites,  raort* 
gage  rents,  and  the  necessity  of  keeping  a  large  army  of  Austrians  or  Mexicans,  and  the 
inexpediency  of  giving  those  soldiers  less  pay  than  the  French,  and  remembering  there 
can  be  no  representative  system  till  there  is  peace,  we  think  this  estimate  not  far  from 
being  correct,  namely : 

International  obligations $12,781,000 

Interest  of  the  home  debt.. 1,200,000 

The  emperor's  salary - 1,500,000 

Appropriation  for  the  empress ............. ....  100,000 

Expenses  of  the  imperial  household... .••••.. ...  100,000 

Worship  and  the  clergy,  at  least 6,000,000 

The  army,  40,000  men,  with  the  same  pay  as  the  French 8,000,000 

The  civil  Ust,  with  pensions,  rewards,  annuities,  secret  service  fund,  &;c.,&c.      8,000,000 

A  total  annual  expense  of... 36,681.000 


Relying  upon  the  synoptical  table  of  Mr.  Miguel  Arroyo,  who  estimates  the  number  of 
Imperial  partisans  at  five  millions,  in  order  to  supply  the  budget  It  would  be  neceasair  to 
establish  a  system  of  imposts,  where  every  inhabitant  would  have  to  pay  on  an  average  a 
tax  of  more  than  seven  dollars  apiece. 

But  whi'e  Maximilian,  counselled  by  Corta,  Budin  and  Schergenbecher,  is  perfecting 
this  prodigious  invention,  the  empire  would  have  to  suffer  a  deficit  of  $24,681,000  in  the 
second  year  of  its  establishment,  as  the  revenue  could  not  be  more  than  sixteen  milliooi 
annually,  considering  the  state  of  war  and  other  serious  obstacles. 

We  must  bow  humbly  to  this  wonderful  result,  and  admire  the  genius  and  skill  of 
Napoleon  III,  the  great  politician  of  our  age,  and  the  wisdom  acquired  by  an  Austrisn 
Tisiting  the  holy  places  and  mosques,  and  the  foresight  of  the  reactionary  party. 

How  is  this  deficiency,  threatening  to  increase  from  year  to  year,  to  be  supplied  f  That 
is  the  question  !  It  is  the  death  of  the  empire  in  its  cradle.  How  are  you  to  extract  gold 
and  silver  from  the  mountains  offered  by  the  perfidious  Napoleon  to  the  innocent  archdoke, 
instead  of  a  throne  ?  French  generosity  Is  not  to  be  depended  upon,  further  than  ful- 
filling its  good  intentions  and  hiring  soldiers.  The  Austrian  brother  will  not  spend  a  florin 
after  he  has  robbed  his  pretty  sister-in-law  of  her  pin-money.  The  Pope's  preotoos  blees* 
ings  may  do  well  for  eternal  life,  or  help  to  make  a  passage  throogh  pnrgatoiy  shorter, 
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but  nobody  ever  made  a  pot-pie  oat  of  them.  The  other  powers  will  get  their  money,  but 
no  more,  and  loans  will  soon  be  shut  out  from  governments  born  to  bankruptcy.  Outside 
of  the  empire  they  won't  get  a  copper  I 

In  the  interior  the  disinterestedness  of  the  opposition  party  and  the  clergy  is  not  to  he 
depended  upon,  l^ecause  that  party  may  be  divided  luto  two  ranks  :  the  hungry,  who  want 
to  feed  out  of  the  public  crib,  and  the  avaricious,  quick  to  receive  and  slow  to  give.  There 
is  no  pot$sible  way  to  supply  this  deficiency,  unless  monarchical  institutions  can  work  a  mira- 
cle and  cause  our  fields  to  yield  their  crops  monthly,  make  our  cattle  breed  in  geometrical 
progression,  and  increase  the  consumption  of  national  and  foreign  produce  one  hundred 
fold. 

They  cannot  now  resort  to  the  Ingenious  plan  of  selling  a  few  of  the  border  States,  with 
the  Juarists  as  chattels,  because  the  United  States  do  not  desire  an  extension  of  territory, 
and  the  Confederate  States  cannot  afford  such  luxuries  ;  and  France  is  not  in  a  condition  to 
accept  Sonoraor  Tehuantepec  in  satisfaction  of  the  Miramar  contract. 

But  the  mines  remain,  the  mines  of  the  whole  country,  the  magnet  of  the  expedition,  the 
first  cause  of  the  intense  interest  Napoleon  takes  in  Mexico,  and  the  great  argument  of  h\B 
ministers  to  justify  his  crimes  before  the  legisl-itlve  assembly.  The  archduke  will  have  a 
bitter  disappointment  in  this  particular,  if  he  expects  to  find  the  heaps  of  gold  and  silver 
with  which  his  protector  dazzled  him  through  a  distant  perspective. 

Mexico  is,  without  doubt,  the  first  mining  country  in  the  world,  and  much  of  its  mineral 
wealth  is  yet  to  be  explored;  but  if  the  imperial  government  undertakes  these  develop* 
ments,  it  will  require  an  enormous  capital  and  a  century  of  perfect  peace.  If  it  thinks  more 
proper  to  profit  by  the  mines  alrealy  discovere  i  and  w^rkeii,  it  will  have  to  establish  a  mi- 
ning monopoly,  and  sell  the  mines.  All  that  is  necessary  to  effect  this  is,  to  seize  the  prop- 
erty of  all  the.mining  companies,  composed  mostly  of  English,  Prussians,  Araericins  and 
Spanish  stockholders.     This  difficulty,  it  will  be  seen,  is  ifot  very  easy  to  overcome. 

The  reactionary  economists  may  advise  the  Austrian  to  raise  the  taxes  and  create  others, 
on  doors  and  windows  for  instance,  to  establish  the  monopolies  of  tobacco,  salt,  ice,  powder, 
gpirits  and  cards,  to  negotiate  the  sale  of  crusade  bulls  from  the  Pope;  but  the  adoption  of 
all  these  ways,  in  the  present  state  of  the  country,  would  not  raise  two  millions  of  dollars, 
when  twenty-four  millions  are  wanted  to  supply  the  deficit. 

There  is  only  one  more  miserable  way  left,  and  that  is  to  impose  high  duties  upon  re- 
vived titles  of  nobility,  and  the  grant  of  new  ones,  and  on  the  grand  crosses  and  little  ones 
of  the  imperial  order  of  Guadalupe.  But  this  way,  besides  exposing  the  establishment  of 
the  monarchy  to  the  jests  of  Barres,  would  not  be  very  profitable,  for  the  sale  of  titles  of 
nobilitv  never  gave  a  great  revenue  to  Spain,  where  the  aristocracy  has  not  become  so  con- 
temptible as  in  Mexico. 

The  empire  of  the  Austrian  begins  with  a  deficiency  of  twenty-four  million  six  hundred 
and  eighty  thousand  dollars  annually  ;  therefore  it  is  bom  weakly,  sickly  and  paralytic.  It 
cannot  live  without  continuous  loans,  which  are  impossible  ;  it  needs  the  pity  of  all  powers 
US  keep  it  in  hopes ;  and  if  it  does  not  keep  Its  engagements,  but  violates  treaties,  it  is  in 
danger  of  being  superseded. 

Such  is  the  state  of  the  question  of  finance  in  the  new  empire.  Sad  will  be  the  archduke's 
waking  when  his  frolic  is  over,  and,  looking  for  the  promised  piles  of  gold  and  silver,  he 
only  sees  his  poor  wife's  dressing  table !

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  have  the  honor  to  remit  to  your  department,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  copies  in  English  and  French 
of  a  protest  which  Don  Jesus  Escobar  y  Armendariz,  agent  of  the  Mexican 
government,  made  in  the  city  of  London,  the  10th  of  June  last  past,  against  all 
the  acts  of  French  intervention  in  Mexico,  and  of  the  functionaries  emanating 
therefrom,  and  principally  against  the  loan  which  the  Archduke  Ferdinand 
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Maximilian  of  Austria  decreed  on  the  10th  of  April  previous,  pretending  bj 
that  act  to  commit  the  credit  of  the  Mexican  nation. 

I  avail  of  this  opportunity  to  repeat  to  you  the  assurances  of  my  very  disdo- 
gnished  consideration.

I,  Jesns  Escobar  y  Armendarie,  agent  of  the  constitutional  government  of  Mexico,  legallj 
authorized,  and  in  virtue  of  the  divers  protests  made  by  the  legislative  and  executive  pow- 
ers of  the  nation  against  all  the  contracts,  and,  in  general,  against  all  the  acts  of  the  French 
intervention,  and  of  the  functionaries  emanating  from  it,  protest  anew  that  the  Mexicaa 
nation  and  its  constitutional  government  will  never,  at  any  time,  recognize  or  admit  the 
obligations  which  shall  be  contracted  by  any  other  functionaries  than  those  who  hold  their 
authority  from  the  constitution. 

I  protest  especially  against  the  Mexican  loan  which  was  decreed  on  the  lOtb  of  AprO  last 
by  the  Archduke  Ferdinand  Maximilian  of  Austria,  and  against  every  species  of  obiigatkm 
which  shall  be  contracted  at  the  charge  of  the  Mexican  nation  by  what  person  soever  who 
shall  not  be  authorized  by  the  constitutional  government,  whether  these  obligations  have 
for  their  object  to  create  a  fresh  aational  debt  or  to  augment  the  amount  of  that  which  al- 
ready exists,  or  simply  to  introduce  modification  of  the  English  debt,  which  the  govern- 
ment considers  sacred,  or  any  other  debt  legally  recognized  ;  and  although  the  protests  of 
the  supreme  power  of  the  nation  have  obtained,  in  Europe,  all  the  publicity  that  waf%  due 
to  them,  I  now  renew  them  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  and  to  affirm  as  much  as  pocsible 
the  rights  of  the  Mexican  nation.

Mr.  Romero  to  Mr.  Seward. 
[Translation.  ] 

Mexican  Legation  to  the  United  States  of  America, 

Washington,  February  6,  1865. 
The  undersigned,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the 
Mexican  republic,  has  the  honor  to  address  himself  to  the  honorable  William  H. 
Seward,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  protesting, 
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in  the  most  explicit  and  fonnal  manner,  against  the  cession  which  the  ex- Arch- 
duke of  Austria,  Ferdinand  Maximilian,  has  made,  or  is  about  to  make,  to  the 
French  government  of  various  States  of  the  Mexican  republic. 

The  undersigned  permits  himself  to  remind  the  honorable  William  H.  Seward 
that  at  the  interview  which  he  had  with  him,  on  the  19th  January  last,  he  read 
to  him  a  letter  written  at  the  city  of  Mexico,  on  the  28th  December  previous, 
the  latest  date  from  that  city  received  up  to  this  date  in  this  country,  in  which 
a  person  well-informed  and  entirely  trustworthy  communicated  the  news  that 
French  agents  in  that  city  had  proposed  to  the  deluded  Mexicans,  who  now 
encircle  the  usurper  that  the  Emperor  of  the  French  has  sent  to  Mexico,  a  set- 
tlement, in  virtue  of  which  there  are  to  be  ceded  to  France  the  Mexican  States  of 
Tamaulipas,  Nuevo  Leon,  and  Coahuila,  parts  of  those  of  San  Luis  Potosi, 
Zacatecas,  Durango,  and  Chihuahua,  almost  the  whole  of  Sonora,  and  the  pe- 
ninsula of  Lower  California,  the  dividing  line  to  be  formed  by  the  river  Yaqui, 
on  the  Pacific,  and  Panuco,  on  the  Gulf,  to  their  sources,  and  a  straight  line 
drawn  from  one  point  to  the  other;  that,  to  make  the  cession  of  so  considerable 
a  part  of  the  Mexican  territory  acceptable,  assurance  was  made  that  France 
would  establish  in  the  ceded  territory  a  military  colony,  which  would  be  under 
its  immediate  protection,  and  which  would  place  the  rest  of  the  country  under 
ehelter  from  filibustering  attacks  from  the  United  States ;  which  would,  besides, 
produce  the  liquidation  of  the  supposed  debt  which  Mexico  has  with  France, 
and  would  facilitate  the  acquisition  of  three  hundi-ed  millions  to  the  treasury  of 
the  usurper.  It  is  added,  also,  to  make  so  considerable  a  loss  less  sensibly  felt, 
that  the  States  referred  to  have  only  belonged  in  name  to  Mexico,  because  they 
have  been  ruled  by  authorities  which  have  not  respected  the  orders  of  the  central 
government  of  Mexico,^  and  which  were  doomed  to  self-destruction,  either  be- 
cause they  might  fall  into  the  power  of  the  French  or  of  the  United  State?,  and 
that  in  such  alternative  there  cannot  be  a  moment's  doubt  of  the  preferable  ex- 
treme. In  the  same  letter  assurance  was  given  that  such  settlement  had  not 
been  yet  submitted  to  the  usurper,  and  it  was  given  out  as  understood  that  he 
would  not  fail  to  hesitate  and  even  manifest  opposition  to  it  before  his  accept- 
ance. 

This  circumstance  signifies  nothing,  however ;  the  usurper  either  has  not  his 
own  will,  or  if  he  has,  he  cannot  make  it  prevail  when  in  contradiction  to  that 
of  hfc  protector.  Besides,  it  is  not  to  be  presumed  that  he  takes  any  interest  in 
the  destinies  of  a  country  which  is  not  his  fatherland,  in  which  four  years  ago 
he  was  not  known,  even  by  name,  to  the  vast  majority  of  the  nation,  which  he 
himself  knew  only  by  name,  to  which  he  has  been  brought  and  is  sustained  by 
foreign  bayonets,  and  in  which  he  is  shedding  the  blood  of  patriotic  Mexicans, 
who  are  maintaining  their  independence,  to  satiate  a  blind  ambition  for  rule,  which 
for  his  punishment  he  exercises  only  in  appearance. 

The  undersigned  always  believed  that  the  Emperor  of  the  French  would  close 
np  in  this  manner  his  interference  in  Mexico  when  he  should  become  convinced 
that  it  would  not  be  possible  for  him  to  retain  the  whole  republic  as  a  French 
colony,  and  had  the  honor  so  to  state  to  the  honorable  W^illiam  H.  Seward  in 
the  communication  he  addressed  to  him  the  27th  December,  1862,  and  which 
the  President  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  among  the  documents  relat- 
ing to  Mexican  affairs  transmitted  with  his  message  of  4th  February,  1 863. 

That  which  then,  however,  did  not  exceed  conjecture,  although  well-founded, 
has  come  to  be  realized  with  the  course  of  time  and  the  development  of  events. 
News  received  from  Mexico,  from  an  entirely  trustworthy  source,  has  been  con- 
firmed by  other  advices  received  simultaneously  from  San  Francisco,  California, 
and  from  Paris ;  and  such  coincidences,  combined  with  other  antecedents  which 
the  undersigned  is  possessed  of  in  this  matter,  do  not  leave  him  in  the  least 
doubt  that  if  the  settlement  proposed  has  not  been  ratified,  it  is  on  the  point  of 
BO  being.

Addressing  himself  to  the  government  of  the  United  States,  the  undersigned 
does  not  think  it  necessary  to  halt  to  prove  that  the  ex-Archduke  of  Austria 
only  represents  in  Mexico  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  by  whose  army  he  was 
brought  to  that  republic  and  is  there  sustained ;  and  that  therefore  any  settle- 
ment made  between  the  ex-Archduke  and  the  Emperor  of  the  French  would 
have  the  same  obligatory  force  on  the  Mexican  nation  as  one  concluded  between 
the  said  Emperor  and  General  Bazaine,  commanding  in  chief  the  French  fore^ 
in  Mexico. 

The  undersigned  has  not  thought  that  he  should  await  for  official  notice  of  the 
conclusion  of  such  settlement  in  order  to  protest  against  it.  It  is  of  such  gravity 
and  transcendency,  not  only  to  the  interests  of  Mexico,  but  to  those  of  the  whole 
American  continent,  that  he  would  consider  himself  to  be  wanting  to  his  most 
sacred  duties  should  he  for  a  moment  delay  to  take  this  step. 

The  undersigned  thinks  fit,  in  justification  of  his  conduct  in  this  affair,  to  re- 
mind the  honorable  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  of  a  fact  slightly 
resembling  the  present,  when  the  representatives  of  the  French  government  in 
Mexico  protested  against  a  treaty  concluded  between  Mexico  and  the  United 
States  of  much  less  importance  than  the  present,  only  because  of  the  vague 
rumors,  more  or  less  founded,  that  they  had  received  that  it  had  been  concluded, 
and  before  they  had  official  notice  of  its  execution. 

After  the  rupture  between  the  allied  Europeans  at  Orizaba,  and  when  France 
alone  continued  making  war  on  Mexico,  the  minister  of  the  United  States  to  thia 
republic  made  a  treaty  with  the  Mexican  government,  in  virtue  of  which  ^e 
United  States  were  to  lend  to  Mexico  eleven  millions  of  dollars,  Mexico  hy- 
pothecating in  payment  for  such  amount  the  unoccupied  lands  of  the  republic, 
the  unsold  national  property,  previously  called  church  property,  and  the  unsatis- 
fied bonbs  and  promissory  notes  for  national  property  already  aliened.  Thia 
treaty  was  signed  in  the  city  of  Mexico  the  6th  of  April,  1862;  but  as  it  did  not 
receive  ratification  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  it  was  not  officially 
published,  and  only  mere  rumors,  more  or  less  founded,  were  circulated  about 
its  object  and  stipulations ;  notwithstanding  which,  the  representatives  of  the 
Emperor  of  the  French  addressed  to  the  Mexican  government,  under  date  of  the 
15th  April  aforesaid,  a  note,  in  which  they  said  to  it  that  they  had  been  informed 
that  said  government  had  concluded  or  was  about  to  conclude  a  treaty  with  a 
foreign  government,  by  which  were  sold,  ceded,  transferred,  or  hypothecated 
thereto  a  part  of  the  lands  and  public  revenues  of  Mexico,  to  the  whole  of  which 
lands  and  revenues  France  maae  claim  of  right,  in  virtue  of  the  fraudulent  claims 
of  her  subjects.  With  the  note  which  the  undersigned  had  the  honor  to  addr^s 
to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  State  on  the  2d  June,  1862,  he  remitted  a  copy 
of  such  protest. 

The  undersigned  avails  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  the  honorable  William 
H.  Seward  the  assurances  of  his  most  distinguished  consideration.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
tbe  6th  instant,  in  which,  in  your  character  of  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister 
plenipotentiary  of  the  United  Mexican  States,  accredited  to  the  government  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  you  enter  your  protest,  in  the  most  formal,  ener- 
getic, and  solemn  manner,  against  any  settlement  or  cession,  either  made  or  to 
be  made  hy  the  ex-Archduke  Ferdinand  Maximilian  of  Austria,  in  the  name  of 
Mexico,  with  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  or  with  any  other  government,  by 
"which  he  alienates  or  hypothecates  Mexican  territory,  or  in  any  manner  com- 
promises the  responsibility  of  the  Mexican  republic. 

This  measure  you  are  led  to  take  under  the  circumstances  more  fully  detailed 
In  your  note,  believing  it  to  be  in  consonance  with  your  most  sacred  duties  as 
the  representative  of  Mexico. 

In  reply,  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  protest  referred  to  will  be 
placed  upon  file  in  the  archives  of  this  department,  there  to  remain  a  testimony 
to  your  course  in  the  premises  and  as  an  additional  evidence  of  the  zealous  and 
patriotic  discharge  of  your  functions  as  the  minister  of  Mexico  in  the  United 
States,  and  for  such  other  uses  and  purposes  as  future  events  may  render  it 
necessary  to  apply  it. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  offer  to  you,  sir,  the  renewal  of  my  very 
high  and  distinguished  consideration.

PROCLAMATION. 
The  Constitutional  President  </  the  United  Mexican  SttUet  to  hie  compoiriats : 

Mkxicaks  :  After  three  years  of  an  unequal  and  sanguiDary  contest  against  the  foreign 
legions  which  treason  brought  to  our  couDtry,  we  are  still  firm  and  resolved,  as  on  the  first 
day,  to  continue  the  defence  of  our  independence  and  liberty  against  despotism.  We  have 
been  unfortunate  it  is  true  ;  fate  has  been  adverse  to  us  on  many  occasions,  but  the  cause 
of  Mexico,  which  is  the  cause  of  right  and  of  justice,  has  not  succumbed,  has  not  perished, 
and  will  not  perish,  because  there  still  exist  yaliant  Mexicans,  in  whose  hearts  the  holy  fire 
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of  patriotism  still  glows  ;  and  in  whatever  part  of  the  republic  they  may  be  carrying  t 
and  the  national  standard  in  their  hands,  there,  as  here,  will  the  coontry  live  ;  th«^  ai 
here,  will  the  living  and  energetic  protest  of  right  against  might  continue  to  exist.  L^ 
the  incautious  man,  who  has  accepted  the  sad  mission  of  being  the  instrument  to  enslave  a 
free  people,  understand  this  well,  and  let  him  remember  that  treason,  the  failure  to  abide 
by  plighted  faith  in  the  preliminaries  of  La  Soledad,  and  the  acts  of  recognition  and  of  ad- 
hesion dictated  by  the  foreign  bayonets  which  sustain  him,  are  the  only  titles  through  which 
he  pretends  to  govern  ;  that  his  tottering  throne  does  not  repose  upon  the  free  will  of  the 
nation,  but  upon  the  blood  and  corpses  of  thousands  of  Mexicans  whom  he  has  sacrificed 
without  cause,  and  only  because  they  were  defending  their  liberties  and  their  rights  ;  thai 
the  traitors  who  have  longed  for  and  called  him,  and  those  who  under  the  prensure  of  foroe 
tolerate  his  direful  influence  or  render  him  vassalage,  must  recollect  that  they  are  Mexi- 
cans, and  that  they  have  children  to  whom  they  must  not  bequeath  a  legacy  of  infamy ; 
and  that,  during  a  cruel  and  obstinate  war  of  eleven  years  against  a  more  powerful  «iemy 
and  one  more  deeply  rooted  to  the  country,  we  have  learned  the  manner  of  reconqaering 
our  independence,  effecting  it  with  the  same  means  which  our  former  rulers  had  at  thtir 
command. 

Probably  the  usurper  may  not  be  disposed  to  think  of  the  false  position  he  occupies,  sod 
Instead  of  listening  to  the  truths  which  our  words  contain,  he  may  repel  them  with  a  smile 
of  scorn  and  contempt.  This  matters  not ;  conscience,  which  never  forgets  nor  pardons, 
will  cause  them  to  prevail,  and  will  avenge  us.  In  the  bustle  and  noise  of  the  court,  in 
the  silence  of  the  night,  in  the  public  festivities,  and  in  the  privacy  of  the  domestic  hearth — 
at  all  hours  and  in  all  places,  it  will  pursue  him,  will  importune  him  with  the  recollection 
of  his  crime,  which  will  not  permit  him  tranquilly  to  enjoy  his  prize,  until  the  hour  fof 
expiation  arrives  ;  and  then  for  the  tyrant,  for  the  traitors  who  sustain  him,  and  for  all 
those  who  to-day  mock  us  and  delight  in  the  misfortunes  of  our  country,  will  come  their 
awakening  from  error  with  repentance ;  but  these  will  then  be  fruitless,  because  then  the 
national  justice  shall  be  inflexible  and  severe. 

That  hour  will  come,  doubt  it  not,  Mexicans,  as  that  of  our  former  conquerors  came,  in 
the  year  1821.  Let  us  wait,  but  let  us  wait  while  acting  with  the  heroic  resolution  of  Hi- 
dalgo and  Zaragoza,  with  the  activity  of  Morelos,  and  with  the  constancy  and  self-denial  of 
Guerrero,  by  preserving  and  increasing  the  sacred  fire  which  will  produce  the  conflagratloa 
that  will  devour  the  tyrants  and  traitors  who  profane  our  land. 

Mexicans  !  those  of  you  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  live  under  the  dominion  of  the 
usurpation,  do  not  resign  yourselves  to  bear  the  yoke  of  ignominy  which  weighs  upon  you. 
Do  not  delude  yourselves  by  the  perfidious  insinuations  of  the  partisans  of  accomplished 
facts,  because  they  are  and  have  always  been  the  partisans  of  despotism.  The  existence  of 
arbitrary  power  is  a  permanent  violation  of  right  and  of  justice,  which  neither  time  nor  the 
force  of  arms  can  ever  justify,  and  which  it  is  necessary  to  destroy  for  the  honor  of  Mexico 
and  of  the  human  race.  This  is  our  task  ;  aid  us,  if  you  do  not  wish  to  bear  the  name  of 
abject  slaves  to  a  foreign  tyrant. 

And  you  who,  in  these  times  of  common  danger,  are  contending  against  our  oppressors, 
continue  your  task,  working  with  the  same  heroism  which  you  have  shown  up  to  the  pies- 
ent  moment,  without  being  discouraged  by  misfortunes,  terrified  by  dangers,  and  dismayed 
by  the  lamentable  defections  of  some  of  our  brothers.  These,  perhaps,  may  return  to  their 
ranks,  to  blot  out,  in  defending  their  country,  the  infamous  stigma  of  traitors  which  now 
degrades  them  ;  and  should  they  not  do  it,  \f  obdurate,  they  should  continue  in  their  de- 
gradation. Have  pity  upon  them,  because  while  in  the  midst  of  the  enjoyments  and  dis- 
tinctions they  may  possess,  they  are  unfortunate.  The  remembrance  that  they  are  Mexi- 
cans and  vassals  at  the  same  time  of  a  foreign  despot,  will  be  the  dreadful  pang  which 
shall  wither  and  consume  their  miserable  existence.  Do  not  forget  that  the  defence  of  our 
country  and  of  liberty  is  for  us  an  imperative  duty,  because  it  carries  with  it  the  defence 
of  our  own  dignity,  of  the  honor  and  dignity  of  our  wives  and  of  our  children,  of  the  honor 
and  dignity  of  all  men.  llierefore  have  we  generous  colaborers  within  and  without  the 
republic,  who,  with  their  pens,  with  their  influence,  and  with  their  means,  are  aiding  us, 
and  offer  up  fervent  prayers  for  the  salvation  of  our  country.  Redouble,  then,  your  efforts, 
with  the  assurance  that  in  due  time  our  constancy,  our  union,  and  our  activity  will  com- 
pensate our  sacrifices  by  the  final  triumph  of  the  holy  cause  we  uphold.  Mexicans  I  he 
who  now  addresses  you  these  words,  faithful  to  his  duty  and  to  his  convictions,  will  con. 
tinue  to  devote  his  vigilance  to  the  national  defence  ;  he  will  further  it  by  all  the  means 
which  may  be  within  his  reach,  and  with  your  assistance  and  co-operation  he  will  keep 
aloft  and  without  humiliation  the  beautiful  standard  of  independence,  of  liberty  and  pro- 
gress, which  Mexico  has  conquered  by  the  heroic  valor  of  her  warriors,  and  through  the 
precious  blood  of  her  sons.

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  op  America, 

WasJiijigton,  March  28,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  deem  it  proper  to  call  the  attention  of  the  government  of 
the  United  States  to  certain  documents  which  have  recently  been  brought  to  the 
public  view,  and  which  have  reference  to  the  events  which  are  actually  taking 
place  in  the  Mexican  republic,  which  documents,  accompanied  by  an  index,  1 
transmit  enclosed  with  the  present  note. 

It  is  generally  known  that  the  Mexican  clergy,  who  have  taken  so  direct  a 
participation  in  the  civil  wars  of  that  republic,  with  the  object  of  preserving  the 
property,  privileges,  and  influence  which  they  enjoyed  during  the  Spanish  dom- 
ination, upon  finding  themselves  overcome,  in  1860,  by  the  public  opinion  of 
their  country,  and  deprived  of  their  wealth  and  influence,  and  having  no  longer 
the  means  in  the  country  to  incite  another  rebellion  against  the  legitimately  con- 
stituted government,  conceived  the  project  of  intriguing  in  Europe  in  order  to 
influence  some  of  the  powers  of  that  continent,  by  availing  themselves  of  the  oc- 
casion of  the  breaking  out  of  the  civil  war  in  the  United  States,  brought  about 
by  a  hierarchy  similar  to  the  ecclesiastical  one  of  Mexico,  to  intervene  in  the  in- 
ternal aflairs  of  my  countrv,  to  overthrow  the  existing  constitutional  government, 
and  to  establish,  by  the  force  of  arms,  a  European  monarchy,  with  a  Catholic 
prince  upon  the  throne,  who,  agreeably  to  the  official  declarations  of  the  French 
government,  previous  to  the  intervention  and  its  subsequent  acts,  was  to  be  the 
Qien  archduke  of  Austria,  Ferdinand  Maximilian. 

It  was  to  be  supposed  that  this  monarchical  government,  which  was  to  be  es- 
tablished in  Mexico,  should  follow  a  policy  diametrically  opposed  to  that  of  the 
republican  government  then  existing.  What  was  called  the  arbitrary  acts,  the 
excesses  and  errors  of  the  latter,  were  painted  in  the  darkest  colors.  Among  those 
which  occupied  a  very  iinportant  place,  were  the  laws  of  reform  which  had  been 
decreed  in  Vera  Cruz  in  J  uly,  1859,  establishing  religious  liberty,  the  supremacy 
of  the  civil  authority,  diminishing  the  privileges  of  the  clergy,  and  declaring  as 
the  property  of  the  nation  the  rich  property  which  the  former  had  until  that 
period  administered,  and  which  was  called  the  property  of  the  church. 

The  clergy  of  Mexico  who  had  intrigued  to  bring  the  intervention  to  their 
cotmtry,  and  who  were  lending  to  it  their  co-operation  and  their  influence,  were 
bound  to  believe,  and  with  reason,  and  confidently  expected,  that  so  soon  as  the 
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city  of  Mexico  should  fall  into  the  power  of  the  invaders,  and  there  should  be 
established  in  it  the  semblance  of  a  government,  they  would  begin  by  abrogating 
the  laws  of  reform,  which  were  the  most  conspicuous  work  of  the  national  gov- 
ernment, and  which  had  so  powerfully  contributed  to  bring  about  the  unjust 
war  against  which  it  was  then  defending  itself. 

Matters  happened,  however,  otherwise,  and  after  a  series  of  events  which  it 
would  be  a  long  a^air  to  relate,  the  usurper,  who  now  calls  himself  the  emperor 
of  Mexico,  and  who  has  been  placed  and  sustained  there  by  the  French  bay- 
onets,  has  just  declared  that  he  will  carry  into  effect  the  laws  of  reform  referred 
to,  dictated  by  the  government  which  he  attempts  to  supplant ;  and  he  has  thus 
in  this  manner  given  evidence,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  usurper  himself,  and 
of  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  whose  instrument  he  is,  the  policy  adopted  by 
the  said  national  government  was  both  wise  and  prudent,  and  that  the  principal 
motive  which  was  alleged  for  palliating  the  unheard  of  outrage  of  desiring  to 
overthrow  a  national  government  is  precisely  what  the  usurper  admires  most, 
seeing  that  he  has  sanctioned  it,  notwithstanding  his  losing  by  it  the  support  of 
the  clergy ;  and  it  is  also  what  it  is  being  endeavored  to  present  to  the  public 
opinion  as  his  greatest  merit,  and  the  strongest  proof  of  his  ability,  prudence, 
and  energy. 

With  regard  to  the  clergy  of  Mexico,  to  whom  the  same  thing  has  happened 
as  to  the  instigators  of  the  southern  insurrection,  who,  in  their  endeavor  to  save 
slavery,  have  seen  it  perish  more  speedily  in  the  hands  of  the  pretended  govern- 
ment which  they  themselves  created  with  the  object  of  making  it  prevail,  the 
protest  which  they  have  addressed  to  the  usurper,  and  of  which  I  accompany  a 
copy  among  the  documents  annexed,  (No.  3,)  puts  it  out  of  all  doubt  that  here- 
after they  will  wage  against  the  so-called  empire  the  same  war  which  they  have 
made  to  the  government  of  the  republic,  and  that  the  phantom  of  a  government 
established  by  France  will  lose,  with  the  clergy  of  Mexico,  the  sole  element  of 
national  support  upon  which  it  had  relied  up  to  this  period. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  me  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  reiterate  to 
you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  assurances  of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

[TraDBlation.] 

Sire  :  When  in  the  month  of  April  last,  before  assuming  the  reins  of  the  new-  em{Mro 
of  Mexico,  your  Majesty  arrived  in  this  capital  in  order  to  worship  at  the  tombft  of  tfa« 
holy  apostlei  and  to  receiye  our  apostolic  benediction,  we  Informed  yon  of  the  deep  tiorrov 
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which  filled  onr  soal  by  reason  of  the  lamentable  state  into  which  the  social  disorders 
daring  these  last  years  have  reduced  all  that  concerns  religion  in  the  Mexican  nation. 

Before  that  time,  and  more  than  once,  we  had  made  known  our  complaints  in  public  and 
solemn  acts,  protesting  against  the  iniquitous  law  called  the  law  of  reform,  which  attaclted 
the  most  inviolable  rights  of  the  church  and  outraged  the  authority  of  its  pastors  ;  against 
the  seizure  of  the  ecclesiastical  property  and  the  dissipation  of  the  sacred  patrimony ; 
against  the  unjust  suppression  of  the  religious  orders  ;  against  the  false  maxims  that  at- 
tack the  sanctity  of  the  Catholic  religion  ;  and,  in  fine,  against  many  other  transgressions 
committed  not  only  to  the  prejudice  of  sacred  persons,  but  also  of  the  pastoral  priesthood 
and  discipline  of  the  church. 

For  these  reasons  your  Majesty  must  have  well  understood  how  happy  we  were  to  see — 
thanks  to  the  establishment  of  the  new  empire — ^the  dawn  of  pacific  and  prosperous  days 
for  the  church  of  Mexico  ;  a  joy  which  was  increased  when  we  saw  called  to  the  throne  a 
prince  of  a  Catholic  family,  and  who  had  given  so  many  proofs  of  religious  zeal  and  piety. 
Equally  intense  was  the  joy  of  the  worthy  Mexican  bishops  who,  on  leaving  the  capital  of 
Christendom,  where  they  had  presented  so  many  examples  of  their  fidelity  and  self-denial 
towards  our  person,  had  the  happiness  of  being  the  first  to  pay  their  sincere  homage  to  the 
sovereign  elect  of  their  country,  and  of  hearing  from  bis  own  lips  the  most  complete  as- 
surances of  his  firm  resolution  to  redress  the  wrongs  done  to  the  church  and  to  reorganize 
the  disturbed  elements  of  civil  and  religious  administration.  The  Mexican  nation  also 
learned  with  indescribable  pleasure  of  your  Majesty's  accession  to  the  throne — called  to  it 
by  tbe  unanimous  desire  of  a  people  who,  up  to  that  time,  had  been  constrained  to  groan 
beneath  the  yoke  of  an  anarchical  government,  and  to  lament  over  the  ruins  and  disasters 
of  the  Catholic  religion,  their  chief  pride  at  all  times  and  the  foundation  of  their  pros- 
perity. 

Under  such  auspices  we  have  been  waiting  day  by  day  the  acts  of  the  new  empire,  per- 
suaded that-the  church,  outraged  with  so  much  impiety  by  the  revolution,  would  receiye 
prompt  and  just  redress,  whether  by  the  revocation  of  the  laws  which  had  reduced  it  to 
such  a  state  of  oppression  and  servitude,  or  by  the  promulgation  of  others  adapted  to  the 
suppression  of  the  disastrous  effects  of  an  impious  administration. 

Thwarted  hitherto  in  our  hopes  by  reason,  perhaps,  of  the  difficulties  which  attend  the 
reorganization  of  a  society  long  overturned,  we  cannot  now  refrain  from  addressing  your 
Majesty  and  appealing  to  the  uprightness  of  your  intentions ;  the  Catholic  spirit  ot  which 
you  have  given  so  many  striking  proofs  on  former  occasions,  and  the  promises  made  to  us 
by  your  Majesty  of  protecting  the  church  ;  and  we  confidently  hope  that  this  appeal,  pen- 
etrating your  noble  heart,  will  produce  the  fruits  we  have  a  right  to  expect. 

Tour  Majesty  will  undoubtedly  perceive  that  if  the  church  continues  to  be  controlled  in 
the  exercise  of  her  sacred  rights,  if  the  laws  which  forbid  her  to  acquire  and  possess  prop- 
erty are  not  repealed,  if  churches  and  convents  are  still  destroyed,  if  the  price  of  the 
church  property  is  accepted  at  the  hands  of  its  unlawful  purchasers,  if  the  sacred  build- 
ings are  appropriated  to  other  iises,  if  the  religious  orders  are  not  allowed  to  re^Bsume 
their  distinctive  garments  and  to  live  in  community,  if  the  nuns  are  obliged  to  beg  for 
their  food  and  forced  to  occupy  miserable  and  insufficient  edifices,  if  the  newspapers  are 
permitted  to  insult  the  pastors  with  impunity,  and  to  assail  the  doctrines  of  the  Catholic 
church — if  this  state  of  things  is  to  continue,  then  the  same  evils  will  certainly  continue 
to  follow,  and  perhaps  the  scandal  to  the  faithful  and  the  wrongs  to  religion  will  become 
greater  than  ever  before. 

Ah,  sire,  In  the  name  of  that  faith  and  piety  which  are  the  ornaments  of  your  august 
family  ;  in  the  name  of  the  churth,  whose  supreme  chief  and  pastor  Qod  has  constituted 
US  in  spite  of  our  unworthiness ;  in  the  name  of  Almighty  God  who  has  chosen  you  to  rule 
over  so  Catholic  a  nation  with  the  sole  purpose  of  healing  her  ills  and  of  restoring  the 
honor  of  His  holy  religion,  we  earnestly  conjure  you  to  put  your  hands  to  the  work,  and 
laying  aside  every  human  consideration,  and  guided  solely  by  an  enlightened  wisdom  and 
your  Christian  feelings,  dry  up  the  tears  of  so  interesting  a  portion  of  the  Catholic  family, 
and  by  such  worthy  conduct  merit  the  blessings  of    Jesus  Christ,  the  prince  of  pastors. 

With  this  purpose,  and  in  compliance  with  your  own  wishes,  we  send  you  our  represent- 
ative. He  will  inform  you  by  word  of  mouth  of  the  sorrow  which  has  been  caused  to  us 
by  the  sad  news  which  thus  far  has  reached  us,  and  he  will  better  acquaint  you  with  our 
intentions  and  aims  in  accrediting  him  near  your  majesty. 

We  have  instructed  him  to  ask  at  once  from  your  Majesty,  and  In  our  name,  the  revoca- 
tion of  the  unjust  laws  which  for  so  long  a  time  have  opppressed  the  church,  and  to  pre- 
pare, with  the  aid  of  the  bishops,  and  when  it  may  be  necessary,  with  the  concurrence  of 
our  apostolic  authority,  the  complete  and  definitive  reorganization  of  ecclesiastical  affairs. 

Your  Majesty  is  well  aware  that,  in  order  effectively  to  repair  the  evils  occasioned  by 
the  revolution,  and  to  bring  back  as  soon  as  possible  happy  days  for  the  church,  the  Cath- 
olic religion  must,  above  all  things,  continue  to  be  the  glory  and  the  mainstay  of  the 
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Mexican  nation,  to  the  exclusion  of  every  other  diBsenting  worship  ;  that  the  bishops  rawt 
be  perfectly  free  in  the  exercise  of  their  pastoral  ministry  ;  that  the  religions  orders  should 
be  re-CBtablished  or  reorganized  conformably  with  the  instmctions  and  the  powers  whidi 
we  have  given  ;  that  the  patrimony  of  the  church  and  the  rights  which  attach  to  it  msy 
b*}  maintained  and  protected  ;  that  no  person  may  obtain  the  faculty  of  teaching  and  pub- 
linhing  false  and  subversive  tenets ;  that  instruction,  whether  public  or  private,  should  ba 
directed  and  watched  over  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  ;  and  that,  in  short,  the  chaini 
may  be  broken  which  up  to  the  present  time  have  held  the  church  in  a  state  of  dependence 
and  subject  to  the  arbitrary  rule  of  the  civil  government.  If  the  religious  edifice  should 
be  re-e«tablij4hed  on  such  baees — and  we  will  not  doubt  that  such  will  be  the  case — yooi 
Majesty  will  satisfy  one  of  the  greatest  requirements  and  one  of  the  most  lively  aspiratioofl 
of  a  people  so  religious  as  that  of  Mexico  ;  your  Majesty  will  calm  our  anxieties  and  thoss 
of  the  illustrious  episcopacy  of  that  country  ;  you  will  open  the  way  to  the  education  of  a 
learned  and  zealous  clergy,  as  well  as  to  the  moral  reform  of  your  subjects  ;  and,  besidet, 
you  will  give  a  striking  example  to  the  other  governments  in  the  republics  of  Aoierica  is 
which  similar  very  lamentable  vicissitudes  have  tried  the  church  ;  and,  lastly,  joa  will 
labor  effectually  to  consolidate  your  own  throne,  to  the  glory  and  prosperity  of  joor  iojpo- 
rial  family. 

For  these  reasons  we  recommend  to  your  Majesty  the  apostolic  nnndo  who  vHll  haveth* 
honor  to  present  to  you  this  our  confidential  letter.  May  your  Majesty  be  pleased  to  honor 
him  with  your  confidence  and  good  will,  in  order  that  he  may  more  easily  comply  with  the 
mission  that  has  been  confided  to  him.  Your  Majesty  will  also  be  pleased  to  grant  the 
same  confidence  to  the  worthy  prelates  of  Mexico,  in  order  that,  animated  as  they  are  by 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  desirous  of  the  salvation  of  souls,  they  may  be  enabled  to  undertake 
with  courage  and  joyfully  the  difficult  work  of  restoration  in  all  that  they  are  concerned, 
and  thus  concur  towards  the  re-establishment  of  social  order. 

Meanwhile  we  shall  not  cease  daily  to  direct  our  humble  prayers  to  the  Father  of  light 
and  the  God  of  all  consolation  to  the  end  that,  all  obstacles  being  overcome,  the  ooundls 
of  the  enemies  of  religious  and  social  order  turned  to  nought,  political  pa^Bions  calmed, 
her  full  liberty  restored  to  the  spouse  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Mexican  nation  may  be  enabled 
to  hail  in  the  person  of  your  Majesty  its  father,  its  regenerator,  and  its  greatest  and  most 
imperishable  glory. 

Confidently  hoping  to  see  fully  consummated  these  the  most  ardent  desires  of  oar  heart| 
we  send  to  your  Majesty  and  to  your  august  spouse  our  apostolic  benediction.

Mexico,  Deember  27, 1864. 

Mt  Dbar  Ministeb  Esoudero:  In  order  to  smooth  the  difficulties  which  have  arisen 
on  account  of  the  reform  law,  we  propose  to  adopt  a  means  which,  while  satisfying  the 
just  requirements  of  the  country,  shall  re-establish  peace  in  the  minds  and  tranquillity  in 
the  consciences  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  empire.  For  this  purpose,  when  we  were  at 
Rome  we  opened  negotiations  with  the  Holy  Father,  as  universal  chief  of  the  Cathdio 
church. 

The  papal  nuncio  is  now  in  Mexico,  but  to  our 'extreme  surprise  he  has  declared  thai 
he  is  without  instructions,  and  has  to  await  them  from  Rome. 

The  unnatural  situation  in  which  we  have  coutinued,  with  difficulty,  during  seven  montttf, 
admits  of  no  more  delay.  It  demands  an  immediate  solution.  We  consequently  charge 
you  at  once  to  propose  suitable  measures  in  order  that  justice  may  be  administered  without 
consideration  of  personal  station  ;  that  legitimate  interests  created  by  these  laws  may  rest 
secure ;  correcting  the  excesses  and  injustice  committed  in  their  name  ;  to  provide  for  the 
maintenance  of  public  worship  and  protection  of  other  sacred  matters  placed  imder  the 
safeguard  of  religion ;  and,  finally,  that  the  sacraments  may  be  administered  and  other 
functions  of  the  sacred  ministry  be  exercised  throughout  the  empire  without  cost  or  charge 
to  the  people. 

To  this  end  you  will,  before  anything  else,  propose  to  us  the  revision  of  the  operations 
of  the  mortmain  and  nationalization  of  ecclesiastical  property,  shaping  it  on  the  ba^is  that 
legitimate  transactions  executed  without  fraud,  and  according  to  the  laws  which  dea:e6d 
such  amortization,  shall  be  ratified. 

Labor,  in  fine,  according  to  the  principles  of  free  and  ample  toleraUon,  keeping  in  view 
that  the-  religion  of  the  state  is  the  Roman  Catholic  and  apostolic

SiKS :  In  falfilment  of  the  first  and  most  sacred  datj  incnmbent  npon  the  prelates  of  the 
church,  whenever  the  latter  comes  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  state,  we  are  now  placed  ander 
the  painful  but  unavoidable  necessity  of  raising  our  voice  to  the  throne  of  your  Majesty, 
and  we  are  obliged  to  do  so  by  the  letter  from  your  Majesty  to  the  minister  of  justice, 
which  has  been  published  in  the  Official  Gazette,  and  in  which  it  appears  that  your  Majesty 
has  taken  the  resolution  to  decide  by  yourself  the  momentous  questions  which  are  pending 
between  the  church  and  the  state  with  reference  to  the  so-called  laws  of  reform,  and  have 
instructed  your  miuister  to  prepare  the  necessary  measures  in  the  premises  without  deem- 
ing it  necessary  to  wait  for  the  new  instructions  which  the  nuncio  of  his  Holiness  is  about 
to  ask  on  account  of  not  having  those  demanded  by  the  points  proposed  by  the  govern- 
ment of  your  Majesty. 

Your  Majesty  is  well  aware  that,  during  the  thirty  years  which  have  elapsed  since  the 
month  of  December,  1833,  when  the  laws  regarding  patronage,  termination  of  civil  ooac- 
tion  with  reference  to  monastic  vows,  tithes,  &c.,  were  issued,  to  the  same  month  of  last 
year,  when  the  two  regents,  Almonte  and  Salas,  declared  the  said  laws  of  reform  to  be  still 
in  force,  the  Mexican  church  has  never  ceased  to  oppose  right  to  might  against  all  the  laws 
and  measures  which  attack  its  doctrine,  its  jurisdiction,  and  its  canonical  immunities  and 
privileges,  protesting  respectfully,  but  energetically,  before  the  respective  governments, 
carefully  restraining  and  guiding  the  canonical  conduct  of  the  ecclesiastical  authorities, 
and  teaching  and  admonishing  the  fedthful  with  reference  to  the  obligations  incumbent 
npon  them  under  such  circumstances  as  Catholics  Apostolic  Romanic. 

Your  Majesty  also  knows  that  neither  the  interests  of  party,  nor  the  character  of  insti- 
tutions, nor  the  political  complexion  of  governments,  have  ever  exercised  the  slightest 
influesce  with  regard  to  this  course  of  the  church,  which,  faithful  only  to  its  mission  of 
preserving  pure  and  intact  the  doctrines  of  the  faith,  the  rules  of  morals,  and  the  author- 
ity of  canonical  discipline,  has  never  taken  any  step,  except  in  the  nature  of  self-defence, 
when  these  principles  have  been  assailed,  and,  in  so  proceeding,  it  has  had  in  view  no  other 
end  but  the  most  worthy  and  holy  purpose  of  saving  intact  the  principles  upon  which  the 
relations  between  church  and  state  are  based,  and  of  re-establishing  concord  between  the 
two  lowers,  in  order  that,  by  means  of  this  concord,  the  general  peace  of  the  nation  should 
be  preserved. 

Your  Majesty  likewise  comprehends,  through  your  knowledge  of  our  national  history, 
that  the  principal,  if  not  the  only,  cause  of  the  civil  wars  that  have  devastated  our  un- 
happy country  is  the  endeavor  of  an  odious  minority  to  assail  religion  and  the  church  by 
means  of  laws  which  do  violence  to  conscience. 

Your  Majesty  knows,  finally,  that  the  arms  which  the  Mexican  episcopacy  have  employed 
in  its  defence  have  been  only  the  non  Ucet  of  the  gospel,  and  that  their  earnest  desire  has 
constantly  been  that  by  means  of  an  agreement  between  the  national  government  and  the 
Holy  Apostolic  See  the  unhappy  necessity  upon  which  their  passive  resistance  is  based 
should  be  made  to  disappear.  * 

It  is  impossible  to  exaggerate,  sire,  the  pain  and  unhappiness  of  the  Mexican  church  on 
account  of  this  persistent  warfare,  which,  in  the  name  of  liberty,  of  progress,  and  of  civil- 
iisation,  has  been  made  upon  it  by  this  at  once  old  and  new  revolution,  that  after  having 
desolated  Europe  has  come  to  combat  its  enemy — that  is  to  say,  Catholiclsm—in  this  part 
of  the  New  World. 

When,  after  so  many  vicissitudes,  affairs  arrived  at  the  crisis  produced  in  December,  1860, 
by  the  triumph  of  the  democratic  faction  in  the  capital  of  the  republic  ;  when  we  saw  con- 
samniated  among  us  the  work  which  the  enemies  of  the  church  had  labored  so  long  to  ef- 
fect, we  should  have  lost  all  hope  whatever,  had  not  our  confidence  been  strengthened  by 
our  trust  in  Divine  Providence,  and  also  by  our  intimate  knowledge  of  the  Catholic  char- 
acter, which  has  always  distinguished  the  Mexican  people. 

This  hope  gained  new  strength  when  the  intervention,  triumphing  at  last  in  this  capital, 
made  the  declaration  that  nothing  would  be  attempted  against  the  independence,  freedom, 
and  rights  of  th&  nation,  and  that  it  would  confine  itself  solely  to  the  overthrow  of  the 
government  of  Don  Benito  Juarez,  in  order  that  Mexico  should  ^eely  constitute  itself ;  and 
it  was  still  more  increased,  giving  the  greatest  consolation  to  the  church  and  the  people, 
when  it  became  known  that  your  Majesty  was  the  prince  who  was  called  upon  to  rule  the 
destinies  of  Mexico.  The  tidings  that  we  all  had  of  your  devout  Catholicism,  the  senti* 
ments  manifested  by  your  Majesty,  both  in  your  speeches  and  your  writings,  the  highly 
sagnificant  step  of  not  leaving  Europe  and  sailing  for  thisj  your  new  country,  without  re- 
sorting to  receive  and  bring  with  you  the  benediction  of  the  common  Father  of  the  faith- 
ful ;  the  readiness  with  which  your  Majesty  sent  a  minister  to  Elome,  and  your  earnest  wish 
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for  the  arrival  of  the  apoBtoHc  nuncio,  in  order  to  enter  upon  the  arrangements  necexarf 
for  a  happy  termination  of  the  terrible  crinis  into  which  this  unfortunate  country  has  beea 
plunged  on  account  of  the  questions  raised  by  these  so-called  laws  of  reform  ;  all  this,  sire, 
had  filled  us  with  unspeakable  consolation  ;  all  this  awakened  in  our  hearts  the  most  lirdy 
enthusiasm  towards  the  august  person  of  your  Majesty,  and  diffused  throughont  all  the 
country  that  extraordinary  rejoiciag  wbich  was  universally  and  splendidly  manifested  from 
the  moment  your  foot  touched  the  chores  of  our  country. 

To  no  one  did  it  then  appear  doubtful  that  these  grave  questions  would  be  speedily  and 
happily  arranged,  and  we  all  expected  that  the  day  of  true  peace,  the  peace  of  conscience, 
terribly  agitated  by  the  laws  and  the  measures  of  the  government  of  Don  Benito  Jnarez, 
would  now  arrive.  That  desired  day  appeared  nearer  and  nearer  to  our  sight  when  we 
learned  that  the  apostolic  nuncio  had  reached  Vera  Cruz  ;  .because,  it  being  impossible  that 
the  pending  questions  could  be  settled  without  the  concurrence  of  both  powers — that  ii, 
without  the  concert  of  the  temporal  and  the  spiritual  sovereigns — the  arrival  of  thennndo 
was  regarded  by  all  as  a  pledge  of  that  concert,  especially  considering  the  Catholic  charac- 
ter of  your  Majesty,  and  the  benevolent  disposition  and  conciliatory  spirit  of  the  holy 
pontiff. 

What  must  have  been,  therefore,  our  sorrow  and  our  affliction  when,  instead  of  all  thai 
we  had  ho  earnestly  desired,  and  with  such  good  reason  had  confidently  expected,  we  have 
seen  all  our  hopes  dissipated  at  one  blow  by  the  declarations  and  instructions  embodied  ia 
the  letter  of  your  Majesty  to  the  minister  of  justice  ?  In  this  notable  document  we  see  that 
there  has  been  no  arrangement  with  the  apostolic  nundo,  on  account  of  his  instructions 
not  embradng  such  points  as  have  been  raised  ;  that  your  Majesty  has  not  been  willing  to 
await  the  arrival  of  farther  instructions,  and  that  you  have  resolved  by  yourself  alone  to 
determine  these  grave  questions,  and  have  ordered  that  the  necessary  measures  consequent 
upon  this  decision  shall  be  prepared  by  the  minister  of  justice. 

Being  ignorant  of  all  that  has  transpreid  in  the  secret  conferences,  as  also  with  regard 
to  the  documents  and  instructions  brought  by  the  envoy  of  his  holiness,  we  ought  to  in- 
spect the  mystery  in  which  the  causes  of  what  has  passed,  and  the  motives  which  have  de- 
termined your  Majesty  to  take  a  step  of  such  grave  importance,  are  involved.  But  as,  in 
our  humble  opinion,  whatever  may  have  been  these  motives,  we  do  not  believe  them  capa- 
ble of  diminishing  the  sovereign  power  of  the  Catholic  church,  or  of  conferring  upon  the 
state  a  sufficient  increase  of  power  to  enable  it,  by  its  decrees,  to  tranquillize  the  con> 
science  of  the  faithful ;  and  as  this  circumstance,  feu-  from  bringing  about  the  desired  end, 
will  still  leave  on  foot  all  the  existing  evils,  because  it  is  only  the  spiritual  sovereign  that 
can  decide  grave  questions  of  moral  import,  and  tranquillize  conscience,  we  are,  therefore, 
compelled  to  approach  your  Majesty,  and  earnestly  pray  you  to  be  pleased  to  suspend  the 
operation  of  the  declarations  and  orders  contained  in  the  above-mentioned  letter  of  your 
Majesty. 

In  taking  this  step  we  feel  ourselves  sustained  not  only  by  the  arguments  and  motiveg 
set  forth  in  the  manifesto  issued  by  the  Mexican  episcopacy  on  the  10th  of  August,  1859, 
with  reference  to  the  so-called  laws  of  reform  promulgated  by  Don  Benito  Juarez  at  Vera 
Cruz,  and  in  the  expositions  we  addressed  to  Generals  Almonte  and  Salas,  as  regents  of  the 
empire,  in  December  of  last  year,  in  consequence  of  the  circular  issued  by  them  on  the  15th 
of  that  month,  (copies  of  which  documents  we  enclose  to  your  Majesty  herewith,)  but  also 
by  the  character  of  higher  gravity  which  this  question  has  now  assumed  by  the  fact  of  the 
intervention  of  the  holy  father,  who  has  sent  his  nuncio  at  your  Majesty's  request. 

The  bases  given  by  your  Majesty  to  your  minister  involve,  sire,  the  complete  abrogation 
of  all  the  privileges  and  powers  of  the  church,  the  ratification  of  the  laws  of  sequestration  of 
ecclesiastical  property,  the  confirmation  of  the  interests  created  thereby,  the  authoritative 
intervention  of  the  civil  power  in  the  maintenance  of  worship,  the  extinction  of  the  canon- 
ical  means  of  subsistence,  upon  which  public  worship  and  its  ministers  depend,  and,  finally, 
the  sanction  of  free  and  ample  tolerance  for  all  religions,  without  other  restriction  than 
the  declaration  that  the  Boman  Catholic  apostolic  is  the  religion  of  the  state. 

To  none  do  we  yield,  or  will  we  ever  yield,  sire,  in  our  fidelity  in  the  compliance  with 
our  strict  duty  towards  the  temporal  sovereign  ;  but  when,  in  order  to  obey  him,  it  is  ne- 
cessary to  fail  in  obedience  to  the  law  of  God,  or  that  of  the  church,  and  consequently  to 
commit  the  sin  of  prevarication,  passive  resistance  ought  then  never  to  be  considered  as  an 
act  of  disobedience,  because  obedience  is  based  upon  the  law  of  God,  and  ceases  to  be  a  duty 
when  it  is  inconsistent  with  that  law. 

The  article  of  our  creed  with  reference  to  the  Catholic  church'  is  a  dogma  of  fidth,  and 
this  dogma  establishes  a  supreme  right  in  matters  of  doctrine,  of  morals,  and  of  canonical 
government,  a  supreme  authority  that  cannot  be  subordinated  to  any  other  on  earth,  and 
it  proclaims,  as  an  unimpeachable  prindple  for  all  Catholics,  and  as  a  rule  of  conduct,  that 
whatever  may  be  the  power,  rank,  and  position  of  those  who  exercise  supreme  authority 
in  the  state,  they  have  absolutely  no  power  whatever  over  these  matters  ;  for  it  is  only 
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tbe  visible  head  of  the  church — that  la,  the  Pope— who  can  exercise  this  jarisdiction  ;  it  is 
only  this  power  that  binds  and  unbinds  consciences ;  it  is,  only  this  authority  that  is  com- 
petent to  proclaim  dogmas  of  faith,  to  enlighten  belief,  to  rule  over  morals,  to  decide 
doubtful  questions,  and  to  order  all  conflicts  to  cease  by  meant  of  its  sovereign  declara- 
tions. 

Your  Majesty  will  permit  us,  protesting  above  all  our  most  profound  respect,  to  state 
that  your  sovereign  resolution,  with  reference  to  the  matters  referred  to  in  tbe  letter  ad- 
dressed to  the  minister  of  justice,  relates  precisely  to  those  very  points  of  the  struggle  be- 
tween the  church  and  the  state  which  would  not  be  the  subject  of  dispute  did  they  not 
invade  the  spiritual  power,  as  has  been  constantly  demonstrated  to  the  various  governments 
by  the  Mexican  episcopacy  ;  that  they  are  in  open  opposition  to  the  social  Lasts  of  the  Catholic 
church,  and  directly  opposed  to  positive  provisions  of  the  canons,  and  especially  to  those  of 
the  latit  ireneral  council ;  that  they  have  been  explicitly  condemned  by  the  apostolic  see  in 
pontifical  allocutions  ;  and  that  even  the  request  and  sending  of  an  apostolic  nuncio,  for 
the  definite  settlement  of  these  questions,  proves  that  your  Majesty  has  been  of  this  same 
understanding, 'since  it  is  clear  that,  had  your  Majesty  not  recognized  the  positive  necessity 
for  tbe  concurrence  of  both  powers  in  the  settlement  of  these  questions,  your  Majesty  would 
not  have  made  so  great  an  effort  to  obtain  the  sending  of  the  apostolic  nuncio. 

Besides,  your  Majesty,  in  referring:  to  this  step,  characterizes  it  as  *'a  means  capable* of 
satisfying  the  pressing  necessities  of  the  country,  and  of  restoring  peace  to  the  minds  and 
calming  the  consciences  of  al)  the  inhabitants  of  tbe  empire,"  which  declaration,  as  true 
as  precise  and  conscientious,  renders  unnecet«ary,  sire,  any  demonstration  on  our  part. 

But  we  cannot  omit  to  observe  that  these  conceptions  hold  good,  only  supposing  that  the 
steps  referred  to  had  not  been  taken,  and  that,  however  grave  other  circumstances  may  be 
supposed  to  bo,  they  cannot  be  sufficient  to  enable  the  resolution  contained  in  your  Majesty's 
letter  to  satisfy  the  exigencies  of  the  country  or  to  restore  tranquillity  to  the  consciences  and 
establish  peace. 

Your  Majesty  is  well  aware  that  the  temporal  sovereign  has  no  power  over  the  conscience, 
except  to  reHre  its  coaction  over  it,  and  that,  therefore,  while  the  Pope  does  not  decide  or 
tbe  sovereign  does  not  withdraw  this  coaction,  conscience  will  continue  to  be  agitated. 

With  regard  to  the  just  exigencies  of  tbe  country,  we  do  not  know  what  other  there  can 
be  if  they  are  not  those  of  conscience  in  its  moral  relations  with  interest.  But,  referring 
only  to  that  other  class  of  interest  produced  by  the  appropriation  of  ecclesiastical  property 
in  favor  of  the  now  unlawful  holders  of  the  property  of  the  church,  under  the  laws  that 
have  despoiled  it,  even  referring  to  these,  and  bearing  in  mind  that  many  of  these  hofd^ 
seek  in  the  solution  of  these  questions,  not  tbe  quieting  of  conscience  merely,  but  the  con- 
GoHdation  and  restoration  to  value  of  their  sudden  wealth,  your  Majesty  will  allow  us  to 
state  that  even  these  persons  will  remain  in  the  same  condition  as  before,  for  tbe  sovereign 
declaration  of  your  MHJesty  will  produce  on  their  minds  only  tbe  effect  of  adding  the  fear 
of  new  exactions  and  other  burdens  to  the  uncertainty  which  will  continue  to  prevail  so 
]on«r  as  the  concurrence  of  the  holy  pontiff  shall  not  have  been  obtained. 

We  will  not  dwell,  sire,  upon  wbat  relates  to  the  competent  maintenance  of  public  wor- 
ship and  tbe  support  of  its  ministers,  because  whatever  the  gratuitous  enemies  of  the  church 
may  say,  interest  has  never  had  the  slightest  influence  upon  the  conduct  of  its  pastors  ;  nor 
will  we  state  to  your  Majesty  that  civil  coaction  having  ceased,  only  those  contribute  that 
are  so  disposed,  and  that  the  noble  moral  impulse  that  determines  these  gifts  subsists  inde- 
pendent of  all  human  power.  But  we  can  assure  yonr  Majesty  that  all  of  us  are  ready  to 
depend  solely  upon  the  piety  of  the  faithful  rather  than  upon  any  civil  appropriation,  be- 
cause nothing  is  so  dear  to  us,  under  these  circumstances,  as  to  sustain  the  dignity  of  the 
charch  and  the  independence  of  her  priesthood. 

With  regard  to  religious  tolerance,  we  cnn  see  nothing  that  renders  it,  not  to  say  urgent, 
but  even  excusable.  Mexico  Is  exclusively  a  Catholic  country,  and  the  opposition  of  the 
people  to  religious  tolerance  has  always  been  manifested  in  the  most  unequivocal  manner. 
When  the  constituent  congress  of  1856  was  discussing  the  fifteenth  article  of  the  project  of 
constitution,  which  would  have  establi-^hed  religious  tolerance,  notwithstanding  the  as- 
sembly was  made  up  of  the  most  advanced  partisans  of  what  is  called  reform  and  progress, 
and  io  spite  of  their  unanimous  endeavor  to  secure  the  success  of  such  an  idea,  they  were 
obliged  to  give  way  under  the  irresistible  pressure  of  pubMc  opinion,  manifested  as  never 
before.  The  radical  liberals  .were  tbe  masters  of  the  situation — they  had  all  power  and 
controlled  the  public  offices  everywhere  ;  yet,  notwithstanding  all  this,  and  the  slight  influ- 
ence of  the  opposite  party,  and  particularly  of  the  church,  they  were  unable  to  stem  the 
torrent.  Addresses  poured  in  from  all  parts  of  the  country,  municipalities,  guilds,  entire 
populations,  men  and  women,  all  tbe  community,  pronounced  against  the  article ;  and  even 
the  government  of  Comonfort,  perceiving  it  was  not  wise  to  oppose  the  popular  feeling  so 
nnanimously  manifested,  took  its  stand  against  religious  tolerance,  and  the  article  was  re- 
jected by  an  immense  majority. 
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These  facts,  sire,  are  eloquent  indeed ;  and  in  seVen  yean  the  character  and  will  of  i 
people  are  not  changed. 

It  would  have  been  verj  easy  for  us,  in  lightly  touching  upon  the  points  to  which  this 
address  relates,  to  make  with  reference  to  each  one  of  those  points,  and  in  general  witb 
reference  to  the  ao-called  laws  of  reform,  more  ample  observatious  ;  but  we  hare  beeo  de- 
sirous to  confine  ourselves  carefully  to  the  simplest  indications,  both  in  order  not  to  exceed 
what  our  duty  strictly  requires,  and  not  to  distract  your  Majesty's  attention;  andfinallj, 
after  so  much  that  both  ourselves  and  our  predecessors  have  said,  and  have  proved  and 
demonstrated  with  all  classes  of  arguments  in  our  representations  and  protests  to  the  dif- 
ferent goveramonts  which  have  attacked  the  church,  and  very  particularly  in  the  doc«- 
ments  which  we  enclose  herewith,  in  order liot  to  unnecessarily  prolong  this  address,  we  do 
not  feel  that  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  say  anything  more.  We  shall  never,  however,  oetie 
reiterating  our  supplications  to  your  Majesty  that  you  will  caase  an  end  to  be  pat  to  the 
grave  embarrassment  that  has  arisen  from  the  issuance,  without  awaiting  the  arrival  of  the 
new  pontifical  instructions,  of  a  resolution  that,  not  tiaving  the  concurrents  of  the  two 
powers,  leaves  still  on  foot,  and  even  will  largely  augment,  the  evils  already  suffered,  will 
aggravate  each  day  more  and  more  the  situation  and  render  it  more  critical  ;  and  we  can- 
not say  to  what  point  will  multiply  the  difficulties  with  which  your  Majesty  is  struggling 
tot  the  re^e6tablishment  of  peace  and  the  consolidation  of  the  empire.

Maximilian,  emperor  of  Mexico,  having  consulted  our  council  of  ministers,  we  have  de- 
creed and  do  decree  the  following  : 

Abticui  1.  The  empire  protects  the  Gatkolic  Apostolic  and  Roman  religion  as  the  reli- 
gion of  the  state. 

Abt.  2.  All  forms  of  worship  not  contrary  to  morality,  civiHiation,  and  good  mannen, 
shall  have  free  and  ample  toleration  in  all  the  territory  of  the  empire.  No  worship  can  be 
established  without  the  previous  consent  of  the  government. 

Abt.  3  As  circumstances  shall  demand,  the  administration,  by  police  regulations,  wiU 
arrange  all  that  may  concern  the  exercise  of  worship. 

Art.  4.  Abuses  which  may  be  committed  by  the  authorities  against  the  exercise  of  wor^ 
ship,  and  against  the  liberty  which  the  laws  guarantee  to  their  ministers,  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  council  of  state. 

This  decree  shall  be  placed  in  the  archives  of  the  empire  and  published  in  the  officii] 
Journal.

[Translation.] 

We,  Maximilian,  emperor  of  Mexico,  having  consulted  our  council  of  ministers,  haved^ 
creed  and  do  decree  the  following : 

Abticli  1.  The  council  of  state  shall  revise  all  the  operations  of  the  amortisation  asil 
nationalization  of  ecclesiastical  property,  executed  in  consequenoe  of  the  laws  of  the  26th  of 
June,  1859,  and  others  agreeing  therewith. 
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Art.  2.  The  coancil  on  making  the  revision  shall  remedy  excesses  and  injustice  commit- 
ted by  fraud,  by  violation  of  thes  aid  laws,  or  by  the  abuses  of  the  functionaries  charged 
with  their  execution. 

Akt.  3.  The  council  will  make  the  revision  truly,  openly,  and  in  good  faith,  and  with  no 
more  impediments  than  those  which  it  may  consider  necessary  in  each  case,  for  the  manifes- 
tation and  il lustration  of  truth 

Art  4.  The  resolntions  of  the  council  are  irrevocable,  and  will  be  executed  as  they  are, 
^thout  exception  of  any  kind 

Abt.  6.  Lawful  operations  executed  without  fraud,  and  in  accordance  with  the  laws  al- 
ready cited,  will  be  confirmed.  Those  which  jlo  not  come  under  this  head  will  ha  annulled. 
Aet.  6.  Irregular  operations  which  may  have  been  executed  against  the  tenor  of  the  said 
law6,  with  the  approbation  of  the  federal  government,  may  be  ratified,  reducing  them  pre- 
viously to  the  terms  prescribed  in  the  same  laws,  so  long  as  there  be  no  injury  to  a  third 
party. 

Abt.  7.  Transactions  which  may  be  declared  null  and  void  may  be  revised  on  condition 
that  they  be  brought  forward  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  law  of  the  13th  July, 
1859;  that  there  is  paid  into  the  treasury  in  money  a  fine  of  twenty-five  per  cent  on  the 
total  value  of  the  estate  or  capital  adjudged  ;  and  that  no  loss  is  caused  to  a  third  party  by 
rights  acquired  previous  to  the  revision  of  the  claim. 

Akt.  8.  Concessions  made  by  the  federal  government,  so  that  the  part  in  money  of  the 
adjudication  or  redemptions  should  be  covert  with  credits  arising  from  the  personal  services 
of  servants  of  the  state,  will  not  vitiate  the  operation  so  long  as  the  concession  is  under- 
stood to  be  solely  and  immediately  in  favor  of  those  who  gave  these  services 

Abt.  9.  Lawful  rights  acquired  by  the  law  of  the  25th  of  June,  1856,  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered lost  or  extinguished,  except  by  express  renunciation  or  on  proof  of  their  having 
been  executed  simultaneously  with  the  operation  from  which  it  is  derived.  The  renounce- 
ments of  women  who  may  have  no  other  right  in  property,  or  of  the  custodians  or  guardians 
of  children,  in  the  name  of  their  pupils,  will  be  of  no  effect. 

Akt.  10.  To  qualify  the  rights  which  are  derived  from  the  said  laws  and  the  effects  which 
they  must  produce,  the  date  of  their  publication  will,  in  every  instance,  be  considered 
according  to  the  principles  of  legislation. 

Abt.  11.  The  transfer  which  the  clergy  made  of  property  or  estates  in  those  places  which 
were  subjected  to  the  administration  of  Generals  Zuloaga  and  Miramon  may  be  ratified,  if 
there  be  no  loss  to  a  third  party,  by  reason  of  any  rights  previoasly  acquired.  For  the 
same  reason  the  transaction  executed  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  12th  and  13th  of  July, 
1859,  shall  also  be  ratified  in  subjection  to  them  previous  to  their  publication  in  their  re- 
spective places. 

Abt.  12.  In  the  case  of  operations  on  which  the  decrees  have  been  executed,  and  judicial 
acts  duly  published,  the  revision  thereof  shall  be  limited  to  the  reimbursement  of  the  ex- 
chequer with  regard  to  the  enactments  of  this  law,  which  may  have  been  infringed  or  de- 
,  frauded  in  the  said  transaction.     The  reimbursement  of  the  exchequer  must  be  made  by 
the  actual  possessor  of  the  estate  or  funds. 

Art.  13.  Whenever  a  transaction  shall  be  declared  null  and  of  no  effect,  the  sums  ad- 
vanced by  the  person  executing  it  must  be  returned  in  coin,  and  the  value  which  it  may 
have,  in  the  same  manner,  form,  and  terms  in  which  it  was  originally  made.  The  legal 
interest  on  these  sums  shall  also  be  paid  in  cash,  corresponding  to  the  time  which  may 
have  transpired  and  the  actual  value  of  the  improvements  which  may  have  been  made  on 
the  estates.  These  reimbursements  will  not  take  place  in  cases  wh^ro  it  is  known  that  the 
transaction  had  been  fraudulently  executed. 

Art.  14.  For  the  restitution  of  credits  which  do  not  exist  in  the  public  offices  the  council 
will  issue  a  certificate,  which  will  have  the  same  legal  eff^ect  as  the  replaced  credit. 

Art.  15.  The  restitution  of  e;3tates  or  funds  which  may  have  been  the  object  of  invalid 
operations  should  be  made  with  the  proceeds  or  results  which  they  may  have  realized. 

Art.  16.  There  shall  be  established  an  office,  to  be  called  **  The  Administration  of  Nation- 
alized Property."  It  shall  have  control  over  the  administration  of  that  kind  of  property 
which  may  not  legitimately  come  under  the  head  of  private  property  ;  it  shall  copy  the 
evidence  which  may  be  considered  necessary  for  the  revisions ;  it  shall  put  into  practice  the 
administrative  and  economical  operations  contingent  on  each  act  of  revision,  or  whatever 
may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  council.  And  for  the  departments,  wherever  it  may 
appear  necessary,  the  council  will  propose  to  us  the  nomination  of  agents  to  discharge  the 
functions  with  which  they  will  be  charged.  A  counsellor  or  auditor,  appointed  by  us,  on 
the  proposal  of  the  council,  shall  be  inspector  thereof. 

Art.  17.  All  the  fimds  or  capital  of  nationalized  property  that  may  not  have  been  trans- 
ferred or  redeemed,  those  which  are  recovered  by  revision,  and  those  which  proceed  from 
the  transfer  of  estates  which  were  afterwards  made,  shall  be  in  chaige  of  the  office  of 
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nationalized  property,  which  will  see  that  they  are  properly  administered,  and  collect  ihtk 
rent«  while  carrying  out  their  functions. 

Abt.  18.  No  right  which  directly  or  originally  proceeds  from  mortmain  tnyasactioDS  or 
national iz'ition  shall  be  exercined,  or  be  made  of  any  value,  judicial  or  extra-judicial,  while 
it  is  not  shown  in  due  and  proper  form  that  the  operation  whence  it  proceeded  has  been 
properly  and  correctly  reviped. 

Abt.  19.  Although  the  revision  may  not  be  complete,  if  it  be  shown  in  due  form  that 
the  procesft  to  obtain  it  has  been  presented,  the  rights  to  which  the  previous  article  refers 
may  be  exercised  ;  but  those  who  obtain  it  for  them  must  give  security  to  the  saUslaction 
of  the  chief  judge,  {Juez  deprinura  indanda^)  or  keep  the  Inatter  in  judicial  course  antil  the 
revision  is  coiuplete. 

Art.  20.  Nor  shall  any  right  or  privilege,  judicial  or  extra-judicial,  be  exercised  in  rela- 
tion to  nationalized  estates  which  may  not  have  been  included  in  operations  of  mortmain 
or  nationaliz  ition,  or  which  may  have  been  returned  to  ecclesiastical  corporations.  The 
posst'ssors  or  detainers  of  those  estates  must  show  cause  within  two  months  in  the  form 
prescriiied  by  the  enactments  of  this  law. 

Art.  21.  Any  person  contravening  the  three  last-mentioned  articles,  or  their  accomplices, 
shall  incur  a  fine  of  from  $1,000  to  $15,000,  or  six  months  to  five  years'  imprisonment. 
The  penalty  shall  be  applied  openly  and  without  reference  to  the  nullity  of  the  act  or  acts 
which  may  have  been  exercised. 

Art.  21.  The  redemption  of  funds  or  capital  must  be  shown  within  two  months.  If  th* 
manifestntion  be  nut  made,  the  redemption  will  be  considered  null,  and  the  deed  of  recogni- 
tion will  recover  all  its  vigor  and  force. 

Art.  23.  Negotiations  now  pending  in  the  tribunals  in  which  there  is  a  qnestion  of  the 
validity  or  preference  of  rights  acquired  by  the  laws  of  mortmain  or  naturalisation  will 
pass  the  council  and  thus  be  disposed  of. 

Art.  24  Nationalized  property  which  may  not  have  been  transferred  in  consequence  of 
the  laws  already  mentioned,  and  those  which  may  be  reclaimed  by  virtue  of  the  revision, 
shall  be  transferred  in  the  form  and  terms  which  the  law  provides  for  the  sale  of  the  estates 
of  the  exchequer,  with  due  regard  to  the  provisions  prescribed  by  this  law. 

Abt.  25.  The  cost  of  the  transfers  shall  be  placed  at  six  per  cent,  per  aonom,  wkh  the 
hypothecation  of  the  estate  itself  for  a  term  of  eighteen  years,  to  be  collected  annoally 
and  in  equal  parts  llie  diminution  of  the  time  of  recognition  and  -  the  payment  in  cash 
of  the  whole  or  part  of  the  price  shall  not  have  any  alteration. 

Art.  26.  Country  property,  in  order  to  be  transferred,  shall  be  divided  into  parts,  and  the 
proji:ct  uf  division  which  is  formed  in  each  case  shall  be  presented  to  us  for  our  approliatioo. 

Art.  27.  In  every  case  of  the  transfer  of  coimtry  lands  the  preference  shall  be  given  to 
pel  sons  having  no  other  lauded  property  ;  and  in  no  case  shall  more  than  two  properties 
be  transferred  to  a  single  person. 

Art.  28.  The  transfer  of  agricultural  lands  shall  only  be  noade  in  favor  of  persons  who 
have  no  other  landed  property.  , 

Art.  29.  All  clerks,  secretaiies,  notaries  public,  judges  and  others,  shall,  within  two 
months  from  the  publication  of  this  law,  remit  to  the  minister  of  justice  a  circumstantial 
notice  of  all  writings  granted  in  their  protocols  from  the  Istof  June,  1856,  with  reference 
to  nationalized  property,  with  a  statement  of  all  notes  in  reference  thereto.  Those  who  do 
not  exactly  execute  and  punctually  comply  with  this  direction  shall  incur  the  penalty  of 
deprivation  of  office  and  a  fine  of  $500  to  $3,000. 

Art.  30.  At  the  termioation  of  the  time  specified  in  the  last  article  our  minister  of  jus- 
tice shall  name  examiuers  of  the  protocols,  to  make  examination  as  to  the  fulfilment  of 
the  aforementioned  provision. 

This  decree  shall  be  deposited  in  the  archives  of  the  empire,  and  be  published  in  the 
oflScial  gazette.

Mr.  Romero  to  Mr,  Seward. 
[TranslatioD.] 

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States, 

Washington,  April  7,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary:  Pursuant  to  my  intention  to  communicate  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  through  your  respected  channel,  the  principal  docu- 
ments which  may  come  to  my  hands,  and  which  may  serve  to  give  an  idea  of 
the  policy  observed  by  the  forces  and  the  agents  of  the  French  government  in 
Mexico,  I  have  the  honor  to  accompany  with  this  note  some  of  those  pubh'shed 
in  numbers  9  and  10  of  **JEJ/  Correo  de  Mazatlan,**  the  organ  of  the  so-called 
government  of  the  ex- Archduke  Maximilian  in  the  State  of  Sinaloa.  I  will  take 
the  liberty  to  briefly  call  your  attention  to  these  evidences  brought  to  light  by 
the  agents  themselves  of  the  French  intervention  in  my  country. 

The  first  is  a  decree  from  the  French  General  Castagny,  issued  on  the  25th 
of  January  last,  in  which,  referring  to  another  decree  upon  the  same  subject, 
from  the  geueral-in-chief  of  the  French  forces  in  Mexico,  and  to  the  instructions 
of  Maximilian,  a  court-martial  is  established  in  Mazatlan,  from  which  there  is 
no  appeal,  to  pronounce,  at  discretion,  sentences  which  are  to  be  executed  within 
twenty-four  hours  against  every  republican  guerilla,  and  even  against  any  pris- 
oner made  from  the  regular  forces  who  defend  the  independence  of  their  country, 
for  it  is  known  that  the  former,  and  even  in  many  cases  the  latter,  are  called  by 
the  invaders  of  Mexico  "armed  malefactors,"  against  whom  apparently  the 
decree  of  which  I  speak  is  levelled.  This  barbarous  system  of  trying  by 
foreign  courts -martial,  and  without  subjecting  to  any  law  or  rule,  as  they  pass 
sentences  at  discretion,  has  already  earned  to  the  gallows  hundreds  of  victims, 
among  them  many  such  as  Senor  Chavez,  the  constitution^  governor  of  Aguas 
Calientes,  and  General  Ghilardi.  the  companion-in-arms  of  Garibaldi.  These  are 
the  "armed  malefactors"  whom  the  invader  seeks  to  exterminate. 

The  second  point  in  evidence,  which  I  accompany  with  this  note,  is  another 
decree  from  the  same  General  Castagny,  removing  the  political  and  civil  author- 
ities of  Mazatlan,  appointed  by  the  French  agent  whicn  preceded  the  said  gen- 
eral at  Mazatlan,  and  constituting  other  persons  in  their  places,  under  the  threat 
that,  if  any  one  of  them  should  not  accept  the  position  to  which  he  has  been 
designated,  he  will  suffer  a  penalty  of  imprisonment  for  six  months,  agreeably 
to  the  law  issued  upon  the  subject  by  the  intervention. 

The  existence  of  this  so-called  law,  and  the  necessity  of  threatening  its  exe- 
cution in  the  decree  to  which  I  refer,  are  the  best  proofs  which  can  be  imagined 
of  the  want  of  popularity  with  which  the  cause  of  thfe  intervention  contends  in 
Mexico. 

The  third  evidence  comprises  several  communications  which  have  passed  be- 
tween the  so-called  political  prefect  of  Sinaloa  and  the  Licentiate  Don  Ladislao 
Gaona,  from  which  it  appears  that  this  advocate  did  not  immediately  accept  the 
appointment  which  was  conferred  upon  him  of  judge  of  the  first  instance,  and 
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though  he  excused  himself  upon  the  plea  of  infirmitj,  he  was  ordered  to  be  im- 
prisoned, and  compelled  to  accept  the  office. 

The  fourth  and  last  evidence  which  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit,  although  of 
a  later  date,  constitutes  from  its  tenor  a  very  singular  document.  It  is  a  pro- 
ceeding subscribed  by  sundry  persons  of  the  city  of  Aguas  Galientes,  who  were 
compelled  by  the  political  prefect  to  protest  that  they  would  not  be  hostile  to 
the  new  order  of  things.  But  the  fact  is  to  be  noted  that  the  majority  of  the 
signers,  not  satisfied  that  it  should  appear  in  the  instrument  that  they  acted  by 
order  of  the  prefect,  took  care  to  set  forth  before  each  of  their  signatures  tluU 
they  complied  with  that  act  solely  through  the  fear  of  the  pains  with  which 
they  were  threatened.  What  is  most  singular  in  this  document,  which  reveals 
what  has  taken  place  in  drawing  up  all  the  acts  of  adhesion  to  the  empire, 
should  be  brought  to  light  as  a  proof  of  the  spontaneity  with  which  it  is  being 
accepted  in  Mexico.  I  forbear  from  the  reflections  which  these  documents  sug- 
gest, because  they  cannot  be  concealed  from  the  well-known  penetration  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  which  I  have  no  doubt  will  properly  estimate 
them.

Id  the  copy  annexed  to  your  note  No.  31,  of  February  6  of  this  year,  the  ciUseii  Prefi- 
dent  of  the  republic  has  Beeu  the  protest  which  you  communicated  under  the  same  date  to 
the  honorable  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  with  refereoce  to  the  report  that  the 
French  goverament  had  resolved  to  order  its  agent,  Maximilian,  to  sign  a  pretended  oet- 
Bion  of  a  large  part  of  the  territory  of  the  Mexican  republic. 

The  Prcfideot  approves  your  conduct,  although  in  this  matter  the  republic  has  already 
protested  from  the  begiBniug,  by  many  of  its  legitimate  organs,  and  of  all  its  constituted 
authorities,  against  all  the  acts  and  consequences  of  foreign  invasion. 

Neither  the  republic  nor  its  government  can  ever  be  holden  for  the  debts  of  the  FroDch 
agent  Maximilian,  whose  only  title  to  authority  is  that  lent  to  him  by  the  preBence  of 
the  armed  forces  of  France,  and  who  could  not  sustain  himself  in  Mexico  for  a  dngle  day 
without  the  support  of  foreign  bayonets. 

The  Mexican  people,  represented  in  the  national  congress,  has  solemnly  declared  its  in- 
tention not  to  cede  any  part  of  the  territory,  whether  large  or  small,  to  any  nation.  For 
this  reason,  in  the  laws  enacted  by  congress,  which  conferred  the  most  ample  powers  upon 
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&e  gOTemment,  even  that  of  concludiDg  treaties  with  foreign  powers,  the  restriction  was 
inserted  that,  in  any  treaty  so  concluded,  the  integrity  of  the  national  territory  should  he 
respected. 

If  Maximilian,  in  ohedience  to  the  orders  of  Napoleon,  has  signed  or  should  hereafter 
sign  a  pretended  cession  of  a  portion  of  the  territory,  ihU  should  not  be  surprising,  for,  in 
order  to  do  so,  he  must  have  set  aside  every  consideration  for  the  rights  and  will  of  the 
Mexican  people,  all  respect  for  the  national  honor,  and  e  vea  for  the  sentiment  of  personal 
dignity,  from  the  moment  when,  through  of  assumed  authority, 

he  determined  to  play  in  Mexico  the  part  of  the  submissive  agent  of  the  French  government.

Memorandum. 

Whatever  were  the  causes  which  led  to  the  war  between  France  and  Mexico,  when  it 
occurred  it  assumed  the  character  of  a  war  between  two  sovereign  and  independent  nations. 
In  suck  a  war  the  United  States  had  no  right  to  interfere,  for,  in  accordance  with  estab- 
lished principles  of  international  law,  the  federal  government  was  in  duty  bound  to  observe 
a  strict  neutrality.  But  after  the  occupation  of  the  city  of  Mexioo  by  the  French,  their 
real  policy  and  intentions  were  unmasked.  New  tactics  were  at  once  adopted,  which 
changed  the  entire  aspect  of  affairs.  • 

Former  grievances  were  lost  sight  of;  claims  for  indemnities  and  spoliations  ceased  to  be 
tbe  order  of  the  day.  Assisted  by  a  few  leading  and  influential  Mexicans,  France  set  to 
work  to  remodel  the  political  status  of  the  country,  and  succeeded  in  organizing  an  impe- 
rial party,  representing  the  minority,  in  opposition  to  the  republican  party,  representing 
tho  majority.  Hostilities  ensued  between  the  two,  and  cunl  war  was  inaugurated.  In  his 
last  annual  message  to  Congress,  President  Lincoln,  alluding  to  the  situation  of  affiiirs  in 
Mexico,  took  this  view  in  declaring  that  ami  war  was  still  raging  in  that  country. 

This  change  of  policy  on  the  part  of  France  changed  the  position  of  the  United  States  in 
reference  to  the  Mexican  question.  The  war  assumed  a  new  form,  and,  from  one  waged 
between  two  nations,  degenerated  into  a  struggle  for  supremacy  between  two  parties.  If 
the  French  considered  themselves  justified  in  maintaining  by  force  of  arms  one  of  these 
parties,  the  United  States  had  undoubtedly  the  right  to  give  their  support  to  the  other. 
Interuational  law  no  longer  compelled  them  to  observe  a  neutrality. 

What  was  the  result  of  this  state  of  things  t  Simply  that  the  imperial  party,  supported 
by  French  bayonets,  and  countenanced  by  other  European  governments,  who  suffered  the 
&ewly-proclaimed  sovereign  of  Mexico  to  contract  loans  and  enlist  soldiers  in  their  midst, 
obtained  the  ascendancy  over  an  adversary  who  was  fighting,  and  bUU  continues  to  fight, 
alone,  unaided  even  with  the  moral  support  of  the  United  States. 

The  United  States  have  always  prodaimed  themselves  to  be  the  protecton  of  their  sister 
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republics  on  the  Americao  continent  What  hopes  can  the  latter  entertain  of  their  future 
security  when  thej  see  a  great  republic,  of  which  they  iare  the  feeble  imititors,  assisting 
with  mdifference  to  the  spectacle  of  a  handful  of  foreign  soldiers  successfully  progresdng, 
on  her  very  borders,  in  the  work  of  erecting  a  government  framed  and  fai^hioned  on  the 
European  plan  ?  What  will  be  their  reflections  when  they  discover  that  the  United  States 
have  nothing  but  words  to  offer  to  friends  steadfast  in  their  attachment  from  motives  both 
of  interest  and  sympathy  ? 

If,  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  United  States,  a  republic  should  be  reared  aod 
fostered  on  the  frontiers  of  France  or  of  Russia,  would  these  nations  be  indifferent  to  the 
event  and  accept  the  situation  ?  Unquestionably  not.  For  similar  and  more  cogent  res- 
sons  the  United  States  cannot  suffer  the  establishment,  on  the  confines  of  their  territory, 
of  a  monarchy  created  and  maintained  by  foreign  arms. 

The  United  States  have  no  more  co-operated  in  safeguarding  and  perpetaating  republican 
institutions  in  Mexico  than  the  diminutive  States  of  Central  America,  who  have  thongbt  it 
sufficient  to  protest  against  this  interference  and  encroachment  on  the  part  of  European 
powers.  But  what  may  seem  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  the  pride  of  those  states  cannot  be 
regarded  in  that  light  by  so  great  and  formidable  a  nation  as  the  United  States.  The 
question  at  issue  cannot  remain  in  suspense;  the  United  States  must  pursue  one  oonr^  or 
another— either  to  interfere  actively  in  behalf  of  republican  principles,  and  agains^t  the 
French  occupation  in  Mexico,  or  to  recognize  Maximiliiin,  and  concede  forever  to  European 
nations  the  right  of  an  armed  Intervention  in  the  domestic  concerns  of  the  republics  on  the 
American  continent.  Let  the  United  States  make  this  sacrifice,  for  they  will  then  at  lewt 
be  spared,  in  the  eyes  of  the  world,  the  ridicule  and  mortification  of  not  poasessing  the  re- 
quisite energy  to  handle  and  settle  a  question  of  paramount  interest  to  themselves,  and  in 
which  the  right  is  incontestably  on  their  side. 


Mr.  Romero  to  Mr,  Seward.

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

Washington,  June  25,  1865. 

Mr.  SbcrbtaRY  :  Among  tbe  documents  relating  to  Mexican  affairs  which 
I  have  neglected  to  transmit  to  your  department,  and  which  deserves  tbe  par- 
ticular attention  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  is  a  treaty,  signed  at 
Miramar,  the  10th  of  April,  1864,  between  the  £mperor  of  the  French  and  the 
ex-Archduke  of  Austria,  Ferdinand  Maximilian,  who  assumed  on  that  day  the 
usurped  title  of  emperor  of  Mexico. 

In  this  treaty,  of  which  I  enclose  you  a  copy  in  English,  an  alliance  h 
agreed  upon  between  the  said  ex- Archduke  of  Austria  and  the  Emperor  of  the 
French. 

I  also  enclose  you  a  French  copy,  with  Endish  translation,  of  the  address 
of  Mr.  Montholon,  French  minister  near  the  said  ex-archduke,  when  he  was  re- 
*ceived  by  the  latter  on  the  15th  of  June,  1864,  and  the  usurper's  reply. 

I  embrace  this  occasion  of  renewing  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  assurance  of 
my  most  distinguished  consideration.

TREATY. 

The  government  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French  and  that  of  the  Emperor  of  Mexico,  ani- 
mated with  an  eqnal  desire  to  aecure  the  re-establishment  of  order  in  Mexico  and  to  ocnmA- 
idate  the  new  empire,  have  resolved  to  regulate  by  a  convention  the  oonditlons  of  the  staj 
of  the  French  troops  in  that  conn  try,  and  ha?e  named  their  plenipotentiaries  %o  that  effect,  vie 

The  Emperor  of  the  French— M.  Charles  Herbet,  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  firrt 
class,  councillor  of  state,  director  of  the  ministry  of  foreign  affairs,  grand  officer  of  the  Le- 
gion of  Honor,  &c. ;  and  the  Emperor  of  Mexico— M.  Joaquin  Velavqueis  de  Leon,  hu  min- 
isCer  of  state  without  portfolio,  grand  officer  of  the  distittguished  <ffder  of  Our  I^  of 
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Guadalape,  &c.  ;  who,  after  bayins;,oommtiDicated  to  each  other  their  full  powers,  agreed 
on  the  following  provisions  : 

Abtiolb  1.  Tlie  French  troops  at  present  in  Mexico  shall  be  reduced  as  soon  as  possible 
to  a  corpd  of  20,000  men,  including  the  foreign  legion,  lliis  corps,  in  order  to  safeguard 
the  interests  which  led  to  the  iotervention,  shall  remain  temporarily  in  Mexico,  on  the 
conditioDs  laid  down  by  the  following  articles: 

Abticlb  2.  The  French  troops  shall  evacuate  Mexico  in  proportion  as  the  Emperor  of 
Mexico  shall  be  able  to  organize  the  troops  necessary  to  replace  them. 

Abticlb  3.  The  foreign  legion  in  the  service  of  France,  composed  of  8,000  men,  shall, 
nevertheless,  remain  in  Mexico  six  years  after  all  the  other  French  troops  shall  have  been 
recalled,  in  conformity  with  article  2.  From  that  moment  the  said  legion  shall  pass  into 
the  service  and  pay  of  the  Mexican  government,  which  reserves  to  itself  the  right  of  abridg- 
ing the  duration  of  the  employment  of  the  foreign  legion  in  Mexico. 

Abticlb  4.  The  points  of  the  territory  to  be  occupied  by  the  French  troops,  as  well  as 
the  military  expeditions  of  the  said  troops,  if  there  be  any,  shall  be  determined  in  common 
accord,  directly  between  the  Emperor  of  Mexico  and  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  French 
corps. 

Abticlb  5.  On  all  the  points  where  the  garrison  shall  not  be  exclusively  composed  of 
Mexican  troops,  the  military  command  shall  devolve  on  the  French  commander.  In  case 
of  expeditions  combined  of  French  and  Mexican  troops,  the  superior  direction  of  those 
troops  shall  also  belong  to  the  French  commander. 

Article  6.  The  French  commanders  shall  not  interfere  with  any  branch  of  the  Mexican 
administration. 

Abticlb  7.  So  long  as  the  requirements  of  the  French  corps  d'arm^  shall  necessitate  a 
two-monthly  service  of  transports  between  France  and  Vera  Cruz,  the  expense  of  the  said 
service,  fixed  at  the  sum  of  400,000  fnmcs  per  voyage,  (going  and  returning,)  shall  be  paid 
by  Mexico. 

Abticlb  8.  The  naval  stations  which  France  maintains  in  the  West  Indies  and  in  the 
Pacific  ocean  shall  often  send  vessels  to  show  the  French  flag  in  the  ports  of  Mexico. 

Abticle  9.  The  expenses  of  the  French  expedition  to  Mexico,  to  be  paid  by  the  Mexican 
government,  are  fixed  at  the  sum  of  270,000,000  francs  for  the  whole  duration  of  the  ex- 
peiiition  down  to  1st  of  July,  1864.  That  sum  shall  be.ir  interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent, 
per  annum.  From  the  Ist  of  July  all  the  expense  of  the  Mexican  army  shall  be  at  the 
charge  of  Mexico. 

Artiolb  10.  The  indemnity  to  be  paid  to  France  by  the  Mexican  government  for  the 
pay  and  maintenance  of  the  troops  of  the  corps  d'arm^  after  the  1st  of  July,  1864,  remains 
fixed  at  the  sum  of  1,000  francs  a  year  for  each  man. 

Abticle  11.  The  Mexican  government  shall  hand  over  to  the  French  government  the 
sum  of  66,000.000  francs  in  bonds  of  the  loan  at  the  rate  of  issue,  viz :  54,000,000  francs, 
to  be  deducted  from  the  debt  mentioned  in  article  9,  and  12,000,000  francs  as  an  instal- 
ment of  the  indemnities  due  to  Frenchmen  in  virtue  of  article  14  of  the  present  convention. 

Abticlb  12.  For  the  payment  of  the  surplus  of  the  war  expenses,  and  for  acquitting  the 
charges  in  articles  7,  10,  and  14,  the  Mexican  government  engages  to  pay  annually  to 
France  the  sum  of  25,000,000  francs  in  specie.  That  sum  shall  be  imputed  :  1st,  to  the 
sums  due  in  virtue  of  articles  7  and  10  ;  21,  to  the  amount,  interest  and  principal,  of  the 
sum  fixed  in  article  9  ;  3d,  to  the  indemnities  which  shall  remain  duo  to  French  subjects 
in  virtue  of  article  14  and  following. 

Articlk  13.  The  Mexican  government  shall  pay,  on  the  last  day  of  every  month,  into 
the  hands  of  the  paymaster  geperal  of  the  army,  what  shall  be  due  for  covering  the  ex- 
penses of  the  French  troops  remaining  in  Mexico,  in  conformity  with  article  10. 

Article  14.  The  Mexican  government  engages  to  indemnify  French  subjects  for  the 
wrongs  they  have  nnduly  suffered,  and  which  were  the  oiiginal  cause  of  the  expedition. 

Abticlb  15.  A  mixed  commission,  composed  of  three  Frenchmen  and  three  Mexicans,  ap- 
pointed by  their  respective  governments,  shall  meet  at  Mexico  within  three  months,  to  ex- 
amine and  determine  these  claims. 

Abticlb  16.  A  commission  of  revision,  composed  of  two  Frenchmen  and  two  Mexicans, 
appointed  by  the  same  manner,  sitting  at  Paris,  shall  proceed  to  the  definitive  liquidation  of 
the  claims  already  admitted  by  the  commission  designated  in  the  preceding  article,  and  shall 
decide  on  those  which  may  have  been  reserved  for  its  decision. 

Abticlb  17.  The  French  government  shall  set  at  liberty  all  the  Mexican  prisoners  of  war 
as  soon  as  the  emperor  of  Mexico  shall  have  entered  his  states. 

Abticlb  1|.  The  present  convention  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  exchanged  as 
early  as  possible.

Sirs  :  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  your  Majesty  the  letters  which  accredit  me  to  yonr 
Majesty  in  the  quality  of  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  his  M^jeity 
the  Emperor  Napoleon,  my  august  sovereign. 

It  is  with  the  most  lively  sentiments  of  gratitude  towards  Providence  that,  the  firet 
among  the  representatives  of  foreign  powers,  I  approach  the  throne  of  your  Imperial 
Majesty— that  throne- which  has  heen  raised  amid  the  acclamations  of  an  entire  people,  tke 
assurance  of  a  new  future  of  power  and  of  prosperity . 

The  work  of  restoration  to  which  your  Majesty  has  devoted  yourself  is  one  of  thoee  whidi 
could  ouly  have  been  undertaken  by  agieat  fouI,  animated  by  a  spirit  of  abn^^tion  and 
the  desire  to  do  good,  and  attracted  even  by  the  very  difficulties  that  it  presents.  France, 
penetrated  by  the  grandeur  of  the  task  and  the  immense  advantages  it  will  yield  to  the 
whole  world,  will  follow  with  the  most  ardent  solicitude  the  noble  efforts  of  your  Majesty, 
and  will  be  always  prepared  to  second  them. 

Already,  sire,  the  Mexican  nation  experiences  all  the  value  of  the  generous  thought 
which  has  guided  your  Majesties  to  these  shores,  and  each  day  will  be  more  and  more  ^h 
predated  all  the  extent  of  the  benefits  you  have  conferred  upon  them  in  responding  to 
their  appeal. 

The  noble  companion  whom  God  has  placed  at  your  side^  sire,  in  view  of  the  destinies 
reserved  to  you,  will  contribute,  by  her  grace,  by  her  virtues,  by  the  high  qualities  of  h*r 
mind  and  heart,  to  render  unalterable  the  attachment  of  the  Mexican  people  for  your 
august  persous. 

Happy  in  having  been  selected  by  my  sovereign  to  be  his  interpreter  near  your  Imperial 
Majesty,  my  mi^sion  will  be  fultilled  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  Emperor  and  to  the 
promptings  of  my  own  heart,  if  I  shall  be  able  to  merit  the  confidence  of  yx>ur  Majesty, 
and  to  contribute  to  render  more  and  more  intimate  the  fraternal  relations  of  friendship 
which  should  exist  between  France  and  Mexico. 

Established,  both  the  one  and  the  other,  upon  the  basis  of  national  suffrage,  united  for 
the  future  by  the  community  of  ideas,  as  well  as  by  the  reciprocal  interest  of  commerdal 
and  industrial  relations,  the  two  empires  will  be  drawn  together  by  natural  ties  in  the  con- 
stant accord  of  a  frank  and  loyal  policy. 

Be  pleased,  sire,  to  permit  me  to  lay  at  the  foot  of  the  throne  of  your  Majesties  the  sin- 
cere desires  of  the  representative  of  France  for  the  prosperty  of  your  reign  and  the  future 
grandeur  of  the  Mexican  nation.

Mazimilian*s  answer, 

MovsiEUR  L«  Marqitis  :  It  is  with  sincere  satisfaction  that  I  receive  from  your  hands  the 
letters  of  credence  by  which  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French  has  acoredited  ytm 
near  my  person. 

I  am  happy  to  see  in  you  the  representative  of  a  sovereign  who  has  done  so  much  for 
the  future  of  Mexico,  and  towards  whom,  as  you  have  remarked,  this  country  manifati 
sentiments  of  the  mosteinceie  gratitude. 

I  do  not  hesitate  to  believe  that  the  bonds  of  friendship  and  the  fraternal  relations  whicfa 
unite  France  to  Mexieo  will  find  in  you  a  faithful  interpreter  ;  and,  on  my  part,  I  will  see 
with  pleasure  these  ties  drawn  closer  and  closer  between  the  two  empires  and  the  two 
peoples.

The  regency  of  the  empire  has  pleased  to  order  the  solemn  publication  of  the  act  for- 
warded from  Miramar  by  the  Mexican  commission  charged  to  offer  the  votes  of  the  Mexkaoi 
and  the  crown  of  the  empire  to  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Highness  the  Archduke  Feidinand 
Maximilian  of  Austria,  which  says  yerbatlm  as  follows: 
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At  the  pAlace  of  Miramar,  near  Trieste,  on  the  tenth  day  of  the  month  of  April,  1864, 
beinij^  present  in  the  reception  room,  his  Imperial  and  Royal  Highness  the  Archduke  Max- 
imilian of  Austra  and  his  angast  spouse,  Jier  Imperial  and  Royal  Highness  the  Archduchess 
Carlota,  accompanied  by  the  Princess  of  Metternich,  Countess  Zichy,  Lady  of  Honor  to  her 
Majesty  the  Empress  ot  Austria,  with  the  functions  of  Chief  Lady  of  the  Bedchamber  of  the 
Archduchess  ;  the  Countess  Paula  Eollatues,  Caooness  of  the  Chapter  of  Noble  Ladies  of 
t>avoy  ;  the  Marchioness  of  Maria  de  Villa,  Countess  Zichy  ;  his  excellency  M  Herbet,  min- 
ister pleni(  oteotiary  of  the  first  class  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French  on  mission 
from  the  Department  for  Foreign  Affiiirs ;  his  excellency  Count  O'Sullivan  deGrasse,  envoy 
extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  his  Majesty  the  King  oT  the  Belgians  near  the 
court  of  Vienna ;  M.  Hypolite  Morier,  captain  in  the  line  of  the  French  navy,  and  in  command 
of  the  frigate  Themis ;  and  his  excellency  the  Count  Hadik  de  Tutak,  actual  privy  coun- 
cillor.

his  loiperial  and  Royal  Highness  and  his  successors  to  occupy  the  throne,  to  wit :  th^ 
most  excellent  D.  Jos^  Maria  Gutierrez  de  Entrada,  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the  royal  and 
distinguished  Spanish  order  of  Charles  III,  formerly  minister  for  foreign  affairs,  and  min- 
ister plenipotentiary  of  Mexico  to  various  sovereigns  of  Europe ;  the  most  excellent  Don 
Joaquin  Velasques  de  Leon,  Commander  of  the  imperial  order  of  Guadalupe,  former  minis- 
ter of  finance  in  Mexico,  and  formerly  minister  plenipotentiary  to  the  IJnited   States; 
Don  Ignado  Aguilar,  Commander  of  the  order  of  Guadalupe,  formerly  minister  of  govern- 
ment and  judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  nation,  and  Don  Adrian  Woll,  general  of  divi- 
sion, Commander  of  the  orders  of  Guadalupe  and  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  M.  de  Jos^ 
Hidalgo,  Commander  with  the  decoration  of  the  American  order  of  Isabel  the  Catholic, 
of  the  Pontificate  of  Fio  IX,  and  of  that  of  Jerusalem,  Grand  Officer  of  that  of  Guadalupe, 
and  Knight  of  that  of  San  Silvestre ;  D.  Antonio  Escandon,  Commander  in  the  order  of 
Isabel  the  Catholic,  Knight  of  the  order  of  St.  Gregory,  and  of  Jos^  Maria  de  Landa,  Knight 
of  the  order  of  St.  Gregory ;  and  there  were  also  introduced  the  Mexican  gentlemen  D. 
Francisco  de  Paula,  Arrangoiz  and  Berzabel,  Commander  with  the  decoration  of  the  royal 
American  order  of  Isabella  the  Catholic,  and  of  the  Pontificate  of  St.  Gregory,  and  Knight 
of  that  of  Guadalupe  of  Mexico,  formerly  minister  of  the  treasury ;  D.  Tomas  Murphy, 
Commander  of  the  imperial  and  royal  order  of  Francis  Joseph  of  Austria,  and  formerly  . 
minister  of  Mexico  to  England;  Colonel  Don  Francisco  Facio,  formerly  charge  d'affaires  at 
London,  and  consul-general  at  the  Hanseatic  Cities ;  D.  Andrea  Negrete,  formerly  charge 
d'affiures  at  Belgium,  and  now  charg6  d'affaires  and  consul  general  at  the  Hanseatic  Cities ; 
D.  Isidore  Diaz,  formerly  minister  of  justice  and  of  government ;    D.  Pedro  Escandon, 
Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  formerly  secretary  of  legation ;  Colonel  D.  Josg  Annero 
Hais,  Commander  of  the  order  of  Isabella  the  Catholic,  and  Knight  of  that  of  Guadalupe, 
now  consul  at  Marseilles ;  Doctor  of  Presbytery  D.  Ignacio  Montes  de  Oca ;  Doctor  D.  Pablo 
Martinez  del  Rio,  Knight  of  the  order  of  Guadalupe ;  D.  Fernando  Gutierrez  de  Estrada, 
Knight  of  the  order  of  St.  Gregory  ;  D.  Ignacio  Amor  ;  D.  Pedro  Ontiveros,  commanding 
battalion  ;    D.  Joaquin  Manuel  Rodriguez,  commanding  battalion.      His  excellency  the 
president  addressed  to  his  Highness  the  Archduke  the  following  allocution  : 

**Sir,  the  Mexican  deputation  has  the  happiness  again  to  find  itself  in  your  august  pres- 
ence, and  experiences  unutterable  gladness  on  refiecting  on  the  motives  which  conduct  it 
hither.  In  effect,  sir,  the  good  fortune  falls  on  us  to  inform  you,  in  the  name  of  the  re- 
gency of  the  empire,  that  the  vote  of  the  notables— by.  which  you  have  been  designated  for 
the  crown  of  Mexico — ratified  this  day  by  the  enthusiastic  adhesion  Of  an  immense  majority 
of  the  country,  of  the  municipal  authorities,  of  the  corporate  bodies,  consecrating  that 
luianimous  proclamation,  has  come  to  be,  as  well  by  its  moral  importance  as  by  its  numer- 
ical value,  a  truly  national  vote. 

*'  By  this  glorious  title,  and  sustained  by  the  promises  of  the  third  of  October,  one  thon- 
8&od  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three,  which  have  caused  such  well-founded  hopes  to  spring 
^p  in  the  country,  we  now  present  ourselves  to  solicit  from  your  Imperial  Highness  the 
full  and  definitive  acceptance  of  the  Mexican  throne,  which  will  become  a  bond  of  union 
and  a  source  of  prosperity  to  that  people,  subjected  for  so  many  years  to  very  rude  and 
terrible  trials.  So  great  have  they  been,  that  it  would  infallibly  have  succumbed  beneath 
the  burden  of  its  calamities,  without  the  aid  of  any  one  of  the  great  empires  of  Europe, 
without  the  eminent  qualities  and  admirable  self- negation  of  your  Imperial  Highness,  and 
lastly  without  the  freedom  of  action  which  you  are  indebted  for  to  the  noble  sentiments  of 
your  august  brother,  worthy  head  by  a  thousand  titles  of  the  illustrious  house  of  Austria. 
Honor  and  gratitude  to  these  two  princes.  Honor  and  gn^titude  also  to  the  glorious  nation 
vhich,  at  the  call  of  its  sovereign,  has  not  hesitated  to  pour  out  its  blood  for  our  political 
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redemption,  thus  creating  between  the  one  continent  and  the  other  a  new  fhtteraitj  in 
history,  when  until  now  this  history  has  only  shown  to  ns  in  Europeans  nothin^i^  bat  oob- 
querors.  Honor  and  gratitude  to  that  emperor,  great  and  generons,  who,  making  a  Fr«rodi 
intoreet  of  all  the  interests  of  the  world,  has  in  a  few  years,  in  despite  of  passing  cibstacles, 
had  the  glory  and  the  fortune  to  raise  the  flag  of  France,  always  feared,  but  alwa3rs  sympa- 
thetic, on  the  confines  of  the  distant  empire  of  China,  and  on  the  remote  frontiers  of  the 
£ar-off  empire  of  Mexico.  Honor  and  gratitude  to  such  people  and  to  such  piioces,  is  the 
cry  of  every  true  Mexican.  By  conqueiing  the  loye  of  the  people,  you,  sir,  hare  learned 
the  difficult  art  of  governing  them.  Therefore  it  is  that,  after  so  many  struggles,  oar 
country,  which  experiences  an  imperious  necessity  for  union,  "i^jll  one  day  owe  to  yoo  the 
inappreciable  blessing  of  having  conciliated  the  hearts  of  the  Mexicans,  whom  public  ca- 
lamities and  the  blind  waywardness  of  passion  had  divided  and  separated,  but  which  only 
awaited  your  beneficent  influence,  and  the  exercise  of  your  paternal  authority,  to  show 
themselves  animated  by  the  Fame  identical  sentiments. 

**  A  princess,  who  by  her  graciousneBS  alone,  no  less  than  by  her  virtues  and  her  high 
intelligence,  is  already  queen,  will  without  doubt  understand,  from  the  elevation  of  the 
throne,  to  draw  together  all  minds  into  perfect  union  for  the  general  improvement  of  the 
country.  To  see  these  benefits  realized,  Mexico  with  filial  confidence  places  in  your  hands 
the  sovereign  and  constituent  power  which  must  rule  its  future  destinies,  and  asure  its 
glorious  hereafter,  promising  to  you  in  this  solemn  moment  of  alliance  a  love  with  limit 
arid  happiness  unchangeable. 

**  It  is  promised  to  you,  sir,  because,  catholic  and  monarchic,  through  an  unintermpted 
tradition  of  ages,  it  finds  in  your  Imperial  Highness  an  ofifshoot  worthy  of  the  Emperor 
Charles  the  Fifth  and  the  Empresss  Maria  Theresa,  the  symbol  and  the  personificatioB  of 
those  two  great  principles,  hnses  of  its  primitive  existence,  and  under  whose  protectioQ, 
with  institutions  and  appliances  that  the  current  of  time  has  made  necessary  in  the  g^ovem- 
ment  of  society,  may  some  day  be  placed  in  the  high  position  yon  are  called  to  occupy 
among  the  nations — in  hoe  tigno  vineet. 

♦'These  two  great  principles,  Catholicism  and  monarchy,  introduced  into  Mexico  by  the 
noble  and  knightly  people  who  discovered  it,  erarlicating  the  errors  and  dissipating  the 
gloom  of  idolatry,  to  thege  principles,  which  trained  us  for  civilimtion,  we  shall  owe  this 
time  also  our  safety ;  revived  as  they  have  been  by  our  independence,  and,  as  they  are 
now,  by  the  smiling  hopes  bound  up  with  the  nascent  empire.  On  this  day,  which  would 
not  be  a  day  of  happiness  if  it  were  not  also  a  day  of  justice,  our  thoughts  involuntarily  torn 
to  the  historic  times,  and  to  the  series  of  glorious  monarchs,  among  whom  excel  in  eplendor 
the  illustiious  ancestors  of  your  Imperial  Highness.  Nations  as  well  as  individuala  ehoukl, 
!a  their  hours  of  joy,  salute  with  affectionate  thankfulness  the  ancestors  who  no  longer 
exist ;  and  it  u  for  us,  sir,  a  glory  we  are  ambitious  of,  to  cause  this  just  gratitude  to  shioe 
forth  at  the  very  moment  when  our  unhoped-for  good  fortune  equally  attracts  to  us  the 
astonished  regards  of  the  world.  In  opening  to  you,  sir,  our  wishes  and  our  hopee,  we  do 
not  say,  we  cannot  say,  that  the  undertaking  is  easy ;  the  founding  an  empire  never 
was  so — ^never  will  be. 

**The  only  thing  we  will  assure  you  of  is  that  the  difficulties  of  to-day  will  to-morrow 
he  your  glory  ;  and  we  will  even  add,  that,  in  the  work  undertaken,  the  hand  of  God  is 
manifestly  revealed.  When,  with  the  progress  of  time,  our  hopes  are  satisfied  and  o«r 
predictions  are  verified,  when  Mexico  appe^ars  prosperous  and  regenerate,  then,  reflecting 
that  Europe  sent  to  save  us  its  brave  battalions  to  the  peaks  of  Anahuac  and  the  shores  of 
the  Pacific,  at  a  time  when  Europe  itself  was  filled  with  apprehensions  and  danger,  neither 
Mexico  nor  Europe,  nor  the  world,  nor  that  other  world  which  will  survive  us,  and  whidi 
is  called  history,  will  doubt  that  our  safety,  procured  contrary  to  all  human  probability, 
was  not  the  work  of  Providence,  and  your  Imperial  Highness  the  instrument  selected  by  it 
for  its  consummation.  But  not  through  thought  of  the  hazarded  fortunes  of  our  country 
would  it  be  possible  for  us  to  forget,  sir,  that  in  this  hour  of  our  rejoicing,  the  saddett 
gloom  prevails  in  other  places.  We  well  understand,  and  our  sympathies  respond  to  the 
sense,  that  the  Austrian  laud,  and  chiefly  Trieste,  your  favored  refoidence,  will  be  inconsol- 
able in  your  absence,  but  will  be  consoled  by  the  recollection  of  your  beneficence,  and  tbe 
splendid  reflex  of  your  glory. 

**  After  having  had  the  inappreciable  fortune  to  hear  from  the  lips  of  your  Imperitl 
Highness  the  words  of  hope  that  your  definitive  acceptance  will  become  a  reality,  deign, 
sir,  to  grant  us  this  distillgui^hod  and  ineffable  good  fortune  to  be  tbe  first  Mexicans  who 
reverently  greet  you  in  the  name  of  the  country  as  the  sovereign  of  Mexico,  the  arbiter  of 
its  destinies,  and  the  trustee  of  its  future ;  the  whole  Mexican  nation,  which  waits  with 
unspeakable  impatieuce  to  possess  you,  will  receive  you  on  its  privileged  soil  with  a  unan- 
imous  shout  of  welcome  and  of  love.  13ut  for  a  soul  like  yours,  sir,  this  brilliant  spectacle, 
which  would  be  a  recompense  to  others,  will  only  serve  to  inspire  you  with  new  spirit,  and 
strengthen  your  confidence. 
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**  The  reward  will  come  at  a  later  day,  and  will  be  providential,  like  the  nndertaking 
Lchieved.  There  will  be  no  reward  more  enviable  than  that  yoar  Highness  will  receive  by 
toming  boldly  and  respected  to  Mexico  at  no  distant  day ;  and  in  trath  you  could  not  ex- 
>€rience  a  purer  joy  than  to  have  founded  on  the  volcanic  soil  of  the  Montezutnas  a  power- 
ul  empire  that  will  in  a  short  time  combine  for  its  splendor  and  your  glory  the  fruitful 
ofluence  of  Ihat  native  genius  with  which  Heaven  has  gifted  our  American  land,  with  all 
»f  the  perfection  which  the  justly  valued  European  organization  can  offer. 

**The  last  conviction,  sir,  that  with  us  crowns  such  happy  presages,  is  that  Mexico,  that 
tendd  its  acclamations  to  you  from  beyond  the  seas,  and  the  whole  world  that  gazes  on 
rou,  will  not  long  wait  to  jearn  that  your  Imperial  Highness  has  not  in  vain  had  before 
rour  eyes,  from  your  infancy,  on  the  triumphal  arch  placed  in  front  of  the  palace  of  your 
tDoestord,  that  inscription,  well  worthy  of  them,  and  which  tikes  by  surprise  the  admiration 
>f  the  traveller  :  *  Justitia  regnorum  fundamentum' — Justice  the  foundation  of  empire." 

His  HighnesB  deigned  to  reply  in  these  terms : 

**  GBNTLDrtN  :  A  deliberate  examination  of  the  acts  Of  adhesion  which  yon  have  come  to 
>re6ent  to  me  gives  me  confidence  that  the  voice  of  the  notables  of  Mexico,  which  brought 
rou  a  short  time  since  to  Mlramar,  has  been  ratified  by  an  immense  majority  of  your 
roantrymen,  and  that  I  can  consider  myself  from  this  time  by  good  right  as  the  chosen 
>ne  of  the  Mexican  people.  Thus  is  accomplished  the  first  condition  set  forth  in  my  reply 
>f  Sd  of  October  last.  I  also  indicated  another  to  you  at  that  time,  to  wit,  that  relating 
:o  securing  the  guarantees  necessary,  that  the  nascent  empire  should  be  able  calmly  to 
levote  itself  to  the  noble  task  of  establishing  on  a  solid  basis  its  independence  and  well- 
[>eing.  We  count  to-day  on  those  securities — thanks  to  the  magnanimity  of  the  Emperor 
yf  the  French,  who,  in  the  course  of  the  negotiations  which  have  had  place  on  this  subject, 
tias  8hown  himself  to  be  constantly  animated  by  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  good* will,  the  record 
^f  which  I  shall  always  treasure  in  my  memory. 

**  On  the  other  hand,  the  august  head  of  my  family  has  consented  to  my  taking  posses- 
sion of  the  throne  which  has  been  offered  to  me. 

**  Now,  then,  I  can  fulfil  the  d^nditional  promise  which  I  made  you  six  months  since,  to 
declare  here,  as  I  do  solemnly  declare,  that  with  the  aid  of  the  Almighty  I  accept  at  the 
hands  of  the  Mexican  nation  the  crown  which  it  offers  to  me.  Mexico,  acoordloi?  to  the . 
traditions  of  that  new  continent,  full  of  strength  and  of  a  hereafter,  has  exercised  the  right 
it  has,  thus  to  give  to  itself  a  government  in  conformity  with  its  wishes  and  its  wants,  and 
has  staked  its  hopes  on  an  offtfhoot  of  that  House  of  Hapsburg  which,  three  centuries  ago, 
eatablished  on  its  soil  a  Christian  kingdom.  I  appreciate  at  its  full  yalue  such  a  demonstra- 
tion of  confidence,  and  shall  take  care  to  respond  to  it.  I  aooept  the  constitutional  power 
with  which  the  nation,  whose  organ  you  are,  has  seen  fit  to  invest  me  ;  but  I  will  only  hold 
it  for  the  time  requisite  to  create  regular  order  in  Mexico,  and  to  establish  wisely  liberal 
institutions  ;  so  that,  as  I  announced  to  you  in  my  address  on  the  3d  October,  I  shall  hasten 
to  establish  monarchy  upon  the  authority  of  constitutional  laws  as  soon  as  the  pacification 
of  the  country  may  be  completely  eff«?cted. 

"  llie  Btren;:;th  of  a  power  is,  in  my  opinion,  much  better  assured  by  the  permanence  than 
by  the  uncertainty  of  its  limits ;  and  I  aspire  to  place  in  the  exercltie  of  my  government 
those  who,  without  detriment  to  its  prestige,  may  guarantee  its  stability.  We  will  prove, 
as  I  hope,  that  liberty  well  understood  is  perfectly  reconcilable  with  the  empire  of  order. 
I  siball  comprehend  how  to  respect  the  first,  and  to  cause  the  second  to  be  respected.  I 
shall  exhibit  no  less  vigor  in  ever  maintaining  the  flag  of  independence,  that  6]rmbol  of 
future  greatness  and  prosperity. 

**  Great  is  the  undertaking  confided  to  me;  but  I  have  no  doubt  of  carrying  it  throuirh, 
trusting  in  divine  aid  and  the  co-operation  of  all  good  Mexicans.  I  will  conclude,  gentle- 
men, by  assuring  you  anew  that  my  government  will  never  forget  the  gratitude  it  owes  to 
the  illustrious  and  friendly  monarch  whose  aid  has  made  the  regeneration  of  our  beautiful 
country  possible. 

**  In  fine,  gentlemen,  I  announce  to  yon  that,  before  setting  off  for  my  new  home,  I  shall 
only  remain  long  enough  to  go  to  the  Holy  City  to  receive  from  the  veoerable  Pontiff  the 
benediction  so  precio.us  to  every  sovereign,  but  doubly  important  to  me,  who  have  been 
called  to  found  a  new  empire.*' 

The  president  replied,  saying : 

**  Possessed  by  feelings  that  cannot  be  exceeded,  and  penetrated  with  delight  inedible, 
we  receive,  sir,  the  solemn  Tn  which  your  Majesty  has  just  uttered.  This  full  and  absolute 
acceptance,  so  ardently  desired,  and  looked  for  with  panting  expectations,  is  the  happy 
prelude,  and  must  be,  with  God's  help,  the  sure  pledge  of  the  salvation  of  Mexico,  of  its 
new  birth,  and  of  its  future  greatness.  On  the  same  day  our  sons  will  raise  to  Heaven 
offers  of  thanksgiving  for  this  truly  prodigious  redemption.  There  remains  to  us  one  duty, 
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sir,  to  fnlfil^the  duty  of  laying  at  your  feet  the  love  of  the  Mexicans,  their  gratitode,  aad 
the  homage  of  their  fidelity." 

These  last  words  spoken,  the  mitred  abbot  of  Miramar  and  Lacroma,  Monsiear  Creorge 
R.C.C.,  with  mitre  and  crook,  assisted  by  Friar  Tomas  Gomez,  of  the  order  of  FraociBcans, 
and  Doctor  D.  Ignacio  Montes  de  Oca,  presented  themselves  to  witness  the  oath  which  the 
emperor  spontaoeoosly  took  in  these  words : 

**  I,  Maximilian,  emperor  of  Mexico,  swear  to  God  on  the  Holy  Evangels  to  promote  by 
all  means  in  my  power  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  nation,  to  defend  its  independence, 
and  maintain  the  integrity  of  its  territory." 

Their  majesties  were  three  times  saluted  with  cheers :  **  Long  live  the  emperor  I  long  live 
the  empress !"  given  by  his  excellency  Sefior  Gutierrez  de  Estrada,  and  repeated  with  t;n- 
thusiasm  by  the  assemblage.  They  then  retired  to  await  the  hour  set  for  the  Te  Denm, 
which  was  solemnly  chaunted  in  the  chapel  in  presence  of  their  majesties,  the  deputation 
and  suite,  at  which  act  the  emperor  also  wore  the  insignia  of  Grand  Master  of  the  Mexican 
order  of  Guadalupe.  Meantime,  at  the  moment  the  emperor  took  the  oath,  the  im- 
perial Mexican  standard  was  hoisted  on  the  tower  of  the  castle,  and  the  frigate  Bellona,  of 
the  imperial  and  royal  Austrian  navy,  gave  a  salute  of  twenty-one  guns,  which  was  re- 
peated by  the  castle  at  Trieste,  and  by  the  French  frigate  Themis. 

Thus  closed  the  solemn  act  by  which  the  Archduke  of  Austria,  proclaimed  emperor  of 
Mexico  by  the  free  and  spontaneous  choice  of  that  people,  became  invested  with  the  sov- 
ereignty which  he  will  transmit  to  his  illustrious  descendants,  or  to  princes  called  to  role 
by  the  law  of  succe^ion  which  his  majesty  may  deign  to  sanction. 

To  perpetuate  the  memory  of  this  great  event,  this  act  is  extended,  by  order  of  his  excel- 
lency the  president  of  the  deputation,  in  duplicate,  and  signed  by  him  and  other  members 
of  the  same  deputation  before  mentioned,  and  authenticated  by  me  as  secretary,  and  will 
be  transmitted  to  the  department  of  foreign  affaXn  and  to  the  archives  of  the  imperial 
house.

Mexican  Lbqation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

Washington,  2ist  of  July,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you,  for  the  infonnation  ot 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  a  translation  into  English  of  the  discostdon 
which  took  place  in  the  legislative  hody  of  France  on  the  8th  of  June  last,  in 
relation  to  the  affairs  of  Mexico,  and  of  extracts  of  the  disposal  of  that  discu?- 
sion,  which  terminated  on  the  9th  thereof.  The  said  translation  has  been  &ith* 
fully  made  from  the  official  record  of  the  proceedings  of  that  assembly,  pub- 
lished in  the  numbers  160  and  161  of  the  Moniteur  Universel,  of  Paris,  corre- 
spQudin^  to  the  9th  and  10th  days  of  June  aforementioned,  pages  766,  767, 
768,  and  776. 

The  Mexicans  who  defend  the  independence  of  their  country  against  the  colo?- 
sal  power  of  France,  and  who  at  the  end  of  four  years  of  an  unequal  conte«c 
maintain  with  the  same  undaunted  courage  and  decision  that  holy  cause,  when 
neither  misfortunes  nor  disasters  nor  treason  can  avail  to  intimidate  them  or  lo 
cause  them  to  deviate  by  a  single  step  from  the  path  which  they  believe  ii  to  be 
their  duty  to  follow,  and  through  which  they  have  already  made  themselves 
worthy  of  the  respect  of  the  world,  now  find  themselves  assailed  by  their  oje- 
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miee  with  the  most  opprobrioiis  epithpts,  Jbnt  which  reflect  dishonor  tipon  those 
who  80  unjustly  seek  to  tarnish  the  character  of  those  whom  they  cannot  con- 
quer in  a  good  fight  These  Mexicans  have  now  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  their 
conduct  defended  and  vindicated  by  the  independent  orators  themselves  of  the 
French  assembly,  and  in  the  presence  itself  of  the  despot  who  does  bis  utmost  to 
bring  discredit  upon  such  noble  patriots.  Furthermore,  this  discussion  contains 
other  pomts  of  much  importance,  which  I  do  not  doubt  will  excite  the  serious 
attention  of  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  assur- 
ances of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

Thb  Chairmah,  Bi.  SoHNEiDBR.  The  Cham  her  stopped  yesterday  in  the  yote  on  hiil  F, 
annexed  to  article  7,  at  the  sections  relative  to  the  ministry  of  war  and  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment of  Algeria.     I  resume  the  reading  of  the  hill :

"Section  3,  (division  second) — Pay  and  maintenance  of  the  troops,  33,718,801  francs." 

M.  Jules  Favre  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

M.  Ju^BS  Favbi.  Gentlemen,  in  proposing  to  yon  to  insert  in  the  deficiency  budget  of 
1865  a  sum  of  thirty-five  millions  in  round  numbers  to  cover  an  excess  of  expenditures  hi 
the  war  budget,  the  government  and  your  committee  impose  on  us  the  duty  of  examining 
the  particular  items  of  these  expenses,  and  you  know  the  most  important  one,  and  that  to 
which  all  the  others  may  be  referred,  is  that  relative  to  the  Mexican  expedition. 

It  may  be  said  that  this  year,  in  accordance  with  the  mechanism  of  our  financial  system, 
this  expedition  exerts  a  double  inflaence  on  it — passively  in  reference  to  the  expense,  actively 
in  ref(grence  to  the  receipts ;  and  these  two  particulars,  by  an  inexorable  degree  of  fate,  are 
80  indissolubly  bound  together  that  one  govdms  the  other  ;  that,  in  order  to  recover  a  sum 
of  twenty-five  millions  a  year,  which  is  carried  to  the  credit  side  of  the  budget,  it  is  at 
present  indispensable  to  enter  on  the  debit  side  a  sum  which,  in  the  deficiency  bill  for  1866, 
exceeds  thirty  millions. 

Such  is,  moreover,  the  calculation  and  the  process  to  which  we  have  been  condemned  from 
the  very  beginning  of  this  Mexican  expedition. 

That  expedition  was  undertaken  for  the  recovery  of  an  indemnity,  of  a  debt,  fixed  at  a 
sum  less  than  a  million ;  and  if  we  estimate  at  the  very  highest  figure  the  contingent 
debts  claimed  by  the  persons  interested,  they  fluctuated  between  five  and  twelve  millions. 
We  have  already  devoted  more  than  four  hundred  millions  to  this  expedition,  and  as  an 
indemnity  for  this  outlay  we  have  only  a  certificate  of  indebtedness  from  the  Mexican  gov- 
ernment. It  is  therefore  our  duty  to  examine  closely  what  our  condition,  is,  and  whatshall 
be  the  extent  and  the  duration  of  our  sacrifices. 

I  am  well  aware  that  I  am  here  to  meet  with  an  objection  that  has  been  made  to  me 
several  times,  aiiJ  which,  at  one  of  our  recent  sessions,  was  very  predsely  stated  in  the 
speech  of  the  honorable  minister  of  state.  "  These  criticisms,"  said  he,  "  are  inoportune ; 
they  are  contrary  to  prudence  and  even  to  patriotism.  Our  soldiers  are  now  at  work  ; 
France  has  accepted  the  conception  and  the  execution  of  a  great  work  beyond  the  Atlantic  ; 
and  yet  this  is  the  very  moment  which  Is  selected  to  examine  and  criticise  the  motives  of 
that  work  ;  and  so,  at  the  time  when  the  great  interests  of  all  dictate  a  concurrence  of  effort, 
for  its  stable  consummation,  it  is  by  such  attacks  enfeebled  and  mined  in. advance." 
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Gentlemen,  if  such  an  objection  as  this  ccmld  condemn  us  to  silence,  we  might  as  well 
renounce  forever  the  little  share  of  power  that  has  been  left  to  us  by  the  constitution.  [Mar- 
murs  of  disapprobation  from  several  benches.     Applause  around  the  speaker.] 

The  initiative  belongs  not  to  us  ;  especially  in  matters  appertaining  to  our  foreign  rela- 
tions we  are  called  upon  to  consider  resolutions  already  taken  ;  and  if  we  have  not  the  right 
to  examine  them  when  they  are  submitted  to  us,  we  may  as  well  abdicate  our  power  entlKly. 
[Renewal  of  similar  demonstrations  ] 

That  such  is  not  your  intention,  gentlemen,  I  am  fully  convinoed.  Undoubtedly  the 
spirit  of  abuse  and  passion  is  culpable ;  but  that  which  is  no  less  so,  and  which  may  be  more 
dangerous,  is  the  spirit  of  systematic  illusion,  and  undiscriminating  and  predetermined  con- 
fidence. The  spirit  of  abuse  and  passion  awakens  the  distrust  of  the  govef'nment  and  places 
it  on  the  defensive.  On  the  contrary,  the  spirit  of  illusion,  the  spirit  of  systematic  and 
predetermined  confidence,  encourages  every  species  of  rashness  and  folly  ;  it  is  capable  of 
precipitatiug  rash  undertakings  from  which  it  is  impossible  to  withdraw. 

It  is  therefore  a  very  serious  obligation  upon  us  to  examine  the  situation  in  which  we  are 
placed,  whilst  we  strive,  in  truth,  to  avoid  both  those  rocks,  and  for  the  decision  of 
facts  have  recourse  to  a  careful  investigation  of  the  truth,  with  the  independence  that  ap- 
pertains to  this  great  assembly. 

Well,  you  remember  that  when  there  was  first  question  of  this  Mexican  expedition,  we 
entreated  the  government  to  be  pleased  to  restrict  it  to  the  redress  of  the  grievances  of 
which  our  countrymen  had  to  complain,  and  to  abstain  carefully  from  any  interference  with 
^he  internal  affairs  of  the  country.  Then  the  language  of  the  government  was  very  differ- 
ent from  that  which  we  heard  in  one  of  your  recent  meetings.  Ton  may  remember  with 
what  disdain  they  treated  our  anticipations  ;  and  when  we  spoke  of  a  prospective  emperor, 
to  whose  zealousness  an  appeal  had  already  been  made,  how  they  treated  all  such  ideas  as 
chimeras,  and  how  they  loudly  disavowed  them  ;  and  whep  it  was  desirable  to  obtain  the 
adhesion  of  the  Chamber,  and  it  was  sought  to  spedfy  the  nature,  the  character,  and  the 
purpose  of  the  expedition,  they  did  not  depart  far  from  the  system  which  we  ourBelves  have 
always  counselled  to  those  in  power. 

They  said,  in  &ct,  that  it  was  for  the  redress  of  the  grievances  of  our  countrymen  that 
we  went  to  Mexico  ;  only  if  the  nation  manifested  a  desire  for  a  political  change,  we  were 
to  give  them  our  assistance  and  we  were  to  consult  them  ;  but  it  was  from  themselves  and 
not  from  us  that  should  emanate  the  final  expression  of  will  that  was  to  decide  as  to  their 
future  government.  Then  the  government  very  loudly  proclaimed  that  it  did  not  intend 
to  allow  itself  any  intermeddling  in  this  regard  ;  that  it  was  a  Mexican  and  not  a  foreijcn 
power  that  it  intended  to  inaugurate.  And  on  this  point,  here  are  the  words  uttered  by 
the  honorable  minister  of  state,  M.  Billault,  not  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  debate  between 
us,  but  the  second,  at  the  time  of  the  debate  on  the  budget  in  the  month  of  June,  1862  : 

"  When  the  French  flag;  an  event  which  I  hope  will  soon  happen,  floats  over  the  walls  of 
Mexico,  we  will  not  depart  from  this  generous  and  protective  policy  ;  all,  whether  reacUoo- 
ists  or  liberals,  violent  or  moderate,  shall  be  equally  admitted  to  {>articipate  in  this  general 
expression  of  the  public  will ;  there  shall  be  liberty  for  all  beneath  the  flag  of  France*  and 
it  will  not  be  the  first  time,  as  you  know,  that  it  shall  have  thus  sheltered  under  it^  tute- 
lary folds  the  just  manifestation  of  national  desires. 

**  All  will  be  allowed  full  and  entire  liberty  of  choice,  and  then  if  the  tyranny  of  Juarei 
suits  them — yes,  if  it  suits  them — well,  they  will  say  so  I" 

These,  gentlemen,  are  the  words  that  were  received  with  almost  unanimous  approbatioG 
by  the  Chamber  ;  these  are  the  declarations  that  induced  the  resolution  of  the  majority. 

Now,  I  ask  you.  What  have  they  in  common  with  the  lofty  conceptions  presented  to  you, 
at  one  of  your  recent  meetings,  by  the  minister  of  state  P  Ah  I  gentlemen,  like  youi^lrs, 
I  am  always  touched  by  his  talent;  I  am  full  of  admiration  for  his  eloquence  ;  I  am  not 
astonished  at  the  applause  with  which  you  receive  his  words  ;  and  if  I  have  any  regret,  U 
is  that  I  cannot  join  in  it.  Only  let  me  be  peripaitted  to  say  to  him,  with  all  the  dcterence 
which  I  entertain  for  him,  that  I  find  this  eloquence  often  dangerous  ;  that  it  inflamtis  more 
than  it  enlightens  ;  that  it  throws  more  brilliancy  than  light  on  the  questions  on  which  it  is 
exercised  ;  and,  in  my  opinion,  the  minister  of  state,  in  treating  of  this  Mexican  questioa, 
has  allowed  himself  to  be  carried  too  far  by  the  dangerous  seductions  of  oratory. 

In  any  case,  I  assert  that  this  grand  idea  of  a  regeneration  of  the  Mexican  nation,  of  the 
foundation  of  an  empire  which  is  to  be,  beyond  the  sea,  the  fruit  of  the  power  and  protec- 
tion of  France,  is  the  mere  result  of  chance,  of  events ;  and  that  it  has  been  developed  br 
facts  entirely  unforeseen  by  those  now  advancing  it.  For  this  dilemma  stands  :  either,  as  I 
am  unwilling  to  believe,  the  truth  has  not  been  told  to  the  Chamber,  designs  have  been 
concealed  from  it  before  which  It  would  have  recoiled  ;  or  else  these  designs  are  merely  the 
results  of  an  afterthought.  This  great  enterprise  which  it  is  now  sought  to  glorify  before 
you  is  only  an  idea  that  has  been  thrown  into  the  scale  of  events  by  ^ts  not  sufficiently 
considered  beforehand.    All  the  difficulties,  all  the  dangers,  all  the  political  inconveni^ice* 
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that  SQch  an  Idea  might  produce,  were  not  taken  hito  oonsfderation ;  thoee  who  now  en- 
tertain that  idea  gave  themselves  up  to  it  as  to  a  sort  of  necessity  which  it  wm  impoasihle 
to  foresee,  and  which  heoame  the  pivot  of  the  operations  into  which  they  were  dragged, 
after  having  engaged  in  an  expedition  from  which  they  bhould  have  refrained  from  the  very 
beginning. 

Thus,  what  I  assert  is,  that  this  idea  of  the  regeneration  of  the  Mexican  nation,  which  is 
now  presented  to  us  as  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  continuance  of  our  occupation,  and  the 
achievement  of  which  alone  can  permit  our  flag  to  be  withdrawn  in  an  honorable  manner, 
did  not  exist  at  the  commencement.  We  went  to  Mexico  to  avenge  our  countrymen  ;  we 
went  to  Mexico  to  interrogate  the  Mexican  nation,  and  we  solemnly  declared  to  it  that  we 
wonld  listen  to  its  reply,  and  that  we  would  conform  ourselves  to  it. 

Now  the  tone  is  somewhat  changed.     Hopes  of  a  more  lofty,  but  at  the  same  time  of  a 
more  deceptive  character,  are  held  up  before  your  dazzled  eyes;  and,  in  order  not  to  be  led 
astray  by  them,  we  must  examine  them  closely ;  we  must  not  let  olnrselves  be  seduced  . 
by  glittering  words ;  we  must  not  rvly  merely  on  the  dedutions  of  ehoquence ;  we  must 
oonsnlt  foots,  and  Ceicts alone,     [lianifestations  of  approbation  around  t|;e  speaker.] 

Now,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  say  that,  if  the  transcendent  talen  s  and  eloquence  of 
the  minister  of  state  have  oftentimes  carried  away  the  votes  of  the  Chamber,  they  have  not 
entirely  mastered  the  prejudices  of  the  committee ;  for  the  committee,  even  in  view  of 
these  brilliant  prospects  held  out,  has  g^ven  utterance  to  words  of  much  wisdom — words, 
unfortunately,  very  useless,  for  they  are  incessantly  repeated,  and  they  are  only  a  vain 
sound  that  moves  the  air  ;  and  I  do  not  see,  gentlemen,  that  the  advice  given  to  the  gov- 
ernment with  so  much  deference  is  followed  any  more  this  year  than  in  preceding  ones. 

Here  is  what  the  committee  says  :  **  In  the  course  of  these  thoughts  with  which  it  has 
been  deeply  inspired,  the  committee -could  not  refrain  frx>m  directing  its  attention  to  the 
Mexican  expedition.  Less  onerous  since  the  return  of  our  troops  has  commenced,  the  sao- 
rifices  which  it  has  occasioned  aie,  it  is  true,  compensated  by  reimbursements ;  but  politi- 
cal considerations  combine  with  financial  reasons  to  cause  us  to  desire  that  the  completion 
of  the  work  of  pacification  and  the  definitive  establishment  of  the  Mexican  army,  which 
is  in  a  good  state  of  organisation,  should  hasten  the  moment  when  the  last  soldiers  of  the 
expeditionary  corps  shall  return  to  France." 

And  a  little  further  on  the  same  thought  is  again  expressed,  and  it  is  peculiarly  eloquent 
in  view  of  the  two  numbers  with  which  it  is  connected— 41,342,470  francs  on  one  side, 
claimed  as  the  amount  yet  due  for  the  expenses  of  our  army,  and  9,000,000  that  are  taken 
from  the  treasury  of  France  to  pay  the  Mexican  army  ;  certainly  a  very  unpleasant  inno- 
vation, and  one  which  ought  to  be  restricted  within  the  narrowest  limits. 

(So  the  committee  adds,  after  having  stated  these  facts  :  **  We  had  in  Mexico,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  Ust  year,  an  army  of  34,000  men  ;  by  the  return  home  of  various  regiments  its 
strength  has  been  reduced  to  28,000  men.  It  will  be  still  further  diminished  from  this 
time  to  the  end  of  1865  by  the  return  to  France  of  other  regiments,  which  will  embark  at 
Vera  Cruz  as  soon  as  the  expiration  of  the  sickly  season  will  allow  them  to  march  towards 
the  warm  country  without  exposing  the  lives  of  our  soldiers.  Your  committee  on  the 
budget  cannot  but  repeat  here  the  wish  that  the  definitive  organization  of  the  Mexican 
army  should  contribute  to  facilitate  this  movement  and  hasten  the  moment  at,  which 
the  last  detachments  of  our  army  are  to  return  to  their  country." 

Such,  gentlemen,  are  the  wishes  that  have  been  expressed  by  your  committee,  and  I  have 
the  right  to  say — no  one  can  contradict  me — that  herein  the  committee  has  spoken  the 
sentiment  of  the  whole  country.  Tes,  it  ardently  desires  that  the  last  of  our  soldiers  in 
Mexico  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  set  foot  on  the  soil  of  his  native  land,  and  that  as  soon 
as  possible,  also,  we  should  disengage  ourselves  from  this  heavy  and  perhaps  terrible  re- 
sponsibility that  weighs  upon  us  as  long  as  our  flag  floats  over  a  foreign  land. 
*  The  committee  lays  down  the  period  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Mexican  army  as  the 
fitting  time  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  French  forces. 

We  will  soon  have  to  ask  ourselves  whether,  in  a  political  point  of  view,  not  indeed 
permitting  ourselves  to  be  guided  by  mere  theories,  but  seeking  a  solution  from  official 
documents,  from  those  emanating  from  the  govemment  itself,  from  its  despatches  and  its 
declarations,  this  is  indeed  the  only  condition  that  can  allow  the  French  army  to  with- 
draw and  abandon  Mexico. 

But  I  will  make  this  observation  to  the  Chamber — that  the  language  of  the  committee, 
which,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  sentiment  of  the  whole  country,  is  but  the  repetition  of  tliat 
used  by  all  the  committees  before  it  that  have  examined  our  financial  condition. 

1  hey  have  not  failed  to  hold  out  the  same  warning  to  the  government ;  they  have  not 
ceased  to  repeat  to  it,  with  all  the  energy  which  could  be  inspired  into  them  by  their  ardent 
desire  to  maintain,  as  representatives  of  the  majority,  a  good  understanding  with  the  gov- 
emment, while  assuring  it  of  their  entire  support,  that  it  was  necessary  to  put  the  earliesfe 
possible  end  to  this  Mexican  expedition.* 
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Th?8  18,  also,  what  was  eaid  by  onr  honorable  colleague,  M.  Oouin,  bo  well  informed  In 
such  affairs,  when,  in  his  report,  under  date  of  December  25,  1863,  he  give  utterance  to 
those  words,  which  I  cannot  sufficiently  urge  the  government  to  ponder,  for  they  contain 
the  secret  of  maintaining  a  true  equilibrium  in  all  budgets  : 

**  We  insist,  on  the  contrary,  with  all  our  strength,  that  the  government  should 
confine  itself  witbin  the  ordinary  resources  of  our  budgets,  and  not  enter  upon  a 
system  of  extraordinary  expenses  that  may  have  the  most  serious  consequences  in 
the  future.  Let  us  learn,  moreover,  to  resist  tbe  seductions  of  glory ;  let  us  enjoy  that 
which  we  have  acquired,  and  with  which  we  can  honorably  desire  a  peace  of  which  the 
nations  have  so  much  need-  Let  us  have  peace,  and  our  finances  .will  improve  ;  we  can 
then  employ  larger  sums  in  our  public  works,  which  will  prove  an  abundant  source  of 
wealth  and  prosperity  for  our  people  " 

And  none  of  you,  gentlemen,  have  forgotten  the  remarkable  report  of  our  colleague, 
M.  lArrabure,  who  not  only  repeated  the  wish  expressed  by  the  honorable  M.  Gouin,  but 
also  caused  the  government  to  adopt  the  declaration  that  had  been  made  by  him,  that  he 
hoped  that  by  the  end  of  1864  our  army  should  have  quitted  Mexico. 

•'At  this  moment,"  said  the  honorable  M.  Larrabure,  **  the  Emperor's  government  de- 
clares that  it  hai  no  engagements  with  any  one,  either  to  leaVe  a  body  of  French  troope  in 
•  Mexico,  or  to  guarantee  any  loan  whatever ;  it  declares  that  it  has  no  reason  to  think  that 
it  may  be  necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  the  French  troops  now  actually  in  Mexico  ;  that 
any  movements  that  may  take  place  until  their  final  withdrawal  will  be  only  for  the  pur- 
pose of  replacing  the  sick  and  those  entitled  to  discharge.  Under  present  circumstances, 
as  far  as  it  can  foresee,  the  government  hopes  that  the  end  of  1864  will  mark  the  term  of 
the  expedition.'* 

And  as  the  Chamber  had  participated  somewhat  in  the  feelings  of  the  people  in  regard 
to  an  expedition  that  conducted  our  brave  soldiers  to  the  north  of  Mexico,  the  government 
deemed  that  it  could  give  the  committee  the  formal  assurance  that  the  expedition  to  Ssn 
Luis  Potosi  should  be  the  last. 

••As  to  the  expedition  to  San  Luis  Potosi  in  particular,"  said  the  report,  '•  it  has  been 
judged  necessary,  in  order  to  occupy  the  most  important  parts  of  Mexico.  The  country 
comprised  between  San  Luis  and  tiie  city  of  Mexico  includes  some  important  centres  of 
population.  Their  occupation  became  useful  solely  in  order  to  hasten  the  consummation  of 
the  work  undertaken — the  reparation  of  our  grievances  and  the  enabling  Mexico  freely  to 
choose  a  new  government.  Being  masters  of  the  country  as  far  as  San  Luis  de  Potod,  we 
can  see  these  projects  realized  with  more  rapidity  and  success.     The  army  will  stop  there." 

Such,  gentlemen,  was  tbe  assurance  of  the  government  to  the  committee  ;  such  the  en- 
gagement made  by  it;  and  tbe  committee  added  these  significant  words,  which  I  recom- 
mend to  your  kindly  consideration,  and  from  which  I  shall  soon  be  entitled  to  drjiw  their 
legitimate  conclusions: 

••The  army  will  stop  there;  the  method  of  universal  suffrage,  naturally  set  in  motioo 
in  accordance  with  the  usages  or  the  institutions  of  the  country,  will  be  invoked  for  the 
selection  of  the  system  of  government  that  may  be  best  suited  to  it ;  whatever  shall  be  its 
decision,  France  will  respect  it." 

llius,  more  tban  two  years  passed  away  ;  unforeseen  obstacles  presented  themselves ;  the 
courage  of  our  soldiers  tiiumphed  over  everything,  and  the  flag  of  France  floated  in  tri- 
umph over  the  city  of  Mexico. 

The  government  engages  not  to  continue,  for  the  advantage  of  a  cause  which  cannot  be 
that  of  France,  an  expedition  that  would  conduct  our  armies  into  vast  provinces  where 
tbey  would  be  exposed  to  fatigues,  privations,  and  dangers,  which  they  are  not  bound  to 
undergo  when  it  is  not  the  cause  of  the  nation  that  impels  them. 

This  was  the  first' declaration  of  the  government.  'There  has  been  a  second  one,  whidi 
is  no  less  important  in  a  political  point  of  view.  It  is  that  there  would  be  no  sort  of  pres- 
sure exerted  on  the  Mexican  nation.  Not  only  will  it  be  consulted,  but  it  is  indicated  also 
how  that  will  be  done.  It  will  be  in  the  most  liberal  manner.  Each  and  every  indlvidnAl 
will  concur  in  the  erection  of  this  vast  national  edifice,  from  which  only  anarchy  and  evil 
passions  will  be  excluded.  Universal  suffrage  alone  can  have  this  secret  and  potency.  If  oar 
troops  have  gone  to  Mexico  to  accomplish  a  stern  duty,  at  least,  after  having  stricken  with  the 
sword,  they  will  give  consolation  by  the  introduction  of  civilization  and  its  benefits,  and 
universal  suffrage  will  be  the  consequence  of  their  descent  on  the  Mexican  territory.  l^Crie* 
of  good  !  good  !  around  the  speaker.] 

This  is  what  was  said  in  the  report,  and  I  have  bound  myself  to  it.  I  will  keep  my 
word — I  will  cite  only  official  documents — here  is  what  was  promised  in  the  month  of  Jan- 
uary, 1864, 

And  when,  just  now,  I  told  you  that  the  language  used  in  1865,  and  which  comes  from 
your  committee,  is  only  the  echo  of  all  these  anterior  declarations,  and  that  it  is  in  com- 
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plete  accordance  with  thoee  of  the  various  committees  and  of  the  government,  yon  see  that 
I  was  in  the  right. 

But  I  ask  you,  my  colleagaes,  of  what  use  are  all  these  declarations  if  they  remaij^ 
sterile  ?  Why  these  promises  if  they  are  violated  f  Why  these  counsels  given  to  the  gov- 
ernment if  it  takes  no  account  of  them  ?  Has  the  army  stopped  at  San  Luis  de  Potosi? 
Not  only  yon  know  that  it  has  proceeded  even  to  Durango  and  Monterey,  hut  also— this  is 
certain — a  part  of  our  troops  have  ventured,  we  know  not  why,  into  the  deserts  of  Sonera, 
where  there  is  nought  but  privations  for  our  heroic  soldiers,  where  they  are  condemned  to 
transport  their  cannon  on  the  backs  of  men,  where  they  have  to  struggle  against  all  the 
difficnlties  and  all  the  nnheaIthine^-8  of  the  climate. 

8ncb  is  the  language  of  the  government  and  such  its  course  of  action.  Can  we  continue  ? 
1a  it  wise  to  content  ourselves  with  mere  words  like  these  ?  Is  it  well  that  a  great  assembly 
like  yours,  and  the  committees  which  are  its  expreaeion,  should  continue  this  kind  of  mis- 
understanding between  us  and  the  government,  while  we  say,  **The  expedition  must  be 
terminated,"  and  the  government  says,  *'I  wish  to  termloateit/'  and  yet,  in  reality,  con- 
tin  nes  and  extends  it  ? 

Well,  it  must  be  said,  the  state  of  the  case  was  defined  with  very  great  precision  at  our 
last  meeting,  with  so  much  precision^  indeed,  that  it  is  impossible  now  to  take  refuge  be- 
hind the  slightest  equivocation. 

In  fact,  gentlemen,  when  M.  Thiers  spoke  upon  this  question,  with  his  wonderful  sagacity, 
he  understood  perfectly  well  that  on  that  day  when  France  took  the  Archduke  Maximilian 
by  the  hand,  placed  him  beneath  the  protection  of  her  flag,  and  accompanied  him  with  the 
aid  of  her  armies  to  enthrone  him  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  she  espoused  his  cause  and  bound 
herself  irrevocably  to  it. 

And  then,  gentlemen,  he  put  some  very  precise  questions,  to  the  government,  to  which 
replies  were  given,  and  these  questions  and  these  replies  it  behooves  you  now  to  recall  to 
mind.  Here  is  what  the  honorable  M.  Theirs  said  in  the  session  of  January  26,  1864  : 
**  I  believe  that  when  you  shall  have  encouraged  the  government  to  persist  in  its  pur- 
poses, which  will  depend  on  the  tone  which  you  may  adopt,  it  will  be  very  unseasonable 
and  inappropriate  for  you  afterwards  to  refuse  it  troops,  sailors,  and  millions  of  money,  in 
order  to  sustain  to  the  end  that  which  you  are  now  about  to  undertake ;  for,  reflect  well 
on  it,  hitherto  you  have  not  committed  yourselves,  as  an  aflair  of  honor,  but  on  the  day 
that  the  prince  sails  with  your  support,  with  your  guarantee,  you  must  sustain  him  at  all 
hazards,  whatever  comes  of  it  " 

And  our  illustrious  and  venerable  colleague,  M.  Berryer,  insisting  on  these  simple  truths, 
added  also,  "Can  the  government  assure  France  that  it  has  r&solved  soon  to  quit  Mexico  ? 
Or  are  we,  on  the  contrary,  to  be  told  that  it  will  prescribe  as  a  preliminary,  conformably 
to  the  instructions  given  to  General  Bazaine,  the  establishment  of  the  monarchy  of  the 
Archduke  Maximilian  in  Mexico?" 

And  behold,  gentlemen,  in  what  terms  the  honorable  minister  of  state  replied  : 
**The  honorable  M.  Thiers  has  said  to  you,  'We  wish  to  withdraw  honorably  from 
Mexic ».  *     Yes,  we  wish  to  withdraw  honorably.     The  Chamber  has  favorably  received  both 
of  these  declarations.     In  fact,  these  two  declarations  are  the  sentiment  of  the  majority  and 
the  sentiment  of  the  government." 

Ton  received  these  expressions,  gentlemen,  with  marks  of  approbation. 
**  Bat  the  government  does  not  deem  it  honorable  to  withdraw  •  from  it  by  negotiating 
with  Juarez.  The  government  does  not  consider  it  proper  to  treat  with  General  Almonte, 
who  represents  no  legally  constituted  authority.  It  can  only  negotiate  with  a  government 
sprung  from  universal  suffrage  When  a  contract  shall  have  been  made  between  the  Mexi- 
can nation  and  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  if  he  is  elected,  the  French  government,  by  ne- 
gotiating with  that  sovereign,  will  not  have  thereby  contracted  a  permanent  and  indefinite 
agreement  for  the  maintenance  of  an  empire  in  Mexico." 

All  this,  gentlemen,  is  perfectly  clear  The  wish  of  the  government  is  apparent  to  you. 
It  does  not  wish  to  negotiate  with  Juarez,  who  is  an  enemy  ;  it  does  not  wish  to  negotiate 
with  Almonte,  who  is  the  representative  of  a  provisional  government  It  is  necessary  that 
it  should  meet  the  Mexican  nation  face  to  face,  in  the  person  of  the  chief,  not  who  has 
•been  imposed  upon  it,  but  whom  it  has  freely  chosen  through  the  medium  of  universal 
suffiage.  And  when  this  popular  consecration  shall  have  intervened  to  establish  Maximil- 
isn  on  his  throne,  France  will  negotiate  with  him  and  will  withdraw  honorably. 

This  is,  gentlemen,  what  was  said  by  the  government,  and  it  was  impossible,  allow  me 
to  observe,  for  it  to  hold  any  other  language.  Precedents  all  pointed  in  that  direction  ; 
the  Emperor  himself  had  already  written  : 

**  It  is  against  my  interests,  against  my  origin,  against  my  principles,  to  impose  ary  gov- 
ernment whatever  on  the  Mexican  people ;  let  them  select  in  full  liberty  the  form  that 
suits  them  best." 
And  M.  Billault  added,  In  the  session  of  February  7,  1863  : 
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**  We  appeal  to  the  Mexican  people.  If  its  yote  declares  even  for  the  govemmeiit  gI 
Juarez,  so  be  it ;  let  its  vote  be  allowed  to  take  effect !" 

And,  under  date  of  Jannary  27,  1864,  the  minister  of  state  gave  utterance  to  wodj 
Which  do  not  much  differ  from  them : 

**  The  system  of  uuiyersal  suffrage  will  soon  perform  its  fuDctious.  If  the  Mexicui  na- 
tion adopts  the  republican  form,  we  will  respect  its  vote.  If  it  prefers  to  establish  a  mon- 
archy, we  will  likewise  respect  it.  Now  that  seven-eighths  of  the  Mexii.-aQ  people  hare 
been  freed  from  the  yoke  of  Juarez  and  from  his  exactions,  universal  suffrage  will  aoon pro- 
nounce, and  then  the  work  of  France  will  approach  its  cpmpletion." 

Such  words,  it  must  be  stated,  are  only  the  consequence  of  the  original  convention  thii 
united  three  powers  to  march  against  Mexico ;  for  they  had  all  mutually  obliged  thenwelves— 
they  are  the  terms  of  article  2  of  the  treaty  of  October  31,  1861 — **  notto  exert  in  the 
Internal  affairs  of  Mexico  any  influence  of  a  nature  calculated  to  injure  the  rights  of  tbe 
Mexican  nation  to  choose  the  form  of  its  government." 

This,  then,  is  perfectly  well  settled,  and  I  do  not  believe  it  to  be  possible  to  deny  that 
what  the  government  has  wished,  what  it  yet  recently  wished  according  to  its  laxigoife 
last  year,  was  to  bring  the  Mexican  nation  freely  to  manifest  it«  wishes  by  means  of  bqI- 
▼ersal  suffrage.  It  did  not  wish  to  impose  on  it  any  species  whatever  of  form  of  goTero- 
ment. 

Only  it  has  happened — and  assuredly,  in  the  career  of  a  statesmen,  such  a  good  fortsne 
is  very  rare — it  has  happened  that  the  scheme  which  we  had  announced,  and  wliich,  al- 
though it  was  denied,  had  been  long  beforehand  prepared  by  diplomacy,  namely,  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  was  what  proved  most  agreeable  to  tbe  Mexicui 
nation.  In  one  of  our  late  meetings  you  heard  tbe  extremely  interesting  developmeoti 
presented  to  you  by  one  of  our  honorable  colleagues  Just  returned  from  Mexico  He  bad 
therein  superior  advantages  to  us.  He  told  us  seriously  that  the  Archduke  Maximiliaa 
must  succeed,  because  he  had  blue  eyes  and  golden  hair.     [Laughter  on  various  benches] 

Yes,  yes,  this  was  one  of  the  elements  of  success  for  him — this  is  what  would  cause  him 
to  be  received  with  acclamation  by  the  Mexican  nation  ;  and  you  will  see  that  the  Uexican 
nation  did  not  even  need  to  see  him — his  good  qualities  were  foreshadowed  to  them  ;  Ux, 
even  before  he  had  yet  left  Miramar,  the  announcement  of  his  arrival  had  produced  eadk 
an  effect  that  a  general  enthusiasm  was  created  in  his  favor.  So  we  are  told  by  the  Jfott- 
tear  of  July  24,  in  which  we  read  :  **  We -call  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  the  corres- 
pondence from  Mexico ." 

And,  in  fact,  in  the  session  of  January  26,  the  honorable  vice-president  of  the  council  of 
state,  M.  Chaix  d'Est  Ange,  entered  into  an  enumeration  of  the  adherents  of  the  empire, 
and  assuredly,  gentlemen,  nothing  was  more  gratifying.     He  said  : 

**  We  have  now  five  and  a  half  millions  of  inhabitants  out  of  seven  millions  adhering  to 
us,  yea,  obeying  our  laws.  There  are  not  two  millions  outside  of  our  circle  of  action,  sod 
on  these,  I  believe,  even  the  most  ancient  and  best- established  governments  of  theoonotix 
have  never  been  able  to  lay  their  hands  ;  even  the  Spanish  government  was  unable  to  oo&- 
trol  them." 

Thus,  gentlemen,  more  than  five  millions  out  of  seven  millions  adhered  to  the  scbeffie 
proposed  by  France.  The  Archduke  Maximilian  had  only  to  touch  the  soil  of  Mexico,  tri- 
umphal arches  were  already  prepared,  and  our  honorable  colleague  has  told  us  that  from 
Vera  Cruz  to  the  city  of  Mexico  it  was  but  one  long  pageant ;  that  at  Vera  Crus  they  re- 
ceived him  under  a  shower  of  flowers — always,  it  is  true,  excepting  from  these  demonstratioos 
tbe  1,500,000  Mexicans  whom  the  honorable  commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  goveramest 
qualified  as  recalcitrant,  incorrigible,  and  factious  individuals.  What  is  undeniable,  as 
least,  is,  that  they  were  men  who  defended  their  country  juid  who  desired  no  foreign  dom- 
ination.    [Murmurs  of  disapprobation.] 

This  state  of  affairs  is  similarly  set  forth  in  the  esjxa^  of  the  condition  of  the  cmpin 
which  has  been  distributed  among  us. 

Here,  gentlemen,  mention  is  made  of  the  eagerness  with  which  Maximilian  was  received. 
At  page  174,  towards  the  cpd,  I  read  as  follows: 

*'  The  results  obtained  in  1862  and  1863  by  our  expeditionary  corps  in  Mexico,  have,  in 
1864,  received  a  solemn  consecration.  Under  the  protection  of  the  flag  of  France,  a  reign- 
lar  government  has  been  founded  in  that  country,  heretofore  for  more  than  fifty  years  de- 
livered up  to  anarchy  and  intestine  dissensions.  In  the  f)eginning  of  the  month  of  Jum 
the  emperor  Maximilian  took  pos84^on  of  the  throne,  and  sustained  by  our  army,  be  in- 
augurates in  all  security  an  era  of  peace  and  prosperity  for  his  new  country.'* 

And  a  little  fuither  on  we  find  similar  words  of  congratulation  and  confidence,  and  then 
we  asked  ourselves,  on  occasion  of  the  address:  **  Since  the  Mexican  emperor  is  establifijed, 
since  Maximilian  is  the  messiah  announced  by  all  past  times,  since  he  is  really  the  man 
both  for  the  Indians  and  Spaniards,  who  receive  h!m  with  acclamations,  since  he  meets  oo 
his  passage  only  the  bouquets  of  the  tmariUu,  let  our  soldiers  return.     What  have  they  to  do 
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in  Mexico  T  They  are  not  needed ;  let  them  return.  They  would  only  mar  by  their  presence 
the  gaiety  of  such  a  nniversal  holiday  ;  they  woald  only  be  an  obetacle  in  the  way  of  that 
entire  unanimity  of  feeliog  that  exists  between  the  prince  and  the  nation/' 

But  between  these  words  and  the  truth  there  is,  unfortunately,  gentlemen,  a  world  of 
difference. 

They  have  spoken  to  us  of  some  Mexicans  who  were  unwilling  to  take  part  with  the  new 
goyernmeut ;  these  they  are  occupied  in  pacifying.  How  is  this  pacification  effected  f 
Hear  what  we  learn  from  the  news  published  in  the  papers,  and  in  reference  to  which  the 
Moniteur  has  been  vainly  called  upon  for  explanations.  It  has  continued  to  keep  silence. 
I  regret  it,  gentlemen ;  for  if  these  announcements  are  true,  they  are  a  stain  upon  the 
p^es  of  the  history  of  France.     [Murmurs  of  disapprobation  from  several  benches  ] 

Listen,  gentlemen  ;  here  is  what  I  read  in  a  telegraphic  despatch  publinhed  by  a  Paris 
paper  of  the  date  of  April  19,  1865,  announcing  that  the  pacification  of  Mexico  is  more  and 
more  complete,  and  that  General  Castagny  has  burned  a  dty. 

Do  you  know  what  San  Sebastian  is  f  It  is  a  dty  of  4,000  souls  ;  it  has  been  given  to 
the  flames,  and  yet  the  Moniteur  is  silent. 

I  do  not  insist  that  such  an  announcement  should  be  contradicted  ;  only,  until  it  is  contra- 
dicted it  stands;  unfortunately,  I  have  reason  to  consider  it  correct ;  and  what  induces 
me  to  believe  th^  I  am  not  mistaken  is  the  proclamation  issued  by  the  same  commander 
on  entering  one  of  the  dties  of  Mexico,  whereby  he  announced  what  fate  was  reserved  for 
those  who  would  not  submit  to  his  laws. 

listen,  gentlemen,  and  ask  yourselves,  after  having  heard  these  words,  whether  mine 
are  too  severe: 

*'  Mexicans  1  I  have  come,  in  the  name  of  the  emperor  Maximilian,  into  the  State  of 
Sinaloa,  to  establish  peace  therein,  to  protect  property,  and  to  deliver  you  from  the  male* 
factors  who  oppress  you  under  the  mask  of  liberty.*' 

Several  voices:  That  is  all  right. 

M.  JuLis  Fav&b.  How  1  protect  property  by  burning  a  dty  of  4,000  inhabitants ;  to  lay 
waste  while  declaring  himself  protector.     [Interruptions  and  murmurs  of  disapprobation.] 

A  MKunia.  Ton  have  made  no  mention  of  the  brigandage  that  has  authoiised  such  re- 
prisals. 

M.  RouHia,  Minister  of  State.  You  are  defending  Bomero,  a  robber  and  an  assassin. 
[Confused  manifestations.] 

M.  Oariiixr  Paoes.  How  I  whole  dties  burned?  It  is  only  dens  of  thieves  and  brigands 
that  have  been  destroyed. 

Tarn  MiNisTBR  of  State.  Be  pleased  to  respect  the  French  flag. 

M.  EuoBifB  PxLLRAM.  Bum  a  whole  city  !    That  is  what  they  do  in  PoUnd. 

M.  GABioEa  Pages,  in  the  midst  of  great  confusion,  utters  some  words  that  did  not  reach 
the  reporters. 

Ths  Chaibman,  M.  Sohnsidbr.  Assuredly,  you  cannot  be  well  acquainted  with  the  facts, 
to  be  so  positive  in  your  assertions.  I  request  you  to  be  pleased  to  permit  M.  Jules  Favre 
to  continue  his  speech. 

M.  JuLis  Favrb.  I  proceed: 

**  Efforts  have  been  made  to  distort  the  purpose  of  our  intervention ;  many  of  you  have 
been  drawn  into  a  false  path,  and  they  have  allowed  themselves  to  be  blinded  in  regard  to 
the  veritable  ftterests  of  their  country." 

•  It  is  we  who  have  undertaken  to  teach  the  Mexicans  what  are  the  real  interests  of  their 
country,  and  we  have  promised  to  consult  them.     [Disapprobation.] 

That  is  not  all :  **  The  hour  of  justice  has  come."  Listen  to  this,  gentlemen,  and  I  pro- 
ceed to  ask  you  whether  there  are  two  codes  of  morals—one  for  the  use  of  the  party  that 
triumphs,  and  the  other  prohibited  to  the  vanquished. 

Dsten  to  this :  "  The  hour  of  justice  has  come.  A  rigorous  sentence  is  beiog  executed 
at  this  very  moment  against  the  district  of  Concordia."  The  sentence  is  the  burnt  dty  ; 
ana  see  how  they  reply  to  those  who  resist ;  the  refuge  of  women  and  children,  private  prop- 
erty, everything  is  devastated,  everything  is  destroyed.  Mexico  is  enlightened  by  fire,  and 
it  is  by  the  light  of  this  fire  ttAt  the  proclamation  which  I  read  to  you  has  been  drawn  up. 

Listen :  *'  The  hour  of  justice  has  come.  A  rigorous  sentence  is  being  executed  at  this 
very  moment  against  toe  district  of  Ck>ncordia.  Let  this  example  exert  a  salutary  influ- 
ence on  your  minds.  Appreciate  onr  course  of  action  ;  to  some  protection,  to  others  the 
chastisement  which  they  deserve.     Ton  can  choose  between  these  two  alternatives." 

Several  voices  :  Very  well ;  that  Is  all  right. 

M.  JuuBB  Favrb.  listen  ;  that  is  not  all :  **  We  are  disposed  to  act  with  the  greatest 
kindness  towards  those  who  honestly  rally  ronnd  the  elect  of  the  Mexican  nation." 

Numerous  voices  :  Very  good !  very  goijd  1 

H.  JuLis  Favrb.  **  But  we  are  resolved  to  act  with  all  necessary  rigor  against  those  who 
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obstinately  persisfc  in  sustaining  the  wretches  who,  nsnrping  the  glorious  title  of  soldien, 
dishonor  the  Mexican  nation  by  their  crimes." 

The  same  voices  :  That  is  very  "well  said. 

M.  Jvua  Fat&i.  We  understand  this  language ;  you  have  only  to  open  history  ;  you 
will  find  there  that  the  vanquished  have  been  always  calumuiated.  Words  of  a  similar  im- 
port were  uttered  against  the  vanquished  of  1814  and  1815.  [Loud  manifestaUons  of  dis- 
sent and  murmurs  of  disapprobation  on  a  great  number  of  benches] 

Permit  me  to  ppeak,  geotiemen  ;  it  is  not  only  a  right  that  I  exercise ;  It  is  a  duty  that 
I  perform.     [Renewed  disapprobation.] 

His  Exoellknct  M.  Boubbb,  Minister  of  State.  Tou  Injure  the  French  anny,  the  army 
of  your  country. 

Numerous  voices  :  Tes,  yes ;  it  is  intolerable. 

M.  JuLis  Favbb   That  is  what  I  ought  to  say,  and  that  is  what  I  say. 

The  Chairman,  M.  Schnbidbr.  I  pray  you  not  to  compare  the  French,  overpowered  b? 
numbers  in  1814,  with  men  whom  I  do  not  wibh  to  characterise  and  whom  the  French  army 
has  encountered  in  Mexico. 

Numerous  voices  :  Good !  good  I 

M.  Lr  Marquis  Dr  Pire.  The  brave  men  of  1815  had  shed  their  blood  for  the  defence  of 
the  country,  and  you  liave  never  shed  anything  but  ink.     [Coofusion  an4  noise  ] 

M.  JuLis  Favrr.  I  ask  you,  gentlemen,  how  such  words  can  be  reconciled  with  those  that 
emanated  from  the  Emperor,  with  those  that  have  been  uttered  by  the  ministers  in  this 
hall,  wherein  it  was  declared  that  the  Mexican  nation  was  to  be  consulted,  and  that  the 
Archduke  Maximilian  was  to  be  of  no  account  without  his  vote.  Now  it  is  declared  that 
there  are  two  camps  in  Mexico— the  camp  of  the  Mexicans  who  accept  the  empire j  and  these 
are  protected. 

Several  voices :  That  is  a  duty. 

M.  JuLBS  Favrr.  And  the  camp  of  the  Mexicans  who  protest  against  the  empire,  and 
these  are  pillaged  and  shot  down.     [Ck)nfnsed  manifestations  of  disapprobation.] 

That  is  not  all,  gentlemen  ;  these  acts  have  been  committed  contrary  to  the  law  of  na- 
tions, contrary  to.  the  laws  of  war,  which  require  that  neutrals  should  be  respected  ;  that 
private  property  should  not  wantonly  and  without  cause  be  destroyed  ;  that  the  sacking  of 
cities  should  not  be  made  a  means  of  coercion  in  order  to  intimidate  the  minds  of  a  people 
and  inspire  a  salutary  terror  to  insure  the  success  of  a  pretender.  Such  are  the  ptindples 
laid  down  by  all  moralists  and  all  who  have  written  on  the  law  of  nations.  [Discordant 
manifestations] 

Thr  Chairman,  M.  ScHNRroRu.  M.  Jules  Favre,  allow  me  one  observation.  I  am  an  ar- 
deut  partisan  of  liberty  of  speech,  and  I  believe  I  have  given  proofs  of  it.  The  Chamber 
is  no  less  anxious  for  it  than  I  am,  and  it  proves  it  at  this. moment ;  for,  although  it  has  al- 
ready heard  the  Mexican  question  discussed  several  times,  it  is  still  willing  to  lend  its  at- 
tention.    Yet,  in  the  interest  of  your  cause 

M  Jules  Favrr    It  Is  not  my  cause ;  it  is  that  of  the  law  of  nations. 

Thr  Chairman,  M  t^CHNRIDER.  I  entreat  you  not  to  exaggerate  anything,  and  to  confine 
yourself  to  the  use  of  such  expressions  as  may  not  excite  the  legitimate  senRlbilities  of  the 
assembly.     [Good  I  good  I] 

M.  JuLRS  Favrr.  In  reply  to  the  observation  of  the  chairman,  I  thank  the  Chamber  for 
having  been  pleased  to  hear  me  patiently.     [Loud  manifestations  of  disappiVbation.] 

Some  voices :  No,  no — not  very  patiently.  • 

M.  De  Guillontkt.  The  Chamber  hears  you  with  indignation. 

M.  JuLRs  Favrr.  I  address  myself  to  the  majority,  and  not  to  a  few  interrupters. 

I  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Chamber  to  some  new  facts— to  facts  which  seriously 
compromise  the  policy  of  France,  to  facts  that  may  compromise  the  future — and  it  is  very 
important  that  the  government  should  give  precise  explanations  in  this  regard. 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  call  your  attention  to  another  class  of  facts  no  less  important.  I  re- 
fer to  events  that  have  exdted,  and  very  naturally,  too,  a  strong  degree  of  irritation  in  all 
minds  in  Mexico,  and  have  given  rise  to  hostile  passions.  Who  can  doubt  it  f  That  iiri* 
tation,  those  passions,  have  found  vent  in  certain  writings?  If  those  writings  were  culpsr 
ble,  why  not  bring  them  before  the  courts  of  justice  ?  There  is  no  better  course.  But  thit 
Frauce,  under  the  protection  of  its  flag,  should  shelter  a  military  council  before  which  jour- 
nalists are  brought,  and  that  in  the  name  of  the  Emperor,  who  has  proclaimed  liberty  and 
universal  suffrage,  these  journalists  should  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  Archduke 
Maximilian— this  Is  something  that  appears  inconceivable  to  me,  something  that  seems  a 
great  political  fault.  In  tnis  way  we  compromise— and  here  I  avail  myself  of  the  expres- 
sion just  employed  by  the  chairman— we  compromise  the  cause  that  we  wish  to  defend. 

Tet,  gentlemen,  such  things  have  come  to  pass  in  Mexico.  Journalists  have  been  brought 
before  a  council  of  war,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Emperor  and  by  French  justice  have  been 
oondemed  to  various  punishments.

M  Di  GuiLLONTiT.  That  is  all  very  proper,  for  they  were  criminals. 

M.  Jules  Fatbb.  Is  it  by  such  meaDs  as  this  that  you  think  you  can  bring  about  that 
pacification  for  whicli  every  one  is  anxious. 

Gentlemen,  a  franic  explanation  is  requisite  here.  You  have  been  continually  told  of  the 
possibility  of  withdrawing  our  troops,  now  at  the  end  of  1864,  now  again  at  the  end  of 
1865,  and  the  minister  of  state,  self-deluded,  though,  I  am  convinced,  in  good  faith,  told 
us,  on  the  23d  of  January,  1864,  that  it  would  be  sufficient  for  our  troops  to  remain  a  few 
months  more  in  Mexico  in  order  to  consolidate  the  throne  of  the  Archduke  Maximilian  and 
to  give  a  proper  impetus  to  the  regeneration  of  that  country. 

It  makes  but  little  dififerenoe,  gentlemen  ;  and,  as  for  me,  I  would  very  willingly  con- 
pent  that  our  troops  should  remain  there  not  only  some  months,  but  even  a  year,  provided 
that,  at  the  end  of  that  year,  the  promise  of  their  return  should  be  no  longer  an  empty  ^ 
word.  But  if  the  programme  of  the  minister  of  state  is  to  be  accomplished,  do  not  delude 
yourselves ;  one  year  will  not  be  enough ;  it  will  require  ten  years  yet  to  establish  firmly 
the  throne  of  the  emperor  Maximilian  ;  it  will  be  necessary  to  sacrifice  for  that  purpose 
40,000  men  a  year,  and  400  or  500  millions  of  money. 

This  is  what  I  consider  to  be  a  truth  now  firmly  established,  and  I  ask  your  permission 
to  prove  it  to  you  in  a  few  words. 

This  regeneration  of  Mexico  will  bring  complications  of  every  kind  in  its  train.  Do 
you  not  believe  it  ?  Does  not  the  present  suffice  to  indicate  what  is  to  transpire  in  future  f 
And  if  we  were  disposed  to  look  over  history,  would  we  not  find  there  eminent  men,  more 
eminent  by  far  than  those  of  the  present  day,  men  of  genius  even,  who  were  led  astray 
by  ideas  of  this  character  f 

What,  in  fact,  happened  to  the  first  Emperor,  to  Napoleon  ?  He,  also,  had  an  idea  of  ^ 
regeneratiug  a  people.  He  then  held  forth  to  Spain  such  assurances  as  it  would  be  well 
now  to  recall ;  for  they  teach  a  lesson,  that  pi-inces  who  govern  without  any  opposition 
before  them — and,  unfortunately  for  himself,  Napoleon  found  none — princes  who  govern 
without  any  sort  of  control,  may  ruin  their  country  while  ruining  themselves.  In  a  pro- 
clamation which  he  issued  to  the  Spaniards  at  the  time  that  his  troops  were  setting  out  for 
the  peninsula,  he  said  :  *'  Tour  monarchy  is  old  ;  my  mission  is  to  rejuvenate  it." 

I  am  distrustful  of  all  self-imposed  missions  ;  and,  for  my  part,  I  believe  that  It  is  the 
part  of  Providence  to  effect  that  there  should  be  no  more  providential  men,  but  nations 
governing  themselves,  and  with  power  to  direct  their  own  destinies. 

•*  I  wish,"  added  Napoleon,  »*  that  your  latest  posterity  should  preserve  the  memory  of 
my  name  and  say,  •  He  is  the  regenerator  of  our  country  !'" 

Now  that,  thanks  to  God,  she  has  been  enabled  to  heal  the  severe  wounds  which  we 
inflicted  upon  her,  Spain  has  returned  to  us.  But  during  the  first  years  after  our  invasion, 
a  violent  hatred  reigned  in  the  heart  of  that  nation  towards  those  who  had  wished  to 
protect  and  rejuvenate  it. 

And  as  to  the  mighty  man  who  had  conceived  such  projects,  you  know  whither  they 
conducted  him  !  You  have  only  to  consult  the  deliberations  of  the  senate,  and  you  will 
see  that  bis  deposition  was  pronounced  on  the  14th  of  April,  1814,  by  the  great  legislative 
body  of  the  state,  which  thus  expressed  its  motives  for  the  measure  : 

**  Considering  that  Napoleon  Bonaparte  has  undertaken  a  series  of  war»  in  violation  of 

art.  60  of  the  constitution  of  the  22  Primaire,  year  8,  which  provides  that  declarations  of 

war  must  be  proposed,  discussed,  and  promulgated  like  laws  ;    o    o    o    considering  that 

•  the  liberty  of  the  press,  established  and  consecrated  as  one  of  the  rights  of  the  nation,  has 

been, constantly  subject  to  the  arbitrary  censorship  of  the  police,"  &c.,  &c. 

Such,  gentlemen.  Is  the  answer  of  nations  when  they  are  unfortunate.  [Tumultuous 
interruption.] 

M.  Lb  Marquis  Db  Putt.  The  reply  of  France,  In  her  misfortunes,  has  invariably  been 
to  turn  republicanism  out  of  doors      [Noise.] 

Thb  Chairjcan,  M.  Schmbidbr.  In  his  retrospective  review,  the  honorable  M.  Jules  Favre 
has  told  you  that  there  was  no  opposition  under  the  first  empire  ;  there  is  certainly  one 
under  the  second  empire.     [Laughter  and  applause.] 

M.  Glais-Bizoin.  That  is  not  its  fiiult. 

M.  Emilb  Oluyier    Mr.  Chairman,  be  pleased  to  permit  freedom  of  discussion. 

M.  Julbs  Favrb.  What  I  wish  to  show  is,  that  it  is  necessary,  indispensable,  that  the 
position,  which  hitherto  has  been  equivocal,  should  cease  to  be  so  ;  it  is  that  it  is  necessary 
and  indispensable  that  we  should  know  what  we  have  to  do,  and  what  the  sacrifices  are  to 
which  We  are  exposed.  If  the  Chamber  adopts  the  idea  expressed  by  the  minister  of 
state  ;  if,  indeed,  it  wishes  to  establish  the  new  Mexican  government  and  the  throne  of  the 
Archduke  Maximilian  on  a  firm  basis,  the  majority  is  sovereign,  and  we  will  bow  before  it, 
wbile  retaining  our  own  opinion  ;  but  it  must  not  be  imagined  that  the  achievement  of 
such  an  undertaking  can  permit  the  return  of  our  troops  next  year. 
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This  iB  th^  deloslon  which  I  oppoee,  if  in  roality  it  exiits,  and  I  request  your  kiodly 
attention  for  a  few  moments  while  I  strire  to  combat  it. 

I  am  well  aware  of  the  truth  of  what  was  jast  said  by  oar  honorable  chairman  :  the 
most  of  the  points  involTed  (n  this  question  have  been  already  discussed.  I  shall  call 
your  attention  only  to  such  as  are  of  present  n^oment.  Within  these  limits,  gentlemen, 
I  intend  to  confine  myself,  while  investigating  the  eveuts  that  have  transpired  since  last 
year. 

After  a  thorough  study  of  all  the  &cts  in  the  case,  political,  military,  and  financial,  it  is 
imposeible  for  any  one  seriously  to  believe  that  the  government  of  Maximilian  can  exist 
without  our  army.  With  our  army,  I  ackoowledge,  his  throne  would  rest  on  an  agree- 
ment ;  it  would  last  as  long  as  our  assistance  would  be  extended  to  it ;  but  if  you.  withdrew 
this  assistance  from  it,  it  is  evident  that  it  will  be  overthrown.  If,  therefore,  yon  wi»h  to 
establish  it  firmly,  our  army  must  remain  in  Mexico.  The  Chamber  should  understand 
this  thoroughly. 

You  remember  what  I  said  to  yon  just  now,  namely,  that  the  French  government  had 
obligated  itself  to  consult  the  Mexican  nation ;  that  it  had  declared  that  its  work  would 
be  finished  as  soon  as  universal  suffrage  should  have  pronounced,  first,  on  this  fire4  qa»- 
tion  :  *'  Is  it  a  monarchy  or  a  republic  that  is  to  be  established  in  Mexico  V*  The^  are 
the  words  of  the  minister  of  state,  not  mine.  Secondly,  and  on  the  supposition  that  a 
monarchy  would  be  preferred,  on  this  second  question  :  '*  Will  the  monArch  be  the  Arch- 
duke Maximilian  ?" 

Now,  gentlemen,  not  only  did  the  minister  of  state  use  this  language— and  he  spoke  to 
you,  with  the  predseness  which  he  usually  exercises  in  his  words,  of  the  necessity  of  a 
formal  contract  between  the  Mexican  nation  and  the  sovereign,  a  contract  without  which 
the  new  government  would  be  ephemeral,  founded  on  force  and  not  on  right — but  also 
the  Archduke  Maximilian  himself  entered  into  a  similar  engagement ;  and  you  remember 
the  speech  which  he  delivered  to  the  Mexican  deputation  that  came  to  bring  to  him  the 
deliberations  of  the  notables  of  Mexico.     He  said  : 

'*  I  must,  however,  acknowledge,  being  herein  fully  of  acoord  with  the  Ehnperor  of  the 
French,  whose  glorious  initiative  has  rendered  possible  the  regeneration  of  Mexico,  that 
the  monarchy  of  that  country  cannot  be  established  on  solid  uid  legitimate  foundations 
unless  the  entire  nation,  by  a  free  manifestation  of  its  will,  confirms  the  wishes  of  the 
capital.  On  the  result  of  the  vote  of  the  assembly  of  the  country  I  must,  therefore,  in 
the  first  instance,  make  the  acceptance  of  the  offered  throne  depend." 

And  you  remember  also,  gentlemen — ^you  cannot  oertainly  have  forgotten  it-— that  such 
were  the  instructions  given  by  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  to  Marshal  Baxaine.  I  do 
not  quote  tbem  in  full  to  yon  ;  that  would  be  an  indiscretion.  I  content  myself  with 
reminding  you  that  the  minister  bad  fully  foreseen  the  distinction  that  was  to  be  estab- 
lished between  the  deliberation  of  the  notables  and  uni venal  suffrage  :  *'  However,"  said 
he,  **  we  can  consider  the  votes  of  the  assembly  of  the  city  of  Mexico  only  as  a  preliminary 
indication  of  the  disposition  of  the  country." 

And  the  minister  enters,  with  minute  care.  Into  the  details  of  the  vote  to  which  the 
whole  Mexican  nation  should  be  invited,  and  without  which  the  power  of  Maximilian 
could  have  no  legitimate  foundation. 

Here,  gentlemen,  is  what  has  been  said  by  France,  since  it  is  from  the  Emper6r*s  own 
mouth  that  these  words  have  oome.  This  is  what  has  been  repeated  by  his  ministen  in 
their  diplomatic  despatches.  This  is  what  has  been  asserted  here  in  your  presence.  This 
is  the  condition  of  the  agreement  that  has  been  made  between  the  majority  and  the  gov- 
ernment. The  Chamber  has  not  been  willing  that  the  country  should  suffer  violence, 
that  the  treasure  and  the  blood  of  France  should  be  employed  in  imposing  on  Mexico  a 
government  which  it  did  not  wish ;  a  foolish  and  culpable  enterprise  if  it  were  thus  con- 
ducted ;  legitimate,  on  the  contrary,  if  it  were  accepted  by  the  unanimous  will  of  the 
nation. 

Now,  I  ask  what  has  been  done  in  this  regard  since  1864  ?  If  we  choose  to  rely  upoD 
the  passages  which  I  have  bad  the  honor  to  quote  to  you  a  moment  ago,  it  would  seem 
that  Maximilian  had  only  to  collect  the  votes.  He  was  expected  by  a  unanimous  people, 
6,600,000  Mexicans!  The  commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  government  has  counted 
then^,  and  he  is  perfectly  sure  of  the  correctness  of  his  calculations ;  6,600,000  Mexicans 
were  there,  ready  to  place  their  votes  in  the  urn  1  We  demand  nothing  further:  no  more 
did  Maximilian,  probably  1 

What  has  been  done  with  these  6,600,000  Mexicans  f  What  political  acts  are  Uiere  to 
which  we  can  refer  f  For  we  are  not  called  upon  to  inquire  either  into  the  resources  of 
Mexico  or  into  the  number  of  its  population.  These  are  vague  and  confused  questions, 
which  it  is  easy  to  envelop  in  a  pleasant  mirage,  to  suit  personal  prejudices,  but  whicb 
must  be  set  wholly  aside.     Let  us  look  at  facts. 

What  has  Maximilan  done  ?    He  was  sincerely  anxious,  I  am  convinced,  to  inangumte 
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in  era  of  prosperity  In  the  conntry  in  which  he  was  reoeived,  and  fqr  this  pnrpose  he  had 
Deed  of  power.  Nothing  is  possible  without  this  vigoroos  instrnment  in  a  generoae  hand. 
But  in  order  that  this  power  shonld  be  aseful,  it  was  necessary  that  it  should  be  well 
rooted  In  the  heart  of  the  nation.  He  has  not  dared  to  look  in  that  direction,  and  the 
only  act  which  we  know  of  his  is  an  act  of  good  pleasure— a  statute  which,  indeed,  I  * 
have  not  now  to  examine,  but  which  sufficiently  testifies  that  there  is  yet  -between  him 
and  the  nation  some  obstacle  which  prevents  him  from  heariog  its  voice  and  consulting 
it.      Nothing,  therefore,  has  been  done. 

I  have  set  before  you  the  words  uttered  by  the  organs  of  the  government,  to  the 
effect  that  the  nation  was  to  be  consulted.  If  the  nation  desired  to  be  republican,  we 
would  conBent  that  it  should  be  republican.  They  went  eren  farther,  and  said,  *'If  the 
nation  wishes  to  have  Juarez,  we  will  take  Juarez."  Yon  have  changed  your  ideas,  theil ; 
yon  have  changed  your  principles  ? 
His  ExofLLziroT  M.  Rouhkb,  minister  of  state.  Not  at  all. 
M.  JuLis  Faveb.  Ton  have  notr  changed  your  ideas  f 

Thb  MiNisTia  or  tiran   Ton  have  lost  your  memory.    There  have  been  two  votes. 
M.  Jules  Pavbb.  Tou  have  not  changed  your  ideas  !    I  accept  very  willingly  your  decla- 
rations.   I  have  said  that  I  was  convinced  beforehand  that  the  intentions  were  good ;  and 
when  I  just  a  while  ago  intimated,  because — I  say  it  once  again — ^it  is  my  duty,  that  the  • 
conceptions  had  been  changeable,  that  they  had  changed  with   events,  I  said  that  the 
government  had  thereby  undergone  the  fatal  law  of  necessity  imposed  upon  it. 

Now,  the  government  told  us — look,  now,  gentlemen,  and  judge  of  its  policy  and  Its 
prudence,  I  entreat  you — the  government  told  us  that  if  the  Mexican  nation  was  con- 
sulted, and  if  it  accepted  republicanism,  the  government  would  submit.  And  then  what  , 
would  it  have  to  do  ?  To  assist  Maximilian  in  packing  up  his  baggage  and  crown.  Gen- 
tlemen, do  you  understand  such  a  policy  ?  They  proofed  to  consult  the  country  in  regard 
to  a  form  of  government,  and  they  begin  by  proclaiming  one,  and  declaring  that  all  those 
who  act  against  that  government  will  be  pursued  as  malefactors !  This  is  the  way  in 
which  they  wish  to  consult  universal  suffrage.  Assuredly,  this  is  not  in  earnest ;  and  in 
any  case  I  have  a  right  to  say  that,  in  a  political  point  of  view,  nothing  has  yet  been 
done ;  and  as  you  have,  with  justice,  attached  all  your  hopes  of  the  expedition  to  univer- 
sal' siiffrage,  and  as,  on  account  of  circumstances  which  I  have  not  to  examine,  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  consult  universal  suffrage,  you  are  still  in  a  provisional  state.  You  have 
not  advanced  one  step;  or,  father,  if  we  may  rely  on  your  own  official  documents,  you 
have  recoiled;  yon  have  lost  ground.  For  the  enthusiasm  of  the  people  portended  to  us 
an  easy  election  The  report  sent  to  the  minister  of  foreign  affiiirs  had  this  character. 
Otherwise,  the  minister  of  foreign  afiairs  is  a  person  of  too  grave  a  character  to  write  to 
General  Bazaine  in  phrases  as  inconceivable  as  this  :  *'  You  have  only  to  call  the  people 
together  and  take  their  vote."  The  minister  must  have  received  information  that  the 
vote  was  easy,  and  he  must  have  believed  it. 

Now,  at  the  present  time,  a  vote  is  no  longer  possible.  I  say  it  is  no  longer  pofsiUe, 
since  it  has  not  been  taken.  Otherwise,  render  an  account  to  us  of  this  delay  in  the  ac- 
complishment of  your  duty.  Who  prevents  you  from  consulting  universal  suffrage,  from 
causing  the  return  of  our  troops  ? 

Here  is  an  important  fact :  Maximilian,  very  naturally,  seeks  to  collect  adherents  around 
him.  With  whom  did  he  arrive  in  Mexico  ?  With  the  most  powerful;  with  those  who 
could  insure  success  to  his  enterprise.  I  refer  to  our  soldiers ;  for,  whatever  be  the  severity 
of  certain  chiefs,  there  is  in  the  temperament  of  the  French  soldier,  in  his  devotion,  in 
his  generosity,  in  his  heroism,  something  that  gains  the  hearts  of  the  people. 

This  result  was  certain,  especially  in  Mexico  ;  and  if  we  bad  not  compromised  all  these 
advantages,  the  question  would  not  be  as  melancholy  as  it  now  is.  But.  besides  the  French 
soldiers,  there  were  auxiliaries  who  certainly  did  not  participate  in  their  sentiments.  I 
refer — I  wish  to  make  use  of  a  word  that  may  offend  no  one — my  honorable  colleagues 
arc  fully  persuaded  that  such  cannptbemy  intention — [manifestations  of  disapprobation]  — 
A  voice  :  Not  so  I     [Exclamations.] 

M.  Jules  Favrb.  He  who  says  **  Not  so"  assuredly  says  what  the  assembly  is  not  willing 
to  adopt  as  its  own  sentiment.  It  does  not  appertain  to  me  to  qualify  it  as  it  deserves  ; 
but  I  can  say  that  if  I  had  uttered  it  I  should  be  profoundly  sorry  for  it.  [Signs  of  appro- 
bation.] 

Thb  Chaibmah,  M.  Schnbidbr,  I  regret  equally  with  you  that  the  word  should  have 
been  uttered.  [Good  1  good  !]  Just  a  while  ago  I  entreated  M.  Jules  Favre  to  be  more 
moderate,  for  the  sake  of  his  own  cause.  I  also  request  the  Chamber  to  listen  to  the 
speaker  with  more  calmness. 

M.  Emilb  Oluvieb.  It  is  not  the  cause  of  M.  Jules  Favre;  ^it  is  a  question  that  apper- 
tains to  the  world  in  general. 
M.  JuLBB  Favtffe.  I  would  wish,  I  repeat,  to  make  use  of  a  word  that  would  offend  np 
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one.  It  is  certain  that  the  party  which  accompanied  Maximilian  was  the  clerical  putr, 
the  party  that  had  opposed  Juares  and  the  establishment  of  civil  institutions,  the  paity 
that  had  resistecl  the  sale  of  the  goods  of  the  clergy.  This  is  the  party  that  constituted 
the  escort  of  Maximilian.  In  it,  gentlemen,  he  has  found  his  most  numerous  and  hU 
*  firmest  adherents. 

I  have  no  intention  to  entertain  you  with  all  the  details  of  the  quarrels  that  have  taken 
place  between  him  and  that  party.  You  know  many  of  tbero,  and  I  omit  them.  I  pro- 
ceed straight  to  the  facts  of  most  importance,  which  elucidate  the  condition  of  affairs 

Before  his  departure  for  Mexico,  as  all  the  world  knows.  Maximilian  made  a  journey  to 
Rome.  No  one  bas  any  right  to  qualify  the  motives  of  this  journey  ;  yet,  when  a  persoa 
has  charge  of  souls,  when  be  is  a  prince,  a  prince  presumptive,  a  prince  that  desires  to  be 
elected,  everything  becomes  of  importance  in  these  various  steps  that  are  taken.  It  i« 
plain  enougb  that  the  newspapers  have  interpreted  this  one  of  Maximilian,  and  h%Te  seen 
in  it  a  certain  proof  of  an  accordance  between  him  and  the  views  of  the  court  of  Rome. 

Now,  gentlemen,  it  is  no  secret  to  any  one  that  the  views  of  the  court  of  Borne  are 
diametrically  opposed  to  the  resolutions  taken  by  the  Mexican  government  in  referenoo 
to  the  clergy;  and,  consequently,  you  will  not  be  astonished  that,  in  accounting  for  the 
journey  of  Maximilian  to  Rome,  one  of  the  best-informed  journals  iu  this  country — I  mean 
the  Constitutionnel — should  have  said  : 

'*  Their  Imperial  Majesties  have  gone  to  pay  a  solemn  visit  to  the  Holy  Father,  in  order 
to  implore  the  benediction  .of  the  august  chief  of  the  church,  and  to  place  their  future  ef- 
forts under  the  seg^  of  his  paternal  intercession  and  of  bis  powerful  spiritual  authority." 

The  conference  between  Maximilian  and  Pius  IX  appears  to  have  been  quite  long.  At 
its  couclusion,  the  new  sovereign  had  another  one  with  Cardinal  Antonelli  : 

'*  The  next  day,  April  20,  their  Imperial  Majesties  assisted  at  the  pontifical  mass  in  the 
Sixtine  chapel,  at  half  post  seven  o'clock  iu  the  morning.  After  the  gospel,  Pius  IX  en- 
courage 1  them,  in  a  long  sermon,  to  accomplish  the  designs  of  Providence,  and  repre^iented 
to  them  their  mission  to  Mexico  as  part  of  the  grand  scheme  of  Christian  propagandism." 

This  visit  must  necessarily  have  excited  attention.  I  desire  to  make  no  comments  on  it. 
It  gave  to  the  emperor  Maximilian  a  certain  kind  6i  connexion  with  a  well-known  policy. 
The  world  was  of  opinion  that  it  did  not  contribute  naturally  to  weaken  his  relations  with 
those  who  bad  been  his  first  partisans. 

Yet,  what  happened  f  In  Mexico,  the  emperor  Maximilian  recognised  the  imposaibllity 
of  governing  by  means  of  that  party.  He  recognized,  rightly  or  wrongly,  I  venture  no 
judgment  here,  that  that  party  was  the  most  unpopular  of  all ;  that  it  compromised  every- 
thing which  he  desired  to  effect ;  that  it  was  impossible  to  abstain  from  proclaiming,  what 
is  contrary  to  the  doctrines  of  the  court  of  Rome,  liberty  of  religious  worship,  toleration, 
and,  to  a  certain  extent,  freedom  of  thought,  and  especially  from  giving  his  adhesion  to 
the  measures  taken  by  President  Juarez,  whom  our  troops  had  expelled,  relative  to  the 
alienation  of  the  goods  of  the  clergy  ;  so  that  it  has  happened — no  novelty,  it  is  true,  in 
history— that  the  successor,  called  in  to  do  a  very  different  thing,  has  been  obliged  to  do 
what  was  done  by  his  predecessor. 

But  what  you  can  very  easily  conceive  Is  that  such  a  resolution  was  very  ill  reoeiTed  at 
the  court  of  Rome;  and  it  is  well  to  point  out  to  you,  from  the  latest  documents,  what  the 
actual  condition  of  affairs  is  on  this  point,  and  consequently  to  what  embarrassments  and 
to  what  dangers  the  new  empire  and  France — for  Fiance  is  inseparably  bound  up  with  It— 
find  themselves  at  present  exposed. 

Here,  gentlemen,  is  the  manner  in  which  the  Holy  Father  expressed  himself  in  this  re- 
gard, in  a  letter  addre^wed  to  Maximiliou,  under  date  of  October  18,  1864  : 

**  Heretofore,  and  on  more  than  one  occaf^ion,  we  have  made  complaints  on  this  pmnt, 
in  public  and  solemn  acts,  protesting  against  the  iniquitous  law  called  th^it  of  n;form, 
which  overturned  the  most  inviolable  rights  of  the  church  and  outraged  the  authority  of 
its  pastors ;  against  the  usurpation  of  ecclesiastical  property,  and  the  plunder  of  the  patri- 
mony of  the  church ;  against  the  unjust  suppression  of  the  religious  orders ;  against  the 
false  maxims  which  directly  attacked  the  holiness  of  th^  Catholic  religion  ;  finally,  agaiost 
many  other  outrages  committed  not  only  against  sacred  persons,  but  also  against  the  pas- 
toral ministry  and  the  discipline  of  the  diurch." 

And  the  Pope  added  :  *  *  Let  no  one  olitain  permission  to  teach  and  publish  false  maxims, 
subversive  of  morality  ;  let  instruction,  public  as  well  as  private,  be  directed  and  sup^ia- 
tended  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority ;  and,  finally,  let  the  chains  be  broken  that  hvft 
hitherto  retained  the  church  dependent  on  the  aibitrary  control  of  the  civil  government."  . 

See.  gentlemen,  how  the  negotiation  terminated  which  took  place  between  the  govera- 
ment  of  Rome  and  the  emperor  Maxiuiilian.  The  latter  did  not  choose  t  >  accept  the  con- 
ditions sought  to  be  imposed, upon  him  ;  he  broke  through  them  resolutely,  it  must  be 
acknowledged.  I  shall  not  set  before  you  the  letter  which  he  wrote  to  his  noinister ;  yoa 
know  what  wrath  it  aroused  in  the  camp  of  those  who  suddenly  became  his  adrersariee.   I 
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am  not  at  all  disturbed  thereat ;  I  merely  state  the  fact ;  I  refer  only  to  official  documcDte. 
We  first  find  a  protest  not  very  long  delayed.  The  letter  la  of  the  date  of  December  27, 
1864  ;  the  protest  of  the  noDcio  is  of  the  same  day.  I  shall  not  set  it  before  you ;  I  shall 
only  ^y  that  if  I  qaalified  it  as  strong  I  should  scarcely  do  it  justice.  But  what  was  its 
echo  at  the  court  of  Rome  f  We  find  it  in  a  despatch  from  Cardinal  Antonelli,  which  we 
may  find  exceedingly  useful  to  consult.     Here  is  what  the  cardinal  says  : 

•*  The  letter  which  his  majesty,  Maximili«in  I,  emperor  of  Mexico,  addressed,  under  date 
of  December  27,  ultimo,  to  Mr.  Escudero,  minister  of  grace  and  justice,  and  which  was 
published  the  same  day  in  the  official  journal  of  the  empire,  has  caused  the  most  painful 
surprise  to  all  Catholic  hearts,  and  has  been  a  source  of  chagrin  and  regret  to  the  Holy 
Father. 

**  Subsequent  communications  from  the  apostolic  nuncio,  and  the  note  itself,  which  your 
excellency  has  been  pleased  to  address,  on  the  8th  of  February  last,  to  the  cardinal  secre- 
tary of  state  undersigned,  have  not  been  in  the  slightest  degree  calculated  to  diminish  the 
serious  apprehensions  which  the  aforesaid  act  has  produced  in  reference  to  the  grave  dan- 
gers to  which  the  Catholic  church  is  exposed  in  the  empire  of  Mexico.  The  cardinal  un- 
dersigned, in  virtue  of  the  orders  of  his  Holiness,  sees  himself,  therefore,  obliged  to  call 
the  serious  attention  of  your  excellency  to  an  event  so  deplorable,  and  he  hopes  that  the 
legitimate  complaints  and  just  remonstrances  of  the  holy  apostolic  see  will  be  favorably  re- 
ceived by  the  new  monarch." 

Cardinal  Antonelli  concludes  with  these  significant  words : 

••The  Holy  Father  cannot  admit  that  hit  majesty,  raised  in  a  Catholic  family  always  so 
well  disposed  towards  the  church,  can  ever  fkil  to  recognise  his  own  true  interests  and  the 
real  purpose  of  the  mission  which  God  has  confided  to  him.  He  hopes,  on  the  contrary, 
that  his  majesty  will  abandon  the  course  marked  out  in  his  letter  to  the  minister  Escudero, 
and  will  thus  spare  the  Holy  See  the  necessity  of  taking  proper  measures  to  set  right  in  the 
eyes  of  the  world  the  responsibility  of  the  august  chief  of  the  church — measures  of  which 
the  last,  certainly,  would  not  be  the  recall  of  the  pontifical  representative  in  Mexico,  in 
order  that  he  may  not  remain  there  a  powerless  spectator  of  the  spoliation  of  the  church, 
and  of  the  violation  of  its  most  sacred  rights." 

What  is  this  despatch,  gentlemen,  if  it  be  not  a  complete  rupture,  certainly  according 
to  the  views  of  the  court  of  Rome,  but  a  rupture  tiiat  shows  that  the  archduke  Maximilian 
can  no  longer  rely  for  support  on  the  party  that  called  him  to  the  throne  ?  And  as  he 
cannot  look  for  support  to  the  liberals,  you  see  in  what  a  precarious  condition  be  finds  him- 
self ;  and  this  explains  perfectly  why  he  has  abandoned  the  idea  of  consulting  universal 
suffiratge. 

At  all  events  we  must  acknowledge  that  the  situation  has  been  completely  changed  since 
1864.  That  the  re-establishment  of  the  Union  in  the  North  American  States  is  not  with* 
out  danger  to  the  French  government  and  the  Mexican  government,  no  one  can  fail  io  re- 
cognize. That  the  condition  of  things  should  be  developed  in  a  manner  least  disastrous- 
thanks  to  the  wisdom  of  both  governments — I  should  be  gratified ;  I  hope  it  may  be  so. 
But  you  will  admit  with  me  that  there  is  a  certain  degree  of  discouragement  in  the  minds 
of  the  partisans  of  Maximilian,  and  a  certain  degree  of  elation  in  those  of  his  adversaries ; 
DO  one  can  foil  to  recognize  the  fact.  On  the  other  hand,  it  Is  undeniable  that  the  Amer- 
ican government  has  not  recognized  the  empire  of  Mexico  ;  and  In  a  despatch  recently  pub- 
lished, and  which  bears  the  date  of  February  25,  1865,  Mr.  Seward,  addressing  himself  to 
the  representative  of  Juarez,  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  his  despatches,  and  expresses  his 
desire  for  the  welfare  and  success  of  the  Mexican  republic. 

Thus,  all  that  we  said,  all  that  we  announced  to  you,  from  the  month  of  February  or 
March,  1862,  when  we  entreated  you  not  to  engage  in  an  expedition  which  would  compro- 
mise our  relations  with  our  best  allies — relations  which  permit  us  to  preserve,  on  the  sea  at 
least,  the  peace  of  the  world— all  has  been  realized.  That  the  government  of  the  United 
States  should  not  violate  its  treaties,  I  am  anxious ;  but  that  a  crowd  of  adventurers  should 
not  cross  the  frontieis,  is  something  that  I  cannot,  without  difficulty,  imagine. 

Now,  all  these  dangers,  all  these  complications,  all  these  compromises,  explain  how 
nothing  can  be  effected  in  Mexico  unless  by  force  and  a  military  establishment,  and  yet 
oar  military  establishment  is  less  solid  and  more  precarious  than  it  was  last  year. 

On  this  point  also  I  refer  only  to  official  documents.  We  have  complained,  and  we  yet 
complain,  (I  ask  pardon  of  the  minister  of  state,)  that  we  have  not  had  any  kind  of  offi- 
cial statement  whatever  in  reference  to  this  most  important  question  that  so  justly  en- 
grosses the  attention  of  the  country.  The  Moniteur  has  never  published  any  official  reports ; 
only  its  editors  have  taken  up  the  pen  in  unofficial  statements. 

In  one  of  our  former  meetings  the  honorable  minister  told  us  that  there  were  n'>  other 
documents.  I  believe  him  ;  but  in  that  case  he  is  the  least  informed  minister  in  the  world, 
for  we  know  what  the  Moniteur  can  do ;  we  know  what  it  did  do  on  the  occasion  of  a 
celebrated  speech  lecently  delivered,  and  which  will  leave  a  deep  trace  in  history.    The 
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MoDitenr  related  ooly  that  the  orator  had  made  the  circuit  of  the  monnmeat  which  he  !q 
au^urated,  without  saying  one  word  of  that  which  was  most  interesting  to  the  reader. 
[Divers  interrnptions.     Laughter  and  approbation  around  the  speaker.] 

Several  members:  The  Monitear  did  well. 

M.  JuLKS  Favrb.  Now,  relatively  to  Mexico,  I  ask  myself  how  it  is  that  the  Chamber 
has  received  no  communication  of  any  official  despatch  whatever,  and  how  it  is  that  all 
that  we  have  been  told  has  come  to  us  from  the  pens  of  the  too  skilful  editors  of  the 
Moniteur.  It  is  probable  that  the  committee  on  the  budget,  which  has  the  fare  good  for 
tune  of  receiving  the  intimate  confidence  of  the  government,  which  confidence  it  is  utterly 
impossible  for  us  to  know,  has  been  able  to  get  a  glimpse  of  the  despatches.  As  to  us,  jrho 
are  outside  baibarians,  who  are  reduced  to  the  condition  of  the  minister  of  state— that  is, 
to  have  to  study  the  state  of  our  affairs  In  the  Moniteur,  and  to  be  debarred  from  the 
knowledge  of  state  documents— we  who  are,  notwithstanding,  the  elect  of  the  people, 
and  who  should  debate  on  the  affairs  of  the  country,  at  least  we  will  be  allowed  the  ri^t 
of  consulting  the  Moniteur. 

Well,  I  take  up  the  last  number  that  makes  any  mention  of  the  aflJidTB  of  Mexico.  I  do 
not  find  in  it  the  report  of  Marshal  Baaaioe,  a  report  which,  notwithstanding,  is  the  property 
of  the  Chamber,  and  which  is  refused  to  It ;  but  I  find  in  its  stead  some  sort  of  a  statement 
made  by  the  official  editors.  Here  is  what  I  read  in  the  Moniteur  of  May  15  ;  the  reports 
bear  the  date  of  April  28  and  May  1 : 

*'  In  the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  General  Cortinas  has  fallen  away  from  the  imperial  came, 
with  750  men  under  his  command." 

Thus  it  is,  gentlemen,  that  we  form  the  Mexican  army  in  order  that  it  may  pass  oyer  to 
the  enemy.  This  is  a  Penelope's  task  assuredly  that  we  are  accomplishing,  but  with  thb 
difference,  that  Penelope  was  not  killed  by  the  fabric  she  wove.    [lAUfrhter.] 

I  resume.  *'  In  the  State  of  Tamaulipas  Qenend  Cortinas  has  fallen  away  from  the  im- 
perial cause  with  750  men  under  his  command.  General  Mejia,  who  occupies  Matamoras, 
has  concentrated  at  that  point  the  troops  stationed  in  the  surrounding  districts.  Forbigners, 
resident  there,  have  spontaneously  armed  themselves  in  order  to  assist  the  garrison,  which 
was  to  have  been  re-enforced  on  the  Ist  of  May  by  tbe  arrival  of  the  third  battalion  of 
the  foreign  regiment,  under  the  orders  of  the  commandant,  De  Brian.  • 

**The  offensive  movement  undertaken  by  Negrete,  from  west  to  east,  has  inddbed  tiie 
marshal  commanding-in-chief  to  form  two  columns  destined  to  cover  the  attacked  territory. 
The  one  was  to  occupy  Parras,  fifty  leagues  west  of  Durango,  over  against  the  de«^t  of 
Mapimi ;  the  other,  starting  from  San  Luis,  was  to  march  upon  Monterey,  capital  of  New 
Leon,  situated  at  an  equal  distance  from  Parras  and  Matamoras. 

*'  If,  contrary  to  all  expectation.  General  Mejia,  who  commands  in  this  latter  city,  ahould 
be  obliged  to  yield  to  superior  forces,  he  was  to  fall  back  upon  Victoria,  the  capital  city  of 
the  State  of  Tamaulipas,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cover  the  country  in  his  rear,  and  to  main- 
tain his  communications  with  Tampico,  which  was  to  become  his  base  of  operations. 

*'  Finally,  Marshal  Bazaine  announces  his  intention  of  proceeding  in  person  to  San  Lois, 
where  he  is  concentrating  his  reserves  in  order  to  be  in  a  position  to  direct  operations  him- 
self. Without  mistaking  tbe  importance  of  the  events  that  have  transpired  in  the  north, 
tbe  marshal  commanding-in-chief  regards  them  only  as  among  those  incidents  of  war  that 
can  no  more  deceive  his  vigilance  than  shake  his  faith  in  success.*' 

What  success?  lliat  of  battles  ?  We  have  no  doubt  as  to  that ;  we  are  very  sure  that 
the  French  will  succeed,  on  condition,  however,  that  they  be  not  overtasked;  and  if  it  be 
the  desire  that  they  should  succeed  we  must  resigrn  ourselves  to  all  the  expenses,  for  with- 
out further  expenses  their  situation  in  Mexico  will  become  impossible  to  maintain. 

You  see  now,  all  that  has  been  said  in  regard  to  peclficition  is  a  mistake  ;  we  have  been 
mistaken  ;  we  have  been  mistaken  in  good  faith,  I  am  willing  to  grant ;  we  were  entirely 
too  credulous  of  success ;  we  were  told  that  all  hearts  fiew  to  welcome  Maximilian,  yet 
here  we  see  that  the  enemy  assumes  the  offensive  I  do  not  wish  to  remind  you  of  any 
particular  facts  that  have  transpired  ;  yet  some  weeks  ago  Marshal  Bazaine  besieged  a  city 
in  person  ;  in  it  he  found  a  garrison  of  8,000  men,  and  captured  many  hundreds  of  cannon. 
Now  the  enemy  has  assumed  the  offensive.  Matamoras  is  threatenei ;  General  Mejia 
takes  precautions  for  a  retreat ;  Marshal  Bazaine  does  not  despair  ;  neither  do  we  despair ; 
but  we  have  arrived  at  a  point  where  we  are  to  ask  ourselves  whether,  in  a  war  so  exten- 
sive, we  should  not  take  a  great  step  at  once,  make  war  as  it  ehould  be  made,  or  abandon 
Mexico  entirely — ^that  is,  according  as  the  interests  of  France  are  or  are  not  engaged  in 
this  affiEiir.  If  they  are  engaged  in  it,  be  assured  that  by  all,  without  any  distinction  of 
party,  they  will  be  sustained.  But  if,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  for  foreii^  interests  that  we 
act,  if  it  is  for  a  foreign  crown,  if  it  is  for  the  accomplishment  of  an  impossible  enterprise, 
if  it  is  a  phantom  that  we  pursue,  if  the  work  to  which  the  blood  and  the  treasure  of 
France  are  devoted  is  a  work  foreign  to  France,  we  will  not  continue  it  any  further,  aad 
we  will  demand  to  have  it  abandoned. 
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Scich  is  the  coQcloaion  at  which  we  arrive  from  a  consideration  of  the  nilitarj  occnrrenoes. 

And  as  a  final  and  control liog  idea,  permit  me  to  examine  with  you  in  a  few  words  one 
of  the  most  characteristic  features  in  a  question  of  this  nature,  and  one  of  the  most  in- 
stmctive.  I  refer  to  the  financial  aspect  of  the  afikir.  The  condition  of  the  finances  will 
'teach  us,  and  teach  us  beyond  a  possibility  of  doubt,  the  yalue  of  this  Mexican  buHiness  ; 
for  herein  we  are  not  dealing  with  contingencies.  In  the  discussion  of  this  point  I  do  not 
-wUh  to  leave  anything  to  uncertainty ;  I  am  going  to  state  facts  precisely  as  they  are,  in 
order  that  the  discussion  may  be  useful,  and  we  may  all  of  us  be  able,  as  we  desire  the 
'wel&re  of  oup  country,  to  arrive  at  conclusions  favorable  to  it 

In  order  to  estimate  the  worth  of  a  private  individual  we  have  only  to. Investigate  what 
Ills  credit  is.  If  you  desire  to  learn  the  worth  of  such  and  such  a  merchant,  apply  to 
tiiose  who  have  business  transactions  with  him.  If  he  pays  badly,  if  he  seeks  to  raise 
funds  at  the  pawnbroker's,  if  he  requests  the  signature  of  his  wife  or  his  family,  you  may 
be  sure  that  this  merchant  is  on  the  pohit  of  bankruptcy. 

Now,  Mexico  has  engaged  in  financial  aiOfairs  and  adventures  without  precedent,  and  I 
blush  to  see  France  assisting  in  them ;  to  see  that  it  is  with  the  stamp  of  France,  with  the 
aid  and  under  cover  of  her  administration  and  of  her  public  treasure,  that  those  unexampled 
financial  operations  have  been  executed  which  I  have  to  lay  before  the  court.     [Merriment.] 

Ton  are  a. court  of  justice,  gentlemen,  in  this  af&ir  ;  I  am  authorised,  therefore,  to  use 
tbis  word  without  offence  to  you. 

A  member  :  We  recognise  the  lawyer  in  that.  , 

M.  Jules  Favrb.  Yes,  gentlemen,  I  am  a  lawyer,  and  I  feel  proud  of  it,  for  I  have  always 
exercised  my  profession  conscientiously.     [Cries  of  good  !  good  I  around  the  speaker.] 

There  are' among  us  men  of  more  or  less  lively  imagination.  I  do  not  take  offence  at  in- 
terruptions ;  I  have  a  good  right  to  be  indulgent  in  regard  to  them.  Bnt  when  1  am  told 
tbat  I  have  been  a  lawyer,  I  cast  my  eye9  on  the  government  benches  and  find  there  three 
illostrions  confreres 

His  ExcsLLENCT  THB  MiNiSTiSB  OF  Stats.     We  are  proud  of  it. 

M.  JuiiSS  Favkb.  of  whom  some  have  been  either  my  friends  or  my  comrades,  and  I 

can  only  feel  honored  at  the  interruption.     [Laughter.     Cries  of  good  !  good  1] 

I  said  that  we  should  know  what  the  credit  of  Mexico  is.  Go  this  point  I  asked  my  hon- 
orable colleague,  M.  Corta,  permission  not  to  accompany  him  on  the  peregrination,  so  in- 
teresting otherwise,  and  listened  to  with  so  much  pleasure  by  the  Chamber,  which  he  un- 
dertook through  Mexico.  I  am  convinced  that  all  his  researches  have  been  conscientious  ; 
tbat  hfi  has  given  them  to  us  such  as  he  himself  conceives  them  to  be  ;  his  intention  has 
been  to  enlighten  the  Chamber.  Only  in  place  of  this  marvellous  romance,  which  seems  a 
page  detached  from  some  political  Arabian  Nights,  written  by  some  complacent  historian 
anxious  for  a  loan,  [laughter,]  I  ask  your  permission  to  substitute  the  naked  truth,  namely, 
the  loan  itself ;  and  we  will  proceed  to  see,  from  the  conditions  under  which, it  is  negotiated, 
what  the  worth  is  of  the  borrower. 

Every  one  knows  that  Mexico  borrowed  last  year  a  sum  of  two  hundred  millions  of  francs. 
No  one  knows  it  better  than  the  minister  of  state,  unless  it  be  the  minister  of  finance,  who 
has  in  his  portfolio  fifty-four  millions  of  this  Mexican  paper,  which  he  would  be  very 
willing  to  convert  into  money;  and  at  our  last  meeting  you  heard  an  honorable  member  of 
the  government  say,  **  But  if  we  wished  to  realise,  what  would  we  lose  ?  Ten  millions  ! 
Ten  millions  at  this  time  is  a  matter  of  no  consequence  to  the  government !  Thus  we  can 
get  out  of  the  difliculty !" 

Several  members  :  Who  said  that  ? 

M.  JuLBB  Favbi.  I,  for  my  part,  say  that,  if  you  look  at  the  state  of  the  market,  it  would 
not  be  ten  millions,  it  would  be  more  than  twenty  millions  that  you  would  lose,  or  rather 
the  paper  could  not  be  disposed  of  at  any  price. 

His  Exosllrnct  M.  Roubu,  minister  of  state.  Will  you  please  state  the  name  of  the 
speaker,  the  government  member,  who  used  that  language  ? 

A  member  :  Is  it  not  M.  De  Yintry  ?     [Tumult  and  confusion] 

If.  La  Mabquis  db  Pir±,  in  the  midst  of  the  confusion,  utters  some  words  which  it  is  im- 
possible to  understand. 

Thb  Chairman,  M.  Sohnmdbr.  Please  do  not  interrupt,  M.  de  Pirtf,  or  I  shall  be  obliged 
to  call  you  to  order.  It  is  not  the  first  time  that  you  have  interrupted  with  vehemence ;  I 
pray  you  not  to  renew  the  attempt     [Good !  good  !] 

M.  JuLis  Favbj.  At  all  events,  the  interruption  of  the  minister  of  state  would  imply 
that  the  paper  cannot  be  disposed  of  at  arty  price,  which  is  precisely  my  opinion.  [Laughter 
and  manifestations  of  approbation  around  the  speaker.] 

This  being  understood,  after  the  two  hundred  millions  had  been  borrowed  by  Mexico, 
Mexico  very  soon  fonnd  itself  completely  short,  and  has  been  under  the  necessity  of  recur- 
ring again  to  credit;  under  what  conditions?  It  must  be  stated,  gentlemen,  here  once 
more,  and  I  say  it  with  extreme  regret,  it  is  with  the  assistanoeof  the  French  government 
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that  the  loan  has  been  contracted  aod  sent  OHt — '*  sabecription  to  500,000  bonds  of  M9 
francs  each,  authorized  by  his  excellency  the  minister  of  finance." 

What  is  the  loan  that  is  efifected  under  the  form  of  bonds  f  for  it  is  not  a  consolidated 
loan  that  has  been  made  by  the  Mexican  government.  It  consists  of  bonds  that  are  to  be 
redeemed  in  fifty  years  and  by  annual  instalments. 

What  is'the  amount  of  the  loan  ?  It  is  600,000  bonds  of  500  francs  each  ;  the  cakBlA- 
tion  is  very  simple ;  that  is  250  millions.  The  spm  of  250  millions  is  ther^re  to  be  re- 
turned to  the  lender  in  the  course  of  fifty  years.  Bntthe  bonds  are  issued  only  at  the  nte 
of  340  francs,  and  consequently  Mexico,  which  Is  under  the  necessity  of  paying  250  mlllioBS, 
will  only  receive  170  millions. 

M.  BsRBTBa.  The  bonds  are  for  810  francs,  and  not  for  340 

M.  JyLKS  Favbk.  I  was  just  going  to  state  that  On  the  170  millions  there  la  a  commis- 
sion. The  notes,  which  are  issued  for  340  francs,  are  sold  for  only  310  francs.  And  tntly 
I  wonder  at  the  minister  of  state  who  thought  to  overwhelm  us  when  he  told  us  in  a  speedi 
recently  delivered,  **  You  speak 'of  the  contingency  of  a  loan  !  The  loan  is  already  effected ; 
the  capitalists  have  been  already  found  to  take  it." 

Permit  me,  Mr.  Minister !  Capitalists !  Tou  mean  those  who  get  the  17  milliooa  pre- 
mium. We  know  too  well  that  they  have  no  money,  and  that  they  appeal  to  the  pabtie 
for  it.  They  offered  the  bonds  to  the  public,  and  we  are  to  see  with  what  allorements  they 
seek  to  entice  the  people  to  take  them,  what  immoral  conditions  have  presided  over  this 
loan,  and  how  afflicting  they  are,  if  not  to  our  finances,  at  least  to  the  morality  which 
ought  to  direct  the  resolutions  of  a  government. 

The  Mexican  government  is  under  the  necessity  of  paying  250  millions ;  it  will  reodve 
only  170  millions.  It  pays  17  millions  premium  to  its  agents,  which  reduces  the  real  eimi 
to  153  millions.  153  millions  I  I  do  not  believe,  gentlemen,  that  such  a  sum  will  ever 
go  into  the  cofiers  of  the  Mexican  government. 

In  order  to  obtain  it,  under  conditions  so  unfavorable,  and  of  such  a  nature  that  if  an  m- 
dividual  allowed  himself  to  enter  into  them  he  would  immediately  be  taken  in  charge  by 
the  courts,  do  you  know  what  the  Mexican  government  does  ?  Do  you  know  what  the 
French  government  does,  which  authorizes  it,  patronizes  it.  takes  it  by  the  hand  in  order 
to  introduce  it  to  the  financial  market,  as  it  has  taken  Maximilian  by  the  hand  *m  order  to 
conduct  him  to  the  throne  of  Mexico  ? 

Here  are  the  conditions  proposed  to  lenders.  The  bonds  are  to  the  amount  of  340  francs, 
and  they  are  to  be  redeemed  in  50  years  at  the  nominal  rate  of  500  francs,  principal  ;  that 
is  to  say,  5  millions  a  year,  with  an  annual  Interest  of  30  francs,  which,  on  a  prindtial  of 
340  francs,  make  9}  per  cent. ,  nearly. 

But  this  is  not  all.  In  order  to  obtain  money  that  might  otherwise  never  be  forthcom- 
ing, BO  great  is  the  confidence,  so  fully  convinced  are  people  of  the  solidity  of  the  enter- 
prise, it  is  not  enough  that  840  francs,  or  rather  310  francs,  should  produce  an  iuterest  ot 
30  francs  -,  that  is,  at  the  rate  of  9}  per  cent — an  appeal  is  made  to  what  has  been  pro- 
scribed by  our  legislation  ;  a  revolt  has  been  raised  against  it,  and  a  deplorable  and  scan- 
dalous exaiT^pIe  given  of  laws  trampled  under  foot,  avaricious  passions  infiamed.  most  de- 
testible  passions  that  agitate  the  lowest  classes  of  society,  in  order  to  bring  into  the  oofleis 
of  the  Mexican  government  the  money  that  never  would  have  found  its  way  thither  nat- 
urally. Here  is  what  they  have  pressed  into  the  service  of  the  loan — a  lottery.  And  then 
under  what  conditions  ? 

The  bonds  shall  entitle  to  chances  in  a  lottery  of  3  millions  a  year,  of  1.500,000  fnnci 
every  six  months,  divivied  in  the  following  manner  :  There  will  be  two  semi-annual  draw* 
ings.     The  first  ticket  drawn  entitles  the  bolder  to  500,000  francs. 

Thus  the  most  obscure  passer-by.  the  lowest  citizen,  the  humblest  and  poorest,  is  called 
to  give  bis  340  francs,  and  these  340  francs  may  produce  him  500,000  francs  1  Who  will 
resist  this  contagion,  this  seduction,  this  immoral  perdition,  this  monstrosity,  which  is  not 
only  condemned  by  law,  but  by  all  houe?<t-heait8,  and  which  is  sufficient  to  demoralise  the 
country  ?     Who  can  resist  it  ?     [Sensation  ;  "  bravoe"  around  the  speaker.] 

But  there  is  not  only  a  chance  of  500,000  francs;  there  are  other  chances.  The  two 
following  numbers  are  each  100,000  francs  ;  the  four  following,  50,000  ;  and  then  sevend 
other  premiums. 

I  have  referred  to  the  morality  of  the  affair ;  I  have  a  right  to  speak  of  it  thus  in 
reference  to  the  law,  for  there  is  one — there  is  none  for  the  ministers  :  they  set  it  aside 
whenever  it  impedes  their  schemes  ;  they  apply  it  to  their  fellow-citizens  ;  they  pot  them 
in  prison,  if  it  is  necessary.  [Manifestations  of  disapprobation  ]  As  to  themselves,  they 
are  above  everything.     [Tumultuous  interruption  1 

Here  is  the  law  of  which  I  speak.  The  date  of  its  enactment  is  May  21,  1836.  By  this 
law  lotteries  are  prohibited,  for  it  says  expressly :  "  Lotteries  of  all  kinds  are  prohibited." 

And  in  the  commentary  which  is  given  of  this  law,  by  a  man  whom  we  all  venerate  u 
much  as  we  love,  and  who  is  seated  on  the  government  benches,  the  honorable  H.  Duver- 
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gfer,  wb»  has  been  a  lawyer,  who  has  been  oar  leader,  and  whose  name  is  inscribed  at  the 
head  of  the  bar — I  am  only  too  happy  to  render  him  this  homage  without  grudging  it, 
although  he  is  a  counsellor  of  state [Laughter  and  tumult  ] 

Well,  here  is  what  he  says  in  his  commentary  :  **  When  the  epoch  fixed  at  January  1, 
1836,  arrived,  the  royal  lottery  ceased  to  exist ;  bat  all  the  prohibitions  issued  against 
private  and  foreign  lotteries  have  been  maintained.  It  is  evident  that,  in  suppressing  the 
lottery  organiied  by  the  government,  and  which  offered  guarantees  that  no  private  enter-  . 
prise  could  present,  the  legislature  did  not  intend  to  permit  the  latter.  Otherwise,  it 
iHToald  |>e  very  absurd  for  the  government  to  sacrifice  an  important  branch  of  public  revenue 
for  the  interest  of  public  morality,  and.  at  the  same  time  to  leave  a  number  of  private  en- 
terpiises  to  speculate"—— 

To  speculate  on  what  ?  It  is  not  I  that  speak,  it  Is  the  government — *'  on  the  credulity 
and  cupidity  of  the  lower  classes." 

Here  is  your  lever ;  here  is  the  instrument  to  which  yon  have  had  recourse  in  order  to 
obtain  money,  and  >ou  could  not  get  any  otherwise.  Here  is  what  was  necessary  for  your 
enterprise,  for  the  enterprise  of  the  Mexican  government  is  your  enterprise.  Here  ie  what 
you  have  developed  among  the  people.  This  is  the  detestable  feverishness  which  the  law 
condemns  I     [Ck)nfusioa.] 

And  do  you  know  what  the  Mexican  government  will  have  to  refund  f  I  do  not  speak 
bere  on  suppositions  ;  I  have  the  figures  before  me 

Besides  the  obligations  imposed  on  it  by  the  loan,  it  will  have  to  pay  3,000,000  a  year. 
Whence  it  follows  that,  by  adding  150,000.000  for  premiums  to  the  250,000,000  at  which 
the  Mexican  government  is  to  pay  oiF  its  bonds  redeemable  at  par,  we  have  thus  a  sum  of 
400,000.000  set  down  to  the  side  of  its  indebtedness,  in  the  face  of  a  problematical  credit 
of  153,000.000. 

The  scheme  is  wise — ^it  is  perfect ;  and  tjae  capitalists  to  whom  appeal  is  made  are  treated 
by  the  borrower  with  so  much  distrust — so  much  fear  is  entertained  of  not  obtaining  their 
money,  that  after  having  granted  them  these  conditional  premiums  they  tell  them  :  '*  When 
you  shall  have  received  back  your  340  francs,  or,  rather,  when  you  shall  have  received 
500  francs,  that  is,  when  you  ^hall  have  obtained  250.000,000  for  the  170,000,000  that 
you  advance,  you  shall  als*)  have  refunded  to  you  your  entire  capital  1 " 

And  they  commence  by  raising  in  advance  on  the  capital  of  the  Mexican  government  a 
sum  of  17,000,000  of  francs,  which  is  deposited  in  the  treasury  of  France,  the  interest  of 
which  will  be  added  to  the  principal,  thus  producing  in  fifty  years  a  sum  of  170,000,000. 
[Tumultuous  demonstrations  of  various  kinds  among  the  members.] 

So  that  in  reality  the  Mexican  government  will  only  obtain  a  sum  of  133,000,000. 
Such  in  reality  is  the  sum  that  it  will  have  in  its  hands,  and  yet  it  will  be  obliged  to  pay 
out  400,000,000.     Where  do  you  think  it  will  obtiia  that  amount? 

Any  man  on  the  brink  of  ruin  willingly  exchanges  some  paper,  to  which  he  attaches 
his  signature,  for  certain  pieces  of  gold.  [Confusion.]  That  is  an  operation  as  base  as  it 
is  immoral.  Now  that  is  the  very  thing  that  is  done  ;  that  is  what  you  make  the  Mexican 
jroverriment  do  by  causing  it  to  borrow  133,000,000  against  400,000,000,  which  it  will 
have  to  refund.  It  is  impossible  that  such  an  operation  should  succeed.  [Long-continued 
and  noisy  demonstrations  of  dissent.] 

And  yet  you  will  lie  the  persons  who  will  have  patronized  it  in  the  stock  market.  It 
will  be  in  vain  for  you  to  say  that  you  have  not  associated  yourselves  to  it  by  giving  it 
yi»ur  guarantee;  French  capitalists  will  confront  you  by  reminding  you  of  the  words 
uttered  by  you ;  they  will  tell  you  that  on  the  very  eve  of  the  loan  you  pronounced  here 
the  eulogy  of  Mexico;  that  you  have  boasted  of  its  resources;  and  then  it  will  be  your 
ret«poDsibility,  and  not  that  of  the  ephemeral  name  of  Maximilian,  that  they  will  call  up ! 
[Disapprobation      Applause  around  the  speaker.] 

I  have  repeated  the  thing  too  often  to  be  obliged  to  remind  you  of  it  once  more.  If 
the  Chamber  thinks  that  the  interest  of  France  is  linked  to  the  establishment  of  a  great 
empire  in  Mexico,  let  it  say  so  ;  but  let  it  not  delude  itself  with  any  of  these  declarations, 
which  are  mere  mockeries — that  our  soldiers  are  returning  to  France,  that  they  are  on  the 
point  of  setting  out  on  their  return. 

If  it  is  desirable  that  such  an  establishment  should  be  prosperous  and  efficacious,  in 
place  of  rscalling  our  soldiers,  let  our  fleets  encircle  Vera  Cruz  with  new  lines  in  order  to 
carry  re-enforcements  thither ;  but  let  France  be  fully  aware  of  what  she  does. 

Already,  gentlemen,  there  has  been  much  money  spent.  If  I  wished  to  count  it  up,  I 
should  certainly  exceed  the  sum  of  400,000,000—400,000,000  that  would  now  be  so  useful 
to  France,  when  we  are  asked  for  an  appropriation  for  our  public  works  that  would  improve 
the  national  patrimony,  when  the  emplo>  69  of  our  institutions  are  not  paid.  [Knough  of 
this  I     Enough  of  this  !] 

For  my  part,  gentlemen,  to  establish  at  the  distance  of  2,000  leagues  from  my  country 
an  Austrian  Rome,  minus  the  glory,  minus  the  grandeur  of  the  idea,  minus  the  prestige 
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of  biBtorical  recollections,  I  consider  an  act  of  folly  in  which  I  wish  to  hare  do  part.    And 
it  is  in  the  name  of  violated  law  and  justice,  in  the  name  of  the  interests  of  France  oom- 

5 remised  thereby—of  her  patrimony  spent  in  it,  In  the  name  of  the  generous  blood  of 
er  children  that  has  been  shed  to  water  that  coantry,  where  we  hare  constantly  ht«rd 
mention  made  of  hopes  where  we  have  found  only  deceptions,  that  I  loudly  and  explicitly 
condemn  such   folly.     [Divers  manifestations  in  the  Chamber.    Applause  from  wcae 
.benches.]

to  M,  JuUt  Favre.) 

M.  Lb  Baros  Db  Bbawbroeb.  One  word  only,  gentlemen.  M.  Jules  Fkvre  baa  stid 
that  he  did  not  wish  to  ofifend  any  one  here.  *  I  am  willing  to  admit  it.  But  it  is  impos- 
sible that  M.  Jules  Favre  should  imagine  that  he  offends  no  one  when  he  compares  our 
soldiers  of  1814  to  the  Mexican  brigands,  when  he  compares  our  generals  to  incendiaries 

(The  interruptions  and  confused  vociferalioLS  prevented  the  rest  of  the  speaker's  word* 
from  reaching  us.) 

Thi  Chairman,  M.  So^BiDia.  M.  De  Beanverger,  you  are  very  wrong  in  assuming  to 
speak,  without  being  authorized  by  the  chairman. 

Moreover,  I  have  not  awaited  your  obsarvutlon  to  address  one  to  M.  Jules  Favre,  and  it 
was  one  of  those  observations  that  have  no  need  of  being  made  a  second  time.  [Qood ! 
good !] 

M.  Chaix  D'Est-Ange  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

M.  Lb  Coktb  d'Obmano.  But,  Mr.  Chairman,  a  deputy  has  always  the  rig^t  of  making 
an  olMervation.     [Divers  manifestations.] 

M.  Chaix  d'Kst-Ahob,  vice-president  of  the  council  of  state.  Oentlemen 

Several  voices :  Let  us  adjourn  till  to-morrow. 

Other  voices :  No,  no  1  speak ! 

M.  Chaix  d'Est-Arub,  vice-president  of  the  council  of  state.  I  am  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Chamber.     [Cries  of  go  on !  speak !] 

Gentlemen,  on  commencing  his  speech  the  honorable  gentleman  who  has  just  addressed 
you  remarked  as  to  the  little  power  left  to  this  great  assembly.  I  confer  that  I  do  not 
comprehend  either  the  sense  or  the  occasion  of  such  an  observation.  I  know  no  other 
limit  to  this  power  than  that  which  has  been  assigned  to  it  by  the  constitution  itself.  I 
know  no  other  limit  to  yopr  liberty  than  that  which  propriety  and  your  (patriotism  at  the 
same  time  assign  to  it.  Is  the  right  of  questioning  denied  to  you  ?  Is  the  independeooeof 
your  votes  clogged  by  anything  whatsoever  ?  And  how  can  the  honorable  gentleman,  who 
has  used  the  liberty  of  speech  in  all  its  extent,  speak  of  the  little  power  left  to  this  great 
assembly?    How  can  he  call  you  outside  barbarians?    I  do  not  understand  it. 

However  it  be,  he  has  been  willing  to  resume  this  Mexican  question,  and  to  indulge  in 
very  diffuse  observations  upon  it,  to  which  I  ask  your  permission  to  reply. 

And  in  the  first  place,  let  us  speak,  since  we  must  continually  do  so,  of  the  origin  of  tbi* 
quarrel  and  of  the  motives  that  induced  France  to  take  up  arms.  [Cries  of  no !  no !  to- 
morrow] 

A  member :  It  is  six  o'clock. 

M.  THB  YiOB-pREsn>BRT  OF  THB  COUNCIL  OF  &rATB.  If  the  Chamber  is  annoyed  and  restless 
at  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  and  fearful  of  a  long  speech,  it  is  mistaken.  I  will  be  as  bnef 
as  possible.     [Oo  on !  speak !] 

The  case  is  not  one,  as  the  honorable  gentleman  stated,  of  a  quarrel  entered  Into  for  a 
8U^  less  Jthan  five  millions,  and  whk;h  has  led  us  into  enormous  expenditures,  in  a  devel- 
opment of  force  entirely  unexpected.  The  quarrel  is  one  that  rests  on  a  very  different  baris 
and  has  a  very  different  origin.  Every  one  knows  it,  and  the  government  has  repeated  it 
often  enough  to  leave  no  one  in  ignorance  of  the  facts.  Our  countrymen  bad  been  the  vic- 
tims of  vexations,  robberies,  spoliations,  assassinations.  Reparation  was  demanded  ;  it  was 
impossible  to  obtain  it.  Must  we  have  kept  silence  ?  No.  We  insisted  on  our  demands, 
and  then,  on  the  refusal  of  any  kind  of  satisfaction  whatever,  we  were  compelled  to  lay 
down  an  ultimatum.  Finally,  we  came  to  what  the  honorable  M.  Thiers  called,  I  think, 
the  great  argument  of  politics— war.  Tbis  is  bow  and  why  the  war  commenced  ;  becaiM 
the  honor  of  the  nation  was  interested  in  it ;  because  the  safety  of  our  countrymen  was  in- 
volved in  it ;  because  there  was  at  the  time  a  reparation  to  be  demanded  for  them  on  ao 
count  of  the  material  damage  they  had  sustained,  and  a  reparation  of  bonor  which  Fraoos 
was  entitled  to  exact. 

Has  France  bad-^I  proceed  rapidly,  I  do  not  wish  at  this  hour  to  abuse  the  patience  of 
the  Chamber — ^has  France  had  any  intention,  as  has  been  asserted,  of  imposing  a  govern- 
ment  upon  Mexico  ?    On  this  point  there  is  a  reply  which  bears  no  contradiction— the  letter 
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itself  read  to  the  Chamber  by  the  honorable  H.  Jules  Favre,  th^  letter  written  by  the  Em- 
peror to  General  Lanrencez : 

'*  It  is  against  my  interests,  against  my  origin,  and  against  my  principles,  to  Imppse  any 
government  whatever  on  the  Mexican  people  ;  let  it  choose  with  fall  liberty  the  form  that 
suits  it." 

This  is  the  letter  that  was  written ;  it  bears  no  contradiction,  and  it  is  evident  that  in 
declaring  war  it  was  not  sought  to  impose  any  government  on  Mexico,  but  to  obtain  the  * 
reparation  to  which  we  were  entitled. 

The  same  language,  as  the  honorable  M.  Jules  Favre  can  remember,  was  held  jn  the  tri- 
bune by  M.  Billault,  speaking  in  the  name  of  the  government.  He  said — and  I  shpnld  be 
▼ery  far  from  contradicting  his  words — that  entire  freedom  of  voting  should  be  allowed, 
that  the  Mexicans  should  be  consulted  as  to  the  government  that  would  suit  them,  and 
that  their  will  should  be  rigorously  respected  and  religiously  executed.  Was  it  the  purpose 
to  deceive  the  Chamber  when  such  language  was  employed  f  Was  it  the  intention  really 
to  Impose  a  government  on  Mexico?  On  the  contrary,  has  not  every  facility  been  afforded 
for  the  exercise  of  universal  soffrage*?  Universal  suffrage  has  been  consulted,  and  has 
i^ken  with  a  unanimity  almost  complete. 

H^re,  gentlemen,  was  the  difficulty  that  was  met  with.  The  war  must  have  been  ter- 
minated by  a  treaty ;  a  treaty  must  be  made  with  some  one.  And  Admiral  Jurien,  in  a 
despatch  which  I  find  among  the  diplomatic  documents,  had  excellent  reason  to*  raise  the 
difficulty  in  the  very  outset  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  say :  It  is  not  treaties  more  or  less 
advantageous  that  we  need ;  we  have  already,  several  with  Juarez,  but  they  have  never 
been  executed.  We  must  be  certain  that  the  government  which  signs  them  should  have 
power  and  will  to  maintain  the  execution  of  them  It  is  under  these  circumstances  that 
the  Mexican  people  were  consulted,  and  were  told  :  Choose  through  the  medium  of  universal 
suffrage  whatever  government  suits  you  ;  be  it  a  republic  or  a  monarchy,  your  will  shall 
be  respected  and  carried  into  effect.  If  it  be  a  republic,  you  shall  have  a  republic ;  if  It  be 
the  government  of  Juares  that  you  select,  well ;  we  will  accept  Joares  and  treat  once  more 
with  him.     If  it  be  a  monarchy,  it  will  be  accepted  and  proclaimed  by  us. 

Monarchy !  As  for  me,  said  the  honorable  M.  Thiers  last  year,  my  reason  Is  confonudei 
when  I  reflect  that  the  idea  has  been  entertained  of  establishing  a  monarchy  in  Mexico  ! 
Why,  then,  has  the  honorable  gentleman  been  so  much  astounded  ?  Monarchical  govern- 
ment existed  for  300  years  quietly  in  Mexico.  There  are  yet  some  men  living,  who,  born 
at  the  commencement  of  this  century,  can  remember  that  they  lived  under  the  vice-royalty, 
and  that  they  lived  peaceably,  with  ifew  taxes,  and  in  perfect  security ;  that  the  oonduetoM^ 
so  called,  that  la,  the  trains  that  conveyed  the  products  of  the  mines  from  Potosi  to  Vera 
Cruz  to  be  shipped  at  the  latter  place,  could  proceed  freely,  without  any  obstacle,  without 
any  danger  of  attack  ;  that  the  Spanish  flag  was  raised  over  the  wagons,  and  that  flag  was 
respected  by  every  one. 

8ome  oC  these  men  there  were  who  lived  In  their  infancy  and  i|i  their  youth  under  the 
monarchical  form  of  government,  and  ^who,  comparing  it  with  the  republican  form,  said  : 
We  cannot  take  a  single  step  without  being  attacked  in  our  interests,  in  our  liberties  of  every 
kind.  We  live  under  an  anarchical  government  which,  in  the  common  opinion  of  nations, 
Is  a  difgraoe  to  Mexico 

In  such  a  state  of  things  there  was  reason  to  think  that  they  miarht  be  entitled  to  have 
the  liberty  of  choosing  between  a  republican  form  of  government,  which  they  had  the  right 
to  adopt,  and  a  monai^shical  form,  to  which  they  had  assuredly  the  right  of  returning. 

That  it  should,  forsooth,  be  a  source  of  regret  in  the  estimation  of  certain  persons  that 
they  should  have  abandoned  this  republican  form,  under  which  Mexico  lived  so  miserably 
for  twenty  years,  in  order  to  return  to  the  monarchical  form,  under  which  it  had  lived  so 
happily  for  three  hundred  years,  I  understand  very  well ;  the  partisans  of  monarchy,  how- 
ever, are  entitled  to  have  their  opinions  as  well  as  those  of  republic  mism  Now,  the  peo- 
ple have  been  consulted,  they  have  been  asked  their  opinion  WhU  action  has  been  taken, 
and  how  f  The  same  measures  have  been  adopted  that  are  always  adopted  in  such  cases. 
First,  an  executive  junta  was  named.  This  junta  was  charged  with  the  selection  of  an  as- 
sembly, in  the  hands  of  which  the  leg^islative  power  should  be  deposited.  This  junta 
adopted  a  monarchical  form  of  government  and  proclaimed  the  archduke.  Addresses  were 
slgpied  in  great  number,  and  from  all  quarters  adhesions  poured  in.  Then  it  was  that  the 
result  of  these  adhesions  being  thus  collected  together  were  carried  to  Miramar.  What  answer 
did  the  Archduke  Maximilian  return?  I  cannot,  said  he,  I  cannot  go  to  Mexico,  except  in 
virtue  of  universal  suffrage  which  will  call  me  thither.  I  require  that  universal  suffrage  should 
be  consulted,  and  consulted  in  the  best  possible  way ;  that  lists  should  be  oi>ened ;  that 
the  result  of  the  votes  should  offer  all  desirable  guarantees ;  and  when  all  these  precautions 
shall  have  been  taken,  if  universal  suffrage  calls  me,  I  ^ill  go  t  >  Mexico. 

Thereupon  universal  suffrage  was  consulted.  What  was  the  result?  Here  it  is.  Out 
of  a  population  of  7,500,000  oi  8,000,000  of  inhabitants  which  Mexloo  contains,  U  we 
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allow  the  yery  highest  estimate,  and  ioclTide  therein  the  remotest  tribes,  those  which  hare 
hitherto  escaped  all  dependence,  and  which  have  never  been  under  the  control  of  the  cen- 
tral government,  there  have  been  5,500,000  consulted,  and  they  have  cast  their  rotes 
almost  unanimously. 

These  5,500,000  adhesions  were  carried  to  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  who  thereupon  be- 
lieved himself  the  choice  of  universal  suffrage  freely  expressed. 

But  he  was  wrong,  say  they,  to  believe  himself  so  Why  f  Because  there  was  a  popn- 
lation  of  1,500,000  persons  outside  of  this  vote  ;  1,600,000  incorrigible  recalcitrants,  who 
wished  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  this  government ! 

But  the  honorable  M.  Jules  Favre.is  mbtaken.  These  1,500,000  individuals  are  the  in- 
habitants of  Sonora,  savage  Indians  who  have  never  recognised  any  government,  and  whose 
opinion  it  was  impossible  to  consult.  Now,  from  the  fact  that  these  1,500,000  individoals 
have  not  contributed  their  vote  to  the  universal  suffrage,  to  draw  the  conclusion  that  there 
are  yet  1,500,000  individuals  who  protest  against  the  monarchy,  who  desire  to  have  nothing 
to  do  with  it,  and  winh  the  expulsion  of  the  emperor  Blaximilian,  is  something  that  nehher 
the  Chamber  nor  any  reasonable  person  will  be  willing  to  admit. 

Therefore,  when  the  honorable  M.  Jules  Pavre  says  that  the  Mexican  people  have  been 
promised  liberty  and  universal  suffrage,  and  have  not  received  them  *,  that,  consequently, 
the  people  should  be  consulted  anew,  I  reply  to  him  that  univer^d  suffrage  is  a  great  opera- 
tion which  cannot  be  repeated  every  year.  When,  after  having  consulted  a  people  on  the 
form  of  its  government ;  when,  after  having  asked  it  once,  *'  What  is  your  will  f  What 
form  of  government,  a  republic  or  a  monarchy,  suits  you  best  ?'  it  has  with  full  freedom 
replied,  **  I  wish  a  monarchy  ;"  then,  when  after  having  consulted  it  in  order  to  know  who 
it  should  be  that  should  govern  them — who  it  was  that  had  their  confidence — for  one  restfon 
or  other  it  has  repeatedly  replied,  *''  Here  is  the  person  for  whom  I  ask  I  "  then  the  trial 
by  universal  suffrage  has  been  made,  and  you  cannf>t,  two  or  three  years  afterwards,  oome 
And  ask  us  to  have  it  renewed.     [Cries  of  good  1  good !] 

The  emperor  Maximilian  has  been  consecrated  by  the  will  of  the  Mexican  people.  He 
is  the  choice  of  universal  suffrage.  It  is  an  accomplished  affair,  and  not  one  to  be  reoom- 
menced  in  this  way  from  year  to  year.     [Approbative  laughter  on  several  benches  } 

M.  Jules  Favre  has  sought  every  possible  means  of  attacking  this  rising  governmeht ; 
he  has  taken  it  in  its  cradle,  iu  the  midst  of  difficulties  of  every  kind  and  of  every  character 
that  generally  obstruct  every  new  government,  and  especially  a  government  succeeding  an 
anarchy  which  had  lasted  for  forty  or  fifty  years ;  snd  then,  magnifying  these  difliculties, 
he  has  Bought  to  render  its  existence  impossible  and  to  prove  to  all  that  it  was  impotsible. 
Has  he  succeeded  ? 

He  said,  in  the  first  place,  that  it  bad  no  credit.  If  we  presumed  to  take  the  familiar 
comparisons  that  have  been  introduced  into  this  debate  by  the  honorable  M.  Jules  Favre, 
that  is  to  say,  if  we  presumed  to  compare  the  credit  of  a  merchant  to  the  credit  of  a  great 
state,  we  would  ask  you  whether,  whilst  it  would  be  repeated  every  morning  t|}at  he  was 
going  to  fail,  whilst  it  would  be  contitiually  stated  in  tbe  greatest  assembly  in  the  world 
th'it  he  was  unequal  to  his  engagements,  that  he  was  on  the  point  of  bankruptcy,  that  be 
resorted  to  tbe  pawnbroker's,  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  this  merchant  to  have  the 
most  firm  credit  in  order  to  withstand  such  attacks  ?     [Laughter.] 

Now,  such  are  the  attacks  to  which  the  Mexican  government  has  been  subjected,  a  gov- 
ernment which  needed  eucouragement  and  sympathy  ;  and  they  say  that  he  has  no  credit! 

No  credit  I  In  the  first  place,  it  is  prompt  and  honorable  with  us.  It  carries  oat  the 
treaty  of  Biiramar  with  perfect  exactness.  It  gives  us  securities  ;  and  how  does  it  give 
them  to  us  ?  It  gives  them  to  ns  at  the  market  value,  and  we  rectrive  them  at  the  same. 
I  take  up  the  last  statement  of  the  financial  condition,  and  I  find  that  the  Mexican  govers- 
ment  was  our  debtor  for  all  operations  to  the  amount  of  39,458,000  francs.  It  has  paid 
us  38,838,000  francs.  It  owes  us  at  present  no  more  than  500,000  or  600,000  fiancs,  a 
very  small  af^r  in  a  transaction  of  such  a  nature. 

Meanwhile  what  is  it  doiog  in  this  new  country — a  country  so  long  the  sport  of  anardiy, 
where  governments  succeeded  each  other  in  some  sort  every  day  ;  where  it  was  impomble 
to  establish  any  system  of  taxation  ;  where  reouuree  was  had  only  to  the  customs  alone  ? 

It  makes  loans,  and  it  makes  them  under  onerous  conditions.  Yes,  that  is  true ;  but  tf. 
Juarez  of  whom  you  f^peak,  M.  Juarea  who  holds  the  country,  who  has  armies,  who  has 
taken  the  field-^I  would  like  to  know  whether  he  could  effect  a  loan  at  any  rate  at  all, 
and  whether  he  could  obtain  credit. 

However  it  be,  the  Mexican  government  raises  loans  on  conditions  that  make  the  honor- 
able M.  Jules  Favre  blush  with  shame,  in  the  fiist  place,  because  they  are  bad,  onerous, 
ruinous ;  and  secondly,  because  they  are  immoral  and  shameful. 

Let  us  examine  these  different  objections.  They  are  ruinous !  Pardon  me.  The  nations 
that  have  the  best  credit  have  borrowed  at  rates  that  I  do  not  care  to  specify,  bnt  with 
which  the  Chamber  is  well  acquainted.    It  is  an  ordinary  thing  for  a  very  r^^ular  country 
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to  "borrow  at  12  per  cent.  I  might  cite,  for  example,  a  loan  that  has,  it  must  he  said,  the 
sympathies  of  the  entire  world,  because  it  was  contracted  under  sad  circumstances.  I  refer 
to  the  federal  loan.  That  great  country,  the  United  States,  while  it  was  divided,  while  it 
was  delivered  up  to  civil  war,  while  it  seemed  that  it  must  necessarily  conquer  or  perish- 
that  great  country  appealed  to  credit,  which  it  had  not  previously  known,  and  of  which  it 
Be»*iiied  It  would  never  have  need,  and  it  borrowed  at  rates  more  onerous,  at  rates  much 
higher  than  the  Mexican  loan,  rates  which  have  been  as  high  as  16^"^  per  cent,  if  my  in- 
veetigations  are  correct.  Now,  who  could  blame  that  great  country,  so  straitened  and  hard 
pressed  in  its  resources,  for  baviog  lx>rrowed  at  onerous  rates,  in  order  to  sustain  a  war  for 
the  purpose  and  in  the  name  of  the  preservation  of  its  Union  ? 

6ut,  say  they,  if  States  can  subscribe  for  loans  on  conditions  more  or  less  onerous — more 
or  less  ruinous — according  to  their  embarrassments,  according  to  the  struggles  which  they 
have  to  maintain,  these  conditions  are  honorable  or  dishonorable  according  to  the  good  ot 
hsUi  use  that  is  made  of  the  borrowed  money.  Now,  the  Mexican  loan  is,  according  to  M. 
Julee  Favre,  a  loan  subscribe  1  to  under  conditions  that  cause  the  blush  of  shame  to  mantle 
the  cheek  of  my  able  and  eloquent  adversary. 
M.  Glais-Bizoin.  Yes. 

Th«  Government  Commissionbr  What  are  these  dishonorable  conditions?  They  are 
premiums,  chances,  lottery — all  those  immoral  things  prohibited  by  the  law  of  1836. 

Gentlemen,  I  do  not  approve  of  these  conditions,  if  I  m^y  speak  my  personal  sentiments 
on  the  subject ;  but  it  must  be  acknowledged  at  the  same  time  that  they  have  passed  into 
customs,  |j)rotestations  of  dissent  on  certain  benches^  into  the  customs  of  borrowers. 
M.  JvLKs  Faybb.  You  mean  to  say  of  emperors  ?     [Laughter] 

Thb  YiCB  Presib^t  or  the  Council  of  State.  It  is  no  estimate  that  I  make ;  it  is  a  fact 
that  I  relate ;  if  it  be  not  true,  let  it  be  contradicted.  For  fifty  years  Austria  has  been  ef- 
fecting loans  by  the  offer  of  premiums.  Prussi'i  has  effected  loans  by  means  of  premiums. 
The  provisional  government,  without  deeming  it  an  offence  against  morality — I  am  sure  it 
did  not  wish  to  commit  any  such  offence — [laughter] — the  provisional  government  author- 
ized the  city  of  Paris  to  borrqw  by  means  of  premiums,  and  it  borrows  yet  by  means  of 
premiums. 

1  would  be  glad,  in  this  regard,  if  no  authorization  of  this  kind  were  ever  given ;  but  it 
must  be  acknowledged  that  when  we  consult  precedents,  we  find  that  such  authorizations 
have  been  given,  and  that  such  premiums,  I  shall  not  say,  have  passed  into  public  cus- 
toms, but  at  least  that  they  have  accompanied  many  loans  contracted  under  better  circum- 
stances, and  by  governments  with  greater  credit. 
M.  Glais-Bizoin.  Without  lotteries  ? 

Thb  Yiob-Pbesidbnt  op  the  Council  or  Statb.  I  beg  your  pardon ;  with  lotteries,  by 
means  of  lots,  by  means  of  premiums.  Now,  then,  gentlemen,  what  are  the  resources  that 
remain  to  the  Mexican  government  in  order  to  meet  its  engagements?  Outside  of  loans 
has  it  any  resources  that  it  can  present  as  a  guarantee  ? 

There  is  an  assertion  that  has  been  made  in  some  very  authoritative  works,  and  which,  I 
believe,  has  been  omitted  by  the  honorable  M.  Thiers  ;  it  is,  that  under  the  ancient  gov- 
ernment, that  is  to  say,  under  the  vice-royalty,  there  were  revenues  by  which  the  state 
supported  itself,  not  by  regular  imposts,  nor  by  duties  on  importations,  which  did  not  then 
exist,  but  from  coinage  and  taxes  on  coinage,  and  from  particular  monopolies. 

The  illustrious  and  learned  M.  Humboldt,  who  passed  five  years  in  those  regions,  who 
studied  the  laws  of  the  country,  its  resources,  its  means  of  advancement,  writes  that  this 
country  thus  raist^d  a  revenue  of  twenty  millions  of  piastres ;  that  is  to  say,  from  one 
hundred  to  one  hundred  and  ten  millions  of  francs. 

Mexico  lived  with  ten  millions  of  piastres.  The  rest  it  sent  away  either  to  the  mother 
country — that  is,  Spain — or  to  Cuba,  for  the  construction  of  fortifications  there. 

Such  was  the  condition  of  affairs.  It  was.  therefore — and  you  may  form  an  idea  as  to 
what  one  hundred  or  ont  hundred  and  ten  millions  were  worth  at  that  time — it  was,  there- 
fore, a  country  which  had  abundant  resources  for  its  existence. 

Well,  what  are  its  resources  now  ?  The  riches  of  the  country  are  immense  ;  that  every 
one  knows.  The  fertility  of  the  soil  is  great ;  its  productions  are  important,  and  present 
an  excellent  guarantee. 

As  to  the  amount  of  bullion  extracted  from  the  mines,  it  increases  now  ;  but  the  business 
of  mining  was  ruintd  under  the  governments  of  Juarez  and  his  predecessors.  The  work- 
ing of  the  mines  became  an  impossibility,  when  troops  of  bandits  fell  upon  the  miners,  and 
seized  and  carried  away  the  result  of  their  labors.  It  is  easy  to  understand  that,  in  con- 
sequence, nearly  all  the  mines  were  abandoned.  But,  at  present,  the  working  of  them 
has  been  resumed  with  extraordinary  activity,  with  new  and  more  perfect  processes,  and 
the  product  is  greater  than  ever. 

As  to  the  revenue  from  the  customs,  I  have  the  statement  of  them,  and  I  ask  your  per-^ 
mission  to  give  you  the  data  of  two  ports. 
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The  customs  tt  Tampico,  daring  the  first  four  months  of  1864,  yielded  99,000  piftetnt: 
in  the  corresponding  months  of  this  year  they  hare  yielded  431,000 — that  is,  they  kiw 
more  than  quadrupled. 

At  Vera  Cms  the  rerenue  from  customs  was  from  800,000  to  900,000  piastres ;  ft  is  bdv 
1,645,000  piastres,  or  nearly  double  the  former  amount. 

I  do  not  wish,  gentlemen,  especially  at  this  late  hour,  when  I  linow  how  irksome  it  is 
for  y6u  to  listen  to  a  speech,  I  do  not  wish  to  haye  you  enter  on  these  calculations,  and  to 
show  jou  how  great  are  the  resources  that  Mexico  possesses,  and  how  much  more  it  hat  it 
imposts,  which  it  is  now  proceeding  to  establish— such  imposts  as  exist  in  all  ciTiHaed 
countries — such,  for  example,  as  the  land  tax,  so  just  and  so  natural,  which  he  thai  ovai 
the  gfound  should  pay  to  the  state  that  protects  him. 

Such  are  the  resources  of  Mexico  And  I  should  state  that,  at  present,  in  spite  of  the 
prognostications  of  which  it  is  the  object,  in  spite  of  the  evil  auguries  with  which  people 
seek  to  surround  it,  in  spite  of  the  threats  that  are  directed  against  it,  it  assumes  a  new 
lease  of  life.  What  I  have  just  said  in  a  few  words  in  reference  to  the  revenue  from  cus- 
toms sufficiently  belies  the  fears  that  have  been  manifested,  and  proves  that  everywhei* 
there  is  a  total  renewal  of  business.  Yon  see  that  by  the  increase  of  the  custom-dmies  at 
Tampioo  and  Vera  Cruz  commerce  has  received  an  important  development. 

The  gfeat  line  of  railroad — that  is.  the  line  from  Vera  Cms  to  Mexico— has  been  con- 
ceded to  an  Anglo-French  company,  that  offers  the  most  solid  guarantees.  This  great  itne 
must  be  finished  in  five  years  ;  it  will  really  be  fiai.^hed  in  three  years. 

There  are,  also,  other  lines  of  secondary  importance  capable  of  developing  the  resoaiea 
of  the  country  to  a  considerable  extent,  which,  to  the  number  of  three,  have  been  denoandsd 
and  conceded  already,  and  for  the  construction  of  which  a  capital  has  been  subscribed  ol 
4,500,000  piastres— that  is,  of  28,000,000  of  francs. 

Telegraphic  lines  are  being  constructed  everywhere.  In  the  notes  which  have  been 
given  to  me  in  reference  to  the  industrial  development  of  the  nation — that  is  to  say,  to  the 
manifestation  of  the  individual  forces  that  attest  the  political  life  of  a  country — what  do  1 
see  ?  Stage-coach  enterprises,  mines  of  coa!,  mines  of  petroleum,  mines  of  gold,  mines  of 
silver  ;  in  a  word,  I  see  everywhere  the  development  of  all  the  resources  of  thecoantry. 

Now,  gentlemen,  we  must  come  to  the  consideration  of  the  desires  of  the  Chamber,  and 
see  whether  we  can  diminish  the  strength  of  our  army  in  Mexico  by  causing  the  return  of 
our  soldiers  to  France  as  soon  as  potisible.  Be  assured,  gentlemen,  that  the  government, 
in  this  regard,  fully  participates  in  your  desire  ;  that  it  Is  of  the  same  miud  with  the  leaned 
authors  of  the  reports  laid  before  you,  Messrs.  Gouin,  O'Quin,  and  Larrabure,  and  that  it 
does  all  in  its  power  to  hasten  the  return  of  our  troops  to  Prance.  I  have  here  a  document, 
which,  in  this  respect,  can  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  intentions  of  the  government. 

Here  are  the  sums  of  the  numbers  transmitted  to  the  minii^ter  of  war  :  The  effedivt 
strength  of  our  army  on  the  1st  of  January,  1864,  amounted  to  34,000  men  ;  and  on  the 
15th  of  January,  1865,  it  amounted  to  28,000  men.  As  many  as  8,000  moi,  therefore, 
have  returned.  And  take  notice  that  this  is  not  all  ;  for  the  order  had  been  g^ven  for  the 
return  of  a  regiment  now  here— the  second  regiment  of  zouaves  ;  but  it  was  retained  by 
Marshal- BaEaine  for  the  necessities  of  the  siege  af  0<jaca,  because  he  did  not  wish  to  strip 
other  points.  As  soon,  however,  as  the  siege  was  finished,  this  regiment  left  Mexico ;  so 
that  out  of  a  total  of  34,000  men,  you  see  that  more  than  a  third  has  already  returned  to 
France. 

This  shows  how  the  government  yields  to  the  just  desire  manifested  by  the  legislative 
body  to  terminate  this  war  as  soon  as  it  may  be  possible  to  terminate  it. 

In  reference  to  this  war,  the  honorable  gentleman  has  given  details,  into  which,  espedtHy 
at  this  moment,  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  follow  him  otherwise  than  by  a  protest.  He  hm 
said:  **I  have  received  news  telegrams,  and  these  telegrams  inform  me  thatadtybss 
been  burned  ;  that  Romero  has  been  shot ;  that  General  Castagny  has  issued  a  prodama- 
tion — a  proclamation,"  adds  the  speaker,  **  which  I  conceive  myself  required  to  read  to  you, 
for  it  is  contrary  to  all  military  usages." 

What,  then,  has  General  Castagny  done  ?  Whence  comes  it  that  he  is  denounced  from 
this  tribune  ?  Whence  comes  it  that  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  are  called  the  soldien  of 
Juarez,  who  are  but  miserable  wretches,  assassins,  who  disembowel  women,  who  sby 
children,  who  commit  nothing  but  pillages  and  conflagrations,  whence  comes  it  that  for 
the  benefit  of  such  men  an  insult  Is  offered  to  a  brave  French  geneml,  who  nobly  oommandi 
his  men  ?     [Cries  of  good  I  good  I] 

Whence  comes  it  that  amid  the  facilities  of  the  tribune  and  far  removed  from  the  scene 
of  events,  in  the  impossibility  of  forming  a  correct  judgment,  on  the  faith  of  I  know  not 
what  news,  I  know  not  what  telegrams,  a  French  general,  present  under  his  flag,  in  fikse 
of  the  enemy,  is  treated  as  a  chief  of  bandits,  a  brigand,  and  a  veritable  yandalf  It  is 
against  such  imputations  that  we  must  protest.     [Tes,  yes  I  good,  good !] 

For  the  rest,  gentlemen,  there  is  nothing  in  the  world  more  legitimate,  more  approvahk, 
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Dore  liODorable  than  this  proclamation  of  General  Castagny.    Any  soldier  wonid  have 
igned  it. 

How !  He  is  there  condncting  his  men  a^inst  a  ferocions  enemy  that  flies  before  him  ; 
hat  always  flies  unless  he  be  ten  to  one.  He  finds  him  committing  atrocities  and  outrages, 
nd  yet  you  wish  him  to  be  treated  as  a  soldier  !  How  !  If  ast  we  respect  men  who  have 
ommitted  sueh  massacres  ;  must  we  treat  them  as  gallant  men,  as  brave  soldiers? 

No ;  General  Cnstagny  has  them  shot,  because  he  sees  in  them  only  wretches,  bandits, 
11  steeped  in  crime.  [Good,  good  !]  And  here,  gentlemen,  General  Cast-'tgDy  has  cer- 
ainly  done  his  duty ;  he  has  acted  as  any  one  ought  to  act  under  such  circumstances. 
Yes,  yes !]  Not,  indeed,  as  honor  and  the  dignity  -of  the  flag  demand  when  we  tight  with 
rue  soldiers,  but  as  the  security  of  men  demands  when  they  are  opptised  to  a  set  ot  bandits. 
Elenewed  manifestations  of  approbation.     (>ries  of  dissent  from  some  benches.] 

He  merely  sought  to  punish  those  who  dishonored  the  name  of  soldier.     Tes,  I  repeat  it, . 
lis  language  was  that  of  a  soldier ;  his  conduct  that  of  a  soldier  ;  and  it  is  for  this  that  he 
oust  be  treated  as  he  has  been  here,  in  the  midst  of  an  assembly,  all  the  words  of  which 
re  repeated  everywhere,  repeated  throughout  the  world. 

I  do  not  say  that  the  general  has  aeny  need  of  a  vindication  of  his  conduct,  but  the  army 
rhich  he  commands  needs  a  protest  to  be  uttered  in  its  name.     [Good,  good !]

Thb  Govbrdmbnt  Commissionkb.  No  ;  I  do  not  wish  to  hear.     No,  when  I  have  the  floor 

do  not  allow  any  libefty  of  interruption.     [Good  !] 

M.  EvoBNB  Pelletan.  Has  he  or  has  he  not  burned  a  city  ? 

Several  members :  Order  I  order  I 

Thb  Chaibmam,  M.  Sohmbiokb.  Yon  should  not  insist  on  such  attacks  upon  a  French 
eneral. 

Thb  GovBRmfBNT  Comiossionbr.  I  conclude  in  a  few  words.  It  has  been  sought  to  show 
he  difficulties  to  be  experienced  by  a  new  government.  It  is  true  such  difficulties  are  ex- 
erienced  ;  but  why  come  to  its  cradle  to  augment  those  difficulties,  to  raise  up  still  more 
1  its  way,  and  to  seek  to  render  its  task  impossible ;  for,  in  brief,  wars  like  this  one  which 
re  have  undertaken  are  not  as  the  wars  of  other  times,  wars  of  devastation  in  which  they 
arried  murder  everywhere.  Here  we  have  a  war  undertaken  in  the  name  of  liberty,  in 
rder  to  restore  that  blessing  to  a  people  that  has  groaned  for  fifty  years  under  an  anarchy 
'hich  all  the  world  has  pointed  out  to  you  ;  which  President  Buchanan,  its  neighbor, 
ointed  out  in  his  message,  when  he  said  that  it  was  a  disgrace  to  civilized  countries  to  tol- 
rate  such  a  nation !  Now,  we  are  going  to  bestow  civilization,  liberty,  order  upon  it, 
^here  disorder  has  hitherto  reigned,  as  well  as  the  most  frightful  slavery  and  the  most  com- 
lete  anarchy.  [That  is  true  I  Good  !  good !]  It  is,  then,  a  noble  enterprise.  Why  sur- 
9und  it  with  all  those  difficulties,  all  those  evil  auguries  ?  Why  seek  to  fetter  this  govem- 
lent  in  its  progress  ?    Why  seek  to  cause  its  fall  at  every  step  which  it  takes  ? 

Yes,  we  are  aware  it  has  difficulties  with  the  court  of  Borne,  but  nations  more  ancient, 
lore  powerful,  have  them  likewise. 

There  are  there,  face  to  face  with  each  other,  two  powers  charged  with  the  care  of  souls. 
^8  has  been  said,  the  one  is  the  minister  of  God  upon  earth,  his  most  elevated  servant ; 
e  answers  in  the  name  of  religion.  He  is  the  minister  of  peace,  of  mildness,  of  reconcilia- 
ion. 

But  by  the  side  of  this  power  which  has  charge  of  souls  there  is  another  which  has  charge 
f  souls  equally,  and  which  says :  **  Here  is  a  people  that  has  been  intrusted  to  me ;  in  what 
'ays  must  I  conduct  it  ?"     In  ways  of  progress,  of  civilization,  of  liberty. 

Now,  from  this  arise  difficulties ;  that  is  very  true  ;  but  such  difficulties  as  the  modera- 
ion  of  both  powers  will  know  how  to  smooth  away. 

The  august  chief  of  religion  must  persuade  himself  that  the  necessities  of  the  times  will 
o  longer  permit  the  world  to  remain  in  the  ways  in  which  it  was  two  or  three  hundred 
ears  ago. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  must  count  upon  the  moderation  of  the  sovereign  who  loves  re- 
gion, who  respects  and  venerates  it,  and  who,  before  setting  out  for  his  new  empire,  and 
efore  placing  his  hand  upon  his  new  crown,  wished  in  some  sort  to  receive  it  from  the 
ands  of  God,  and  went  to  ask  it  from  the  Holy  Father.  Between  them  everything  will 
e  arranged  ;  there  will  be  no  possible  difficulty  ;  thmgs  will  be  established  to  the  satis- 
action  of  all ;  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  for  such  a  consummation.  [Sensation.] 

There  remains  the  last  difficulty ;  this  is  the  United  States,  with  which  we  are  Incessantly 
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threatened,  or  rather  with  which  Mexico  is  incessantly  threatened— the  XJnitod  States,  joil- 
0U8,  impatient,  and  only  awaiting  an  occasion. 

In  this  regard,  permit  me  to  finish  with  a  few  hrief  words. 

As  to  the  United  States,  frequent  mention  has  been  made  of  the  Monroe  doctrine,  though 
God  linows  I  care  not  much  to  enter  npon  the  subject.  Much  talk  lias  been  expended  om 
it  without  any  great  knowledt^e  of  its  nature.  The  honorable  gentleman  spoke  just  nov 
of  a  letter  of  Mr.  Seward.  I  merely  ask  his  permission  to  reply  by  reading  th»e  few  lioei 
only  from  the  last  message  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  It  is  in  the  nature  of  a  last  will  and 
testament ;  it  is  not  only  an  advice  given  to  his  own  people,  who  have  lost  him  bj  so 
frightful  a  midfortune,  so  horrible  a  crime,  but  it  is  also  an  advice  given  to  the  world  m 
general,  to  whose  admiration  it  is  entitled. 

Here  is  what  he  said  in  his  message  of  the  4th  of  March,  the  last  public  docnment.  I 
believe,  which  is  known  of  his,  speaking  with  a  perfect  humility  in  the  midst  even  of 
his  triumph : 

*^  Without  bitterness,  without  ill-will  towards  any  one,  with  charity  towards  all,  aad 
with  firm  confidence  in  the  right,  as  far  as  God  permits  us  to  see  it  clearly,  let  us  finkh 
the  work  in  which  we  have  been  engaged,  in  order  thereafter  to  heal  the  wounds  of  tiie 
nation,  to  take  care  of  the  soldier  who  has  fought  our  battles,  of  his  widow  and  his  (Hpbans, 
and  to  do  all  that  lies  in  our  power  to  attain  a  just  and  durable  peace  among  ourselves  and 
with  all  nations." 

As  to  me,  I  know  of  no  finer  language  than  this.  I  was  stmck  vrith  it,  even  before  it 
hai  been  consecrated  by  the  sad  end  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  before  I  could  have  UMHighl 
it  was  his  last  will  and  testament  and  his  last  word  in  this  world. 

Now  this  last  word  is  a  word  of  mercy,  a  word  of  moderation,  of  peace  and  of  demeoc?. 
Let  us  hope,  gentlemen,  that  it  will  be  understood  by  those  who  obey  him  no  more,  bat 
who  preserve  his  memory. 

The  blood  shed  in  battle  for  a  just  cause,  for  the  liberty  of  a  great  people,  may  be  blesKd 
by  the  God  of  armies ;  but  the  blood  shed  after  anger  has  passed,  in  an  imjust  cause,  per- 
hc^  for  the  purpose  of  invading  the  rights  of  an  inoffentdve  neighbor,  has  never  yet  f&- 
tilized  the  earth  that  received  it,  nor  ever  brought  good  fortune  to  the  hand  that  abed  it 
We  must  hope,  therefore,  that  the  United  States  will  repair  their  losses ;  that  they  will 
carry  out  the  programme  left  to  them  by  Lincoln  ;  that  they  will  take  care  of  the  widows 
and  orphans  who  are  in  such  great  numbers  among  them  ;  and  that,  after  a  war  so  bloody 
and  yet  so  just,  they  will  not  hasten  to  engnge  in  new  quarrels,  espedally  when  their  in- 
terests are  opposed  to'  any  such  complications.     [Good !  good !] 

From  all  sides  :  Let  us  adjourn  !    Let  us  adjourn  I 

Thi  Chairman,  M.  Sobhsidbr.  To-morrow  at  2  o'clock  the  public  session  will  be  re- 
Bomed. 

I  propose  to  add  to  the  order  of  the  day,  after  the  discussion  of  the  deficiency  Wl,  the 
bill  relative  to  the  caacellatiou  of  the  rents  of  the  bureau  of  liquidation,  and  to  place  the 
discussion  of  this  bill  before  that  of  the  regular  budget  for  1866.

The  discussion  of  the  deficiency  bill  for  1865  was  continued.  The  Mexican  question  vu 
resumed  and  examined  at  some  length  by  M.  Ernest  Ficard,  a  member  of  the  oppodUon, 
after  which  the  minister  of  state,  M.  Bouher,  addressed  the  Chamber  on  the  same  subject, 
in  reply  to  M.  Picard  and  to  M.  Jules  Favre.  The  concluding  portion  of  his  speech,  and  a 
rejoinder  from  M.  Jules  Favre,  are  given  as  follows  ; 

His  ExcELLENCT  M.  BouHsa,  minister  of  state.  o  e  o  e  a 

In  fact,  the  fooli^  hopes  conceived  by  Cortinas,  or  by  some  few  men  who  surrounded  Joa- 
rez,  have  been  dispelled  ;  calm  has  succeeded  agitation  in  the  minds  of  men,  and  the  au- 
thority of  the  American  government  has  caused  itself  to  be  felt. 
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^^iTolling  offices  were  opened  in  New  York  and  WAshington ;  soldiers  were  invited  thither 
to  enlist  under  the  flag  of  Juarea ;  large  snms  were  offered  as  bounties  to  induce  them  to 
eufi^ge  in  the  scheme. 

"The  American  government,  adhering  stricUy  and  reltgioosly  to  the  dnty  of  neutrality, 
closed  these  enrolling  offices,  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  April  20,  1818.  And  while 
this  attempt  was  being  espayed,  a  general,  whose  name  had  been  freely  mentioned  in  the 
papers  in  connexion  with  the  scheme,  and  who  was  represented  as  intrusted  with  the  duty 
of  leading  this  army  of  filibusters  to  Mexico— General  Rosecrans — in  a  speech  delivered 
before  the  legislature  at  Boston,  protested  against  the  singular  part  which  it  had  been 
sought  to  make  him  play,  and  said  that  he  was  not  constituted  or  disposed  by  nature  to  be 
tlie  leader  of  mercenary  troops,  and  had  no  inclination  to  betake  himself  to  Mexico  to  at- 
tack  any  government  in  thut  country  ;  that  the  United  States  wished  to  respect  the  obli- 
prations  of  neutrality ;  that  they  would  respect  them  with  the  greatest  strictness  and  sin- 
cerity ;  and  that  the  relations  of  friendship  between  France  and  the  United  States  would 
not  be,  even  in  the  slightest  degree,  compromised.     [Good !  good  1] 

"Wbile  these  declarations  were  being  made  at  Washington  and  New  York,  they  received  a 
for  coal  sanction  and  ratification  here.  The  minister  of  the  United  States  presented  himself 
to  OUT  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  and  said  to  him :  **  Undoubtedly  we  do  not  regard  with 
any  fiavorable  eye  the  establishment  of  a  monarchy  in  Mexico  ;  undoubtedly  we  would  pre- 
fer to  see  a  republiC'in  form  prevail  in  that  country ;  but  we  respect  the  will  of  peoples  and 
nations  ;  we  understood  that  Mexico,  formerly  for  a  long  time  governed  by  the  monarchical 
form,  desires  to  return  to  that  state,  and  we  are  not  going  to  make  war  on  a  mere  questioa 
as  to  forms  of  government." 

Bach  have  been  the  formal  declarations  made  by  the  minister  of  the  United  States  to  the 
French  government,  and  thereupon  all  those  spasmodic  efforts  very  soon  have  failed  that 
were  manifested  in  the  states  of  New  Leon  and  Tamaulipas,  and  which,  I  have  no  hesitancy 
"In  asserting,  were  a  deplorable  and  melancholy  consequence  of  an  odious  crime  committed 
in  the  United  States ;  a  consequence  whi<^  is  destined  very  soon  to  disappear  ;  and  the  par- 
tisanis  that  have  been  collected  will  quickly  be  dispersed  by  the  battalions  directed  against 
them  by  Marshal  Bazaine.  Such  is  the  real  condition  of  the  Mexican  empire.  [Good ! 
good!] 

They  have  called  up  here  in  this  assembly — I  know  not  for  what  purpose— the  question 
as  to  the  property  of  the  clergy  in  Mexico,  and  they  have  said  to  you  :  **The  fCmperor 
Maximilian  is  deserted  ;  abandoned  by  the  very  party  that  bore  him  to  power  I"  And  thea 
they  have  deemed  it  their  duty  to  pSrrade  before  you  the  Pope's  letter  and  the  declaration 
of  Cardinal  Antonelli. 

I  do  not  feel  myself  called  upon  to  make  any  reply  to  such  aasertlons.  The  Emperor 
Maximilian  attained  his  power  by  the  will  of  the  Mexican  nation.  He  has  called  upon  the 
parties  to  allow  him  to  cobstitute  a  moderate  party  to  assist  him  in  the  direcUoB  of  public 
affairs.  He  has  not  sought  for  men  in  this  or  that  faction ;  he  has  not  required  certificates 
as  to  antecedents  from  such  as,  abjuring  evil  passions,  desired  to  subserve  the  interests  of 
order  and  of  civilization  ;  and  at  the  very  moment  at  which  I  now  address  you,  tliis  prince, 
who  is  accused  of  quartering  himself  in  the  conservative  party,  counts  among  his  ministers 
three  former  ministers  of  Juarez  himself:  the  minister  of  the  interior,  the  minister  of  public 
works,  and  the  minister  pre^^ldent  of  the  council  of  state. 

The  EmperQr  Maximilian,  without  ill-feeling,  without  any  party  connexions^  without 
any  of  those  tendencies  or  any  of  those  rancors  which  civil  war  leaves  after  it  in  a  country, 
has  appealed  to  all  intelligent  and  well-inclined  men,  and  has  said  to  them :  **  Come  to  me, 
for  I  represent  the  cause  of  order,  of  security,  of  progress,  and  of  civilization."  [Loud 
manifestations  of  approbation  ] 

Now,  gentiemen,  permit  me  to  address  a  request  to  the  members  of  the  opposition. 
[Hear !  bear  !]  Permit  me  to  tell  them  that  they  cannot  exercise  too  much  prudence  and 
discretion  in  weighing  the  language  which  they  use  within  this  hall  while  yielding  to  the 
dictates  of  their  convictions,  the  sincerity  of  which  I  have  no  disposition  whatever  to  call 
in  question. 

If  they  could  know,  as  the  government  knows,  the  detestable  abuse  that  is  made  of  their 
words,  of  their  criticisms,  of  their  charges  against  the  government,  within  that  empire  of 
Mexico  and  in  the  midst  of  those  very  rebels  whom  we  have  to  fight,  I  am  deeply  con- 
vinced that  tiieir  voices  would  not  be  so  loud  on  this  question,  and  that  they  would  regret 
the  language  which  they  have  already  used. 
Numerous  voices  :  Good !  good  1 

TJBB  Mufisna  ov  Btatb.  Tou  would  not  believe  the  strange  communications  that  reach 
the  government  in  this  regard.  I  have  here  the  description  of  a  banquet  held  in  the 
United  States  by  the  fHends  of  Juarez.  Do  you  wish  me  to  read  to  you  the  list  of  toasts 
that  were  offered  ?     [Yes,  yes!  read  them !  read  them !] 

**Th6  Mexicans  of  the  party  of  Juarez,  residing  in  New  York,  celebrated  the  ot|ier 
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eyening  the  annirereary  of  the  iodepeodenoe  of  Mexico,  bja  fp^nd  banquet  at  Delmontaya. 
Among  those  present  were  remarked  MeaerB.  Romero,  Doblado,  Joan  Bas,  Colombiez,  Ala- 
torre,  and  other  personages  more  or  less  distinguished  for  varioas  reasons.  After  the  ban- 
quet, &f .  Romero  gave  the  signal  for  the  speeches,  which,  as  usual,  abounded  in  big  words 
and  high-sounding  phrases.  They  drank  *  to  the  death  of  MaztmUian^  tyrant  qf  Mexico;  to  tk 
death  of  the  Pope,  tyrant  qf  eonsdeneet ;  to  the  death  qf  Napoleon  III,  tyrant  qf  the  whole  world,'  " 

That  is  not  all.  They  drank  the  health  of  the  French  deputies  who  oppose  the  tyranny 
of  .the  Emperor !     [Cries  ^f  indignation.] 

Such  are  the  sad  abuses  which  wicked  and  fiery  pasdons  make  of  criticisms  and  opposi- 
tions even  the  most  conscientious— such,  I  feel  oonirinced,  as  these  are. 

But  this  is  not  yet  all.  Our  soldiers,  in  the  long  and  difficult  marches  to  which  their 
duty  condemns  them,  often  find  documents  traitorously  scattered  among  them  I  Do  yoo 
know  their  purport  f  **  Juarez  to  the  soldiers  of  France."  I  ask  your  pardon  ;  do  not 
hasten  to  cry  out  with  indignation,  **  Juarez  and  his  friend  Jules  Favre  " 

Several  voices  :  That  is  true  1 

M.-  RouHER,  minister  of  state.  To  the  French  soldiers,  proposing  to  them  to  desert  the 
flag  of  that  tyrant  called  Napoleon  III  1     [Manifestations  of  indignation  ] 

What  matter  our  previous  differences  of  opinion?  What  matters  it  that  yon  have 
approved  or  disapproved  the  Mexican  expedition  ?  Let  such  discussions  be  henceforward 
discarded. 

Our  flag  now  floats  over  far  distant  shores.  Let  ns  then  have  the  same  sentiments  of 
patriotism  ;  let  us  all  desire  the  triumph  of  that  cause  which  we  have  promoted  in  those 
regions  1  Let  us  hasten  by  the*  unanimity  of  our  wishes,  let  us  hasten  the  moment  whea 
the  French  troops,  not  humbled— that  they  cannot  be — ^but  triumphant,  and  having  com- 
pleted their  work,  shall  return  amid  the  applauses  of  all  France,  to  receive  the  crowns 
which  their  courage  will  have  merited.  [Good!  good!  bravo!  bravo!  Prolonged  and 
redoubled  applause.] 

M.  JuLBS  Favbb.     Mr.  President,  I  rise  to  a  personal  explanation. 

Thb  P&niDBNT,  M.  SoHHKiDBB.  I  canuot  very  well  see  what  can  constitute  the  occasian 
for  a  i>ereonal  explanation.  *  * 

Several  voices :     Let  him  speak. 

Thb  Prisidxnt,  M.  SoBunoER.  I  decide,  then,  that  M.  Jules  Favre  asks  the  floor  for  a 
personal  explanation  and  not  for  a  speech.  If  there  be  question  of  a  speech,  M.  Emile 
Oilivier  is  entitled.- 

M.  Emilb  OLLivinu     Oh,  Mr.  President,  let  M.  Jules  Favre  speak. 

M.  JuLis  Favbi.  It  is  not,  you  may  be  sure,  and  the  Chamber  may  feel  convinced  of  it, 
to  the  last  fact  cited  by  the  minister  of  state  that  I  wish  to  make  allusion,  ^ut  in  the 
explanations  which  he  has  made  to  you,  there  is  one  which  is  calculated  to  impress  upon 
you  the  belief  that  on  the  part  of  the  speakers  of  the  opposition  to  the  government,  in 
the  announcement  of  a  fact  recognized  as  very  serious  by  all  the  members  of  the  araembly, 
there  might  have  been  something  of  a  surprise ;  and  as  such  an  insinuation  afifects  ray 
character  for  fair  and  open  dealing,  I  ask  your  permission  to  reply  to  it. 

I  said,  and  yon  remember  it  perfectly  well,  that  a  corps  commander,  whose  name  it  ii 
unnecessary  to  mehtion— 

Several  members  :     Why  so  ?    Mention  it. 

M.  JuLBB  Favbb.  I  said  that  General  Castagny,  at  the  head  of  a  body  of  French  troops, 
had  recourse  to  a  measure  contrary  to  the  laws  of  war  and  to  the  law  of  nations.      [Denials  ] 

The  minister  of  state  says,  in  reply  to  me,  that  as  yet  there  is  something  untimely  and 
imprudent  Ibvolved  in  the  assertion,  that  as  long  as  our  troops  are  upon  hostile  territory, 
while  they  are  exposed  to  death,  we  have  no  right  to  examine  tbeiroonduct,  and  that  it  is 
proper  for  us  to  guard  our  expressions  so  that  there  might  be  no  possibility  of  their  doing 
any  harm.     [  fhat  is  so.] 

I  ask  you,  then,  why  you  applaud  the  words  of  the  minister?    What  does  he  do  ? 

Various  voices  :  His  language  is  patriotic ;  he  is  a  Frenchman ! 

M.  Jules  Favrb.  As  to  me,  I  can  admit  no  such  argument;  it  is  unworthy  of  any  man 
of  sense.     [Murmurs  and  cries  of  disapprobation.  ] 

I  respect  and  honor  the  courage  of  our  soldiers  who  brave  all  dangers,  but  I  esteem  not 
the  less  the  courage  of  the  statesman  who,  on  the  government  beaches,  oomes  to  aanctioii 
by  his  words  the  principles  which  he  proposes  to  your  votes.  Each  in  his  sphere  fulfils  a 
duty,  and  I  cannot  believe  that  one  can  be  oonBidere4  superior  to  the  ot^er.  [Variout 
manifestations.] 

Now,  if  I  render  him  this  Justice,  I  claim  a  similar  one  from  him  in  regard  to  the  pari 
which  we  perform  here.  I  ask,  gentlemen,  whether  there  can  be  a  sort  of  infallibility,  of 
inviolability,  decreed  by  the  danger  which  a  general  runs  that  would  permit  him  to  place 
himgelf  above  all  laws.     [Interruption.] 

Xf  it  be  so,  it  is  undeniable  that  it  would  not  be  himself  only ;  it  would  be  the  fate  of 
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the  men  whom  he  happened  to  command  that  he  would  Booceed  in  endangeriug.     [Excla- 
mations of  indignation.] 

Ab  far  as  regards  the  fact  which  has  provoked  the  discussion  between  tlie  minister  of 
state  and  us,  nothing  is  more  simple.  That  fact,  gentlemen,  is  the  burning  of  a  city  of 
foar  thousand  souls.  Before  giving  expression  to  it  I  toolL  care  to  state  that  the  fact  had 
been  announced  a  long  time  since  that  the  Moniteur  had  been  interrogated  on  the  subject, 
and  that  the  Bioniteur  had  been  silent. 

Just  a  while  ago,  when  the  minister  of  state  reproached  me  for  not  having  asked  him 
for  explanations,  he  must  have  forgotten  that  from  the  20th  of  April  explanations  bad 
been  asked  by  the  press      [Exclamations  of  disapprobation.] 

Here  is  what  the  Journal  des  Debats  said  in  its  issue  of  the  20th  of  April  last.  [Oh  I 
oh !— confusion  ] 

I  am  only  replying  to  the  reproach  of  the  ministef,  which  would  seem  to  intimate  that 
I  announced  a  fact  hitherto  unknown  ;  whilst,  on  the  contrary,  that  fact  was  a  public  one, 
and  several  papers  had  called  on  the  Moniteur  for  information  in  reference  to  it.  [Inter- 
ruption] 

M.  Ermist  Pioabb   That  is  the  very  point  in  issue. 

M  JuLBs  Favbb.  Here  is  what  the  Journal  des  Debats  says  : 

**This  despatch  has  been  published  by  several  journals,  among  others  by  the  Constitu- 
tionuel,  but  we  do  not  find  it  in  the  Moniteor  of  this  morning.  It  is  significant  in  its 
necessary  brevity,  for  the  telegraph  does  not  indulge  in  long  discourses ;  but  we  hope  soon 
to  find  in  the  official  organ  the  details  and  the  documents  which  the  despatch  could  not 
give,  and  which  should  serve  to  present  under  their  true  light  the  rigorous  measures 
adopted  by  General  Castagny  against  San  Sebastian  and  against  tbe.four  Juarist  chiefe  in 
question.  San  Sebastian  counts,  or  rather  once  counted,  rince  that  city  no  longer  exists,  a 
population  of  four  thousand  inhabitants.  Whilst  allowing  the  greatest  possible  latitude 
to  the  cruel  necessities  of  war,  it  behooves  ns  to  know  the  reasont  that  induced  General 
Castagny  to  destroy  by  fire  a  centre  of  population  of  that  importance." 

There,  then,  was  the  question  very  distinctly  made :  Does  the  minister  of  state,  think 
that  it  is  conformable  to  the  law  oLnations,  not  to  pursiie  a  few  brigands,  not  to  shoot  down 
some  wretches  who  had  assassinated  our  soldiers.  These  no  one  has  ever  defended  within 
this  hall— [So  !  so!] 

The  murmurs  will  not  eflkce'my  "^ords  from  the  Moniteur  ;  my  words  remain,  and  you 
cannot  distort  them. 

Now,  I  assert  that  ttiis  fact  was  published  in  all  the  papers  six  weeks  ago :  A  city  of 
four  thousand  inhabitants,  in  which  were  peaceable  and  inoffeuslve  inhabitants,  women, 
children,  and  men  of  property,  has  been  given  to  the  flames.  This  act  is  contrary  to  the 
law  of  natlbns.  We  have  said  so ;  we  say  so  yet.  Such  proceedings  might  bring  deplor- 
able retaliations  upon  our  soldiers.  1  add  that  such  violent  proceedings,  unless  they  are 
disavowed,  compromise  the  honor  of  France  to  a  most  fatal  extent.  [Numerous  cries  of  in- 
dignation.    Cries  of  good  I  good!  from  some  benches.]  , 

Th£  Chairman,  M.  Sohnudeb.  I  proceed  now  to  put  to  the  vote  the  third  section  of  the  ar- 
ticle in  reference  to  the  war  department,  estimate  marked  F,  and  I  announce  in  advance 
that  there  is  a  demand  for  the  yeas  and  nays  on  the  question.  * 

*'  dd  section.  Pay  and  maintenance  of  the  troops,  33,718,701  francs."

Thanking  you  for  this  interesting  document,  I  have  the  honor  to  renew  to 
you,  sir,  the  assurances  of  my  high  consideration.

Mr.  Romero  to  Mr,  Seward, 

[Translation.] 

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

Washington,  23d  of  July,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  In  virtue  of  the  recommendation  which  you  were  pleased 
to  make  to  me  at  the  interview  which  we  had  yesterday  at  the  Department  of 
State,  to  the  effect  that  I  should  state  to  you  in  writing  what  I  verbally  had 
the  honor  to  represent  to  you,  I  now  proceed  to  make  to  you  the  following 
statement : 

You  know  very  ^ell  with  how  much  anxiety  the  government  of  Mexico  has 
been  awaiting  the  termination  of  the  civil  war  in  the  United  States — since  our 
fate  being  identified  to  a  certain  extent  with  that  of  the  Union,  the  succeas  of 
the  latter  insured  our  own,  whilst  its  overthrow  would  have  made  our  situation 
more  difficult.  In  fact,  the  French  intervention  in  Mexico  having  been,  as  is 
already  universally  admitted,  nothing  else  than  a  part  of  the  conspiracy  which 
was  planned  to  subvert  this  government  and  to  break  up  this  country,  nothing 
is  more  natural  than  that  the  principal  question  in  the  United  States,  when 
once  decided  in  favor  of  republican  institutions,  the  accessory  one,  whic?h  is  be- 
ing discussed  in  Mexico,  should  be  decided  in  the  same  sense.  TUb  success, 
therefore,  of  the  cause  of  the  independence  of  Mexico  is  already  beyond  all 
doubt,  even  to  the  eyes  of  the  most  determined  enemies  of  the  republic,  and  it 
has  now  become  only  a  question  of  time.  The  duty  which  the  Mexic^i  gov- 
iemment  has  to  shorten  that  time  as  much  as  may  be  possible  causes  me  to  ad- 
dress this  comnjunication  to  you. 

We  had  believed  that  when  Once  the  civil  war  had  terminated  here,  which 
"from  its  magnitude  and  importance  had  absorbed  the  whole  attention  of  the- gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  without  permitting  it  to  take  the  measures  neces- 
sary to  destroy  those  accessory  to  the  rebellion  which  were  developing  them- 
selves in  foreign  countries,  the  same  government  would  have  to  pursue  one  *of 
these  two  policies — either  to  take  the  steps  it  might  deem  proper  in  order  that 
the  French  should  withdraw  themselves  from  Mexico,  or  to  follow  the  same 
policy  of  neutrality  observed  up  to  this  period,  until  peace  is  finally  restored  at 
nome  and  the  federal  authority  is  established  in  the  southern  States,  thus  giving 
time  to  the  Emperor  of  the  French  to  the  end  that,  reconsidering  his  measures, 
he  may  abandon  an  enterprise  which  is  already  without  object,  and  which  it  is 
utterly  impossible  to  realize,  and  which,  should  he  persist  in  it,  will  involve 
him  most  certainly  in  future  complications  with  the  United  States,  which,  when 
once  at  peace,  will  not  be  able  to  remain  an  indifferent  spectator  of  the  conquest 
by  a  European  power  of  one  of  the  principal  regions  of  this  continent  in  their 
immediate  vicinity. 

Upon  the  choice  of  these  two  policies  I  shall  say  nothing  at  this  time,  for  I 
do  not  propose  in  this  note  to  solicit  from  this  government  the  adoption  of  the 
one  or  of  the  other,    Jtfy  object. is  solely  to  manifest  that  the  time  necessary 
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having  already  elapsed  to  know  which  of  them  has  heen  adopted,  we  have 
l>elieved  that  it  is  the  second ;  and  in  this  belief,  being  unable  to  rely  for  the 
time  being  even  upon  the  moral  support  of  the  government  to  put  an  end 
to  the  war  carried  on  against  us  bv  the  Emperor  of  the  'French,  we  deem  it 
our  duty  to  inform  the  government  of  the  Uniteid  States  of  what  we  desire  to  do 
in  this  country  in  the  fulfilment  of  our  duties  as  Mexicans. 

In  the  first  place,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  represent  to  you  that,  although  the 
patriotism  of  the  Mexican  people  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  to  insure  us  success 
over  oar  invaders,  and  although  we  have  in  our  country  sufficient  elements  to 
defend  our  independence — which  elements  have  enabled  us  to  resist  during  four 
years  the  most  persistent  efforts  of  the  first  military  nation  of  Europe,  and  will 
enable  us  to  prolong  the  contest  to  the  point  of  compelling  our  enemies  to  leave 
our  country — our  situation  is  such  that  the  French  might  be  enabled  to  remain 
some  years  more  in  Mexico,  if  they  persist  in  it  and  our  condition  does  not 
ameliorate. 

It  is  known  that  the  people  of  Mexico  is  without  arms.  As  arms  are  not 
manufactured  in  the  republic,  we  are  compelled  to  use  those  which  we  may  be 
enabled  to  import.  The  circumstance  that  some  of  our  ports  are  occupied  and 
others  blockaaed  by  the  French,  and,  above  all,  the  fact  that  this  government  had 
prohibited,  to  our  prejudice,  the  exportation  of  arms  from  the  United  States, 
and  that  we  could  not  obtain  them  in  Europe,  because  almost  all  the  govern- 
ments of  that  continent  are  hostile  to  our  cause,  has  caused  the  government  of 
Mexico,  from  the  commencement  of  the  war,  to  find  itself  with  a  small  quantity 
of  muskets,  and  these  in  so  bad  a  condition  that  it  is  really  surprising  how  the 
resistance  has  been  prolonged  with  implements  so  utterly  worthless. 

The  principal,  and  almost  exclusive,  revenues  of  the  Mexican  government 
heing  derived  from  the  yield  of  maritime  custom-houses  of  the  republic,  and 
the  most  valuable  of  these  being  occupied  or  blockaded  by  the  French,  it  fol- 
low^B  that  the  government  of  the  republic  has  found  itself  deprived  of  its  rev- 
enues in  times  when  it  most  required  them  to  organize  and  sustain  the  armies 
which  defend  the  independence  of  the  country. 

Our  situation  therefore  is,  to  sum  up,  the  following :  with  arms  and  means 
-we  can  terminate  in  a  few  months  the  war  which  France  is  waging  against  us ; 
and  without  these  elements,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  limit  ourselves  to  resisting 
the  French,  who  will  be  enabled  to  remain  in  Mexico  for  an  indefinite  period, 
-with  great  danger  to  the  peace  of  this  continent,  until  they  find  themselves 
compelled  to  quit  that  country  through  weariness,  if  not  expelled  by  the  force 
of  arms. 

You  will  understand,  Mr.  Secretary,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Mexican  gov- 
ernment to  shorten  the  war,  and  to  do  all  that  is  incumbent  upon  it  to  procure 
the  necessary  elements  to  attain  that  result.  The  identity  of  interests  existing 
respecting  this  point  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico,  and,  above  all,  the 
great  sympathy  which,  with  unparalleled  unanimity,  the  people  of  the  United 
States  have  manifested,  even  in  the  most  unfortunate  days  of  the  Union,  for 
the  cause  of  the  independence  of  Mexico,  have  led  the  Mexican  government  to 
believe  that,  by  rendering  this  sympathy  efiective,  those  elements  might  be  de- 
rived from  it  which  are  required  to  terminate  immediately  a  war  which  other- 
wise might  last  for  years,  and  all  this  without  compromitting  in  any  manner  the 
governm(.nt  of  the  United  States,  and  without  causing  it  to  deviate,  by  a  single 
hair*s  breadth,  from  the  duties  incumbent  upon  it  as  a  neutral  power.  Although 
in  the  realization  of  this  idea  we  propose  to  ourselves  to  treat  with  the  citizens 
of  this  country  .as  individuals,  without  in  any  manner  compromitting  their  gov- 
ernment, and  although  what  we  think  of  doing  is  entirely  lawful  and  compatible 
with  the  attitude  occupied  by  the  United  States  as  a  power  neutral  towards 
France,  we  deem  it  proper  to  submit  our  plans  to  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  as  a  proof  of  our  good  faith,  of  our  deference  to  this  government,  and  with 
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the  view  of  receiving  asBurancea,  if  this  be  possible,  that  no  embarrassment 
will  be  placed  in  our  way  in  the  execution  thereof,  since  a  painful  experience 
has  taught  us  the  necessity  of  taking  this  step.  Reserving,  therefore,  the  con- 
sideration of  other  matters,  when  circumstances  shall  require  it,  our  wishes  are 
limited  for  the  present  to  the  two  ibllowing  points  : 

1st.  To  negotiate  a  loail  to  the  government  of  Mexico  in  this  market,  by  ^s- 
posing  of  bonds  which  shall  contain  the  guarantees  which  we  consider  sufficient 
to  induce  speculators  to  purchase  them,  and  which  may  make  them  acceptable 
to  the  people  of  this  country.  It  is  indubitable  that  the  duties  of  a  neutnd 
power  do  not  impose  upon  the  United  States  that  of  preventing  us  from  real- 
izing our  bonds,  since  this  does  not  constitute  the  intervention  of  this  govern- 
ment in  our  behalf.  The  market  is  as  much  open  to  us  as  to  our  enemies.  If 
the  French  desire  to  negotiate  a  loan  here  upon  the  same  basis  as  we — that  is, 
as  a  private  speculation,  with  which  the  ^vernment  has  nothing  to  do— evi- 
dently there  would  be  no  right  to  deny  it  the  same.  This  same  right  is  the  one 
which  we  wish  to  exercise  now.  Our  deference  towards  the  government  of  the 
United  States  has  reached  the  point  that,  notwithstanding  we  have  had  a  press- 
ing necessity  for  the  funds  which  such  a  loan  could  have  furnished  us,  ana  that 
there  was  a  time  which  seemed  most  propitious  for  its  realization,  we  preferred 
to  await  until  the  loan  with  the  United  States,  which  the  house  of  Messrs.  Jay 
Cooke  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  is  now  selling,  should  be  realized,  in  order  not  to 
appear  to  be  acting  in  competition  with  the  United  States,  and  desirous  of  divert- 
ing the  funds  of  its  citizens  to  exterior  objects  while  they  were  needed  by  their 
own  government.  * 

2d.  To  pmchase  arms  and  munitions  of  war,  and  to  be  enabled  to  export  them 
to  such  places  as  may  seem  to  us  proper.  After  the  order  of  the  President  of 
the  3d  of  May  last,  which  rescinded  the  prohibition  to  export  arms  from  the 
United  States,  and  which  has  left  in  all  their  force  the  laws  and  traditions  of 
this  country  respecting  the  commerce  of  belligerents  in  articles  contraband  of 
war,  and,  above  all,  after  the  precedent  established  by  this  government  of  per- 
mitting the  French  officers  who  arrived  in  November,  1862,  to  purchase  the 
means  of  transportation  for  the  invading  army  of  Mexico,  who  purchased  and 
exported  the  articles  they  needed  to  wage  war  against  my  coudtry,  as  your  de- 
partment communicated  to  me  in  the  note  which  it  addressed  to  me  upon  this 
subject  under  date  of  the  24th  of  November  aforesaid,  it  does  appear  that  there 
cannot  be  the  least  cause  that  we  Should  not  be  permitted  now  to  do  what  the 
laws  of  this  country  declare  in  every  respect  lawful,  and  what  this  government 
has  permitted  to  our  enemies. 

I  do  uot  doubt  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  will  appreciate  the 
sincerity  of  the  motives  which  induce  me  to  address  it  this  note,  and  that  it  will 
favor  me  with  a  reply  which  will  be  entirely  satisfactory  to  my  government

Sir  :  Your  note  of  the  23d  ultimo,  on  the  subject  of  the  exportation  of  anna 
to,  and  the  negotiation  of  a  loan  for,  the  Mexican  republic,  was  duly  received, 
and  has  been  taken  into  consideration. 
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Yon  are  well  aware  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  oflScial  rela- 
tions with  the  republican  government  in  Mexico  only,  and  heartily  desires  that 
that  form  of  government  may,  by  the  unity,  virtue,  valor,  and  perseverance  of 
the  people  in  Mexico,  be  maintained  in  that  country,  as  the  United  States  ear- 
nesjly  desire  that,  in  the  same  manner,  it  may  be  perpetuated  in  every  other 
country  in  the  American  hemisphere  where  it  has  heretofore  been  established. 
Liberty  and  free  institutions  in  any  country  are  the  rewards  of  the  popular  vir- 
tues  1  have  named.  They  canuot  be  guaranteed  by  any  one  nation,  however 
beneficent,  to  another,  however  well  disposed  to  receive  them. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  law  or  executive  order  which  at  present  prohibits  the 
exportation  of  arms,  or  of  money,  from  the  United  States  to  Mexico,  by  either 
of  tbe  parties  at  war  in  that  country,  or  by  the  individual  citizens  or  subjects  of 
the  respective  parties.  Auy  proceedings  for  that  purpose  must,  however,  not 
be  connected  with  proceedings  which  tend  to  infringe  the  impartial  neutrality 
which  this  government  has  hitherto  in  every  instance  maintained.  That  neu-* 
trality  is  really  the  effect  of  existing  municipal  laws  as  well  as  of  international 
law.  It  could,  therefore,  be  deviated  from  by  the  executive  government  only 
when  Congress  should  have  directed  it.  To  Congress  alone  belongs  the  con- 
stitutional power  to  declare  war. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  renew  to  you,  sir,  the  assurances  of  my 
very  distinguished  consideration.

M.  Komero  presents  his  compliments  to  Mr.  Seward,  and  has  the  honor  to 
transmit  to  him  a  printed  copy,  in  English,  of  a  treaty  of  alliance  signed  at 
Lima  on  the  23d  of  January  last  by  seven  of  the  American  republics,  which 
**  desire  to  unite  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  their  exterior  security  "  against 
the  aggressions  of  European  powers. 

M.  Komero  has  also  the  honor  to  transmit  to  Mr.  Seward  a  printed  copy  of 
another  treaty,  concluded  on  the  same  date  and  between  the  same  contracting 
parties,  with  the  object  of  completing  the  compact  of  alliance. 

These  two  treaties  constitute  the  principal  result  of  the  labors  of  the  Ameri- 
can congress  which  recently  met  at  Lima,  the  capital  of  Peru.

[Enclosure  No.  1.— Translation.] 

In  the  name  of  God  :  The  States  of  America  which  are  hereinafter  mentioned,  deehlb^ 
to  nnite  in  order  to  provide  for  their  exterior  security,  to  strengthen  their  relations,  to 
maintain  peace  among  themselves,  and  to  promote  other  common  interests,  have  determined 
to  secure  these  ohjects  hy  means  of  international  compacts,  of  which  tbe  present  is  the 
first  and  fundamental  one. 

To  that  effect  they  have  conferred  full  powers,  as  follows  :  By  Salvador,  to  Don  Pedro 
Alcantara  Herran  ;  by  Bolivia,  to  Don  J  nan  de  la  Crnz  Benavente  ;  by  the  United  States 
of  Colombia,  to  Don  Jasto  Arosemena  ;  by  Chili,  to  Don  Manuel  Montt ;  by  Ecuador,  to 
Don  Vicente  Piedrahita ;  by  Pern,  to  Don  Jos^  Gregorio  Pai  Soldan  ;  and  by  thc^. United 
States  of  Venezuela,  to  Don  Antonio  Leocadio  Guzman. 
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And  the  plentpotentiaiieB  havbg  exchanged  their  powers^  which  they  found  saffident 
and  ID  due  furm,  have  agreed  herein  to  the  following  ntipulations  : 

Articlb  I.  The  high  contracting  parties  unite  and  bind  themselves  to  each  other  for  the 
objects  above  expressed,  and  guarantee  to  each  other  mutually  their  independence,  their 
sovereignty,  and  the  int«  grity  of  their  respective  territories,  binding  themselves  in  the 
terms  of  the  present  treaty  to  defend  each  other  against  any  aggression  which  may  have 
for  its  object  the  depriving  any  one  of  them  of  any  of  the  rights  herein  expressed,  whether 
the  aggression  shall  come  from  a  foreign  power,  whether  from  any  of  thoee  leagued  by 
this  compact,  or  from  foreign  forces  which  do  not  obey  a  recognized  government. 

Art.  2.  The  alliance  herein  stipulated  will  produce  its  efifects  when  there  shall  be  a 
violation  of  the  rights  expressed  in  article  1,  and  especially  in  the  cases  of  offences  which 
shnll  consifet — 

Fir$L.  In  acts  directed  to  deprive  any  one  of  the  contracting  nations  of  a  part  of  its 
territory  with  the  intention  of  uppropriating  its  dominion  or  of  ceding  it  to  another  power. 

Second.  In  acts  directed  to  annul  or  to  alter  the  foim  of  government,  the  political  con- 
stitution, or  the  laws  which  any  one  of  the  contracting  parties  may  g^ve  or  may  have 
given  itself  in  the  exercise  of  its  sovereignty,  or  which  may  have  for  their  o>  ject  to  change 
forcibly  its  Internal  system,  or  to  impose  upon  it  authorities  in  the  like  manner. 

Third  In  acts  directed  to  compel  any  one  of  the  high  contracting  parties  to  a  protecto- 
rate, sale,  or  cession  of  territory,  or  to  esbiblish  over  it  any  supeiiority,  right,  or  pro- 
eminence  whatever,  which  may  impair  or  offend  the  ample  and  complete  exercise  of  iti 
sovereignty  and  independence. 

Aet.  3.  The  allied  parties  shall  decide,  each  one  for  itself,  whether  the  offence  which 
may  have  been  given  to  any  one  of  them  is  embraced  among  those  enumerated  in  the 
foregoing  articles. 

Art.  4  The  earns  faderit  being  declared,  the  contracting  parties  compromit  themselves 
to  immediately  suspend  their  relations  with  the  aggressive  power,  to  give  pat^ports  to  its 
public  ministers,  to  cancel  the  commiH^ions  of  its  consular  agents,  to  prohibit  the  impor- 
tation of  its  natural  and  manufactun-d  products,  and  to  close  their  ports  to  its  vessels. 

Art.  5.  The  same  parties  shull  also  appoint  plenipotentiaries  to  conclude  the  arguments 
necchsary  to  determine  the  contingents  ot  the  force,  and  of  the  land  and  naval  supplies, 
or  of  any  other  kind  which  the  allies  must  give  to  the  nation  which  is  attacked,  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  forces  must  act,  and  the  other  auxiliary  means  be  realized,  and  every- 
thing else  which  may  be  proper  to  the  best  success  of  the  defence.  The  plenipotentiaries 
shall  meet  at  the  place  designated  by  the  appended  party. 

Art.  6.  The  high  contracting  parties  bind  themselves  to  furnish  to  the  one  which  may 
be  attacked  the  means  of  defence  which  each  one  of  them  may  think  itself  able  to  dispose 
of,  even  though  the  stipulations  to  which  the  foregoing  article  refers  should  not  have 
preceded,  providtd  the  case  should.  In  their  judgment,  be  an  urgent  one. 

Art.  7.  The  easus/osdtria  having  been  declared,  the  party  offended  will  not  have  authority 
to  c-onclude  conventions  for  pence  or  for  the  cessation  of  hostilities  without  including  in 
them  the  allies  who  may  have  taken  port  in  the  war  and  should  desire  to  accept  them. 

Art.  8.  If  (which  may  God  avert)  one  of  the  contracting  parties  should  offend  the 
rights  of  another  one  of  them,  guaranteed  by  this  alliance,  the  others  will  proceed  in  the 
same  manner  as  though  the  offence  had  been  committed  by  a  foreign  power. 

Art  9.  The  high  contractiiig  parties  bind  themselves  not  to  concede  to,  nor  to  aocept 
from,  any  nation  or  government  a  protectorate  or  pre-eminence  which  impairs  their  inde- 
peudence  and  sovereignty ;  and  they  likewise  compromit  themselves  not  to  transfer  to 
another  nation  or  government  any  part  of  their  teriitory.  These  btipulations  do  not 
hinder,  however,  those  parties  which  are  coterminous  to  make  the  cessions  of  t«riitory 
which  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  better  demarcation  of  their  boundaries  or  frontiers. 

Art.  10.  The  high  contracting  parties  bind  themselves  to  Hppoint  pleuipotentiariea,  who 
shall  meet  eveiy  three  years,  as  nearly  as  possible,  to  adjust  the  conventions  proper  to 
strengthen  and  peifect  the  union  established  by  the  present  treaty.  A  special  provision  of 
the  present  congress  shall  determine  the  day  and  the  place  at  which  the  first  assembly  of 
the  plenipotentiailes  shall  meet,  which  assembly  shall  likewise  designate  the  following  one, 
and  thus  thereafter  until  the  expiration  of  the  present  treaty. 

Art.  11.  The  high  contracting  parties  will  solicit,  collectively  or  separately,  that  the 
other  American  states  which  have  been  invited  to  the  present  congress  shall  enter  into  this 
treaty ;  and  from  the  moment  the  said  states  shall  have  made  known  their  formal  ao 
ceptance  thereof,  they  shall  have  the  rights  and  obligations  which  emanate  from  it. 

Art.  12.  This  treaty  shall  continue  in  full  force  for  the  period  of  fifteen  years,  to  be 
reckoned  from  the  day  of  this  date  ;  and  at  the  end  of  this  period  any  one  of  the  ooii- 
tracting  parties  shall  have  authority  to  terminate  it  on  its  part  by  anuouodng  it  to  the 
others  twelve  months  previously  thereto.

In  the  name  of  God  :  The  states  of  America,  which,  agreeably  to  the  treaty  of  union 
and  alliance  of  this  same  date,  have  allied  themselves  for  sundry  objects,  being  represented 
by  the  plenipotentiaries  who  subscribed  the  said  treaty,  and  having  exchanged  their  re- 
speotive  powers,  found  to  be  in  due  form,  to  wit  :  Salvador,  by  Don  Pedro  Alcantara 
Herran ;  the  United  States  of  Venezuela,  by  Don  Antonio  Leocadio  Guzman  ;  the  United 
States  of  Colombia,  by  Don  Justo  Arozemena ;  Bolivia,  by  Don  Juan  de  la  Cruz  Benavente  ; 
Chili,  by  Don  Manuel  Montt ;  Ecuador,  by  Don  Vicente  Piedrahita  ;  and  Peru,  by  Don 
Jo&6  Gregorio  Paz  Soldan,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  stipulations  : 

Abticlb  1.  The  high  contracting  parties  solemnly  bind  themselves  not  to  commit  hostil- 
ities against  each  other,  even  by  way  of  compul»ion,  and  never  to  resort  to  the  use  of 
arms  as  a  meane  of  settling  their  controversies,  which  may  arise  from  acts  not  compre- 
hended in  the  ca-rua  foederU  of  the  treaty  of  defensive  alliance  signed  on  this  date.  On  the 
contrary,  they  will  employ  exclusively  peaceful  means  to  terminate  all  these  controversies, 
submitting  to  the  decision  of  an  arbiter,  without  appeal  therefrom,  when  they  cannot 
settle  them  in  any  other  manner.  The  controversies  respecting  boundaries  are  included  in 
this  stipulation. 

Art.  2.  When  the  parties  interested  cannot  agree  upon  the  appointment  of  the  arbiter, 
thte  will  be  done  by  a  special  assembly  of  plenipotentiaries  named  by  the  contracting 
nations,  and  equal  in  number,  at  least,  to  the  majority  of  said  nations.  The  meeting  shall 
be  held  in  the  territory  of  any  one  of  the  nations  nearest  to  the  interested  ones  which  the 
one  which  first  solicited  said  appointment  may  designate. 

Art.  3.  Whenever,  when  the  selection  of  the  arbiter  may  be  solicited,  as  provided  in 
the  foregoing  article,  the  assembly  of  plenipotentiaries  shall  have  met,  in  the  number  pre- 
vionsly  determined,  of  which  afticle  10  of  treaty  of  union  and  alliance  speaks,  and  signed 
OD  this  date,  it  will  belong  to  said  assembly  to  make  the  said  appointment. 

Art  4.  If  one  of  the  contracting  parties  should  refuse  or  avoid  the  appointment  of  the 
arbiter,  the  other  may  have  recourse  to  the  other  governments  of  the  allied  states,  which 
will  take  into  coneideration.  each  one  for  itself,  the  interpretation  of  the  case,  and  will 
endeavor  to  induce  the  resistant  party  to  comply  with  the  stipulation  contained  in  article  1. 

Art.  5.  When  the  parties  interested  shall  not  have  previously  determined  upon  the 
iDAnner  of  proceeding,  in  order  to  discuss  their  rights,  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  arbiter 
to  determine  the  procedure. 

Art.  6.  Each  one  of  the  oontraoting  parties  binds  itself  to  prevent,  by  all  the  means 
which  may  be  within  its  reach,  the  preparation  or  collection  of  materials  of  war  in  its 
territory,  the  enrolling  or  recruiting  of  persons,  or  the  fitting  out  of  vessels  to  operate 
hostilely  against  any  one  of  the  other  powers  which  have  subscribed  and  joined  in  this 
treaty.  They  also  bind  themselves  to  prevent  the  emigrants  or  political  refugees  from 
abusing  their  asylum  by  conspiring  against  the  government  of  the  country  whence  they 
came. 

Art.  7.  When  the  said  emigrants  or  political  refugees  shall  give  just  cause  of  complatni 
to  the  power  whence  they  come,  or  to  another  bordering  upon  the  one  where  they  dwell, 
they  shall  be  removed  to  a  distance  from  the  frontier  sufficient  to  dispel  every  fear,  when- 
soever the  power  thus  threatened  shall  solicit  the  intervention  of  the  latter,  with  document- 
ary proofs. 

Art.  8  The  high  contracting  parties  bind  Jthemselves  not  to  permit  the  transit  of 
troops,  of  arms,  and  of  implements  of  war  across  their  territory,  when  destined  to  operate 
against  any  one  of  them. 

Art.  9.  The  contracting  parties  in  the  same  manner  bind  themselTes  not  to  permit  the 
TeHels  or  squadrons  of  nations  which  may  be  at  war  with  any  one  of  those  sabscribing  to 
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the  present  treaty  to  provide  themf>elve8  In  their  ports  with  articles  which  are  oontrabaod 
of  war  ;  nor  to  permit  the  rt-pairing  of  their  vessels-of-war,  nor  even  that  they  8h*U 
estahlish  themselves  in  the  said  ports  to  prey  upon  the  nation  with  which  they  may  be  in 
a  state  of  war  or  of  open  hostility. 

Aet.  10.  The  high  contracting  parties  will  solicit,  collectively  or  separately,  of  the 
other  states  who  have  been  iuvited  to  the  present  congress,  their  adhesion  to  this  treaty  | 
and  from  the  moment  the  said  states  shall  have  manifested  to  all  of  them  their  foruial 
acceptance  thereof,  they  shall  have  the  rights  and  obligations  which  emanate  therefrom. 
Art.  U.  This  treaty  shall  continue  in  full  force  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years  from  the 
day  of  the  date  hereof ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  period  any  one  of  the  contmcting 
parties  will  be  authorizedf  for  itself  to  terminate  it,  by  giving  notice  thereof  to  the  others 
twelve  months  beforehand. 

Abt.  12.  The  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this  treaty  shall  take  place  in  the  city  of 
Lima  within  the  period  of  two  years,  or  sooner  if  it  be  possible,  and  it  will  have  its  effects 
among  the  parties  who  shall  do  so  as  soon  as  they  shall  have  executed  the  same. 

In  testimony  whereof,  we,  the  undersigned  plenipotentiaries,  sign  the  present,  and  seal  it 
with  our  respective  seals,  in  Lima,  on  this  twenty-third  day  of  the  month  of  January, in 
the  year  of  ourtLord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five.

Secretary  :  I  have  the  honor  to  remit  to  you  a  copy  of  No.  95  of  die 
"  official  newspaper  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Tabasco,"  of  the  20th 
July  last,  which  came  to  my  hands  a  short  time  since,  in  which  you  will  see 
the  congratulation  which  the  governor  of  that  State  addressed  on  that  same  date 
of  July  to  the  consul  of  the  United  States  at  San  Juan  Bautista  on  the  termin- 
ation of  the  civil  war  in  t1  is  country,  manifesting  at  the  same  time  his  sorrow 
for  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  me  to  send  you  this  communication,  as  proof  of  the  sym-

Sir  :  As  the  accredited  agent  of  my  government  at  this  capital,  I  give  you  my  most 
Bincere  thanks  for  the  eloquent  and  expret^sive  homage  offered  in  your  communication  of 
this  morning  to  the  memory  of  our  deceased  and  patriot  President,  who  fell  beneath  the 
bands  of  that  most  ignoble  of  criminals — an  assassin  ;  and  at  the  same  time,  as  a  citizen 
of  tbe  United  States,  and  in  the  name  of  (bat  people,  I  give  thanks  to  you,  and  through 
you  to  all  the  citizens  of  this  State  who  may  favor  the  democratic  constitutional  system, 
sincerely  felicitating  them  on  the  anniversary  of  our  national  ind^-pendence. 

Let  it  be  permitted  to  me  to  assure  your  excellency  that  with  sentiments  of  the  purest 
gratification  and  infinite  satisfaction  I  will  make  known  to  the  government  at  Washing- 
ton that  Mexico,  forgetting  on  this  day  her  misfortunes  and  calamities,  sends  her  on  the 
wings  of  the  morning  fre8h  proofs  of  her  brotherly  friendship,  and  reminds  her  once  more, 
in  the  midst  of  her  afflictions  and  calamities,  of  her  eternal  attachment  to  democratic 
principles. 

It  is  very  proper  that  two  sister  republics  of  the  New  World  should  rejoice  on  the 
happy  termination  of  our  giant  war,  as  it  must  be  admitted  that  if  the  integ^ty  and  unity 
of  our  republic  had  been  destroyed,  ten  years  would  not  elapse  ere  the  new  hemisphere 
would  again  fall  under  the  domination  of  the  Old  World.  This  day,  throughout  all  the 
circuit  of  tbe  United  States,  the  grandest  spectacle  ever  witnessed  by  man  is  gazed  on  with 
admiration  :  a  nation  of  thirty  millions  of  inhabitants,  who  were  yesterday  at  war  among 
themselves,  pardoning  and  forgetting  the  animosities  engendered  by  civil  war,  this  day 
reunite  in  their  respective  cities  and  districts,  unanimously  cheering  in  solemn  utterances, 
which  will  lesound  forever ;  and  as  the  rainbow  is  a  witness  of  harmony  between  earth 
and  heaven,  so  will  this  day  be  held  by  all  the  people  of  the  United  States  as  a  guarantee 
of  peace  between  east  and  west,  north  and  south,  by  all  generations  to  come. 

Let  us  then  rejoice  on  the  complete  restoration  of  the  Union,  which,  by  affixing  the 
Beal  of  experience  to  the  declarations  of  the  wise  men  who  eighty-nine  years  ago  laid  the 
foundation-stone  of  the  great  transatlantic  republic,  demonstrates  to  the  universe  that  our 
system  of  government  can  sustain,  and  remain  unhurt,  assaults  which  would  destroy  the 
▼ery  foundation  of  any  nation  not  based  upon  democratic  principles.  Let  us  rejoice, 
therefore,  in  the  triumph  of  the  indestructible  Constitution  in  its  pristine  vigor,  for  it  has 
opened  a  new  era  in  tbe  history  of  republican  government,  vindicating  it  against  the  bitter 
jeering  of  the  monarchists  of  the  Old  World,  who  idly  hoped  we  would  perish  ignomin- 
iously  in  our  civil  war  a  short  time  ago  rasing  with  incomparable  fury. 

Let  us  thrice  three  times  rejoice  in  the  glorious  proofs  of  the  last  years,  because  they. 
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in  UDion  with  the  precious  revolutionary  memories  of  1776,  have  added  more  splendor  and 
fame  to  this  day  as  one  of  those  of  jubilee  for  the  defenders  of  liberty  and  of  progress 
throughout  the  world  ;  heoause  another  morning  dawns,  advanciug  towards  high  noon. 
May  God  protect  and  defend  the  republics  of  the  New  World. 
Please  to  accept  the  expression  of  my  most  distinguished  consideration  and  respect.

The  governor  and  military  commander  qf  the  Stale  of  Puebla  to  Us  inhabUanU, 

Fkij<ow- Citizens  :  I  am  sent  among  you  by  order  of  the  supreme  constitutional  govern- 
ment, whose  hope,  as  well  as  my  own,  is  that  you  ytIU  shake  ofif  the  foreign  yoke  which 
oppresses  and  humiliates  you. 

It  was  thought  expedient  that  he  who  at  a  period  of  trial  and  peril  wielded  to  your  satis- 
faction the  destinies  of  your  State,  and  who  received  on  a  subsequent  occasion  your  sponta- 
neous suffrages  for  the  same  exalted  position,  should  be  the  bearer  of  the  mandate  of  the 
nation.  You  recognised  in  a  becoming  manner,  in  the  midtit  of  the  fermentation  of  vio- 
lent passions,  that  law,  reason,  and  progress  were  the  natural  tendencies  of  humanity. 
He  thus  acquired  a  popular  right  to  address  you,  and  in  virtue  of  that  right  I  trust  his 
words  will  have  due  weight ;  but  more  than  this,  he  now  addresses  you  in  the  name  of 
truth,  and  leaves  you  to  be  the  judges  of  his  sincerity. 

The  two  principles  which  were  struggling  for  mutual  destruction  in  the  moral  order  of 
things  came  finally  to  establish  their  hostile  camps  on  the  soil  of  the  couutry,  and  the  par- 
tiftaos  of  progress  and  those  of  retrogression,  each  in  defence  of  their  opinions,  appealed  to 
arms  to  decide  the  contest.  Various  were  the  fortunes  of  war ;  but  victory  rested  finally 
with  the  champions  of  reform.  In  their  despair  the  vanquished  sought  refuge  at  the  court 
of  Napoleon,  seeking  assistance  and  laying  at  the  feet  of  the  Emperor  the  land  of  their 
birth  and  the  government  of  their  country.  They  sought  to  avenge  themselves  and  to  ob- 
tain possession,  by  the  aid  of  a  foreign  power,  of  the  control  of  the  government.  The 
clergy  hopt'd  by  the  same  means  to  g^iin  possession  of  the  confiscated  church  property,  and 
recover  the  prestige  they  had  lost  by  the  progress  of  reform. 

Thi8  situation  of  Mexico,  falceiy  represented  to  Napoleon,  aroused  his  ambition,  and  the 
desire  to  gain  in  the  territory  of  our  couutry  a  compensation  for  those  countries  of  Europe 
which  he  had  failed  to  acquire  from  the  neighboring  Stites,  and  decided  him  to  send  an 
army  of  invasion,  whose  object  was  first  concealed  by  the  **  convention  of  London,"  and 
subsequently  by  proclamations,  in  which  his  designs  were  veiled  under  the  pretext  of 
bringing  ai>out  a  moral  reform  and  inaugurating  a  **  humanitarian  redemption"  of  the 
people  of  Mexico. 

In  this  Qjauner  he  opened  a  wide  field  to  the  hopes  of  the  reaction  party,  of  the  clergy, 
and  of  a  certain  class  of  men  disposed  to  receive  with  favor  the  unknown  future,  when  it 
comes  in  the  form  of  novelty  and  grandeur.  Permit  me,  fellow-citizens,  to  make  a  com- 
parison between  the  results  of  what  is  called  intervention  and  its  pompous  promises 

The  first  act  of  the  invading  army  was  to  break  the  engagements  made  solemnly  in  the 
•«  convention  de  la  Soledad,"  *•  to  retire  to  the  post  it  occupied  before  the  conclusion  of  that 
convention." 

It  lent  its  countenance  to  the  readionatas  in  inaugurating  a  provisional  government  in 
Orisalta,  composed  of  partisans  of  that  faction. 

It  admitted,  but  in  a  humiliating  manner,  the  armed  forces  of  this  faction  into  its  ranks, 
and  ketps  tbem  there  in  the  same  humiliating  subjection. 

In  the  order  of  the  day  of  the  17th  May,  after  giving  due  praise  to  the  garrison  of  Peubla, 
they  obliged  the  staff  and  commissioned  ofi&cers  to  march  on  foot  as  prisoners  of  war,  and 
finally  expatriated  them. 

On  reaching  the  capital  they  caused  two  **  juntas  "  to  be  formed,  which,  by  superior  order, 
declared  that  the  country  should  constitute  itself  under  the  form  of  an  empire,  and  that  the 
empf^ror  should  be  Maximilian,  or  such  other  as  Napoleon  should  elect 

It  estabiidhed  the  pillory,  to  the  disgrace  of  Mexico,  of  France,  and  of  civilization. 
It  caused  multitudes  of  Mexicans  to  be  executed  dally,  «nder  sentence  of  French  court- 
martial. 

It  obliged  the  so-called  **  regency  "  of  the  empire  to  pass  a  decree  declaring  effective  the 
laws  of  reform,  and  established  a  Protestant  chapel,  to  wound  more  sensibly  the  interests 
of  the  clergy. 

It  kept  the  so-called  regency  in  absolute  **  pupilage,"  and  the  participation  of  this  "ally" 
is  apparent  in  ail  the  public  acts  of  that  body. 

The  clergy,  wounded  in  its  dearest  interests,  has  withdrawn  itself  from  the  reactionistsc 
of  which  it  was  tite  principal  nucleus.  It  has  attempted  to  divide  the  great  liberal  part, 
by  efforts  to  withdraw  from  it  some  of  its  most  iofluentia)  members.  It  cannot  be  denied 
that  these  are  the  most  notable  acts  of  the  '*  army  of  invasion,"  which  have  placed  it  in 
the  false  position  it  occupies  in  the  country  it  pretends  to  domineer  over.  It  does  not  co- 
operate or  sympathize  with  the  tendencies  of  the  principal  foctions  or  parties,  and  still  less 
with  those  of  the  nation. 
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At  short  distances  from  the  posts  occupied  by  the  French  armies  are  found  divisions  of 
independent  troops,  or  bands  of  guerillas ;  and  such  has  become  its  impotency  tliat  it  h 
unable  to  intimidate  eTen  the  robbers  who  infe!<t  the  vicinity  of  the  garrison. 

Persisting  in  their  error,  some  men  may  continue  to  hope  that  in  the  course  of  time  (an 
impotisibility  in  the  nature  of  things)  the  intervention  will  come  to  favor  the  national  in- 
terests  ;  but  the  address  of  the  Emperor  at  the  opening  of  the  Chambers  has  destroyed  th« 
last  and  most  distant  hope  of  traitors.  He  has  formally  declared  "that  the  sacrifices 
which  France  has  made  will  be  amply  repaid,"  and  "that  the  Mexican  war,  which  was 
commenced  to  vindicate  the  honor  of  France,  will  end  by  insuring  her  interests."  One 
must  be  deprived  of  common  sense,  and  destitute  of  every  noble  and  generous  sentiment, 
to  hope,  after  such  a  declaration  of  the  French  Emperor,  that  the  intervention  can  ever  be 
fiivorable  to  the  true  interests  of  Mexico,  since  the  only  object  seems  to  be  to  secure  the 
interests  of  France.  On  the  other  hand,  when  we  examine  the  position  of  the  • '  army  of 
invasion,"  we  at  once  perceive  that  it  has  no  base  in  our  country,  for  the  reason  that  it 
favors  no  legitimate  interests.  Still  less  can  it  be  said  to  have  one  in  France,  for  the  op- 
position which  the  Emperor  has  aroused  by  the  war  in  Mexico  has  obliged  him  to  detlare 
his  real  intentions,  as  we  have  seen  in  that  sentence  just  quoted.  Least  of  all  can  there  be 
found  a  base  in  the  tendencies  or  interests  of  England,  or  Spain,  or  of  the  United  States, 
for  they  are  all  in  open  opposition  to  the  projects  of  the  Emperor. 

Notwithstanding  the  constant  and  cynical  eagerness  with  which  the  imperialistfi  seek  to 
exaggerate  the  progress  of  intervention,  with  the  intention  of  deceiving  Iwth  France  and 
the  Emperor,  and  of  asserting  the  intention  of  Maximilian  to  come  to  Mexico  with  the  ob- 
ject of  giving  consistency  to  the  imperial  project,  public  opinion  has  pronounced  its  inex- 
orable sentence  against  intervention  and  its  agents,  and  this  opinion  will  augment  im- 
mensely the  numbers  of  the  defenders  of  independence.  It  will  create  new  obstacles  to 
the  plans  of  Napoleon,  and  every  hour  as  it  passes  is  ringing  the  knell  of  the  imperial 
cause.  Tlie  sword  has  never  vanquished  public  opinion — the  sovereign  of  the  world  ;  as 
she  vanquished  the  invaders  in  the  mountains  of  Guadalupe  and  in  the  streets  of  Puebla, 
80  shall  she  be  victorious  in  a  thousand  battles.  We  will  triumph  to-day  as  we  will  tri- 
umph to-morrow,  for  the  battle-field  is  now  familiar  to  us,  and  we  have  learned,  both 
morally  and  physically,  how  to  endure  the  hardships  of  war,  while  we  respect,  amidst  the 
thunder  of  arms  and  the  din  of  battle,  civil  and  individual  rights.  If  every  Mexican  is 
bound  to  repel  the  stigma  of  treason,  the  noble  sons  of  Puehla  are  doubly  bound  to  do  so 
fiom  the  gallant  deeds  of  May  5  and  April  25,  which  have  raised  within  her  territory  last- 
ing monuments  to  the  glory  of  her  citizens. 

To  arms,  sons  of  Puebla  !  At  the  shout  of  Long  live  our  constitution  and  independence! 
Long  live  the  brave  General  Diaz,  commander-in-chief  of  the  line  of  the  east !  let  m 
march  to  battle.     God,  reason,  and  justice  defend  our  noble  cause.

General  Vega* 8  reply  to  Lozaaa. 

San  Francisoo,  AUa  Cai^fwma,  May  15.  1864. 

Sib  :  Your  letter,  dated  Teplc,  March  16»  wag  received  three  days  since,  covering  several 
others — one,  as  yon  inform  me,  from  Senor  Almonte,  Ac.,  Ac. 

I  believe  you  have  been  fascinated  by  the  influence  of  certain  men,  who,  to  gratify 
their  mean  and  contemptible  passions,  have  involved  Mexico  in  all  the  horrors  of  a  national 
war — have  given  their  countenance  to  a  monarchy  imposed  on  us  by  foreigners— and  that 
this  illusion  alone  has  made  you  believe  in  good  faith  that  the  only  object  of  the  inter- 
veotioD  is  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  our  people,  without  attacking  our  nationality 
and  independence.  But  acts  speak  louder  than  seductive  language  and  flattering  theories, 
and  they  are  in  flagrant  contradiction  to  the  hopes  you  have  been  led  to  entertain. 

To  demonstrate  this,  I  will  only  touch  on  two  points,  the  appreciation  of  which  is  within 
the  comprehension  of  all.  The  first  of  these  treats  of  our  material,  the  second  of  our 
religious  interests.  The  flist  is  the  convention  agreed  to  between  the  French  government 
and  the  so  called  monarchical  government  of  Mexico,  by  which  it  was  stipulated  that 
the  latter  shall  pay  to  the  former  the  monstrous  sum  of  two  hundred  and  seventy  millions 
of  francs,  for  expenses  of  administration  to  the  month  of  July  next,  and  from  that  time 
forward  an  annual  allowance  of  one  thousand  francs  for  every  French  soldier.  In  addition 
to  which,  a  further  sum  of  twenty-five  millions  is  made  payable  to  France,  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  that  sum  shall  be  an  indemnity  for  twenty  thousand  French  troops. 
Furthermore,  and  independent  of  the  aforesaid  sums.  Mexico  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
war,  which  will  probably  be  made  to  amount  to  a  fabulous  sum,  which  is  to  be  exacted 
from  a  government  which  will  require  many  millions  to  keep  up  its  magnificence  and  vain 
OBtentation. 

It  is  admitted,  beyond  doubt,  that  the  basis  of  all  monarchical  institutions  is  the  aggran- 
dizement of  the  privileged  classes,  which  constitute  the  nobility,  and  that  this  aggran- 
dizement is  at  the  cost  of  the  masses — that  is  to  say,  by  those  who  by  their  industry,  by 
their  obe<lience,  by  their  poverty  and  their  misery,  constitute  the  people. 

Can  it  be  pr«s8ible  that  you,  a  child  of  the  people,  identified  with  their  griefs  and  their 
sufferings ;  that  you,  the  natural  protector  of  the  indigenous  races,  the  more  worthy  of 
interest  that  their  sufferings  are  the  greater — can  it  be  that  you  have  ranged  yourself  on 
the  side  of  their  enemies  to  add  to  the  number  of  their  oppressors  f  Do  not,  I  conjure 
you,  not  in  my  own,  but  in  the  name  of  this  despoiled  race,  disappoint,  through  a  ^tal 
error,  the  hope  they  cherished  in  confiding  their  interests  to  your  keeping.

The  judgment  of  the  people,  freely  expressed,  is  rarely  erroneous  where  their  most 
vital  interests  are  in  question.  Consult  them,  and  I  am  convinced  you  will  see  things  in 
a  very  different  aspect  from  what  you  have  seen  them  up  to  the  present  time. 

There  is  no  time  for  indecision.  Let  us  unite  as  good  Mexicans,  and  we  shall  save  our 
country  and  the  native  rule,  which  has  everything  at  stake  in  this  formidable  cribis 

This  conviction  is  so  profoundly  rooted  in  my  heart  that  no  human  power  can  change  it, 
and  for  it  I  am  ready  to  sacrifice  my  repose,  my  fortune,  and  my  life.  What  I  am  and 
what  merit  I  may  possess  I  owe  to  my  country.  My  love  for  it  is  a  religious  devotion.  I 
have  firm  confidence  that  all  those  who,  from  an  error  of  judgment,  but  with  honest  inten- 
tions, have  given  their  adhesion  to  the  intervention,  will  promptly  abjure  their  errors, 
and,  placing  themselves  under  the  flag  of  their  country,  will  pledge  themselves  to  its 
protection. 

It  is  true  that  some  incidents  of  the  war  have  been  unfavorable  to  our  arms,  but  I 
assure  you  that  the  national  party  has  great  power,  particularly  among  the  native  classes 
of  all  the  frontier  states.  We  have  the  sympathy  of  all  civilized  nations,  including  a 
considerable  majority  of  the  French  themselves,  and  our  cause  will  triumph,  for  justice 
and  reason  are  the  pillars  of  strength. 

Convince  yourself  of  these  truths,  reflect  on  them  without  prejudice,  and  I  doubt  not 
you  will  adopt  my  ideas.  When  that  shall  be  the  case  I  shall  be  very  happy  to  hear  from 
you  again.

8iB  :  By  comparing  the  dates  yon  will  perceive  that  there  has  been  a  delay  in  the  recep- 
tion of  the  letter  of  February  27,  to  which  I  now  reply. 
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Once  for  all,  I  assure  you  that  not  even  tbe  eloqaence  of  Cicero  would  suffice  to  eradicate 
from  my  breast  my  love  of  my  country  and  of  republican  principled. 

I  pass  over  unnoticed  your  observations  which  refer  to  the  intervention,  as  defined,  ao- 
oording  to  your  appreciation  of  it,  with,  perhaps,  the  pious  desire  of  controlling  your  own 
servicei,  rather  tlian  in  the  hope  of  leading  me  to  drinlc  of  the  founfaiD  of  treason  ;  but  I 
find  myself  compelled  to  refute  certain  assertions  without  fouudatioQ,  and  dispel  doubts 
which  mlKht  riee  to  imputations  and  illusions,  either  real  or  avowed,  in  contradiction  with 
my  true  sentiments  and  derogatory  to  my  public  character.

When  you  admit  that  you  knew  my  sentiments,  I  am  surprised  that,  in  the  present  state 
of  things,  you  should  urge  me  to  accept  the  monarchical  system,  which  you  know  I  abhor ; 
and,  more  than  this,  have  the  audacity  to  accuse  me  of  the  intention  of  segregating  a 
portion  of  the  country,  aqd  placing  it  under  the  dominion  of  a  foreign  government. 

I  never  made  use  of  language  which  involved  such  a  thought,  nor  gave  occasion  to  sap- 
pose  that  there  existed  in  my  bosom  such  a  wish.  My  public  life  sufficiently  proves  this 
assertion,  for  never  for  a  moment  have  I  deviated  from  the  principle  that  death  was  pre- 
ferable to  the  loss  of  our  nationality  and  independenoe  ;  and  that  when  all  hope  of  saving 
the  one  or  preserving  the  other  should  f'til,  better  become  a  member  of  any  of  the  Ameri- 
can republics  than  be  the  vassal  of  a  despot  of  decrepit  Europe. 

I  doubt  not  that  the  constitutional  governor  of  Z>icatecas,  General  Gonzales  Ortega,  will 
be  highly  gratified  at  the  contemptuous  manner  in  which  you  speak  of  him,  when  awMTe 
that  such  language  comes  from  an  enemy  of  his  country. 

I  conclude,  assuring  you  that,  as  I  had  the  honor  and  satisfaction  of  being  one  of 
those  who  filled  the  ranks  of  the  army  corps  that  marched  on  Puebla,  now.  moie  than  ever, 
I  will  anxiously  fly  to  unite  myself  to  the  corps  that  will  take  the  initiative  against  thA 
city  of  Mexico.

The  republican  general,  the  champion  of  reform,  con- 
verted into  a  panegyrist  of  monarchical  institutions  I  and  what  is  still  mon  mrprismg,  into  4 
hate  adulator  of  the  prince  whom  foreign  bayonets  are  attempting  to  impou  on  Mexico:  the  eoldter  qf  (Ai 
peofit  bartering  his  sword  for  the  toga  qf  a  courtesan  ! 

I  will  not  attempt  to  refute,  seriously,  the  theory  you  develop  on  the  expediency  of  estab- 
lishing a  monarchy,  not  only  in  Mexico,  but  over  all  the  Americin  continent — a  question 
which  has  exhausted  the  minds  of  politicians  and  writers  of  the  first  order.  It  is  ea»j  to 
see  that  you  have  undertaken  thii*  task,  so  much  above  your  capacity,  for  the  purpose 
only  of  giving  proofs  of  your  seal  in  the  service  of  your  new  master,  and  lessening  the  di6- 
trust  there  must  be  felt  towards  an  ofUiquated  democrat  aspiring  to  the  post  qf  equerry  atthe  aess 
court.

Mt  DismrouiSHBD  PEinn>  and  CoMPAinoN :  In  our  last  interview  at  Toluoa  we  spoke  at 
length  concerning  the  dissatisfaction  which  was  caused  by  the  conduct  of  the  constitutional 
government  We  now  see  that  we  were  right  in  deploring  it,  because  your  antecedents 
and  mine  were  &r  distant  from  such  intrigues.  You,  my  friend,  are  a  man  educated  in 
Europe,  consequently  you  profess  more  intelligent  Ideas  distinct  from  the  general  run  of 
our  army,  and  I  have  made  this  among  other  observations  to  the  present  generaUin-chief 
of  tho  Franco-Mexican  army.  The  idea  of  the  intervention  and  the  near  approach  of  the 
installation  of  a  constitutional  monarchy  in  Mexico  are  now  inevitable,  my  friend,  and 
you,  being  a  man  who,  during  the  American  invasion,  knew  how  to  sacrifice  your  interests 
and  risk  your  life  for  the  country,  ought  to  take  care  that  she  dues  not  now  loee  her  blood 
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uselessly.  Besides,  you  ought  to  know  the  liberal  tendencies  and  the  intelligence  of  the 
man  selected  to  sit  upon  the  throne  of  the  Aztecs,  aided,  as  he  is,  by  a  nation  like  Fraoce, 
civilized  by  instiDct,  so  that  yoa  need  fear  nothing  for  the  principles  which  you  conserre 
in  your  heart,  and  which  are  demanded  by  the  age  in  which  we  live.  It  is  an  absurd 
thing  to  believe,  as  some  do,  that  the  conservative  party  is  that  which  is  coing  to  rule 
in  Mexico.  I,  who  am  hero  on  the  principal  theatre  of  occurrences,  guarantee  to  you  and 
to  every  one  that  the  political  thought  and  the  dominant  idea  of  the  men  who  are  now 
at  the  Iront  of  public  afifairs  are  not  either  the  enthronement  of  the  ancient  and  recalci- 
trant ideas  of  times  long  past,  or  the  proverbial  disorder  and  anarchy  which  have  just  bet?a 
overthrown.  The  principles  of  a  government,  liberal  and  moderate  at  the  same  time,  are 
what  must  triumph  in  Mexico,  having  at  its  foundation  a  young  monarch  who  in  his  early 
years  has  drunk  in  the  in^irations  of  our  century,  and  who  from  conviction  holds  ideas  oi 
true  progress  and  intelligence. 

Concerning  yourself,  I  have  already  spoken  to  General  Bazaine,  and  given  him  some 
details  of  the  high  qualities  which  adorn  you.  He  is  a  gentleman  of  frank  and  i^incere 
ideas  ;  he  aspires  to  nothing  more  than  to  be  the  faithful  echo  of  the  voice  of  bis  govern- 
ment ;  he  desires  nothing  more  than  to  see  Mexico  regenerated,  free  and  happy.  Ttie 
truth  of  his  words  may  be  seen  after  the  slightest  interview  with  him,  and  I  cherish  tlie 
hope  and  conviction  that  France,  represented  by  such  a  man,  can  have  no  other  inteutioa 
than  the  noble  and  humanitarian  one  to  which  I  have  referred. 

In  virtue  of  all  these  circumstances,  and  in  use  of  the  right  which  our  sincere  friendship 
gives  to  me,  I  invite  you  with  all  the  sincerity  of  my  soul  to  follow  my  example, 
hoping  to  co-operate  with  your  prestige  and  influence  in  this  State  in  establishing  the 
good  institutions  which  are  recognized  by  the  cities  of  most  importance  of  your  country. 
Thoi^  chiefs  and  old  friends  who  may  desire  to  second  them  you  may  assure  of  a  most 
satisfactory  and  honorable  result.  Although  unwell,  I  shall  within  a  few  days  leave  for 
Sinaloa,  with  the  object  of  Impressing  Generals  Placido  Vega  and  Pesquiera  with  the 
same  ideas. 

Tou  CHU  send  your  answer  to  Mazatlan,  directed  to  Colonel  Aleman,  of  that  port,  and 
perhaps  it  will  not  be  difficult  for  us  to  have  an  interview  with  those  gentlemed.  I  l)eg, 
my  friend,  that  you  will  meditate  well  over  the  contents  of  this  letter,  and  be  persuaded 
of  my  good  and  friendly  intentions,  &c.

8m  :  The  antecedents  of  your  public  and  private  life,  combined  with  your  foreign 
origin,  ought  to  influence  me  so  far  as  not  to  cause  me  any  surprise  at  the  contents  of  your 
letter,  dated  in  Mexico  on  the  3d  of  April  last.  It  ought  not  certainly  to  be  surprising  to 
any  one  that  a  man  who  has  looked  upon  politics  as  the  means  of  gaining  his  living,  and 
to  whom,  having  no  fixed  principles,  it  is  all  the  same  whether  he  sides  with  the  Quelphs 
or  the  Qhibelines,  so  long  as  it  does  not  lessen  his  profits  and  that  he  gets  the  t^est  posi- 
tion possible,  should  sell,  as  you  have  done,  the  sacred  cause  of  national  independence, 
and  should  prostrate  himself  at  the  feet  of  a  clown  In  the  form  of  a  monarch  to  receive 
the  price  of  his  crime  in  a  handful  of  gold  or  a  glance  of  favor,  which  flatters  his  vauity 
and  tickles  his  hopes  of  reward  ;  nor  should  the  dishonorable  and  assiduous  energy  with 
which  you  seem  to  have  embraced  the  propagandism  of  the  wretched  bond  to  which  you 
belong  surprise  me  in  the  least,  because  in  your  earnest  solicitude  there  is  an  end  sought 
for,  a  result,  however  infamous  and  degrading  it  may  be.  But  that  which  truly  ought  to 
surprise  and  astonish  is  the  stupidity  evinced  in  your  selection  of  persons  among  whom 
you  would  pretend  to  make  proselytes ;  for  if  the  former  act  shows  a  man  deprived  of 
all  virtue,  the  latter  reveals  the  absence  of  even  common  sense.  When  you  did  me  the 
justice  to  remember  that  I  have  sacrificed  my  interests  and  perilled  my  life  for  my  country 
when  I  believed  her  nationality  threatened,  you  ought  not  to  have  brought  to  mind  (bese 
evidences  of  my  strict  and  bounden  duty  in  order  to  deduce  from  them  the  consequence 
that  I  should  now  be  a  renegade  to  my  principles,  set  aside  my  dignity,  and  stain  my 
character  with  a  most  hateful  defection.  From  those  premises  arises  a  deduction  diame- 
trically contrary  to  that  which  you  pretend  to  establish.  If  I  had  at  any  time  in  my  life 
given  the  slightest  proof  of  weakness  in  my  principles  or  of  lukewarmness  in  my  patriot-

I^KAK  Sirs  :  I  am  Fatisfied  that  in  addressing  me  yoar  snggestions  for  avoiding  the  effusion 
of  more  Mexican  blood — the  sacrifice  being  barren,  as  }0u  8ay — or,  what  is  the  same  thing, 
that  I  should  adhere  to  the  order  of  things  which  the  Emperor  of  the  French  is  Peeking 
to  establish  in  the  republic  by  the  force  of  his  bayonets — you  did  not  conceive  the  slightest 
liope  that  I  could  yield  to  so  mean  a  suggestion,  but  that  you  have  sought  for  an  opportu- 
nity of  sowing  discord  in  the  minds  of  thofe  worthy  Mexicans  who  are  so  heroically  strug- 
gling for  the  independence  of  their  country,  giving  circulation  to  false,  supposititious,  and 
al>siird  comments  respecting  the  power  and  the  elements  of  the  national  party,  and  to  the 
vUest  of  calumnies  eonceming  myedf.  Fortunately  these  attempts  are  rendered  abortive  by  the 
good  sense  and  the  patriotism  of  the  nation,  which  knows  its  righls  and  has  the  will  and 
energy  to  fulfil  its  daties. 

I  write  these  lines  not  to  give  an  answer  to  those  whom  I  consider  unworthy,  but  to 
denounce  their  disgraceful  machinations,  in  view  of  the  wise  judgment  of  my  fellow- 
citizens. 

Aa  regards  myself,  I  owe  to  the  confidence  of  my  government  and  the  brave  men  who 
share  with  me  the  glory  of  fighting  for  the  most  sacred  of  causes,  and,  above  all,  to  my 
patriotic  conscience,  the  most  solemn  and  explicit  declaration  that  1  toUl  never  put  arms  out 
of  my  handt  until  the  day  in  which  lihall  see  the  peace  of  my  country  tolidly  and  effectually  Hcured, 
Touching  the  details  contained  in  your  letter  would  bo  to  mix  one's  seK  with  nauseating 
filth.

Some  Franco-Mexican  papers  having  circulated  a  report  that  General  TJraga  bad  given 
in  his  adhesion  to  the  empire,  after  some  preliminary  business  of  the  meeting,  in  which 
the  general-in-chief  showed  the  actual  state  of  the  army  and  the  condition  of  those  matters 
for  which  this  meeting  had  been  convened,  the  debate  was  terminated  by  the  following 
resolutions  being  unanimously  adopted  : 

1.  The  republican  army,  having  to  the  present  preserved  and  actually  maintained  the 
independence  and  integrity  of  its  country,  ratifies  now  the  vote  of  confidence  placed  in  its 
general-in-chief,  citizen  Lopes  Uraga,  so  that  he  shall  continue  at  its  command  and  may 
direct  its  operations,  and  that  he  may  support  the  cause  of  liberty  and  his  country.  The 
army  trusts  to  his  ability  to  maintain  the  honor  of  the  republic,  and  to  that  of  thoee  under 
arms  in  the  ranks  of  the  army  our  honor,  and  that  he  will  fulfil  those  solemn  obligations 
which  he  owes  to  his  country  and  to  society. 

2.  Th>it  all  bandits  who  have  under  all  circumstances,  and  especially  the  present  ones, 
endangered,  by  the  reports  they  have  circulated,  the  union  of  the  defenders  of  the  re- 
public, shall  be  punished. 
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There  resolutions,  bein^  sabmitted  to  a  vote,  were  ananimoosly  approved  by  the  generals 
and  officers  present,  the  same  who  subdcribe  this  act.

Extracts  from  a  circular  addressed  by  General  Riva  Palacios,  governor  of  the  State  of 
Michoacan,  to  his  subordinate  officers: 

fTraoslation.] 

"  If  the  French  general,"  he  says,  **  wishes  to  bring  civilization  to  this  country,  (Mexico,) 
he  ought  to  commence  by  repressing  the  disorder  of  the  troops  under  his  command,  who 
have  travetsed  the  ocean  to  show  us  that  tbey  have  about  them  nothing  of  the  soldier 
except  the  uniform  and  the  arms.  But  in  morality  and  discipline  they  are  inferior  not  only 
to  our  organized  corps,  but  even  to  guerillas  of  the  worst  kind  known  unto  this  day  in  the 
republic. 

'*  The  French  wish  to  swim  in  the  blood  of  our  patriots,  and  authorize  every  expedition- 
ary chief  to  muider  and  assassinate.  They  wish  to  convince  the  world  of  the  justice  of 
their  cause,  and  to  chauge  their  lies  and  calumnies  into  laws  ;  and,  in  short,  when  the  en- 
tire nation  rejects  their  'protection,'  they  seek  to  consummate  a  work  of  conquest  by  con- 
structing the  gallows  and  the  guillotine  for  every  man  who  will  not  consent  to  be  placed 
under  their  ignominious  yoke,  o  o  o  o  •  Inasmuch  as  the  circular  of  the 
French  general  is  a  challenge  of  war  without  mercy  and  without  quarter,  we  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  accept  it,  because,  in  launching  into  the  struggle  for  maintaining  the  independence 
and  autonomy  of  Mexico,  we  have  never  counted  on  the  clemency  of  Frenchmen.  You  will, 
therefore,  apply  in  future  to  French  prisoners  who  may  fall  into  your  hands  and  power  tbe 
articles  of  tbe  circular  of  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  expeditionary  army  ;  and,  after 
having  established  their  identity,  all  prisoners,  civil  or  military,  employed  by  the  French, 
or  the  so-called  empire,  whatever  may  be  their  nationality,  shall  instantly  be  put  to  death, 
o  o  o  o  Xo  shoot  prisoners  it  is  first  necessary  to  make  them  ;  acd  never,  at 
least  as  far  as  we  know,  has  Riva  Palacios  been  exposed  to  this  good  fortune.  In  regard 
to  exploits,  the  French  general  has  never^  up  to  tbis  time,  done  more  than  attack  us  with 
forces  like  three  hundred  to  one.  Before  so  easily  disposing  of  the  skin  of  the  lion,  they 
ought,  I  think,  to  try  and  capture  the  animal  himself."

Letter  from  General  Doblado. 

7b  th€  E'fitor  of  the  Gourrier  da  Elate  Uhie  : 

Sib  :  Referring  to  Mexican  affairs  in  yesterday's  number  of  your  daily  paper,  you  Rpealc  of 
me  in  terms  so  highly  offennlve  to  my  honor  that  I  feel  compelled,  in  self-defence,  to 
trouble  you  again  for  the  publication  of  a  few  lines. 

I  repeat  once  more  that  I  never  did  solicit  anything  at  all  of  the  so-called  imperial  gov- 
ernment of  Mexico,  nor  do  I  intend  returning  there  to  submit  to  it ;  he  who  so  states, 
falsely  ailirms  that  I  have  done  so. 

It  is  a  moAt  infamous  calumny  to  insist  upon  saying  that  I  pretended  to  make  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  invaders  to  save  my  private  property.  What  I  possess  in  the  State  of 
Quamijuato  has  betn  acquired  just  as  legally  as  any  property  bought  by  any  one  else — 
politics  having  nothing  to  do  with  my  fortune,  which  has  been  gotten  by  honest  labor ; 
for  that  very  reaf>on  I  need  ask  no  guarantee  at  all  of  tht;  so-called  imperial  government. 
My  property,  like  every  other  person's,  is  guaranteed  by  the  civil  laws  in  vigor  in  Mexico 
long  before  the  country  was  invaded.  Of  all  the  national  property  sold  in  Mexico,  I  bought 
but  one  ftingle  house,  and  that  I  paid  for  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  laws  of  reform, 
enacted  there  by  the  legitimate  government  of  my  country.  The  French  intervention  has 
never  dnred  to  derogate  them,  in  spite  of  the  exigencies  of  the  clergy  and  traitors,  because 
every  one  knows  that  owing  to  them  the  French  resisting  in  Meidco  have  become  posses- 
sors of  more  than  one-third  of  the  so  called  church  properties. 

Therefore,  that  person  usserts  what  is  untrue  who  persists  in  affirming  that  I  haveen- 
deavored  to  enter  into  any  kind  of  arrangement  with  the  usurper  of  Mexico  to  save  my 
fortune,  and  I  defy  any  one  to  show  my  signature  affixed  to  any  document  of  the  kind. 

I  did  pretend  to  save  my  fortune  legally  acquired,  but  by  the  only  means  honorable  to 
a  Mexican  in  these  circumstances,  viz :  helping  to  keep  up  the  war  against  the  usurper, 
the  French  and  traitors,  and  repelling  force  by  force,  to  the  utmost  of  my  power.  I  think, 
by  so  doing,  I  have  done  my  duty  as  a  Mexican.  I  emigrated  to  this  country  after  the  fate 
of  war  had  proved  adverse  to  me,  and  after  losing  nearly  all  my  soldiers. 

As  to  my  object  on  coming  to  this  country,  allow  me  to  say,  I  do  not  consider  myself 
bound  to  confide  it  to  any  one,  and  much  less  to  writers  who  judge  so  lightly  of  persons 
whose  present  misfortune  entitles  them  to  the  respect  of  all.  I  know,  perhaps  better  than 
any  one  else,  the  little  or  no  value  of  the  guarantees  the  usurper's  government  might  ten- 
der me,  for  I  have  not  so  soon  forgotten  the  worth  of  Mr.  Halign's  signature  at  the  prelim- 
inaries of  La  tk>ledad.

Through  the  correspondence  I  have  just  received  from  Mexico,  by  the  steamer  Eagle,  I 
have  been  enabled  to  reach  at  last  the  true  facts  ooncerning  the  various  statements  and 
comments  recently  publii<hed  by  the  press  with  regard  to  my  returning  to  Mexico. 

Being  anxious  to  put  an  end  to  so  many  inaccurate  rumors,  I  proceed  to  state  the  real 
£Eu;ts  of  the  case  as  they  have  taken  place  in  Mexico. 

A  friend  of  mine,  who  was  not  acquainted  with  my  present  condition,  nor  with  that  of 
the  new  **  empire,"  expecting,  no  doubt,  though  wrongfully,  to  do  me  a  service,  applied  to 
General  Bazaine  and  asked  him  for  a  safe  conduct  to  protect  my  return  to  the  country.  He 
made  his  application  without  previously  apprising  me  of  the  fact.  The  interventional 
authorities  granted  the  request,  and  catised  the  safe  conduct  to  be  Imoed  and  sent  to  me 
hire. 
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My  friend  notifled  me  afterwards,  as  well^  his  steps  as  of  the  motiyes  whfch  gnided 
him,  in  a  letter  I  have  received  but  to-day. 

As  it  was  my  duty,  I  have  immediately  returned  the  safe  conduct  through  the  same 
medium  it  reached  me,  disapproviog,  in  my  answer  to  my  friend,  of  his  whole  conduct, 
though  thanking  him  for  ht8  good  intentions. 

I  liave,  besides,  written  to  some  influential  persons  in  Mexico,  apprising  them  of  what 
hfls  taken  place,  and  showing  them  how,  in  leaving  my  country,  it  was  my  fixed  purpom 
to  undergo  ostracism  and  all  its  consequences  rattier  than  stain  my  publie  life  by  a  dis- 
honorable submission. 

To  leave  my  country,  and  to  return  to  it  after  a  few  days'  absence,  would  be  indeed  an 
inexplic'ible  contrafliction,  as  the  causes  which  compelled  me  to  abandon  it  are  still  exist- 
ing.    Who  knows  how  long  they  will  yet  lai»t? 

I  am  confident  that  the  persons  in  Mexico  to  whom  I  have  written  will  give  to  my  state- 
ment the  required  publicity,  which,  together  with  the  undeniable  fact  of  my  remaining 
abroad,  will  be  the  best  convincing  argument  against  those  who,  in  good  or  bad  faith,  en- 
deavor to  attack  other  persons  for  no  other  reason  than  that  of  differing  with  them  in 
political  opinions. 

Being  persuaded  that  what  I  have  here  stated  is  enough  to  satisfy  all  who  judge  and  act 
in  good  faith.  I  shall  no  longer  employ  the  public  press?  in  behalf  of  my  person,  this  being, 
therefore,  the  last  time  I  shall  appeal  to  your  kindness  for  the  publication  of  my  letters.

[Circular. — Translation.] 

Amatlan,  Jtdy  30,  1864. 

Yesterday  the  French  invaders  committed  one  of  the  most  barbarous  deeds  which  histoxj 
can  record. 

Yesterday  they  stealthily  approached  our  encampment  at  San  Qeronimo  in  one  of  their 
war  steamers,  they  being  covered  by  their  bulwarks,  from  which  protmded  their  rifie-gnns. 
Our  forces,  a  small  number  of  which  defeated  them  on  the  14th  instant  at  Oarcia  bridge, 
in  order  to  prevent  any  injury  which  might  arise  to  the  farm  of  that  name,  were  withdrawn 
to  a  convenient  distance  and  beyond  the  reach  of  their  artillery  ;  but  the  French,  under 
cover  of  the  houses,  landed,  and,  without  seeking  to  engage  us,  gave  themselves  up  to  the 
most  shameful  and  criminal  pillage,  and  in  the  end  set  fire  to  the  buildings  of  the  farm. 
Subsequently  they  continued,  torch  in  hand,  upon  the  left  bank  of  the  river,  protected 
meanwhile  by  their  steamer,  robbing  everything  on  the  rich  farms  in  the  vicinity  and  re- 
ducing them  to  ashes  in  the  midst  of  their  vandal  rejoicings.  All  the  sugar  plantations 
and  distilleries  of  brandy,  all  the  sugar-cane  fields  and  buildings  on  the  bank  of  the  river 
for  the  distance  of  three  miles,  were  committed  to  the  flames,  and  their  owners,  peacefol 
and  hard-working  men,  who  had  given,  after  the  labor  of  many  years,  an  impetus  to  the 
industry  of  the  country,  and  procured  respectable  comforts  for  their  families,  were  in  an 
instiant  reduced  to  poverty  and  compelled  to  seek  shelter  under  the  trees ;  thanks  to  the 
wantonness  of  the  French  and  their  traitor  friends  who  reduced  their  splendid  mansions  to 
ashes,  the  value  of  which  is  estimated  at  no  less  than  two  hundi-ed  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars.  This  barbarous  act,  which  I  communicate  to  you  without  any  exaggeration  in  its 
details,  is  an  instance  of  what  the  people  living  on  the  leeward  coast  must  expect  from 
those  who,  contrary  to  common  sense,  proclaim  themselves  the  propagandists  of  civilim- 
tion,  and  calls  for  the  most  summary  vengeance  on  our  part.  You  must,  therefore,  cause 
copies  of  this  ofiiclal  communictvtion  to  be  circulated  and  published  in  all  the  settlementi 
and  Indian  towns  of  the  country  under  your  woithy  charge,  for  the  information  of  all  the 
people  of  Mexico,  and  to  the  end  that  they  prepare  for  war,  some  by  personally  volunteer^ 
ing,  others  by  contributing  their  means,  and  ail  in  every  way  possible  to  them  ;  for  it  is 
clear  that,  from  the  measures  adopted  by  our  invaders,  the  question  is  no  longer  the  de- 
fence of  the  country  in  its  general  acceptation,  but  that  of  defending,  each  one  of  ns  indi- 
vidually, our  families,  our  interests,  and  our  lives  against  the  acts  of  barbarity  practiced 
by  the  French  and  their  traitor  friends.

People  of  Sonora !  The  time  for  making  sacrificeB  has  come,  Inviting  the  patriot  to  crown 
himself  with  laurels,  and  to  perform  deeds  which  shall  redound  to  the  glory  of  his  country. 
Guaymas,  of  Zaragosa,  has  been  trodden  under  foot  by  the  successors  of  Baonsset,  by  the 
assassins  of  Chaves  and  of  Ghilard^,  by  those  who  coret  our  territorial  riches,  and  by  those 
who  intend  to  profone  the  honor  of  our  wives  and  daughters,  and  to  make  us  the  slaves  of 
a  monarch,  himself  an  adventurer.  Though  the  invaders  gave  us  no  summons,  but 
announced  their  arrival  by  acts  of  barbarity,  they  have  not  been  enabled  to  prevent  our 
brave  defenders  from  withdrawing  with  their  materials  of  war,  and  thus  saving  the  honor 
of  the  national  flag.  They  withdrew  from  the  city  in  order  not  to  expose  it  and  the  in- 
nocent families  it  contained  to  the  calamities  of  war.  Henceforth,  however,  they  will  con- 
tinue to  war  upon  the  enemy,  and  they  hope  soon  to  punish  him  sonndly  on  the  battle- 
field.

Are  we  not  the  men  who  have  been  brought  up  in  many  contests  for 
liberty  and  independence  f  Tour  noble  pride  and  your  holy  enthusiasm,  awakened  by  this 
cry  of  alarm,  will  be  in  keeping  with  that  which  our  brothers,  who  have  conquered  in 
Sinaloa  and  who  have  immortalized  themselves  at  Puebla,  expect  of  you. 

To  arms,  then,  Sonorians !  Let  us  raise  aloft,  and  upon  this  frontier,  the  standard  of 
onr  country,  and  to  such  a  height  that  the  nations  of  the  earth  shall  contemplate  it  with 
applause.

Mr.  Romero  to  Mr,  Seward, 

[Translation.] 

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

New  York,  Navember  20,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  to  you,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  the  copy  of  a  letter  dated  Berne, 
September  17,  1865,  addressed  by  a  Mexican  citizen  to  a  German  baron,  who  is 
in  the  confidence  of  the  ex-archduke  of  Austria,  Ferdinand  Maximilian,  now 
called  the  emperor  of  Mexico. 

This  review  of  present  affairs  in  Mexico  is  impartial,  if  not  rather  inclined  to 
judge  with  too  much  kindness  French  intervention  and  its  instrument,  and 
plainly  shows  that  the  French  Emperor's  project  to  substitute  an  Austrian  mon- 
archy for  a  Mexican  republic  is  entirely  impracticable,  and  that,  should  it  be  in- 
sisted upon,  it  will  only  bring  France  into  much  trouble  and  expense,  causing 
countless  ills  to  Mexico. 

As  the  monarchv,  in  fact,  has  no  national  support,  it  is  impossible  to  conceive 
how  it  can  be  established  or  consolidated. 

I  am  pleased  with  this  occasion  of  repeating  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  assu- 
rances of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

Sir  :  I  regret  that  I  did  not,  at  the  time  they  took  place,  write  down  the  conYenatioiia 
I  had  with  the  Archdiike  Ferdinand  Maximilian  and  yourself  when  his  highness  fint 
entered  Mexico ;  and,  for  fear  I  may  forget  those  hetween  you  and  myself  in  the  m^perid 
palace  of  that  ecurt^  I  will  note  them  in  this  letter. 

I  am  not  moved  to  this  hy  the  vanity  of  proving  that  my  predictions  have  heen  fulfilled, 
or  will  he,  Vut  by  the  desire  of  recalling  some  important  events  to  your  mind,  and  en- 
larging upon  others  I  barely  mentioned  in  the  course  of  our  conversation. 

It  is  now  too  late  to  discuss  past  eveuts  in  Mexico,  and  the  erroueous  opinions  formed 
of  them  in  Europe,  lliey  belong  to  history  ;  and,  as  to  more  recent  deplorable  events  and 
grievous  deceptions,  they  are  attempted  to  be  justified  by  saying  that  the  present  condition 
of  Mexico  is  very  different  from  what  it  was  a  year  ago. 

Tou  are  a  friend  of  the  archduke,  and  I  am  a  friend  of  Mexico ;  so  it  is  onr  duty  to 
consider  things  as  they  are,  and  find  the  best  remedy  for  them  we  can.  In  the  first  place, 
we  must  consider  the  very  critical  condition — more  critical  than  is  believed— not  only  of 
Mexico,  but  of  the  archduke,  and  examine  the  moral  and  physical  support  of  the  new 
empire,  and  the  elements  that  are  conspiring  to  destroy  it^ 

The  two  principal  parties  in  Mexico,  the  conservative  and  l>>eral,are  subdivided  into 
radical  (or  purist,  as  called  there)  and  moderate. 

The  radical  portion  of  the  conservative  party  is  composed  of  the  higher  clergy  and  a 
portion  of  the  laical  people,  who,  by  education,  prejudice,  or  perhaps  by  oonyiction,  are 
forced  to  belong  to  it. 

The  moderate  party  is  composed  of  persons  of  wealth,  who,  though  partial  to  conserva- 
tive principles,  are  always  busy  with  the  management  of  their  own  affairs,  have,  in 
reality,  no  political  principles,  and  accept  auy  form  of  government  and  liberal  reform, 
provided  the  new  government  will  let  them  enjoy  their  wealth  in  peace. 

The  radical  fraction  of  the  liberal  party,  purely  republican,  is  composed  of  those  who 
think  it  absolutely  necessary  to  establish  liberal  principles  (they  made  the  reform)  imme- 
diately, and  at  every  cost,  and  the  moderate  fraction  of  those  who  are  slow  and  measured 
in  their  steps  towards  tlie  same  end,  for  fear  of  convulsions  and  revolutions,  and  even 
social  commotions. 

When  libe^l  principles  are  settled  the  moderate  liberal  party  will  cease  to  exist,  as  there 
will  be  no  further  caui«  for  its  existence,  and  its  scattered  members  will  have  to  be  nom- 
bered  with  the  conservatives. 

In  nationalizing  church  property  and  confirming  other  reforms  made  in  the  time  of 
Juares  the  archduke  has  made  bitter  enemies  of  the  high  clergy,  and  has  alienated  the 
lower  priests,  who  were  never  hostile  to  Juares,  by  depriviog  them  of  their  old  fees,  and 
assigning  them  salaries  which  they  will  certainly  never  get.  As  to  the  persons  in  com- 
fortable circumstances,  that  formed  a  portion  of  the  moderate  consenraitive  party,  and 
joined  the  imperialists  for  the  sake  of  pi*.ace  and  quiet,  they  left  it  as  M>on  as  they  found 
themselves  in  a  more  sanguinary  and  disastrous  war  than  they  had  ever  before  seen.  They 
found  the  empire  more  expensive  than  the  republic,  for  it  must  be  supported  by  enormous 
and  continued  foreign  loans,  that  increase  domestic  taxes  to  pay  them,  and  they  find  it 
does  not  protect  them  from  guerillas ;  therefore,  they  desire  a  change,  and  want  to  try 
some  other  way  to  gain  the  security  and  peace  their  interests  and  inclinations  require. 

In  regard  to  the  liberal  party,  its  moderate  fraction  no  longer  exists,  as  I  have  already 
said,  and  the  pure  radical  party  is  the  one  that  now  keeps  up  the  war  against  the  empire. 
All  the  archduke  has  done  by  his  personal  influence  is  to  persuade  six  or  dglit  memb^  of 
the  moderate  party  to  accept  places  in  his  cabinet ;  but  this  is  very  different  from  having 
the  support  of  a  political  party. 

We  must  conclude,  then,  that  the  empire  has  not  the  least  moral  support.  As  to  physical 
support,  all  he  has  to  depend  upon  are  a  few  Mexican  troops  and  the  French  army,  with 
the  Austrian  and  Belgian  dividons.  The  archduke  can  place  no  confidence  in  the  first,  for 
many  have  already  passed  over  to  the  republican  side,  and  proposals  from  some  of  his 
generals  are  no  secrets.  As  regards  the  foreign  army,  its  insufficieocy  to  subjugate  the 
country  is  already  proved  :  tirst,  by  the  £etct  that  it  has  fought  four  years  in  vain ;  second, 
that  re-enforcements  are  now  being  sent  to  them  ;  and  third,  in  the  opinion  of  their  chief, 
who  is  the  best  judge,  in  a  letter  lately  published,  it  is  impossible  to  whip  the  guerillas, 
because  they  run  off  and  disperse  whenever  attacked. 

The  elements  that  militate  against  the  empire  are  also  physical  and  moral.  Among 
the  latter,  and  in  the  first  place,  we  may  name  the  dislike  to  the  archduke  on  account  of 
his  extravagance  and  immense  aod  unnecessary  debts  with  which  he  began  to  burden  the 
country  before  he  knew  it ;  aod  for  his  inability  to  protect  the  Mexicans,  as  is  se^i  by  tke 
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shootliig  of  General  Romero ;  for  tbe  preference  he  shows  to  foreigners,  patting  them  in 
office  instead  of  the  natives  of  the  land ;  and  finally,  because  he  has  established  no  good 
administration.  A  philosopher  might  excn»e  the  archdnkii  for  these  errors  ;  but  the  people 
are  not  philosophers;  they  feel  rather  than  reason,  and  they  lack  patience.  A  nation  that 
has  suffered  so  much  from  revolutions  requires  a  long  time  to  recover,  and  must  have  pa- 
tience to  suffer  and  wait.  No  Slexican  has  ever  doubted  but  the  country  would  be  restoi-ed 
to  peace  in  proper  time  without  foreign  intervention  ;  and  if  a  few  decided  for  interven- 
tion, it  was  only  because  they  thought  it  would  restore  peace  at  a  more  early  day.  As  soon 
as  they  were  undeceived  they  abjured  their  error. 

In  the  second  place  we  may  mention  the  want  of  present  and  future  means.  The  im- 
perial expenses  amount  to  forty  millions  of  dollars  annually  ;  and  every  Mexican  knows 
that  the  country,  even  in  times  of  peace,  could  not  produce  the  half  of  that  sum  Let  the 
French  financiers  who  were  sent  to  make  their  imaginary  estimates  say  what  they  please: 
this  is  certain  death  to  the  empire.  It  cannot  curtail  its  expenses,  because  a  large  army 
must  be  supported  to  defend  it  from  the  Mexicans  ;  nor  can  the  revenues  be  increased, 
because  the  situation  of  the  country  will  not  allow  it.  No  resources  are  left  then  except 
temporary  loans,  and  they  will  soon  be  exhausted. 

To  these  opposing  elements  may  be  added  that  of  the  nnpopularity  of  the  Mexican  war  in 
Prance,  because  it  embarrasses  the  French  government  And  we  may  incl^^1e  another 
reason  why  the  empire  in  Mexico  must  end.  llie  civil  war  in  the  United  States  is  ended. 
This  has  discouraged  the  monarchists,  while  it  has  revived  the  hopes  of  the  republicans. 

Now  for  tbe  physical  elements  that  are  hostile  to  the  empire.  I  will  onljr  mentiop  two : 
first,  the  constitutional  forces,  chiefly  composed  of  guerillas ;  and  second,  expected  aid 
from  the  United  States.  Guerilla  warfare  is  not  known  in  Europe,  nor  have  they  any  idea 
bow  nseful  it  is.  The  events  in  Spain  at  the  beginning  of  this  century  have  been  forgotten, 
and  they  can  only  judge  from  recent  events  in  Poland,  a  level  and  densely  populated 
oonntry,  where  the  few  guerillas  formed  were  rather  gangs  of  fugitives  than  organized 
gnerillae,  trying  to  escape  from  the  immense  armies  that  surrounded  them.  In  countries 
like  Mexico,  mountainous  and  dry,  with  a  mild  climate,  where  horses  abound,  and  incle- 
mency of  weather  never  prevents  out-door  movements;  where  food  is  found  everywhere 
to  supply  the  necessaries  of  life,  guerillas  always  exercise  a  deciding  influence.  The  chief 
difficulty  is  in  a  proper  organisation ;  but,  this  once  acquired,  they  can  defy  the  strongest 
powers  in  the  world.  This  system  is  the  stronger  as  its  power  is  latent  and  deceptive  ;  it 
gains  time  by  sudden  action,  and  you  never  know  when  it  is  defeated. 

Mexico  gained  its  independence  of  Spain  by  a  series  of  sadden  victories  by  guerillas,  in 
eleven  years.  The  reform  was  effected  by  the  same  means,  in  three  years  ;  and  so  must 
the  second  independence  be  achieved.  The  French  army  may  triumph  everywhere,  just  as 
the  royalists  did  in  the  war  of  independence,  and  the  clergy  did  in  the  reform  ;  but,  as  the 
victories  of  all  these  parties  were  more  expensive  to  themselves  than  destructive  to  the 
enemy,  the  latter  finally  triumphed. 

For  this  very  reason  the  national  government  need  not  be  concerned  about  the  rout  of  the  ir 
guerillas— only  a  temporary  dispersion,  in  fact — but  may  rejoice,  because  those  defeats  are 
only  so  many  steps  towards  final  victory.  But  to  avoid  the  shedding  of  blood,  danger,  and 
expense,  orders  have  been  given  to  all  the  guerillas  to  annoy  the  enemy  without  offering 
battle,  as  that  would  cause  the  French  to  make  fatiguing  marches,  at  a  great  expense, 
without  the  least  advantage,  except  a  distant  sight  of  their  foes.  Every  late  event  in 
Mexico  promises  a  repetition  of  the  Scene  in  San  Domingo,  where  two  hundrtxl  thousand 
inhabitants,  with  only  six  or  eight  thousand  soldiers,  have  whipped  Spain,  and  compelled 
her  to  a  very  mortifying  retreat  from  that  island. 

I  came  from  America  in  company  with  (General  Espinar,  a  gentleman  of  good  judgment, 
who  had  served  in  San  Domingo,  and  was  then  on  his  way  to  Spain  to  ask  the  evacuation 
of  that  island,  for  reasons  very  applicable  to  the  French  in  Mexico.  His  proposal  was 
shamefully  receired  in  Madrid,  and,  so  far  from  listening  to  him,  additional  forces  were 
sent  to  reduce  tbe  handful  of  opposing  rebels  in  the  colony. 

like  the  French  leaders  in  Mexico,  the  Spanish  generals  in  San  Domingo  continued  to 
•end  despatches  announcing  victories,  from  day  to  day,  until  they  declared  the  whole 
island  subdued.  The  simple  final  result  is  just  what  General  Espinar  propoi^ed,  an  aban- 
donment of  the  island,  under  the  most  deplorable  circumstances,  after  a  great  sacrifice  of 
men  and  money.  How  much  blood  Spain  would  have  spared,  how  much  money  she  would 
have  saved,  and  how  gpreat  a  shame  to  her  reputation  she  would  have  aroided,  if  her 
government  had  done  in  time  what  she  was  compelled  to  do  at  last  1 

I  see  the  French  newspapers  insist  that  the  United  States  will  remain  neutral  on  the  Mex- 
ican question,  founding  Jthis  argument  on  their  conduct  up  to  this  time,  and  portions  of 
public  documents  collected  here  and  there  ;  but  they  need  put  no  trust  in  what  a  govern- 
ment says  and  does  under  certain  political  circumstances.    What  a  government  will  do 
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depends  upon  the  natural  InoUnations  of  its  inhabitants  and  the  national  interest  of  that 
government  at  the  time. 

If  an  American  army  were  to  dethrone  Leopold  of  Belginm,  and  establish  a  democratic 
republic  in  that  country,  to  exist  under  its  immediate  direction,  would  the  Emperor  Napo- 
leon remain  in  quiet  indifference  ?  We  guess  he  would  try  to  save  his  throne  in  some  way, 
even  if  he  had  to  change  political  opinions  in  France.  Well,  the  United  States  will  act  in 
exactly  the  same  manner,  and  with  greater  reason,  because  the  establishment  of  an  empire 
in  Mexico  was  a  consequence  of  the  southern  rebellion  ;  and  did  not  the  French  Emperor 
declare  publicly  in  a  speech  that  his  Mexican  expedlUon  was  in  defiance  of  the  United 
States? 

The  present  silence  of  that  republic  is  a  prudent  consideration,  as  it  must  settle  with 
England  before  it  offends  another  great  power.  But  if  the  British  question  is  amicably  set- 
tled by«diplomacy,  as  is  generally  believed  it  vrlll  be,  then  we  shall  see  the  United  States 
turn  its  attention  to  the  em{»re.  And  even  supposing  it  were  prudent  for  the  United  States 
to  keep  at  peace  with  France,  it  would  still  assist  the  constitutional  government  of  Mexico 
in  many  ways  without  getting  into  war  with  other  nations.  It  might  not  prevent  private 
emigration  to  Mexico  to  aid  Juarez,  and  arms,  the  great  need,  might  be  smuggled  in  from 
every  quarter.  Money  they  do  not  want ;  they  can  live  upon  the  country,  and  they  have 
always  had  enough  men.  Everybody  knows  the  guns  at  Puebla  were  made  of  old  muskets 
rejected,  and  unarmed  bodies  of  men  waited  to  use  the  guns  of  those  who  were  slain.  And 
even  if  the  United  States  government  refused  to  supply  them  with  arms,  individual  inter- 
est would  elude  all  prohibition  and  furnish  -them  in  any  quantity,  as  was  done  in  the  late 
civil  war.  But  we  must  not  think  that  the  exportation  of  arms  will  be  prohibited,  be- 
Okuse  the  United  States  has  adopted  as  a  principle  in  neutrality  that  articles  of  war  may  be 
allowed  in  trade.  If  the  exportation  of  arms  was  prohibited  by  the  United  States  during 
the  civil  war,  it  was  only  because  they  were  needed  in  the  country — ^just  as  they  prohibit 
the  exit  of  com  in  years  of  scarcity.  So  President  Johnson,  faithful  to  these  principles,  has 
revoked  the  prohibition  to  export  arms  and  munitioos  of  war.  This  recent  act  is  a  great 
benefit  to  Juarez — more  beneficial,  in  fioct,  than  if  he  had  been  aided  by  troops ;  and  the 
fact  of  the  United  States  constantly  refusing  to  recognise  the  empite  ought  to  convince  Max- 
imilian of  the  disposition  and  probable  intention  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  the  policy  now  of  the  authors  and  aiders  of  intervention  to  say  the  republic  of  the 
United  States  will  remain  neutral ;  but  they  cannot  believe  it,  for  they  would  be  the  first 
victims  of  the  error.     In  a  nation  where  public  opinion  is  all-powerful,  and  where  it  has 
been  so  often  expressed  against  Mexican  intervention,  the  President  would  run  a  great  risk 
to  proclaim  neutrality  in  an  affair  of  vital  importance  to  his  country      Without  debating 
this  point  to  a  greater  extent,  I  will  merely  assure  you  that  the  United  States  will  not  re- 
main neutral  in  the  question  of  Mexico.     And  in  giving  you  this  assurance,  do  not  believe, 
for  an  instant,  that  I  am  blinded  by  party  zeal,  for  I  consider  it  a  disgrace  to  my  country 
to  ask  for  foreign  assistance.     I  know  how  it  lessens  the  sovereignty  and  independence  of 
a  nation.    I  think  Mexico  possesses  all  the  necessary  elements  to  regain  her  independence 
without  foreign  aid.     I  have  faith  in  her  future,  and  want  her  to  act  alone,  that  she  may 
be  indebted  to  no  one  for  her  success.     One  of  the  reasons  (aside  from  duties  and  natural 
sentiments)  why  I  have  opposed  European  intervention  so  violently  is  precisely  because  it 
would  compel  us  to  call  on  the  northern  Americans  for  help.     I  believe,  my  dear  Baron, 
that,  as  a  sequel  to  what  I  have  said,  the  time  has  come  when  the  arcbdulie  will  reflect  se- 
riously upon  the  precariousness  of  his  position,  and  will  take  himself  out  of  Mexico  before 
the  force  of  citcumstances  compels  him  to  evacuate  the  capital.     If  he  thinks  bis  situa^ou 
secure,  I  have  nothing  more  to  say  ;  but  if  he  doubts  it,  and  should  hereafter  change  his 
mind,  and  should  need  my  assistance  with  Juarez  and  his  cabinet,  I  will  do  all  I  can  to 
get  him  out  of  trouble,  and  at  the  same  time  save  my  country  from  further  misfortanes. 
I  will  try  to  induce  Juarez  to  enter  into  a  treaty  honorable  to  both  parties,  showing  the 
evils  consequent  upon  foreign  protection.     He,  as  a  true  patriot,  desires  to  see  Meiuco  ftee 
from  obligations  to  any  foreign  power,  and  I  do  not  doubt  but  he  can  free  it  yet.     But,  I 
repeat,  Maximilian  must  be  quick  in  his  determination,  for  if  Juarez  once  appeals  to  the 
United  States  it  will  be  too  late  to  make  treaties  of  any  kind.    In  my  opinion  Maximilian 
already  views  af&irs  in  Mexico  in  their  proper  light.     The  pleasant  visions  that  beguiled 
his  fiancy  at  Miramar  are  gone,  and  he  will  now  believe  what  I  told  him,  when  I  assured 
him  that  the  history  of  intervention  in  Mexico  would  be  like  that  in  France  after  the  first 
revolution.     The  conquered  party  in  both  countries,  filled  with  anger  and  thirsting  for  re- 
venge, sought  foreign  aid  by  deceiviog  strange  governments,  exaggerating  their  sufferings 
and  anarchy,  declaring  that  the  call  for  intervention  was  unanimous  and  very  ea^y  to  be 
effected.    When  the  people  have  made  a  reform— that  is,  when  they  have  extirpated  the 
cause  of  their  displeasure — they  are  more  proud  and  elated  witfl  hope  than  at  any  other 
time,  and  cannot  bear  the  idea  of  a  foreign  yoke,  and  their  patriotism  is  bold  and  exhibits 
its  full  strength  on  the  least  provocation.     The  prodigies  of  French  patriots  against  conit- 
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\Atkod  Enrone  are  well  known.    Mextoo,  feeble  Mexioo,  will  be  satisfied  with  struggling 
withiu  itR  own  frontiers  for  its  independence. 

Aoc<)rding  to  late  news  from  Mexico  a  deep  hatred  to  the  French  army  is  spreading 
throQgbont  the  coantry  on  account  of  its  cruelty  as  conquerors  ;  a  dittlike  to  Maximilian 
increaises  because  he  does  not  prevent  these  barbarities  ;  he  is  blamed  for  not  giving  protec- 
tion to  persons  and  property  ;  and  the  general  want  of  confidence  in  the  stability  of  the 
empire  is  increasing  and  becoming  more  general.  The  day  is  not  far  distant  when  this  dis- 
Ailtxrtion  will  pervade  the  whole  nation,  and  a  second  of  May,  as  in  Biadrid,  will  be  the 
consequence — one  of  those  sudden,  spontaneous,  and  unanimous  movements,  of  which  we 
have  seen  several  examples  in  Mexico  to  end  Santa  Anna's  dictatorship.  Tue  French  army 
is  too  small  to  resist  such  a  movement ;  and  if  it  cannot,  what  is  to  become  of  the  arch- 
duke and  his  little  band,  unless  France  submits  to  new  sacrifices  ?  And  supposing  that 
Maximilian  sustains  himself  for  the  present,  what  will  support  him  in  future  ?  The  French 
army  cannot  always  remain  in  Mexico !  Another  army,  composed  of  adventurers  and  vol- 
unteers from  other  countries,  will  not  be  sufficient  to  sustain  him.  What,  then,  must  he 
expect  f  Jnst  what  I  must  repeat — sooner  or  later  a  defeat,  or  sudden  expulBion.  To  re- 
tire quietly  and  decorously  would  certainly  be  far  preferable,  and  he  ought,  to  know  it 
better  than  we. 

I  will  tell  yon  how  he  could  do  it  honorably,  so  as  to  raise  himself  much  in  the  eyes  of 
Mexicans  and  foreigners.  Did  Maximilian  come  to  Mexico  to  secure  the  felicity  of  its  peo- 
ple, €fr  to  sacrifice  them  and  keep  himself  upon  a  throne  f  We  must  suppose  the  former 
case.  Well,  since  he  has  not  succeeded  in  this,  he  is  in  honor  and  duty  bound  to  with- 
draw. Will  any  one  blame  him  for  doing  his  duty  f  Any  other  course  of  conduct  would 
lessen  him  in  the  estimation  of  his  peers,  and  ruin  his  former  reputation.  His  grandfather, 
the  Emperor  Francis,  declaring  the  German  Confederation  dissolved,  on  a  similar  occasion, 
thus  gaining  a  great  name  in  history,  left  him  an  example  of  abnegation  and  magnanimity 
he  ought  never  to  forget.  If  I  were  in  his  place,  I  would  agree  upon  an  armistice  with  the 
constitutional  government ;  then  I  would  conclude  a  treaty  as  advantageous  as  possible 
to  mybelf,  and  send  off  the  French  army,  in  accordance  with  the  treaty  of  Miramar  ;  and 
lastly,  I  would  publish  a  manifest  explaining  the  object  of  my  journey  to  Mexico,  what  I 
bad  done  there,  and  finally  withdraw  from  the  country,  agreeable  to  my  promise  to  retire 
as  soon  as  I  found  out  that  my  presence  was  not  pleasant  to  the  people. 

Such  frank  and  loyal  language  would  undoubtedly  be  more  worthy  of  Maximilian  than 
to  involve  his  party  in  an  unequal  contest,  turn  the  whole  of  Bf  exioo  into  a  battle-field, 
and  drag  France  into  a  useless  and  expensive  war  to  sustain  him  on  a  throne  he  could  never 
hold .  If  a  treaty  could  not  be  formed  with  the  government,  it  would  be  honorable  in 
Maximilian  to  withdraw  at  any  rate,  preferring  peace  in  Mexico  to  persofial  interest,  and 
saving  France  much  trouble  and  expense.  Maybe  Maximilian  might  object  to  this  manner 
of  quitting  Mexico  !  As  unpleasant  as  it  might  seem  to  him,  (but  I  see  no  reason  why  it 
should  be,)  he  ought  to  remember  that  it  is  the  beet,  and  he  cannot  have  choice.  Later 
be  might  consider  himself  lucky  to  get  off  in  a  way  he  rejects  at  present.  He  now  has  a 
good  chance  to  get  away,  and  he  will  find  danger  in  delay.

Mexican  Legation  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
»  Washingtoni  December  15,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary  :  I  have  tbe  honor  of  transmitting  to  you,  for  the  information 
of  the  United  States  government,  the  English  translation  of  an  article  on  French 
intervention  in  Mexico,  written  by  that  distinguished  literary  Frenchman  Al- 
pbonse  de  l^martine,  and  published  at  Paris  last  month,  in  his  literary  monthly 
magazine,  entitled  Literary  Entertainments,  fLes  Entretiens  Lifter  aires.) 

The  importance  of  this  article  is,  that  it  expresses  the  real  views  of  French 
intervention  in  Mexico,  and  is,  in  fact,  more  than  anything  else,  a  paraphrase  of 
Emperor  Napoleon's  letter  to  General  Forey  of  the  3d  of  July,  1862,  pointing 
out  briefly,  but  plainly,  the  objects  of  intervention.  I  sent  you  a  copy  of  this 
letter  among  the  documents  annexed  to  my  note  of  the  26th  of  January,  1864» 
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As  a  proof  of  tbis  assertion  I  think  it  convenient  to  mention  tbat  the  i 
official  press  of  France  has  greatly  lauded  the  article,  considering  it  as  the  gen- 
nine  expression  of  the  Emperor's  views. 

With  pleasure  I  accept  this  occasion  to  renew  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the 
assurances  of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

I  am  not  afraid  to  say  it  boldly,  notwithstanding  the  natural  opposition  which  may  exist 
between  the  diplomacy  of  the  republic  and  that  of  the  empire:  against  Interests  so  Freoeh, 
so  elevated,  so  European,  as  those  we  defend  in  Mexico,  there  is  no  patriotic  opposition 
possible.  The  ooDception  of  the  policy  in  Mexico  is  a  sublime  conception,  a  conceptioB 
misunderstood,  (I  shall  explain  further  on  why,)  a  conception  as  just  as  necessity,  as  Yait 
as  the  ocean,  as  new  as  all  that  which  is  apropos,  a  conception  of  a  statesman,  fecmMi  as 
the  future,  a  conception  of  s»fety  for  America  and  for  the  world. 

We  must  here  raise  ourselves  to  a  great  height  in  order  to  comprehend  the  full  foroo  of 
this  policy.  The  first  empire,  a  purely  military  empire,  and  which  sold  Louii^iaoa  fiora 
piece  of  bread  to  feed  its  armies,  was  never  capable  of  a  conception  which  equalled  this. 

The  idea  of  a  bold  and  efficacious  position  to  be  taken  in  Mexico  against  the  usurpation 
of  the  United  States  of  America  is  a  new  but  just  idea.-  Europe  has  the  right  to  take  this  poei- 
Hon ;  Fran<  e  takes  the  initiative.  Let  us  examine  this  right  from  the  elevated  point  of 
Tiew  from  whence  we  distinguish  the  legitimacy  of  tilings,  and  let  us  start  from  this  true 
hut  not  radical  position  : 

The  globe  it  the  property  of  vMn :  the  new  continent^  Ameriea^  it  the  property  <^  Ehirope, 

In  starting  from  this  principle,  which  has  become  at  this  moment  a  fact,  that  the  Ameri- 
can continent  has  become  the  collective  property  of  mankind,  and  notof  the  disrupted  Union 
of  a  single  race,  without  title  and  without  right,  at  least  over  Spanish  America,  and  over 
the  Latin  race,  mother  of  all  ciTiiisation — the  principle  thtft  the  protection  of  Europe,  and  of 
its  independence,  at  least  In  the  seventeen  republican  states  of  South  America,  belongs  eri- 
dently  to  us  and  all  the  powers  of  the  Old  World — we  must  be  prepared  for  events ;  we 
must  protect  the  Latin  race  ;  we  must,  in  the  first  place,  take  position  at  the  point  men- 
aced by  the  United  States. 

We  must  do  this,  or  else  we  must  declare  tbat  the  new  continent,  the  property  of  Eq- 
lope,  is  to  belong  entirely  in  twenty-five  )  ears,  perhaps,  to  the  armed  pioneers  who  recog- 
nize no  other  title  for  their  usurpation  than  their  oonvenience,  and  who  permit  their  citi- 
sens,  like  Walker,  to  raise,  individually,  fleets  and  armies  against  Oulia,  while  their  fiedeial 
general  enters,  in  the  name  of  the  Union,  into  Mexico,  and  from  there  into  all  the  dvilixed 
capitals  of  South  America  I 

Why,  therefore,  should  Europe  or  the  Old  World  recognise  these  rights  of  piracy  by  sea 
and  land  for  the  United  States,  whilst  in  the  Old  World  we  recognise  not  only  the  right  of 
protecting  such  property  as  is  useful  to  all,  but  further,  the  right  to  expropriate  with  in- 
demnity the  right  of  all  states  and  individuals  in  things  useful  to  all  ? 

This  principle  of  the  protection  of  interests  useful  to  all,  which  applies  to  a  comraime, 
does  it  apply  with  less  right  to  a  continent  entire  f  Evidently  not.  We  do  not  s^y,  ex- 
propriate the  United  States  of  Spanish  America ;  their  proper  organic  anarchy  will  expro- 
priate them  sufficiently  !  But  we  say  Europe  has  the  right,  and,  we  add,  the  obligation,  of 
not  giving  over  to  them  the  Latin  race,  Spanish  America,  the  half  which  still  remains  free 
and  independent  of  that  magnificent  part  of  the  globe,  more  than  half  of  the  heaven,  the 
earth,  and  the  population  of  the  New  World  !  • 

What  are  the  collective,  sacred  possessions,  the  necessities  of  mankind  at  large,  tbat  tlie 
policy  of  the  Old  World  cannot  and  ought  not  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  mercy  of  the 
United  States  of  English  America?  These  things  are  the  capital  of  the  entire  world,  nsed 
by  a  few,  necessary  to  all.  In  our  state  of  civilization  and  in  our  system  of  exchange,  which 
renders  to  us  all  moneyed  gold  as  necessary  as  bresNi.     The  mines  of  gold  are  there  ! 

In  the  second  place,  the  food  of  the  Old  World — the  wheat,  flonr,  corn,  potatoes,  on 
which  people  subsist,  and  of  which  the  privation  in  the  years  of  famine  might  produoe  in 
Europe  incalculable  calamities  and  destructions  of  populations. 

In  the  third  place,  the  industries  which  have  become  in  the  last  few  years  especially,  by 
the  salaries  they  assure  to  at  least  forty  millions  of  workmen  in  cotton,  the  veritable  and 
indispensable  ttiptndtum  of  wt^es  and  of  life. 
In  fine,  commerce,  which  compels  ns  to  tni^tnt^ifn  a  navy  and  sailors,  a  floating  p^Hila- 
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tkMi,  incalculable  as  a  nnmber  of  men  fed  nnder  sails,  still  more  incalculable  as  an  element 
of  oar  national  power.  To  permit  the  United  States  to  renew  the  folly  of  the  first  empire, 
to  establish  an  anti-Earopean  blockade,  no  longer  on  their  ports  alone,  but  on  the  world, 
as  they  have  jost  proclaimed  it,  is  no  longer  a  poltroonery;  it  is  to  accept  what  New  York 
ofifen  us,  it  is  to  abdicate  nayigatiom,  commerce,  cotton,  Iree  trMe,  the  marine  of  the  Old 
World ;  it  is  not  to  live  bat  on  the  death  of  life. 

Thus,  who  does  not  know  that  the  grain  of  America,  of  the  ralley  of  the  Mississippi  es- 
pec^lly,  does  constitute  the  world's  granary  in  case  of  famine,  as  Blcily  was  the  gran- 
ary of  the  Romans  f  Who  does  not  know  that  the  monetary  capital  of  the  universe  is  in 
the  immense  mines  of  Mexico,  and  Peru,  and  Sonora,  and  that  these  mines,  given  up  to  their 
natural  productiveness  by  a  good  system  of  drainage,  will  place  all  the  capital  in  gold  and 
Bilver  of  the  universe  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States,  masters  of  the  two  Americas  ? 
Who  does  not  know  that  the  master  of  capital  is  the  master  of  interest,  and  that  Europe, 
delivered  up  to  this  country  of  monopolies,  will  be  forever  subject  to  its  despotism  f  Who 
does  not  know  that,  masters  of  the  price  of  gold  and  silver,  they  will  be  masters  also  of 
our  most  vital  industries,  and  that  their  coalition,  already  organized  against  our  industry  in 
rilks,  which  rivals  their  industry  in  cotton,  will  ruin  Lyons,  the  capital  of  tissues,  and  the 
second  capital  of  France  ?  Who  does  not  know  that  in  depriving  us,  or  in  depriving  them- 
selves by  the  eztincUo^of  the  south,  of  the  element  of  this  industry  in  Eiirope,  cotton, 
they  vrill  continue  to  starve,  as  they  have  already  starved,  eight  millions  of  workmen  in 
France,  more  than  that  in  England,  five  millions  in  Austria,  and  thus  take  Europe  by 
limine  at  every  caprice  of  their  arbitrary  interests  ?  Who  does  not  know,  in  fine,  that  our 
commerce  and  navigation  will  be  subject  to  the  saflie  destruction  as  our  products  ? 

In  all  this  we  discover  evidently  the  secret  thought  which  inspired  the  Mexican  expe- 
dition, an  expedition  which  bears  the  appearance  of  a  temerity  withokit  compensation,  and 
behind  which  I  alone  in  France  have  seen  the  general  utility. 

i  France  has  not  comprehended  this  expedition.  Why  ?  I  will  venture  to  reply  :  becaase 
qU  the  commencement  it  was  neither  explained  nor  explainable.  It  was  becanse  this  idea 
^f  taking  a  position  in  Mexico  against  the  United  States  was  not  to  be  exclusively  French, 
nt  European ;  it  was  necessary  to  consult  together,  to  organize,  to  agree  frankly  on  a 
ommon  baids  before  acting,  and  this  was  not  done.  France,  accused  of  secret  intentions, 
vras  suspected  by  England  and  Spain.  They  believed  that  she  simply  desired  to  draw  her 
two  allies  into  a  war  of  intervention  for  purely  French  and  monarchical  interests,  instead 
of  combining  with  London  and  Madrid  an  armed,  disinterested,  and  European  policy  ;  and 
for  this  reason  they  suspected  and  at  last  abandoned  France.  But  one  of  two  things  was 
true ;  either  France  was  sincere  and  wished  to  act  in  the  common  interest,  and  in  this 
case  there  ought  to  have  been  frank  explanations  in  advance,  and  no  action  but  after  a 
diplomatic  and  military  European  agreement  on  an  equal  footing  of  force,  which  would 
thus  give  no  motive  for  complaints  of  reticence  or  want  of  frankness  against  the  inter- 
vention ;  or  France,  acting  alone,  ought  to  have  acted  with  a  force  worthy  of  herself,  and 
not  commence  by  planting  her  protecting  flag  in  Mexico  with  a  handful  of  heroic  men,  aban- 
doned by  their  auxiliaries,  and  insufficient  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  original  conception. 

In  these  facts  lie  the  vice  of  the  enterprise  and  the  reasons  why  the  people  in  France 
have  not  comprehended  it,  why  Spain  has  had  suspicions  of  it,  and  why  England  has 
abandoned  it.  France,  when  her  loyalty  in  the  matter  is  better  understood,  will  bring 
badL  England  and  Spain  to  it,  or  she  will  act  alone  with  preponderating  forces.  Spanish 
America  will  thus  be  protected,  the  United  States  will  be  repressed,  Spain  and  England 
brought  back,  and  this  grand  enterprise  will  turn  out  the  honor  of  the  century  in  Europe, 
and  the  honor  of  France  in  Spanish  America. 

One  can  easily  understand  that  this  people  have  yet  scarcely  any  of  the  conditions  of 
an  American  literature.  The  Mexicans  before  the  conquest,  the  pretended  savages  of 
Montezuma,  the  Peruvians,  with  their  poems  of  quippos,  were  in  that  respect  much  more 
advanced.  The  gigantic  monuments  of  the  Aztecs  have  left  on  the  earth  traces  of  in- 
telligence and  of  force  very  much  superior,  thus  far,  to  the  exclusively  utilitarian  edifices 
of  the  Americans  of  the  north.  The  pioneers  of  the  north  do  not  build  for  time  ;  the 
log-splittei«  only  know  how  to  cut  down  in  order  to  split  up  the  grand  aristocratic  trees 
of  the  forests,  which  they  see  fall  with  the  joy  of  men  envious  of  the  superiority  of  nature. 
Their  eloquence  is  the  struggle  of  their  legislative  assemblies,  into  which  they  carry  the 
rudeness  of  their  violent  m^iuners,  and  where  brutalities  of  gesture  and  of  the  closed  fist 
take  the  place  of  the  beautiful  moral  violences  which  the  great  modem  or  ancient  orators 
of  Europe  exercise  by  aid  of  persuasion  or  logic,  or  men  of  refinement  assemble  together 
for  the  purpose  of  seeking  in  common  after  the  right  and  the  justice  of  things. 

Their  journals,  innumerable  because  they  cost  little  or  nothing,  are  only  so  many  re- 
ceptacles of  advertisements  of  the  charlatanisms  recommended  by  the  Barnums  of  the 
press — receptacles  of  calumnies  and  invectives  thrown  out  daily  to  the  various  parties,  in 
order  to  fasten  upon  them  odious  appellations  or  trivial  aoousationB,  so  as  to  discredit  one 
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another,  and  to  take  away  their  BubBoribers.  Their  ''flalons"  are  held  in  hotels ;  their 
circles  of  men,  which  are  tempered  neither  by  good  feeling  nor  by  politeneee  toward 
women,  are  only  bo  many  clubs  of  eager  tradesmen,  nillizing  even  their  hoan  of  repote 
for  their  purses,  proud  to  know  only  that  wliich  brings  them  in  money,  and  entertaining 
each  other  only  with  reafor  illusory  enterprises,  by  whkh  they  may  oentriple  their  fortunes. 
Their  liberty,  altogether  personal,  has  always  something  about  it  hostile  to  some  one ;  the 
absence  of  all  kindness  of  manner  gives  them  in  general  the  air  and  the  attitode  of  some 
one  who  is  In  the  expectation  of  being  insulted,  or  who  seeks,  by  force  of  pride  of  man- 
ner, to  prerent  the  insults  that  may  be  offered  him.  They  haye  conscience  ^emaelfes  «f 
the  continual  disagreeableness  of  their  manners. 

One  of  their  rare  political  orators,  (the  most  eloquent  and  most  honest  among  them,) 
whom  the  envy  of  his  fellow-citimns  has  always  prevented  from  being  elevated  to  the 
presidency  of  the  republic,  said  to  me  one  day  :  **  Our  liberty  consists  m  doing  all  thai  may 
he  the  most  ditagreeable to  our  neiffhbort,**  The  art  of  being  disagreeable  is  their  second  nature. 
To  be  willing  to  please  is  a  symptom  of  love.  They  love  no  one ;  no  one  loves  them.  It 
is  the  expiation  of  egotists.  History  presents  no  parallel  of  such  a  physiognomy :  pride, 
coldness,  correctness  of  features,  mechauism  of  -gestures,  mnnching  of  tobacco  in  the 
month,  spit-box  under  the  feet,  legs  perched  against  the  chimnev-jambs  or  doubled  up  on 
themselves  without  regard  to  the  respect  whioh  man  ewes  to  man,  an  accent  brief,  mo- 
notonous, imperious,  a  disdainful  air  imprinted  in  every  feature — this  is  the  picture  of  one 
of  these  autocrats  of  money. 

With  few  exceptions,  which  stand  out  and  which  suffer  by  the  general  pressure  in  an 
inferior  atmosphere— exceptions  so  mdbh  the  more  respectable,  inasmuch  as  they  are  more 
numerous  in  the  individual — and  there  (s  the  North  American  ;  there  is  the  people  to  whom 
Mr.  Monroe,  one  of  their  flatterers,  said,  in  order  to  be  applauded :  **  The  time  is  come 
when  you  ought  no  longer  to  suffer  Europe  to  mix  in  the  affairs  of  America,  and  from 
which  you  ought  to  commence  to  exercise  a  preponderance  in  the  aflUn  of  Europe."

Mr.  Sbgrbtary  :  I  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  to  yon,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  documents  relating  to  Mexican 
affairs ;  and  although  some  of  them  are  of  old  date,  I  think  them  aU  of  sufficient 
importance  to  he  submitted  officially  to  your  comideration. 

You  will  find  among  them  several  that  manifest  the  atrocities  of  the  European 
mercenaries  sent  to  enslave  the  Mexican  people,  and  to  perpetrate  all  sorts  of 
outrages  upon  them  in  the  name  of  civilization,  and  in  a  country  they  already 
consider  as  conquered,  and  other  reliable  reports  of  the  condition  of  things  in 
the  central  part  of  Mexico  and  on  the  western  coast  of  the  republic. 

I  embrace  this  occasion  to  renew  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  assurances  of  my 
most  distinguished  consideration.

The  citizen  Prerident  of  the  repuhlic  has  seen  with  pleasore  what  you  have  communi- 
cated in  your  note  No.  137,  of  the  4th  of  April  of  this  year,  with  reference  to  the  demon- 
strations of  public  rejoicing  which  took  place  in  Washington  upon  the  reception  of  the 
news  of  the  occupation  of  Petereburg  and  of  Richmond  by  the  troops  of  the  Union. 

The  allusions  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Johnson,  who  at  that  time  only  had  the  character  of  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Seward,  demonstrate  that  in  that 
country  the  intrigues  and  the  acts  by  which  Napoleon  has  sought  to  injure  the  United 
States  during  its  civil  war  have  not  been  lost  sight  of.    Napoleon  has  offended  the  peoplo 
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of  the  sooth  by  not  (ayoring  them,  from  fear  of  an  open  mptare  of  the  goyertiment  of  the 
Uoited  States,  as  much  as  they  expected  and  wished  ;  and  he  has  offended  the  tiorth  by 
dearly  showiog,  so  feur  as  that  fear  wonld  let  him,  how  mneh  he  desired  their  downfall  and 
the  permanent  destruction  of  the  Union.  Witliout  doubt  the  terms  of  Napoleon's  letter 
to  Qeoeral  Forey  hare  also  been  remembered,  in  which,  without  tact  or  previBion,  be  stated 
that  the  principal  object  of  the  intervention  in  Mexico  was  to  oppose  the  United  States,  and 
to  raise  up  against  it  the  Latin  race,  as  if  it  was  possible  to  elevate  a  race  by  seeking  to 
humiliate  and  degrade  one  of  its  members  and  foment  forgetfnlnees  of  all  of  its  sentiments 
of  national  dignity.  In  order  to  avert  the  effects  of  that  stupid  lack  of  foresight,  the  French 
senate  has  sought  recently  to  record,  in  its  answer  to  the  address  on  the  opening  of  the 
sessions,  that  tibie  intervention  In  Mexico  has  not  had  any  object  in  the  antagonism  of  rac^ 
the  senate  thus  pretending  to  deny  the  express  terms  of  the  letter  of  Napoleon. 

In  the  allusions  of  Mr.  Heward  to  the  prudence  of  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  who  has  taken 
care  to  make  known  that  he  has  no  sjrmpathy  with  rebellion  anywhere,  he  assuredly  had 
reference  to  what  was  manifested  to  his  government  with  reference  to  the  civil  war  in  the 
United  States,  and  also  to  what  the  government  of  the  republic  has  reason  to  know  was 
communicated  to  that  of  the  United  States  at  the  beginning  of  last  year  with  reference  to 
the  arrival  of  Maximilian  in  Mexico,  explaining  th-tt  it  was  his  own  personal  afiUr,  in 
which  the  government  of  the  Emperor,  his  brother,  had  no  part  whatever.  This  was  an 
act  of  prudence  on  the  part  of  that  sovereign,  and  at  the  same  time  of  dignity  ;  for  he  did 
not  wish  to  take  part  in  the  unworthy  enterprise  of  the  archduke,  his  brother,  who  con- 
sented to  come  to  Mexico  to  represent  there  the  humble  position  of  the  simple  instrument 
of  a  foreign  government,  and,  in  addition,  the  instrument  of  a  government  which  had  Just, 
in  Lombu-dy,  been  the  means  of  conquering  and  hnmiliating  his  country  and  family  ;  who 
coDsented  also,  at  the  call  of  a  few  Mexican  traitors  to  their  country,  and  reserving,  in  his 
turn,  to  deceive  them  and  to  prove  ftdse  to  them,  when  after  a  little  he  should  be  ordered 
by  the  French  government.

The  following  letter  was  written  by  a  Mexican  ofiScer  in  the  service  of  Maximilian,  who 
was  accompanying  a  detadiment  of  Belgian  troops  sent  into  the  State  of  Michoacan.  It 
reveals  a  tale  of  horror  that  shows  how  utterly  impossible  it  is  for  Maximilian  ever  to  pacify 
that  country  except  by  the  extermination  of  all  its  inhabitants.  The  civilisation  he  is 
introducing  is  worse  than  that'of  the  Qoths  and  Vandals  : 

Mabavatio,  Apra  27,  1895. 

Mt  DiAB  Unolb  :  Since  I  left  Mexico  this  is  the  first  opportunity  I  have  had  to  address 
you  a  letter  and  communicate  anything  about  our  campaign,  in  which  the  &ttigue  is  very 
groat  and  the  results  next  to  nothing.  For  fifteen  days  we  have  been  marching  through 
mountains  and  deserts,  behind  an  enemy  whom  we  have  not  had  the  felicity  of  seeing  even 
at  a  distance.  We  arrived  at  Siitacuro  and  f(,und  it  desert^ — the  houses  open  but  without 
inhabitants,  nor  even  a  sign  that  they  had  been  occupied ;  for,  all  the  inhabitants  being 
enemies,  they  had  retired  some  time  since  to  the  mountains  and  the  most  distant  estates. 
Finding  the  place  deserted  in  this  manner,  this  circumstance,  added  to  what  had  occurred 
some  days  before  to  the  force  of  Lamabrid,  caused  the  Belgian  colonel,  the  sole  commander 
of  the  expedition,  to  become  very  indignant,  and  to  order  the  most  severe  measures  yet 
necessary  in  such  cases  as  this. 

On  the  day  following  our  arrival  at  this  collection  of  houses— for  it  cannot  he  called  a 
town  where  there  are  no  inhabitants — we  left  for  th#  neighboring  villages  and  ranches 
with  precise  orders  **  to  rase  and  destroy  everjrthing  In  them."  In  fact,  on  this  day  we 
burned  the  villages  of  San  Frandsco  and  San  Miguel,  leaving  their  inhabitants  without 
property  or  home.  It  was  a  scene  that  would  have  filled  with  consternation  even  a  Nero. 
Think  of  the  famQies  in  the  street,  the  children  crying,  some  calling  for  their  fathers,  who 
had  fled  distracted  to  the  mountains ;  others  entreating  in  the  most  pitiful  manner  ;  and, 
accompanying  all  these  laments,  the  echoes  of  the  trumpet  sounding  without  cessation  the 
order  to  set  fire.  Everywhere  was  seen  nothing  but  fiames,  which  devoured  everything. 
la  fine,  to  relate  to  you  all  that  I  saw  would  be  impodsible.  This  operation  finished,  we 
scoured  the  fields  and  drove  off  the  cattle,  the  horses,  the  mules,  everything,  in  fact,  which 
belonged  to  the  miserable  unfortunates  who,  in  less  than  three  hours,  saw  perish  all  their 
savings  of  many  years.    These  operations  we  have  repeated  with  two  other  villages  and  a 
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hadenda  belonging  to  one  Arias,  who  is  serving  wilh  Bivtk  Palados,  and  finally  we  left  for 
this  point,  whence  we  proceed  to  Morelia. 

Up  to  the  present  time  I  have  only  lost  from  my  squadron  two  men  and  twelve  Belgians, 
whom  the  Indians  sarpriaed  in  the  mountains  and  whom  they  I^illed  likje  dogs  in  the  vil- 
lage of  San  Bfateo,  which  also  disappeared  from  the  scene,  thanks  to  the  fire  which  ooo- 
gumed  it. 

I  have  met  with  no  accident,  and  as  I  am  more  accustomed  to  active  life  than  to  qaiet,  I 
am  well  and  In  very  good  condition. 

I  trust  that  your  health  has  also  improved,  and  that  everything  is  going  oq  well,  wfaidi 
I  shall  be  much  pleased  to  hear.

Mbxicams:  He  who  has  always  addressed  you  on  solemn  occasions,  whether  to  explain  to 
you  his  political  conduct,  or  to  give  you  advice,  or  to  offer  you  his  sword,  is  the  same  who 
now  claims  from  you  the  greatest  calmness  and  attention,  in  order  that  you  may  listen  to 
him  once  more  I  speak  to  you  from  the  heart.  I  have  never  deceived  you,  lxx»use  truth 
ha-:  always  been  my  rule. 

The  respect  which  in  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances  I  have  paid  the  majority  of 
the  people,  imposes  upon  me  the  duty  to  impress  upon  you  that  which  you  have  already 
read  in  my  manifesto,  issued  at  Vera  Cruz  on  the  27tb  of  February,  1864. 

I  adhered  to  the  system  of  government  which  appeared  to  be  proclaimed  by  a  consider- ' 
able  majority,  in  obedience  to  the  principlen  which  I  professed,  based  upon  submissioQ  to 
the  national  will,  under  the  conviction  that  the  Mexicans  were  those  who,  exercising  their 
civil  omnipotence,  had  given  themselves  new  institutions,  and  were  trying  to  find  the  way 
to  conciliate  order  with  liberty.  But  what  a  painful  error !  From  this  hospitable  island  I 
contemplate  with  increasing  indignation  the  scaffold  which  the  tyranny  of  a  usurping  people 
is  raising  in  our  beloved  country  to  stain  it  with  the  blood  of  our  brothers,  and  for  the 
destruction  of  our  people. 

From  this  island  I  have  contemplated  also,  with  pride,  your  struggle  for  life  with  the 
invaders  of  your  country,  the  soldiers  called  forth  by  the  intervention,  and  the  .trumpet  of 
the  free  has  made  my  heart  palpitate  with  joy,  as  in  the  happy  days  in  which  we  combated 
together  in  defence  of  our  firesides  and  our  outraged  rights.  The  hopes  of  tho«e  who  sought 
in  monarchy  the  repose  which  the  republic  denied  them  have  been  disappointed ;  the 
national  dignity  has  been  contemned,  justice  derided,  our  holy  rights  trodden  under  foot, 
thought  enSaved,  prostitution  elevated  and  virtue  vilified,  the  sanctuary  draped  in  mourn- 
ing, and  the  church  afflicted  with  tribulations.  Terror  is  seated  upon  the  scaffold,  brand- 
ishing over  the  patriots  the  knife  of  extermination.  War  to  the  invaders !  Liberty  or 
death  should  be  the  cry  of  every  generous  bosom  in  which  honor  has  her  home,  independ- 
ence her  altar,  and  liberty  her  rites. 

We  thought  that  the  Archduke  Sfaximllian  of  Austria  would  restore  to  us  peace,  and 
he  has  been  the  new  element  of  discord ;  that  with  wise  laws  he  would  enrich  our  treasury, 
and  he  has  impoverished  it  in  an  incredible  manner ;  that  he  would  bring  us  happiness,  and 
the  misfortunes  are  innumerable  which  in  so  short  a  time  he  has  heaped  upon  the  ruins  of 
ensanguined  Mexico ;  that  in  fine  he  would  be  consistent  in  his  principles  and  promises  if 
he  accepted  the  views  of  President  Juarez  in  all  that  related  to  reform,  at  the  same  time 
that  he  persecutes  him  and  gives  him  war  to  the  knife. 

European  adventurers  formed  h^s  guard  of  hdnor.  The  French  bayonets  are  the  founda- 
tions of  his  throne,  and  in  the  mean  time  so  many  see  themselves  condemned  to  obllvioo, 
to  the  contempt  of  the  veterans  of  independence,  once  the  glory  of  our  nation,  and  nov 
objects  of  derision  and  mockery  for  the  foreign  soldiery.  Such  insults  cannot  be  tolerated 
any  longer.  The  hour  has  come  in  which  we  should  exterminate  from  the  sacred  soil  of 
the  free  the  farcical  rabble  who  profane  the  land  with  their  feet,  and  insult  us  with  their 
presence. 

Liberals  and  conservatives,  forget  our  fratricidal  contentions,  and  advance  to  the  mcoe. 
Let  us  unite  together  against  the  common  enemy.  One  banner  covers  us — the  flag  of 
liberty.  One  thought  alone  animates  us — that  of  war  and  death  to  the  invaders  who 
destroy  our  towns  and  cities  and  behead  our  brothers.  Eternal  execration  to  the  tyrants 
of  our  country  I 
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Compatriots,  if,  on  reading  my  manifesto  of  last  year,  yoar  attention  shonld  be  arrested 
fby  the  ezprestcion  that  **  the  last  words  of  my  conscienoe  and  of  my  conTiotions  is  oonstitn- 
tkmal  monarchy/'  remember  that  I  also  said  on  the  same  occasion,  **  I  am  not  an  enemy 
of  democracy,  but  of  its  excesses ;"  and,  abore  ail,  do  not  forget  that  I  was  the  founder  of 
the  republic.  A  people  is  free,  whaterer  be  their  form  of  government,  when  the  head  of 
the  nation  forgets  that  he  is  hnman.  Let  him  remember  only  that  he  is  the  organ  of  the 
law.    This,  my  belief,  was  also  yonrs  when  the  repnblic  was  cbanged  to  an  empire. 

But  we  have  been  mistatcen.  The  prince  whom  yon  chose  is  not  the  organ  of  the  law, 
hot  the  usurper  of  our  rights.  He  is  not  the  defender  of  national  independence,  for  if  he 
were  he  would  not  cede  Sonora.  He  is  not  the  sovereign  of  the  nation,  but  the  humble 
VMsal  of  a  foreign  potentate. 

In  order  to  inspire  greater  confidence  in  the  new  form  of  government  which  yon  have 
just  adopted,  and  to  carry  to  the  throne  for  yonr  benefit  the  advice  of  experience,  I  went  to 
Vera  Cms  to  meet  the  proclaimed  emperor,  disposed  to  give  him,  without  reserve,  all  my 
support ;  but  his  arbitrariness  and  discourtesy  dosed  the  doors  of  my  country  upon  me. 
The  decree  of  my  expulsion  was  written  in  a  language  which  our  forefathers  did  not  speak. 

I  owe  yon  an  explanation.  The  public  journals  of  the  capital  published  my  reoogrnition 
of  the  French  intervention.  This  act  of  mine  did  not  originate  from  my  own  will,  but  was 
imposed  upon  me  by  the  force  of  circumstances. 

bcarcely  did  the  steamer  that  conducted  me  anchor  in  the  port,  ere  a  French  commander 
presented  himself  before  me  on  board  of  the  vessel,  as  the  chief  superior  of  Vera  Cms,  and 
made  known  to  me  that  I  would  not  be  allowed  to  land,  but,  on  the  contrary,  he  should 
oblige  me  to  return  in  the  same  vessel,  if  I  did  not  immediately  comply  with  the  conditions 
which  he  presented  to  me  written  in  French.  These  conditions  required  me  to  recognize 
the  intervention  and  the  monarch  elect,  and  not  to  address  the  people. 

Such  quiet  insolence  could  only  excite  my  indignation.  But  the  snfierings  of  my  wife, 
caused  by  the  iwlnfol  journey  by  the  sea,  and  the  advice  of  some  of  my  friends  who  came 
to  meet  me,  inclined  me  to  subscribe  to  these  conditions,  which,  however,  did  not  liberate 
me  from  the  annoyances  to  which  I  was  exposed. 

All  this  proves  that  the  intervention  could  not  be  supported  without  mistrust  of  the 
presence  of  the  soldier  who  had  always  defended  with  energy  the  rights  of  his  country, 
humbling  on  various  occasions  the  flag  of  the  haughty  potentates  and  making  their  so-called 
invincible  legions  bow  under  the  yoke  of  democracy. 

My  friends,  in  addressiog  yon  to-day,  I  am  only  inspired  with  the  desire  for  your  happi- 
ness and  the  glory  of  Mexico.  No  unworthy  sentiments  dictate  my  words.  I  have  shed 
some  drops  of  my  blood  in  yonr  defence,  and  I  would  shed  it  all,  were  it  necessary,  fighting 
in  yonr  armies,  if  not  as  yonr  chief,  then  as  a  private  soldier.  In  the  mean  time,  while 
circamstances  prevent  me  from  joining  yonr  ranks,  I  wish  yon  to  know  the  sentiments  with 
which  I  am  animated. 

Compatriots !  on  the  memorable  Sd  of  December,  1822, 1  adopted  as  my  motto  these 
words:  '*  Down  with  the  empire  t  Live  the  republic !"  Abqjo  d  mperio  I  Vioa  la  republko  I 
And  now,  from  the  foreign  soil  upon  which  I  am  exiled,  1  repeat  that  motto  with  the  same 
enthusiasm.

On  the  16th  of  September  last  was  the  44th  anniversary  of  Mexican  independence. 
Maximilian  availed  himself  of  that  occasion  to  make  a  most  remarkable  speech,  intended 
as  a  warning  to  the  United  States 

If  any  one  had  been  laboring  under  the  idea  that  the  Austrian  archduke  was  about  to 
leave  Mexico,  that  impression  must  be  dihpelled.  However  great  may  be  the  complications 
that  are  to  arise  with  the  United  States,  he  is  committed  irrevocably  to  remain  in  Mexico. 
His  speech  contains  the  following  solemn  and  unmistakable  words : 

**  No  influence  in  this  world  can  make  me  waver  in  my  duty  ;  every  drop  of  my  blood  is 
Mexican  now,  and  if  God  sends  fresh  dangers  to  threaten  our  country  yon  will  see  me  fight 
in  yonr  ranks  for  its  independence  and  integrity.  I  am  willing  to  die  at  the  foot  of  onr 
glorions  banner,  because  no  human  power  can  wrest  from  me  the  trust  with  which  you  have 
endowed  me." 

No  more  direct  reference  or  open  defiance  to  the  United  States  could  be  made.  Now, 
after  our  war  has  terminated  and  time  for  reflection  has  been  given,  Maximilian,  in  defiance 
of  the  well  known  views  of  the  United  States,  deliberately  t^es  his  stand,  and  sajs:  **I 
ahall  remain  in  Mexico."    It  is  too  late  for  him  to  say,  as  he  might  have  done  before,  that 
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be  was  mistaken  and  had  beea  mWn  formed  wHh  reference  to  the  Yiews  of  the  IfeiJcan 
people ;  and  that  they  do  nof  desire  an  imperial  form  of  goremment,  and  that  in  delereMe 
to  their  wishes  he  was  willing  to  ahdicate  the  throne.  Now  the  die  is  cast,  and  the  tfarobe 
uflnrped  through  the  aid  of  the  arms  of  France  is  to  he  maintained  at  all  hasmrdt  T\A% 
important  step,  however,  had  a  higher  origin  than  the  Tadllating  purpose  and  feeble  will 
of  IfAKimilian.  It  emanated  from  Paris.  Maximilian  is  the  speaker,  but  the  words  are  the 
words  of  Louis  Napoleon.  It  is  evident,  from  the  advices  that  have  readied  here  from 
France,  that  this  speech,  as  well  as  the  abandonment  of  the  journey  of  Oarlota,  bis  wife,  to 
Belgium,  are  the  result  of  diiect  orders  from  Napoleon,  who  has  decided  to  meet  the  issoe, 
and  he  it  is  that  is  to  be  held  responsible. 

So  strong  has  been  the  feeling  of  confidence  here  on  the  part  of  Maximilian  and  Wi 
advisers,  since  the  receipt  of  recent  advices  from  Paris,  that  he  has  gone  frirther  than  any- 
body had  dreamed  he  would,  and  has  attempted,  in  order  to  encourage  emigration  from  the 
aonth,  to  establish  slavery  in  hit  dominions.  Before  entering  on  his  edict  upon  this  suliject, 
I  will  refer  for  a  moment  to  the  coloniattion  business  and  how  it  has  been  managed  here. 

It  has  always  been  the  plan  of  Louis  Napoleon  and  of  Maximilian  to  rely  in  a  consider- 
able degree  for  the  maintenance  of  their  position  here  upon  the  support  of  disoonteoted 
emigrants  from  the  south  who  would  seek  refuge  In  this  country. 

In  the  Mexicans  alone  they  saw  no  elements  strong  enough  to  oppose  the  United  Statss, 
in  the  difficulties  which  they  foresaw  would  arise  upon  th^  terminatk>n  of  our  war.  Bet 
they  have  calculated  upon  a  large  emigration  from  the  south,  and  this  explains  theli 
ansdety  to  receive  with  open  arms  all  who  harbored  prejudice  or  had  grievances  yet  to 
redress  with  the  United  SUtes. 

To  secure  this  immigration  they  were  willing,  of  course,  to  take  them  with  all  their 
prejudices  of  color,  and,  in  fact,  if  necessary,  indirectly  to  adopt,  for  a  time  at  least,  tiieir 
well-tried  system  of  labor. 

The  first  plan  was  to  have  Duke  Gwln,  as  commisdoner  general  of  eratgratioii,  to  be 
located  in  the  northern  and  frontier.  States,  and  there  to  build  up  a  barrier  against  the 
encroachments  of  the  United  States.  This  plan  would  have  been  carried  out  had  not  the 
rebellion  been  crushed  so  speedily.  That  unexpected  and  nndesired  event  deranged  their 
plans  and  rendered  more  caution  necessary.  Duke  Qwin  was  obnoxious  to  many  of  the 
leading  rebels,  who  soon  arrived  in  Mexico,  and  his  name  had  been  too  prominently  men- 
tioned in  connexion  with  the  scheme,  and  its  purpose  was  too  well  known,  for  it  to  be  pra- 
dent  to  have  hjm  any  longer  at  the  head  of  it.  Consequently  Duke  Gwin  was  nnoere- 
monionsly  thrown  overboard,  and  a  new  plan  has  now,  after  much  deliberation  and  study, 
been  adopted.  This  plan,  besides  accomplishing  all  the  purposes  of  the  original  acdieme, 
has  the  merit  of  appearing  not  to  be  exclusive,  and  of  presenting  only  the  hone&t  purpose 
ef  populating  the  country  with  laborers  from  abroad,  whose  presence  all  admit  is  so  mnch 
netKled. 

The  scheme  is  embraced  in  several  decrees  which  have  been  recently  issued.  One  issned 
on  the  5th  of  September  proclaims  **that  Mexico  is  freely  opened  to  emigration  from  all 
oountries,"  (which  means  southern  emigration,)  and  is  followed  by  certain  **  Regulations." 
signed  by  Maximilian  himself,  which,  while  declaring  free,  according  to  the  lawt  of  the 
empire,  all  who  enter  the  Mexican  territory,  proceeds  to  establish  certain  rules  and  regula- 
tions by  which  the  laborer  is  thrown  really  into  a  worse  state  of  slavery  than  that  of  the 
SQutbern  States ;  and  a  slavery  that  is  not  confined  to  the  colored  man,  but  extends  to  all 
laborers  alike. 

The  peons,  or  laborers,  have  to  make  a  contract  with  their  master,  who  is  styled  ptinm, 
by  which  they  engage  to  work  in  his  service  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  years,  which  contract  can  be  renewed  at  its  expiration. 

The  patron  is  to  eng^e  himself  to  feed,  clothe,  and  keep  the  serfe  and  to  nurse  theas 
when  sick,  paying  them  also  some  nominal  wages  in  money.  The  patron  has  also  to  feed 
his  servant's  children,  and  these,  should  the  father  die,  are  to  remain  in  his  service  nntfl 
they  become  of  age.  Fugitive  serfis  are  condemned  to  the  public  works,  without  pay, 
ttntii  their  master  may  demand  tbem. 

You  have  doubtless  heard  of  the  former  peonage  system  of  this  country,  of  which 
scarcely  a  vestige  has  for  many  years  remained,  and  that  only  in  a  limited  part  of  southern 
Mexico,  where  it  has  existed  in  violation  of  law  and  only  under  an  abusive  practice  of  the 
land-owners,  who  have  there  a  controlling  influence.  This  system  was'  equivalent  to 
slavery,  but  the  early  legislation  of  Mexico  and  the  constitution  of  1857,  in  express  terms, 
strictly  abolished  it  and  prohibited  its  exercise  under  severe  penalties. 

But  it  has  remained  for  Maximilian,  the  Austrian,  the  docile  tool  of  Napoleon,  to 
attempt  to  re-establish  this  odious  relic  of  the  past,  and  deliberately  to  systematise  by 
formal  edict,  and  cover  with  the  color  of  lawful  right,  this  shameful  practice  of  virtual 
human  slavery.  Can  such  things  be  allowed  in  the  middle  of  this  nineteenth  century, 
and  when  in  the  United  States  that  odious  institution  has  Just  been  abolished  at  the  cost 
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of  the  greatest  wax  ^^^  world  has  erer  seen  f  ThA  object  of  this  soheme  is,  while  aroiding 
the  u-e  of  the  word  ** slavery/'  to  establish  a  system  in  place  of  it  which  shall  be  equally 
sati^&ctory  to  soatheni  men,  uid,  while  thus  apparently  drawins^  them  in  as  emigrants,  to 
strengthen  their  hands  in  the  event  of  any  movement  by  tbe  United  States.  For  the  In- 
fonnation  of  your  readers  I  endoee  a  copy  of  the  decree  and  '*  regulations"  annexed 

In  addition  to  the  evidence  showing  a  design  to  secure  the  support  of  discontented 
people  from  the  south,  constant  additions  to  the  existing  force  in  this  country  are  being 
zoade  from  France.  A  French  steam  transport  has  just  landed  at  Vera  Crua  800  men,  and 
the  last  packet  from  St  Nazaire  brought  500. 

There  are  also  on  the  way  and  expected  soon  to  arrive  1,200  Egyptians,  while  the  money 
remittances  from  France  show  that  Napoleon  is  preparing  to  maintain  a  large  army  here. 
Tbe  recent  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War  dipb^nding  a  large  part  of  Sheridan's  army  on 
the  Rio  Grande,  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  to  the  government  here ;  and  they 
assume  that  it  is  proof  poeitive  that  the  United  States  does  not  intend  to  disturb  their 
possession  of  Mexico. 

It  is  even  asserted  that  the  recognition  of  the  United  States  will  j^i  be  obtained.  Quite 
a  number  of  agents  of  Maximilian  are  now  at  worli  in  the  United  States,  who  are  well 
supplied  with  funds  for  influencing  popular  opinion  there  through  tbe  pre^  and  other 
(^annels.  The  chief  of  these  is  an  Austrian  count,  a  personal  friend  of  Maximilian,  who 
was  formerly  acting  as  the  assistant  secretary  of  the  yet  to  be  created  navy.  St^fior  Arroyo 
is  acting  under  him  as  so-called  commercial  agent,  and  Sefk>r  Degollado  holds  an  inferior 
position  subordinate  to  both.  Encouraged  by  tbe  reported  withdrawal  of  our  troops  from 
the  Bio  Grande,  these  efforts  will  be  redoubled  ;  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  our  government  will 
in  season  appreciate  how  great  an  encouragement  to  Napoleon  this  measure  will  be,  and 
Boepeud  any  furtfier  diminution  of  the  forces  at  this  most  important  strategic  point. 

The  iuternal  condition  of  afi^rs  here  could  hardly  be  worse  for  Maximilian  and  the 
French  than  it  is  at  present.  Tbe  number  of  guerillas  increases  every  day,  and  new 
leaders  are  coming  into  the  field  in  every  direction.  They  annoy  and  cut  off  the  oommu- 
Dication  of  the  French,  interrupt  their  mails,  attack  their  convoys,  prevent  all  travel  ex- 
cept tinder  strong  military  escort,  stop  the  transit  of  merchandise,  pick  off  the  French 
pickets,  and,  whenever  an  opportunity  is  afforded  them,  swoop  down  upon  and  surprise 
some  small  outlying  detachment.  When  pursued,  they  invariably  disband  and  disperse  in 
every  direction,  and  are  constantly  always  being  pursued  but  never  destroyed.  As  can 
easily  be  imagin&l,  this  kind  of  warfare  is  excessively  annoying  and  unsatisfactory  to  the 
French.  They  are  kept  in  a  continual  state  of  uncertainty  and  alarm,  are  constantly  sub- 
jected to  long  and  weary  marches,  and  are  fighting  an  enemy  who  is  always  before  them 
but  never  overtaken,  and  is  as  intaugible  as  a  shadow,  yet  surrounds  them  and  harasses 
them  everywhere  night  and  day.  The  Austrians  and  Belgians  in  considerable  bodies  have 
often  been  defeated  by  the  guerillas,  so  that  tbe  former  are  no  longer  feared  by  the  Mezi- 
cans,  while  the  latter  are  even  despised,  and  when  taken  prisoners  are  simply  disarmed 
and  let  go  at  once.  If  I  were  to  enumerate  all  tbe  different  encounters  with  the  guerillas 
which  are  contained  in  the  recent  numbers  of  the  Franco-Mexican  papers,  I  should  fill 
whole  pages  of  the  Herald.  I  will  therefore  content  myself,  as  evidence,  with  translating 
a  few  itt-m^  from  La  Sociedad,  an  ultra  clerical  paper  of  this  city,  and  L'Estafette,  the 
organ  of  General  Bazaine. 

The  Ebtafette  of  tbe  7th  of  September  comments  upon  the  defeat  at  the  Rio  Florido,  in 
the  8tate  of  Chihuahua,  of  a  deUuhmad  of  French  soldiers  by  the  liberal  General  Patoni. 
The  same  issue  has  also  tbe  following: 

*»The  neighborhcKxi  of  Toluca  has  just  been  the  scene  of  painful  events.     The  *d!psi- 
dents'  ha\nDg  surprised  at  San  Felipe  a  detachment  of  the  muoicipal  guards,  it  was  de- 
stroyed.    This  disanter  oosts  the  municipal  guard  of  Mexico  seventy  men,  and  Captains 
Concha  and  Moncada,  and  Lieutenant  Gaiindo." 
The  Sociedad  of  the  8th  pays  : 

*♦  Figueroa  took  possession  at  Tecomovaca  of  a  conductn  of  $200,000,  proceeding  from 
Oaxacato  Vera  Cruz,  the  troops  that  escorted  the  money  having  been  completely  routed.*' 
In  the  issue  of  the  10th  the  same  paper  adds  : 

••  The  Boletin  of  Tlaccotalpam  publishes  Figueroa's  report  of  his  engagement  with  the 
Austrians,  after  he  left  Tehuacan,  at  Trapichito,  on  the  Rio  Ralado.  Figueroa  states  that 
the  enemy's  losses  were  more  than  twenty  killed  and  forty-eight  prisoners,  among  them  an 
Austrian  lieutenant  of  cavalry."  The  same  paper  adds  :  **  We  are  informed  from  a- trust- 
worthy source  that  Fragoso,  who  U  again  in  tbe  field,  surprised,  on  the  evening  of  the  2d 
instant,  at  the  hacienda  of  San  Antonio  del  Valle,  an  imperial  force  of  ninety  dragoons 
from  San  Juan  del  Rio.  All  were  taken  prisoners,  except  a  few  who  escaped  by  scaling 
the  walls  of  the  hacienda.  From  the  same  source  we  learn  that  Ugalde.  (another  liberal 
chief,)  coming  from  Huapango,  crossed  the  national  road  to  the  interior  on  the  3d  instant 
with  a  force  of  five  hundred  men  on  his  way  to  MezqnitaL" 
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El  Pajaro  Verde  of  the  9th  mjB : 

**QeDeral  Ruelee  (imperialist)  is  fortifyiQg  Tepeje  del  Rio,  to  await  there  thecQeat, 
who  is  approaching  that  locality  with  upwards  of  twelre  hundred  men." 

I  should  never  finish  Wfre  1  to  repeat  all  that  is  published  of  this  character,  and  wiAkk 
the  staple  of  our  daily  news.  **  Tula,  in  the  State  of  Mexico,  has  been  captured  by  thi 
republicans."  **  The  republican  forces  have  approached  the  outskirts  of  Orixaba."  ^Ik 
imperial  General  Tenajero  has  been  defeated  in  Nueyo  Leon."  Such  itenas  fill  the  popes 
constantly.  Maximilian,  or  rather  General  Bamine,  who  is  the  real  emperor,  hassbar 
doned  the  policy  of  conciliation  heretofore  pursued,  and  it  is  now  a  war  of  extemuBsxia 
against  all  who  oppose  tbem. 

Here  in  the  capital  we  have  recently  had  an  alarm,  and  some  forty  prominent  Mexicui 
of  distinction  were  arrested  and  imprisoned  without  trial  or  charge,  and  for  no  reason  otkr 
than  that  they  were  known  to  be  unfriendly  to  the  empire  in  the  opinions  which  they  ea- 
tertained,  but  without  taking  any  part  whaterer  in  tha  struggle  that  is  going  on.  St 
reason  whatever  has  been  assigned  for  their  arrest  and  imprisonment,  nor  hare  they  been 
brought  before  any  tribunal  for  trial.  Bumor  says  to-day  that  they  are  to  be  sent  to  Ua- 
tinique,  subject  to  hard  labor.  The  outrages  and  atrocities  that  are  being  committed  h«n 
by  the  French  will,  when  known,  shock  the  whole  world  and  fill  it  with  horror.  Pobad, 
even,  has  scarcely  been  the  theatre  of  more  iniquitous  events. 

The  Sociedad  of  the  6th  instant  publishes  the  following,  taken  from  an  official  repoitef 
an  engagement  in  Aguas  Oalientes : 

'*  According  to  orders,  and  with  the  greatest  secrecy,  without  calling  npon  the  aatinci- 
ties  of  the  place,  Don  Manuel  Loasno  (a  supposed  republican)  was  arrested  and  imiaeii- 
ately  ^ot  in  his  own  house." 

Speaking  of  French  atrocities,  the  Soml»a,  a  semi-liberal  paper  of  this  city,  pabfiriia 
the  following : 

**  We  have  denounced  before  the  nation  many  acts  of  cruelty  of  which  the  press  of  tkii 
city  has  taken  no  notice  at  all.  We  hare  also  stated  in  our  remarks  addressed  to  tke 
Estafette  that  it  is  impossible  to  consolidate  peace  in  the  presence  of  a  power  whidi,  is 
utter  disregard  of  the  laws  of  nature,  and  stifling  all  feelings  of  humanity,  decrees  witk 
profound  secrecy  and  without  any  law  but  its  own  will  the  death  of  citizens.  It  is  impos- 
sible, we  repeat,  to  re-establish  peace  and  public  confidence  by  the  use  of  such,  means." 

In  my  next  I  will  bend  you  further  extracts,  which  will  unmistakably  show  the  ooaise

On  the  6th  and  6th  of  January,  1862,  the  first  ships  of  France,  Spain,  and  England  ip- 
peared  before  the  harbor  of  Vera  Cms.  Spain  had  sent  a  large  contingent  of  7,000  m». 
The  quota  of  France  was  much  more  modest,  being  only  2,600  men,  and  the  English  de- 
tachment amounted  to  little  more  than  700  bayonets.

Hie  dty  was  eyacaated  before  any  demonstratioa  was  made  against  the  fort  of  San  Juan 
de  UUoa,  and  the  allies  immediate] j  took  quiet  poflBeesion. 

Now  a  series  of  tedious  negotiations  began,  and  ooncluded  with  the  convention  of  Sole- 
dad,  on  the  19th  of  Februarj,  1862.  But  ttiis  c  invention  was  rejected  at  Paris,  by  a  formal 
note  in  the  Moniteur  of  the  2d  of  April ;  full  diplomatic  power  was  consigned  to  Mr.  Dubois 
de  Saligny ;  this  disavowal  became  the  pretext  of  a  rupture  between  the  allies,  and  very 
soon  afterwards  General  Lorences,  at  the  head  of  the  French  corps,  re  enforced^  was  at- 
tsoking  the  Monastery  of  Guadalupe,  transformed  into  a  dtadel,  at  Fuebla,  on  the  6th 
of  May. 

Thus  at  each  step  we  took  on  Mexican  territory  we  found  ourselves  more  deeply  in- 
volved. The  skirt  of  a  garment  caught  in  a  cog-wheel  drags  in  the  whole  body.  We 
begin  by  wishing  to  protect  the  interests  of  our  countrymen ;  at  Paebla  it  is  the  honor  of 
the  flag  that  demands  vengeanoe ;  in  Mexico  we  shall  see  the  exigencies  of  national  self- 
love  determined  not  to  give  up  a  work  once  begun. 

General  Forey,  taking  re-enforcements  with  him,  takes  General  Lorencez's  place,  and 
embarks  at  Cherbourg  on  the  30th  of  July.  He  organises  his  columns,  and  on  the  16th  of 
February,  1863,  nine  months  after  the  check  at  Guadalupe,  he  determines  to  take  the 
ofifensive.  flo  had  twenty  thousand  men  with  him.  The  siege  of  Puebla  commenced  on 
the  18th  of  March,  and  on  the  18th  of  May  the  city  and  its  defences  were  taken.  Finally, 
on  the  10th  of  June,  General  Forey  made  his  entry  into  the  capital. 

We  now  approach  the  decisive  period.  The  meeting  of  notables  Is  held,  and  on  the  3d 
of  October,  1863,  a  deputation  starts  for  Miramar  to  offer  the  imperial  crown  to  the  Arch- 
duke Maximilian.  The  candidate  for  the  restored  throne  of  Mexico  submitted  his  accept- 
ance to  the  wiU  of  the  people  formally  expressed,  the  result  of  this  vote  was  communicated 
to  him  on  the  10th  of  Apill,  and  he  finally  announces  his  acceptance  to  the  Mexican  dele- 
gates. On  the  14th  of  April  he  embarked  at  Miramar  for  Vera  Craz.  The  lot  is  now 
cast ;  from  this  moment  dates  the  decisive  experiment  and  the  commencement  for  France 
of  the  bitter  fruits  of  intervention. 

n. 

Under  this  history  of  military  Incidents  there  fs  another  profound  one,  diversified  with 
confused  and  imperceptible  accidents  sjrstematically  dissembled  by  calculated  reserves,  and 
by  what  we  are  pleased  to  call  diplomatic  exigencies.  This  last  is,  however,  the  most  in- 
teresting to  learn  ;  for  it  alone  gives  value  to  facts,  in  exposing  the  secret  thought  that 
has  produced  or  directed  them. 

We  must  say  now,  as  a  prefoce  to  the  work  undertaken  by  our  army,  that  Mexico  is  a 
oonntry  of  a  peculiar  kind.  It  gets  on,  in  opposition  to  its  governments,  by  pronunda' 
SMmtof,  just  like  Spain,  from  which  it  has  preserved  certain  political  morals.  At  the  time 
of  our  expedition,  instability  was  the  normal  condition  of  the  different  powers  that  jostled, 
fought,  and  replaced  each  other. 

It  may  be  explained  in  this  way :  the  Mexican  people,  without  being  brave,  are  restive. 
The  wars  kept  up  for  independence  have  given  them  the  habit  of  arms  and  the  necessity 
of  internal  struggles. 

In  fine,  Mexico  extends  over  a  vast  territory,  very  poorly  joined  together  in  its  parts. 
The  absence  of  roads,  the  difficulties  of  communications  make  it  a  country  very  slightly 
connected  federally,  and  so  cut  up  that  a  victorious  party  must  always  find  resisumce  in 
some  remote  quarter  of  the  empire  or  republic,  onoe  headed  by  Santa  Anna,  then  by  Mira- 
mon,  and  now  by  Juares. 

Such  weru  the  difficulties  we  undertook  to  overoome*when  we  signed  the  convention  of 
the  31st  of  October,  1861. 

m. 

The  idea  of  a  French  expedition  first  appeared  in  a  despatch  from  Mr.  Dubois  de  Saligny, 
dated  in  Mexico  the  18th  of  Apiil,  1861.    The  despatcl^  was  as  follows: 

*'  In  the  state  of  anarchy,  we  might  say  of  social  decomposition,  in  which  we  find  this 
unfortunate  country,  it  is  very  difficult  to  foresee  the  turn  events  will  take.  One  thing 
seems  certain  to  me :  It  is  impossible  to  remain  in  ttatu  quo.  Everything  indicates  that  we 
are  approaching  a  new  revolution.  In  this  situation,  it  seems  to  me  absolutely  nectst^ary 
for  us  to  keep  a  material  force  upon  the  Mexican  coast  sufficient  to  protect  our  interests 
under  all  circumstances." 

It  is  only  a  question  of  a  protective  demonstration,  somewhat  negative,  as  is  plainly  to 
be  seen,  that  diverts  intervention  rather  than  invites  it. 

In  his  despatch  of  the  I2thof  Juno,  1861,  Mr.  Dubois  de  Saligny  intensifies  his  thought, 
making  it  more  decisive.  It  is  no  longer  a  question  of  tAmple  frUtcUon,  but  one  of  recUumi' 
Uom  by  force.    This  despatch  says :

*'  It  remains  for  me  to  add,  that  I  haye  litUe  oonftdence  in  the  new  administration  ;  that 
the  position  of  this  government  appears  to  me  so  preoarioos  that  I  heliere  more  than  ever 
in  the  necessity  of  taking  immediate  precautions  to  pat  ourselves  in  a  condition  to  support 
by  force,  in  case  of  need,  the  justice  of  our  claims." 

In  his  despatch  of  the  27th  of  July,  Mr.  de  Saligny  announced  to  Mr.  Thouvenel  that 
on  the  23d,  in  accord  with  Sir  Charles  Wyke,  he  had  broken  his  relations  with  the  govern- 
ment of  Jaarez 

As  to  Mr.  Thouvenel,  he  admits  the  necessity  of  demanding  satisfection  and  indemnities ; 
but  he  does  not  yet  see,  even  in  the  most  distant  case,  the  project  or  thought  to  overturn 
the  republican  government  of  Juarea.  See  in  what  remarkably  wise  terms  our  minister  of 
foreign  affairs  resumes  his  instructions  in  a  despatch  from  Paris  the  5th  of  Septeml>er,  1861, 
addressed  to  Mr.  Dubois  de  Saligny: 

**  The  government  of  the  Emperor  entirely  approves  of  your  oonduct,  and  protests  in  the 
most  formal  manner  against  that  of  the  government  of  Juarex.  That  government  must 
know  the  impression  of  the  government  of  the  Emperor,  and  must  be  instructed  in  regaid 
to  what  we  require  of  it.  You  must  therefore  declare  to  it  that  repudiation  of  the  foreign 
debt,  under  any  pretext  whatever,  is  very  unpleasant  to  us,  and  we  demand  the  immediate 
repeal  of  the  law  of  the  17th  of  July  last  Tou  will  add,  that  we  require  the  appointment 
of  commissioners  in  the  ports  of  Vera  Grus  and  Tampioo,  to  be  designated  by  us,  and  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  assure  the  deposit,  in  the  hands  of  the  powers  entitled  to  them,  of  the  funds 
collected  for  their  benefit,  in  execution  of  foreign  agreements,  ft'om  the  profits  of  the  mari- 
time custom-liouses  of  Mexico.  If  the  Mexican  government  refuses  to  accept  these  condi- 
tions, you  will  quit  Mexico  without  delay,  with  all  the  permmnd  of  his  Majesty's  legation." 

At  last,  on  the  30th  of  October,  the  day  before  the  signature  of  the  famqps  conventSon 
between  France,  England,  and  Spain,  Mr.  Thouvenel  addressed  Mr.  Saligny  another  de- 
spatch, announcing  in  a  positive  manner  the  expedition,  the  conditions  under  which  it  was 
to  be  undertaken,  and  the  object  of  the  three  powers  in  organising  it. 

*«The  Emperor,"  said  Mr.  Thouvenel,  **  has  decided  that  a  navad  division,  under  Bear- 
Admiral  Jurien  de  la  Oravi^re,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to  demand  satisfftction, 
which  must  be  given  for  iusults  to  our  dignity  and  injuries  of  all  sorts  to  our  citizens. 
The  government  of  the  Emperor  will  not  act  alone ;  the  government  of  her  Britannic 
Majesty  and  that  of  her  Catholic  Majesty  propose  to  join  their  forces  to  ours  in  tbis  expe- 
dition." 

To  explain  clearly  the  situation,  we  are  now  forced  to  stop  and  ask  Spain,  in  her  turn,  to 
allow  a  brief  history  of  her  projects  in  regard  to  Mexico.  It  will  be  seen  here  that  French 
policy  has  only  yielded  to  solicitations  from  Madrid.  The  wrongs  to  that  power  date  back 
even  further  than  ours.  As  early  as  the  month  of  April,  1860,  before  the  final  triumph 
of  Juarez,  we  fiud  the  first  diplomatic  protestations  of  Mr.  Pacheco,  the  Spanish  minister 
in  Mexico.     We  will  soon  see  what  fatal  fruit  this  early  germ  brought  forth. 

IV. 

Let  us  proceed  with  the  facts.  In  the  month  of  April,  1860,  as  Mr.  Calderon  Collantes 
says  in  his  despatch  to  Mr.  Mon,  on  the  23d  of  October,  1861,  Spain  had  conceived  the 
project  of  a  joint  expedition,  which  would  have  terminated,  according  to  the  proposed  plan, 
in  the  establishmeot  of  a  tegular  and  durable  government^  in  the  stereotyped  language  of  diplo- 
macy ;  but  DO  definite  resolution  was  taken  till  the  end  of  August,  1861.  As  early  as  the 
month  of  September  the  government  increases  its  communications  with  London  and  Paris ; 
and  on  the  lOth  of  December  Mr.  Isturiz  writes  from  London  to  his  government,  **That 
there  ia  nothing  yet  agreed  upon  between  England  and  France  about  intervention  in  Mexi- 
can affairs."  As  I  have  observed,  it  was  not  till  the  30th  October,  in  Mr.  Thouvenel's 
dcBpatch  to  Mr.  Dubois  de  Saligny,  that  French  diplomacy  reveals  the  existence  of  nego- 
tiations for  the  conclusion  of  a  convention  to  be  signed  the  next  day,  and  on  the  23d  of 
the  same  month  Mr.  Calderon  Collantes  discusses  the  plan  of  it  in  a  despatch  to  Mr.  M<Hi, 
Spanish  ambassador  at  Paris. 

Let  us  now  leave  dates  and  hasten  on  to  the  instructive  portion  of  this  history.  What 
matters  it  whether  the  expedition  originated  in  Madrid,  Paris,  or  London?  This  question 
was  definitely  settled  when  the  three  powers  solemnly  signed  the  convention  October  31. 
From  that  day  the  responsibilities  of  the  expedition  ceased  to  be  successive  and  personal ; 
there  is  but  one  action  and  one  reepoosiblLity.  At  present  the  situation  has  quite  a  differ- 
ent appearance.  The  convention  has  been  given  up,  an<l  France  remains  at  Vera  Crui,  in 
front  ot  Mexico.  We  have  nothing  to  say  about  the  conduct  of  Spain  and  England  after 
withdrawing  from  the  convention  of  Soledad.  What  good  would  it  do?  But  our  expedi- 
tion has  gained  its  ends  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  these  ends  were  desired,  sought 
for,  or  premeditated.  And  for  the  proper  solution  of  the  question  it  is  certainly  not  without 
intercBt  to  dii^cover  what  has  been  the  French  policy  since  the  Slst  of  October,  1861,  to  ths 
10th  April,  1864,  and  whether  it  has  been  constantly  true  to  itself  and  constantly  uniforoL 
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Id  onr  mind  there  are  bat  two  orders  of  facts  in  the  Snyestigation  of  this  question  :  appar- 
ent and  tangible  facts  and  those  that  escape  vulgar  comprehensions  ;  there  is  the  leiter  and 
the  ^nnt. 

V. 

Consultittt?  appearances,  we  easily  conclade  that  France  never  had  the  idea,  ostensibly  at 
least,  of  exercising  any  force  in  the  change  of  government  in  Mexico.  The  convention  of 
the  3 1st  October  says,  in  article  Ist: 

»*The  commanders  of  the  allied  forces  shall  be  authorized  to  carry  out  any  other  opera- 
tions deemed  necessary  to  enforce  the  specific  aim  stated  in  the  preamble  of  this  convention, 
and  particularly  to  assure  protection  to  foreign  residents/' 

Mr.  Oalderon  CoUantes  goes  so  far,  on  this  occasion,  as  to  demand,  in  his  despatch  of 
23d  October  to  Mr.  Mon,  the  suppression  of  all  of  the  article  after  the  word  **  preamble." 
*♦  Then,"  said  he,  '*  the  intent  of  the  convention  cannot  be  doubtful." 

Let  us  pass  on  to  article  2d,  certainly  the  most  explicit : 

•*Art.  2.  The  high  contracting  parties  bind  themselves,  in  the  coercive  measures  pro- 
vided by  the  present  convention,  not  to  seek  to  acquire  territory,  nor  take  any  private 
advantage,  nor  to  exercise  in  the  internal  affairs  of  Mexico  any  influence  of  a  nature  to 
disturb  the  right  of  the  Mexican  nation  to  choose  and  constitute  freely  the  form  of  its 
government." 

This  article  is  very  explicit ;  and  it  appears  much  more  so  when  we  consider  the  com- 
mentaries made  upon  it  by  official  declarations  and  facts.  The  first  of  these  commentaries 
is  certainly  one  of  the  most  explicit.  We  find  it  in  a  diplomatic  document  from  Washing- 
ton, signed  by  Mr.  Seward. 

The  three  European  powers  in  consort,  moved  by  England,  wished  to  have  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  federal  government.  The  ministers  of  the  three  powers  knocked  at  the  door 
of  the  Washington  cabinet,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for  foreign  afi&iirs  answered  in  a 
despatch  dated  Washington,  December  4,  1861 ;  which  despatch  begins  by  giving  almost 
the  whole  of  the  convention  of  the  31st  October,  and  expresses  the  views  of  the  United 
States  upon  each  article. 

What  Mr.  Seward  says  of  article  2d  is  particularly  interesting  : 

•*  The  United  States,"  says  Mr.  Seward,  **take  great  interest — and  they  are  happy  to 
think  that  this  interest  is  in  common  with  the  high  contracting  parties  and  other  civilized 
nations — in  believing  that  the  sovereigns  that  have  concluded  the  convention  do  not  seek 
to  obtain  an  enlargement  of  territory,  or  any  other  advantage  not  acquired  by  the  United 
States,  or  any  other  civilized  state,  and  that  they  do  not  wish  to  exercise  any  influeneo 
injurious  to  the  right  of  the  Mexican  people  to  choose  and  freely  establish  the  form  of  their 
government.  The  undersigned  reiterates  on  this  occasion  the  expression  of  his  satisfaction, 
based  on  the  declaration  of  tbe  high  contracting  parties,  that  they  recognize  tbis  interest, 
and  he  is  authorized  by  the  satisfaction  of  the  Prerfdent  of  the  United  States  " 

It  is  evident  from  these  declarations  of  the  American  statesman  that  the  three  powers 
ought  to  have  discussed  the  convention  of  the  31st  October  at  Washington,  in  a  sense 
altogether  reassuring  for  the  national  sovereignty  and  the  security  of  republican  institutions 
in  Mexico. 

Mr.  Seward  adds  these  characteristic  declarations : 

**  It  is  true  that  the  United  States  also  have  causes  of  complaint  against  Mexico,  as  the 
high  contracting  parties  suppose.  After  mature  reflection  the  President  is,  however,  of 
opinion  that  it  is  not  proper  at  this  time  to  demand  satisfaction  for  these  wrongs  by  an  act 
of  accession  to  the  convention.  Among  the  reasons  for  this  decision,  and  which  the 
undersigned  is  auth6rized  to  communicate,  he  will  mention  :  1st.  That  the  United  ^tates 
prefer,  as  far  as  possible,  to  maintain  that  traditional  policy  recommended  by  the  Father 
of  the  country,  and  confirmed  by  a  happy  experience,  which  forbids  them  to  form  alliances 
with  foreign  nations.  2d.  Mexico  being  a  neighbor  of  the  United  States  on  this  continent, 
and  possessing,  as  to  some  of  its  most  important  institutions,  a  system  of  government 
analogous  to  ours,  the  United  States  profess  sentiments  of  friendship  towards  that  republic 
and  take  a  lively  interest  in  its  safety,  its  welfare,  and  its  prosperity.  Animated  by  these 
intentions,  the  United  States  are  not  disposed  to  have  recourse  to  coercive  measures  to 
satisfy  their  wrongs  at  a  time  when  the  Mexican  government  is  profoundly  disturbed  by 
internal  dissensions  and  threatened  by  an  external  war.  These  same  sentiments  prevent 
the  United  States,  with  greater  reason,  from  participating  in  an  alliance  in  view  of  a  war 
against  Mexico." 

The  Secretary  of  State  in  Washington  would  have  answered  very  differently  if  the  three 
powers  had  allowed  an  afterthought  of  djmastic  restoration  to  penetrate  their  communica- 
tions. These  afterthoughts  have  long  existed,  as  we  will  soon  see  ;  but  they  are  disguised, 
dimmed,  and  changed  in  the  mystery  of  diplomatic  conversations,  waiting  only  the  com- 
plaisance of  facts  and  the  attitude  of  the  Mexicans  to  give  them  the  right  of  publicity. 
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Mr.  Calderon  Collantes  sends  instructions  to  the  captain  general  of  Cnba.  There  wer« 
but  three  points  to  impose  on  Mexico :  Ist,  solemn  satisfaction  for  the  ezpnision  of  the 
Spanish  ambassador ;  2d,  execution  of  the  treaty  signed  at  Paris  between  Mon  and  Almonte ; 
8d,  indemnity.     Nothing  yet  of  the  perspective  of  a  monarchical  restoration. 

On  his  part,  Mr.  ITiouvenel,  on  the  11th  of  November,  1861,  s^nds  instructions  to  Bear- 
Admiral  Jurien  de  la  Qravi^re.  First,  he  is  informed  of  the  motives  of  the  expediiion ; 
next,  his  duties  are  pointed  out  to  him,  and  he  is  told  what  conditions  he  is  to  impose  upon 
the  Juarez  government,  with  which  the  plenipotentiaries  are  still  evidently  authorised  to 
treat.  It  is  only  later  that  Mr.  Dubois  de  Saiigny  and  Mr.  Jurien  de  la  Gtavi^re  will  offi- 
cially Itarn  the  irrevocable  condemnation  that  threatens  the  Mexican  republic. 

**  The  combined  forces  of  the  three  powers,'*  says  Mr.  Thouvenel  to  Mr.  Jurien  de  la 
Gravi^re,  in  his  note  of  the  11th  of  November,  **  havlog  arrived  at  the  eastern  shores  of 
Mexico,  you  will,  as  I  have  said,  claim  possession  of  the  ports  of  that  coast.  After  this 
step,  two  alternatives  may  arise  :  either  you  will  be  resisted,  and  you  will  take  these  ports 
by  force,  or  the  local  authorities  will  make  no  material  opposition,  and  the  Mexican  govern- 
ment will  refuse  to  enter  into  relations  with  you." 

We  here  see  that  Mr.  Thouvenel  still  admits  the  supposition  of  an  arrangement  with 
Juarez,  and  of  course  the  maintenance  of  republican  institutions.  This  does  not  certainly 
accord  with  the  diplomatic  conversations  then  taking  place  between  Paris  and  Madrid,  with 
the  view  of  a  monarchical  establishment  in  Mexico ;  but  we  will  have  occasion  presently 
to  examine  this  discreet  and  mysterious  phase  of  facts  ;  we  will  continue  for  the  present 
to  look  at  the  avowed  aims  and  to  expose  appearances. 

Mr.  Thouvenel  continues  thus  : 

*'  Etne^ing  a  tactic  used  by  one  of  his  antecessors  in  the  war  with  the  United  States, 
Juarez  would  retire  to  the  interior.  This  expedient  would  not  stop  the  allied  powers. 
The  interest  of  our  dignity,  and  climacteric  considerations,  would  determine  us  to  act 
promptly  and  decisively.  Ihe  government  of  the  £m}>eror  admits  that  whether  it  be  to 
reach^the  Mexican  government,  or  to  render  coercion  more  efficacious,  you  may  be  com- 
pelled to  march  into  the  interior,  even  as  far  as  the  city  of  Mexico  itself. "  The  march  on 
Mexico  is  only  regarded  here  as  a  possibility. 

Qlie  conclusion  of  the  despatch  deserves  to  be  given  entire ;  we  quote  verbally  : 

*'The  allied  powers,  as  I  have  said,  have  no  other  design  than  is  expressed  in  the  con- 
vention  ;  they  do  not  intend  to  interfere  with  internal  affitim,  nor  to  exercise  any  influence 
on  the  will  of  the  people  in  their  choice  of  a  government.  There  are,  however,  certain 
contingencies  we  must  be  prepared  for,  and  which  we  must  previously  examine.  It  might 
happen  that  the  presence  of  the  allied  forces  on  the  Mexican -territory  would  indace  the 
sensible  portion  of  the  population,  weary  of  anarchy,  and  longing  for  order  and  repoc>e.  to 
try  to  fuim  a  government  with  the  guarantees  of  strength  and  stability,  that  have  been 
wanting  ever  since  the  independence  of  the  country.  The  allied  powers  have  a  manifest 
common  interest  in  ridding  Mexico  of  the  anarchy  which  has  so  long  paralyzed  its  prosperity 
and  annulled  the  riches  bestowed  upon  it  so  bountifully  by  Providence,  forcing  it  to  change 
unstable  and  expensive  governments  for  others  of  no  better  character.  This  interest  ought 
to  induce  them  not  to  discourage  these  attempts,  and  you  will  not  refuse  them  your  en* 
couragement  and  moral  support  if  they  undertake  to  establish  a  government  that  will 
aflford  protection  to  strangers  as  well  as  to  other  residents.  The  government  of  the  Emperor 
telies  upon  your  prudence  and  discernment  to  appreciate,  in  concert  with  bis  Majesty's 
oommissioner,  (whose  knowledge  of  Mexican  affairs,  from  a  long  residence  in  that  c->untry, 
will  be  very  useful  to  you,)  the  events  that  will  come  under  your  observation,  and  the  part 
yoQ  will  be  called  upon  to  take  in  them. 

"THOUVENEL." 

Tbi«  is  the  first  public  appearance  of  the  intentions  of  the  French  government  on  the 
restoration  of  royalty  in  Mexico,  hut  these  intentions  are  so  slightly  developed,  and  so 
little  encouraged,  that  the  French  plenipotentiaries,  scarcely  fixed  upon  Mexican  soil,  are 
authorized  to  send  Juarez  an  ultimatum,  comprehending  all  the  wrongs  against  France, 
under  the  form  of  imposed  conditions,  concludiog  with  an  article  9,  thus  conceived  : 

-^'Articlb  9.  As  a  guarantee  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  financial  conditions  and  others, 
proposed  by  the  present  ultimatum,  France  shall  have  the  right  to  occupy  the  ports  of 
Vera  Cruz,  Tampico,  and  such  other  ports  of  the  republic  that  seem  proper,  and  to  establish 
commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  imperial  government,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  deliver 
funds  collected  in  the  maritime  ports  of  Mexico,  in  execution  of  foreign  contracts,  into  the 
hands  of  those  powers  to  whom  they  are  due,  and  to  deliver  sums  due  to  France  to  the 
Frendh  agents. 

*'The  said  agents  shall  also  be  invested  with  power  to  reduce  by  half  or  In  leas  propo^ 
tion,  .as  they  please,  the  duties  now  collected  in  the  ports  of  the  republic 
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**  It  is  expressly  undeTstood  that  goods  upon  which  importation  daes  have  beea  paid  shall 
be  subjected  in  no  case  whatever  to  an  additional  tax  of  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  on  im- 
port duties  as  internal  tax  or  any  other,  neither  by  the  supreme  govemmeot  nor  by  the 
state  authorities." 

This  article  shows  that  the  French  commissioners  reject  all  projects  of  a  natare  hostile 
to  the  government,  and  are  disposed  to  treat  with  Juarez. 

VI. 

The  opening  of  the  session  of  1862  was  impatiently  expected.  The  imperial  discourse 
would  necessarily  cast  some  light  on  this  Mexican  expedition,  around  which  rumors  from 
every  quarter  had  cast  so  many  shadows.  At  the  opening  of  the  session  on  the  27th 
January,  1862,  the  Emperor  expressed  himself  thus  on  the  Mexican  question : 

**  We  would  be  at  peace  with  the  world  if  tbe  proceedings  of  an  unscrupulous  govern- 
ment in  Mexico  did  not  force  us  to  join  Spain  and  England  in  protecting  our  countrymen, 
and  suppressing  crimes  against  humanity  and  the  laws  of  nations." 

From  the  data  of  this  imperial  speech,  then,  it  is  only  a  question  of  one  of  those  con- 
flicts so  frequent  during  the  first  half  of  tbe  century  across  the  sea.  Citizens  to  protect, 
dimes  to  be  suppressed — such  is  the  wise,  modest,  and  easy  programme  announced  and 
avowed  solemnly  by  imperial  policy. 

Next  come  discussions  of  the  address.  Strange  rumors  about  Mexico  circulate,  and  they 
find  an  echo  in  the  centre  of  the  legislature.  Vague  talks  of  monarchy  in  Mexico  are 
heard  ;  officiotis  offers  to  a  prince  of  the  house  of  Hapsburg  are  hinted ;  the  band  of  five 
bestirs  itself,  and  presents  this  significant  amendment  : 

*'  We  see  the  beginning  of  the  Mexican  expedition  with  regret.  Its  aim  seems  to  be  to 
meddle  with  the  interior  afi^rs  of  a  people.  We  advise  tbe  government  to  attend  only  to 
the  reparation  of  wrongs." 

Mr.  Jules  Favre  geta  up  this  amendment.  He  admits  the  reparation  of  wrongs ;  but  he 
is  alarmed  when  the  name  of  Maximilian  is  pronounced,  particularly  in  diplomatic  circles. 
On  the  24th  of  January,  1862,  Lord  Cowley  wrote  to  Lord  John  Russell  thus  : 

**  I  have  heard  it  said  so  often  that  the  officers  going  to  Mexico  with  re-enforoements  say 
they  are  going  there  to  place  Archduke  Maximilian  on  the  throne  of  that  country,  that  I 
have  thought  it  necessary  to  question  Mr.  Thouvenel  on  that  subject. 

**  I  asked  him  if  negotiations  were  pending  between  France  and  Austria  on  the  subject  of 
the  Archduke  Maximilian.  His  excellency  said  no,  but  that  negotiations  had  been  com- 
menced by  Mexicans  alone,  who  had  gone  to  Vienna  for  that  purpose.'' 

We  must  confess  that  this  affair,  lately  so  much  of  a  secret,  was  very  suddenly  developed ; 
for  only  three  days  after  Lord  Cowley's  despatch.  Lord  John  Hussell  wrote,  on  the  27  th  of 
January,  1862,  to  the  English  minister  in  Mexico  as  follows  : 

♦•  Sir  :  I  have  received  your  despatches  of  the  18th  and  28th  of  November,  and  have 
placed  them  before  the  Queen.  Since  I  last  wrote  to  you  the  Emperor  of  the  French  has 
determined  to  send  3,000  more  men  to  Vera  Cruz. 

**  It  is  supposed  these  troops  will  march  to  the  capital  with  the  French  and  Spanish  troops 
already  in  the  country.  It  is  said  that  the  Archduke  Ferdinand  Maximilian  will  be  invited 
by  a  number  of  Mexicans  to  ascend  the  throne  of  Mexico,  and  that  the  Mexican  people 
will  be  rejoiced  at  this  change  in  the  form  of  their  government. 

**  I  have  little  to  add  to  my  instructions  upon  the  subject.  If  tbe  Mexican  people,  by  a 
simultaneous  movement,  place  the  Austrian  archduke  upon  the  throne  of  Mexico,  we  have 
nothing  to  do  with  it ;  that  is  not  in  our  convention. 

'  *  But  we  cannot  forcibly  interfere  in  this  affioilr.  Mexicans  must  consult  their  own  interests. ' ' 

And  this  was  written  in  Europe,  and  talked  of  in  diplomatic  circles,  two  months  before 
onr  plenipotentiaries  tried  to  troAt  with  Juarez  and  sent  him  the  ultimatum.  This  is  a 
mystery  to  be  solved  only  by  a  contradictory  study.  Mr.  Billault  at  this  time  undertook 
to  quell  the  alarms  of  the  opposition.  The  official  orator  is  very  plain,  precise,  and 
affirmative.  Mr.  Jules  Favre  dreaded  the  project  of  monarchical  restoration.  Mr.  Billault 
answered  him  thus  : 

*' England  and  Spain  have  joined  ns.  The  same  offers  have  been  made  to  the  United 
States ;  but  the  United  States,  in  regard  to  Mexico,  do  not  seem  to  concentrate  their  views 
upon  a  simple  reparation  of  damages  suffered.  Their  policy  views  tilings  differently,  and 
we  have  decided  to  act  without  them.     [Very  well  I] 

**  Does  not  this  union  of  three  powers  fully  satisfy  you  as  to  the  private  suppositions 
upon  which  your  speech  is  founded  ?  Tau  persist  in  seeing  certain  secret  machinations  qf  France, 
for  the  hen^  of  foreign  inUretts^  beyond  open  and  awwed  fazts.  When  such  suppositions  are 
affirmed,  >ou  ought  at  least  to  have  some  proof  of  them,  and  you  have  none  1  ** 

Mr.  Jules  Favre  is  afraid  the  convention  of  the  31st  of  October  covers  some  ambiguity, 
and  cannot  give  full  faith  to  complaisant  interpretations.     Mr.  Billault  replies  to  him  : 
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*'  The  convention  agreed  opon  bj  the  three  powers  is  plidn  and  precise.  The  aim  is  to 
exact  from  Mexico : 

*•  1.  A  more  effectual  protection  of  the  persons  and  property  of  their  subjects. 

**2.  The  execution  of  obligations  contracted  towards  them  by  that  republic ;  and  artide 
2  of  the  convention  adds  : 

** '  The  three  contracting  parties  bind  themselves  to  seek  for  themselves,  in  the  nse  of 
coercive  measures  provided  by  the  present  convention,  no  acquisition  of  territory,  nor  any 
private  advantage  ;  and  to  exercise  in  the  internal  affairs  of  Mexico  no  influence  of  a  nature  . 
to  trespass  upon  the  right  of  tlie  Mexican  nation  to  choose  and  freely  constitute  the  fOTm 
of  its  government/ 

*•  All  that  is  plain  and  precise.  It  clearly  explains  what  the  three  powers  intend  to  do  in 
common,  and  what  they  foibid  each  other  to  do.  Against  such  solemn  declarations  what 
proofs  have  yon  to  adduce  ? " 

Mr.  Jules  Favre  anxiously  inquires  why  we  should  go  as  fiEur  as  the  city  of  Mexico.  Mr. 
Billault  answers : 

"You  aHk  why  go  as  far  as  the  capital?  Gentlemen,  the  topographic  and  hygienic 
situation  of  the  country  commands  it  as  much  as  political  necessity.  To  take  poss«»ion 
of  the  coast,  and  remain  there,  would  be  sacrificing  our  troops  to  the  yellow  fever.  [That's 
so  !  that's  so  I]  It  would  be  destroying  ourselves ;  anarchy  would  reign  in  the  interior, 
and  laugh  at  France  and  its  futile  efforts. 

»*The  decisive  blow  must  be  struck  at  the  heart  of  the  power,  and,  leaving  the  yellow 
fever  behind  us,  we  must  assault  a  less  terrible  enemy. 

**  There,  and  there  only,  can  we  force  our  rights  to  be  respected,  and  command  respect 
for  our  subjects,  and  the  execution  of  obligations  to  our  country  too  long  delayed.  [Good !] 
That  is  why  our  troops  must  go  to  the  city  of  Mexico  ;  and  as  they  left  on  the  20th  of 
February,  they  ought  to  be  there  now." 

Mr.  Billault  does  not  stop  at  these  declarations.  Urged  on  by  the  current  of  his  elo- 
quence and  applause  of  his  hearers,  he  becomes  more  explicit : 

**This  principle  which  we  proclaim,  this  principle,  the  base  of  our  public  right — inde- 
pendence of  the  popular  vote  and  national  sovereignty — we  will  not  violate  it  in  the  city 
of  Mexico.  We  will  leave  these  unfortunates  perfectly  free ;  miserable  people,  oppressed 
by  governments  you  praise,  that  never  gave  them  the  securities  and  blessings  which  arte 
the  rights  of  civilized  societies.  If  they  desire  to  continue  that  miserable  existence,  we 
will  not  force  a  better  lot  upon  them ;  but  if  they  will  accept  a  better  condition,  most 
certainly  we  will  encourage  them  with  all  our  sympathies,  with  all  our  counsel,  with  all 
our  moral  support" 

It  is  still  a  question  of  moral  support. 

And,  finally,  to  dispel  all  ridiculous  rumors  about  the  throne  of  Mexico  and  the  Arch- 
duke Maximilian,  to  banish  all  fiEincies  of  idle  imaginations,  the  mbiister  makes  this  de- 
cisive argument  to  the  Chamber : 

*'  Such,  gentlemen,  is  the  situation,  briefly  expl^ned ;  and  as  to  the  rumors  that  gave 
umbrage  to  the  ambassador  of  her  Britannic  Majesty,  permit  me  to  pass  them  by.  Officers 
said  they  were  going  to  put  a  foreign  prince  upon  the  throne  of  Mexico.  What !  do  yon 
suppose  a  great  diplomatic  secret  would  be  intrusted  to  the  first  army  officer  that  m^t 
be  sent  to  Mexico  ?    Surely  he  was  not  serious!" 

In  the  debate  on  the  address  of  1863,  Mr.  Saligny  was  accused  of  having  instigated  the 
French  government  to  a  monarchical  restoration  in  Mexico^  We  will  not  undertake  to 
defend  our  plenipotentiary  against  these  imputations ;  but  we  must  defend  truth  against 
conjectures.  Did  not  Mr.  Saligny  put  his  name,  with  that  of  Mr.  Jurien  de  la  Gravi^re, 
to  the  famous  convention  of  Soledad,  and  thus  give  his  support  to  the  following  articles : 

**  Art.  1.  llie  constitutional  government  now  in  power  in  the  Mexican  republic  having 
informed  the  commissioners  of  the  allied  powers  that  it  has  no  need  of  the  assistance  eo 
generously  offered  to  the  Mexican  people,  because  it  has  the  strength  to  preserve  itself 
from  internal  revolt,  the  allies  will  resort  to  treaties  to  present  the  reclamations  they  are 
charged  to  make  in  the  name  of  their  respective  nations. 

**  Abt.  2.  With  this  intent,  the  representatives  of  the  allied  powers  protest  that  they 
have  no  intention  to  injure  the  sovereignty  and  integrity  of  the  Mexican  republic.  Nego- 
tiations will  be  opened  at  Orizaba.'' 

This  was  written  on  the  19th  of  February,  1862,  over  the  signatures  of  the  represea- 
tatives  of  the  allied  powers.  These  principles  were  subsequently  denied  ;  but  the  fikct  is 
not  less  serious,  inasmuch  as  it  reveals  the  nature  of  the  instructions  given  to  our  pleni- 
potentiaries. The  preliminary  convention  of  Soledad  is  the  authorised  and  official  coo- 
mentary  of  the  convention  of  the  Slst  of  October. 
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vn. 

The  situation  is  now  clearly  established.  It  comes  oat  as  evidence,  that  nntll  the  official 
rejection  of  the  Soledad  convention,  the  French  government  did  not  acknowledge  as  an 
avowed  object  and  aim  the  repression  of  the  Mexican  republic.  The  expedition  is  con- 
fined, ostensibly  at  least,  to  the  prudent  limits  of  a  simple  revindication.  How,  then,  has 
it  been  brought  to  abandon  that  policy  f  By  what  intrigue  has  it  been  impelled  to  a 
monarchical  crusade  ?  By  what  association  of  ideas  or  facts  has  it  been  led  to  dream  of  a 
resurrection  of  an  imperial  crown  for  the  benefit  of  the  Archduke  Maximilian  T 

Here  we  fancy  that  French  policy  has  left  its  old  initiation,  yielded  to  the  solicitations 
of  the  court  of  Spain,  and  suffered  itself  to  be  caught  in  a  net  of  intrigues,  woven  for  it 
by  its  refugees  ;  but  it  is  yet  only  an  apprehension,  and  we  leave  it  to  facts  that  we  are 
going  to  produce  to  contradict  or  affirm  it. 

Let  us  go  back  some  years.  As  early  as  the  16th  of  March,  1860,  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment began  to  propose  its  claims  against  a  country  *•  the  situation  of  which  could  not  be 
worse.'*  Miramon  then  ruled  the  republic  ;  but  we  must  go  back  to  the  24th  November, 
1858,  to  discover  the  first  thought  of  a  joint  intervention  in  the  affairs  of  Mexico.  At 
that  date  Mr.  Mon  began  to  confer  with  Mr.  Walewski  on  the  necessity  of  establishing  a 
government  and  a  firm  power  in  those  countries. 

On  the  3d  of  January,  1859,  Mr.  Mon  again  wrote  to  Mr.  Calderon  CoUantes  In  these 
terms  :  '*The  thought  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  make  your  excellency  comprehend  is 
to  find  out  if  it  is  not  possible  to  aid  in  forming  a  government  in  Mexico,  which,  supported 
at  first  by  the  three  powers,  might  afterwards  exist  without  any  assintance." 

Would  not  any  one  say  that  this  despatch  was  written  the  day  before  the  convention  of 
the  31  St  of  October? 

Mr.  Mon  continues :  **Will  your  excellency  inform  me,  If  possible,  what  form  is  best, 
and  what  means  most  available,  to  attain  this  end  f  Count  Walewski  and  myself  have 
left  this  question  here,  in  order  to  resume  it  at  a  more  convenient  season." 

Mr.  Calderon  CoUantes,  minister  of  state,  writes  to  Mr.  Mon,  on  the  10th  of  January, 
that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  establish  a  strong  and  durable  power  in  Mexico ; 
but  that  to  persuade  Mexico  to  this,  moral  motion  and purdy  diplomatic  discussions  aresufficiml. 

As  to  the  initiative  taken  in  this  grave  qnestion  by  Spain,  it  is  indisputably  affirmed  in 
these  few  lines,  borrowed  from  a  despatch  of  Mr.  Calderon  CoUantes,  on  the  18th  April, 
1860: 

"  Your  excellency  knows  of  the  attempts  made  several  times  by  the  government  of  her 
Majesty  to  induce  England  and  France  to  join  in  the  adoption  of  measures  to  put  an  end 
to  the  anarchy  now  exhausting  the  Mexican  republic." 

The  minister  of  state  in  Madrid  continued  in  these  terms  :  *'  I  had  a  consultation  some 
time  ago,  on  this  grave  affair,  with  Mr.  Barrot,  the  French  ambassador.  Mr.  Barrot  trans- 
mitted my  remarks  to  the  department  of  foreign  afifairs  of  the  Emperor,  and  recently  he 
re^d  me  an  extract  from  one  of  his  despatches,  which  says  that  the  governments  of  France 
and  England  are  now  disposed  to  combine  their  efforts  to  establish  a  government  in 
Mexico,  to  be  recognized  by  the  whole  nation,  and  put  an  end  to  the  painful  condition  of 
that  unfortunate  country. 

**  BIr.  Thouvenel  thinks  the  best  way  would  be  to  propose  a  constituent  assembly  to  fix 
a  permanent  form  of  government,  and  settle  all  existing  difficulties,  whatever  their  nature 
or  importance. 

•*  Her  Majesty's  wish  is  that  your  excellency  have  an  interview  with  Mr.  Thouvenel, 
to  try  and  contrive  some  way  for  the  three  powers  to  intervene  in  the  disorders  of  the 
Mexican  republic.  Her  Majesty's  government  thinks  that  the  simple  news  of  this  resolu- 
tion, and  the  first  steps  taken,  will  be  enough  to  encourage  the  honest  people  of  Mexico, 
and  dispose  them  to  act  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  government  which,  without 
limiting  the  exercise  of  legitimate  rights  and  guarantees  enjoyed  in  other  civilized  countries, 
may  suppress  that  spirit  of  rebellion  that  has  caused  so  much  harm  to  that  unhappy 
country." 

See  the  gentle  approach.  At  first  it  is  only  a  strong  and  durable  power  ;  nothing  is 
said  of  a  republican  form.  On  the  18th  of  April,  1860,  a  republic  was  considered  ;  two 
months  after,  Spain  favored  a  monarchy ;  and  lastly,  when  everything  was  ready,  as  she 
supposed,  a  Bourbon  was  proposed.  And  thus  our  policy  has  been  insensibly  seduced  into 
the  Mexican  expedition. 

Things  were  in  this  condition  when  Spain  took  the  trouble  to  draw  up  a  constitution  for 
the  reorganization  of  Mexico,  aid  sent  it  simultaneously  to  London  and  Paris,  on  the  24th 
of  May,  1860.  What  caused  these  plans  of  intervention,  so  actively  caressed  by  Spain,  so 
pleasantly  received  by  France,  to  fiiil  ?    It  was  their  cool  reception  by  England. 

On  the  27th  of  April,  1860,  Mr.  Isturitz  wrote  from  London  to  Mr.  Calderon  CoUantes: 
'*In  fact,  on  the  27th  of  April,  1860,  Lord  John  BusseU  replied  briefly  to  Mr.  Isturitz,  in 
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regard  to  English  co-operation,  that  he  would  not  reject  it,  if  it  was  *  understood  that  do 
force  was  to  l»e  used  in  the  execution'  of  the  projects.  In  a  second  interview,  BIr.  Istnrits 
insists  on  a  more  explicit  answer  from  Lord  John  Russell.  The  secretary  of  state  leplies, 
that  '  England  will  require  protection  to  Protestant  worship  ; '  to  *  which  I  replied,'  adds 
Mr.  Isturitz,  *  in  that  case  England  cannot  rely  upon  the  co-operation  of  Spain.'  " 

After  this  reserved  attitude  of  England,  Mr.  Thouvenel  seems  inclined  to  bock  out.  Oa 
the  18th  of  May,  1860,  he  declared  to  Mr.  Mon,  **  that  as  to  force  and  coercive  measures, 
he  is  by  no  means  inclined  to  use  them." 

This  is  not  all ;  on  the  2d  of  June,  1860,  Mr  B^rrot,  our  representative  at  Madrid, 
handed  a  despatch  to  the  minister  of  state,  in  which  the  question  of  mediation  is  considered 
by  data  and  instructions  from  Mr.  Thouvenel. 

**  Moreover,  it  is  understood,"  says  that  despatch,  '*  that  the  steps  to  be  taken  must  be 
of  a  friendly  nature,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  forcible  coercion." 

This  period  of  projected  intervention  may  be  considered  as  concluded,  after  the  solemn 
declaration  of  Mr.  Thouvenel. 

Henceforth  Spain  hurries  her  military  preparations,  and  sends  rewved  instructions  to  the 
captain  general  of  Cuba. 

Here  the  diplomatic  history  of  the  Mexican  question  has  a  large  void  ;  for  a  year  passes 
before  a  Spanish  desimtch,  of  the  6th  of  September,  1861,  revives  diplomatic  negotiations 
upon  the  Mexican  question.  A  few  days  previous,  Mr.  Mon,  alluding  to  the  troubles  in 
the  United  States,  wrote  to  his  government :  *•  The  government  ought  to  know  that  this  is 
a  good  opportunity  to  awaken  old  memories,  and  place  upon  the  throne  of  Mexico  a  prince 
of  the  Bourbon  bhK>d,  or  intimately  connected  with  that  house.'* 

We  must  pay  strict  attention  to  this  dcKpatch,  because  it  will  subsequently  explain  the 
sudden  defection  of  the  Spanish  government. 

On  the  6th  of  September,  1861,  the  Ppanish  government  instructs  Mr.  Mon  to  inform  the 
French  government  that  a  Spanish  expedition  is  fitting  out  against  Mexico,  and  that  pptHsal 
orders  have  already  been  sent  to  the  captain  general  of  Cuba.  It  was  a  sort  of  demurrer  in 
the  case,  and  Mr.  lliouvenel,  forgetting  what  he  had  said  about  coercive  measures,  is  at- 
tracted within  the  orbit  of  Si^nit^h  policy.  And  it  is  not  alone  in  regard  to  the  expedition 
that  this  policy  prevails,  but  also  to  its  aim ;  and,  in  spite  of  the  convention  of  Slst  of 
October,  in  spite  of  instructions  to  Mr.  Dubois  de  Saligny  and  Jurien  de  la  Gravi^re,  in  spite 
of  Mr  Billanlt'K  declarations  in  the  legislatute,  the  Mexican  republic  is  definitely  con* 
demned,  and  Spain's  dream  of  monarchy  is  debated,  not  as  a  possible  event,  but  as  a  pro- 
ject irrevocably  determined  on.  On  the  11th  of  October,  1861,  Mr.  Thouvenel  wrote  to 
our  ambassador  in  London  : 

**  I  have  told  the  English  ambassador  that  I  agreed  perfectly  with  his  government  on  one 
point.  I  agreed  with  Lord  John  Russell  that  our  coercion  of  Mexico  should  be  caused  by 
our  complaints  against  that  government,  and  that  the  prevention  of  their  repetition  was 
the  only  ostensible  excuse  for  a  convention." 

Is  the  word  ottensibU  intentional  f    The  minister  continues: 

*'But  it  seems  to  me  useless  to  object  to  legal  participation  in  the  events  caut'-ed  by 
our  operations.  ©  ®  *»  It  is  lawful  to  suppose  that  if  the  result  of  the  American  ciibk 
should  be  a  separation  of  the  north  and  south,  the  two  new  confederations  would  seek  com- 
pensations on  Mexican  territory,  offered  by  anarchy  to  their  rivalry.  England  would  not 
remain  indifferent  to  such  an  event,  and  the  only  thing,  in  my  opinion,  that  could  prevent 
it,  would  be  the  e.^ttablishment  of  a  new  government  in  Mexico,  strong  enough  to  prevent 
its  internal  derangement." 

It  is  evident  from  these  declarations  of  Mr.  Thouvenel.  uttered  twenty  days  before  the 
convention,  and  five  months  previous  to  the  solemn  protesUtions  of  Mr.  Billault,  that  it 
was  no  longer  only  to  avenge  our  countrymen  ;  and  when  we  compare  this  declaration  of 
Mr.  Thouvenel  with  that  of  Mr.  Mon  on  the  crisis  in  the  United  States,  which  we  have  just 
quoted,  we  readily  perceive  the  connecting  link  of  the  two  kindred  policies. 

THI. 

We  remember  the  clear,  precipe,  and  affirmative  declarations  of  Mr.  Billault.  In  1864 
the  times  and  ministers  have  changed,  and  policy  must  change.  The  entire  disinterested 
nature  of  the  expedition  must  now  be  explained.  As  events  have  been  hurried  to  the  con- 
tradiction of  Mr.  Billault's  declarations,  Mr.  Rouher  must  explain  the  unfailing  unity  of 
our  policy  in  the  Mexican  question.  Thus  he  Is  led,  in  contradiction  to  his  eloquent  pre- 
decessor, to  prove  that  present  facts  were  not  unexpected,  and  that  France  foresaw  them,  if 
it  did  not  will  them,  from  the  beginning  of  the  expedition. 

On  the  12th  of  May,  1864,  Mr.  Rouher,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Jules  Favre,  takes  a  retrospective 
observation,  and  lets  a  confession  escape,  in  strong  contrast  to  the  previous  declarations  of 
Mr.  BUlault.    He  says  : 
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**  We  did  not  stop  at  vaia  recriminationn ;  we  did  not  accept  insi^aificant  satisfaction, 
but  we  resolved  from  the  first  to  march  to  Mexico,  if  our  honor  and  the  protection  of  our 
countrymen  required  it,  in  spite  of  temporary  checlcs,  of  rude  blame,  and  me%n  calumny ; 
for  after  the  situation  was  changed,  despite  the  counsel  of  glory,  we  did  not  ahaml  on  the 
way  we  had  traced  out.  We  have  neither  been  exalted  nor  discouraged.  We  came  to 
Mexico  to  demand  satisfaction  of  our  honor,  and  overthrow  a  man  who  had  dared  to  out- 
rage France.  We  undertook  to  m  tlie  peace  in  the  country ;  we  have  reorganized  the 
finances,  the  administration,  and  the  army  of  that  long  unhappy  nation,  and  we  have  invited 
it  to  choose  its  own  government." 

The  expe<]ition,  then,  according  to  Mr.  Rouher,  had  started  with  the  determination  to 
overthrow  Juarez,  and  substitute  another  government. 

But  that  is  not  all. 

Mr.  Rouher  expressed  himself  thus,  in  the  house,  on  the  28th  of  January,  186i  : 

♦•  We  told  the  truth  at  fiist ;  it  was  satisfaction  for  our  wrongs,  protection  to  our  country- 
men, with  the  probable  necessity  of  going  on  to  the  city  of  Mexico.  If  we  go  to  Mexico, 
the  Juarez  government  cannot  be  sustained  ;  there  must  be  a  new  one. 

**The  form  and  conditions  of  this  government  must  be  planned  by  pnident  cabinets, 
determined  to  engage  in  a  distant  expedition." 

Strange  inconsist^nicy ! 

The  existence  of  a  guvemment  with  which  our  plenipotentiaries  were  to  treat  was 
doubted.  There  must  have  been  a  previous  determination  to  transform  the  expedition 
into  a  crusade  for  monarchy,  exclusive  of  outside  machinations.  In  discussing  the  prelimi- 
naries of  tlie  expedition,  Mr.  Rouher  quotes  a  despatch  of  Thouvenel  to  Count  Fiahault,  on 
the  11th  of  October,  1861.     Here  it  is  : 

**  But  the  interest  we  have,"  says  Mr.  Thouvenel,  **  in  the  regeneration  of  this  country 
doe*  not  allow  us  to  neglect  anything  to  insure  its  success.  As  to  a  form  of  government, 
any  that  would  offer  proper  guarantees  would  suit  us;  and  I  believe  England  has  no 
preference,  and  has  come  to  no  conclusion.  But  if  the  Mexicans  themselves,  weary  of  their 
former  miserable  governments,  should  return  to  the  instincts  of  their  race,  and  form  a 
monarchy,  I  think  we  ought  to  aid  them,  yet  leave  them  free  to  select  whatever  form  of 
government  they  may  think  most  conducive  to  their  happiness. 

**  Continuing  these  ideas  in  the  form  of  a  confidential  conversation,  I  added  that  in  ca^e 
of  such  an  event,  the  government  of  the  Emperor,  entirely  disinterested,  did  not  propose  a 
prince  of  the  imperial  family,  but,  willing  to  satisfy  all  parties,  would  be  pleased  to  see  tho 
Mexicans  select  a  prince  of  the  house  of  Austiia." 

The  proposal  of  the  Archduke  Maximilian  for  the  restored  Mexican  throne  is  thus  frankly 
made.  Then,  we  ask,  how  c*ould  Mr.  Billault,  five  months  later,  call  the  reports  from 
America,  about  Maximilian's  acces.sion,  ridiculous  stories  of  silly  officers? 

Mr.  Rouhw  next  read  a  despatch  from  Mr.  ITiouvenel  to  Mr.  Barrot,  on  the  16th  of  Oc 
tober,  1864,  concerning  the  projects  of  monarchical  restoration  : 

••  In  my  despatch  to  Mr.  Fiahault,  you  will  find  the  observations  I  made  to  Lord  Cowley 
on  this  point,  by  which  I  have  attempted  to  prove  that  though  we  assumed  no  direct  re- 
sponsibility in  internal  Mexican  affairs,  we  would  not  discourage  their  efforts  to  form  a  regu- 
lar and  substantial  government,  and  that  the  three  powers  ought  to  aid  in  this  work  of  re- 
generation. In  this  way  I  was  led  to  mention  to  Ix)rd  Cowley  the  possibility  of  a  monarchy 
in  Mexico,  as  you  will  see  in  my  despatch  to  Mr.  Fiahault." 

Mr.  Rouher  adds  these  characteristic  details  : 

*'  Mr.  Thouvenel  continues.  He  relates  his  conversation  with  Mr.  Mon,  the  Spanish  am- 
bassador in  Paris  ;  he  acknowledges,  in  case  of  a  monarchy  in  Mexico,  France  will  accept 
the  Austrian  archduke,  thus  rejecting  Spain's  proposal  to  put  a  Bourbon  upon  that  throne." 

From  that  moment  the  zeal  of  Spain  became  less  warm  ;  her  troops  are  already  on  the  way 
to  Vera  Cruz ;  she  is  obliged  to  sign  the  convention  then  negotiating  ;  but  since  she  cannot 
slip  a  Bourbon  prince  upon  the  Mexican  throne,  she  will  withdraw  from  the  business  as  soon 
as  she  am  ;  and  France,  pushed  forward  and  then  abandoned  by  her  two  allies,  will  be  left 
alone  to  pursue  her  solitary  way  to  the  city  of  Mexico  with  a  crown  in  her  knapsack. 

Snch  is  history ! 

DC. 

There  was  an  unfortunate  concurrence  of  circumstances  to  hasten  the  resolutions  of  our 
government.  While  Mr.  Saligny  was  writing  from  Mexico,  about  the  necessity  of  establish- 
ing a  firm  government  there,  a  band  of  Mexican  refugees,  one  of  whom  had  served  Miramon, 
began  their  monarchical  campaign  in  Europe.  Their  part,  even  before  the  October  conven- 
tion, had  assumed  an  official  character.  Almonte  was  the  evil  genius  of  our  policy  in  this 
circumstance. 

Mr.  Billault  was  wrong  to  treat  this  band  of  refugees,  on  their  way  to  Miramar  or  Vienna, 
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80  contemptaously  in  his  speech  in  1862,  for  not  long  afterwards,  Almonte,  their  chief,  ap- 
peared at  Vera  Cruz  with  a  letter  from  Napoleon  III,  and  made  this  celebrated  declarati<m 
to  the  Mexicans : 

**  I  have  reason  to  know  the  desires  of  the  allies,  particularly  of  the  French,  to  establish 
a  firm  government  based  upon  peace  and  good  morals  in  our  unhappy  country,  and  through 
our  own  instrumentality  alone" 

The  refugees  act  with  extreme  prudence,  but  official  documents  contradict  them.  On  the 
9th  of  Apiil,  1862,  Mr.  Saligny  and  Mr.  Jurien  de  laGravidre  addressed  this  note  to  General 
Boblado  : 

**  When  General  Almonte  left  France,  the  government  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the 
French  knew  that  hostilities  had  commenced  in  Mexico.  General  Almonte  offered  to  con- 
ciliate his  countrymen,  and  make  them  understand  the  benevolent  intrntion  of  Europt^m 
intervention.  Bis  offer  was  accepted  by  the  government  of  his  Majesty,  and  the  general  was 
not  only  authorized  but  invited  to  repair  to  Mexico." 

There  is,  then,  no  doubt  about  the  official  character  of  his  mission. 

On  the  23d  of  March,  1862,  General  Prim  wrote  from  Orizaba  to  Admiral  Jurien  de  la 
Oravi^re  about  the  refugees  as  follows  : 

**  The  act  of  introducing  political  refugees  into  the  interior  of  the  country,  to  plan  a  con- 
spiracy that  may  destroy  tlie  existing  government  as  well  as  its  political  system,  while  3roa 
pretend  to  be  friendly  and  are  waiting  for  a  conference,  is  unexampled,  and  I  am  heartily 
astonished  at  it. 

**  If  you  have  orders  from  your  government,  I  mubt  say  I  do  not  see  the  wisdom,  justice, 
and  grandeur  of  imperial  policy  ;  nor  do  I  see  any  conciliation  of  the  Emperor  towards  Eng- 
land and  Spain  in  such  a  proceeding.  I  aiu  sorry  to  say  this,  but  your  Mexican  policy  forces 
me  to  it,  and  I  must  also  say  it  will  cool  the  friendly  relations  of  England  and  Spain  towards 
France.  I  regret  to  say  this,  because  nobody  has  more  respect  for  the  Emperor  than  I,  and 
nobody  loves  France  and  Frenchmen  more  than  I  do." 

General  Prim  writes  to  his  government  the  17th  March  in  the  same  tone.  General  Lo- 
rencez  had  arrived  with  re -enforcements  ;  there  was  a  mutiny,  and  General  Prim  wrote  : 

•*  Articles  in  French  papers  announcing  that  the  object  of  the  imperial  troops  is  to  put 
Maximilian  on  the  throne  of  Mexico,  will  not  only  cause  a  difficulty  between  France  and 
Mexico,  but  a  coolness  between  Spain  and  England  and  the  imperial  government.  Almonte, 
Haro,  Hamarez,  and  other  monarch-makers  arrived  in  Vera  Cruz  at  the  same  time  with  Gen- 
eral Lorencez.  The  Mexican  government,  knowing  this,  has  sent  me  a  note  announcing  its 
intention  to  prosecute  these  exiled  enemies  of  the  nation,  who  have  returned  to  Mexico  for 
criminal  purposes." 

The  part  played  by  these  Mexican  refugees  in  Europe,  and  their  influence  on  French  di- 
plomacy, inducing  a  monarchical  crusade  beyond  the  ocean,  are  candidly  expressed  in  a  de- 
spatch of  the  Spanish  minister  to  General  Prim.  We  find  the  following  lines  in  that  despatch, 
dated  Madrid,  22d  of  January,  1862  : 

**  The  Kmperor  of  the  French  has  informed  the  government  of  the  Queen,  by  her  ambas- 
sador, that  be  intends  to  inciease  the  Mexican  expedition  by  3,000  men.  The  object  of  this 
seems  to  be  to  get  enough  men  to  march  to  the  capital  if  necessary,  to  shorten  operations 
and  abridge  the  delay  of  troops  in  that  country. 

**  As  your  instructions  are  clear  and  formal,  I  have  no  additions  to  make  to  them.  But 
your  excellency  must  know  that  the  establishment  of  a  monarchy  in  Mexico  is  daily  increa*- 
ing. 

**  Some  of  the  natives  of  that  country — and  this  deserves  particular  notice — now  residing 
in  Europe  are  engciged  in  that  business." 

All  this  while  Mr.  Saligny  enters  into  the  full  spirit  of  the  expedition  in  the  part  he  has 
to  play,  and  gets  up  a  kind  of  side  game  with  General  Serrano  against  England.  In  a  letter 
of  the  24th  of  November,  1861,  be  speaks  of  the  **  incredible  candor  of  perfidious  Albion." 
The  word  candor  is  underlined.  In  a  letter  of  the  39th  of  November  he  promises  *'  proofe 
of  the  duplicity  and  stupidity  of  the  British  minister."  He  announces  *'  curious  revelations 
of  a  chimerical  alliance  between  Mexico,  England,  and  the  United  States  against  France  and 
Spain ;"  and  on  the  23d  he  had  already  sent  detailed  accounts  of  the  regular  forces  ia 
Mexico.  Alas !  the  5th  of  May  shows  the  result  of  all  this  ;  the  blood  of  our  soldiers  who 
fell  at  Guadalupe  will  cry  out  against  the  advocates  of  Mexican  emigration  ;  and  that  order 
of  General  Lorencez,  the  betrayed  and  conquered  general,  will  accuse  the  folly  of  ambition 
and  the  credulity  of  our  policy. 

On  the  27  th  May  General  Lorencez  said  to  his  soldiers  :  **  Your  march  on  Mexico  has  been 
stopped  by  unforeseen  obstacles,  which  we  did  not  expect  from  what  had  been  told  us ;  they 
said  Puebla  invited  you  within  its  walls,  and  that  its  iu habitants  would  welcome  you  with 
flowers. 

**  With  the  confidence  inspired  by  these  assurances  we  appeared  before  Fuebla;  we  found 
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it  bristling  with  barricades  and  commanded  by  a  fortress  armed  with  every  means  of  de- 
fence." 

This  18  the  answer  to  the  advocates  of  immigration ;  these  sad  lines  dissipate  the  illa- 
sloii  and  increase  the  bitterness  of  defeat. 

We  will  now  draw  this  first  part  of  oar  labor  to  a  close ;  we  have  pointed  out  the  two 
currents  that  carried  our  policy  into  the  dangers  of  the  Mexican  question  ;  we  have  seen 
Mr.  Billault  reduce  the  expedition  to  a  simple  revindication  of  injured  interests,  and  the 
Fecret  conferences  of  diplomacy  opening  the  doors  to  the  projects  of  monarchical  restora^ 
lion.  We  have  seen  France  first  oppose  the  application  of  force  in  the  restoration,  and 
afterwards  yield  to  tbe  solicitations  of  Spain  and  the  active  manoeuvres  of  Mexican  immi- 
nation.  Is  that  all  ?  Alas  1  no.  On  the  9th  of  April,  1862,  the  alliance  is  broken  at 
Orizaba.  It  is  broken  on  account  of  the  presence  of  the  refugees  who  have  already  consti- 
tuted a  secret  government ;  it  is  broken  becauee  Mr.  Saligny  wants  to  march  on  Mexico, 
-when  the  Spanish  plenipotentiary  and  the  English  minister  declare  that  no  deed  "  is  of  a 
nature  to  justify  this  resolution."  (See  report  of  conference  held  at  Orizaba  on  the  9th  of 
April.)  It  is  broken,  in  fine,  **  because  the  three  plenipotentiaries  cannot  agree  upon  the 
interpretition  to  be  given  to  the  convention  of  the  3  let  of  October,  1861."  (See  note  ad- 
dressed by  the  plenipotentiaries  to  General  Doblado  on  the  9th  of  April,  1862.) 

X. 

England  never  wanted  the  establishment  of  a  monarchy,  and  Spain,  after  tugging  France 
in  by  a  Bourbon,  was  ready  to  quit  on  the  first  pretext. 

Spain  had  long  been  preparing  for  a  retreat,  and  General  Prim  was  let  into  the  secret. 
Saligny  accuses  him  of  wanting  the  crown  for  himself,  and  would  not  play  Don  Quixote 
for  another's  benefit.  This  was  at  the  Orizaba  conference  on  the  9th  of  April.  General 
Prim,  who  must  have  known  the  Emperor's  views  in  regard  to  Mexico  when  he  met  him 
at  Vichy,  wrote  to  Napoleon,  from  Orizaba,  the  17th  of  March,  the  following  letter ; 

** Orizaba,  March  17,  1862. 

•*  SiBK :  Your  Imperial  Majesty  has  deigned  to  write  me  an  autograph  letter,  which,  on 
account  of  the  benevolent  words  it  contains  for  my  person,  will  be  a  title  of  honor  for  my 
posterity.  oooo  ooooo 

'*  As  to  just  reclamations,  there  can  be  no  difierence  of  opinions  among  the  commission- 
ers of  the  allied  powers,  and  there  will  be  less  among  the  commanders  of  your  forces  and 
thotic  of  her  Catholic  Majesty.  But  the  arrival  of  General  Almonte,  of  the  former  minis- 
ter, Haro,  of  Father  Miranda  and  other  Mexican  refugees  at  Vera  Cruz,  with  the  idea  of 
creating  a  monarchy  in  favor  of  Prince  Maximilian  of  Austria,  to  be  supported  by  the 
forces  of  your  Imperial  Majesty,  tends  to  create  a  position  difficult  for  all,  and  particularly 
hard  for  the  general-in- chief  of  the  Spanish  troops,  who,  according  to  instructions  from 
his  government,  will  see  himself  obliged  to  refrain  from  contributing  to  the  realization  of 
the  views  of  your  Imperial  Majesty  if  they  are  really  to  raise  an  Austrian  archduke  to  the 
throne  of  Mexico. 

**I  have,  moreover,  the  profound  conviction  that  the  partisans  of  monarchy  are  very 
few  in  this  country,  and  it  is  reasonable,  because  this  country  has  never  known  monarchy 
in  the  person  of  the  Spanish  monarchs,  only  in  the  viceroys,  who  ruled  as  they  pleased  in 
those  distant  times. 

**  Monarchy  has  not  left  here  the  immense  interests  of  nobility,  such  as  exist  in  Europe  ; 
it  has  not  left  moral  interests  nor  anything  to  make  the  present  generation  wish  for  the 
re-establishment  of  monarchy,  which  it  has  not  known.  The  vicinity  of  the  United  States, 
and  their  severe  reprobation  of  monarchy,  has  contributed  to  create  a  hate  for  it  here.  In 
spite  of  constant  disorder  and  agitation,  the  republic,  which  has  existed  more  than  forty 
years,  has  created  habits,  customs,  and  even  a  certain  republican  language  hard  to  destroy. 
•'  For  these  reasons  and  others  that  cannot  escape  the  attention  of  your  Imperial  Majesty, 
you  will  understand  that  the  general  opinion  of  this  country  is  against  monarchy.  If 
logic  does  not  demonstrate  it,  facts  prove  it ;  for  during  the  two  months  that  the  flags  of 
the  allied  forces  floated  over  Vera  Criiz,  and  now  that  we  occupy  Cordoba,  Orizaba  and  Te- 
huacan,  important  towns  where  there  is  no  Mexican  force,  the  partisans  of  monarchy  have 
made  no  demonstrations  to  tell  of  their  existence. 

*•  Far  be  it  from  me  to  suppose  that  your  Imperial  Majesty  has  not  the  power  to  erect  a 
throne  in  Mexico  for  the  house  of  Austria.  Your  Majesty  directs  the  destinies  of  a  great 
nation,  rich  in  brave  and  intelligent  men,  rich  in  resources,  and  that  manifests  its  enthu* 
siasm  to  second  the  views  of  your  Imperial  Majesty.  Tou  can  easily  carry  Maximilian  to 
Mexico  and  crown  him  King ;  but  the  King  will  find  no  adherents  in  the  country  but 
conservative  chiefe,  who  had  no  thought  of  establishing  monarchy  when  they  were  in 
power,  but  wish  it  now,  when  they  are  conquered,  scattered  and  exiled. 
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*' A  few  rich  men  are  willing  to  receive  a  foreign  monarch  who  comes  supported  by  yonr 
Majesty's  soldiers,  but  the  monarch  will  have  nothing  to  sustain  him  when  the  time  shall 
come  for  your  soldiers  to  withdraw,  and  he  will  fall  from  the  throne,  as  others  will  fall, 
when  the  mantle  of  jour  Imperial  Majesty  shall  cease  to  protect  and  defend  them.  I 
know  that  your  Imperial  Majesty,  moved  by  a  high  sentiment  of  justice,  will  not  force 
this  country  to  change  its  institutions  in  such  a  radical  manner  unless  the  coontry  desires 
it  and  requests  it.  But  the  chiefs  of  the  conservative  party,  who  landed  at  Vera  Cruz,  say 
it  will  only  be  necessary  to  consult  the  high  classes  of  society  and  not  mind  the  others; 
hut  that  inspires  a  fear  that  violence  may  be  offered  to  the  national  will. 

**The  English  troops  that  were  to  come  to  Orizaba  re-embarked  as  soon  as  they  heard 
that  a  greater  number  of  French  troops  were  coming  than  had  been  agreed  upou  in  the 
convention.     Tour  Majesty  will  appreciate  the  importance  of  this  withdrawal. 

*'  I  ask  a  thousand  pardons  of  your  Imperial  Majesty  for  having  dared  to  write  such  a 
long  letter,  but  I  thought  the  only  true  reply  to  your  Majesty's  kindness  to  rae  would  be 
to  tell  the  truth,  and  the  whole  truth,  upou.  the  political  stite  of  the  country  as  I  under- 
stand it.  In  doing  this  I  have  not  only  done  my  duty,  but  I  have  obeyed  the  great,  noble, 
and  respectful  attachment  I  feel  for  the  person  of  your  Imperial  Majesty. 

*' General  PRIM,  C6taU  Reuts/' 

The  real  design  of  the  expedition,  at  first  carefully  concealed,  afterwards  timidly  con- 
fes?ed,  and  now  openly  announced,  comes  out  in  relief.  One  remark,  however,  muht  be 
made  befoie  entering  on  the  era  begun  by  the  accession  of  the  Mexican  Emperor.  We  did 
not  go  to  Mexico  only  to  put  up  a  throne  for  an  archduke  ;  he  is  only  the  instrtiment  of  a 
theory,  of  a  preconceived  plan. 

XI. 

Mr.  Billault  was  then  near  the  truth  when  he  insisted  on  reducing  the  expedition  to 
mean  proportions;  when,  in  1863,  he  mentioned  the  monarchy  as  an  unexpected  event, 
caused  by  a  concourse  of  circumstances  ;  and  Mr.  Larabure  was  true  in  his  report  of  1864, 
on  supplementaiy  credits,  when  he  expressed  himself  thus  : 

'*  We  must  not  conceal  that  these  frequent  expeditions  disturb  the  nation.  To  be  just, 
let  us  say  at  once,  that  the  Mexican  expedition  now  pressing  most  heavily  upon  our  ex- 
chequer and  public  opinion  grew  to  its  present  importance  by  a  concatenation  of  unfortu- 
nate incidents  which  the  government  could  neither  foresee  nor  prevent." 

When  the  Emperor  himself  said,  in  his  discourse  from  the  throne  in  1863,  **  Distant  ex- 
peditions, now  so  much  criticised,  have  not  been  the  results  of  premeditated  plans ;  force 
of  circumstances  have  brought  them  about,  but  they  are  not  to  be  regretted  ;  "  be  only 
half  revealed  his  thought,  for  he  destroyed  his  argument,  the  force  of  circurmUinces,  in  hii 
famous  letter  to  Qeneral  Forey  on  the  Sd  of  July,  1862  : 

'*FONTAIHEBLBAU,  JUfy  3,   1862. 

**My  Dear  Gbnibal  :  There  will  be  people  to  ask  you  why  we  are  going  to  waste  so 
many  men,  and  spend  so  much  money,  in  establishing  a  regular  government  in  Mexico. 

*'  In  the  present  state  of  the  civilized  world,  the  prosperity  of  America  is  not  indi0er«nt 
to  Europe,  for  America  supports  our  manufactories  and  keeps  alive  our  commerce.  We  are 
inten  sted  in  keeping  the  United  States  a  powerful  and  prosperous  republic ;  but  it  will 
not  be  interesting  to  us  if  it  takes  possession  of  the  whole  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  gov- 
erns the  West  Indies  and  South  America,  thus  controlling  the  entire  produce  of  the  New 
World.  We  now  see  by  sad  experience  how  precarious  an  industry  is  that  which  is  com- 
pelled to  seek  its  raw  material  in  a  single  market,  the  changes  of  which  so  seriously 
affect  it. 

**  Now  if  Mexico  preserves  its  independence  and  maintidns  the  integrity  of  its  territory; 
if  a  firm  government  be  established  there  by  the  aid  of  France,  we  shall  give  to  the  Latia 
race  beyond  the  ocean  its  ancient  strength  and  power  ;  we  shall  have  guaranteed  the  se- 
curity of  our  own  and  the  Spanish  colonies  in  the  West  Indies ;  we  shall  have  extended 
our  benevolent  influence  to  the  centre  of  America,  and  that  influence,  while  it  makes  a 
market  for  our  fabrics,  secures  us  the  material  indispensable  to  our  manufactures. 

••  Mexico,  thus  regenerated,  will  ever  be  favorable  to  us,  not  only  from  gratitude,  but 
also  because  its  interests  will  coincide  with  ours,  and  because  it  will  find  a  support  in  its 
relations  with  European  powers. 

**  NAPOLEON." 

After  examining  attentively  a  file  of  the  Momtewr^  after  having  collated  the  documents 

and  studied  the  evidence,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  above  letter  contnios 

the  true  secret  of  the  Mexican  expedition.     The  continued  expansion  of  the  United  States 

.towards  South  America  has  frightened  Europe.     We  had  to  build  a  dike  against  it  out  of  a 
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restored  throne  in  Mexico ;  and  our  wrongs  fnmished  ample  excuse  for  the  expedition. 
The  merit  of  the  Emperor's  letter  to  General  Forey  is  the  acknowledgment  of  a  political 
theory,  and  the  elevation  of  the  expedition  into  a  system. 

XII. 

The  question  hecomes  grand  in  this  light.  It  is  no  longer  a  question  of  contest*  with 
the  refractory  population  of  Mexico ;  it  is  a  rivalry,  a  contest  perhaps,  between  the  Old 
World  and  the  New ;  so  Mr.  Berryer  proclaimed  prophetically  in  his  speech  on  the  supple^ 
mentary  credits  of  1864  : 

•*  Nothing  afflicts  me  more  than  the  present  strife  in  the  United  States.  I  desire  peace 
with  the  least  possible  injury  to  each  party  in  that  great  country.  But  in  whatever  way 
the  civil  war  may  terminate,  we  must  not  forget  that  the  Unit«'d  States  will  be  the  ruling 
power  in  North  America,  and  that  we  have  offended  her  by  our  Mexican  expedition.  Those 
who  deny  this  have  not  studied  the  documents  under  their  eyes,  and  the  historic  facts  of 
the  last  three  years.  I  do  not  allude  to  that  profound  sentiment,  the  vital  nerve  of  polit- 
ical existence  in  the  United  States,  called  the  Monroe  doctrine ;  a  sentiment  opposed  to 
European  intervention  in  American  affairs.  I  do  not  speak  of  that.  But  how  did  you  be- 
gin the  Mexican  expedition  ?  With  the  convention  of  the  31st  of  Octobt^r.  And  what  did 
yon  say  in  that  convention?  Yielding  to  the  wish  of  England,  the  United  States  are  in- 
vited to  join  the  convention.  And  in  a  letter  of  the  25th  of  July,  1862,  I  read  that  it 
was  necessary  to  form  a  new  government  in  Mexico,  just  to  diminish  the  influence  of  the 
States  of  the  north,  and  prevent  them  from  trespassing  upon  South  America.  Thus  the 
Mexican  expedition  was  got  up  to  oppose  the  United  States. 

**  I  exaggerate  nothing;  I  simply  tell  the  truth.  Read  the  letter  of  July,  1862,  and 
yon  will  see  that  the  development  of  the  United  States  is  to  be  arrested. 

•*  Well,  suppose  you  succeeded  ;  when  the  civil  wars  in  the  United  States  are  over,  and 
that  government  saw  a  new  nation  by  her  side,  sustnined  at  an  immense  expense  and 
sacritice  by  a  foreign  power,  hostilities  would  certainly  break  out.  The  northern  republic 
would  not  tolerate  an  imperial  monarchy  in  Mexico,  and  war  would  certainly  be  the  conse- 
quence. This  is  the  dangerous,  impracticable  situation  to  which  you  invite  Trince  Maxi- 
milian, and  which  will  be  ruinous  to  France  if  she  persists  in  the  enterprise.     [Applause.]" 

Thus  the  question  is  put  upon  new  ground  by  the  imperial  letter  and  Mr.  Berryer's 
eloquent  commentary.  These  are  the  true  conditions  of  the  problem  as  France  has  pro- 
poanded  them  by  going  to  Vera  Cruz,  and  as  Mr.  Seward  has  accepted  them,  when  he 
wrote  to  the  Spanish  minister,  at  Washington,  on  the  14th  of  October,  1861,  **That  he 
acknowledged  the  right  of  Spain  to  make  war  on  Mexico  to  defend  her  rights,  and  obtain 
Batiefaction  for  injuries ;  but  that,  at  it  wcu  a  question  in  the  eventualities  qf  which  entered  the 
possibUitus  of  a  conflict  with  the  United  States  and  European  poieers,  he  had  carefully  endeavored 
to  avoid  that  possibility." 

The  manner  in  which  the  Mexican  question  has  been  officially  laid  down  since  General 
Forey' 8  departure  for  Mexico,  and  Maximilian's  accession,  places  France  and  the  United 
States  in  new  relations  to  each  other.  We  must  speak  without  circumlocution.  The  con- 
tinuance of  occupation  is  a  political  danger  ;  is  it  a  diplomatic  duty  ? 

XUL 

"What  are  our  obligations *to  the  new  empire  ?  That  is  the  interesting  question  now  to 
French  policy. 

On  the  10th  of  April,  1864,  Archduke  Maximilian  received  the  Mexican  deputation  at 
his  castle  of  Miramar,  and  announced  his  acceptance  in  these  terms : 

**  Thanks  to  the  magnanimity  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  the  necessary  guarantees 
to  fix  the  independence  and  prosperity  of  the  country  upon  a  solid  basis  are  now  given." 

But,  properly  speaking,  this  is  not  an  engagement ;  if  we  are  bound,  it  is  less  by  these 
vague  effusions  of  a  happy  candidate,  than  by  the  precise  terms  of  the  diplomatic  conven- 
tion of  the  10th  of  April,  1864.     Now  what  does  that  convention  say  ? 

•*The  government  of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  and  of  his  majesty  the 
emperor  of  Mexico,  animated  by  a  like  desire  to  assure  the  re-establishment  of  order  in 
MJexico,  and  to  consolidate  the  new  empire,  have  determined  to  settle  by  a  oonveution  : 

*'  AfiT.  1.  The  French  troops  now  in  Mexico  shall  be  reduced  to  25,000  men,  as  soon  as 
possible,  including  the  foreign  legion. 

**Tbat  body  shall  remain  temporarily  in  Mexico,  to  protect  the  interests  for  which 
intervention  was  instituted,  under  the  conditions  regulated  by  the  following  articles  : 

*'  Art.  2.  The  French  troops  shall  evacuate  Mexico  in  proportion  as  his  majesty  the 
emperor  of  Mexico  can  organize  the  troops  necessary  to  replace  them. 

•'  Abt.  3.  The  foreign  legion  in  the  service  of  Franco,  composed  of  8,000  men.  shall 
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remain  in  Mexico  six  years  after  all  the  other  French  forces  are  recalled,  according  to 
article  3.  From  that  time  the  said  legion  shall  go  into  the  service  and  pay  of  the  Mexiosn 
government.  The  Mexican  government  reserves  the  right  of  shortening  the  term  of 
service  of  the  foreign  legion  in  Mexico. 

**  Art.  10.  The  indemnity  to  be  paid  to  France  by  the  Mexican  government,  for  support- 
ing the  troops  of  the  army  corps  from  the  Ist  of  July,  1864,  is  fixed  at  1,000  francs  per 
annum  for  each  man." 

At  the  time  of  the  debate  on  the*^  supplementary  credits,  27th  January,  Mr.  Berryer 
said: 

**  Has  the  government  bound  itself  to  furnish  money  or  soldiers  to  that  country  ?  Are 
we  bound,  or  are  we  not  ?" 

Mr.  Rouher  answered:  '*If  you  had  read^  Mr.  Larrabure*s  report  you  would  have 
known." 

Now  here  is  the  report : 

' '  The  government  of  the  Emperor  declares  at  this  time  that  it  is  under  no  obligation 
to  leave  a  Ixnly  of  troops  in  Mexico,  nor  to  guarantee  any  loan.  It  declares  he  haa  no 
reason  to  think  it  may  be  necessary  to  increase  the  French  forces  now  on  Mexican  soiL" 

In  the  session  of  the  27th  of  January  Mr.  Bouher  again  said  : 

*^  In  treating  with  the  sovereign,  the  government  contracts  no  permanent  and  indefinite 
responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  an  empire  in  Mexico." 

The  convention  of  Miramar,  the  most  important  articles  of  which  we  have  quoted, 
appeared  officially  in  the  papers  of  the  16th  of  April,  1864.  It  was  quite  natural  for  it  to 
become  the  subject  of  an  interesting  debate  in  the  discussion  of  appropriations.  So  on  tba 
11th  of  May  Mr.  Berryer  busies  himself  with  the  obligations  and  charges  imposed  by  the 
convention  in  respect  to  the  finances  and  military  affiiirsof  our  army.  Mr.  Houher  answers 
him,  but  instead  of  sticking  to  the  convention,  he  gives  a  brilliant  picture  of  the  condi- 
tion of  Mexico. 

Let  us  listen  to  him  a  while. 

Mr.  RouHSB,  minister  of  state,  continues  : 

Mr.  Berryer  has  discussed  the  whole  Mexican  question  in  his  speech  on  the  genend 
appropriation.     That  question  has  caused  many  unfavorable  apprehensions  in  this  house.      < 

When  we  debated  it  last  year  they  said :  Your  San  Louis  Potosi  expedition  is  madness. 
Tou  are  going  to  scatter  the  French  army  over  four  hundred  square  leagues.  The  Mexican 
army,  under  Juarez,  Uragua,  Doblado,  will  whip  our  scattered  battalions. 

M.  Thiers,  (interrupting  )  They  did  not  say  that. 

M.  Houher.  The  honorable  gentleman  has  only  to  refer  to  Mr.  Jules  Favre*s  speech,  and 
he  will  see  what  has  been  said. 

Mr.  Favrb.  I  have  never  doubted  our  military  success. 

Mr.  Rouher,  They  represented  the  expedition  as  marching  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the 
Mexican  people. 

A  voice,  (interrupting.)  And  they  were  right. 

M.  RouHKR.  You  say  they  were  right  ?  Have  you  forgotten  the  triumphal  march  of 
General  Bazaine  over  those  four  hundred  leagues  ;  our  arrival  at  Guanahuato,  Queretaro, 
and  San  Louis  Potosi ;  the  shouts  of  welcome  wherever  the  French  flag  was  seen  ?  Some 
blind  people  can  see  no  truth  in  historical  facts.     [Good,  good.] 

The  San  Louis  Potosi  expeditioui  that  you  blame,  was  a  triumphal  march.  [Renewed 
applause.] 

A  little  further  on  the  minister  exclaimed  : 

**  Here  is  a  new  empire  just  beginning,  a  sovereign  not  yet  seated  on  his  throne,  a  govern- 
ment not  yet  organized,  and  capitalists  have  given  it  nine  millions  per  annum,  when  old 
governments  cannot  negotiate  their  loans.  Is  not  this  a  token  of  foreign  confidence  ? 
There  is  no  doubt  that  when  Maximilian  goes  from  Vera  Cruz  to  Mexico,  amid  the  en- 
thusiastic demonstrations  of  the  people" [Disturbance  on  some  seats.] 

Mr.  PiCARD.  Then  recall  the  army. 

Recall  tht  army  !    That  was  evidently  the  logical  conclusion  for  peace. 

Yet  the  convention  existed  ;  it  was  known  ;  the  government  must  explain  Its  meaning 
officially.     On  the  12th  of  May  Mr.  Jules  Favre  grew  urgent,  irresistible  : 

*•  You  know,  gentlemen,"  said  he,  **  what  arrangement  has  been  made.  A  new  ptaa 
has  been  discovered  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  war  ;  they  must  be  paid  by  the  victorious 
power,  for  France  issues  sixty-six  millions  in  bonds,  that  are  only  notes  of  acoommodatioii, 
over  its  signature.     [Exclamations.] 

**  The  convention  of  the  16th  April,  in  the  M<miteur^  has  regulated  the  stay  of  the  Freodi 
troops  in  Mexico.  We  are  very  far  from  the  declarations  of  Mr  Larrabure*s  report :  how 
long  will  our  troops  remain  in  Mexico  ?  until  the  new  empire  shall  be  firmly  established ; 
that,  in  reality,  is  the  business  of  France.  Maximilian's  empire  must  be  consolidated. 
France  is  deceived  when  they  tell  her  the  expedition  is  over ;  it  has  hardly  oommeoced. 
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[CoDfosed  noises.]  We  leave  25,000  men  in  Mexico  for  an  indefinite  time ;  political  cir- 
cumstances alone  can  fix  the  day  for  the  recall  of  our  troops.  It  is  said  they  will  be  paid 
by  the  Mexican  government — a  deplorable  thing  fur  France.  [Noise.  ]  Our  troops  are 
thus  put  in  the  pay  of  a  foreign  prince ;  they  will  obey  a  foreign  policy  ;  they  may  be 
Qsed  in  enterprises,  in  adventures,  in  perils." 

Here  Mr.  Bouher  takes  the  floor  and  gives  the  convention,  and  the  interpretations  it  may 
provoke,  their  right  place : 

**  We  must  once  more  consider  the  Mexican  question.  The  honorable  gentleman  (Mr. 
Jules  Favre)  has  told  you  that  the  treaty  concluded  with  the  emperor  Maximilian  violated 
engagements  we  had  with  you  ;  he  has  spoken  to  you  of  the  threats  of  American  inter- 
vention, suspended,  like  the  sword  of  Damocles,  over  the  new  Mexican  empire. 

**  While  I  listened  to  the  ironical  eulogies  given  to  the  eloquence  of  the  government 
orators,  as  they  painted  gay  pictures  of  promised  prosperity  to  Mexico,  little  moved  by 
them,  I  was  patiently  reading  the  Mexican  Ck>urrier  that  I  had  just  received  ;  and  here  is 
what  I  read  : 

** '  The  general  condition  of  Mexico  is  daily  improving,  as  the  masses  comprehend  and 
apprecinte  the  generous  views  of  the  Emperor  townxls  them.  Resistance,  now  only  local, 
has  entirely  lost  its  nationality.  The  bandits  fly  at  the  iipproach  of  our  troops ;  and  when- 
ever they  are  caught  they  are  cut  to  pieces.  It  has,  in  fact,  relapsed  into  brigandage, 
very  annoying  to  the  inoffensive  people  who  are  the  cliief  sufferers ;  but  this  will  soon  be 
suppressed  by  a  well-organized  police  system. 

•*  Confidence  has  greatly  increased  in  the  last  month  or  two.  People  of  all  classes  and 
all  opinions  come  to  the  capital  from  every  part  of  the  country,  meet  and  pass,  forgetting 
their  former  hostility,  and  mingling  in  similar  sentiments,  with  oblivion  of  the  past  and 
faith  in  the  future.  Under  such  circumstances,  with  the  support  of  the  government  of  the 
Emperor  and  the  aid  of  European  capital,  Mexico  cannot  fail  soon  to  enter  into  a  way  of 
national  prosperity,  by  which  Europe  will  be  the  first  to  profit.'  " 

Several  voices  :  Who  wrote  it  f 

Mr.  RouHBR.  It  is  signed  by  Mr.  Montholon. 

We  will  not  spoil  this  brilliant  picture  by  untimely  refleclions.    He  then  continues  : 

•*  But  they  say  the  treaty  contains  promises  contrary  to  our  declarations.  What  does 
ihe  treaty  say  ?  First,  that  the  army  shall  be  reduced  to  25,000  men.  The  expedition  is 
over,  and  10,000  of  our  men  will  return  by  the  Ist  of  January,  1865.  As  to  the  other 
15,000  men,  we  declare  they  are  to  remain  temporarily  in  Mexico  to  protect  the  interests  of 
France,  and  the  interests  that  induced  the  intervention." 

Mr.  GuKBOULT.  Please  read  the  treaty. 

Mr.  RouHiR.  I  have  not  got  it ;  but  if  the  honorable  gentleman  will  give  it  to  me,  I 
will  read  it  to  the  house. 

Mr.  GusBOXTLT.  I  have  not  got  it  either  ;  but  I  think  the  time  for  the  return  of  our  troops 
was  left  to  the  emperor  Maximilian. 

Mr.  RouHiB.  The  honorable  genUeman  is  mistaken  ;  I  will  give  the  sense  of  the  treaty 
firom  memory: 

Article  ist  says  the  army  shall  be  reduced  to  25,000  men,  who  will  remain  in  Mexico  to 
protect  our  interests  there.  8o  25,000  men  remain  for  no  fixed  time — till  France  chooses 
to  recall  them.  Now,  do  you  call  this  indefinite  f  No.  The  emperor  of  Mexico  reserves 
the  right  to  demand  the  return  of  our  troops,  in  proportion  as  the  Mexican  army  shall  be 
oiganizeil. 

Mr.  GuEHouLT.  But  we  can't  stay  so  long. 

A  voice.  No  interruption  ! 

Mr.  RovHEB.  Does  Mr.  Gueronlt  know  the  facts?  Does  he  know  that  there  is  already  a 
national  army  of  25.000  men  in  Mexico,  and  does  he  not  see  that  it  is  for  the  general  in- 
terest to  withdraw  these  troops,  so  expensive  to  the  emperor  of  Mexico  ?  A  Mexican  army 
is  organizing.  Mr.  Berryer  declared  yesterday  it  would  cost  the  Mexican  government 
thirty-seven  millions  this  year.  A  national  army  then  exists.  Our  soldiers  will  return 
as  soon  as  our  interests  no  longer  require  their  presence  there.  Each  day  brings  this  pe- 
riod nearer,  and  it  will  be  equally  welcome  to  both  nations. 

The  treaty  contains  nothing  contrary  to  the  declarations  of  the  legislature  ;  and  if  some 
are  pained  at  our  stay  in  Mexico,  I  care  little  about  them,  for  they  are  revolutionists,  who 
would  like  to  see  the  country  again  as  it  was  in  the  time  of  Juarez.  [Very  good,  very 
good.  J  The  treaty  is  above  criticism.  It  contains  nothing  but  what  conforms  to  the 
tiioughts  expressed  by  the  legislative  body  in  the  address.     [Good,  good  ] 

Th^is,  in  1864,  Mr.  Bouher  was  sorry  to  see  opposition  to  the  prolongation  of  our  stay  in 
Mexico,  because  all  who  opposed  it  were  revolutionittSf  eager  to  deliver  the  country  over  to  the  agi- 
UUtont  of  the  Juarez  tmet,  which  means  that  the  prompt  return  of  our  army  was  impossible. 
In  spite  of  the  allay  of  passion  and  increasing  prosperity  of  the  Mexican  empire ;  in  spite  of 
the  brilliant  picture  he  himself  had  drawn.

XIV. 

Tbe  dark  appreheDsions  of  1864  were  fortunately  dispelled  by  the  bright  prospects  in  the 
beginning  of  1865.  We  find  ourselves  in  presence  of  wishes,  hopes,  and  promises.  Tbe 
good  wishes  are  thu8  expressed  in  the  address  of  1866  : 

**  The  legislative  body  believes  with  you,  sire,  that  the  most  wisely  governed  nations 
cannot  always  avoid  external  complications;  and  when  they  do  come,  they  most  be  met 
firmly  and  without  illusion.  The  distant  expeditions  to  China,  Cochin-Cbina,  and  Mexico, 
succeeding  each  other,  have  disturbe  1  many  people  in  France  on  account  of  their  expense 
and  sacrifice.  We  acknowledf>e  that  they  are  calculated  to  inspire  respect  for  our  snbjtxrta 
and  our  flag  abroad,  and  tend  to  develop  our  commerce ;  and  we  shall  be  happy  to  see  the 
good  results  realized  that  your  Majesty  has  induced  us  to  hope  for." 

This  hope  is  explained  in  the  txpo»6oi  the  condition  of  the  empire  of  that  year,  where  w« 
find  the  following  line*  : 

**  The  emperor  Maximilian  has  assumed  the  crown  offered  to  him  by  the  national  will, 
and  his  arrival  has  happily  put  an  end  to  tbe  provisional  situation  of  Mexico.  The  em- 
peror's reception  in  the  capital,  and  all  through  the  country,  by  all  classes  of  people,  and 
the  support  of  influential  men  of  all  parties,  leave  no  doubt  about  the  wishes  of  an  im- 
mense majority  of  the  Mexican  people. 

'*  The  new  soverei^  will  gain  strength  and  confidence  by  these  manifestations,  which  will 
enable  him  to  complete  the  great  and  generous  mission  he  lias  so  resolutely  accepted. 
The  pacification  of  an  extensive  country,  where  robbery  was  sheltered  by  the  banner  of  a 
political  party,  could  not  be  accomplished  in  a  single  day  ;  yet,  thanks  to  the  soldiers  of 
our  expeditions  who  have  penetrated  every  part  of  the  country,  this  is  being  rapidly  accom- 
plished, and  so  the  return  of  our  forces  from  that  oountry  has  already  begun,  and  will  con- 
tinue, as  the  object  of  intervention  permits.  Functionaries  from  the  different  branches  of 
our  administration  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Mexican  government,  at  its  re- 
quest, to  assbst  in  the  interior  organization  of  aflairs." 

The  promise  offered  is  found  in  this  solemn  declaration  of  the  imperial  discourse  for  the 
session  of  1865  : 

**  Tlius  all  of  our  expeditions  are  drawing  to  a  close  ;  our  land  troops  have  evacoated 
China ;  the  navy  can  protect  our  settlements  in  Cochin-China  ;  our  army  in  Africa  is  going 
to  be  reduced  ;  that  in  Mexico  is  now  returning  ;  the  Roman  garrison  will  soon  return  ;  and 
when  we  close  the  temple  of  war,  we  can  proudly  inscribe  these  words  upon  a  new  trium- 
phal arch  : 

**  A  la  gloire  des  armies  Francaises  pour  les  victoires  remport^es  en  Europe,  en  Asle,  en 
Afrique,  et  en  Amdriquo. 

(**  To  the  glory  of  tbe  French  armies  for  victories  gained  In  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  and 
America.) 

**  Let  us  devote  ourselves  quietly  to  peaceful  labors. 

**  The  new  throne  is  gaining  strength  in  Mexico  ;  the  country  is  becoming  quiet ;  its  im- 
mense resources  are  being  developid.  This  is  the  happy  result  of  the  bravery  of  our  sol- 
diers, of  the  good  sense  of  the  Mexican  people,  and  of  the  intelligenoe  and  energy  of  the 
sovereign!"

My  Dear  Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  you  two  extracts  from  a  paper 
published  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  under  the  title  of  "  Diario  del  Imperio"  the 
organ  of  the  usurper  Maximilian,  in  its  numbers  of  the  20th  and  22d  of  January 
last,  containing  four  letters  from  Don  Antonio  Lopez  de  Santa  Anna,  who  has 
several  times  been  President  of  the  Mexican  republic,  showing  the  part  he  has 
taken  in  the  French  intervention  of  that  republic.

DOCUXCNTS  rOB  THB  HISTORY  OF  MEXICO. 

Antonio  Lopez  de  Santa  Anna,  wdL-menUd  qf  the  country,  General  of  Divithn,  Orand  Muter  of  the 
national  and  duUnguixhed  order  qf  Ouadalupe,  Knight  qf  the  Orand  Ctoat  of  the  royal  and  datin- 
guuhed  order  qf  CharUe  111^  and  President  qf  the  Mexican  repubUCy  to  ail  who  may  tee  iheaepraents 
greeting  .* 

Being  authorized  by  the  Mexican  nation  to  constitute  it  under  the  form  of  government  I 
maj  think  most  conveuient  to  ai^sure  its  territorial  integrity  and  national  independence  in 
the  most  advantageous  and  permanent  manner,  according  to  the  full  p)ower8  with  which  I 
am  invested,  and  considering  that  no  government  ih  more  suitable  to  a  nation  than  that  to 
which  it  has  been  accustomed  for  centuries  and  which  has  formed  its  peculiar  customs  ; 

Therefore,  and  to  this  end,  placing  full  confidence  in  the  patriotism  intelligence,  and 
zeal  of  Don  Jos^  Maria  Gutierrez  de  Estrada,  I  confer  upon  him,  by  these  presents,  the 
full  powers  necessary  to  enter  into  arrangements,  and  make  the  proper  offers  near  the  courts 
of  Loudon,  Parif ,  Madrid,  and  Vienna,  to  obtain  from  those  governments,  or  from  any  one 
of  them,  the  establishment  of  a  monarchy,  derived  from  any  of  the  royal  races  of  those 
powers,  under  qualifications  and  conditions  to  be  established  by  special  instructions. 

In  faiih  whereof,  I  have  caused  these  presents  to  be  issued,  signtfd  by  my  hand,  author- 
ized by  the  seal  of  the  nation  and  counterbigned  by  the  minister  of  relations,  all  under  the 
prop>er  reserve,  in  the  national  palace  of  Mexico,  on  the  first  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and 
fifty-fonr.

Mt  Yirt  Dear  Friknd  :  The  news  yon  have  been  kind  enough  to  oommunicate  t  >  me,  in 
your  esteemed  favor  of  the  Slst  October,  received  by  the  last  mail,  gave  me  very  great 
pleasure,  because  it  is  so  interesting  that,  if  it  can  be  realized,  our  country  will  be  saved 
from  rnin. 

God  grant  that  our  dreams  may  come  to  pass  as  soon  as  possible  ( 

The  candidate  you  mention  (his  Imperial  Highness  Archduke  Ferdinand  Maximilian)  is 
unexceptionable,  and  I  therefore  hasten  to  give  my  approbation.  Do  me  the  favor,  then,  to 
inform  him  of  it,  as  well  as  our  friends,  but  with  all  reserve,  for  you  well  know  that  in 
politics  there  are  things  that  must  not  be  published  before  the  proper  time,  on  account  of 
the  harm  that  might  be  caused. 

I  think  the  allied  forces  will  reach  Vera  Cruz  early  in  next  January,  and  their  arrival 
will  be  a  cause  of  great  rejoicing  to  all  good  Mexicans,  because  they  will  not  be  regarded 
as  a  threatening  enemy,  but  as  benefactors,  to  save  them  from  the  worst  of  tyrannies. 

Public  opinion  will,  undoubtedly,  soon  pronounce  in  favor  of  whatever  suits  the  people. 

Convinced  that  the  time  to  act  has  come,  I  am  ready  to  return  immediately  to  my  native 
land,  determined  to  labor  with  all  my  strength  till  the  realization  of  the  undertaking  is 
completed.  I  will  let  you  know  of  my  departure  from  this  island  by  the  mail  of  the  17th 
of  December,  and  I  will  tell  you  where  to  address  your  letters  to  me. 

Now  you  see,  my  friend,  I  am  not  dozing  when  the  work  is  to  be  commenced,  and  my 
acts  accord  with  my  words. 

If  I  am  permitted  to  see  my  country  constituted  in  a  way  to  make  it  prosperous  and 
happy  in  the  future  before  I  close  my  eyes  in  death,  I  shall  be  extremely  gratified. 

X)OQ*t  fail  to  send  me  all  the  news  you  get.

St.  Thomas,  December  22,  1863. 
SiRi :  When  I  heard  that  a  considerable  number  of  my  fellow-countrymen,  actuated  by 
the  purest  patriotism,  had  fixed  upon  your  Boyal  Highness  to  be  oalled  to  the  throne  of 
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Mexico,  my  soul  overflowed  with  pleasure.  If  it  had  been  in  my  power  to  accompanj  tbe 
Mexican  commission,  your  Imperial  Highness  would  have  heard  from  the  mouth  of  one  el 
the  noblemen  of  independence,  from  one  who  held  for  many  years  the  first  place  aiDco^ 
his  fellow-citiEens,  the  ratification  of  what  the  worthy  president  of  the  coantry  expreaRi 
with  so  much  eloquence  and  sincerity. 

Tes,  sire,  in  having  the  honor  to  greet  your  Imperial  Highness,  with  the  rest  of  my 
countrymen,  as  the  emperor  of  Mexico,  and  to  offer  yon,  respectfally,  mj  humble  serrioca, 
I  can  assure  you,  without  flattery,  that  my  attachment  to  your  august  persoa  is  boundlcB ; 
and  since  distance  deprives  me  of  the  pleasure  of  appearing  personally  in  yonr  presence,  ay 
pen  will  do  that  duty  from  my  present  place  of  residence,  hoping  yonr  Imperial  Highnri 
will  receive  the  expression  of  my  sentiments  with  your  accustomed  benevolence. 

I  may  also  assure  your  Imperial  Highness  that  the  voice  raised  in  Mexico  to  prodala 
your  respected  name  is  not  the  voice  of  a  party.  An  immense  majority  of  the  nation  dmn 
to  restore  the  empire  of  the  Montezumas,  with  your  Imperial  Highness  at  its  head,  bellcTxag 
it  to  be  the  only  remedy  for  existing  ills,  and  the  ultintate  anchor  of  its  hopes.  Accept, 
then,  in  absolute  confidence,  the  enthusiastic  Mexican  vote,  and  come  courageously  to  thd 
Mexican  shores,  certain  of  receiving  the  demonstrations  of  love  and  profound  respect,  b»> 
lieving,  at  the  same  time,  tliat  your  agreeable  presence  will  sufl^ce  to  restore  hanaoor 
throughout  the  land.  The  occasion  is  propitious.  Your  Imperial  Highness  cao  make  the 
Mexicans  happy  by  placing  your  name  among  those  of  the  heroes  blessed  by  posterity. 

The  vast,  beautiful,  and  fertile  soil  of  Mexico  abounds  in  elements  to  form  a  first-daa 
empire  on  the  American  continent ;  consequently  it  is  no  insignificant  power  that  is  oSorcd 
to  your  Imperial  Highness.  Ttue,  the  country  has  suffered  from  anarchy  for  half  a  cen- 
tury ;  but  under  the  auspices  of  peace,  with  a  paternal,  just,  and  enlightened  govemmcfit, 
Its  resources  will  be  restored  in  a  few  years,  and  it  will  be  the  admiration  of  the  worid. 
Would  to  Heaven  I  could  see  this  before  I  end  my  days  1 

I  hope  your  Imperial  Highness  will  condescend  to  acknowledge,  in  the  dean  of  the  Mex- 
ican army,  a  devoted  and  disinterested  Mend,  a  very  obedient  servant,  who  wishes  yos 
the  greatest  happiness  and  fervently  kisses  the  imperial  hands  of  your  Imperial  Highness.

What  remains  to  be  done  now  is  to  take  advantage  of  this  propitious  occasion  to  realise 
my  long-cherished  desires,  remembering  that  such  an  opportunity  never  occurs  twice. 

What  you  have  to  do  is  to  remind  the  governments  near  which  you  are  accredited  of 
your  Ibrmer  petitions,  insisting,  especially,  that  Mexico  cannot  have  a  lasting  peace  nntfl 
the  disease  is  radically  cured,  and  the  only  remedy  is  the  substitution  of  a  constitutioial 
empire  for  that  farce  called  a  republic.  Those  nations  can  select  one  jointly.  Remind 
them,  also,  that  I  am  now,  more  than  ever,  disposed  to  carry  out  that  idea,  and  that  I  will 
labor  without  ceasing  to  effect  it. 

I  do  not  wish  to  depreciate  the  nationa1it>*  of  Mexico.  My  sole  desire  Is  to  establi^  s 
government  of  order,  to  repair  the  damages  of  party  strife,  and  to  make  the  Me-xicans  con- 
tented by  restoring  the  Catholic  religion,  now  almost  extmct,  in  a  country  that  i»ed  to  be 
famed  for  its  respect  and  love  for  religion. 

I  be^  you  to  communicate  my  resolve  to  our  mutual  friend  Mr. ,  who  I  hope  will 

use  all  his  influence  in  aid  of  the  triumph  of  correct  principles. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  say  to  you  that  since  the  profanation  of  our  churches,  I  have 
determined  to  become  the  avenger  of  so  many  sacrilegious  outrages,  trusting  that  Ptori- 
dence  will  give  me  strength  to  carry  out  my  lesolution.        o        o        o        o        j  -^^ 
improved  much  lately,  and  hope  soon  to  be  in  Mexico.

I  must  ioform  you  that  a  regiment  of  the  Foreign  Legion,  consisting  of  twelve  hundred 
men,  left  Oran  for  Vera  Cruz,  seven  days  ago,  in  a  ves^I  that  came  for  them  from  Toulon, 
after  taking  on  a  quantity  of  ammunition  there. 

This  was  done  in  the  greatest  secrecy  ;  even  the  newspapers  do  not  mention  it.  It  is 
likely  the  United  States  consul  in  Algiers  or  Oran  has  informed  his  government  of  it. 

It  is  also  certain  that  arrangements  are  pending  between  Paiis  and  Vienna  to  send  an 
army  corx)S  of  Austrians  to  Mexico.

THE  YELLOW  BOOK. 

The  Yellow  Book,  containing  the  diplomatic  documents  communicated  to  the  Chambers, 
came  out  yesterday.  These  documents  relate  to  the  affairs  of  Italy  and  Rome ;  to  the 
visits  of  the  French  and  English  squadrons ;  to  the  navigation  of  the  Danube ;  tb  the 
Lebanon  question ;  to  the  affair  of  Greece  ;  to  the  United  States  ;  to  the  affair  of  Chili ;  to 
the  affairs  of  the  Plate ;  to  the  negotiations  with  Japan  ;  to  the  extradition  treaty  between 
France  and  England ;  to  commercial  affairs—Sweden,  Norway,  Zollverein,  Netherlands, 
Spain  ;  to  an  internatioiial  sanitary  conference  ;  in  fine,  to  the  United  States  correspondence 
relative  to  the  affturs  of  Mexico. 

Underneath  this  summary  table  we  find  the  following  note  :  ^ 

*  *A8  the  publication  of  the  coiTespondence  on  the  subject  of  Mexico  at  this  time  might 
present  some  inconveniences  on  account  of  pending  negotiations,  the  govern  meat  of  the 
'  Emperor  reserves  it  for  subsequent  communication  to  the  grand  state  bodies."

Further  on,  at  the  head  of  the  correspondence  relative  to  Mexican  afhirs,  we  find  another 
note  of  this  tenor : 

**Ia  postponing  the  publication  of  the  papers  relating  to  Mexico,  the  intention  of  the 
government  of  the  Emperor  was  also  to  defer  that  of  the  United  States  upon  the  same  qiica- 
tion  ;  but  it  is  now  thought  unnecessary  to  delay  the  communication  of  that  correeponderce 
any  longer,  as  publicity  has  been  given  in  America  to  the  documents  presented  to  Coo- 
grese." 

It  appears  from  this  note  that  there  are  other  documents  relative  to  Mexico  remaining  to 
be  published  ;  in  other  words,  the  correspondence  already  published  does  not  embrace  all 
the  Mexican  documents,  but  only  those  documents  relative  to  the  reclamations  of  the  United 
States. 


UNITKD  STATES  CORRESPONDENCE  IN   RELATION  TO  MEXICAN  AFFAIRS. 
The  MiniiUr  of  Foreign  Affain  to  M.  Gtoffroyi^  chargi  d'affaira  at  Wathinytan. 

Paeis,  March  23,  1865. 

Sir  :  The  United  States  charge  d'aflfiaires  has  made  the  communication  of  which  you  gave 
me  notice.  Without  formal  instructions  from  his  government,  (so  he  said,)  Mr.  Bigelow 
read  me  Mr.  Seward's  dt-spatch,  ihe  substance  of  which  I  will  now  give. 

Ihe  people  of  the  United  States,  said  the  Secretary  of  State,  have  now  but  one  thought, 
from  which  no  consideration  can  divert  them,  namely,  the  reconstruction  of  the  Union. 
To  effect  this  they  are  lesolved  to  make  every  sacrifice,  to  recoil  from  no  obstacle,  and  to 
triumph  over  every  resietance. 

They  desire  that  the  crisis  through  which  they  are  now  passing  may  not  affect  their  rela- 
tions with  foreign  states ;  but  their  sentiments  towards  them  will  chiefly  be  inspired  by 
the  di&pofeitions  they  are  supposed  to  have  towards  us  in  present  circumstances.  Sympa- 
thizing with  those  they  think  favorable  to  the  end  they  wi«*h  to  attain,  the  people,  by  the 
naturul  effect  of  the  contewt  they  are  subtaining,  are  inclined  to  feel  considerable  irritation 
against  those  who  encourage  their  adversaries,  or  who  provoke  by  their  wishes  a  result 
contrary  to  that  which  they  aie  contending  for  at  the  price  of  so  many  sacrifices.  Now 
it  is  generally  believed  in  the  United  States,  rightly  or  wrongly,  that  the  French  gorem- 
ment  would  consider  a  definitive  separation  of  the  American  Union  into  two  diKtiuct  con- 
federations  as  the  most  desirable  consequence  of  the  present  war. 

W  ith  the  present  state  of  mind  in  Ameiica,  this  opinion  upon  the  tendencies  of  the 
French  government  might  change  the  feelings  of  friendship  so  long  entertained  for  Frano?, 
and  imbitter  the  relations  between  the  two  countries.  The  federal  government,  though 
not  amenable  to  popular  impressions,  is  obliged  to  regard  them,  and  woula  be  pleased  to 
see  the  French  cabinet  take  an  occasion  to  manifest  their  sentiments  towards  the  Ame^can 
Union ;  a  manifestation  of  that  nature  would  help  to  direct  or  reform  the  opinion,  and 
prevent  it  from  being  perverted  by  thoughtless  prejudices. 

I  told  the  United  States  chargd  d'affaires  that  we  might  be  excused  from  replying  to 
suppositions  that  had  nothing  to  justify  them,  and  to  which  we  are  conscious  of  having 
furnished  no  pretext.  I  added,  however,  that  I  woirid  hare  no  hesitation  to  enter  into 
frank  explanations  with  the  federal  government  of  the  attitude  observed  by  us  since  the 
beginning  of  the  American  cri^is,  and  to  manifest  once  more  our  desire  that  no  misunder- 
standing or  equivocation  should  subsist  between  us.  It  is  not  necessary  for  FriiQce  to 
recall  the  part  she  took  at  the  fouMding  of  the  great  American  republic.  Still  faithful  to 
her  sympathies,  she  has  had  the  pleasure  to  see  her  interests  accord  with  her  sentimeotsin 
the  continued  development  of  the  commercial  relations  of  the  two  countries ;  and  it  is 
with  sincere  regret  she  haa  regarded  the  terrible  conflict  that  endangered  a  state  whose 
prosperity  and  grandeur  she  has  always  desired. 

lit  is  sirperfluous  to  say  that  we  have  remained  absolute  strangers  to  the  ciicumstances, 
altogether  internal,  that  have  brought  about  the  separation  of  the  north  and  south,  in  the 
centre  of  the  Union  ;  but  we  may  mention  that  we  have  not  ceased  to  deplore  the  events 
that  hnve  been  the  consequence ;  that  we  had  always  expressed  ourselves  in  regard  to  it 
in  the  most  explicit  manner,  under  all  circumstances,  even  declariug  ourselves  ready  to 
interpose  our  good  oftices  if  they  should  at  any  time  be  thought  necessary  to  the  success  of 
an  attempt  at  reconciliation. 

Facts,  however,  strike  everybody  with  incontrovertible  authority.  The  war  broke  out, 
over  an  extensive  territory,  between  the  two  factions  of  the  Union,  and  has  sustained  aa 
equilibrium  for  four  years,  kept  up  by  large  regular  armies  obeying  conbtituted  govert- 
meuts.  It  was  impossible  for  foreign  powers  not  to  recognize  the  parties  engaged  in  sect 
a  conflict  as  l^elligerents,  and  to  grant  them  such  characters  allowed  by  the  law  of  naticns. 
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The  government  of  the  Ennperor  could  not  then  hesitate  to  proclaim  his  consequent 
duty  of  strict  neutrality.  Held  responsible  for  his  deeds,  he  abet  lined  from  every  resolu- 
tion tending  to  prejudge  the  issue  of  a  struggle  to  be  decided  by  the  force  of  arms  and  the 
will  of  God. 

It  was  not  his  place  to  say,  without  meddling  in  aflfairs  that  concerned  the  people  of  the 
Unitt^d  States  alone,  what  should  be  the  terms  of  reconciliation,  the  object  we  so  ardently 
dr-fcdred.  Without  expressing  any  opinion  on  the  subject,  he  has  continued  to  maintain 
diplomatic  relations  with  the  federal  governmmt,  and  absfciin-jd  from  all  official  inter- 
course with  the  power  existing  in  Richmond.  The  gov^rnmint  of  the  Emperor  has  there- 
fore conformei  in  all  Its  acts  to  a  strict  and  loyal  observan  m  of  its  declarations  of  neutrality 
by  sivino^  a  friendly  character  t>  its  attitude  towards  the  Union. 

We  do  not  doubt  but  the  good  sense  of  the  American  people,  laying  aside  the  passions 
of  the  struggle  they  are  maintaining,  will  do  justice  to  our  intentions  and  our  conduct 
towards  them.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  government  to  enlighten  the  people  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, and  direct  their  judgment.  We,  too.  must  beware  of  false  impressions,  and  defend 
public  opinion  against  ill-founded  suggestions  While  it  in  represcntel  in  the  United 
States  that  France  advocate:?  disunion,  it  io  repeated  in  Europe  that  the  United  States  are 
only  waiting  for  the  end  of  their  civil  war  to  pounce  upon  Mexico  and  tear  down  a  flag, 
the  accidental  vicinity  of  which,  it  seems  to  us,  ought  to  inspire  different  sentiments  in 
those  who  are  now  defending  the  work  of  the  founders  of  the  American  republic.  We 
reject  such  suppositions;  we  expect  a  complete  reciprocity  of  amicable  proceedings  from 
the  cabinet  at  Washington,  and  a  similar  observance  of  the  rules  of  neutrality.  We  are 
pleased  with  the  assurances  that  Mr.  Seward  has  given  us  on  that  point.  The  exalted 
intelligence  of  that  great  statesman  protects  him,  we  are  sure,  from  the  prepossessions  and 
prejudices  that  events  in  Mexico  may  have  excited  in  some  minds.  We  trust  that  these 
fdly*e  impressions  will  disappear  before  a  more  calm  and  sound  consideration  of  the  true 
interests  of  the  American  people. 

We  Went  to  Mexico  to  obtain  redress  and  satisfaction  for  grievous  wrongs,  denying  from 
the  first,  as  we  have  always  done  since  on  all  occasions,  every  intention  of  a  settlement  or 
of  territorial  acquisition.  Our  intervention  ha8.p>ermitted  reconstruction  in  that  country, 
on  conditions  much  more  favorable  than  the  former  governments  to  the  development  of 
its  social  life  and  prosperity.  Wo  presume  there  is  nothing  in  that  to  alarm  the  United 
States,  and  therefore  we  refuse  to  believe  the  designs  attributed  to  them.  Whatever  m  ly 
be  the  result  of  this  struggle  in  the  United  States,  we  think  the  best  employment  the 
States  of  North  America  can  make  of  their  forces  and  available  resources  will  be  to  repair 
the  n^vages  of  war.  We  cannot  believe  they  are  thinking  of  using  them  in  an  expensive 
and  unjust  war  against  a  country  that  has  never  given  them  cause  of  complaint — ^in  a  war, 
in  fact,  (and  we  say  it  now  because  we  do  not  wish  to  repeat  it,)  in  which  circumstances 
will  force  the  United  States  to  meet  and  oppose  a  power  that  was  once  their  ancient  ally. 

We  reject,  then,  these  suppositions,  condemned  by  our  reason.  We  hope  that  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  cabinet  at  Washington  in  regard  to  the  Mexican  government  will  continue 
to  confirm  onr  confid^fuce  in  their  wisdom.  As  we  are  neutral  in  the  politico- military 
struggle  in  the  United  States,  we  expect  their  neutrality  in  our  afiairs  in  Mexico.  As  we 
will  help  to  dissipate  the  doubts  that  exist  in  America  in  regard  to  our  sentiments  towards 
the  United  States,  we  would  be  pleased  to  sec  the  federal  government  give  us  grounds  to 
enlighten  European  opinion  in  regard  to  the  intentions  attributeil  to  it  by  prejudiced 
minds.

The  MiniUer  of  Foreign  Affairt  toMarquia  JUontholorif  French  minUttr  to  the  United  States, 

Paris,  May  2,  1865. 

Mabquis  :  In  a  conversation  with  the  United  States  minister  a  few  days  ago,  he  made 
known  to  me  the  dispositions  of  his  government  in  regard  to  Mexico,  and  read  me  several 
paftsages  from  despatches  addressed  to  him  by  Mr.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State. 

Mr.  Bigelowsaid  the  people  of  the  United  btates  were  attached  to  republican  institutions, 
and,  regarding  them  from  their  own  experience  as  most  suited  to  assure  the  prosperity  and 
greatness  of  a  nation,  could  not  favorably  look  upon  the  establishment  of  a  monarchy 
among  their  neighbors.  The  cabinet  at  Washington  had  to  adopt  the  same  opinion  ;  yet 
they  understood  that  peculiar  conditions  of  races,  climate,  geography,  past  habiis,  and  tra- 
ditions, might  incline  another  people  to  prefer  for  themselves  a  government  different  from 
that  which  was  thought  the  best  in  the  tlnited  States.  But  we  must  confess,  added  Mr. 
Bigelow,  that  the  trial  of  democratic  republican  institutions  for  half  a  century  in  Mexico 
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18  far  from  being  favorable,  and  hns  done  more  barm  tban  good  to  tbatnD fortunate  couDtrr. 
The  United  States  government,  therefore,  has  no  intention  to  oppose  the  experiment  now 
to  be  made  with  full  liberty  there  ;  nothing  could  be  more  contrary  to  its  principles  than 
to  prevent  a  neighboring  nation  from  choosing  at  pleasure  any  form  of  government.  Be- 
Bolved  to  observe  a  scrupulous  and  impartial  neutrality  in  regard  to  -what  is  passing  in 
Mexico,  we  hope  the  attitude  will  prevent  any  diliiculty  between  us. 

The  anxiety  caused  in  America  by  our  intervention  originated  from  the  fear  to  see  us 
inaugurate  a  systt-m  of  monarchical  propagandism  in  t^e  New  World,  and  was  increased 
by  the  idea  that  we  entertained  hostile  feelings  towards  the  cabinet  at  Wai^hington  during 
the  dreadful  crisis  that  was  rending  the  United  States.  The  federal  government  will  not 
be  deceived  by  these  hypotheses,  nor  deviate  from  tbe  line  of  conduct  il  ha«  tiaced  out,  as 
long  as  the  bonor  and  interests  of  the  rvpublic  are  not  injured. 

I  thanked  the  United  States  minister  for  the  assurances  he  gave  me  in  the  name  of  bis 
government,  and,  congratulating  him  on  the  wisdom  of  the  act,  X  took  a  note  of  his  decla- 
rations. I  reminded  him  that  our  Mexican  expedition  was  solely  to  sustain  the  just  claims 
of  our  citizens,  which  the  government  then  existing  in  Mexico  had  neither  the  will  nor  the 
)>ower  to  sustain.  That  government,  having  really  no  foundation,  though  some  provincial 
biigands  carried  its  colors,  fell  at  our  appiouch. 

With  our  assistiince  a  new  government  has  been  formed,  which  is  conscientiously  laboring 
to  effect  a  new  political  reorgiinizatiou,  promising  protection  to  all  interests,  and  a  peace 
and  security  long  unknown  in  that  wealthy  country.  Tliere  was  no  absolute  system  of 
monarchical  resiorHtion  in  our  conduct,  nor  the  leat*t  shadow  of  intentions  of  conquest  or 
propogandism.  Towards  the  United  States,  during  her  four  years  of  painful  trials,  we 
have  conhtantly  remained  faithful  to  the  duties  of  exact  neutrality  ;  and  we  have  always 
shown  our  desire  for  peace  in  a  country  that  has  shown  sympathy  for  us  since  its  founda- 
tion. The  few  flight  disagreements  that  have  unavoidably  risen,  despite  our  scrupulous 
impartiality,  show  how  hard  it  is  in  practice  not  to  deviate  from  promised  neutrality  with 
the  most  loyal  intentions. 

We  are  pleased  to  hope,  I  said  to  Mr.  Bigelow,  that  the  government  of  the  United  States 
will  soon  be  induced  to  establish  friendly  relations  with  the  new  government  of  Mexico. 
Commercial  interests,  moreover,  require  a  closer  relation  between  the  two  countries,  and  we 
hope  this  aI»*o  will  soon  be  accomplished  in  the  political  domain.

Monsieur  lb  Marqihs  :  In  the  course  of  an  interview  which  I  had  with  Mr.  Bigelow  on 
the  subject  of  raising  the  restrictive  measures  resulting  from  the  neutrality  of  France,  I 
reminded  the  United  States  minister  that  France  had  reason  to  reckon  on  the  vigilance 
and  firmness  of  his  government  to  prevent  or  repress  all  acts  which  might,  with  respect  to 
Mexico,  weaken  the  cordiality  of  our  relations.  I  also  spoke  to  him  of  the  reception 
accorded  to  you  by  President  Johnson.  1  repeated,  as  1  informed  you  on  the  30th  of  last 
month,  that  we  had  heard  with  pleasure  of  the  assurances  given  to  you  by  the  President 
of  the  friendly  dispositions  of  the  people  of  the  United  Stated  towards  us,  and  of  the  inten- 
tion of  that  government  to  preserve  the  tradition  of  them.  I  added  that  the  language 
addressed  to  you  by  Mr.  Johnson,  nevertheless,  called  for  an  observation  on  my  part.  I 
could  not,  indeed,  abstain  from  expressing  some  astonishment  at  seeing  the  President 
inaugurate  the  relations  of  his  government  with  the  representative  of  the  Emperor  by 
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referring  to  nn  anxiety  about  events  of  a  nature  calculated  to  disturb  them.  That  concern 
to  *'  anticipate  beyond  all  ordinary  prevision  eventualities  quite  unlikely,"  and  which  might 
compromise  the  good  relations  which,  U  is  affirmed,  there  is  a  sincere  denre  to  maintain,  did  not  appear 
to  tiie  the  hen  means  of  asmring  their  duration.  1  could  therefore  but  regret  the  expression  of 
that  excessive  aforethought,  especially  in  the  circumstance  when  it  had  occurred.  That 
portion  of  President  Johnson's  speech  is  no  doubt  addressed,  as  you  remark,  to  a  portion 
of  the  American  public,  and  has  been  sugi^ested  by  the  desire  of  conciliating  certain  national 
suiisccptibilities.  I  understand  it  as  such  ;  but  the  fact  must  not  be  forgotten,  as  my  duty 
"Wfw  to  remark  it  to  Mr.  Bigelow,  that  the  French  nation  also  has  its  susceptibilities,  which 
are  not  less  respectable,  and  to  avoid  wounding  which  is  equally  important.

Monsieur  le  Mabqcis  :  I  have  seen  with  satisfaction,  by  your  last  despatches,  that  the 
efforts  made  in  the  United  Slates  to  organize  an  armed  emigration  into  Mexico  continue  to 
lose  their  importance,  and  I  approve  of  the  terms  in  which  you  proposed  lo  treat  that  ques- 
tion with  Mr  Seward,  when  it  shall  be  possible  f)r  you  to  open  your  relations  with  him  in 
a  regular  and  consecutive  manner.  It  was  a  matter  of  great  interest  to  us,  in  presence  of 
the  projected  expeditions  to  Mexico  so  loudly  announced  in  the  United  States,  to  remind 
thti  cabinet  at  Washington  that  the  legislation  of  the  country  afforded  it  the  means  of 
opposing  an  obstacle,  if  such  were  its  wish,  to  enterprises  of  that  kind.  Bnt,  having  done 
tbis,  our  further  measures  must  depend  on  circumstances,  and  you  rightly  thought  the 
present  moment  inopportune  for  demanding  that  the  federal  government  should  publish  a 
new  proclamation  in  conformity  with  that  of  1818. 

The  feelings  with  which  the  cabinet  at  Washington  showed  itself  animated  on  this 
{>oint,  ani  of  which  I  have  recently  received  further  proof,  are  moreovt-r  Of  a  nature  to 
satisfy  us.  On  the  29th  of  last  month  Mr.  Bigelow  communicated  to  me  a.  letter  which 
he  had  just  received  from  Mr  Seward,  and  the  first  which  that  minister  had  written,  or 
rather  dictated,  since  the  events  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  victims.  In  it  Mr.  Seward 
protests  against  the  apprehensions  which  the  hasty  language  of  certain  Ameiican  journals 
had  given  birth  to  in  France  He  affirms,  in  the  most  formal  terms,  that  the  existing 
government  maintains  the  policy  adopted  by  the  previous  administration  relative  to  Mexico, 
aud  on  which  the  representative  of  the  Union  had  been  many  times  charged  to  transmit 
explanations  to  me.  The  Washington  cabinet  is  still  resolved  to  observe  neutrality  in  this* 
matter.  It  is  persuaded  that  the  instructions  given  by  the  Attorney  General  to  the  district 
attorneys  will  sutBce  to  prevent  illicit  armaments ;  and  that  if,  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  the 
government,  some  few  irregular  acts  should  occur,  such  acts  would  have  no  importance, 
and  could  not  trouble  either  France  or  Mexico.  I  have  received  thete  declarations  with 
plt-asure,  and  I  am  bappj  to  know  that  the  facts  related  in  your  correspondence  confirm 
the  assurances  which  were  spontaneously  given  by  Mr.  Seward.

Mabquis  :  News  from  the  United  States  shows  us  the  particular  importance  attached  to 
confederate  emigration  to  Mexico  in  that  country,  and  how  much  the  public  mind  is  now 
occupied  with  the  pretended  territorial  or  mining  grants  that  the  government  of  the  Em- 
peror seeks  to  claim. 

The  fall  of  the  southern  confederacy  has  hastened  the  time  for  the  Mexican  government 
to  open  relations  of  good  fellowship  with  the  cabinet  at  Washington.  The  .very  delicata 
question  of  confederate  emigration  is,  in  my  opinion,  the  first  step  towards  an  alliance,  if 
it  be  frankly  and  openly  considered.  It  could  not  then  fail  to  attract  the  attention  of  the 
emperor  Maximilian.  From  what  our  ministei  in  Mexico  writes  me,  his  Majesty  intends 
to  welcome  emigrants  to  his  territory  under  the  following  conditions  :  If  they  are  anned 
and  organized,  they  must  lay  down  their  arms  at  the  frontier  ;  they  must  take  an  oath  of 
obe<lience  to  the  Mexican  government,  with  a  promise  not  to  engage  in  any  attempt  against 
a  friendly  or  neighboring  government.  If  they  wish  to  settle  as  planters,  they  shall  repair 
to  designated  localities,  and  not  establish  them^ielves  upon  the  frontier  of  the  United  States, 
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nor  upon  the  isthmus  of  Tehaantepec.     Generals  Almonte  and  Bobles  are  to  be  sent  to  tfa& 
Unittd  States  by  the  emperor  to  ask  for  the  acceptance  of  thefie  conditions. 

According  to  my  information,  they  will  express  themselves  about  in  these  terms  it 
Washington  :  *♦  We  have,"  they  will  say  to  the  federal  government,  '*  neither  crrated  aor 
dt-Hiied  the  situation  imposed  upon  us.  Remnants  of  confederate  armies  or  exiled  cit!x«B» 
a^k  an  asylum  of  us  ;  the  cont^equence  for  us  is  various  obligations  which  we  do  Dot  vt^ 
to  avoid  We  wish  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  humanity  towards  the  conquered  that  the  fate 
of  war  has  compelled  to  quit  their  country.  We  wish  to  take  advautage  of  this  for  oci- 
selves  and  make  Mexico  protit  by  the  activity  and  energy  of  men  who  come  to  seek  a  new 
country  among  us  :  in  fine,  we  do  not  wish  to  quarrel  with  our  neighbors,  but  onr  hope, 
on  the  contrary,  is  to  form  and  keep  up  good  and  profitable  relations  with  the  AiiKrr»a 
Union.  To  reconcile  thtse  different  necehsities,  we  will  welcome  the  tonfideratea  ;  batw« 
propose  to  disarm  them  on  their  arrival  into  Mexican  teriitory,  if  they  come  with  arois; 
to  remove  them  from  the  frontier  into  the  interior  of  the  country,  where  we  will  give  tben* 
lands  and  facilitnte  their  definitive  settlement  according  to  their  capabilities.'* 

We  can  but  npprove  of  this  conduct  in  general.  It  has  suggested  to  me,  howerer,  oo« 
observation.  If  it  i»>  netesj^ar)-  to  remove  the  Americans  from  the  territory  of  the  UnioD, 
it  would  not  seem  to  me  wise  to  interdict  every  American  emigrant  the  faculty  of  estab- 
lishing himself  in  the  mining  districts,  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  federal  government,  ia 
case  it  did  happen,  should  be  offended  at  it.  No  matter  about  the  details  of  the  emperor 
Maximilian's  plans  ;  this  seems  to  us  the  proper  time  to  carry  them  out.  Such  langna^, 
clear,  plain,  practical,  I  think  would  be  heard  and  understood  at  Washington. 

As  to  the  recent  report,  newly  propagated  in  the  United  States,  attributini?  to  12s  the 
project  of  seeking  territorial  acquisitions  or  privileges  for  working  mining  districts,  jrra 
know  they  have  aV>Folutely  no  foundation.  You  know  better  than  anybody  else  what  ai« 
our  intentions  in  that  particular,  for  it  was  to  you  I  communicated  them  on  the  30th  of 
November  last,  and  )ou  gave  notice  of  them  to  the  Mexican  government.  The  viows  of 
the  government  of  the  Emperor  have  not  varied  since  that  time.  It  is  firmly  reasolvei  not 
to  accept  the  cession  of  any  portion  of  Mexican  teriitory,  and  to  decline  all  propoi^ls  for 
concef'sion  of  mines  in  Sonora.  You  must  s-iy  this  openly  everywhere,  so  as  to  leave  no 
doubt  in  minds,  and  to  icmove  every  pretext  for  similar  allegations.

MoNSiEUE  LE  Maequis  .*  The  minister  of  the  United  States  addressed  to  me  on  the  let  instaot 
the  note  of  which  you  will  find  a  copy  annexed  In  the  answer,  of  which  a  copy  is  a'» 
givtn,  which  I  sent  by  the  Emperor's  command  to  this  communication,  I  felt  bound  tod<s 
Clare  to  Mr.  Bigelow  that,  always  ready  to  reply  to  demands  for  explanj^tions  addressed  to 
us  in  a  friendly  manner,  tee  could  not  thmk  of  responding  to  irUerpellations  ncprested  m  a  fhreatmmg 
tone  Tihftve  to  vague  aihgatiom  founded  on  equivocal  documents.  At  the  samt;  time  I  took  the  op- 
portunity afford  e>l  bv  the  communication  of  the  minister  of  the  United  States,  to  remind  him 
that,  an  observers  of  a  scrupulous  neutrality  in  all  the  internal  questions  which  may  agiute 
or  divide  the  American  Union,  we  were  entitled  to  rely  ou  the  exact  and  loyal  recipnidty 
promised  to  us  on  bis  part  with  regard  to  the  affairs  of  Mexico.  We  do  rely  on  it,  in  fact, 
and  yet  we  are  unable  to  conceal  from  ourselves  that  there  is  some  difficulty  in  conciliating 
certain  recent  facts  and  manifestations,  of  which  we  cannot  mistake  the  character,  with  the 
assurances  we  have  received. 

Wo  know  that  our  expedition,  its  consequences,  the  establishment  of  a  monarchy  la 
Mexico,  have  been  vit^wed  with  displeasure  in  the  United  States ;  we  have  bften  told  this, 
and  we  regret  it.  But  a  displeasure  does  not  constitute  a  grievance,  a  sentiment  doe«  not 
create  a  right ;  and  the  peace  of  the  world  would  be  exposed  to  continual  daneers  if  each 
State,  in  its  relations  with  its  neighbors,  were  to  conduct  itself  solely  to  suit  its  own  con- 
veniences or  preferences.  In  a  free  country  par  exoUetue^  like  the  United  States,  it  should 
be  known  th.-tt  the  liberty  and  the  right  of  each^State  or  individual— have  for  liiuits  the 
liberty  and  right  of  others. 

/  liave  rtot  here  to  justify  our  expedition  to  Mexico.  Obliged  to  do  ©mselves  justice,  we  went 
to  Mexico  to  seek  the  satisfaction  which  had  betnol>8tinately  refused  us.  We  yielded  lo  o  w- 
cessitt/  of  the  same  nature  as  that  whirh  had,  at  another  epoch,  conducted  the  Ameriran  arm*  to  tMe  cipi' 
tal  of  Mexico.  The  Union  exercised  the  rights  of  victory  in  all  their  plenitude  by  mnexing  a  rutt  SloU. 
France  does  net  go  so  fur ;  ire  shall  leave  Mexico  wtthaut  arquiring  an  inch  of  soU,  and  without  w- 
aerving  to  ourselves  any  advantage  not  common  to  all  other  powars.     After  our  formal  deda- 
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TAtions  on  this  subject,  and  the  catej^orical  denials  we  bave  opposed  to  all  contrary  allega- 
1.1008,  we  are  dispensed  from  replying  to  the  perRistent  rumors  of  territorial  cessions,  by  means 
of  which  endeavors  are  made  to  keep  up  irritation  against  us  in  the  United  States.  The 
semblance  of  a  government  against  which  we  made  war  disappeared  at  our  approach.  Far 
from  pretending  to  dispose  of  the  country,  we  invited  and  encouraged  it  to  dispose  of  it>e]f. 
In  a  communication  which  Mr.  Bigelow  did  me  the  honor  t«>  address  to  me  on  the  12th 
Jone  last,  he  was  pleased  to  acknowledge  that  the  success  of  republican  institutions  in  Span- 
i«li  America  had  not  been  such  as  to  encourage  the  United  States  to  attempt  propagating 
tliem  otherwise  than  by  example,  and  that,  in  fine,  any  government  which  should  he  acctptable  to 
the  Mexicans  would  satisfy  the  United  States.  There  is  no  reason  to  be  astonished,  therefore,  that 
Mexico,  enlightened  by  disastrous  experience,  should  endeavor,  undera  system  better  adapted 
to  its  instinctrt,  to  escape  from  the  anarchical  chaos  into  which  it  had  been  plunged  by  an  in- 
-terminable  series  of  revolutions. 

A  movement  took  place  in  the  sense  of  monarchical  ideas  in  favor  of  a  lilieral  prince,  l)e. 
longing  to  a  dynasty  certainly  illustrious  among  all,  but  attached  to  us  by  no  bond,  and  with 
-wliich  we  had  just  been  at  war.  The  Archduke  Maximilian,  called  by  the  suffrages  of  the 
country,  and  proclaimed  emperor,  now  exercis^-s  the  sovereign  rights  conferred  on  him  by 
tlio  Mexican  nation.  No  other  constituted  power  exists  on  Mexican  soil.  An  ex-President, 
flying  from  village  to  village,  is  no  more  a  head  of  a  government  than  a  few  bands  of  gueril- 
las, pillaging  and  infesting  the  high  roads,  are  armies.  Can  the  cabinet  of  Washington  be 
i^i^iiorant  of  that  state  of  things?  It  has  itself,  during  four  years,  contested  the  character 
of  a  rei^ular  power  to  the  government  residing  at  Richmond.  Are  we  not  allowed  to  ask  by 
-what  signs  it  recognizes  in  the  person  of  M.  Juarez  the  attributes  of  sovereignty  ? 

Our  right,  resulting  from  injury  done  to  our  interests,  took  us  to  Mexico.  We  are  un- 
willing to  leave  anarchy  behind  us,  because  we  do  not  wish  to  have  fresh  wrongs  to  avenge, 
or  interests  again  compromised  to  defend.  We  have  already  withdrawn  some  of  our  troops, 
and  we  shall  recall  them  all  gradually,  according  to  the  re-establishment  of  order  and  the 
pacification  of  the  country.  We  look  forward  with  the  sincerest  wishes  to  the  day  when  the 
la!«t  French  soldier  shall  quit  Mexico.  Those  whom  our  pretience  disturbs  or  incommodes 
may  contribute  to  the  approach  of  that  moment.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  excitements 
from  outside  keep  up  agitation.  Let  those  encouraijements  cease  ;  let  them  allow  that  un- 
fortunate country,  weary  of  anarchy,  to  become  tr.tnquil  and  organize  itself  under  a  gov- 
ernment cal  en  lated  to  heal  the  wounds  inflicted;  order  and  tranquillity  will  soon  be  es- 
tablished, and  the  term  assigned  for  our  occupation  will  be  greatly  abri«lged.  But  the  fact 
should  be  well  borne  in  mind  that  we  are  not  in  the  habit  of  hastening  our  steps  on  account 
of  haughty  injunctions  or  threatening  insinuations. 

You  will  have  the  goodness.  Monsieur  le  Marquis,  to  take  in  the  full  meaning  of  this  de- 
spatch, and  to  communicate  those  explanations  to  the  federal  government.  They  have  for 
object,  and  we  desire  that  they  should  have  for  effect,  to  clear  up  the  situation  and  remove 
all  doubts  as  to  our  intentions.  We  hope  for  a  reply  in  the  t-amo  spirit  of  frankness  and 
conciliation  that  has  dictated  our  own  language.  It  is  not  worthy  of  two  great  nations  to 
allow  anything  equivocal  to  subsist  between  them,  and  their  governments  would  incur  a 
severe  blame  in  history,  and  a  grave  responsibility  at  the  present  time,  if,  in  default  of  pre- 
liminary explanation,  they  were  to  abindon  to  the  chance  of  circumstances  and  unforeseen 
incidents  the  maintenance  of  their  gooii  relations  and  the  preservation  of  peace.  Confident 
in  the  straightforward  common  sense  of  the  American  people  and  the  enlightened  sagacity 
of  its  government,  we  are  unwilling  to  believe  that  temporary  impulses  can,  against  all  that 
is  common  to  us  both  in  old  reminiscences,  against  present  interests  and  future  prospects, 
prevent  a  truly  solid  and  durable  basis  for  the  alliance  between  the  two  countries.

MoKSiETTR  LI  Mabquis  :  I  have  received  the  despatch  which  you  addressed  to  me,  dated 
the  18th  July,  informing  me  that  the  mipsion  confided  to  M.  Degollado  by  the  Mexican  gov- 
eroment  had  completely  failed,  and  that  the  President,  on  refusing  to  receive  the  letter  of 
the  emperor  Maximilian,  of  which  that  emissary  was  a  bearer,  had  declined  all  kind  of  le- 
lations  with  him.  1  have  naturally  noticed  that  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  notifying  you 
of  this  decision,  took  the  occasion  to  declare  that  the  intention  of  the  cabinet  of  Washing- 
ton was  to  continue  their  policy  of  not  recognizing  in  Mexico  but  the  Mexican  republic  and 
its  president,  Mr.  Juarez.  If  this  declaration  of  the  federal  government  is  to  be  repretted 
on  eveiy  account,  it  is  not  less  so  to  have  it  provoked  by  an  attempt  which  was  at  least 
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premature.  The  cabinet  of  Mexico,  before  engaging  itself  in  smch  a  oonrse,  shoald  have 
been  sure  of  the  opportunity  and  probabilities  of  its  overtures,  and  procure  better  informa- 
tion about  the  disposition  with  which  they  would  be  met  in  Washington.  So  it  would 
have  spared  itself  a  disobligiug  reply,  and  prevented  the  occurrence  of  an  incid^it  annoyiog 
in  every  point  of  view.

Mabquis:  I  have  had  no  official  converpation  with  the  United  States  minister  rince  my 
answer  of  the  7th  of  August  to  his  preceding  communication.  Mr.  Bigelow  did  me  the 
honor  to  call  to  see  me  yesterday.  He  did  nut  come,  he  said,  to  answer  my  letter,  leaving 
that  case  to  his  government  if  it  thought  proper  to  answer  it ;  but  be  wanted  to  tcU  me 
personally  that  he  de«ired  to  maintain  friendly  relations  between  the  two  oountries,  and 
avoid  every  cause  of  irritation ;  that,  in  showing  me  documents  of  the  authenticity  of 
which  he  had  no  doubt,  he  had  only  thought  to  elicit  friendly  explanations  between  ns ; 
and  that  he  thought  be  had  not  departed  from  the  regard  that  representatives  of  govern- 
ments that  respect  and  honor  each  other  owe  to  each  other  in  all  discussions  in  the  note  he 
addressed  to  me  on  the  1st  of  August.  I  said  to  Mr.  Bigelow  thar,  doing  full  justice  to  his 
intentions,  I  had  never  intended  to  draw  him  personally  into  an  official  debate  between  our 
two  governments.  Ue  had  done  his  duty  in  transmitting  to  me  the  communication  be 
was  charged  to  deliver,  and  I  had  done  mine  by  answering  it  in  the  name  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Emperor.  For  my  part,  I  was  conscious  of  having  assumed  no  exaggerated 
susceptibility  on  the  occasion.  As  I  had  to  place  Mr.  Bigelow's  note  of  the  1st  of  August 
before  the  eyes  of  his  Majesty  and  his  ministers,  my  coUeigues,  it  was  their  unanimous 
impression  that  I  had  translated  in  the  answer  I  made  to  it. 

We  could  not  admit,  in  fact,  that  haughty  demurrer,  supported  by  documents  I  did  not 
care  to  dispute,  but  whose  diplomatic  value  I  denied.  I  added  that  I  would  never  refuM 
to  take  cognizance  of  all  papers  the  United  States  minister  would  communicate  to  me  as 
confidential,  as  means  to  explain  facts  concerning  the  relations  of  the  two  countries.  He 
would  find  me,  on  the  contrary,  always  ready  to  furnish  him  with  any  explanations  he 
might  desire  or  need,  either  from  the  minister  of  war  or  the  Mexican  government,  as  com- 
plementary of  the  information  it  would  be  necessary  for  me  to  have,  iu  order  to  answ^  his 
quetdlons. 

llie  conversation  on  this  point  being  exhausted,  Mr.  Bigelow  spoke  to  me  of  the  general 
disposition  of  opinion  in  the  United  States  in  regard  to  Mexico,  and  of  the  necessity  of  the 
f  edoral  government  to  leave  the  question  till  the  meeting  of  Congress,  the  policy  of  which  be 
could  not  determine  beforehand.  He  read  me  some  extracts  from  a  despatch  lately  receivt^ 
^rom  Mr.  t^eward.  Tbe  h^ecretary  of  State  approves  of  the  Unguage  of  the  United  States 
minister  at  Paris,  as  far  as  belligerents  are  concerned,  but  he  does  not  find  it  explicit 
enough  in  explaining  the  dispositions  of  the  American  people  in  regard  to  Mexican  affairs. 
Mr.  Seward  is  afraid  it  will  be  inferred  that  the  people  and  government  are  indifferent  to 
the  future  of  republican  institutions  in  America,  and  particularly  in  Mexico. 

Such  is  not  the  sentiment  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  expresses  bis 
confidence  that  American  nations  will  continue  to  prosper  under  republican  rule.  He  de- 
sires and  hopes  to  see  that  form  of  government  strengthened  and  perpetuated,  particularly 
in  Mexico.  He  recognizes  no  otber,  and  in  his  eyes  Juarez  is  the  personification  of  it  He 
recognizes  a  state  of  war  existing  between  France  and  the  Mexican  republic ;  he  will  not 
examine  the  causes,  nor  exprcBR  an  opinion  upon  the  wrongs  that  have  brought  it  on.  aod 
the  federal  government  is  resolved  to  observe  a  strict  neutrality  between  the  belligerents; 
but  he  hopes,  when  the  war  is  over,  republican  institutions  will  be  revived  in  Mexico. 

I  replied  to  the  United  States  minister  that  I  would  not  enter  into  a  dogmatic  disserta- 
tion upon  the  comparative  merits  of  monarchical  and  republican  institutions;  but  I  w« 
very  much  astonished  to  eee  existing  and  indisputable  facts,  recognized  by  legal  authority 
and  confiimed  by  the  fi-ee  suffrage  of  the  Mxican  nation,  ignoied  by  the  United  States. 
Time,  good  sense,  and  reflection,  I  ba^l  no  doubt,  would  have  their  influence  upon  tbe 
American  people,  and  banish  their  systematic  prejudices.  I  could  not  refrain  from  enter- 
ing a  formal  protest,  however,  against  the  persistence  of  the  Secretary  of  State  iu  consider- 
ing Juarez  itnd  his  wandering  bands  not  only  as  belligerenta,  but  as  the  recognijsed  chief  of 
a  regular  government. 

I  could  not  here  refrain  from  quoting  an  example  that  came  aptly  into  my  mind. 
When  we  recognized  the  south  as  belligerents,  the  federal  government  protested  against 
it ;  and  yet  a  constituted  power  resided  in  Bichmond,  was  obeyed  over  vast  territories, 
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levied  taxes,  was  defended  by  a  large  and  valiant  army,  commanded  by  acknowledged  chief- 
taius  ;  that  was  Furely  a  belligerent ;  yet  we  only  acknowledged  the  foct,  and  not  the  gov- 
eniment  that  used  these  imposing  forces,  and  we  had  no  intercourse  with  it.  Now  I  can 
find  no  similarity  in  the  situation  of  Mexico.  There  I  saw  an  ex  president  flying  from  vil- 
lage to  village,  and  I  asked  myself  by  what  mistake  they  could  suppose  him  to  be  invested 
with  the  rights  of  a  belligerent  and  the  attributes  of  a  government  chief 

But  in  this  particular  we  are  not  to  discuss  the  opinion  and  preference  of  the  United 
States  government ;  all  we  have  to  conpidur  is,  how  the  United  States,  acknowledging  two 
belligerents  in  Mexico,  can  keep  out  of  the  quarrel  and  observe  an  exact  neutrality  be- 
tween them.  This  is  what  I  said  to  Mr.  Bigelow.  He,  however,  called  my  attention  to 
the  irritation  caused  to  his  government  by  the  relation  that  he  supposes  has  existed  or  does 
still  exist  between  certain  confederate  chiefs  and  some  of  the  Mexican  authorities. 

New  attempts  to  trouble  the  American  Union  could  only  come  now  from  Texas,  and 
public  opinion,  already  su^-picious,  could  easily  be  deceived  by  simple  appearances,  if  they 
thought  that  the  atteiupts  were  organized  in  Mexico,  where  there  is  such  toleration  of  gov- 
ernment agents.  I*"  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  be  very  prudent  on  both  tddes,  and  to 
exanaine  every  incident  in  order  to  prevent  bitterness  and  causes  of  serious  conflict. 

I  answered  Mr.  Bigelow  that  the  government  of  the  emperor  Maximilian  had  anticipated 
bis  wish,  and  had  ordered  the  greatest  circum8(>ection  and  the  strictest  vigilance  among 
his  military  authorities  on  the  Texas  frontier  ;  that  they  must  know  that  in  Washington  ; 
and  we  advised  the  Mexican  government  to  execute  those  provisions  with  vigor,  promising 
to  do  all  we  could  to  assist  theui  in  it.  I  added  that  Mr.  Rigelow's  observations,  the  wis- 
dom of  which  I  recognized,  gave  me  the  occasion  to  repeat  our  recommendations  and  advice 
to  Mexico  on  this  important  point. 

In  the  course  of  our  conversation  Mr.  Bigelow  asked  me  of  the  state  of  affairs  in  Mexico, 
and  if  the  results  obtained  augured  favorably  for  the  consolidation  of  the  new  government, 
and  if  we  could  foresee  the  time  when  we  could  withdraw  our  troops  and  leave  her  to 
attend  to  her  own  affairs.  I  told  him  we  looked  with  confidence  up<jn  the  future  of  the 
Mexican  monarchy,  but  it  was  impossible  to  say  when  our  assistance  would  cea^e  to  be  ne- 
cersary  ;  power  had  been  organized  and  order  re  established,  and  we  had  actually  withdrawn 
some  of  our  troops.  They  must  know  that  we  wished  to  withdraw  them  all  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible ;  but  at  the  same  time  they  must  know  that  we  were  determined  not  to  quit  Mexico 
till  we  had  secured  the  interests  that  bad  brought  us  there,  and  insured  ourselves  against 
the  return  of  disorder  and  violence,. for  which  we  had,  like  others,  to  call  the  former  gov- 
ernment to  account. 

As  I  told  you,  marquis,  in  a  previous  despatch-  and  I  repeated  it  to  Mr.  Bigelow — the 
federal  government  can  contribute  greatly  to  hasten  the  moment  when  the  last  French 
soldier  is  to  quit  the  roil  of  Mexico.

M.  LB  Marquis  :  The  Emperor  recommends  to  you  very  particularly  the  contents  of  my 
despatch  to  you  of  this  date. 

In  writing  to  you  this  despatch  I  have  entered  upon  a  course  which  Mr.  Bigelow  himself 
inaugurated  some  days  ago.  At  the  end  of  a  conversation  upon  other  subjects,  that  min- 
ister asked  me,  in  his  own  name  and  without  prejudging  the  opinion  of  his  government,  if

M.  LI  Mabquis  :  I  have  had  a  conversation  recently  with  Mr.  Bigelow,  of  which  I  tLhk 
it  well  to  give  you  the  substance.  In  tliat  conyersation  the  United  Htaten  mioister  enauhrr- 
ated  the  reasons  the  cabinet  at  Washington  had  for  not  establishing  diplomatic  relatkisi 
with  the  Mexican  government.  The  origin  of  that  government,  the  antagonism  hetweea 
its  form  and  the  republican  institutions  of  the  neighboring  country,  and  the  snaall  prt^mea 
the  emperor  Maximilian  would  make  in  the  affection  and  confidence  of  bis  sabjectk,  ibes 
are  the  three  motives  that  oppose,  according  to  Mr.  Bigelow,  the  relations  we  desire. 

The  representative  of  the  federal  government  at  the  same  time  criticised  certain  mrtr 
Bures  adopted  in  Mexico.  He  quoted  to  me  particularly  the  decree  relative  to  the  soppre- 
eion  of  brigandage,  and  one  other  concerning  the  Introduction  of  blacks ;  then  he  met- 
tioned  the  sinister  interpretations  that  might  be  given  to  the  honors  accorded  to  theltarNde 
family,  and  expres8ed  to  me  the  unfavorable  sentiments  that  all  these  resolotions  tqoM 
cause  in  the  American  people. 

Although  the  greater  portion  of  this  question  was  not  new,  I  thought  I  had  better  aiBw« 
it.  I  will  not  return,  I  said  to  Mr.  Bigelow,  to  the  causes  that  determined  the  Mexicia 
expedition.  These  causes  are  the  same  that  carried  the  federal  fl:«g  to  M^exico  some  y^an 
ago.  A  double  question  of  interest  and  dignity  forceJ  us  to  resort  to  arms,  after  usele*?*y 
exhausting  all  other  means  to  have  justice  done  to  our  citizens.  Finding  neither  repan- 
tions  for  the  past  nor  guarantees  for  the  future  in  Mr  Jaurez's  administration,  we»ref 
happy  to  see  the  Mexican  people  assume  a  new  government,  an*!  faithful  to  the  maxima  d 
our  public  law  we  applauded  that  manifestation  of  the  national  will.  Our  army  has  cot 
exercised  the  least  force  upon  that  great  act,  and  the  new  government  once  establishai,  we 
have  made  ourselves  an  absolute  law  to  respect  its  independence. 

The  monarchical  form,  far  from  constituting  an  innovation,  is  rooted  in  ^e  traditioos  d 
the  country,  and  the  other  system  of  government  did  not  ansure  the  Mexican  nation  enoofh 
strength,  comfort,  and  stability  to  cause  us  to  blame  it  for  the  resolution  it  has  taken.  We 
do  not  dispute  the  greatness  and  prosperity  that  republican  institutions  have  given  to  tb< 
United  States  ;  but  there  is  nothing  absolute  'in  politics,  and  a  government  th>tt  suits  one 
country  may  not  suit  another*.  It  is  very  certain  that  there  was  nothing  but  disorder  airi 
anarchy  in  Mexico  previous  to  the  new  rule.  Was  not  the  cabinet  at  Washington  the  fiisi 
to  complain  of  that  violent  and  troubled  situation?  Was  not  its  interest,  like  that  uf  &1I 
other  powers,  to  see  a  more  normal  order  of  things,  and  more  in  harmony  with  the  cob- 
ditions  of  vitality  of  modern  societies,  established  in  that  country  ?  A  monarchical  form  is 
certainly  a  menace  to  nobody.  An  empire  in  Mexico  is  certainly  not  more  incompatible 
with  the  dignity  of  the  United  States  than  an  empire  in  Brasil.  There  is,  besides,  in  \xisi 
affair  a  principle  that  governs  all  others — the  privilege  of  every  nation  to  choo^  its  owa 
political  rule,  and  the  United  States  have  certainly  too  jubt  a  sentiment  of  their  own  iode' 
pendence  to  wish  to  control  that  of  their  neighbors. 

As  to  the  degree  of  confidence  and  affectltm  that  the  Mexican  nation  feels  for  it^  sover- 
eign, the  reports  that  reach  us  do  not  agree  with  those  received  by  the  cabinet  at  Washlog- 
ton.  I  understand  that  the  new  government  is  daily  growins?  stronger  ;  that  Jaurea,  wb«e 
term  has  just  expired,  represents  nothing,  not  even  in  the  eyes  of  his  few  followers ;  UlU 
constantly  changing  his  residence,  having  neither  army  nor  finances  nor  administration,  be 
is,  in  fact  as  well  as  in  law,  clothed  with  no  characters  that  constitute  the  chief  of  a  t^tta. 
Can  the  emperor  Maximilian,  then,  under  these  circumstances,  accord  the  rights -of  belIig«^ 
ente  to  bands  still  in  the  field  ?  Did  not  the  federal  government  deny  that  qiiality  to  tbe 
confederates  of  the  south  ?  And  yet  the  confederacy  had  a  vast  territory,  powers  obejed 
everywhere,  generals  of  rare  talent,  armies  that  the  federal  troops  could  only  conquer  bf 
patience  and  courage.  Tbe  pretended  authority  of  Juarez,  on  the  contrary,  is  but  a  ficticcL 
Where  is  the  seat  of  his  government  ?  Who  knows  the  names  of  his  functionaries  or  of  bk 
officers  ?  What  province  or  what  city  is  subject  to  him  ?  Where  are  the  regular  traces  of 
his  administration  ?  What  remains  of  it  but  undisciplined  bands  that  live  by  robbery!  If 
the  remnants  of  the  southern  armies  were  to  form  to- day  bands  to  overrun  the  federal  tefii* 
tory,  would  the  United  States  treat  them  as  belligerents  ?  In  such  a  situation  there  is  M 
question  of  interuational  law,  the  question  is  internal,  and  the  first  duty  of  a  goverumest 
well  organized  is  to  maintain  order  in  the  country. 
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As  to  the  Iturbide  family,  I  have  nothing  to  say  to  the  reasons  that  influenced  the  spon- 
taneous decision  of  the  emperor  Maximilian.  He  might  have  desired  to  raise  the  once  illus- 
trious name  from  obscuiity,  and  his  resolution  might  have  been  inspired  by  a  sentiment  of 
benevolence  and  respect  for  the  historic  recollections  of  the  Mexican  nation.  I  will  say,  by 
the  way,  that  it  is  untiue  that  the  rights  of  succession  have  been  conferred  upon  young 
Iturbide 

Moreover,  if  certain  measures  adopted  in  Mexico  provoke  the  criticism  of  the  cabinet  at 
Washington,  they  ought  not  to  call  us  to  account  for  it.  Autonomical  and  independent, 
the  Mexican  government  is  responsible  for  its  own  acts.  True,  our  troops  are  still  in 
Mexico  ;  but  the  aid  we  lend  to  the  emperor  Maidmilian  constitutes  in  no  manner  a  bond 
of  vassal  ism. 

In  giving  you  this  summary  of  my  conversation  with  Mr.  Bigelow,  I  desire,  now  that 
Congress  is  about  to  meet,  to  enable  you  to  rectify  the  erroneous  opinions  that  might  be 
conceived  around  you,  and  I  authorize  you  to  maice  use  of  the  present  despatch  in  your 
conversations  with  Mr.  Seward  and  the  political  personages  of  the  Union.

Mo2?STEVR  LB  Mabquis  :  I  have  received  the  despatch  in  which  you  relate  me  the  conver- 
sation which  you  had  with  Mr.  Seward  in  reference  to  the  appointment  of  General  Logan 
a6  minister  of  the  United  States  to  the  Mexican  republic,  and  the  explanations  which  the 
Secretary  of  State  thought  necet'sary  t»»  give  you  concerning  that  measure  in  order  to  atten- 
uate its  disagreeable  impression.  We  could  not  conceal  our  regret  at  the  determination 
taken  by  the  federal  government,  and  the  opinions  publicly  expressed  by  General  Logan  on 
our  expedition  to  Mexico  make  it  appear  to  us  still  more  inopportune,  llie  Emperor's  gov- 
ernment, in  extending  to  Mexico  the  protection  expected  from  him  by  all  bis  subjects,  has 
only  pursued  the  fulfilment  of  an  imperative  duty  ;  he  ought  to  secure  for  the  Krench  sub- 
jects both  legitimate  reparations  for  the  past  and  guarantees  for  the  future  When  this 
work  is  accomplished,  his  action  will  be  withdrawn,  for  no  second  thought  of  conquest  or 
dominatir)n  will  retain  our  arms  beyond  the  ocean.  It  would  then  be  painful  to  see.  in  the 
moment  we  look  for  the  means  of  hastening  the  end  of  our  expedition,  some  misunder- 
htanding,  endangering  our  traditional  relations  with  the  United  States,  and  that  from  a 
situation  essentially  transitory  there  might  grow  a  serious  risk  for  the  permanent  interests 
which  unite  the  two  countries.

Pabis,  December  20,  1865. 
M.  LIS  Mabquis  :  I  have  read  with  interest  the  message  his  excellency  President  Johnson 
has  addressed  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  of  which  you  have  forwarded  me  a  copy. 
My  attention  has  been  mora  especially  directed  to  the  portions  of  this  document  which 
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might  bear  apon  questions  Interestiof?  at  once  the  poHcy  of  the  cabinet  at  WaRhington  m<\ 
ours.  Mr.  Johnson,  in  a  passage  which  seems  to  allued  to  our  expedition  to  Mexico,  dwelH 
upon  congiderutioDS  this  is  not  the  place  to  discuss— upon  the  vicistiitudes  of  monarchic^ 
and  republican  constitutions  in  the  two  hemispheres.  I  will  merely  point  out  to  you  that 
the  pursuit  of  our  complaints  against  Mexico  has  no  connexion  with  the  exibtence  in  that 
country  of  this  or  that  form  of  government,  and  that  it  did  not  any  mor«  def>end  upon  a 
question  of  geography.  If  at  the  time  we  required  just  reparation  for  our  fellow-subjedi 
the  power  which  had  refused  it  had  b.^en  a  monarchy,  that  circumstance  would  certdnly 
not  have  cause<]  us  to  abandon  claiming  our  right;  and  in  whatever  part  of  the  world  a 
nation  might  dwell  which  had  injured  French  interests,  the  protection  of  the  Emperor,  doe 
to  all  his  Bultjects.  would  have  been  iegitimately  extended  all  the  same.  I  cannot  think 
that  the. Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Union  has  entertained  an  idea  of  raising  doubts  upoa 
points  so  evident. 

The  same  passage  of  the  presidential  manifesto  speaks  of  the  provocation  which  would 
compel  the  American  people  to  defend  republicanism  agHinstforeitrn  Intervt-ntion,  *'ofde^dgD8 
hostile  to  the  form  of  government  of  the  United  States,"  and  lastly,  of  aggression  upon 
the  part  of  the  European  powers.  We  cannot  feel  ourselves  affected  by  these  expre86ions,  for 
they  in  no  way  apply  to  the  policy  we  have  followed.  It  would  be  superfluous  to  remind 
you  that  the  sentiments  of  constant  friendship  testified  by  the  Emperor  towatds  the  United 
States  exclude  every  suppoBltion  of  provocation  or  aggression  upon  our  part.  As  for  threiAt- 
ening  the  form  of  government  that  country  has  adopted,  arid  which  France  herself  has  con- 
tributed to  establish  at  the  price  of  her  blood,  nothing  could  be  more  foreign  than  such  an 
undertaking  to  the  traditions  and  principles  of  the  imperial  government. 

I  see,  therefore,  nothing  in  the  language  of  Mr.  Johnson  really  of  a  nature  to  arouse 
uneasiness  as  to  the  duration  of  friendly  relations  between  France  and  the  United  States ; 
and  if  some  ambiguity  prevails  in  terms  employed  with  regard  to  the  questions  that  pre- 
occupy the  two  peoples,  other  portions  of  the  message,  by  settling  the  bearing  of  the 
President's  words,  happily  dissipate  all  uncertainty.  Tbe  placing  of  the  federal  army  upon 
a  peace  footing,  and  the  considerable  reduction  of  its  cadres^  at  the  same  time  with  the 
diminution  of  the  naval  forces  of  the  Union,  prove  the  peaceful  intentions  of  the  cabinet  of 
Washington,  and  the  announcement  of  these  measures  by  President  Johnson  is  a  pledge  to 
us  of  the  reciprocal  confidence  which  must  continue  to  animate  our  two  governments.

Monsieur  lb  Mabquis  :  The  United  States  minister  desired  that  the  communication  whidi 
he  made  to  me  of  the  Attorney  General's  letter  to  Mr.  Seward  relative  to  the  decrees  of  the 
emperor  Maximilian  concerning  immigration  and  colonization  in  Mexico  should  be  ai'knowl- 
edged  in  writing.  I  consequently  addressed  such  an  acknowledgment  to  Mr.  Bigctow.  He 
replied  thereto  by  the  letter  of  which  a  copy  Is  appended.  It  would  have  been  easy  for  me 
in  my  turn  to  continue  the  correspondence  by  discussing  his  reply.  I  did  not  consider  it 
necessary  to  do  so.  I  confined  myself,  in  the  verbal  explanations  which  I  had  on  this  fub- 
ject  with  the  United  States  minister,  to  dwelling  upon  two  points  which  I  could  not  allow 
to  pass  without  observation.  I  said,  first,  to  Mr.  BIgelow  that  I  did  not  admit  the  expres- 
sion **  planted"  applied  to  the  part  taken  by  the  French  government  in  the  events  which 
have  modified  the  political  system  in  Mexico.  He  was  sufliciently  acquainted  with  the 
causes  which  led  us  to  that  country  to  render  it  unnecessary  for  me  to  revert  to  them  ;  and 
as  to  the  present  organization  of  that  state,  the  Mexican  people  had  themselves  settled  it 
according  to  their  wishes  and  interests. 

In  the  second  place,  I  observed  to  the  United  States  minister  that  I  had  declined  all 
discussion  with  him  upon  the  decrees  of  the  emperor  Maximilian  in  our  interview,  and  that 
be  was  not,  therefore,  justified  in  attributing  to  me  any  opinion  whatever  upon  the  snbject, 
as  he  appeared  to  do  in  the  last  sentence  in  his  letter.  I  added  that  if  he,  however,  wished 
to  know  my  manner  of  viewing  the  question,  I  did  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  measures  of 
the  emperor  Maximilian  so  Strongly  incriminated  had  not,  in  our  opinion,  the  character  and 
object  attributed  to  them.  It  appeared  to  me  advisable  that  you  should  not  be  ignorant  of 
the  manner  in  which  this  incident  terminated.

MoNsiBUB  LB  Mabquw  !  The  American  newspapers  Mng  us  extracts  from  diplomatic 
documents  published  in  the  Unittid  States,  in  which  are  related  some  conversations  that  I 
have  had  with  Mr.  Bigclow  on  the  subject  of  certain  measures  adopted  by  the  emperor 
Maximilian's  government.  The  observations  of  the  United  States  mininter,  and  my  replies, 
rtflate  particularly  to  the  decrees  of  the  Mexican  government  concerning  the  admission  of 
blacks  as  colonists,  to  the  suppression  of  biigandage,  and  to  the  position  in  which  the  Itur- 
bide  family  were  plac<;d.  I  have  not  the  official  and  complete  text  of  the  American  docu- 
ments before  me,  and  it  is  therefore  under  the  reservation  of  the  ulterior  reflections  which 
they  may  suggest  that  I  deem  it  expedient  to  define  the  sense  of  the  explanations  to  which 
the  questions  1  have  just  mentioned  have  given  rise  between  Mr,  Bigelow  and  myself. 
These  explanations  are,  besides,  stated  in  the  despatch  which  I  had  the  honor  to  address 
to  you  on  the  29th  of  November  last,  and  I  shall  confine  myself,  in  my  reference  thereto, 
to  reviewing  that  part  of  the  deppatch  relative  to  these  questions. 

When  the  United  States  minister  came  to  acquaint  me  with  the  opinions  of  the  Wash- 
ington ctibioet,  I  had  to  state  that  I  declined  all  official  controversy  upon  the  acts  of  a 
foreign  government  acting  with  full  independence,  and  that  I  could  only  receive  as  simple 
information  any  communication  he  might  wish  to  make  on  the  subject. 

It  would  not  become  us,  in  fact,  to  accept  the  responsibility  for  resolutions  emanating 
from  the  free  initiative  of  the  Mexican  government.  To  admit  such  a  discussion  would 
justify  its  \y\ug  said,  contrary  to  all  our  declarations  and  the  attitude  we  have  ligorously 
observed,  that  we  consider  ourselves  invested  in  Mexico  with  sovereign  rights.  Now,  the 
support  we  afford  to  the  emperor  MMximilian  and  the  Mexican  nation  is  precisely  intended 
to  aid  them  to  constitute,  according  to  their  wishes,  an  independent  power  responsible  for 
its  acts.  This  reservation  very  clearly  established,  I  observed  to  Mr.  Bigelow,  in  the 
course  of  ordinary  conversation,  that  the  measures  pointed  out  to  him  were  of  a  purely 
administrative  order,  and  did  not  appear  to  me  to  constitute  any  of  those  exceptional  de- 
rogations from  general  principles  whicl\  may  sometimes,  perhaps,  authorize  a  government 
to  intervene  in  the  interior  affairs  of  a  neighboring  country.  Kvery  State  regulates  as  it 
thinks  fit  the  admission  of  emigrants  upon  its  territory,  whether  black  or  white,  and  the 
conditions  of  the  colonizttion  of  its  soil.  It  is  evident  that  these  conditions,  offered  to 
strangers,  only  apply  to  the  persons  who  have  freely  accepted  them.  So  also  the  Mexican 
government  has  only  exercised  a  right  incontestably  belonging  to  it  in  declaring  that  in 
its  ey*  8  civil  war  no  longer  existed  on  its  territory  ;  and  ceasmg  to  recognize  in  wandering 
bands  the  character  of  belligerents,  it  has  promulgated  against  them  the  severe  penalties 
which  have  been  applied  in  every  country  for  the  suppression  of  brigandage.  Still  less, 
in  my  opinion,  can  it  be  questioned  respecting  an  act  assigning  in  the  state  a  particular 
rank  to  a  particular  family.  In  any  case  the  effect  of  these  measures  did  not  go  beyond 
the  Mexican  frontiers,  and  did  not,  therefore,  appear  .to  me  to  constitute  any  grievance  of 
which  a  foreign  government  could  complain.  If,  however,  an  opposite  opinion  should  be 
entf  rtaincd  at  Washington,  I  can  understand  that  some  uncertainty  might  be  felt  as  to  the 
means  of  causing  the  reclamations  it  might  be  thought  proper  to  draw  up  to  reach  the 
right  quarter.  But,  definitively,  because  it  does  not  bvU  the  federal  government  to  recognize  the  de 
facto  goveniment  of  the  emperor  Maximilian  as  ezisttng  by  right,  and  as,  upon  the  other  hand,  it 
would  seem  to  it  ridiculous  to  address  iteelf  to  the  power  it  considers  as  legal,  but  which  has 
in  fact  disappeared,  I  could  not  admit  as  a  consequence  that  there  was  ground  for  finding 
fault  with  us  to  tscnpe  embarrassment,  and  for  demanding  at  our  hands  explanations  of 
acts  emanating  from  the  sovereign  authority  of  a  foreign  government.

Tbis  statement  has 
been  made  out  from  correct  data  by  an  old  em  ploy  d  pf  the  Mexican  treasurr. 
It  also  comprises  a  comparison  of  the  annual  expenditures  of  the  national 
government  of  the  republic  with  those  of  the  so-called  empire  of  the  uaurper 
Maximilian. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  occasion  to  renew  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  assurances 
of  my  most  distinguished  consideration.

AN  IMPORTANT  ASPECT  OF  THE  MEXICAN  QUESTION. 

The  following  tables,  compiled  from  authentic  information  recently  received  from  the 
city  of  Mexico,  show  the  following  fdcta  : 

Firtt.  Thut  the  French  goveruraent  has  charged  Mexico  for  the  expenses  of  iavasion  of 
her  territory  and  other  acts  of  intervention,  up  ^)  July  1,  1864,  the  sum  of  fifty  mUlwu  nf 
doUan,  Of  this  sum  ten  millions  have  been  paid  out  of  a  loan  subsequently  made,  and 
the  remainder  (forty  millions)  has  been  funded  as  a  claim  due  by  Mexico  to  the  French  gim- 
ernmenf  itself. 

Second.  That  besides  the  above  forty  millions,  loans  have  been  negotiated  for  Maximilian, 
in  France,  to  the  amount  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  miUiom  of  doUan,  which  loans 
France  is  seeking  to  foist  on  the  Mexican  people  as  a  legitimate  debt,  although  every  dol- 
lar realised  therefrom  has  been  used  not  for  the  welfare  or  benefit  of  Mexico,  but  to  meet 
the  expenses  which  have  been  incurred  in  this  iniquitous  attempt  to  overthrow  repablicjui 
institutions  and  establish  a  monarchy  on  American  soil. 

Third.  That  while  the  claims  of  France  against  Mexicj,  as  admitted  by  the  constitutional 
government  before  the  intervention  began,  amounted  to  less  tJum  three  millions  of  dollars,  the 
claims  of  France  as  now  put  forward  under  Maximilian,  and  as  recognized  by  him,  already 
amount  to  over  one  hundrtd  and  ninety-three  millions  of  dollars.  This  is  apart  from  what  may 
still  be  added  under  General  Forey's  recent  and  very  significant  reminder  on  the  part  of 
France,  that  it  may  be  necessary  *•  to  make  further  pecuniary  outlays  in  Mexico  " 

Fourth.  That  while  the  entire  foreign  debt  of  Mexico,  before  the  French  intervention 
commenced,  amounted  to  but  a  little  over  eighfy  millions  of  dollars^  that  debt,  if  Maximilian 
is  allowed  to  succeed,  will  be  increased,  even  if  no  further  addition  is  made  to  it,  to  over 
t¥)o  hundred  and  seventy  millions  of  dollars. 

Fifth.  That  the  annual  expenses  of  Mexico  under  the  republic  were  less  than  twelve  fmUwns 
Qf  dollars,  while  under  Maximilian  they  have  already  reached  the  sum  o(  forty- nine  mUltims, 
Of  this  sum  over  ten  millions  per  annum  is  due  for  interest  from  Maximilian  to  France.

Mr.  Skcrbtary  :  I  have  the  honor  to  send  you  the  annexed  copy  of  a  con- 
vention signed  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  on  the  29th  of  September  last,  by  the  so- 
called  assistant  secretary  of  the  treasury  of  the  usurper  Maximilian  and  M.  A. 
•Dane,  minister  of  France,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  condition  of  the  French 
officials  sent  to  Mexico. 
Two  important  facts  are  shown  by  this  document : 

1st.  That  the  so-called  government  of  Maximilian  is  not  at  all  a  national  one, 
but  essentially  French,  inasmuch  as  it  is  not  only  sustained  by  French  bayonets 
and  money,  but  even  the  minor  oflScials  are  French ;  and  they  are  so  numerous 
that  it  has  been  thought  necessary  to  secure  their  interests  by  means  of  a  diplo- 
matic convention. 

2d.  That  the  arrangements  made  by  the  French  government  with  its  agent 
iu  Mexico,  embracing  several  years  to  come,  show  it  is  not  disposed  to  withdraw 
its  foftes  nor  its  influence  from  that  republic,  as  it  seems  to  wish  the  United 
States  to  believe.

CONVENTION. 

The  Mexican  and  French  governments,  desiring  to  fix  the  position  of  the  French  ofiSclala 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  hiu  majesty  the  emperor  Maximilian,  the  following  diplomatic 
convention  has  been  agreed  upon  between  Don  Francisco  de  P  Ces'ir,  under  secretary  of 
the  treasury  and  public  credit,  and  his  excellency  Don  Alfonso  Dano,  envoy  extraordinary 
and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  France  to  Mexico,  commander  of  the  Imperial  order  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  &c.,  &c.,  both  duly  authorized  by  their  respective  governments  : 

Article  1.  Thosd  agents  of  the  administrations  of  the  French  empire  who  are  or  may  be 
placed  at  the  disposiU  of  the  government  of  hU  majesty  the  emperor  Maximilian  shall  be 
asijigned  to  the  offices  and  grades  in  which  the  minister  under  whose  direction  they  may 
serve  may  think  thetn  most  useful. 
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Articlb  2.  Tbe  goveromeDt  of  hia  majesty  reserves  the  right  of  determining  the  number 
8iid  the  qualifications  of  the  French  officials  he  may  need  in  the  different  public  depart- 
ments. 

Abtiolh  3.  The  said  agents  shall  have  the  right  to  a  salary  equivalent  to  that  which 
they  receive  in  France,  and  to  a  daily  compensation  at  the  following  rates  :  Three  dollar? 
per  day  to  tliose  who  receive  fixed  salaries  of  fifteen  hundred  francs  a  year;  four  dollars  to 
those  who  get  from  sixteen  hundred  to  twenty-four  hundred  francs  ;  five  dollars  to  those 
who  have  from  twenty -five  hundred  to  five  thousai  d  francs  ;  six  dollais  to  those  who  get 
from  five  thousand  one  hundred  to  eight  thousand  fraccs,  and  so  on,  iucreaslog  one  dollar 
a  day  for  every  two  thousand  francs  of  fixed  salary  ;  but  the  French  agents  employed  in 
Mexico  previous  to  the  first  of  January,  1865,  shall  continue  to  receive  the  salaries  and 
peiqnisites  they  had  before  tbat  date 

Articlb  4.  The  officii^  Mexican  salary  is  considered  as  composed  of  the  European  salary 
and  the  compensation  mentioned  in  article  3.  The  payment  of  the  ordinary  salary  proper 
is  charged  upon  the  Mexican  treasury,  as  well  as  the  contingent  expenses  mentioned  in 
articles  8,  10,  and  12. 

Articlb  5  Whatever  position  the  French  agents  may  have  in  Mexico,  they  shall  con- 
titiue  to  belong  to  their  former  adminibtrations.  They  »hall  be  entitled  to  gradual  pro- 
motion, according  to  the  rules  of  the  service  to  which  they  l}elong.  In  case  an  agent  is 
promoted  in  France,  he  shall  immediately  enjoy  the  emoluments  correspondmg  to  hia  new 
rank  in  Mexico,  according  to  article  3  of  the  present  convention. 

Article  6.  The  commission  or  patent  granted  to  a  French  agent  by  the  Mexicui  gov-* 
ernment  shall  give  him  no  right  of  iherit  in  France. 

Articlb  7.  To  entitle  him  to  a  pension  his  term  of  service  in  Mexico  shall  be  increased 
fifty  per  cent,  above  its  actual  duration. 

Article  8.  French  agents  sent  to  Mexico  shtdl  only  receive  their  European  salary  from 
tbe  time  tbey  leave  off  duty  in  France  till  they  land  in  Mexico  ;  but  they  shall  receiTe  for 
travelling  expeuBes  a  sum  equal  to  half  of  their  years  pay  in  Europe;  and  in  no  cate 
shall  it  be  le^s  than  one  thousHud  francs.  The  half  of  this  sum  Shall  be  paid  Lim  before 
he  embarks,  and  the  other  half  after  his  ai  rival  in  Mexico.  The  government  shall  alM 
pay  his  travelling  expenses  from  the  landing  place  to  his  place  of  residence  in  Mexico. 
Tbe  Mexican  government  reserves  the  mode  of  recompensing  the  services  of  tiie  French 
agents,  by  increasing  their  salaries,  or  by  bonoiific  distinctions,  as  it  finds  most  convenient 

Article  9.  The  salaries  of  the  French  agents,  according  to  their  grade  in  Europe,  shall 
be  subject  to  tbe  discounts  ordered  by  the  law  of  the  9th  of  June,  1853,  on  civil  pensions 
in  France.  Ihe  Mexican  treasury  shall  have  chaige  of  the  sums  discounted  in  the  offices 
at  tbe  time  the  salaries  are  to  be  paid,  and  shall  deliver  the  amount  to  the  French  treasurer 
at  the  end  of  each  month,  together  with  a  minute  account,  certified  by  the  chief  i^;ent 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  by  the  minister  of  the  Mexican  treasury. 

Article  10.  Alter  three  yenrs'  residence  in  Mexico  the  French  agent  shall  have  a  right 
to  six  months'  leave  of  absence  and  a  free  passage  to  and  from  France.  Dniing  the 
time  of  tbe  leave  of  absence  and  the  voyage  he  shall  only  receive  the  salary  of  hk  office 
in  Europe. 

Article  11.  The  agent  who  wishes  to  return  to  France  before  the  completion  of  his  term 
of  five  years  shall  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  his  return  in  proportion  to  the  remaining 
term  of  service,  except  in  case  of  delicate  health  or  foi  other  reasons  independent^  the 
agent's  will. 

AnTiOLB  12  The  Mexican  government  shall  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  French  govern- 
ment those  agents  it  deems  unfit  for  the  service  in  Mexico,  in  which  case  tbey  shall  bare 
their  travelling  expenses  back  to  France  paid  by  Mexico,  together  with  their  European 
salary,  from  the  day  of  their  embarcation  to  their  arrival  in  France.  And  they  shall  abo 
have  a  right  to  compensation  equivalent  to  three  months  of  their  pay  in  Europe.

Mr,  Romero  to  Mr,  Seward. 

Legation  of  Mexico  in  the  United  States  of  America, 

New  York,  November  14,  1865. 

Mr.  Secretary:  I  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  a  copy  of  a  note  from 
the  consul  of  the  Mexican  republic  in  San  Francisco,  dated  on  the  17th  of 
October  last,  which  I  received  to-day,  with  the  annexed  documents. 

It  appears  from  these  that  General  McDowell,  commanding  the  military  de- 
partment of  California,  issued  a  General  Order,  No.  17,  on  the  11th  of  last 
October,  containing  a  declaration  in  regard  to  the  exportation  of  arms  that 
will  certainly  cause  a  violation  of  the  neutrality  the  United  States  wishes  to 
observe  in  the  present  war  on  Mexican  territory.  The  order  is  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  this  country,  which  allow  the  export  of  arms  and  munitions  of  war  for 
belligerent  nations,  when  the  United  States  are  neutral;  and  you  sent  mo 
these  laws  in  your  communication  of  the  24th  of  November,  1862,  in  reply 
to  mine  of  the  same  month,  informing  your  department  that  several  French 
officers  had  visited  New  York  and  New  Orleans  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing 
articles  contraband  of  war  for  the  French  army  hivfiding  Mexico.  And,  more- 
over, 1  have  no  doubt  that  these  laws  or  declarations  are  the  only  ones  now  in 
force,  as  applicable  to  the  exportation  of  arms  from  this  country  to  Mexico, 
since  the  revocation  of  the  order  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  arms  from  the 
United  States;  for  Mr.  Hunter,  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  State,  told  me 
so  in  the  President's  name,  in  his  note  of  the  12th  of  May  last. 

Now,  the  instructions  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Mr.  Hamilton, 
the  4th  of  August,  1793,  of  which  you  sent  me  a  copy  with  your  note  before 
mentioned,  authorize  the  exportation  of  those  articles,  and  I  understand  export' 
ation  to  mean  sending  out  of  the  country,  whether  by  land  or  sea.  So,  if  any 
distinction  is  made  in  the  interpretation  of  this  law  to  the  injury  of  Mexico,  I 
sincerely  hope  the  government  of  the  United  States  will  remove  it,  so  as  to 
preserve  the  bona  fide  neutrality  it  intends  to  maintain  in  this  war,  of  which 
the  Mexican  republic  is  now  the  stage. 

As  General  McDowell  did  not  deem  it  proper  to  revoke  his  *irder  on  the 
representations  of  the  Mexican  consul  in  San  Francisco,  I  am  compelled  to  ap- 
p^  to  your  excellency,  and  ask  you  to  forward  to  that  general  the  necessary 
instructions  for  the  preservation  of  the  n(  ntrality  proclaimed  by  his  government 
in  the  department  consigned  to  his  command. 

This  appeal  to  yi>u  i.  the  more  urgent,  as  the  papers  *of  to-day  publish  a 
telegram,  apparently  from  good  authority,  asserting  that  the  United  States 
government  will  extend  the  effect  of  General  McDowell's  order,  intended  only 
for  his  department,  along  the  entire  frontier. 

I  cannot  for  a  moment  believe  that  this  is  true;  and  I  hope  you  will  enable 
me  t )  give  my  government  the  necessary  explanations  to  quiet  apprehensions 
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in  this  particular,  and  not  shake  the  confidence  it  has  in  the  honest  intentions 
of  the  United  States  as  a  neutral. 

I  embrace  this  occasion  of  renewing  to  you,  Mr.  Secretary,  the  assurances  of 
my  distinguished  consideration.

Sib  :  After  calling  twice  at  Qcneral  McDoweirs  office,  I  had  the  good  fortone  to  meet 
hifn  yesterday. 

I  told  him  his  order  of  the  11th  iDstant,  puhlished  with  evidences  of  displeasure  in  the 
city  papers,  had  aMracted  my  attention  ;  that  the  order  disturbed  (riolated)  the  strict  neti- 
tmlity  proclaimed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  between  belligerent  parties  tn 
Mexico,  as  it  favored  the  French,  now  holding  the  Pacific  ports.

I  then  told  him  I  thought  it  besl  to  apply  to  him  first,  before  writing  a  note  about 
the  affair,  and  learn  the  reasons  he  bad  for  iKHiiins:  the  order  in  question  ;  and  aflerwardfl 
I  would  appeal  to  General  Hal  leek,  his  superior,  as  he  advised  me. 

Id  accordance  with  this  understanding  with  General  McDowell,  who,  dufing  our  inter- 
view, was  most  polite  and  courteous,  I  addressed  him  yesterday  the  note  of  wh'fch  I  rend 
you  a  copy,  and  also  a  translation  of  the  onler  referred  to ;  and  I  now  await  his  reply  to 
forward  it  to  yon.

By  that  order 

the  sending  of  arms  and  munitions  of  war  into  Mexico  across  the  United  States  border  ii 

prohibited,  in  regard  to  the  neutrality  towards  the  belligerents  in  Mexico. 

As  the  exportation  of  arms  is  now  allowed  by  the  government  in  Washington,  that 
.  order  seems  to  the  undersigned  to  favor  one  of  the  parties — namely,  the  French  ;  for,  as 
tiie  ports  on  the  Pacific  are  held  by  the  invader  of  Mexico,  the  constitutional  government, 
the  only  one  recognized  by  the  United  States,  has  no  other  way  than  the  frontier,  which  is 
now  closed.  Thus,  general,  the  strict  neutrality,  so  often  announced  by  the  government 
at  Washington,  ceases ;  and  the  consequence  is,  the  usurping  party,  which  the  brave 
people  of  this  great  republic  are  endeavoring  to  drive  out,  is  fovored. 

The  consul  undersigned  hopes  General  McDowell  will  please  revoke  his  order  of  the  11th 
instant,  in  conformity  with  the  declaration  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  permittio;;

I  have  already  informed  yon  of  some  of  the  measures  taken  by  the  iiberalists  of  Mexico 
to  supply  themselves  with  arms  from  San  Francisco.  It  would  seem  that  the  proclamation 
of  the  withdrawal  of  the  prohibition  of  the  shipment  of  arms  to  other  countries  by  the 
United  States  goveroment  was  to  be  twisted,  after  all,  so  as  to  mean  really  nothing,  the 
benefits  beiug  all  given  to  the  French,  who  are  allowed  to  carry  away  what  they  please, 
while  the  Mexicans  are,  as  usual,  to  have  no  chance  to  help  themselves  The  western 
coast  being  in  tbe  hands  of  the  French,  of  course  no  more  arms  can  be  introduced  by  the 
Mexicans  by  water,  and  the  overland  route  was  the  only  one  left  them.  The  presence  of 
Juarez  at  El  Paso  was  favorable  to  tbeir  plan  of  introducing  arms  through  Arizona,  but  it 
would  seem  that  the  commander  of  the  department  of  CHlifomia,  to  which  the  district  of 
Arizona  is  attached,  has  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  is  his  duty  to  interfere  and  nega- 
tive the  orders  of  the  War  Department,  a  course  of  action  highly  beneficial  to  tbe  French 
and  ruinous  to  the  Mexicans.  His. order,  which  I  have  been  permitted  to  copy  from  tlie 
official  document,  is  as  follows  : 

[General  Orders  No.  17.] 

Hkadquartirs  Dipartmsnt  or  California, 

&an  Frameuco,  Oalifwnia^  October  11,  1865. 
It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  officers  commanding  the  districts  of  Arizona  and  southern 
California — while  keeping  in  view  the  recent  orders  allowing  the  exportation  of  arms  and 
munitions  of  war — to  instruct  the  commanders  on  the  pouthern  frontiers,  within  the 
department,  to  take  the  necessary  measures  to  preserve  the  neutrality  of  tbe  United  States 
with  respect  to  the  parties  engaged  in  the  existing  war  In  Mexico,  and  to  sufifer  no  armed 
parties  to  pass  tbe  frontier  from  the  United  States,  or  suffer  any  armt  or  munitioru  of  war  to  be 
teM  omer  the  frontier  to  either  belligerent.  This  is  not  to  prevent  individuals  from  passing  with 
arms  for  their  personal  protection.

The  words  of  the  order  are  copied  verbatim,  the  italics  only  being  mine. 

It  will  be  seen  at  once  that  this  order  strikes  directly  at  Juarez  and  at  no  one  else.  Maxi- 
milian can,  of  course,  get  all  the  supplies  he  w^nts  by  sea,  and  we  have  already  had  two 
of  his  ally's  war  steamers  (the  French  frigate  Victoire  and  armed  steam  transport  Rhine) 
fitted  up  and  furnished  throughout  with  everything  required  for  immediate  service  at  the 
United  States  navy  yard  at  Mare  island.

Is  it  showiijg  impartiality  to  belligerents  when  one  is  permitted  to  import  all  neooBHi- 
ries,  by  land  or  sea,  and  the  other  denied  impoitations,  even  by  land,  the  only  way  they 
can  get  them  ?  The  French,  having  possession  of  all  the  Mexican  ports,  can  introduce 
arms,  or  whatever  they  please  ;  we  are  denied  the  privilege  of  carrying  armsacross  the  fron- 
tier, to  repel  the  invaders  of  our  country. 

As  you  are  acct edited  to  the  government  of  the  United  States,  you  will  act  as  you  may 
deem  it  proper  in  this  matter  and  to  the  greatest  advantage  to  the  holy  cause  which  we 
defend

The  undersigned,  consul  of  the  republic  of  Mexico  at  this  port,  has  the  honor  to  call  the 
attention  of  General  Irvin  McDowell,  military  commander  of  the  department  of  California, 
to  the  effect  of  the  General  Oriier  issued  by  him  on  the  Uth  instant,  which  has  been  pub> 
lished  in  the  city  papers.  The  object  of  the  order  referred  to  is  to  prevent  arms  and  mu- 
nitions of  war  being  sent  through  the  United  States  frontier,  in  fulfilment,  as  it  is  expressed, 
of  the  duties  of  a  neutral  power  towards  the  two  paities  that  ate  now  waging  the  war  in 
Mexico. 

As  the  government  of  Washington  has  permitted  by  oflBcial  decree  the  exportation  of 
arms,  the  underBigned  begs  to  say  that  the  order  referied  to,  if  carried  out  by  General  Mc- 
Dowell, must  evidently  work  in  favor  of  one  of  the  two  belligerents — that  is  to  say,  in  f^vvt 
of  the  French  ;  for  as  the  Mexican  ports  on  the  Pacific  coast  have  been  taken  possession  cf 
by  the  latter,  it  closes  the  only  channel  through  which  the  constitutional  government  uf 
Mexico,  the  only  one  recognized  by  the  United  Statei»,  can  now  get  arms. 

Thus,  general,  the  strict  neutrality  proclaimed  by  the  government  of  Washington  on  dif- 
ferent occaRions  ceases,  and  the  usurping  party,  which  the  noble  pecjple  of  this  great  lepub- 
lie  have  no  sympathy  for,  is  directly  favored. 

The  undersigned  would  suggest  ihat  General  McDowell  might  withdraw  his  order  of  the 
11th  instant,  if  he  thinks  he  could  be  justified  in  so  doing,  conforming  to  the  decree  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  which  permits  the  exportation  of  aims  and  munitions  of 
war.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  aolinowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  yesterday,  calling  nijr 
attention  to  the  effect  of  my  General  Order  of  the  11th  instant  yiMh.  respect  to  the  neu- 
trality Jo  be  observed  towards  the  two  parties  at  war  with  each  other  in  the  republic  of 
Mexico,  and  prohibiting  the  passage  of  arms  and  munitions  of  war  across  the  frontier  of  the 
belligerents 

ToH  conceive  this  order  to  be  at  variance  with  the  orders  from  Washington,  allowing  the 
export  of  arms  and 'munitions  of  war,  and  the  effect  of  it  to  be  advantageous  to  the  French 
fur  the  reason  that  they  have  possefsion  of  all  the  ports,  and  the  Mexicans  have  no  other 
channel  by  which  to  obtain  arms  than  over  the  frontier,  which  channel  this  order  now 
clows  to  them. 

It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  possession  of  the  seaports  gives  the  French  great  advan- 
tage in  the  war  ;  but  this  is  a  misfortune  for  Mexico  for  which,  the  United  States  are  not 
responsible,  and  it  certainly  could  not  justify  them  in  sanctioning  the  use  of  their  teriitory 
and  frontier  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mexican  government  in  a  contest  in  which  they  have  de- 
clare-l  themselves  neutral. 

As  it  may  be  infei  red  from  the*tenor  of  your  letter  that  you  suppose  that,  under  the 
order  permitting  arms  to  be  exported  from  the  United  States,  they  could  be  sent  to  the 
French  at  any  of  the  Mexican  ports  now  in  their  post;ession,  thus  placing  them  on  a  more 
favored  footing;  than  the  Mexicans,  I  l)eg  to  enclose  you  copies  of  my  correspondence  with  the 
collector,  by  which  you  will  see  that  it  is  not  only  by  land  that  arms  and  munitions  of  war 
are  not  allowed  to  go  to  the  seat  of  war,  but  by  water  as  well  ;  and  that,  so  far  as  the 
United  States  authorities  are  concerned,  the  French  in  the  seaports  will  be  treated  the  same 
as  the  Mexicans  on  the  frontier. 

I  regret  deeply,  sefi  )r  consul,  that  any  official  act  of  mine  should  be  thought  by  you  or 
any  one  to  work  harm  to  your  ct)untry,  for  which  I  have  so  warm  a  sympathy,  and  it  is 
with  real  pain  that  I  have  to  say  that  I  do  not  feel  that  I  would  be  justified  in  withdraw- 
ing the  order  of  which  you  complain.

You  will  take  an  advantageous  pofiition,  and 
bring  to  and  search  any  suspected  vtssel,  and  if  you  find  any  arms  and  munitions  of  war 
on  board  detain  her  and  report.

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Before  closing  this  note,  the  nndenigned  belieyesit  bis  doty  to  inform  General  McDowell 
^l&at  he  has  never  doubted  for  a  moment  his  sympathy  for  the  republic  of  Mexico,  and  for 
'wbich  be  is  thankful,  as  he  told  him  at  the  interview  on  the  16tb  instant.  The  request 
for  the  repeal  of  the  order  of  the  11  th  of  this  month  was  made  because  ho  believed  it 
prejudicial  to  the  national  cause  in  Mexico. 

The  underbigned  protests  to  General  Irvin  McDowell  the  assurances  of  his  distinguished 
consideration.

The  outrageous  order  issued  by  General  McDowell,  cutting  off  the  last  hope  of  the 
Mexican  liberals  for  obtaining  arms  from  this  side  of  the  continent,  a  copy  of  which  I  sent 
you  last  week,  has  called  out  a  correspondence  between  Consul  Godoy  and  Geneial 
McDowell,  copies  and  translations  of  which  I  enclose.  What  adds  to  the  hardship  of  the 
case,  although  it  does  not  appear  on  the  face  of  the  documents,  is  the  fact  that  the  arms 
which  were  to  leave  by  the  schooner  refeired  to  by  Collector  James  were  intended  to  be 
landed  at  a  point  on  the  lower  coast  not  occupied  by  the  French,  and  were  for  Mexican 
use,  as  the  collector  knew,  so  that  his  seeming  impartiality  is  verily  all  on  one  side.  You 
will  see  from  the  reading  of  this  correspondence  that  the  removal  of  the  restriction  on  the 
exportation  of  arms  has  been  practically  nullified  by  the  War  Department  as  represented 
on  this  coast.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  two  notes,  received 
from  Senor  Matias  Romero,  the  minister  of  the  Mexican  republic,  dated  No- 
vember the  14th  and  18th  instant,  with  their  accompaniments,  relative  to  the 
Order  No.  17,  October  11,  1865,  issued  by  Major  General  Irvin  McDowell, 
commanding  the  military  department  of  California,  prohibiting  the  exportation 
of  arms  or  munitions  of  war,  oy  the  frontier,  into  Mexico. 

I  will  thank  you,  as  soon  as  practicable,  for  your  opinion  as  to  whether  the 
Order  No.  17,  above  referred  to,  is  in  conformity  with  any  laws,  regulations,  or 
orders  now  in  force,  bearing  upon  the  subject.

Sir  :  I  must  ask  pardon  for  my  delay,  occasioned  by  pressing  engagements 
in  court,  in  making  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  21st  ultimo,  enclosing  for  my  con- 
sideration two  notes  received  by  your  department  from  the  minister  of  the  Mex- 
ican republic,  with  their  accompaniments,  relative  to  an  order,  of  date  October 
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11,  1865,  issued  by  General  McDowell,  commanding  the  military  department 
of  California,  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  arms  or  munitions  of  war  by  the 
frontier  into  Mexico.  The  question  asked  by  you  is,  whether,  in  my  opinion, 
this  order  is  in  conformity  with  any  laws,  regulations,  or  orders  in  force,  bear- 
ing on  the  subject. 

No  military  officer  has  the  right,  in  this  country,  to  issue  any  order  to  which 
he  cannot  lawfully  compel  obedience  by  the  forces  under  his  command.  The 
test,  therefore,  of  the  validity,  in  point  of  law,  of  this  order  of  General  Mc- 
Dowell, ie,  whether  he  could  lawfully  employ  the  military  forces  subject  to  his 
control  to  prevent  American  citizens,  and  other  persons  within  our  jurisdiction, 
from  transporting  arms  and  munitions  of  war,  as  merchandise,  across  the  fron- 
tier into  Mexico,  in  the  present  state  of  the  affairs  of  that  country. 

The  answer  to  be  given  to  this  question  depends  upon  the  character  of  the 
acts  against  which  the  order  is  directed — whether  they  arc  lawful  or  unlawful ; 
and,  if  unlawful,  whether  the  military  authority  can  take  cognizance  of  them 
and  prevent  or  restrain  their  commission. 

Some  offences  are  cognizable  exclusively  by  civil  authority ;  others  may  law- 
fully be  restrained  or  prevented  by  military  power. 

Counterfeiting  the  current  coin  of  the  United  States  is  made  criminal  by 
statute,  but  the  law  leaves  the  offence  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  civil  authority  of 
the  United  States.  By  the  statute  of  1818,  the  setting  on  foot  any  military 
expedition  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  against  the  territory  of 
a  foreign  state  with  whom  the  United  States  are  at  peace,  is  a  high  misde- 
meanor, but  the  statute  expressly  authorizes  the  President  to  employ  the  army 
and  navy  to  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  any  such  exped.tion  from  our  territory. 

It  is  plain  that  if  it  should  be  determined  that  it  is  not  unlawful  for  Ameri- 
can citizens,  neutral  people  in  the  war  now  being  waged  on  Mexican  tenitory, 
to  export  articles  contraband  of  war,  by  way  of  merchandise,  to  either  of  the 
belligerents,  the  inquiry  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  military  authorities  over 
the  subject  need  not  be  pursued. 

In  that  event  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  those  authorities  to  enforce  obedi- 
ence to  rules  or  regulations  of  their  own  in  regard  to  that  subject  would  be 
clearly  a  usurpation  of  power. 

Now,  I  apprehend  it  to  be  well  settled  that  "  neutrals  may  lawfully  sell  at 
home  to  a  belligerent  purchaser,  or  carry  themselves  to  the  belligerent  powers, 
contraband  articles,  subject  to  the  right  of  seizure  in  transitu.  The  right  of  the 
neutral  to  transport,  and  of  the  hostile  power  to  seize,  are  conflicting  rights, 
and  neither  party  can  charge  the  other  with  criminal  act."  (Kent's  Com., 
p.  142.)  I  state  the  doctrine  in  the  words  of  Chancellor  Kent,  "  of  whose 
writings  it  may  be  safely  said,"  a  late  English  author  has  remarked,  "  that 
tlfey  are  never  wrong." 

In  the  case  of  the  Santissima  Trinidad,  Mr.  Justice  Story,  in  delivering  tlie 
opinion  of  the  court,  said,  "  There  is  nothing  in  our  laws,  or  in  the  law  of 
nations,  that  forbids  our  citizens  from  sending  armed  vessels,  as  well  as  muni- 
tions of  war,  to  foreign  ports  for  sale.  It  is  a  commercial  adventure  which  no 
nation  is  bound  to  prohibit,  and  which  only  exposes  the  persons  engaged  in  it 
to  the  penalty  of  confiscation."     (7  Wheaton,  340.) 

Without  entenng  into  an  extended  exposition  of  the  law  on  this  subject,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  if  the  order  of  General  McDowell  was  intended  to  interfere  with 
such  trade,  conducted  by  our  people,  as  the  authorities  to  which  I  have  referred 
have  declared  to  be  lawful,  the  order  is  not  "  in  conformity  with  any  laws 
bearing  upon  the  subject." 

I  observe  that  a  portion  of  the  order  to  which  my  attention  has  been  called 
was  probably  intended  to  be  directed  against  military  expeditions  or  armed 
enterprises  carried  on  from  this  country  against  the  belligerents  contending  in 
Mexico.     Such  expeditions  and  enterprises  are,  of  course,  violations  of  our 
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statutes ;  and  nothing  in  this  opinion  is  intended  to  impugn  the  validity  of  the 
order  in  respect  to  them.

Sir  :  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  yonr  communications  of  the  14th  and 
18th  of  November  last,  with  their  respective  accompaniments,  which  have  refer- 
ence to  the  order  issued  by  Major  General  McDowell,  commanding  the  military 
department  of  California,  No.  17,  under  date  of  the  11th  of  October,  1865,  pro- 
hibiting the  exportation  of  arms  or  munitions  of  war  into  Mexico  by  the  frontier. 

Having  submitted  the  subject  to  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States 
for  his  opinion  on  the  21st  of  November  last,  I  have  now  the  honor  to  transmit

Washington,  March  11.  1864. 

Sir  :  According  to  information  which  has  reached  the  Emperor's  government, 
three  regiments  of  the  federal  army  have  lately  been  sent  to  Matamoras,  under 
pretext  of  protecting  the  consul  of  the  United  States  at  that  point,  and  have 
ther€  re-established  the  Juarist  authority,  by  driving  out  therefrom  General 
Cortinas,  who  had  pronounced  against  it.  This  news,  the  official  confirmation 
of  which,  however,  it  had  not  received,  has  fixed  the  attention  of  the  Emperor's 
government.  Such  a  fact  would  constitute  a  violation  of  the  neutrality,  on 
which  the  assurances  of  the  cabinet  at  Washington  have  authorized  it  to  rely, 
on  its  part,  in  regard  to  Mexico,  and  would  also  be  entirely  opposed  to  the 
instructions  addressed  by  the  Department  of  State  to  General  Banks,  who  has 
been  directed  to  favor  neither  of  the  two  parties,  and  not  to  enter  the  Mexican 
territory,  even  to  protect  the  American  consul  and  citizens  there.  I  therefore 
deem  it  my  duty,  sir,  to  point  it  out  to  you,  and  would  be  infinitely  obliged  if 
you  could  f\irnish  me  witn  explanations  on  this  subject.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  11th 
instant,  in  which  you  state  that,  according  to  infoimation  which  has  reached  the 
Emperor's  government,  three  regiments  of  the  United  States  army  have  lately 
be(  u  sent  to  Matamoras  under  the  pretext  of  protecting  the  consul  of  the  United 
States  at  that  port,  and  have  there  established  the  Juarist  authority  by  driving 
out  therefrom  General  Gortinas,  who  had  pronounced  against  it  there.  You 
proceed  in  your  note  to  observe  that  this  news,  the  official  confirmation  of  which, 
liowever,  had  not  been  received  by  the  French  government,  has  fixed  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Emperor's  government ;  that  the  alleged  proceedings  constituted  a 
violation  of  the  neutrality  on  which  the  assurances  of  this  government  has  au- 
thorized France  to  rely,  and  would  also  be  opposed  to  the  instructions  which 
were  addressed  by  this  department  to  Major  General  Banks,  who  commands  the 
United  States  forces  on  the  borders  of  Mexico,  and  therefore  you  ask  proper 
explanation  thereupon. 

in  reply  to  your  note,  I  have  the  honor  to  say  that  the  attention  of  the  Pr^i- 
dent  was  fii-st  directed  to  the  transaction  you  have  mentioned  by  a  note  which 
was  written  to  this  department  by  Don  Matias  Romero,  the  minister  plenipo- 
tentiary of  the  Mexican  republic  residing  at  this  capital,  on  the  6th  of  February 
last.  Mr.  Romero,  in  that  note,  represented  that  the  dispute  at  Matamoras, 
which  was  the  occasion  of  the  proceeding  of  General  Herron,  now  complained 
of,  was  a  dispute  between  two  military  leaders,  each  of  whom  acknowledged  the 
authority  and  acted  under  the  orders  of  the  Mexican  republic  Taking  that 
view  of  the  subject,  Mr.  Romero  insisted  that  the  proceeding  of  General  Herron 
was  a  flagrant  violation  of  Mexican  sovereignty,  as  well  as  a  violation  of  the 
before-mentioned  instructions  of  this  department  to  Major  General  Banks. 

Upon  receiving  these  representations  of  Mr.  Romero.  1  called  upon  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  for  such  information  concerning  this  transaction  as  he  possessed, 
ana  ^rther  requested  that  a  full  investigation  thereof  might  be  instituted.  I 
have  received  from  the  Secretary  of  War  certain  papers  which  bear  upon  the 
transaction  in  question,  but  not  yet  the  fall  report  which  has  been  requested.  I 
have  now  the  honor  to  place  copies  of  these  papers  before  you,  namely,  a  report 
of  Major  General  Banks,  with  the  documents  annexed,  and  to  add  to  them  an 
extract  from  a  despatch  of  the  United  States  consul  at  Matamoras,  which  has 
been  received  at  this  department. 

A  declaration  of  the  views  of  this  government  upon  the  proceeding  of  General 
Herron  is  necessarily  reserved  until  the  result  of  the  investigation  which  has 
been  ordered  shall  have  been  ascertained.  I  shall  be  happy,  in  the  mean  time, 
to  receive  any  information  upon  the  subject  which  the  government  of  France 
shall  find  it  convenient  and  desirable  to  submit  in  support  of  the  views  of  that 
government,  which  conflict  with  the  representations  of  the  Mexican  government, 
as  well  as  with  the  statements  made  by  the  military  authorities  and  the  consul 
of  the  United  States. 

1  will  add  that  General  Banks  has  again  been  specially  chared  to  do  what- 
ever is  practicable  to  avoid  any  collision  between  the  forces  under  his  command 
and  either  of  the  belligerents  in  Mexico,  and  even  to  guard,  so  far  as  may  be 
possible,  against  sufiering  any  occasion  to  arise  for  dispute  or  controversy 
between  his  command  or  the  authorities  of  Texas,  and  either  or  both  of  these 
parties.

Sib  :  The  Secretary  of  War  loBtracta  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
yesterday,  transmitting  a  translation  of  a  note  addressed  to  you  on  the  4th  instant  hy  Sefior 
Matias  Romero,  envoy  extraordinary  and  mioister  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  Mexican 
States,  inviting  attention  to  a  publication  in  the  New  Tork  journals,  during  the  month  of 
January  last,  purporting  to  be  a  a>mmunication  containing  menaces,  addre-sed  from  Browns- 
ville, on  the  26th  of  December  last,  by  Major  General  N.  J.  T.  Dana,  then  commanding 
the  United  States  forces  in  Texas,  to  the  governor  of  Tamaulipas,  in  the  Mexican  republic, 
and  also  to  the  Matamoras  correspondence,  published  in  the  daily  papers,  in  which  it  is 
stated  that  Major  General  Herron,  now  commanding  United  States  forces  at  Brownsville, 
has  sent  troops  into  the  city  of  Matamoras,  during  load  disturbances  in  that  city,  in  viola- 
tion of  Mexican  sovereignty. 

In  regard  to  the  alleged  violation  of  the  Mexican  territory  by  United  States  troops  acting 
under  the  orders  of  Major  General  Herron,  the  Secretary  instructs  me  to  transmit  for  your 
information  the  enclosed  copy  of  a  communication  this  day  received,  addressed  to  the  gen- 
eral-in-chief  by  Major  General  Banks,  commanding  the  department  of  the  Gulf,  with  its 
accompaniments,  which  present  a  detailed  account  of  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
temporary  presence  of  the  United  States  troops  in  Matamoras  was  deemed,  imperative  for 
the  protection  of  the  United  States  consulate  in  that  city. 

On  the  subject  of  the  alleged  letter  of  menace  addressed  by  Major  General  N.  J.  T.  Dana, 
from  Brownsville,  to  the  governor'of  Tamaulipas,  this  department  has  at  present  no  knowl- 
edge. As  soon  as  any  information  on  the  subject  is  received  it  will  be  communicated  to 
you.

General  Berron  to  General  Stone* 

[Extract.] 

Headquartsbb  United  States  Forges  on  the  Rio  Grande, 
9  BrowfitvUle,  Ttxas,  January  16,  1864. 

General  :  I  enclose  herewith  my  report  in  reference  to  sending  troops  to  the  other  siJe 
of  the  river  for  the  protection  of  the  United  States  consulate,  and  believing  it  will  interest 
yon,  I  add  some  other  facts  in  connection  with  the  matter. 

Upon  arriving  here  I  found  Lerna  established  as  governor  of  Tamaulipas,  but  Rui»,  who 
had  been  appointed  military  governor  by  Juarci,  was  moving  on  Matamoras  with  600  men. 
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Colonel  Cortinas  was  Id  command  of  the  Lerna  forces.  Arriving  near  the  town,  commis- 
sioners from  the  two  parties  met  and  st-ttled  the  matter  in  this  way  :  Lerna  to  retire  to  his 
rancho ;  Ruiz  to  take  his  seat  as  governor  ;  the  troops  of  hoth  parties  to  unite  under  Gen- 
eral Cassitjtian,  a  Ruiz  man,  with  Cortinas  as  second  in  command,  and  to  mlirch  against  the 
French  at  Tampico.  Lerna  at  once  vacated.  Rniz  took  his  seat,  and  the  troops  of  hoth 
parties  were  camped  in  the  town. 

As  nrar  as  1  can  learn  the  agreement  was  violated  In  several  particulars  by  both  parties, 
and  considerable  feeling  was  created.  On  the  afternam  of  the  12th,  about  4  o'clock,  Car- 
denas, an  officer  of  Colonel  Cortinas,  rode  to  Governor  Ruiz's  house  and  insulted  him  ;  wbs 
arrested  by  the  guard,  carried  into  a  back  yard,  and  shot  within  half  an  hour.  This  settled 
the  matter,  and  at  8  o'clock  the  same  evening  the  parties  opened  on  each  other  with  artil- 
lery in  the  plaza.  ^ 

The  fight  continued  throughout  the  night,  and  until  12  o'clock  the  next  d\y.  During 
the  night,  at  times,  the  musketry  was  severe,  and  I  should  say  250  shots  were  fired  with 
artillery.  Mr.  Pierce  was  satisfied  thit  an  attempt  wou)d  be  made  to  rob  the  consulate, 
and  had  gieat  apprrhension  for  his  family.  The  governor  having  officially  notified  me  that 
he  could  not  protect  him,  and  believing  that  I  could  remove  him  without  complicating 
matters,  I  seut  troops  over,  feeling  satisfied  that  under  the  circumstances  I  was  only  doiog 
my  duty. 

During  the  fight  the  town  and  the  rood  li-adlng  to  the  ferry  were  filled  with  robbers  doing 
a  good  business,  and  had  Mr  Pierce  attempted  to  cross  without  a  guard  he  would  have 
been  robbed,  if  not  murdered.  Both  parties  are  perfectly  satisfied  with  my  action,  although 
Ruiz  complained  somewhat  that  I  did  not  aid  him,  claiming  that  the  Mexican  troops  once 
aided  the  citizens  of  Brownsville  in  repelling  au  attack  of  this  same  Cortinas.

General  :  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  circumstances  that  trans- 
pired on  the  night  of  the  13tb  instant : 

About  8  o'clock  in  the  evening  we  were  startled  by  rapid  cannonading  and  muiiketry 
firing  evidently  going  on  in  the  streets  of  Matamoras,  just  across  the  Rio  Grande,  which 
continued  without  cessation,  spreading  over  the  greater  portion  of  the  town,  until  10 
o'clock. 

At  this  hour  I  received  the  following  communication  from  Mr.  L  Pierce,  jr.,  United 
States  consul  at  Matamoras  : 

"UNrrED  States  Consulate, 
**Ifalamoratf  Mexico^  January  12,  1864 — 10  o'clock  p  m. 
General  :  A  battle  is  now  raging  in  the  streets  of  this  city  between  the  forces  of  Gov- 
ernor Manuel  Ruiz  and  Colonel  Juan  N.  Cortinas.     My  person  and  family  are  in  grrat 
danger,  as  the  road  between  here  and  the  ferry  is  said  to  be  infested  with  robbers.     I  have 
also  about  one  million  of  dollars  in  specie  and  a  la  ge  amount  of  valuable  property  uudo* 
my  charge  in  the  consulate,  and,  from  the  well-known  character  of  Cot  tinas  and  his  fol- 
lowers, I  fear,  the  city  will  be  plundered.     I  therefore  earnestly  request  that  you  will  send 
a  sufficient  force  to  protect  myself  and  property,  and  to  transport  the  money  within  the 
limits  of  the  Uoited  States  at  the  earliest  moment  possible.

Within  a  very  few  moments  the  following,  from  Governor  Manuel  Ruia,  waj  handed  to 
me : 

**  Matamoras,  January  12,  1864— -10  o'clock  p.  m. 

"Sir  :  The  forces  commande-l  by  Colonel  Cortinas  have  attacked  my  positions  in  this 
place.    As  this  town  is  rery  extensive,  I  cannot  protect  all,  nor  guarantee  the  United  States 
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coDsalate  and  the  large  property  of  American  citizens,  of  different  Datlons,  living  in  thin 
town.  For  this  reason  I  shall  endeavor  to  repulse  the  enemy,  and  ask  you  the  favor  to 
send  some  troops  over  to  guard  and  protect  the  said  property,  which  it  is  impossible  for 
me  to  protect. 

**  I  ask  yon,  general,  to  take  this  application  of  mine  in  high  consideration,  and  to  admit 
my  profound  respect.

I  had,  immediately  after  the  firing  commenced,  despatched  an  officer  (Colonel  Black 
S7th  Illinois  infantry)  to  the  United  States  consulate,  with  instructions  to  inform  me  at 
once  of  the  condition  of  affairs,  and  hearing  from  him  also  that  the  road  was  infested  with 
robbers,  who  were  taking  advantage  of  the  fighting  to  rob  and  murder,  and  that  the  family 
of  the  cf^nsul  could  not  get  away  without  a  guard,  and  the  legal  governor,  recognized  by 
President  Juarez,  having  informed  me  officially  that  he  could  not  protect  him,  I  deemed  it 
not  inconsistent  with  my  instructions  to  send  a  small  force  into  the  city  of  Matamoras  for 
the  purpose  of  removing  the  family  of  Mr.  Pierce  and  the  specie  to  this  side  of  the  river. 

I  therefore  order^  Colonel  Henry  Bertram,  20th  Wisconsin  infanti^,  to  send  forty  men 
to  tdke  cliarge  of  the  ferry,  to  put  one  regiment  under  arms  and  call  at  my  headquarters 
for  further  orders  Upon  repotting,  I  instructed  him  to  take  foiir  companies  of  his  regiment 
across  the  river,  and  proceed  to  the  United  States  consulate,  and  there  to  m^ike  proper  dis* 
position  of  his  force  to  protect  the  United  States  consul  and  his  property,  and  to  remove 
them  at  the  earliest  possible  time  to  this  side  of  the  river ;  instructing  him,  at  the  same 
time,  in  the  most  positive  manner,  not  to  interfere  in  the  fight.  I  then  replied  to  Governor 
Buiz  as  follows :

**Sir:   Your  note,  dated  Matamoras,  10  o'clock  p.m.,  is  at  hand.     Mr.  Pierce,  the 
United  States  consul,  wrote  at  10  o'clock,  urging  me  to  send  a  force  to  protect  the  United 
States  consulate,  and  at  bis  request  I  despatched  Colonel  l^ertiam,  with  a  small  force,  to  the 
consul's  house,  to  protect  him  in  moving  to  this  side  of  the  rjver. 

**The  troops  have  positive  instructions  hot  to  interfere  with  either  person  or  property, 
and  to  take  no  part  in  the  fight.     They  will  protect  the  consulate  until  safely  removed. 

•*  Regretting  exceedingly  the  troubles  which  surround  you.  and  with  the  hope  that  you 
may  soon  quiet  matteis,  I  have  the  honor  to  be,  with  great  respect,  your  obedient  servant,

At  the  same  time  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Pierce,  informing  him  of  the  instructions  given  to 
Colonel  Bertram,  and  requesting  him  to  prepare  for  removal  at  once. 

I  also  sent  the  following  notification  to  Governor  Ruiz,  sending  a  similar  one  to  Colonel 
Cortinas :

**SiR :  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that,  owing  to  a  battle  now  raging  in  the  streets  of 
Matamoras,  between  your  troops  and  those  of  Colonel  Cortinas,  and  the  danger  existing  to 
the  perBon  and  family  of  Mr.  Pierce,  Unit-ed  States  consul,  I  have  ordered  Colonel  Bertram, 
with  four  companies  of  United  States  troops,  to  proceed  to  the  house  of  Mr.  Pierce,  at  his 
request,  for  the  sole  and  only  purpose  of  conveying  them  within  the  territory  of  the  United 
States.  The  dangers  from  assassins  and  robUirs  on  the  road  between  here  and  your  city 
eeem  imperatively  to  demand  this  course,  which  I  take  reluctantly,  with  every  assurance 
to  you  that  I  shall  commit  no  hostile  acts  upon  Mexican  territory,  nor  interfere  in  any 
manner  with  the  fight  now  going  on  in  your  city.  I  have  instructed  Mr.  Fierce  to  remove 
as  quickly  as  possible,  that  I  may  withdraw  the  troops.

Colonel  Bertram  proceeded  without  delay  to  the  other  side  of  the  river,  marching  by  the 
shortest  route  to  the  consulate,  and  placing  his  troops  within  the  yard  which  is  attached  to 
the  house,  and  such  arrangements  were  then  made  as  would  prevent  any  possibility  of  inters 
feience  by  our  men. 
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At  12i  o'clock  I  rccefved  the  following  note  from  Colonel  Bertram :

**  Gezyibal  :  I  have  arrived  at  the  coDsal's  house,  and  assure  yon  he  was  very  happy  to 
see  OS     I  marched  the  shortest  route,  the  firing  having  stopped  as  soon  as  we  appeared  on 
the  streets.    The  consul  thinks  Cortinas  is  gaining  ground.    I  await  further  instructions.

To  which  I  replied  as  follows  :

*'  CoiONiL :  Your  note  from  the  oonsuPs  is  at  hand.  Ton  will  remain  in  your  position, 
giving  the  consul  sufficient  time  to  remove  his  family  and  the  valuables  in  the  consulate  to 
this  side.  Again  let  me  state  that  you  will  interfere  in  no  way  with,  the  fight,  but  keep 
your  men  at  their  posts  for  the  duty  assifirned  them.  Send  a  good  officer  with  the  troops  at 
the  ferry,  and  issue  the  most  positive  orders  prohibiting  straggling  from  the  ranks  or  inter- 
ference of  any  nature  whatever  with  either  person  or  property,  khould  a  stray  shot  come 
near  or  even  strike  one  of  your  men,  that  will  not  be  considered  a  sufficient  reason  for  your 
firing.  I  have,  notified  lx>th  Ruis  and  Cortinas  of  your  presence  in  Matamoras,  and  the  pur- 
pose.    Should  you  see  either  of  the  persons  named,  state  fully  what  your  instructions  are.

At  12}  o'clock  I  received  the  following  from  Colonel  Bertram :  * 

**At  United  States  Coxsulatb, 
**Matamora8f  Januaxry  12 — 12}  o'clock  p.  m. 

**  Gekebal  :  I  have  received  your  letter.  Your  mstructions  are  strictly  obeyed,  and  I  have 
sent  the  roost  stringent  orders  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  Laughlin  not  to  allow  anything  to  be 
done  that  could  bo  construed  into  a  violation  of  your  orders.  Commissions  from  both 
Ruiz's  and  Cortinas*s  parties  have  been  here  to  inquire  into  the  object  of  our  coming  over. 
I  told  them  what  my  instructions  were,  and  both  parties  went  away  satisfied.  The  consul 
f^ys  he  has  about  one  million  in  specie  in  bis  possession,  and  that  he  cannot  possibly  remove 
it  or  his  family  until  morning.  I  have  not  been  able  to  learn  positively  which  party  is 
gaining.  Ruis  still  holds  the  plaza,  and  I  think  will  hold  it  until  morning.

The  fighting  ceased  for  an  hour  after  the  appearance  of  my  troops ;  but  learning  that 
there  was  to  be  no  interference,  both  parties  went  at  it  again,  taking  care,  however,  to 
keep  some  distance  from  the  United  States  consulate.  Matters  continued  so  until  daylight, 
when  I  sent  a  sufficient  number  of  wagons  to  remove  the  family  of  Mr.  Pierce  and  prqwrty 
from  the  consulate  At  7  o'clock  a.  m.  of  the  13th  they  were  safely  landed  on  this  side, 
and  the  troops  withdrew.  The  fighting  in  the  morning  was  carried  on  bitterly  until  13 
o'clock,  when  the  Ruiz  party  retreated,  and  were  scattered  in  every  direction,  llie  casual- 
ties on  both  sides  were  about  fifty  killed  and  one  hundred  wounded.  Among  the  killed 
was  ez-Governor  Alveus  Lopez,  a  prominent  Ruiz  man. 

Governor  Kuiz's  forces  numbercKl  800  men  and  four  pieces  of  artillery,  while  Cortinas's 
force  was  600  men  and  six  pieces  of  artillery.  Considerable  damage  was  done  by  the  artil- 
lery to  the  town  during  the  fight,  and  by  lawless  bands  plundering,  &c. 

Colonel  Cortinas  has  already  announced  himself  as  governor  of  Tamaulipas,  while  Gov- 
ernor Ruiz,  General  Rohez,  and  some  other  prominent  officers,  escaped  and  crossed  to  this 
side,  and  are  now  here  refugees. 

I  have  in  this  report  given  merely  the  facts  in  detail,  and  will  not  enter  into  any  argu- 
ment in  justification  of  my  course.  Notified  by  the  governor  of  the  State  that  he  could 
not  protect  the  United  States  consulate,  and  with  an  appeal  from  the  consul  direct  for  pro- 
tection for  his  family  and  property,  I  felt  that  it  was  unquestionably  my  duty  to  furnish  a 
sufficient  guard  to  remove  him  from  the  city,  taking  at  the  same  time  evory  precaution  to 
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prefvent  oollSston  with  either  of  the  factions.  I  might  here  state  that  the  Eoglish  oonsal 
remaioed  during  the  night  at  the  United  States  consulate  under  our  protection,  o  o  o 
In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that  Colonel  H.  Bertram,  of  the  20th  Wisconsin  infantry,  who 
commanded  the  troops  that  crossed  oyer,  performed  the  delicate  mission  in  an  admirable 
manner,  and  proved  himself  an  officer  of  more  than  ordinary  judgment.  His  officers  and 
soldiers  are  entitled  to  thanks  for  their  conduct.

Mr,  Pierce  to  Mr,  Setoard, 
[Extract.] 

UmTKo  States  CoiisnLATB, 

Matamonu,  January  16,  1864. 

Sir  :  Since  the  arrival  of  the  federal  troops  (6th  November)  affairs  on  this  side  of  the  Rio 
Grande  have  been  in  a  most  complete  uproar.  Immt* diately  upon  the  arrival  of  troops  at 
Brownsville,  General  Cobos,  the  reaccionario,  croraed  over,  and  with  a  small  force  seized 
the  governor  (Ruiz)  and  other  officials  and  placed  them  in  confinement,  making  himself 
governor,  R.  Vila  military  oommnnder,  and  Colonel  Juan  N.  Cortinas,  who  created  a  dis- 
turbance and  fight  in  Brownsville  several  years  ago,  second  in  command.  After  reigning 
twenty-four  hours,  Cortinas  discovered  that  Cobos  and  Vila  were  endeavoring  to  get  up  a 
pronuQciamiento  in  favor  of  the  French,  and  he  aooordingly  ordered  his  men  to  take  them 
out  and  shoot  them,  which  was  done.  Cortinas  then  proclaimed  Jesus  de  la  Lema  gover- 
nor, and  released  Ruiz  from  prison,  giving  him  two  hours  in  which  to  leave  town,  referring 
the  whole  matter  to  the  general  government.  In  the  mean  time  Ruiz  went  off  to  the  in- 
terior, and  as  Lema  had  been  the  cause  of  the  revolution  two  years  ago,  Ruiz  was  sent 
back  again  to  take  his  seat,  with  a  large  escort  of  regular  troops.  Lema,  who  had  arrived 
in  town,  supported  by  Cortinas,  made  preparations  to  defend  the  town,  but  after  ten  days' 
talk  on  the  subject,  on  the  first  d^y  of  January  it  was  agreed  that  Ruiz  should  take  the 
chair,  and  the  troops  of  both  parties  should  go  to  Tampico  to  fight  the  French,  and  until 
they  should  be  ready  to  start  Ruiz  should  hold  one  side  of  the  town  and  Cortinas  the  other. 
£ver3rthing  remained  quiet  until  the  afternoon  of  the  12th,  when  Octiviano  Cardenas,  who 
belong^  to  the  Cortinas  party,  went  to  the  palace,  in  company  with  two  other  officers,  and 
insulted  the  governor.  In  arresting  him  he  fired  his  pistol  off  among  Ruiz's  soldiers. 
He  was  immediately  seized,  led  out,  and  shot  to  death.  This  again  started  a  correspondence 
between  the  contending  parties,  and  at  9  p  m.  the  same  evening  the  fighting  commenced 
in  the  atreets,  one  party  using  six  pieces  of  artillery  and  Ruiz  using  two.  The  battle  lasted 
until  11  a.  m.  on  the  ISth,  when  Cortinas  took  possession  of  the  palace  and  town,  and  Ruiz 
and  his  friends  fled  to  Brownsville,  and  at  present  we  are  without  a  governor. 

During  the  night  of  the  12th,  finding  that  robbing  was  being  carried  on  in  some  parts  of 
the  town,  and  I  having  about  a  million  of  dollars  in  speOie  under  my  charge,  at  10|  p  m. 
I  applied  to  Major  General  Herron,  commanding  the  forces  on  the  Rio  Grande,  for  suffi- 
cient men  to  protect  our  property  f^om  thieves  and  robbers,  and  he  immediately  crossed 
over  a  large  force,  who  remained  by  us  until  morning,  when  I  sent  all  the  money  to  Browns- 
ville, and  the  koops  retired.  •  •  •  •  o  •  a.

Legation  of  Fran cb  to  the  Unitbd  States, 

Washington,  March  20i  1864: 
Sir:  I  have  received  the  note  jon  did  me  the  honor  to  write  to  me  oathe 
12th  of  the  moDth,  with  the  various  documents  which  accompanied*  it. 
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It  seems,  by  these  papers,  that  on  the  12th  of  January  last,  a  battle  having 
been  commenced  in  the  city  of  Matamoras  between  the  two  Mexican  chiefs, 
Ruiz  and  Gortinas,  on  the  application  of  Mr.  Pierce,  consul  of  the  United  States 
there  resident,  who  feared  for  his  safety,  Major  General  Herron,  commaDding 
the  federal  troops  cantoned  at  Brown sville,  Texas,  sent  across  the  frontier  four 
companies  of  infantry,  who  came  and  took  up  a  position  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
consulate,  and  there  remained  until  next  day,  the  13th ;  that  they  took  back 
with  them  to  the  other  side  of  the  river  Mr.  Pierce,  his  family,  and  the  valuables 
deposited  at  the  consulate. 

I  remark  that  this  temporary  occupation  had  also  been  solicited  by  Biiizt 
chief  of  the  Juarists,  who  wrote  at  the  same  time  as  Mr.  Pierce  to  General 
Herron,  to  declare  to  him  that  he  was  not  in  a  condition  to  protect  the  United 
States  consulate  and  the  property  of  American  citizens  settled  in  the  city,  and 
who,  under  the  pretence  of  providing  for  the  safety  of  foreigners,  wished  prob- 
ably to  get  for  himself  the  support,  at  least  apparent,  of  the  federal  troopa. 

On  the  morning  of  the  13th,  when  these  were  withdrawn,  the  Juarists  dis- 
banded, and  Ruiz,  with  his  principal  officers,  also  crossed  the  river  and  took 
refuge  at  Brownsville. 

In  fine,  it  is  evident  it  is  General  Banks  whose  charge  it  is  to  point  it  out 
that  in  taking  possession  of  his  command  General  Herron  received  a  communi- 
cation of  the  instructions  prepared  the  23d  of  November,  1863,  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  State,  and  that  in  consequence  he  acted,  as  also  did  Consul  Pierce,  in 
full  knowledge  of  the  subject. 

Such  are  the  facts  established  by  the  reports  of  the  military  commanders  of 
the  United  States.  If  would  be  difficult  not  to  recognize  therein  a  violation 
of  neutrality,  and  a  positive  breach  of  orders,  although  so  clear,  which  had  been 
given  by  the  Department  of  State,  precisely  for  the  accordance  of  such  eventu- 
alities. 

I  shall  carry  your  excellency's  note  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Emperor's  gov- 
erument,  and  be  prepared  to  transmit  to  it  also  the  report  of  Major  General 
Banks,  which  you  are  pleased  to  announce  to  me,  as  well  as  all  other  docu- 
ments you  may  deem  proper  to  complete  the  elucidation  of  the  affair. 

Please  accept,  sir,  the  assurances  of  my  high  consideration.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  20th 
instant,  in  which  you  assume  that  the  sending  a  few  troops  from  Brownsville 
to  Matamoras  to  protect  treasure  in  the  custody  of  the  United  States  consul  at 
the  latter  place,  during  the  late  civil  conflict  there,  was  contrary  to  the  neu- 
trality professed  by  this  government,  and  which  General  Banks  had  been 
directed  to  observe  in  reference  to  affairs  in  Mexico.  Without  meaning  to  xm- 
derrate  the  force  of  your  remarks  on  this  point,  I  deem  it  proper  to  postpone 
further  discussion  of  this  subject  until  such  views  of  your  government  as  may 
be  formed,  afler  a  fair  consideration  of  the  correspondence  which  has  already 
taken  jdace,  shall  be  made  known  to  this  department.

Lboation.of  France  to  the  United  States, 

Washington,  April  3,  1864. 
Sir  :  As  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you,  I  have  transmitted  to  my  govem- 
tnent  the  documents  which  your  excellency  submitted  to  me  on  the  subject  of 
the  affair  at  Matamoras.  The  documents  can  scarcely  have  reached  Paris  at 
this  moment  While  awaiting  the  answer  thev  will  occasion,  I  this  morning 
received  a  second  despatch  from  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  pointing  to  new  facts, 
on  which  I  shall  have  the  honor  to  confer  with  your  excellency  on  the  earliest 
day  my  health  will  permit  me  to  go  out ;  but  there  is  a  point  which  seems  to 
be  of  importance  to  bring  immediately  to  your  notice.  It  would  appear  that 
on  the  news  of  the  events  of  the  mouth  of  January  last  General  Bazaine  took 
the  measures  necessary  to  protect,  in  the  direction  of  Matamoras,  the  Mexican 
territory  against  any  further  invasion.  Whatever  may  be  the  opinion  we  may 
form  upon  past  events,  you  will  comprehend,  sir,  how  necessary  it  is,  to  avoid 
all  complication  in  the  future,  that  General  Banks,  and  the  officers  serving 
under  his  orders,  may  be  again  called  to  the  strict  observance  of  the  instructions 
given  the  23d  November,  1863,  from  your  excellency's  department. 

I  should  not,  either,  leave  you  in  ignorance  that  the  French  troops  must  also 
liave  been  directed  to  Sonora,  where,  according  to  reports  more  or  less  founded, 
a  very  considerable  number  of  emigrants  from  Caliwmia  must  lately  have  dis- 
embarked at  Gnaymas,  and  have  established  themselves  in  the  country  in  virtue 
of  grants  which  were  made  to  them  by  the  ex-President  Juarez.  The  mission 
of  our  forces  is  to  prevent  in  Sonora  all  these  takings  of  illicit  possession,  if 
they  be  really  attempted,  and,  in  any  case,  the  lawfulness  of  concessions  which 
shall  have  emanated  from  Juarex  will  never  be  admitted.  Your  excellency  will 
probably  judge  proper  to  make  this  known  to  American  citizens  who  might 
allow  themselves  to  be  drawn  into  such  speculations. 

I  seize  this  occasion  to  renew  to  your  excellency  the  assurances  of  my  high 
consideration.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  3d 
instantt  in  which  you  inform  me  that  you  have  received  a  second  despatch  from 
M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  pointing  to  new  facts  in  relation,  as  I  am  left  to  infer,  to 
the  proceedings  which  took  plaqe  at  Matamoras  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Pierce,  the 
consul  at  that  place,  and  which  have  been  made  the  subject  of  recent  cor- 
respondence, on  your  part,  with  this  department.  I  shall  with  pleasure  receive 
the  promised  information  when  the  state  of  your  health  shall  be  such  as  to  en- 
able you  to  visit  me,  and  I  sincerely  regret  the  cause  by  which  such  a  visit  is 
delayed.  Since  my  last  note  to  you  on  the  Matamoras  affair  was  written,  I 
have  learned  that  General  Gortinas,  with  his  forces,  is  certainly  adhering  to  the 
government  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico.  In  view  of  this  fact,  it  is  pot  now 
apparent  to  this  government  that  France — being  in  our  view  only  a  belligerent 
in  Mexico,  and  having  no  forces  at  or  near  Matamoras  when  the  transaction  in 
regard  to  the  consul  occurred  there — can  reasonably  expect  explanations  con- 
cerning it  from  the  United  States. 
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Yon  inform  me  in  tbe  note  now  before  me  that,  on  bearing  of  tbat  transae- 
tion  in  January  last.  General  Bazaine  took  the  measures  necessarj  to  protect 
the  Mexican  territory  in  the  direction  of  Matamoras  against  any  further  inva- 
sion ;  and  you  suggest  that*  in  conseauence  of  tbat  proceeding,  Major  General 
Banks,  and  the  officers  serving  under  nis  orders,  may  be  again  called  to  a  strict 
observance  of  the  instructions  which  I  gave  to  tbat  general  on  the  23d  of 
November  last.  Passing  over  the  words  •*  further  invasion"  as  an  accidental 
assumption  of  a  fact  which  this  government  has  not  conceded,  and  is  not  yet 
prepared  to  concede,  I  have  bad  no  hesitation  in  informing  Major  General 
Banks  of  the  purpose  of  General  Bazaine,  and  enjoining  the  United  States 
general  to  a  strict  and  faithful  observance  of  the  instructions  of  November, 
which  require  him  to  forbear  from  any  form  of  intervention  in  the  war  between 
France  and  Mexico. 

You  also  inform  me  in  your  last-mentioned  note  that  French  forces  hare  been 
directed  towards  Sonora,  and  you  bring  to  my  knowledge  rumors  that  a  very 
considerable  number  of  emigrants  from  California  have  lately  disembarked  at 
Guaymas,  and  have  established  themselves  in  the  country  in  virtue  of  grants 
which  were  made  to  them  by  President  Juarez,  whom  yon  describe  as  ex- 
Prepident ;  vou  further  state  that  the  mission  of  the  French  forces  is  to  prevent, 
in  Sonora,  the  taking  possession  of  estates  under  such  grants,  the  lawfulness 
of  which,  you  say,  will  never  be  admitted  ;  and  you  suggest  to  me  the  expedi- 
ency of  making  this  information  known  to  American  citizens  who  might  be 
destined  to  allow  themselves  to  be  drawn  into  such  speculations. 

While  I  appreciate  the  frankness  and  good  will  which  the  Emperor's 
government  manifests  in  thus  communicating  its  views  and  purposes  on  the 
subject  mentioned,  it  nevertheless  remains  my  duty  to  say  that  this  government 
has  long  recognized,  and  still  docs  continue  to  recognize,  the  constitutional 
government  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico  as  the  sovereign  authority  in  that 
country,  and  the  President,  Benito  Juarez,  as  its  chief.  This  government,  at  the 
same  time,  equally  recognizes  the  condition  of  war  existing  in  Mexico  between 
that  country  and  France.  We  maintain  absolute  neutrality  between  the  bd- 
ligerents,  and  we  do  not  assume  to  judge,  much  less  to  judge  in  advance,  of  the 
effect  of  the  war  upon  titles  or  estates.  We  have  no  knowledge  of  such  an 
emigration  from  California  to  Sonora  as  you  have  described  in  your  note ;  but 
if  such  an  emigration  has  taken  nlace,  those  persons  who  thus  emigrate  will  of 
course  be  regarded  as  subjecting  themselves  to  the  authority  and  laws  by  which 
the  rights  01  citizens  of  Mexico  are  governed ;  and  while  it  seems  unneceflcary 
for  the  President  to  assume  that  such  emigrants  will  claim  the  protection  of  this 
government  for  any  estates  of  whatever  kind  they  may  attain  or  attempt  to 
attain  in  Mexico,  it  would  certainly  be  presumptuous  to  attempt  now  to  decide 
upon  the  validity  of  such  claim. 

Peaceful  emigration  from  the  United  States  is  entirely  free  from  restraint  or 
influence  of  the  government.  Emigrants  themselves  are  generally  well  informed 
concerning  their  rights.  Under  these  circumstances,  any  interference  of  the 
government  concerning  such  emigration  would  be  as  inexpedient  as  it  would  be 
without  precedent.  The  case  would  be  different  if  the  act  of  emigration  was 
attended  with  preparations  and  purposes  hostile  to  Mexico,  or  to  either  belligerent 
party,  or  to  any  other  nation,  and  therefore  incompatible  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  with  the  law  of  nations.  It  is  believed  that  the  goyemment 
of  the  United  States  has  already  sufficiently  indicated  the  views  it  most  take  in 
such  a  case  if  it  should  occur,  which,  however,  there  seems  no  inmiediate  reason 
to  apprehend.

Sir  :  About  the  end  of  December  and  beginning  of  January  last,  two  bands, 
the  one  of  200  men,  the  second  of  500,  detached  from  the  troops  which  are 
under  the  command  of  General  Banks  in  Texas,  went  from  Brownsville  and 
Brazos  Santiago,  uivaded  the  Mexican  territory  bj  taking  advantage  of  the  dis- 
order which  reigned  at  Matamoras,  and  went  and  carried  off  a  considerable 
namber  of  bales  of  cotton  deposited  at  Boca  del  Bio  Bravo  bj  merchants  of  Mon- 
terey, on  the  pretence  that  this  merchandise  belonged  to  Americans  of  the 
fiouthem  States.  The  government  of  his  Majesty  has  charged  me  to  call  the 
most  serious  attention  of  your  excellency  to  these  violations  of  territory,  which, 
connected  with  that  which  I  have  already  had  the  honor  to  point  out  to  you 
previously,  would  constitute  a  combination  of  facts  of  which  I  have  no  need 
to  develop  the  importance.  I  therefore  beg  your  excellency  to  have  the  good- 
ness to  give  me  on  this  subject  some  explanations,  and  I  take  this  occasion  to 
offer  to  you  the  assurance  of  my  high  consideration.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  7th 
instant,  stating  that  about  the  end  of  December  and  beginning  of  January  last, 
bodies  of  troops  from  the  command  of  General  Banks  went  from  Brownsville 
and  Brazos  Santiago,  in  Texas,  into  Mexican  territory,  and  carried  off  a  consid- 
erable number  of  bales  of  cotton  lodged  at  Boca  del  Rio  Bravo.  In  reply  I 
have  the  honor  to  acquaint  you  that  this  department  has  no  knowledge,  official 
or  otherwise,  of  the  proceeding  referred  to.  Inquiry  will,  however,  at  once  be 
made  in  regard  to  it,  and  such  further  proceedings  will  be  adopted  as  the  result 
may  call  for,  it  being  the  disposition  of  this  government  to  maintain  entire 
neutrality  between  the  belligerents  in  Mexico,  and  its  determination  not  to 
authorize  or  sanction  any  invasion  of  Mexican  soil.

Washington,  April  26,  1864. 
Sir:  Some  months  since  a  society  was  formed  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans 
the  object  of  which  is  to  make  enrolments,  and  purchases  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion destined  for  Mexico.  This  association,  openly  avowed  and  known  under 
the  name  of  club  of  the  Defenders  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine,  D.  M.  D.,  has  its 
regular  meetings,  duly  announced  by  means  of  the  newspapers,  and  employs 
all  measures  of  propagandism  for  raising  subscriptions  and  making  proselytes. 
At  its  head  are  some  Mexican  refugees,  and  notably  a  Colonel  oe  Borden. 
Some  number  of  federal  officers  also  form  part  of  it,  and  Governor  Hahn  himself, 
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whose  opinions  are  known,  has  been  received  as  a  member.  Already  transmis- 
sions of  arms  and  munitions  have  been  directed  towards  the  frontier  of  the  Bio 
Grande,  and  I  am  assured,  although  I  do  not  like  to  believe  it,  with  the  coDni- 
vance  of  some  of  the  authorities  of  the  United  States.  It  suffices  me  to  point 
out  such  facts  to  your  excellency.  I  have  too  many  evidences  of  the  scrupulous 
care  you  take  to  cause  the  observance  of  the  most  exact  neutrality  in  the  affairs 
of  Mexico,  not  to  feel  certain  in  advance  that  the  government  of  the  United 
States  will  take  the  most  effective  measures  to  repress  them,  and  that  it  will,  in 
an  exemplary  manner,  deal  severely  with  those  of  its  agents  who  shall  be  con* 
victed  of  having  taken  part  in  this.

It  seems  that  Brownsville,  on  the  Rio  Grande,  is  the  very  active  centre  of  a 
traffic  in  articles  contraband  of  war,  a  traffic  which  is  carried  on  for  account  of 
the  agents  of  Mr.  Juarez,  and  that  the  federal  authorities,  who  are  accused  of 
deriving  large  profits  from  it,  favor,  in  place  of  hindering  it ;  that  General  Her- 
ron,  who  commands  at  Brownsville,  is  on  the  best  terms  with  Mr.  Cortinas, 
whom  he  aids  with  all  his  power,  by  furnishing  him  arms,  munitions,  and  even 
recruits,  and  that  he  loudly  avows  his  sympathies  with  the  pretended  govern- 
ment which  he  still  represents  at  Matamoras.  The  collector  of  the  federal  cus- 
toms at  Brownsville  must  be  also,  as  it  is  given  out,  in  connivance  with  Mr. 
Cortinas. 

It  seems  that  at  this  moment  a  ship  is  being  laden  near  Boston,  which  is  to 
carry  to  Mexico  one  or  two  batteries  of  artillery,  carbines,  swords,  and  bayonets. 
Contracts  for  these  articles,  contraband  of  war,  have  been  made  already,  some 
weeks  since,  and  the  vessel  which  will  carry  them  will,  to  turn  aside  suspickm, 
be  cleared  ht)m  some  small  port  in  New  England.  She  will  be  given  Brazos  as 
her  destination,  which  is  at  a  short  distance  from  the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande, 
and  from  that  locality  the  cargo  will  be  sent  on  its  way  to  a  point  occupied  bj 
the  agents  of  Mr.  Juarez.

You  further  in- 
formed me  that  this  association,  openly  avowed,  and  known  under  the  name  of 
the  club  of  the  "  Defenders  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine,  D.  M.  D.,"  has  its  regular 
meetings,  duly  announced  by  means  of  the  newspapers,  and  employs  all  means 
of  propagandism  for  raising  subscriptions  and  making  proselytes ;  that  at  its 
head  are  some  Mexican  refugees,  and  notably  a  Colonel  De  Borden.  Some  num- 
ber of  federal  officers  also  form  part  of  it,  and  Governor  Hahn  himself,  whose 
opinions  are  known,  has  been  received  as  a  member ;  that  transmissions  of  arms 
and  munitions  have  already  been  directed  towards  the  Rio  Grande,  and  that  you 
were  assured,  although  you  did  not  like  to  believe  it,  that  such  transmission  of 
arms  and  munitions  were  made  with  the  connivance  of  some  of  the  authorities 
of  the  United  States. 

I  lost  no  time  in  bringing  the  complaints  which  you  thus  preferred,  in  their 
full  effect,  to  the  knowledge  of  Major  General  Banks,  who  is  in  command  of  the 
United  States  forces  west  of  the  Mississippi,  and  also  to  the  knowledge  of  his 
excellency  Michael  Hahn,  the  governor  of  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

I  have  now  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  I  have  received  from  the  governor 
of  LfOuisiana  an  official  communication  in  relation  to  these  complaints,  of  the 
effect  following,  namely :  that  there  is  a  society  or  club  in  New  Orleans  under 
the  name  of  the  *'  Defenders  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine ;"  that  his  excellency  Michael 
Hahn  is  not  a  member  of  the  club,  or  of  any  similar  association ;  that  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  club  is  Colonel  F.  N.  D.  8.  Borden,  who  is  understood  to  be 
a  loyal  citizen  of  the  republic  of  Mexico ;  that  the  only  citizens  of  New  Orleans 
who  are  known  to  the  governor  as  belonging  to  the  club  are  a  few  young  men 
of  no  considerable  influence ;  that  the  object  of  the  club,  so  far  as  the  governor 
has  been  able  to  ascertain  it,  is  to  bring  moral  influences  to  bear  upon  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  in  favor  of  a  maintenance  of  the^  Monroe  doctrine, 
but  not  to  act  in  violation  of  the  law,  or  of  the  well-understood  governmental 
policy  of  neutrality,  in  the  war  which  exists  between  France  and  Mexico ;  that 
so  far  as  the  governor  has  learned,  there  has  been  neither  any  enrolment  of  men 
nor  any  subscriptions  of  money  by  the  club,  or  by  any  other  association,  for  the 
purposes  of  war  in  Mexico.  Nor  have  any  arms,  ammunition,  or  men  been  sent 
there  through  any  association  of  persons  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  so  far  as  the 
governor  knows,  or  has  even  heard. 

I  am  farther  assured  by  his  excellency  that  he  cordially  co-operates  with  the 
other  public  officers  in  Louisiana  in  carrying  out  the  known  instructions  and 
wishes  of  the  President  and  this  department,  and  in  observing  and  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States  in  the  war 
between  France  and  Mexico. 

It  remains  only  to  assure  your  excellency  that  this  department  reposes  implicit 
confidence  in  the  statements  of  Governor  Hahn,  and,  consequently,  that  there 
have  been  no  such  violations  of  the  neutralitv  of  the  United  States  in  New  Or- 
leans as,  through  misinformation,  your  excellency  has  been  led  to  represent.

Sir  :  With  reference  to  the  meraorandnm,  without  date,  relative  to  an  alleged 
traffic  in  articles  contraband  of  war,  through  Brownsville,  on  the  Rio  Grande, 
with  the  agents  of  President  Juarez,  which  was  received  from  the  legation  of 
France  on  the  27th  ultimo,  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  for  your  information,  that 
Major  General  Banks,  to  whom  a  translation  of  that  paper  was  communicated, 
has  apprised  me  that  the  subject  has  received  attention ;  that  arrests  have  been 
made,  and  that  goods  have  been  seized  upon  the  su^mosition  that  they  were  des- 
tined for  a  contraband  trade  with  Mexico ;  that  Major  Greneral  McGlomand, 
commanding  the  13th  army  corps,  being  absent  in  consequence  of  sickness,  has 
requested  that  Major  General  Herron  will  be  assigned  to  the  command  of  that 
corps,  and  his  quarters  will  be  established  in  ihe  State  of  Louisiana.

Sir  :  Referring  to  your  note  of  the  26th  of  April  last,  and  to  my  replies  of 
the  30th  of  that  month  and  28th  ultimo,  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  a  society 
at  New  Orleans,  under  the  name  of  the  club  of  the  Defenders  of  the  Monroe 
Doctrine,  and  to  the  alleged  objects  and  proceedings  of  that  association,  I  have 
now  the  honor  to  acquaint  you  that  I  have  received  information  from  Major 
General  Banks  corroborating  the  statements  made  by  his  excellency  Governor 
Hahn,  which  were  imparted  to  you  in  my  note  of  the  28th  ultimo.  General 
Banks  frirther  reports  that  if  there  are  any  federal  officers  connected  with  the 
before-named  society,  they  are  not  men  of  influence  or  character.  Officers  may 
have  been  led,  in  some  instances,  to  associate  themselves  with  it  out  of  motives 
of  curiosity,  but  have  abandoned  the  organization  as  soon  as  its  unlawful  char- 
acter and  purposes  became  known  ;  that  a  Colonel  Van  Zandt,  one  of  the  per- 
sons lately  arrested,  has  been  dismissed  from  the  service.  If  enlisted  men  are 
connected  with  it,  they  are  without  influence,  and  in  many  instances  of  disrep- 
utable character ;  that  as  a  combination  this  association  is  unimportant  in  its 
influence  upon  international  relations,  but  that  there  are  some  dangerous  men 
connected  with  it ;  that  they  had  before  and  since  the  receipt  of  my  communi- 
cation to  Major  General  Banks,  of  the  30th  of  April,  been  under  close  surveillance  ; 
that  their  objects  are  to  enlist  men,  and.  perhaps,  to  obtain  arms  and  other  ma- 
terials for  offensive  demonstrations  in  Mexico  or  elsewhere ;  that  it  is  quite  as 
likely,  however,  to  be  intended  to  further  their  own  ambitious  personal  projects 
and  fortunes  as  to  interfere  in  the  affairs  of  Mexico  or  any  other  nation ;  that  an 
arrest  of  these  parties  was  made  at  the  earliest  moment  when  proof  could  be  ob- 
tained of  that  purpose  ;  that  the  steamer  Crescent,  upon  whicn  they  had  taken 
passage  for  Brownsville,  was  seized  a  few  days  since  by  Brigadier  General 
Bowen,  provost  marshal  general,  and  the  departure  of  the  expedition  prevented. 

In  conclusion.  Major  General  Banks  reassures  me  that  every  precaution  will 
be  taken  to  avoid  any  unlawful  interference  with  the  affairs  of  Mexico,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  policy  of  this  government,  as  defined  in  my  instructions  to  him.

Since  the  departare  of  Mr.  James,  collector  of  the  customs  at  San  Francisco,  the  deputy 
collector,  who  replaced  him,  Mr.  Cushman,  has  the  air  of  receiving  with  great  earnestness 
my  communications  for  hindering  the  shipment  of  arms,  gunpowder,  and  articles  contra- 
band of  war,  destined  for  Mexican  ports,  hut  the  sum  of  it  is,  that  he  does  nothing  to  stop 
them. 

There  is  here  a  Mexican  general  named  De  Vega,  who  has  come  with  money  to  get 
ready  armaments  in  favor  of  ex-President  Juarez  ;  he  purchases  small  vessels,  loads  them 
with  arms  and  gunpowder,  and  applies  at  the  custom-house,  through  his  agents,  to  clear 
these  vessels  for  the  river  Colorado,  where  there  are  several  American  settlements.  In 
this  manner  the  vessels  get  away  with  the  permission  of  the  custom-house,  and  under  any 
pretext  touch  at  some  points  on  the  Mexican  coast,  where  they  land  their  cai*goe8.  Thus, 
quite  lately,  the  American  schooner  Potter,  cleared  on  these  conditions,  put  ashore  at 
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Gnayamas  2,500  barrels  of  gunpowder  and  fire-arms.  I  complain  bitterly  of  these  subter- 
fuges to  the  local  authorities;  I  ask  the  deputy  collector  to  exact  security  from  the  fitters 
out  of  vessels  laden  wjth  articles  contraband  uf  war,  and  cleared  for  the  American  ports  on 
the  banks  of  the  Colorado  ;  he  promises  me  mountains  and  miracles,  but  I  do  not  obtain 
from  him  any  positive  result.    The  chief  of  police  only,  Mr.  Burke,  actively  seconds  my 

iuvestlgations.

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Tn  reply  to  the  (rarmise,  I  have  ooly  to  report  that  till  the  last  of  Hay. I  wa«  dally  aod 
K>D8taotly  at  Brownsville,  in  charge  of  the  custom-house  afiairs,  and  I  am  certain  that  no 
^cfck  trade  existed  ;  in  fact,  the  sole  trade  we  had  was  with  New  Orleans,  a  city  itself  un- 
ler  martial  law,  and  from  whence  no  such  supplies  could  be  drawn. 

As  for  the  connivance  of  the  collector  of  the  customs,  it  is  useless  to  refute,  as  he  has  no 
!tl8oretion»ry  powers  in  such  matters.  Should  munitions  of  war  arrive  at  the  port  of 
BdrttMos  de  Santiago,  they  will  come  under  the  authority  of  the  proper  authoiities;  should 
kliey  not  have  thoise  authorizations  they  would,  of  course,  be  seised  as  contraband 

A.S  regards  the  loading  of  a  vessel  or  vessels  near  Boston  with  munitions  fur  Mexico,  I 
know  nothing,  nor  have  I  ever  heard  of  such  a  scheme. 

I  would  alFo  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  monthly  reports  of  exports  and  imports,  which 
fIiow  all  the  business  of  that  department,  to  see  how  fallacious  are  any  such  reports.

[Translation.] 

Recent  advices,  brought  from  Mexico  to  the  government  of  the  Emperor,  have 
apprised  him  that  very  grave  events,  the  responsibility  for  which  would  fall  upon 
the  government  of  the  United  States  if  it  neglected  to  take  them  into  serious 
consideration,  would  again  be  brought  about  at  Matamoras.  A  great  number  of 
federals,  after  having  evacuated  Brownsville,  have,  as  it  seems,  passed  the  Rio 
Bravo  and  pot  themselves  at  the  disposal  of  Mr.  Cortinas.  This  chief  would 
also  have  received  a  considerable  supply  of  arms  and  munition,  despatched  from 
American  territory.  If  these  advices  are  true,  as  it  seems  there  is  no  ground  to 
doubt,  there  must  have  been  there  a  violation  of  neutrality,  which  of  itself  alone 
would  give  sufficient  ground  for  reclamation  on  the  part  of  the  government  of 
the  Emperor.  But  the  life  of  French  subjects  has  ceased  to  be  respected  by  the 
party  dominant  at  Matamoras;  two  of  them,  as  it  seems,  had  been  shot  by  order 
of  Mr.  Cortinas.  It  will,  therefore,  be  the  duty  of  the  government  of  the  Em- 
per  to  protest  the  more  energetically  against  the  support  given  in  this  circum- 
stance to  its  adversaries. 


Mr,  Geofroy  to  Mr,  Seward, — (Received  September  2,  1864.) 
[Translation.] 

A  fraudulent  shipment  of  arms,  destined  for  Mexico,  took  place  at  San  Fran- 
cisco at  the  close  of  the  month  of  July.  A  portion  of  it  was  seized  through  the 
efforts  of  Colonel  James,  collector  of  the  customs  at  that  city,  upon  the  sugges- 
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tion  of  his  Majesty's  codsuI  ;  the  residue,  enumerated  in  the  invoice  annexed, 
was  got  out  of  the  way  and  shipped  on  a  small  vessel,  which,  hy  the  latest  ac- 
counts, must  he  anchored,  it  is  said,  in  one  of  the  coves  of  the  hay  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. When  prescribing  to  Colonel  James  the  most  active  search  upon  this 
subject,  the  Department  of  State  is  begged  to  recommend  to  him  to  cause  con- 
stant watch  to  be  kept  on  the  conduct  of  a  certain  General  Vega,  who  ia  at  San 
Francisco,  the  agent  for  this  sort  of  operations.

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  no  other  information  in  relation  to  that  which  has  just 
occnrred  at  Brownsville  than  what  is  contained  in  the  paper.  Whatever  the 
canses  which  have  led  to  it,  it  wonld  seem,  if  we  are  to  oelieve  them,  that  the 
Mexican  chief,  Gortinas,  has  entered  the  territory  of  the  United  States  with  a 
corps  of  troops,  to  which,  it  is  said,  he  has  even  given,  of  his  own  authority,  the 
flag  of  the  Union.  This  last  act  shows  a  boldness  for  which  he,  no  doubt,  will 
have  to  account  to  the  federal  government  That  which  mterests  me  is  that  he 
be  disarmed,  and  does  never  leave  the  American  territory  to  make  some  incur- 
sion with  his  men  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Bio  Grande.  I  am  sure,  in  ad- 
vance, that  upon  the  first  intelligence  of  this  affair  you  will  have  sent  to  Texas 
the  strictest  orders,  in  order  that  the  duties  which  vicinage  and  neutrality  re- 
quire be  strictly  observed  by  the  officers  of  the  federal  forces  in  that  part  of 
the  country ;  aud  I  have  no  need  of  insisting  upon  the  grave  responsibility 
which  the  latter  might  entail  upon  their  government  if,  in  contempt  of  their  in- 
structions, they  should  permit  these  refugees  to  station  themselves  upon  the 
frontier,  and  there  to  commit  acts  of  hostility,  directly  or  indirectly ;  there  to 
prepare  expeditions,  transfers  of  men  and  munitions ;  and,  finally,  there  to  ren- 
der aid  in  any  manner  to  the  party  in  arms  in  the  interior  of  Mexico  against 
the  troops  of  his  Majesty.  I  will  only  remark  to  you  that  this  recent  act, 
when  i;  shall  be  known  in  Paris,  will  make  more  pressing  the  demand  for  ex- 
planations, which  I  have  recently  been  charged  to  address  to  you  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  relations,  not  very  intimate,  which  previously  existed  between  Gor-  . 
tiuas  and  some  generals  of  the  United  States,  from  one  bank  to  the  other  of  the 
Rio  Grande,  aud  particularly  upon  the  sale  of  arms  belonging  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  which  was  made  by  these  latter  to  that  chief.  I 
would  therefore  thank  you  to  hasten  the  reply  which  you  have  been  pleased  to 
promise  me  upon  this  subject,  at  the  same  time  that  you  will  enable  me  to  make 
known  to  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  the  measures  you  may  have  taken  respecting 
Gortinas  and  his  band. 

If  you  should  think  that  my  presence  should  be  immediately  necessary  at 
Washington,  I  would  thank  you  to  telegraph  it  to  me  at  the  consulate  general 
of  his  Majesty  at  Quebec,  as  late  as  Tuesday  next,  the  27th,  and  after  that  at 
New  York,  at  the  Brevoort  House,  where  I  propose  to  remain  until  the  4lh  of 
October,  and  thence  send  off  mv  mail.

Sir  :  Your  note  from  Montreal,  on  the  23d,  was  received  here  on  the  26th 
instant. 

When  I  saw  the  earlier  newspaper  reports  of  an  alleged  entrance  of  General 
Gortinas  within  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  I  deemed  them  improbable 
and  unreliable.  The  only  official  information  upon  the  subject  which  has  been 
received  is  a  statement  contained  in  a  report  made  by  Major  General  Canby  to 
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the  Secretary  of  War.  Upon  receiving  that  statement  I  immediately  trans- 
mitted to  Mr.  Dayton  a  despatch  containing  the  same  statement,  of  wliich  I  now 
give  you  a  copy  for  your  information.  Subsequent  newspaper  publications  dis- 
credit the  original  rumors  in  the  most  essential  paits ;  the  latter,  however,  like 
the  first,  are  vague  and  unsatisfactory.  I  have,  therefore,  addressed  myself, 
through  the  War  Department,  to  Major  General  Canby,  and  requested  a  full 
statement  of  the  facts,  and  at  the  same  time,  although  deeming  it  quite  unne- 
cessary, I  have,  by  command  of  the  President,  renewed  the  injunction  heretofore 
given,  that  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  must  neither  commit,  nor 
suffer  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  any  violation  of  the  neutnlity 
of  this  government  in  the  conflict  now  going  on  in  Mexico.

Gincbal  :  The  correppondence  of  Colonel  Day,  in  relation  to  the  Mexican  force  under 
Cortinas.  has  been  received.  Colonel  Day's  action,  so  ftkr  as  it  is  known  here,  accords 
with  our  neutral  obligations,  and  is  approved.  The  Mexican  refugees  are  entitled  to  aa 
asylum  in  our  terri&>ry  when  they  deliver  up  their  arms  and  munitions,  and  restore  any 
prisoners  or  l)ooty  that  they  may  have  taken  from  the  French. 

They  will  not  be  received  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  for  service  on  the  Bio 
Grande  frontier,  but  may  be  enlittted  for  the  general  service  In  this  case  they  will  be  Fent 
to  this  city,  either  before  or  after  enlistment,  to  be  organized,  armed,  and  equipped.  Thcir 
enli^tment  may  be  for  one,  two,  or  three  years,  but  preferably  for  the  shorter  term,  aad 
their  duty  thereafter  will  be  determined  by  the  circumstances  of  the  service. 

As  an  armed  enemy  of  France,  this  force  will  not  b«  tolerated  in  our  territory ;  and  if 
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his  be  the  intention  of  Cortinas^  the  commanding  officer  will  be  instrncted  to  regardi  and, 
L8  far  as  bis  power  extends,  to  treat  bis  force  as  enemies  of  the  United  States. 

You  will  please  instruct  Colonel  Day,  or  the  commander  at  Braaos  Hantiago,  accordingly, 
tnd  ia  the  contingency  of  any  of  Cortinns's  force  entering  our  service,  give  the  necessary 
Q8t ructions  in  relation  to  enlistment,  transfer  to  this  city,  and  the  disposition  to  be  made 
>f  private  property.  The  public  property  of  the  Mexican  government  remains,  of  course, 
In  the  custody  of  the  United  States  until  disposed  of  by  proper  authority.

Braaoi  Santiago,  Texas,  October  9,  1864. 
Major  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report  of  afTairs  at  this  post : 
Everything  has  been  quiet  since  the  date  of  my  last  report — the  enemy  not  having  been 
Been.  1  have  received  information  from  Mr.  Pit-rce,  consul  at  Matamoras.  also  from  other 
sonrces,  that  the  rebels  are  greatly  disappointed  at  the  turn  which  Mexican  afiairs  have 
taken  at  Matamoras.  They  had  expected  that  they  would  be  able  to  purchase  or  by  some 
means  obtain  possession  of  a  part  of  the  artillery,  which  was  at  ttiat  place,  from  Cortinas. 
The  surrender  of  Cortinas  to  Mejia,  and  his  acknowledgment  of  the  authority  of  Maxi- 
milian, of  course  destroyed  all  such  anticipations.  I  have  understood  that  many  tempting 
propoflals  were  made  by  Ford  to  Cortinas,  with  a  view  to  obtain  part  of  the  artillery,  all 
of  which  were  steadily  refused. 

On  the  29th  of  September  Mejia  took  possession  of  Biatamoras  on  the  following  terms  : 
No  French  were  to  be  allowed  to  enter  the  c  ty,  and  all  French  troops  were  to  leave 
Bagdad,  and  the  surrender  made  to  Mexican  troops  alone.  These  terms  were  carried  out. 
The  French  troops  at  Bagdad  have  been  withdrawn  to  their  vessels,  and  the  place  occupied 
by  Mexican  forces.  I  am  unable  to  determine  whether  this  state  of  affidrs  is  favorable  to 
the  interests  of  the  United  States  or  not.  I  have  been  informed  by  some  Mexican  refugees, 
lately  from  Matamoras,  that  a  confederate  flag  was  Hying  at  that  place,  and  that  confederate 
officers  are  received  with  great  cordiality  on  the  part  of  Mejia.  The  instructions  received 
by  me  through  the  department  headquarters  with  regard  to  Mexican  refugees  have  been 
carried  out.  The  refugees  appear  to  be  very  well  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  been  treated,  and  many  are  enlisting  in  the  United  States  service  for  the  period  of 
one  year.  All  the  officers,  and  most  of  the  men,  however,  have  a  desire  to  return  to  their 
homes  as  peaceable  citizens  of  Mexico,  and  I  anticipate  a  request  from  Mejia  that  thi^y  be 
allowed  to  do  so.  If  such  a  request  be  made,  I  shall  allow  them  to  return  unarmed,  on 
condition  that  we  secure  some  remuneration  for  the  subHistence  furnished. 

The  health  of  the  troops  under  my  command  is  steadily  improving,  and  I  am  confident 
that  ere  long  all  symptoms  of  scurvy  will  disappear. 

The  steamer  Alliance  arrived  here  last  Monday  morning,  the  Sd  instant.     During  the 

night  of  the  same  day  she  experienced  a  severe   **  norther,"  and  was  blown  on  shore. 

She  not  being  able  to  get  off  until  this  morning  accounts  for  the  delay  of  my  despatches.

Legation  of  France  to  the  United  States, 

WatkingUm,  October  17, 1864. 

Sir:  I  have  received  tbe  copy  of  the  report  addressed  to  Major  General 
Banks  by  Major  General  Oanby,  which  you  did  me  the  honor  to  send  me  the 
day  before  yesterday,  and  thank  you  for  the  communication. 

It  appeal's  to  me,  fwm  reading  this  document  and  accompanying  papers,  that, 
while  recognizing  and  understanding  from  the  outset  what  duties  neutrality  im- 
posed on  them,  the  military  authorities  of  tbe  Gulf  have  not,  however,  entirely 
resisted  the  application  made  by  refugee  Mexicans  to  be  admitted  into  the  army 
of  the  United  States.  It  might  even  be  inferred  from  the  report  of  Colonel  Day 
and  Major  George  B.  Drake,  dated  September  14,  that  the  first  idea  of  this  en- 
listment came  from  him,  and  that  it  had  been  suggested  to  them  by  his  orders. 
On  his  part.  Major  General  Canby,  thinking  to  remov^e  all  inconvenience  by 
bringing  to  New  Orleans  these  refugees,  who  are  held  under  arms,  has  only  sne- 
ceeded  in  opening  the  way  for  greater  difficulty. 

New  Orleans  is  (your  excellency  is  not  ignorant  of  the  fact)  the  place  where 
are  prepared,  and  from  which  depart,  clandestine  expeditions  bound  for  Mexico, 
which  the  United  States  government  has  been  obliged  to  arrest  not  long  since  ; 
no  place  could,  therefore,  be  more  ill  chosen  to  keep  together  a  body  of  Mexi- 
cans transformed  into  United  States  soldiers.  The  succor  the  federal  govern- 
ment will  derive  from  such  recruits  is,  to  my  mind,  problematical ;  the  embar- 
rassments they  may  occasion  are  much  more  plain. 

I  doubt  not  your  excellency  may  be  struck  with  these  remarks,  which  the 
government  of  the  Emperor  has  offered  on  its  part  to  the  envoy  of  the  United 
States  at  Paris,  and  I  am  gratified  to  hope  that  you  will  advise  the  adoption, 
by  the  military  commander  in  the  Gulf,  of  measures  which  can  give  no  room  for 
any  objection.

CouonML  :  The  letter  of  Hon.  W.  H.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State,  to  Hon.  E.  M.  Stanton, 
Secretary  of  War,  under  date  of  August  29,  1864,  covering  translation  of  a  communication 
received  at  Washington  by  the  representative  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  in  regard  to 
certain  occurrences  said  to  have  taken  place  on  the  Rio  Grande,  and  which  has  been 
referred  to  me  for  report,  has  been  received.  There  is  nothing  speciflc  in  the  charges  and 
sttiteroenta  made  upon  which  to  malie  a  detailed  report. 

With  reference  to  the  great  number  of  fe  lerals  said  to  have  crossed  into  Matamoras  after 
tbe  evacuation  of  Brownsville,  I  would  state  that  there  were  not  six  citizens  of  the  United 
States  left  in  Brownsville  when  I  witbdi'ew  the  troops  from  that  place.  I  had  sent  all 
personi*,  men,  women,  and  children,  to  New  Orleans.  Some  few  Mexicans,  who  had  been 
UviDg  on  the  east  8ide  of  the  Kio  Grande,  may  probably  have  crossed  into  Mexico,  but  I 
know  the  number  must  have  been  small,  for  I  had  previously  shipped  a  great  majority  of 
even  the  Mexicans  to  New  Orleans  ;  I  mean  such  as  resided  on  our  side  of  the  river.  I 
have  been  constantly  in  receipt  of  advices  from  Matamoras  since  the  evacuation  of  Browns- 
ville, and  had  such  occurrences  as  the  above  taken  place  I  would  certainly  have  heard 
something  of  it. 

With  reference  to  the  arms  and  ammunition  said  to  have  gone  into  Mexico  from 
American  territory,  1  would  undertake  to  say,  in  the  most  positive  manner,  that  nothing 
of  tbe  kind  took  place  from  January  1,  1864,  to  August  1,  1864,  the  period  of  my  admin- 
istration on  the  Rio  Grande  ;  nor  did  anything  occur  that  would  warrant  even  a  rumor 
of  such  a  thing. 

It  seems  to  me  that  when  such  charges  are  made,  involving,  as  they  do,  the  reputation 
of  officers  of  the  United  States  army,  some  kind  of  proof  should  accompany  the  charges ; 
but  these  statements  being  so  general,  I  can  do  nothing  more  than  make  a  mere  denial 
of  the  whole. 
There  is  neither  truth  in  the  report  nor  ground  for  it

Lboation  of  France  to  the  United  States, 

New  York,  November  12,  1864. 

Sir  :  It  would  appeari  agreeably  to  tbe  information  which  baa  reached  the 
government  of  the  Emperor  ffora  various  quarters,  that  ex-President  Juarez 
has  not  abandoned  the  project  of  issuing  letters  of  marque  against  our  com- 
merce,  and  that  there  are  being  constructed  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States, 
especially  at  New  Orleans  and  at  San  Francisco,  vessels  destined  to  cruise  for 
his  account. 

I  bring  this  fact  to  the  knowledge  of  your  excellency,  not  supposing,  how- 
ever, that  the  federal  government,  had  it  learned  it  from  another  source,  would 
not  have  immediately  taken  measures  to  prevent  the  departure  of  these  vessels, 
.which  is  announced  as  very  near  at  hand. 

If,  however,  the  good  faith  of  the  authorities  of  the  United  States  being 
overreached,  these  vessels  should  take  the  sea,  I  must  inform  you  that  the 
government  of  his  Majesty  could  not,  in  any  case,  recognize  in  them  the  char- 
acter of  privateer. 

Mr.  Juarez  cannot  hereafter  be  seriously  considered  a  chief  of  a  government. 
The  supreme  authority  in  Mexico  has  no  longer  at  this  time,  and  for  those  who 
are  the  least  impartial,  any  other  real  representative  than  the  sovereign  called 
by  events  to  the  head  of  that  country.  Mr.  Juarez,  whatever  may  have  been 
his  former  position,  has,  therefore,  to-day,  neither  the  title  nor  the  character  to 
issue  letters  of  marque.  Those  with  which  he  should  attempt  to  supply  Ameri- 
can or  other  vessels,  being  henceforth  without  value,  would  expose  these  vessels 
and  their  crews  to  be  treated  purely  and  simply  as  pirates. 

In  instructing  me  to  make  this  declaration  to  your  excellency,  the  government 
of  his  Majesty  has,  nevertheless,  no  other  intention  than  that  of  enabling  that 
of  the  United  States  to  give  this  notice  again,  in  due  season,  to  those  of  its  citi- 
zens who  may  have  entertained,  or  who  are  ready  to  entertain,  propositions  of 
Juarez  or  those  of  his  agents.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  ISlh 
instant,  by  which  I  am  informed  that  the  imperial  government  of  France  haf 
learned  from  various  quarters  that  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico 
(by  you  described  as  ex-President)  has  not  abandoned  the  project  of  issuin? 
letters  of  marque  against  French  commerce,  and  that  there  are  being  constructed 
in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  especially  at  New  Orleans  and  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, vessels  designed  to  cruise  for  his  account. 

In  reply,  I  am  at  liberty  to  infonn  you  that  this  government  has  no  knowl- 
edge of  the  design  which  is  thus  ascribed  to  the  President  of  Mexico,  uor  has  it 
any  information  that  any  such  vessels  are  building,  as  is  supposed,  in  either  of 
the  two  ports  you  have  specially  desigbated,  or  in  any  other  port  of  the  United 
States.  The  vigilance  of  public  officers  is  such  as  to  inspire  a  confident  belief 
that  the  information  which  the  Emperor's  government  has  received  is  erroneoas. 
Nevertheless,  for  greater  security  of  the  present  neutrality  of  the  United  States, 
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that  information  will  be  specially  submitted  to  the  proper  agents  in  New  Orleans 
and  San  Francisco,  with  renewed  injunctions  for  the  discovery  and  prevention 
of  the  arming  or  fitting  out  of  vessels-of-war  to  depredate  on  French  commerce. 
Similar  proceedings  will  be  adopted  in  relation  to  other  ports  upon  my  receiving 
any  infoimatiou  of  unlawful  designs  or  enterprises  afoot  therein. 

it  seems  unnecessary  to  discuss  the  question  you  have  raised,  whether  the 
President  of  Mexico  has  a  right,  by  the  law  of  nations,  to  grant  letters  of 
marque,  inasmuch  as  this  government  peremptorily  exacts  perfect  neutrality 
from  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  the  Mexican  war.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  the  3d  of  September  last  a 
translation  of  the  memorandum  and  of  the  accompanying  invoice,  received  at 
this  department  from  the  legation  of  France,  on  the  2d  of  that  month,  in  rela- 
tion to  a  fraudulent  shipment  of  arms  at  San  Francisco,  California,  which  arms 
are  said  to  have  been  destined  for  Mexico,  was  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of 
tho  Treasury,  who  was  requested  to  cause  the  matter  to  be  investigated  with  a 
view  to  the  adoption  of  proper  proceedings  in  the  premises. 

It  now  appears  as  the  result  of  the  investigation,  that  early  in  August  last  the 
collector  of  customs  at  San  Francisco  was  informed  that  the  American  schooner 
Hazp,  of  about  forty  tons  burden,  had  on  board  a  quantity  of  arms,  supposed  to 
be  four  thousand  stand,  together  with  a  large  supply  of  munitions  of  war,  sol- 
diers' clothing,  and  other  articles,  and  that  she  was  moving  from  place  to  place, 
in  the  bay  of  San  Francisco,  apparently  seeking  an  opportunity  to  evade  the 
vigilance  of  the  revenue  cutter  Joseph  Lane,  then  on  guard  duty  in  that  harbor, 
and  get  to  sea,  when  she  would  transfer  her  cargo  to  the  schooner  San  Diego, 
of  about  fifty-five  tons  burden.  The  collector  thereupon  immediately  despatched 
two  boats  under  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  Selden,  the  commmander  of  the 
revenue  cutter  there,  with  a  guard  furnished  by  Brigadier  General  Mason,  the 
provost  marshal  at  San  Francisco,  in  quest  of  the  Haze.  These  boats  returned 
on  the  4th  of  August,  after  a  fruitless  search  of  twenty-four  hours.  At  9 
o'clock  of  the  evening  of  that  day  the  collector  was  informed  that  a  schooner 
resembling  the  Haze  had  been  seen  at  anchor  in  Half  Moon  bay,  about  thirty- 
five  miles  south  of  the  Golden  Gate. 

The  San  Diego  having  sailed  on  that  day,  pursued  by  the  revenue  cutter 
Joseph  Lane,  in  obedience  to  the  collector's  orders,  under  the  belief  that  the 
vessel  reported  as  having  been  seen  at  the  Half  Moon  bay  was  the  Haze,  he 
immediately  despatched  the  steam-tug  Merrimac,  under  the  command  of  a  reve- 
nue officer,  with  a  guard  from  the  provost  marshal's  office,  in  pursuit.  They 
found  the  Haze  at  the  place  designated,  with  the  arms,  munitions  of  war,  and 
soldiers'  clothing  on  board.  Having  ordered  her  to  be  detained,  the  collector 
reported  such  detention  to  Major  General  McDowell,  the  commander  of  the 
military  district  in  which  San  Francisco  is  situated,  to  whom  the  arms  and 
munitions  of  war  were  delivered. 

From  this  statement  of  facts  you  will  clearly  perceive  that  none  of  the  arms 
referred  to  were  exported  from  San  Francisco.

Sir  :  I  bave  before  me  your  despatcb  of  February  4,  (No  590,)  wbicb  speaks 
of  the  actual  breaking  out  of  hostilities  between  Germany  and  Denmark,  and  of 
the  perplexities  which  that  act  produces  in  the  British  councils. 

More  recent  information  shows  that  Austria  and  Prussia  have  achieved  a  snc- 
ceseful  campaign,  and  are  in  possession  virtually  of  all  Schleswig.  1 1  remains 
to  be  seen  whether  a  foundation  can  now  be  laid  for  a  peace  that  will  be  satis- 
factory to  the  greater  states,  who  charge  themselves  with  the  preservation  of 
the  balance  of  power  in  Europe.  Without  pretending  to  the  knowledge  neces- 
sary for  the  formation  of  a  reliable  judgment,  I  may,  perhaps,  be  safe  in 
believing  that  the  present  condition  of  things  in  the  theatre  of  the  war  is  very 
unsatisfactory  to  Great  Britain. 

I  observe  statements  in  the  continental  papers  that  emigrants  have  returned 
from  this  country  with  large  promises  to  engage  in  the  attractive  conflicts  of 
Europe.  If  this  be  so,  and  if  these  conflicts  continue,  this  government  will  be 
summoned  to  new  duties  in  maintaining  neutrality.  Our  responsibilities  in  this 
way  are  already  large  enough.  The  war  of  France  against  Mexico  wears  upon 
the  patience  of  the  American  people.  Spain  is  watchful  lest  the  insurgents  of 
San  Domingo  receive  aid  from  the  United  States  ;  and  their  insurgents  are  here 
seeking  recognition,  at  least  as  belligerents.  If  our  own  unhappy  civil  war 
should  come  to  an  end  in  the  midst  of  a  European  war,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
enforce  upon  citizens  of  the  United  States  the  performance  of  international  ob- 
ligations that  Europe  has  refused  to  observe  in  regard  to  ourselves.

London,  March  24,  1864. 
Sir  :  The  Archduke  Maximilian  came  here  for  the  purpose  of  getting  i 
recognition  of  his  new  position.    His  father-in-law,  Leopold,  is  here  to  favor 
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his  object.  The  goyernment  declined  to  act  on  the  subject  at  presenti  but  gave 
reason  to  hope  that,  so  soon  as  the  action  in  Mexico  would  appear  to  justify  it, 
they  would  acknowledge  him.  It  is  understood  that  Spain  and  Belgium  will 
follow  in  the  wake  of  France,  after  which  the  other  powers  are  expected  to 
accede. 

A  loan  has  been  negotiated  for  eight  millions  sterling,  at  66  — ,  interest  at  6 
per  cent,  out  of  which  a  payment  is  to  be  made  to  France,  in  part,  for  the  ex- 
pense she  has  been  at.  The  rest  is  to  be  used  to  organize  a  proper  support  for 
the  archduke  until  he  can  get  things  going.  The  English  creditors  in  the  old 
loan,  who  have  constituted  the  gieat  support  of  this  scheme,  are  greatly  dis- 
turbed to  find  that  no  provision  has  been  made  for  them.

Sir  :  I  thank  you  very  sincerely  for  your  despatch  of  the  15th  of  April,  No. 
669,  which  contains  information  particularly  new  and  interestine  in  regard  to 
the  proceedings  which  have  culminated  in  the  departure  of  the  Archduke 
Maximilian  from  Tneste,  with  the  intention  to  establish  an  imperial  monarchy 
in  Mexico.  Every  thinking  observer  must  be  fully  satisfied,  even  without  special 
evidence,  that  those  events  had  their  origin  in  a  conspiracy  of  Mexicans  against 
the  independence  and  freedom  of  their  own  country.  Nevertheless,  it  will  be 
fortunate  for  the  future  of  Mexico,  and  for  the  cause  of  republican  government 
there,  if  the  history  you  have  given  me  of  the  details  of  the  conspiracy  shall 
soon  become  generally  known. 

You  have  very  clearly  explained  the  motives  and  sentiments  which  have 
induced  so  many  of  the  influential  statesmen  and  authorities  of  Europe  to  favor 
the  subversion  of  the  Mexican  republic.  All  these  motives  and  sentiments 
resolve  themselves  into  a  jealousy  of  the  advancement  of  the  United  States. 
Their  great  prosperity  and  progress  have  necessarily  provoked  this  political 
antagonism.  You  very  justly  lament  the  pertinacity  with  which  the  American 
people  continue  their  suicidal  division  in  presence  of  the  apparent  overthrow  of 
their  influence  in  Mexico,  but  it  is  the  same  blindness  of  faction  which  led  us 
into  the  civil  war.  Only  time  and  events  can  cure  it,  and  these  we  may  well 
believe  are  doing  their  work.  No  appeal  to  the  reason  or  to  the  patriotism  of 
the  insurgents  is  heard  so  long  as  they  entertain  hopes  of  success  in  their  des- 
perate enterprise.  The  loyal  people  of  the  United  States  seem  to  have  no  need 
for  new  or  increased  devotion  to  tne  nationid  cause.  At  all  events,  considera- 
tions of  foreign  and  remote  dangers  can  scarcely  be  expected  to  gain  serious 
attention,  when  the  immediate  domestic  perils  of  the  conflict  absorb  the  popular 
mind.  I  know  no  other  way  for  us  than  to  contemplate  the  situation  calmly, 
do  our  whole  duty  faithfully,  meet  every  emergency  as  it  arises  with  prudence, 
firmness,  and  force  if  necessary,  and  trust  in  God  for  a  safe  issue  of  the  contest.

Sir  :  In  tbe  course  of  mj  conversation  with'  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  yesterdaj 
I  referred  briefly  to  what  he  had  some  time  since  said  to  me  in  reference  to  an 
early  acknowledgment  of  the  new  government  of  Mexico.  He  said,  pleasantly, 
that  he  feared  he  had  been  too  sanguine.  I  told  him  that  our  kind  relations  with 
the  Juarez  government  were  unbroken,  and  that  we  did  not  anticipate  an  early 
and  permanent  establishment  of  a  monarchy  in  Mexico.  In  the  present  con- 
dition of  things,  therefore,  you  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  consider  the  question  he 
had  propounded.  I  do  not  think  that  he  was  either  surprised  or  disappointed 
by  this  answer. 

He  informed  me  that  the  Emperor  had  been  much  gratified  by  your  recent 
action  in  forbidding  the  recruitment  of  men  in  the  United  States  for  Mexico. 
This  had  been  reported  to  him  by  Mr.  Mercier.  I  reminded  him,  in  passing, 
that  this  action  seemed  to  contrast  somewhat  with  that  of  the  French  authoriues, 
in  permitting  the  shipment  of  a  crew  for  the  Florida  in  a  French  port.  It 
seemed  to  me  that  the  allusion  was  felt.  He  made  a  note  of  it,  as  I  supposed, 
and  the  conversation  there  dropped.  I  reminded  him,  however,  that  I  had  some 
time  since  sent  him  a  copy  of  that  despatch  in  reference  to  Russian  privateers, 
sent  to  us  at  the  beginning  of  the  Crimean  war.  He  said  that,  owing  to  his 
absence,  he  had  not  yet  seen  it,  nor  my  communication  which  accompanied  it.

Sir  :  I  enclose  a  slip  cut  from  a  newspaper  recently  published  here,  the  sab- 
stance  of  which  has  made  the  round  of  the  French  and  English  journals,  and 
will  doubtless  be  re-copied  in  the  journals  of  the  United  States.  Mr.  Drouyn 
de  Lhuys  says  he  knows  nothing  of  it,  and  has  never  heard  of  the  pretended 
envoy  therein  referred  to.  He  says,  fxirther,  that  should  he  find  that  any  such 
person  has  arrived,  he  will  not  fail  to  let  me  know  it ;  but  at  present  he  supposes 
the  paragraph  to  be  like  all  the  other  '« tiash  "  of  this  character  which  is  put  in 
circulation. 

I  referred  in  this  connexion  to  the  supposed  outline  or  schedule  of  a  treaty 
alleged  to  have  been  agi*eed  upon,  some  two  or  three  months  since,  between  hia 
Majesty  and  the  rebel  agents  abroad,  and  communicated  to  you  by  Mr.  Morse, 
our  consul  at  London,  a  copy  of  whose  communication  was  enclosed  to  me  in 
your  confidential  despatch,  No.  438. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  says  there  is  no  truth  whatever  in  this  statement,  and 
that  the  Fmperor  has  no  such  negotiation  whatever  with  the  confederates  on 
foot.

5n  the  transatlantic  packet  Florida  for  St.  Nazaire.  He  is  said  to  have  a  mission  to  notify 
^o  the  French  government  the  recognition  by  the  Confederate  States  of  the  **  empire"  of 
3iIexico,  and  also  to  try  to  persuade  Napoleon  III  to  recognize  the  south  in  return.

Consulate  of  the  United  States  of  America, 

Vera  Cfrm,  December  17,  1863. 

By  this  pnblic  instrument  of  attestation,  declaration  and  protect,  be  it  known  and  made 
manifest  to  all  whom  it  may  concern,  that  on  this  17th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1863,  be- 
fore me,  M.  D.  L.  Lane,  consul  of  the  United  Statt-s  of  America  for  the  port  of  Vera  Croz, 
and  the  dependencies  thereof,  personally  appeared  3os6  Wallace  Smith,  who,  being  by  me 
duly  sworn  according  to  law,  did  depose  and  say  as  follows  : 

When  the  French  steamer  ander  command  of  Commandant  Conrad  arrived  at  Minatitlan, 
Fine  ruary  last,  I  was  refolding  in  that  town  and  doing  business  there  as  a  merchant.  I  was 
oald  regidor  of  the  municipal  body,  enabled  by  a  decree  of  the  Mexican  government  to 
hoel  that  position  without  infringement  of  my  neutrality.  The  Mexican  authorities,  and 
most  of  the  native  inhabitants  of  the  town,  fled  at  the  approach  of  the  French,  and  I  was 
left  as  the  only  neutral  in  office  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  town,  and  if  called  upon, 
to  deliver  it  over  to  the  invading  force.  In  this  position  I  was  reoogniaed  by  Commandant 
Conrad,  who,  when  I  offered  to  resign  my  office,  expressly  desired  me  to  retain  it.  The 
French  did  not  occupy  Minatitlan.  but  anchored  their  steamers  at  the  month  of  the  river, 
and  for  about  two  months  I  continued  to  act,  by  request  of  the  French,  as  temporarily  in 
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charge  of  the  town,  and  was  recognized  as  such  by  both  parties,  and  used  as  a  means  of 
communicating  with  each  other. 

Some  time  in  May,  in  consequence  of  a  want  of  confidence  manifested  in  me  by  the  Mex- 
ican authorities,  arising  from  my  connexion  with  Commandant  Conrad,  I  resigned  my  po> 
sition — a  Captain  Sanchez,  of  the  Mexican  army,  being  appointed  as  military  commandant. 
From  that  moment  my  connexion  with  the  liberal  parties,  innocent  as  it  was,  completely 
and  entirely  ceased.  In  July  a  French  force  took  possesgion  of  the  town,  and  with  it  came, 
as  French  political  agent  and  collector  of  customs,  one  of  ''Walker's  filibusters" — a  man 
unfavorably  known  to  the  inhabitants,  by  name  of  Bruno  Van  Natzmer — who  indirectly 
assumed  and  concentrated  in  himself  all  civil  authority,  and  to  a  great  extent  the  military 
also.  This  was  easily  accomplished  with  the  foimer,  on  account  of  their  ignorance  and 
timidity,  and  it  was  yielded  to  him  by  the  latter,  on  account  of  what  they  supposed  to  be 
his  local  knowledge  and  the  soundness  of  his  intentions  ;  and  immediately  a  system  of  per- 
secution and  personal  vengeance  was  inaugurated  such  as  people  never  thought  to  witoesi 
in  this  nineteenth  century. 

About  the  beginning  of  September,  while  at  the  American  consulate  on  bnanees,  I  was 
grossly  insulted  and  threatened  by  one  John  Hume,  a  resident  of  the  town.  Among  other 
things,  he  said  he  had  me  completely  in  his  power,  that  he  could  count  upon  the  influ- 
euce  and  assistance  of  the  principal  authorities  to  carry  out  his  threats,  which  were  by  any 
and  every  means  to  have  me  sent  away  from  Minatitlan  or  shot,  and  if  the  authorities 
failed  him,  he  would  vit^it  the  latter  fate  upon  me  himself.  At  this  time  Natzmer  was  Ut- 
ing  at  Hume's  house,  and  on  the  most  intimate  terms  with  him.  and  there  is  every  reasoa 
to  believe  they  were  conniving  together  against  me,  as  will  be  proved  by  what  took  place 
afterwards. 

A  few  days  after  the  attack  upon  me  at  the  consulate,  Hume  came  to  my  house,  and  after 
repeating  his  insults  and  threats,  struck  me  three  times.  I  did  not  retaliate  until  he  struck 
me  the  third  time,  and  then  I  knocked  him  down  ;  as  he  was  rising  he  drew  a  revolver^ 
four  barrels  of  which  were  loaded,  cocked  and  snapped  it  at  me,  whereupon  I  again  knocked 
him  down  ;  the  same  thing  was  three  times  repented.  Some  people  now  came  up  and  put 
an  end  to  the  struggle,  and  the  police  arriving  conducted  us  both  to  jail,  where  I  was  placed 
in  close  confinement,  and  Hume  in  a  few  minutes  released  by  order  of  Natzmer,  address- 
ing him  through  the  judge. 

Natzmer  then  informed  the  judge  that  it  was  the  order  of  the  commandant  that  an  offi- 
cial communication  should  be  drawn  up,  and  addrtsbcd  to  the  commandant,  stating  that 
Hume  had  gone  to  my  house  in  a  state  of  drunkc^nness,  and  I  availed  myeelf  of  the  fact  to 
endeavor  to  assassinate  him.  The  judge  refused  to  make  such  a  statement,  unless  it  was 
^rst  substantiated  as  the  result  of  an  examination,  conducted  in  conformity  to  law  ;  and, 
notwithstanding  Natzmer  threatened  to  send  him  to  Martinique,  the  judge,  fortunately  for 
me,  was  not  Intimidated.  The  case  was  fairly  examined  and  I  was  released,  and  the  sen- 
tence that  would  have  been  otherwise  passed  on  Hume  was  only  withheld  through  fear  of 
Natzmer  ;  thus  the  case  remains  on  the  archives,  if  they  are  not  destroyed  or  tampered 
with,  with  the  exception  of  what  I  state  as  having  passed  between  Natzmer  and  the  judge, 
which  took  place  before  witnesses  who  will  readily  bear  evidence,  when  thoy  dare  speak 
without  fear  of  Natzmer' s  vengeance.  His  intentions  towards  me  were  thoroughly  exposed, 
when  he  told  the  judge  the  next  day,  if  he  had  done  as  he  told  him,  by  that  time  I  should 
have  been  despatched. 

On  the  18th  Lieutenant  Rollin  came  to  my  house  with  two  armed  soldiers;  he  ordered 
me  to  put  on  my  hat  and  follow  him,  and  I  was  conducted  to  the  public  jail,  where  I  found 
Nicholas  Lopes,  Albino  Garcia,  Luis  Carimon.  We  were  kept  some  four  days  wcommtmieado. 
On  the  evening  of  the  fourth  day  the  guard  received  an  order  from  Lieutenant  Rollin  to 
take  me  out  and  shoot  me  at  the  sound  of  the  morning  bugle.  I  only  knew  the  fate  that 
was  intended  for  me  from  the  conversation  of  the  guard,  which  I  could  not  help  overhear- 
ing, from  their  vicinity  and  the  slight  construction  of  the  jail,  which  consisted  of  only  one 
room.  About  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  appointed  for  my  execution  I  heard  that  the 
order  was  suspended,  but  frequently  during  the  next  day  I  was  led  to  believe,  from  the 
talk  of  the  guard,  that  I  had  but  a  few  hours  to  live. 

On  the  uftemoon  of  the  fifth  day  we  were  marched  off  by  a  force  under  command  of  lieu- 
tenant Rollin,  and  conducted  to  the  river  bank,  where  Natzmer  was  waiting  with  another 
force  to  receive  us.  We  were  placed  by  Natzmer  on  board  the  schooner  Clara,  put  in  the 
hold,  our  hands  tied  behind  us,  and  our  legs  attached  with  iron  rings  to  an  iron  bar  of 
about  five  feet  in  length.  To  this  bar  five  of  us  were  chained.  The  hatches  were  then 
nailed  down,  and  every  aperture  closed,  except  a  hole  about  sixteen  inches  square,  which 
had  been  sawed  out  of  one  of  the  hatches  for  the  purpose  of  letting  down  provisions  to  ui. 
From  the  extreme  pain  caused  by  the  tightness  of  the  bands  and  the  constrained  poeitioa 
of  the  arms,  and  all  other  physical  and  menral  horrors  of  our  frightful  situation,  I  rap- 
idly became  delirious,  and  remained  In  that  state  eight  or  ten  days.     Under  the  influenct 
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of  the  delirium  I  used  sometimes  to  cry  out  of  a  night,  when  the  corporal  of  the  g^ard 
would  come  down  and  stamp  ujxin  me,  and  beat  me  in  a  manner  that  has  left  marks  upon 
my  body  that  I  will  carry  to  my  grave.  Tbi&  was  an  occurrence  of  every  night  during  my 
delirium  The  neressities  of  nature  had  to  be  relieved  as  we  lay,  and  the  tilth  was  some- 
times left  to  accumulate  for  days ;  we  had  no  mosquito  bars  ;  our  food  was  eaten  amidst  an 
amount  of  filth  and  stench  and  pestilent  atmosphere  that  must  be  experienced  to  conceive. 
The  band  on  our  arms  remained  sometimes  day  and  night ;  the  effect  on  me  has  been  to 
deprive  me  for  life  of  the  use  of  my  left  arm,  and  the  right  is  seriously  Injured  In  this 
state  we  remained  thirty  days — all  except  Albino  Garcia,  the  previous  collector  of  customs, 
about  sixty-five  years  of  age,  who  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  died  from  fever,  superinduced 
by  the  horrors  of  our  situation.  The  body,  which  was  in  a  most  filthy  state,  was  allowed 
to  remain  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.,  still  chained  to  the  bar,  and  the  hands  still  tied  behind, 
and  then  it  was  drawn  up  by  a  rope  passed  under  the  arms  like  a  sack  of  com.  During 
these  dreadful  thirty  days  Natzmer  frequently  came  on  board  the  vessel  to  see  that  his  or- 
ders for  our  treatment  were  canied  out,  and  it  is  to  be  presumed  they  were,  for  he  gave  no 
order  for  its  alteration.  On  the  18th  of  November  Natzmer  came  on  board  the  schooner, 
and  we  were  taken  from  the  hold  and  delivered  by  him  to  the  commander  of  the  war 
steamer  Fleche.  I  was  in  a  wretched  state  of  health — reduced  in  less  than  forty  days  from 
a  strong,  stout  man  to  the  merest  shadow  ;  and  as  I  dictate  this,  unable  to  write  myself, 
after  nearly  a  month's  rest,  I  am  still  the  mere  wreck  of  what  I  was  before,  and  my  con- 
stitution has  received  a  shock  that  time  Can  never  cure. 

On  the  Fleche  we  were  again  placed  in  irons,  and  forced  to  keep  a  sitting  posture  under 
deck  for  about  sixty  hours,  until  we  arrived  at  Vera  Cruz,  during  which  time  we  were  de- 
nied all  nourishment  excepting  musty  biscuit  and  water. 

From  the  day  of  my  arrest  to  my  arrival  in  Vera  Cruz  I  was  in  utter  ignorance  of  the 
nature  of  the  accusations,  if  there  were  any  preferred  against  me.  or  upon  whnt  grounds  I 
hid  been  cruelly  treated.  On  the  26th  of  November  I  was  placed  in  custody  of  the  United 
States  consul  at  Vera  Cruz,  he  becoming  responsible  for  my  appearance  when  called  for, 
where  I  remained  till  December  14,  when  I  was  summoned  before  a  court-martial,  exam> 
ined,  and  discharged  On  the  17th  I  was  notified  by  the  commandant  superior  at  Vera 
Cruz  that  I  was  at  liberty  to  go  to  the  United  States.  Wherefore  the  said  appearer,  in  his 
owD  name,  hath  declared  to  protest,  as  by  these  presents  I,  the  said  consul,  at  his  special 
instance  and  request,  do  publicly  and  solemnly  protest  against  the  said  Natzmer,  as  French 
agent  and  collector  of  the  port  of  Mlnatitlan,  against  the  French  government,  against  the 
French  commander  of  the  French  forces,  on  land  and  water,  at  Minatltlan  and  Vera  Cruz, 
ruling  in  the  name  of  France,  against  all  and  every  person  and  persons,  against  all  author- 
ities and  things,  that  have  in  any  way  occasioned  or  permitted  my  arrest,  imprisonment, 
and  cruel  treament,  holding  each  and  all  of  them,  in  every  matter,  cause,  or  things  con- 
cerned, liable  and  responsible  for  all  costs,  looses,  damages,  charges,  and  expenses  already 
suffered,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  suffered,  in  my  health  or  property,  in  any  manner,  shape, 
or  form,  on  account  of  my  said  arrest  and  imprisonment  and  cruel  treatment. 

This  done  and  protested  at  Vera  Cruz  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.  In  testimony 
whereof  the  said  Jos^  W.  Smith  has  hereunto  subscribed  his  name,  and  I,  the  said  consul, 
have  affixed  my  hand  and  seal  of  office.

Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of  Jan- 
nary  15,  No.  400.  We  learn  from  it  tlie  determination  of  the  French  govern- 
ment to  permit  the  Rappahannock  to  be  completed  and  prepared  for  sea,  though 

not  armed,  at  Calais. 

•  ••••••• 

Yesterday  information  was  laid  before  me  of  a  design  of  an  adventurous  party, 
now  beyond  our  jurisdiction,  to  obtain  letters  of  marque  from  the  republican 
government  of  Mexico  to  harass  the  commerce  of  France.  This  government  is 
constantly  called  upon  to  give  leave  for  the  conveyance  of  arms  into  Mexico  for 
the  use  of  the  Mexican  auUiorities  in  the  war  with  France.    It  stands  firmly  and 
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faithfallj  upon  its  neatralitj,  bat  in  doing  this  it  wounds  popular  sjmpatliiefl 
which  no  human  power  could  repTess.  The  Emperor's  government  has  had 
abundant  occasion  to  observe  that  the  Executive  oi  the  United  States  has  prac- 
ticed prudence  and  forbearance  in  their  relations  with  the  maritime  powers  which 
were  not  expected  from  a  government  being  so  popular  in  its  form  as  ours,  be- 
cause it  seemed  impossible.  Is  it  not  inexpedient  for  the  government  of  France 
to  continue  indulgence  towards  our  enemies  such  as  we  wholly  refused  to  her 
enemies  ?  The  President  thinks  that  you  should  invite  Mr.  Droujn  de  Lhajs 
to  bestow  serious  consideration  upon  the  subject.

Sir  :  During  an  interview  with  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  on  Thursday  last,  he 
handed  to  me  the  memorandum  of  a  contract,  said  to  have  been  entered  into  be- 
tween the  Juarist  authorities  of  the  State  of  Tamaulipas  and  the  federal  author- 
ities of  the  United  States,  in  virtue  of  which  the  latter  agreed  to  Ornish  a 
certain  quantity  of  arms  and  munitions  of  war  in  return  for  delivery  to  them  of 
many  thousand  Mexican  mules.  I  herewith  send  yon  a  translation  of  this 
memorandum,  which  is  without  signatures.  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  snid  he  found 
the  memorandum  on  his  table,  without  recollecting  exactly  whence  it  came,  and 
therefore  called  my  attention  to  it.  I  told  him  that  I  had  no  knowledge  on  the 
subject,  but  from  die  orders  which  had  been  issued  by  my  government  forbidding 
the  supply  of  arms  to  either  belligerent  in  Mexico,  and  the  fact  that  we  needed 
arms  ourselves,  as  I  supposed,  even  more  than  mules,  I  did  not  believe  snch 
contract  had  been  made.  I  promised,  however,  to  take  the  memorandum,  and 
call  your  attention  to  it,  as  I  now  do.

field, oiir  consul  at  Tabasco,)  he  said  must  be  referred  hj  him  to  the  French 
authorities  in  Mexico  before  he  could  give  an  answer.  But  he  assured  me  these 
matters  should  be  promptly  investigated.  It  will,  of  course,  be  some  consider- 
able time  before  a  report  ou  these  cases  can  be  received  from  Mexico.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  February  9,  No.  419,  has  been  received.  In  this 
communication  you  mention  that  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  of  Austria,  is  ex- 
pected in  Paris,  and  that  circumstances  may  ai-ise  in  which  it  will  be  necessary 
for  you  either  to  attend  or  to  decline  to  attend  ceremonies  which  may  be  ob- 
served in  his  honor  as  a  sovereign  of  Mexico,  and  you  ask  instructions.  I  have 
taken  the  President's  directions  upon  the  question.  If  the  Archduke  Maxi- 
milian appears  in  Paris  only  in  his  character  as  an  imperial  prince  of  the  house 
of  Hapsburg,  you  will  be  expected  to  be  neither  demonstrative  nor  reserved  in 
your  deportment  towards  him.  If  he  appears  there  with  any  assumption  of 
political  authority  or  title  in  Mexico,  you  will  entirely  refrain  from  intercourse 
with  him.  Should  your  proceedings  become  a  subject  of  inquiry  or  remark,  you 
wi.l  be  at  liberty,  in  the  exercise  of  your  own  discretion,  to  say  that  this  govern- 
ment, in  view  of  its  rights  and  duties  in  the  present  conjuncture  of  its  affairs, 
has  prescribed  fixed  rules  to  be  observed,  not  only  by  tliis  department,  but  by 
its  representatives  in  foreign  countries.  We  acknowledge  revolutions  only  by 
direction  of  the  President,  upon  full  and  mature  consideration.  Until  such  regular 
authority  for  recognition,  we  do  not  hold  formal  or  informal  communications  with 
political  agents  or  representatives  of  revolutionary  movements  in  countries  with 
which  we  maintain  diplomatic  intercourse.

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  February  6,  No.  418,  has  been  received,  together  with 
a  copy  of  a  memorandum  which  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  has  placed  in  your  hands. 

That  memorandum  is  as  follows  :  It  is  affirmed  that  a  contract  has  been  en- 
tered into  between  the  Juarist  authorities  of  the  State  of  Tamaulipas  and  the 
federal  authorities,  in  virtue  of  which  the  latter  were  to  forward  a  ceiiiain  quan- 
tity of  arms  and  munitions  of  war  in  return  for  the  delivery  of  several  thousands 
of  mules. 

You  very  rightly  expressed  to  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  a  disbelief  of  the  fact 
stated  in  the  paper  I  have  recited.  It  is  uncertain  whether  by  the  term  **  federal 
authorities  "  is  meant  the  government  of  the  United  States,  or  only  the  agents 
of  this  government  in  the  vicinity  of  Tamaulipas.    If  the  former  is  intended. 
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then  you  are  anthorized  at  once  to  declare  that  the  allegation  in  the  memorandum 
is  without  any  foundation  in  fact.  If  the  other  condition  is  to  be  assumed,  you 
will  in  that  case  inform  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhujs  that,  so  far  as  the  government,  or 
any  department  of  it,  is  informed,  or  has  any  reason  to  believe,  the  allegation 
is  entirely  untrue.  That  if  it  were  true,  the  proceedings  would  be  in  violation 
of  the  instructions  of  this  government,  and  would  be  denounced  and  censured. 
Although  no  evidence  of  the  allegation  is  presented,  the  attention  of  tlie  Secre- 
tary of  War  has  been  called  to  the  subject  and  due  inquiries  will  be  instituted.

M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  informs  me  that  there  is  nothing  in  agitation  here  cal- 
culated to  disturb  the  good  relations  between  the  United  States  and  France. 
He  says  that  the  archduke  has  not  asked  the  Emperor  to  acknowledge  the  south, 
nor  does  he  believe  that  he  has  had  anything  of  the  kind  on  his  mind.  Certain 
English  papers  have  been  industriously  propagating  this  idea,  but  there  is,  he 
says,  nothing  in  it.  He  informs  me  that  he  believes  certain  English  and  French 
capitalists,  already  interested  in  Mexican  loans,  will,  in  the  hope  of  saving  a 
part,  at  least,  of  their  existing  investments,  make  a  moderate  advance  in  addition, 
and  that  the  archduke  will,  from  these  sources,  be  able  to  raise  a  small  loan  to 
meet  his  existing  wants  ;  but  it  seems  to  me  this  cannot  carry  him  far  unless 
France  shall  stand  security,  or  give  other  material  aid.

Sir  :  I  have  again  referred,  in  conversation  with  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  to  the 
supposed  negotiation  reported  by  Mr.  Morse,  United  States  consul  at  London, 
for  the  cession  of  Texas  to  France  for  certain  considerations.  The  supposed 
negotiation  for  the  cession  of  Texas  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  assured  me  is  withoat 
the  slighest  pretence  of  foundation.  He  said  that  France  would  not  take  Texas 
as  a  gift,  even  if  it  were  accompanied  with  a  handsome  douceur  besides ;  that 
she  does  not  want  it,  and  would  not  have  it.  That  if  the  rumor  were  that  she 
were  about  to  part  with  some  far-off  or  distant  possession  we  might  give  it  some 
credence,  but  never,  while  he  was  minister  and  his  Majesty  Emperor,  need  I 
trouble  myself  as  to  the  truth  of  any  report  which  looked  to  the  acquisition  of 
distant  territory.  Their  policy,  he  said,  looked  directly  in  a  contrary  way. 
Whether  this  comports  well  with  their  existing  action  in  Mexico  may,  perhaps, 
admit  of  a  doubt.

Sin :  The  diflSculty  between  the  general  gov«»rnroent  and  Governor  Vidanirl  la  daily  be- 
oomiDg  more  complicated.  A  decree  from  President  Juarez,  separating  the  States  of  Noevo 
Leim  and  Coahuila,  was  given  at  Saltillo  on  the  26th  ultimo.  The  followiog  is  a  traoslation 
of  the  f^rst  article :  **The  State  of  Coabuila  will  immediately  reassume  irs  character  as  one 
of  the  free  and  sovereign  States  of  the  United  Mexican  States,  separating  itself  from  Naevo 
Leon,  in  which  it  was  Incorporatwd.*'  The  separation  of  the  two  States  gives  Prtsident 
Juarez  control  of  the  Cnsten  Heuse  or  Piedras  Nogras.  Governor  Vidaurri  refuses  to  re««f- 
Dize  the  authority  of  the  President,  and  has  declared  his  intention  of  driving  him  from 
I^uevo  Leon  and  Coahuila,  and  for  that  purpose  is  raising  all  the  forces  he  is  able  to  arm. 

Another  decree  from  the  President  deposes  Governor  Vidaurri,  and  declares  this  State  in 
open  hostility  to  the  government  of  Mexico.  (Communication  between  this  place  and  Sal- 
tillo is  almost  entirely  cut  off;  no  provisions  of  any  kind  are  allowed  to  come  this  war. 
No  mails  pass  either  way,  and  it  is  only  by  foreigners  coming  in  that  we  are  able  to  lean 
of  the  movements  of  the  government  troops. 

'1  he  President  has  now,  in  addition  to  the  troops  be  left  here,  a  force  of  about  two  thoo- 
sand  men  from  Durango,  commanded  by  Governor  Petona  In  person,  wi  ich,  with  the  voIqd- 
teers  from  Saltillo  and  other  points  in  the  State  of  Coahuila,  swells  his  numbers  to  not  less 
than  five  thousand  men. 

Governor  Vidaurri  has  about  twelve  hundred  men,  but,  with  the  artillery  he  has  belong- 
ing to  the  gov4irnment,  he  will  be  able  to  protect  himself  in  the  citadel  a^inet  a  large 
force. 

An  order  was  issued  here  on  the  1st  instant  to  the  troops  to  prepare  themselves  to  man^ 
in  two  days  for  Saltillo.     The  time  was,  to-day,  further  postponed  nntil  the  7th  instant. 

A  man  just  in  from  Saltillo  represents  the  troops  of  President  Juarez  preparing  to  march 
on  this  place.     An  advance  of  five  hundred  men  were  twenty  miles  this  side  of  Saltillo. 

A  despatch  from  General  Bazaine,  of  the  French  forces,  to  Governor  Vidaurri,  was  received 
a  few  days  since.     The  following  is  its  substance  : 

'  *  In  one  band  peace  is  offered  ;  in  the  other  war.  If  yon  accept  the  former,  yon  most 
adhere  to  the  intervention,  frankly  recognizing  the  government  which  is  estahilidied  io 
Mexico.  If,  on  the  contrary,  you  decide  for  the  latter,  you  must  expect  to  suffer  all  the 
calamities  incident  to  war." 

The  governor  made,  in  substance,  the  following  answer  : 

**  I  have  not  the  power  to  choose  between  the  two  extremes  which  you  propose,  bat  will 
submit  this  vital  question  to  the  people,  as  I  have  alwajrs  done  on  grave  subjects,  and  their 
determination  transmit  to  you  as  soon  as  obtained  " 

No  advance  of  the  French  army  has  been  made  since  my  last  communication  ;  bnt,  on 
the  contrary,  the  report  of  their  retreat  to  Snn  Luis  Potosi  is  quite  generally  believed 

The  reoccupaton  of  the  Guadalajaia  by  General  Urega,  and  the  taking  by  him  of  foor 
thousand  French  and  Beactienania  prisoners,  has  given  new  heart  to  the  Mexicans  of  the 
liberal  party. 

The  French  army  in  San  Luis  Potosi  is  levying  contributions  on  the  citizens  for  its  sop- 
port,  nnd,  instead  of  bringing  peace,  as  they  offer  in  every  instance  in  advance,  they  briof 
misery  on  the  people  wherever  their  army  goes.

SiB:  Tour  despatch  of  March  25,  No.  440,  has  been  received. 

You  allude  therein  to  a  report  that  reaches  us  through  English  journals  of 
effect  that  it  is  arranged  that  the  projected  imperial  government  in  Mexico  shall 
soon  extend  a  recognition  to  the  insurgents  at  Richmond.  The  contradiction  of 
this  report,  upon  the  authority  of  the  Emperor  of  France,  as  you  have  communi- 
cated it  to  me,  is  gratifying,  although  no  credit  whatever  has  been  given  here  to 
the  statements  referred  to.  On  the  contrary,  it  has  not  seemed  probable  that 
the  Prince  Maximilian  could  extend  his  guardianship  to  insurgents  here  while 
yet  engaged  in  a  struggle  with  the  existing  authorities  of  Mexico,  unless,  indeed, 
he  was  assured  of  support  in  that  event  by  the  government  of  France.  Nor 
has  it  seemed  probable,  in  view  of  previous  explanations  of  M.  Drouyn  de 
Lhuys,  that  the  Emperor  of  the  French  would  be  anxious  to  enlarge  his  respon- 
sibilities concerning  American  politics,  at  least  before  the  Mexican  problem 
should  have  definitely  reached  a  solution.

Sir  :  After  sundry  impediments,  which,  it  would  seem,  have  rendered  the 
action  of  the  Archduke  Maximilian  somewhat  uncertain,  and  have  much  delayed 
his  departure,  it  would  seem  he  has  at  last  accepted  the  offered  crown  of  Mexico, 
and  to-day  he  starts  on  his  most  adventurous  career,  going  to  that  country  by 
the  way  of  Rome  that  he  may  receive  the  benediction  of  the  Pope.  I  enclose 
you  a  slip,  cut  from  Galignani,  giving  the  substance  of  his  speech  to  the  Mexi- 
can deputation  upon  accepting  the  crown  offered  by  them,  and  likewise  another 
short  slip,  cut  from  the  Moniteur,  being  its  only  comment  of  to-day  on  the  sub- 
ject The  French  papers  say  that  his  government  will  not  only  be  promptly 
acknowledged  by  the  Catholic  powers,  but  by  all  the  leading  governments  of 
Europe,  including  England,  Russia,  Prussia,  and  France.  For  something  like 
this  you  will,  of  course,  be  prepared. 

I  need  not  say  what  I  have  in  substance  said  before,  that  I  look  upon  this 
proceeding  with  intense  anxiety.  Nothing  has  occurred  since  my  residence  at 
this  court  which  foreshadows  future  difficulty  with  France  so  probably  as  its 
action  in  this  matter.  God  grant  that  it  may  be  long  delayed,  and,  if  possible, 
avoided ;  but  I  fear.  •  •  •  •  •

After  BigoiDgthe  documents  and  taking  breakfast,  his  majesty  returned  to  Vienna,  accom- 
panied by  the  archdukes  and  Count  de  Rechberg.  Their  Mexican  majesties  will  leare  to- 
morrow at  4  p.  m.    The  reception  of  the  deputation  takes  place  this  day.'^ 

*'Tbikstb,  loth. — This  day,  a  little  before  noon,  took  place,  at  Miramar,  the  official  rft- 
ception  of  the  Mexican  deputation,  and  the  acceptance  of  the  crown  of  Mexico  by  the 
Archduke  Maximilian.  M  Gutierrez  de  Estrada,  the  head  of  the  deputation,  delivered  a 
long  address,  in  which  he  dwelt  on  the  importance  of  the  national  vote  of  Mexico.  The 
archduke,  repl3ring  in  Spanish,  said  that  he  felt  not  the  slightest  doubt,  from  the  act  of 
adhesion  just  presented  to  bim.  that  the  immense  majority  o(  the  country  were  in  favor 
of  the  imperial  form  of  government,  and  of  himself  as  the  head  of  the  state  The  choice 
of  the  country  had  been  laid  down  in  his  reply  of  October  3  as  one  condition  of  bis  ac- 
ceptance ;  and  another  was,  that  full  guarantees  should  be  given  of  his  being  able  to 
devote  himself  peaceably  to  the  task  of  advancing  the  proeperity  of  the  cx»uniry.  Those 
guarantees  were  now  fully  assured,  thanks  to  the  magnanimity  of  the  Emperor  of  the 
French,  who,  during  the  whole  of  the  negotiations,  had  shown  a  straight- for wardDe«8  and 
kindness  which  be  (the  speaker)  could  never  forget.  '  The  illustrious  head  of  my  family,' 
pursued  the  archduke,  '  having  given  his  consent,  I  now  declare  that,  relying  on  the 
assistance  of  the  Almighty,  I  accept  the  crown  offered  me  by  the  Mexican  nation.  As  I 
stated  in  my  address  of  October  3,  I  shall  endeavor  to  place  the  monarchy  under  the 
authority  of  the  constitutional  laws  as  soon  as  the  pacification  of  the  country  shall  be 
oomplete.  The  force  of  a  government  is,  in  my  opinion,  more  assured  by  sound  regulatioot 
than  by  the  extent  of  its  limits,  and  I  shall  be  anxious  for  the  exercise  of  my  government 
to  fix  such  bounds  to  it  as  may  insure  its  duration.  I  shall  hold  firmly  aloft  the  flitg  of 
independence,  as  the  symbol  of  our  future  grandeur.  I  call  for  the  co-operation  of  all 
the  Mexicans  who  love  their  country,  to  aid  me  in  the  accomplishment  of  my  noble  bat 
most  difficult  task.  Never  shall  my  government  forget  the  gratitude  it  owes  to  the  illus- 
trious sovereign  whose  friendly  support  has  rendered  the  regeneration  of  our  noble  land 
possible.  I  am  now  on  the  point  of  leaving  for  my  new  country,  paying,  as  I  go,  a  rial 
to  Rome,  where  I  shall  receive  from  the  holy  father  that  benediction  which  is  so  predoos 
for  all  sovereigns,  but  above  all  to  me,  called,  as  I  am,  to  found  a  new  empire." 

[Translation.] 

Pabis,  April  10. 

To-day,  the  10th  of  April,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  the  Archduke  Maximilian  re- 
ceived at  his  palace  of  Miramar  the  Mexican  deputation  charged  with  the  duty  of  offering 
to  him  the  crown.  Mr  Gutierrez  de  Estrada,  the  head  of  the  deputation,  made  a  speech 
to  his  imperial  and  royal  highness  on  presenting  to  him  the  vote  of  the  people  of  the 
various  localities. 

The  archduke  replied  by  a  formal  acceptance. 

The  head  of  the  deputation  thanked  his  Majesty,  and  laid  at  his  feet  the  testimonial  of 
fidelity  of  the  Mexican  nation. 

Immediately  the  Mexican  flag  was  hoisted  on  the  palace,  and  was  saluted  with  twenty- 
one  guns.     A  7^  Deum  was  sung. 

To-morrow,  at  four  o'clock,  the  emperor  and  empress  of  Mexico  will  set  out  for  their 
new  dominions.

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The  Memorial  Diplomatique  gives  a  long  account  of  the  reception  of  the  Mexican  deputa- 
tion at  Miramar  on  Sunday.  As  the  arcbduke  always  throws  open  his  park  to  the  public 
on  holidays,  an  immense  crowd  collected  to  witness  the  arrival  of  the  procession.  The 
account  says  : 

**  Four  carriages  belonging  to  his  imperial  highness,  preceded  by  outriders,  went  to 
convey  the  deputation  from  the  hotel  where  they  had  lod(;ed  at  the  expense  of  the  arch- 
Huke.  llie  deputation  was  composed  of  M.  Gutierrez  de  Estrada,  the  president ;  Colonel 
Velasquez  de  Leon,  ex-minister  ;  M.  Aguilar,  ex-charg^  d'affaires ;  General  Woll ;  M. 
Eeandon,  banker ;  and  M.  Landa,  merchant.  A  number  of  eminent  Mexicans,  among 
whom  were  M  Arrangoiz,  ex-minister  of  finance ;  M.  Murphy,  formerly  Mexican  envoy 
at  London ;  Colonel  Fatio,  M.  Gutierrez  de  Estrada,  jun.,  with  several  generals,  colonels, 
and  other  officers,  accompanied  the  deputation.  All  were  in  full  uniform,  as  were'also 
the  officers  of  the  household  of  the  archduke,  aides-de-camp,  and  the  chamberlains.  The 
deputation,  after  being  received  by  Count  Zichy,-  who  filled  the  functions  of  grand  master 
of  the  household  of  his  imperial  highness,  were  introduced  into  the  grand  drawing-room, 
into  which  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  wearing  the  uniform  of  an  Austrian  vice-admiral, 
immediately  afterwards  entered.  The  French  and  Belgian  ministers  in  Austria  were 
present  at  the  solemnity.  M.  Gutierrez  de  Estrada  then  delivered  a  speech  in  the  Spanish 
language  exprussiug  the  joy  felt  by  the  Mexican  deputation  in  finding  themselves  in 
prtfsence  of  his  imperial  highness  ;  they  had  cume  in  the  name  of  the  imperial  regency  to 
announce  that  the  vote  of  the  notables  which  had  conferred  the  crown  on  him  is  hence- 
forth ratified  by  the  enthusiastic  adhesion  of  the  immense  majority  of  the  country  ;  the 
unanimous  acclamation  of  the  notables  of  Mexico,  of  the  municipal  authorities,  and  of 
the  popular  corporations,  has  become  a  truly  national  vote." 

The  archduke  then  made  the  reply  which  has  been  transmitted  by  telegram.  The  ac- 
count then  goes  on  to  say  : 

'*As  soon  as  the  archduke  had  uttered  the  last  word,  the  deputation  and  all  the  Mexi- 
cans present  acclaimed  their  new  sovereign  by  crying  out  three  times  :  '  God  save  the 
emperor  Maximilian  I.'  *  God  save  the  empress  Charlotte  ! '  At  the  same  instant,  salutes 
of  artillery,  fired  from  the  bastions  of  the  castle,  announced  to  the  public  the  acce<ision  of 
the  Archduke  Maximilian  to  the  throne  of  Mexico,  and  were  immediately  followed  by  other 
salutes  from  the  port  and  town  of  Trieste.  Then  M.  Gutierrez  de  Estrada,  as  president  of 
the  deputation,  returned  thanks  to  his  majesty  for  his  definitive  acceptance  of  the  Mexican 
crown.     He  said : 

**  *  Sire,  this  complete  and  absolute  acceptation  on  the  part  of  your  majesty  is  the  prelude 
of  our  happiucFS ;  it  is  the  consecration  of  the  salvation  of  Mexico,  of  its  approaching  regene- 
ration, of  its  futvre  greatness.  Every  year,  on  this  day,  our  children  will  offer  up  their 
thanksgivings  to  heaven  in  gratitude  for  our  miraculous  deliverance.  As  for  us,  sire,  there 
remains  a  last  duty  to  perform,  and  that  is  to  lay  at  your  feet  our  love,  our  gratitude,  and 
the  homage  of  our  fidelity  I ' 

* '  On  saying  those  words  the  president  of  the  deputation  beat  his  knee  and  kissed  the 
hand  of  the  new  sovereign  according  to  Spanish  custom,  as  a  mark  of  homage.  His  ex- 
ample was  followed  by  all  the  Mexicans  present.  A  procet-verbal  of  the  acceptance  of  the 
crown  of  Mexico  having  been  drawn  up,  the  emperor  Maximilian  first  affixed  his  signature 
to  it,  after  which  the  members  of  the  deputation  did  the  same,  and  lastly  the  notable 
Mexicans.  That  ceremony  having  been  accomplished,  the  deputation  proceeded  into  the 
apartments  of  the  Princess  Charlotte,  whom  they  also  proclaimed,  and  rendered  homage  to 
her  in  the  same  manner.  While  those  things  were  taking  place  at  Miramar,  the  news  of 
the  proclamation  of  the  emperor  of  Mexico  had  already  reached  Trieste,  and  the  bishop  had 
a  solemn  Te  Dmm  of  thanksgiving  celebrated  in  the  cathedral  of  San  Giusto,  at  which  all 
the  authorities  of  the  town  were  present.  Salutes  from  the  batteries  were  tired  at  the  same 
time.  On  the  same  day  M.  S^lapques  de  Leon,  jninister  without  portfolio,  and  General 
Woll,  chief  of  the  military  household,  took  possession  of  their  respective  posts  near  the 
person  of  the  emperor.  In  the  evening  there  was  to  be  a  grand  dinner  at  Bliramar,  when 
the  new  emperor  was  to  appear  for  the  first  time  in  the  uniform  of  *  Mexican  lieutenant 
general,  modified  on  the  model  of  the  French  army.  His  majesty  Maximilian  I  will  also 
wear  the  insignia  of  the  order  of  the  Virgin  of  La  Guadalupa  and  of  the  national  order  of 
Mexico.  A  grand  representation  and  a  full-dress  ball  are  to  be  given  at  the  theatre  at 
Trieste  by  the  municipality." 

The  same  journal  likewise  gives  some  information  as  to  the  settlement  of  the  difference 
which  has  arisen  concerning  the  Archduke  Maximilian's  position  in  the  reigning  family  in 
Austria.     It  says : 

*»  To  avoid  dynastic  quarrel^  and  obviate  the  partition  of  the  patrimonial  property  of  the 
house  of  Austria,  a  family  law  imposes  on  every  archduchess  contracting  marriage  the  obli- 
gation of  signing  an  act  of  renunciation.     By  this  engagement  she  undertakes  not  to  raise 
for  herself  or  for  her  descendants  of  either  sex  any  pretensions  to  the  eventual  succession  to 
48  D  C  *  *  ,  , 
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the  throne,  nor  to  any  participation  in  either  the  endowments  raised  on  the  patrimoiiiil 
property  or  the  inheritances  which  might  fall  in  ab  ifnUdato,  The  creation  of  the  patri- 
monial property  dates  from  the  reign  of  Maria  Theresa  ;  a  considerahle  portion  of  the  fknnly 
property  was  set  aside  for  the  extraordinary  requirements  of  the  different  members  of  the 
family.  The  Grand  Dulse  of  Tuscany  and  the  Duke  of  Modena,  for  example,  now  recdre 
from  that  source  incomes  which  could  not  figure  on  the  budget  of  the  state.  Uotil  now 
these  acts  of  renunciation  had  only  occurred  on  the  marriage  of  arcfiducheeBes.  The  ac- 
ceptation of  a  foreign  crown  by  an  archdulte  is  a  fact  without  precedent  in  the  annals  of  the 
house  of  Hapsburg.  Was  it  advisable  to  subject  the  archduke  to  the  above-mentioned  law  ? 
A  family  council,  which  assembled  during  the  last  stay  of  the  archduke  in  Vienna,  took 
the  question  into  consideration.  Different  considerations  caused  the  majority  of  its  nsem- 
hers  to  decide  in  the  affirmative  The  Archduke  Maximilian  is  the  first  agnate.  As  SBcfa, 
if  (which  Heaven  forbid)  the  Emperor  Francis  Joseph  should  die  without  a  male  heir,  he 
would  be  called  on  by  right  to  the  succession  to  the  throne.  There  was  so  little  time  after 
the  return  of  the  archduke  to  "Vienna  from  Brussels,  where  he  received  the  final  vote  of  th« 
Mexican  nation,  that  it  was  not  possible  to  make  all  the  fRxnWy  arrangements  before  &e 
time  first  fixed  for  receiving  the  deputation.  He  was  therefore  called  on  to  give  his  adhe- 
sion to  a  copy  t)f  the  acts  of  renunciation  which  the  archduchesses  usually  signed  previooBlj 
to  their  marriage,  and  which  had  always  hitherto  remained  in  the  same  form.  In  the  pre- 
cipitation which  circumstances  rendered  necessary,  the  great  difference  between  an  arch- 
duke accepting  a  foreigu  crown  and  an  archduchess  marrying  a  foreign  prince  had  been 
overlooked.  Every  princess  by  her  marriage  ceases  to  belong  to  the  imperial  family,  and 
loses  her  quality  of  agnate  to  such  an  extent  that  her  heirs  are  only  entitled  to  the  title  oi 
cognates.  The  Archduke  Maximilian,  on  the  contrary,  still  retained  his  title  of  first 
agnate,  after  accepting  the  sceptre  of  Montezuma.  This  consideration  justifies  the  objec- 
tions which  the  archduke  rait^ed  against  the  document  submitted  for  his  signature.  Nego- 
tiations were  found  necessary  to  bring  matters  to  an  arrangement.  As  regards  the  former, 
the  wording  of  the  act  has  been  completely  changed,  in  order  not  only  to  remove  whatera 
might  wound  the  prince's  feelings,  but  also  to  mention  the  spontaneousness  of  his  retolo- 
tion.  As  regards  the  substance,  the  prince,  having  firmly  resolved  to  devote  himaelf  to  the 
destinies  of  the  people  which  has  chosen  him,  renounces  for  himself  and  his  heirs,  of  both 
sexes,  all  right  to  the  eventual  succession  to  the  throne  of  Austria  to  long  <u  the  new  Meztoa 
dynasty  shall  continue  to  reign.  The  renunciation  is  therefore  not  absolute.  In  declaring  that 
tbe  effects  of  his  renunciation  will  continue  so  long  as  his  dynasty  shall  reign,  he  implicitlj 
deprives  himself  of  the  right  of  abdicating,  except  under  the  pressure  of  causes  independent 
of  his  will.  He  also  engages  to  respect  accomplished  facts  in  the  interior  of  the  AnstrisD 
monarchy.  After  leaving,  if  during  his  absence  one  of  his  brothers  should  be  called  on  to 
succeed  to  the  throne,  he  would  recognize  him  as  legitimate  sovereign.  We  have  no  need 
to  point  out  the  extent  of  the  concession  at  the  point  of  view  of  Mexican  interests.  But 
that  is  not  all :  the  archduke  has  made  other  sacrifices ;  he  has  abandoned  the  half  of  hii 
appenage,  and  the  whole  of  his  rights  of  succession  ah  inttitalo.  The  future  emprtas,  ai 
archduchess,  received  a  sum  of  20,000  florins  (50,000  fr.)  as  pin  money  ;  wishing  to  join  io 
the  disinterestedness  of  her  august  husband,  she  has  also  renounced  that  income.  Finally, 
the  diflBculties  of  which  we  have  just  pointed  out  the  origin  and  the  conclusion  will  have, 
on  the  whole,  only  served  to  place  more  in  relief  the  noble  and  generous  chaxacter  of  the 
archduke." 

The  late  proceedings  at  Miramar  and  the  acceptation  of  the  Mexican  throne  by  the  Airh- 
duke  Maximilian  are  remarked  on  by  several  of  the  Paris  journals,  which  seem  to  draw  a 
long  breath  of  satisfaction  at  finding  this  apparently  interminable  afiair  at  last  brought  to 
a  close.     The  ContiiUiHcnud  has  the  subjoined  observations: 

•'Every  one  is  well  aware  to  what  a  condition  anarchy,  under  the  form  of  a  repvhlic, 
had  reduced  Mexico.  Both  France  and  Europe  knew  only  too  well  the  deplorable  state, 
as  far  as  concerns  both  her  material  and  her  moral  interests,  into  which  that  unfortiiiiat« 
countr>  had  fallen,  in  consequence  of  the  ephemer4l  and  spoliating  governments,  scarcely 
recognized  at  home  and  despised  abix)ad.  What  is  less  known  is  that  Mexico,  already  de- 
spoiled of  half  her  territory,  was  the  sure  and  bpeedy  conquest  of  the  United  States.  Tbe 
word  conquest,  however,  Is  t(X)  noble  ;  for  Mexico  was  put  up  to  the  highest  bidder.  If 
the  disgraceful  contract  had  been  realized,  the  consequences  of  it  would  have  been  incalco- 
lable  ;  the  Latin  races  would  have  received  a  check  from  which  they  would  with  difitoilty 
have  recovered  The  principles  of  civilization,  which  constitute  our  moral  influence  in  tbe 
world,  would  have  been  deeply  interfered  with  ;  that  is  the  idea  which  the  Emperor  Ksr 
poleon  III  expressed  with  extraordinary  energy  in  his  letter  to  the  commander-in-chief  of 
tha  French  expedition.  Mexico,  by  the  re- establishment  of  the  monarchy,  retnms  into 
her  traditional  path,  and  again  finds  the  true  conditions  of  order  and  prosperity  withoct 
sacrificing  anything  of  her  independence.  What  a  noble  mission  for  the  young  prince  mh> 
accepts  it  so  boldly,  and  comprehends  it  so  well  I    i^*rance  will  thus  have  once  more  metikti 
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well  from  civilization.  Onoe  more  short-Bighted  politicians  will  have  been  in  the  wrong, 
and,  thanks  to  the  great  prudence  which  prfsides  over  bur  destinies,  and  to  that  persever- 
ance which  triumphs  over  obstacles  and  marches  forward  to  its  object  with  admirable  calm- 
neeSf  this  regeneration  of  Mexico  which  is  being  prepared  will  be  one  of  the  noblest  pages 
of  oar  civilizing  mission  in  the  world." 

The  France  also  has  some  remarks  on  the  same  subject,  the  following  being  an  extract : 

•*  The  accept^tnce  of  the  throne  of  Mexico  by  the  Archduke  Maximilian  is  for  France  a 
complete  solution.  Her  taak  is  finished.  Her  army  will  now  return  home  In  succession, 
with  the  prestige  of  a  fresh  glory  and  the  consciousoees  of  having  performed  one  of  the 
most  considerable  works  of  the  present  age.  The  expenses  which  that  great  expedition 
has  entailed  are  about  to  be  reimbursed  with  all  the  legitimate  indemnities  that  French 
subjecttt  c;in  claim.  We  have  iu  the  fiice  of  history  the  honor  of  having  constituted,  alone, 
in  spite  of  the  desertion  of  our  allies,  and  notwithstanding  the  difficulties  and  perils  of  the 
undertaking,  in- the  regions  of  Central  America,  an  empire,  the  stability  of  which  is  im- 
portant to  the  interests  of  the  whole  world.  It  is  not  only  a  triumph  for  the  French  flag, 
but  also  for  our  principles,  llie  Mexican  empire  is  established  on  the  basis  of  popular 
suffrage,  which  is,  in  the  new  right  of  which  France  is  the  expression,  the  only  legitimate 
foundation  of  governments.  It  is  also  ei  triumph  for  that  great  policy  which  occupies  itself 
before  all  with  the  general  balance  of  power  of  modern  nations,  and  which,  in  establish- 
ing in  Mexico  a  strong,  national,  and  regular  government  there,  defends  at  once  the  inter- 
ests of  Europe  and  those  of  all  the  nationalities  of  South  America.  Lastly,  French  inter- 
ests must  there  find  guarantees  and  particular  advantages,  which  cannot  fail  to  excite  at- 
tention. There  has  been  created  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  by  the  victories  of  our 
soldiers,  an  empire  which  owes  its  existence  to  us  ;  which  the  bonds  of  the  most  cordial 
friendship  and  of  the  most  legitimate  gratitude  must  unite  to  us  ;  which  will  give  fresh 
strength  and  the  straightforward  influence  of  our  policy  in  the  New  World,  and  open  the 
unexplored  treasures  of  its  vast  territory  to  French  commerce  and  industry.  The  dignified 
and  elevated  speech  delivered  by  the  new  emperor,  on  receiving  the  Mexican  deputation, 
proves  how  highly  he  appreciates  and  how  much  he  desires  to  second  the  generous  views 
of  France  He  twice  exprcbscd,  in  the  warmest  terms,  his  deep  gratitude  and  his  lively 
sympathy  for  the  sovereign  whose  firm  policy  has  conquered  for  him  a  powerful  throne. 
The  work  of  France  has  terminated.     That  of  the  emperor  Maximilian  now  begins." 

The  Nation  expresses  itself  in  these  terms : 

**  There  is  above  all  a  fact  which  ought  to  be  placed  in  the  strongest  light.  In  accept- 
ing the  throne  of  Mexico,  in  virtue  of  pupular  right,  the  Archduke  Maximilian  renders  to 
that  source  of  authority  a  striking  homage,  which  is  the  more  precious  that  it  emanates 
from  a  Hapsb^rg,  and  a  member  of  that  dynasty  which  thus  far  has  the  most  openly  dis- 
dained and  outraged  the  principle  of  national  sovereignty.  We  are  abbut  to  witness  the 
strange  spectacle  of  two  brothers,  one  of  whom  in  Europe  overrides  that  principle  of  na- 
laonality  from  which  the  other  in  Mexico  demands  the  consecration  of  his  sovereign  power. 
Wo  shall,  no  doubt,  be  permitted  to  invoke  this  pre(  edent  when  we  are  contending  against 
the  policy  of  Austria  in  Italy,  Hungary  and  elsewhere.  The  example  of  Maximilian  I 
promises,  besides,  other  arguments  to  the  defenders  of  liberal  causes.  The  prince  proposes 
to  inaugurate  a  constitutional  regime  which  will  soon  replace,  in  his  hands,  the  constitu- 
ent power  which  has  provisionally  devolved  on  him.  The  fact  must  not  be  concealed  that 
in  a  country  disordered  and  ravaged  by  civil  war  the  reign  of  liberty  will  be  difficult  to 
establish  ;  in  such  a  ri^nme  is,  however,  the  only  hope  of  safety.  A  system  of  govern- 
ment which  has  been  pieceded  by  a  foreign  rule  should  more  than  any  other  invigorate 
and  strengthen  itself  by  the  employment  of  the  national  resources.  An  abuse  of  power 
could  only  give  the  prince  a  temporary  authority  ;  by  a  liberal  government  only  can  be 
effected  a  reconciliation  and  a  pacification  of  all  the  opposing  elements  by  which  Mexico  is 
disturbed.  Arbitrary  power  will,  besides,  not  be  easily  implanted  in  a  country  which  has 
thrown  off  the  yoke  of  its  dictatorships,  and  which  has  before  it,  around  it,  and  every- 
where, the  example  of  nations  governing  themselves  and  prospering  by  liberty." 

"Letterdfrom  Vienna,"  says  the  Patrie,  "state  that  the  parting  of  the  Emperor  from 
his  brother,  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  was  rather  cool.  The  idea  of  a  Mexican  empire 
with  an  Austrian  prince  as  sovereign  met  with  decided  resistance,  up  to  the  very  last  mo- 
ment, in  the  official  circles  of  the  Austrian  capital.  The  firmness  of  character  of  the  arch- 
duke  alone  was  able  to  triumph  over  that  opposition,  and  now  that  the  uselessness  of  all 
those  efforts  has  been  proved,  the  watchword  in  the  regions  of  Vienna  is  :  '  Mexico  and 
its  emperor  are  strangers  to  Austria  and  her  interests.'  " 

Teie  EicPKBOR  OF  Mkxigo. — A  telegram  from  Trieste  to-day  informs  ns  that  his  Majesty 
is  now  much  better,  and  intends  to  leave  Miramar  on  Thursday  next. — (Globe.)

The  Moniteur,  in  its  official  part,  contains  the  text  of  the  convention  concluded  between 
France  and  Mexico,  to  regulate  the  conditions  of  the  stay  of  the  French  troops  in  this  lii&t- 
named  country  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  order  and  consolidatiog  the  new  empire, 
llie  convention  runs  thus  : 

The  government  of  the  Emperor  of  the  French  and  that  of  the  emperor  of  Mexico,  ani- 
mated with  an  equal  desire  to  s^pur^  the  re-establishment  of  order  in  Mexico  and  to  con- 
solidate the  new  empire,  have  resolved  to  regulate  by  a  convention  the  conditions  of  the 
stay  of  the  French  troops  in  that  country,  and  have  named  their  plenipotentiaries  to  tint 
effect,  viz : 

The  Emperor  of  the  French,  M.  Charles  Herbet,  minister  plenipotentiary  of  the  first  dass 
councillor  of  state,  director  of  the  ministry  of  foreign  affairs,  grand  officer  of  the  legion  of 
honor,  &c. ; 

And  the  emperor  of  Mexico,  M.  Joaquin  Velasquez  de  Leon,  his  minister  of  state  with- 
out portfolio,  grand  officer  of  the  distinguished  order  of  our  Lady  of  Guadalai)e,  &c.  ; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  full  powers,  agreed  on  the  follow- 
ing provisions : 

Abticlb  1.  The  French  troops  at  present  in  Mexico  shall  be  reduced  as  («oon  as  possibte 
to  a  corps  of  25,000  men,  including  the  foreign  legion.  This  cqrpe,  in  order  to  safeguard' 
the  interests  which  led  to  the  intervention,  shall  remain  temporarily  in  Mexico,  on  the 
conditions  laid  down  by  the  following  articles: 

Abt.  2.  The  French  troops  shall  evacuate  Mexico  in  proportion  as  the  emperor  c^  Mex- 
ico shall  be  able  to  organize  the  troops  necessary  to  replace  them.  , 

Art.  3.  The  foreign  legion  in  the  service  of  France,  composed  of  8,000  men,  shill  nev- 
ertheless remain  in  Mexico  six  years  after  all  the  other  French  troops  shall  have  been  re- 
called, in  conformity  with  article  2.  From  that  moment  the  said  legion  shall  pass  into  the 
service  and  pay  of  the  Mexican  government,  which  reserves  to  itself  the  right  of  abridging 
the  duration  of  the  employment  of  the  foreign  legion  in  Mexico. 

Art.  4.  The  points  of  the  territory  to  be  occupied  by  the  French  troops,  as  well  as  the 
military  expeditions  of  the  said  troops,  if  there  be  any,  shall  be  determined  in  common 
concord  directly  between  the  emperor  of  Mexico  and  the  commandant-in-chief  of  the 
French  corps. 

Art.  5.  On  all  the  points  where  the  garrison  shall  be  exclusively  composed  of  Mexican 
troops,  the  military  command  shall  devolve  on  the  French  commander.  In  case  of  expe- 
ditions combined  of  French  and  Mexican  troops,  the  superior  direction  of  those  troops  shall 
also  belong  to  the  French  commander. 

Art.  6.  The  French  commander  shall  not  interfere  with  any  branch  of  the  Mexican  ad- 
ministration. 

Art.  7.  So  long  as  the  requirements  of  the  French  corpt  ifanR^e  shall  necessitate  a  tn- 
monthly  service  of  transports  l>etween  France  and  Vera  Cruz,  the  expense  of  the  said  ser- 
vice, fixed  at  the  sum  of  400,000  francs  per  voyage,  (going  and  returning,)  shall  be  paid 
by  Mexico. 

Art.  8.  The  naval  stations  which  France  maintains  in  the  West  Indies  and  in  the  Bi- 
cific  ocean  shall  often  send  vessels  to  show  the  French  flag  in  the  ports  of  Mexico. 

Art.  9.  The  expenses  of  the  French  expedition  to  Mexico,  to  be  paid  by  the  Mexican  i 
government,  are  fixed  at  the  sum  of  270  millions  for  the  whole  duration  of  the  expedition 
down  to  the  1st  of  July,  1864.     That  sum  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  3  per  cent,  per 
annum.    From  the  1st  of  July  all  the  expenses  of  the  Mexican  anny  shall  be  at  the  dsai^c 
of  Mexico. 
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Abt.  10.  The  indemnity  to  be  paid  to  France  bj  the  Mexican  government  for  the  pay 
and  maintenance  of  the  troops  of  the  corps  tTarmie&ftQT  the  Ist  of  July,  1864,  remains  fixed 
at  the  sum  of  1,000  francs  a  year  for  each  man. 

Art.  11.  The  Mexican  government  shall  hand  over  to  the  French  government  the  aum 
of  (dxty-six  millions  iu  bonds  of  the  loan,  at  the  rate  of  issue,  viz  :  fiftj-four  millions  to 
be  dedocted  from  the  debt  mentioned  in  article  9,  and  twelve  millions  as  an  instalment 
of  the  indemnities  due  to  Frenchmen  in  virtue  of  article  14  of  the  present  convention. 

Art  12.  For  the  payment  of  the  surplus  of  the  war  expenses,  and  for  acquitting  the 
charges  in  articles  7,  10,  and  14,  the  Mexican  government  engages  to  pay  annually  to 
France  the  sum  of  twenty-five  millions  in  specie.  That  sum  shall  be  imputed,  first,  to  the 
gums  due  in  virtue  of  articles  7  and  10  ;  and  secondly,  to  the  amount,  interest  and  princi- 
pal, of  the  sum  fixed  in  article  9 ;  thirdly,  to  the  indemnities  which  shall  remain  due  to 
French  subjects  in  virtue  of  article  14  and  following. 

Art.  13.  The  Mexican  government  shall  pay,  on  the  last  day  of  every  month,  into  the 
bands  of  the  paymaster  general  of  the  army,  what  shall  be  due  for  covering  the  expenses 
of  the  French  troops  remaining  in  Mexico,  in  conformity  with  article  10. 

Art.  14.  The  Mexican  government  engages  to  indemnify  French  subjects  for  the  wrongs 
they  have  newly  suffered,  and  which  were  the  original  cause  of  the  expedition. 

Art.  15.  a  mixed  commission,  composed  of  three  Frenchmen  and  three  Mexicans,  ap- 
pointed by  their  respective  regiments,  shall  meet  at  Mexico  within  three  months,  to  exam- 
ine and  determine  these  claims. 

Art.  16.  A  commission  of  revision,  composed  of  two  Frenchmen  and  two  Mexicans,  ap- 
pointed in  the  same  manner,  sitting  at  Paris,  shall  proceed  to  the  definite  liquidation  of 
the  claims  already  admitted  by  the  commission  designated  in  the  pieceding  article,  and 
shall  decide  on  those  which  have  been  received  for  ifc»  decision. 

Art.  17.  The  French  government  shall  set  at  liberty  all  the  Mexican  prisoners  of  war 
as  soon  as  the  emperor  of  Mexico  shall  have  entered  his  states. 

Art.  18  The  present  conventioi0 shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  exchanged  as 
early  as  possible.

[Extract.] 

No.  454.]  Paris,  April  22,  1864. 

Sir  :  I  visited  M.  Drouyn  de  Lliuys  yesterday,  at  the  department  of  foreign 
affairs.  The  first  words  he  addressed  to  me  on  entering  the  room  were,  "  Do 
you  bring  us  peace,  or  bring  us  war  ]  *'  I  asked  him  to  what  he  referred,  and  he 
said  he  referred  more  immediately  to  those  resolutions  recently  passed  by  Con- 
gress in  reference  to  the  invasion  of  Mexico  by  the  French,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  Maximilian  upon  the  throne  of  that  country.  I  said  to  him,  in  reply, 
that  I  did  not  think  France  had  a  right  to*  infer  that  we  were  about  to  make 
war  against  her  on  account  of  anything  contained  in  those  resolutions.  That 
they  embodied  nothing  more  than  had  been  constantly  held  out  to  the  French 
government  from  the  beginning.  That  I  had  always  represented  to  the  govern- 
ment here  that  any  action  on  then:  part,  interfering  with  the  form  of  govern- 
ment in  Mexico,  would  be  looked  upon  with  dissatisfaction  in  our  country,  and 
they  could  not  expect  us  to  be  in  haste  to  acknowledge  a  monarchical  govern- 
ment built  upon  the  foundations  of  a  republic  which  was  our  next  neighbor. 
That  I  had  reason  to  believe  you  had  held  the  same  language  to  the  French 
minister  in  the  United  States.  This  allegation  he  did  not  seem  to  deny,  but  ob- 
viously viewed  the  resolutions  in  question  as  a  serious  step  upon  our  part ;  and 
I  am  told  that  the  leading  secessionists  here  build  largely  upon  these  resolutions 
as  a  means  of  fomenting  ill  feeling  between  this  country  and  some  others  and 
ourselves.     Mr.  Mason  and  his  secretary  have  gone  to  Bru^  sels  to  confer  with 
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Mr.  Dudley  Mann,  who  is  their  commissioner  at  that  place.    Mr.  Slidell,  it  is 
said,  was  to  have  gone  to  Austria/  although  he  has  not  yet  got  ofip,

Sir  :  By  an  arrival  from  Matamoras  we  have  added  ft  the  population  of  this  colony  a 
number  of  southerners,  who  escaped  from  Texas,  and  have  determined  to  take  up  their 
residence  within* these  possessions.  They  report  that  there  is  no  hope  left  for  the  confed- 
eracy, and  that  there  are  thousands  now  in  Texas  who  are  anxious  to  escape,  but  cannot, 
iu  consequence  of  the  stringency  of  the  bloclcade.  Tliat  is  to  say,  these  are  paities  who 
either  cannot  remain  in  the  south  after  the  rebellion  shall  be  closed,  in  consequence  of 
their  not  being  comprehended  in  the  amnesty  proclamation,  or  from  a  deep-seated  hatred 
and  animosity  will  not  again  consent  to  reside  among  us  as  brother  members  of  the  same 
national  family.  i 

The  individuals  above  referred  to,  as  having  just  arrived  here,  are  the  second  arrival  of 
the  kind  within  the  past  few  weeks,  all  bringing  the  same  report.  Now,  if  these  reports 
be  true,  (and  I  doubt  not  they  are  true,)  then  it  seems  to  me  that  an  important  considers- 
tion  is  at  once  presented,  namely,  as  to  whether  it  would  not  be  humane  as  well  a>«  politie 
to  allow  some  door  to  be  opened  by  which  such  persons  may  escape  from  our  country.  If 
their  animosities  are  such  that  they  are  no  longer  willing  to  live  with  us  in  peace,  then  I 
argue  that  they  are  not  worth  having  as  citizens  and  residents.  Their  places  can  soon  be 
filled  by  a  better  class  of  persons.  When  I  write  thus,  it  must  not  be  presumed  that  I 
would  have  our  government  and  nation  ignore  the  punishing,  even  to  the  execution  of  a 
death  sentence,  the  arch  traitors,  and  to  accomplish  that  end  to  carefully  close  all  the  ave- 
nues by  which  such  might  escape.  I  refer  more  particularly  to  th^t  class  of  persons  who, 
from  bitterness  of  feeling,  are  unwilling  to  take  an  oath  of  allegiince,  or  to  longer  live  in 
peace  with  us,  and  hence  prefer  to  seek  a  home  in  a  foreign  land.  The  fact  is,  that  the 
authorities  and  large  landed  proprietors  of  this  colony  imagine  that  they  can  see  in  those 
persons  the  hope  of  this  country;  that,  if  they  can  be  allowed  to  escape  from  the  south, 
thousands  would  seek  their  homes  in  British  Honduras,  thus  furnishing  at  once,  an  intelli- 
gent, experienced,  and  producing  population,  particularly  in  the  cultivation  of  cotton, 
sugar,  tobacco,  &c.,  and  I  have  made  the  suggestion  herein  contained  at  the  direct  reqneit 
of  some  wealthy  and  influential  gentlemen  of  this  place.  On  yesterday  Ooyemor  AoatiD 
gave  his  first  dinner  party,  at  which  the  subject  was  canvassed,  and  I  there  promised  to 
communicate  with  the  United  States  government  in  regard  to  the  matter ;  hence,  if  yoo 
deem  the  suggestions  worthy  of  consideration,  I  beg  to  ask,  on  behalf  of  the  parties  above 
alluded  to,  at  the  head  of  which  may  be  considered  the  governor,  that  you  will  be  pleased 
to  communicate  it  to  the  honorable  Secretary  of  State,  throogh  whom  it  may  re^b  the 
President.

Sir:  Tonr  despatch  of  April  11,  No.  449,  has  been  received. 

I  thank  you  for  the  infoi-mation  it  brings  concerning  the  acceptance  of  the 
tendered  crown  by  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  and  his  intended  departure  for 
Mexico. 

Events  which  have  recently  occurred  in  the  eastern  section  of  that  country, 
if  they  are  correctly  reported,  show  that  the  Mexican  national  authorities  are 
not  likely  to  be  immediately  suppressed.  It  is  of  course  not  impossible  that 
new  embarrassments  for  this  government  may  grow  out  of  the  archduke's  as- 
Bumption  of  authority  in  Mexico.  But  we  sh^l  do  all  that  prudence,  justice, 
and  nonor  require  to  avert  them,  at  the  same  time  we  shall  not  forego  the  asser- 
tion of  any  of  our  national  rights. 

If  such  precautions  fail  to  secure  us  against  aggression,  we  shall  then,  I  trust, 
be  able  to  rise  without  great  effort  to  the  new  duties  which  in  that  case  will 
have  devolved  upon  us.  I  remain  now  firm,  as  heretofore,  in  the  opinion  that 
the  destinies  of  the  American  continent  are  not  to  be  permanently  controlled  by 
any  political  arrangements  that  can  be  made  in  the  capitals  of  Europe.

Sir  :  In  a  recent  conference  with  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  he  complained  se- 
riously of  your  late  action  in  refusing  to  the  French  navy  a  supply  of  coal 
bought  by  it  in  New  York.  He  says  France  never  has  declared  and  never  will 
declare  coal  contraband  of  war ;  that  if  the  United  States  should  do  so,  it  would 
be  a  retrograde  move,  inasmuch  as  its  traditional  policy  had  always  been  in 
favor  of  neutrals  and  in  limitation  rather  than  in  extension  of  the  list  of  contra- 
band. He  hopes  that  we  will  not  retrace  our  steps,  but  in  this  matter  adhere 
to  our  past  policy ;  that  France  has  always  gone  with  us,  or  we  with  her,  on 
these  questions  of  maritime  law,  and  he  does  not  think  it  for  the  interest  of 
either  country  to  part  company ;  at  least,  that  was  the  inference  from  his  lan- 
guage. 
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He  informed  me,  further,  tliat  your  opinion  was  nnderstood  to  be  favorable  to 
letting  the  coal  go  to  the  French  vessels,  but  difficulty  wHs  made  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury.  I  told  him  if  this  were  so  there  might  be  some  question 
connected  with  the  revenue  which  had  interfered,  but  he  thought  otherwise,  and 
said  that  it  was  made  to  rest  purely  upon  the  question,  is  coal  contraband  of 
war  ?  This  is  a  question  of  deep  interest  to  the  French  government — deeper, 
perhaps,  than  to  us,  she  having  a  large  navy  and  little  coaly  while  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States  have  an  abundance  of  the  latter  article. 

He  said,  further,  that  if  the  United  States  should  declare  coal  a  contraband 
of  war,  it  would  place  France  in  a  false  position  in  reference  to  our  country. 
That  she,  France,  holding  coal  not  to  be  contraband,  would  be  compelled  to 
supply  it  to  our  enemies  in  time  of  war,  and  to  the  confederates,  while  denying 
it  to  us  because  we  denied  it  to  them.  That  they  would  dislike  much  to  be 
placed  in  a  position  indicating  such  apparent  want  of  neutrality,  yet  that  it 
would  be  inevitable  if  coal  was  declared  by  us  contraband  of  war. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  sensitiveness  manifested  here  upon  this  point.  M. 
Rouher,  minister  of  state,  refeiTed  to  it,  I  observe,  in  his  late  speech  in  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies.

He  referred  again  to  your  refusal  of  coal  to 
their  fleet,  and  to  your  giving  up,  as  he  said,  to  be  banged  tbe  secretary  of 
Vidaurri,  who  had  fled  to  Brownsville  for  protection,  although  now  there  was 
scarcely  a  war  against  France  in  Mexico— nothing  against  them  but  some  roving 
marauding  bands.  He  said,  too,  after  their  military  officers  were  on  tbe  ocean 
to  visit  our  country,  with  a  view  to  examine  what  was  to  be  seen  there,  and 
with  our  assent  and  assurance  of  welcome,  they  were  then  informed  that  this  line 
or  thai  could  not  be  examined.  M.  Drouyn  ae  Lhuys  said  it  would  have  been 
more  agreeable  if  notice  bad  been  sooner  given,  &c.,  &c.  I  could  not  but  feel 
that  this  querulousness  was  in  part  the  result  of  a  consciousness  that  we,  and 
not  tbey,  really  had  just  cause  of  complaint  He  was  disposed  to  anticipate 
me  in  these  matters — to  complain  rather  than  be  complained  of.

8i&  :  Oq  the  27th  ultimo  I  had  the  hoDor  to  address  a  letter  to  yon  on  the  subject  of 
two  notes  sent  to  me  by  the  French  superior  commandant  of  this  place,  with  which  1  en- 
closed copies  of  the  said  notes  and  copy  of  my  reply  to  the  first.  A  press  of  business  on  this 
consulate,  and  the  prompt  despatch  of  the  British  steamer's  mail,  prevented  me  sending  a 
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fnll  report  and  the  requisite  translations,  an  omission  which  I  now  he^  leave  to  supply, 
with  the  following  explanations  and  enclosures. 

From  the  outset  of  the  French  interrention  with  this  country  I  have  carefully  pursued 
a  strictly  neutral  course,  and  every  American  citizen  residing  in  this  place  has  followed  my 
advice  and  example ;  and  up  to  the  present  moment  not  one  of  them  has  heen  accused 
of  meddling  in  the  political  or  military  affairs  of  the  country.  In  the  mean  time  I  have 
firmly  defended  their  just  rights,  hut  invariably  manifesting  a  conciliatory  disposition. 

You  will  please  perceive  that  in  the  first  note  of  the  French  commandant  he  demands  the 
Dames  of  certain  individuals  who,  he  alleges,  entered  this  city  on  that  day,  (April  26,)  and 
endeavored  to  hold  me  responsible  for  their  moral  conduct.  That  note  was  written  in  the 
French  language,  and  not  delivt^red  to  me  until  twilight  on  the  day  of  its  date ;  and, 
notwithstanding  the  unseasonable  hour,  I  obtained  a  verbal  translation,  and  sent  my  reply 
to  it  in  thirty  minutes  after  its  receipt ;  but  my  cierk,  not  finding  him  in  his  office,  went 
and  returned "^ with  it  three  consecutive  times  without  finding  him.  At  9  30  p.  m.  I  re- 
ceived the  second  note,  and,  not  knowing  its  contents,  I  again  sent  my  reply  to  the.  first. 

The  second  note  vrsa  so  written  as  to  leave  me  in  doubt  whether  the  threat  of  impris- 
onment extended  to  me  or  not,  and  under  that  doubt  I  called  at  an  early  hour  on  the 
commaiidaot,  and  poin^*d  out  the  impropriety  of  bis  attempt  to  hold  me  responsible  for 
the  conduct  of  any  persons  entering  this  place.  He  excused  himself  on  the  plea  of  alarm- 
ing reports  there  were  in  circulation. 

In  this  state  of  affairs  Captain  Taylor,  of  the  United  States  steamer  Kanawha,  happily 
arrived  here,  and,  fearing  that  the  appearance  of  that  vessel  might  excite  some  renl  alarm, 
I  lost  no  time  in  presenting  that  officer  to  the  commandant,  who  courteously  reported  the 
presence  of  his  vessel. 

On  my  return  to  my  office,  I  hod  a  careful  pernsal  of  the  second  note,  and  ascertained 
that  the  threat  of  imprisonment  was  actually  made  against  me,  and  I  felt  much  regret 
that  I  had  paid  these  visits. 

The  individuals  who  entered  this  city  were  those  mentioned  in  my  reply  to  the  command- 
ant, all  of  whom  were  duly  reported  to  the  captain  of  the  port.  Among  the  passengers 
there  was  only  one  American  citizen. 

I  did  not  think  it  proper  to  reply  to  the  second  note  from  the  commandant,  hut  I 
exprei^sed  my  astonishment  at  its  contents  to  the  acting  French  consul  at  this  port 
remarking  at  the  same  time  that  no  difficulty  was  pending  between  our  respective  govern- 
ments, and  that  it  behooved  the  authorities  not  to  pro  voice  any. 

Shortly  after  thit  coaversaMon  the  consul  was  sent  t-y  me  with  a  message  from  the 
commandant  offering  to  retire  his  notes.  In  rep  y/I  statid  thit  if  the  commandant  felt 
any  regret  for  his  conduct  towards  me,  and  was  willing  to  offer  an  apology  in  writing,  I 
would  take  much  satisfaction  in  forwarding  It  to  my  government,  as  the  affair  was  now 
too  serious  to  be  decided  by  this  consulate. 

This  offer  was  declined,  and  I  now  respectfully  beg  leave  to  submit  this  plain  statenaent 
of  the  case  to  you,  believing  that  you  will  consider  it  of  sufficient  importance  to  take 
measures  for  obtaining  redress  for  this  unprovoked  wrong  and  In  security  for  my  future 
protection.

Sir  :  Ab  soon  as  the  blind  apologists  of  the  ^sophisms  and  )  rejudices  of  another  epoch 
roused  the  passions  and  interests  of  the  government  near  which  you  are  accredited,  pro- 
ducing the  unjustifiable  Invasion  of  which  the  Mexican  territory  is  at  present  the  theatre, 
we  comprehended  the  new  field  which  presented  itself  to  the  human  race  to  continue  its 
conquests  of  progress,  of  improvement,  and  of  perfection,  to  which  it  incessantly  aspires, 
in  compliance  with  laws  which  nothing  can  impede. 

Abstracting  ourselves  from  selfish  thoughts,  we  enter  in  good  faith  on  the  path  of  in- 
vestigation, seeking  the  rules  of  morality,  the  dogmas  of  philosophy,  the  precepts  of  ja»- 
tice,  on  which  might  hang  the  pretext  for  overthrowing  our  independence,  destroying  our 
institutions,  stifling  our  opinions,  and  casting  around  our  necks  the  chains  forged  before- 
hand in  the  workshops  of  France.  "We  must  confess,  Mr.  Minister,  that  neither  in  mo- 
rality, nor  in  reason,  nor  in  justice,  nor  in  history,  nor  in  the  annals  of  humanity,  do  we 
find  a  single  word  which  can  justify  so  vast  an  outrage,  but  without  much  effort  we  find 
that  it  rested  on  our  wretchedness  and  on  our  weakness,  because  we  have  labored  enough 
in  demolishing  the  ancient  edifice,  whose  social  conditions  were  repugnant,  to  bury 
beneath  its  luins  the  rights  of  the  citizen,  in  order  to  build  up  a  new  edifice  where  might 
eternally  dwell  the  right-s  of  man  There  was,  therefore,  no  room  for  hesitation ;  the 
sword  is  not  argument.  In  this  idea,  grasping  ours  in  one  hand,  and  bearing  aloft  in  the 
other  the  sublime  tablet  of  the  rights  of  man,  convinced  that  an  assault  upon  the  nation- 
ality of  one  people  is  an  assault  upon  that  of  every  people,  we  gave  a  l^eginning  to  the 
struggle.  Victory  smiled  on  us  awhile,  notwithstanding  that  our  adversary,  to  his  indis- 
putable knowledge  in  the  art  of  war — knowledge  very  superior  to  ours — added  deception 
and  perfidy  in  order  to  conquer  us.  At  length,  at  Puebla,  we  succuml>ed  to  the  superiority 
of  physical  force,  and  came  to  this  country  in  the  character  of  prisoners  of  war  of  France. 

We  are  in  the  firm  conviction  that,  in  proportion  as  we  strip  ourselves  of  our  prejudices 
.  and  of  our  privileges,  reason  resumes  her  place  and  civilization  is  aggrandised — not  that  dvi- 
lizition  whose  electric  shock  produces  the  shock  of  arms,  but  that  whose  torch  is  kindled 
in  the  conpcience  of  the  people  We,  in  consequence,  think  that  wars  of  ambition  and  of 
conquest  are  no  longer  possible ;  those  of  emancipation  and  of  liberty  can  alone  take  place, 
until  the  time  arrive  in  which  there  can  be  no  material  forces  which  can  contend  with 
moral  force.  Ihe  enlightened  and  magnanimous  American  people  thinks  as  we  do, 
and,  although  tormented  by  a  civil  war  whose  end  will  be  the  security  of  the  rights  and 
immunities  of  man,  does  not,  on  that  account,  remain  indifferent  in  a  strife  which 
affects  its  interests. 

Even  here  we  have  heard  its  protest,  and,  considering  it  to  be  an  unavoidable  duty  which 
gn'atitude  counsels  that  your  government  should  know  the  sincere  and  profound  sentiments 
of  admiration  and  respect  with  which  we  are  inspired  by  the  virtues  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  our  position  obliges  us  to  address  the  present  letter  to  j<]^ 
begging  you  to  think  proper  to  become  the  interpreter  of  our  fraternal  affection. 

At  the  Fame  time  we  ask  you,  Mr.  Minister,  to  deign  to  accept  the  assurance  <>f  the  very 
high  coLsideration  with  which  we  are  your  very  humble  and  obedient  servants,

Sib  :  In  your  despatch  of  the  8th  of  June,  No.  484,  which  has  already  been 
acknowledged,  you  remarked  that  you  thought  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  was  rather 
disposed  to  find  fault  with  late  proceedings  of  this  government ;  that  he  referred 
again  to  our  refusal  of  coal  to  the  French  fleet  and  to  our  giving  up  **  to  be 
hanged,**  as  he  said,  the  secretary  of  Vidaurri,  who  had  fled  to  Brownsville  for 
protection,  although  there  now  was  scarcely  a  man  against  France  in  Mexico. 
X  ou  state  that  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  further  remarked,  that  after  their  military 
officers  were  on  the  ocean  to  visit  our  country  with  a  view  to  examine  what  was 
to  be  seen  there,  with  our  assent  and  assurance  of  welcome,  they  were  then  in- 
formed that  this  line  or  that  could  not  be  examined,  and  that  it  would  have  been 
agreeable  if  notice  had  been  sooner  given.  In  your  despatch  No.  483  you  inti- 
mate an  apprehension  that  the  French  goverament  may  not  be  unwilling  to  find 
us  acting  so  as  to  enable  it  to  assume  that  it  is  put  ou  the  defensive,  and  entitled 
to  vindicate  its  honor. 

The  remarks  of  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  although  not  intrinsically  grave,  derive 
importance  from  the  peculiar  position  of  the  relations  between  France  and  the 
United  States.  The  executive  government  of  this  country  has  no  such  suscep- 
tibilities as  to  make  it  desire  or  favor  any  misunderstanding  with  the  govern- 
ment of  France.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  an  administration  which,  by  its  very 
constitution,  would  be  pacific  and  friendly  towards  France,  and  towards  all  na- 
tions, even  if  it  did  not  find  especial  and  urgent  persuasions  to  that  policy  in 
the  distractions  of  our  unhappy  civil  war.  Nevertheless,  it  is  not  well  to  over- 
look the  fact  that  a  large  mass  of  the  American  people,  owing  to  the  war  of 
France  against  Mexico,  are  not  less  open  to  alienaiing  influences  in  regard  to 
France  than  the  government  of  France  can  be  in  regard  to  the  United  States. 
It  will  be  well,  therefore,  for  you  to  let  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  understand  that 
you  communicated  his  complaints  to  me,  and  to  give  him  my  answer  to  them, 
which  is  as  follows : 

First.  In  relation  to  the  supply  of  coals  for  the  French  fleet :  the  same  prac- 
tice was  followed  in  regard  to  France  in  that  case  which  is  followed  in  regard 
to  all  other  nations.  Second.  The  restrictions  on  the  supply  of  coals  to  foreign 
vessels  were  adopted  for  our  own  safety  against  a  dangerous  internal  enemy,  and 
for  the  guarding  of  our  neutrality,  as  much  in  regard  to  Mexico  as  in  regard  to 
France.  Third.  That  the  difficulty  about  the  exportation  of  the  coals  in  question 
was  accommodated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  French  government.  Fourth.  In 
regard  to  the  delivery  of  the  secretary  of  Vidaurri  to  the  authorities  of  Mexico : 
the  French  government  has  not  complained  of  that  transaction,  nor  had  this 
government  been  officially  called  upon  to  express  itself  concerning  the  afiair. 
The  proceeding  was  a  mUitary  one ;  it  occurred  on  a  distant  and  distuibed  &on- 
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tier,  without  any  knowledge  on  tlie  part  of  the  Executive,  and,  so  far  as  thia 
government  has  subsequently  received  any  knowledge  or  information,  the  ofifend- 
ing  Mexican  who  was  delivered  up  to  his  own  government  was  an  open  enemy 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  general  who  delivered  him  up  had  no  knowledge 
or  reason  to  believe  that  the  Mexican  authorities  would  deal  with  him  other 
than  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  Fifthly.  As  to  the  delay  of  the  French  officers  on 
their  way  to  the  army  of  the  Potomac,  after  this  government  had  assented  to 
their  visit :  the  assent  was  givpn  with  no  reservation,  because  no  occasion  for 
any  was  anticipated.  A  militaiy  exigency  of  extreme  delicacy  and  importance 
subsequently  occurred,  and  the  commanding  general  of  the  armies  of  the  United 
States  deemed  it  important  to  exclude,  for  the  time,  all  visitors  from  the  army. 
Notice  was  given  to  the  French  as  well  as  to  the  British  commission  at  the  first 
moment  when  this  necessity  was  announced  to  this  government.  The  French 
commission  was  received  here  with  all  the  hospitalities  of  the  government,  and 
as  soon  as  the  exigency  referred  to  had  passed,  they  were  sent  forward  to  the 
£eld  of  observation.  You  may  make  these  explanations  to  M.  Drouyn  de 
Lhuys.  You  may  say  to  him  that  this  government  cannot  admit  that  in  either 
of  the  transactions  I  have  thus  reviewed,  it  has  been  either  unjust,  discourteous, 
or  unfrit»ndly  to  the  government  of  France.  This  government  avoids  with 
equal  care  the  putting  unfiiendly  constructions  upon  the  proceedings  of  the 
government  of  France  and  on  other  foreign  states,  and  the  giving  of  accidental 
offence  on  our  own  part  to  all  foreign  nations. 

Pursuing  this  course,  we  calmly  abide  events  which  must  determine  whether, 
in  spite  of  our  devotion  to  peace,  the  field  of  war  on  this  continent  must  be 
enlarged.

Sir  :  Herewith  I  beg  to  enclose  to  you  the  translation  of  a  note  received  from 
M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  in  reference  to  the  complaint  by  Mr,  Chase,  our  consul  at 
Tampico.  ' 

This  note,  like  some  others  that  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  has  written  to  me,  is 
unsigned,  and  a  mere  substitute  for  an  informal  verbal  communication,  but,  being 
in  writing,  is  the  more  satisfactory  as  the  less  liable  to  be  misunderstood. 
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Our  consul  in  this  case  may  be,  and  doubtless  is,  right  in  bis  complaint  of 
rudeness  on  the  part  of  French  officials,  but  it  does  seem  to  me  he  would  have 
shown  more  Judgment  if  he  had  accepted  the  offered  withdrawal  of  the  notes 
complained  of,  (which  was  an  implied  apology,)  rather  than  made  this  rudeness 
the  subject  of  a  serious  diplomatic  correspondence.

M.  Drouyn  de  Lhttys  to  Mr.  Dayton. 
[Translation.] 
Memorandum — July^  1864. 

The  minister  of  foreign  affairs  of  the  Emperor  has  examined  the  two  despatches  of  the 
American  consul  at  Tampico,  relative  to  the  threats  of  imprisonment  to  which  he  has  been 
subjected — despatches  which  M.  the  minister  of  the  United  States  has  been  diiected  to  com- 
municate to  the  government  of  his  majesty.  It  is  not  possible  to  answer  Mr.  Dayton  defin- 
itively upon  this  subject  before  receiving  the  explanations  requested  of  the  cammander-ln- 
chief  of  the  French  torc€«  In  Mexico.  The  attentive  perusal  of  the  second  despatch  of  Mr. 
Chase  cannot  fail,  however,  to  suggest  to  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  some  reflections,  which  it 
seems  to  him  proper  to  offer  at  once  to  M.  the  minister  of  the  United  States.  The  circum- 
stantial details  given  in  regard  to  this  affair  by  the  American  consul  in  his  last  report  are 
In  effect  of  a  nature  to  lessen  very  much  its  gravity. 

According  to  the  declaration  of  Mr.  Chase  himself,  he  had  already  in  his  hands  the  two 
letters  of  the  superior  commandant  of  Tampico,  which  now  cause  his  demand  for  satisfac- 
tion, when  he  went  to  this  officer  to  represent  to  him  that  he  could  not  answt^r  for  the  good 
conduct  of  any  one  who  might  enter  Tttmpico. 

The  commandant  excused  himself  for  having  written  as  he  had  done,  in  alleging  that  he 
had  been  led  into  it  by  the  alarming  rumors  which  were  at  that  time  in  circulation. 

A  short  time  afterwards  Mr.  Chase  made  a  second  visit  to  this  same  officer,  to  present, 
with  a  view  to  preventing  any  disquieting  remarks,  the  captain  of  an  American  ship-of-war 
which  had  arrived,  in  the  mean  time,  at  Tampico. 

The  incident  seemed  then  completely  void,  when  the  French  commandant  learnt  from 
the  manager  of  the  imperial  consulate  that  Mr.  Chase,  having  re-read  his  second  note,  had 
manifested  an  extreme  dissatisfaction  with  it.  The  commandant  of  Tampico  hastened  tht* n 
to  send  back  the  French  agent  to  the  American  consul  to  offer  to  withdraw  the  letters  by 
which  he  felt  himself  wounded.  Mr.  Chase  answered  to  this  offer  by  requiring  written 
apologies,  in  order  to  transmit  them  to  his  government,  and  the  French  officer  refused 
them. 

These  are  the  facts,  as  Mr.  Chase  himself  states  them.  Now  it  appears  from  this  recital 
that  the  misdoings  of  the  superior  commandant  of  Tampico  would  consist  in  having  written 
to  the  American  oonsul  in  terms  assuredly  much  to  be  regretted,  but  that  he  hastened, 
upon  leunmg  the  impression  which  they  had  made  upon  Ihid  consul,  to  offer  him  sponta- 
neously the  withdrawal  of  his  notes.  He  no  doubt  thought  that  would  suffice  Mr.  Chase, 
since  the  two  visits  of  the  latter  did  not  allow  him  to  suspect  the  importance  which  the 
incident  might  take  in  the  e.>e8  of  this  agent,  it  is  not  to  be  admitted  for  an  instant,  as 
the  latter  gives  it  to  be  understood,  that  it  was  the  appearance  of  a  federal  ship  which 
brought  the  commandant  of  Tampico  to  the  more  correct  proceedings,  for  ho  had,  before 
the  arrival  of  this  vessel,  very  courteously  received  the  observations  of  Mr.  Chase,  and,  to 
speak  the  truth,  it  is  rather  singular  that  it  was  only  after  the  satis^tory  explanations  ex- 
changed, and  after  a  second  visit  to  the  French  officer,  in  order  to  present  to  him  the  federal 
captain,  that  Mr.  Chase  thought  it  useful  to  re-read  more  attentively,  or  to  cause  to  be 
more  faithfully  translated,  a  note  of  six  lines  which  had  been  the  cause  of  all  his  premus 
proceedings. 

So,  by  the  very  terms  of  the  despatches  of  the  consul  of  the  United  States,  if  there  were 
for  a  moment  a  ^ult  in  the  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  superior  commandant  of  Tampico, 
this  officer  seems  to  have  wished,  by  his  after  conduct,  to  have  effaced  its  impressions  upon 
Mr.  Chase.

Sir  :  I  have  received  your  despatch  of  the  18th  of  July,  No.  515,  which 
gives  me  your  viewa  of  the  complaint  of  Mr.  Chase,  United  States  consul  at 
Tampico,  concerning  certain  notes  addressed  to  him  by  a  French  officer  on  the 
entrance  of  a  French  military  force  at  that  place.  Your  despatch  is  accompanied 
by  a  memorandum  concerning  the  case,  which  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  has  com- 
mitted to  you  for  the  information  of  this  government. 

This  memorandum  is  written  in  a  candid  and  liberal  spirit,  and  induces  an 
expectation  that,  when  the  minister  for  foreign  affairs  shall  have  received  the 
explanations  which  he  has  asked  from  the  military  authorities,  he  will  relieve 
the  case  of  all  its  gravity,  by  showing  us  that  the  French  officer  addres.sed  his 
offensive  notes  to  the  consul  without  proper  consideration  of  the  respect  due  to 
that  officer  as  an  agent  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  rudeness  of  the  note 
is  disapproved  by  his  Imperial  Majesty's  government.  I  freely  admit  that  I 
concur  with  you  in  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Chase  might,  with  entire  propriety,  have 
consented  to  the  proposed  withdrawal  of  the  note  of  which  he  complains ;  and 
I  regret  that  he  did  not  do  so.  You  are  quite  at  liberty  to  communicate  this 
opinion  of  mine  to  M.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys.  This  government  attaches  only  as 
much  importance  to  ceremonial  questions  as  the  prevailing  state  of  public  senti- 
ment on  this  class  of  national  issues  requires.  It  has  no  desire  to  lift  them  to 
the  dignity  of  diplomatic  debate.

SiE  :  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  20th  Juoe,  enclosing  copy  of  an 
extract  from  a  letter  received  by  you  from  Faris,  giving  information  concerning  tbe  more- 
mentfi  of  Mr  William  M.  Gwin. 

There  is  a  rumor  here  that  Qwin  is  to  be  minister  of  finance  under  the  new  government 
of  Mexico,  but  I  cannot  vouch  for  the  correctoees  of  the  report.  My  impressions  are  thit 
the  Emperor  of  France  will  require  indemnity  for  the  expenses  of  the  war,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  any  revenue  which  could  be  appliod  to  that  purpose,  he  will  demand  and  reodve 
from  Maximilian  certain  territory  which  will  comprise  the  States  of  Sonora  and  Sinaloa, 
probably  in  lieu  of  a  money  consideration. 
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Qwia  has  probably  been  sent  as  an  emissary  to  shape  the  public  mind  for  such  a  state  of 
things.  In  any  event,  the  ports  in  the  Gulf  of  California  will  most  likely  be  a  sort  of  ren- 
lezvons  for  plotters  of  treason,  bearing  a  similar  relation  to  the  Pacific  coast  that  Nassau 
iocs  to  the  Atlantic. 

The  Mexican  question  is  one  that  is  of  e8[)ecial  importanoe  to  the  people  of  this  State, 
and  for  any  information  concerning  it  whicfi  you  may  think  proper  to  communicate  to  me, 
I  would  feel  especially  obliged.

Sir  :  I  give  you  for  your  infonnation  a  copy  of  a  despatch  which  has  just 
been  received  from  William  H.  Corwia,  esq.,  our  charge  d'aflfaires  in  Mexico. 
Lat^r  accounts  than  this  despatch  do  not  enable  us  to  judge  concerning  the 
probable  results  of  the  military  movements  now  going  on  in  that  republic.  You 
will,  of  course,  observe  what  Mr.  Corwin  relates  of  Dr.  6 win's  purposes  in  So- 
nora.  It  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  they  are  unfriendly  to  the  United  States. 
But  I  think  I  hazard  little  in  saying  that  they  forebode  even  more  of  inconve- 
nience to  whatever  government  may  exist  in  Mexico  than  of  ultimate  harm  to 
our  own  country. 

It  is  hardly  to  be  apprehended  that  the  insurgents  will  come  out  of  the  pres- 
ent civil  war  with  any  great  capacity  for  establishing  slavery  in  Mexico.    It 
may,  however,  be  well  for  you  to  ascertain  how  far  such  schemes  of  his  find 
support  in  the  councils  of  the  Emperor  of  France.

Sir  :  Unofficial  newspaper  statements  concerning  the  alleged  entrance  of  the  Mexico 
General  Cortinas,  with  an  armed  force,  Into  the  territory  of  Texas,  within  the  United 
btates,  with  an  assumption  of  military  authority,  have  attracted  the  attention  of  this  de- 
partment, as  well  as  that  of  the  minister  of  France  at  this  capital.  The  reports  are  con- 
tradictory and  apparently  unreliable.  The  dignity  of  this  government  and  its  honor,  as  a 
neutral  power  in  the  conflict  which  is  raging  in  Mexico,  render  it  necessary  that  the  Presi- 
dent fliov  u  be  fully  informed  as  early  as  possible  of  the  proceedings  to  which  I  have  thos 
referred.  I  have  therefore  to  request  that  you  will  ascertain  the  facts  and  make  a  report 
thereon  to  the  Secretary  of  War.  In  the  mean  time  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  yon  thit 
the  proceeding  is  approved,  by  which,  on  the  occasion  referred  to,  you  gave  notice  to  the 
said  Cortinas  that  his  presence  in  arms  within  the  United  States,  in  an  attitude  of  war 
against  a  friendly  power,  with  which  the  United  States  are  at  peace,  would  not  be  toleTat<^. 
Although  that  proceeding  indicates  that  you  have  faithfully  adhered  to  the  instructions 
given  to  your  predecessors,  yet  I  think  it  proper  to  renew  the  injunction  that  on  no  account, 
and  in  no  way,  must  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States  in  the  war  between  France  and 
Mexico  be  compromised  by  our  military  forces,  or  be  suffered  to  be  compromitted  wi^n 
your  command  by  either  of  the  belligerents.

Grnkral  :  The  correspondence  of  Colonel  Day,  in  relation  to  the  Mexican  force  under 
Cortinas,  has  been  received.  Colonel  Day's  action,  so  far  as  is  known  here,  accords  with 
our  neutral  obligations,  and  is  approved.  The  Mexican  refugees  arc  entitled  to  an  asylum 
ia  our  territory,  when  they  deliver  up  their  arms  and  munitions,  and  restore  any  prisoners 
or  booty  that  they  may  have  taken  f^om  the  French  ;  they  will  not  be  received  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States  for  service  on  the  Rio  Grande  frontier,  but ^nJl^QI be  unlisted  for 
the  general  service.  In  this  case  they  will  be  sent  to  this  city,  either  before  or  after  enlist- 
ment, to  be  organiied,  armed,  and  equipped.  Their  enlistment  may  be  for  one,  two,  and 
three  years,  but  preferably  for  the  shorter  term,  and  their  duty  thereafter  will  be  determined 
by  the  circumstances  of  the  service. 

As  an  armed  enemy  of  France,  this  force  will  not  be  tolerated  in  our  territory  ;  and  if 
this  be  the  intention  of  Cortinas,  the  commanding  officer  will  be  instructed  to  regard,  and, 
as  far  as  his  power  extends,  to  treat  this  force  as  enemies  of  the  United  States. 

ToQ  will  please  instruct  Colonel  "DAy,  or  the  commander  at  Br«izo6  Santiago,  accordingly, 
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and,  in  the  contingency  of  any  of  CorUnas's  force  entering  our  serrice,  give  the  neoeanry 
instructions  in  relation  to  enlietment,  transfer  to  this  city,  and  the  disposition  to  he  mad« 
of  private  property.     The  public  property  of  the  Mexican  government  remains,  of  coureef 
in  the  custody  of  the  United  States,  until  disposed  of  bj^  proper  authority.

Colonel  :  Yesterday,  the  6th  of  September,  the  hostile  forces  of  General  Cortinas  dis- 
played themselves  before  our  lines  and  made  a  feint  to  attack  the  place  which  we  hold. 
General  Cortinas,  who  knows  the  march  of  our  several  columns  made  against  him,  managed 
to  move  without  our  knowledge,  and  with  your  powerful  aid  succeeded  in  passing  his 
troops  to  your  side  of  the  river  with  arms  and  baggage. 

The  first  squadron  of  cavalry  aflforded  you  immediate  aid  to  fight  the  confederates. 

This  morning,  the  passing  of  all  these  forces  being  effected,  you  gave  them  provisions, 
all  that  they  wanted.  According  to  the  facts,  and  according  to  the  law  of  nations,  which 
none  can  distrust,  I  am  bound  to  consider  the  forces  of  General  Cortinas  as  troops  belong- 
ing to  the  United  States  government,  which  government  now  holds  the  responsibility  for 
their  future  conduct.  In  any  enterprise  I  might  undertake  I  must  be  certain  not  to  eo- 
counter  them  on  my  road,  either  now  or  later.

In  reply,  I  would  respectfully  state 
that  you  are  laboring  under  an  eiror  with  regard  to  the  forces  of  General  Cortinas  receiving 
provisions  from  me  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  of  September.  .  Understanding  that  the 
enemy  had  a  large  drove  of  cattle  at  our  front,  I  sent  a  small  force  of  mounted  men  with 
instructions  to  capture  and  drive  them  into  camp,  if  possible,  for  the  sustenance  of  my 
command.  I  would  further  state  that  I  have  not  as  yet  been  officially  informed  that 
General  Cortinas  is  within  my  lines,  and  that  I  will  at  once  send  an  officer  with  a  sufficient 
escort  to  him,  and  if  he  is  within  my  lines  I  will  demand  that  he  shall  surrender  all  arms 
and  munitions  of  war  to  the  United  States. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  assure  the  commander  of  the  French  forces  at  Bagdad  that  I  shall 
not  for  a  moment  countenance  the  occupation  of  United  States  soil  by  any  armed  force 
except  our  own,  and  especially  by  a  force  hostile  to  the  French  government,  which  has  so 
long  been  on  friendly  terms  with  the  United  States.  Desiring  that  this  harmony  may  long 
continue  to  exist,

This  letter  will  be  delivered  by  Major  George  A.  Day,  provost  marshal  of  this  district, 
who  will  give  you  any  information  you  may  desire,  as  he  is  in  full  possession  of  the  facts 
in  ibis  case.

Major  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  following  report  of  a  slight  engage- 
ment which  took  place  at  "Palmetto  ranoho,"  on  the  Rio  Grande  river,  about  stzteen 
miles  from  these  headquarters.  Learning  from  my  scouts  that  the  rebels  had  collected  a 
large  number  of  cattle  which  they  intended  to  sell  to  the  French  troops  at  Bagdad,  and 
that  said  cattle  were  in  a  bend  in  the  river  just  above  the  *'  White  rancho,"  I  determined, 
after  mature  deliberation,  to  try  and  capture  them,  and  at  the  same  time  drive  back  the 
rebels  from  their  position,  as  they  had  been  annoying  us  in  various  ways  very  much  dur- 
ing the  past  few  days.  Accordingly,  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  I  ordered  a  squadron  of 
the  1st  Texas  cavalry  and  one  piece  of  artillery  (12-pounder  howiteer)  to  proceed  up  the 
country  and  accomplish  the  object  above  named.  Major  E.  J.  Noyes  commanded  the  expe- 
dftion  ;  Captain  P.  J.  Temple  the  cavalry  ;  Lieutenant  A.  Hills,  let  Missouri  artillery,  the 
artillery. 

After  crossing  the  Boca  Chica  Pass,  skirmishers  were  thrown  out  to  the  right  and  left, 
and  as  they  advanced  the  rebels  slowly  retired,  until,  reaching  the  **  Palmetto  raocho,*' 
a  stand  was  made  and  brisk  firing  ensued.  The  main  body  arrived  soon  after,  and  a  Mr 
prospect  of  a  heavy  engagement  was  apparent,  as  the  rebels  were  having  reinforcements 
from  above,  but  our  artillery  opened  a  very  eflfective  fire  with  ehell,  which  had  the  effect  to 
disperse  the  enemy,  and  the  last  seen  of  him  he  was  flying  in  confusion  in  the  direction  of 
Brownsville. 

Word  being  sent  me  by  the  major  commanding  of  his  position,  I  advanced  three  miles  with 
a  detachment  of  the  9l8t  Illinois  infantry  volunteers  to  re-enforoe  him  in  case  of  necessity ; 
it  was  not  needed,  however,  and  the  whole  force  returned  to  camp  on  the  morning  of  the 
7th. 

The  expedition  was  succcFsful  in  its  results,  for  a  lot  of  cattle  were  captured  and  brought 
in,  and  the  rebels  forced  to  leave  this  section  of  the  country.

Major  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  action  taken  by  me  rela- 
tive to  the  fact  that  an  armed  body  of  Mexican  troops  bad  crossed  the  Rio  Grande,  above 
our  lines,  of  which  I  advised  you  in  a  recent  report. 
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la  the  evening  of  the  8th  of  September,  I  ordered  Major  E.  J.  Noyes,  commanding  de- 
tachment Ist  Texas  cavalry,  to  move  with  his  command  up  the  Rio  Grande,  the  point 
■where  the  troops  had  crossed  the  river,  and  instructed  him  to  demand  of  them  the  surren- " 
der  of  all  arms  and  warlike  stores,  and  to  offer  them  the  protection  of  the  United  States  as 
refugees ;  I  also  instructed  him  that  if  he  found  it  necessary,  in  order  to  defend  himself 
against  the  rebels,  to  allow  the  refugees  to  temporarily  resume  their  arms.  Major  Noyes 
proceeded  agreeably  to  the  above  instructions,  and  the  Mexicans  willingly  surrendered 
upon  the  demand  being  made.  They  were  not  commanded  by  Governor  Cortioas,  as  I  was 
at  first  informed,  and  hence  reported  to  you,  but  Colonel  Miguel  Ekihazarretta,  Cortinas  not 
having  moved  his  headquarters  to  this  side  of  the  river.  Shortly  after  the  surrender  had  been 
eflfected,  our  forces  were  attacked  by  the  rebels  with  nearly  double  their  number,  and, 
according  to  my  instructions,  the  refugees  were  allowed  to  resume  their  arms,  and  fought 
bravely  with  our  men.  After  a  short  engagement,  in  which  one  piece  of  Mexican  artillery 
was  used,  the  rebels  were  repulsed  with  great  loss.  They  rallied  and  again  attacked,  and 
were  again  repulsed  ;  so  a  third  time ;  after  which  Major  Noyes,  being  short  of  ammuni- 
tion, fell  back  two  miles  and  took  a  stronger  position.  Fearing  that  the  rebels  would  re- 
ceive re-enforcements  from  Brownsville,  and  would  succeed  in  getting  possession  of  the 
artillery  which  the  refugees  had  surrendered  to  us,  I  advanced,  on  the  11th,  with  two  hun- 
dred of  the  91st  Illinois  and  two  pieces  of  artillery,  as  far  as  White's  rancho,  and  ordered 
Major  Noyes  to  fall  back  with  his  command  to  that  place.  The  rebels  followed  with  a 
force  of  about  six  hundred,  but  I  soon  routed  them  with  my  artillery.  On  the  morning 
of  the  12th  I  returned  to  camp,  bringing  with  me  all  refugees  who  had  crossed  the  river, 
their  arms  and  warlike  stores.  Affixed  to  this  report  is  a  stj^ment  (which  I  respectfully 
submit  as  a  part  of  the  same)  with  regard  to  the  number  of  refugees  and  the  number  and 
character  of  their  arms.  No  casualties  attended  us  in  any  of  the  above  encounters  except 
one  United  States  soldier  captured  and  several  refugees.  We  took  no  prisoners,  but  the 
killed  and  wounded  of  the  enemy  must  have  been  great.  The  refugees  have  been  very 
quiet  and  orderly  since  their  arrival  in  camp,  and  I  understand  that  many  of  them  evince 
a  desire  to  enlist  in  the  United  States  army.

*  Sib  :  I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  on  the  30th  day  of  Septemher,  A.  D.  1864, 
the  commaDdant  of  the  French  forces  in  Acapulco  ordered  the  vice-consul  of  the  French 
to  seize  the  United  States  oaail  bag,  and  to  break  the  seal  and  take  charge  of  the  contents. 
The  bag  was  taken  while  in  transit  from  American  steamer  Grolden  City  to  my  office. 
Had  the  commandant  required  the  mail  matter,  after  I  had  opened  the  bag  and  found  a 
public  mail  therein,  I  should  have  given  it  to  him  without  protest,  notwithstanding  I  am 
acting  under  an  arrangement  between  the  French  consul  and  our  consul  at  Panama,  which 
was  that  I  should  open  all  mails  coming  into  Acapulco  and  distribute  and  forward  to  ad- 
dress, which  arrangement  has  not  been  disturbed  until  this  sudden  seizure  of  our  mail  bag 
and  the  seal  violated.     Hence  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  protest  against  the  proceedings. 

No  plea  of  contraband  matter  or  anything  improper  passing  through  the  mails  was  set 
up,  but  an  assumed  arbitrary  power  i^as  exercised  in  demolishing  the  sacredness  of  a  gov- 
ernment seal  for  civil  purposes.

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You  will  perceive  that  in  this  correspondence  I  decline  to  discuss  the  question 
whether  the  President  of  Mexico,  in  his  present  reduced  situation,  has,  hy  the 
law  of  nations,  a  right  to  issue  letters  of  marque.  I  think  the  occasion  a  suit- 
able one  for  bringing  to  the  consideration  of  the  imperial  government  the  fact 
that  it  has  now  for  three  years  and  a  half,  against  the  constant  protest  of  the 
United  States,  recognized  as  a  naval  belligerent  an  insurrection  in  the  United 
States  that  has  not  only  never  had  a  recognized  political  existence,  but  also  has 
never  had  a  port  in  our  country.  It  would  simplify  affairs  very  much,  and 
contribute  to  the  security  of  French  as  well  as  of  American  commerce,  if  the 
government  of  France  should  apply  to  our  civil  strife  the  principle  it  assumes 
in  regard  to  Mexico,  namely :  that  a  military  force  which  is  destitute  of  ports 
or  ships-of-war  cannot  rightly  be  deemed  a  naval  belligerent.

It  is  stated  here  in  various  journals,  which  are  likely  to  receive  information 
from  ministerial  circles,  that  Mr.  Preston  has  gone  to  Mexico  to  establish  com- 
mercial relations  with  the  new  empire,  and  to  procure  its  recognition  of  the 
Confederate  States.  It  is  also  said  in  some  of  the  papers  that  Spain  has  entered 
into  a  treaty  with  the  new  emperor,  reserving  the  throne  of  Mexico,  in  case  of 
failure  of  issue,  to  a  Spanish  prince.  This  would  be  an  important  fiict  if  true, 
as  it  would  secure  the  moral  co-operation  of  Spain  in  the  establishment  of  die 
new  empire,  and  would  have  a  tendency  to  place  Spain  in  a  somewhat  antago- 
nistic position  to  the  United  States.  That  Spain,  in  the  end,  would  be  cheated 
of  her  expectations  I  have  no  doubt ;  but  still  it  is  not  altogether  improbable 
that  some  inducements  have  been  held  out  to  her,  which  may  have  some  present 
effect.

The  resolutions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  at  Washington,  protesting 
against  a  monarchy  in  Mexico,  under  European  auspices,  has  caused  surprise  in 
diplomatic  circles  and  a  good  deal  of  sensation  in  the  press.  It  is  generally 
supposed  that  the  attitude  assumed  by  the  House  will  produce  complications 
with  France,  and  may  lead  to  a  war.  As  far  as  Spain  is  concerned,  there  are  in 
fact  veiy  few  persons  in  favor  of  the  new  empire  under  Maximilian ;  some,  in- 
deed, who  would  otherwise  have  been  in  favor  of  French  policy  in  America,  and 
who  generally  take  their  ideas  from  France,  being  disappointed  in  this  instance 
because  a  Spanish  prince  was  not  selected.

Sir  :  In  your  despatch  of  March  20,  No.  82,  you  mention  the  probability 
that  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  on  assuming  the  title  of  emperor  over  Mexico, 
will  accredit  a  representative  to  the  court  of  her  Catholic  Majesty,  and  you  ask 
directions  how  to  regulate  your  conduct  towards  the  person  who  may  be  so  ac- 
credited. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  United  States  to  refrain  from  recognizing  revolutionary 
governments.  It  has  not  recognized  any  revolutionary  government  in  Mexico, 
while  it  has  justly  respected  the  belligerent  rights  of  the  parties  engaged  in  war 
in  that  country.  You  will,  of  course,  follow  the  policy  which  prevails  here ; 
and  you  will  hold  no  official  intercourse  with  any  representative  at  Madrid  of 
any  revolutionary  government  that  has  been  or  shall  be  established  against  the 
authority  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico,  with  which  alone 
the  United  States  are  maintaining  diplomatic  relations.

It  is  true  that  Mr.  Preston  has  gone  to  Mexico,  as  a  pretended  legate  of  the 

insurgents  to  the  so-called  regency  of  the  empire.    They  are  very  enterprising 

in  diplomacy,  but  their  success  there  is  not  greatly  to  be  feared,  unless  they 

should  retrieve  misfortunes  sustained  on  the  battle-field.    Spain  has  heretofore 
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had  opportunity  to  underatand  the  slaveholders  of  the  United  States.  It  is  not 
less  her  own  interest  than  it  is  ours  that  she  shall  not  suffer  herself  to  be  misled 
by  them.  What  resistance  could  Mexico,  now  or  at  any  future  time,  offer,  with 
even  European  aid,  against  the  slaveholding  power  of  the  United  States,  if  it 
could  escape  destruction  and  attain  independence  in  the  present  civil  war  ?

This  government,  senously  preoccupied  with  domestic  affairs,  has  deemed  it 
prudent  and  just,  and  has  found  it  possible  thus  far,  to  hold  itself,  as  well  as  the 
whole  American  people,  absolutely  neutral  in  two  wars  which  are  waged  by 
European  states  in  portions  of  America.  I  refer  to  the  war  of  France  against 
Mexico,  and  to  the  civil  war  to  which  Spain  is  a  party  in  the  island  of  St.  Do- 
mingo. This  government  has  been  able  to  practice  this  neutrality  and  enforce 
its  observance  upon  American  citizens,  because  all  the  maritime  powers  of 
Europe,  while  they  have  constantly  assured  the  United  States  of  their  purpose 
to  maintain  neutrality  in  our  own  unhappy  civil  war,  have  also  disclaimed  designa 
of  political  conquest  in  America.  Several  of  the  South  American  republican 
states,  however,  naturally  sympathizing,  as  they  must,  with  the  republic  of  Mex- 
ico, and  with  the  revolutionists  of  Spanish  St.  Domingo,  allege,  on  the  contrary, 
that  several  of  the  European  states,  which  once  had  colonies  here,  are  now 
seeking  to  reduce  them  again  to  the  condition  of  dependencies.  These  appre- 
hensions are  not  unlikely  to  be  entertained  by  the  whole  people  of  the  United 
States.  The  proceedings  of  Spain  in  Peru  give  them  color,  which  is  deeply  to 
be  regretted.  Indeed,  a  general  discontent  with  the  forbearance  of  the  govern- 
ment is  already  manifest.  Should  the  sentiment  of  this  country  demand  a  re- 
consideration of  the  policy  of  neutrality  which  the  government  has  hitherto 
maintained,  it  is  very  much  to  be  feared  that  new  copiplicatione  might  arifle, 
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which  would  not  merely  disturb  the  existing  systems  of  commerce,  but  might 

endanger  the  general  peace  of  nations.     I  need  not  enlarge  upon  the  subject  I 

have  thus  presented.

Sir:  After  preparing  for  the  outgoing  mail  very  full  despatches  concerning 
Mexican  affairs,  I  have  just  now  received  your  confidential  despatch  of  March  28, 
-which  informs  me  of  the  grave  question  that  has  arisen  in  the  court  of  Vienna, 
concerning  the  effect  of  the  Ajcnduke  Maximilian's  acceptance  of  a  crown  in 
Mexico  upon  his  presumptive  rights  to  succeed  to  the  imperial  royal  throne  of 
Austria. 

While  I  thank  you  very  eai-nestly  for  this  important  information,  I  do  not 
think  it  necessary  to  comment  upon  it.  The  question  thus  raised  will  probably 
have  been  in  some  way  adjusted  before  this  despatch  will  reach  its  destination. 
The  present  policy  of  this  government  in  regard  to  Mexico  would  remain  the 
same  whether  the  archduke  renounces  or  retains  his  claim  to  the  succession  in 
Austria;  and  it  does  not  seem  probable  here  that  the  ultimate  destiny  of  Mexico 
can  be  influenced  by  anything  so  merely  individual  and  personal  as  the  character 
or  relations  of  the  person  who  at  this  new  turn  of  the  political  wheel  of  that 
state  may  be  lifted  up  by  one  of  its  factions,  aided  by  foreign  power,  to  the  seat 
of  Montezuma.  *

I  thank  you  for  your  suggestions  concerning  Mexico,  and  the  probable  influ- 
ence of  recent  events  in  that  country  upon  our  relations  with  Austria.  These 
are  consequences  of  our  civil  war,  and  they  cannot  be  controlled.  All  that  can 
be  done  in  regard  to  them  is  to  practice  prudence  and  good  faith  in  our  foreign 
relations,  and  at  the  same  time  make  preparations  for  self  defence,  if,  notwith- 
standing our  best  efforts,  we  shall  find  ourselves  involved  in  new  complications. 
Neither  is  our  political  system  weak,  nor  does  it  stand  on  an  uncertain  foundation. 
We  must,  indeed,  do  all  that  we  can  to  fortify,  as  well  as  to  defend  it;  but  we 
may  not  unwisely  indulge  an  abiding  confidence  in  its  inherent  strength  and 
stability.

Sir  :  Since  the  date  of  my  despatch  of  last  week,  No.  33,  1  have  had  an  m- 
terview  with  Count  Rechberg.  Nothing,  however,  has  up  to  this  moment  been 
decided  in  regard  to  the  expected  offer  of  the  proposed  Mexican  throne  to  the 
Archduke  Maxmilian.  The  affair,  so  far  as  the  imperial  royal  government  is 
concerned,  remains  as  before.  The  deputation  from  Mexico  is  expected  in  the 
course  of  this  week  to  arrive  at  Miramar,  the  archduke's  residence,  near  Trieste. 

I  could  not  learn  from  the  minister  what  conditions  would  be  laid  down  by 
the  archduke  as  necessary  preliminaries  to  his  acceptance  of  the  crown,  bat  I 
understood  him  to  say  that  no  binding  arrangement  would  be  concluded  with 
this  deputation,  although  it  would  probably  be  received. 

I  understood  him,  also,  to  repeat,  as  often  before,  that  the  Austrian  govern- 
ment considered  the  matter  as  a  purely  personal  one,  regarding  the  archduke 
himself  and  his  imperial  brother  only,  and  that  the  imperial  royal  government 
had  not  the  means  nor  the  inclination  to  send  out  forces  to  Mexico  to  maintain 
the  new  empire. 

I  do  not  think  it  worth  while  to  report  any  of  the  observations  which  I  un- 
officially made  on  the  subject  myself,  and  which  were  simply  those  which  any 
loyal  American,  belonging  to  any  section  or  party  of  the  United  States,  would 
be  always  sure  to  make  in  regard  to  this  overturning  of  a  republic,  and  the 
substitution  for  it  of  a  monarchical  government  on  American  soil,  and  upon  our 
frontier,  by  means  of  foreign  armies  and  navies. 

It  seems  to  me  that  public  opinion  does  not  need  much  enlightenment  as  to 
the  effect  likely  to  be  produced  upon  the  people  of  the  United  States  by  this 
European  aimed  intervention  in  the  affairs  of  an  American  republic.  I  sup- 
pose that  the  French  Emperor  is  hardly  acting  in  ignorance  of  American 
opinions  and  feelings,  but  in  defi^ce  of  them,  and  that  the  archduke,  in  going 
forth  upon  this  adventure  to  improve  imperial  institutions  upon  the  ruins  of  a 
democratic  republic,  can  hardly  have  failed  of  weighing  all  the  possible  con- 
sequences of  such  a  step,  and  that  he  is  not  likely  to  have  reckoned  on  the 
sympathy  and  support  of  the  United  States  government  and  people. 

I  intimated  to  Count  Rechberg  that  there  were  rumors  of  the  impending 
recognition  of  the  so-called  southern  confederacy  by  the  provisional  govern- 
ment now  established  in  the  city  of  Mexico.  I  understood  him  to  reply  that 
the  Austrian  government  knew  no  such  provisional  government,  and  that  a 
communication  which  had  been  received  from  that  source  had  not  been  and 
would  not  be  answered. 

I  alluded,  also,  to  the  daily  rumors  in  the  European  journals  of  intrigues  and 
secret  understandings  between  the  agents  of  the  insurgent  government  in  the 
seceded  States  and  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  in  which  recognition  of  that  organ- 
ization as  an  independent  power  by  France  was  announced  for  the  immediate 
future,  coupled  with  cession  of  territory  so  far  as  such  agents  had  the  power  to 
cede  it  to  the  new  Mexican  empire,  as  the  price  of  French  recognition  and 
French  alliance.  He  said  that  the  archduke  held  himself  aloof  from  all  such 
intrigues.  In  regard  to  the  expected  recognition  by  the  new  Mexican  empire 
of  the  so-called  confederacy,  he  observed  that  it  would  be  easy  for  the  United 
States  government  in  a  moment  to  make  such  a  step  impossible. 

If  the  United  States  should  themselves  recognize  the  new  government  of 
Mexico,  of  course  such  recognition  by  so  important  a  power  would  be  far  more 
valuable  than  any  political  relations  that  might  be  established  with  the  southern 
States.  He  observed  that  everybody  knew  that  the  previous  attacks  upon 
Mexico  and  the  disposition  to  extend  the  United  States  dominion  over  the  soil 
of  that  country  had  always  proceeded  from  the  South. 
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I  answered,  tbat  the  recognition  by  tbe  United  States  government  of  this  new 
empire  seemed  to  me  impossible.  Instead,  however,  of  saying  anything  more 
upon  this  topic  myself,  my  personal  opinions  and  feelinffs  having  been  often 
enough  and  strongly  enough  expressed,  I  proposed  reading  to  him  your  de- 
spatch to  Mr.  Dayton,  of  March  3,  1 862,  which,  so  far  as  I  knew,  had  never 
been  published,  but  of  which  a  copy  had  been  forwarded  to  me  at  the  time,  and 
which  I  had  brought  with  me.  He  readily  assented,  expressing  at  the  same 
time  a  strong  respect  for  yourself  and  your  character  as  a  statesman.  I  thought 
it  could  certainly  do  no  harm  that  the  Austrian  government  should  be  in  pos- 
session of  so  wise  and  temperate  a  statement  of  American  thought  on  that  all- 
important  subject,  and  accordingly,  after  reading  the  paper,  I  took  the  respon- 
sibility of  promising  a  copy,  which  has  subsequently  been  communicated  to  the 
imperial  royal  foreign  office. 

if  I  have  done  wrong  in  this  you  will  let  me  know.  I  thought  it  might  have 
some  effect  in  causing  reflection  at  this  critical  moment,  and  I  relied  on  an  ob- 
servation in  one  of  your  despatches  to  me,  that  our  government  has  no  conceal- 
ment in  this  matter. 

I  think  you  will  hardly  wish  me  to  enter  into  academic  or  prophetic  specula- 
tions upon  this  grave  incident  in  our  history.  You  are  informed  of  the  exact 
relations  between  the  United  States  and  France,  while  I  am  necessarily  in  the 
dark. 

Rumors,  suspicions,  and  threats,  in  regard  to  tbe  altitude  of  that  power  to- 
wards us,  fill  the  atmosphere  of  Europe.  It  seems  \topo8B\ble  to  doubt  that  the 
tendencies  and  sympathies  of  the  French  government  are  towards  the  slave- 
holders' insurrection,  and  that  a  recognition  of  the  so-called  confederacy  is  an 
ever-impending  event. 

Since  the  revelations  of  the  British  Parliament  by  Messrs.  Roebuck  and 
Lindsay,  it  would  be  folly  to  doubt  the  feelings  of  the  ruler  of  France.  At 
present  the  see-saw  of  his  policy  between  Poland  on  tbe  one  side  and  Mexico 
on  the  other  seems  to  incline  towards  our  side  of  the  world. 

The  Poles  are  left  to  fight,  single-handed  and  naked  as  it  were,  against  the 
whole  power  of  Russia,  for  a  winter's  campaign  in  tbat  direction  on  the  part  of 
France  alone  is  hardly  among  the  probabilities.  The  Gulf  of  Mexico  seems 
more  tempting  at  present,  and  you  are  better  aware  than  I  am  how  much  or 
how  little  danger  there  is  of  that  last  chance  of  the  insurgents,  a  foreign  war 
against  the  United  States.  I  am  sure  that  the  President  will  avoid  such  war 
with  any  power  so  long  as  the  national  honor  and  the  national  safety  will 
permit. 

I  observe  this  morning  a  single  paragraph  in  a  widely  circulated  Vienna  news- 
paper which  is  worthy  of  your  attention.  It  is  in  an  article  defending  the 
probable  acceptance  by  the  archduke  of  the  Mexican  crown :  "According  to 
latest  accounts  from  Mexico  it  is  hardly  to  be  doubted  that  all  inner  discord  in 
Mexico  will  come  to  an  end  so  soon  as  the  archduke  shall  tread  its  soil.  *  *  * 
Also,  the  French  government  is  supposed  to  have  arranged  with  the  American 
southern  States  for  the  cession  of  Texas.  It  is  confidently  assumed  that  the 
overwhelmingly  German  population  of  Texas  would  readily  submit  themselves 
to  a  German  prince.  It  is  apparently  not  feared  that,  in  consequence  of  this 
cession,  a  war  would  arise  between  France  and  North  America;  should,  how- 
ever, the  north  of  America,  besides  the  still-continuing  contest  with  the  confed- 
erates, be  willing  to  burden  themselves  with  such  a  war  in  addition,  then  France 
would  not  object,  perhaps  even  wish  for  it,  in  order  at  least  t#  be  able  to  inter- 
fere with  armed  force  in  favor  of  the  south." 

This  is  in  a  journal  which  is  generally  supposed — I  know  not  how  justly — to 
be  "inspired"  occasionally  by  government.  Of  what  use,  then,  would  be  talk 
or  argumentation  on  our  side  as  to  Mexican  politics,  if  such  views  could  find 
general  acceptance? 
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Whether  the  Germans  in  Texas,  who  probahlj  did  not  emigrate  from  their 
fatherland  because  fanatically  attached  to  monarchical  institutions,  are  grown 
so  disloyal  to  their  adopted  country  as  is  here  represented,  you  can  jnd^e  better 
than  I  can.  My  impression  has  been  that  they  were  not  only  strong  and  sincere 
democrats,  but  on  account  of  their  warm  attachment  to  the  United  States  govern- 
ment they  had  suffered  much  persecution  from  the  insurgents.  But  under  whose 
authority  has  Texas  been  ceded  to  France?  Even  were  the  insurgent  govern- 
ment in  as  triumphant  as  it  is  really  in  desperate  circumstances,  on  what  theory 
and  by  what  machinery  is  Texas  to  be  ceded  ? 

At  least  an  ordinance  of  secession  out  of  the  confederacy,  on  the  part  of  the 
State  government,  might  be  thought  necessary ;  or  is  it  supposed  that  the  govern- 
ment at  Richmond  has  spare  troops  enough  at  its  disposal  beyond  the  Mississippi 
to  deliver  over  Texas,  bound  hand  and  foot,  to  the  new  emperor?  Cessions  in 
the  Nice  and  Savoy  fashion  are  not  so  easily  accomplished  in  our  hemisphere. 
Of  course,  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  or  any  foreign  potentate,  is  competent  to  at- 
tempt the  conquest  of  Texas  or  of  any  other  United  States  territory  with  or  without 
"an  arrangement  with  the  southern  States,"  but  it  would  certainly  be  something 
new  in  the  history  of  the  world  that  the  conquest  of  such  a  province,  237,000 
square  miles  in  extent,  and  with  a  population  of  600,000,  the  acquisition  of  which 
has  cost  a  war,  besides  $10,000,000  in  money,  should  be  effected  without  the 
inconvenience  of  a  new  war. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  say,  although  I  am  unable  to  give  you  authentically 
the  conditions  to  be  laid  down  previous  to  the  acceptance  of  the  transatlantic 
crown  by  the  archduke,  that  this  will  undoubtedly  include  a  goodly  number  of 
French  bayonets  for  a  considerable  number  of  years,  a  recognition  of  the  throne 
by  France  and  England  at  least,  and  £ome  more  substantial  manifestations  of 
Mexican  opinion  in  regard  to  the  proposed  revolution  of  the  government  than 
the  shadowy  phenomena  which  have  thus  far  been  visible. 

I  should  say,  also,  that  this  whole  matter  is  an  embarrassment  to  the  imperial 
royal  government.  Offence  might  be  given  to  France  should  her  fatal  present 
be  refused*  while  acceptance  can  bring  no  possible  good  to  Austria. 

"  Tiraeo  Danaos  etiam  dona  ferentes  "  is,  I  suspect,  the  secret  thought  of  the 
government.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch.  No.  41, 
of  date  September  11,  marked  confidential,  in  which  information  is  cx)nveyed  to 
me  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  United  States  government  in  regaid  to  the  war  now 
existing  between  the  empire  of  France  and  the  republic  of  Mexico. 

I  understand  from  the  latter  portion  of  the  despatch  that  the  representatives 
of  the  United  States  abroad  are  instructed  not  to  engage  in  the  political  debates 
which  the  present  unsettled  aspect  of  the  war  in  Mexico  has  elicited.  Hitherto 
I  have  occasionally  deemed  it  my  duty,  in  my  private  and  unofficial,  capacity, 
to  give  expression  to  the  almost  universal  American  sentiment  as  to  the  events 
in  question,  and  as  to  the  misfortunes  which  have  come  upon  a  republic,  onr 
nearest  neighbor,  through  the  invasion  of  a  distant  and  powerful  nation.  Of 
course,  I  hwve  never  engaged  in  any  political  debates,  as  I  am  fully  aware  that 
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the  United  States  government  has  never,  directly  or  indirectly,  authorized  me 
to  that  effect. 

I  have  thought,  however,  that  it  might  be  useful  for  the  department  to  be 
informed,  from  time  tq  time,  of  what  might  transpire  as  to  the  candidacy  of  the 
Archduke  Maximilian  for  the  throne  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  in  Mexico,  or 
in  that  part  of  the  republic  which  has  been  subdued  by  the  armies  of  the  French 
Emperor. 

I  regret  that  my  last  despatch,  No.  35,  conveyed  incorrect  information. 
Although  I  stated  that  the  source  of  that  information  was  not  official,  nor  such 
as  I  could  vouch  for,  while  I  relied  myself  on  its  correctness,  yet  I  should  not 
have  transmitted  it  at  all,  except  for  strong  reasons  for  my  faith,  not  now  neces- 
sary to  indicate. 

At  any  rate,  unless  there  has  been  some  sudden  change  in  the  plans  of  the 
archduke,  which  I  have  no  reason  to  suppose,  it  is  obvious  that  the  information 
was  erroneous ;  for  it  now  appears  from  the  answer  of  his  Imperial  Highness  to 
the  deputation  of  "notables,"  a  translation  of  which  is  herewith  transmitted, 
that  his  ultimate  acceptance  of  the  offered  crown  is  very  problematical.  The 
conditions  laid  down  are  such  as  have  been  intimated  in  all  my  previous 
despatches,  except  No.  35,  and  would  seem  very  difficult  of  fulfilment.  One 
would  suppose,  for  instance,  although  it  is  not  distinctly  stated,  that  among  the 
guarantees  that  of  England  would  be  included,  and  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  that 
this  could  be  obtained.

The  Mexican  depatation  was  received  to-day  by  his  Imperial  'Roynl  Highness  the  Arch- 
duke Ferdinaud  Maximilian.     The  archduke  answered  the  address  of  the  deputation : 

Obhtlsmen  :  I  am  deeply  touched  by  the  wishes  which  were  expressed  by  the  assembly 
of  notables  at  Mexico,  at  their  sitting  of  the  10th  of  June,  and  which  you  have  been  charged 
to  bring  to  me.  It  can  only  be  flattering  for  our  house  that,  at  the  first  mention  of  the 
word  monarchy,  the  eyes  of  your  countrymen  were  at  once  turned  to  the  race  of  Charles  V. 
Although  the  task  of  assuring  the  independence  and  well-being  of  Mexico,  by  means  of 
durable  and  free  institutions,  is  a  very  noble  one,  still  I  must  acknowledge,  in  full  under- 
standing with  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  whose  glorious  initiative  makes  the 
regeneration  of  your  beautiful  country  possible,  that  the  monarchy  cannot  be  restored,  on 
legitimate  and  lasting  foundations,  unless  the  whole  nation,  of  its  own  free  will,  ratifies 
the  wi»h  of  the  capital.  Therefore,  I  must  make  my  acceptance  of  the  throne  which  is 
offered  to  me  depend,  first,  on  the  result  of  a  vote  of  the  entire  country.  On  the  other 
hand,  my  comprehension  of  the  sacred  duties  of  the  ruler  over  the  restored  empire  makes 
it  necessary  for  me  to  ask  for  those  guarantees  which  are  indespensable  to  protect  it  from 
the  dangers  which  threaten  its  integrity  and  independence.  Should  the  assurances  of  a 
well-grounded  security  in  the  future  be  obtained,  and  should  the  universal  choice  of  the 
noble  Mexican  people  fall  upon  me,  I  shall  be  ready  to  accept  the  throne,  supported  by  the 
acquiescence  of  the  high  chief  of  my  family,  and  confiding  in  the  protection  of  the  Almighty. 
In  case  that  I  should  be  called  by  Providence  to  the  high  mission  of  civilization  con- 
nected with  this  crown,  I  must,  gentlemen,  declare  to  you,  even  now,  my  firm  determina- 
tion, following  the  wise  example  of  my  imperial  brother,  to  open  to  the  country  the  path 
of  progress  founded  on  law  and  order,  by  means  of  a  constitutional  government,  and  as 
soon  as  the  whole  realm  ha^  been  restored  to  peace,  to  seal  the  fuudamenUl  fact  with  the 
nation  by  my  oath.  Only  in  this  way  could  a  new  and  truly  national  policy  be  called  into 
life,  in  which  all  parties,  forgetting  their  ancient  enmities,  would  help  to  raise  Mexico  to 
that  conspicuous  rank  among  the  nations  to  which  she  would  seem  to  be  destined  under  a 
government  which  held  as  its  highest  principle  to  let  moderation  and  law  govern. 

Gentlemen,  will  you  communicate  to  your  countrymen  these  resolutions,  which  I  have 
freely  imparted  to  you,  and  strive  that  it  may  be  made  possible  to  the  nation  to  declare 
what  government  it  withes  to  see  established.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatches,  Nos. 
45,  46,  47,  and  48,  of  dates  Octoher  9,  20,  23,  and  23,  together  with  a  copy  of 
your  despatch  of  date  23d  October,  1863,  addressed  to  Mr.  Dayton. 

This  paper  I  took  the  earliest  opportunity  to  place  in  the  hands  of  Count 
Rechberg,  at  an  interview  a  few  days  ago.  He  read  it  through  with  great  at- 
tention, and  then  observed  that  it  seemed  to  him  a  very  moderate  and  states- 
manlike despatch. 

He  asked  if  I  would  leave  it  with  him,  but  as  you  had  only  instructed  me  to 
''make  the  contents  known''  to  him,  I  did  not  consider  myself  justified  in  so 
doing,  because  of  the  confidential  nature  of  the  document,  and  because  it  was 
addressed  not  to  me,  but  to  our  minister  in  Paris. 

Our  conversation  on  the  matter  was  brief.  He  repeated  what  he  had  often 
said  before,  that  the  imperial  government  held  itself  aloof  from  the  whole  a&ir. 
Austria  was  a  continental  power,  not  a  maritime  power  of  the  first  magnitude, 
and  could,  therefore,  send  no  ships  or  armies  to  Mexico  to  sustain  the  proposed 
empire. 

I  understood  him  to  remark  that  it  was  hardly  to  be  expected*that  the  people 
or  government  of  the  United  States  would  regard  with  sympathy  the  reappear- 
ance of  a  monarchical  form  of  government  in  their  neighborhood,  but  that,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  right  of  Mexico  to  decide  as  to  its  own  form  of  government 
was  not  to  be  disputed. 

I  replied  that  this  right  was  the  leading  principle  of  all  our  policy,  but  that 
a  real  decision  of  a  nation  as  to  its  form  of  government  could  never  be  made  in 
the  presence  of  foreign  armies  and  navies. 

The  conversation  then  passed  to  other  topics. 

I  suppose  that  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  archduke's  expectation  to  leave  for 
Mexico  before  next  summer.

Sir  :  I  have  to  thank  you  for  your  despatch  of  April  16,  No.  62,  which 
contains  a  very  interesting  exposition  of  the  political  situation  of  western  Europe. 
Since  it  arrived  I  have  received  news  of  the  fall  of  Duppel,  which,  doubtleas, 
lends  a  new  complexion  to  the  war  between  Denmark  and  Germany. 

I  aip  advised  that  Mr.  Corwin,  availing  himself  of  a  leave  of  absence  granted 
jn  August  last,  expected  to  take  his  departure  from  Vera  Cruz  on  the  3d  instant. 
The  late  accounts  from  Mexico  show  that  the  French  forces  have  encountered 
several  reverses ;  but  the  statements  are  not  very  minute,  and  everything  that 
comes  from  that  quarter,  in  the  interest  of  either  belligerent,  is  believed  io  be 
much  exaggerated.  Nothing  that  has  occurred  there  or  in  Europe  has  been 
thought  to  furnish  sufficient  ground  for  a  change  of  the  attidude  which  the 
United  States  has  hitherto  held  in  regard  to  Mexico.

Maximilian  has  accepted  the  crown  and  assumed  all  the  trappings 
of  royalty.  He  has  organized  his  imperial  and  official  household,  appointed 
diplomatic  representatives  to  the  leading  European  courts,  and  sailed  from  Trieste 
^in  an  Austrian  armed  ship,  accompanied  by  French  ships,  and  will  call  at  Rome 
for  a  blessing  on  his  way  to  his  fancied  empire. 

The  new  Mexican  loan  has  enabled  Maximilian  to  pay  his  debts — ^he  was 
hopelessly  insolvent — has  given  him,  in  addition,  a  few  millions  of  francs  for 
travelliug  expenses,  and  put  in  the  French  exchequer  the  balance  to  pay  past 
liabilities  and  guarantee  future  responsibilities.      ♦  •  •  •

The  wisdom  of  allowing  Belgian  subjecta  to  take  military  service  against  the 
republic  of  Mexico  is  the  question  which  seems  to  be  discussed  in  the  Belgian 
legislature.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatch  of  the 
15th  of  September,  No.  215,  which  mentions  a  probability  that  a  special  and 
extraordinary  mission  will  be  sent  by  the  Belgian  government  to  the  so-called 
imperial  government  in  Mexico.  I  have  also  received  your  private  note,  which 
mentions  that  Mr.  Rondeel  von  Cuelebroeck,  now  minister  plenipotentiary  here, 
will  likely  be  appointed  to  fill  that  extraordinary  mission. 
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This  government  can  have  no  right  to  question  such  a  proceeding  by  ik 
Belgian  government,  but  it  is  easy  to  perceive  that  if  the  representaUvc  d 
Belgium  shall  be  sent  to  Mexico  to  recognize  a  foreign  imperial  revolati<HaiT 
government  there,  while  the  United  States  remain  in  treaty  relations  with  tk 
native  republican  government  still  existing  in  Me:5:ico,  and  if  that  representatTi 
should,  immediately  after  performing  that  function,  be  returned  to  the  United 
States  to  renew  his  mission  here,  the  transaction  would  then  be  liable  to  popule 
misapprehension,  which,  even  though  it  should  not  impair  his  usefulness,  migh 
at  least  render  his  residence  less  agreeable  than  it  is  to  be  desired.

Sir  :  Lieutenant  General  Chapelie,  "  charged  by  his  majesty  the  emperor  d 
Mexico  with  the  mission  of  organizing  a  body  of  troops  destined  to  form  pr 
of  the  imperial  Mexican  guard,"  has  issued  a  notice  under  date  of  yesterdar. 
which  I  enclose  herewith,  touching  the  condition,  &c.,  of  enlistment.  The 
service  is  for  six  years,  with  a  bounty  of  from  sixty  to  one  hundred  francs,  for 
non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers,  and  the  same  amount  to  be  given  at  tte 
expiration  of  their  service,  with  return  passage  to  Antwerp.  Those  who  remain 
in  Mexico  as  colonists  will  be  entitled,  the  common  soldier  to  about  ten  acres, 
the  sergeant  to  about  thirty  acres  of  land,  and  to  certain  advances  for  its  im- 
provement; this  grant  of  land  to  b/e  doubled  in  the  event^of  completing  a 
second  term  of  six  years'  service. 

The  pay  while  in  Belgium  is  to  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  Belgian  army.  In 
Mexico  it  will  be  augmented  in  aciiordance  with  the  needs  of  the  soWier,  and 
will  be  equal  to  that  given  to  the  best  paid  corps.    ■ 

I  have  been  told  that  the  organization  of  this  corps  is  complete,  in  bo  far  as 
the  officers  are  concerned,  and  that  leave  has  been  given  to  officers  of  the  anny 
who  have  joined  this  corps,  which  will  number  two  thousand  men.

Sir  :  I  enclosed  to  you  on  the  6th  of  July,  in  my  despatch  No.  199,  a  notice  ^ 
published  by  General  Chapelie,  inviting  recruits  for  a  Belgian  legion  to  serve  * 
in  Mexico. 

Soon  after,  I  called  M.  Rogier*8  attention,  incidentally,  to  this  notice,  and 
asked  him  if  the  government  was  a  party  to  this  organization  of  troops.    He  re- 
plied that  it  was  not ;  that,  as  A  government,  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  it ; 
that  they  had,  however,  given  permission  to  Belgians  in  their  service,  who  de- 
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ired  to  go,  for  without  it  they  forfeited  their  nationality  as  Belgians.  There 
eas  nothing  in  their  laws,  he  continued,  which  prevented  recruiting  in  Belgium 
or  foreign  service,  provided  it  was  not  against  a  nation  with  which  they  were 
Lt  peace. 

Tliis  suhject,  coupled  with  the  appearance  in  the  streets  of  the  recruits  in 
SrexLican  uniform,  has  naturally  excited  public  attention,  and  in  the  sitting  of 
ulie  Sd,  on  a  motion  by  M.  Coomans,  he  inquired  of  the  minister  of  war  if  it 
Kvas  true  that  Belgian  soldiers  had  received  authorization  from  the  government 
to  take  military  service  in  Mexico,  and  upon  what  laws  it  was  based.  The 
minister  replied  that  it  was  in  accordance  with  numerous  precedents,  and  he  did 
not  Bee  why  exception  should  be  made  against  those  Belgians  wishing  to  serve 
a.  daughter  of  the  King,  who  is  a  sovereign  in  another  country. 

-A.n  .animated  and  interesting  debate  followed,  which  I  enclose  from  the  Moni- 
tenr,  and  which  shows  considerable  embarrassment  on  the  part  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  on  the  part  of  its  friends,  to  defend  its  course,  such  as  it  is ;  for  its 
eflPect  would  seem  to  tend  to  put  the  representatives  of  liberalism  in  Belgium  in 
a  false  attitude  before  the  liberal  sentiment  of  Europe. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Coomans,  expressing  the  regret  of  the  house  that  the  gov- 
ernment had  authorized  the  promotion  in  Belgium  of  a  Belgian  military  corps 
for  service  in  a  foreign  country,  failed  by  a  vote  of  39  for  and  53  against.  A 
substitute,  by  M.  Bara,  declaring  that  "the  house,  in  presence  of  the  formal 
declarations  that  the  government  has  remained  and  will  remain  completely  aloof 
from  the  encouragement  of  a  corps  destined  to  serve  in  Mexico,  proceed  to  the 
order  of  the  day,**  passed  by  a  vote  of  50  for  and  36  against.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatches  Nos. 
142  and  143. 

The  Beige-Mexican  corps  which  is  organizing  here,  and  to  which  reference 
has  been  heretofore  made,  seems  to  progress  but  slowly.  I  am  informed  that 
but  about  one-half  the  number  contemplated  (2,000)  has  been  enlisted.  The 
cause  appears  to  be  the  want  of  funds  to  carry  out  the  original  plan.  There 
seems  to  be  a  good  deal  of  feeling  against  this  expedition  on  the  part  of  a  por- 
tion of  the  population  here,  which  I  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  take  the  form 
of  some  public  manifestation. 

It  is  probable  that  this  government  will  soon  send  an  extraordinary  mission 
to  ^Mexico,  and  that  M.  Blondeel  de  von  Cuelebroeck,  the  Belgian  representative 
at  Washington,  will  receive  this  temporary  appointment.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  despatches'  from 
No.  144  to  149,  inclusive:  also,  your  circular  despatch  of  12th  ultimo, 
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commuaicatioDB  marked  "private,"  under  date  of  September  17,  19,  and  of  4ik 
instant.  The  latter,  toucning  the  appointment  of  the  present  Belgian  minister 
to  the  United  States  on  an  extraordinary  mission  to  Mexico,  will  be  acted  upon 
in  accordance  with  your  suggestion.  M.  Rogier  is  out  of  town,  and  will  be 
absent  for  a  week  or  so  longer. 

The  King  is  absent  on  a  visit  to  Germany  and  Switzerland,  to  return  eariy 
the  coming  month. 

A  corps  of  Belgians,  about  600,  according  to  the  journals,  recruited  here  for 
service  in  Mexico  as  "Empress  Guard,"  have  left  here  for  the  country,  via 
St.  Nazaire,  and  sailed  last  week  in  the  regular  French  packet  for  Vera  Cruz. 
Want  of  funds  will  probably  be  an  obstacle  to  the  completion  of  the  enlistment 
proposed  here.  Apart  from  the  dissatisfaction  which  seems  to,  be  felt  among 
the  soldiers  and  officers  as  well,  the  debates  in  the  Chambers  reported  to  you, 
and  which  will  doubtless  be  resumed  at  the  next  session,  have  also  tended  to 
make  the  service  unpopular;  and  my  impression  is  that  the  Mexican  empire 
cannot  safely  count  upon  more  soldiers  from  Belgium,  even  had  it  the  funds  to 
continue  recruiting.

Sir:  Another  detachment  from  the  depot  of  recruits  for  Mexico  waa  de- 
spatched hence  last  week,  via  St.  Nazaire,  about  400  men,  I  am  informed,  and 
the  remainder  are  to  go  forward,  by  the  same  route,  by  the  steamer  of  Decem- 
ber. As  before  stated,  recruiting  for  Mexico  has,  since  some  time,  been  practi- 
cally suspended. 

The  whole  number  recruited  amounts,  I  believe,  to  some  1,400  men.     How 
many  have  sailed  or  will  sail  from  St.  Nazaire,  I  know  not.     There  has  been 
considerable  dissatisfaction  manifested,  and  I  suspect  a  good  many  desertions.

Sir  :  The  budget  of  foreign  affairs  was  discussed  in  the  house'of  representa- 
tives on  the  2oth  and  26th  instant,  and  was  voted  without  exciting  any  dis- 
cussion of  moment.  The  appropriation  for  the  mission  to  Mexico  was  duly 
voted;  one  of  the  "liberal"  members,  M.  Goblet,  intimating,  in  reply  to  re- 
marks of  M.  Kerryn  de  Lettenhove  in  favor  of  the  Mexican  empire,  that  it  was 
not  then  the  occasion  to  discuss  that  subject ;  that  they  would  vote  the  appro- 
priation asked  for,  and  reserve  the  expression  of  their  opinion  upon  the  charac- 
ter of  the  intervention  in  Mexico.  To  an  inquiry  by  one  of  the  members  why 
a  full  mission  was  provided  for  to  Mexico  and  not  to  the  United  States  and 
Brazil,  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  replied  that  they  but  returned  the  courtesy 
which  had  been  made  to  them.    As  an  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  pleni- 
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potentiary  had  been  accredited  to  them  by  the  emperor  of  Mexico,  they  pro- 
posed responding  by  the  sending  of  one  of  the  same  grade  to  that  country.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  No.  118,  covering 
a  copy  of  a  confidential  despatch  to  our  minister  at  Vienna  in  regard  to  the 
proceedings  of  the  French  government  in  Mexico. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  prudence  and  propriety  of  your  instruction  that 
we -should  abstain  from  discussion  of  the  important  questions  connected  with 
the  present  situation  of  Mexico  until  a  more  appropriate  time  and  opportunity 
shall  be  presented  by  events  which  are  now  fast  taking  shape  and  substance. 
In  fact,  the  policy  of  our  government  in  reference  to  the  states  of  the  American 
continent  speaks  so  emphatically  for  itself,  and  is  so  generally  known  and 
understood  in  Europe,  as  to  require  little  of  either  explanation  or  representation 
on  the  part  of  its  diplomatic  agents  abroad. 

That  policy  is  founded  upon  justice  and  right,  and  involves  various  obligations 
and  duties.  If  foreign  powers  deliberately  assail  and  violate  it,  they  cannot  be 
ignorant  of  the  residts  which  must  sooner  or  later  attend  any  such  infraction. 
It  is  only  natural  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  should  feel  a  deep  concern 
for  the  fate  of  Mexico,  from  immediate  neighborhood,  from  the  nature  of  her 
political  institutions,  and  from  the  common  destiny  which  may  be  regarded,  in 
the  not  far  future,  as  the  hope  and  aspiration  of  both. 

An  occasion  may  possibly  happen  when  it  will  be  proper  for  that  feeling  to 
be  affirmed  formally  and  distinctly,  and  we  will  be  better  prepared  to  exercise 
an  efifective  influence  at  the  opportune  moment  by  a  becoming  reserve  until  it 
occurs.  Intelligent  and  candid  opinion  will  not  misjudge  us  for  avoiding 
unnecessary  complications  that  might  weaken  our  position,  impair  the  value  of 
our  co-operation,  and,  perhaps,  injure  the  rightful  claim  of  Mexico  to  the  sym- 
pathy and  support  of  the  friends  of  liberal  institutions  and  constitutional  govern- 
ment everywhere.  Despotic  rulers  and  the  champions  of  absolutism  have  always 
regarded  us  with  jealousy,  disfavor^  and  distrust.  Their  instruments  will  be 
apt  to  pursue  the  work  of  misrepresentation  until  exhaustion  succeeds  to  injustice. 
But  if  we  continue  wise  in  our  conduct  toward  Mexico,  experience  may  serve 
to  correct  some  of  these  European  errors,  and  to  remove  many  delusions  con- 
cerning the  policy,  purposes,  and  power  of  the  United  .States.

Sir  :  It  is  understood  here,  with  sincere  regret,  that  Baron  Wetterstedt  has 
been  ordered  to  Mexico  on  a  mission  of  some  character  before  coming  to  this 
country  as  the  diplomatic  agent  of  Sweden.  It  is  proper  that  you  should,  with- 
out delay,  inform  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  that  the  proceeding  referred  to  is, 
for  obvious  reasons,  far  from  satisfactory  to  this  government,  and  that  if  it  should 
not  prevent  the  baron's  official  reception  here,  it  would  certainly  make  him  less 
welcome.

Berne,  October  2,  1863. 

Sir:  Your  despatch  No.  44,  marked  "confidential,"  of  the  date  of  September 
14,  and  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  despatch  dated  September  11,  to  Mr.  Motley, 
United  States  minister  at  Vienna,  is  received. 

Having  carefully  read  your  despatch  to  Mr.  Motley,  permit  me  to  say  that 
the  suggestions  therein  contained,  and  which  seem  to  be  intended  as  directions 
for  all  the  United  States  diplomatic  agents  abroad,  commend  themselves  to  my 
judgment  as  eminently  timely  and  wise.  I  cannot  doubt  that  our  government 
looks  with  intense  interest  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  French  government  in 
Mexico.  There  can  for  a  long  time  have  been  no  doubt,  in  the  minds  of  in- 
telligent observers  of  the  events  there  transpiring,  that  the  Emperor  of  France 
is  nowy  at  least,  if  not  at  the  commencement  of  this  invasion,  bent  on  supplantmg 
a  republican  form  of  government  by  an  imperial  one,  and  that  without  really 
consult  ing  the  Mexican  people. 

That  these  proceedings  will  at  some  not  very  distant  day  demand  and  re- 
ceive the  attention  of  the  people  and  government  of  the  United  States,.  I  firmly 
believe.  That  no  recognition  of,  or  consent  to,  those  proceedings  will  ever  be 
extorted  from  our  indifference  or  weakness,  I  as  firmly  hope.  Having,  as  that 
expedition  against  Mexico  did  have,  its  origin  in  a  scheme  against  the  peace  and 
integrity  of  the  United  States,  it  is  due,  not  less  imperatively  to  a  sister  and 
neighbor  republic  than  to  the  dignity  and  character  of  our  own  government,  that 
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ie  invaders  receive  no  aid  or  countenance  at  our  hands.  Begun  in  conspiracy, 
Lnd.  pi-osecuted  under  false  pretences,  I  trust  to  see  no  concessions  or  recognitions 
yjx  .tlie  part  of  our  authorities  interposing  to  save  this  Mexican  enterprise  from 
tJie  disaster  and  disgrace  it  so  ri  ihly  merits. 

But  it  is  not  necessary  that  we  do  more  at  present  than  maintain  a  "  mas- 
terly inactivity  "  in  view  of  events  transpiring  in  Mexico.  It  may  not  be  ad- 
visable that  we  protest  even,  except  by  our  silence.  Our  nation  has  work  of  its 
o  vrn  which  cannot  wait.  Its  present  duty  is  to  save  itself.  It9  future  may  be 
to  save  its  neighbor,  and  vindicate  the  supremacy  of  republican  institutions  upon 
tlie  American  continent.  1  trust  in  Heaven  it  will.  But  for  that  future  we  can 
afford  to  wait,  while  we  cannot  now  aflford  to  throw  down  the  gauntlet  to  any 
new  foe.

EVACUATION  OF  MEXICO  BY  THE  FRENCH. 

Mr,  Bigelow  to  Mr,  Seward, 

T^o.  228.]  Legation  op  the  United  States, 

PariSf  December  21^865. 

Sir  :  The  message  of  President  Johnson  at  the  opening  of  Congress  has  been 
received  here  with  almost  unanimous  expressions  of  approval  by  the  press,  not- 
withstanding the  wretched  translation  in  which  it  was  swathed  at  its  birth  into 
the  French  tongue.  A  desire  to  tranquilize  the  public  mind  at  a  moment  when 
news  from  Washington  was  expected  with  gre^t  solicitude,  no  doubt,  led  many 
of  the  organs  of  public  opinion  to  exaggerate  a  little  the  pacific  and  friendly 
tenor  of  the  President's  language.  Every  allowance  made,  however,  for  such 
considerations,  you  cannot  fail  to  remark  the  unexceptionable  tone  with  which 
it  has  been  generally  greeted.  It  has  placed  our  government  and  policy,  both 
foreiga  and  domestic,  before  the  world  in  an  attitude  which  challenges  universal 
respect. 

I  enclose  extracts  from  the  representative  journals  of  Paris,  by  which  you 
can  judge  the  spirit  of  all.  My  impression  is  that  the  passage  which  refers  to 
our  relations  with  France  and  Slexico  will  involve  an  early  change  in  the  rela- 
tions between  those  two  countries,  or  else  a  still  graver  change  in  the  relations 
of  France  with  the  United  States ;  for,  whatever  may  be  the  language  held  by  the 
press  upon  the  subject,  it  is  impossible  that  the  French  government  phould  not 
infer  from  the  President's  language  that  the  policy  of  our  government  is  not 
only  unfavorable  to,  but  inconsistent  with,  a  long  continuance  of  French  authority 
in  Mexico.

With  regard  to  the  Earopean  powers,  in  particular,  the  thoughts  of  the  Chief  Magis^ 
trate  of  the  American  Uuion  are  clearly  set  forth.  Mr.  Johnson  declares  that  it  shall  be 
his  constant  aim  to  maintain  peace  and  friendly  relations  with  foreign  nations ;  and  he  adds 
that  he  belieyes  those  nations  to  he  actuated  by  a  like  disposition  towards  the  United 
States. 

The  acts  of  the  government  at  Washington  had  beforehand  confirmed  these  declarations 
of  the  President.  Since  the  close  of  the  war  the  effective  force  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the 
United  States  has  constantly  undergone  extensive  reductions,  and  no  later  than  yesterday 
the  American  news  contained  the  announcement  of  the  dischai^e  of  several  volunteer  regi- 
ments from  the  northern  States,  and  of  a  decrease  .of  two- thirds  in  the  number  of  working- 
men  employed  in  the  naval  arsenals.  These  measures  constituted  in  themselves  an  em- 
phatic  denial  to  the  assertions  of  certain  American  journals,  who  have  at  all  times  made  a 
trade  of  exciting  public  curiosity  by  means  of  sensation  rumors.  The  language  of  the  Presi- 
dent, therefore,  is  but  the  ofiQcial  expression  of  a  thought  already  manifested  in  acts. 

Mr.  Johnson  has,  moreover,  seen  fit  to  lay  down,  with  regard  to  foreign  nations,  a  rule 
to  which  none  of  the  enlightened  governments  of  Europe  will  refuse  to  subscribe.  He  has 
declared,  as  did  most  of  his  predecessors,  his  purpose  of  maintaining  the  traditionary  policy 
of  the  United  States,  consisting  in  non-interference  in  the  Internal  affairs  of  European 
nations,  and  demands  that  on  their  part  European  nations  shall  observe  a  simitar  conduct 
towards  the  American  Union.  He  adds :  **  We  should  regard  it  as  a  great  calamity  to  our- 
selves, to  the  cause  of  good  government,  and  to  the  peace  of  the  world,  should  any  Euro- 
pean power  challenge  the  American  people  to  the  defence  of  republicanism  against  foreign 
interference."  This  passage  was  doubtless  written  with  the  sole  object  of  giving  some 
satisfaction  to  that  over- excited  portion  of  the  American  public  who  derive  their  political 
views  from  the  newspapers  above  referred  to.  We  would  seek  in  vain,  indeed,  to  discover 
which  of  the  nations  of  Europe  can  ever  have  conceived  the  thought  of  interfering  in  the 
internal  affairs  of  the  United  States.  We  know  of  none  against  which  American  citizens  may 
one  day  be  called  upon  to  defend  their  institutions. 

The  Pi;||3ident'B  message  could  not  remain  silent  on  the  discussion  created  between  Eng- 
land and  the  United  States'  by  the  arming  of  vessels  of  English  origin,  which,  after  leaving 
English  ports,  hoisted  the  confederate  flag,  and  inflicted  serious  damage  upon  the  com- 
merce of  the  United  States.  The  President  surrenders  none  of  the  claims  set  up  by  the 
cabinet  at  Washington  on  this  point,  but  wisely  contents  himself  with  propounding  a  ques- 
tion of  general  interest,  the  solution  of  which  he  claims  would  be  of  importance  for  all 
nations.  He  acknowledges,  moreover,  that  England  entertains  but  kindly  dispositions 
towards  the  United  States,  and  declares  to  be  himself  actuated  by  a  sincere  desire  to  main- 
tain peace  between  the  two  countries. 

So  far  as  the  telegraphic  analysis  enables  us  to  judge,  the  message  of  the  President  of  the 
Unite*d  States  contains,  therefore,  none  but  the  most  reassuring  declarations  concerning  the 
continuation  of  friendly  relations  between  the  great  republic  of  the  New  World  and  the 
European  powers.  We  shall  soon  have  occasion  to  study  this  message  in  view  of  its  inter- 
nal policy,  and  of  what  is  conventionally  called  in  America  reeonstructUm,  viz :  the  position 
of  the  late  Confederate  States  towards  the  States  which  have  victoriously  upheld  the  cause 
of  the  Union.

The  history  of  the  United  States  since  the  civil  war,  and  in  consequence  of  that  war,  is 
destined  to  become  more  and  more,  mixed  up  with  that  of  Europe.  The  same  force  which 
has  saved  the  Union  has  the  power  to  make  her  expand  by  the  unavoidable  progress  of  its 
action  and  of  its  influence  abroad.  Before  the  war,  no  one  would  have  dared  to  qnestioa 
the  agricultural,  commercial,  and  ijidustrial  prosperity  in  store  for  the  American  Union. 
Since  the  war,  a  still  more  important  field  appears  to  open  before  the  nation  of  which  M. 
de  Montalembert  said  recently,  "the  American  federation  is,  henceforth,  replaced  among 
the  great  powers  of  the  world  ;  all  eyes  will  henceforth  turn  to  it;  all  minds  will  be  taogbt 
by  the  light  of  its  future,  for  that  future  shall  be  more  or  less  our  own,  and  its  destiny  will 
perhaps  decide  ours."* 

Let  us  not  go  so  far.  The  rivalry  of  influence  and  the  r^procity  of  action  between  the 
American  Union  and  Europe  are  not  a  new  thing.  On  neither  side  have  they  yet  assumed 
the  character  of  a  propagand.     America  has  not  sought  to  affect  the  customs  or  laws  (^

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Europe,  neither  has  Europe  attempted  to  weigh  upon  the  institutions  of  America.  The 
famous  declaration  of  President  Monroe,  whose  true  date  (1823)  has  recenijy  heen  restored 
to  it  by  Mr.  John  Lemoinne,  who  also  determined  its  meaning,  was  a  purely  defensive  de- 
claration, intended  to  assign  a  limit  to  the  attempts  at  legitimist  restoration  then  being 
carried  out  upon  Spanish  soil.  To  restore  the  divine  right  upon  the  throne  of  Spain  was, 
of  itself,  a  heavy  undertaking ;  to  restore  it  in  Peru  or  Chili  with  the  aid  of  French  vessels 
was  a  pretension  which  no  one  would  have  thought  of.  President  Monroe,  nevertheless, 
laid  down,  in  opposing  visionary  events,  an  international  doctrine  full  of  vitality. 

France  has  always  pretended  to  act  abroad  through  the  influence  of  her  ideas  and  of  her 
customs ;  this  is  right.  The  genius  of  France  inclines  to  prosely  tism ;  it  is  generous,  ex- 
pansive, often  disinterested.  But  in  the  present  state  of  the  world  the  door  is  everywhere 
open  to  liberal  ideas,  and  contrary  views  obtain  access  but  by  force.  The  Americans  of  the 
north  are  the  greatest  producers  of  liberal  ideas  in  the  world,  and  therefore,  in  the  noble 
interchange  of  them  which  is  going  on  among  nations,  America  seems  called  to  a  superiority 
which  it  will  be  easier  to  balance  than  to  oppose.  The  generous  emulation  of  liberty  will 
do  more  towards  it  than  overt  force. 

Those  who,  like  us,  bend  under  the  weight  of  nearly  the  whole  of  the  waning  century, 
have  but  few  lessons  to  receive  from  the  American  Union.  What  could  they  do  with  them  ? 
After  being  a  sincere  monarchist  all  through  life,  one  remains  so.  It  is  too  late  to  change 
one's  ideas.  Constitutional  monarchy,  when  one  has  placed  in  it  one's  confidence  and  faith, 
is,  moreover,  a  great  enough  progress  compared  with  the  government  by  divine  right,  to 
permit  one  not  to  wish  for  more.  There  is,  therefore,  a  whole  generation  whose  political 
opinions  remain  uninfluenced  by  the  spectacle  of  the  triumph  of  the  republican  principle 
in  the  United  States ;  but  beware  of  the  influence  of  such  an  example  upon  the  generations 
which  follow  us  ;  beware,  especially,  of  its  influence  upon  the  masses,  animated  and  sus- 
tained in  their  forward  march  towards  the  future  by  the  stimulus  of  equality — a  rail-split- 
ter, as  they  say  in  speaking  of  Lincoln,  a  self-made  man,  who  from  being  an  obscure  lawyer 
in  Illinois,  became  a  representative  of  his  country,  then  President  of  the  Union,  i.  «.,  su- 
preme chief  of  the  executive  power  of  the  most  powerful  republic  of  the  world  ;  and  once 
upon  this  summit,  in  the  midst  of  the  most  formidable  dangers,  losing  neither  his  coolness 
nor  his  foresight,  nor  his  respect  for  l^al  restraints — perserving  in  spite  of  all  attacks  his 
stoical  good  temper  and  his  resolute  philanthropy — carrying  on  a  desperate  war  upon  an 
immense  scale,  improvising  armies  provided  with  inexhaustable  resources,  and  commanded 
by  generals  whose  names  are  now  among  the  greatest  in  the  world.  What  a  sight,  even 
though  death  has  by  a  felon's  hand  added  to  it  its  sting ! 


[From  the  Siecle  of  Tuesday,  December  19,  1865— Democratic] 
[Translation.] 

Another  discourse  was  not  less  impatiently  looked  for  than  that  of  the  King  of  Belgium — 
we  mean  the  message  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  This  document  is  usually  very 
long.  We  hasten  to  the  part  of  it  which  interests  us  the  most — that  relating  to  foreign 
affairs. 

After  referring  to  the  good  state  of  the  relations  subsisting  between  the  American  gov- 
ernment and  other  powers,  the  message  declares  that  since  it«  foundation  the  republic  of 
the  United  btates  has  made  it  aTule  not  to  interfere  in  the  revolutions  of  which  Europe 
was  the  theatre,  and  to  follow  the  advice  of  Washington,  **  to  commend  the  republic  only 
by  the  careful  preservation  and  wise  use  of  its  benefits."  By  their  own  moderation  the 
United  States  have  a  right  to  expect  that  we  should  respond  by  a  similar  moderation.  They 
will  not  deviate  from  the  path  which  they  have  followed,  unless  they  are  forced  to  do  so 
by  the  aggression  of  European  powers.  They  count  upon  the  wisdom  and  justice  of  these 
powers  to  respect  the  system  of  non-intervention,  which  during  so  long  a  period  was  sanc- 
tioned by  time,  and  which,^  owing  to  its  happy  results,  was  approved  on  both  continents. 

This  reciprocity,  in  tnith,  constituted  the  entire  Monroe  doctrine. 

There  is  a  passage  in  this  part  of  the  message  which  we  will  take  pains  to  illustrate.  It  is 
that  in  which  President  Johnson — using  a  language  which  no  one  will  think  exaggera- 
ted— praises  the  results  of  American  institutions  : 

**  Here  is  the  great  land  of  free  labor,  where  industry  is  blessed  with  unexampled  rewards, 
and  the  bread  of  the  workingman  is  sweetened  by  the  consciousness  that  the  cause  of  the 
countr]^  is  his  own  cause,  his  own  safety,  his  own  dignity.  Here  every  one  enjoys  the  free 
use  of  his  faculties,  and  the  choice  of  activity  as  a  natural  right.  Here,  under  the  com- 
bined influence  of  a  fruitful  soil,  genial  climes,  and  happy  institutions,  population  has  in- 
creased fifteen-fold  within  a  century.     Here,  through  the  easy  development  of  boundless 
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resources,  wealth  has  increased  with  two-fold  greater  rapidity  than  numbers,  so  that  we 
have  become  secure  against  the  financial  vicissitudes  of  other  countries,  and  alike  in  busi- 
ness and  in  opinion  are  self-centred  and  truly  independent.  Here  more  and  more  care  la 
given  to  provide  education  for  every  one  born  on  our  soil.  Here  religion,  relieved  from 
political  connexion  with  the  civil  government,  refuses  to  subserve  the  craft  of  statesmen, 
and  becomes  in  its  independence  the  spiritual  life  of  the  people.  Here  toleration  is  extended 
to  every  opinion,  in  the  quiet  certainty  that  truth  needs  only  a  fair  field  to  secure  the 
victory.  Here  the  human  mind  goes  forth  unshackled  in  the  pursuit  of  science,  to  collect 
stores  of  knowledge,  and  acquire  an  ever-increasing  mastery  over  the  forces  of  nature- 
Here  the  national  domain  is  offered  and  held  in  millions  of  separate  freeholds,  so  that  our 
fellow-citizens,  beyond  the  occupants  of  any  other  part  of  the  earth,  constitute,  in  reality, 
a  people.  Here  exists  the  democratic  form  of  government,  and  that  form  of  government, 
by  the  confession  of  European  statesmen,  gives  a  power  of  which  no  other  form  is  capable, 
becau^  it  incorporates  every  man  with  the  state,  and  arouses  everything  that  belongs  to 
the  soul." 

,  Why  should  we  be  astonished  if  the  American  people  be  faithful  to  their  institutions, 
and  declare  themselves  willing  to  make  every  sacrifice  to  maintain  themf  This  sentiment 
has  no  need  of  the  name  of  any  man;  it  is  known  throughout  all  time,  and  is  everywhere 
called  by  the  same  word,  patriotism. 


[From  the  Epoque,  19th  December,  1865 — Liberal.] 

The  message  of  President  Johnson  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  is  to^lay  entirely 
known.  Notwithstanding  a  translation  hastily  made,  and  in  certain  parts  confused,  as  by 
design,  the  Havas  agency  has  enabled  France  to  read  and  to  consider  this  long  dissertation, 
in  which  the  successor  of  Abraham  Lincoln  gives  proof  of  the  highest  qualities  of  the  states- 
man, and  the  grandest  virtues  of  the  citizen.  If  we  may  judge  by  what  we  have  felt  in 
reading  this  document,  great  must  have  been  the  emotion  of  the  members  of  Congress  as- 
sembled for  the  first  time  since  the  end  of  the  rebellion,  when  they  heard  the  words  of  the 
President.  There  are,  indeed,  ideas  which  can  only  be  bom  and  strengthened  ia  certain 
lands,  where  liberty,  so  to  speak,  forms  a  part  of  the  common  air,  and  the  members  of  Con- 
gress must  have  been  justly  proud  at  the  thought  that  they  lived  in  a  medium  so  privilef^edL 

What  is  especially  striking  in  the  message  of  Mr.  Johnson  is  the  contrast  between  the 
President,  as  he  appears  to  us,  and  the  man  of  whom  so  repulsive  a  portrait  was  but 
recently  drawn  by  certain  sheets.  We  were  shown  a  sort  of  demagogue,  thirsting  for  ab- 
solute power,  eager  for  vengeance,  ready  to  plunge  his  country  into  all  adventures  ;  aad 
now  we  see  a  citizen  bearing,  without  seeming  to  bend  beneath,  the  weight,  the  burden  of 
a  fearful  responsibility,  having  accepted  resolutely  the  heritage  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and 
coming  freely  before  the  representatives  of  a  free  people  to  render  an  aoc9unt  of  his  stew- 
ardship. 

He  has  but  one  ruling  thought,  which  may  seem  strange  in  Europe,  after  having  in  \em 
than  one  year  restored  the  Union,  reduced  the  war  estimates  from  five  hundred  and  sixteen 
millions  of  dollars  to  thirty-three  millions,  diminished  in  an  equivalent  proportion  the 
navy  estimates,  provided  for  the  extinguishment  in  thirty  years  of  the  public  debt,  amonnt- 
ing  to  $2,740,854,754,  taken  measures  to  withdraw  rapidly  from  circulation  the  paper 
money  ;  in  one  word,  after  having  rendered  immense  services  to  the  republic,  be  thinks  of 
but  one  thing — to  show  that  the  honor  of  all  these  reforms  is  dae  to  the  law,  which  he  has 
always  respected. 

The  law  and  the  Constitution:  There  is  the  proper,  the  just,  the  sovereign  remedy. 
Four  days  before  the  opening  of  Congress,  Mr.  Johnson  had  restored  almost  everywhere  the 
Aa!>eaf  corpus;  and  yet,  as  stated  by  a  New  York  journal,  one  would  scarcely  have  imag- 
ined that  this  guarantee  was  suspended.  But  it  was  still  too  much  to  have  in  possessiaQ 
an  arbitrary  instrument,  even  when  no  nse  was  made  of  it,  for  Bik*.  Johnson  thinks  with 
the  journal  already  quoted,  *'  a  free  government  is  not  defined  by  saying  it  is  one  which 
commits  no  act  of  tyranny.  To  complete  the  definition,  it  must  be  added  that  it  is  one 
under  which  tyranny  is  impossible." 

The  presidential  message  comprises  three  principal  points  of  great  interest  for  ns.  These 
treat  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  south,  of  the  negro  question,  and  of  the  foreign  question. 

In  the  first  of  these  questions  Mr.  Johnson  maintains  that  those  States  included  amoofc 
the  States  that  entered  into  secession  were  not  in  fact  in  rebellion  as  States,  as,  from  the 
very  first,  the  acts  of  secession  of  the  States  had  been  by  the  terms  of  the  Constitation  de- 
clared null  and  void.  They  should  hence  be  considered  as  acts  engaging  only  the  respoD- 
sibility  of  the  individuals  who  had  committed  them.  This  theory,  which  takes  up  and  re- 
solves one  of  the  most  important  questions  of  American  constitutional  law,  explains  why, 
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as  a  skilful  politician,  Mr.  Johnaon  has  not  wished  to  subject  longer  to  the  military  rule 
the  insurgent  portions  of  the  United  States. 

According  to  him,  the  military  governments  established  in  the  States  could  only  increase 
the  discontent  of  former  rebels,  divide  the  people  into  conquerors  and  conquered,  create  a 
fatal  precedent,  be  a  source  of  ruinous  expense  to  the  Union,  ahd,  finally,  arrest  emigration 
towards  the  south,  upon  which  the  President  greatly  relies  to  heal  the  wounds  of  civil  war ; 
•*  for,"  says  he,  perhaps  doing  us  too  much  honor,  **  what  emigrant  from  abroad,  what  in- 
dustrious citizen  at  home,  would  place  himself  willingly  under  military  rule  V 

He  has,  therefore,  sought  to  reorganize  the  States  on  a  constitutional  basis,  causing  them 
to  enjoy  at  once  and  anew  the  benetits  assured  by  the  Union.  He  reoognizes  that  this  pol- 
icy is  not  without  danger,  as  it  implies  the  acquiescence  of  the  States  concerned,  and  the 
taking  of  a  new  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Uuion  on  the  part  of  those  States ;  but  between 
two  evils  he  has  chosen  that  which  may  spring  from  the  generosity  of  the  conqueror.  He 
expects,  however,  that  the  States  shall  give  a  pledge  to  the  Union  in  consenting  to  ratify 
the  project  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  which  provides  for  the  final  abolition  of 
slavery.     He  makes  it  known  that  the  past  can  only  be  forgotten  at  that  price. 

The  part  of  the  message  relative  to  the  relations  to  be  established  between  the  freed 
blacks  and  the  central  government  is  not  inspired  by  less  sagacity  and  less  respect  for  law. 
If  by  his  words  Mr.  Johnson  has  indeed  shown  that  he  wa^  favorable  to  the  project  of 
making  electors  of  the  freedmen,  he  has  not  been  willing  to  violate  the  Constitution,  and  con- 
cede, by  a  presidential  act,  the  electoral  right  to  men  of  color.  The  Constitution  prescribes 
that  each  bttite  shall  be  the  sovereign  dispenser  of  its  rights  of  suffrage  ;  and  it  is  only  little 
by  little,  it  must  be  remembered,  that  universal  suffrage  has  become  almost  the  general 
rule.  It  belongs,  therefore,  to  each  State,  according  to  him,  to  resolve  this  question  ;  and 
he  hopes  that  this  method  will  hasten  the  period  of  equality  more  than  the  intervention  of 
the  central  government  would  do. 

On  this  point,  while  rendering  justice  to  the  motives  which  have  dictated  the  words  of 
the  President,  and  while  approving  his  scruples,  we  cannot  but  form  a  wish.  We  hope  that 
Congress,  all-powerful  in  this  matter,  should  do  what  the  President  has  done  well  in  not 
Imposing.  Two  means,  entirely  constitutional,  present  themselves,  in  fact,  for  the  attain- 
ment of  the  proposed  end.  Ist.  Congress  can  amend  the  Constitution,  and  without  occu- 
pying itself  with  the  organic  laws  of  each  State,  can  declare  by  a  vote,  that  no  State  can 
introduce  into  its  laws  distinctions  based  on  race  and  color.  2d.  It  can  refuse  admission 
(nnder  article  four  of  the  Constitution,  which  obliges  the  States  to  have  a  republican  form 
of  government)  to  the  senators  and  representatives  ot  those  States  which  shall  not,  in  their 
new  Constitutions,  have  recognized  the  equality  of  the  races  ;  for  if,  in  former  times,  the 
word  **  republic"  has  been  coupled  with  the  word  *•  slavery,"  this  monstrous  confusion  of 
terms  is  impossible  to-day. 

After  the  expose  of  the  domestic  situation  which  we  have  been  only  able  briefly  to  re- 
view, Mr.  Johnson  passes  to^the  foreign  question,  and  it  is  somewhat  surprising  to  see  him, 
by  a  trait  of  humor  peculiar  to  the  genius  of  American  politicians,  commence  by  congrat- 
ulating himself  upon  the  friendly  relations  entertained  between  the  United  Stat^  and  the 
emperor  of  China.  After  the  Son  of  Heaven  came  the  Czar  and  the  Emperor  of  Brazil. 
These  are  friends.  As  to  England,  the  message  does  not  conceal  the  fact  that  in  recog- 
nizing the  insurgents  as  belligerents,  in  furnishing  to  the  rebellion  vessels  constructed  in 
English  ports,  manned  by  English  seamen,  she  has  given  occasion  for  serious  complaints, 
farther  aggravated  by  her  refusal  to  submit  this  question  to  international  arbitration.  The 
government  of  Washington,  however,  is  not  in  pursuit  of  pecuniary  reparation.  It  wishes 
to  have  discussed  by  a  tribunal  of  nations  the  grave  questions  of  the  rights  of  neutrals.  The 
message,  however,  does  not  counsel  to  Congress  any  demand  for  satisfaction  ;  it  limits  it- 
self to  warning  England  that  in  future  **  the  friendship  between  the  two  nations  must  re- 
pose upon  the  basis  of  mutual  justice." 

If  the  English  journals  have  appeared  satisfied  with  this  part  of  the  message,  as  the  semi- 
official journals  declare  themselves  no  less  delighted  with  the  reserve  of  Mr.  Johnson^  in 
what  concerns  France  and  Mexico,  we  are  less  disposed,  for  our  own  part,  to  such  rejoicing. 

The  message  for  any  one  who  can  read  is  a  declaration  very  clear,  very  firm,  although 
very  moderate,  of  the  will  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  to  maintain  its  tradi- 
tional policy — in  other  words,  to  sustain  the  Monroe  doctrine.  The  translation  given  by 
the  Havas  agency  contains  in  this  part  a  mistake  so  much  the  more  to  be  regretted,  as  it 
is  of  a  nature  to  prevent  the  public  opinion  from  being  rightly  informed.  Thus  this  agency 
makes  the  President  say  that  he  would  regard  it  as  a  calamity  for  the  peace  of  the  world 
**  that  any  European  power  should  throw  the  glove  to  the  American  people,  as  if  for  the 
defence  of  republicanism  against  foreign  intervention,"  which  signifies  nothing  at  all  ; 
-while  the  text  reads,  *'  should  any  European  power  challenge  the  American  people,  as  it 
were,  to  the  defence  of  republicanism  against  foreign  interference."  The  formal  reserves 
made  by  President  Johnson  take  from  this  declaration  little  of  its  gravity. 
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This  is  not  the  language  of  a  man  who  wishes  to  satisfy  rancors,  and  achieve  an  easy 
popularity  by  flattering  the  bad  iostincts  of  national  vanity.  It  is  the  grave  and  reserved 
utterance  of  the  most  authoritative  representative  of  a  people  who  wish  not  to  embroil  them- 
selves  heedlessly  I  but  who  are  resolved  not  to  see  compromised  in  any  case,  a  libeity  so 
well  conquered,  sO  dearly  preserved,  and  to  which  it  owes  its  happiness  and  strength.

The  message  of  President  Johnson  begins  with  these  words  :  **  My  first  duty  is  to  ex- 
press, in  the  name  of  the  people,  my  gratitude  to  God  for  the  preservation  of  the  Uaited 
States." 

This  is  a  public  prayer.  It  is  a  profession  of  religious  faith  in  the  power  of  God  over 
earthly  things.  Atheists,  free-thinkers,  and  doctrinaires  of  moral  independence  may  say 
what  they  will  on  the  usefulness  of  the  people  acknowledging  a  Supreme  Being,  just  and 
good.  This  public  acknowledgment  by  the  head  of  a  great  people  is  of  a  nature  to  make 
a  vivid  impression  on  the  mind  of  those  to  whom  it  is  addressed,  despite  their  railleries. 
There  is  no  more  imposing  spectacle  than  that  of  a  sovereign  bowing  before  the  Majesty  of 
God  in  the  name  of  the  entire  people. 

The  chief  of  the  republic  of  the  United  States  did  not  believe  himself  guilty  of  a  childish 
credulity  in  speaking  as  he  did.  On  the  contrary,  he  was  convinced  that  he  showed  proofs 
of  manliness  of  spirit  in  referring  to  the  **  intervention  of  Providence  in  human  afifairs/' 
That  which  has  frequently  misled  Europe  in  the  predictions  which  she  has  formed  of  Amer- 
ican affairs  is,  that  in  order  to  judge  of  the  progress  of  events,  she  does  not  take  into  ac- 
count the  religfbus  sentiment  which  animates  the  American  people. 

It  was  for  this  reason  that  so  many  in  France  believed  that  the  reaction  against  the 
conquered  would  be  followed  up  with  an  implacable  and  bloody  spirit,  and  that  liberty 
would  succumb  in  the  infinite  calamity  of  civil  war.  The  Americans  possess  passions  more 
intense,  perhaps,  than  ours,  but  they  are  certainly  of  a  different  kind. 

In  Europe,  the  first  movement  of  states,  after  a  similar  crisis,  had  been  to  constitute 
what  is  called  a  strong  power,  to  surround  it  with  all  suitable  material  means  to  render  it 
formidable,  terrible.  In  the  United  States,  the  first  duty  of  the  head  of  the  republic,  who 
is  called  to  the  head  of  affairs  by  an  odious  assassination,  was  to  reduce  all  the  appurte- 
nances of  material  force  to  their  simplest  expression,  to  re-establish  the  universal  laws  of 
liberty,  to  cause  to  disappear  every  symbol  which  would  recall  the  existence  of  arbitrary 
rule  in  the  minds  of  the  people. ,  What  the  President  fears  above  all  is,  that  the  principles 
of  liberty,  upon  which  the  Constitution  rests,  be  undermined  in  the  future.  Ue  vehemently 
recalls  to  mind  the  farewell  which  the  Father  of  his  Country  'gave  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  when  he  was  yet  President,  **  the  free  Constitution,  which  was  the  one  work 
of  the  nation,  must  be  maintained  inviolate  And  sacred."  He  saw  in  the  maintenance  of 
a  strong  army  danger  ;  he  reduces  it  to  60,000  men.  '•  Military  governments,"  he  says; 
**  established  for  an  indefinite  period,  would  have  oflfered  no  security  fpr  the  early  suppres- 
sion of  discontent ;  would  have  divided  the  people  into  vanquishers  and  the  vanquished, 
and  would  have  envenomed  hatred,  rather  than  restored  affection.  Once  established,  no 
precise  limit  to  their  continuance  was  conceivable." 

**  The  wilful  use  of  such  powers,  if  continued  through  a  period  of  years,  would  have  en- 
dangered the  purity  of  the  general  administration  and  thq  liberties  of  the  States  which  re- 
mained loyal.  Besides,  the  policy  of  military  rule  over  a  conquered  territory  would  have 
implied  that  the  States  whose  inhabitants  may  have  taken  part  in  the  rebellion  had,  by 
the  act  of  those  inhabitants  ceased  to  exist." 

*.'  But  if  any  State  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  its  ofiices,  there  is  the  more  need  ^t 
the  general  government  should  maintain  all  its  authority,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  rc« 
sume  the  exercise  of  all  its  functions.  On  this  principle  I  have  acted,  and  have  gradually 
and  quietly,  and  by  almost  imperceptible  steps,  sought  to  restore  the  rightful  energy  of  the 
general  government  and  of  the  States." 

We  see  the  President  fears  but  one  thing  :  it  is,  that  the  civic  life  be  weakened,  that  the 
mind  of  the  people,  under  the  influence  of  excess  of  confidence  caused  by  victories,  shoold 
assign  to  the  army  a  power  which  does  not  belong  to  it  in  a  free  country. 

To  reanimate  the  civic  virtues  and  the  energy  of  local  governments,  such  is  the  work 
which  the  President  of  the  United  States  assumes.  And  he  presents  this  noble  undertaking, 
very. naturally,  as  the  only  means  to  revive  prosperity  in  the  republic.  He  believes  in  \ht 
efficacy  of  liberty  ns  a  safeguard  to  order  in  a  nation  of  freemen,  just  as  he  believes  in  God 
and  the  interposition  of  Providence  in  human  affairs. 
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This  Is  the  striking  character  of  this  documeDt,  and  it  is  most  remarkable  in  that  re- 
pect.  Now,  indeed,  when  the  theory  of  right  as  the  basis  of  order  and  progress  are  in  such 
fwor,  it  is  interesting  to  reflect  upon  this  noble  defence  of  the  contrary  theory,  and  tocare- 
ully  notice  that  these  are  not  mere  words,  but  that  it  is  a  man  straggling  with  real  facts, 
kod  in  the  face  of  one  of  the  most  fortnidablo  of  political  and  social  crimes,  who  says  that 
il>erty  is  the  best  foundation  for  order,  and  asserts  that  when  states  lose  that  faith  it  is 
lie  duty  of  their  chiefs  to  try  to  revive  their  energies.

President  Johnson  has  treated  at  length  the  domestic  question  of  the  United  States.    The 
tbree  serious  points  of  this  question  are,  the  seceding  States — the  negroes— the  finances. 
The  seceding  or  rebel  States  have  been  received  to  pardon.     It  seems  even  that  the  inten- 
tions of  the  President  were  friendly.     In  his  message  he  allows  the  partisans  of  the  south 
to  re-enter  the  Union,  with  all  their  rights ;   he  details  the  inconveniences  of  perpetual 
military  rule  in  a  certain  number  of  States  ;  he  prefers,  in  replacing  these  States  under  tho 
law,  to  open  the  door  to  emi^zration,  and  thus  to  substitute  successively  free  labor  for  slave 
labor.     This  passage  of  the  mess^ige  is  a  seductive  appeal  to  emigration  towards  the  south- 
ern States.     It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  practice  the  southern  people  have  not  been  treated 
so  well  as  in  words  ;  the  representatives  of  these  States  have  not  been  admitted  to  Congret^s. 
The  division  which  the  Prehi'Jent  desires  to  obliterate  by  the  exercise  of  his  sovereign  right 
of  pardon  exists  in  its  entirety.     Mr.  Johnson  may  talk  in  vain  of  the  Americans  being 
brothers  ;  they  are  divided  into  conquerors  and  conquered. 

The  blacks,  on  their  side,  are  the  object  of  the  philanthropic  theories  of  the  President — 
theories  which  have  scarcely  any  echoes  in  reality.     We  can  hardly  recognize  in  those  fam- 
ished gangs,  wandering  on  the  highways — in  thoee  houseless  beggars  whom  our  correspond- 
ents describe — free  citizens  of  free  America.    One  is  led  to  doubt  whether  the  dream  of  Mr. 
Johnson  will  ever  be  realized,  when  we  see  the  contempt  in  which  these  proud  republicans 
hold  the  African  race.     Free  labor  is  not  organized  ;   empirical  or  radical  projects  gain 
favor— such  as  the  expulsion  of  the  blacks,  their  colonization,  &c.     The  President  is  evi- 
dently disquieted  by  this  question.     It  may  be  the  cause  of  painful  troubles  ;  it  may,  by 
requiring  severe  measures,  take  from  the  United  States  a  portion  of  their  philanthropio 
prestige.     In  connexion  with  this  question,  the  President  makes  an  admission  which  is 
confirmed  by  a  remark  made  by  him  in  speaking  of  the  finances.     The  southern  States 
were,  under  the  old  arrangements,  closed  to  northern  emigrants :  free  labor  found  no  access 
there — commercial  transactions  were  greatly  hampered.     The  northern  States  long  before 
the  war  coveted  these  rich  countries  ;  they  wished  to  farm  them,  as  it  were,  for  the  benefit 
of  their  industrial  properties  ;  they  intended  to  profit  by  that  wealth,  both  to  increape  their 
revenues  and  to  increase  their  maikets.     Slavery  has  been  the  fiag  that  covered  tbi{$  traffic. 
We  will  resume,  in  passing,  the  financial  situation  of  the  United  States — a  debt  of  two 
millions  and  a  half. of  dollars  (12, 500,OUO,000fr.,)  regular  taxes;  an  organization  of  the 
debt  so  as  to  pay  it  in  30  years  ;  a  permanent  army  of  84,000  men,  of  whom  32,000  form 
a  refcrve ;  a  fleet  greatly  increased  ;  important  naval  constructions ;  apart  of  tjieir  teiiitory 
held  as  unsafe — a  part  of  the  population  deprived  of  its  franchises  and  publicTharges — this 
is  the  general  aspect.     In  what,  let  us  ask,  is  this  situation  an  enviable  one  ?    It  is  not 
like  our  old  communities  ;  still  less  is  it  free  America.     Debts,  taxes,  army  privilege,  in- 
ternal ditisensions  :  in  spite  of  the  cheerful  tone  of  the  President,  there  is  more  than  one 
cloud  upon  the  starry  heaven  that  forms  the  banner  of  the  Union. 

The  President  has  brought  the  same  tone  of  moderation  to  the  treatment  of  the  foietgn 
question. 

This  question  has  two  objectives — England  and  France— i.  e.  the  recognition  of  the  bel- 
ligerents and  the  Mexican  expedition.  On  this  last  point  the  President  says  little — so  little 
that  it  is  disquieting.  The  generalities  which  he  expresses  are,  in  our  opinion,  an  evident 
proof  that  there  is  something  going  on  at  Washington  or  Paris  relative  to  the  Mexican 
question.  One  does  not  speak  so  briefly  of  an  expedition  which  operates  at  your  very  door, 
contrary  to  your  proclaimed  principles,  unless  there  is  something  under  the  cards  which  it 
is  deaifrtble  to  hide. 

The  Piesident  is  more  explicit  in  regard  to  England,  without  being  more  threatening. 
He  affects  a  still  calmer  tone,  if  possible,  and  contents  himself  with  a  sort  of  stntement  of 
fact.!.  These  facts,  it  is  true,  constitute,  according  to  the  interpretation  of  Mr.  Johnson,  a 
violation  of  neutrality.  England,  it  is  also  true,  has  refused  to  bring  them  before  an  inter- 
national commission.  .  The  President  regrets  this,  but  he  does  not  hence  conclude  that  good 
relations  should  cease  between  the  two  powers.     For  the  rest,  hius  Mr.  Johnson  agood  right 
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to  demand  lo-day  the  aaseroblin^  of  an  international  commiasion  to  consider  questions  of 
tlie  law  of  nations,  when  the  United  States  have  always  hitherto  claimed  to  hold  them- 
selves aloof  from  what  Europe  was  doing  in  that  sense  ?  If  our  memory  is  exact,  such  was 
their  attitude  at  the  time  of  the  congrcbS  of  Paris,  when  the  rights  of  neutrals  were  reg- 
ulated. 

The  resume  of  the  exposition  of  the  foreign  attitude  of  the  United  States  seems  to  us  to 
be  this. 

The  hour  of  action  has  not  arrived.

Mr.  Bigelow  to  Mr.  Seward. 

No.  235.]  Legation  of  thr  United  States, 

Paris,  January  5,  1866. 

Sir:  I  have  received  your  instruction,  No.  331,  in  relation  to  the  levying 
of  troops  in  Egypt  to  re-enforce  the  French  army  in  Mexico.  I  invited  the 
attention  of  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  yesterday,  to  the  reports  circulating  in 
American  papers  in  regard  to  the  landing  of  large  numbers  of  troops  at  Vera 
Cruz,  and  asked  if  the  policy  of  the  government  had  undergone  any  change, 
since  my  last  conversation  upon  that  subject,  in  connexion  with  the  levy 
of  Egyptians.  He  replied  that  it  had  not,  so  far  as  he  was  aware ;  that  he 
believed  the  French  force  in  Mexico  had  been  undergoing  a  reduction,  rather 
than  an  increase ;  but  to  make  himself  entirely  sure  upon  the  point,  he  would 
again  make  inquiries  at  the  war  office,  and  let  me  know  their  result  as  soon  aa 
possible.  In  reply  to  another  question  of  mine,  he  said  that  the  government 
had  no  intention  to  take  Egyptian  troops  to  Mexico,  but  that  it  adhered  entirely 
to  the  policy  heretofore  announced  to  me  on  that  subject.  On  receiving  this 
assurance,  I  did  not  think  it  my  duty  to  read  to  him  the  instruction  to  our 
consul  general  at  Alexandria,  which  accompanied  your  despatch.

Mr.  Bigelow  to  Mr.  Seward.         , 

No.  240.]  Legation  of  the  United  States, 

Paris,  January  11,  186G. 

Sir  :  I  enclose  a  memorandum,  received  last  evening  from  Mr.  Dr^oyn  d? 
Lhuys,  in  pursuance  of  a  promise  which  I  have  already  reported  to  you.  I 
called  upon  his  excellency  this  afternoon  for  the  purpose  of  getting  clearer  ideas 
upon  some  of  its  points,  that  no  time  should  be  lost  by  the  two  governments  in 
securing  an  available  basis  of  negotiation. 

I  read  over  to  him  the  memorandum  aloud,  and  as  I  proceeded,  remarked  that 
I  presumed  my  government  would  not  deny  to  France  the  sovereign  right  of 
making  war,  which,  of  course,  belonged  to  all  governments ;  that  France  would 
be  singularly  fortunate  if  the  end  for  which  she  went  to  Mexico  should  be  fully 
realized,  for  it  always  took  two  parties  to  make  a  war,  and  one  must  be  in  the 
wrong;  and  history  had  preserved  the  record  of  few  wars  in  which  either 
belligerent  attained  fully  the  end  for  which  it  took  up  arms.  I  asked  him  if 
he  could  give  me  an  idea  of  the  "guarantees"  which  he  hoped  to  obtain  from 
Mexico.  He  said  they  did  not,  of  course,  expect  to  get  the  money  owin^ 
them,  but  they  hoped  for  something  which  they  might  regard  as  an  equivalem. 
That,  however,  was  a  matter  of  negotiation  between  them  and  Mexico.     Bai 
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he  could  not  very  well  talk  with  me  ahout  those  guarantees  now,  for  they  must 
depend  upon  the  result  of  pending  negotiations  in  Mexico,  and  were  liable  to 
be  different  from  anything  they  might  now  be  able  to  suggest.  I  then  asked 
what  form  his  excellency  proposed  that  the  ** assurances"  he  asked  from  the 
cabinet  at  Washington  should,  take.  He  replied  that  he  had  as  yet  given  no 
thought  to  that  subject. 

I  remarked  that  it  seemed  to  me  desirable,  for  obvious  reasons,  that  our 
governments  should  appear  to  act  as  independently  of  each  other  as  possible  in 
this  matter  ;  that  France  could  hardly  enter  with  dignity  into  a  formd  covenant 
with  us  to  make  her  retirement  from  Mexico  depend  upon  our  forbearance, 
neither  could  we  covenant  not  to  intervene  without  implying  a  disposition  on  our 
part  to  intervene  but  for  such  a  covenant.  1  expressed  a  doubt,  therefore, 
whether  a  formal  covenant  was  consistent  with  the  dignity  of  either  nation,  but  . 
I  suggested  that  it  would  doubtless  be  perfectly  agreeable  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  at  Washington  to  restate  in  a  despatch  to  me  the  policy  of  non-interven- 
tion in  the  internal  affairs  of  other  independent  states  which  we  have  hitherto 
pursued,  and  to  which  it  is  our  purpose  to  adhere,  in  terms  that  would  be  per- 
fectly satisfactory  to  the  Emperor.  A  copy  of  such  an  opinion  in  his  hands,  I 
said,  would  possess  all  of  the  advantages  and  none  of  the  disadvantages  of  a 
formal  treaty. 

I  also  expressed  my  belief  that  you  would  have  no  objection  to  make  such 
a  communication  if  it  promised  to  favor  an  early  and  friendly  solution  of  the 
questions  pending  between  us. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  thought  well  of  this  suggestion ;  said  he  saw  no  need 
of  a  treaty;  he  preferred  the  separate  and  independent  action  of  the  governments, 
and  he  would  be  prepared,  he  said,  in  conformity  with  that  policy,  to  show  me 
when  I  could  give  him  the  assurance  spoken  of — the  results  of  negotiations  with 
Maximilian  which  were  already  going  on  quite  independently  of  that  assurance. 
I  was  glad  to  hear  from  his  mouth  this  fact,  glanced  at  in  his  memorandum,  for 
it  satisfied  me  that  notice  has  already  gone  forward  to  Maximilian,  probably  by 
Mr.  Hidalgo,  that  he  must  prepare  to  dispense  with  the  French  flag  avant  peu. 

I  then  asked  whether  it  would  not  be  possible  in  some  way  to  arrest  the  useless 
and  demoralizing  warfare  that  was  carried  on  in  Mexico  between  Maximilian 
and  the  Juarists,  at  least  while  these  negotiations  were  going  on,  that  is,  while 
the  French  occupation  should  last.  He  said  he  wished  there  was;  that  the  atro- 
cities practiced  there  were  really  too  dreadful  to  speak  of,  but  he  did  not  know 
that  he  could  do  anything  to  discourage  them,  and  asked  if  I  had  anytliing  to 
suggest.  I  said,  I  supposed  that  if  the  Juarists  were  sure  that  the  French  were 
intending  to  leave  Mexico  within  a  time  which  seemed  reasonable  to  them,  and 
that  they  would  then  have  a  fair  chance  of  trying  conclusions  with  Maximilian's 
party,  they  would  be  willing  to  leave  him  undisturbed,  if  undisturbed  by  him ; 
and  that  if  France  or  Maximilian  had  any  indirect  means  of  coming  to  such  an 
understanding  with  Juarez,  it  might  render  the  situation  less  embarrassing  to  all 
parties. 

His  excellency  replied  that  he  would  be  very  glad  if  that  were  practicable,  as 
it  would  enable  them  to  leave  the  country  so  much  the  sooner;  but  they  had  no 
means  of  communicating  with  Juarez,  and  he  asked  me  if  I  could  suggest  any 
mode  of  accomplishing  what  I  proposed.  I  replied  that  we  had  relations,  as  he 
was  aware,  with  Sefiur  Romero,  and  anything  that  he  would  authorize  me  to  say 
we  should  be  most  happy  to  say,  of  course,  that  would  have  a  tendency  to  termi- 
nate this  brutalizing  strife. 

His  excellency  promised  to  speak  of  this,  and  also  of  the  form  of  the  "  assur- 
ance" which  we  had  been  discussing,  to  the  Empeior. 

I  then  asked  his  excellency  if  he  had  heard  of  Santa  Anna's  projects,  of 
which  I  wrote  you  in  my  private  note  of  the  8th  instant.  He  seemed  to  be  fully 
informed  upon  the  subject. 
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My  object  in  this  conyereation  with  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  as  I  hare  already 
stated,  was  to  lose  no  time  in  getting  our  two  governments  to  a  point  where  they 
can  begin  to  act  in  concert.  How  far  I  have  succeeded  I  can  better  judge  when 
I  shall  receive  your  reply  to  this  account  of  it.

[TraDBlation.  — Memorandum  ] 

The  Washington  cabinet  recognizes  the  right  which  we  have,  like  anj  sorereign  natioQ, 
to  make  war  on  Mexico.  On  our  side  we  desire  to  observe  the  principle  of  non-interrentioQ. 
Does  6ot  the  approximating  of  these  two  points  offer  (he  basis  of  a  common  understanding  ? 

To  make  war  is  not  only  to  overthrow  fortifications,  and  kill  a  certain  number  of  men ; 
it  is  especially  to  assure  a  right  infringed  npon,  the  vindication  of  which  has  rendered 
necessary  the  employment  of  arms.  Until  this  end  is  fully  attained,  the  meano  of  execu- 
tion incident  to  war  remain  legitimate.  In  Mexico  we  hope  to  obtain  before  long  the  guar- 
antees which  we  have  sought,  and  which  are  to  complete  our  final  arrangements  with  the 
emperor  Maximilian.  At  that  moment  the  mission  of  our  troops  will  be  accomplished,  and 
they  can  return  to  France.     I  write  in  this  sense  to  Mexico,  by  order  of  the  Emperor. 

This  will  then  be  a  case  for  the  application  of  the  principle  of  non-intervention.  We 
will  conform  our  conduct  to  it,  and  we  are  confident  that  the  people  of  the  United  States 
who  invoke  this  principle  will  respect  it  themselves,  by  observing  towards  Mexico  a  fcmpa- 
lous  neutrality.  When  we  shall  have  received  from  the  cabinet  of  Washington  this  assur- 
ance, we  will  be  able  to  make  known  to  them,  in  our  turn,  the  result  of  oar  final  negotia- 
tions with  the  empire  of  Mexico.

Mr.  Bigelow  to  Mr.  Seward. 

[Extract.] 

No.  248.]  Legation  op  the  United  States, 

Paris,  January  25,  1866. 

Sir  :  The  legislative  chambers  were  opened  by  the  Emperor  on  the  22d  in- 
stant, with  the  usual  ceremonies.  The  Prince  Imperial,  for  the  first  time,  as- 
serted his  hierarchical  rank,  by  taking  the  seat  on  the  right  of  the  throne,  tbe 
Prince  Napoleon  placing  himself  on  the  left. 

A  copy  of  the  imperial  speech  is  enclosed.  The  relations  of  France  witij 
the  United  States  proved  on  this  occasion  a  more  fertile  topic  to  his  Majeetr 
than  on  corresponding  occasions  heretofore.     His  language  betrays  his  high  if 
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preeiation  of  the  value  of  our  friendship,  and  a  purpose  henceforth  to  cultivate 
it  assiduouslj.  He  says  all  that  he  could  be  expected  to  say  about  Mexico  in 
the  present  state  of  his  information.  Resistance  to  the  spread  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  race  appears  to  have  lost  a  portion  of  its  importance  in  his  eyes,  and  the 
world  is  distinctly  notified  that  Maximilian  must  expect  soon  to  rely  upon  his 
own  resources  if  he  remains  in  Mexico.  The  Emperor  wisely  left  the  time  for 
withdrawing  his  army  from  that  republic  undefined.  He  is,  therefore,  at  liberty 
to  retire  as  soon  as  he  pleases.  Probably  no  paxt  of  the  discourse  gave  such 
general  satisfaction  as  that  which  held  out  hopes  of  an  early  release  of  France 
from  her  Mexican  entanglement.  ThQ  press  of  the  metropolis  reflects  this  feeling 
with  singular  unanimity.  I  enclose  a  few  of  the  journals  which  are  not  habit- 
ually received  at  the  State  Department,  containing  articles  of  more  or  less  sig- 
nificance upon  this  subject.  In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  the  language  of  the 
Emperor,  and  the  reception  it  has  met  with  from  his  people,  have  left  no  doubt 
upon  my  mind  of  his  intention  to  wash  his  hands  of  Mexico  as  soon  as  he  pos- 
sibly can.  *******

Mr.  the  Mabquts  db  Montholon  :  I  have  already  charged  yon,  by  order  of  the  Emperor, 
to  make  known  to  the  cabinet  of  Washington  the  views  of  hia  Majesty's  government  on  the  • 
affairs  of  Mexico,  and  you  have,  conformably  with  my  instructions,  made  known  to  Mr. 
Seward  tHe  despatch  I  had  the  honor  to  write  to  you  under  date  of  18th  October.  The 
Secretary  of  State  has  answered  that  despatch  by  a  communication  which  he  was  pleased  to 
address  to  you  on  the  6th  of  December,  and  from  which  I  believe  it  to  be  my  duty  here  to 
reprotJuce  the  leading  points.  \ 

/''^According  to  Mr.  Seward,  the  presence  of  a  foreign  force  in  a  country  neighboring  to  the^ 
Union  could  not  but  be  a  source  of  uneasiness  and  disquiet.     This  state  of  things  draws 
along  with  it  on  the  federal  government  embamissing  outlays,  and  may  lead  to  collisions.    . 
At  all  events,  the  principal  cause  of  the  dissatisfaction  of  the  United  States  is  not  that  there         k^ 
is  in  Mexico  a  foreign  army  ;  much  less  that  such  army  is  French.     The  cabinet  of  Wash- 
Dgton  recognizes  in  every  sovereign  nation  the  right  to  make  war,  provided  the  ueo  of  this 
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ri^ht  doea  not  menace  the  security  and  legitimate  influence  of  the  Union.  But  the  French 
army  has  gone  to  Mexico  to  overthrow  a  national  republican  government,  and  with  the 
*,^ vowed  aim  of  founding  on  ita  ruins  a  foreign  monarchical  government  Mr.  Seward  statet, 
on  this  subject,  how  much  the  people  of  the  United  States  are  attached  to  the  institutions 
they  have  given  themselves,  and,  repelling  an>  idea  of  propagandism  in  favor  of  these  in- 
stttuti'-ns.  he  claims  for  the  various  nations  of  the  New  World  the  right  to  secure  to  them- 
selves this  foim  of  government  at  their  convenience.  He  would  consider  as  inadniiA-ible 
that  European  powers  should  interfere  in  these  countries  with  the  idea  of  destroying  the 
republican  form  in  or<ler  to  substitute  kingdoms  and  empires.  **  Having  thus  frankly  de- 
fi»-.ed  our  position,'*  adds  Mr.  Seward,  **  I  submit  the  quChtion  to  the  judgment  of  France, 
sinterely  hoping  that  great  nation  will  find  it  compntible  with  its  true  interests,  as  well  as 
with  its  so  highly  exalted  honor,  to  abandon  the  aggressive  attitude  it  has  taken  in  Mexico." 

Mr.  Seward  recalls  in  closing,  as  a  reason  for  his  hope  of  arriving  at  a  happy  solution, 
the  ancient  affection  of  the  United  States  for  France,  and  the  value  which  every  American 
citizen  constantly  attached  in  past  time,  and  attaches  in  the  future,  to  our  friendship. 

I  have  not  failed  to  place  this  communication  before  the  Emf>eror.  Aft^r  having  ma- 
turely examined  the  considerations  set  forth  by  Mr.  Seward,  the  government  of  Lis  Majesty 
remains  convinced  that  the  divergence  of  views  between  the  two  cabinets  is,  above  all,  the 
result  of  an  erroneous  appreciation  of  our  intentions. 

Our  expedition — need  I  say  it? — had  in  it  nothing  hostile  to  the  lustitutions  of  the  na- 
tions of  the  New  World,  and  assuredly  still  less  to  those  of  the  Union.  France  could  not 
forget  that  she  has  contributed  with  her  blood  to  found  them  ;  and  of  the  number  of  gk»- 
rious  memories  which  the  ancient  monarchy  has  bequeathed  to  us,  there  is  not  one  of  whith 
Napoleon  I  showed  himself  more  proud,  and  which  Napoleon  III  can  be  less  inclined  to  re- 
pudiate. If,  moreover,  we  could  have  been  influenced  by  a  malevolent  thought  towaid 
this  republic,  would  we  have  sought  in  the  beginning  to  obtain  the  concurrence  of  the  fed- 
eral government,  which  had,  as  well  as  ourselves,  reclamations  to  make  available?  Would 
we  have  observed  neutrality  in  the  great  crisis  which  the  United  States  have  passed  through  ? 
And  to-day  would  we  be  disposed,  as  we  declare  with  the  greatest  frankness,  to  hasten,  as 
much  as  it  will  be  possible  for  us,  the  moment  for  the  recall  of  our  troops?  Our  only  aim 
has  been  to  follow  up  the  satiHfactions  to  which  we  had  right,  on  recurring  to  coercive 
measures,  after  having  exhausted  all  others.  It  is  known  how  numerous  and  le^timate 
the  claims  of  French  subjects  were.  It  was  in  presence  of  a  series  of  flagrantly  vexations 
measures,  and  of  glaring  denials  of  justice,  that  we  took  up  arms. 

The  wrongs  to  the  United  States  were  c-ertainly  less  numerous  and  less  important  when 
they  were  led — they  also— some  years  ago,  to  employ  force  against  Mexico.  The  French 
army  did  not  carry  monarchical  timlitions  in  the  folds  of  its  flag. 

The  ct\binet  of  Washington  is  not  ignorant  that  there  were  in  that  country  for  many 
years  a  number  of  men  of  influence,  who,  despairing  of  obtiining  order  out  of  the  cv>udition3 
of  the  then  existing  rule,  nourished  the  idea  of  falling  back  upon  monarchy.  Ibeir  thoughis 
were  shared  in  by  one  of  the  last  presidents  of  that  republic,  who  even  offered  to  use  his 
power  to  favor  the  re-establishment  of  royalty. 

On  witnessing  the  degree  of  anarchy  into  which  the  government  of  Juarez  bad  fallen,  they 
deemed  the  moment  had  arrived  to  make  appeal  to  the  opinion  of  the  people,  tired  out  ss 
Ihey  were  with  the  state  of  dissolution  in  which  their  resources  were  being  exhausted. 

We  did  not  think  it  a  duty  to  discourage  this  supreme  effort  of  a  powerful  party,  the 
origin  of  which  dates  long  anterior  to  our  expedition ;  but  faithful  to  the  maxims  of  pub- 
lic right  which  we  hold  in  common  with  the  United  States,  we  declared  thit  quesition 
lasted  solely  on  the  suffrages  of  the  Mexican  people. 
^  The  idea  of  the  government  of  the  Emperor  has  been  defined  by  his  Majesty  in  person  in 
a  letter  addressed  to  the  commander-in-chief  of  our  army  after  the  taking  of  Puebla.  *'Onr 
object  you  know,*'  wrote  the  Emperor,  *•  is  not  to  impose  on  the  Mexicans  a  government 
against  their  will,  nor  to  make  our  success  aid  the  triumph  of  any  party  whatever.  I  de- 
sire that  Mexico'  may  revive  to  a  new  life,  and  that,  soon  regenerated  by  a  government 
founded  on  the  national  will,  on  principles  of  order  and  of  progress,  on  respect  for  the  law 
of  nations,  she  may  acknowledge  by  her  friendly  relations  that  she  owes  to  France  her  re- 
IH">Be  and  her  prosperity." 

Tiie  Mexican  people  have  spoken — the  emperor  Maximilian  has  been  called  by  the  will 
of  the  country.  The  government  has  appeared  to  us  to  be  of  a  nature  to  restore  peace  to 
the  interior  and  good  faith  to  international  relations.  We  have  given  it  our  support. 
•  We  went  then  to  Mexico,  there  to  exercise  the  right  of  war,  which  Mr.  Seward  fully 
recognizes  in  us,  and  not  in  virtue  of  any  principle  of  intervention,  about  which  we  profess 
the  same  doctrine  as  the  Uaited  States.  We  went  there  not  to  bring  about  a  monarchical 
proselytism,  but  to  obtain  reparation  and  guarantees  which  we  ought  to  claim,  and  we 
sustain  the  government  which  is  founded  on  the  consent  of  the  people  because  we  expect 
from  it  the  satisfaction  of  our  wrongs,  as  well  as  the  securities  indispensable  to  the  future. 
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^.8  we  do  uot  seek  the  satisfiictipQ  of  an  exclusive  ioterest.  nor  the  realization  of  an  ambi- 
"mous  thought,  our  most  niacere  wi>h  U  to  bring  about,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  moment 
►^>»'hen  we  shall  be  able,  with  safety  to  our  countrymen  and  with  due  respect  for  ourselves, 
-o  recriU  what  remains  in  that  country  of  the  army  corps  which  we  have  sent  there. 

As  I  have  told  you  in  the  despatch  to  which  the  communication  from  Mr.  Seward  re- 
r»liei5,  it  depends  much  on  the  federal  government  to  facilitate  in  this  respect  the  accom- 
^^liahiDent  of  the  desire  which  he  expresses  to  us.  The  doctrine  of  the  United  Sttites,  rest- 
wiQ  as  ours  does  on  the  piiuciple  of  the  national  will,  has  in  it  nothing  incompatible  with 
t.  he  existence  of  monarchical  institutions ;  and  President  Johnson  in  his  message,  as  well 
F»^  Mr.  iSeward  in  his  despatch,  repels  all  thought  of  prooagandism,  even  on  the  American 
crontin»mt,  in  favor  of  republican  institutions.  The  cabinet  of  Washington  holds  friendly 
■relatir>ns  with  the  court  of  Brazil,  and  did  not  refuse  to  form  relations  with  the  Mexican 
cDiTipire  in  1822.  No  fundamental  maxim— no  precedent  in  the  diplomatic  history  of  the 
XJuion,  therefore,  creates  any  necessary  antagonism  between  the  United  States  and  the 
form  of  government  which  has  replaced  in  Mexico  a  power  whose  reign  was  nothing  but 
n  continual  and  systematic  violation  of  its  most  positive  obligations  towards  other  nations. 
Mr.  Sew.ird  seems  to  make  a  double  reproach  to  the  government  of  the  emperor  Maxi- 
xnilian  of  the  difficulties  it  encounters,  and  of  the  assistance  it  borrows  from  foreign  forcee, 
T>ut  the  resistances  which  It  has  been  obliged  to  wrestle  with  have  in  them  nothing  espe- 
oial  against  the  form  of  the  institutions. 

It  undergoes  the  lot  quite  ordinary  to  new  powers,  and  it  is,  above  all,  its  misfortune  to 
laave  to  bear  the  con:*equence8  of  disorders  produced  under  previous  governments,  which 
lot  is  in  effect  that  of  those  goverun>ents  which  have  not  found  armed  competitors  and 
liave  enjoyed  in  peace  an  uncontested  authority. 

Revolts  and  intestine  wars  wore,  therefore,  the  normal  condition  of  the  country,  and 
the  opposition  made  by  some  militiry  chiefs  to  the  establishment  of  the  empire  is  only  the 
natural  sequence  of  such  habitudes  of  want  of  discipline  and  of  anarchy  of  which  the 
powers  to  whom  this  succeeds  have  been  victims. 

As  for  the  support  which  the  Mexican  government  receives  from  our  army,  and  what  is 
also  lent  to  him  by  Belgian  and  Austrian  volunteers,  it  causes  no  hindrance  to  the  freedom 
of  ita  resolutions  nor  the  perfect  independence  of  its  actions.  What  state  is  there  that 
needs  not  allies,  whether  to  form  it  or  to  defend  it  ?  And  the  great  powers,  such  as  France 
and  England  for  example,  have  they  not  constantly  almost  maintained  foreign  troops  in 
their  armies?  When  the  United  States  fought  for  their  emancipation,  did  the  aid  given 
by  France  to  their  efforts  cause  that  great  popular  movement  to  cease  to  be  truly  national  ? 
And  shall  it  be  said  that  the  cont^^st  with  the  south  was  not  in  like  manner  a  national 
Avar,  because  the  thousands  of  Irishmen  and  Germans  were  fighting  under  the  flasc  of  the 
Union?  The  character  of  the  Mexican  government,  therefore,  cannot  be  contttsted,  nor 
the  resistance  which  it  must  cfvercome  to  consolidate  itself,  or  the  foreign  troops  which 
shall  have  aided  in  bringing  forth  again  safety  and  order  in  a  country  so  long  and  deeply 
distracte<l,  be  considered  a  reason  for  disaffection  toward  it.  Such  an  undertaking  is  surely 
worthy  to  be  appreciated  by  a  nation  so  enlightened  as  the  United  States,  especially  called 
on  to  gather  the  advantage. 

In  place  of  a  country  unceasingly  in  trouble,  and  which  has  given  them  so  many  sub- 
jects for  complaint,  and  against  which  they  have  themselves  been  obliged  to  make  war, 
they  will  tind  a  pacific  country,  offering  henceforth  pledges  of  security  and  vast  openings 
to  their  commerce.  Far  from  injuring  their  rights  or  hurting  their  influence,  they,  above 
all,  are  tho?e  who  must  profit  by  the  work  of  reorganization  which  is  being  accomplished 
in  Mexico. 

In  recapitulation,  marquis,  the  United  States  acknowledges  the  right  we  had  to  make 
war  on  Mexico.  On  the  other  part  we  admit,  as  they  do,  the  principle  of  non-interven- 
tion ;  this  double  postulate  includes,  as  it  seems  to  me,  the  elements  of  an  agreement.  The 
right  to  make  war,  which  belongs,  as  Mr.  Seward  declares,  to  every  sovereign  nation,  im- 
plies the  right  to  secure  the  results  of  war.  We  have  not  gone  across  the  ocean  merely 
for  the  purpose  of  showing  our  power,  and  of  inflicting  chastisement  on  the  Mexican  gov- 
ernment ;  after  a  train  of  fruitless  remonstrances  it  was  our  duty  to  demand  guarantees 
against  the  recurrence  of  violence  from  which  our  countrymen  had  suffered  so  cruelly,  and 
these  guarantees  we  could  not  look  for  from  a  government  whose  bad  faith  we  had  proven 
on  so  many  occasions. 

We  find  them  now  engaged  in  the  establishment  of  a  regular  governnient,  which  shows 
itself  disposed  honestly  to  keep  its  engagements.  In  this  relation  we  hope  that  the  legiti- 
mate object  of  our  expedition  will  soon  be  reached,  and  we  are  striving  to  make  with  the 
emperor  Maximilian  arrangements  which,  by  satisfying  our  interests  and  our  honor,  will 
permit  us  to  consider  as  at  an  end  the  service  of  our  army  on  Mexican  soil.  ^ 

The  Emperor  has  given  me  orders  to  write  in  this  sense  to  his  minister  in  Mexico. 
We  fall  bock  from  that  moment  on  the  principle  of  non-intervention,  and  from  that  mo- 
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ment  accept  it  as  the  rule  of  our  conduct ;  our  intereR^  no  less  than  our  honor,  commands 
us  to  claim  from  all  the  uniform  application  of  it.  -Ousting  in  the  spirit  of  equity  which 
animates  the  cabinet  at  Washington,  we  expect  from  it  the  assurance  that  the  American 
people  will  themselves  conform  to  the  law  which  it  invokes,  by  observing,  in  regiird  to 
Mexico,  a  strict  neutrality.  When  you  shall  have  informed  me  of  the  resolution  of  the 
federal  government  on  this  subject,  I  shall  be  able  to  indicate  to  you  the  results  of  our 
negotiations  with  the  emperor  Maximilian  for  the  return  of  our  troops/ 

I  request  you  to  remit  a  copy  of  this  despatch  to  Mr.  Seward,  in  answer  to  his  communi- 
catiou  of  the  6th  December  last,  begging  him  to  have  the  goodness  to  lay  it  before  Presi- 
dent Johnson  ;  and  I  rely  with  contidence  for  the  examination  of  the  consideration  it  em- 
braces in  the  traditional  sentiments  recalled  to  notice  in  the  note  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  the  Union.

No.  253.]  Legation  op  the  United  States, 

Paris,  January  30,  1866. 

Sir  :  I  have  still  nothing  later  from  the  State  Department  than  the  5th  of 
January.  France  is  a  prey  to  the  wildest  rumors,  and  to  a  sort  of  solicitude 
which  has  been  compared  in  my  presence  by  French  people  to  that  which  pre- 
vailed in  1789.  This  is  partly  owing  to  the  ignorance  of  what  haa  occurred 
between  the  two  governments  since  the  apparently  critical  moment  at  which  the 
correspondence  sent  by  the  President  to  Congress  closed.  In  spite  of  the  pa- 
cific and  friendly  tone  of  the  Emperor's  discourse,  the  public  persist  in  believing 
that  the  actual  situation  is  represented  by  that  correspondence.  To  relieve  this 
anxiety  a  little,  the 'official  press  has  announced  the  departure  of  M.  Saillard  to 
Mexico  and  Mr.  Favemey  to  Washington  with  communications  designed  to  pre- 
pare the  way  for  the  retirement  of  the  French  army  from  Mexico,  and  to  satisfy 
President  Johnson  of  the  Emperor's  loyal  intentions  towards  the  United  States. 
You  will  find  in  the  Paris  correspondence  of  the  London  Times  a  curious  ac- 
count of  Saillard's  unsuccessful  efforts  to  procure  some  letters  of  credence,  first, 
from  the  Empei-or,  then  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  and  finally  from  Walew- 
ski.     I'hough  his  name  is  not  given,  he  is  the  third  party  referred  to,     *     * 

To  enable  you  to  see  how  completely  these  relations  of  France  with  the  United 
States  have  swallowed  up  all  other  questions,  I  send  you  a  number  of  journals 
of  a  more  or  less  representative  character.  You  will  be  struck,  no  doubt,  as  I 
have  been,  by  the  fact  that  the  propriety  of  our  requiring  the  Emperor  to  with- 
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draw  his  arm j  fipom  Mexico  is  not  questioned  by  any  of  them ;  nor  do  I  re- 
member to  have  heard  it  questioned  by  any  one  with  whom  I  have  conversed. 
It  is  universally  conceded  that  the  moment  the  indemnity,  for  which  the  Em- 

Eeror  professes  to  have  gone  to  Mexico,  ceased  to  be  attainable  by  arms,  it  was 
is  duty  to  leave,  in  order  not  to  have  other  motives,  which  could  not  be  justified, 
assigned  to  his  expedition.

Sir:  In  the  diplomatic  circle  last  evening  at  the  palace  the  Emperor  asked 
me  how  my  country  pepple  would  like  his  speech  at  the  opening  of  the  corps 
legislatif.  I  replied  that  I  had  no  doubt  it  would  be  read  with  general  satisfac- 
tion. He  then  said  he  hoped  we  would  soon  have  good  news  from  the  United 
States.  1  said  I  thought  we  might  expect  good  news  as  soon  as  possible  after 
your  return  to  Washington.  His  Majesty  asked  if  it  was  true,  as  the  papers* 
stated,  that  you  would  touch  at  Vera  Cruz  during  your  absence.  I  replied  that 
I  had  not  received  a  single  line  from  Washington  in  reference  to  your  trip,  but 
that  I  had  no  reason  to  think  it  even  probable  that  your  voyage  had  any  other 
purpose  than  recreation,  which  you  could  hardly  obtain  within  reach  of  the  tele- 
graph, and  that  you  probably  thought  the  moment  chosen  the  most  propitious 
that  was  likely  soon  to  ofier  for  a  brief  absence.

Paris,  February  1, 1866. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  Documens  Diplo- 
matiques  communicated  to  the  corps  legislatif  on  Monday,  the  29th  instant. 
You  will  learn  from  a  note  on  the  first  page  that  it  was  originally  intended,  and 
so  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  stated  to  me  this  day  week,  to  defer  the  publication 
of  the  correspondence  relating  to  Mexico  until  the  pending  negotiations  upon 
that  subject  should  reach  maturity.  A  subsequent  note,  at  page  174,  states 
that,  in  consequence  of  the  communication  to  Congress  of  correspondence  upon 
this  subject  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  it  was  thought  best  to  with- 
hold it  no  longer  from  the  corps  legislatif.  The  despatch  on  page  216  is  in  re- 
ply to  your  note  addressed  to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon,  bearing  date  the  6th 
of  December  last,  and  gives  an  official  version  of  the  proposal  which  I  had  the 
honor  to  transmit  to  you  in  my  despatch  No.  240,  of  the  11th  ultimo.  I  also 
invite  your  attention  to  the  communication  on  page  223,  addressed  by  Mr. 
Drouyn  de  Lhuys  to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon,  in  reference  to  a  note  addressed 
by  me  to  the  former  on  the  16th  ultimo.  It  is  true  that  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys 
did  say,  in  conversation  with  me,  laughingly,  that  he  could  have  replied  to  me, 
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if  disposed,  that  France  bad  not ''  planted  *'  anj  political  organization  in  Mexico, 
and  that  he  did  not  believe  Maximilian's  decrees  in  reference  to  emigration  con- 
templated any  such  purposes  or  results  as  I  attributed  to  them,  but  he  left  me 
to  understand  that  he  did  not  think  it  worth  while  to  write  about  it  I  con- 
cluded that  if  he  did  not  think  it  of  consequence  enough  to  answer  in  writing, 
he  did  not  care  to  have  a  record  made  of  his  remarks.  This  will  explain  why 
you  tirst  hear  of  this  conversation  through  a  letter  to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon. 

I  also  send  by  the  bag  to-night  a  bundle  of  journals  showing  the  impression 
left  upon  the  public  mind  here  by  the  appearance  of  this  correspondence,  and 
of  that  submitted  to  Congress  by  the  President.  It  is  easy  to  perceive  that 
these  publications  have  not  been  grateful  to  the  government.

Sir  :  I  have  received  and  submitted  to  the  President  your  despatches  of  the 
4th  of  January,  No.  234,  and  of  the  5th  of  January,  No.  236,  also  your  confi- 
dential despatch  of  January  11,  No.  240.  These  papers  contain  much  valuable 
information,  and  some  useful  suggestions  concerning  the  mode  of  adjusting  the 
difficulties  of  French  iniervention  in  Mexico.  You  will  accept  the  thanks  of 
the  government.  The  Emperor  seems  to  have  matured  his  project  on  the  9th 
day  of  January.  The  Marquis  de  Montholon  submitted  to  me  an  elaborate 
communication  from  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  which  is  supposed  to  have  been 
prepared  in  execution  of  that  project.  My  reply  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  is 
now  under  consideration  here.  A  copy  of  it  will  be  sent  to  you  for  your  in- 
formation, at  the  same  time  that  the  paper  itself  is  delivered  to  the  Marquis  de 
Montholon.  The  French  government  liaving  transferred  the  discussion  to  this 
capital,  you  will  be  relieved  of  further  direct  action  in  the  premises  ;  but  your 
advice  and  co-operation  will  be  constantly  desired,  and  when  received  will  be 
highly  valued.

Paris,  February  8,  1866. 

Sir  :  You  will  find  in  the  Moniteur  of  the  7th  instant  the  address  reported 
by  the  senate  commission  in  reply  to  the  imperial  discourse  at  the  opening  of  the 
corps  legislatif. 

The  passages  of  chief  interest  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  are  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"  You  are,  sire,  the  natural  guardian  of  the  interests  of  thp  army.  It  is  not 
your  Majesty  who,  after  having  led  it  to  victory,  would  forget  its  glorious  ser- 
,vices  OB  the  return  of  peace.     Besides,  it  is  not  always  the  uafeguard  of  French 
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honor  and  the  bulwark  of  order  and  law  ?  It  is  the  army  which  now  gives  on 
the  distant  territory  of  Mexico  an  example  of  discipline,  constancy,  and  of  all 
military  virtues,  which  it  drops  like  a  fruitful  seed  on  its  nKarch. 

•*  Your  Majesty  has  announced  that  this  memorable,  expedition  to  Mexico 
touches  its  term,  and  that  you  are  coming  to  an  understanding  with  the  em- 
peror Maximilian  for  the  recall  of  your  troops.  That  is  the  same  as  to  say  to 
satisfied  France  that  the  protection  of  her  commercial  interests  will  be  assured 
in  this  vast  and  rich  market  made  safe  by  our  aid. 

"As  to  the  United  States,  if  through  any  misunderstanding  the  presence  of 
the  French  flag  on  the  American  continent  appears  to  them  less  seasonable  than 
it  did  at  another  very  illustrious  epoch  in  their  history,  the  firm  communications 
of  your  government  have  shown  that  it  will  not  be  imperious  and  menacing  lan- 
guage that  will  determine  us  to  return.  France  has  not  the  habit  of  marching 
except  to  her  own  time.  [Very  well ;  very  well.]  But  she  loves  to  remember 
her  ancient  friendship  for  the  United  States.  What  you  demand  of  them  is 
neutrality  and  the  right  of  nations.  By  this  they  may  see  that  a  war  for  the 
80  often  declared  purpose  of  protecting  our  country  people  against  a  faithless 
government  does  not  become,  Tbecause  successful,  a  war  of  conquest,  of  domina- 
tion, or  of  propagandism."

Sir  :  You  will  find  at  page  206  of  the  Documens  Diplomatiques,  transmitted 
with  my  despatch  No.  257,  a  note  addressed  by  l^Ir.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  to  the 
Marquis  de  Montholon,  which  is  calculated  to  leave  an  incorrect  impression  of 
what  passed  at  the  interview  to  which  it  refers.  For  the  purpose  of  rectifying 
that  impression  I  addressed  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  on  the  7th  instant,  a 
letter,  which,  with  his  reply,  dated  the  8th  instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose. 
It  is  at  present  my  intention  to  request  him  to  publish  both  letters  in  the 
Constitutionnel  and  La  France,  where  the  despatch  in  question  has  been  repro- 
duced.

Sib  :  I  find  at  page  206  of  the  Documens  DIplomatiqueB,  for  copies  of  which  I  have  to 
thaiik  your  excellency,  a  letter  to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon,  hearing  date  Octoher  18, 
1865,  in  which  your  excellency  says:  **En  vous  ^crivant,"  &c. 

[Translation  of  extract.] 

**  In  writing  you  this  despatch  I  have  entered  into  a  path  opened  by  Mr.  Bigelow  himself 
several  days  ago.     In  a  conversation  in  relation  to  other  matters,  this  minister  asked  me, 
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in  his  own  name,  and  without  prejudging  the  opinion  of  his  gOYernment,  if  I  did  not  think 
that  the  recognition  of  the  Mexican  empire  hy  the  United  States  might  facilitate  and 
hasten  the  recall  of  our  troops.  The  iustructions  which  I  send  you  are  in 'answer  to  this 
question." 

As  neither  the  language  which  I  remember  to  have  used,  nor  the  imprfssion  which  I 
intended  to  convey  in  that  conversation,  correspond  entirely  with  the  version  which  your 
excellency  has  given  of  it  in  the  foregoing  citation,  I  desire  to  recall  to  your  excellency  the 
circumstances  under  which  it  occurred,  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  the  confidence 
which  I  have  in  my  own  recollection,  and  in  my  memoranda  made  at  the  time,  is  not 
misplaced. 

Your  excellency,  in  reply  to  my  inquiries,  had  been  expressing  your  measure  of  faith  in 
the  ultimate  consolidation  of  the  power  founded  under  the  auspices  of  France  in  Mexico. 
And  upon  that  faith  rested  your  hopes  of  soon  recalling  your  troops.  You  recapitulated 
some  of  the  difficulties  against  which  it  would  require  a  little  time  to  provide  ;  but  all  of 
which,  you  seemed  to  think,  would  diminish  in  magnitude,  if  the  adversaries  of  the  new 
order  received  no  encouragement  from  the  United  States.  It  was  in  view  of  such  repre- 
sentations that  I  asked  whether,  in  your  excellency's  opinion,  Maximilian  would  be  able 
to  sustain  himself  without  the  aid  of  France  if  his  authority  were  recognized  by  the  United 
States.  That  inquiry  led  to  a  conversation,  in  which  I  had  occasion,  at  least  twice,  to  state 
to  your  excellency  that  our  recognition  of  any  government  in  Mexico  so  long  as  it  was  sus- 
tained by  foreign  arms  was  impossible  ;  that  the  logic  of  the  situation  required  the  inde- 
pendence of  Mexico  to  be  established  by  the  withdrawal  of  all  foreign  soldiers  before  our 
government  could  formally  recognize  a  government  accused  of  owing  its  existence  to  their 
presence. 

I  am  sorry  to  trouble  your  excellency  with  a  rectification  of  a  misapprehension  which 
may  seem  trifling,  but  which  also  may  acquire  importance  from  the  circumstances  under 
which  it  has  been  submitted  to  the  public.

Sir  :  I  have  received  the  letter  which  you  have  done  me  the  honor  to  write  me,  dated 
the  7th  February,  on  the  occasion  of  a  despatch  recently  published,  in  which  I  made  allu- 
sion to  a  conversation  which  we  had  together  upon  the  subject  of  Mexican  affairs.  Recall- 
ing that  conversation,  you  have  thought  proper  to  define  its  terms.  The  report  of  it  which 
you  give  is  in  consonance  with  my  own  recollection,  and,  as  I  construe  it,  does  not  contain  any 
fact  in  contradiction  to  the  despatch  to  which  you  refer.  It  is  exact  that,  in  the  opinion 
which  you  then  expressed,  the  recognition  of  the  emperor  Maximilian  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment should  be  preceded  by  the  evacuation  of  Mexico  by  the  French  troops ;  while, 
according  to  my  view,  this  evacuation  should  not  take  place  until  after  the  recognition  of 
the  Washington  cabinet,  which,  by  contributing  to  the  consolidation  of  the  new  state  of 
things  established  in  Mexico,  would  have  precisely  the  effect  of  facilitating  and  hastening 
the  recall  of  our  troops.  You  objected  that  your  government  could  not  decide  to  recog- 
nize an  authority  sustained  by  the  presence  of  a  foreign  army,  but,  you  added,  it  might  be 
possible,  on  the  one  hand,  that  the  government  of  the  Emperor,  seeing  the  Unittd  States 
ready  to  enter  into  regular  relations  with  Mexico  if  that  country  were  evacuated  by  the 
French  troops,  might  determine  to  press  the  return  of  his  soldiers  ;  on  the  other  hand, 
that  the  United  States,  being  informed  of  the  intention  of  the'  government  of  the  Em- 
peror, might  show  more  diFposition  to  entertain  the  idea  of  recognition.  In  thus  associat- 
ing the  conditions  from  which  an  airreement  might  result,  it  was  to  be  hoped  that  our 
cabinets  might  find  in  them  the  elements  of  a  solution  equally  satisfactory  to  both. 

I  cannot  but  render  homage,  sir,  to  the  spirit  of  loyalty  and  conciliation  which  dictated 
this  language  to  you.  But  the  hypothesis  which  we  examined  together  remained  subject 
to  the  appreciation  of  your  government,  whose  judgment  you  reserved.  The  cabinet  of 
Washington  occupying  a  diffeient  point  of  view,  the  suggestions  upon  which  our  conversa- 
tion turned  have  been  without  result. 

Accept,  sir,  the  assurances  of  my  high  consideration.

Sir  :  The  discussion  of  that  portion  of  the  senate  address  which  related  to 
■the  United  States  was  disposed  of  on  Saturday  without  debate.     The  para- 
graph relating  to  Mexico  was  voted  after  a  brief  speech  from  Marshal  Forey, 
SL  report  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Moniteur  of  the  11th  instant.     The 
part  which  the  marshal  took  in  planting  the  imperial  flag  in  Mexico  makes  him  - 
its  natural  protector  everywhere.     He  proved,  however,  rather  more  imperialist 
t.han  the  Emperior  himself.     He  said  that,  instead  of  diminishing  the  French 
£orce  in  Mexico,  it  should  rather  be  increased,  in  order  to  hasten  the  moment 
-when  the  withdrawal  of  the  French  flag  would  be  possible.    When  he  had 
closed,  the  minister  of  state  took  occasion  to  say  that  the  policy  of  the  govem- 
inent,  as  given  in  the  discourse  from  the  throne,  would  not  be  modified  by  any- 
thing that  had  fallen  from  the  marshal.     There  is  either  a  difference  of  opinion 
among  the  intimate  counsellors  of  his  Majesty  in  regard  to  what  is  to  be  accom- 
plished before  the  withdrawal  of  the  French  troops  from  Mexico,  or  there  is  a 
difference  of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  means  necessary  for  its  accomplishment. 
Time  will  soon  disclose  which.

Mr.  Seward  to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon. 

Department  of  State, 

Washingt^m,  February  12,  1866. 

Sir:  On  the  6th  of  December  I  had  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  in  writing, 
for  the  information  of  the  Emperor,  a  communication  upon  the  subject  of  affairs 
in  Mexico,  as  affected  by  the  presence  of  French  armed  forces  in  that  country. 
On  the  29th  of  January  thereafter  you  favored  me  with  a  reply  to  that  com- 
munication, which  reply  had  been  transmitted  to  you  by  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys, 
under  the  date  of  the  9th  of  the  same  month.  I  have  submitted  it  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  It  is  now  made  my  duty  to  revert  to  the  inter- 
esting question  which  has  thus  been  brought  under  discussion. 

In  the  first  place  I  take  notice  of  the  points  which  are  made  by  Mr.  Drouyn 
de  Lhuys. 

He  declares  that  the  French  expedition  into  Mexico  had  in  it  nothing  hostile 
to  the  institutions  of  the  New  World,  and  still  less  of  anything  hostile  to  the 
United  States.  As  proofs  of  this  friendly  statement,  he  refers  to  the  aid  in 
blood  and  treasure  which  France  contributecl  in  our  revolutionary  war  to  the 
cause  of  our  national  independence ;  to  the  preliminary  proposition  that  France 
made  to  us  that  we  should  join  her  in  her  expedition  to  Mexico  ;  and,  finally,  to 
the  neutrality  which  France  has  practiced  in  the  painful  civil  war  through 
which  we  have  just  successfully  passed.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  acknowl- 
edge that  the  assurances  thus  given  on  the  present  occasion  that  the  French 
expedition,  in  its  original  design,  had  no  political  objects  or  motives,  harmonize 
entirely  with  expressions  which  abound  in  the  earlier  correspondence  of  the 
minister  of  foreign  affairs,  which  arose  out  of  the  war  between  France  and 
Mexico. 

We  accept  with  especial  pleasure  the  reminiscences  of  our  traditional  friendship. 
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Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  next  assures  us  that  the  French  government  is  dis- 
posed to  hasten,  as  much  as  possible,  the  recall  of  its  troops  from  Mexico.  We 
hail  the  announcement  as  being  a  virtual  promise  of  relief  to  this  government 
from  the  apprehensions  and  anxieties  which  were  the  burden  of  that  communi- 
cation of  mine,  which  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  has  had  under  consideration. 
■^  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  proceeds  to  declare  that  the  only  aim  of  France,  in 
pursuing  her  enterprise  in  Mexico,  has  been  to  follow  up  the  satisfaction  to 
which  she  had  a  rignt  after  having  resorted  to  coercive  measures,  when  measures 
of  every  other  form  had  been  exhausted.  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  says  that  it 
is  known  how  many  and  legitimate  were  the  claims  of  French  subjects  which 
caused  the  resort  to  arms.  He  then  reminds  us  how,  on  a  former  occasion,  the 
United  States  had  waged  war  on  Mexico.  On  this  point  it  seems  equally 
necessary  and  )3roper  to  say,  that  the  war  thus  referred  to  was  not  made  nor 
sought  by  the  United  States,  but  was  accepted  by  them  under  provocations  of 
a  very  grave  character.  The  transaction  is  past,  and  the  necessity  and  justice 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  United  States  are  questions  which  now  rest  only 
within  the  province  of  history.  France,  I  think,  will  acknowledge,  that  neither 
in  the  beginning  of  our  Mexican  war  nor  in  its  prosecution,  nor  in  the  terms  on 
which  we  retired  from  that  successful  contest,  did  the  United  States  assume  any 
position  inconsistent  with  the  principles  which  are  now  maintained  by  us  in 
regard  to  the  French  expedition  in  Mexico. 

We  are,  as  we  have  been,  in  relations  of  amity  and  friendship  equally  with 
France  and  with  Mexico,  and  therefore  we  cannot,  consistently  with  those 
relatione,  constitute  ourselves  a  judge  of  the  original  merits  of  the  war  which  is 
waged  between  them.  We  can  speak  concerning  that  war  only  so  f«r  'as  we  are 
affected  by  its  bearing  upon  ourselves  a^d  upon  republican  and  American  insti- 
tutions on  this  continent. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  declares  that  the  French  army,  in  entering  Mexico,  did 
not  carry  monarchical  traditions  in  the  folds  of  its  flag.  In  this  connexion  he 
refers  to  the  fact  that  there  were  at  the  time  of  the  expedition  a  number  of  influ- 
ential men  in  Mexico  who  despaired  of  obtaining  order  out  of  the  conditions  of 
the  republican  rule  then  existing  there,  and  who,  therefore,  cherished  the  idea 
of  falling  back  upon  monarchy.  In  this  connexion,  we  are  further  reminded 
that  one  of  the  later  presidents  of  Mexico  offered  to  use  his  power  for  the 
re-establishment  of  royalty.  We  are  further  informed  that  at  the  time  of  the 
French  invasion  the  persons  before  referred  to  deemed  the  moment  to  have 
arrived  for  making  an  appeal  to  the  people  of  Mexico  in  favor  of  monarchy. 
Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  remarks  that  the  French  government  did  not  deem  it  a 
duty  to  discourage  that  supreme  effort  of  a  powerful  party,  which  had  its  origin 
long  anterior  to  the  French  expedition. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  observes  that  the  Emperor,  faithful  to  maxims  of 
public  right,  which  he  holds  in  common  with  the  United  States,  declared  on 
that  occasion  that  the  question  of  change  of  institutions  rested  solely  on  the 
suffrages  of  the  Mexican  people.  In  support  of  this  statement,  Mr.  Drouyn  de 
Lhuys  gives  us  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  the  Emperor  addressed  to  the  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  French  expedition,  on  the  capture  of  Puebla,  which  letter 
contained  the  following  words :  **  Our  object,  you  know,  is  not  to  impose  on  the 
Mexicans  a  government  against  their  will,  nor  to  make  our  success  aid  the 
triumph  of  any  party  whatsoever.  I  desire  that  Mexico  may  rise  to  a  new  life, 
and  that  soon,  regenerated  by  a  government  founded  on  the  national  will,  on 
principles  of  order  and  of  progress,  and  of  respect  for  the  law  of  nations,  she 
may  acknowledge  by  her  friendly  relations  that  she  owes  to  France  her  repose 
aad  her  prosperity." 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  pursues  his  argument  by  saying  that  the  Mexican 
people  have  spoken ;  that  the  Emperor  Maximilian  has  been  called  by  the  voice 
of  the  country ;  that  his  government  has  appeared  to  the  Emperor  of  the  French

to  be  of  a  natnre  adequate  to  restore  peace  to  the  nation,  and,  on  its  part,  peacft^ 
to  international  relations,  and  that  he  has  therefore  given  it  his  supporty^Ir. 
Drouyn  de  Lhuys  -thereupon  presents  the  following  as  a  true  statement'of  the 
present  case :  France  went  to  Mexico  to  exercise  the  right  of  war,  which  is 
exercised  by  the  United  States,  and  not  in  virtue  of  any  purpose  of  intervention, 
concerning  which  she  recognizes  the  same  doctrine  with  the  United  States. 
France  went  there  not  to  bring  about  a  monarchical  proselytism,  but  to  obtain 
reparations  and  guarantees  which  she  ought  to  claim;  and, being  there, she  now 
sustains  the  goverament  which  is  founded  on  the  consent  of  the  people,  because 
she  expects  from  that  government  the  just  satisfaction  of  her  wrongs,  as  well  as 
the  securities  indispensable  to  the  future.  As  she  does  not  seek  the  satisfaction 
of  an  exclusive  interest,  nor  the  realization  of  any  ambitious  schemes,  so  she 
now  wishes  to  recall  what  remains  in  Mexico  of  the, army  corps  which  France 
has  sent  there  at  the  moment  when  she  will  be  able  to  do  so  with  safety  to 
French  citizens  and  with  due  respect  for  herself. 

I  am  aware  howdelicate  the  discussion  is  to  which  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys 
thus  invites  me./Trance  is  entitled,  by  every  consideration  of  respect  anoN. 
friendship,  to  interpret  for  herself  the  objects  of  the  expedition,  and  of  the 
whole  of  her  proceedings  in  Mexico.     Her  explanation  of  those  motives  and 
objects  is,  therefore,  accepted  on  our  part  with  the  consideration  and  confidence 
which  we  expect  for  explanations  of  our  own  when  assigned  to  France  or  any 
other  friendly  power.     Nevertheless,  it  is  my  duty  to  insist  that,  whatever  were 
the  intentions,  purposes,  and  objects  of  France,  the  proceedings  which  were 
adopted  by  a  class  of  Mexicans  for  subverting  the  republican  government  there, 
and  for  availing  themselves  of  French  intervention  to  establish  on  its  ruins  an 
imperial  monarchy,  are  regarded  by  the  United  States  as  having  been  taken 
without  the  authority,  and  prosecuted  against  the  will  and  opinions,  of  the 
Mexican  people.     For  these  reasons  it  seems  to  this  government  that,  in  sup- 
porting institutions  thus  established  in  derogation  of  the  inalienable  rights  of 
the  people  of  Mexico,  the  original  purposes  and  objects  of  the  French  expedi-      ^ 
tion,  though  they  have  not  been,  as  a  military  demand  of  satisfaction,  aban- 
doned, nor  lost  out  of  view  by  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  were,  nevertheless, 
left  to  fall  into  a  condition  in  which  they  seem  to  have  become  subordinate  to  a 
political  revolution,  which  certainly  would  not  have  occurred  if  France  had  not 
forcibly  intervened,  and  which,  judging  from  the  genius  and  character  of  the 
Mexican  people,  would  not  now  be  maintained  by  them  if  that  armed  interven- 
tion should  cease.     The  United  States  have  not  seen  any  satisfactory  evidence 
that  the  people  of  Mexico  have  spoken,  and  have  called  into  being  or  accepted 
the  so-called  empire  which  it  is  insisted  has  been  set  up  in  their  capital.     The 
United  States,  as  I  have  remarked  on  other  occasions,  are  of  opinion  that  such 
an  acceptance  could  not  have  been  freely  procured  or  lawfully  taken  at  any 
time  in  the  presence  of  the  French  army  of  invasion.    The  withdrawal  of  the 
French  forces  is  deemed  necessary  to  allow  such  a  proceeding  to  be  taken  by 
Mexico.     Of  course  the  Emperor  of  France  is  entitled  to  determine  the  aspect 
in  which  the  Mexican  situation  ought  to  be  regarded  by  him.     Nevertheless, 
the  view  which  I  have  thus  presented  is  the  one  which  this  nation  has  accepted. 
It  therefore  recognizes,  and  must  continue  to  recognize,  in  Mexico  only  the 
ancient  republic,  and  it  can  in  no  case  consent  to  involve  itself,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  relation  with  or  recognition  of  the  institution  of  the  Prince  , 
Maxin^ilian  in  Mexico.  ^ 

This  position  is  held,  I  believe,  without  one  dissenting  voice  by  our  country- 
men. 1  do  not  presume  to  say  that  this  opinion  of  the  American  people  is 
accepted  or  will  be  adopted  generally  by  other  foreign  powers,  or  by  the  public 
opinion  of  mankind.  The  Emperor  is  quite  competent  to  form  a  judgment 
upon  this  important  point  for  himself.  I  cannot,  however,  properly  exclude  the 
observation  that,  while  this  question  affects  by  its  bearings,  incidentally,  every 
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republican  state  in  the  American  hemisphere,  everj  one  of  those  states  te 
adopted  the  judgment  which,  on  the  behalf  of  the  United  States,  ia  h&^ 
expressed.  Under  these  circumstances  It  has  happened,  either  rightfally  « 
wrongfully,  that  the  presence  of  European  armies  in  Mexico,  maiDtainii^  a 
European  prince  with  imperial  attributes,  without  her  consent  and  against  ha 
will,  is  deemed  a  source  of  apprehension  and  danger,  not  alone  to  the  United 
States,  but  also  to  all  the  independent  and  sovereign  republican  States  fonnd^^ 
on  the  American  continent  and  its  adjacent  islands.     France  is  aeqaainted  with 

<the  relations  of  the  United  States  towards  the  other  American  States  to  whieb  1 
have  referred,  and  is  aware  of  the  sense  that  the  American  people  ent^tain  ia 
regard  to  the  obligations  and  duties  due  from  them  to  those  other  States.  W? 
are  thus  brought  back  to  the  single  question  which  formed  the  subject  of  mj 
communication  of  the  6th  of  December  last,  namely,  the  desirableness  of  ab 
adjustment  of  a  question  the  continuance  of  which  must  be  necessarily  preji^ 
cial  to  the  harmony  and  friendship  which  have  hitherto  always  existed  betw^ecn 
the  United  States  and  France. 

This  government  does  not  undertake  to  say  how  the  claims  of  indemnity  and 
satisfaction,  for  which  the  war  which  France  is  waging  in  Mexico  was  originallT 
instituted,  shall  now  be  adjusted,  in  discontinuing  what,  in  its  progress,  has 
become  a  war  of  political  intervention  dangerous  to  the  United  States  and  to 
republican  institutions  in  the  American  hemisphere.  Kecognizing  France  and 
the  republic  of  Mexico  as  belligerents  engaged  in  war,  we  leave  all  qneations 
concerning  those  claims  and  indemnities  to  them.  The  United  States  rest  con- 
tent with  submitting  to  France  the  exigencies  of  an  embarrassing  situation  k 
Mexico,  and  expressing  the  hope  that  France  may  find  some  manner  which  shall 
at  once  be  consistent  with  her  interest  and  honor,  and  with  the  principles  and 
interest  of  the  United  States,  to  relieve  that  situation  without  injurious  delay. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  repeats  on  this  occasion  what  he  has  heretofore  writ- 
ten, namely,  that  it  depends  much  upon  the  federal  government  to  facilitate  their 
desire  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  French  forces  from  Mexico.  He  argues  that 
the  position  which  the  United  States  have  assumed  has  nothing  incompatible 
with  the  exiirtence  of  monarchical  institutions  in  Mexico.  He  draws  to  his  sup- 
port on  this  point  the  fact  that  the  President  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
the  Secretary  of  State,  in  official  papers,  disclaim  all  thought  of  propagandism 
on  the  American  continent  in  favor  of  republican  institutions.  Mr.  Drouyn  de 
Lhuys  draws  in,  also,  the  fact  that  the  United  States  hold  friendly  relations 
with  the  Emperor  of  Brazil,  as  they  held  similar  relations  with  Iturbide,  the 
Mexican  Emperor,  in  1822.  From  these  positions  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  makes 
the  deduction  that  neither  any  fundamental  maxim,  nor  any  precedent  in  the 
diplomatic  history  of  this  country,  creates  any  necessary  antagonism  between 
the  United  States  and  the  form  uf  government  over  which  the  Prince  Maxi- 
milian presides  in  the  ancient  capital  of  Mexico. 

I  do  not  think  it  would  be  profitable,  and  therefore  I  am  not  desirous  to 
engage  in  the  discussions  which  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  has  thus  raised.  It 
will  be  sufficient  for  my  purpose,  on  the  present  occasion,  to  assert  and  to  give 
reassurance  of  our  desire  to  facilitate  the  withdrawal  of  the  French  troops  from 
Mexico,  and,  for  that  purpose,  to  do  whatsoever  shall  be  compatible  with  the 
positions  we  have  heretofore  taken  upon  that  subject,  and  with  our  just  regard 
to  the  sovereign  rights  of  the  republic  of  Mexico.  Further  or  otherwise  tban 
this  France  could  not  expect  us  to  go.  Having  thus  reassured  France,  it  seems 
necessary  to  state  anew  the  position  of  this  government,  as  it  was  set  forth  ia 
my  letter  of  the  6th  of  December,  as  follows :  Republican  and  domestic  institu- 
tions on  this  continent  are  deemed  most  congenial  with  and  most  beneficial  to 
the  United  States.  Where  the  people  of  any  country,  like  Brazil  now,  or  Mex- 
ico in  1822,  have  voluntarily  established  and  acquiesced  in  monarchical  institu- 
tions  of  their  own  choice,  free  from  all  foreign  control  or  intervention,  the  United 
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States  do  not  refaee  to  maintain  i-elations  with  such  governments,  or  seek 
through  propagandism,  by  force  or  intrigue,  to  overthrow  those  institutions. 
On  the  contrary,  where  a  nation  has  established  institutions  republican  and 
domestic,  similar  to  our  own,  the  United  States  assert  in  their  behalf  that  no 
foreign  nation  can  rightfully  intervene  by  force  to  subvert  republican  institu- 
tions and  establish  those  of  an  antagonistical  character. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  seems  to  think  that  I  have  made  a  double  reproach 
against  the  Prince  Maximilian's  alleged  government,  of  the  diflBiculty  it  en- 
counters and  of  the  assistance  it  borrows  from  foreign  powers.  In  that  respect 
Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  contends  that  the  obstacles  and  the  resistance  which 
Maximilian  has  been  obliged  to  wrestle  with  have  in  themselves  nothing  es- 
pecial against  the  form  of  the  institutions  which  he  is  supposed  by  Mr.  Drouyn 
de  Lhuys  to  have  established.  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  maintains  that  Maxi- 
milian's government  is  undergoing  the  lot  quite  common  to  new  powers,  while, 
above  all,  it  has  the  misfortune  to  have  to  bear  the  consequences  of  discords 
which  have  b6en  produced  under  a  previous  government,  Mr.  Drouyn  de 
Lhuys  represents  this  misfortune  and  this  lot  to  be  in  effect  the  misfortune  and 
lot  of  governments  which  have  not  found  armed  competitors,  and  which  have 
enjoyed  in  peace  an  uncontrolled  authority.  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  alleges 
that  revolts  and  intestine  wars  are  the  normal  condition  of  Mexico,  and  he  nir- 
iher  insists  that  the  opposition  made  by  some  military  chiefs  to  the  establish- 
ment of  an  empire  under  Maximilian  is  only  the  natural  sequence  of  the  same 
want  of  discipline,  and  the  same  prevalence  of  anarchy,  of  which  his  predec^ 
sors  in  power  in  Mexico  have  been  victims.  It  is  not  the  purpose,  nor  would  it  b^ 
consistent  with  the  character  of  the  United  States,  to  deny  that  Mexico  has 
been  for  a  long  time  the  theatre  of  faction  and  intestine  war.  The  United  i 
States  confess  this  fact  with  regret,  all  the  more  sincere,  because  the  experience 
of  Mexico  has  been  not  only  painful  for  her  own  people,  but  has  been  also  of  ^ 
unfortunate  evil  influence  on  other  nations. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  neither  a  right  of  the  United  States,  nor  consistent . 
with  their  friendly  disposition  towards  Mexico,  to  reproach  the  people  of  that 
country  with  her  past  calamities,  much  less  to  invoke  or  approve  of  the  inflic- 
tion of  punishment  upon  them  by  strangers  for  their  political  errors.  The  Mex- 
ican population  have,  and  their  situation  has,  some  peculiarities  which  are  doubt- 
less well  understood  by  France.  Early  in  the  present  century  they  were  forced^ 
by  convictions  which  mankind  cannot  but  respect,  to  cast  off  a  foreign  monarch- 
ical rule  which  they  deemed  incompatible  with  their  welfare  and  aggrandize- 
ment. They  were  forced,  at  the  same  time,  by  convictions  which  the  world 
must  respect,  to  attempt  the  establishment  of  republican  institutions,  without  the 
full  experience  and  practical  education  and  habits  which  would  render  those  in- 
stitutions all  at  once  firm  and  satisfactory.  Mexico  was  a  theatre  of  conflict 
between  European  commercial,  ecclesiastical,  and  political  institutions  and  dog- 
mas, and  novel  American  institutions  and  ideas.  She  had  African  slavery, 
colonial  restrictions,  and  ecclesiastical  monopolies.  In  the  chief  one  of  these 
particulars  she  had  a  misfortune  which  was  shared  by  the  United  States,  while 
the  latter  were  happily  exempted  from  the  other  misfortunes.  We  cannot  forget 
that  Mexico,  sooner  and  more  readily  than  the  United  States,  abolished  slavery* 
We  cannot  deny  that  all  the  anarchy  in  Mexico,  of  which  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys 
complains,  was  necessarily,  and  even  wisely,  endured  in  the  attempts  to  lay  sure 
foundations  of  broad  republican  liberty. 

I  do  not  know  whether  France  can  rightfully  be  expected  to  conciur  in  this 
view,  which  alleviates,  in  our  mind,  the  errors,  misfortunes,  and  calamities  of    a 
Mexico.    However  this  may  be,  we  fall  back  upon  the  principiAhat  no  foreign   jQ, 
state  can  rightly  intervene  in  such  trials  as  those  of  Mexico,  ana  on  the  ground   ^^ 
of  a  desire  to  correct  those  errors,  deprive  the  people  there  of  their  natur^  right 
of  domestic  and  republican  freedom.    All  the  injuries  and  wrongs  which  Mexk^ 
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can  have  committed  against  any  other  state  have  fotrnd  a  serere  punishment  in 
consequeifces  which  legitimately  followed  their  commission.  Nations  are  not 
authorized  to  correct  each  other's  errors  except  so  far  as  is  necessary  to  prevent 
or  redress  injuries  affecting  themselves.  If  one  state  has  a  right  to  intervene  in 
any  other  state,  to  establish  discipline,  constituting  itself  a  judge  of  the  occasion, 
then  every  state  has  the  same  right  to  intervene  in  the  affairs  of  every  other  na- 
r^^oUf  being  itself  alone  the  arbiter,  both  in  regard  to  the  time  and  the  occasion. 

y     The  principle  of  intervention,  thus  practically  carried  out,  would  seem  to  render 
N.  all  sovereignty  and  independence,  and  even  all  international  peace  and  amity, 
\  uncertain  and  fallacious. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhnys  proceeds  to  remark,  that  as  for  the  support  which  Max- 
imilian receives  from  the  French  army,  as  well  also  as  for  the  support  which 
has  been  lent  to  him  by  Belgian  and  Austrian  volunteers,  those  supports  cause 
no  hindrance  to  the  freedom  of  his  resolutions  in  the  affairs  of  his  government 
Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  asks  what  state  is  there  that  does  not  need  allies,  either 
to  form  or  to  defend.  .  As  to  the  great  powers,  such  as  France  and  England,  do 
they  not  constantly  maintain  foreign  troops  in  their  armies  ?  When  the  United 
States  fought  for  their  independence,  did  the  aid  given  by  France  cause  that 
movement  to  cease  to  be  truly  national  ?  Shall  it  be  said  that  the  contest  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  the  recent  insurgents  was  not  in  a  like  manner  a 
national  war,  because  thousands  of  Irishmen  and  Germans  were  found  fighting 
under  the  flag  of  the  Union  ?  Arguing  from  anticipated  answers  to  these  qut'S- 
tions,  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  reaches  a  conclusion  that  the  character  of  Maxi- 
milian's government  cannot  be  contested,  nor  can  its  efforts  to  consolidate  itself 
becontested,  on  the  ground  of  the  employment  of  foreign  troops. 
—  jir.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  in  this  argument,  seems  to  us  to  have  overlooked  two 
important  facts,  namely :  first,  that  the  United  States,  in  this  correspondence, 
have  assigned  definite  limits  to  the  right  of  alliance  incompatible  with  our  assent 

l/  to  hift  argument;  and  secondly,  the  fact  that  the  United  States  have  not  at  any 
time  accepted  the  supposed  government  of  the  Prince  Maximilian  as  a  constitu- 
tional or  legitimate  form  of  government  in  Mexico,  capable  or  entitled  to  form 
alliances. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhnys  then  arranges,  in  a  graphic  manner,  the  advantages 
that  have  arisen,  or  are  to  arise,  to  the  United  States,  firom  the  successfol  estab- 
lishment of  the  supposed  empire  in  Mexico.  Instead  of  a  country  unceasingly 
in  trouble,  and  which  has  given  us  so  many  subjects  of  complaint,  and  against 
which  we  ourselves  have  been  obliged  to  make  war,  he  shows  us  in  Mexico  a 
pacific  country,  under  a  beneficent  imperial  sway,  offering  henceforth  measures 
of  security  and  vast  openings  to  our  commerce,  a  country  far  from  injuring  our 
rights  and  hurting  our  influences.  And  he  assures  us  that,  above  all  other  na- 
tions, the  United  States  are  most  likely  to  profit  by  the  work  which  is  being 
accomplished  by  Prince  Maximilian  in  Mexico.  These  suggestions  are  as  nat- 
ural on  the  part  of  France  as  they  are  friendly  to  the  United  Sutes.  The 
United  States  are  not  insensible  to  the  desirableness  of  political  and  commercial 
reform  in  the  adjoining  country ;  but  their  settled  principles,  habits,  and  con- 
victions forbid  them  to  look  for  such  changes  in  this  hemisphere  to  foreign, 
royal,  or  imperial  institutions,  founded  upon  a  forcible  subversion  of  republican 
institutions.  The  United  States,  in  their  customary  sobriety,  regard  no  bene- 
ficial results  which  could  come  from  such  a  change  in  Mexico  as  sufficient  to 
overbalance  the  injury  which  they  must  directly  suffer  by  the  overthrow  of  the 
Tepublican  government  in  Mexico. 

Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  at  the  end  of  his  vrry  elaborate  and  able  review,  re- 
capitulates his  exposition  in  the  following  words:  "The  United  State©  acknowl- 
edge the  right  we  had  to  make  war  in  Mexico.  On  the  other  part,  we  admit,  u 
they  do,  the  principle  of  non-intervention.  This  double  postulate  includee,  as 
it  seems  to  me,  the  elements  of  an  agreement.     The  right  to  make 'war,  which 
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belongs,  as  Mr.  Seward  declares,  to  every  sovereign  nation,  implies  the  right  to 
secure  the  results  of  war.  We  have  not  gone  across  the  ocean  merely  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  our  power,  and  of  inflicting  chastisement  on  the  Mexican 
government.  After  a  train  of  fruitless  remonstrances,  it  was  our  duty  to  demand 
guarantees  against  the  recurrence  of  violence  from  which  our  country  had  suf- 
fered so  cruelly,  and  those  guarantees  we  could  not  look  for  from  a  government 
whose  bad  faith  we  had  proved  on  so  many  occasions.  We  find  them  now  en- 
gaged in  the  establishment  of  a  regular  government,  which  shows  itself  disposed 
to  honestly  keep  its  engagements.  In  this  relation  we  hope  that  the  legitimate 
object  of  our  expedition  will  soon  be  reached,  atid  we  are  striving  to  make  with 
the  emperor  Maximilian,  arrangements  which,  by  satisfying  our  interests  and 
our  honor,  will  permit  us  to  consider  at  an  end  the  service  of  the  army  upon 
Mexican  soil.  The  Emperor  has  given  an  order  to  write  in  this  same  sense  to 
our  minister  at  Mexico.  We  fall  back  at  that  moment  on  the  principle  of  non- 
intervention, and  from  that  moment  accept  it  as  the  rule  of  our  conduct.  Our 
interest,  no  less  than  our  honor,  commands  us  to  claim  from  all  the  uniform  ap- 
plication of  it  Trusting  the  spirit  of  equity  which  animates  the  cabinet  of 
Washington,  we  expect  from  it  the  assurance  that  the  American  people  will 
themselves  conform  to  the  law  which  they  invoke,  by  observing,  in  regard  to 
Mexico,  a  strict  neutrality.  When  you  [meaning  the  Marquis  de  Montholon] 
shall  have  informed  me  of  the  resolution  of  the  federal  government,  I  shall  be 
able  to  indicate  to  you  the  nature  of  the  results  of  our  negotiation  with  the  em- 
peror Maximilian  for  the  return  of  our  troops." 

I  ha^ve  already,  and  not  without  much  reluctance,  made  the  comments  upon 
the  arguments  of  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  which  seem  to  be  necessary  to  guard 
against  the  inference  of  concurrence  in  questionable  positions  which  might  be 
drawn  from  our  entire  silence.  1 4hink  that  I  can,  therefore,  afford  to  leave  his 
recapitulation  of  those  arguments  without  such  an  especial  review  as  would 
necessarily  be  prolix,  and  perhaps  hypercritical.  The  United  States  have  not 
claimed,  and  they  do  not  claim,  to  know  what  arrangements  the  Emperor  may 
make  for  the  adjustment  of  claims  for  indemnity  and  redress  in  Mexico.  It 
would  be,  on  our  part,  an  act  of  intervention  to  take  cognizance  of  them.  We 
adhere  to  our  position  that  the  war  in  question  has  become  a  political  war  be- 
tween France  and  the  republic  of  Mexico,  injurious  and  dangerous  to  the  United 
States  and  to  the  republican  cause,  and  we  ask  only  that  in  that  aspect  and 
character  it  may  be  brought  to  an  end.  It  would  be  illiberal  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  to  suppose  that,  in  desiring  or  pursuing  preliminary  arrangements, 
the  Emperor  contemplates  the  establishment  in  Mexico,  before  withdrawing  his 
forces,  of  the  very  institutions  which  constitute  the  material  ground  of  the  ex- 
ceptions taken  against  his  intervention  by  the  United  States.  It  would  be  still 
more  illiberal  to  suppose  for  a  moment  that  he  expects  the  United  States  to 
bind  themselves  indirectly  to  acquiesce  in  or  support  the  obnoxious  institutions. 

On  the  contrary,  we  understand  him  as  announcing  to  us  his  immediate  pur- 
pose to  bring  to  an  end  the  service  of  his  armies  in  Mexico,  to  withdraw  them, 
and  in  good  faith  to  fall  back,  without  stipulation  or  condition  on  our  part,  upon 
the  principle  of  non-intervention  upon  which  he  is  henceforth  agreed  with  the 
U  nited  States.  We  cannot  understand  his  appeal  to  us  for  an  assurance  that  we 
ourselves  will  abide  by  our  own  principles  of  non-intervention  in  any  other  sense 
than  as  the  expression,  in  a  friendly  way,  of  his  expectation  that  when  the  people 
of  Mexico  shall  have  been  left  absolutely  free  from  the  operation,  effects,  and  con- 
sequences of  his  own  political  and  military  intervention,  we  will  ourselves  respect 
their  self-established  sovereignty  and  independence.  In  this  view  of  the  subject 
only  can  we  consider  his  appeal  pertinent  to  the  case.  Regarding  it  in  only 
this  aspect,  we  must  meet  the  Emperor  frankly.  He  knows  the  form  and  char- 
acter of  this  government.  The  nation  can  be  bound  only  by  treaties  which 
have  the  concurrence  of  the  President  and  two-thirds  of  the  3^£^t^*  i^^^i&^ 
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treaty  would  be  objectionable  ae  annecessarj,  except  as  a  disavowal  of  bad  faitlr 
on  our  part,  to  disarm  suspicion  in  regard  to  a  matter  concerning  which  we  have 
given  no  cause  for  questioning  our  loyalty,  or  else  such  a  treaty  would  be  refused 
upon  ihe  ground  that  the  application  for  it  by  the  Emperor  of  France  was  un- 
happily a  suggestion  of  some  sinister  or  unfriendly  reservation  or  purpose  on  his 
part  in  withdrawing  from  Mexico.  Diplomatic  assurances  given  by  the  President 
in  behalf  of  the  nation  can  at  best  be  but  the  expressions  of  confident  expecta- 
tion on  his  part  that  the  personal  administration,  ever  changing  in  conformity 
and  adaptation  to  the  national  will,  does  not  misunderstand  the  settled  principles 
and  policy  of  the  American  people.  Explanations  cannot  properly  be  made  by 
the  President  in  any  case  wnerein  it  would  be  deemed,  for  any  reason,  objeC' 
tionable  on  grounds  of  public  policy  by  the  treaty-making  power  of  the  govern- 
ment to  introduce  or  entertain  negotiations. 

y  With  these  explanations  I  proceed  to  say  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President, 
.  France  need  not  for  a  moment  delay  her  promised  withdrawal  of  military  forces 
from  Mexico,  and  her  putting  the  principle  of  non-intervention  into  full  and 
complete  practice  in  regard  to  Mexico,  through  anv  apprehension  that  the' United 
States  will  prove  unfaithful  to  the  principles  and  policy  in  that  respect  which, 
on  their  behalf,  it  has  been  my  duty  to  maintain  in  this  now  very  lengthened 
correspondence.  The  practice  of  this  government,  from  its  beginning,  is  a 
guarantee  to  all  nations  of  the  respect  of  the  American  people  for  the  free  sover- 
eignty of  the  people  in  every  other  state^^xWe  received  the  instruction  from 
vTashington.  We  applied  it  sternly  in  o^  early  intercourse  even  with  France. 
The  same  principle  and  practice  have  been  uniformly  inculcated  by  all  oar 
statesmen,  interpreted  by  all  our  jurists,  maintained  by  all  our  Congresses,  and 
acquiesced  in  without  practical  dissent  on  all  occasions  by  the  American  people. 
It  is  in  reality  the  chief  element  of  foreign  intercourse  in  our  history.  Looking 
simply  toward  the  point  to  which  our  attention  has  been  steadily  confined,  the  re- 
lief of  the  Mexican  embarrassments  without  disturbing  our  relations  with  France, 
we  shall  be  gratified  when  the  Emperor  shall  give  to  us,  either  through  the 
channel  of  your  esteemed  correspondence  or  otherwise,  definitive  information  of 
the  time  when  French  military  operations  may  be  expected  to  cease  in  Mexico. 
Here  I  might  perhaps  properly  conclude  this  note.  Some  obscurity,  however, 
might  be  supposed  to  rest  upon  the  character  of  the  principle  of  non-intervention, 
which  we  are  authorized  to  suppose  is  now  agreed  upon  between  the  United 
States  and  France  as  a  rule  for  their  future  government  in  regard  to  Mexico. 
I  shall,  therefore,  reproduce  on  this  occasion,  by  way  of  illustration,  some  of  the 
forms  ill  which  that  principle  has  been  maintained  by  us  in  our  previous  inter- 
course with  France.  In  1861,  when  alluding  to  the  possibility  that  the  Em- 
peror might  be  invoked  by  rebel  emissaries  from  the  United  States  to  intervene 
in  our  civil  war,  I  observed :  "  The  Emperor  of  France  has  given  abundant  proofs 
that  he  considers  the  people  in  every  country  the  rightfid  source  of  aathonty» 
and  that  its  only  legitimate  objects  are  their  safety,  freedom,  and  welfare." 

I  wrote,  also,  on  the  same  occasion,  these  words  to  Mr.  Dayton :  *•  I  have 
thus,  under  the  President's  direction,  placed  before  you  a  simple,  unexagg  erated, 
and  dispassionate  statement  of  the  origin,  nature,  and  purposes  of  the  contest  in 
which  the  United  States  are  now  involved.  I  have  done  so  only  for  the  pur- 
pose of  deducing  from  it  the  arguments  you  will  find  it  necessary  to  employ  in 
opposing  the  application  of  the  so-called  Confederate  States  to  the  government 
of  his  Majesty  the  Emperor  for  a  recognition  of  their  independence  and  sover- 
eignty. The  President  neither  expects  nor  desires  any  intervention,  or  even 
any  favor,  from  the  government  of  France,  or  any  other,  in  this  emergency- 
Whatever  else  he  may  consent  to  do,  he  will  never  invoke  nor  even  admit  foreign 
^  interference  or  influence  in  this  or  any  other  controversy  in  which  the  government 
\  of  the  United  States  may  be  engaged  with  any  portion  of  the  American  people. 
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"  Foreign  intervention  wonld  oblige  us  to  treat  those  ^ho  should  yield  it  as 
allies  of  the  insurrectionary  party,  and  to  carry  on  the  war  against  them  as 
enemies. 

"However  other  European  powers  may  mistake,  his  Majesty  is  the  last  one 
of  those  sovereigns  to  misapprehend  the  nature  of  this  controversy.  He  knows 
that  the  revolution  of  1776,  in  this  country,  was  a  successful  contest  of  the  great 
American  idea  of  free,  popular  government  against  resisting  prejudices  and  errors. 
He  knows  that  the  conflict  awakened  the  sympathies  of  mankind,  and  that  ulti- 
mately the  triumph  of  that  idea  has  been  bailed  by  all  European  nations.  He 
knows  at  what  cost  European  nations  for  a  time  resisted  the  progress  of  that 
idea,  and,  perhaps,  is  not  unwilling  to  confess  how  much  France,  especially,  has 
profited  by  it.  He  will  not  fail  to  recognize  the  presence  of  that  one  great  idea 
in  the  present  conflict,  nor  will  he  mistake  the  side  on  which  it  will  be  found. 
It  is,  in  short,  the  very  principle  of  universal  suffrage,  with  its  claim  of  obedience 
to  its  decrees,  on  which  the  government  of  France  is  built,  that  is  put  in  issue 
by  the  insurrection  here,  and  is  in  this  emergency  to  be  vindicated  and  more 
effectually  than  ever  established  by  the  government  of  the  United  States." 

In  writing  upon  the  same  subject  to  Mr.  Dayton,  on  the  30th  of  May,  1861,  I 
said  :  **  Nothing  is  wanting  to  that  success  except  that  foreign  nations  shall  leave 
us,  as  is  our  right,  to  manage  our  own  affairs  in  our  own  way.  They,  as  well 
as  we,  can  only  suffer  by  their  intervention.  No  one,  we  are  sure,  can  judge 
better  than  the  Emperor  of  France  how  dangerous  and  deplorable  would  be  the 
emergency  that  should  intrude  Europeans  into  the  political  contests  of  the  Ameri- 
can people.*' 

In  declining  the  offer  of  French  mediation,  on  the  8th  of  June,  1861,  I  wrote 
to  Mr.  Dayton :  "  The  present  paramount  duty  of  the  government  is  to  save  the 
integrity-  of  the  American  Union,  Absolute,  self-sustaining  independence  is  the 
first  and  most  indispensable  element  of  national  existence.  This  is  a  republican 
nation ;  all  its  domestic  affairs  must  be  conducted  and  even  adjusted  in  consti- 
tutional forms,  and  upon  constitutional,  republican  principles.  This  is  an  Ameri- 
can nation,  and  its  internal  affairs  must  not  only  be  conducted  with  reference  to 
its  peculiar  continental  position,  but  by  and  through  American  agencies  alone." 

On  the  first  of  August,  1862,  Mr.  Adams  was  instructed  by  this  government 
in  the  following  words:  "Did  the  European  states  which  found  and  occupied 
this  continent  almost  without  effort  then  understand  its  real  destiny  and  pur- 
poses ]  Have  they  ever  yet  fully  understood  and  accepted  them  ?  Has  any- 
thing but  disappointment  upon  disappointment  and  disaster  upon  disaster  re- 
sulted from  their  misapprehensions  ?  After  near  four  hundred  years  of  such 
disappointmients  and  disasters,  is  the  way  of  Providence  in  regard  to  America 
still  BO  mysterious  that  it  cannot  be  understood  and  confessed  ?  Columbus,  it 
was  said,  had  given  a  new  world  to  the  kingdoms  of  Castile  and  Leon.  What 
has  become  of  the  sovereignty  of  Spain  in  America  1  Richelieu  occupied  and 
fortified  a  large  portion  of  the  continent,  extending  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to 
the  straits  of  Belle  Isle.  Does  France  yet  retain  that  important  appendage  to 
the  crown  of  her  sovereign  ?  Great  Britain  acquired  a  dominion  here  surpassing 
by  a  hundred-fold  in  length  and  breadth  the  native  realm.  Has  not  a  large 
portion  of  it  been  already  formally  resigned  ?  To  whom  have  those  vast  do- 
minions, with  those  founded  by  the  Portuguese,  the  Dutch,  and  the  Swedes, 
been  resigned  but  to  American  nations,  the  growth  of  European  colonists  and 
exiles,  who  have  come  hither,  bringing  with  them  the  arts,  the  civilization,  and 
the  virtues  of  Europe  ?  Has  not  the  change  been  beneficial  to  society  on  this 
continent  ?  Has  it  not  been  more  beneficial  even  to  Europe  itself  than  continued 
European  domination,  if  it  had  been  possible,  could  have  been  ?  The  American 
nations  which  have  grown  up  here  are  free  and  self-governing.  They  have 
made  themselves  so  from  inherent  vigor  and  in  obedience  to  absolute  necessity. 
Is  it  possible  for  European  states  to  plunge  them  again  into  a  colonial  state  and 
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hold  them  there  ?  Would  it  be  desirable  for  them  and  for  Europe,  if  it  were 
possible  ?  The  balance  of  power  among  the  nations  of  Europe  is  maintained 
not  without  numerous  strong  armies  and  frequent  conflicts,  while  the  sphere  of 
political  ambition  there  is  bounded  by  the  ocean  which  surrounds  that  continent. 
Would  it  be  possible  to  maintain  it. at  all,  if  this  vast  continent,  with  all  its 
populations,  their  resources,  and  their  forces,  should  once  again  be  brought 
within  that  sphere  ? 

"On  the  contrary  of  all  these  suppositions,  is  it  not  manifest  that  these 
American  nations  were  called  into  existence  to  be  the  home  of  freemen ;  that 
the  states  of  Europe  hare  been  intrusted  by  Providence  with  their  tutelage,  but 
that  tutelage  rfnd  all  its  responsibilities  and  powers  are  necessarily  withdrawn  to 
the  relief  and  benefit  of  the  parties  and  of  mankind,  when  these  parties  become 
able  to  choose  their  own  system  of  government,  and  to  make  and  administer 
their  own  laws  ?  If  they  err  in  this  choice,  or  in  the  conduct  of  their  afiairs,  it 
will  be  found  wise  to  leave  them,  like  all  other  states,  the  privilege  and  respon- 
sibility of  detecting  and  correcting  the  error,  by  which  they  are,  of  course,  the 
principal  sufferers." 

On  the  8th  of  May,  1862,  Mr.  Dayton  was  instructed  to  express  to  Mr. 
Thouvenel  "  the  desire  of  the  United  States  that  peaceful  relations  may  soon  be 
restored  between  France  and  Mexico  upon  a  basis  just  to  both  parties,  and  favor- 
able to  the  independence  and  sovereignty  of  the  people  of  Mexico,  which  is 
equally  the  interest  of  France  and  all  other  enjighteued  nations." 

On  the  Slst  of  June,  1862,  Mr.  Dayton  was  authorized  to  speak  on  behalf 
of  the  United  States  concerning  the  condition  of  Mexico  in  these  words  :  "  France 
has  a  right  to  make  war  against  Mexico,  and  to  determine  for  herself  the  cause. 
We  have  a  right  to  insist  that  France  shall  not  improve  the  war  she  n^akes  to 
raise  up  in  Mexico  an  an ti- republican  or  anti- American  government,  or  to  main- 
tain such  a  government  there."

Sir  :  Your  despatch  of  January  16,  No.  243,  has  been  received.    It  was 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  a  correspondence  which  took  place  between  yoa  and 
Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  on  the  subject  of  certain  decrees  which  have  been 
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made  by  the  authorities  now  existing  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  concerning  emi- 
gration and  colonization  in  that  country.  We  are  not  able  to  agree  with  the 
French  government  in  the  opinion  which  it  has  expressed,  that  the  subject  does 
not  fall  properly  within  the  province  of  the  Emperor  of  France.  The  Presi- 
dent hopes,  however,  that  the  anticipated  relief  of  the  embarrassing  situation 
in  Mexico,  which  is  the  subject  of  another  correspondence  between  the  two 
powers,  will  facilitate  a  solution  of  the  special  matter  which  has  arisen  out  of 
the  before-mentioned  decrees.  You  may  make  this  expectation  known  to  Mr. 
Drouyn  de  Lhuys.

Sir  :  On  the  2d  of  March,  in  the  corps  legislatif,  the  president,  Count  Wa- 
lewski,  after  reading  the  paragraph  of  the  address  to  the  throne  relative  to 
Mexico,  gave  the  floor  to  Mr.  Rouher,  minister  of  state,  who  asked  in  behalf  of 
the  government  that  the  paragraph  shonld  be  voted  without  discussion,  alleging 
that,  considering  the  present  state  of  diplomatic  negotiations  already  initiated 
with  the  emperor  Maximilian,  the  discussion  of  Mexican  questions  was  at  this 
time  inopportune.  This  proposition  was  adopted,  but  not  without  a  spirited 
debate,  in  the  course  of  which  Mr.  Rouher  repeated,  in  language  rather  more 
emphatic  than  the  government  has  formerly  used,  that  the  French  troops  were 
soon  to  be  withdrawn  from  Mexico  ;  and,  in  addition,  gave  positive  assurances 
that  a  future  opportunity  would  be  afforded  for  the  thorough  examination  of  the 
Mexican  question  in  all  its  aspects. 

The  paragraph  was  then  adopted,  and  the  amendment  of  the  minority  rejected, 
the  members  of  the  opposition  protesting  that  the  opinion  of  the  assembly  was 
not  to  be  prejudiced  by  this  merely  formal  vote. 

I  transmit  a  copy  of  the  paragraph  adopted,  the  amendment  of  the  opposition, 
and  an  extract  from  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Rouher.

The  country  has  received  this  assu- 
rance ^ith  satisfaction.  Led  to  Mexico  hy  the  imperious  duty  of  protecting  onr  country- 
men against  odious  acts  of  violence,  and  to  obtain  the  redress  of  legitimate  grievances,  onr 
soldiers  and  our  sailors  have  worthily  fulfilled  the  task  which  your  Majesty  has  confided  to 
their  devotion.  This  expedition  has  attested  once  more,  in  those  distant  lands,  the  disin- 
terestedness and  the  power  of  France.  The  people  of  the  United  States,  who  have  long 
known  the  loyalty  of  onr  policy  and  the  traditional  sympathies  by  which  it  is  Inspired,  have 
so  cause  to  take  umbrage  at  the  presence  of  our  troops  upon  Mexican  soil.  To  wish  to 
subordinate  their  recall  to  any  other  conveniences  than  onr  own,  would  be  to  attack  our 
rights  and  our  honor.  You  have  these  in  charge,  sire,  and  the  legislative  body  knows 
that  you  will  watch  over  them  with  a  solicitude  worthy  of  France  and  of  your  name." 
(Paragraph  of  the  address  to  the  throne,  adopted  2d  March,  1866.)

Dear  Sir:  The  Moniteur  of  the  21st  instant  announces  that  a  military  con- 
vention was  signed  at  Vienna  on  the  15th  between  the  Austrian  government  and 
the  representative  of  Maximilian — supplementary  to  a  convention  of  the  same 
nature  which  had  been  previously  concluded  between  the  same  parties.  The 
purpose  of  this  engagement,  says  the  Moniteur,  is  to  insure  the  enrolments 
necessary  to  keep  full  the  Austrian  corps  in  Mexico. 

In  another  journal,  which  I  re^et  that  at  this  moment  I  am  unable  to  lay  my 
hand  upon,  I  have  seen  it  stated  that  a  line  of  steamers  is  to  be  started  from 
Trieste  to  Vera  Cruz,  to  ply  regularly,  from  the  1st  of  April  next  The  Con- 
Btitutionnel  of  the  21st  contains  also  the  following  paragraph : 

"  We  learn  from  the  Freudenblatt,  of  Vienna,  that  the  enlistments  for  Mexico 
will  begin  immediately ;  that  the  funds  had  been  received  from  Paris  two  months 
since.  In  general,"  adds  the  Vienna  journal,  **  our  volunteers  in  Mexico  seem  to 
have  made  very  fair  savings,  as  Colonel  Leiser  has  himself  received  more  than 
300,000  francs,  to  be  sent  to  their  friends  in  Austria.    This  proves  that  their 
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enrages  are  paid  regularly,  and  that  prices  are  not  as  high  in  Mexico  as  has  been 
irepresented."

The  Paris  correspondent  of  the  London  Post  stated  a  few  days  since  that 
^Hidalgo,  who  is  expected  here  in  a  few  days,  would  bring  the  convention,  signed 
"by  Maximilian,  providing  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  J^Vench  troops  from  Mexico. 
The  paragraph  was  generally  copied,  but  finallv  received  a  qualified  contradic- 
tion in  two  or  three  of  the  officious  journals,  which  stated  tnat  what  Hidalgo 
-^vould  bring  could  not  be  known  till  he  came,  and  that  when  he  left,  Mr.  Salliard 
liad  not  had  time  to  communicate  with  Maximilian,  &c.

Sib  :  I  have  read,  'with  all  the  attention  which  it  deserves,  the  answer  of  the  Secretarj 
of  State  to  my  despatch  of  the  9th  of  January  last.  The  scrupulous  care  with  which  Mr. 
Seward  has  pleased  to  analyze  that  despatch,  and  the  extended  considerations  upon  which 
he  has  entered  to  define,  in  regard  to  the  ezpos^  which  I  have  made  of  the  conduct  of 
France  in  the  affairs  of  Mexico,  the  doctrines  which  are  the  basis  of  the  international  policy 
of  the  United  States,  bear  witness  in  our  eyes  of  the  interest  which  the  cabinet  of  Washing- 
ton attaches  to  putting  aside  all  misapprehension. 

We  find  therein  the  evidence  of  its  desire  to  cause  the  sentiments  of  amity  which  the  tra- 
ditions of  a  long  alliance  have  cemented  between  our  two  countries,  to  prevail  over  the 
accidental  divergencies,  often  inevitable,  in  the  movement  of  affairs  and  the  relations  of 
governments.  It  is  in  this  disposition  that  we  have  appreciated  the  communication  whldi 
the  Secretary  of  State  has  addressed  to  yon,  the  12th  of  February  last.  I  will  not  follow 
Mr.  Seward  in  the  developments  he  has  given  to  the  exposition  of  the  principles  which  di- 
rect the  policy  of  the  American  Union.  It  does  not  appear  to  me  opportune  or  profitable 
to  prolong,  on  points  of  doctrine  or  of  history,  a  discussion,  where  we  may  differ  in  opinion 
from  the  government  of  the  United  States,  without  danger  to  the  interests  of  the  two 
countries.  I  think  it  better  to  serve  those  interests  by  abstaining  from  discussing  asser- 
tions— in  my  opinion  very  contestable— in  order  to  take  action  on  assurances  which  may 
contribute  to  facilitate  our  understanding. 

We  never  hesitate  to  offer  to  our  friends  the  explanations  they  ask  from  us,  and  we  hasten 
to  give  to  the  cabinet  of  Washington  all  tho^  which  may  enli>(hten  it  on  the  purpose  we 
are  pursuing  in  Mexico,  and  on  the  loyalty  of  our  intentions.  We  have  said  to  it,  at  the 
same  time,  that  the  certainty  we  should  acquire  of  its  resolution  to  observe  in  regard  to 
that  country,  after  our  departure,  a  policy  of  non-intervention,  would  hasten  the  moment 
when  it  would  be  possible  for  us,  without  compromieing  the  interests  which  led  us  there, 
to  withdraw  our  troops,  and  put  an  end  to  an  occupation,  the  duration  of  which  we  are 
iiinoerely  desirous  to  abridge.  In  his  despatch  of  the  12th  February  last  Mr.  Seward  calls 
to  mind,  on  his  part,  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  has  conformed  daring  the 
whole  course  of  its  history  to  the  rule  of  conduct  which  it  received  from  Washington,  by 
practicing  invariably  the  principle  of  non-intervention,  and  adds  that  nothing  justifies  the 
apprehension  that  it  should  show  itself  unfaithful  in  what  may  concern  Mexico.  We  re- 
ceive this  assurance  with  entire  confidence,  and  we  find  therein  a  sufiicient  guarantee  not 
any  longer  to  delay  the  adoption  of  measures  intended  to  prepare  for  the  return  of  our  armv. 

The  Emperor  has  decided  that  the  French  troops  shall  evacuate  Mexico  in  three  detach- 
ments :  the  first  being  intended  to  depart  in  the  month  of  November,  18(6  ;  the  second  in 
March,  1867  ;  and  the  third  in  the  month  of  November  of  the  same  year. 

You  will  please  to  communicate  this  decision  oflScially  to  the  Secretary  of  State.

We  have  already  taken  occasion  long  ago  to  contradict  in  the  moBt  decisive  manner  the 
reports,  apparently  spread  with  denign,  in  regard  to  pretended  agreements  for  the  sending 
of  troops  to  Mexico  on  the  part  of  Austria  and  the  arrangements  thereto  appertaining. 

Similar  reports  are  once  more  willingly  spread,  and  may  have  originated  in  an  article  of 
the  Patrie,  which  paper  pretended  to  know  that  movements  of  imperial  royal  Austrian 
troops  and  subaltern  officers  to  Mexico  were  impending,  a  fact  which  undoubtedly  would 
have  the  character  of  a  sending  of  Austrian  auxiliary  troops. 

The  manner  in  which  this  news  has  lately,  and  particularly  by  the  Paris  correspondent 
of  the  Cologne  Gazette,  been  made  use  of  against  Austiia,  prompts  ns  once  more  to  refer 
to  this  affair,  and  to  affirm  in  the  most  positive  manner  that  these  reports  are  nothing  but 
inventions  made  for  a  purpose. 

The  truth  in  the  whole  question  is  limited  to  this,  that  it  is  proposed  to  permit  soch  per- 
sons as  have  already  fulfilled  their  military  duty  to  Austria,  but  only  such^to  enlist  in  the 
Mexican  service,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  conditions  as  was  the  case  when 
the  last  year's  first  enlistments  for  the  Austrian-Mexican  volunteer  corps  took  place.  The 
,©bject  of  these  newly  permitted  enlistments,  as  has  already  been  explicitly  stated,  would 
only  be  to  provide  substitutes  for  the  numerous  vacancies  in  the  Austrian  volunteer  corps 
serving  in  Mexico.  The  newly  enlisted,  like  those  who  entered  the  volunteer  corps  in  the 
year  1664,  take  the  military  oath  to  the  emperor  of  Mexico,  and  pledge  themselves  to  him 
for  a  six  years'  service.  Their  flag  is  not  the  Auslrian,  but  the  Mexican,  and  the  power  of 
Austria  is  in  nowise  engaged  through  them  or  for  them.  Also,  it  is  entirely  falne  when 
the  Patrie  puts  the  number  of  those  volunteers  at  10,000  men  ;  the  latest  enlistments  in 
Austria  f«»r  Mexico,  concerning  the  permission  for  which  negotiations  are  now  in  progress, 
would  in  any  event  not  exceed  yearly  the  totil  number  of  2,000  men. 
'  Whilst  we  are  endeavoring  to  give  a  true  and  correct  statement  of  this  affair,  we  have 
to  remark  that  no  binding  resolves  have  been  taken  in  regard  to  this  affair,  but  that,  on 
the  contrary,  the  negotiations  on  the  subject  have  only  just  begun.  '"Bat  these  may,  how- 
ever, very  probably  lead  to  the  conclue>ion  of  a  supplemental  convention  to  the  agreement 
entered  into  last  year,  of  which  the  chief  object  was  to  place  as  securely  as  possible  the 
rights  of  those  enlisting,  who,  after  all,  remain  at  the  same  time  Austrian  subjects.

Sir  :  I  think  it  is  well  to  state,  referring  to  mj  confidential  despatch  No. 
148,  of  date  February  20,  1866,  that  1  have  been  informed  that  efforts  are  mak- 
ing to  induce  the  Austrian  government  to  consent  that  4,000  volunteers  may  be 
levied  here  this  year  for  Mexico,  on  tlie  ground  that  the  supplementary  article 
to  the  convention  of  Miramar  permitted  two  thousand  ea«h  year,  and  that  none 
were  forwarded  in  the  year  1865. 

I  learn  that  this  consent  will  probably  be  accorded,  so  that  if  the  funds  can  be 
obtained  for  paying,  equipping,  and  transporting  them,  4,000  Austrian  volun- 
teers will  be  found  and  may  be  expected  in  Mexico  this  year.  I  believe  that 
the  ftinds  have  not  yet  been  furnished.

Sir:  Mr. Bigelow  informs  me,  by  a  despatch  of  the  15th  of  Febmary,  that 
he  learned  from  an  unofficial  source  that  "  Gregorio  Barandiran,  the  diplomatic 
representative  of  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  formerly  secretary  of  legation  under 
Sefior  Robles  at  Washington,  is  now  in  Paris  for  money  to  fit  out  10,000  Aus- 
tria.iis,  who,  he  says,  are  ready  to  embark  from  Trieste  for  Mexico.  The  Mex- 
ica.ri  commissioner  informed  him  that  there  was  no  money  in  his  hands.  I  am 
not  sure  of  learning  the  result  of  the  minister's  suit  here,  as  the  money,  if  fur- 
nlBhed,  must  come  through  indirect  and  concealed  channels." 

You  are  instructed  to  inquire  concerning  the  facts,  and  if  they  justify  the  re- 
port, to  bring  it  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Austrian  government  seasonably,  and 
BB-y  that  the  United  States  cannot  regard  with  unconcern  a  proceeding  which 
"would  seem  to  bring  Austria  into  an  alliance  with  the  invaders  of  Mexico,  to 
subvert  the  domestic  republic,  and  build  up  foreign  imperial  institutions.

Sir  :  I  have  your  despatch  of  the  27th  of  February,  No.  150,  by  which  we 
learn  that  eflFbrts  are  now  made  to  induce  the  Austrian  government  to  consent 
that  4,000  volunteers  may  be  levied  within  that  empire  this  year  for  Mexico, 
on  the  ground  that  the  supplementary  article  of  the  convention  of  Miramar  per- 
zuitted  2,000  each  year,  and  that  none  were  forwarded  in  the  year  1865. 

Upon  this  statement  of  facts  you  express  the  opinion  that  the  consent  desired 
-will  probably  be  accorded  by  the  imperial  government,  so  that  if  the  funds  can 
be  obtained  for  paying,  equipping,  and  transporting  4,000  officers  and  volunteers, 
they  will  be  found,  and  may  be  expected  in  Mexico  this  year.  At  tbe  same  time 
you  state  that  it  is  your  opinion  that  the  funds  have  not  yet  been  furnished. 

The  case  thus  presented  renders  it  proper  that  I  should  call  your  especial 
attention  to  my  despatch  No.  167,  which  bears  the  date  of,  and  is  sent  forward, 
this  day. 

In  preparing  that  despatch  I  anticipated  the  case  substantially  which  your 
communication  now  presents.  You  cannot,  while  practicing  the  courtesy  and 
respect  which  are  due  to  the  Austrian  government,  be  either  too  earnest  or  too 
emphatic  in  the  protest  you  have  been  directed  to  make. 

In  performing  this  duty,  you  may  be  assisted  by  information  of  the  actual 
state  of  the  question  concerning  French  intervention  in  Mexico  at  the  present 
moment.  With  this  view,  I  give  you,  confidentially,  a  copy  of  my  note  ad- 
dressed to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon  on  the  12th  day  of  February  last.  As  yet, 
no  reply  has  been  received  to  this  note,  nor  have  its  contents  become  public. 
You  will,  therefore,  see  the  propriety  of  being  discreet  in  such  use  of  it  as  you 
may  find  it  necessary  to  make. 

After  reading  that  paper  you  will  be  justified  in  saying  that  the  American 
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govemment  and  people  would  not  be  likelj  to  be  pleased  witb  seeing  Austria 
at  this  juncture  assume  the  character  of  a  protector  to  the  foreign  military  power 
which,  claiming  the  form  of  an  empire,  is  attempted  to  be  fiet  up  upon  the  sup- 
posed subverted  foundations  of  the  republic  of  Mexico.

Sir  :  The  military  supplementary  convention  between  that  govemment  of 
Mexico  which  is  here  recognized  as  the  legitimate  one  and  the  Austrian  govem- 
ment was  signed  on  the  15th  of  this  month. 

As  the  nature  and  conditions  of  this  agreement  have  already  been  fully  stated 
in  my  despatches  of  January  8,  February  20,  and  February  27,  (Nos.  142,  148, 
and  150,)  the  matter  can  be  no  novelty  to  you,  and  there  seems  no  necessity  for 
repeating  what  has  already  been  said. 

it  is  expected  that  about  1,000  volunteers  will  be  shipped  very  soon  from 
Trieste  to  Vera  Cruz,  and  at  least  as  many  more  in  the  autumn.

Sir  :  An  informal  note  has  just  been  received  from  Mr.  Bigelow,  the  United 
States  minister  at  Paris.  In  this  note  Mr.  Bigelow  writes,  in  substance,  as 
follows : 

"The  Moniteur  of  the  21st  of  March  announces  that  a  military  convention 
was  signed  at  Vienna  on  the  15th,  between  the  Austrian  government  and  the 
representative  of  Maximilian,  supplementary  to  a  convention  of  the  same  nature 
which  had  been  previously  concluded  between  the  same  parties. 

**  The  purpose  of  this  engagement,  says  the  Moniteur,  is  to'  insure  the  enrol- 
ments necessary  to  keep  full  the  Austrian  corps  in  Mexico." 

Mr.  Bigelow  further  writes  as  follows  : 

**  I  have  seen  it  stated  in  another  journal  that  a  lino  of  steamers  is  to  be 
started  from  Trieste  to  Vera  Cruz,  to  ply  regularly  after  the  Ist  of  April." 

Again,  Mr.  Bigelow  furnishes  an  extract  from  the  Paris  Constitutionnel  of  the 
2 Ist  of  March  : 

"  We  learn  from  the  Freudenblatt,  of  Vienna,  that  the  enlistment  for  Mexico 
will  begin  immediately ;  tliat  the  iunds  had  been  received  from  Paris  two  months 
since." 

Your  despatches  of  dates  almost  as  late  as  that  of  Mr.  Bigelow's  note  are 
silent  upon  the  rumors  which  he  brings  to  the  notice  of  this  government.  It  is 
possible  that  more  authentic  information  which  you  may  possess  concerning 
the  disposition  and  proceedings  of  the  Austrian  government  may  enable  you  to 
treat  the  matter  mentioned  by  Mr.  Bigelow  with  indifference. 
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Looking  at  the  matter,  however,  firom  our  point  of  observation,  the  mmors 
referred  to  are  deemed  sufficient  to  entitle  us  to  ask  a  friendly  and  just  exposi- 
tion of  the  imperial  royal  government  of  the  relations  which  it  proposes  to  assume 
or  maintain  henceforth  in  regard  to  Mexico. 

You  are  expected,  therefore,  to  execute  the  instructions  which  have  heretofore 
been  sent  to  you  to  that  effect ;  and  it  is  thought  proper  that  you  should  state 
that,  in  the  event  of  hostilities  being  earned  on  hereafter  in  Mexico  by  Austrian 
subjects,  under  the  command  or  with  the  sanction  of  the  government  of  Vienna, 
the  United  States  will  feel  themselves  at  libertv  to  regard  those  hostilities  as 
constituting  a  state  of  war  by  Austria  against  tne  republic  of  Mexico  ;  and  in 
regard  to  such  war,  waged  at  this  time  and  under  existing  circumstances,  the 
Unfted  States  could  not  engage  to  remain  as  silent  or  neutral  spectators. 

The  President  may  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  this  interesting 
subject.  You  will  see  the  importance,  therefore,  of  obtaining  the  information 
which  is  desired  as  early  as  may  be  practicable  consistently  with  the  com-tesies 
due  to  Austria  as  a  friendly  government. 

Should  you,  however,  find  important  reasons,  now  unknown  to  us,  for  defer- 
ring the  execution  of  this  instruction,  you  will  be  at  liberty  to  exercise  your 
discretion  and  report  those  reasons  to  us.

Mr,  Motley  to  Mr.  Seward. 

No.  158.]  Legation  op  the  United  States, 

Vienna,  April  6,  1866. 

Sir  :  I  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  No.  16T,  of  date  March  19.  In  this 
despatch  it  is  stated  that  Mr.  Bigelow  informs  yon,  under  date  of  February  15, 
from  an  unofficial  source,  that  "  Gregorio  Barandiran,  the  diplomatic  repre- 
sentative of  the  Archduke  Maximilian,  formerly  secretary  of  legation  under 
Sefior  Robles,  at  Washington,  is  now  in  Paris  for  money  to  fit  out  10,000 
AuBtriaus,  which,  he  says,  are  ready  to  embark  from  Trieste  for  Mexico.  The 
Mexican  commissioner  informed  him  that  there  was  no  money  in  his  hands. 
I  am  not  sure  of  leamine  the  result  of  the  minister's  suit  here,  as  the  money, 
if  famished,  must  come  through  indirect  and  concealed  channels." 

In  consequence  of  this  information  furnished  by  Mr.  Bigelow,  you  instruct 
me  to  **  inquire  concerning  the  facts,  and,  if  they  justify  the  report,  to  bring  it  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Austrian  government  seasonably,  and  say  that  the 
United  States  cannot  regard  with  unconcern  a  proceeding  which  would  seem 
to  bring  Austria  into  alliance  with  the  invaders  of  Mexico  to  subvert  the  do- 
mestic republic  and  build  up  foreign  imperial  institutions.  It  is  hoped  that 
Austria  will  give  us  Arank  explanations."  ^ 

In  reply,  I  have  to  observe  that  Mr.  Bigelow,  in  a  private  note  to  me  of  the 
same  date  as  his  despatch  above  cited,  mentioned  this  report  of  the  "  10>000 
Anstrians  ready  to  embark  at  Trieste  for  Mexico,"  but  the  story  was  so  entirely 
at  variance  with  everything  well  known  to  me  here  that  I  attributed  very 
little  importance  to  it.  In  order  to  make  assurances  more  sure,  however^I 
took  pains  instantly  to  verify  the  facts  in  the  most  exact  and  authentic  manner. 
I  learned,  accordingly,  that,  instead  of  there  being  10,000  Austrians  at  Trieste, 
there  was  not  one  Austrian  soldier  ready  to  embark  at  that  port,  or  at  any 
other  point  in  this  empire. 

1'his  intelligence,  from  the  most  unquestionable  source,  was  transmitted  by 
me  in  a  private  note  to  Mr.  Bigelow,  but  I  confess  that  I  did  not  consider  it 
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worth  while  to  trouble  you  with  a  matter  which  seemed  to  be  mere  newepaper 
gossip.  I  felt  that,  so  long  as  I  was  deemed  worthy  of  my  present  post,  you 
would  feel  confident  that  I  should  always  furnish  you  with  accurate  intelli- 
gence as  to  important  events  occurring  in  Austria,  and  that  the  concentration 
and  embarcation  for  Mexico  of  10,000  Austrians  at  Trieste  were  facts  not 
likely  to  escape  my  notice. 

You  will  doubtless  remember  that  in  my  despatch  of  the  8th  of  January  I 
stated,  on  oflScial  authority,  that  the  Austrian  government  had  consented  that 
volunteers  should  be  levied  in  this  empire,  from  men  who  had  fulfilled  their 
term  of  service  in  Austria,  in  numbers  sufficient  to  keep  full  the  original  legion 
in  Mexico  of  6,000  men. 

As  the  supplementary  convention  to  that  effect  had  not  then  been  signed,  it 
was  not  possible  to  give  you  more  definite  information. 

Subsequently,  on  the  20th  of  February,  I  informed  you  that  the  supplement- 
ary articles  permitted  the  levy  of  2,000  men  each  year  for  a  certain  period ; 
and  on  the  29th  of  February  I  added  that,  as  no  volunteers  had  been  sent 
ill  1865,  it  was  now  permitted  to  send  two  quotas  of  2,000  men  each  during 
the  year  1866. 

I  also  stated  that  the  equipping  and  transporting  of  these  troops,  and  all 
other  expenses,  were  to  be  defrayed  by  that  government  at  Mexico  which  has 
been  recognized  here  as  the  legitimate  one,  and  not  in  any  proportion  by  the 
Austrian  government.  As  you  have  especially  instructed  me  not  to  engage  in 
official  or  political  discussions  on  the  Mexican  subject  with  the  government  to 
which  I  am  accredited,  and  as  that  injunction,  to  which  I  have  repeatedly  and 
very  lately  alluded  in  this  correspondence,  has  never  been  removed,  1  should 
have  thought  myself  violating  my  duty  had  I  taken  the  responsibility  of  en- 
tering any  protest  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  government  against  these 
proceedings. 

My  personal  opinions  in  regard  to  this  attempt,  by  means  of  foreign  armies 
and  navies,  to  set  up  a  foreign  empire  on  the  ruins  of  an  American  republic,  are 
perfectly  well  known  here  and  at  home. 

What  is  of  infinitely  more  importance,  every  government  in  Europe,  that  of 
Austria  included,  knows  the  position  of  the  United  States  government,  and  is 
aware  that  it  will  never,, so  long  as  a  foreign  power  occupies  the  territory  and 
waters  of  Mexico  with  its  military  and  naval  forces,  recognize  the  existence  of 
an  empire  which  that  power  has  sought  to  establish,  nor  accept  it  as  the  crea- 
tion of  the  Mexican  national  will. 

But  I  am  now  somewhat  embarrassed  by  the  instructions  contained  in  your 
despatch  No.  167. 

It  seems  to  me  that  if  I  should  intimate  now  (as  instructed  by  you,  on  re- 
ceiving the  rumors  contained  in  Mr.  Bigelow's  despatch)  that  "  Austria  is  in 
alliance  with  the  invaders  of  Mexico,"  and  should  express  the  hope  that  "  she 
will  give  us  frank  explaoations,"  I  should  appear  to  suggest  that  the  imperial 
royal  government  had  not  hitherto  been  frank  in  her  dealings  on  this  subject. 

Now,  it  is  my  duty  to  say  that  I  believe  the  imperial  government  has  been 
perfectly  sincere,  straightforward,  and  loyal  towards  the  United  States  in  this 
matter,  and  in  every  other,  since  I  have  had  the  honor  of  holding  my  present 
post. 

There  have  been  no  concealments,  as  I  firmly  believe,  as  to  her  position,  in 
regard  to  what  is  called  here  the  Mexican  empire. 

It  has  been  uniformly  stated  by  the  imperial  government  that  it  had  nothrog 
to  do  with  the  attempt  to  establish  that  empire ;  that  it  had  neither  a  military 
nor  mercantile  navy,  nor  superfluous  land  forces,  adequate  to  sustain,  by  force, 
the  government  which  the  Archduke  Maximilian  sought  to  establish  in  Mexico ; 
that  his  acceptance  or  rejection  of  the  offer  made  to  him  in  1863  was  a  matter 
which  personally  concerned  only  himself  and  his  brother,  the  Emperor  of  Aus- 
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tria,  and  that  the  imperial  royal  government  was  in  no  alliance,  direct  or  indi- 
rect, with  the  proposed  new  government  of  Mexico. 

The  Austrian  government  had  allowed  a  certain  number  of  volunteers  to  be 
raised  for  service  in  Mexico  by  the  Emperor's  brother,  a  proceeding  which 
would,  of  course,  have  been  a  violation  of  Austrian  sovereignty,  had  it  been 
done  without  permission. 

What  would  have  been  the  answer  to  a  protest  by  the  United  States  govern- 
ment against  the  original  convention  of  Miramar  granting  that  permission,  or  of 
a  similar  protest  to  the  supplementary  convention  signed  here  on  the  15th  of 
last  March,  I  cannot  tell. 

I  suppose,  however,  that  if  the  United  States  government  had  permitted,  or 
were  now  to  permit,  the  republican  government  of  Mexico,  recognized  by  the 
United  States  as  the  legitimate  one,  to  raise  volunteers  within  the  territory  of 
the  United  States,  in  whatever  numbers,  the  Austrian  government  would  not 
consider  itself  authorized  to  protest  against  such  a  measure,  or  to  resent  it. 

It  would,  I  suppose,  consider  that  a  measure  incident  to  the  sovereignty  of  the 
United  States,  and  whatever  might  be  the  effect  produced  upon  the  various  bel- 
ligerents in  Mexico  by  such  a  step,  Austria,  as  a  neutral,  would  not  be  affected 
by  it. 

My  embarrassment  is  somewhat  increased  by  the  perusal  of  your  No.  169, 
bearing  the  same  date  (19th  of  March)  as  your  No.  167,  both  reaching  me  under 
the  same  envelope. 

In  this  latter  despatch,  which  acknowledges  receipt  of  my  No.  150,  giving  in- 
formation that  the  supplementary  convention  thereafter  to  be  signed  would  al- 
low a  double  yearly  quota,  viz.,  4,000  volunteers,  to  go  to  Mexico  this  year,  on 
the  ground  that  none  were  forwarded  in  the  year  1865,  you  call  my  especial 
attention  to  your  No.  167. 

You  observe  that  in  preparing  that  despatch  you  anticipated  the  case  substan- 
tially which  my  communication  now  presents.  You  instruct  me  further  that 
while  practicing  the  courtesy  and  respect  which  are  due  to  the  Austrian  govern- 
ment, I  cannot  oe  either  too  earnest  or  too  emphatic  in  the  protest  which  I  have 
been  directed  to  make. 

You  further  send  for  my  guidance  a  copy  of  the  note  addressed  to  you  by  the 
Marquis  de  Montholon  on  the  12th  of  February,  by  which  I  learn  the  actual 
state  of  the  question  concerning  French  intervention  in  Mexico. 

You  also  observe,  that  after  reading  that  paper  I  shall  be  justified  in  saying 
that  the  "  American  government  and  people  will  not  be  likely  to  be  pleased 
with  seeing  Austria  at  this  juncture  assume  the  character  of  a  protector  to  the 
foreign  military  power  which,  claiming  the  form  of  an  empire,  is  attempted  to 
be  set  up  upon  tne  supposed  subverted  foundations  of  the  republic  of  Mexico." 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  officially  published  here,  only  1,000  volunteers  are  to  go 
this  summer.  Whether  this  restriction  is  in  order  to  avoid  the  unhealthy  season 
in  Vera  Cruz,  or  because  funds  have  not  been  provided  for  equipping  and  trans- 
porting a  larger  number,  I  know  not. 

As  soon  as  the  supplementary  convention  was  signed  last  month,  I  instructed 
Mr.  Thayer,  United  States  consul  at  Trieste,  to  send  me  accurate  intelligence  as 
to  the  number  of  troops,  dates  of  sailing,  and  other  particulars  of  interest  in  this 
connexion,  so  that  you  may  rely  upon  my  keeping  you  duly  informed  on  the 
subject. 

It  is  my  anxious  desire  to  perform  my  duty  to  the  United  States  government 
with  the  utmost  fidelity  in  this  most  serious  affair.  I  think  that  if  1  could  have 
the  advantage  of  direct  conversation  with  you  I  should  easily  convince  you  that 
there  is  no  intention  on  the  part  of  Austria  to  succeed  the  French  government 
in  the  position  of  protector  to  the  foreign  military  power  which  it  is  attempted 
to  set  up  in  Mexico,  and  that  it  would  be  difficult  for  the  imperial  royal  gov- 
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ernment  to  disavow  anj  sncli  intention  more  frankly  and  loyally  than  it  lias 
uniformly  done. 

If  your  efforts  to  bring  about  tbe  evacuation  of  Mexico  by  the  French  army 
are  successful,  I  do  not  think  that  the  Austrian  volunteers  in  that  country  will 
be  sufficiently  numerous  to  prevent  a  free  expression  of  the  national  will  as  to 
the  form  of  government  thenceforth  to  be  adopted.  I  also  consider  it  indis- 
putable that,  whatever  be  the  result,  the  Austrian  government  will  never  deem 
Itself  either  directly  or  by  implication  called  upon  to  sustain  the  cause  which 
those  volunteers  have  endeavored  to  support. 

After  making  these  preliminary  observations,  at  no  greater  length,  I  trust,  Uian 
is  justified  by  the  importance  of  the  subject,  I  proceed  to  say  that,  in  view  of 
your  decided  and  unequivocal  instructions  just  received,  I  deem  it,  of  course,  my 
duty  to  break  the  official  silence  hitherto  imposed  upon  me,  and  to  bring  the 
opinions  of  the  Qnited  States  government  to  the  dii*ect  notice  of  the  imperial 
royal  government. 

As,  however,  I  consider  frankness  and  sincerity  the  best  rule  in  diplomacy, 
and  especially  on  this  occasion,  I  have  decided  to  request  the  imperial  royal 
minister  for  foreign  afl^irs  to  read  this  despatch  before  1  send  it  to  you. 

Should  his  excellency  find  in  it  any  misstatements  or  wrong  inference,  or  if 
he  should  favor  me  with  any  suggestions  or  comments,  I  shall  have  the  honor 
duly  to  notify  you  thereof  in  a  subsequent  despatch,  probably  by  the  same  poet 
that  will  take  this  one. 

P.  S. — The  Moniteur  of  yesterday  informs  us  as  to  the  terms  fixed  for  the 
evacuation  of  Mexico  by  the  French  army — whether  to  the  satisfaction,  or  not, 
of  the  United  States  government  I  know  not.

Sir  :  I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  despatch  of  the  27th  of  March, 
No.  155,  which  brings  the  important  announcement  that  a  treaty,  called  a  "  mil- 
itary supplementary  convention,"  was  ratified  on  the  15th  of  that  month  between 
the  Emperor  of  Austria  and  the  Prince  Maximilian,  who  claims  to  be  an  emperor 
in  Mexico. 

You  inform  me  that  it  is  expected  that  about  one  thousand  volunteers  will  be 
shipped  (under  this  treaty)  from  Trieste  to  Vera  Cruz  very  soon,  and  that  at 
least  as  many  more  will  be  shipped  in  the  autumn. 

I  have  heretofore  ^ven  you  the  President's  instructions  to  ask  for  explana- 
tions, and,  conditionally,  to  inform  the  government  of  Austria  that  the  despatch 
of  military  expeditions  by  Austria  under  such  an  arrangement  as  the  one  which 
seems  now  to  have  been  consummated  would  be  regarded  with  seriouB  concern 
by  the  United  States. 

The  subject  has  now  been  further  considered  in  connexion  with  the  official 
information  thus  recently  received.  The  time  seems  to  have  arrived  when  the 
attitude  of  this  government  in  relation  to  Mexican  affairs  should  be  once  again 
frankly  and  distinctly  made  known  to  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  and  all  other 
powers  whom  it  may  directly  concern.  The  United  States,  for  reasons  which 
seem  to  them  to  be  just,  and  to  have  their  foundation  in  the  laws  of  nations, 
maintain  that  the  domestic  republican  goverameut  with  which  they  are  in  rela- 
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tions  of  friendly  communication  is  the  only  legitimate  goveroment  existing  in 
Mexico  ;  that  a  war  has  for  a  period  of  several  years  been  waged  against  that 
republic  by  the  government  of  France,  which  war  began  with  a  disclaimer  of  all 
political  or  dynastic  designs ;  that  that  war  has  subsequently  taken  upon  itself, 
and  now  distinctly  wears,  the  character  of  a  European  intervention  to  over- 
throw that  domestic  republican  government,  and  to  erect  in  its  stead  a  European 
imperial  military  despotism  by  military  force.  The  United  States,  in  view  of 
the  character  of  their  own  political  institutions,  their  proximity  and  intimate 
relations  towards  Mexico,  and  their  just  influence  in  the  political  affairs  of  the 
American  continent,  cannot  consent  to  the  accomplishment  of  that  purpose  by 
the  means  described.  The  United  States  have  therefore  addressed  themselves, 
as  they  think,  seasonably  to  the  government  of  France,  and  have  asked  that  its 
military  forces,  engaged  in  that  objectionable  political  invasion,  may  desist  from 
further  intervention  and  be  withdrawn  from  Mexico. 

A  copy  of  the  last  communication  upon  this  subject,  which  was  addressed  by 
ns  to  the  government  of  France,  is  herewith  transmitted  for  your  special  inform- 
ation. Tuis  paper  will  give  you  the  true  situation  of  the  question.  It  will 
also  enable  you  to  satisfy  the  government  of  Vienna  that  the  United  States 
must  be  no  less  opposed  to  military  intervention  for  political  objects  hereafter 
ID  Mexico  by  the  government  of  Austria,  than  they  are  opposed  to  any  further 
intervention  of  the  same  character  in  that  country  by  France. 

You  will,  therefore,  at  as  early  a  day  as  may  be  convenient,  bring  the  whole 
case,  in  a  becoming  manner,  to  the  attention  of  the  imperial  royal  government. 
You  are  authorized  to  state  that  the  United  States  sincerely  desire  that  Austria 
may  find  it  just  and  expedient  to  come  upon  the  same  ground  of  non-interven- 
tion in  Mexico  which  is  maintained  by  the  United  States,  and  to  which  they 
have  invited  France. 

You  will  communicate  to  us  the  answer  of  the  Austrian  government  to  this 
proposition. 

This  government  could  not  but  regard  as  a  matter  of  serious  concern  the  de- 
spatch of  any  troops  from  Austria  for  Mexico  while  the  subject  which  you  are 
thus  directed  to  present  to  the  Austrian  government  remains  under  consideration.

Performed  you  must  have  received  my  despatch  of  April  6,  No.  173,  my  fdrther 
espatch  of  April  16,  No.   174,  and  also  my  confidential  despatch  of  April  16, 
No.  176,  all  of  which  despatches  relate  to  the  situation  of  Mexico. 

I  trust  that  these  several  communications  will  have  cleared  away  whatever 
uncertainty  you  may  heretofore  have  felt  concerning  the  views  of  this  goveri- 
ment  in  regard  to  that  subject. 

In  your  No.  168  you  have  assumed  that  this  government  could  not  justly 
regard  as  a  departure  from  neutrality  by  the  Austrian  government  the  authority 
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which  it  has  given  bj  entering  into  a  recent  treaty  with  the  Prince  Maximilian 
for  the  recruiting  of  volunteers  by  him  in  Austria  and  their  despatch  by  him  to 
Mexico. 

In  support  of  this  assumption  you  argue  that  the  United  States  would  not  be 
willing  to  admit  that  it  would  be  a  violation  of  neutrality  on  their  part  to  permit 
the  recruiting  of  volunteers  within  their  jurisdiction  for  military  service  under 
the  republican  banner  in  Mexico. 

Your  assumption,  and  the  argument  upon  which  you  built  it,  were  submitted 
by  you  to  Count  Mensdorff,  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  he  may  have  inferred  that 
the  assumption  is  consistent  with  the  views  which  are  entertained  by  the  United 
States,  and  would  therefore  be  approved  by  them.  It  becomes  necessary,  for 
this  reason,  for  me  to  say  that  I  do  not  acquiesce  in  your  position. 

While  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  is  at  liberty,  under  municipal  and  in- 
ternational laws,  to  expatriate  himself  unarmed,  and  to  engage  individually, 
when  abroad,  in  any  foreign  service  that  he  may  choose,  yet,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  law  of  nations,  as  they  are  understood  by 
us,  forbid  this  government  from  authorizing  or  permitting  the  enlistment  or  or- 
ganization on  American  ground,  or  the  departure  from  our  territory,  of  armed 
military  forces  to  carry  on  hostilities  against  any  foreign  state,  except  in  a  war 
against  that  state  duly  declared  by  Congress. 

The  Prince  Maximilian  is  either  a  principal  or  a  subordinate  belligerent  in 
Mexico.  The  treaty  which  has  been  made  between  Austria  and  that  belligerent, 
by  which  the  former  authorizes  the  organization  within  the  Austrian  dominions 
of  two  thousand  or  more  volunteers,  manifestly  to  be  engaged  in  war  against 
the  republic  of  Mexico,  is  deemed  by  the  government  inconsistent  with  the 
principle  of  neutrality,  and  an  engagement  with  Maximilian  in  his  invasion  of 
that  republic. 

I  give  you  herewith  a  copy  of  a  note  which  was  received  on  the  2l8t  of  April 
instant  from  the  Marquis  de  Montholon,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  despatch 
which  was  addressed  to  that  minister  by  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  on  the  5th  of 
April  instant. 

I  give  you  also  a  copy  of  the  reply  which  I  have  made  to  the  note  of  the 
Marquis. 

These  several  papers,  together  with  my  aforementioned  despatches,  which  yon 
will  now  have  received,  will  put  you  fully  in  possession  of  the  opinions  of  this 
government,  and  of  the  duty  which  it  has  called  upon  you  to  perform. 

It  will  be  an  occasion  of  sincere  satisfaction  if  you  shall  be  able  to  obtain 
from  the  imperial  government  an  assurance  that  Austria  will  not  hereafter  inter- 
vene, by  sending  or  by  giving  permission  to  the  despatch  of  military  forces  I'rom 
within  her  dominions  to  make  or  continue  a  war  against  the  republic  of  Mexico. 

I  refrain  from  discussing  the  question  you  have  raised,  "  whether  the  recent 
instructions  of  this  department  harmonize  entirely  with  the  policy  which  it  pur- 
sued at  an  earlier  period  of  the  European  intervention  in  Mexico." 

Your  despatch  is  calculated  to  produce  an  impression  that,  notwithstanding 
our  protest,  you  expect  the  Austrian  government  will  still  permit  the  departure 
of  the  volunteers  under  the  treaty,  without  waiting  to  give  us  an  answer  to  that 
protest,  and  without  affording  us  time  to  consider  and  reply  to  such  answer  as 
that  government  shall  see  proper  and  convenient  to  make.  Should  the  Austrian 
government  pei-sist  in  proceeding  in  that  manner,  and  to  the  extremity  thus 
indicated,  then  this  government  will  expect  you  to  retire  from  Vienna,  as  directed 
in  my  aforesaid  despatch  No.  176. 

I  forbear  also  from  discussing  the  question  which  you  have  raised  of  the  pro- 
priety of  some  of  the  proceedings  which  have  been  taken  by  Mr.  Bigelow  in 
Paris,  nor  do  I  think  it  necessary  to  enter  upon  the  consideration  of  the  expla- 
nations which  you  have  given  of  your  own  views  in  regard  to  these  subject*. 

The  European  war  against  the  republic  of  Mexico  has  been  from  the  b^;ni- 
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Ding  a  coDtinnal  menace  against  this  govemment.  and  even  against  free  institn- 
tions  throughout  the  American  continent.  I  feel  very  sure  that  no  friend  of 
such  institutions,  either  at  home  or  abroad,  will  ever  well  question  the  necessity, 
the  wisdom,  or  the  justice  of  the  policy  which  we  have  steadily  pursued  and 
are  still  pursuing  in  regard  to  that  war.  It  would  be  unprofitable  for  us,  under 
such  circumstances,  to  open  personal  discussions  about  that  policy  among  our- 
selves.

SiK  :  Many  of  the  Vienna  papers  of  last  week  published  the  following  para- 
graphs, which  I  have  reason  to  believe  accurate  : 

"  The  shipment  of  the  newly  levied  recruits  for  the  Austrian  volunteer  corps 
in  Mexico  is  fixed  for  the  15th  May. 

"  According  to  an  advertisement  fastened  to  the  council-house  door,  the  last 
enlistments  for  Mexico  take  place  on  the  27th,  28th,  and  30th  April.  As  hand- 
money,  25,  30,  and  35  florins  are  offered.  According  to  telegraphic  accounts 
received  to-day  at  the  war  department,  from  the  various  districts,  the  recruiting 
for  the  Mexican  volunteer  corps  is  taking  a  favorable  course.  The  greater  part 
of  the  newly  enlisted  men  have  already  arrived  at  the  head  depot  in  Laybach, 
and  are  fully  uniformed. 

"Some  of  them  have  received  a  furlough  until  the  moment  of  sailing,  and  are 
seen  in  their  new  uniforms  in  Vienna. 

"  The  number  levied  in  Vienna,  and  in  the  provinces,  up  to  yesterday,  (26th 
April,)  is  850  men." 

I  have  as  yet  received  no  notification  from  Mr.  Thayer,  at  Trieste,  of  the 
arrival  of  any  of  these  volunteers  in  that  city.

Sir  :  Your  confidential  despatch  of  the  17th  of  April,  No.  161,  has  been 
received. 

It  is  a  matter  of  some  relief  that  only  so  small  a  number  of  volunteers  as  six 
hundred  have  been  gathered  at  Laybach,  with  a  view  to  shipment  from  Trieste 
for  Vera  Cruz,  and  that  the  recruiting  for  that  service  is  becoming  very  languid. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  scheme  obviously  so  unpopular  in  Austria  will  not  be 
persisted  in  by  the  Emperor.  My  late  communications  leave  no  necessity  for 
dwelling  upon  the  subject  at  the  present  moment.

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Noa.  173, 174, 
175,  and  your  176,  marked  confidential,  of  dates  Apnl  6  and  April  16,  respect- 
ively, all  reaching  me  under  the  same  envelope  on  May  3,  in  the  evening.  No. 
175  is  in  answer  to  my  156,  and  relates  to  the  affairs  of  Austria  and  Prussia. 

No.  173  contains  ceiiiain  extracts  from  Paris  journals,  and  translations  in 
Paris  journals  from  Vienna  newspapers,  sent  to  you  hy  Mr.  Bigelow,  United 
States  minister  in  Paris.  Such  intelligence  as  was  accurate  in  those  extracts 
has  already  heen  indicated  hy  me  in  advance  from  authentic  sources  m  my 
despatches  of  January  8,  Fehruary  20,  and  Fehruary  27. 

The  permission  of  the  so-called  imperial  government  in  Mexico  to  levy  troops 
to  supply  vacancies  in  the  volunteer  corps  rtflsed  in  this  empire  in  1864  was 
accoraed  in  the  heginning  of  this  year,  ana  mentioned  in  my  despatch  of  8th 
January.  Of  the  signature  of  the  supplementary  convention  I  have  subse- 
quently apprised  you.  The  statement  that  a  line  of  steamers  was  to  be  started 
between  Trieste  and  Vera  Cruz,  to  begin  to  ply  on  April  1,  has,  1  believe,  no 
foundation  in  fact. 

I  have  understood  that  Mr.  Loosey,  Austrian  consul-general  at  New  York, 
has  long  had  the  project  of  starting  a  line  of  steamers  between  Trieste  and  New 
York,  and  that  latterly  there  had  been  some  hope  of  causing  such  steamers  to 
stop  at  Vera  Cruz,  but  I  have  ascertained  that  the  project  has  been  for  the 
present,  at  least,  abandoned. 

I  sent  this  information  to  Mr.  Bigelow,  in  reply  to  his  inquiry  made  some 
five  or  six  weeks  ago. 

The  remainder  of  your  No.  173  I  shall  have  the  honor  to  answer  in  connexion 
with  your  Nos.  174  and  176,  in  a  separate  despatch,  which  will  go  by  the 
same  post  as  does  the  present  one.

Legation  op  the  United  States  of  America, 

Vienna,  May  6,  1866. 

Your  Excellency  :  It  will  he  doubtless  within  your  recollection,  that  on  the 
7th  of  April  I  had  the  honor  to  lay  before  you,  for  confidential  perusal,  a  despatch 
of  my  own  to  Mr.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States. 

This  paper  was  in  answer  to  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  State, 
instructing  me  to  make  as  earnest  and  emphatic  protest  as  was  compatible  with 
the  profound  respect  entertained  by  the  United  States  for  the  imperial  royal  gov- 
ernment against  the  departure  of  any  additional  soldiers  from  Austria  for  Mexico. 

The  language  of  the  protest  which  I  was  thus  instructed  to  make  was  quoted 
at  length  in  the  despatch  which  I  had  the  honor  of  submitting  to  your  perusal 
before  sending  it  to  Washington.  In  returning  that  despatch,  I  understood  your 
excellency  to  observe  that  it  contained  a  just  and  explicit  statement  of  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Austrian  government  in  regard  to  the  afiPaii*s  of  Mexico,  and  that 
you  had  no  further  observations  to  make  upon  it. 

Since  forwarding  that  paper  to  Washington,  I  have  received  despatches  of  a 
grave  nature  from  my  government  in  regard  to  the  same  subject. 
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These  despatches  are  not,  of  course,  in  answer  to  my  commnnication  abov 
mentioned.     For  this,  sufficient  time  has  not  yet  elapsed. 

The  instructions  just  received  by  me  from  Mr.  Seward  are  in  answer  to  my 
statement  to  him,  under  date  of  27th  March  last,  that  the  military  supplement- 
ary convention  between  the  Austrian  government  and  the  government  of  Mexico, 
recognized  here  as  the  legitimate  one,  had  been  signed  on  the  1  Uh  March,  and 
that  it  was  expected  that  about  one  thousand  volunteers  would  be  shipped  very 
soon  from  Trieste  to  Vera  Cruz,  ipd  at  least  as  many  more  in  the  autumn. 

An  imperative  duty  is  now  placed  upon  me  of  again  most  respectfully  calling 
your  excellency's  attention  to  the  general  and  growing  uneasiness  throughout 
the  United  States  on  the  subject  of  foreign  troops  in  Mexico.  In  so  doing,  I 
,  wish  to  use  the  most  courteous  and  becoming  terms  that  are  consistent  with  a 
faithftd  execution  of  the  task  just  committed  to  me  by  my  government. 

Recognizing  the  right  of  one  independent  nation,  for  reasons  deemed  sufficient 
by  itself,  to  make  war  upon  another  independent  nation,  and  not  feeling  called 
upon  to  be  a  judge  of  the  quarrel  between  the  belligerents,  the  United  States 
have  scrupulously  maintained  neutrality  in  the  war  existing  during  the  past  few 
years  between  the  empire  of  France  and  the  republic  of  Mexico,  with  which 
power  the  United  States  government  has  not  ceased  to  maintain  friendly  rela- 
tions. 

This  preservation  of  neutrality  has  been  rendered  the  more  difficult  in  proportion 
to  the  growth  of  the  conviction  among  the  people  of  the  United  States  that  the 
war  begun  by  France  for  the  purpose  of  rddressing  grievances,  and  with  a 
disclaimer  of  all  political  intentions  on  the  part  of  France,  was  continued,  as  it 
were,  indefinitely  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  perpetuating  on  the  borders 
of  our  own  territory  a  foreign  imperial  government  oy  means  of  European 
troops. 

It  is  hoped  that  at  last  an  arrangement  has  been  effected  by  which  the  French 
troops,  heretofore  preventing  a  free  expression  of  the  national  will  in  Mexico, 
are  to  be  withdrawn. 

The  appearance  of  fi*esh  troops  arriving  from  Austria  at  exactly  this  moment, 
therefore,  would  almost  inevitably  increase  the  general  excitement  in  the  United 
/  States  which  the  recent  understanding  with  the  French  government  had  begun 
'    to  allay. 

It  would  be  thought  erroneous,  as  such  a  supposition  really  is,  that  the 
\  government  of  Austria  was  about  to  succeed  that  of  France  in  an  armed  and 
)  protective  alliance  with  the  new  government  which  it  wishes  to  see  established 
in  Mexico. 

A  thousand  volunteers,  many  of  them,  perhaps,  veterans,  having  served  their 

time  in  the  Austrian  army,  will  be  regarded  as  the  precursors  of  an  indefinite 

•    number  sufficient  to  supply  the  void  left  by  the  retiring  French  forces,  and  to 

^   overawe  for  a  period  of  years  the  free  action  of  the  Mexican  people  in  regard  to 

their  form  of  government. 

The  United  States  government  has  from  the  beginning  neither  acquiesced  in 

nor  intimated  the  possibility  of  a  future  acquiescence  in  the  substitution  of  an 

J   imperial  foreign  and  military  government  in  the  place  of  the  national  republic 

/    of  Mexico,  unless  it  should  satisfy  itself  that  such  was  unquestionably  the  will 

of  the  Mexican  people. 

That  will,  in  the  opinion  of  the  United  States  government,  can  never  be 

manifested  in  the  presence  of  foreign  fleets  and  armies.    It  has,  therefore,  during 

/     its  very  protracted  diplomatic  correspondence  with  the  French  imperial  govem- 

'     xnent,  been  unable  to  admit  the  validity  of  the  revolution  supposed  to  have  been 

effected  in  the  government  of  Mexico  chiefly  by  the  means  of  European  forces. 

In  its  last  note  addressed  to  the  French  government  it  expressed  itself  as 
understanding  the  Emperor  of  the  French  to  announce  to  the  United  States  his 
immediate  purpose  to  bring  to  an  end  the  services  of  his  armies  in  Mexico,  to 
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withdraw  them,  and  in  good  faith  to  fall  back,  without  Btipulation  or  condition  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States,  upon  the  principle  of  non-intervention,  as  to  which 
he  is  henceforth  agreed  with  the  United  States. 

The  practice  of  the  United  States  government,  says  the  Secretary  of  State, 
is  from  its  beginning  a  guarantee  to  all  nations  of  the  respect  of  the  American 
people  for  the  free  sovereignty  of  the  people  in  every  other  state.  It  is  the 
chief  element  of  foreign  intercourse  in  our  history. 

Thus  much  of  information  I  have  thought  it  not  superfluous  to  give  of  the 
latest  expression  by  the  United  States  government  to  that  of  France  of  ita  sen- 
timents in  regard  to  the  affiiirs  of  Mexico. 

I  am  now  instructed  to  say  to  the  imperial  royal  government  of  Austria,  ihaX, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  United  States,  the  time  seems  to  have  arrived  when  the 
position  of  their  government  in  relation  to  Mexico  should  be  frankly  and  dis- 
tinctly made  known  to  the  imperial  government,  and  to  all  others  whom  it  may 
directly  concern. 

The  United  States,  for  reasons  which  seem  to  them  to  be  just  and  to  have 
their  foundation  in  the  laws  of  nations,  maintain  that  the  domestic  republican 
government  is  the  only  legitimate  one  existing  in  Mexico.  They  cannot,  in 
view  of  the  character  of  their  own  political  institutions,  their  proximity  and 
intimate  relations  towards  Mexico,  and  their  just  influence  in  the  afifairs  of  the 
American  continent,  consent  to  the  subversion  of  that  government  by  foreign 
armies.  Having  urged  upon  the  French  government  their  strong  and,  as  they 
think,  reasonable  desire  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  French  troops  engaged  in  tb^ 
objectionable  invasion,  it  now  becomes  proper  for  the  United  States  to  announce 
that  they  are  no  less  opposed  to  military  intervention  for  political  objects  here- 
after in  Mexico  with  the  sanction  of  the  Austrian  government  than  they  are 
opposed  to  any  further  intervention  of  the  same  character  in  that  country  by 
France. 

I  am  accordingly  instructed  to  state  that  the  United  States  sincerely  desire 
•  that  Austria  raav  find  it  just  and  expedient  to  come  upon  the  ground  of  non- 
f  intervention  in  Mexico  which  is  maintained  by  the  United  States,  and  to  which 
they  have  invited  France.  They  could  not  but  regard  as  a  matter  of  serious 
concern  the  despatch  of  any  troops  from  Austria  for  Mexico  while  the  subject 
which  I  am  thus  directed  to  present  to  the  Austrian  government  remains  und& 
consideration. 

I  have  now  faithfully  laid  before  your  excellency,  as  briefly  as  the  importance 
of  the  subject  would  permit,  the  position  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to 
Mexico. 

Until  recently  I  have  been  instructed  by  my  government  to  abstain  firom 
formal  political  discussions  here  of  the  important  events  occurring  in  that  coun- 
try. Oh  repeated  occasions,  however,  I  have  felt  it  appropriate  to  express  in 
courteous  language,  without  formality,  but  in  all  sincerity,  the  opinions  of  the 
United  States  government  and  people  as  to  the  attempt  to  establish  a  foreign 
and  imperial  government  by  means  of  European  military  forces  upon  the  ruins 
of  an  American  republic. 

Those  opinions  have  been  no  secret  to  those  with  whom  I  have  had  the  honor 
of  conversing,  but  it  is  only  now  that  I  am  instructed  by  my  government  to 
speak  in  its  name,  and  with  the  whole  weight  of  whatever  influence  it  may  be 
thought  to  possess  over  the  general  sentiment  of  the  world.  There  has  been  no 
doubt,  I  suppose,  as  to  the  almost  unanimous  opinion  of  the  American  people 
on  the  subject. 

From  time  to  time  it  has  been  my  duty  to  place  before  the  imperial  royal  gov- 
ernment documents  emanating  from  the  cabinet  at  Washington  relating  to  the 
affairs  of  Mexico.  The  diplomatic  correspondence  of  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment with  that  of  France,  from  the  beginning  of  the  hostile  expedition 
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against  Mexico  down  to  a  very  recent  period,  has  been  regularly  printed,  and 
within  the  reach  of  all  who  wish  to  read  it. 

Public  sentiment  in  the  United  States  as  to  intervention  on  the  part  of 
European  governments  and  soldiers  for  the  purpose  of  revolutionizing  the  polity, 
subverting  the  existing  institutions,  and  controlling  the  destiny  of  American 
republics,  has  been  manifested  in  every  way  in  which  it  was  possible  to  make  it 
known,  by  solemn  resolutions  of  Congress,  by  the  utterances  of  great  public 
meetings  without  distinction  of  party,  and  by  Uie  general  voice  of  the  American 
press. 

The  feelings  of  the  American  people  and  its  successive  governments,  as 
exhibited  through  the  whole  of  their  national  career,  and  publicly  manifested  on 
many  solemn  occasions,  in  regard  to  forcible  and  armed  interference  by  European 
powers  with  established  institutions  on  the  western  continent,  are,  whether  they 
may  be  deemed  reasonable  or  not,  and  whatever  weight  may  be  attached  to 
them  by  European  opinion,  a  matter  of  history  and  known  to  mankind. 

Such  interference  was  long  ago  proclaimea,  on  the  highest  official  authority, 
as  of  necessity  to  be  considered  a  manifestation  of  an  unfriendly  disposition 
towards  the  United  States.  It  is  hardly  expedient,  therefore,  on  this  occasion, 
to  consume  more  of  your  excellency's  time  by  the  exposition  of  a  subject  so 
familiar  to  you. 

I  beg  your  excellency  to  believe  tliat  the  frankness  and  sincerity  with  which 
I  have  thus  set  forth,  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  President,  the  senti- 
ments of  the  government  which  I  have  the  honor  to  represent  at  the  court  of 
his  imperial  royal  Majesty,  are  not  incompatible  with  tne  most  entire  respect 
for  the  imperial  royal  government  and  with  the  Austrian  nation,  and  with  the 
warmest  and  most  sincere  desire  for  their  welfare. 

In  conclusion,  I  feel  it  my  duty,  in  this  most  grave  aspect  of  affairs,  to  repeat 
the  earnest  hope  that  it  may  be  found  expedient  to  postpone  the  departure 
of  fresh  troops  from  Austria  to  Mexico  until  such  answer  to  this  communication 
as  your  excellency  may  be  pleased  to  make  shall  have  been  candidly  and  de* 
liberately  considered  by  the  United  States  government  at  Washington. 

Meantime  I  pray  your  excellency  to  accept  the  expression  of  the  highest  con- 
sideration with  which  I  have  the  honor  to  remain  your  excellency's  very  obe-

The  people 
of  Austria  feel  now,  in  their  distress,  more  than  ever,  that  this  enterprise  of 
Maximilian,  and  the  subsequent  agreement  made  by  this  government  to  aid  him 
by  sending  soldiers  to  that  distant  country,  of  no  value  to  the  people  of  this 
empire,  was  a  great  mistake.

Sir:  Referring  to  my  No.  173,  of  date  May  12,  I  have  the  honor  to  state 
that  I  have  received  no  answer  as  yet  to  my  note  to  Count  Mensdorff,  of  May 
6,  a  copy  of  which  was  enclosed  in  my  No.  170,  of  date  May  8. 

As  1  have  already  been  informed  oflScially,  but  confidentially,  that  the  de- 
parture of  the  volunteers  for  Mexico  has  been  prevented,  (information  which  I 
immediately  conveyed  to  you  in  my  above-mentioned  No.  173,)  this  delay  has 
nothing  in  it  surprising. 

On  the  eve  of  a  tremendous  war,  such  as  this,  in  which  all  (Jermany  i?  almost 
immediately  to  be  plunged,  it  is  natural  that  there  should  be  great  press  of 
business  at  the  imperial  royal  foreign  office.  I  have  reason  to  suppose,  more- 
over, that  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  imperial  royal  government  to  know  what 
reply  you  may  be  pleased  to  make  to  my  despatch  No.  158,  confidentially  com- 
municated to  the  imperial  royal  minister  of  foreign  afiairs  before  it  was  for- 
warded to  Washington,  may,  in  part,  account  for  the  delay,  I  have,  of  course, 
not  intimated  that  there  was  the  slightest  probability  of  any  change  having 
been  eflfected  in  the  emphatic  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment to  the  sending  of  volunteers  from  Austria  to  Mexico.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  think  that  you  may  consider  it  certain,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  no  sol- 
diers will  sail  again  from  Austria  to  Mexico. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  be  informed  officially  of  the  state  of  the  negotiations  be- 
tween the  United  States  government  and  that  of  France. 

From  the  American  newspapers  I  gather  that  the  decree  of  the  French  Em- 
peror concerning  the  evacuation  of  Mexico  had  been  communicated  to  the 
United  States  government. 

I  know  not  whether  the  United  States  government  has  expressed  its  concur- 
rence with  that  decision. 

My  latest  authentic  intelligence  as  to  the  negotiations  with  France  is  con- 
tained in  your  note  to  the  Marquis  de  Montholon  of  February  12. 

I  would  also  observe,  in  passing,  that  the  two  last  published  volumes  of  the 
Diplomatic  Correspondence,  parts  3  and  4,  for  the  year  1864,  containing  the  cor- 
respondence with  France  and  all  other  countries  excepting  England,  has  never 
been  sent  to  me. 

Happening  to  be  in  London  at  the  close  of  last  year,  however,  I  procured  a 
copy  at  the  United  States  legation. 
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I  think  it  not  superfluous  to  state  that,  according  to  information  received  from 
Mr.  Thayer,  United  States  consul  at  Trieste,  the  transport  in  which  the  volun- 
teers were  to  have  been  conveyed  from  that  port  to  Mexico  was  the  French 
merchant  ship  Tampico.

The  undersigned,  minister  of  the  imperial  house  and  of  foreign  afikirs,  has  had  the  honor 
to  receive  the  note  which  the  Hon.  Mr.  Lothrop  Motley,  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister 
plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  of  North  America,  addressed  to  him  on  the  6th  of  the 
current  month,  in  which  expression  is  given  to  the  representations  which  liis  government 
has  seen  iti^elf  called  upon  to  make  in  rtgard  to  the  volunteers  enlisted  in  the  Austrian 
states  for  military  seiTice  in  Mexico. 

The  underKigned  has  already  had  repeated  occasions  to  give  verhal  explanations  to  the 
envoy  of  ihe  United  States  concerning  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  enrolments  in  question 
-which  have  taken  place  in  very  limited  measures,  both  as  to  numbers  and  period  of  enlist- 
ment— explanations  which  were  intended  to  remove  every  doubt  whicli  oould  have  arisen 
in  the  eyes  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  in  regard  to  the  intentions  of  Austria  in 
this  matter.  As,  however,  it  appears  from  the  latest  communications  of  the  envoy  that 
tho  said  explanations  have  not  hitherto  had  the  effect  to  entirely  tranquillize  the  North 
American  government  in  this  renpect ;  as  that  government  feels  obliged  to  see  in  the  enlist- 
ments in  question  an  exertion  of  influence  on  the  part  of  Austria  in  the  Internal  affidrs  of 
Mexico  which  might  become  a  motive  for  the  United  States  to  come  out  of  the  neutral 
position  which  it  has  hitherto  maintained  in  regard  to  those  afi^iirs ;  as,  finally,  according 
to  the  observation  coutained  in  the  note  of  Mr.  Lothrop  Motley,  the  exertion  of  an  influence 
of  the  above-mentioned  character  would  be  regarded  as  well  by  the  government  as  by 
public  opinion  in  the  United  States  as  an  unfriendly  procueding  towards  them,  which  would 
be  entirely  out  of  harmony  with  the  intentions  of  the  imperial  government,  the  undersigned 
finds  him8t:lf  in  the  poifition,  without,  therefore,  being  able  to  agree  with  all  the  views 
developed  iu  the  many-times  cited  note,  to  make  known  to  the  envoy  that,  in  considi'ra- 
tiun  of  all  the  abuve-meutiotied  circumst^inces,  the  necessary  measures  have  betn  taken  to 
pie  vent  the  departure  of  the  volunteers  lately  enlisted  t^JX  Mexico.  ^^  - 
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In  the  coDfideDt  expectation  that  the  cabinet  at  Washington  will  feel  itself  on  this  ac- 
count the  more  induced  to  allow  no  change  to  take  place  in  the  nentral  position  hiiheito 
maintained  by  it  towards  Mexico,  and  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  will  recog- 
nize in  this  proceeding  of  the  imperial  cabinet  a  new  proof  of  its  sincere  winh  to  remoTe 
everything  that  might  be  capible  of  exercising  a  prejudicial  influence  upon  the  relatiooi 
between  the  two  countrit- s,  the  undersigned  makes  use  of  this  occasion  to  r^iew  to  the 
honorable  Mr.  Lothrop  Motley  the  assurance  of  his  high  and  distinguished  consideration.

It  is  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  which  has 
governed  the  proceedings  of  Austria  in  her  intercourse  with  the  United  States 
throughout  the  whole  period  in  which  political  disturbances  in  America  have 
been  the  subject  of  discussion  between  the  United  States  and  the  Emperor. 

You  are  authorized  to  communicate  these  sentiments  to  Count  Mensdorff,  and

We  have  good  reason  to  call  in  question  the  news  of  the  departare  of  Austrian  volun- 
teeri  for  Mexico,  published  in  the  Memorial  Diplomatique  Nothing,  in  fact,  could  be 
more  unlikely  after  the  despatches  from  the  government  of  the  United  States  which  we 
bare  laid  before  our  readers.  Correspondents  at  Trieste  announce  not  merely  thut  the  Aus- 
tro-Mexican  detachment  has  not  embarked,  but  that  it  will  be  disbanded,  and  that  the 
men  who  compose  it  h.ive  for  the  most  part  requested  to  take  service  in  the  corps  of  vol- 
unteers which  is  organizing  iu  view  of  the  approaching  war.  The  Austrian  goverument 
(they  write  from  Trieste)  was  under  the  greater  obligation  not  to  withdraw  its  forces  from 
the  service  of  the  country,  because  it  at  the  same  time  avoided  assuming  an  ofTt^nsive  atti- 
tude towards  the  United  States  of  America.  Thus  our  own  previous  impressions  are  oon- 
tirmud,  notwittistanding  the  pretended  information  of  the  Memorial  Diplomatique.

In  this  case  the  marshal  will 
turn  over  his  command  to  Greneral  Douai."

I  am  told  that  the  contract  with  the  Transatlantic  Steamship  Company,  for  their 
transport  from  Vera  Cruz  to  St.  Nazaire,  was  signed  on  Monday  last 

I  have  as  yet  received  no  reply  from  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys  to  my  inquiry  in 
reference  to  the  contract  supposed  to  have  been  signed  at  the  ministry  of  marine 
for  the  shipment  of  troops  from  Trieste  to  Vera  Cruz.  His  silence  leaves  little 
room  to  doubt  that  my  suspicions  were  correct

EUROPEAN  TROOPS  IN  MEXICO. 
Mr.  Bigelow  to  Mr.  Seward, 

No.  330.]  Legatfon  of  the  United  States, 

Paris,  June  4,  1866. 

SiE:  I  waited  upon  his  excellency  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  on  Saturday 
last,  in  pursuance  of  a  previous  appointment,  to  confer  with  him  upon  the  subject- 
matter  of  your  instruction.  No.  459,  marked  confidential.  As  he  had  been 
already  apprised  of  the  contents  of  that  despatch,  through  the  French  minister 
residing  at  Washington,  I  was  spared  the  necessity  of  restating  them.  He  said 
that  the  imperial  government  proclaimed  its  intention  to  retire  from  Mexico  be- 
cause it  suited  its  convenience  and  interests  to  retire,  and  for  no  other  reason. 
When,  therefore,  it  announced  formally,  not  merely  to  the  United  States,  but  to 
all  the  world,  that  the  army  would  be  withdrawn  from  Mexico  within  a  specified 
term,  he  thought  it  should  be  deemed  sufficient.  The  government  made  its 
declaration  in  good  faith,  and  means  to  keep  it.  It  means  to  withdraw  its  army 
within  the  time  prescribed,  and  it  does  not  intend  to  take  one  or  two  hundred 
troops  in  the  first  detachment,  and  one  or  two  hundred  more  in  the  second, 
leaving  the  great  body  of  them  to  the  last ;  thoueh  it  had  not  deemed  it  neces- 
sary to  specify  with  minuteness  details  of  this  kind,  which  depend  upon  hygienic 
and  climatic  considerations,  of  which  it  was  the  best  and  the  only  competent 
judge.    This,  his  excellency  said,  he  wished  I  would  say  to  my  government. 

I  asked  his  excellency  if  I  had  ever  intimated  to  him,  whether  in  writing  or 
orally,  any  suspicion  of  the  Emperor's  intention  to  withdraw  his  army  from 
Mexico  in  unequal  proportions.  He  replied  that  I  had  not.  I  then  asked  him 
if  any  other  person  authorized  to  speak  in  the  name  of  my  government  had  done 
80.  He  said  no;  but  he  had  read  imputations  of  that  kind  in  one  of  our  papers. 
I  replied,  in  substance,  that  the  press  was  a  law  unto  itself,  but  that  we  had 
better  not  accept  it  as  a  law  unto  us ;  and  as  he  asked  me  to  communicate  to 
my  government  a  formal  answer  to  what  sounded  like  an  accusation  of  insin- 
cerity and  bad  faith  on  the  part  of  the  Emperor,  I  wanted  his  authority  for^ 
stating  that  no  such  accusation  had  reached  him  through  any  official  channel. 
He  replied  that  he  only  had'  read  of  it  in  a  newspaper. 

I  then  went  on  to  say  that  the  purpose  of  your  instruction,  as  I  understood 
it,  was  simply  to  obtain  an  explanation,  which  was  sure  to  be  required  of  you, 
of  the  shipment  by  France  of  large  bodies  of  troops  to  Mexico  after  the  pur- 
pose to  withdraw  her  whole  army  had  been  officially  proclaimed.  To  this  his 
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excellency  rcpliedi  that  since  seeing  me  he  had  gotten  from  his  colleagues  of 
the  marine  and  war  departments  information  to  the  purport — 

That  no  troops  belonging  to  the  Corps  Expeditionaire  had  been  sent  to 
Mexico  this  year,  unless  for  the  sake  of  partly  replacing  soldiers  missing,  but 
at  any  rate  without  augmentation  of  the  number  of  standing  troops. 

That  the  shipment  of  troops  referred  to  in  the  public  prints,  and  in  your 
despatch,  was  most  likely  that  made  in  the  transport  Rhone  about  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year. 

That  this  Rhone  touched  at  Mtirtinique,  but  not  at  St.  Thomas,  as  wa? 
stilted. 

That  she  earned  916,  and  not  1,200,  soldiers, 

That  they  belonged  to  the  Foreign  Legion,  and  not  to  the  Expeditionary 
Conps. 

That  they  consisted  of  troops  which  had  been  waiting  transportation  a  long 
time  in  France  and  in  Algeria  to  join  their  regiments. 

That  no  new  troops  had  been  enrolled  for  the  Foreign  Legion  since  the 
Emperor  proclaimed  his  purpose  to  withdraw  hia  flag  from  Mexico,  and  that  no 
more,  for  what  he  knew,  were  intended  to  be  enrolled. 

In  regard  to  the  shipments  of  troops  from  Austria,  he  said  that  that  was  an 
affair  entirely  between  that  government  and  the  Mexican,  with  which  France  had 
nothing  to  do;  that  since  I  had  spoken  to  him  upon  the  subject  he  had  verified 
his  own  convictions  by  a  reference  to  the  ministers  of  war  and  of  marine,  and 
had  ascertained  that  no  engagements  of  any  sort  had  been  entered  into  by  either 
for  the  enrolment  or  transport  of  troops  from  Austria  to  Mexico.  He  went  on 
further  to  say,  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  government  to  withdraw  the 
army  entirely  from  Mexico  within  the  time  specified  in  his  dispatch  to  you  at 
the  very  latest;  sooner  if  climatic  and  other  controlling  considerations  permitted, 
and  it  was  not  its  intention  to  replace  these  with  other  troops  from  any  quarter. 

At  the  conclusion  of  a  long  conversatioh  of  which  I  have  given  the  important 
results,  I  expressed  my  satisfaction  with  his  excellency's  explanations,  and  the 
pleasure  I  should  have  in  communicating  them  to  my  government. 

This  despatch  has  been  submitted  to  Mr.  Drouyn  de  Lhuys,  and  the  forego- 
ing version  of  the  results  of  our  conversation  has  been  approved  by  him.
